§ 1a. Delegation of powers and duties by Sec-
retary of the Interior and Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs 

For the purpose of facilitating and simplifying 
the administration of the laws governing Indian 
affairs, the Secretary of the Interior is author-
ized to delegate, from time to time, and to the 
extent and under such regulations as he deems 
proper, his powers and duties under said laws to 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, insofar as 
such powers and duties relate to action in indi-
vidual cases arising under general regulations 
promulgated by the Secretary of the Interior 
pursuant to law. Subject to the supervision and 
direction of the Secretary, the Commissioner is 
authorized to delegate, in like manner, any pow-
ers and duties so delegated to him by the Sec-
retary, or vested in him by law, to the assistant 

commissioners, or the officer in charge of any 
branch, division, office, or agency of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, insofar as such powers and du-
ties relate to action in individual cases arising 
under general regulations promulgated by the 
Secretary of the Interior or the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs pursuant to law. Such delegated 
powers shall be exercised subject to appeal to 
the Secretary, under regulations to be pre-
scribed by him, or, as from time to time deter-
mined by him, to the Deputy Secretary or to an 
Assistant Secretary of the Department of the In-
terior, or to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 
The Secretary or the Commissioner, as the case 
may be, may at any time revoke the whole or 
any part of a delegation made pursuant to this 
section, but no such revocation shall be given 
retroactive effect. Nothing in this section shall 
be deemed to abrogate or curtail any authority 
to make delegations conferred by any other pro-
vision of law, nor shall anything in this section 
be deemed to convey authority to delegate any 
power to issue regulations.

upon the payment by such parties at the rate of 
10 cents per hundred words, and $1 for copies of 
maps or plats, and the additional sum of 25 cents 
for the Commissioner’s certificate of verifica-
tion, with the seal of said office; and one of the 
employees of said office shall be designated by 
the Commissioner as the receiving clerk, and 
the amounts so received shall, under the direc-
tion of the Commissioner, be paid into the 
Treasury of the United States; but fees shall not 
be demanded for such authenticated copies as 
may be required by the officers of any branch of 
the Government or by any Indian who shall sat-
isfy the Commissioner by satisfactory legal evi-
dence that he or she is not able, by reason of 
poverty, to pay such fees, nor for such unverified 
copies as the Commissioner in his discretion 
may deem proper to furnish.

§ 13. Expenditure of appropriations by Bureau 

The Bureau of Indian Affairs, under the super-
vision of the Secretary of the Interior, shall di-
rect, supervise, and expend such moneys as Con-
gress may from time to time appropriate, for 
the benefit, care, and assistance of the Indians 
throughout the United States for the following 
purposes: 

General support and civilization, including 
education. 

For relief of distress and conservation of 
health. 

For industrial assistance and advancement 
and general administration of Indian property. 

For extension, improvement, operation, and 
maintenance of existing Indian irrigation sys-
tems and for development of water supplies. 

For the enlargement, extension, improvement, 
and repair of the buildings and grounds of exist-
ing plants and projects. 

For the employment of inspectors, super-
visors, superintendents, clerks, field matrons, 
farmers, physicians, Indian police, Indian 
judges, and other employees. 

For the suppression of traffic in intoxicating 
liquor and deleterious drugs. 

For the purchase of horse-drawn and motor- 
propelled passenger-carrying vehicles for official 
use. 

And for general and incidental expenses in 
connection with the administration of Indian af-
fairs. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
section or any other law, postsecondary schools 
administered by the Secretary of the Interior 
for Indians, and which meet the definition of an 
‘‘institution of higher education’’ under section 
1201 of the Higher Education Act of 1965 [20 
U.S.C. 1141], shall be eligible to participate in 
and receive appropriated funds under any pro-
gram authorized by the Higher Education Act of 
1965 [20 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.] or any other applica-
ble program for the benefit of institutions of 
higher education, community colleges, or post-
secondary educational institutions.

(3) a course the Secretary determines will 
lead to a high school diploma or an equivalent 
certificate; or 

(4) other programs or training approved by 
the Secretary.

and when such use benefits Indians or Federal or 
federally funded programs.

The payment of any fee, or agreement to pay 
costs, to the Secretary shall not in any way or 
to any extent limit the right of the United 
States to rely upon sovereign immunity or any 
State or Federal statute limiting liability or 
damages from injuries sustained in connection 
with use under this section.

No agreement shall be made by any person 
with any tribe of Indians, or individual Indians 
not citizens of the United States, for the pay-
ment or delivery of any money or other thing of 
value, in present or in prospective, or for the 
granting or procuring any privilege to him, or 
any other person in consideration of services for 
said Indians relative to their lands, or to any 
claims growing out of, or in reference to, annu-
ities, installments, or other moneys, claims, de-
mands, or thing, under laws or treaties with the 

United States, or official acts of any officers 
thereof, or in any way connected with or due 
from the United States, unless such contract or 
agreement be executed and approved as follows: 

First. Such agreement shall be in writing, and 
a duplicate of it delivered to each party. 

Second. It shall bear the approval of the Sec-
retary of the Interior and the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs indorsed upon it. 

Third. It shall contain the names of all parties 
in interest, their residence and occupations; and 
if made with a tribe, by their tribal authorities, 
the scope of authority and the reason for exer-
cising that authority, shall be given specifically. 

Fourth. It shall state the time when and place 
where made, the particular purpose for which 
made, the special thing or things to be done 
under it, and, if for the collection of money, the 
basis of the claim, the source from which it is to 
be collected, the disposition to be made of it 
when collected, the amount or rate per centum 
of the fee in all cases; and if any contingent 
matter or condition constitutes a part of the 
contract or agreement, it shall be specifically 
set forth. 

Fifth. It shall have a fixed limited time to run, 
which shall be distinctly stated. 

All contracts or agreements made in violation 
of this section shall be null and void, and all 
money or other thing of value paid to any per-
son by any Indian or tribe, or any one else, for 
or on his or their behalf, on account of such 
services, in excess of the amount approved by 
the Commissioner and Secretary for such serv-
ices, may be recovered by suit in the name of 
the United States in any court of the United 
States, regardless of the amount in controversy; 
and one-half thereof shall be paid to the person 
suing for the same, and the other half shall be 
paid into the Treasury for the use of the Indian 
or tribe by or for whom it was so paid.

SUBCHAPTER II—DISBURSEMENT OF 
MONEYS AND SUPPLIES

one of the following ways, as the President or 
the Secretary of the Interior may direct: 

First. To the chiefs of a tribe, for the tribe. 
Second. In cases where the imperious interest 

of the tribe or the individuals intended to be 
benefited, or any treaty stipulation, requires the 
intervention of an agency, then to such person 
as the tribe shall appoint to receive such mon-
eys or goods; or if several persons be appointed, 
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then upon the joint order or receipt of such per-
sons. 

Third. To the heads of the families and to the 
individuals entitled to participate in the moneys 
or goods. 

Fourth. By consent of the tribe, such moneys 
or goods may be applied directly, under such 
regulations, not inconsistent with treaty stipu-
lations, as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Interior, to such purposes as will best pro-
mote the happiness and prosperity of the mem-
bers of the tribe, and will encourage able-bodied 
Indians in the habits of industry and peace.

§ 119. Allotment of tribal funds to individual In-

pay any existing claims against said Indians 
that may be pending for settlement by judicial 
determination in the United States Court of 
Federal Claims or in the Executive Departments 
of the Government, at time of such apportion-
ment and allotment.

Except in the case of funds held in trust for In-
dian tribes or individuals, the funds available 
for expenditure under the ‘‘Indian moneys, pro-
ceeds of labor’’ accounts authorized by section 
155 of this title may be expended until Septem-
ber 30, 1982 for any purpose for which funds are 
appropriated under the subheading ‘‘Operation 
of Indian Programs’’. 

No funds shall be deposited in such ‘‘Indian 
money, proceeds of labor’’ (IMPL) accounts after 
September 30, 1982. The unobligated balance in 
IMPL accounts as of the close of business on 
September 30, 1982, including the income result-
ing from the investment of funds from such ac-
counts prior to such date, shall be transferred to 
and held in escrow accounts at the locations of 
the IMPL accounts from which they are trans-
ferred. Funds in such escrow accounts may be 
invested as provided in section 162a of this title 
and the investment income added to such ac-
counts. The Secretary shall determine no later 
than September 30, 1985 (after consultation with 
appropriate tribes and individual Indians) the 
extent to which the funds held in such escrow 
accounts represent income from the investment 
of special deposits relating to specific tribes or 

individual Indians. Upon such a determination 
by the Secretary and express acceptance of the 
determination by the beneficiary, the Secretary 
shall transfer such funds to trust accounts for 
such tribes or individual Indians. Not more than 
ten percent of the funds transferred to trust ac-
counts for any tribe or individual Indian under 
this provision may be utilized to pay for legal or 
other representation relating to claims for such 
funds. Not to exceed two percent of the funds 
transferred from the IMPL accounts shall be 
available to reimburse the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs for administrative expenses incurred in de-
termining ownership of the funds. Acceptance of 
a determination by the Secretary and the trans-
fer of funds under this provision shall constitute 
a complete release and waiver of any and all 
claims by the beneficiary against the United 
States relating to the unobligated balance of 
IMPL accounts as of the close of business on 
September 30, 1982. During the period of October 
1, 1985 through September 30, 1987, or earlier if a 
Secretarial determination on ownership and ap-
propriate fund transfers has been completed, the 
funds remaining in such escrow accounts be-
cause they have not been transferred to trust ac-
counts, may be expended subject to the approval 
of the Secretary for any purpose authorized 
under section 13 of this title and requested by 
the respective governing bodies of the tribes at 
the locations where such accounts are main-
tained. The unobligated balances of such escrow 
accounts as of the close of business on Septem-
ber 30, 1987, shall be deposited into miscellane-
ous receipts of the Treasury.

§ 160. Custody of stocks or bonds held in trust for 
tribes 

All stocks, bonds, or other securities or evi-
dences of indebtedness held by the Secretary of

§ 162a. Deposit of tribal funds in banks; bond or 
collateral security; investments; collections 
from irrigation projects; affirmative action 
required 

(a) Deposit of tribal trust funds in banks 

The Secretary of the Interior is hereby au-
thorized in his discretion, and under such rules 
and regulations as he may prescribe, to with-
draw from the United States Treasury and to de-
posit in banks to be selected by him the com-
mon or community funds of any Indian tribe 
which are, or may hereafter be, held in trust by 
the United States and on which the United 
States is not obligated by law to pay interest at 
higher rates than can be procured from the 
banks. The said Secretary is also authorized, 
under such rules and regulations as he may pre-
scribe, to withdraw from the United States 
Treasury and to deposit in banks to be selected 
by him the funds held in trust by the United 
States for the benefit of individual Indians: Pro-

vided, That no individual Indian money shall be 
deposited in any bank until the bank shall have 
agreed to pay interest thereon at a reasonable 
rate, subject, however, to the regulations of the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve Sys-
tem in the case of member banks, and of the 
Board of Directors of the Federal Deposit Insur-
ance Corporation in the case of insured non-
member banks, except that the payment of in-
terest may be waived in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Interior on any deposit which is 
payable on demand: Provided further, That no 
tribal or individual Indian money shall be depos-
ited in any bank until the bank shall have fur-
nished an acceptable bond or pledged collateral 
security therefor in the form of any public-debt 
obligations of the United States and any bonds, 
notes, or other obligations which are uncondi-
tionally guaranteed as to both interest and prin-
cipal by the United States, except that no such 
bond or collateral shall be required to be fur-
nished by any such bank which is entitled to the 
benefits of section 12B of the Federal Reserve 
Act, with respect to any deposits of such tribal

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or individual funds to the extent that such de-
posits are insured under such section: Provided, 

however, That nothing contained in this section, 
or in section 12B of the Federal Reserve Act, 
shall operate to deprive any Indian having unre-
stricted funds on deposit in any such bank of the 
full protection afforded by section 12B of the 
Federal Reserve Act, irrespective of any interest 
such Indian may have in any restricted Indian 
funds on deposit in the same bank to the credit 
of a disbursing agent of the United States.

further, That the Secretary of the Interior, if he 
deems it advisable and for the best interest of 
the Indians, may invest the trust funds of any 
tribe or individual Indian in any public-debt ob-
ligations of the United States and in any bonds, 
notes, or other obligations which are uncondi-
tionally guaranteed as to both interest and prin-
cipal by the United States: And provided further, 
That the foregoing shall apply to the funds of 
the Osage Tribe of Indians, and the individual 
members thereof, only with respect to the de-
posit of such funds in banks. 

(b) Investment of collections from irrigation 
projects and power operations on irrigation 
projects 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
invest any operation and maintenance collec-
tions from Indian irrigation projects and reve-
nue collections from power operations on Indian 
irrigation projects in— 

(1) any public-debt obligations of the United 
States; 

(2) any bonds, notes, or other obligations 
which are unconditionally guaranteed as to 
both principal and interest by the United 
States; or 

(3) any obligations which are lawful invest-
ments for trust funds under the authority or 
control of the United States. 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
use earning 1 from investments under this sub-
section to pay operation and maintenance ex-
penses of the project involved. 

(c) Investment of tribal trust funds in public 
debt obligations 

(1) Notwithstanding subsection (a) of this sec-
tion, the Secretary of the Interior, at the re-
quest of any Indian tribe, in the case of trust 
funds of such tribe, or any individual Indian, in 
the case of trust funds of such individual, is au-
thorized to invest such funds, or any part there-
of, in guaranteed or public debt obligations of 
the United States or in a mutual fund, otherwise 
known as an open-ended diversified investment 
management company if— 

(A) the portfolio of such mutual fund con-
sists entirely of public-debt obligations of the 
United States, or bonds, notes, or other obliga-
tions which are unconditionally guaranteed as 
to both interest and principal by the United 
States, or a combination thereof; 

(B) the trust funds to be invested exceed 
$50,000; 

(C) the mutual fund is registered by the Se-
curities and Exchange Commission; and 

(D) the Secretary is satisfied with respect to 
the security and protection provided by the 
mutual fund against loss of the principal of 
such trust funds. 

(2) The Secretary, as a condition to complying 
with a request pursuant to paragraph (1) of this 
subsection, is authorized to require such tribe or 
individual Indian, as the case may be, to enter 
into an agreement with the Secretary for the 
purpose of relieving the United States of any li-
ability in connection with the interest, or 
amount thereof, payable in connection with 
such trust funds so invested during the period of 
that investment. 

(3) Investments pursuant to paragraph (1) of 
this subsection shall be deemed to be the same 
as cash or a bank deposit for purposes of section 
955 of this title. 

(d) Trust responsibilities of Secretary of the Inte-
rior 

The Secretary’s proper discharge of the trust 
responsibilities of the United States shall in-
clude (but are not limited to) the following: 

(1) Providing adequate systems for account-
ing for and reporting trust fund balances. 

(2) Providing adequate controls over receipts 
and disbursements. 

(3) Providing periodic, timely reconcili-
ations to assure the accuracy of accounts. 

(4) Determining accurate cash balances. 
(5) Preparing and supplying account holders 

with periodic statements of their account per-
formance and with balances of their account 
which shall be available on a daily basis. 

(6) Establishing consistent, written policies 
and procedures for trust fund management and 
accounting. 

(7) Providing adequate staffing, supervision, 
and training for trust fund management and 
accounting. 

(8) Appropriately managing the natural re-
sources located within the boundaries of In-
dian reservations and trust lands.

Subject to applicable regulations under the 
Federal Property and Administrative Services 
Act of 1949, as amended [40 U.S.C. 471 et seq.], 
the Secretary of the Interior is authorized in his 
discretion to sell and convey by deed or patent, 
under such terms and conditions as he may pre-
scribe, at not less than their appraised value, 
nonreservation Government tracts or plants or 
tribal administrative plants or reserves, or parts 
thereof, not exceeding forty acres in area and 
not exceeding $2,000 in value, not longer needed 
for Indian administrative or allotment purposes, 
and small unallotted tracts not exceeding forty 
acres, where a sale will serve the tribal inter-
ests. All sales made under this section shall be 
at public auction, to the highest and best bidder. 

And the Secretary of the Interior is further 
authorized, where a tract to be disposed of under 
this section or any other Act authorizing the 
disposition of tribal lands requires survey as 
basis for a deed or patent, to accept from the 
grantee, in addition to the purchase price, an 
amount sufficient to cover the survey costs. 

The net proceeds of sale of any tribal site, 
plant, or tract shall be deposited in the Treasury 
of the United States to the credit of the Indians 
owning the same, to be disposed of for their ben-
efit in accordance with existing law.

contained shall be construed as subjecting the 
lands within any Indian reservation in the State 
of New York to taxation for State or local pur-
poses, nor as subjecting any such lands, or any 
Federal or State annuity in favor of Indians or 
Indian tribes, to execution on any judgment ren-
dered in the State courts, except in the enforce-
ment of a judgment in a suit by one tribal mem-
ber against another in the matter of the use or 
possession of land: And provided further, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
authorizing the alienation from any Indian na-
tion, tribe, or band of Indians of any lands with-
in any Indian reservation in the State of New 
York: Provided further, That nothing herein con-
tained shall be construed as conferring jurisdic-
tion on the courts of the State of New York or 
making applicable the laws of the State of New 
York in civil actions involving Indian lands or 
claims with respect thereto which relate to 
transactions or events transpiring prior to Sep-
tember 13, 1952.

The Secretary of the Interior 
may in his discretion withhold rations, clothing 
and other annuities from Indian parents or 
guardians who refuse or neglect to send and 
keep their children of proper school age in some 
school a reasonable portion of the year.

§ 286. Sending child to school out of State with-
out consent 

No Indian child shall be sent from any Indian 
reservation to a school beyond the State or Ter-
ritory in which said reservation is situated with-
out the voluntary consent of the father or moth-
er of such child if either of them is living, and 
if neither of them is living without the vol-
untary consent of the next of kin of such child. 
Such consent shall be made before the agent of 
the reservation, and he shall send to the Com-
missioner of Indian Affairs his certificate that 
such consent has been voluntarily given before 
such child shall be removed from such reserva-
tion.

Bureau-owned schools which are transferred to 
the State may also be used for reconstruction: 
Provided further, That when any Alaska day 
school operated by contract is transferred, the 
State shall assume any existing contract per-
taining to the operation or maintenance of such 
school for a minimum of two years or until the 

expiration of the negotiated contract, whichever 
comes first: Provided further, That nothing in 
the foregoing shall preclude assistance other-
wise available under the Act of April 16, 1934 (48 
Stat. 596) as amended (25 U.S.C. 452 et seq.), or 
any other Act to such schools on the same basis 
as other public schools.

and sixty acres in any one tract, when said land 
or a part thereof is no longer needed for the 
original purpose; the proceeds therefrom in all 
cases to be paid into the Treasury of the United 
States; title to be evidenced by a patent in fee 
simple for such lands as can be described in 
terms of the legal survey, or by deed duly exe-
cuted by the Secretary of the Interior contain-
ing such metes-and-bounds description as will 
identify the land so conveyed as the land which 
had been purchased: Provided, That where the 
purchase price was paid from tribal funds, the 
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net proceeds shall be placed in the Treasury of 
the United States to the credit of the respective 
tribes of Indians.

§ 293a. Conveyance of school properties to local 
school districts or public agencies 

The Secretary of the Interior, or his author-
ized representative, is authorized to convey to 
State or local governmental agencies or to local 
school authorities all the right, title, and inter-
est of the United States in any land and im-
provements thereon and personal property used 
in connection therewith heretofore or hereafter 
used for Federal Indian school purposes and no 
longer needed for such purposes: Provided, That 
the consent of the beneficial owner shall be ob-
tained before the conveyance of title to land 
held by the United States in trust for an individ-
ual Indian or Indian tribe: Provided further, That 
no more than fifty acres of land shall be trans-
ferred under the terms of this section in connec-
tion with any single school property conveyed 
to State or local governmental agencies or to 
local school authorities. Any conveyance under 
this section shall reserve all mineral deposits in 
the land and the right to prospect for and re-
move such deposits under rules and regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, shall 
require the property to be used for school or 
other public purposes, and shall require the 
property to be available to Indians and non-Indi-
ans on the same terms unless otherwise ap-
proved by the Secretary of the Interior. If at any 
time the Secretary of the Interior determines 
that the grantee of any such lands, improve-
ments, and personal property has failed to ob-
serve the provisions of the transfer agreement 
and that the failure has continued for at least 
one year, he may declare a forfeiture of the con-
veyance and the title conveyed shall thereupon 
revert to the United States. Such determination 
by the Secretary of the Interior shall be final. If 
the grantee of such land fails for a period of one 
year to observe the provisions of the transfer 
agreement and the Secretary of the Interior 
fails to declare a forfeiture of the conveyance, 
the former beneficial owner, if an individual In-

dian or an Indian tribe, may petition the United 
States District Court for the district where the 
land is located to declare a forfeiture of the con-
veyance and to vest the title in the United 
States, in the same trust status as previously 
existed.

§ 305. Indian Arts and Crafts Board; creation and 
composition; per diem payments 

A board is created in the Department of the 
Interior to be known as ‘‘Indian Arts and Crafts 
Board’’, and hereinafter referred to as the 
Board. The Board shall be composed of five com-
missioners, who shall be appointed by the Sec-
retary of the Interior as soon as possible after 
August 27, 1935 and shall continue in office, two 
for a term of two years, one for a term of three 
years, and two for a term of four years from the 
date of their appointment, the term of each to 
be designated by the Secretary of the Interior, 
but their successors shall be appointed for a 
term of four years except that any person cho-
sen to fill a vacancy shall be appointed for the 
unexpired term of the commissioner whom he 
succeeds. Both public officers and private citi-
zens shall be eligible for membership on the 
Board. The Board shall elect one of the commis-
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sioners as chairman. One or two vacancies on 
the Board shall not impair the right of the re-
maining commissioners to exercise all the pow-
ers of the Board. 

The commissioner shall serve without com-
pensation: Provided, That each Commissioner 
shall be paid per diem in lieu of subsistence and 
other expenses at a rate that does not exceed the 
rate authorized by section 5703 of title 5 to be 
paid to persons serving without compensation.

(a) To undertake market research to determine 
the best opportunity for the sale of various prod-
ucts; (b) to engage in technical research and 
give technical advice and assistance; (c) to en-
gage in experimentation directly or through se-
lected agencies; (d) to correlate and encourage 
the activities of the various governmental and 
private agencies in the field; (e) to offer assist-
ance in the management of operating groups for 
the furtherance of specific projects; (f) to make 
recommendations to appropriate agencies for 

loans in furtherance of the production and sale 
of Indian products; (g)(1) to create for the Board, 
or for an individual Indian or Indian tribe or In-
dian arts and crafts organization, trademarks of 
genuineness and quality for Indian products and 
the products of an individual Indian or particu-
lar Indian tribe or Indian arts and crafts organi-
zation; (2) to establish standards and regulations 
for the use of Government-owned trademarks by 
corporations, associations, or individuals, and to 
charge for such use under such licenses; (3) to 
register any such trademark owned by the Gov-
ernment in the United States Patent and Trade-
mark Office without charge and assign it and 
the goodwill associated with it to an individual 
Indian or Indian tribe without charge; and (4) to 
pursue or defend in the courts any appeal or pro-
ceeding with respect to any final determination 
of that office; (h) to employ executive officers, 
including a general manager, and such other 
permanent and temporary personnel as may be 
found necessary, and prescribe the authorities, 
duties, responsibilities, and tenure and fix the 
compensation of such officers and other employ-
ees: Provided, That chapter 51 and subchapter III 
of chapter 53 of title 5 shall be applicable to all 
permanent employees and that all employees 
shall be appointed in accordance with the civil- 
service laws from lists of eligibles to be supplied 
by the Director of the Office of Personnel Man-
agement; (i) as a Government agency to nego-
tiate and execute in its own name contracts 
with operating groups to supply management, 
personnel, and supervision at cost, and to nego-
tiate and execute in its own name such other 
contracts and to carry on such other business as 
may be necessary for the accomplishment of the 
duties and purposes of the Board: Provided, That 
nothing in the foregoing enumeration of powers 
shall be construed to authorize the Board to bor-
row or lend money or to deal in Indian goods. 
For the purposes of this section, the term ‘‘In-
dian arts and crafts organization’’ means any le-
gally established arts and crafts marketing or-
ganization composed of members of Indian 
tribes.

§ 305e. Cause of action for misrepresentation of 
Indian produced goods 

(a) Injunctive or equitable relief; damages 

A person specified in subsection (c) of this sec-
tion may, in a civil action in a court of com-
petent jurisdiction, bring an action against a 
person who offers or displays for sale or sells a 
good, with or without a Government trademark, 
in a manner that falsely suggests it is Indian 
produced, an Indian product, or the product of a 
particular Indian or Indian tribe or Indian arts 
and crafts organization, resident within the 
United States, to— 

(1) obtain injunctive or other equitable re-
lief; and 

(2) recover the greater of— 
(A) treble damages; or 
(B) in the case of each aggrieved individual 

Indian, Indian tribe, or Indian arts and 
crafts organization, not less than $1,000 for 

each day on which the offer or display for 
sale or sale continues. 

(b) Punitive damages; attorney’s fee 

In addition to the relief specified in subsection 
(a) of this section, the court may award punitive 
damages and the costs of suit and a reasonable 
attorney’s fee. 

(c) Persons who may initiate civil actions 

(1) A civil action under subsection (a) of this 
section may be commenced— 

(A) by the Attorney General of the United 
States upon request of the Secretary of the In-
terior on behalf of an Indian who is a member 
of an Indian tribe or on behalf of an Indian 
tribe or Indian arts and crafts organization; or 

(B) by an Indian tribe on behalf of itself, an 
Indian who is a member of the tribe, or on be-
half of an Indian arts and crafts organization. 

(2) Any amount recovered pursuant to this sec-
tion shall be paid to the individual Indian, In-
dian tribe, or Indian arts and crafts organiza-
tion, except that— 

(A) in the case of paragraph (1)(A), the At-
torney General may deduct from the amount 
recovered the amount for the costs of suit and 
reasonable attorney’s fees awarded pursuant 
to subsection (b) of this section and deposit 
the amount of such costs and fees as a reim-
bursement credited to appropriations cur-
rently available to the Attorney General at 
the time of receipt of the amount recovered; 
and 

(B) in the case of paragraph (1)(B), the 
amount recovered for the costs of suit and rea-
sonable attorney’s fees pursuant to subsection 
(b) of this section may be deducted from the 
total amount awarded under subsection (a)(2) 
of this section.

§ 309. Vocational training program; eligibility; 
contracts or agreements 

In order to help adult Indians who reside on or 
near Indian reservations to obtain reasonable 
and satisfactory employment, the Secretary of 
the Interior is authorized to undertake a pro-
gram of vocational training that provides for vo-
cational counseling or guidance, institutional 
training in any recognized vocation or trade, ap-
prenticeship, and on the job training, for periods 
that do not exceed twenty-four months, and, for 
nurses’ training, for periods that do not exceed 
thirty-six months, transportation to the place of 
training, and subsistence during the course of 
training. The program shall be available pri-
marily to Indians who are not less than eighteen 
and not more than thirty-five years of age and 
who reside on or near an Indian reservation, and 
the program shall be conducted under such rules 
and regulations as the Secretary may prescribe. 
For the purposes of this program the Secretary 
is authorized to enter into contracts or agree-
ments with any Federal, State, or local govern-
mental agency, or with any private school which 
has a recognized reputation in the field of voca-
tional education and has successfully obtained 
employment for its graduates in their respective 
fields of training, or with any corporation or as-
sociation which has an existing apprenticeship 
or on-the-job training program which is recog-
nized by industry and labor as leading to skilled 
employment, or with any school of nursing of-
fering a three-year course of study leading to a 
diploma in nursing which is accredited by a rec-
ognized body or bodies approved for such pur-
pose by the Secretary.

§ 310. Institute of American Indian and Alaska 
Native Culture and Arts Development 

(a)(1) To the extent of the availability of funds 
for such purpose, the Secretary of the Interior 
shall: 

(A) enter into a thirty-year agreement with 
the College of Santa Fe, Santa Fe, New Mex-
ico, to provide educational facilities for the 
use of, and to develop cooperative educational/ 
arts programs to be carried out with the post-
secondary fine arts and museum services pro-
grams of, the Institute of American Indian and 
Alaska Native Culture and Arts Development 
administered by the Bureau of Indian Affairs;

(b)(1) The Secretary of the Interior, acting 
through the Bureau of Indian Affairs, is directed 

to conduct a study for the purpose of determin-
ing the need, if any, for a museum facility to be 
established for the benefit of the Institute of 
American Indian and Alaska Native Culture and 
Arts Development, the feasibility of establishing 
such museum, and the need or desirability, if 
any, to establish any such museum in close 
proximity to the facilities currently being used 
by such Institute at the College of Santa Fe. 

(2) On or before February 1, 1985, the Secretary 
of the Interior shall report the results of such 
study, together with his recommendations, to 
the Congress. 

(3) Should the study recommend establish-
ment of a museum, and should the College of 
Santa Fe be selected as the best site, any agree-
ment entered into by the Secretary of the Inte-
rior for construction of such museum shall con-
tain assurances, satisfactory to the Secretary, 
that appropriate lands at the College of Santa 
Fe will be available at no cost to the Federal 
Government for the establishment of a museum 
facility.

§ 312. Rights-of-way for railway, telegraph, and 
telephone lines; town-site stations 

A right of way for a railway, telegraph, and 
telephone line through any Indian reservation in 
any State or Territory, except Oklahoma, or 
through any lands reserved for an Indian agency 
or for other purposes in connection with the In-
dian service, or through any lands which have 
been allotted in severalty to any individual In-
dian under any law or treaty, but which have 
not been conveyed to the allottee with full 
power of alienation, is granted to any railroad 
company organized under the laws of the United 
States, or of any State or Territory, which shall 
comply with the provisions of sections 312 to 318 
of this title and such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed thereunder: Provided, That no 
right of way shall be granted under said sections 
until the Secretary of the Interior is satisfied 
that the company applying has made said appli-
cation in good faith and with intent and ability 
to construct said road, and in case objection to 
the granting of such right of way shall be made, 
said Secretary shall afford the parties so object-
ing a full opportunity to be heard: Provided fur-

ther, That where a railroad has heretofore been 
constructed, or is in actual course of construc-
tion, no parallel right of way within ten miles 
on either side shall be granted by the Secretary 
of the Interior unless, in his opinion, public in-
terest will be promoted thereby: Provided, also, 
That as a condition precedent to each and every 
grant of a right of way under authority of said 
sections, each and every railway company ap-
plying for such grant shall stipulate that it will 
construct and permanently maintain suitable 
passenger and freight stations for the conven-
ience of each and every town site established by 
the Government along said right of way.

The line of route of said road may be surveyed 
and located through and across any of said lands 
at any time, upon permission therefor being ob-
tained from the Secretary of the Interior; but 
before the grant of such right of way shall be-
come effective a map of the survey of the line or 
route of said road must be filed with and ap-
proved by the Secretary of the Interior, and the 
company must make payment to the Secretary 
of the Interior for the benefit of the tribe or na-
tion, of full compensation for such right of way, 
including all damage to improvements and adja-
cent lands, which compensation shall be deter-
mined and paid under the direction of the Sec-
retary of the Interior, in such manner as he may 
prescribe. Before any such railroad shall be con-
structed through any land, claim, or improve-
ment, held by individual occupants or allottees 
in pursuance of any treaties or laws of the 
United States, compensation shall be made to 
such occupant or allottee for all property to be 
taken, or damage done, by reason of the con-
struction of such railroad. In case of failure to 
make amicable settlement with any such occu-
pant or allottee, such compensation shall be de-
termined by the appraisement of three disin-
terested referees, to be appointed by the Sec-
retary of the Interior, who, before entering upon 
the duties of their appointment, shall take and 
subscribe before competent authority an oath 
that they will faithfully and impartially dis-
charge the duties of their appointment, which 
oath, duly certified, shall be returned with their 
award to the Secretary of the Interior. If the 
referees cannot agree, then any two of them are 
authorized to make the award. Either party 
being dissatisfied with the finding of the ref-
erees shall have the right within sixty days after 
the making of the award and notice of the same,

to appeal, if said land is situated in any State or 
Territory other than Oklahoma, to the United 
States district court for such State or Territory, 
where the case shall be tried de novo and the 
judgment for damages rendered by the court 
shall be final and conclusive. 

When proceedings are commenced in court as 
aforesaid, the railroad company shall deposit 
the amount of the award made by the referees 
with the court to abide the judgment thereof, 
and then have the right to enter upon the prop-
erty sought to be condemned and proceed with 
the construction of the railway. Each of the ref-
erees shall receive for his compensation the sum 
of $4 per day while engaged in the hearing of any 
case submitted to them under sections 312 to 318 
of this title. Witnesses shall receive the fees 
usually allowed by courts within the district 
where such land is located. Costs, including 
compensation of the referees, shall be made part 
of the award or judgment, and be paid by such 
railroad company.

§ 319. Rights-of-way for telephone and telegraph 
lines 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
empowered to grant a right of way, in the na-
ture of an easement, for the construction, oper-
ation, and maintenance of telephone and tele-
graph lines and offices for general telephone and 
telegraph business through any Indian reserva-
tion, through any lands held by an Indian tribe 
or nation in the former Indian Territory, 
through any lands reserved for an Indian agency 
or Indian school, or for other purpose in connec-
tion with the Indian service, or through any 
lands which have been allotted in severalty to 
any individual Indian under any law or treaty, 
but which have not been conveyed to the allot-
tee with full power of alienation, upon the terms 
and conditions herein expressed. No such lines 
shall be constructed across Indian lands, as 
above mentioned, until authority therefor has 
first been obtained from the Secretary of the In-
terior, and the maps of definite location of the 
lines shall be subject to his approval. The com-
pensation to be paid the tribes in their tribal ca-
pacity and the individual allottees for such 
right of way through their lands shall be deter-
mined in such manner as the Secretary of the 
Interior may direct, and shall be subject to his 
final approval; and where such lines are not sub-
ject to State or Territorial taxation the com-
pany or owner of the line shall pay to the Sec-
retary of the Interior, for the use and benefit of 
the Indians, such annual tax as he may des-
ignate, not exceeding $5 for each ten miles of 
line so constructed and maintained; and all such 
lines shall be constructed and maintained under 
such rules and regulations as said Secretary 
may prescribe. But nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to exempt the owners of 
such lines from the payment of any tax that 
may be lawfully assessed against them by either 
State, Territorial, or municipal authority; and 
Congress hereby expressly reserves the right to 
regulate the tolls or charges for the trans-
mission of messages over any lines constructed 
under the provisions of this section: Provided, 
That incorporated cities and towns into or 
through which such telephone or telegraphic 
lines may be constructed shall have the power 
to regulate the manner of construction therein, 
and nothing herein contained shall be so con-
strued as to deny the right of municipal tax-
ation in such towns and cities.

§ 320. Acquisition of lands for reservoirs or mate-
rials 

When, in the judgment of the Secretary of the 
Interior, it is necessary for any railway com-
pany owning or operating a line of railway in 
any Indian reservation to acquire lands in such 
Indian reservation for reservoirs, material, or 
ballast pits for the construction, repair, and 
maintenance of its railway, or for the purpose of 
planting and growing thereon trees to protect 
its line of railway, the said Secretary is author-
ized to grant such lands to any such railway 
company under such terms and conditions and 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the said Secretary. 

When any railway company desiring to secure 
the benefits of this provision shall file with the 
Secretary of the Interior an application describ-
ing the lands which it desires to purchase, upon 
the payment of the price agreed upon the said 
Secretary shall cause such lands to be conveyed 
to the railway company applying therefor upon 
such terms and conditions as he may deem prop-
er: Provided, That no lands shall be acquired 
under the terms of this provision in greater 
quantities than forty acres for any one res-
ervoir, and one hundred and sixty acres for any 
material or ballast pit, to the extent of not 
more than one reservoir and one material or 
gravel pit in any one section of ten miles of any 
such railway in any Indian reservation: And pro-

vided further, That the lands acquired for tree 
planting shall be taken only at such places 
along the line of the railway company applying 
therefor as in the judgment of the said Sec-
retary may be necessary, and shall be taken in 
strips adjoining and parallel with the right of 
way of the railway company taking the same, 
and shall not exceed one hundred and fifty feet 
in width. 

All moneys paid for such lands shall be depos-
ited in the Treasury of the United States to the 
credit of the tribe or tribes, and the moneys re-
ceived by said Secretary as damages sustained 
by individual members of the Indian tribe, 
which damages shall be ascertained by the Sec-
retary of the Interior and paid by the railway 
company taking such lands, shall be paid by said 
Secretary to the Indian or Indians sustaining 
such damages. The provisions of this section are 
extended and made applicable to any lands 
which have been allotted in severalty to any in-
dividual Indian under any law or treaty, but 
which have not been conveyed to the allottee 
with full power of alienation; the damages and 
compensation to be paid to any Indian allottee 
shall be ascertained and fixed in such manner as 
the Secretary of the Interior may direct and 
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shall be paid by the railway company to said 
Secretary; the damages and compensation paid 
to the Secretary of the Interior by the railway 
company taking any such land shall be paid by 
said Secretary to the allottee sustaining such 
damages.

§ 321. Rights-of-way for pipe lines 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
empowered to grant a right-of-way in the nature 
of an easement for the construction, operation, 
and maintenance of pipe lines for the convey-
ance of oil and gas through any Indian reserva-
tion, through any lands held by an Indian tribe 
or nation in the former Indian Territory, 
through any lands reserved for an Indian agency 
or Indian school, or for other purpose in connec-
tion with the Indian Service, or through any 
lands which have been allotted in severalty to 
any individual Indian under any law or treaty, 
but which have not been conveyed to the allot-
tee with full power of alienation upon the terms 
and conditions herein expressed. Before title to 
rights of way applied for hereunder shall vest, 
maps of definite location shall be filed with and 
approved by the Secretary of the Interior: Pro-

vided, That before such approval the Secretary 
of the Interior may, under such rules and regula-
tions as he may prescribe, grant temporary per-
mits revocable in his discretion for the con-
struction of such lines: Provided, That the con-
struction of lateral lines from the main pipe line 
establishing connection with oil and gas wells 
on the individual allotments of citizens may be 
constructed without securing authority from 
the Secretary of the Interior and without filing 
maps of definite location, when the consent of 
the allottee upon whose lands oil or gas wells 
may be located and of all other allottees 
through whose lands said lateral pipe lines may 
pass has been obtained by the pipe-line com-
pany: Provided further, That in case it is desired 
to run a pipe line under the line of any railroad, 
and satisfactory arrangements cannot be made 
with the railroad company, then the question 
shall be referred to the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, who shall prescribe the terms and condi-
tions under which the pipe-line company shall 
be permitted to lay its lines under said railroad. 
The compensation to be paid the tribes in their 
tribal capacity and the individual allottees for 
such right of way through their lands shall be 
determined in such manner as the Secretary of 
the Interior may direct, and shall be subject to 
his final approval. And where such lines are not 
subject to State or Territorial taxation the com-
pany or owner of the line shall pay to the Sec-
retary of the Interior, for the use and benefit of 
the Indians, such annual tax as he may des-
ignate, not exceeding $5 for each ten miles of 
line so constructed and maintained under such 
rules and regulations as said Secretary may pre-
scribe. But nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to exempt the owners of such lines 
from the payment of any tax that may be law-

fully assessed against them by either State, Ter-
ritorial, or municipal authority. And incor-
porated cities and towns into and through which 
such pipe lines may be constructed shall have 
the power to regulate the manner of construc-
tion therein, and nothing herein contained shall 
be so construed as to deny the right of munici-
pal taxation in such towns and cities, and noth-
ing herein shall authorize the use of such right 
of way except for pipe line, and then only so far 
as may be necessary for its construction, main-
tenance, and care: Provided, That the rights 
herein granted shall not extend beyond a period 
of twenty years: Provided further, That the Sec-
retary of the Interior, at the expiration of said 
twenty years, may extend the right to maintain 
any pipe line constructed under this section for 
another period not to exceed twenty years from 
the expiration of the first right, upon such 
terms and conditions as he may deem proper. 
The right to alter, amend, or repeal this section 
is expressly reserved.

Notwithstanding such provisions, the Sec-
retary of the Interior may, without the consent 
of the affected Pueblo Tribes, grant one renewal 
for a period not to exceed ten years of any right- 
of-way acquired through litigation initiated 
under the Act of May 10, 1926 (44 Stat. 498), or by 
compromise and settlement in such litigation, 
prior to January 1, 1975. The Secretary shall re-
quire, as compensation for the Pueblo involved, 
the fair market value, as determined by the Sec-
retary, of the grant of such renewal. The Sec-
retary may grant such right-of-way renewal 
under this section only in the event the owner of 
such existing right-of-way and the Pueblo Tribe 
involved cannot reach agreement on renewal 
within ninety days after such renewal is re-
quested. Nothing in this section shall be deemed 
to validate or authorize the renewal of a right- 
of-way which is otherwise invalid by reason of 
the invalidity of the Act of May 10, 1926, on the 
date said right-of-way was originally obtained.

§ 331. Allotments on reservations; irrigable and 
nonirrigable lands 

In all cases where any tribe or band of Indians 
has been or shall be located upon any reserva-
tion created for their use by treaty stipulation, 
Act of Congress, or executive order, the Presi-
dent shall be authorized to cause the same or 
any part thereof to be surveyed or resurveyed 
whenever in his opinion such reservation or any 
part may be advantageously utilized for agricul-
tural or grazing purposes by such Indians, and to 
cause allotment to each Indian located thereon 
to be made in such areas as in his opinion may 
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be for their best interest not to exceed eighty 
acres of agricultural or one hundred and sixty 
acres of grazing land to any one Indian. And 
whenever it shall appear to the President that 
lands on any Indian reservation subject to allot-
ment by authority of law have been or may be 
brought within any irrigation project, he may 
cause allotments of such irrigable lands to be 
made to the Indians entitled thereto in such 
areas as may be for their best interest, not to 
exceed, however, forty acres to any one Indian, 
and such irrigable land shall be held to be equal 
in quantity to twice the number of acres of non-
irrigable agricultural land and four times the 
number of acres of nonirrigable grazing land: 
Provided, That the remaining area to which any 
Indian may be entitled under existing law after 
he shall have received his proportion of irrigable 
land on the basis of equalization herein estab-
lished may be allotted to him from nonirrigable 
agricultural or grazing lands: Provided further, 
That where a treaty or Act of Congress setting 
apart such reservation provides for allotments 
in severalty in quantity greater or less than 
that herein authorized, the President shall 
cause allotments on such reservations to be 
made in quantity as specified in such treaty or 
Act, subject, however, to the basis of equali-
zation between irrigable and nonirrigable lands 
established herein, but in such cases allotments 
may be made in quantity as specified herein, 
with the consent of the Indians expressed in 
such manner as the President in his discretion 
may require.

CODIFICATION 

This section is from act Feb. 8, 1887, as amended by 

act Feb. 28, 1891, and act June 25, 1910. Act Feb. 8, 1887 

was entitled ‘‘An act to provide for the allotment of 

lands in severalty to Indians on the various reserva-

tions, and to extend the protection of the laws of the 

United States and the Territories over the Indians, and 

for other purposes’’. As originally enacted, this section 

provided for allotments of different quantities of land 

to various classes of Indians, viz., heads of families, sin-

gle persons over 18 years of age, orphan children under 

18 years of age, and other single persons under that age. 
Act Feb. 28, 1891, substituted for such provisions a 

clause providing for allotment to each Indian of one- 

eighth of a section of land, and besides some minor 

changes, inserted a proviso for making allotments in 

the quantity specified, where existing agreements or 

laws provided for allotments in accordance with act 

Feb. 8, 1887. 
Act June 25, 1910, amended act Feb. 28, 1891, by mak-

ing numerous verbal changes, by changing the provi-

sion as to the quantity of land to be allotted to each In-

dian so that it should not exceed 80 acres of agricul-

tural land or 160 acres of grazing land, by inserting the 

provisions as to allotment of irrigable and nonirrigable 

lands and the two provisos, and by omitting other pro-

visos of act Feb. 8, 1887 and act Feb. 28, 1891. 
Act Feb. 28, 1891, was entitled ‘‘An act to amend and 

further extend the benefits of’’ the General Allotment 

Act of Feb. 8, 1887. 
Section 2 of act Feb. 28, 1891, provided that where al-

lotments had been made upon any reservation under 

the original act, and the quantity of land in such res-

ervation was sufficient to give each member of the 

tribe 80 acres, such allotments should be revised and 

equalized under the provisions of the amendatory act. 

Such section is omitted as temporary and executed. 

SHORT TITLE OF 1987 AMENDMENT

BLACKFEET RESERVATION, MONTANA 

Act June 30, 1919, ch. 4, § 10, 41 Stat. 16, which pro-

vided for the allotment of lands within the Blackfeet 

Indian Reservation in Montana, was amended by act 

June 4, 1953, ch. 99, § 1, 67 Stat. 42, in order to remove 

the restrictions on alienation of the homestead allot-

ments by making 80 acres of each allotment subject to 

sale, partition, issuance of patent in fee, or other dis-

position in accordance with the laws relating to the 

other allotments on the Reservation. 

Act June 30, 1919, had provided that the 80-acre home-

stead allotment should remain inalienable. This re-

striction was removed on the alienation of homestead 

allotments after the death of the original allottee by 

act June 2, 1924, ch. 231, 43 Stat. 252, formerly set out 

as a note under this section. The restriction was com-

pletely removed by section 1 of act June 4, 1953. Section 

2 of act June 4, 1953, repealed act June 2, 1924. 

CREEK NATION 

Act Mar. 2, 1917, ch. 146, § 18, 39 Stat. 986, provided in 

part as follows: ‘‘Hereafter no allotments of land shall 

be made to members of the Creek Nation’’. 

CROW INDIAN RESERVATION 

Act June 4, 1920, ch. 224, § 6, 41 Stat. 753, as amended 

by acts May 25, 1926, ch. 403, 44 Stat. 658; Sept. 16, 1959, 

Pub. L. 96–283, 73 Stat. 565; May 17, 1968, Pub. L. 90–308, 

82 Stat. 123, provided for a reservation in perpetuity, 

for the benefit of the Crow Indian Tribe, of the min-

erals on or underlying the allotted lands on the Crow 

Indian Reservation. 

Act Aug. 15, 1953, ch. 502, § 4, 67 Stat. 587, repealed act 

June 4, 1920, ch. 224, § 9, 41 Stat. 754, formerly set out as 

a note under this section. The act June 4, 1920, provided 

for allotment of lands of the Crow Tribe and section 9 

of the act had provided that lands of the Crow Reserva-

tion should ‘‘be subject to all laws of the United States 

prohibiting the introduction of intoxicating liquors 

into the Indian country until otherwise provided by 

Congress’’. 

Act June 4, 1953, ch. 100, 67 Stat. 42, permitted the In-

dian owners of homestead, irrigable, or agricultural 

land on the Crow Indian Reservation in Montana to sell 

such land, upon application in writing and subject to 

the approval of the Secretary of the Interior or his au-

thorized representative. Restrictions against such sales 

were contained in act June 4, 1920, ch. 224, 41 Stat. 751. 

The act of June 4, 1920, set out as a note below, pro-

vided for the allotment of lands on the Crow Reserva-

tion. 

Provisions for the allotment of lands of the Crow 

Tribe of Indians within the Crow Indian Reservation in 

Montana, and for the distribution of tribal funds, were 

made by act June 4, 1920, ch. 224, 41 Stat. 751. The time 

for making allotments on the Crow Reservation, Mon-

tana, as provided by this act was extended for a period 

of two years from Dec. 4, 1921, by act Sept. 21, 1922, ch. 

367, 42 Stat. 994. 

EASTERN BAND OF CHEROKEE INDIANS OF NORTH 

CAROLINA 

Act June 4, 1924, ch. 253, 43 Stat. 376, provided: ‘‘That 

the Eastern Band of Cherokee Indians of North Caro-
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lina is hereby authorized, pursuant to the resolution of 

its council adopted the 6th day of November 1919, to 

convey to the United States of America, in trust, all 

land, money, and other property of said band for final 

disposition thereof as hereinafter provided; and the 

United States will accept such conveyance when ap-

proved by the Secretary of the Interior. 
‘‘SEC. 2. That upon approval of such conveyance the 

Secretary of the Interior shall cause to be prepared a 

roll of the members of said band, to contain the names 

of all living on the date of this Act, and no person born 

after that date shall be entitled to enrollment. 
‘‘The roll shall show the name, age, sex, and degree 

of Cherokee Indian blood, and separately of that de-

rived from any other Indian ancestor, of each member. 

The day of the month indicating the birthday of each 

member shall also be shown upon said roll: Provided, 

That if such date is unknown and cannot be ascer-

tained, the date of the entry of the name on the sched-

ule shall be taken for the purposes of this Act to be the 

birth date of the member to whom the entry applies. 
‘‘Said roll when approved by the Secretary of the In-

terior shall be final and conclusive as to the member-

ship of said band, and as to the ages and degree of In-

dian blood of the members, but clerical changes relat-

ing to the names of such members or to sex designa-

tions may be made at any time thereafter. 
‘‘SEC. 3. That in the preparation of said roll due con-

sideration shall be given to all rolls and lists heretofore 

made of the membership of said band, together with 

any evidence elicited in the course of any investiga-

tions, and to all documents and records on file in the 

Interior Department or any of its bureaus or offices. 
‘‘The fact that the name of any person appears on any 

such roll or list shall not be accepted to establish, con-

clusively, his right or that of his descendants to enroll-

ment. Nor shall the absence of his name from such 

former rolls conclusively bar any person or his descend-

ants from enrollment. 
‘‘That in the preparation of said roll the act of the 

State of North Carolina of March 8, 1895, chapter 166, 

entitled ‘An Act to amend chapter 211, laws of 1889, re-

lating to the charter of the Eastern Band of Cherokee 

Indians’ shall be disregarded. 
‘‘Applications for enrollment may be presented in 

such manner and within such time as may be pre-

scribed by regulations made by the Secretary of the In-

terior, but lack of application shall not prevent consid-

eration of the right to enrollment of any person whose 

name appears on any former roll and his descendants or 

of any name brought in any manner to the attention of 

those in charge of the enrollment work, including the 

names of those persons of Cherokee Indian blood living 

July 27, 1868, in any of the counties of North Carolina, 

in which the common lands of said band are located, or 

in any of the contiguous counties of that State or of 

the States of Georgia and Tennessee, and of their de-

scendants. 
‘‘SEC. 4. That the lands so conveyed shall be surveyed, 

where found necessary, and divided into appropriate 

tracts or parcels and appraised at their true value as of 

the date of such appraisement, without consideration 

being given to the location thereof or to any mineral 

deposits therein or to improvements thereon, but such 

appraisement shall include all merchantable timber on 

all allottable lands. 
‘‘SEC. 5. That reservations from allotment may be 

made, in the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, 

of lands for cemeteries, schools, water-power sites, 

rights of way, and for other public purposes, with prop-

er safeguards, however, for compensation to individuals 

who may suffer losses by reason of such reservations. 
‘‘There may also be reserved any tract chiefly valu-

able because of the timber or of stone, marble, or other 

quarries thereon, or which by reason of location or top-

ographical features may be unsuitable for allotment 

purposes. 
‘‘Any land or other property reserved from allotment 

as above provided and lands not needed for allotments 

may be sold at such time, in such manner, and upon 

such terms as the Secretary may direct, and the pro-

ceeds of such sale shall be added to the funds of the 

band: Provided, That in the sale of timberlands the tim-

ber and the land may be sold separately. 
‘‘Conveyances under such sales shall be made as pro-

vided in the case of conveyances to allottees. 
‘‘SEC. 6. That all oil, gas, coal, and other mineral de-

posits on said lands are hereby reserved to said band for 

a period of twenty-five years from the date of this Act, 

and during such period said deposits may be leased for 

prospecting and mining purposes by the Secretary of 

the Interior, for such periods (not exceeding the period 

for which such minerals are reserved) and upon such 

terms and conditions as he may prescribe: Provided, 

That at the end of such twenty-five year period all such 

deposits shall become the property of the individual 

owner of the surface of such land, unless Congress shall 

otherwise provide. 
‘‘SEC. 7. That all improvements on the lands of said 

band of a permanent and substantial character shall be 

appraised separately from the lands upon which the 

same may be, and shall be listed in the names of the 

members of the band prima facie entitled thereto, but 

the designation of ownership shall be tentative only 

until the true ownership thereof is ascertained and de-

clared, after due notice and hearing. The right to have 

such improvements appraised, and to make disposition 

thereof, shall extend to all members, except tenants, 

owning such improvements at the date of this Act 

[June 4, 1924]. 
‘‘Any person held to be the owner of improvements 

may remove the same, where found to be practicable, 

within ninety days from the date they are declared to 

belong to him, or may, within that period, dispose of 

the same at not more than the appraised value to any 

member of the band entitled to receive an allotment, 

under regulations to be prescribed: PROVIDED, That the 

vendor shall have a lien upon the rents and profits ac-

cruing from the tract on which such improvements 

may be located until the purchase price thereof is fully 

paid. 
‘‘SEC. 8. That the lands and money of said band shall 

be allotted and divided among the members thereof so 

as to give each an equal share of the whole in value, as 

nearly as may be, and to accomplish that the value of 

the standard allotment share shall be determined by di-

viding the total appraised value of all allotted and al-

lottable lands by the total number of enrolled mem-

bers. 
‘‘If any member shall fail to receive his full share of 

the tribal lands, he shall be entitled to the payment of 

money so as to adjust the difference as nearly as pos-

sible. If any member shall receive an allotment exceed-

ing in value his full share of the tribal lands, the dif-

ference shall be adjusted by deduction from his dis-

tributive share of the tribal funds. 
‘‘SEC. 9. That when the tracts available for allot-

ments are ascertained, each member of the said band 

may apply for a tract or tracts of land to the extent of 

thirty acres, as nearly as practicable, to include his 

home and improvements, if he so desires, and the selec-

tion so made shall be final as to the right to occupy 

and use the land so applied for as against all other 

members if no contest is filed against such selection 

within ninety days from and after formal application is 

made therefor: Provided, That any person claiming the 

right to select any given tract of land by reason of the 

purchase of improvements thereon shall have ninety 

days to make application therefor from and after the 

date of approval of any sale conveying to him said im-

provements, and such application shall become final as 

in other cases, subject to the right of any other mem-

ber to contest such selection, ninety days from and 

after the same is duly made. All contests shall be insti-

tuted and heard pursuant to the rules and regulations 

of the Interior Department applicable thereto. Any al-

lotment selection may be modified or limited, in the 

discretion of those in charge of the work, so as to give 

the selector of adjacent or contiguous lands access to 

firewood and drinking water. 
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‘‘SEC. 10. That adults may select their own allot-

ments, where mentally capable of so doing, but allot-

ments for minors may be selected by their father or 

mother, in the order named, or by the officers in charge 

of the allotment work. The said officers may also select 

allotments for prisoners, convicts, aged, infirm, and in-

sane or otherwise mentally incompetent members and 

for the estates of deceased members and, if necessary to 

complete any allotments or to bring the allotment 

work to a close, may make arbitrary selections for and 

on behalf of any member of said band. 
‘‘SEC. 11. That allotments may be selected for the 

members of any family, wherever practicable, from 

contiguous lands or other lands held by the head of the 

family, including both adult and minor children and 

such other relatives as are members of the household: 

Provided, That if any adult child shall claim the benefit 

of this section, he shall not be entitled as a matter of 

right to have his selection made from the lands desired 

by his father or mother or from lands needed by any 

minor member of the family for allotment purposes, 

but this shall not prevent selection of lands outside the 

family holdings if desired. 
‘‘SEC. 12. That where annuity or other payments to 

individuals have heretofore been suspended because 

their enrollment status has been questioned, the 

amounts involved in such suspended payments shall be 

paid to individuals found entitled to enrollment or to 

their heirs, and all funds of said band, after making 

such payments and after payments needed for equaliz-

ing allotments as hereinbefore provided and all other 

payments herein directed to be made, shall be distrib-

uted per capita among the enrolled members of said 

band and the heirs of those who shall die before dis-

tribution is completed, and shall be paid to the dis-

tributees or conserved and used for their benefit, ac-

cording to whether they belong to the restricted or un-

restricted class, at such time and in such manner as 

shall be deemed advisable. 
‘‘SEC. 13. That any member of said band whose degree 

of Indian blood is less than one-sixteenth may, in the 

discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, be paid a 

cash equivalent in lieu of an allotment of land. Any 

person desiring to avail himself of this provision may 

make application to the officers in charge of the allot-

ment work at any time within ninety days after the 

date of the approval of the final roll, and preference 

shall be given in the order of application. The said offi-

cers shall have the power to add to the register of such 

names the names of any other members of the same 

class, including minors for whom no application is 

made for such time as may be allowed for the purpose 

by the regulations. Applications should be made in per-

son by adults and for minors by their fathers or moth-

ers, in the order named. 
‘‘SEC. 14. That if any member shall claim that he is 

the owner of a so-called private land claim, for the rea-

son that money was advanced by him or his ancestor to 

pay in whole or in part for any land the title to which 

is now in the band, such claim may be submitted to and 

equitably adjusted by the Secretary of the Interior, 

whose decision thereon shall be final and not subject to 

review by the courts. In such adjustment due consider-

ation shall be given to matters presented by the band 

in the way of offsets or counterclaims. 
‘‘SEC. 15. That a certificate of allotment shall be is-

sued to each allottee upon the expiration of the contest 

period, if no contest is then pending, or, if a contest is 

then pending, upon final disposition thereof, but shall 

be dated as of the date of selection. Each certificate 

shall contain the name and roll number of the allottee, 

and the legal effect thereof shall be to give the allottee 

the right to occupy and use the surface of the land de-

scribed therein, as against each and every other mem-

ber of the band, but not as against the band itself, or 

against the United States: Provided, That the Secretary 

of the Interior may cancel any certificate of allotment 

at any time before title to the land described therein is 

conveyed to the allottee, if in his judgment said land 

should be reserved for allotment for any purpose herein 

authorized or for any other good and sufficient reason, 

but before such action is taken the allottee shall have 

due notice and opportunity to be heard. If any such cer-

tificate shall be revoked, the allottee may select other 

lands as if no certificate had been issued to him. 
‘‘SEC. 16. That as soon as practicable after a certifi-

cate of allotment is issued there shall be issued to the 

allottee a deed conveying all right, title, and interest 

of the United States, as trustee, and of the band, and 

of every other member thereof, in and to the land de-

scribed in said certificate. Each deed shall recite the 

roll number and degree of Indian blood of the grantee 

and shall be executed by or in the name of the Sec-

retary of the Interior, who is hereby authorized to des-

ignate any clerk or employee of the department to sign 

his name for him to all such deeds. 
‘‘Each deed, when so issued, shall be recorded in the 

office of the recorder of deeds for the county in which 

the land conveyed thereby is located. When so recorded 

title to the land shall vest in the allottee subject to the 

conditions, limitations, and restrictions herein im-

posed. Upon the recording of any deed it shall be the 

duty of the officers representing the Government of the 

United States to deliver it to the allottee named there-

in. 
‘‘SEC. 17. That if any member enrolled as provided in 

this Act shall die before receiving his distributive share 

of the band or tribal property, the land and moneys to 

which he would be entitled, if living, shall descend to 

his heirs according to the laws of the State of North 

Carolina and be distributed to them accordingly, but in 

all such cases the allotment and deed therefor shall be 

made in the name of the deceased ancestor and shall be 

given the same force and effect as if made during his 

lifetime: Provided, That the provisions of the Act of 

Congress approved June 25, 1910 (Thirty-sixth Statutes, 

page 855), as amended by the Act of Congress of Feb-

ruary 14, 1913 (Thirty-seventh Statutes, page 678), relat-

ing to the determination of heirs and approval of wills 

by the Secretary of the Interior, and to other matters, 

are hereby made applicable to the persons and estates 

of the members of the said band, and in the construc-

tion of said Acts no distinction shall be made between 

restricted lands and moneys and those conveyed or held 

in trust. 
‘‘SEC. 18. That leases of lands allotted under this Act 

may be made during the restricted period for any pur-

pose and for any term of years, under rules and regula-

tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior: 

Provided, That such leases shall be executed on behalf 

of minors and other incompetents, including any Indian 

deemed to be incapable, mentally or physically, of 

managing his business affairs properly and with benefit 

to himself and in their names, by a duly authorized rep-

resentative of the Indian Service designated by said 

Secretary for the purpose: Provided further, That all 

leases of unpartioned estates shall be so made and ap-

proved unless all of the Indian heirs or owners are of 

the unrestricted class, and shall be subject to super-

vision during the restricted period the same as leases 

made on other restricted lands, but all rents and royal-

ties accruing therefrom to unrestricted owners shall be 

paid, by the proper officers of the Indian Service, to 

such owners at the earliest date practicable after the 

collection thereof. 
‘‘Parents may use the lands allotted to their children 

and receive the rents and profits arising herefrom dur-

ing the minority of such children: Provided, That this 

privilege may be revoked by the Commissioner of In-

dian Affairs at any time while said lands are restricted 

for such cause as may by him be deemed good and suffi-

cient. 
‘‘SEC. 19. That lands allotted under this Act shall not 

be alienable, either by voluntary or enforced sale by 

the allottee or his heirs or otherwise, for a period of 

twenty-five years from and after the date when the 

deed conveying such land to the allottee is recorded as 

directed herein: Provided, That upon the completion of 

the allotments and the recording of the deeds as herein 

directed each allottee shall become a citizen of the 
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United States and a citizen of the particular State 

wherein he (or she) may reside, with all the rights, 

privileges, and immunities of such citizens: Provided 

further, That the Secretary of the Interior may, in his 

discretion, at any time after a deed is recorded remove 

the restrictions on the lands described therein, either 

with or without application by the owner or owners, 

under such rules and regulations or special orders gov-

erning the terms of sale and the disposition of the pro-

ceeds as he shall prescribe. 
‘‘SEC. 20. That lands allotted under this Act shall not 

be subjected or held liable to any form of personal 

claim, or demand, against the allottee, arising or exist-

ing prior to the removal of restrictions; and any at-

tempted alienation or incumbrance of restricted land 

by deed, mortgage, contract to sell, power of attorney, 

or other method of incumbering real estate, except 

leases specifically authorized by law, made before or 

after the approval of this Act and prior to removal of 

restrictions therefrom, shall be absolutely null and 

void. 
‘‘SEC. 21. That all lands, and other property, of the 

band, or the members thereof, except funds held in 

trust by the United States, may be taxed by the State 

of North Carolina, to and including the tax year follow-

ing the date of this Act. Such taxes shall be paid from 

the common funds of said band for such period, except 

upon such tracts as shall have been lawfully sold prior 

to the date when tax assessments can be made thereon 

under the State law. All tax assessments made pursu-

ant to this Act on restricted allotments or undivided 

tribal property held in trust by the United States shall 

be subject to revision by the Commissioner of Indian 

Affairs for a period of one year following the date when 

such assessments are spread on the local tax rolls, but 

if he shall take no action thereon during said year, 

such assessments shall be final, but this shall not be 

construed to deprive any allottee of any remedy to 

which he would be entitled under the State law: Pro-

vided, That such restricted and undivided property 

shall be exempt from sale for unpaid taxes for two 

years from the date when such taxes become due and 

payable, and no penalty for delinquency in the payment 

of such taxes shall be charged or collected for or during 

said period, so that Congress may have an opportunity 

to make provision for the payment of such taxes if the 

band, or tribal, funds are found insufficient for the pur-

pose. 
‘‘After the expiration of the tax year following that 

in which this Act is approved all lands allotted to mem-

bers of said band, from which restrictions shall have 

been removed, shall be subject to taxation the same as 

other lands. But from and after the expiration of said 

tax year all restricted allotments and undivided prop-

erty shall be exempt from taxation until the restric-

tions on the alienation of such allotments are removed 

or the title of the band to such undivided property is 

extinguished. 
‘‘SEC. 22. That the removal of restrictions upon allot-

ted lands shall not deprive the United States of the 

duty or authority to institute and prosecute such ac-

tion in its own name, in the courts of the United 

States, as may be necessary to protect the rights of the 

allottees, or of their heirs, until the said band shall be 

dissolved by congressional action, unless the order re-

moving such restrictions is based upon an express find-

ing that the Indian to whom it relates if fully com-

petent and capable of managing his own affairs. 
‘‘SEC. 23. That the authority of the Eastern Band of 

Cherokee Indians of North Carolina to execute convey-

ances of lands owned by said band, or any interest 

therein, is recognized, and any such conveyance here-

tofore made, whether to the United States or to others, 

shall not be questioned in any case where the title con-

veyed or the instrument of conveyance has been or 

shall be accepted or approved by the Secretary of the 

Interior. 
‘‘SEC. 24. That the reinvestment of the proceeds aris-

ing from the sale of surplus and unallotted lands of said 

band in other lands in the vicinity of the Indian school 

at Cherokee, North Carolina, is hereby authorized, in 

the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, and 

lands so purchased may be allotted as provided for 

herein respecting the allotment of lands now owned by 

said band. 
‘‘SEC. 25. That all things provided for herein shall be 

done under the direction of the Secretary of the Inte-

rior, who is authorized to prescribe needed rules and 

regulations. 
‘‘All questions as to enrollment and as to all other 

matters involving the disposition of the lands or mon-

eys of said band, or of the members thereof, shall be de-

cided by the Secretary of the Interior, and such deci-

sion as to any matter of fact or law shall be final. 
‘‘SEC. 26. That in addition to any sum or sums here-

tofore or hereafter regularly appropriated for salaries 

and expenses, there is hereby authorized to be appro-

priated, from the funds of the United States in the 

Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of 

$10,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the 

payment of such expenses as shall be necessarily in-

curred, including the salaries of additional employees 

in the administration of this Act.’’ 

FLATHEAD RESERVATION, MONTANA 

Act Feb. 25, 1920, ch. 87, 41 Stat. 452, provided for al-

lotments on the Flathead Reservation, Montana, to all 

unallotted, living children, enrolled with the tribe, en-

rolled or entitled to enrollment. 

FORT BELKNAP RESERVATION, MONTANA 

Act Mar. 3, 1921, ch. 135, 41 Stat. 1355, provided for the 

enrollment of the Indians of the Gros Ventre and As-

siniboine Tribes in the Fort Belknap Reservation, Mon-

tana, and for the allotment among such enrolled Indi-

ans of the unreserved and undisposed of lands on the 

reservation; declared the Indians to whom trust pat-

ents for such allotted lands shall be issued to be citi-

zens of the United States; provided for reservation from 

allotment of lands chiefly valuable for the development 

of water power, and for Indian agency, school, reli-

gious, cemetery and administrative purposes; provided 

for the reservation of certain of the lands for park pur-

poses and for a site for a sanatorium for the benefit of 

the Indians; provided for the issue of patents for a cer-

tain limited number of acres of the lands to mission-

ary, religious and educational purposes; provided for 

the examination of the lands, prior to their allotment, 

to determine the mineral character thereof; provided 

for the reservation of coal on the lands for certain pur-

poses; provided that the timber lands shall remain trib-

al property and for the use of the timber thereon by the 

Indians; provided for the reservation and disposition of 

town-sites on the lands; provided for the construction 

of irrigation projects on the lands; provided for the 

grant of certain of the lands to the State of Montana 

for school lands and made an appropriation to carry 

out the purposes of the act. 

KANSAS OR KAW TRIBE OF OKLAHOMA 

Act Mar. 4, 1923, ch. 297, 42 Stat. 1561, extended period 

of restriction against alienation of lands allotted to 

minor members of Kansas or Kaw Tribe of Oklahoma 

for a period of twenty-five years from Mar. 4, 1923. 

LAC DU FLAMBEAU BAND OF WISCONSIN 

Act May 19, 1924, ch. 158, 43 Stat. 132, provided for en-

rollment and allotment of members of Lac du Flam-

beau Band of Lake Superior Chippewas in Wisconsin. 

OSAGE INDIAN TRIBE OF OKLAHOMA 

Pub. L. 98–576, Oct. 30, 1984, 98 Stat. 3065, provided: 

‘‘That (a) any Osage headright or restricted real estate 

or funds which is part of the estate of a deceased Osage 

Indian with respect to whom— 
‘‘(1) a certificate of competency had never been is-

sued before the time of death, or 
‘‘(2) a certificate of competency had been revoked 

by the Secretary of the Interior before the death of 

such Osage Indian, 
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shall be exempt from any estate or inheritance tax im-

posed by the State of Oklahoma. 

‘‘(b) Subsection (a) shall apply to the estate of any 

Osage Indian who dies on or after the date of the enact-

ment of this Act [Oct. 30, 1984]. 

‘‘SEC. 2. For purposes of this Act— 

‘‘(1) the term ‘headright’ means any right of any 

person to share in any royalties, rents, sales, or bo-

nuses arising from the Osage mineral estate; 

‘‘(2) the term ‘Osage mineral estate’ means any 

right, title, or interest in any oil, gas, coal, or other 

mineral held by the United States in trust for the 

benefit of the Osage Tribe of Indians under section 3 

of the Osage Tribe Allotment Act; 

‘‘(3) the term ‘restricted real estate or funds’ means 

any real estate or fund held by an Osage Indian or by 

the Secretary of the Interior in trust for the benefit 

of such Indian which is subject to any restriction 

against alienation, or transfer by any other means, 

under any Act of Congress applicable to the Osage 

Tribe of Indians or applicable generally to Indians or 

any bands, tribes, or nations of Indians; and 

‘‘(4) the term ‘Osage Tribe Allotment Act’ means 

the Act approved June 28, 1906, and entitled ‘An Act 

for the division of the lands and funds of the Osage 

Indians in Oklahoma Territory, and for other pur-

poses’ (34 Stat. 539).’’ 

Pub. L. 95–496, §§ 3–11, Oct. 21, 1978, 92 Stat. 1660–1664, 

as amended by Pub. L. 98–605, § 2, Oct. 30, 1984, 98 Stat. 

3163, provided that: 

‘‘SEC. 3. (a) [Repealed act Feb. 5, 1948, ch. 46, 62 Stat. 

18, formerly set out below.] 

‘‘(b) Any Osage Indian having received a certificate of 

competency under paragraph 7 of section 2 of the Act 

of June 28, 1906 (34 Stat. 539, 542); section 3 of the Act 

of March 2, 1929 (45 Stat. 1478, 1480) [amending act Feb. 

27, 1925, ch. 359, 43 Stat. 1008, which is set out below]; 

or the Act of February 5, 1948 (62 Stat. 18) [Act Feb. 5, 

1948, ch. 46, 62 Stat. 18], may make application to the 

Secretary of the Interior to revoke such certificate and 

the Secretary shall revoke such certificate: Provided, 

That revocation of any certificate shall not affect the 

legality of any transactions heretofore made by reason 

of the issuance of any such certificate. Restrictions 

against alienation of lands heretofore removed are not 

reimposed.

‘‘SEC. 4. In order to conserve natural resources and 

provide for the greatest ultimate recovery of oil and 

gas underlying the Osage mineral estate, the Secretary 

of the Interior is authorized to establish rules and regu-

lations under which oil and gas leases producing from 

a common source of supply may be unitized. 

‘‘SEC. 5. (a) [Amended act Apr. 18, 1912, ch. 83, § 8, 37 

Stat. 88.] 

‘‘(b) [Amended act Apr. 18, 1912, ch. 83, § 3, 37 Stat. 86.]

‘‘(d)(1) Notwithstanding any provision of— 

‘‘(A) section 3 or 8 of the Osage Indians Act of 1912 

(as amended by subsections (b) and (a), respectively) 

[not classified to the Code], or 

‘‘(B) section 7 of the Osage Indians Act of 1925 (as 

amended by subsection (c)) [act Feb. 27, 1925, set out 

below], 

any sale or transfer or any disposition by any other 

means of any headright shall be subject to section 7 of 

this Act [set out below]. 

‘‘(2) Notwithstanding section 6(a) of this Act [set out 

below] or section 8 of the Osage Indians Act of 1912, no 

Osage Indian may— 

‘‘(A) provide for the transfer of any interest of such 

person in any headright— 

‘‘(i) by will to any person which is not an individ-

ual, or 

‘‘(ii) by the establishment of an inter vivos trust 

for the benefit of any person which is not an indi-

vidual; or 

‘‘(B) provide, whether by the terms of a will, the 

terms of a testamentary trust established by a will, 

or by the terms of an instrument establishing an 

inter vivos trust, that any interest in any headright— 
‘‘(i) which such Osage Indian had (at the time of 

death of such person or at the time any such inter 

vivos trust was established), and 
‘‘(ii) in which any individual was granted a life es-

tate by such Osage Indian, 
may be transferred to or held for the benefit of any 

individual who is not an Osage Indian upon the death 

of the individual who held such life estate. 
‘‘SEC. 6. (a) With the approval of the Secretary of the 

Interior, any person of Osage Indian blood, eighteen 

years of age or older, may establish an inter vivos trust 

covering his headright or mineral interest except as 

provided in section 8 hereof; surplus funds; invested 

surplus funds; segregated trust funds; and allotted or 

inherited land, naming the Secretary of the Interior as 

trustee. An Osage Indian having a certificate of com-

petency may designate a banking or trust institution 

as trustee. Said trust shall be revocable and shall make 

provision for the payment of funeral expenses, expenses 

of last illness, debts, and an allowance to members of 

the family dependent on the settlor. 
‘‘(b) Property placed in trust as provided by this sec-

tion shall be subject to the same restrictions against 

alienation that presently apply to lands and property 

of Osage Indians, and the execution of such instrument 

shall not in any way affect the tax-exempt status of 

said property. 

‘‘RULES GOVERNING DEVOLUTION OF INTERESTS IN OSAGE 

HEADRIGHTS 

‘‘SEC. 7. (a) GENERAL RULE.—No person who is not an 

Osage Indian may, on or after October 21, 1978, receive 

any interest in any headright, other than a life estate 

in accordance with subsection (b), whether such inter-

est would be received by such person (but for this sub-

section) under a will, a testamentary or inter vivos 

trust, or the Oklahoma laws of intestate succession. 
‘‘(b) EXCEPTION FOR LIFE ESTATES.—Notwithstanding 

subsection (a) and subject to section 5(d)(2) [set out 

above], an individual who is not an Osage Indian may 

receive a life estate in any headright held by a testator, 

settlor, or decedent who is or was an Osage Indian 

under a will, or under a testamentary trust established 

by a will, of such testator, an inter vivos trust estab-

lished by such settlor, or the Oklahoma laws of intes-

tate succession relating to the administration of the 

estate of such decedent. 
‘‘(c) SPECIAL RULES GOVERNING INTERESTS IN OSAGE 

HEADRIGHT UPON DEATH OF INDIVIDUAL WHO HELD LIFE 

ESTATE IN SUCH HEADRIGHT.— 
‘‘(1) DESIGNATED OSAGE REMAINDERMEN.—Upon the 

death of any individual who is not an Osage Indian 

and who held a life estate in any headright of a tes-

tator or settlor described in subsection (b), all re-

maining interests in such headright shall vest in any 

remaindermen who— 
‘‘(A) are designated in the will of the testator or 

the instrument establishing the trust of the settlor 

to receive such remainder interest, and 
‘‘(B) are Osage Indians. 

‘‘(2) NO DESIGNATED OSAGE REMAINDERMEN.—Upon 

the death of any individual who is not an Osage In-

dian and who held a life estate in any headright of a 

testator, settlor, or decedent described in subsection 

(b) who— 
‘‘(A) did not designate any remainderman who is 

an Osage Indian to receive any remaining interest 

in such headright in the will of such testator or in-

strument of such settlor, or 
‘‘(B) died intestate, 

all remaining interests in such headright shall vest in 

any heirs, as determined under the Oklahoma laws of 

intestate succession, of such testator, settlor, or de-

cedent who are Osage Indians. 
‘‘(3) NO HEIR WHO IS AN OSAGE INDIAN.—Upon the 

death of any individual who is not an Osage Indian 
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and who held a life estate in any headright of an 

Osage testator, settlor, or decedent described in sub-

section (b) who— 
‘‘(A) designated no remainderman who is an 

Osage Indian for any remaining interest in such 

headright, and 
‘‘(B) had no heir under the Oklahoma laws of in-

testate succession who is an Osage Indian and is 

living at the time of death of the individual who 

held such life estate, 
all remaining interests in such headright shall vest in 

the Osage Tribe of Indians. 
‘‘(d) LIABILITY OF TRIBE IN CASE OF REMAINDERMAN OR 

HEIR WHO IS NOT AN OSAGE INDIAN.—In any case in 

which— 
‘‘(1) any remainder interest of a testator, settlor, or 

decedent described in subsection (b) vests in the 

Osage Tribe of Indians under subsection (c)(3), and 
‘‘(2) an individual who is not an Osage Indian and 

who, but for this section, would have received any 

portion of such remaining interest in the headright 

by virtue of— 
‘‘(A) having been designated under the will of 

such testator, or the instrument of such settlor 

which established any such trust, to receive such 

remainder interest, or 
‘‘(B) being the heir of such decedent under the 

Oklahoma laws of intestate succession, 
the tribe shall pay any such individual the fair market 

value of the portion of the interest in such headright 

such individual would have received but for this sec-

tion. 
‘‘SEC. 8. (a)(1) No headright owned by any person who 

is not of Indian blood may be sold, assigned, or trans-

ferred without the approval of the Secretary. Any sale 

of any interest in such headright (and any other trans-

fer which divests such person of any right, title, or in-

terest in such headright) shall be subject to the follow-

ing rights of purchase: 
‘‘(1) First right of purchase by the heirs in the first 

degree of the first Osage Indian to have acquired such 

headright under an allotment who are living and are 

Osage Indians, or, if they all be deceased, all heirs in 

the second through the fourth degree of such first 

Osage Indian who are living and are Osage Indians. 
‘‘(2) Second right of purchase by any other Osage 

Indian for the benefit of any Osage Indian in his or 

her individual capacity. 
‘‘(3) Third right of purchase by the Osage Tribal 

Council on behalf of the Osage Tribe of Indians. 
No owner of any headright shall be required, by reason 

of this subsection, to sell such headright for less than 

its fair market value or to delay any such sale more 

than 90 days from the date by which notice of intention 

to sell (or otherwise transfer) such headright has been 

received by each person with respect to whom a right 

of purchase has been established under this subsection. 
‘‘(b) Notwithstanding the paragraph designated 

‘First’ of section 4 of the Osage Tribe Allotment Act or 

any other provision of law, any income from the Osage 

mineral estate may be used for the purchase of any 

headright offered for sale to the Osage Tribal Council 

pursuant to subsection (a) or vested in the Osage Tribe 

pursuant to section 7 if, prior to the time that any in-

come from the Osage mineral estate is segregated for 

distribution to holders of headrights, the Osage Tribal 

Council requests the Secretary to authorize such use of 

such funds and the Secretary approves such request. 
‘‘SEC. 9. Under such regulations as the Secretary of 

the Interior may prescribe, the heirs and legatees of 

any deceased owner of an Osage headright or mineral 

interest, real estate on which restrictions against 

alienation have not been removed, and funds on deposit 

at the Osage Agency may be determined by the Sec-

retary if such aggregate interests do not exceed $10,000: 

Provided, That no court of competent jurisdiction has 

undertaken the probate of the deceased’s estate and a 

request for such administrative determination has been 

made to the Secretary by one or more of the heirs or 

legatees.’’ 

‘‘SEC. 10. Except where any provision of this Act ex-

plicitly provides otherwise, wherever the term ‘Osage 

Indian’ is used in this Act, such term shall be construed 

so as to include any child who has been adopted by an 

Osage Indian (pursuant to the decision of any court of 

competent jurisdiction) and any lineal descendant of 

such child. 

‘‘SEC. 11. For purposes of this Act— 

‘‘(1) the term ‘Osage mineral estate’ means any 

right, title, or interest in any oil, gas, coal, or other 

mineral held by the United States in trust for the 

benefit of the Osage Indian Tribe under section 3 of 

the Osage Tribe Allotment Act; 

‘‘(2) the term ‘headright’ means any right of any 

person to share in any royalties, rents, sales, or bo-

nuses arising from the Osage mineral estate; 

‘‘(3) the term ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of 

the Interior; 

‘‘(4) the term ‘person’ has the meaning given to 

such term in section 1 of title 1, United States Code; 

‘‘(5) the term ‘Osage Tribe Allotment Act’ means 

the Act approved June 28, 1906, and entitled ‘An Act 

For the division of the lands and funds of the Osage 

Indians in Oklahoma Territory, and for other pur-

poses.’ (34 Stat. 539); 

‘‘(6) the term ‘Osage Indians Act of 1912’ means the 

Act approved April 18, 1912, and entitled ‘An Act Sup-

plementary to and amendatory of the Act entitled 

‘‘An Act for the division of the lands and funds of the 

Osage Nation of Indians in Oklahoma,’’ approved 

June twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and six, and 

for other purposes.’ (37 Stat. 86); and 

‘‘(7) the term ‘Osage Indians Act of 1925’ means the 

Act approved February 27, 1925, and entitled ‘An Act 

To amend the Act of Congress of March 3, 1921, enti-

tled ‘‘An Act to amend section 3 of the Act of Con-

gress of June 28, 1906, entitled ‘An Act of Congress for 

the division of the lands and funds of the Osage Indi-

ans in Oklahoma, and for other purposes.’ ’’ ’ (43 Stat. 

1008) [set out below].’’ 

Pub. L. 95–496, § 3(a), Oct. 21, 1978, 92 Stat. 1660, re-

pealed act Feb. 5, 1948, ch. 46, 62 Stat. 18, which related 

to issuance of certificates of competency to members of 

the Osage Tribe of less than one-half Indian blood upon 

attaining age twenty-one. 

Act Aug. 4, 1947, ch. 474, § 1, 61 Stat. 747, as amended 

by Pub. L. 85–857, § 13(n), Sept. 2, 1958, 72 Stat. 1266, pro-

vided: ‘‘That the provisions of section 6 of the Act ap-

proved February 27, 1925 (43 Stat. 1008) [set out in note 

below], as amended by section 5 of the Act approved 

March 2, 1929, (45 Stat. 1478) [set out in note below], 

which make invalid contracts of debt entered into by 

certain members of the Osage Tribe of Indians, shall 

not apply to any debt contracted pursuant to title III 

of the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 or chap-

ter 37 of title 38, United States Code, by any member of 

such tribe who, by reason of his service in the armed 

forces of the United States during World War II, is eli-

gible for the benefits of such title III or chapter 37; and 

any other member of the Osage Tribe upon attaining 

the age of twenty-one years may contract a valid debt 

without approval of the Secretary of the Interior: Pro-

vided, That the Osage lands and funds and any other 

property which has heretofore or which may hereafter 

be held in trust or under supervision of the United 

States for such Osage Indians not having a certificate 

of competency shall not be subject to lien, levy, attach-

ment, or forced sale to satisfy any debt or obligation 

contracted or incurred prior to the issuance of a certifi-

cate of competency.’’ 

Act Feb. 27, 1925, ch. 359, 43 Stat. 1008, as amended by 

acts Mar. 2, 1929, ch. 493, §§ 3, 4, 45 Stat. 1480; Sept. 1, 

1950, ch. 832, 64 Stat. 572; Oct. 21, 1978, Pub. L. 95–496, 

§§ 3(c), 5(c), formerly 5(7), 92 Stat. 1661, 1662; Oct. 30, 

1984, Pub. L. 98–605, §§ 2(b), 4, 98 Stat. 3163, 3167, provided 

that: 

‘‘The Secretary of the Interior shall cause to be paid 

at the end of each fiscal quarter to each adult member 

of the Osage Tribe of Indians in Oklahoma having a cer-
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tificate of competency, his or her pro rata share, either 

as a member of the tribe or heir or devisee of a de-

ceased member, of the interest on trust funds, the 

bonus received from the sale of oil or gas leases, the 

royalties therefrom and any other moneys due such In-

dian received during each fiscal quarter, including all 

moneys received prior to the passage of this Act and re-

maining unpaid; and so long as the accumulated in-

come is sufficient the Secretary of the Interior shall 

cause to be paid to the adult members of said tribe not 

having a certificate of competency $1,000 quarterly, ex-

cept where such adult members have legal guardians, in 

which case the amounts provided for herein may be 

paid to the legal guardian or direct to such Indian in 

the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, the total 

amounts of such payments, however, shall not exceed 

$1,000 quarterly except as hereinafter provided; and 

shall cause to be paid for the maintenance and edu-

cation, to either one of the parents or legal guardians 

actually having personally in charge, enrolled or un-

enrolled, minor member under twenty-one years of age, 

and above eighteen years of age, $1,000 quarterly out of 

the income of each of said minors, and out of the in-

come of minors under eighteen years of age, $500 quar-

terly, and so long as the accumulated income of the 

parent or parents of a minor who has no income or 

whose income is less than $500 per quarter is sufficient, 

shall cause to be paid to either of said parents having 

the care and custody of such minor $500 quarterly, or 

such proportion thereof as the income of such minor 

may be less than $500, in addition to the allowances 

above provided for such parents. Rentals due such adult 

members from their lands and their minor children’s 

lands and all income from such adults’ investments 

shall be paid to them in addition to the allowance 

above provided. All payments to legal guardians of 

Osage Indians shall be expended subject to the joint ap-

proval in writing of the court and the superintendent of 

the Osage Agency. All payments to adults not having 

certificates of competency, including amounts paid for 

each minor, shall, in case the Secretary of the Interior 

finds that such adults are wasting or squandering said 

income, be subject to the supervision of the super-

intendent of the Osage Agency: Provided, That if an 

adult member, not having a certificate of competency, 

so desires, his entire income accumulating in the fu-

ture from the sources herein specified may be paid to 

him without supervision, unless the Secretary of the 

Interior shall find, after notice and hearing, that such 

member is wasting or squandering his income, in which 

event the Secretary of the Interior shall pay to such 

member only the amounts hereinbefore specified to be 

paid to adult members not having certificates of com-

petency. The Secretary of the Interior shall invest the 

remainder, after paying the taxes of such members, in 

United States bonds, Oklahoma State bonds, real es-

tate, first mortgage real estate loans not to exceed 50 

per centum of the appraised value of such real estate, 

and where the member is a resident of Oklahoma such 

investment shall be in loans on Oklahoma real estate, 

stock in Oklahoma building and loan associations, live-

stock, or deposit the same in banks in Oklahoma, or ex-

pend the same for the benefit of such member, such ex-

penditures, investments, and deposits to be made under 

such restrictions, rules, and regulations as he may pre-

scribe: Provided, That the Secretary of the Interior 

shall not make any investment for an adult member 

without first securing the approval of such member of 

such investment: Provided further, That at the begin-

ning of each fiscal year there shall first be reserved and 

set aside, out of Osage tribal funds available for that 

purpose, a sufficient amount of money for the expendi-

tures authorized by Congress out of Osage funds for 

that fiscal year. No guardian shall be appointed except 

on the written application or approval of the Secretary 

of the Interior for the estate of a member of the Osage 

Tribe of Indians who does not have a certificate of com-

petency or who is of one-half or more Indian blood. All 

moneys now in the possession or control of legal guard-

ians heretofore paid to them in excess of $4,000 per 

annum each for adults and $2,000 each for minors under 

the Act of Congress of March 3, 1921, relating to the 

Osage Tribe of Indians, shall be returned by such guard-

ians to the Secretary of the Interior, and all property, 

bonds, securities, and stock purchased, or investments 

made by such guardians out of said moneys paid them 

shall be delivered to the Secretary of the Interior by 

them, to be held by him or disposed of by him as he 

shall deem to be for the best interest of the members 

to whom the same belongs. All bonds, securities, 

stocks, and property purchased and other investments 

made by legal guardians shall not be subject to alien-

ation, sale, disposal, or assignment without the ap-

proval of the Secretary of the Interior. Any indebted-

ness heretofore lawfully incurred by guardians shall be 

paid out of the funds of the members for whom such in-

debtedness was incurred by the Secretary of the Inte-

rior. All funds other than as above mentioned, and 

other property heretofore or hereafter received by a 

guardian of a member of the Osage Tribe of Indians, 

which was theretofore under the supervision and con-

trol of the Secretary of the Interior or the title to 

which was held in trust for such Indian by the United 

States, shall not thereby become divested of the super-

vision and control of the Secretary of the Interior or 

the United States be relieved of its trust; and such 

guardian shall not sell, dispose of or otherwise encum-

ber such fund or property without the approval of the 

Secretary of the Interior, and in accordance with or-

ders of the county court of Osage County, Oklahoma. In 

case of the death, resignation, or removal from office of 

such a guardian, the funds and property in his posses-

sion subject to supervision and control of the Secretary 

of the Interior or to which the United States held the 

title in trust shall be immediately delivered to the su-

perintendent of the Osage Agency, to be held by him 

and supervised or invested as hereinbefore provided. 

Within thirty days after the passage of this Act, such 

guardian shall render and file with the Secretary of the 

Interior or the superintendent of the Osage Agency a 

complete accounting, fully itemized, under oath, for 

the funds so paid to him and pay to the said Secretary 

or superintendent any and all moneys in his hands at 

the time of the passage of this Act, which have been 

paid him in excess of $4,000 per annum each for adults 

and $2,000 each for minors. The said guardian shall at 

the same time tender to said Secretary or superintend-

ent all property or whatsoever kind in his possession at 

the time of the passage of this Act, representing the in-

vestment by him of said funds. The Secretary or super-

intendent is hereby authorized to accept such property 

or any part thereof at the price paid therefore by said 

guardian for the benefit of the ward of such guardian, 

if in his judgment he deems it advisable, and to make 

such settlement with such guardian as he deems best 

for such ward. Failing to make satisfactory settlement 

with said guardian as to said investments or any part 

thereof, the Secretary is authorized to bring such suit 

or suits against said guardian, his bond, and other par-

ties in interest as he may deem necessary for the pro-

tection of the interests of the ward and may bring such 

action in any State court of competent jurisdiction or 

in the United States district court for the district in 

which said guardian resides. 
‘‘The Secretary of the Interior be, and is hereby, au-

thorized, in his discretion, under such rules and regula-

tions as he may prescribe, upon application of any 

member of the Osage Tribe of Indians not having a cer-

tificate of competency, to pay all or any part of the 

funds held in trust for such Indian: Provided, That the 

Secretary of the Interior shall, within one year after 

this Act is approved, pay to each enrolled Indian of less 

than half Osage blood, one-fifth part of his or her pro-

portionate share of accumulated funds. And such Sec-

retary shall on or before the expiration of ten years 

from the date of the approval of this Act, advance and 

pay over to such Osage Indians of less than one-half 

Osage Indian blood, all of the balance appearing to his 

credit of accumulated funds, and shall issue to such In-

dian a certificate of competency: And provided further, 
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That nothing herein contained shall be construed to 

interfere in any way with the removal by the Secretary 

of the Interior of restrictions from and against any 

Osage Indian at any time. 
‘‘SEC. 2. Upon the death of an Osage Indian who does 

not have a certificate of competency, his or her moneys 

and funds and other property accrued and accruing to 

his or her credit and which have heretofore been sub-

ject to supervision as provided by law may be paid to 

the administrator or executor of the estate of such de-

ceased Indian or direct to his heirs or devisees, or may 

be retained by the Secretary of the Interior in the dis-

cretion of the Secretary of the Interior, under regula-

tions to be promulgated by him: Provided, That the Sec-

retary of the Interior shall pay to administrators and 

executors of the estates of such deceased Osage Indians 

a sufficient amount of money out of such estates to pay 

all lawful indebtedness and costs and expenses of ad-

ministration when approved by him; and, out of the 

shares belonging to heirs or devisees, above referred to, 

he shall pay the costs and expenses of such heirs or 

devisees, including attorney fees, when approved by 

him, in the determination of heirs or contest of wills. 

Upon the death of any Osage Indian of less than one- 

half of Osage Indian blood or upon the death of an 

Osage Indian who has a certificate of competency, his 

moneys and funds and other property accrued and ac-

cruing to his credit shall be paid and delivered to the 

administrator or executor of his estate to be adminis-

tered upon according to the laws of the State of Okla-

homa: Provided, That upon the settlement of such es-

tate any funds or property subject to the control or su-

pervision of the Secretary of the Interior on the date of 

the approval of this Act, which have been inherited by 

or devised to any adult or minor heir or devisee who 

does not have a certificate of competency, and which 

have been paid or delivered by the Secretary of the In-

terior to the administrator or executor shall be paid or 

delivered by such administrator or executor to the Sec-

retary of the Interior for the benefit of such Indian and 

shall be subject to the supervision of the Secretary as 

provided by law. 
‘‘SEC. 3. Lands devised to members of the Osage Tribe 

who do not have certificates of competency, under wills 

approved by the Secretary of the Interior, and lands in-

herited by such Indians, shall be inalienable unless 

such lands be conveyed with the approval of the Sec-

retary of the Interior. Property of Osage Indians not 

having certificates of competency purchased as herein-

before set forth shall not be subject to the lien of any 

debt, claim, or judgment except taxes, or be subject to 

alienation, without the approval of the Secretary of the 

Interior. 
‘‘SEC. 4. Whenever the Secretary of the Interior shall 

find that any member of the Osage Tribe, to whom has 

been granted a certificate of competency, is squander-

ing or misusing his or her funds, he may revoke such 

certificate of competency after notice and hearing in 

accordance with such rules and regulations as he may 

prescribe, and thereafter the income of such member 

shall be subject to supervision and investment as here-

in provided for members not having certificates of com-

petency to the same extent as if a certificate of com-

petency had never been granted: Provided, That all just 

indebtedness of such member existing at the time his 

certificate of competency is revoked shall be paid by 

the Secretary of the Interior, or his authorized rep-

resentative, out of the income of such member, in addi-

tion the quarterly income hereinbefore provided for: 

And provided further, That such revocation or cancella-

tion of any certificate of competency shall not affect 

the legality of any transactions theretofore made by 

reason of the issuance of any certificate of competency. 
‘‘SEC. 5. No person convicted of having taken, or con-

victed of causing or procuring another to take, the life 

of an Osage Indian shall inherit from or receive any in-

terest in the estate of the decedent, regardless of where 

the crime was committed and the conviction obtained. 
‘‘SEC. 6. No contract for debt hereafter made with a 

member of the Osage Tribe of Indians not having a cer-

tificate of competency, shall have any validity, unless 

approved by the Secretary of the Interior. In addition 

to the payment of funds heretofore authorized, the Sec-

retary of the Interior is hereby authorized in his discre-

tion to pay, out of the funds of a member of the Osage 

Tribe not having a certificate of competency, any in-

debtedness heretofore or hereafter incurred by such 

member by reason of his unlawful acts of carelessness 

or negligence. 
‘‘SEC. 7. Except as provided in sections 5(d) and 7 of 

the Act approved October 21, 1978, and entitled ‘An Act 

to amend certain laws relating to the Osage Tribe of 

Oklahoma, and for other purposes.’, on or after October 

21, 1978 [Pub. L. 95–496, set out above], none but heirs of 

Indian blood and children legally adopted by a court of 

competent jurisdiction and parents, Indian or non-In-

dian, shall inherit, in accordance with the laws of the 

State of Oklahoma relating to intestate succession 

from Osage Indians any right, title, or interest to any 

restricted land, moneys, or Osage headright or mineral 

interest. No adopted child of any Osage Indian who is 

not an Osage Indian shall be eligible to inherit, as the 

collateral heir (within the meaning of the laws of the 

State of Oklahoma relating to intestate succession) of 

any Osage Indian decedent, any property or interest in 

property held in trust by the Secretary of the Interior 

for the benefit of such decedent.’’ 
Act Mar. 2, 1929, ch. 493, § 5, 45 Stat. 1481, provided 

that: ‘‘The restrictions concerning lands and funds of 

allotted Osage Indians, as provided in this Act and all 

prior Acts now in force, shall apply to unallotted Osage 

Indians born since July 1, 1907, or after the passage of 

this Act, and to their heirs of Osage Indian blood, ex-

cept that the provisions of section 6 of the Act of Con-

gress approved February 27, 1925 [set out below], with 

reference to the validity of contracts for debt, shall not 

apply to any allotted or unallotted Osage Indian of less 

than one-half degree Indian blood: Provided, That the 

Osage lands and funds and any other property which 

has heretofore or which may hereafter be held in trust 

or under supervision of the United States for such 

Osage Indians of less than one-half degree Indian blood 

not having a certificate of competency shall not be sub-

ject to forced sale to satisfy any debt or obligation con-

tracted or incurred prior to the issuance of a certificate 

of competency: Provided further, That the Secretary of 

the Interior is hereby authorized in his discretion to 

grant a certificate of competency to any unallotted 

Osage Indian when in the judgment of the said Sec-

retary such member is fully competent and capable of 

transacting his or her own affair.’’ 
Act Apr. 12, 1924, ch. 95, 43 Stat. 94, provided that any 

right to an interest in lands, money, or mineral inter-

ests, as provided in act June 28, 1906, ch. 3572, 34 Stat. 

539 (Osage Indians), and in the amendatory and supple-

mental acts, vested in, determined, or adjudged to be 

the right or property of any person not an Indian by 

blood, may, with the approval of the Secretary of the 

Interior, and not otherwise, be sold, assigned, and 

transferred under such rules and regulations as the 

Secretary of the Interior may prescribe. 

PUEBLO INDIANS OF NEW MEXICO 

Act May 31, 1933, ch. 45, §§ 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 48 Stat. 109, 110, 

111, in addition to authorizing appropriations to pay in 

part the liability of the United States to the Indian 

pueblos, provided: 
‘‘SEC. 4. That for the purpose of safeguarding the in-

terests and welfare of the tribe of Indians known as the 

Pueblo de Taos of New Mexico in the certain lands 

hereinafter described, upon which lands said Indians 

depend for water supply, forage for their domestic live-

stock, wood and timber for their personal use and as 

the scene of certain of their religious ceremonials, the 

Secretary of Agriculture may and he hereby is author-

ized and directed to designate and segregate said lands, 

which shall not thereafter be subject to entry under the 

land laws of the United States, and to thereafter grant 

to said Pueblo de Taos, upon application of the gov-

ernor and council thereof, a permit to occupy said 
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lands and use the resources thereof for the personal use 
and benefit of said tribe of Indians for a period of fifty 
years, with provision for subsequent renewals if the use 
and occupancy by said tribe of Indians shall continue, 
the provisions of the permit are met and the continued 
protection of the watershed is required by public inter-
est. Such permit shall specifically provide for and safe-
guard all rights and equities hitherto established and 
enjoyed by said tribe of Indians under any contracts or 
agreements hitherto existing, shall authorize the free 
use of wood, forage, and lands for the personal or tribal 
needs of said Indians, shall define the conditions under 
which natural resources under the control of the De-
partment of Agriculture not needed by said Indians 
shall be made available for commercial use by the Indi-
ans or others, and shall establish necessary and proper 
safeguards for the efficient supervision and operation 
of the area for national forest purposes and all other 
purposes herein stated, the area referred to being de-
scribed as follows: 

‘‘Beginning at the northeast corner of the Pueblo de 
Taos grant, thence northeasterly along the divide be-
tween Rio Pueblo de Taos and Rio Lucero and along the 
divide between Rio Pueblo de Taos and Red River to a 
point a half mile east of Rio Pueblo de Taos; thence 
southwesterly on a line half mile east of Rio Pueblo de 
Taos and parallel thereto to the northwest corner of 
township 25 north, range 15 east; thence south on the 
west boundary of township 25 north, range 15 east, to 
the divide between Rio Pueblo de Taos and Rio 
Fernandez de Taos; thence westerly along the divide to 
the east boundary of the Pueblo de Taos grant; thence 
north to the point of beginning; containing approxi-
mately thirty thousand acres, more or less. 

‘‘SEC. 5. Except as otherwise provided herein the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall disburse and expend the 
amounts of money herein authorized to be appro-
priated, in accordance with and under the terms and 
conditions of the Act approved June 7, 1924: Provided, 

however, That the Secretary be authorized to cause nec-

essary surveys and investigations to be made promptly 

to ascertain the lands and water rights that can be pur-

chased out of the foregoing appropriations and earlier 

appropriations made for the same purpose, with full au-

thority to disburse said funds in the purchase of said 

lands and water rights without being limited to the ap-

praised values thereof as fixed by the appraisers ap-

pointed by the Pueblo Lands Board appointed under 

said Act of June 7, 1924 [set out below] and all prior 

Acts limiting the Secretary of the Interior in the dis-

bursement of said funds to the appraised value of said 

lands as fixed by said appraisers of said Pueblo Lands 

Board be, and the same are, expressly repealed: Pro-

vided further, That the Secretary of the Interior be, and 

he is hereby, authorized to disburse a portion of said 

funds for the purpose of securing options upon said 

lands and water rights and necessary abstracts of title 

thereof for the necessary period required to investigate 

titles and which may be required before disbursement 

can be authorized: Provided further, That the Secretary 

of the Interior be, and he is hereby, authorized, out of 

the appropriations of the foregoing amounts and out of 

the funds heretofore appropriated for the same purpose, 

to purchase any available lands within the several 

pueblos which in his discretion it is desirable to pur-

chase, without waiting for the issuance of final patents 

directed to be issued under the provisions of the Act of 

June 7, 1924, where the right of said pueblos to bring 

independent suits, under the provisions of the Act of 

June 7, 1924, has expired; Provided further, That the Sec-

retary of the Interior shall not make any expenditures 

out of the pueblo funds resulting from the appropria-

tions set forth herein, or prior appropriations for the 

same purpose, without first obtaining the approval of 

the governing authorities of the pueblo affected: And 

provided further, That the governing authorities of any 

pueblo may initiate matters pertaining to the purchase 

of lands in behalf of their respective pueblos, which 

matters, or contracts relative thereto, will not be bind-

ing or concluded until approved by the Secretary of the 

Interior. 

‘‘SEC. 6. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to pre-

vent any pueblo from prosecuting independent suits as 

authorized under section 4 of the Act of June 7, 1924. 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to enter 

into contract with the several Pueblo Indian tribes, af-

fected by the terms of this Act, in consideration of the 

authorization of appropriations contained in section 2 

hereof, providing for the dismissal of pending and the 

abandonment of contemplated original proceedings, in 

law or equity, by, or in behalf of said Pueblo Indian 

tribes, under the provisions of section 4 of the Act of 

June 7, 1924, (43 Stat. L. 636), and the pueblo concerned 

may elect to accept the appropriations herein author-

ized, in the sums herein set forth, in full discharge of 

all claims to compensation under the terms of said Act, 

notifying the Secretary of the Interior in writing of its 

election so to do: Provided, That if said election by said 

pueblo be not made, said pueblo shall have one year 

from the date of this approval of the Act within which 

to file any independent suit authorized under section 4 

of the Act of June 7, 1924, at the expiration of which pe-

riod the right to file such suit shall expire by limita-

tion: And provided further, That no ejectment suits 

shall be filed against non-Indians entitled to compensa-

tion under this Act, in less than six months after the 

sums herein authorized are appropriated. 
‘‘SEC. 8. The attorney or attorneys for such Indian 

tribe or tribes shall be paid such fee as may be agreed 

upon by such attorney or attorneys and such Indian 

tribe or tribes, but in no case shall the fee be more than 

10 per centum of the sum herein authorized to be appro-

priated for the benefit of such tribe or tribes, and such 

attorney’s fees shall be disbursed by the Secretary of 

the Interior in accordance herewith out of any funds 

appropriated for said Indian tribe or tribes under the 

provisions of the Act of June 7, 1924 (43 Stat. L. 636), or 

this Act: Provided however, That 25 per centum of the 

amount agreed upon as attorneys’ fees shall be retained 

by the Secretary of the Interior to be disbursed by him 

under the terms of the contract, subject to approval of 

the Secretary of the Interior, between said attorneys 

and said Indian tribes, providing for further services 

and expenses of said attorneys in furtherance of the ob-

jects set forth in section 19 of the Act of June 7, 1924. 
‘‘SEC. 9. Nothing herein contained shall in any man-

ner be construed to deprive any of the Pueblo Indians 

of a prior right to the use of water from streams run-

ning through or bordering on their respective pueblos 

for domestic, stock-water, and irrigation purposes for 

the lands remaining in Indian ownership, and such 

water rights shall not be subject to loss by nonuse or 

abandonment thereof as long as title to said lands shall 

remain in the Indians.’’ 
Act June 7, 1924, ch. 331, 43 Stat. 636, as amended by 

act May 31, 1933, ch. 45, § 7, 48 Stat. 111, provided: 
‘‘That in order to quiet title to various lots, parcels, 

and tracts of land in the State of New Mexico for which 

claim shall be made by or on behalf of the Pueblo Indi-

ans of said State as hereinafter provided, the United 

States of America, in its sovereign capacity as guard-

ian of said Pueblo Indians shall, by its Attorney Gen-

eral, file in the District Court of the United States for 

the District of New Mexico, its bill or bills of complaint 

with a prayer for discovery of the nature of any claim 

or claims of any kind whatsoever adverse to the claim 

of said Pueblo Indians, as hereinafter determined. 
‘‘SEC. 2. That there shall be, and hereby is, estab-

lished a board to be known as ‘Pueblo Lands Board’ to 

consist of the Secretary of the Interior, the Attorney 

General, each of whom may act through an assistant in 

all hearings, investigations, and deliberations in New 

Mexico, and a third member to be appointed by the 

President of the United States. The board shall be pro-

vided with suitable quarters in the city of Santa Fé, 

New Mexico, and shall have power to require the pres-

ence of witnesses and the production of documents by 

subpoena, to employ a clerk who shall be empowered to 

administer oaths and take acknowledgments, shall em-

ploy such clerical assistance, interpreters, and stenog-

raphers with such compensation as the Attorney Gen-
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eral shall deem adequate, and it shall be provided with 

such necessary supplies and equipment as it may re-

quire on requisitions to the Department of Justice. The 

compensation and allowance for travel and expenses of 

the member appointed by the President shall be fixed 

by the Attorney General. 
‘‘It shall be the duty of said board to investigate, de-

termine, and report and set forth by metes and bounds, 

illustrated where necessary by field notes and plats, 

the lands within the exterior boundaries of any land 

granted or confirmed to the Pueblo Indians of New 

Mexico by any authority of the United States of Amer-

ica, or any prior sovereignty, or acquired by said Indi-

ans as a community by purchase or otherwise, title to 

which the said board shall find not to have been extin-

guished in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 

and the board shall not include in their report any 

claims of non-Indian claimants who, in the opinion of 

said board after investigation, hold and occupy such 

claims of which they have had adverse possession, in 

accordance with the provisions of section 4 of this Act: 

Provided, however, That the board shall be unanimous 

in all decisions whereby it shall be determined that the 

Indian title has been extinguished. 
‘‘The board shall report upon each pueblo as a sepa-

rate unit and upon the completion of each report one 

copy shall be filed with the United States District 

Court for the District of New Mexico, one with the At-

torney General of the United States, one with the Sec-

retary of the Interior, and one with the Board of Indian 

Commissioners. 
‘‘SEC. 3. That upon the filing of each report by the 

said board, the Attorney General shall forthwith cause 

to be filed in the United States District Court for the 

District of New Mexico, as provided in section 1 of this 

Act, a suit to quiet title to the lands described in said 

report as Indian lands the Indian title to which is de-

termined by said report not to have been extinguished. 
‘‘SEC. 4. That all persons claiming title to, or owner-

ship of, any lands involved in any such suit, or suits, 

may in addition to any other legal or equitable de-

fenses which they may have or have had under the laws 

of the Territory and State of New Mexico, plead limita-

tion of action, as follows, to wit: 
‘‘(a) That in themselves, their ancestors, grantors, 

privies, or predecessors in interest or claim of interest, 

they have had open, notorious, actual, exclusive, con-

tinuous, adverse possession of the premises claimed, 

under color of title from the 6th day of January, 1902, 

to the date of the passage of this Act, and have paid the 

taxes lawfully assessed and levied thereon to the extent 

required by the statutes of limitation, or adverse pos-

session of the Territory or of the State of New Mexico, 

since the 6th day of January, 1902, to the date of the 

passage of this Act, except where the claimant was ex-

empted or entitled to be exempted from such tax pay-

ment. 
‘‘(b) That in themselves, their ancestors, grantors, 

privies, or predecessors in interest or claim of interest, 

they have had open, notorious, actual, exclusive, con-

tinuous, adverse possession of the premises claimed 

with claim of ownership, but without color of title from 

the 16th day of March, 1889, to the date of the passage 

of this Act, and have paid the taxes lawfully assessed 

and levied thereon to the extent required by the stat-

utes of limitation or adverse possession of the Terri-

tory or of the State of New Mexico, from the 16th day 

of March, 1899, to the date of the passage of this Act, 

except where the claimant was exempted or entitled to 

be exempted from such tax payment. 
‘‘Nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to 

impair or destroy any existing right of the Pueblo Indi-

ans of New Mexico to assert and maintain unaffected 

by the provisions of this Act their title and right to 

any land by original proceedings, either in law or eq-

uity, in any court of competent jurisdiction and any 

such right may be asserted at any time prior to the fil-

ing of the field notes and plats as provided in section 

13 hereof, and jurisdiction with respect to any such 

original proceedings is hereby conferred upon the 

United States District Court for the District of New 

Mexico with right of review as in other cases: Provided, 

however, That any contract entered into with any at-

torney or attorneys by the Pueblo Indians of New Mex-

ico, to carry on such litigation shall be subject to and 

in accordance with existing laws of the United States. 
‘‘SEC. 5. The plea of such limitations, successfully 

maintained, shall entitle the claimants so pleading to 

a decree in favor of them, their heirs, executors, succes-

sors, and assigns for the premises so claimed by them, 

respectively, or so much thereof as may be established, 

which shall have the effect of a deed of quitclaim as 

against the United States and said Indians, and a de-

cree in favor of claimants upon any other ground shall 

have a like effect. 
‘‘The United States may plead in favor of the pueblo, 

or any individual Indian thereof, as the case might be, 

the said limitations hereinbefore defined. 
‘‘SEC. 6. It shall be the further duty of the board to 

separately report in respect of each such pueblo— 
‘‘(a) The area and character of any tract or tracts of 

land within the exterior boundaries of any land granted 

or confirmed to the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico and 

the extent, source, and character of any water right ap-

purtenant thereto in possession of non-Indian claim-

ants at the time of filing such report, which are not 

claimed for said Indians by any report of the board. 
‘‘(b) Whether or not such tract or tracts of land or 

such water rights could be or could have been at any 

time recovered for said Indians by the United States by 

seasonable prosecution of any right of the United 

States or of said Indians. Seasonable prosecution is de-

fined to mean prosecution by the United States within 

the same period of time as that within which suits to 

recover real property could have been brought under 

the limitation statutes of the Territory and State of 

New Mexico. 
‘‘(c) The fair market value of said water rights and of 

said tract or tracts of land (exclusive of any improve-

ments made therein or placed thereon by non-Indian 

claimants) whenever the board shall determine that 

such tract or tracts of land or such water rights could 

be or could have been at any time recovered for said In-

dians by the United States by seasonable prosecution of 

any right of the United States or of said Indians, and 

the amount of loss, if any, suffered by said Indians 

through failure of the United States seasonably to 

prosecute any such right. 
‘‘The United States shall be liable, and the board 

shall award compensation, to the pueblo within the ex-

terior boundaries of whose lands such tract or tracts of 

land shall be situated or to which such water rights 

shall have been appurtenant to the extent of any loss 

suffered by said Indians through failure of the United 

States seasonably to prosecute any right of the United 

States or of said Indians, subject to review as herein 

provided. Such report and award shall have the force 

and effect of a judicial finding and final judgment upon 

the question and amount of compensation due to the 

Pueblo Indians from the United States for such losses. 

Such report shall be filed simultaneously with and in 

like manner as the reports hereinbefore provided to be 

made and filed in section 2 of this Act. 
‘‘At any time within sixty days after the filing of said 

report with the United States District Court for the 

District of New Mexico as herein provided the United 

States or any pueblo or Indians concerned therein or 

affected thereby may, in respect of any report upon li-

ability or of any finding of amount or award of com-

pensation set forth in such report, petition said court 

for judicial review of said report, specifying the por-

tions thereof in which review is desired. Said court 

shall thereupon have jurisdiction to review, and shall 

review, such report, finding, or award in like manner as 

in the case of proceedings in equity. In any such pro-

ceeding the report of the board shall be prima facie evi-

dence of the facts, the values, and the liability therein 

set forth, subject, however, to be rebutted by com-

petent evidence. Any party in interest may offer evi-

dence in support or in opposition to the findings in said 
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report in any respect. Said court shall after hearing 

render its decision so soon as practicable, confirming, 

modifying, or rejecting said report or any part thereof. 

At any time within thirty days after such decision is 

rendered said court shall, upon petition of any party 

aggrieved, certify the portions of such report, review of 

which has been sought, together with the record in con-

nection therewith, to the United States Circuit Court 

of Appeals for the Eighth Circuit, which shall have ju-

risdiction to consider, review, and decide all questions 

arising upon such report and record in like manner as 

in the case of appeals in equity, and its decision there-

on shall be final. 
‘‘Petition for review of any specific finding or award 

of compensation in any report shall not affect the final-

ity of any findings nor delay the payment of any award 

set forth in such report, review of which shall not have 

been so sought, nor in any proceeding for review in any 

court under the provisions of this section shall costs be 

awarded against any party. 
‘‘SEC. 7. It shall be the further duty of the board to 

investigate, ascertain, and report to the Secretary of 

the Interior who shall report to the Congress of the 

United States, together with his recommendation, the 

fair market value of lands, improvements appurtenant 

thereto, and water rights of non-Indian claimants who, 

in person or through their predecessors in title prior to 

January 6, 1912, in good faith and for a valuable consid-

eration purchased and entered upon Indian lands under 

a claim of right based upon a deed or document pur-

porting to convey title to the land claimed or upon a 

grant, or license from the governing body of a pueblo to 

said land, but fail to sustain such claim under the pro-

visions of this Act, together with a statement of the 

loss in money value thereby suffered by such non-In-

dian claimants. Any lands lying within the exterior 

boundaries of the pueblo of Nambe land grant, which 

were conveyed to any holder or occupant thereof or his 

predecessor or predecessors in interest by the govern-

ing authorities of said pueblo, in writing, prior to Janu-

ary 6, 1912, shall unless found by said board to have 

been obtained through fraud or deception, be recog-

nized as constituting valid claims by said board and by 

said courts, and disposed of in such manner as lands the 

Indian title to which has been determined to have been 

extinguished pursuant to the provisions of this Act: 

Provided, That nothing in this section contained with 

reference to the said Nambe Pueblo Indians shall be 

construed as depriving the said Indians of the right to 

impeach any such deed or conveyance for fraud or to 

have mistakes therein corrected through a suit in be-

half of said pueblo or of an individual Indian under the 

provisions of this Act. 
‘‘SEC. 8. It shall be the further duty of the board to 

investigate, ascertain, and report to the Secretary of 

the Interior the area and the value of the lands and im-

provements appurtenant thereto of non-Indian claim-

ants within or adjacent to Pueblo Indian settlements or 

towns in New Mexico, title to which in such non-Indian 

claimants is valid and indefeasible, said report to in-

clude a finding as to the benefit to the Indians in any-

wise of the removal of such non-Indian claimants by 

purchase of their lands and improvements and the 

transfer of the same to the Indians, and the Secretary 

of the Interior shall report to Congress the facts with 

his recommendations in the premises. 
‘‘SEC. 9. That all lands, the title to which is deter-

mined in said suit or suits, shall, where necessary, be 

surveyed and mapped under the direction of the Sec-

retary of the Interior, at the expense of the United 

States, but such survey shall be subject to the approval 

of the judge of the United States District Court for the 

District of New Mexico, and if approved by said judge 

shall be filed in said court and become a part of the de-

cree or decrees entered in said district court. 
‘‘SEC. 10. That necessary costs in all original proceed-

ings under this Act, to be determined by the court, 

shall be taxed against the United States and any party 

aggrieved by any final judgment or decree shall have 

the right to a review thereof by appeal or writ of error 

or other process, as in other cases, but upon such ap-
peal being taken each party shall pay his own costs. 

‘‘SEC. 11. That in the sense in which used in this Act 
the word ‘purchase’ shall be taken to mean the acquisi-
tion of community lands by the Indians other than by 
grant or donation from a sovereign. 

‘‘SEC. 12. That any person claiming any interest in 
the premises involved but not impleaded in any such 
action may be made a party defendant thereto or may 
intervene in such action, setting up his claim in usual 
form. 

‘‘SEC. 13. That as to all lands within the exterior 
boundaries of any lands granted or confirmed to the 
Pueblo Indians of New Mexico, by any authority of the 
United States of America or any prior sovereignty, or 
acquired by said Indians as a community by purchase 
or otherwise and which have not been claimed for said 
Indians by court proceedings then pending or the find-
ings and report of the board as herein provided, the 
Secretary of the Interior at any time after two years 
after the filing of said reports of the board shall file 
field notes and plat for each pueblo in the office of the 
surveyor general of New Mexico at Santa Fé, New Mex-
ico, showing the lands to which the Indian title has 
been extinguished as in said report set out, but exclud-
ing therefrom lands claimed by or for the Indians in 
court proceedings then pending, and copies of said plat 
and field notes certified by the surveyor general of New 
Mexico as true and correct copies shall be accepted in 
any court as competent and conclusive evidence of the 
extinguishment of all the right, title, and interest of 
the Indians in and to the lands so described in said plat 
and field notes and of any claim of the United States 

in or to the same. And the Secretary of the Interior 

within thirty days after the Indians’ right to bring 

independent suits under this Act shall have expired, 

shall cause notice to be published in some newspaper or 

newspapers of general circulation issued, if any there 

be, in the county wherein lie such lands claimed by 

non-Indian claimants, respectively, or wherein some 

part of such lands are situated, otherwise in some 

newspaper or newspapers of general circulation pub-

lished nearest to such lands, once a week for five con-

secutive weeks, setting forth as nearly as may be the 

names of such non-Indian claimants of land holdings 

not claimed by or for the Indians as herein provided, 

with a description of such several holdings, as shown by 

a survey of Pueblo Indian lands heretofore made under 

the direction of the Secretary of the Interior and com-

monly known as the ‘Joy Survey,’ or as may be other-

wise shown or defined by authority of the Secretary of 

the Interior, and requiring that any person or persons 

claiming such described parcel or parcels of land or any 

part thereof, adversely to the apparent claimant or 

claimants so named as aforesaid, or their heirs of as-

signs, shall, on or before the thirtieth day after the last 

publication of such notice, file his or their adverse 

claim in the United States Land Office in the land dis-

trict wherein such parcel or parcels of land are situate, 

in the nature of a contest, stating the character and 

basis of such adverse claim, and notice of such contest 

shall be served upon the claimant or claimants named 

in the said notice, in the same manner as in cases of 

contest of homestead entries. If no such contest is in-

stituted as aforesaid, the Secretary of the Interior shall 

issue to the claimant or claimants, or their heirs or as-

signs, a patent or other certificate of title for the par-

cel or parcels of land so described in said notice; but if 

a contest be filed it shall proceed and be heard and de-

cided as contests of homestead entries are heard and 

decided under the rules and regulations of the General 

Land Office pertinent thereto. Upon such contest either 

party may claim the benefit of the provisions of section 

4 of this Act to the same extent as if he were a party 

to a suit to quiet title brought under the provisions of 

this Act, and the successful party shall receive a patent 

or certificate of title for the land as to which he is suc-

cessful in such proceeding. Any patent or certificate of 

title issued under the provisions of this Act shall have 

the effect only of a relinquishment by the United 

States of America and the said Indians. 
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‘‘If after such notice more than one person or group 
of persons united in interest makes claim in such land 
office adverse to the claimant or claimants named in 
the said notice, or to any other person or group of per-
sons who may have filed such contest, each contestant 
shall be required to set forth the basis and nature of his 
respective claim, and thereupon the said claims shall 
be heard and decided as upon an original contest or 
intervention. 

‘‘And in all cases any person or persons whose right 
to a given parcel or parcels of land has become fixed ei-
ther by the action of the said board or the said court 
or in such contest may apply to the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office for a patent or certificate of 
title and receive the same without cost or charge. 

‘‘SEC. 14. That if any non-Indian party to any such 
suit shall assert against the Indian title a claim based 
upon a Spanish or Mexican grant, and if the court 

should finally find that such claim by the non-Indian is 

superior to that of the Indian claim, no final decree or 

judgment of ouster of the said Indians shall be entered 

or writ of possession or assistance shall be allowed 

against said Indians, or any of them, or against the 

United States of America acting in their behalf. In such 

case the court shall ascertain the area and value of the 

land thus held by any non-Indian claimant under such 

superior title, excluding therefrom the area and value 

of lots or parcels of land the title to which has been 

found to be in other persons under the provisions of 

this Act: Provided, however, That any findings by the 

court under the provisions of this section may be re-

viewed on appeal or writ of error at the instance of any 

party aggrieved thereby, in the same manner, to the 

same extent, and with like effect as if such findings 

were a final judgment or decree. When such finding ad-

verse to the Indian claim has become final, the Sec-

retary of the Interior shall report to Congress the facts, 

including the area and value of the land so adjudged 

against the Indian claim, with his recommendations in 

the premises. 
‘‘SEC. 15. That when any claimant, other than the 

United States for said Indians not covered by the re-

port provided for in section 7 of this Act, fails to sus-

tain his claim to any parcel of land within any Pueblo 

Indian grant, purchase, or donation under provisions of 

this Act, but has held and occupied any such parcel in 

good faith, claiming the same as his own, and the same 

has been improved, the value of the improvements upon 

the said parcel of land shall be found by the court and 

reported by the Secretary of the Interior to Congress, 

with his recommendations in the premises. 
‘‘SEC. 16. That if the Secretary of the Interior deems 

it to be for the best interest of the Indians that any 

land adjudged by the court or said Lands Board against 

any claimant be sold, he may, with the consent of the 

governing authorities of the pueblo, order the sale 

thereof, under such regulations as he may make, to the 

highest bidder for cash; and if the buyer thereof be 

other than the losing claimant, the purchase price shall 

be used in paying to such losing claimant the adju-

dicated value of the improvements aforesaid, if found 

under the provisions of section 15 hereof, and the bal-

ance thereof, if any, shall be paid over to the proper of-

ficer, or officers, of the Indian community, but if the 

buyer be the losing claimant, and the value of his im-

provements has been adjudicated as aforesaid, such 

buyer shall be entitled to have credit upon his bid for 

the value of such improvements so adjudicated. 
‘‘SEC. 17. No right, title, or interest in or to the lands 

of the Pueblo Indians of New Mexico to which their 

title has not been extinguished as hereinbefore deter-

mined shall hereafter be acquired or initiated by virtue 

of the laws of the State of New Mexico, or in any other 

manner except as may hereafter be provided by Con-

gress, and no sale, grant, lease of any character, or 

other conveyance of lands, or any title or claim there-

to, made by any pueblo as a community, or any Pueblo 

Indian living in a community of Pueblo Indians, in the 

State of New Mexico, shall be of any validity in law or 

in equity unless the same be first approved by the Sec-

retary of the Interior. 

‘‘SEC. 18. That the pleading, practice, procedure, and 

rules of evidence shall be the same in all causes arising 

under this Act as in other civil causes in the Federal 

courts, except as otherwise herein provided. 
‘‘SEC. 19. That all sums of money which may here-

after be appropriated by the Congress of the United 

States for the purpose of paying in whole or in part any 

liability found or decreed under this Act from the 

United States to any pueblo or to any of the Indians of 

any pueblo, shall be paid over to the Bureau of Indian 

Affairs, which Bureau, under the direction of the Sec-

retary of the Interior, shall use such moneys at such 

times and in such amounts as may seem wise and prop-

er for the purpose of the purchase of lands and water 

rights to replace those which have been lost to said 

pueblo or to said Indians, or for purchase or construc-

tion of reservoirs, irrigation works, or the making of 

other permanent improvements upon, or for the benefit 

of lands held by said pueblo or said Indians.’’

amounts of land within the White Earth Indian Res-

ervation in Minnesota are the subject of existing and 

potential lawsuits involving many and diverse inter-

ests in Minnesota, and are creating great hardship 

and uncertainty for government, Indian commu-

nities, and non-Indian communities; 
‘‘(2) the lawsuits and uncertainty will result in 

great expense and expenditure of time, and could 

have a profound negative impact on the social and 

well-being of everyone on the reservation; 
‘‘(3) the White Earth Band of Chippewa Indians, 

State of Minnesota, along with its political subdivi-

sions, and other interested parties have made diligent 

efforts to fashion a settlement to these claims, and 

the Federal Government, by providing the assistance 

specified in this Act, will make possible the imple-

mentation of a permanent settlement with regard to 

these claims; 
‘‘(4) past United States laws and policies have con-

tributed to the uncertainty surrounding the claims; 
‘‘(5) it is in the long-term interest of the United 

States, State of Minnesota, White Earth Band, Indi-

ans, and non-Indians for the United States to assist 

in the implementation of a fair and equitable settle-

ment of these claims; and 
‘‘(6) this Act will settle unresolved legal uncertain-

ties relating to these claims. 
‘‘SEC. 3. For purposes of this Act: 
‘‘(a) ‘Allotment’ shall mean an allocation of land on 

the White Earth Reservation, Minnesota, granted, pur-

suant to the Act of January 14, 1889 (25 Stat. 642), and 

the Act of February 8, 1887 (24 Stat. 388) [see Short 

Title note above], to a Chippewa Indian. 
‘‘(b) ‘Allottee’ shall mean the recipient of an allot-

ment. 
‘‘(c) ‘Full blood’ shall mean a Chippewa Indian of the 

White Earth Reservation, Minnesota, who was des-

ignated as a full blood Indian on the roll approved by 

the United States District Court for the District of 

Minnesota on October 1, 1920, or who was so designated 

by a decree of a Federal court of competent jurisdic-

tion; it shall also refer to an individual who is not des-

ignated on said roll but who is the biological child of 

two full blood parents so designated on the roll or of 

one full blood parent so designated on the roll and one 

parent who was an Indian enrolled in any other feder-

ally recognized Indian tribe, band, or community. 
‘‘(d) ‘Inherited’ shall mean received as a result of tes-

tate or intestate succession or any combination of tes-

tate or intestate succession, which succession shall be 

determined by the Secretary of the Interior or his au-

thorized representative. 
‘‘(e) ‘Mixed blood’ shall mean a Chippewa Indian of 

the White Earth Reservation, Minnesota, who was des-

ignated as a mixed blood Indian on the roll approved by 

the United States District Court of Minnesota on Octo-

ber 1, 1920, unless designated a full blood by decree of 

a Federal court of competent jurisdiction; it shall also 

refer to any descendants of an individual who was list-

ed on said roll providing the descendant was not a full 

blood under the definition in subsection (c) of this sec-

tion. The term ‘mixed blood’ shall not include an In-

dian enrolled in any federally recognized Indian tribe, 

band, or community other than the White Earth Band. 
‘‘(f) ‘Tax forfeited’ shall mean an allotment which, 

pursuant to State law, was declared forfeited for non-

payment of real property taxes and purportedly trans-

ferred directly to the State of Minnesota or to private 

parties or governmental entities. 
‘‘(g) ‘Majority’ shall mean the age of twenty-one 

years or older. 
‘‘(h) ‘Secretary’ shall mean the Secretary of the Inte-

rior or his/or her authorized representative. 
‘‘(i) ‘Trust period’ shall mean the period during which 

the United States held an allotment in trust for the al-

lottee or the allottee’s heirs. For the purpose of this 

Act, the Executive Order Numbered 4642 of May 5, 1927, 

Executive Order Numbered 5768 of December 10, 1931, 

and Executive Order Numbered 5953 of November 23, 

1932, shall be deemed to have extended trust periods on 

all allotments or interests therein the trust periods for 

which would otherwise have expired in 1927, 1932, or 

1933, notwithstanding the issuance of any fee patents 

for which there were no applications, and if such allot-

ments were not specifically exempted from the Execu-

tive orders; and the Indian Reorganization Act of June 

18, 1934 [see Short Title note set out under section 461 

of this title], shall be deemed to have extended indefi-

nitely trust periods on all allotments or interests 

therein the trust periods for which would otherwise 

have expired on June 18, 1934, or at any time thereafter. 

Said Executive orders and Act shall be deemed not to 

have extended the trust period for allotments or inter-

ests which were sold or mortgaged by adult mixed 

bloods, by non-Indians, or with the approval of the Sec-

retary, or for allotments or interests which were sold 

or mortgaged by anyone where such sale or mortgage 

was the subject of litigation in Federal court which 

proceeded to a judgment on the merits and where the 

outcome of such litigation did not vacate or void said 

sale or mortgage. 
‘‘(j) ‘Interest’, except where such item is used in con-

junction with ‘compound’, shall mean a fractional hold-

ing, less than the whole, held in an allotment. 
‘‘(k) ‘Adult’ shall mean having attained the age of 

majority. 
‘‘(l) ‘Heir’ means a person who received or was enti-

tled to receive an allotment or interest as a result of 

testate or intestate succession under applicable Fed-

eral or Minnesota law, or one who is determined under 

section 9, by the application of the inheritance laws of 

Minnesota in effect on March 26, 1986 (not including 

laws relating to spousal allowance and maintenance 

payments), to be entitled to receive compensation pay-

able under section 8. 
‘‘(m) ‘Transfer’ includes but is not limited to any vol-

untary or involuntary sale, mortgage, tax forfeiture or 

conveyance pursuant to State law; any transaction the 

purpose of which was to effect a sale, mortgage, tax for-

feiture or conveyance pursuant to State law; any Act, 

event, or circumstance that resulted in a change of 

title to, possession of, dominion over, or control of an 

allotment or interest therein. 
‘‘SEC. 4. (a) The provisions of this Act shall apply to 

the following allotments: 
‘‘(1) allotments which were never sold or mortgaged 

by the allottees or by their heirs and which were tax 

forfeited during the trust period; 
‘‘(2) allotments which were sold or mortgaged dur-

ing the trust period, without the approval of the Sec-

retary, by the allottees prior to having attained ma-

jority, and were never again sold or mortgaged either 

by the allottees upon their having attained majority 

or by heirs of the allottees; 
‘‘(3) allotments which were sold or mortgaged dur-

ing the trust period by full blood allottees without 

the approval of the Secretary, and were never again 

the subject of a sale or mortgage by heirs of the allot-

tees; and 
‘‘(4) allotments which were never sold or mortgaged 

by the allottees, but which subsequent to the deaths 

of the allottees, purportedly were sold or mortgaged, 

during the trust period, by administrators, executors, 

or representatives, operating under authority from 

State courts, and were never again the subject of a 

sale or mortgage by heirs of the allottees. 
‘‘(b) The provisions of this Act shall also apply to the 

following allotments or interests in allotments: 
‘‘(1) allotments or interests which were inherited by 

full or mixed bloods who never sold or mortgaged 

their allotments or interests or by Indians enrolled in 

other federally recognized Indian tribes, bands, or 

communities who never sold or mortgaged their al-

lotments or interests, where the allotments or inter-

ests were tax forfeited during the trust period; 
‘‘(2) allotments or interests which were inherited by 

mixed bloods under the age of majority and which 

were sold or mortgaged during the trust period with-

out the approval of the Secretary prior to such mixed 

bloods having attained majority, but which were 

never again sold or mortgaged by them upon having 

attained majority or by their heirs; 
‘‘(3) allotments or interests which were inherited by 

full bloods or by Indians enrolled in other federally 

recognized Indian tribes, bands, or communities, who 

sold or mortgaged such allotments or interests dur-

ing the trust period without the approval of the Sec-

retary; 
‘‘(4) allotments or interests which were inherited by 

full or mixed bloods who never sold or mortgaged 

their allotments or interests, but which, subsequent 

to the deaths of such heirs, were sold or mortgaged 

during the trust period by administrators, operating 

under authority from State courts; 
‘‘(5) allotments or interests which were owned by 

allottees or which were inherited by full or mixed 

bloods for whom guardians were appointed by State 

courts, which guardians sold or mortgaged the allot-

ments or interests during the trust period without 

the approval of the Secretary; 
‘‘(6) interests which were inherited by full or mixed 

bloods who never sold or mortgaged their interests 

during the trust period, even though other interests 

in the same allotment were sold by other heirs where 

the land comprising the allotment has been claimed 

in full by other parties adversely to the full or mixed 

bloods who never sold or mortgaged their interests; 

and 
‘‘(7) allotments or interests which were inherited by 

full or mixed bloods or by Indians enrolled in other 

federally recognized Indian tribes, bands, or commu-

nities which were never sold or mortgaged during the 

trust period but which were purportedly distributed 

by State court probate proceedings to other individ-

uals. 
‘‘(c) This Act shall not apply to— 

‘‘(1) any allotment or interest the sale or mortgage 

of which was the subject of litigation which pro-

ceeded to a judgment on the merits in Federal courts 

and where the outcome of such litigation was other 

than vacating and voiding such sale or mortgage; 
‘‘(2) any allotment or interest which was tax for-

feited subsequent to the date on which the tax ex-

emption was declared by a Federal court to have ex-

pired; 
‘‘(3) any allotment or interest which was sold, 

mortgaged, or tax forfeited after the expiration of the 

trust period; or 
‘‘(4) any allotment or interest which was sold or 

mortgaged at any time by an adult mixed blood In-

dian. 
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Nothing in this Act is intended to question the validity 

of the transactions relating to allotments or interests 

as described in section 4(c), and such allotments and in-

terests are declared to be outside the scope of this Act. 
‘‘SEC. 5. (a) Any determination of the heirs of any 

person holding an allotment or interest, made by the 

courts of the State of Minnesota, which is filed with 

the proper county recording officer prior to May 9, 1979, 

shall be deemed to have effectively transferred the title 

of the decedent in the allotment or interest to the heirs 

so determined unless a separate determination of heirs 

has been made by the Secretary before the effective 

date of this Act [Mar. 24, 1986] and such determination 

has been filed with the proper county recording officer 

within six months after the effective date of this Act. 

Nothing in this subsection shall be construed to remove 

any allotment described in section 4 from the com-

pensation provided for in the Act. 
‘‘(b) The ‘proper county recording officer’, as that 

term is used in subsection (a) of this section, shall be 

a county recorder, registrar of titles, or probate court 

in Becker, Clearwater, or Mahnomen Counties, Minne-

sota. 
‘‘(c) As to any allotment which was granted to an al-

lottee who had died prior to the selection date of the 

allotment, the granting of such allotment is hereby 

ratified and confirmed, and shall be of the same effect 

as if the allotment had been selected by the allottee be-

fore the allottee’s death: Provided, That the White 

Earth Band of Chippewa Indians shall be compensated 

for such allotments in the manner provided in sections 

6, 7, and 8. 
‘‘(d) As to any allotment that was made under the 

provisions of the Treaty of March 19, 1867 (16 Stat. 719), 

and which was reallotted under the provisions of the 

Act of January 14, 1889 (25 Stat. 642), such reallotment 

is hereby ratified and confirmed. 
‘‘SEC. 6. (a) As soon as the conditions set forth in sec-

tion 10 of this Act have been met, the Secretary shall 

publish a certification in the Federal Register that 

such conditions have been met. After such publication, 

any allotment or interest which the Secretary, in ac-

cordance with this Act, determines falls within the pro-

visions of section 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c), the tax forfeiture, 

sale, mortgage, or other transfer, as described therein, 

shall be deemed to have been made in accordance with 

the Constitution and all laws of the United States spe-

cifically applicable to transfers of allotments or inter-

ests held by the United States in trust for Indians, and 

Congress hereby does approve and ratify any such 

transfer effective as of the date of said transfer, subject 

to the provisions of section 6(c). Compensation for loss 

of allotments or interests resulting from this approval 

and ratification shall be determined and processed ac-

cording to the provisions of section 8. 
‘‘(b) By virtue of the approval and ratification of 

transfers of allotments or interests therein effected by 

this section, all claims against the United States, the 

State of Minnesota or any subdivisions thereof, or any 

other person or entity, by the White Earth Band, its 

members, or by any other Indian tribe or Indian, or any 

successors in interest thereof, arising out of, and at the 

time of or subsequent to, the transfers described in sec-

tion 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c) and based on any interest in or 

nontreaty rights involving such allotments or interests 

therein, shall be deemed never to have existed as of the 

date of the transfer, subject to the provisions of this 

Act. 
‘‘(c) Notwithstanding any provision of law other than 

the provisions of this section, any action in any court 

to recover title or damages relating to transactions de-

scribed in section 4(a), 4(b), 5(a) or 5(c), shall be forever 

barred unless the complaint is filed not later than one 

hundred and eighty days following enactment of this 

Act [Mar. 24, 1986], or prior to the publication required 

by section 6(a) whichever occurs later in time: Provided, 

That immediately upon the date of enactment of this 

Act any such action on behalf of the White Earth Band 

of Chippewa Indians shall be forever barred, unless the 

publication required by section 6(a) does not take place 

within two years of the date of enactment of this Act 
in which case the bar of any such action on behalf of 
the White Earth Band of Chippewa Indians shall be 
deemed lifted and nullified: Provided further, That the 
Secretary shall not issue to the White Earth Band any 
report rejecting litigation nor submit to Congress any 
legislation report pursuant to section 2415 of title 28, 
United States Code, relating to transactions described 
in section 4(a), 4(b), 5(a) or 5(c) of this Act, until and 
unless the bar against actions on behalf of the White 
Earth Band is lifted and nullified. Any such action filed 
within the time period allowed by this subsection shall 
not be barred; however, the filing of any such action by 
an allottee, heir, or others entitled to compensation 
under this Act shall bar such allottee, heir, or others 
from receiving compensation pursuant to the provi-
sions of section 8. The United States District Court for 
the District of Minnesota shall have exclusive jurisdic-
tion over any such action otherwise properly filed with-
in the time allowed by this subsection. 

‘‘(d) This section shall not bar an heir, allottee, or 
any other person entitled to compensation under this 
Act from maintaining an action, based on the trans-
actions described in section 4(a), 4(b), 5(a), or 5(c), 

against the United States in the Court of Federal 

Claims pursuant to the Tucker Act, section 1491 of title 

28, United States Code, challenging the constitutional 

adequacy of the compensation provisions of section 8(a) 

as they apply to a particular allotment or interest: Pro-

vided, That such action shall be filed with the Court of 

Federal Claims not later than one hundred and eighty 

days after the issuance of the notice of the Secretary’s 

compensation determination as provided in section 

8(c). If such an action is not filed within the one-hun-

dred-and-eighty-day period, it shall be forever barred. 

The United States hereby waives any sovereign immu-

nity defense it may have to such an action but does not 

waive any other defenses it may have to such action. 

The filing of an action by any heir, allottee, or any 

other person under the provisions of this section shall 

bar such person forever from receiving compensation 

pursuant to the provisions of section 8. 
‘‘SEC. 7. (a) The Secretary is hereby authorized to and 

shall diligently investigate to the maximum extent 

practicable all White Earth allotments and shall deter-

mine which allotments or interest fall within any of 

the provisions of section 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c). As to all 

such allotments or interests determined to be within 

the provisions of section 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c), the Sec-

retary shall prepare lists of such allotments or inter-

ests, which shall include allotment number, land de-

scription, and allottee’s name, in English and Ojibway 

where available. A first list shall be published within 

one hundred and eighty days after the date of enact-

ment of this Act [Mar. 24, 1986] in the Federal Register; 

in a newspaper of general circulation in Mahnomen 

County, Minnesota; in a newspaper of general circula-

tion in Becker County, Minnesota; in a newspaper of 

general circulation in Clearwater County, Minnesota; 

in one newspaper of general circulation in metropolitan 

Minneapolis-Saint Paul; and, in the Secretary’s discre-

tion, in any appropriate band or tribal newspaper. Pub-

lication in the required newspapers shall take place no 

later than thirty days after publication in the Federal 

Register. 
‘‘(b) Any tribe, band, or group of Indians, or any indi-

vidual shall have one year after the date of publication 

in the Federal Register to submit to the Secretary any 

additional allotments or interests which the tribe, 

band, group, or individual believes should fall within 

any of the provisions of section 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c). The 

Secretary, without such submissions, may also inde-

pendently determine that additional allotments or in-

terests fall within such provisions. Any additional al-

lotments or interests submitted to the Secretary shall 

be accompanied by a statement identifying the allot-

ment or interest and its land description and summa-

rizing the reasons why it should be added to the list re-

quired by this section. 
‘‘(c) The Secretary shall determine which additional 

allotments or interests fall within the provisions of 
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section 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c), and not later than March 12, 

1989, the Secretary shall publish a second list in the 

Federal Register and previously required newspapers of 

the allotments or interests the Secretary has deter-

mined should be corrected or added to the first pub-

lished list. 
‘‘(d) Any determination made by the Secretary under 

this section to include an allotment or interest on the 

first list required by the section to be published in the 

Federal Register may be judicially reviewed pursuant 

to the Administrative Procedure Act [5 U.S.C. 701 et 

seq.] not later than ninety days of the publication date 

of the first list of the Federal Register. Any such ac-

tion not filed within such ninety-day period shall be 

forever barred. Any determination made by the Sec-

retary to include an allotment or interest on the sec-

ond list required by this section to be published in the 

Federal Register, or any determination made by the 

Secretary not to include an allotment or interest on 

such list, may be judicially reviewed pursuant to the 

Administrative Procedure Act within ninety days of 

the publication date of the second list in the Federal 

Register. Any such action not filed within such ninety- 

day period shall be forever barred. Exclusive jurisdic-

tion over actions under this subdivision is hereby vest-

ed in the United States District Court for the District 

of Minnesota. 
‘‘(e)(1) After publication of the second list under sub-

section (c), the Secretary may, at any time, add allot-

ments or interests to that second list if the Secretary 

determines that the additional allotment or interest 

falls within the provisions of section 5(c) or subsection 

(a) or (b) of section 4. 
‘‘(2) The Secretary shall publish in the Federal Reg-

ister notice of any additions made under paragraph (1) 

to the second list published under subsection (c). 
‘‘(3) Any determination made by the Secretary to add 

an allotment or interest under paragraph (1) to the sec-

ond list published under subsection (c) may be judi-

cially reviewed in accordance with chapter 7 of title 5, 

United States Code, within 90 days after the date on 

which notice of such determination is published in the 

Federal Register under paragraph (2). Any legal action 

challenging such a determination that is not filed with-

in such 90-day period shall be forever barred. Exclusive 

jurisdiction over any legal action challenging such a 

determination is vested in the United States District 

Court for the District of Minnesota. 
‘‘(f)(1) The Secretary is authorized to make a one- 

time deletion from the second list published under sub-

section (c) or any subsequent list published under sub-

section (e) of any allotments or interests which the 

Secretary has determined do not fall within the provi-

sions of subsection (a) or (b) of section 4, or subsection 

(c) of section 5, or which the Secretary has determined 

were erroneously included in such list by reason of mis-

description or typographical error. 
‘‘(2) The Secretary shall publish in the Federal Reg-

ister notice of deletions made from the second list pub-

lished under subsection (c) or any subsequent list pub-

lished under subsection (e). 
‘‘(3) The determination made by the Secretary to de-

lete an allotment or interest under paragraph (1) may 

be judicially reviewed in accordance with chapter 7 of 

title 5, United States Code, within 90 days after the 

date on which notice of such determination is published 

in the Federal Register under paragraph (2). Any legal 

action challenging such a determination that is not 

filed within such 90-day period shall be forever barred. 

Exclusive jurisdiction over any legal action challeng-

ing such a determination is vested in the United States 

District Court for the District of Minnesota. 
‘‘SEC. 8. (a) Compensation for a loss of an allotment 

or interest shall be the fair market value of the land in-

terest therein as of the date of tax forfeiture, sale, al-

lotment, mortgage, or other transfer described in sec-

tion 4(a), 4(b), or 5(c), less any compensation actually 

received, plus interest compounded annually at 5 per 

centum from the date of said loss of an allotment or in-

terest until the date of enactment of this Act [Mar. 24, 

1986], and at the general rate of interest earned by 

United States Department of the Interior funds there-

after. A determination of compensation actually re-

ceived shall be supported by Federal, State, or local 

public documents filed contemporaneously with the 

transaction or by clear and convincing evidence. Com-

pensation actually received shall not be subtracted 

from the fair market value in any instance where an al-

lotment or interest was sold or mortgaged by a full or 

mixed blood, under the age of eighteen years, or in any 

instance where there is prima facie evidence that fraud 

occurred in a sale or mortgage. No compensation for 

loss of an allotment or interest relating to transfers de-

scribed in section 4(b) shall be granted to any person or 

the heirs of such person where such allotment or inter-

est was received pursuant to State court probate pro-

ceedings and where also it has been or is determined by 

the Secretary that such person or heirs were not enti-

tled to inherit the allotment or interest. 
‘‘(b) For the purpose of this section, the date of trans-

fer applicable to interests described in section 4(b)(6) 

shall be the last date on which any interest in the sub-

ject allotment was transferred by document of record 

by any other heir of the allottee; and the date of trans-

fer applicable to allotments described in section 5(c) 

shall be the selection date. For purposes of this section, 

the Secretary shall establish the fair market value of 

various types of land for various years, which shall gov-

ern the compensation payable under this section unless 

a claimant demonstrates that a particular allotment or 

interest had a value materially different from the value 

established by the Secretary. 
‘‘(c) The Secretary shall provide written notice of the 

Secretary’s compensation determination to the allot-

tees or heirs entitled thereto. Such notice shall de-

scribe the basis for the Secretary’s determination, the 

applicable time limits for judicial review of the deter-

mination, and the process whereby such compensation 

will be distributed. The Secretary shall proceed to 

make such heirship determinations as may be nec-

essary to provide the notice required by this section: 

Provided, That the Secretary shall accept as conclusive 

evidence of heirship any determination of the courts of 

the State of Minnesota as provided in section 5(a) of 

this Act: Provided further, That the Secretary shall give 

written notice only to those allottees or heirs whose 

addresses can be ascertained by reasonable and diligent 

efforts; otherwise such notice shall be given by publica-

tion in the Federal Register. 
‘‘(d) The Secretary’s administrative determination of 

the appropriate amount of compensation computed 

pursuant to the provisions of this Act may be judicially 

reviewed pursuant to the Administrative Procedure Act 

[5 U.S.C. 701 et seq.] not later than one hundred and 

eighty days after the issuance of notice as aforesaid; 

after such time the Secretary’s determination shall be 

conclusive and all judicial review shall be barred. Ex-

clusive jurisdiction over any such action is hereby vest-

ed in the United States District Court for the District 

of Minnesota. 
‘‘(e) Once a compensation determination has become 

conclusive according to the provisions of subsection 

(d), the Secretary shall certify such determination to 

the Secretary of the Treasury and such conclusive de-

termination shall be treated as a final judgment, award 

or, compromise settlement under the provisions of title 

31, United States Code, section 1304. The Secretary of 

the Treasury is authorized and directed to pay out of 

the funds in the Treasury into a separate interest bear-

ing White Earth Settlement Fund account the amount 

certified by the Secretary of the Interior in each case. 

The Secretary of the Interior shall then make a dili-

gent effort to locate each allottee or heir; however, if, 

after two years from the date on which a determination 

becomes conclusive an allottee or heir cannot be lo-

cated, the Secretary of the Interior shall declare the 

amount owing to such allottee or heir forfeited. 
‘‘(f) Any and all amounts forfeited pursuant to sub-

section (e) together with the interest accumulated 

thereon, pursuant to section 8 shall be transferred an-
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nually to the fund established under section 12 for the 

White Earth Band. 
‘‘SEC. 9. The Secretary shall determine the heirs, if 

heretofore undetermined, or modify the inventory of an 

existing heirship determination of any full or mixed 

blood or Indian enrolled in any other federally recog-

nized Indian tribe, band, or community, where appro-

priate for the purposes of this Act: Provided, That the 

Secretary shall accept any determination of heirship 

by the courts of the State of Minnesota as provided in 

section 5(a) of this Act. 
‘‘SEC. 10. (a) The provisions of section 6 of this Act 

shall take effect upon the publication in the Federal 

Register by the Secretary of certification that the fol-

lowing conditions have been satisfied: 
‘‘(1) The State of Minnesota, in accordance with 

Laws of Minnesota 1984, chapter 539, has entered into 

an agreement with the Secretary providing for the 

transfer of ten thousand acres of land within the ex-

terior boundaries of the White Earth Reservation to 

the United States to hold in trust for the White Earth 

Band of Chippewa Indians as the State’s contribution 

to the settlement provided for by this Act. The Sec-

retary shall not enter into such an agreement until 

the Secretary determines, or the authorized govern-

ing body of the band certifies to the Secretary in 

writing, that the agreement will result in the trans-

fer of ten thousand acres which possess reasonable 

value for the White Earth Band, including but not 

limited to value for agricultural, recreational, for-

estry, commercial, residential, industrial, or general 

land consolidation purposes. The land transferred 

pursuant to this subsection shall be accepted by the 

United States subject to all existing accesses, roads, 

easements, rights of way, or similar uses unless the 

Governor and Attorney General of the State of Min-

nesota certify in writing to the Secretary the State’s 

intent to abandon such uses on a particular parcel. 
‘‘(2) The State, in accordance with the Laws of Min-

nesota 1984, chapter 539, has appropriated $500,000 for 

the purpose of providing the United States with tech-

nical and computer assistance for implementing the 

settlement provided for in this Act. 
‘‘(3) The United States has appropriated $6,600,000 

for economic development for the benefit of the 

White Earth Band of Chippewa Indians. 
‘‘(b) Upon final acceptance by the Secretary, the land 

referred to in subsection (a)(1) shall be deemed to have 

been reserved as of the date of the establishment of the 

White Earth Reservation and to be part of the trust 

land of the White Earth Reservation for all purposes. 
‘‘SEC. 11. Nothing in this Act is intended to alter the 

jurisdiction currently possessed by the White Earth 

Band of Chippewa Indians, the State of Minnesota, or 

the United States over Indians or non-Indians within 

the exterior boundaries of the White Earth Reserva-

tion. 
‘‘SEC. 12. (a) There is established in the Treasury of 

the United States a fund to be known as the White 

Earth Economic Development and Tribal Government 

Fund. Money in this Fund shall be held in trust by the 

United States for the White Earth Band of Chippewa 

Indians, and shall be invested and managed by the Sec-

retary in the same manner as tribal trust funds pursu-

ant to the Act of June 24, 1938 (25 U.S.C. 162a). 
‘‘(b) The White Earth Economic Development and 

Tribal Government Fund shall consist of— 
‘‘(1) money received by the White Earth Band as 

compensation pursuant to section 8; and 
‘‘(2) money received by the White Earth Band as a 

result of amounts forfeited pursuant to section 8(f); 

and 
‘‘(3) money received as an appropriation pursuant 

to section 15; and 
‘‘(4) income accruing on such sums. 

Income accruing to the White Earth Economic Devel-

opment and Tribal Government Fund shall, without 

further appropriation, be available for expenditure as 

provided in subsection (c). 
‘‘(c) Income from the fund may be used by the author-

ized governing body of the band for band administra-

tion. Principal and income may be used by the author-

ized governing body of the band for economic develop-

ment, land acquisition, and investments: Provided, how-

ever, That under no circumstances shall any portion of 

the moneys described in subsection (b) be used for per 

capita payments to any members of the band: Provided 

further, That none of the funds described in subsection 

(b) shall be expended by the governing body of the band 

until— 
‘‘(1) such body has adopted a band financial ordi-

nance and investment plan for the use of such funds; 

and 
‘‘(2) such body has submitted to the Secretary a 

waiver of liability on the part of the United States 

for any loss resulting from the use of such funds; and 
‘‘(3) the Secretary has approved the band financial 

ordinance and investment plan. The Secretary shall 

approve or reject in writing such ordinance and plan 

within sixty days of the date it is mailed or otherwise 

submitted to him: Provided, That such ordinance and 

plan shall be deemed approved if, sixty days after 

submission, the Secretary has not so approved or re-

jected it. The Secretary shall approve the ordinance 

and plan if it adequately contains the element speci-

fied in this subsection. 
‘‘SEC. 13. Notwithstanding any other law to the con-

trary, the United States grants its permission to the 

State of Minnesota to transfer land to the White Earth 

Band as described in section 10(a)(1) which prior to the 

date of enactment of this Act [Mar. 24, 1986] may have 

been obtained by the State pursuant to other Federal 

law or with Federal assistance. Any restrictions or con-

ditions imposed by any other Federal law or regulation 

on the transfer of such land are hereby waived and re-

moved. 
‘‘SEC. 14. Not later than five years, or as soon as pos-

sible, after the date of enactment of this Act [Mar. 24, 

1986], the Secretary shall make all determinations, pro-

vide all notices, and complete the administrative work 

necessary to accomplish the objectives of this Act. The 

Secretary shall give priority in making compensation 

determinations and payments under this Act to origi-

nal allottees and elderly heirs. The Secretary shall sub-

mit a report by January 1 of each year to the chairman 

of the House of Representatives Committee on Interior 

and Insular Affairs [now Committee on Natural Re-

sources] and the chairman of the Senate Committee on 

Indian Affairs, which report shall summarize the ad-

ministrative progress to date and shall estimate the 

amount and nature of work left to be done. 
‘‘SEC. 15. There are hereby authorized to be appro-

priated to the White Earth Band $6,600,000 as a grant to 

be expended as provided in section 12. 
‘‘SEC. 16. None of the moneys which are distributed 

under this Act shall be subject to Federal or State in-

come taxes or be considered as income or resources in 

determining eligibility for or the amount of assistance 

under the Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 301 et seq.] or 

any other federally assisted program. 
‘‘SEC. 17. The Secretary is authorized, if so requested 

by the authorized governing body of the White Earth 

Band, to exchange any of the land which is transferred 

to the United States as described in section 10(a)(1) for 

any other land within the exterior boundaries of the 

White Earth Reservation which is owned by the United 

States, the State of Minnesota, or any of the State’s 

political subdivisions. Nothing in this section shall be 

deemed to require an exchange not agreed to by all par-

ties to the exchange. 
‘‘SEC. 18. Any lands acquired by the White Earth 

Band within the exterior boundaries of the White Earth 

Reservation with funds referred to in section 12, or by 

the Secretary pursuant to section 17, shall be held in 

trust by the United States. Such lands shall be deemed 

to have been reserved from the date of the establish-

ment of said reservation and to be part of the trust 

land of the White Earth Band for all purposes.’’

§ 332. Selection of allotments

Where the improvements of two or more Indians 
have been made on the same legal subdivision of 
land, unless they shall otherwise agree, a provi-
sional line may be run dividing said lands be-
tween them, and the amount to which each is 
entitled shall be equalized in the assignment of 
the remainder of the land to which they are en-
titled under this act: Provided, That if any one 
entitled to an allotment shall fail to make a se-
lection within four years after the President 
shall direct that allotments may be made on a 
particular reservation, the Secretary of the In-
terior may direct the agent of such tribe or 
band, if such there be, and if there be no agent, 
then a special agent appointed for that purpose, 
to make a selection for such Indian, which selec-
tion shall be allotted as in cases where selec-
tions are made by the Indians, and patents shall 
issue in like manner.

Where any Indian not residing upon a reserva-
tion, or for whose tribe no reservation has been 
provided by treaty, act of Congress, or executive 
order, shall make settlement upon any surveyed 
or unsurveyed lands of the United States not 
otherwise appropriated, he or she shall be enti-
tled, upon application to the local land office for 
the district in which the lands are located, to 
have the same allotted to him or her, and to his 
or her children, in quantities and manner as pro-
vided in this act for Indians residing upon res-
ervations; and when such settlement is made 
upon unsurveyed lands the grant to such Indians 
shall be adjusted upon the survey of the lands so 
as to conform thereto; and patents shall be is-
sued to them for such lands in the manner and 
with the restrictions as provided in sections 348 
and 349 of this title. And the fees to which the

§ 337. Allotments in national forests

§ 343. Correction of errors in allotments and pat-

In all cases where it shall appear that a double 
allotment of land has been wrongfully or erro-
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neously made by the Secretary of the Interior to 
any Indian by an assumed name or otherwise, or 
where a mistake has been made in the descrip-
tion of the land inserted in any patent, said Sec-
retary is authorized and directed, during the 
time that the United States may hold the title 
to the land in trust for any such Indian, and for 
which a conditional patent may have been is-
sued, to rectify and correct such mistakes and 
cancel any patent which may have been thus er-
roneously and wrongfully issued whenever in his 
opinion the same ought to be canceled for error 
in the issue thereof, and if possession of the 
original patent cannot be obtained, such can-
cellation shall be effective if made upon the 
records of the Bureau of Land Management; and 
no proclamation shall be necessary to open to 
settlement the lands to which such an erroneous 
allotment patent has been canceled, provided 
such lands would otherwise be subject to entry:

§ 344. Cancellation of allotment of unsuitable 
land 

If any Indian of a tribe whose surplus lands 
have been ceded or opened to disposal has re-
ceived an allotment embracing lands unsuitable 
for allotment purposes, such allotment may be 
canceled and other unappropriated, unoccupied, 
and unreserved land of equal area, within the 
ceded portions of the reservation upon which 
such Indian belongs, allotted to him upon the 
same terms and with the same restrictions as 
the original allotment, and lands described in 
any such canceled allotment shall be disposed of 
as other ceded lands of such reservation.

§ 347. Limitations of actions for lands patented in 
severalty under treaties 

In all actions brought in any State court or 
United States court by any patentee, his heirs, 
grantees, or any person claiming under such pat-
entee, for the possession or rents or profits of 
lands patented in severalty to the members of 
any tribe of Indians under any treaty between it 
and the United States of America, where a deed 
has been approved by the Secretary of the Inte-
rior to the land sought to be recovered, the stat-
utes of limitations of the States in which said 
land is situate shall be held to apply, and it 
shall be a complete defense to such action that 
the same has not been brought within the time 
prescribed by the statutes of said State the 
same as if such action had been brought for the 
recovery of land patented to others than mem-
bers of any tribe of Indians.

§ 348. Patents to be held in trust; descent and 
partition 

Upon the approval of the allotments provided 
for in this act by the Secretary of the Interior, 
he shall cause patents to issue therefor in the 
name of the allottees, which patents shall be of 
the legal effect, and declare that the United 
States does and will hold the land thus allotted, 
for the period of twenty-five years, in trust for 
the sole use and benefit of the Indian to whom 

such allotment shall have been made, or, in case 
of his decease, of his heirs according to the laws 
of the State or Territory where such land is lo-
cated, and that at the expiration of said period 
the United States will convey the same by pat-
ent to said Indian, or his heirs as aforesaid, in 
fee, discharged of said trust and free of all 
charge or incumbrance whatsoever: Provided, 
That the President of the United States may in 
any case in his discretion extend the period. And 
if any conveyance shall be made of the lands set 
apart and allotted as herein provided, or any 
contract made touching the same, before the ex-
piration of the time above mentioned, such con-
veyance or contract shall be absolutely null and 
void: Provided, That the law of descent and par-
tition in force in the State or Territory where 
such lands are situate shall apply thereto after 
patents therefor have been executed and deliv-
ered, except as herein otherwise provided: And 

provided further, That at any time after lands 
have been allotted to all the Indians of any tribe 
as herein provided, or sooner if in the opinion of 
the President it shall be for the best interests of 
said tribe, it shall be lawful for the Secretary of 
the Interior to negotiate with such Indian tribe 
for the purchase and release by said tribe, in 
conformity with the treaty or statute under 
which such reservation is held, of such portions 
of its reservation not allotted as such tribe 
shall, from time to time, consent to sell, on such 
terms and conditions as shall be considered just 
and equitable between the United States and 
said tribe of Indians, which purchase shall not 
be complete until ratified by Congress, and the 
form and manner of executing such release shall 
also be prescribed by Congress: Provided, how-

ever, That all lands adapted to agriculture, with 
or without irrigation so sold or released to the 
United States by any Indian tribe shall be held 
by the United States for the sole purpose of se-
curing homes to actual settlers and shall be dis-
posed of by the United States to actual and bona 
fide settlers only in tracts not exceeding one 
hundred and sixty acres to any one person, on 
such terms as Congress shall prescribe, subject 
to grants which Congress may make in aid of 
education: And provided further, That no patents 
shall issue therefor except to the person so tak-
ing the same as and for a homestead, or his 
heirs, and after the expiration of five years’ oc-
cupancy thereof as such homestead; and any 
conveyance of said lands so taken as a home-
stead, or any contract touching the same, or 
lien thereon, created prior to the date of such 
patent, shall be null and void. And the sums 
agreed to be paid by the United States as pur-
chase money for any portion of any such res-
ervation shall be held in the Treasury of the 
United States for the sole use of the tribe or 
tribes of Indians; to whom such reservations be-
longed; and the same, with interest thereon at 3 
per centum per annum, shall be at all times sub-
ject to appropriation by Congress for the edu-
cation and civilization of such tribe or tribes of 
Indians or the members thereof. The patents 
aforesaid shall be recorded in the Bureau of 
Land Management, and afterwards delivered, 
free of charge, to the allottee entitled thereto. 
And if any religious society or other organiza-
tion was occupying on February 8, 1887, any of 
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the public lands to which this act is applicable, 
for religious or educational work among the In-
dians, the Secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to confirm such occupation to such society or 
organization, in quantity not exceeding one 
hundred and sixty acres in any one tract, so long 
as the same shall be so occupied, on such terms 
as he shall deem just; but nothing herein con-
tained shall change or alter any claim of such 
society for religious or educational purposes 
heretofore granted by law. And in the employ-
ment of Indian police, or any other employees in 
the public service among any of the Indian 
tribes or bands affected by this act, and where 
Indians can perform the duties required, those 
Indians who have availed themselves of the pro-
visions of this act and become citizens of the 
United States shall be preferred. 

Provided further, That whenever the Secretary 
of the Interior shall be satisfied that any of the 
Indians of the Siletz Indian Reservation, in the 
State of Oregon, fully capable of managing their 
own business affairs, and being of the age of 
twenty-one years or upward, shall, through in-
heritance or otherwise, become the owner of 
more than eighty acres of land upon said res-
ervation, he shall cause patents to be issued to 
such Indian or Indians for all of such lands over 
and above the eighty acres thereof. Said patent 
or patents shall be issued for the least valuable 
portions of said lands, and the same shall be dis-
charged of any trust and free of all charge, in-

they may reside; and no Territory shall pass or 
enforce any law denying any such Indian within 
its jurisdiction the equal protection of the law: 
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Provided, That the Secretary of the Interior 
may, in his discretion, and he is authorized, 
whenever he shall be satisfied that any Indian 
allottee is competent and capable of managing 
his or her affairs at any time to cause to be is-
sued to such allottee a patent in fee simple, and 
thereafter all restrictions as to sale, incum-
brance, or taxation of said land shall be removed 
and said land shall not be liable to the satisfac-
tion of any debt contracted prior to the issuing 
of such patent: Provided further, That until the 
issuance of fee-simple patents all allottees to 
whom trust patents shall be issued shall be sub-
ject to the exclusive jurisdiction of the United 
States: And provided further, That the provisions 
of this Act shall not extend to any Indians in 
the former Indian Territory.

§ 351. Patents with restrictions for lots in villages

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, 
whenever in his opinion it shall be conducive to 
the best welfare and interest of the Indians liv-
ing within any Indian village on any of the In-
dian reservations in the State of Washington to 
issue a patent to each of said Indians for the vil-
lage or town lot occupied by him, which patent 
shall contain restrictions against the alienation 
of the lot described therein to persons other 
than members of the tribe, except on approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior; and if any such In-
dian shall die subsequent to June 25, 1910, and 
before receiving patent to the lot occupied by 
him, the lot to which such Indian would have 
been entitled if living shall be patented in his 
name and shall be disposed of as provided for in 
section 372 of this title.

The Secretary of the Interior, after notice and 
hearing, is authorized to cancel trust patents is-
sued to Indian allottees for allotments within 
any power or reservoir site and for allotments or 
such portions of allotments as are located upon 
or include lands set aside, reserved, or required 
within any Indian reservation for irrigation pur-
poses under authority of Congress: Provided, 
That any Indian allottee whose allotment shall 
be so canceled shall be reimbursed for all im-
provements on his canceled allotment, out of 
any moneys available for the construction of the 
irrigation project for which the said power or 
reservoir site may be set aside: Provided further, 
That any Indian allottee whose allotment, or 
part thereof, is so canceled shall be allotted land 
of equal value within the area subject to irriga-
tion by any such project.

§ 352a. Cancellation of patents in fee simple for 
allotments held in trust 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, in 
his discretion, to cancel any patent in fee simple 
issued to an Indian allottee or to his heirs before 
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the end of the period of trust described in the 
original or trust patent issued to such allottee, 
or before the expiration of any extension of such 
period of trust by the President, where such pat-
ent in fee simple was issued without the consent 
or an application therefor by the allottee or by 
his heirs: Provided, That the patentee has not 
mortgaged or sold any part of the land described 
in such patent: Provided also, That upon can-
cellation of such patent in fee simple the land 
shall have the same status as though such fee 
patent had never been issued.

§ 352b. Partial cancellation; issuance of new trust

Where patents in fee have been issued for In-
dian allotments, during the trust period, with-
out application by or consent of the patentees, 
and such patentees or Indian heirs have sold a 
part of the land included in the patents, or have 
mortgaged the lands or any part thereof and 
such mortgages have been satisfied, such lands 
remaining undisposed of and without incum-
brance by the patentees, or Indian heirs, may be 
given a trust patent status and the Secretary of 
the Interior is, on application of the allottee or 
his or her Indian heirs, hereby authorized, in his 
discretion, to cancel patents in fee so far as they 
cover such unsold lands not encumbered by 
mortgage, and to cause new trust patents to be 
issued therefor, to the allottees or their Indian 
heirs, of the form and legal effect as provided by 
the Act of February 8, 1887 (24 Stat. 388), such 
patents to be effective from the date of the 
original trust patents, and the land shall be sub-
ject to any extensions of the trust made by Ex-
ecutive order on other allotments of members of 
the same tribe, and such lands shall have the 
same status as though such fee patents had 
never been issued: Provided, That this section 
and section 352a of this title shall not apply 
where any such lands have been sold for unpaid 
taxes assessed after the date of a mortgage or 
deed executed by the patentee or his heirs, or 
sold in execution of a judgment for debt in-
curred after date of such mortgage or deed, and 
the period of redemption has expired.

§ 352c. Reimbursement of allottees or heirs for 
taxes paid on lands patented in fee before 
end of trust 

The Secretary of the Interior is hereby au-
thorized, under such rules and regulations as he 
may prescribe, to reimburse Indian allottees, or 

Indian heirs or Indian devisees of allottees, for 
all taxes paid, including penalties and interest, 
on so much of their allotted lands as have been 
patented in fee prior to the expiration of the pe-
riod of trust without application by or consent 
of the patentee: Provided, That if the Indian al-
lottee, or his or her Indian heirs or Indian devi-
sees, have by their own act accepted such pat-
ent, no reimbursement shall be made for taxes 
paid, including penalties and interest, subse-
quent to acceptance of the patent: Provided fur-

ther, That the fact of such acceptance shall be 
determined by the Secretary of the Interior. 

In any case in which a claim against a State, 
county, or political subdivision thereof, for 
taxes collected upon such lands during the trust 
period has been reduced to judgment and such 
judgment remains unsatisfied in whole or in 
part, the Secretary of the Interior is authorized, 
upon reimbursement by him to the Indian of the 
amount of taxes including penalties and interest 
paid thereon, and upon payment by the judg-
ment debtor of the costs of the suit, to cause 
such judgment to be released: Provided further, 
That in any case, upon submission of adequate 
proof, the claims for taxes paid by or on behalf 
of the patentee or his Indian heirs or Indian 
devisees have been satisfied, in whole or in part, 
by the State, county, or political subdivision 
thereof, the Secretary of the Interior is author-
ized to reimburse the State, county, or political 
subdivision for such amounts as may have been 
paid by them.

§ 355. Laws applicable to lands of full-blooded

The lands of full-blooded members of any of 
the Five Civilized Tribes are made subject to the 
laws of the State of Oklahoma, providing for the 
partition of real estate. Any land allotted in 
such proceedings to a full-blood Indian, or con-
veyed to him upon his election to take the same 
at the appraisement, shall remain subject to all 
restrictions upon alienation and taxation ob-
taining prior to such partition. In case of a sale 
under any decree, or partition, the conveyance 
thereunder shall operate to relieve the land de-
scribed of all restrictions of every character.

pose aforesaid, taken and deemed to be the le-
gitimate issue of the Indians so living together, 
and every Indian child, otherwise illegitimate, 
shall for such purpose be taken and deemed to 
be the legitimate issue of the father of such 
child: Provided, That the provisions of this Act 
shall not be held or construed as to apply to the 
lands commonly called and known as the ‘‘Cher-
okee Outlet.’’

§ 372. Ascertainment of heirs of deceased allot-
tees; settlement of estates; sale of lands; de-

When any Indian to whom an allotment of 
land has been made, or may hereafter be made, 
dies before the expiration of the trust period and 
before the issuance of a fee simple patent, with-
out having made a will disposing of said allot-
ment as hereinafter provided, the Secretary of 
the Interior, upon notice and hearing, under 
such rules as he may prescribe, shall ascertain 
the legal heirs of such decedent, and his deci-
sions shall be subject to judicial review to the 
same extent as determinations rendered under 
section 373 of this title. If the Secretary of the 
Interior decides the heir or heirs of such dece-
dent competent to manage their own affairs, he 
shall issue to such heir or heirs a patent in fee 
for the allotment of such decedent; if he shall 
decide one or more of the heirs to be incom-
petent, he may, in his discretion, cause such 
lands to be sold: Provided, That if the Secretary 
of the Interior shall find that the lands of the 
decedent are capable of partition to the advan-
tage of the heirs, he may cause the shares of 
such as are competent, upon their petition, to be 
set aside and patents in fee to be issued to them 
therefor. All sales of lands allotted to Indians 
authorized by this or any other Act shall be 
made under such rules and regulations and upon 
such terms as the Secretary of the Interior may 
prescribe, and he shall require a deposit of 10 per 

centum of the purchase price at the time of the 
sale. Should the purchaser fail to comply with 
the terms of sale prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Interior, the amount so paid shall be for-
feited; in case the balance of the purchase price 
is to be paid on such deferred payments, all pay-
ments made, together with all interest paid on 
such deferred installments, shall be so forfeited 
for failure to comply with the terms of the sale. 
All forfeitures shall inure to the benefit of the 
allottee or his heirs. Upon payment of the pur-
chase price in full, the Secretary of the Interior 
shall cause to be issued to the purchaser patent 
in fee for such land: Provided, That the proceeds 
of the sale of inherited lands shall be paid to 
such heir or heirs as may be competent and held 
in trust subject to use and expenditure during 
the trust period for such heir or heirs as may be 
incompetent as their respective interests shall 
appear: Provided further, That the Secretary of 
the Interior is authorized, in his discretion, to 
issue a certificate of competency, upon applica-
tion therefor, to any Indian, or in case of his 
death to his heirs, to whom a patent in fee con-
taining restrictions on alienation has been or 
may hereafter be issued, and such certificate 
shall have the effect of removing the restric-
tions on alienation contained in such patent: 
Provided further, That any United States Indian 
agent, superintendent, or other disbursing agent 
of the Indian Service may deposit Indian mon-
eys, individual or tribal, coming into his hands 
as custodian, in such bank or banks as he may 
select: Provided, That the bank or banks so se-
lected by him shall first execute to the said dis-
bursing agent a bond, with approved surety, in 
such amount as will properly safeguard the 
funds to be deposited. Such bonds shall be sub-
ject to the approval of the Secretary of the Inte-
rior.

adoption by Indian custom made prior to the 
effective date of this section may be made 
valid by recordation with the superintendent 
if both the adopted child and the adoptive par-
ent are still living, if the adoptive parent re-
quests that the adoption be recorded, and if 
the adopted child is an adult and makes such 
a request or the superintendent on behalf of a 
minor child approves of the recordation. 

This section shall not apply with respect to 
the distribution of the estates of Indians of the 
Five Civilized Tribes or the Osage Tribe in the 
State of Oklahoma, or with respect to the dis-
tribution of estates of Indians who have died 
prior to the effective date of this section.

§ 373. Disposal by will of allotments held under 
trust 

Any persons of the age of eighteen years or 
older having any right, title, or interest in any 
allotment held under trust or other patent con-
taining restrictions on alienation or individual 
Indian moneys or other property held in trust by 
the United States shall have the right prior to 
the expiration of the trust or restrictive period, 
and before the issuance of a fee simple patent or 
the removal of restrictions, to dispose of such 
property by will, in accordance with regulations 
to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior: 
Provided, however, That no will so executed shall 
be valid or have any force or effect unless and 
until it shall have been approved by the Sec-
retary of the Interior: Provided further, That the 
Secretary of the Interior may approve or dis-
approve the will either before or after the death 
of the testator, and in case where a will has been 
approved and it is subsequently discovered that 
there has been fraud in connection with the exe-
cution or procurement of the will the Secretary 
of the Interior is authorized within one year 
after the death of the testator to cancel the ap-
proval of the will, and the property of the tes-
tator shall thereupon descend or be distributed 
in accordance with the laws of the State where-
in the property is located: Provided further, That

the approval of the will and the death of the tes-
tator shall not operate to terminate the trust or 
restrictive period, but the Secretary of the Inte-
rior may, in his discretion, cause the lands to be 
sold and the money derived therefrom, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, used for the 
benefit of the heir or heirs entitled thereto, re-
move the restrictions, or cause patent in fee to 
be issued to the devisee or devisees, and pay the 
moneys to the legatee or legatees either in 
whole or in part from time to time as he may 
deem advisable, or use it for their benefit: Pro-

vided also, That this section and section 372 of 
this title shall not apply to the Five Civilized 
Tribes or the Osage Indians.

§ 373a. Disposition of trust or restricted estate of 
intestate without heirs; successor tribe; sale 
of land 

Upon final determination by the Secretary of 
the Interior that the Indian holder of a trust or 
restricted allotment of lands or an interest 
therein has died intestate without heirs, the 
lands or interest so owned, together with all ac-
cumulated rents, issues, and profits therefrom 
held in trust for the decedent, shall escheat to 
the tribe owning the land at the time of allot-
ment subject to the payment of such creditors’ 
claims as the Secretary of the Interior may find 
proper to be paid from the cash on hand or in-
come accruing to said estate and subject to all 
valid existing agricultural, surface, and mineral 
leases and the rights of any person thereunder. 

If the tribe which owned the land at the time 
of allotment has been reorganized or reconsti-
tuted by reason of amalgamation with another 
tribe or group of Indians or of subdivision within 
the tribe or otherwise, the land shall escheat to 
the tribe or group which has succeeded to the ju-
risdiction of the original tribe over the area in 
question. If neither the tribe which owned the 
land at the time of allotment nor a successor 
tribe or group exists, the land or interest there-
in shall be held in trust for such Indians as the 
Secretary may designate within the State or 
States wherein the land is situated or, if the 
Secretary determines that the land cannot ap-
propriately be used by or for such Indians, it 
shall be sold, subject to all valid existing agri-
cultural, surface, and mineral leases and the 
rights of any person thereunder, and the pro-
ceeds of such sale shall be held in trust for such 
Indians as the Secretary may designate, within 
the State or States wherein the land is situated.

leases and the rights of any person thereunder 1 
Provided further, That interests in all Burns pub-
lic domain allotments located in Harney Coun-
ty, Oregon, belonging to Indians who die intes-
tate without heirs shall be held in trust by the 
United States for the Burns Paiute Indian Col-
ony of Oregon and shall be part of the Burns 
Paiute Indian Reservation.

§ 375. Determination of heirship of deceased 
members of Five Civilized Tribes 

A determination of the question of fact as to 
who are the heirs of any deceased citizen allot-
tee of the Five Civilized Tribes of Indians who 
may die or may have heretofore died, leaving re-
stricted heirs, by the probate court of the State 
of Oklahoma having jurisdiction to settle the es-
tate of said deceased, conducted in the manner 
provided by the laws of said State for the deter-
mination of heirship in closing up the estates of 
deceased persons, shall be conclusive of said 
question: Provided, That an appeal may be taken 
in the manner and to the court provided by law, 
in cases of appeal in probate matters generally: 
Provided further, That where the time limited by 
the laws of said State for the institution of ad-
ministration proceedings has elapsed without 
their institution, as well as in cases where there 
exists no lawful ground for the institution of ad-
ministration proceedings in said courts, a peti-
tion may be filed therein having for its object a 
determination of such heirship and the case 
shall proceed in all respects as if administration 
proceedings upon other proper grounds had been 
regularly begun, but this proviso shall not be 
construed to reopen the question of the deter-
mination of an heirship already ascertained by 
competent legal authority under existing laws: 
Provided further, That said petition shall be veri-
fied, and in all cases arising hereunder service 
by publication may be had on all unknown heirs, 
the service to be in accordance with the method 
of serving nonresident defendants in civil suits 
in the district courts of said State; and if any 
person so served by publication does not appear 
and move to be heard within six months from 
the date of the final order, he shall be concluded 
equally with parties personally served or volun-
tarily appearing.

upon the alienation had been issued to the allot-
tee. All allotted land so alienated by the heirs of 
an Indian allottee and all land so patented to a 
white allottee shall thereupon be subject to tax-
ation under the laws of the State or Territory 
where the same is situate: Provided, That the 
sale herein provided for shall not apply to the 
homestead during the life of the father, mother 
or the minority of any child or children.

§ 385c. Appropriation and disposition of power 
revenues 

Revenues collected after August 7, 1946, from 
power operations on each Indian irrigation 
project and deposited into the Treasury for cred-
it to miscellaneous receipts pursuant to section 
4 of the Permanent Appropriation Repeal Act, 
1934 (48 Stat. 1227), or pursuant to other provi-
sions of law, are authorized to be appropriated 
annually, in specific or in indefinite amounts, 
equal to the collections so credited, for the fol-
lowing purposes in connection with the respec-
tive projects from which such revenues are de-
rived: (1) Payment of the expenses of operating 
and maintaining the power system; (2) creation 
and maintenance of reserve funds to be available

this title, and uncollected, are hereby canceled: 
Provided further, That the Secretary shall report 
such adjustments and eliminations to the Con-
gress not later than sixty calendar days follow-
ing the end of the fiscal year in which they are 
made: Provided further, That any proceedings 
hereunder shall not be effective until approved 
by Congress unless Congress shall have failed to 
act favorably or unfavorably thereon by concur-
rent resolution within ninety calendar days 
after the filing of said report, in which case they 
shall become effective at the termination of the 
said ninety calendar days: Provided further, That 
the Secretary shall adjust or eliminate charges, 
defer collection of construction costs, and make 
no assessment on behalf of such charges for 
beneficiaries that hold leases on Hawaiian home 
lands, to the same extent as is permitted for in-
dividual Indians or tribes of Indians under this 
section.

§ 388. Claims for damages; settlement by agree-
ment 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
pay out of funds available for the Indian irriga-
tion projects for damages caused to owners of 
lands or other private property of any kind by 
reason of the operations of the United States, its 
officers or employees, in the survey, construc-
tion, operation, or maintenance of irrigation 
works of such projects and which may be com-
promised by agreement between the claimant 
and the Secretary of the Interior or such officers 
as he may designate: Provided, That the total of 
any such claims authorized to be settled as here-
in contemplated shall not exceed 5 per centum 
of the funds available for the project under 
which such claims arise during any one fiscal 
year.

§ 389. Investigation and adjustment of irrigation 
charges on lands within projects on Indian 
reservations 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed to cause an investigation to be made to 
determine whether the owners of non-Indian 
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lands under Indian irrigation projects and under 
projects where the United States has purchased 
water rights for Indians are unable to pay irriga-
tion charges, including construction, mainte-
nance, and operating charges, because of inabil-
ity to operate such lands profitably by reason of 
lack of fertility of the soil, inadequacy of water 
supply, defects of irrigation works, or for any 
other causes. Where the Secretary finds that 
said landowners are unable to make payment 
due to the existence of such causes, he may ad-
just, defer, or cancel such charges, in whole or 
in part, as the facts and conditions warrant. In 
adjusting or deferring any such charges the Sec-
retary may enter into contracts with said land 
owners for the payment of past due charges, but 
such contracts shall not extend the payment of 
such charges over a period in excess of ten 
years.

at public auction, or on sealed bids, after notice 
and advertisement, upon such terms and condi-
tions as the Secretary of the Interior may pre-
scribe. The Secretary of the Interior shall have 
the right to reject all bids whenever in his judg-
ment the interests of the Indians will be served 
by so doing, and to readvertise such lease for 
sale.

§ 396b. Public auction of oil and gas leases; re-
quirements 

Leases for oil- and/or gas-mining purposes cov-
ering such unallotted lands shall be offered for 
sale to the highest responsible qualified bidder, 
at public auction or on sealed bids, after notice 
and advertisement, upon such terms and subject 
to such conditions as the Secretary of the Inte-
rior may prescribe. Such advertisement shall re-
serve to the Secretary of the Interior the right 
to reject all bids whenever in his judgment the 
interest of the Indians will be served by so 
doing, and if no satisfactory bid is received, or 
the accepted bidder fails to complete the lease, 
or the Secretary of the Interior shall determine 
that it is unwise in the interest of the Indians to 
accept the highest bid, said Secretary may re-
advertise such lease for sale, or with the consent 
of the tribal council or other governing tribal 
authorities, a lease may be made by private ne-
gotiations: Provided, That the foregoing provi-
sions shall in no manner restrict the right of 
tribes organized and incorporated under sections 
16 and 17 of the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984) 
[25 U.S.C. 476, 477], to lease lands for mining pur-
poses as therein provided and in accordance with 
the provisions of any constitution and charter 
adopted by any Indian tribe pursuant to the Act 
of June 18, 1934 [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.].

Interior, or show ownership to unencumbered 
real estate of a value equal to twice the amount 
of the bonds.

§ 396g. Subsurface storage of oil or gas 

The Secretary of the Interior, to avoid waste 
or to promote the conservation of natural re-
sources or the welfare of the Indians, is author-
ized in his discretion to approve leases of lands 
that are subject to lease under section 396 or 
396a of this title, for the subsurface storage of 
oil and gas, irrespective of the lands from which 
initially produced, and the Secretary is author-
ized, in order to provide for the subsurface stor-
age of oil or gas, to approve modifications, 
amendments, or extensions of the oil and gas or 
other mining lease(s), if any, in effect as to re-
stricted Indian lands, tribal or allotted, and may 
promulgate rules and regulations consistent 
with such leases, modifications, amendments, 
and extensions, relating to the storage of oil or 
gas thereunder. Any such leases may provide for 
the payment of a storage fee or rental on such 
stored oil or gas or, in lieu of such fee or rental, 
for a royalty other than that prescribed in the 
lease when such stored oil or gas is produced in 
conjunction with oil or gas not previously pro-
duced. It may be provided that any oil and gas 
lease under which storage of oil or gas is so au-
thorized shall be continued in effect at least for 
the period of such storage use and so long there-
after as oil or gas not previously produced is 
produced in paying quantities.

§ 398. Leases of unallotted lands for oil and gas 
mining purposes 

Unallotted land on Indian reservations other 
than lands of the Five Civilized Tribes and the 
Osage Reservation subject to lease for mining 
purposes for a period of ten years under section 
397 of this title may be leased at public auction 
by the Secretary of the Interior, with the con-
sent of the council speaking for such Indians, for 
oil and gas mining purposes for a period of not 
to exceed ten years, and as much longer as oil or 
gas shall be found in paying quantities, and the 
terms of any existing oil and gas mining lease 
may in like manner be amended by extending 
the term thereof for as long as oil or gas shall 
be found in paying quantities: Provided, That the 
production of oil and gas and other minerals on 
such lands may be taxed by the State in which 
said lands are located in all respects the same as 
production on unrestricted lands, and the Sec-
retary of the Interior is authorized and directed 
to cause to be paid the tax so assessed against 
the royalty interests on said lands: Provided, 

however, That such tax shall not become a lien 
or charge of any kind or character against the 
land or the property of the Indian owner.

eration of the oil and gas industry and for the 
use and benefit of such Indians: Provided, That 
said Indians, or their tribal council, shall be 
consulted in regard to the expenditure of such 
money, but no per capita payment shall be made 
except by Act of Congress.

§ 398c. Taxes 

Taxes may be levied and collected by the 
State or local authority upon improvements, 
output of mines or oil and gas wells, or other 
rights, property, or assets of any lessee upon 
lands within Executive order Indian reserva-
tions in the same manner as such taxes are 
otherwise levied and collected, and such taxes 
may be levied against the share obtained for the 
Indians as bonuses, rentals, and royalties, and 
the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author-
ized and directed to cause such taxes to be paid 
out of the tribal funds in the Treasury: Provided, 
That such taxes shall not become a lien or 
charge of any kind against the land or other 
property of such Indians.

§ 398e. Applications for permits to prospect for 
oil and gas filed under other statutes; dis-
position 

The Secretary of the Interior is hereby au-
thorized, under such rules and regulations as he 
may prescribe, to allow any person who prior to 
May 27, 1924, filed an application for a permit in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act of 
February 25, 1920, to prospect for oil and gas 
upon lands within an Indian reservation or with-
drawal created by Executive order who shall 
show to the satisfaction of the Secretary of the 
Interior that he, or the party with whom he has 
contracted, has done prior to January 1, 1926, 
any or all of the following things, to wit, ex-
pended money or labor in geologically surveying 
the lands covered by such application, has built 
a road for the benefit of such lands, or has 
drilled or contributed toward the drilling of the 
geologic structure upon which such lands are lo-
cated, or who in good faith has either filed a mo-
tion for reinstatement or rehearing; or per-
formed any other act which in the judgment of 
the Secretary of the Interior entitles him to 
equitable relief, to prospect for a period of two 
years from March 3, 1927, or for such further 
time as the Secretary of the Interior may deem 
reasonable or necessary for the full exploration 
of the land described in his application under 
the terms and conditions therein set out, and a 
substantial contribution toward the drilling of 
the geologic structure thereon by such applicant 
for a permit thereon may be considered as pros-
pecting under the provisions hereof; and upon 
establishing to the satisfaction of the Secretary 
of the Interior that valuable deposits of oil and 
gas have been discovered within the limits of 
the land embraced in any such application, he 
shall be entitled to a lease for one-fourth of the 
land embraced in the application: Provided, That 
the applicant shall be granted a lease for as 
much as one hundred and sixty acres of said 
lands if there be that number of acres within the 
application. The area to be selected by the appli-
cant shall be in compact form and, if surveyed, 
to be described by the legal subdivisions of the 
public land surveyed; if unsurveyed, to be sur-
veyed by the Government at the expense of the 
applicant for lease in accordance with rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Interior, and the lands leased shall be con-
formed to and taken in accordance with the 
legal subdivisions of such surveys; deposit made 
to cover expense of surveys shall be deemed ap-
propriated for that purpose, and any excess de-
posits may be repaid to the person or persons 
making such deposit or their legal representa-
tives. Such leases shall be for a term of twenty 
years upon a royalty of 5 per centum in amount 
or value of the production and the annual pay-
ment in advance of a rental of $1 per acre, the 
rental paid for any one year to be credited 
against the royalties as they may accrue for 
that year, with the preferential right in the les-
see to renew the same for successive periods of 
ten years upon such reasonable terms and condi-
tions as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Interior. The applicant shall also be entitled 
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to a preference right to a lease for the remain-
der of the land in his application at a royalty of 
not less than 121⁄2 per centum in amount or value 
of the production, the royalty to be determined 
by competitive bidding or fixed by such other 
methods as the Secretary of the Interior may by 
regulations prescribe: Provided further, That the 
Secretary of the Interior shall have the right to 
reject any or all bids.

§ 399. Leases of unallotted mineral lands with-
drawn from entry under mining laws 

Authority of Secretary of the Interior to lease— 
The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
empowered, under general regulations to be 
fixed by him and under such terms and condi-
tions as he may prescribe, not inconsistent with 
the terms of this section, to lease to citizens of 
the United States, or to any association of such 
persons, or to any corporation organized under 
the laws of the United States or of any State or 
Territory thereof, any part of the unallotted 
lands within any Indian reservation within the 
States of Arizona, California, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Washington, or 
Wyoming withdrawn prior to June 30, 1919, from 
entry under the mining laws for the purpose of 
mining for deposits of gold, silver, copper, and 
other valuable metalliferous minerals, and non-
metalliferous minerals, not including oil and 
gas, which leases shall be irrevocable, except as 
herein provided, but which may be declared null 
and void upon breach of any of their terms. 

Location of mining claims—Unallotted lands, or 
such portion thereof as the Secretary of the In-
terior shall determine, within Indian reserva-
tions withheld prior to June 30, 1919, from dis-
position under the mining laws may be declared 
by the Secretary of the Interior to be subject to 
exploration for the discovery of deposits of gold, 
silver, copper, and other valuable metalliferous 
minerals and nonmetalliferous minerals, not in-
cluding oil and gas, by citizens of the United 
States, and after such declaration mining claims 
may be located by such citizens in the same 
manner as mining claims are located under the 
mining laws of the United States. 

Preference right of locators of claims to lease of 

lands—The locators of all such mining claims, or 
their heirs, successors, or assigns, shall have a 
preference right to apply to the Secretary of the 
Interior for a lease, under the terms and condi-
tions of this section, within one year after the 
date of the location of any mining claim, and 
any such locator who shall fail to apply for a 
lease within one year from the date of location 
shall forfeit all rights to such mining claim. 

Filing copies of location notices—Duplicate cop-
ies of the location notice shall be filed within 
sixty days with the superintendent in charge of 
the reservation on which the mining claim is lo-

cated, and application for a lease under this sec-
tion may be filed with such superintendent for 
transmission, through official channels, to the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

Lands excepted from entry as mining claims— 
Lands containing springs, water holes, or other 
bodies of water needed or used by the Indians for 
watering livestock, irrigation, or water-power 
purposes shall not be designated by the Sec-
retary of the Interior as subject to entry under 
this section. 

Term of lease; renewal—Leases under this sec-
tion shall be for a period of twenty years, with 
the preferential right in the lessee to renew the 
same for successive periods of ten years, upon 
such reasonable terms and conditions as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, un-
less otherwise provided by law at the time of the 
expiration of such periods. 

Relinquishment of rights by lessee—The lessee 
may, in the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Interior, be permitted at any time to make writ-
ten relinquishment of all rights under such a 
lease and upon acceptance thereof be thereby re-
lieved of all future obligations under said lease. 

Lease of additional land for camp sites and other 

purposes—In addition to areas of mineral land to 
be included in leases under this section the Sec-
retary of the Interior, in his discretion, may 
grant to the lessee the right to use, during the 
life of the lease, subject to the payment of an 
annual rental of not less than $1 per acre, a 
tract of unoccupied land, not exceeding forty 
acres in area, for camp sites, milling, smelting, 
and refining works, and for other purposes con-
nected with and necessary to the proper develop-
ment and use of the deposits covered by the 
lease. 

Reservation of surface of leased land to United 

States; easements—The Secretary of the Interior, 
in his discretion, in making any lease under this 
section, may reserve to the United States the 
right to lease for a term not exceeding that of 
the mineral lease, the surface of the lands em-
braced within such lease under existing law or 
laws hereafter enacted, insofar as said surface is 
not necessary for use of the lessee in extracting 
and removing the deposits therein: Provided, 
That the said Secretary, during the life of the 
lease, is hereby authorized to issue such permits 
for easements herein provided to be reserved. 

Rights and duties of successors to lessees—Any 
successor in interest or assignee of any lease 
granted under this section, whether by vol-
untary transfer, judicial sale, foreclosure sale, 
or otherwise, shall be subject to all the condi-
tions of the lease under which such rights are 
held and also subject to all the provisions and 
conditions of this section to the same extent as 
though such successor or assign were the origi-
nal lessee hereunder. 

Forfeiture of leases; notice—Any lease granted 
under this section may be forfeited and canceled 
by appropriate proceedings in the United States 
district court for the district in which said prop-
erty or some part thereof is situated whenever 
the lessee, after reasonable notice in writing, as 
prescribed in the lease, shall fail to comply with 
the terms of this section or with such conditions 
not inconsistent herewith as may be specifically 
recited in the lease. 
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Royalties payable by lessees—For the privilege 
of mining or extracting the mineral deposits in 
the ground covered by the lease the lessee shall 
pay to the United States, for the benefit of the 
Indians, a royalty which shall not be less than 5 
per centum of the net value of the output of the 
minerals at the mine, due and payable at the 
end of each month succeeding that of the extrac-
tion of the minerals from the mine, and an an-
nual rental, payable at the date of such lease 
and annually thereafter on the area covered by 
such lease, at the rate of not less than 25 cents 
per acre for the first calendar year thereafter; 
not less than 50 cents per acre for the second, 
third, fourth, and fifth years, respectively; and 
not less than $1 per acre for each and every year 
thereafter during the continuance of the lease, 
except that such rental for any year shall be 
credited against the royalties as they accrue for 
that year. 

Development work by locators or lessees; damage 

to land—In addition to the payment of the royal-
ties and rentals as herein provided the lessee 
shall expend annually not less than $100 in de-
velopment work for each mining claim located 
or leased in the same manner as an annual ex-
penditure for labor or improvements is required 
to be made under the mining laws of the United 
States: Provided, That the lessee shall also agree 
to pay all damages occasioned by reason of his 
mining operations to the land or allotment of 
any Indian or to the crops or improvements 
thereon. 

Cutting timber by lessees—No timber shall be 
cut upon the reservation by the lessee except for 
mining purposes and then only after first ob-
taining a permit from the superintendent of the 
reservation and upon payment of the fair value 
thereof. 

Examination of books and accounts of lessees— 
The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
examine the books and accounts of lessees, and 
to require them to submit statements, represen-
tations, or reports, including information as to 
cost of mining, all of which statements, rep-
resentations, or reports so required shall be 
upon oath, unless otherwise specified, and in 
such form and upon such blanks as the Sec-
retary of the Interior may require; and any per-
son making any false statement, representation, 
or report under oath or in any declaration, cer-
tificate, verification, or statement under pen-
alty of perjury as permitted under section 1746 
of title 28 shall be subject to punishment as for 
perjury. 

Disposition of rentals and royalties—All moneys 
received from royalties and rentals under the 
provisions of this section shall be deposited in 
the Treasury of the United States to the credit 
of the Indians belonging and having tribal rights 
on the reservation where the leased land is lo-
cated, which moneys shall be at all times sub-
ject to appropriation by Congress for their bene-
fit, unless otherwise provided by treaty or 
agreement ratified by Congress: Provided, That 
such moneys shall be subject to the laws author-
izing the pro rata distribution of Indian tribal 
funds. 

Protection of interests of Indians—The Secretary 
of the Interior is authorized to perform any and 
all acts and to make such rules and regulations 

not inconsistent with this section as may be 
necessary and proper for the protection of the 
interests of the Indians and for the purpose of 
carrying the provisions of this section into full 
force and effect: Provided, That nothing in this 
section shall be construed or held to affect the 
right of the States or other local authority to 
exercise any rights which they may have to levy 
and collect taxes upon improvements, output of 
mines, or other rights, property, or assets of any 
lessee. 

Mining locations by and leases to Indians de-

clared competent—Mining locations, under the 
terms of this section, may be made on un-
allotted lands within Indian reservations by In-
dians who have heretofore or may hereafter be 
declared by the Secretary of the Interior to be 
competent to manage their own affairs; and the 
said Secretary is authorized and empowered to 
lease such lands to such Indians in accordance 
with the provisions of this section. 

Mining locations by and leases to other Indians— 
The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
permit other Indians to make locations and ob-
tain leases under the provisions of this section, 
under such rules and regulations as he may pre-
scribe in regard to the working, developing, dis-
position, and selling of the products, and the 
disposition of the proceeds thereof of any such 
mine by such Indians. 

‘‘Metalliferous’’ defined—Wherever the term 
‘‘metalliferous’’ is used in this section it shall 
be defined and construed by the Secretary of the 
Interior to include magnesite, gypsum, lime-
stone, and asbestos.

§ 400. Leases for mining purposes of reserved 
and unallotted lands in Fort Peck and Black-
feet Indian Reservations 

Lands reserved for school and agency purposes 
and all other unallotted lands on the Fort Peck 
and Blackfeet Indian Reservations, in the State 
of Montana, reserved from allotment or other 
disposition, may be leased for mining purposes 
under regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Interior.

§ 401. Leases for mining purposes of unallotted 
lands in Kaw Reservation

school and agency purposes in the Kaw Reserva-
tion in the State of Oklahoma, and for the use 
and benefit of the members of the Kansas or 
Kaw Tribe of Indians, at public auction, upon 
such terms and conditions and under such rules 
and regulations as he may prescribe: Provided, 
That the production of oil and gas and other 
minerals on such lands may be taxed by the 
State in which said lands are located in all re-
spects the same as production on unrestricted 
lands, and the Secretary of the Interior is here-
by authorized and directed to cause to be paid 
the tax so assessed against the royalty interests 
on said lands: Provided, however, That such tax 
shall not become a lien or charge of any kind or 
character against the land or the property of the 
Indian owner.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any Indian lands on the Port Madison and Sno-
homish or Tulalip Indian Reservations in the 
State of Washington, may be leased by the Indi-
ans with the approval of the Secretary of the In-
terior, and upon such terms and conditions as he 
may prescribe, for a term not exceeding twenty- 
five years: Provided, however, That such leases 
may provide for renewal for an additional term 
not exceeding twenty-five years, and the Sec-
retary of the Interior is hereby authorized to 
prescribe such rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this sec-
tion.

§ 403a–1. Sale or partition by owners of interests 
in allotted lands in the Tulalip Reservation; 
termination of Federal title, trust, and re-

Any owner of an interest in any tract of land

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which any undivided interest is now or hereafter 
held in trust by the United States for an Indian, 
or is now or hereafter owned by an Indian sub-
ject to restrictions against alienation or tax-
ation imposed by the United States, may com-
mence in a State court of competent jurisdic-
tion an action for the partition in kind or for 
the sale of such land in accordance with the 
laws of the State. For the purpose of any such 
action the Indian owners shall be regarded as 
vested with an unrestricted fee simple title to 
the land, the United States shall not be a nec-
essary party to the proceeding, and any parti-
tion or conveyance of the land pursuant to the 
proceedings shall divest the United States of 
title to the land, terminate the Federal trust, 
and terminate all restrictions against alienation 
or taxation of the land imposed by the United 
States.

§ 403a–2. Acquisition, management, and disposal 
of lands by Tulalip Tribe 

(a) Termination of Federal trust and restrictions 
on alienation 

Notwithstanding the provisions of the con-
stitution and charter of the Tulalip Tribes of 
the Tulalip Reservation, any lands that are held 
by the United States in trust for the Tulalip 
Tribes, or that are subject to a restriction 
against alienation or taxation imposed by the 
United States, or that are on and after June 18, 
1956, acquired by the Tulalip Tribes, may be sold 
by the Tulalip Tribes, with the consent of the 
Secretary of the Interior, on such terms and 
conditions as the Tulalip board of directors may 
prescribe, and such sale shall terminate the Fed-
eral trust or restrictions against alienation or 
taxation of the land; except that the trust or re-
stricted status of said lands may be retained, 
upon approval of the Secretary of the Interior, 
in any sale thereof to any member of the Tulalip 
Tribes. 

(b) Lands in trust 

The Secretary of the Interior may accept any 
transfer of title from the Tulalip Tribes for any 
land or fractional interest in land within the 
boundaries of the Tulalip Reservation, and take 
title to such land in the name of the United 
States in trust for the Tulalip Tribes, and such 
lands shall not be subject to taxation. 

(c) Mortgages 

The Tulalip Tribes may, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Interior, execute mortgages 
or deeds of trust to land, the title to which is 
held by the Tulalip Tribes or by the United 
States in trust for the Tulalip Tribes. Such land 
shall be subject to foreclosure and sale pursuant 
to the terms of such mortgage or deed of trust 
in accordance with the laws of the State of 
Washington. For the purpose of any foreclosure 
or sale proceeding, the Tulalip Tribes shall be 
regarded as vested with an unrestricted fee sim-
ple title to the land, the United States shall not 
be a necessary party to the foreclosure or sale 
proceeding, and any conveyance of the land pur-
suant to the foreclosure or sale proceeding shall 
divest the United States of title to the land. 
Title to any land redeemed or acquired by the 

Tulalip Tribes at such foreclosure or sale pro-
ceeding shall be taken in the name of the United 
States in trust for the tribes. Title to any land 
purchased by an individual Indian member of 
the Tulalip Tribes at such foreclosure sale or 
proceeding may, with the consent of the Sec-
retary of the Interior, be taken in the name of 
the United States in trust for the individual In-
dian purchaser. 

(d) Moneys or credits 

Any moneys or credits received or credited to 
the Tulalip Tribes from the sale, exchange, 
mortgage, or granting of any security interest 
in any tribal land may be used for any tribal 
purpose.

rules and regulations as the Secretary of the In-
terior may prescribe: Provided, That nothing in 
this section or section 403c of this title shall be 
deemed to authorize such leases for the exploi-
tation of any natural resources.

§ 404. Sale on petition of allottee or heirs 

The lands, or any part thereof, allotted to any 
Indian, or any inherited interest therein, which 
can be sold under existing law by authority of 
the Secretary of the Interior, except the lands in 
Oklahoma and the States of Minnesota and 
South Dakota, may be sold on the petition of 
the allottee, or his heirs, on such terms and con-
ditions and under such regulations as the Sec-
retary of the Interior may prescribe; and the 
lands of a minor, or of a person deemed incom-
petent by the Secretary of the Interior to peti-
tion for himself, may be sold in the same man-
ner, on the petition of the natural guardian in 
the case of infants, and in the case of Indians 
deemed incompetent as aforesaid, and of or-
phans without a natural guardian, on petition of 
a person designated for the purpose by the Sec-
retary of the Interior. When any Indian who has 
received an allotment of land dies before the ex-
piration of the trust period, the Secretary of the 
Interior shall ascertain the legal heirs of such 
Indian, and if satisfied of their ability to man-
age their own affairs shall cause to be issued in 
their names a patent in fee simple for said lands; 
but if he finds them incapable of managing their 
own affairs, the land may be sold as hereinbefore 
provided: Provided, That the proceeds derived 
from all sales hereunder shall be used, during 
the trust period, for the benefit of the allottee, 
or heir, so disposing of his interest, under the 
supervision of the Commissioner of Indian Af-
fairs: And provided further, That upon the ap-
proval of any sale hereunder by the Secretary of 
the Interior, he shall cause a patent in fee to 
issue in the name of the purchaser for the lands 
so sold: And provided further, That nothing in 
this section shall apply to the States of Min-
nesota and South Dakota.

§ 405. Sale of allotment of noncompetent Indian 

Any noncompetent Indian to whom a patent 
containing restrictions against alienation has 
been issued for an allotment of land in sev-
eralty, under any law or treaty, or who may 
have an interest in any allotment by inherit-

ance, may sell or convey all or any part of such 
allotment or such inherited interest on such 
terms and conditions and under such rules and 
regulations as the Secretary of the Interior may 
prescribe, and the proceeds derived therefrom 
shall be used for the benefit of the allottee or 
heir so disposing of his land or interest, under 
the supervision of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs; and any conveyance made hereunder 
and approved by the Secretary of the Interior 
shall convey full title to the land or interest so 
sold, the same as if fee-simple patent had been 
issued to the allottee.

§ 406. Sale of timber on lands held under trust 

(a) Deductions for administrative expenses; 
standards guiding sales 

The timber on any Indian land held under a 
trust or other patent containing restrictions on 
alienations may be sold by the owner or owners 
with the consent of the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, and the proceeds from such sales, after de-
ductions for administrative expenses to the ex-
tent permissible under section 413 of this title, 
shall be paid to the owner or owners or disposed 
of for their benefit under regulations to be pre-
scribed by the Secretary of the Interior. It is the 
intention of Congress that a deduction for ad-
ministrative expenses may be made in any case 
unless the deduction would violate a treaty obli-
gation or amount to a taking of private property 
for public use without just compensation in vio-
lation of the fifth amendment to the Constitu-
tion. Sales of timber under this subsection shall 
be based upon a consideration of the needs and 
best interests of the Indian owner and his heirs. 
The Secretary shall take into consideration, 
among other things, (1) the state of growth of 
the timber and the need for maintaining the 
productive capacity of the land for the benefit of 
the owner and his heirs, (2) the highest and best 
use of the land, including the advisability and 
practicality of devoting it to other uses for the 
benefit of the owner and his heirs, and (3) the 
present and future financial needs of the owner 
and his heirs. 

(b) Undivided interests 

Upon the request of the owners of a majority 
Indian interest in land in which any undivided 
interest is held under a trust or other patent 
containing restrictions on alienations, the Sec-
retary of the Interior is authorized to sell all 
undivided Indian trust or restricted interests in 
any part of the timber on such land. 

(c) Unrestricted interests 

Upon the request of the owner of an undivided 
but unrestricted interest in land in which there 
are trust or restricted Indian interests, the Sec-
retary of the Interior is authorized to include 
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such unrestricted interest in a sale of the trust 
or restricted Indian interests in timber sold pur-
suant to this section, and to perform any func-
tions required of him by the contract of sale for 
both the restricted and the unrestricted inter-
ests, including the collection and disbursement 
of payments for timber and the deduction from 
such payments of sums in lieu of administrative 
expenses. 

(d) Representation of minors and others 

For the purposes of this Act, the Secretary of 
the Interior is authorized to represent any In-
dian owner (1) who is a minor, (2) who has been 
adjudicated non compos mentis, (3) whose own-
ership interest in a decedent’s estate has not 
been determined, or (4) who cannot be located by 
the Secretary after a reasonable and diligent 
search and the giving of notice by publication. 

(e) Emergency sales 

The timber on any Indian land held under a 
trust or other patent containing restrictions on 
alienations may be sold by the Secretary of the 
Interior without the consent of the owners when 
in his judgment such action is necessary to pre-
vent loss of values resulting from fire, insects, 
disease, windthrow, or other natural catas-
trophes. 

(f) Change in status without affecting contrac-
tual obligations 

A change from a trust or restricted status to 
an unrestricted status of any interest in timber 
that has been sold pursuant to this section shall 
not affect the obligations of the Secretary of the 
Interior under any contract of sale that is in ef-
fect at the time such change in status occurs.

§ 407. Sale of timber on unallotted lands 

Under regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Interior, the timber on unallotted trust 
land in Indian reservations or on other land held 
in trust for tribes may be sold in accordance 
with the principles of sustained-yield manage-
ment or to convert the land to a more desirable 
use. After deduction, if any, for administrative 
expenses under section 413 of this title, the pro-
ceeds of the sale shall be used— 

(1) as determined by the governing bodies of 
the tribes concerned and approved by the Sec-
retary, or 

(2) in the absence of such a governing body, 
as determined by the Secretary for the tribe 
concerned.

§ 409. Sale of lands within reclamation projects

prescribed by the Secretary of the Interior, but 
such conveyance shall be subject to his ap-
proval, and when so approved shall convey full 
title to the purchaser the same as if final patent 
without restrictions had been issued to the al-
lottee: Provided, That the consideration shall be 
placed in the Treasury of the United States, and 
used by the Commissioner of Indian Affairs to 
pay the construction charges that may be as-
sessed against the unsold part of the allotment, 
and to pay the maintenance charges thereon 
during the trust period, and any surplus shall be 
a benefit running with the water right to be paid 
to the holder thereof.

§ 409a. Sale of restricted lands; reinvestment in 
other restricted lands 

Whenever any nontaxable land of a restricted 
Indian of the Five Civilized Tribes or of any 
other Indian tribe is sold to any State, county, 
or municipality for public-improvement pur-
poses, or is acquired, under existing law, by any 
State, county, or municipality by condemnation 
or other proceedings for such public purposes, or 
is sold under existing law to any other person or 
corporation for other purposes, the money re-
ceived for said land may, in the discretion and 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, be reinvested in other lands selected by 
said Indian, and such land so selected and pur-
chased shall be restricted as to alienation, lease, 
or incumbrance, and nontaxable in the same 
quantity and upon the same terms and condi-
tions as the nontaxable lands from which the re-
invested funds were derived, and such restric-
tions shall appear in the conveyance.

No money accruing from any lease or sale of 
lands held in trust by the United States for any 
Indian shall become liable for the payment of 
any debt of, or claim against, such Indian con-
tracted or arising during such trust period, or, 
in case of a minor, during his minority, except 
with the approval and consent of the Secretary 
of the Interior.

the Treasury is authorized and directed to allow 
interest on such unpaid amounts belonging to 
said minors as shall be certified by the Sec-
retary of the Interior as entitled to draw inter-
est under this section.

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§ 412. Payment of taxes from share of allottee in 
tribal funds 

In any case where the restrictions as to alien-
ation have been removed with respect to any In-
dian allottee, or as to any portion of the lands 
of any Indian allottee, and such allottee as an 
individual, or as a member of any tribe, has an 
interest in any fund held by the United States 
beyond the amount by law chargeable to such 
Indian or tribe on account of advances, the Com-
missioner of Indian Affairs is authorized, prior 
to the date at which any penalties for the non-
payment of taxes would accrue under the laws of 
the State or Territory in which such land is sit-
uated, to pay such taxes and charge the amount 
thereof to such allottee, to be deducted from the 
share of such allottee in the final distribution or 
payment to him from such fund: Provided, That 
no such payment shall be made by said Commis-
sioner where it is in excess of the amount which 
will ultimately be due said allottee.

§ 412a. Exemption from taxation of lands subject 
to restrictions against alienation; determina-
tion of homestead 

All homesteads, heretofore purchased out of 
the trust or restricted funds of individual Indi-
ans, are hereby declared to be instrumentalities 
of the Federal Government and shall be non-
taxable until otherwise directed by Congress: 
Provided, That the title to such homesteads 
shall be held subject to restrictions against 
alienation or encumbrance except with the ap-
proval of the Secretary of the Interior: And pro-

vided further, That the Indian owner or owners 
shall select, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior, either the agricultural and graz-
ing lands, not exceeding a total of one hundred 
and sixty acres, or the village, town, or city 
property, not exceeding in cost $5,000, to be des-
ignated as a homestead.

§ 413. Fees to cover cost of work performed for 
Indians 

The Secretary of the Interior is hereby au-
thorized, in his discretion, and under such rules 
and regulations as he may prescribe, to collect 

reasonable fees to cover the cost of any and all 
work performed for Indian tribes or for individ-
ual Indians, to be paid by vendees, lessees, or as-
signees, or deducted from the proceeds of sale, 
leases, or other sources of revenue: Provided, 
That the amounts so collected shall be covered 
into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts, ex-
cept when the expenses of the work are paid 
from Indian tribal funds, in which event they 
shall be credited to such funds.

§ 414. Reservation of minerals in sale of Choctaw- 
Chickasaw lands 

On and after August 25, 1937, in all sales of 
tribal lands of the Choctaw and Chickasaw Indi-
ans in Oklahoma provided for by existing law, 
the Secretary of the Interior is hereby author-
ized to offer such lands for sale subject to a res-
ervation of the mineral rights therein, including 
oil and gas, for the benefit of said Indians, when-
ever in his judgment the interests of the Indians 
will best be served thereby.

§ 415. Leases of restricted lands 

(a) Authorized purposes; term; approval by Sec-
retary 

Any restricted Indian lands, whether tribally, 
or individually owned, may be leased by the In-
dian owners, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior, for public, religious, educational, 
recreational, residential, or business purposes, 
including the development or utilization of nat-
ural resources in connection with operations 
under such leases, for grazing purposes, and for 
those farming purposes which require the mak-
ing of a substantial investment in the improve-
ment of the land for the production of special-
ized crops as determined by said Secretary. All 
leases so granted shall be for a term of not to 
exceed twenty-five years, except leases of land 
located outside the boundaries of Indian reserva-
tions in the State of New Mexico, leases of land 
on the Agua Caliente (Palm Springs) Reserva-
tion, the Dania Reservation, the Pueblo of Santa 
Ana (with the exception of the lands known as 
the ‘‘Santa Ana Pueblo Spanish Grant’’) 1 the 
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Moapa Indian reservation, the Swinomish Indian 
Reservation, the Southern Ute Reservation, the 
Fort Mojave Reservation, the Burns Paiute Res-
ervation, the Coeur d’Alene Indian Reservation, 
the Kalispel Indian Reservation, the pueblo of 
Cochiti, the pueblo of Pojoaque, the pueblo of 
Tesuque, the pueblo of Zuni, the Hualapai Res-
ervation, the Spokane Reservation, the San Car-
los Apache Reservation, Yavapai-Prescott 2 
Community Reservation, the Pyramid Lake 
Reservation, the Gila River Reservation, the 
Soboba Indian Reservation, the Viejas Indian 
Reservation, the Tulalip Indian Reservation, the 
Navajo Reservation, the Mille Lacs Indian Res-
ervation with respect to a lease between an en-
tity established by the Mille Lacs Band of Chip-
pewa Indians and the Minnesota Historical Soci-
ety, leases of the lands comprising the Moses Al-
lotment Numbered 10, Chelan County, Washing-
ton,,3 and lands held in trust for the Las Vegas 
Paiute Tribe of Indians, and lands held in trust 
for the Twenty-nine Palms Band of Luiseno Mis-
sion Indians, and lands held in trust for the 
Reno Sparks Indian Colony,,,3 lands held in 
trust for the Cherokee Nation of Oklahoma, 
lands held in trust for the Pueblo of Santa 
Clara, lands held in trust for the Confederated 
Tribes of the Colville Reservation, lands held in 
trust for the Cahuilla Band of Indians of Califor-
nia, and the lands held in trust for the Confed-
erated Salish and Kootenai Tribes of the Flat-
head Reservation, Montana, and leases to the 
Devils Lake Sioux Tribe, or any organization of 
such tribe, of land on the Devils Lake Sioux 
Reservation, which may be for a term of not to 
exceed ninety-nine years, and except leases of 
land for grazing purposes which may be for a 
term of not to exceed ten years. Leases for pub-
lic, religious, educational, recreational, residen-
tial, or business purposes (except leases the ini-
tial term of which extends for more than sev-
enty-four years) with the consent of both parties 
may include provisions authorizing their re-
newal for one additional term of not to exceed 
twenty-five years, and all leases and renewals 
shall be made under such terms and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of the In-
terior. Prior to approval of any lease or exten-
sion of an existing lease pursuant to this sec-
tion, the Secretary of the Interior shall first 
satisfy himself that adequate consideration has 
been given to the relationship between the use 
of the leased lands and the use of neighboring 
lands; the height, quality, and safety of any 
structures or other facilities to be constructed 
on such lands; the availability of police and fire 
protection and other services; the availability of 
judicial forums for all criminal and civil causes 
arising on the leased lands; and the effect on the 
environment of the uses to which the leased 
lands will be subject. 

(b) Leases involving Tulalip Tribes 

Any lease by the Tulalip Tribes under sub-
section (a) of this section, except a lease for the 
exploitation of any natural resource, shall not 
require the approval of the Secretary of the In-
terior (1) if the term of the lease does not exceed 

fifteen years, with no option to renew, (2) if the 
term of the lease does not exceed thirty years, 
with no option to renew, and the lease is exe-
cuted pursuant to tribal regulations previously 
approved by the Secretary of the Interior, or (3) 
if the term does not exceed seventy-five years 
(including options to renew), and the lease is ex-
ecuted under tribal regulations approved by the 
Secretary under this clause (3). 

(c) Leases involving Hopi Tribe and Hopi Parti-
tioned Lands Accommodation Agreement 

Notwithstanding subsection (a) of this section, 
a lease of land by the Hopi Tribe to Navajo Indi-
ans on the Hopi Partitioned Lands may be for a 
term of 75 years, and may be extended at the 
conclusion of the term of the lease. 

(d) Definitions 

For purposes of this section— 
(1) the term ‘‘Hopi Partitioned Lands’’ 

means lands located in the Hopi Partitioned 
Area, as defined in section 168.1(g) of title 25, 
Code of Federal Regulations (as in effect on 
October 11, 1996); and 

(2) the term ‘‘Navajo Indians’’ means mem-
bers of the Navajo Tribe.

the Interior, for public, religious, educational, 
recreational, residential, business, farming or 
grazing purposes, including the development or 
utilization of natural resources in connection 
with operations under such leases, but no lease 
shall be executed under sections 416 to 416j of 
this title for purposes that are subject to the 
laws governing mining leases on Indian lands. 
The term of a grazing lease shall not exceed ten 
years, the term of a farming lease that does not 
require the making of a substantial investment 
in the improvement of the land shall not exceed 
ten years, and the term of a farming lease that 
requires the making of a substantial investment 
in the improvement of the land shall not exceed 
forty years. The term of any other lease shall 
not exceed ninety-nine years. No lease shall con-
tain an option to renew which, if exercised, will 
extend the total term beyond the maximum 
term permitted by sections 416 to 416j of this 
title. The Secretary of the Interior shall not ap-
prove any lease with a term that is longer than 
is necessary in his judgment to obtain maximum 
economic benefits for the Indian owners.

All acceptances of cash settlements by the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs for livestock 
lent by the United States to any individual In-
dian, or to any tribe, association, corporation, 
or other group of Indians, and all sales and re-
lending of livestock repaid in kind to the United 
States on account of such loans are authorized 
and ratified: Provided, That on and after May 24, 
1950, the value of such livestock for the purposes 
of any such cash settlement shall be based on 
prevailing market prices in the area and shall be 
ascertained by a committee composed of three 
members, one of whom shall be selected by the 
superintendent of the particular agency, one of 
whom shall be selected by the chairman of the 
tribal council, and one of whom shall be selected 
by the other two members.

§ 443a. Conveyance to Indian tribes of federally 
owned buildings, improvements, or facilities; 
disposition of property by Indians; forfeiture; 
‘‘Indian’’ defined 

The Secretary of the Interior at the request of 
any Indian tribe, band, or group is authorized to 
convey to such Indian tribe, band, or group, by 
such means as he may deem appropriate, title to 
any federally owned buildings, improvements, or 
facilities (including any personal property used 
in connection with such buildings, improve-
ments, or facilities) that are situated on lands of 
such tribe, band, or group or on lands reserved 
for the administration of its affairs, and that 
are no longer required by the Secretary for the 
administration of Indian affairs. Any tribe, 
band, or group to which property is conveyed 
pursuant to this section may dispose of such 
property whenever its governing body deter-
mines that the property is no longer needed for 
its use. If, at any time while property conveyed 
pursuant to this section remains in the owner-
ship of any Indian tribe, band, or group, the Sec-
retary of the Interior determines that such prop-
erty is not being adequately maintained or prop-
erly utilized by such tribe, band, or group or 
that the property creates a health or safety haz-
ard or other undesirable condition, he may de-
clare a forfeiture of the conveyance and the title 
to such property shall thereupon revert to the 
United States. Such determination by the Sec-
retary shall be final. 

For the purpose of this section, the term ‘‘In-
dian’’ shall include Eskimos and Aleuts.

§ 443b. Indian goods and supplies 

Payment for transportation of Indian goods 
and supplies shall include all Indian transpor-
tation lawfully due such land-grant railroads as 
have not received aid in Government bonds (to 
be adjusted in accordance with the decisions of 
the Supreme Court in cases decided under such 
land-grant Acts), but in no case shall more than 
50 per centum of full amount of service be paid 
to said land-grant roads: Provided, That such 
compensation shall be computed upon the basis 
of the tariff or lower special rates for like trans-
portation performed for the public at large, and 
shall be accepted as in full for all demands for 
such service: Provided further, That on and after 
April 30, 1908 in expending money appropriated 
for this purpose a railroad company which has 
not received aid in bonds of the United States, 
and which obtained a grant of public lands to 
aid in the construction of its railroad on condi-
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tion that such railroad should be a post route 
and military road, subject to the use of the 
United States for postal, military, naval, and 
other Government services, and also subject to 
such regulations as Congress may impose, re-
stricting the charge for such government trans-
portation, having claims against the United 
States for transportation of Indian goods and 
supplies over such aided railroads, shall be paid 
out of the moneys appropriated for such purpose 
only on the basis of such rate for the transpor-
tation of such Indian goods and supplies as the 
Secretary of the Interior shall deem just and 
reasonable under the provisions set forth herein, 
such rate not to exceed 50 per centum of the 
compensation for such Government transpor-
tation as shall at that time be charged to and 
paid by private parties to any such company for 
like and similar transportation; and the amount 
so fixed to be paid shall be accepted as in full for 
all demands for such service.

§ 450. Congressional statement of findings 

(a) Findings respecting historical and special 
legal relationship, and resultant responsibil-
ities 

The Congress, after careful review of the Fed-
eral Government’s historical and special legal 
relationship with, and resulting responsibilities 
to, American Indian people, finds that— 

(1) the prolonged Federal domination of In-
dian service programs has served to retard 
rather than enhance the progress of Indian 
people and their communities by depriving In-
dians of the full opportunity to develop leader-
ship skills crucial to the realization of self- 
government, and has denied to the Indian peo-
ple an effective voice in the planning and im-
plementation of programs for the benefit of In-
dians which are responsive to the true needs of 
Indian communities; and 

(2) the Indian people will never surrender 
their desire to control their relationships both 

among themselves and with non-Indian gov-
ernments, organizations, and persons. 

(b) Further findings 

The Congress further finds that— 
(1) true self-determination in any society of 

people is dependent upon an educational proc-
ess which will insure the development of quali-
fied people to fulfill meaningful leadership 
roles; 

(2) the Federal responsibility for and assist-
ance to education of Indian children has not 
effected the desired level of educational 
achievement or created the diverse opportuni-
ties and personal satisfaction which education 
can and should provide; and 

(3) parental and community control of the 
educational process is of crucial importance to 
the Indian people.

GOVERNMENT-TO-GOVERNMENT RELATIONS WITH NATIVE 

AMERICAN TRIBAL GOVERNMENTS 

Memorandum of President of the United States, Apr. 

29, 1994, 59 F.R. 22951, provided: 

Memorandum for the Heads of Executive Depart-

ments and Agencies 

The United States Government has a unique legal re-

lationship with Native American tribal governments as 

set forth in the Constitution of the United States, trea-

ties, statutes, and court decisions. As executive depart-

ments and agencies undertake activities affecting Na-

tive American tribal rights or trust resources, such ac-

tivities should be implemented in a knowledgeable, 

sensitive manner respectful of tribal sovereignty. 

Today, as part of an historic meeting, I am outlining 

principles that executive departments and agencies, in-

cluding every component bureau and office, are to fol-

low in their interactions with Native American tribal 

governments. The purpose of these principles is to clar-

ify our responsibility to ensure that the Federal Gov-

ernment operates within a government-to-government 

relationship with federally recognized Native American 

tribes. I am strongly committed to building a more ef-

fective day-to-day working relationship reflecting re-

spect for the rights of self-government due the sov-

ereign tribal governments. 

In order to ensure that the rights of sovereign tribal 

governments are fully respected, executive branch ac-

tivities shall be guided by the following: 

(a) The head of each executive department and agen-

cy shall be responsible for ensuring that the depart-

ment or agency operates within a government-to-gov-

ernment relationship with federally recognized tribal 

governments. 

(b) Each executive department and agency shall con-

sult, to the greatest extent practicable and to the ex-

tent permitted by law, with tribal governments prior to 

taking actions that affect federally recognized tribal 

governments. All such consultations are to be open and 

candid so that all interested parties may evaluate for 

themselves the potential impact of relevant proposals. 

(c) Each executive department and agency shall as-

sess the impact of Federal Government plans, projects, 

programs, and activities on tribal trust resources and 

assure that tribal government rights and concerns are 

considered during the development of such plans, 

projects, programs, and activities. 

(d) Each executive department and agency shall take 

appropriate steps to remove any procedural impedi-

ments to working directly and effectively with tribal 

governments on activities that affect the trust prop-

erty and/or governmental rights of the tribes. 

(e) Each executive department and agency shall work 

cooperatively with other Federal departments and 

agencies to enlist their interest and support in coopera-

tive efforts, where appropriate, to accomplish the goals 

of this memorandum. 

(f) Each executive department and agency shall apply 

the requirements of Executive Orders Nos. 12875 (‘‘En-

hancing the Intergovernmental Partnership’’) and 12866 

(‘‘Regulatory Planning and Review’’) [5 U.S.C. 601 

notes] to design solutions and tailor Federal programs, 

in appropriate circumstances, to address specific or 

unique needs of tribal communities. 

The head of each executive department and agency 

shall ensure that the department or agency’s bureaus 

and components are fully aware of this memorandum, 

through publication or other means, and that they are 

in compliance with its requirements. 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the 

internal management of the executive branch and is 

not intended to, and does not, create any right to ad-

ministrative or judicial review, or any other right or 

benefit or trust responsibility, substantive or proce-

dural, enforceable by a party against the United States, 

its agencies or instrumentalities, its officers or em-

ployees, or any other person. 

The Director of the Office of Management and Budget 

is authorized and directed to publish this memorandum 

in the Federal Register.

§ 450a. Congressional declaration of policy 

(a) Recognition of obligation of United States 

The Congress hereby recognizes the obligation 
of the United States to respond to the strong ex-
pression of the Indian people for self-determina-
tion by assuring maximum Indian participation 
in the direction of educational as well as other 
Federal services to Indian communities so as to 
render such services more responsive to the 
needs and desires of those communities. 

(b) Declaration of commitment 

The Congress declares its commitment to the 
maintenance of the Federal Government’s 
unique and continuing relationship with, and re-
sponsibility to, individual Indian tribes and to 
the Indian people as a whole through the estab-
lishment of a meaningful Indian self-determina-
tion policy which will permit an orderly transi-
tion from the Federal domination of programs 
for, and services to, Indians to effective and 
meaningful participation by the Indian people in 
the planning, conduct, and administration of 
those programs and services. In accordance with 
this policy, the United States is committed to 
supporting and assisting Indian tribes in the de-
velopment of strong and stable tribal govern-
ments, capable of administering quality pro-
grams and developing the economies of their re-
spective communities. 

(c) Declaration of national goal 

The Congress declares that a major national 
goal of the United States is to provide the quan-
tity and quality of educational services and op-
portunities which will permit Indian children to 
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compete and excel in the life areas of their 
choice, and to achieve the measure of self-deter-
mination essential to their social and economic 
well-being.

§ 450b. Definitions 

For purposes of this subchapter, the term— 
(a) ‘‘construction programs’’ means pro-

grams for the planning, design, construction, 
repair, improvement, and expansion of build-
ings or facilities, including, but not limited to, 
housing, law enforcement and detention facili-
ties, sanitation and water systems, roads, 
schools, administration and health facilities, 
irrigation and agricultural work, and water 
conservation, flood control, or port facilities; 

(b) ‘‘contract funding base’’ means the base 
level from which contract funding needs are 
determined, including all contract costs; 

(c) ‘‘direct program costs’’ means costs that 
can be identified specifically with a particular 
contract objective; 

(d) ‘‘Indian’’ means a person who is a mem-
ber of an Indian tribe; 

(e) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any Indian tribe, 
band, nation, or other organized group or com-

munity, including any Alaska Native village 
or regional or village corporation as defined in 
or established pursuant to the Alaska Native 
Claims Settlement Act (85 Stat. 688) [43 U.S.C. 
1601 et seq.], which is recognized as eligible for 
the special programs and services provided by 
the United States to Indians because of their 
status as Indians; 

(f) ‘‘indirect costs’’ means costs incurred for 
a common or joint purpose benefiting more 
than one contract objective, or which are not 
readily assignable to the contract objectives 
specifically benefited without effort dispropor-
tionate to the results achieved; 

(g) ‘‘indirect cost rate’’ means the rate ar-
rived at through negotiation between an In-
dian tribe or tribal organization and the ap-
propriate Federal agency; 

(h) ‘‘mature contract’’ means a self-deter-
mination contract that has been continuously 
operated by a tribal organization for three or 
more years, and for which there are no signifi-
cant and material audit exceptions in the an-
nual financial audit of the tribal organization: 
Provided, That upon the request of a tribal or-
ganization or the tribal organization’s Indian 
tribe for purposes of section 450f(a) of this 
title, a contract of the tribal organization 
which meets this definition shall be considered 
to be a mature contract; 

(i) ‘‘Secretary’’, unless otherwise designated, 
means either the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services or the Secretary of the Inte-
rior or both; 

(j) ‘‘self-determination contract’’ means a 
contract (or grant or cooperative agreement 
utilized under section 450e–1 of this title) en-
tered into under part A of this subchapter be-
tween a tribal organization and the appro-
priate Secretary for the planning, conduct and 
administration of programs or services which 
are otherwise provided to Indian tribes and 
their members pursuant to Federal law: Pro-

vided, That except as provided 1 the last pro-
viso in section 450j(a) 2 of this title, no con-
tract (or grant or cooperative agreement uti-
lized under section 450e–1 of this title) entered 
into under part A of this subchapter shall be 
construed to be a procurement contract; 

(k) ‘‘State education agency’’ means the 
State board of education or other agency or 
officer primarily responsible for supervision 
by the State of public elementary and second-
ary schools, or, if there is no such officer or 
agency, an officer or agency designated by the 
Governor or by State law; 

(l) ‘‘tribal organization’’ means the recog-
nized governing body of any Indian tribe; any 
legally established organization of Indians 
which is controlled, sanctioned, or chartered 
by such governing body or which is democrat-
ically elected by the adult members of the In-
dian community to be served by such organi-
zation and which includes the maximum par-
ticipation of Indians in all phases of its activi-
ties: Provided, That in any case where a con-
tract is let or grant made to an organization 
to perform services benefiting more than one

Indian tribe, the approval of each such Indian 
tribe shall be a prerequisite to the letting or 
making of such contract or grant; and 

(m) ‘‘construction contract’’ means a fixed- 
price or cost-reimbursement self-determina-
tion contract for a construction project, ex-
cept that such term does not include any con-
tract— 

(1) that is limited to providing planning 
services and construction management serv-
ices (or a combination of such services); 

(2) for the Housing Improvement Program 
or roads maintenance program of the Bureau

§ 450c. Reporting and audit requirements for re-
cipients of Federal financial assistance 

(a) Maintenance of records 

(1) Each recipient of Federal financial assist-
ance under this subchapter shall keep such 
records as the appropriate Secretary shall pre-
scribe by regulation promulgated under sections 
552 and 553 of title 5, including records which 
fully disclose— 

(A) the amount and disposition by such re-
cipient of the proceeds of such assistance, 

(B) the cost of the project or undertaking in 
connection with which such assistance is 
given or used, 

(C) the amount of that portion of the cost of 
the project or undertaking supplied by other 
sources, and 

(D) such other information as will facilitate 
an effective audit. 

(2) For the purposes of this subsection, such 
records for a mature contract shall consist of 
quarterly financial statements for the purpose 
of accounting for Federal funds, the annual sin-
gle-agency audit required by chapter 75 of title 
31 1 and a brief annual program report. 

(b) Access to books, documents, papers, and 
records for audit and examination by Comp-
troller General, etc. 

The Comptroller General and the appropriate 
Secretary, or any of their duly authorized rep-
resentatives, shall, until the expiration of three 
years after completion of the project or under-
taking referred to in the preceding subsection of 
this section, have access (for the purpose of 
audit and examination) to any books, docu-
ments, papers, and records of such recipients 
which in the opinion of the Comptroller General 
or the appropriate Secretary may be related or 
pertinent to the grants, contracts, subcontracts, 
subgrants, or other arrangements referred to in 
the preceding subsection. 
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(c) Availability by recipient of required reports 
and information to Indian people served or 
represented 

Each recipient of Federal financial assistance 
referred to in subsection (a) of this section shall 
make such reports and information available to 
the Indian people served or represented by such 
recipient as and in a manner determined to be 
adequate by the appropriate Secretary. 

(d) Repayment to Treasury by recipient of unex-
pended or unused funds 

Except as provided in section 13a or 
450j–1(a)(3) 2 of this title, funds paid to a finan-
cial assistance recipient referred to in sub-
section (a) of this section and not expended or 
used for the purposes for which paid shall be re-
paid to the Treasury of the United States 
through the respective Secretary. 

(e) Annual report to tribes 

The Secretary shall report annually in writing 
to each tribe regarding projected and actual 
staffing levels, funding obligations, and expendi-
tures for programs operated directly by the Sec-
retary serving that tribe. 

(f) Single-agency audit report; additional infor-
mation; declination criteria and procedures 

(1) For each fiscal year during which an Indian 
tribal organization receives or expends funds 
pursuant to a contract entered into, or grant 
made, under this subchapter, the tribal organi-
zation that requested such contract or grant 
shall submit to the appropriate Secretary a sin-
gle-agency audit report required by chapter 75 of 
title 31. 

(2) In addition to submitting a single-agency 
audit report pursuant to paragraph (1), a tribal 
organization referred to in such paragraph shall 
submit such additional information concerning 
the conduct of the program, function, service, or 
activity carried out pursuant to the contract or 
grant that is the subject of the report as the 
tribal organization may negotiate with the Sec-
retary. 

(3) Any disagreement over reporting require-
ments shall be subject to the declination cri-
teria and procedures set forth in section 450f of 
this title.

§ 450d. Criminal activities involving grants, con-
tracts, etc.; penalties 

Whoever, being an officer, director, agent, or 
employee of, or connected in any capacity with, 
any recipient of a contract, subcontract, grant, 
or subgrant pursuant to this subchapter or the 
Act of April 16, 1934 (48 Stat. 596), as amended [25 
U.S.C. 452 et seq.], embezzles, willfully mis-
applies, steals, or obtains by fraud any of the 
money, funds assets, or property which are the 
subject of such a grant, subgrant, contract, or 
subcontract, shall be fined not more than $10,000 
or imprisoned for not more than two years, or 
both, but if the amount so embezzled, mis-
applied, stolen, or obtained by fraud does not ex-
ceed $100, he shall be fined not more than $1,000 
or imprisoned not more than one year, or both.

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§ 450e. Wage and labor standards 

(a) Similar construction in locality 

All laborers and mechanics employed by con-
tractors or subcontractors (excluding tribes and 
tribal organizations) in the construction, alter-
ation, or repair, including painting or decorat-
ing of buildings or other facilities in connection 
with contracts or grants entered into pursuant 
to this subchapter, shall be paid wages at not 
less than those prevailing on similar construc-
tion in the locality, as determined by the Sec-
retary of Labor in accordance with the Davis- 
Bacon Act of March 3, 1931 (46 Stat. 1494), as 
amended [40 U.S.C. 276a et seq.]. With respect to 
construction, alteration, or repair work to 
which the Act of March 3, 1921 is applicable 
under the terms of this section, the Secretary of 
Labor shall have the authority and functions set 
forth in Reorganization Plan Numbered 14, of 
1950, and section 276c of title 40. 

(b) Preference requirements for wages and 
grants 

Any contract, subcontract, grant, or subgrant 
pursuant to this subchapter, the Act of April 16, 
1934 (48 Stat. 596), as amended [25 U.S.C. 452 et 
seq.], or any other Act authorizing Federal con-
tracts with or grants to Indian organizations or 
for the benefit of Indians, shall require that to 
the greatest extent feasible— 

(1) preferences and opportunities for training 
and employment in connection with the ad-
ministration of such contracts or grants shall 
be given to Indians; and 

(2) preference in the award of subcontracts 
and subgrants in connection with the adminis-
tration of such contracts or grants shall be 
given to Indian organizations and to Indian- 
owned economic enterprises as defined in sec-
tion 1452 of this title. 

(c) Self-determination contracts 

Notwithstanding subsections (a) and (b) of this 
section, with respect to any self-determination 
contract, or portion of a self-determination con-
tract, that is intended to benefit one tribe, the 
tribal employment or contract preference laws 
adopted by such tribe shall govern with respect 
to the administration of the contract or portion 
of the contract.

§ 450f. Self-determination contracts 

(a) Request by tribe; authorized programs 

(1) The Secretary is directed, upon the request 
of any Indian tribe by tribal resolution, to enter 
into a self-determination contract or contracts 
with a tribal organization to plan, conduct, and 
administer programs or portions thereof, includ-
ing construction programs— 
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(A) provided for in the Act of April 16, 1934 
(48 Stat. 596), as amended [25 U.S.C. 452 et 
seq.]; 

(B) which the Secretary is authorized to ad-
minister for the benefit of Indians under the 
Act of November 2, 1921 (42 Stat. 208) [25 U.S.C. 
13], and any Act subsequent thereto; 

(C) provided by the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services under the Act of August 5, 
1954 (68 Stat. 674), as amended [42 U.S.C. 2001 et 
seq.]; 

(D) administered by the Secretary for the 
benefit of Indians for which appropriations are 
made to agencies other than the Department 
of Health and Human Services or the Depart-
ment of the Interior; and 

(E) for the benefit of Indians because of their 
status as Indians without regard to the agency 
or office of the Department of Health and 
Human Services or the Department of the In-
terior within which it is performed. 

The programs, functions, services, or activities 
that are contracted under this paragraph shall 
include administrative functions of the Depart-
ment of the Interior and the Department of 
Health and Human Services (whichever is appli-
cable) that support the delivery of services to 
Indians, including those administrative activi-
ties supportive of, but not included as part of, 
the service delivery programs described in this 
paragraph that are otherwise contractable. The 
administrative functions referred to in the pre-
ceding sentence shall be contractable without 
regard to the organizational level within the De-
partment that carries out such functions. 

(2) If so authorized by an Indian tribe under 
paragraph (1) of this subsection, a tribal organi-
zation may submit a proposal for a self-deter-
mination contract, or a proposal to amend or 
renew a self-determination contract, to the Sec-
retary for review. Subject to the provisions of 
paragraph (4), the Secretary shall, within ninety 
days after receipt of the proposal, approve the 
proposal and award the contract unless the Sec-
retary provides written notification to the ap-
plicant that contains a specific finding that 
clearly demonstrates that, or that is supported 
by a controlling legal authority that— 

(A) the service to be rendered to the Indian 
beneficiaries of the particular program or 
function to be contracted will not be satisfac-
tory; 

(B) adequate protection of trust resources is 
not assured; 

(C) the proposed project or function to be 
contracted for cannot be properly completed 
or maintained by the proposed contract; 

(D) the amount of funds proposed under the 
contract is in excess of the applicable funding 
level for the contract, as determined under 
section 450j–1(a) of this title; or 

(E) the program, function, service, or activ-
ity (or portion thereof) that is the subject of 
the proposal is beyond the scope of programs, 
functions, services, or activities covered under 
paragraph (1) because the proposal includes ac-
tivities that cannot lawfully be carried out by 
the contractor. 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, the 
Secretary may extend or otherwise alter the 90- 

day period specified in the second sentence of 
this subsection,1 if before the expiration of such 
period, the Secretary obtains the voluntary and 
express written consent of the tribe or tribal or-
ganization to extend or otherwise alter such pe-
riod. The contractor shall include in the pro-
posal of the contractor the standards under 
which the tribal organization will operate the 
contracted program, service, function, or activ-
ity, including in the area of construction, provi-
sions regarding the use of licensed and qualified 
architects, applicable health and safety stand-
ards, adherence to applicable Federal, State, 
local, or tribal building codes and engineering 
standards. The standards referred to in the pre-
ceding sentence shall ensure structural integ-
rity, accountability of funds, adequate competi-
tion for subcontracting under tribal or other ap-
plicable law, the commencement, performance, 
and completion of the contract, adherence to 
project plans and specifications (including any 
applicable Federal construction guidelines and 
manuals), the use of proper materials and work-
manship, necessary inspection and testing, and 
changes, modifications, stop work, and termi-
nation of the work when warranted. 

(3) Upon the request of a tribal organization 
that operates two or more mature self-deter-
mination contracts, those contracts may be con-
solidated into one single contract. 

(4) The Secretary shall approve any severable 
portion of a contract proposal that does not sup-
port a declination finding described in para-
graph (2). If the Secretary determines under 
such paragraph that a contract proposal— 

(A) proposes in part to plan, conduct, or ad-
minister a program, function, service, or ac-
tivity that is beyond the scope of programs 
covered under paragraph (1), or 

(B) proposes a level of funding that is in ex-
cess of the applicable level determined under 
section 450j–1(a) of this title, 

subject to any alteration in the scope of the pro-
posal that the Secretary and the tribal organiza-
tion agree to, the Secretary shall, as appro-
priate, approve such portion of the program, 
function, service, or activity as is authorized 
under paragraph (1) or approve a level of funding 
authorized under section 450j–1(a) of this title. If 
a tribal organization elects to carry out a sever-
able portion of a contract proposal pursuant to 
this paragraph, subsection (b) of this section 
shall only apply to the portion of the contract 
that is declined by the Secretary pursuant to 
this subsection. 

(b) Procedure upon refusal of request to contract 

Whenever the Secretary declines to enter into 
a self-determination contract or contracts pur-
suant to subsection (a) of this section, the Sec-
retary shall— 

(1) state any objections in writing to the 
tribal organization, 

(2) provide assistance to the tribal organiza-
tion to overcome the stated objections, and 

(3) provide the tribal organization with a 
hearing on the record with the right to engage 
in full discovery relevant to any issue raised 
in the matter and the opportunity for appeal 
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on the objections raised, under such rules and 
regulations as the Secretary may promulgate, 
except that the tribe or tribal organization 
may, in lieu of filing such appeal, exercise the 
option to initiate an action in a Federal dis-
trict court and proceed directly to such court 
pursuant to section 450m–1(a) of this title. 

(c) Liability insurance; waiver of defense 

(1) Beginning in 1990, the Secretary shall be re-
sponsible for obtaining or providing liability in-
surance or equivalent coverage, on the most 
cost-effective basis, for Indian tribes, tribal or-
ganizations, and tribal contractors carrying out 
contracts, grant agreements and cooperative 
agreements pursuant to this subchapter. In ob-
taining or providing such coverage, the Sec-
retary shall take into consideration the extent 
to which liability under such contracts or agree-
ments are covered by the Federal Tort Claims 
Act. 

(2) In obtaining or providing such coverage, 
the Secretary shall, to the greatest extent prac-
ticable, give a preference to coverage under-
written by Indian-owned economic enterprises 
as defined in section 1452 of this title, except 
that, for the purposes of this subsection, such 
enterprises may include non-profit corporations. 

(3)(A) Any policy of insurance obtained or pro-
vided by the Secretary pursuant to this sub-
section shall contain a provision that the insur-
ance carrier shall waive any right it may have 
to raise as a defense the sovereign immunity of 
an Indian tribe from suit, but that such waiver 
shall extend only to claims the amount and na-
ture of which are within the coverage and limits 
of the policy and shall not authorize or empower 
such insurance carrier to waive or otherwise 
limit the tribe’s sovereign immunity outside or 
beyond the coverage or limits of the policy of in-
surance. 

(B) No waiver of the sovereign immunity of an 
Indian tribe pursuant to this paragraph shall in-
clude a waiver to the extent of any potential li-
ability for interest prior to judgment or for 
punitive damages or for any other limitation on 
liability imposed by the law of the State in 
which the alleged injury occurs. 

(d) Tribal organizations and Indian contractors 
deemed part of Public Health Service 

For purposes of section 233 of title 42, with re-
spect to claims by any person, initially filed on 
or after December 22, 1987, whether or not such 
person is an Indian or Alaska Native or is served 
on a fee basis or under other circumstances as 
permitted by Federal law or regulations for per-
sonal injury, including death, resulting from the 
performance prior to, including, or after Decem-
ber 22, 1987, of medical, surgical, dental, or relat-
ed functions, including the conduct of clinical 
studies or investigations, or for purposes of sec-
tion 2679, title 28, with respect to claims by any 
such person, on or after November 29, 1990, for 
personal injury, including death, resulting from 
the operation of an emergency motor vehicle, an 
Indian tribe, a tribal organization or Indian con-
tractor carrying out a contract, grant agree-
ment, or cooperative agreement under sections 2 
450f or 450h of this title is deemed to be part of 

the Public Health Service in the Department of 
Health and Human Services while carrying out 
any such contract or agreement and its employ-
ees (including those acting on behalf of the orga-
nization or contractor as provided in section 
2671 of title 28 and including an individual who 
provides health care services pursuant to a per-
sonal services contract with a tribal organiza-
tion for the provision of services in any facility 
owned, operated, or constructed under the juris-
diction of the Indian Health Service) are deemed 
employees of the Service while acting within the 
scope of their employment in carrying out the 
contract or agreement: Provided, That such em-
ployees shall be deemed to be acting within the 
scope of their employment in carrying out such 
contract or agreement when they are required, 
by reason of such employment, to perform medi-
cal, surgical, dental or related functions at a fa-
cility other than the facility operated pursuant 
to such contract or agreement, but only if such 
employees are not compensated for the perform-
ance of such functions by a person or entity 
other than such Indian tribe, tribal organization 
or Indian contractor. 

(e) Burden of proof at hearing or appeal declin-
ing contract; final agency action 

(1) With respect to any hearing or appeal con-
ducted pursuant to subsection (b)(3) of this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall have the burden of 
proof to establish by clearly demonstrating the 
validity of the grounds for declining the con-
tract proposal (or portion thereof). 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, a decision by an official of the Department 
of the Interior or the Department of Health and 
Human Services, as appropriate (referred to in 
this paragraph as the ‘‘Department’’) that con-
stitutes final agency action and that relates to 
an appeal within the Department that is con-
ducted under subsection (b)(3) of this section 
shall be made either— 

(A) by an official of the Department who 
holds a position at a higher organizational 
level within the Department than the level of 
the departmental agency (such as the Indian 
Health Service or the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs) in which the decision that is the subject 
of the appeal was made; or 

(B) by an administrative judge.

financial management capability as evidenced by 

such tribe having no significant and material audit 

exceptions in the required annual audit of such 

tribe’s self-determination contracts. 

‘‘SEC. 303. (a) The Secretaries is [sic] directed to nego-

tiate, and to enter into, an annual written funding 

agreement with the governing body of a participating 

tribal government that successfully completes its Self- 

Governance Planning Grant. Such annual written fund-

ing agreement— 

‘‘(1) shall authorize the tribe to plan, conduct, con-

solidate, and administer programs, services and func-

tions of the Department of the Interior and the In-

dian Health Service of the Department of Health and 

Human Services that are otherwise available to In-

dian tribes or Indians, including but not limited to, 

the Act of April 16, 1934 (48 Stat. 596) [25 U.S.C. 452 et 

seq.], as amended, and the Act of November 2, 1921 (42 

Stat. 208) [25 U.S.C. 13]; 

‘‘(2) subject to the terms of the written agreement 

authorized by this title, shall authorize the tribe to 

redesign programs, activities, functions or services 

and to reallocate funds for such programs, activities, 

functions or services; 

‘‘(3) shall not include funds provided pursuant to 

the Tribally Controlled Community College Assist-

ance Act (Public Law 95–471) [25 U.S.C. 1801 et seq.], 

for elementary and secondary schools under the In-

dian School Equalization Formula pursuant to title 

XI of the Education Amendments of 1978 (Public Law 

95–561, as amended) [25 U.S.C. 2001 et seq.], or for ei-

ther the Flathead Agency Irrigation Division or the 

Flathead Agency Power Division: Provided, That 

nothing in this section shall affect the 

contractability of such divisions under section 102 of 

this Act [25 U.S.C. 450f]; 
‘‘(4) shall specify the services to be provided, the 

functions to be performed, and the responsibilities of 

the tribe and the Secretaries pursuant to this agree-

ment; 
‘‘(5) shall specify the authority of the tribe and the 

Secretaries, and the procedures to be used, to reallo-

cate funds or modify budget allocations within any 

project year; 
‘‘(6) shall, except as provided in paragraphs (1) and 

(2), provide for payment by the Secretaries to the 

tribe of funds from one or more programs, services, 

functions, or activities in an amount equal to that 

which the tribe would have been eligible to receive 

under contracts and grants under this Act [Pub. L. 

93–638, see Short Title note under section 450 of this 

title], including direct program costs and indirect 

costs, and for any funds which are specifically related 

to the provision by the Secretaries of services and 

benefits to the tribe and its members: Provided, how-

ever, That funds for trust services to individual Indi-

ans are available under this written agreement only 

to the extent that the same services which would 

have been provided by the Secretaries are provided to 

individual Indians by the tribe; 
‘‘(7) shall not allow the Secretaries to waive, mod-

ify or diminish in any way the trust responsibility of 

the United States with respect to Indian tribes and 

individual Indians which exists under treaties, Execu-

tive orders, and Acts of Congress; 
‘‘(8) shall allow for retrocession of programs or por-

tions thereof pursuant to section 105(e) of this Act [25 

U.S.C. 450j(e)]; and 
‘‘(9) shall be submitted by the Secretaries ninety 

days in advance of the proposed effective date of the 

agreement to each tribe which is served by the agen-

cy which is serving the tribe which is a party to the 

funding agreement and to the Congress for review by 

the Committee on Indian Affairs of the Senate and 

the Committee on Natural Resources [now Commit-

tee on Resources] of the House of Representatives. 
‘‘(b) For the year for which, and to the extent to 

which, funding is provided to a tribe pursuant to this 

title, such tribe— 
‘‘(1) shall not be entitled to contract with the Sec-

retaries for such funds under section 102 [25 U.S.C. 

450f], except that such tribe shall be eligible for new 

programs on the same basis as other tribes; and 
‘‘(2) shall be responsible for the administration of 

programs, services and activities pursuant to agree-

ments under this title. 
‘‘(c) At the request of the governing body of the tribe 

and under the terms of an agreement pursuant to sub-

section (a), the Secretaries shall provide funding to 

such tribe to implement the agreement. 
‘‘(d) For the purpose of section 110 of this Act [25 

U.S.C. 450m–1] the term ‘contract’ shall also include 

agreements authorized by this title; except that for the 

term of the authorized agreements under this title, the 

provisions of section 2103 of the Revised Statutes of the 

United States (25 U.S.C. 81), and section 16 of the Act 

of June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 476), shall not apply to attor-

ney and other professional contracts by participating 

Indian tribal governments operating under the provi-

sions of this title.

§ 450h. Grants to tribal organizations or tribes 

(a) Request by tribe for contract or grant by Sec-
retary of the Interior for improving, etc., 
tribal governmental, contracting, and pro-
gram planning activities 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, 
upon the request of any Indian tribe (from funds 
appropriated for the benefit of Indians pursuant 
to section 13 of this title, and any Act subse-
quent thereto) to contract with or make a grant 
or grants to any tribal organization for— 

(1) the strengthening or improvement of 
tribal government (including, but not limited 
to, the development, improvement, and admin-
istration of planning, financial management, 
or merit personnel systems; the improvement 
of tribally funded programs or activities; or 
the development, construction, improvement, 
maintenance, preservation, or operation of 
tribal facilities or resources); 

(2) the planning, training, evaluation of 
other activities designed to improve the ca-
pacity of a tribal organization to enter into a 
contract or contracts pursuant to section 450f 
of this title and the additional costs associ-
ated with the initial years of operation under 
such a contract or contracts; or 

(3) the acquisition of land in connection with 
items (1) and (2) above: Provided, That in the 
case of land within Indian country (as defined 
in chapter 53 of title 18) or which adjoins on at 
least two sides lands held in trust by the 
United States for the tribe or for individual 
Indians, the Secretary of 1 Interior may (upon 
request of the tribe) acquire such land in trust 
for the tribe. 

(b) Grants by Secretary of Health and Human 
Services for development, maintenance, etc., 
of health facilities or services and improve-
ment of contract capabilities implementing 
hospital and health facility functions 

The Secretary of Health and Human Services 
may, in accordance with regulations adopted 
pursuant to section 450k of this title, make 
grants to any Indian tribe or tribal organization 
for— 

(1) the development, construction, oper-
ation, provision, or maintenance of adequate 
health facilities or services including the 
training of personnel for such work, from 
funds appropriated to the Indian Health Serv-
ice for Indian health services or Indian health 
facilities; or 

(2) planning, training, evaluation or other 
activities designed to improve the capacity of 
a tribal organization to enter into a contract 
or contracts pursuant to section 450g 2 of this 
title. 
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(c) Use as matching shares for other similar Fed-
eral grant programs 

The provisions of any other Act notwithstand-
ing, any funds made available to a tribal organi-
zation under grants pursuant to this section 
may be used as matching shares for any other 
Federal grant programs which contribute to the 
purposes for which grants under this section are 
made. 

(d) Technical assistance 

The Secretary is directed, upon the request of 
any tribal organization and subject to the avail-
ability of appropriations, to provide technical 
assistance on a nonreimbursable basis to such 
tribal organization— 

(1) to develop any new self-determination 
contract authorized pursuant to this sub-
chapter; 

(2) to provide for the assumption by such 
tribal organization of any program, or portion 
thereof, provided for in section 450f(a)(1) of 
this title; or 

(3) to develop modifications to any proposal 
for a self-determination contract which the 
Secretary has declined to approve pursuant to 
section 450f of this title. 

(e) Grants for technical assistance and for plan-
ning, etc., Federal programs for tribe 

The Secretary is authorized, upon the request 
of an Indian tribe, to make a grant to any tribal 
organization for— 

(1) obtaining technical assistance from pro-
viders designated by the tribal organization, 
including tribal organizations that operate 
mature contracts, for the purposes of program 
planning and evaluation, including the devel-
opment of any management systems necessary 
for contract management, and the develop-
ment of cost allocation plans for indirect cost 
rates; and 

(2) the planning, designing, monitoring, and 
evaluating of Federal programs serving the 
tribe, including Federal administrative func-
tions.

§ 450i. Retention of Federal employee coverage, 
rights and benefits by employees of tribal or-
ganizations 

(a) to (d) Omitted 

(e) Eligible employees; Federal employee pro-
grams subject to retention 

Notwithstanding the provisions of sections 
8347(o), 8713, and 8914 of title 5, executive order, 
or administrative regulation, an employee serv-
ing under an appointment not limited to one 
year or less who leaves Federal employment to 
be employed by a tribal organization, the city of 
St. Paul, Alaska, the city of St. George, Alaska, 
upon incorporation, or the Village Corporations 
of St. Paul and St. George Islands established 
pursuant to section 1607 of title 43, in connection 
with governmental or other activities which are 
or have been performed by employees in or for 
Indian communities is entitled, if the employee 
and the tribal organization so elect, to the fol-
lowing: 

(1) To retain coverage, rights, and benefits 
under subchapter I of chapter 81 (‘‘Compensa-
tion for Work Injuries’’) of title 5, and for this 
purpose his employment with the tribal orga-
nization shall be deemed employment by the 
United States. However, if an injured em-
ployee, or his dependents in case of his death, 
receives from the tribal organization any pay-
ment (including an allowance, gratuity, pay-
ment under an insurance policy for which the 
premium is wholly paid by the tribal organiza-
tion, or other benefit of any kind) on account 
of the same injury or death, the amount of 
that payment shall be credited against any 
benefit payable under subchapter I of chapter 
81 of title 5, as follows: 

(A) payments on account of injury or dis-
ability shall be credited against disability 
compensation payable to the injured em-
ployee; and 

(B) payments on account of death shall be 
credited against death compensation pay-
able to dependents of the deceased employee. 
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(2) To retain coverage, rights, and benefits 
under chapter 83 (‘‘Retirement’’) or chapter 84 
(‘‘Federal Employees Retirement System’’) of 
title 5, if necessary employee deductions and 
agency contributions in payment for coverage, 
rights, and benefits for the period of employ-
ment with the tribal organization are cur-
rently deposited in the Civil Service Retire-
ment and Disability Fund (section 8348 of title 
5); and the period during which coverage, 
rights, and benefits are retained under this 
paragraph is deemed creditable service under 
section 8332 of title 5. Days of unused sick 
leave to the credit of an employee under a for-
mal leave system at the time the employee 
leaves Federal employment to be employed by 
a tribal organization remain to his credit for 
retirement purposes during covered service 
with the tribal organization.

§ 450j. Contract or grant provisions and adminis-
tration 

(a) Applicability of Federal contracting laws and 
regulations; waiver of requirements 

(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, subject to paragraph (3), the contracts and 
cooperative agreements entered into with tribal 
organizations pursuant to section 450f of this 
title shall not be subject to Federal contracting 
or cooperative agreement laws (including any 
regulations), except to the extent that such laws 
expressly apply to Indian tribes. 

(2) Program standards applicable to a non-
construction self-determination contract shall 
be set forth in the contract proposal and the 
final contract of the tribe or tribal organization. 

(3)(A) With respect to a construction contract 
(or a subcontract of such a construction con-
tract), the provisions of the Office of Federal 
Procurement Policy Act (41 U.S.C. 401 et seq.) 
and the regulations relating to acquisitions pro-
mulgated under such Act shall apply only to the 
extent that the application of such provision to 
the construction contract (or subcontract) is— 

(i) necessary to ensure that the contract 
may be carried out in a satisfactory manner; 

(ii) directly related to the construction ac-
tivity; and 

(iii) not inconsistent with this subchapter. 

(B) A list of the Federal requirements that 
meet the requirements of clauses (i) through 
(iii) of subparagraph (A) shall be included in an 
attachment to the contract pursuant to negotia-
tions between the Secretary and the tribal orga-
nization. 

(C)(i) Except as provided in subparagraph (B), 
no Federal law listed in clause (ii) or any other 
provision of Federal law (including an Executive 
order) relating to acquisition by the Federal 
Government shall apply to a construction con-
tract that a tribe or tribal organization enters 
into under this subchapter, unless expressly pro-
vided in such law.

(b) Payments; transfer of funds by Treasury for 
disbursement by tribal organization; ac-
countability for interest accrued prior to dis-
bursement 

Payments of any grants or under any con-
tracts pursuant to sections 450f and 450h of this 
title may be made in advance or by way of reim-
bursement and in such installments and on such 
conditions as the appropriate Secretary deems 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this part. 
The transfer of funds shall be scheduled consist-
ent with program requirements and applicable 
Treasury regulations, so as to minimize the 
time elapsing between the transfer of such funds 
from the United States Treasury and the dis-
bursement thereof by the tribal organization, 
whether such disbursement occurs prior to or 
subsequent to such transfer of funds. Tribal or-
ganizations shall not be held accountable for in-
terest earned on such funds, pending their dis-
bursement by such organization. 

(c) Term of self-determination contracts; annual 
renegotiation 

(1) A self-determination contract shall be— 
(A) for a term not to exceed three years in 

the case of other than a mature contract, un-
less the appropriate Secretary and the tribe 
agree that a longer term would be advisable, 
and 

(B) for a definite or an indefinite term, as re-
quested by the tribe (or, to the extent not lim-
ited by tribal resolution, by the tribal organi-
zation), in the case of a mature contract. 

The amounts of such contracts shall be subject 
to the availability of appropriations. 

(2) The amounts of such contracts may be re-
negotiated annually to reflect changed circum-
stances and factors, including, but not limited 
to, cost increases beyond the control of the trib-
al organization. 

(d) Calendar year basis for contracts 

(1) Beginning in fiscal year 1990, upon the elec-
tion of a tribal organization, the Secretary shall 

use the calendar year as the basis for any con-
tracts or agreements under this subchapter, un-
less the Secretary and the Indian tribe or tribal 
organization agree on a different period. 

(2) The Secretary shall, on or before April 1 of 
each year beginning in 1992, submit a report to 
the Congress on the amounts of any additional 
obligation authority needed to implement this 
subsection in the next following fiscal year. 

(e) Effective date for retrocession of contract 

If an Indian tribe, or a tribal organization au-
thorized by a tribe, requests retrocession of the 
appropriate Secretary for any contract or por-
tion of a contract entered into pursuant to this 
subchapter, unless the tribe or tribal organiza-
tion rescinds the request for retrocession, such 
retrocession shall become effective on— 

(1) the earlier of— 
(A) the date that is 1 year after the date 

the Indian tribe or tribal organization sub-
mits such request; or 

(B) the date on which the contract expires; 
or 

(2) such date as may be mutually agreed by 
the Secretary and the Indian tribe. 

(f) Use of existing school buildings, hospitals, 
and other facilities and equipment therein; 
acquisition and donation of excess or surplus 
Government personal property 

In connection with any self-determination 
contract or grant made pursuant to section 450f 
or 450h of this title, the appropriate Secretary 
may— 

(1) permit an Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion in carrying out such contract or grant, to 
utilize existing school buildings, hospitals, 
and other facilities and all equipment therein 
or appertaining thereto and other personal 
property owned by the Government within the 
Secretary’s jurisdiction under such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon for their use 
and maintenance; 

(2) donate to an Indian tribe or tribal organi-
zation title to any personal or real property 
found to be excess to the needs of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, the Indian Health Service, or 
the General Services Administration, except 
that— 

(A) subject to the provisions of subpara-
graph (B), title to property and equipment 
furnished by the Federal Government for use 
in the performance of the contract or pur-
chased with funds under any self-determina-
tion contract or grant agreement shall, un-
less otherwise requested by the tribe or trib-
al organization, vest in the appropriate tribe 
or tribal organization; 

(B) if property described in subparagraph 
(A) has a value in excess of $5,000 at the time 
of the retrocession, rescission, or termi-
nation of the self-determination contract or 
grant agreement, at the option of the Sec-
retary, upon the retrocession, rescission, or 
termination, title to such property and 
equipment shall revert to the Department of 
the Interior or the Department of Health 
and Human Services, as appropriate; and 

(C) all property referred to in subpara-
graph (A) shall remain eligible for replace-
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ment on the same basis as if title to such 
property were vested in the United States; 
and 

(3) acquire excess or surplus Government 
personal or real property for donation to an 
Indian tribe or tribal organization if the Sec-
retary determines the property is appropriate 
for use by the tribe or tribal organization for 
a purpose for which a self-determination con-
tract or grant agreement is authorized under 
this subchapter. 

(g) Performance of personal services 

The contracts authorized under section 450f of 
this title and grants pursuant to section 450h of 
this title may include provisions for the per-
formance of personal services which would 
otherwise be performed by Federal employees 
including, but in no way limited to, functions 
such as determination of eligibility of appli-
cants for assistance, benefits, or services, and 
the extent or amount of such assistance, bene-
fits, or services to be provided and the provi-
sions of such assistance, benefits, or services, all 
in accordance with the terms of the contract or 
grant and applicable rules and regulations of the 
appropriate Secretary: Provided, That the Sec-
retary shall not make any contract which would 
impair his ability to discharge his trust respon-
sibilities to any Indian tribe or individuals. 

(h) Fair and uniform provision by tribal organi-
zation of services and assistance to covered 
Indians 

Contracts and grants with tribal organizations 
pursuant to sections 450f and 450h of this title 
shall include provisions to assure the fair and 
uniform provision by such tribal organizations 
of the services and assistance they provide to In-
dians under such contracts and grants. 

(i) Division of administration of program 

(1) If a self-determination contract requires 
the Secretary to divide the administration of a 
program that has previously been administered 
for the benefit of a greater number of tribes 
than are represented by the tribal organization 
that is a party to the contract, the Secretary 
shall take such action as may be necessary to 
ensure that services are provided to the tribes 
not served by a self-determination contract, in-
cluding program redesign in consultation with 
the tribal organization and all affected tribes. 

(2) Nothing in this part shall be construed to 
limit or reduce in any way the funding for any 
program, project, or activity serving a tribe 
under this or other applicable Federal law. Any 
tribe or tribal organization that alleges that a 
self-determination contract is in violation of 
this section may apply the provisions of section 
450m–1 of this title. 

(j) Proposal to redesign program, activity, func-
tion, or service 

Upon providing notice to the Secretary, a trib-
al organization that carries out a nonconstruc-
tion self-determination contract may propose a 
redesign of a program, activity, function, or 
service carried out by the tribal organization 
under the contract, including any nonstatutory 
program standard, in such manner as to best 
meet the local geographic, demographic, eco-

nomic, cultural, health, and institutional needs 
of the Indian people and tribes served under the 
contract. The Secretary shall evaluate any pro-
posal to redesign any program, activity, func-
tion, or service provided under the contract. 
With respect to declining to approve a rede-
signed program, activity, function, or service 
under this subsection, the Secretary shall apply 
the criteria and procedures set forth in section 
450f of this title. 

(k) Access to Federal sources of supply 

For purposes of section 201(a) of the Federal 
Property and Administrative Services Act of 
1949 (40 U.S.C. 481(a)) (relating to Federal 
sources of supply, including lodging providers, 
airlines and other transportation providers), a 
tribal organization carrying out a contract, 
grant, or cooperative agreement under this sub-
chapter shall be deemed an executive agency 
when carrying out such contract, grant, or 
agreement and the employees of the tribal orga-
nization shall be eligible to have access to such 
sources of supply on the same basis as employ-
ees of an executive agency have such access. 

(l) Lease of facility used for administration and 
delivery of services 

(1) Upon the request of an Indian tribe or trib-
al organization, the Secretary shall enter into a 
lease with the Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion that holds title to, a leasehold interest in, 
or a trust interest in, a facility used by the In-
dian tribe or tribal organization for the adminis-
tration and delivery of services under this sub-
chapter. 

(2) The Secretary shall compensate each In-
dian tribe or tribal organization that enters into 
a lease under paragraph (1) for the use of the fa-
cility leased for the purposes specified in such 
paragraph. Such compensation may include 
rent, depreciation based on the useful life of the 
facility, principal and interest paid or accrued, 
operation and maintenance expenses, and such 
other reasonable expenses that the Secretary de-
termines, by regulation, to be allowable. 

(m) Statutory requirements; technical assistance; 
precontract negotiation phase; fixed price 
construction contract 

(1) Each construction contract requested, ap-
proved, or awarded under this subchapter, shall 
be subject to— 

(A) except as otherwise provided in this sub-
chapter, the provisions of this subchapter, 
other than sections 450f(a)(2), 450j–1(l), 450l and 
450m of this title; and 

(B) section 314 of the Department of the In-
terior and Related Agencies Appropriations 
Act, 1991 (104 Stat. 1959). 

(2) In providing technical assistance to tribes 
and tribal organizations in the development of 
construction contract proposals, the Secretary 
shall provide, not later than 30 days after receiv-
ing a request from a tribe or tribal organization, 
all information available to the Secretary re-
garding the construction project, including con-
struction drawings, maps, engineering reports, 
design reports, plans of requirements, cost esti-
mates, environmental assessments or environ-
mental impact reports, and archaeological re-
ports. 
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(3) Prior to finalizing a construction contract 
proposal pursuant to section 450f(a) of this title, 
and upon request of the tribe or tribal organiza-
tion that submits the proposal, the Secretary 
shall provide for a precontract negotiation 
phase in the development of a contract proposal. 
Such phase shall include, at a minimum, the fol-
lowing elements: 

(A) The provision of technical assistance 
pursuant to section 450h of this title and para-
graph (2). 

(B) A joint scoping session between the Sec-
retary and the tribe or tribal organization to 
review all plans, specifications, engineering 
reports, cost estimates, and other information 
available to the parties, for the purpose of 
identifying all areas of agreement and dis-
agreement. 

(C) An opportunity for the Secretary to re-
vise the plans, designs, or cost estimates of 
the Secretary in response to concerns raised, 
or information provided by, the tribe or tribal 
organization. 

(D) A negotiation session during which the 
Secretary and the tribe or tribal organization 
shall seek to develop a mutually agreeable 
contract proposal. 

(E) Upon the request of the tribe or tribal or-
ganization, the use of an alternative dispute 
resolution mechanism to seek resolution of all 
remaining areas of disagreement pursuant to 
the dispute resolution provisions under sub-
chapter IV of chapter 5 of title 5. 

(F) The submission to the Secretary by the 
tribe or tribal organization of a final contract 
proposal pursuant to section 450f(a) of this 
title. 

(4)(A) Subject to subparagraph (B), in funding 
a fixed-price construction contract pursuant to 
section 450j–1(a) of this title, the Secretary shall 
provide for the following: 

(i) The reasonable costs to the tribe or tribal 
organization for general administration in-
curred in connection with the project that is 
the subject of the contract. 

(ii) The ability of the contractor that carries 
out the construction contract to make a rea-
sonable profit, taking into consideration the 
risks associated with carrying out the con-
tract and other relevant considerations. 

(B) In establishing a contract budget for a con-
struction project, the Secretary shall not be re-
quired to separately identify the components de-
scribed in clauses (i) and (ii) of subparagraph 
(A). 

(C) The total amount awarded under a con-
struction contract shall reflect an overall fair 
and reasonable price to the parties, including 
the following costs: 

(i) The reasonable costs to the tribal organi-
zation of performing the contract, taking into 
consideration the terms of the contract and 
the requirements of this subchapter and any 
other applicable law. 

(ii) The costs of preparing the contract pro-
posal and supporting cost data. 

(iii) The costs associated with auditing the 
general and administrative costs of the tribal 
organization associated with the management 
of the construction contract. 

(iv) In the case of a fixed-price contract, a 
fair profit determined by taking into consider-
ation the relevant risks and local market con-
ditions. 

(v) If the Secretary and the tribe or tribal 
organization are unable to develop a mutually 
agreeable construction contract proposal pur-
suant to the procedures set forth in this sub-
section, the tribe or tribal organization may 
submit a final contract proposal to the Sec-
retary. Not later than 30 days after receiving 
such final contract proposal, the Secretary 
shall approve the contract proposal and award 
the contract, unless, during such period the 
Secretary declines the proposal pursuant to 
subsections (a)(2) and (b) 2 of section 450f of 
this title (including providing opportunity for 
an appeal pursuant to section 450f(b) of this 
title). 

(n) Rental rates for housing for Government em-
ployees in Alaska 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the rental rates for housing provided to an em-
ployee by the Federal Government in Alaska 
pursuant to a self-determination contract shall 
be determined on the basis of— 

(1) the reasonable value of the quarters and 
facilities (as such terms are defined under sec-
tion 5911 of title 5) to such employee, and 

(2) the circumstances under which such 
quarters and facilities are provided to such 
employee, 

as based on the cost of comparable private rent-
al housing in the nearest established community 
with a year-round population of 1,500 or more in-
dividuals.

§ 450j–1. Contract funding and indirect costs 

(a) Amount of funds provided 

(1) The amount of funds provided under the 
terms of self-determination contracts entered 
into pursuant to this subchapter shall not be 
less than the appropriate Secretary would have 
otherwise provided for the operation of the pro-
grams or portions thereof for the period covered 
by the contract, without regard to any organiza-
tional level within the Department of the Inte-
rior or the Department of Health and Human 
Services, as appropriate, at which the program, 
function, service, or activity or portion thereof, 
including supportive administrative functions 
that are otherwise contractable, is operated. 

(2) There shall be added to the amount re-
quired by paragraph (1) contract support costs 
which shall consist of an amount for the reason-
able costs for activities which must be carried 
on by a tribal organization as a contractor to 
ensure compliance with the terms of the con-
tract and prudent management, but which— 

(A) normally are not carried on by the re-
spective Secretary in his direct operation of 
the program; or 

(B) are provided by the Secretary in support 
of the contracted program from resources 
other than those under contract. 

(3)(A) The contract support costs that are eli-
gible costs for the purposes of receiving funding 
under this subchapter shall include the costs of 
reimbursing each tribal contractor for reason-
able and allowable costs of— 

(i) direct program expenses for the operation 
of the Federal program that is the subject of 
the contract, and 

(ii) any additional administrative or other 
expense related to the overhead incurred by 
the tribal contractor in connection with the 
operation of the Federal program, function, 
service, or activity pursuant to the contract, 

except that such funding shall not duplicate any 
funding provided under subsection (a)(1) of this 
section. 

(B) On an annual basis, during such period as 
a tribe or tribal organization operates a Federal 
program, function, service, or activity pursuant 
to a contract entered into under this sub-
chapter, the tribe or tribal organization shall 
have the option to negotiate with the Secretary 
the amount of funds that the tribe or tribal or-
ganization is entitled to receive under such con-
tract pursuant to this paragraph. 

(4) For each fiscal year during which a self-de-
termination contract is in effect, any savings 
attributable to the operation of a Federal pro-
gram, function, service, or activity under a self- 
determination contract by a tribe or tribal orga-
nization (including a cost reimbursement con-
struction contract) shall— 

(A) be used to provide additional services or 
benefits under the contract; or 

(B) be expended by the tribe or tribal organi-
zation in the succeeding fiscal year, as pro-
vided in section 13a of this title. 

(5) Subject to paragraph (6), during the initial 
year that a self-determination contract is in ef-
fect, the amount required to be paid under para-
graph (2) shall include startup costs consisting 
of the reasonable costs that have been incurred 
or will be incurred on a one-time basis pursuant 
to the contract necessary— 

(A) to plan, prepare for, and assume oper-
ation of the program, function, service, or ac-
tivity that is the subject of the contract; and 

(B) to ensure compliance with the terms of 
the contract and prudent management. 

(6) Costs incurred before the initial year that 
a self-determination contract is in effect may 
not be included in the amount required to be 
paid under paragraph (2) if the Secretary does 
not receive a written notification of the nature 
and extent of the costs prior to the date on 
which such costs are incurred. 

(b) Reductions and increases in amount of funds 
provided 

The amount of funds required by subsection 
(a) of this section— 

(1) shall not be reduced to make funding 
available for contract monitoring or adminis-
tration by the Secretary; 

(2) shall not be reduced by the Secretary in 
subsequent years except pursuant to— 

(A) a reduction in appropriations from the 
previous fiscal year for the program or func-
tion to be contracted; 

(B) a directive in the statement of the 
managers accompanying a conference report 
on an appropriation bill or continuing reso-
lution; 

(C) a tribal authorization; 
(D) a change in the amount of pass- 

through funds needed under a contract; or 
(E) completion of a contracted project, ac-

tivity, or program; 

(3) shall not be reduced by the Secretary to 
pay for Federal functions, including, but not 
limited to, Federal pay costs, Federal em-
ployee retirement benefits, automated data 
processing, contract technical assistance or 
contract monitoring; 

(4) shall not be reduced by the Secretary to 
pay for the costs of Federal personnel dis-
placed by a self-determination contract; and 

(5) may, at the request of the tribal organi-
zation, be increased by the Secretary if nec-
essary to carry out this subchapter or as pro-
vided in section 450j(c) of this title. 

Notwithstanding any other provision in this 
subchapter, the provision of funds under this 
subchapter is subject to the availability of ap-
propriations and the Secretary is not required to 
reduce funding for programs, projects, or activi-
ties serving a tribe to make funds available to 
another tribe or tribal organization under this 
subchapter. 

(c) Annual report 

The Secretary shall provide an annual report 
in writing on or before May 15 of each year to 
the Congress on the implementation of this sub-
chapter. Such report shall include— 
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(1) an accounting of the total amounts of 
funds provided for each program and budget 
activity for direct program costs and contract 
support costs of tribal organizations under 
self-determination contracts during the pre-
vious fiscal year; 

(2) an accounting of any deficiency of funds 
needed to provide required contract support 
costs to all contractors for the current fiscal 
year; 

(3) the indirect costs rate and type of rate 
for each tribal organization negotiated with 
the appropriate Secretary; 

(4) the direct cost base and type of base from 
which the indirect cost rate is determined for 
each tribal organization; 

(5) the indirect cost pool amounts and the 
types of costs included in the indirect cost 
pools; and 

(6) an accounting of any deficiency of funds 
needed to maintain the preexisting level of 
services to any tribes affected by contracting 
activities under this subchapter, and a state-
ment of the amount of funds needed for transi-
tional purposes to enable contractors to con-
vert from a Federal fiscal year accounting 
cycle to a different accounting cycle, as au-
thorized by section 450j(d) of this title. 

(d) Treatment of shortfalls in indirect cost recov-
eries 

(1) Where a tribal organization’s allowable in-
direct cost recoveries are below the level of indi-
rect costs that the tribal organizations should 
have received for any given year pursuant to its 
approved indirect cost rate, and such shortfall is 
the result of lack of full indirect cost funding by 
any Federal, State, or other agency, such short-
fall in recoveries shall not form the basis for 
any theoretical over-recovery or other adverse 
adjustment to any future years’ indirect cost 
rate or amount for such tribal organization, nor 
shall any agency seek to collect such shortfall 
from the tribal organization. 

(2) Nothing in this subsection shall be con-
strued to authorize the Secretary to fund less 
than the full amount of need for indirect costs 
associated with a self-determination contract. 

(e) Liability for indebtedness incurred before fis-
cal year 1992 

Indian tribes and tribal organizations shall 
not be held liable for amounts of indebtedness 
attributable to theoretical or actual under-re-
coveries or theoretical over-recoveries of indi-
rect costs, as defined in Office of Management 
and Budget Circular A–87, incurred for fiscal 
years prior to fiscal year 1992. 

(f) Limitation on remedies relating to cost dis-
allowances 

Any right of action or other remedy (other 
than those relating to a criminal offense) relat-
ing to any disallowance of costs shall be barred 
unless the Secretary has given notice of any 
such disallowance within three hundred and 
sixty-five days of receiving any required annual 
single agency audit report or, for any period 
covered by law or regulation in force prior to 
October 19, 1984, any other required final audit 
report. Such notice shall set forth the right of 
appeal and hearing to the board of contract ap-

peals pursuant to section 450m–1 of this title. 
For the purpose of determining the 365-day pe-
riod specified in this paragraph, an audit report 
shall be deemed to have been received on the 
date of actual receipt by the Secretary, if, with-
in 60 days after receiving the report, the Sec-
retary does not give notice of a determination 
by the Secretary to reject the single-agency re-
port as insufficient due to noncompliance with 
chapter 75 of title 31 or noncompliance with any 
other applicable law. Nothing in this subsection 
shall be deemed to enlarge the rights of the Sec-
retary with respect to section 476 of this title. 

(g) Addition to contract of full amount contrac-
tor entitled; adjustment 

Upon the approval of a self-determination con-
tract, the Secretary shall add to the contract 
the full amount of funds to which the contractor 
is entitled under subsection (a) of this section, 
subject to adjustments for each subsequent year 
that such tribe or tribal organization admin-
isters a Federal program, function, service, or 
activity under such contract. 

(h) Indirect costs for contracts for construction 
programs 

In calculating the indirect costs associated 
with a self-determination contract for a con-
struction program, the Secretary shall take into 
consideration only those costs associated with 
the administration of the contract and shall not 
take into consideration those moneys actually 
passed on by the tribal organization to construc-
tion contractors and subcontractors. 

(i) Indian Health Service and Bureau of Indian 
Affairs budget consultations 

On an annual basis, the Secretary shall con-
sult with, and solicit the participation of, Indian 
tribes and tribal organizations in the develop-
ment of the budget for the Indian Health Service 
and the Bureau of Indian Affairs (including par-
ticipation of Indian tribes and tribal organiza-
tions in formulating annual budget requests 
that the Secretary submits to the President for 
submission to Congress pursuant to section 1105 
of title 31). 

(j) Use of funds for matching or cost participa-
tion requirements 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a 
tribal organization may use funds provided 
under a self-determination contract to meet 
matching or cost participation requirements 
under other Federal and non-Federal programs. 

(k) Allowable uses of funds without approval of 
Secretary 

Without intending any limitation, a tribal or-
ganization may, without the approval of the 
Secretary, expend funds provided under a self- 
determination contract for the following pur-
poses, to the extent that the expenditure of the 
funds is supportive of a contracted program: 

(1) Depreciation and use allowances not 
otherwise specifically prohibited by law, in-
cluding the depreciation of facilities owned by 
the tribe or tribal organization. 

(2) Publication and printing costs. 
(3) Building, realty, and facilities costs, in-

cluding rental costs or mortgage expenses. 
(4) Automated data processing and similar 

equipment or services.

(5) Costs for capital assets and repairs. 
(6) Management studies. 
(7) Professional services, other than services 

provided in connection with judicial proceed-
ings by or against the United States. 

(8) Insurance and indemnification, including 
insurance covering the risk of loss of or dam-
age to property used in connection with the 
contract without regard to the ownership of 
such property. 

(9) Costs incurred to raise funds or contribu-
tions from non-Federal sources for the purpose 
of furthering the goals and objectives of the 
self-determination contract. 

(10) Interest expenses paid on capital expend-
itures such as buildings, building renovation, 
or acquisition or fabrication of capital equip-
ment, and interest expenses on loans neces-
sitated due to delays by the Secretary in pro-
viding funds under a contract. 

(11) Expenses of a governing body of a tribal 
organization that are attributable to the man-
agement or operation of programs under this 
subchapter. 

(12) Costs associated with the management 
of pension funds, self-insurance funds, and 
other funds of the tribal organization that pro-
vide for participation by the Federal Govern-
ment. 

(l) Suspension, withholding, or delay in payment 
of funds 

(1) The Secretary may only suspend, withhold, 
or delay the payment of funds for a period of 30 
days beginning on the date the Secretary makes 
a determination under this paragraph to a tribal 
organization under a self-determination con-
tract, if the Secretary determines that the trib-
al organization has failed to substantially carry 
out the contract without good cause. In any 
such case, the Secretary shall provide the tribal 
organization with reasonable advance written 
notice, technical assistance (subject to available 
resources) to assist the tribal organization, a 
hearing on the record not later than 10 days 
after the date of such determination or such 
later date as the tribal organization shall ap-
prove, and promptly release any funds withheld 
upon subsequent compliance. 

(2) With respect to any hearing or appeal con-
ducted pursuant to this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall have the burden of proof to estab-
lish by clearly demonstrating the validity of the 
grounds for suspending, withholding, or delaying 
payment of funds. 

(m) Use of program income earned 

The program income earned by a tribal organi-
zation in the course of carrying out a self-deter-
mination contract— 

(1) shall be used by the tribal organization to 
further the general purposes of the contract; 
and 

(2) shall not be a basis for reducing the 
amount of funds otherwise obligated to the 
contract. 

(n) Reduction of administrative or other respon-
sibilities of Secretary; use of savings 

To the extent that programs, functions, serv-
ices, or activities carried out by tribal organiza-
tions pursuant to contracts entered into under 

this subchapter reduce the administrative or 
other responsibilities of the Secretary with re-
spect to the operation of Indian programs and 
result in savings that have not otherwise been 
included in the amount of contract funds deter-
mined under subsection (a) of this section, the 
Secretary shall make such savings available for 
the provision of additional services to program 
beneficiaries, either directly or through contrac-
tors, in a manner equitable to both direct and 
contracted programs. 

(o) Rebudgeting by tribal organization 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law 
(including any regulation), a tribal organization 
that carries out a self-determination contract 
may, with respect to allocations within the ap-
proved budget of the contract, rebudget to meet 
contract requirements, if such rebudgeting 
would not have an adverse effect on the perform-
ance of the contract.

§ 450k. Rules and regulations 

(a) Authority of Secretaries of the Interior and of 
Health and Human Services to promulgate; 
time restriction 

(1) Except as may be specifically authorized in 
this subsection, or in any other provision of this 
subchapter, the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Secretary of Health and Human Services 
may not promulgate any regulation, nor impose 
any nonregulatory requirement, relating to self- 
determination contracts or the approval, award, 
or declination of such contracts, except that the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services may promulgate 
regulations under this subchapter relating to 
chapter 171 of title 28, commonly known as the 
‘‘Federal Tort Claims Act’’, the Contract Dis-
putes Act of 1978 (41 U.S.C. 601 et seq.), declina-
tion and waiver procedures, appeal procedures, 
reassumption procedures, discretionary grant 
procedures for grants awarded under section 
450h of this title, property donation procedures 
arising under section 450j(f) of this title, inter-
nal agency procedures relating to the implemen-
tation of this subchapter, retrocession and trib-
al organization relinquishment procedures, con-
tract proposal contents, conflicts of interest, 
construction, programmatic reports and data re-
quirements, procurement standards, property 
management standards, and financial manage-
ment standards. 

(2)(A) The regulations promulgated under this 
subchapter, including the regulations referred to 
in this subsection, shall be promulgated— 

(i) in conformance with sections 552 and 553 
of title 5 and subsections (c), (d), and (e) of 
this section; and 

(ii) as a single set of regulations in title 25 
of the Code of Federal Regulations. 

(B) The authority to promulgate regulations 
set forth in this subchapter shall expire if final 
regulations are not promulgated within 20 
months after October 25, 1994. 

(b) Conflicting laws and regulations 

The provisions of this subchapter shall super-
sede any conflicting provisions of law (including 
any conflicting regulations) in effect on the day 
before October 25, 1994, and the Secretary is au-
thorized to repeal any regulation inconsistent 
with the provisions of this subchapter. 

(c) Revisions and amendments; procedures appli-
cable 

The Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services are au-
thorized, with the participation of Indian tribes 
and tribal organizations, to revise and amend 
any rules or regulations promulgated pursuant 
to this section: Provided, That prior to any revi-
sion or amendment to such rules or regulations, 
the respective Secretary or Secretaries shall 
present the proposed revision or amendment to 
the Committee on Energy and Natural Re-
sources of the Senate and the Committee on 
Natural Resources of the House of Representa-
tives and shall, to the extent practicable, con-
sult with appropriate national or regional In-
dian organizations and shall publish any pro-
posed revisions in the Federal Register not less 
than sixty days prior to the effective date of 
such rules and regulations in order to provide 
adequate notice to, and receive comments from, 
other interested parties. 

(d) Consultation in drafting and promulgating; 
negotiation process; interagency committees; 
extension of deadlines 

(1) In drafting and promulgating regulations 
as provided in subsection (a) of this section (in-
cluding drafting and promulgating any revised 
regulations), the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Secretary of Health and Human Services 
shall confer with, and allow for active participa-
tion by, representatives of Indian tribes, tribal 
organizations, and individual tribal members. 

(2)(A) In carrying out rulemaking processes 
under this subchapter, the Secretary of the Inte-
rior and the Secretary of Health and Human 
Services shall follow the guidance of— 

(i) subchapter III of chapter 5 of title 5, com-
monly known as the ‘‘Negotiated Rulemaking 
Act of 1990’’; and 

(ii) the recommendations of the Administra-
tive Conference of the United States numbered 
82–4 and 85–5 entitled ‘‘Procedures for Nego-
tiating Proposed Regulations’’ under sections 
305.82–4 and 305.85–5 of title 1, Code of Federal 
Regulations, and any successor recommenda-
tion or law (including any successor regula-
tion). 

(B) The tribal participants in the negotiation 
process referred to in subparagraph (A) shall be 
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nominated by and shall represent the groups de-
scribed in this paragraph and shall include trib-
al representatives from all geographic regions. 

(C) The negotiations referred to in subpara-
graph (B) shall be conducted in a timely man-
ner. Proposed regulations to implement the 
amendments made by the Indian Self-Deter-
mination Contract Reform Act of 1994 shall be 
published in the Federal Register by the Sec-
retary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services not later than 180 
days after October 25, 1994. 

(D) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law (including any regulation), the Secretary of 
the Interior and the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services are authorized to jointly estab-
lish and fund such interagency committees or 
other interagency bodies, including advisory 
bodies comprised of tribal representatives, as 
may be necessary or appropriate to carry out 
the provisions of this subchapter. 

(E) If the Secretary determines that an exten-
sion of the deadlines under subsection (a)(2)(B) 
of this section and subparagraph (C) of this 
paragraph is appropriate, the Secretary may 
submit proposed legislation to Congress for the 
extension of such deadlines. 

(e) Exceptions in or waiver of regulations 

The Secretary may, with respect to a contract 
entered into under this subchapter, make excep-
tions in the regulations promulgated to carry 
out this subchapter, or waive such regulations, 
if the Secretary finds that such exception or 
waiver is in the best interest of the Indians 
served by the contract or is consistent with the 
policies of this subchapter, and is not contrary 
to statutory law. In reviewing each request, the 
Secretary shall follow the timeline, findings, as-
sistance, hearing, and appeal procedures set 
forth in section 450f of this title.

§ 450l. Contract or grant specifications 

(a) Terms 

Each self-determination contract entered into 
under this subchapter shall— 

(1) contain, or incorporate by reference, the 
provisions of the model agreement described 
in subsection (c) of this section (with modi-
fications where indicated and the blanks ap-
propriately filled in), and 

(2) contain such other provisions as are 
agreed to by the parties. 

(b) Payments; Federal records 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the Secretary may make payments pursuant to 
section 1(b)(6) of such model agreement. As pro-
vided in section 1(b)(7) of the model agreement, 
the records of the tribal government or tribal 
organization specified in such section shall not 
be considered Federal records for purposes of 
chapter 5 of title 5. 

(c) Model agreement 

The model agreement referred to in subsection 
(a)(1) of this section reads as follows: 

‘‘SECTION 1. AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE SEC-
RETARY AND THE llllll TRIBAL GOVERN-
MENT. 

‘‘(a) AUTHORITY AND PURPOSE.— 
‘‘(1) AUTHORITY.—This agreement, denoted a 

Self-Determination Contract (referred to in 
this agreement as the ‘Contract’), is entered 
into by the Secretary of the Interior or the 
Secretary of Health and Human Services (re-
ferred to in this agreement as the ‘Secretary’), 
for and on behalf of the United States pursu-
ant to title I of the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et 
seq.) and by the authority of the llllll 

tribal government or tribal organization (re-

ferred to in this agreement as the ‘Contrac-
tor’). The provisions of title I of the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.) are incorporated in 
this agreement. 

‘‘(2) PURPOSE.—Each provision of the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.) and each provision of 
this Contract shall be liberally construed for 
the benefit of the Contractor to transfer the 
funding and the following related functions, 
services, activities, and programs (or portions 
thereof), that are otherwise contractable 
under section 102(a) of such Act, including all 
related administrative functions, from the 
Federal Government to the Contractor: (List 
functions, services, activities, and programs). 

‘‘(b) TERMS, PROVISIONS, AND CONDITIONS.— 
‘‘(1) TERM.—Pursuant to section 105(c)(1) of 

the Indian Self-Determination and Education 
Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450j(c)(1)), the term 
of this contract shall be ll years. Pursuant 
to section 105(d)(1) of such Act (25 U.S.C. 
450j(d)), upon the election by the Contractor, 
the period of this Contract shall be determined 
on the basis of a calendar year, unless the Sec-
retary and the Contractor agree on a different 
period in the annual funding agreement incor-
porated by reference in subsection (f)(2). 

‘‘(2) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This Contract shall 
become effective upon the date of the approval 
and execution by the Contractor and the Sec-
retary, unless the Contractor and the Sec-
retary agree on an effective date other than 
the date specified in this paragraph. 

‘‘(3) PROGRAM STANDARD.—The Contractor 
agrees to administer the program, services, 
functions and activities (or portions thereof) 
listed in subsection (a)(2) of the Contract in 
conformity with the following standards: (list 
standards). 

‘‘(4) FUNDING AMOUNT.—Subject to the avail-
ability of appropriations, the Secretary shall 
make available to the Contractor the total 
amount specified in the annual funding agree-
ment incorporated by reference in subsection 
(f)(2). Such amount shall not be less than the 
applicable amount determined pursuant to 
section 106(a) of the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 
450j–1). 

‘‘(5) LIMITATION OF COSTS.—The Contractor 
shall not be obligated to continue performance 
that requires an expenditure of funds in excess 
of the amount of funds awarded under this 
Contract. If, at any time, the Contractor has 
reason to believe that the total amount re-
quired for performance of this Contract or a 
specific activity conducted under this Con-
tract would be greater than the amount of 
funds awarded under this Contract, the Con-
tractor shall provide reasonable notice to the 
appropriate Secretary. If the appropriate Sec-
retary does not take such action as may be 
necessary to increase the amount of funds 
awarded under this Contract, the Contractor 
may suspend performance of the Contract 
until such time as additional funds are award-
ed. 

‘‘(6) PAYMENT.— 
‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Payments to the Con-

tractor under this Contract shall— 
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‘‘(i) be made as expeditiously as prac-
ticable; and 

‘‘(ii) include financial arrangements to 
cover funding during periods covered by 
joint resolutions adopted by Congress 
making continuing appropriations, to the 
extent permitted by such resolutions. 

‘‘(B) QUARTERLY, SEMIANNUAL, LUMP-SUM, 
AND OTHER METHODS OF PAYMENT.— 

‘‘(i) IN GENERAL.—Pursuant to section 
108(b) of the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act, and not-
withstanding any other provision of law, 
for each fiscal year covered by this Con-
tract, the Secretary shall make available 
to the Contractor the funds specified for 
the fiscal year under the annual funding 
agreement incorporated by reference pur-
suant to subsection (f)(2) by paying to the 
Contractor, on a quarterly basis, one-quar-
ter of the total amount provided for in the 
annual funding agreement for that fiscal 
year, in a lump-sum payment or as semi-
annual payments, or any other method of 
payment authorized by law, in accordance 
with such method as may be requested by 
the Contractor and specified in the annual 
funding agreement. 

‘‘(ii) METHOD OF QUARTERLY PAYMENT.—If 
quarterly payments are specified in the 
annual funding agreement incorporated by 
reference pursuant to subsection (f)(2), 
each quarterly payment made pursuant to 
clause (i) shall be made on the first day of 
each quarter of the fiscal year, except that 
in any case in which the Contract year co-
incides with the Federal fiscal year, pay-
ment for the first quarter shall be made 
not later than the date that is 10 calendar 
days after the date on which the Office of 
Management and Budget apportions the 
appropriations for the fiscal year for the 
programs, services, functions, and activi-
ties subject to this Contract. 

‘‘(iii) APPLICABILITY.—Chapter 39 of title 
31, United States Code, shall apply to the 
payment of funds due under this Contract 
and the annual funding agreement referred 
to in clause (i). 

‘‘(7) RECORDS AND MONITORING.— 
‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Except for previously 

provided copies of tribal records that the 
Secretary demonstrates are clearly required 
to be maintained as part of the record-
keeping system of the Department of the In-
terior or the Department of Health and 
Human Services (or both), records of the 
Contractor shall not be considered Federal 
records for purposes of chapter 5 of title 5, 
United States Code. 

‘‘(B) RECORDKEEPING SYSTEM.—The Con-
tractor shall maintain a recordkeeping sys-
tem and, upon reasonable advance request, 
provide reasonable access to such records to 
the Secretary. 

‘‘(C) RESPONSIBILITIES OF CONTRACTOR.— 
The Contractor shall be responsible for man-
aging the day-to-day operations conducted 
under this Contract and for monitoring ac-
tivities conducted under this Contract to en-

sure compliance with the Contract and ap-
plicable Federal requirements. With respect 
to the monitoring activities of the Sec-
retary, the routine monitoring visits shall 
be limited to not more than one performance 
monitoring visit for this Contract by the 
head of each operating division, depart-
mental bureau, or departmental agency, or 
duly authorized representative of such head 
unless— 

‘‘(i) the Contractor agrees to one or more 
additional visits; or 

‘‘(ii) the appropriate official determines 
that there is reasonable cause to believe 
that grounds for reassumption of the Con-
tract, suspension of Contract payments, or 
other serious Contract performance defi-
ciency may exist. 

No additional visit referred to in clause (ii) 
shall be made until such time as reasonable 
advance notice that includes a description of 
the nature of the problem that requires the 
additional visit has been given to the Con-
tractor. 

‘‘(8) PROPERTY.— 
‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—As provided in section 

105(f) of the Indian Self-Determination and 
Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450j(f)), 
at the request of the Contractor, the Sec-
retary may make available, or transfer to 
the Contractor, all reasonably divisible real 
property, facilities, equipment, and personal 
property that the Secretary has used to pro-
vide or administer the programs, services, 
functions, and activities covered by this 
Contract. A mutually agreed upon list speci-
fying the property, facilities, and equipment 
so furnished shall also be prepared by the 
Secretary, with the concurrence of the Con-
tractor, and periodically revised by the Sec-
retary, with the concurrence of the Contrac-
tor. 

‘‘(B) RECORDS.—The Contractor shall 
maintain a record of all property referred to 
in subparagraph (A) or other property ac-
quired by the Contractor under section 
105(f)(2)(A) of such Act for purposes of re-
placement. 

‘‘(C) JOINT USE AGREEMENTS.—Upon the re-
quest of the Contractor, the Secretary and 
the Contractor shall enter into a separate 
joint use agreement to address the shared 
use by the parties of real or personal prop-
erty that is not reasonably divisible. 

‘‘(D) ACQUISITION OF PROPERTY.—The Con-
tractor is granted the authority to acquire 
such excess property as the Contractor may 
determine to be appropriate in the judgment 
of the Contractor to support the programs, 
services, functions, and activities operated 
pursuant to this Contract. 

‘‘(E) CONFISCATED OR EXCESS PROPERTY.— 
The Secretary shall assist the Contractor in 
obtaining such confiscated or excess prop-
erty as may become available to tribes, trib-
al organizations, or local governments. 

‘‘(F) SCREENER IDENTIFICATION CARD.—A 
screener identification card (General Serv-
ices Administration form numbered 2946) 
shall be issued to the Contractor not later 
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than the effective date of this Contract. The 
designated official shall, upon request, assist 
the Contractor in securing the use of the 
card. 

‘‘(G) CAPITAL EQUIPMENT.—The Contractor 
shall determine the capital equipment, 
leases, rentals, property, or services the 
Contractor requires to perform the obliga-
tions of the Contractor under this sub-
section, and shall acquire and maintain 
records of such capital equipment, property 
rentals, leases, property, or services through 
applicable procurement procedures of the 
Contractor. 

‘‘(9) AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.—Notwithstand-
ing any other provision of law, any funds pro-
vided under this Contract— 

‘‘(A) shall remain available until expended; 
and 

‘‘(B) with respect to such funds, no fur-
ther— 

‘‘(i) approval by the Secretary, or 
‘‘(ii) justifying documentation from the 

Contractor, 

shall be required prior to the expenditure of 
such funds. 

‘‘(10) TRANSPORTATION.—Beginning on the ef-
fective date of this Contract, the Secretary 
shall authorize the Contractor to obtain inter-
agency motor pool vehicles and related serv-
ices for performance of any activities carried 
out under this Contract. 

‘‘(11) FEDERAL PROGRAM GUIDELINES, MANU-
ALS, OR POLICY DIRECTIVES.—Except as specifi-
cally provided in the Indian Self-Determina-
tion and Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 
450 et seq.) the Contractor is not required to 
abide by program guidelines, manuals, or pol-
icy directives of the Secretary, unless other-
wise agreed to by the Contractor and the Sec-
retary, or otherwise required by law. 

‘‘(12) DISPUTES.— 
‘‘(A) THIRD-PARTY MEDIATION DEFINED.— 

For the purposes of this Contract, the term 
‘third-party mediation’ means a form of me-
diation whereby the Secretary and the Con-
tractor nominate a third party who is not 
employed by or significantly involved with 
the Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary 
of Health and Human Services, or the Con-
tractor, to serve as a third-party mediator 
to mediate disputes under this Contract. 

‘‘(B) ALTERNATIVE PROCEDURES.—In addi-
tion to, or as an alternative to, remedies and 
procedures prescribed by section 110 of the 
Indian Self-Determination and Education 
Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450m–1), the parties 
to this Contract may jointly— 

‘‘(i) submit disputes under this Contract 
to third-party mediation; 

‘‘(ii) submit the dispute to the adjudica-
tory body of the Contractor, including the 
tribal court of the Contractor; 

‘‘(iii) submit the dispute to mediation 
processes provided for under the laws, poli-
cies, or procedures of the Contractor; or 

‘‘(iv) use the administrative dispute res-
olution processes authorized in subchapter 
IV of chapter 5 of title 5, United States 
Code. 

‘‘(C) EFFECT OF DECISIONS.—The Secretary 
shall be bound by decisions made pursuant 
to the processes set forth in subparagraph 
(B), except that the Secretary shall not be 
bound by any decision that significantly 
conflicts with the interests of Indians or the 
United States. 

‘‘(13) ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES OF CON-
TRACTOR.—Pursuant to the Indian Civil Rights 
Act of 1968 (25 U.S.C. 1301 et seq.), the laws, 
policies, and procedures of the Contractor 
shall provide for administrative due process 
(or the equivalent of administrative due proc-
ess) with respect to programs, services, func-
tions, and activities that are provided by the 
Contractor pursuant to this Contract. 

‘‘(14) SUCCESSOR ANNUAL FUNDING AGREE-
MENT.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Negotiations for a suc-
cessor annual funding agreement, provided 
for in subsection (f)(2), shall begin not later 
than 120 days prior to the conclusion of the 
preceding annual funding agreement. Except 
as provided in section 105(c)(2) of the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assist-
ance Act (25 U.S.C. 450j(c)(2)) the funding for 
each such successor annual funding agree-
ment shall only be reduced pursuant to sec-
tion 106(b) of such Act (25 U.S.C. 450j–1(b)). 

‘‘(B) INFORMATION.—The Secretary shall 
prepare and supply relevant information, 
and promptly comply with any request by 
the Contractor for information that the Con-
tractor reasonably needs to determine the 
amount of funds that may be available for a 
successor annual funding agreement, as pro-
vided for in subsection (f)(2) of this Contract. 

‘‘(15) CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS; APPROVAL BY 
SECRETARY.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in 
subparagraph (B), for the term of the Con-
tract, section 2103 of the Revised Statutes 
(25 U.S.C. 81) and section 16 of the Act of 
June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 987, chapter 576; 25 
U.S.C. 476), shall not apply to any contract 
entered into in connection with this Con-
tract. 

‘‘(B) REQUIREMENTS.—Each Contract en-
tered into by the Contractor with a third 
party in connection with performing the ob-
ligations of the Contractor under this Con-
tract shall— 

‘‘(i) be in writing; 
‘‘(ii) identify the interested parties, the 

authorities of such parties, and purposes of 
the Contract; 

‘‘(iii) state the work to be performed 
under the Contract; and 

‘‘(iv) state the process for making any 
claim, the payments to be made, and the 
terms of the Contract, which shall be 
fixed. 

‘‘(c) OBLIGATION OF THE CONTRACTOR.— 
‘‘(1) CONTRACT PERFORMANCE.—Except as pro-

vided in subsection (d)(2), the Contractor shall 
perform the programs, services, functions, and 
activities as provided in the annual funding 
agreement under subsection (f)(2) of this Con-
tract. 

‘‘(2) AMOUNT OF FUNDS.—The total amount of 
funds to be paid under this Contract pursuant 
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to section 106(a) shall be determined in an an-
nual funding agreement entered into between 
the Secretary and the Contractor, which shall 
be incorporated into this Contract. 

‘‘(3) CONTRACTED PROGRAMS.—Subject to the 
availability of appropriated funds, the Con-
tractor shall administer the programs, serv-
ices, functions, and activities identified in this 
Contract and funded through the annual fund-
ing agreement under subsection (f)(2). 

‘‘(4) TRUST SERVICES FOR INDIVIDUAL INDI-
ANS.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—To the extent that the 
annual funding agreement provides funding 
for the delivery of trust services to individ-
ual Indians that have been provided by the 
Secretary, the Contractor shall maintain at 
least the same level of service as the Sec-
retary provided for such individual Indians, 
subject to the availability of appropriated 
funds for such services. 

‘‘(B) TRUST SERVICES TO INDIVIDUAL INDI-
ANS.—For the purposes of this paragraph 
only, the term ‘trust services for individual 
Indians’ means only those services that per-
tain to land or financial management con-
nected to individually held allotments. 

‘‘(5) FAIR AND UNIFORM SERVICES.—The Con-
tractor shall provide services under this Con-
tract in a fair and uniform manner and shall 
provide access to an administrative or judicial 
body empowered to adjudicate or otherwise re-
solve complaints, claims, and grievances 
brought by program beneficiaries against the 
Contractor arising out of the performance of 
the Contract. 

‘‘(d) OBLIGATION OF THE UNITED STATES.— 
‘‘(1) TRUST RESPONSIBILITY.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The United States 
reaffirms the trust responsibility of the 
United States to the llllll Indian 
tribe(s) to protect and conserve the trust re-
sources of the Indian tribe(s) and the trust 
resources of individual Indians. 

‘‘(B) CONSTRUCTION OF CONTRACT.—Nothing 
in this Contract may be construed to termi-
nate, waive, modify, or reduce the trust re-
sponsibility of the United States to the 
tribe(s) or individual Indians. The Secretary 
shall act in good faith in upholding such 
trust responsibility. 

‘‘(2) GOOD FAITH.—To the extent that health 
programs are included in this Contract, and 
within available funds, the Secretary shall act 
in good faith in cooperating with the Contrac-
tor to achieve the goals set forth in the Indian 
Health Care Improvement Act (25 U.S.C. 1601 
et seq.). 

‘‘(3) PROGRAMS RETAINED.—As specified in 
the annual funding agreement, the United 
States hereby retains the programs, services, 
functions, and activities with respect to the 
tribe(s) that are not specifically assumed by 
the Contractor in the annual funding agree-
ment under subsection (f)(2). 

‘‘(e) OTHER PROVISIONS.— 
‘‘(1) DESIGNATED OFFICIALS.—Not later than 

the effective date of this Contract, the United 
States shall provide to the Contractor, and the 

Contractor shall provide to the United States, 
a written designation of a senior official to 
serve as a representative for notices, proposed 
amendments to the Contract, and other pur-
poses for this Contract. 

‘‘(2) CONTRACT MODIFICATIONS OR AMEND-
MENT.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in 
subparagraph (B), no modification to this 
Contract shall take effect unless such modi-
fication is made in the form of a written 
amendment to the Contract, and the Con-
tractor and the Secretary provide written 
consent for the modification. 

‘‘(B) EXCEPTION.—The addition of supple-
mental funds for programs, functions, and 
activities (or portions thereof) already in-
cluded in the annual funding agreement 
under subsection (f)(2), and the reduction of 
funds pursuant to section 106(b)(2), shall not 
be subject to subparagraph (A). 

‘‘(3) OFFICIALS NOT TO BENEFIT.—No Member 
of Congress, or resident commissioner, shall be 
admitted to any share or part of any contract 
executed pursuant to this Contract, or to any 
benefit that may arise from such contract. 
This paragraph may not be construed to apply 
to any contract with a third party entered 
into under this Contract if such contract is 
made with a corporation for the general bene-
fit of the corporation. 

‘‘(4) COVENANT AGAINST CONTINGENT FEES.— 
The parties warrant that no person or selling 
agency has been employed or retained to so-
licit or secure any contract executed pursuant 
to this Contract upon an agreement or under-
standing for a commission, percentage, bro-
kerage, or contingent fee, excepting bona fide 
employees or bona fide established commer-
cial or selling agencies maintained by the Con-
tractor for the purpose of securing business. 

‘‘(f) ATTACHMENTS.— 
‘‘(1) APPROVAL OF CONTRACT.—Unless pre-

viously furnished to the Secretary, the resolu-
tion of the llllll Indian tribe(s) author-
izing the contracting of the programs, serv-
ices, functions, and activities identified in this 
Contract is attached to this Contract as at-
tachment 1. 

‘‘(2) ANNUAL FUNDING AGREEMENT.— 
‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The annual funding 

agreement under this Contract shall only 
contain— 

‘‘(i) terms that identify the programs, 
services, functions, and activities to be 
performed or administered, the general 
budget category assigned, the funds to be 
provided, and the time and method of pay-
ment; and 

‘‘(ii) such other provisions, including a 
brief description of the programs, services, 
functions, and activities to be performed 
(including those supported by financial re-
sources other than those provided by the 
Secretary), to which the parties agree. 

‘‘(B) INCORPORATION BY REFERENCE.—The 
annual funding agreement is hereby incor-
porated in its entirety in this Contract and 
attached to this Contract as attachment 2.’’

§ 450m. Rescission of contract or grant and as-
sumption of control of program, etc.; author-
ity; grounds; procedure; correction of viola-
tion as prerequisite to new contract or grant 
agreement; construction with occupational 
safety and health requirements 

Each contract or grant agreement entered 
into pursuant to sections 450f, 450g, and 450h 1 of 
this title shall provide that in any case where 
the appropriate Secretary determines that the 
tribal organization’s performance under such 
contract or grant agreement involves (1) the vio-
lation of the rights or endangerment of the 
health, safety, or welfare of any persons; or (2) 
gross negligence or mismanagement in the han-
dling or use of funds provided to the tribal orga-
nization pursuant to such contract or grant 
agreement, or in the management of trust fund, 
trust lands or interests in such lands pursuant 
to such contract or grant agreement, such Sec-
retary may, under regulations prescribed by him 
and after providing notice and a hearing on the 
record to such tribal organization, rescind such 
contract or grant agreement, in whole or in 
part, and assume or resume control or operation 
of the program, activity, or service involved if 
he determines that the tribal organization has 
not taken corrective action as prescribed by the 
Secretary to remedy the contract deficiency, ex-
cept that the appropriate Secretary may, upon 
written notice to a tribal organization, and the 
tribe served by the tribal organization, imme-

diately rescind a contract or grant, in whole or 
in part, and resume control or operation of a 
program, activity, function, or service, if the 
Secretary finds that (i) there is an immediate 
threat of imminent harm to the safety of any 
person, or imminent substantial and irreparable 
harm to trust funds, trust lands, or interests in 
such lands, and (ii) such threat arises from the 
failure of the contractor to fulfill the require-
ments of the contract. In such cases, the Sec-
retary shall provide the tribal organization with 
a hearing on the record within ten days or such 
later date as the tribal organization may ap-
prove. Such Secretary may decline to enter into 
a new contract or grant agreement and retain 
control of such program, activity, or service 
until such time as he is satisfied that the viola-
tions of rights or endangerment of health, safe-
ty, or welfare which necessitated the rescission 
has been corrected. In any hearing or appeal 
provided for under this section, the Secretary 
shall have the burden of proof to establish, by 
clearly demonstrating the validity of the 
grounds for rescinding, assuming, or reassuming 
the contract that is the subject of the hearing. 
Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
contravening the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970, as amended [29 U.S.C. 651 et 
seq.].

§ 450m–1. Contract disputes and claims 

(a) Civil actions; concurrent jurisdiction; relief 

The United States district courts shall have 
original jurisdiction over any civil action or 
claim against the appropriate Secretary arising 
under this subchapter and, subject to the provi-
sions of subsection (d) of this section and con-
current with the United States Court of Claims, 
over any civil action or claim against the Sec-
retary for money damages arising under con-
tracts authorized by this subchapter. In an ac-
tion brought under this paragraph, the district 
courts may order appropriate relief including 
money damages, injunctive relief against any 
action by an officer of the United States or any 
agency thereof contrary to this subchapter or 
regulations promulgated thereunder, or manda-
mus to compel an officer or employee of the 
United States, or any agency thereof, to perform 
a duty provided under this subchapter or regula-
tions promulgated hereunder (including imme-
diate injunctive relief to reverse a declination 
finding under section 450f(a)(2) of this title or to 
compel the Secretary to award and fund an ap-
proved self-determination contract). 

(b) Revision of contracts 

The Secretary shall not revise or amend a self- 
determination contract with a tribal organiza-
tion without the tribal organization’s consent. 

(c) Application of laws to administrative appeals 

The Equal Access to Justice Act (Publc 1 Law 
96–481, Act of October 1,1 1980; 92 1 Stat. 2325, as 
amended), section 504 of title 5, and section 2412

The Secretary of the Interior may accept do-
nations of funds or other property for the ad-
vancement of the Indian race, and he may use 
the donated property in accordance with the 
terms of the donation in furtherance of any pro-
gram authorized by other provision of law for 
the benefit of Indians. An annual report shall be 
made to the Congress on donations received and 
allocations made from such donations. This re-
port shall include administrative costs and 
other pertinent data.

§ 452. Contracts for education, medical attention, 
relief and social welfare of Indians

sity, college, or school, or with any appropriate 
State or private corporation, agency, or institu-
tion, for the education, medical attention, agri-
cultural assistance, and social welfare, including 
relief of distress, of Indians in such State or Ter-
ritory, through the agencies of the State or Ter-
ritory or of the corporations and organizations 
hereinbefore named, and to expend under such 
contract or contracts, moneys appropriated by 
Congress for the education, medical attention, 
agricultural assistance, and social welfare, in-
cluding relief of distress, of Indians in such 
State or Territory.

The Secretary of the Interior shall not enter 
into any contract for the education of Indians 
unless the prospective contractor has submitted 
to, and has had approved by the Secretary of the 
Interior, an education plan, which plan, in the 
determination of the Secretary, contains edu-
cational objectives which adequately address 
the educational needs of the Indian students 
who are to be beneficiaries of the contract and 
assures that the contract is capable of meeting 
such objectives: Provided, That where students 

other than Indian students participate in such 
programs, money expended under such contract 
shall be prorated to cover the participation of 
only the Indian students.

§ 456. Local committee of Indian parents in 
school districts having school boards com-
posed of non-Indian majority 

(a) Election; functions 

Whenever a school district affected by a con-
tract or contracts for the education of Indians 
pursuant to sections 452 to 457 of this title has 
a local school board not composed of a majority 
of Indians, the parents of the Indian children en-
rolled in the school or schools affected by such 
contract or contracts shall elect a local commit-
tee from among their number. Such committee 
shall fully participate in the development of, 
and shall have the authority to approve or dis-
approve programs to be conducted under such 
contract or contracts, and shall carry out such 
other duties, and be so structured, as the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall by regulation pro-
vide: Provided, however, That, whenever a local 
Indian committee or committees established 
pursuant to section 7814(c)(4) 1 of title 20 or an 
Indian advisory school board or boards estab-
lished pursuant to sections 452 to 457 of this title 
prior to January 4, 1975, exists in such school 
district, such committee or board may, in the 
discretion of the affected tribal governing body 
or bodies, be utilized for the purposes of this sec-
tion. 

(b) Revocation of contracts 

The Secretary of the Interior may, in his dis-
cretion, revoke any contract if the contractor 
fails to permit a local committee to perform its 
duties pursuant to subsection (a) of this section.

§ 457. Reimbursement to school districts for edu-

PART C—INDIAN EDUCATION ASSISTANCE 

§ 458. School construction, acquisition, or ren-
ovation contracts 

(a) Authorization; prerequisites 

The Secretary is authorized to enter into a 
contract or contracts with any State education 
agency or school district for the purpose of as-
sisting such agency or district in the acquisition 
of sites for, or the construction, acquisition, or 
renovation of facilities (including all necessary 
equipment) in school districts on or adjacent to 
or in close proximity to any Indian reservation 
or other lands held in trust by the United States 
for Indians, if such facilities are necessary for 
the education of Indians residing on any such 
reservation or lands. 

(b) Eligibility requirements for assistance in fed-
erally-affected areas; applicability to projects 
in determining maximum amount, allocation, 
of funds, etc. 

The Secretary may expend not less than 75 per 
centum of such funds as are authorized and ap-
propriated pursuant to this section on those 
projects which meet the eligibility requirements 
under subsections (a) and (b) of section 644 1 of 

title 20. Such funds shall be allocated on the 
basis of existing funding priorities, if any, estab-
lished by the Secretary of Education under sub-
sections (a) and (b) of section 644 1 of title 20. 
The Secretary of Education is directed to sub-
mit to the Secretary, at the beginning of each 
fiscal year, commencing with the first full fiscal 
year after January 4, 1975, a list of those 
projects eligible for funding under subsections 
(a) and (b) of section 644 1 of title 20. 

(c) Eligibility of private schools to receive funds; 
maximum amount 

The Secretary may expend not more than 25 
per centum of such funds as may be authorized 
and appropriated pursuant to this section on 
any school eligible to receive funds under sec-
tion 458d of this title. 

(d) Duties of State education agencies pursuant 
to contracts 

Any contract entered into by the Secretary 
pursuant to this section shall contain provisions 
requiring the relevant State educational agency 
to— 

(1) provide Indian students attending any 
such facilities constructed, acquired, or ren-
ovated, in whole or in part, from funds made 
available pursuant to this section with stand-
ards of education not less than those provided 
non-Indian students in the school district in 
which the facilities are situated; and 

(2) meet, with respect to such facilities, the 
requirements of the State and local building 
codes, and other building standards set by the 
State educational agency or school district for 
other public school facilities under its juris-
diction or control or by the local government 
in the jurisdiction within which the facilities 
are situated. 

(e) Advisory consultations by Secretary with af-
fected entities and governing bodies prior to 
contracts; applicability 

The Secretary shall consult with the entity 
designated pursuant to section 456 of this title, 
and with the governing body of any Indian tribe 
or tribes the educational opportunity for the 
members of which will be significantly affected 
by any contract entered into pursuant to this 
section. Such consultation shall be advisory 
only, but shall occur prior to the entering into 
of any such contract. The foregoing provisions 
of this subsection shall not be applicable where 
the application for a contract pursuant to this 
section is submitted by an elected school board 
of which a majority of its members are Indians. 

(f) Evaluation and report to Congress of effec-
tiveness of construction, etc., programs; 
scope and content of report 

Within ninety days following the expiration of 
the three year period following January 4, 1975, 
the Secretary shall evaluate the effectiveness of 
the program pursuant to this section and trans-
mit a report of such evaluation to the Congress. 
Such report shall include— 

(1) an analysis of construction costs and the 
impact on such costs of the provisions of sub-
section (f) of this section and the Act of March 
3, 1921 (46 Stat. 1491), as amended [40 U.S.C. 
276a et seq]; 
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(2) a description of the working relationship 
between the Department of the Interior and 
the Department of Education including any 
memorandum of understanding in connection 
with the acquisition of data pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section; 

(3) projections of the Secretary of future 
construction needs of the public schools serv-
ing Indian children residing on or adjacent to 
Indian reservations; 

(4) a description of the working relationship 
of the Department of the Interior with local or 
State educational agencies in connection with 
the contracting for construction, acquisition, 
or renovation of school facilities pursuant to 
this section; and 

(5) the recommendations of the Secretary 
with respect to the transfer of the responsibil-
ity for administering subsections (a) and (b) of 
section 644 2 of title 20 from the Department of 
Education to the Department of the Interior. 

(g) Authorization of appropriations 

For the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of this section, there is authorized to be appro-
priated the sum of $35,000,000 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1974; $35,000,000 for each of the 
four succeeding fiscal years; and thereafter, 
such sums as may be necessary, all of such sums 
to remain available until expended.

tions, and shall publish any proposed revisions 
in the Federal Register not less than sixty days 
prior to the effective date of such rules and reg-
ulations in order to provide adequate notice to, 
and receive comments from, other interested 
parties.

§ 458aa. Establishment

CONGRESSIONAL STATEMENT OF FINDINGS 

Section 202 of Pub. L. 103–413 provided that: ‘‘Con-

gress finds that— 

‘‘(1) the tribal right of self-government flows from 

the inherent sovereignty of Indian tribes and nations; 

‘‘(2) the United States recognizes a special govern-

ment-to-government relationship with Indian tribes, 

including the right of the tribes to self-governance, 

as reflected in the Constitution, treaties, Federal 

statutes, and the course of dealings of the United 

States with Indian tribes; 

‘‘(3) although progress has been made, the Federal 

bureaucracy, with its centralized rules and regula-

tions, has eroded tribal self-governance and domi-

nates tribal affairs; 

‘‘(4) the Tribal Self-Governance Demonstration 

Project [see title III of Pub. L. 93–638, set out as a 

note under 25 U.S.C. 450f] was designed to improve 

and perpetuate the government-to-government rela-

tionship between Indian tribes and the United States 

and to strengthen tribal control over Federal funding 

and program management; and 

‘‘(5) Congress has reviewed the results of the Tribal 

Self-Governance Demonstration Project and finds 

that— 

‘‘(A) transferring control to tribal governments, 

upon tribal request, over funding and decision-

making for Federal programs, services, functions, 

and activities, or portions thereof, is an effective 

way to implement the Federal policy of govern-

ment-to-government relations with Indian tribes; 

and 

‘‘(B) transferring control to tribal governments, 

upon tribal request, over funding and decision-

making for Federal programs, services, functions, 

and activities strengthens the Federal policy of In-

dian self-determination.’’ 
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CONGRESSIONAL DECLARATION OF POLICY 

Section 203 of title II of Pub. L. 103–413 provided that: 

‘‘It is the policy of this title [enacting this part] to per-

manently establish and implement tribal self-govern-

ance— 

‘‘(1) to enable the United States to maintain and 

improve its unique and continuing relationship with, 

and responsibility to, Indian tribes; 

‘‘(2) to permit each Indian tribe to choose the ex-

tent of the participation of such tribe in self-govern-

ance; 

‘‘(3) to coexist with the provisions of the Indian 

Self-Determination Act [title I of Pub. L. 93–638, see 

Short Title note set out under section 450 of this 

title] relating to the provision of Indian services by 

designated Federal agencies; 

‘‘(4) to ensure the continuation of the trust respon-

sibility of the United States to Indian tribes and In-

dian individuals; 

‘‘(5) to permit an orderly transition from Federal 

domination of programs and services to provide In-

dian tribes with meaningful authority to plan, con-

duct, redesign, and administer programs, services, 

functions, and activities that meet the needs of the 

individual tribal communities; and 

‘‘(6) to provide for an orderly transition through a 

planned and measurable parallel reduction in the 

Federal bureaucracy.’’ 

§ 458bb. Selection of participating Indian tribes 

(a) Continuing participation 

Each Indian tribe that is participating in the 
Tribal Self-Governance Demonstration Project 
at the Department of the Interior under title 
III 1 on October 25, 1994, shall thereafter partici-
pate in Self-Governance under this part and 
cease participation in the Tribal Self-Govern-
ance Demonstration Project under title III 1 
with respect to the Department of the Interior. 

(b) Additional participants 

(1) In addition to those Indian tribes partici-
pating in self-governance under subsection (a) of 
this section, the Secretary, acting through the 
Director of the Office of Self-Governance, may 
select up to 50 new tribes per year from the ap-
plicant pool described in subsection (c) of this 
section to participate in self-governance. 

(2) If each tribe requests, two or more other-
wise eligible Indian tribes may be treated as a 
single Indian tribe for the purpose of participat-
ing in Self-Governance as a consortium. 

(c) Applicant pool 

The qualified applicant pool for Self-Govern-
ance shall consist of each tribe that— 

(1) successfully completes the planning 
phase described in subsection (d) of this sec-
tion; 

(2) has requested participation in Self-Gov-
ernance by resolution or other official action 
by the tribal governing body; and 

(3) has demonstrated, for the previous three 
fiscal years, financial stability and financial 
management capability as evidenced by the 
tribe having no material audit exceptions in 
the required annual audit of the self-deter-
mination contracts of the tribe. 

(d) Planning phase 

Each Indian tribe seeking to begin participa-
tion in Self-Governance shall complete a plan-

ning phase in accordance with this subsection. 
The tribe shall be eligible for a grant to plan 
and negotiate participation in Self-Governance. 
The planning phase shall include— 

(1) legal and budgetary research; and 
(2) internal tribal government planning and 

organizational preparation.

§ 458cc. Funding agreements 

(a) Authorization 

The Secretary shall negotiate and enter into 
an annual written funding agreement with the 
governing body of each participating tribal gov-
ernment in a manner consistent with the Fed-
eral Government’s laws and trust relationship to 
and responsibility for the Indian people. 

(b) Contents 

Each funding agreement shall— 
(1) authorize the tribe to plan, conduct, con-

solidate, and administer programs, services, 
functions, and activities, or portions thereof, 
administered by the Department of the Inte-
rior through the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
without regard to the agency or office of the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs within which the pro-
gram, service, function, and activity, or por-
tion thereof, is performed, including funding 
for agency, area, and central office functions 
in accordance with subsection (g)(3) of this 
section, and including any program, service, 
function, and activity, or portion thereof, ad-
ministered under the authority of— 

(A) the Act of April 16, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 452 
et seq.); 

(B) section 13 of this title; and 
(C) programs, services, functions, and ac-

tivities or portions thereof administered by 
the Secretary of the Interior that are other-
wise available to Indian tribes or Indians for 
which appropriations are made to agencies 
other than the Department of the Interior; 

(2) subject to such terms as may be nego-
tiated, authorize the tribe to plan, conduct, 
consolidate, and administer programs, serv-
ices, functions, and activities, or portions 
thereof, administered by the Department of 
the Interior, other than through the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, that are otherwise available to 
Indian tribes or Indians, as identified in sec-
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tion 458ee(c) of this title, except that nothing 
in this subsection may be construed to provide 
any tribe with a preference with respect to the 
opportunity of the tribe to administer pro-
grams, services, functions, and activities, or 
portions thereof, unless such preference is 
otherwise provided for by law; 

(3) subject to the terms of the agreement, 
authorize the tribe to redesign or consolidate 
programs, services, functions, and activities, 
or portions thereof, and reallocate funds for 
such programs, services, functions, and activi-
ties, or portions thereof, except that, with re-
spect to the reallocation, consolidation, and 
redesign of programs described in paragraph 
(2), a joint agreement between the Secretary 
and the tribe shall be required; 

(4) prohibit the inclusion of funds provided— 

(A) pursuant to the Tribally Controlled 
Community College Assistance Act of 1978 
(25 U.S.C. 1801 et seq.); 

(B) for elementary and secondary schools 
under the formula developed pursuant to 
section 2008 of this title; and 

(C) the Flathead Agency Irrigation Divi-
sion or the Flathead Agency Power Division, 
except that nothing in this section shall af-
fect the contract authority of such divisions 
under section 450f of this title; 

(5) specify the services to be provided, the 
functions to be performed, and the responsibil-
ities of the tribe and the Secretary pursuant 
to the agreement; 

(6) authorize the tribe and the Secretary to 
reallocate funds or modify budget allocations 
within any year, and specify the procedures to 
be used; 

(7) allow for retrocession of programs or por-
tions of programs pursuant to section 450j(e) of 
this title; 

(8) provide that, for the year for which, and 
to the extent to which, funding is provided to 
a tribe under this section, the tribe— 

(A) shall not be entitled to contract with 
the Secretary for such funds under section 
450f of this title, except that such tribe shall 
be eligible for new programs on the same 
basis as other tribes; and 

(B) shall be responsible for the administra-
tion of programs, services, functions, and ac-
tivities pursuant to agreements entered into 
under this section; and 

(9) prohibit the Secretary from waiving, 
modifying, or diminishing in any way the 
trust responsibility of the United States with 
respect to Indian tribes and individual Indians 
that exists under treaties, Executive orders, 
and other laws. 

(c) Additional activities 

Each funding agreement negotiated pursuant 
to subsections (a) and (b) of this section may, in 
accordance to such additional terms as the par-
ties deem appropriate, also include other pro-
grams, services, functions, and activities, or 
portions thereof, administered by the Secretary 
of the Interior which are of special geographic, 
historical, or cultural significance to the par-
ticipating Indian tribe requesting a compact. 

(d) Provisions relating to Secretary 

Funding agreements negotiated between the 
Secretary and an Indian tribe shall include pro-
visions— 

(1) to monitor the performance of trust func-
tions by the tribe through the annual trust 
evaluation, and 

(2) for the Secretary to reassume a program, 
service, function, or activity, or portions 
thereof, if there is a finding of imminent jeop-
ardy to a physical trust asset, natural re-
sources, or public health and safety. 

(e) Construction projects 

(1) Regarding construction programs or 
projects, the Secretary and Indian tribes may 
negotiate for the inclusion of specific provisions 
of the Office of Federal Procurement and Policy 
Act [41 U.S.C. 401 et seq.] and Federal acquisi-
tion regulations in any funding agreement en-
tered into under this subchapter. Absent a nego-
tiated agreement, such provisions and regu-
latory requirements shall not apply. 

(2) In all construction projects performed pur-
suant to this part, the Secretary shall ensure 
that proper health and safety standards are pro-
vided for in the funding agreements. 

(f) Submission for review 

Not later than 90 days before the proposed ef-
fective date of an agreement entered into under 
this section, the Secretary shall submit a copy 
of such agreement to— 

(1) each Indian tribe that is served by the 
Agency that is serving the tribe that is a 
party to the funding agreement; 

(2) the Committee on Indian Affairs of the 
Senate; and 

(3) the Subcommittee on Native American 
Affairs of the Committee on Natural Re-
sources of the House of Representatives. 

(g) Payment 

(1) At the request of the governing body of the 
tribe and under the terms of an agreement en-
tered into under this section, the Secretary 
shall provide funding to the tribe to carry out 
the agreement. 

(2) The funding agreements authorized by this 
part and title III of this Act shall provide for ad-
vance payments to the tribes in the form of an-
nual or semi-annual installments at the discre-
tion of the tribes. 

(3) Subject to paragraph (4) of this subsection 
and paragraphs (1) through (3) of subsection (b) 
of this section, the Secretary shall provide funds 
to the tribe under an agreement under this part 
for programs, services, functions, and activities, 
or portions thereof, in an amount equal to the 
amount that the tribe would have been eligible 
to receive under contracts and grants under this 
subchapter, including amounts for direct pro-
gram and contract support costs and, in addi-
tion, any funds that are specifically or function-
ally related to the provision by the Secretary of 
services and benefits to the tribe or its mem-
bers, without regard to the organization level 
within the Department where such functions are 
carried out. 

(4) Funds for trust services to individual Indi-
ans shall be available under an agreement en-
tered into under this section only to the extent 
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that the same services that would have been 
provided by the Secretary are provided to indi-
vidual Indians by the tribe. 

(h) Civil actions 

(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2), for the 
purposes of section 450m–1 of this title, the term 
‘‘contract’’ shall include agreements entered 
into under this part. 

(2) For the period that an agreement entered 
into under this part is in effect, the provisions 
of section 81 of this title, and section 476 of this 
title, shall not apply to attorney and other pro-
fessional contracts by Indian tribal governments 
participating in Self-Governance under this 
part. 

(i) Facilitation 

(1) Except as otherwise provided by law, the 
Secretary shall interpret each Federal law and 
regulation in a manner that will facilitate— 

(A) the inclusion of programs, services, func-
tions, and activities in the agreements entered 
into under this section; and 

(B) the implementation of agreements en-
tered into under this section. 

(2)(A) A tribe may submit a written request 
for a waiver to the Secretary identifying the 
regulation sought to be waived and the basis for 
the request. 

(B) Not later than 60 days after receipt by the 
Secretary of a written request by a tribe to 
waive application of a Federal regulation for an 
agreement entered into under this section, the 
Secretary shall either approve or deny the re-
quested waiver in writing to the tribe. A denial 
may be made only upon a specific finding by the 
Secretary that identified language in the regula-
tion may not be waived because such waiver is 
prohibited by Federal law. The Secretary’s deci-
sion shall be final for the Department. 

(j) Funds 

All funds provided under funding agreements 
entered into pursuant to this subchapter, and all 
funds provided under contracts or grants made 
pursuant to this subchapter, shall be treated as 
non-Federal funds for purposes of meeting 
matching requirements under any other Federal 
law. 

(k) Disclaimer 

Nothing in this section is intended or shall be 
construed to expand or alter existing statutory 
authorities in the Secretary so as to authorize 
the Secretary to enter into any agreement 
under subsection (b)(2) of this section and sec-
tion 458ee(c)(1) of this title with respect to func-
tions that are inherently Federal or where the 
statute establishing the existing program does 
not authorize the type of participation sought 
by the tribe: Provided, however an Indian tribe 
or tribes need not be identified in the authoriz-
ing statute in order for a program or element of 
a program to be included in a compact under 
subsection (b)(2) of this section. 

(l) Incorporate self-determination provisions 

At the option of a participating tribe or tribes, 
any or all provisions of part A of this subchapter 
shall be made part of an agreement entered into 
under title III of this Act or this part. The Sec-

retary is obligated to include such provisions at 
the option of the participating tribe or tribes. If 
such provision is incorporated it shall have the 
same force and effect as if set out in full in title 
III or this part.

Except as hereinafter provided, all of the 
right, title, and interest of the United States of 
America in all of the land, and the improve-
ments now thereon, that was acquired under 
title II of the National Industrial Recovery Act 
of June 16, 1933 (48 Stat. 200), the Emergency Re-
lief Appropriation Act of April 8, 1935 (49 Stat. 
115), and section 55 of the Act of August 24, 1935 
(49 Stat. 750, 781), and that are now administered 
by the Secretary of the Interior for the use or 
benefit of the Indian tribes identified in section 
459a(a) of this title, together with all minerals 
underlying any such land whether acquired pur-
suant to such Acts or otherwise owned by the 
United States, are hereby declared to be held by 
the United States in trust for each of said tribes, 
and (except in the case of the Cherokee Nation) 
shall be a part of the reservations heretofore es-
tablished for each of said tribes. 

(b) Imposition of conditions on conveyed lands; 
lands excepted from conveying authority 

The property conveyed by this subchapter 
shall be subject to the appropriation or disposi-
tion of any of the lands, or interests therein, 
within the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation, South 
Dakota, as authorized by sections 441j to 441o of 
title 16, and subject to a reservation in the 
United States of a right to prohibit or restrict 
improvements or structures on, and to continu-
ously or intermittently inundate or otherwise 
use, lands in sections 25 and 26, township 48 
north, range 3 west, at Odanah, Wisconsin, in 
connection with the Bad River flood control 
project as authorized by section 203 of the Act of 
July 3, 1958 (72 Stat. 297, 311): Provided, That this 
subchapter shall not convey the title to any part 
of the lands or any interest therein that prior to 
October 17, 1975, have been included in the au-
thorized water resources development projects 
in the Missouri River Basin as authorized by 
section 203 of the Act of July 3, 1958 (72 Stat. 297, 
311), as amended and supplemented: Provided fur-

ther, That such lands included in Missouri River 
Basin projects shall be treated as former trust 
lands are treated. 

(c) Additional lands held in trust for specified In-
dian tribes 

The right, title, and interest of the United 
States of America in all of the lands, including 
the improvements now thereon (title to which is 
in the United States), acquired under title II of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act of June 16, 
1933 (48 Stat. 200), and any subsequent Emer-
gency Relief Appropriation Acts, including but 

not limited to section 5 of the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1939 (53 Stat. 927, 930) and 
section 4 of the Emergency Relief Appropriation 
Act, fiscal year 1941 (54 Stat. 611, 617), together 
with all minerals underlying any such land 
whether acquired pursuant to such Acts or 
otherwise owned by the United States, and 
which lands are now administered by the Sec-
retary of the Interior for the use or benefit of (1) 
Ramah Navajo Indians, are hereby declared to 
be held in trust for the Ramah Band of the Nav-
ajo Tribe, and (2) Choctaw Indians of Mis-
sissippi, except lands subject to the Act of June 
21, 1939 (53 Stat. 851), are hereby declared to be 
held in trust for the Mississippi Band of Choc-
taw Indians; excepting valid rights-of-way of 
record.

All appli-
cations for mineral leases, including oil and gas 
leases, pursuant to such Acts, pending on Octo-
ber 17, 1975, and covering any of the minerals 
conveyed by sections 459 and 459b of this title 
shall be rejected and the advance rental pay-
ments returned to the applicants.

Whenever all privately owned lands except 
mining claims within the following-described 
area have been purchased and acquired as au-
thorized in sections 463b and 463c of this title, 
the boundary of the Papago Indian Reservation 
in Arizona shall be extended to include the west 
half of section 4; west half of section 9, township 
17 south, range 8 east; all of township 18 south, 
range 2 west, all of fractional township 19 south, 
range 2 west; and all of fractional townships 18 
and 19 south, range 3 west, except sections 6, 7, 
18, 19, 30, and 31 in township 18 south, range 3 
west, Gila and Salt River meridian. This exten-
sion shall not affect any valid rights initiated 
prior to July 28, 1937, nor the reservation of a 
strip of land sixty feet wide along the United 
States-Mexico boundary made by proclamation 
of the President dated May 27, 1907 (35 Stat. 
2136). The lands herein described when added to 
the Papago Indian Reservation as provided in 
sections 463a to 463c of this title shall become a 
part of said reservation in all respects and upon 
all the same terms as if said lands had been in-
cluded in the Executive order issued by the 
President on February 1, 1917: Provided, That 
lands acquired under sections 463a to 463c of this 
title shall remain tribal lands and shall not be 
subject to allotment to individual Indians.

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized in 
his discretion to restore to tribal ownership the 
undisposed of surplus lands of the Umatilla In-
dian Reservation, Oregon, heretofore opened to 
entry or other form of disposal under the public- 
land laws: Provided, That restoration shall be 
subject to any existing valid rights.

INHERITANCE OF TRUST OR RESTRICTED LANDS 

Pub. L. 95–264, Apr. 18, 1978, 92 Stat. 202, provided: 

‘‘That the right to inherit trust or restricted land on 
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the Umatilla Indian Reservation, to the extent that the 

laws of descent of the State of Oregon are inconsistent 

herewith, shall be as provided herein. 
‘‘SEC. 2. When any Indian dies leaving any interest in 

trust or restricted land within the Umatilla Reserva-

tion and not having lawfully devised the same, such in-

terest shall descend in equal shares to his or her chil-

dren and to the issue of any deceased child by right of 

representation; and if there is no child of the decedent 

living at the time of his or her death, such interests 

shall descend to his or her other lineal descendants; 

and if such descendants are in the same degree of kin-

dred to the intestate, they shall take such real prop-

erty equally, or otherwise they shall take according to 

the right of representation. An interest taken here-

under shall be subject to the right of a surviving spouse 

as provided in section 3. 
‘‘SEC. 3. The surviving spouse of any Indian who dies 

leaving any interest in trust or restricted land within 

the Umatilla Reservation shall be entitled to obtain a 

one-half interest in all such trust or restricted inter-

ests in land during his or her lifetime. 
‘‘SEC. 4. If any Indian, who leaves any interest in 

trust or restricted land within the Umatilla Reserva-

tion, makes provisions for his or her surviving spouse 

by an approved will, such surviving spouse shall have 

an election whether to take the provisions as made in 

such will or to take the interest as set forth in section 

3 of this Act, but such surviving spouse shall not be en-

titled to both unless it plainly appears by the will to 

have been so intended by the testator. When any sur-

viving spouse is entitled to an election under this sec-

tion, he or she shall be deemed to have elected to take 

the provisions as made in such will unless, at or prior 

to the first hearing to probate the will, he or she has 

elected to take under section 3 of this Act and not 

under the will. 
‘‘SEC. 5. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all 

estates of decedents who die on or after the date of en-

actment of this Act [Apr. 18, 1978].’’ 

CONVEYANCE OF LANDS TO STIMULATE INDUSTRIAL 

DEVELOPMENT 

Pub. L. 85–186, Aug. 28, 1957, 71 Stat. 468, provided: 

‘‘That, upon request of any Indian tribe, group, or cor-

porate entity, and approval of the request by the Sec-

retary of the Interior as provided in this Act, the Ad-

ministrator of the General Services Administration is 

authorized to transfer, without cost to such Indian 

tribe, group, or corporate entity, title to any property 

of the United States at the McNary Dam townsite, 

Umatilla, Oregon, or at Pickstown, South Dakota, that 

is declared surplus pursuant to the Federal Property 

and Administrative Services Act of 1949 (Act of June 30, 

1949; 63 Stat. 378), as amended [see Short Title note 

under section 471 of Title 40, Public Buildings, Prop-

erty, and Works]. Such property shall not be exempt 

from taxation because of the fact that title is held by 

the Indian tribe, group, or corporate entity. 
‘‘SEC. 2. The Secretary of the Interior shall approve a 

request for surplus property pursuant to this Act only 

if— 
‘‘(a) the Indian tribe, group, or corporate entity is 

organized under State or Federal law in a form satis-

factory to the Secretary for the purpose of holding 

title to the property; 
‘‘(b) the surplus property is to be used to stimulate 

industrial development near the Indian tribe, band, 

group, or reservations;

‘‘(d) the contract between the Indian tribe, group, 

or corporate entity and the industrial enterprise con-

tains such provisions as the Secretary deems desir-

able, including in substance the following: 
‘‘(1) Title to the property will remain in the In-

dian tribe, group, or corporate entity, and the prop-

erty will be made available to the industrial enter-

prise at a rental fee commensurate with the pur-

poses of this Act, which rental shall be paid to the 

United States Treasury. 
‘‘(2) The industrial enterprise will employ Indians 

in large enough numbers to justify, in the judgment 

of the Secretary, the purposes of this Act. 
‘‘(3) The industrial enterprise will agree to pay its 

employees fair and equitable wages commensurate 

with the general wage scale in the area. 
‘‘(4) The industrial enterprise will maintain the 

property in good repair, pay all taxes properly as-

sessed against the property, and be responsible for 

the payment of all charges for utility services to 

the property. 
‘‘(5) At the end of the contract period the indus-

try will have an option to purchase the property at 

its appraised price, as determined by the Secretary, 

the proceeds of such sale will revert to the United 

States Treasury. 
‘‘SEC. 3. Any transfer of title to surplus property pur-

suant to this Act shall provide for a reversion of title 

to the United States if the Secretary of the Interior 

finds that the property is not being used in accordance 

with the provisions of the Act. 
‘‘SEC. 4. The United States shall not be responsible 

for providing to the Indians who are employed in an in-

dustrial development pursuant to this Act community 

services that are normally furnished by State and local 

governments, such as school, health, welfare, and law- 

enforcement services. 
‘‘SEC. 5. The transfer of McNary Dam townsite shall 

be upon the express condition that persons or families 

occupying residential property on the date of the en-

actment of this Act [Aug. 28, 1957] shall be entitled to 

at least one hundred and eighty days’ notice of termi-

nation of their occupancy.’’

of the Secretary of the Interior, be sold, devised, 
or otherwise transferred to the Indian tribe in 
which the lands or shares are located or from 
which the shares were derived or to a successor 
corporation; and in all instances such lands or 
interests shall descend or be devised, in accord-
ance with the then existing laws of the State, or 
Federal laws where applicable, in which said 
lands are located or in which the subject matter 
of the corporation is located, to any member of 
such tribe or of such corporation or any heirs or 
lineal descendants of such member or any other 
Indian person for whom the Secretary of the In-
terior determines that the United States may 
hold land in trust: Provided further, That the 
Secretary of the Interior may authorize vol-
untary exchanges of lands of equal value and the 
voluntary exchange of shares of equal value 
whenever such exchange, in his judgment, is ex-
pedient and beneficial for or compatible with 
the proper consolidation of Indian lands and for 
the benefit of cooperative organizations.

§ 465. Acquisition of lands, water rights or sur-
face rights; appropriation; title to lands; tax 
exemption 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, in 
his discretion, to acquire, through purchase, re-
linquishment, gift, exchange, or assignment, 
any interest in lands, water rights, or surface 
rights to lands, within or without existing res-
ervations, including trust or otherwise re-
stricted allotments, whether the allottee be liv-
ing or deceased, for the purpose of providing 
land for Indians. 

For the acquisition of such lands, interests in 
lands, water rights, and surface rights, and for 
expenses incident to such acquisition, there is 
authorized to be appropriated, out of any funds 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a 
sum not to exceed $2,000,000 in any one fiscal 
year: Provided, That no part of such funds shall 
be used to acquire additional land outside of the 
exterior boundaries of Navajo Indian Reserva-
tion for the Navajo Indians in Arizona, nor in 
New Mexico, in the event that legislation to de-
fine the exterior boundaries of the Navajo In-
dian Reservation in New Mexico, and for other 
purposes, or similar legislation, becomes law. 

The unexpended balances of any appropria-
tions made pursuant to this section shall remain 
available until expended. 

Title to any lands or rights acquired pursuant 
to this Act or the Act of July 28, 1955 (69 Stat. 
392), as amended (25 U.S.C. 608 et seq.) shall be 
taken in the name of the United States in trust 
for the Indian tribe or individual Indian for 
which the land is acquired, and such lands or 
rights shall be exempt from State and local tax-
ation.

§ 465a. Receipt and purchase in trust by United

Indians may own in fee simple free from all en-
cumbrances, said lands to be held in trust by the 
United States for said Indians and their heirs; 
and, whenever restricted funds are used for the 
purchase of lands for individual members of the 
Klamath Tribe of Indians, the Secretary of the 
Interior is authorized, in his discretion, to take 
title to said lands in the United States, the 
same to be held in trust for said individual Indi-
ans: Provided, however, That while any of the 
foregoing lands are held in trust by the United 
States for said Indians, the same shall be sub-
ject to the same restrictions, immunities, and 
exemptions as homesteads purchased out of 
trust or restricted funds of individual Indians 
pursuant to section 412a of this title, except the 
restrictions, immunities, or exemptions of the 
second proviso of said section.

§ 472. Standards for Indians appointed to Indian

§ 472a. Indian preference laws applicable to Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and Indian Health 
Service positions 

(a) Establishment of retention categories for pur-
poses of reduction-in-force procedures 

For purposes of applying reduction-in-force 
procedures under subsection (a) of section 3502 of 
title 5 with respect to positions within the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and the Indian Health 
Service, the competitive and excepted service 
retention registers shall be combined, and any 
employee entitled to Indian preference who is 
within a retention category established under 
regulations prescribed under such subsection to 
provide due effect to military preference shall 
be entitled to be retained in preference to other 
employees not entitled to Indian preference who 
are within such retention category. 

(b) Reassignment of employees other than to po-
sitions in higher grades; authority to make 
determinations respecting 

(1) The Indian preference laws shall not apply 
in the case of any reassignment within the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs or within the Indian 
Health Service (other than to a position in a 
higher grade) of an employee not entitled to In-
dian preference if it is determined that under 
the circumstances such reassignment is nec-
essary— 

(A) to assure the health or safety of the em-
ployee or of any member of the employee’s 
household; 

(B) in the course of a reduction in force; or 
(C) because the employee’s working relation-

ship with a tribe has so deteriorated that the 
employee cannot provide effective service for 
such tribe or the Federal Government. 

(2) The authority to make any determination 
under subparagraph (A), (B), or (C) of paragraph 
(1) is vested in the Secretary of the Interior with 
respect to the Bureau of Indian Affairs and the 
Secretary of Health and Human Services with 
respect to the Indian Health Service, and, not-
withstanding any other provision of law, the 
Secretary involved may not delegate such au-
thority to any individual other than a Deputy 
Secretary or Assistant Secretary of the respec-
tive department. 

(c) Waiver of applicability in personnel actions; 
scope, procedures, etc. 

(1) Notwithstanding any provision of the In-
dian preference laws, such laws shall not apply

in the case of any personnel action respecting an 
applicant or employee not entitled to Indian 
preference if each tribal organization concerned 
grants, in writing, a waiver of the application of 
such laws with respect to such personnel action. 

(2) The provisions of section 8336(j) of title 5 
shall not apply to any individual who has ac-
cepted a waiver with respect to a personnel ac-
tion pursuant to paragraph (1) of this subsection 
or to section 2011(f) 1 of this title. 

(d) Annual report respecting Indians qualifying 
for preference positions 

The Secretaries of the Interior and Health and 
Human Services shall each submit to the Con-
gress a report following the close of each fiscal 
year with respect to the actions which they took 
in such fiscal year to recruit and train Indians 
to qualify such Indians for positions which are 
subject to preference under the Indian pref-
erence laws. Such report shall also include infor-
mation as to the grade levels and occupational 
classifications of Indian and non-Indian employ-
ees in the Bureau of Indian Affairs and the In-
dian Health Service. 

(e) Placement of non-Indian employees in other 
Federal positions; assistance of Office of Per-
sonnel Management; cooperation of other 
Federal agencies; reporting requirements 

(1) The Office of Personnel Management shall 
provide all appropriate assistance to the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs and the Indian Health Service 
in placing non-Indian employees of such agen-
cies in other Federal positions. All other Fed-
eral agencies shall cooperate to the fullest ex-
tent possible in such placement efforts. 

(2) The Secretaries of the Interior and Health 
and Human Services, and the Director of the Of-
fice of Personnel Management shall each submit 
a report to Congress following the close of each 
fiscal year with respect to the actions which 
they took in such fiscal year to place non-Indian 
employees of the Bureau of Indian Affairs and 
the Indian Health Service in other Federal posi-
tions. 

(f) Definitions 

For purposes of this section— 
(1) The term ‘‘tribal organization’’ means— 

(A) the recognized governing body of any 
Indian tribe, band, nation, pueblo, or other 
organized community, including a Native 
village (as defined in section 1602(c) of title 
43); or 

(B) in connection with any personnel ac-
tion referred to in subsection (c)(1) of this 
section, any legally established organization 
of Indians which is controlled, sanctioned, or 
chartered by a governing body referred to in 
subparagraph (A) of this paragraph and 
which has been delegated by such governing 
body the authority to grant a waiver under 
such subsection with respect to such person-
nel action. 

(2) The term ‘‘Indian preference laws’’ means 
section 472 of this title or any other provision 
of law granting a preference to Indians in pro-
motions and other personnel actions. 

(3) The term ‘‘Bureau of Indian Affairs’’ 
means (A) the Bureau of Indian Affairs and (B) 
all other organizational units in the Depart-
ment of the Interior directly and primarily re-
lated to providing services to Indians and in 
which positions are filled in accordance with 
the Indian preference laws.

§ 474. Continuation of allowances 

The Secretary of the Interior is directed to 
continue the allowance of the articles enumer-
ated in section 17 of the Act of March 2, 1889 (23 
Stat. L. 894), or their commuted cash value 
under the Act of June 10, 1896 (29 Stat. L. 334), 
to all Sioux Indians who would be eligible, but 
for the provisions of this Act, to receive allot-
ments of lands in severalty under section 19 of 

the Act of May 29, 1908 (25 Stat. L. 451), or under 
any prior Act, and who have the prescribed 
status of the head of a family or single person 
over the age of eighteen years, and his approval 
shall be final and conclusive, claims therefor to 
be paid as formerly from the permanent appro-
priation made by said section 17 and carried on 
the books of the Treasury for this purpose. No 
person shall receive in his own right more than 
one allowance of the benefits, and application 
must be made and approved during the lifetime 
of the allottee or the right shall lapse. Such ben-
efits shall continue to be paid upon such res-
ervation until such such time as the lands avail-
able therein for allotment on June 18, 1934, 
would have been exhausted by the award to each 
person receiving such benefits of an allotment of 
eighty acres of such land.

§ 475a. Offsets of gratuities 

In all suits now pending in the United States 
Court of Federal Claims by an Indian tribe or 
band which have not been tried or submitted, 
and in any suit hereafter filed in the United 
States Court of Federal Claims by any such 
tribe or band, the United States Court of Fed-
eral Claims is directed to consider and to offset 
against any amount found due the said tribe or 
band all sums expended gratuitously by the 
United States for the benefit of the said tribe or 
band; and in all cases now pending or hereafter 
filed in the United States Court of Federal 
Claims in which an Indian tribe or band is party 
plaintiff, wherein the duty of the court is mere-
ly to report its findings of fact and conclusions 
to Congress, the said United States Court of 
Federal Claims is directed to include in its re-
port a statement of the amount of money which 

has been expended by the United States gratu-
itously for the benefit of the said tribe or band: 
Provided, That expenditures made prior to the 
date of the law, treaty, agreement, or Executive 
order under which the claims arise shall not be 
offset against the claims or claim asserted; and 
expenditures under the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 
Stat. L. 984) [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.], except ex-
penditures under appropriations made pursuant 
to section 5 of such Act [25 U.S.C. 465], shall not 
be charged as offsets against any claim on be-
half of an Indian tribe or tribes now pending in 
the United States Court of Federal Claims or 
hereafter filed: Provided further, That funds ap-
propriated and expended from tribal funds shall 
not be construed as gratuities; and this section 
shall not be deemed to amend or affect the var-
ious Acts granting jurisdiction to the United 
States Court of Federal Claims to hear and de-
termine the claims listed on page 678 of the 
hearings before the subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Appropriations on the second de-
ficiency appropriation bill for the fiscal year 
1935: And provided further, That no expenditure 
under any emergency appropriation or allot-
ment made subsequently to March 4, 1933, and 
generally applicable throughout the United 
States for relief in stricken agricultural areas, 
relief from distress caused by unemployment 
and conditions resulting therefrom, the prosecu-
tion of public works and public projects for the 
relief of unemployment or to increase employ-
ment, and for work relief (including the civil- 
works program) shall be considered in connec-
tion with the operation of this section.

§ 476. Organization of Indian tribes; constitution 
and bylaws and amendment thereof; special 
election 

(a) Adoption; effective date 

Any Indian tribe shall have the right to orga-
nize for its common welfare, and may adopt an 
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appropriate constitution and bylaws, and any 
amendments thereto, which shall become effec-
tive when— 

(1) ratified by a majority vote of the adult 
members of the tribe or tribes at a special 
election authorized and called by the Sec-
retary under such rules and regulations as the 
Secretary may prescribe; and 

(2) approved by the Secretary pursuant to 
subsection (d) of this section. 

(b) Revocation 

Any constitution or bylaws ratified and ap-
proved by the Secretary shall be revocable by an 
election open to the same voters and conducted 
in the same manner as provided in subsection (a) 
of this section for the adoption of a constitution 
or bylaws. 

(c) Election procedure; technical assistance; re-
view of proposals; notification of contrary-to- 
applicable law findings 

(1) The Secretary shall call and hold an elec-
tion as required by subsection (a) of this sec-
tion— 

(A) within one hundred and eighty days after 
the receipt of a tribal request for an election 
to ratify a proposed constitution and bylaws, 
or to revoke such constitution and bylaws; or 

(B) within ninety days after receipt of a trib-
al request for election to ratify an amendment 
to the constitution and bylaws. 

(2) During the time periods established by 
paragraph (1), the Secretary shall— 

(A) provide such technical advice and assist-
ance as may be requested by the tribe or as 
the Secretary determines may be needed; and 

(B) review the final draft of the constitution 
and bylaws, or amendments thereto to deter-
mine if any provision therein is contrary to 
applicable laws. 

(3) After the review provided in paragraph (2) 
and at least thirty days prior to the calling of 
the election, the Secretary shall notify the 
tribe, in writing, whether and in what manner 
the Secretary has found the proposed constitu-
tion and bylaws or amendments thereto to be 
contrary to applicable laws. 

(d) Approval or disapproval by Secretary; en-
forcement 

(1) If an election called under subsection (a) of 
this section results in the adoption by the tribe 
of the proposed constitution and bylaws or 
amendments thereto, the Secretary shall ap-
prove the constitution and bylaws or amend-
ments thereto within forty-five days after the 
election unless the Secretary finds that the pro-
posed constitution and bylaws or any amend-
ments are contrary to applicable laws. 

(2) If the Secretary does not approve or dis-
approve the constitution and bylaws or amend-
ments within the forty-five days, the Sec-
retary’s approval shall be considered as given. 
Actions to enforce the provisions of this section 
may be brought in the appropriate Federal dis-
trict court. 

(e) Vested rights and powers; advisement of pre-
submitted budget estimates 

In addition to all powers vested in any Indian 
tribe or tribal council by existing law, the con-

stitution adopted by said tribe shall also vest in 
such tribe or its tribal council the following 
rights and powers: To employ legal counsel, the 
choice of counsel and fixing of fees to be subject 
to the approval of the Secretary; to prevent the 
sale, disposition, lease, or encumbrance of tribal 
lands, interests in lands, or other tribal assets 
without the consent of the tribe; and to nego-
tiate with the Federal, State, and local govern-
ments. The Secretary shall advise such tribe or 
its tribal council of all appropriation estimates 
or Federal projects for the benefit of the tribe 
prior to the submission of such estimates to the 
Office of Management and Budget and the Con-
gress. 

(f) Privileges and immunities of Indian tribes; 
prohibition on new regulations 

Departments or agencies of the United States 
shall not promulgate any regulation or make 
any decision or determination pursuant to the 
Act of June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq., 48 Stat. 
984) as amended, or any other Act of Congress, 
with respect to a federally recognized Indian 
tribe that classifies, enhances, or diminishes the 
privileges and immunities available to the In-
dian tribe relative to other federally recognized 
tribes by virtue of their status as Indian tribes. 

(g) Privileges and immunities of Indian tribes; 
existing regulations 

Any regulation or administrative decision or 
determination of a department or agency of the 
United States that is in existence or effect on 
May 31, 1994, and that classifies, enhances, or di-
minishes the privileges and immunities avail-
able to a federally recognized Indian tribe rel-
ative to the privileges and immunities available 
to other federally recognized tribes by virtue of 
their status as Indian tribes shall have no force 
or effect.

§ 477. Incorporation of Indian tribes; charter; 
ratification by election 

The Secretary of the Interior may, upon peti-
tion by any tribe, issue a charter of incorpora-
tion to such tribe: Provided, That such charter 
shall not become operative until ratified by the 
governing body of such tribe. Such charter may 
convey to the incorporated tribe the power to 
purchase, take by gift, or bequest, or otherwise, 
own, hold, manage, operate, and dispose of prop-
erty of every description, real and personal, in-
cluding the power to purchase restricted Indian 
lands and to issue in exchange therefor interests 
in corporate property, and such further powers 
as may be incidental to the conduct of corporate 
business, not inconsistent with law; but no au-
thority shall be granted to sell, mortgage, or 
lease for a period exceeding twenty-five years 
any trust or restricted lands included in the lim-
its of the reservation.

(a) The individual Indian owners of any land 
which either is held by the United States in 
trust for them or is subject to a restriction 
against alienation imposed by the United States 
are authorized, subject to approval by the Sec-
retary of the Interior, to execute a mortgage or 
deed of trust to such land. Such land shall be 
subject to foreclosure or sale pursuant to the 
terms of such mortgage or deed of trust in ac-
cordance with the laws of the tribe which has ju-
risdiction over such land or, in the case where 
no tribal foreclosure law exists, in accordance 
with the laws of the State or Territory in which 
the land is located.

§ 487. Spokane Indian Reservation; consolida-
tions of land 

(a) Purchase, sale, and exchange 

For the purpose of effecting consolidations of 
land situated within the Spokane Indian Res-
ervation in the State of Washington into the 
ownership of the tribe and of individual tribal 
members and for the purpose of attaining and 
preserving an economic land base for Indian use, 
alleviating problems of Indian heirship and as-
sisting in the productive leasing, disposition, 
and other use of tribal lands, the Secretary of 
the Interior is authorized in his discretion to: 

(1) Purchase for the Spokane Tribe of Indians 
with any funds of such tribe and to otherwise ac-
quire by gift, exchange, or relinquishment any 
lands or interest in lands or improvements 
thereon within the Spokane Indian Reservation. 

(2) Sell or approve sales of any tribal trust 
lands, any interest therein or improvements 
thereon. 

(3) Exchange any tribal trust lands, including 
interests therein or improvements thereon, for 
any lands situated within such reservation. 

(b) Individual Indian trust lands 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
sell and exchange individual Indian trust lands 
held in multiple ownership to the Spokane Tribe 
or to individual members thereof if the sale or 
exchange is authorized in writing by owners of 
at least a majority interest in such lands; except 
that no greater percentage of approval of indi-
vidual Indians shall be required under this Act 
than in any other statute of general application 
approved by Congress. 

(c) Nontaxability 

Title to lands, or any interests therein, ac-
quired pursuant to this Act for the Spokane 
Tribe or individual enrolled members thereof, 
shall be taken in the name of the United States 
of America in trust for the tribe or individual 
Indian, and shall be nontaxable as other tribal 
and allotted Indian trust lands of the Spokane 
Reservation. 

(d) Lands held by mortgage or deed of trust 

That any tribal land that may be sold pursu-
ant to this Act may, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior, be encumbered by a 
mortgage or deed of trust and shall be subject to 
foreclosure or sale pursuant to the terms of such 
a mortgage or deed of trust in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Washington. The United 
States shall be an indispensable party to any 
such proceeding with the right of removal of the 
clause to the United States district court for the 
district in which the land is located, following 
the procedure in section 1446 of title 28: Provided, 
That the United States shall have the right to 
appeal from any order of remand in the case. 

(e) Acquisition and sale procedures; land pur-
chase and consolidation program 

The acquisition and sale of lands for the Spo-
kane Tribe pursuant to this Act shall be upon 
request of the business council of the Spokane 
Tribe, evidenced by a resolution adopted in ac-
cordance with the constitution and bylaws of 
the tribe, and shall be in accordance with a land 
purchase and consolidation plan approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior, and except as it may 
otherwise be authorized or prescribed by the 
Secretary, shall be limited to lands situated 
within the boundary of the Spokane Reserva-
tion. Such acquisition by the Spokane Tribe, or 
individual members thereof, may be achieved by 
exchange of lands with Indians or non-Indians as 
well as outright purchase, with adjusting pay-
ments to approximate equal value. Moneys or 
credits received by the tribe in the sale of lands 
shall be used for the purchase of other lands, or 
for such other purpose as may be consistent 
with the land purchase and consolidation pro-
gram, approved by the Secretary of the Interior.

§ 493. Reduction of unpaid principal 

(a) In general 

The Secretary of Agriculture may, on the ap-
plication of the borrower of a loan or loans made 
under sections 488 to 494 of this title, reduce the 
unpaid principal balance of such loan or loans to 
the current fair market value of the land pur-
chased with the proceeds of the loan or loans 
if— 

(1) the fair market value of the land has de-
clined by at least 25 percent since such land 
was purchased by the borrower; 

(2) the land has been held by the borrower 
for a period of at least 5 years; and 

(3) the Secretary of the Interior finds that 
the borrower has insufficient income to both 
repay the loan or loans and provide normal 
tribal governmental services. 

(b) Fair market value 

(1) Appraisal 

Current fair market value under subsection 
(a) of this section shall be determined through 
an appraisal by an independent qualified fee 
appraiser, selected by mutual agreement be-
tween the borrower and the Secretary of Agri-
culture. 

(2) Costs 

The cost of appraisals undertaken under 
paragraph (1) shall be paid by the borrower. 

(c) Appeals 

Decisions of the Secretary of Agriculture 
under this section shall be appealable in accord-
ance with the provisions of section 333B 1 of the 
Consolidated Farm and Rural Development Act 
(7 U.S.C. 1983b).

A borrower that had a loan or loans reduced 
under this section shall not submit an applica-
tion for another reduction on such loan or loans 
for a period of 5 years after the initial reduction.

SUBCHAPTER VII—REINDEER INDUSTRY 

§ 500. Purpose 

A necessity for providing means of subsistence 
for the Eskimos and other natives of Alaska is 
hereby declared to exist. It is also declared to be 
the policy of Congress, and the purpose of this 
subchapter, to establish and maintain for the 
said natives of Alaska a self-sustaining economy 
by acquiring and organizing for and on behalf of 
said natives a reindeer industry or business, by 
encouraging and developing native activity and 
responsibility in all branches of the said indus-
try or business, and by preserving the native 
character of the said industry or business thus 
established.

of this subchapter. Any condemnation proceed-
ings undertaken by virtue of the authority 
granted in this section shall conform, as nearly 
as may be, to the procedure provided for the 
condemnation of real estate by sections 257 and 
258 1 of title 40, or to that provided by sections 
258a to 258e–1 of title 40: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall authorize the Secretary 
of the Interior to consolidate native-owned 
herds of reindeer with herds owned by others 
than natives prior to the purchase or acquisition 
of such herds of others than natives.

the period of the trust, income derived directly 
from the sale of reindeer and reindeer products 
as provided in this subchapter shall be exempt 
from Federal income taxation. The Secretary of 
the Interior may from time to time, in such 
manner as he determines to be proper for effec-
tuating the purposes of this subchapter, distrib-
ute among those of said natives or corporations, 
associations, or other organizations of said na-
tives, who are engaged in said industry or busi-
ness or for whose subsistence reindeer are nec-
essary, whatever profits may be earned by that 
part of the industry or business which is owned 
by the United States and which may, in the 
judgment of the Secretary of the Interior, be 
distributed in accordance with sound business 
practice.

Sales or other 
transfers of said reindeer, if made without the 
consent in writing herein required, or, although 
made with said consent, if followed by failure to 
comply with the condition therein required, 
shall be null and void, and shall not pass any 
title to or right to possession of any reindeer or 
increase thereof. No stock or other interest in 
any corporation, association, or other organiza-
tion of said natives, engaged in or organized for 
the purposes of engaging in the reindeer indus-
try or business, shall be transferred, by descent, 
devise, or in any other manner whatsoever, to 
anyone other than said natives of Alaska, the 
United States for and on behalf of said natives,

tions of said natives. Any willful violation of the 
provisions of this section by any vendee or other 
transferee shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500: Provided, That no title to any 
reindeer, or reindeer products, owned by the 
United States for and on behalf of the said na-
tives of Alaska, nor any title to reindeer, or 
reindeer products, owned by any of said natives 
or said corporations, associations, or other orga-
nizations of said natives, nor any stock or other 
interest in said corporations, associations, or 
other organizations of said natives, shall be 
transferred by descent, device,1 or in any other 
manner whatsoever, except pursuant to regula-
tions promulgated by the Secretary of the Inte-
rior for the purposes of preserving the native 
character of the reindeer industry or business in 
Alaska and effectuating the other purposes of 
this subchapter: Provided further, That nothing 
herein contained shall prevent any native of 
Alaska who owns reindeer or any interest there-

§ 501. Acquisition of agricultural and grazing 
lands for Indians; title to lands; tax exemp-
tion 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, in 
his discretion, to acquire by purchase, relin-
quishment, gift, exchange, or assignment, any 
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interest in lands, water rights, or surface rights 
to lands, within or without existing Indian res-
ervations, including trust or otherwise re-
stricted lands now in Indian ownership: Pro-

vided, That such lands shall be agricultural and 
grazing lands of good character and quality in 
proportion to the respective needs of the par-
ticular Indian or Indians for whom such pur-
chases are made. Title to all lands so acquired 
shall be taken in the name of the United States, 
in trust for the tribe, band, group, or individual 
Indian for whose benefit such land is so ac-
quired, and while the title thereto is held by the 
United States said lands shall be free from any 
and all taxes, save that the State of Oklahoma 
is authorized to levy and collect a gross-produc-
tion tax, not in excess of the rate applied to pro-
duction from lands in private ownership, upon 
all oil and gas produced from said lands, which 
said tax the Secretary of the Interior is author-
ized and directed to cause to be paid.

Whenever any restricted Indian land or inter-
ests in land, other than sales or leases of oil, 
gas, or other minerals therein, are offered for 
sale, pursuant to the terms of this subchapter or 
any other Act of Congress, the Secretary of the 
Interior shall have a preference right, in his dis-
cretion, to purchase the same for or in behalf of 
any other Indian or Indians of the same or any 
other tribe, at a fair valuation to be fixed by the 
appraisement satisfactory to the Indian owner 
or owners, or if offered for sale at auction said 
Secretary shall have a preference right, in his 
discretion, to purchase the same for or in behalf 
of any other Indian or Indians by meeting the 
highest bid otherwise offered therefor. 

The preference right of the Secretary to pur-
chase shall be considered as waived where notice 
of the pendency of sale is given in writing to the 
Superintendent of the Five Civilized Tribes for 
at least ten days prior to the date of sale and 
the Secretary does not within that time exercise 
the preferential right to purchase.

§ 503. Organization of tribes or bands; constitu-

Any recognized tribe or band of Indians resid-
ing in Oklahoma shall have the right to organize 
for its common welfare and to adopt a constitu-
tion and bylaws, under such rules and regula-
tions as the Secretary of the Interior may pre-
scribe. The Secretary of the Interior may issue 
to any such organized group a charter of incor-
poration, which shall become operative when 
ratified by a majority vote of the adult members 
of the organization voting: Provided, however, 
That such election shall be void unless the total 
vote cast be at least 30 per centum of those enti-
tled to vote. Such charter may convey to the in-
corporated group, in addition to any powers 
which may properly be vested in a body cor-
porate under the laws of the State of Oklahoma, 
the right to participate in the revolving credit 
fund and to enjoy any other rights or privileges 
secured to an organized Indian tribe under the 
Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984) [25 U.S.C. 461 
et seq.]: Provided, That the corporate funds of 
any such chartered group may be deposited in 
any national bank within the State of Okla-
homa or otherwise invested, utilized, or dis-
bursed in accordance with the terms of the cor-
porate charter.

§ 504. Cooperative associations; charter; pur-
poses; voting rights 

Any ten or more Indians, as determined by the 
official tribal rolls, or Indian descendants of 
such enrolled members, or Indians as defined in 
the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat.

461 et seq.], who reside within the State of Okla-
homa in convenient proximity to each other 
may receive from the Secretary of the Interior 
a charter as a local cooperative association for 
any one or more of the following purposes: Cred-
it administration, production, marketing, con-
sumers’ protection, or land management. The 
provisions of this subchapter, the regulations of 
the Secretary of the Interior, and the charters of 
the cooperative associations issued pursuant 
thereto shall govern such cooperative associa-
tions: Provided, That in those matters not cov-
ered by this subchapter, regulations, or char-
ters, the laws of the State of Oklahoma, if appli-
cable, shall govern. In any stock or nonstock co-
operative association no one member shall have 
more than one vote, and membership therein 
shall be open to all Indians residing within the 
prescribed district.

§ 505. Amendment or revocation of charters; suits

The Secretary of the Interior shall cause to be 
established on the books of the Treasury, out of 
any unobligated tribal funds of the Indians of 
the Klamath Reservation in Oregon (hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘‘Klamath Indians’’) on deposit 
in the Treasury of the United States, a capital 
reserve fund for said Klamath Indians. Such 
fund shall be created by setting aside the sum of 
$50,000 for the fiscal year 1937, and shall be aug-
mented by additions of $50,000 for each fiscal 
year thereafter. Such fund shall be held in the 
Treasury of the United States and shall bear in-
terest as provided by law. The interest upon 
such fund shall be used, insofar as it is suffi-
cient, for the payment of the expenses of admin-
istration of the Klamath Indian Reservation in 
Oregon.

§ 541. Creation of individual credits; authorized 
purchases 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed from the judgment fund of the Klamath 
and Modoc Tribes and Yahooskin Band of Snake 
Indians created as the result of the passage of 
the Act of June 25, 1938, and accrued interest 
thereon, to credit the sum of $2,000 upon the 
books of the Office of Indian Affairs, to each per-
son determined by the Secretary of the Interior 
to be entitled to enrollment upon the annuity 
roll of said tribes of the Klamath Reservation, 
Oregon, living on August 7, 1939. The share of 
each adult member and not to exceed $1,500 of 
the share of any minor shall be available for ex-
penditure, under such rules and regulations as 

the Secretary of the Interior may prescribe, for 
the following purposes: 

Purchase of land; improvement of lands ac-
quired or already held by the Indian; erection 
and improvement of suitable homes; repayment 
of any loans received from the United States or 
from the Klamath tribal funds; purchase of 
building material, farming equipment, live-
stock, feed, food, seed, grain, tools, machinery, 
implements, household goods, bedding, clothing, 
and any other equipment or supplies necessary 
to enable the Indians to fit themselves for or to 
engage in farming, livestock, industry, or such 
other pursuits or vocations, including edu-
cation, as will enable them to become self-sup-
porting; and health purposes: Provided, however, 
That the funds of the aged, infirm, decrepit, and 
incapacitated members, and of minors, may be 
used for their proper maintenance and support. 
The remainder of the share of each minor Indian 
shall be held intact until such Indian reaches his 
majority, when it, together with interest at the 
rate of 4 per centum per annum, shall be avail-
able for expenditure for the purposes specified 
herein. As herein used, the term ‘‘minor’’ shall 
include all members of the tribe less than twen-
ty-one years of age, except that minors eighteen 
years of age or over and who are married or have 
families of their own to support, shall be re-
garded as adults. On the death of any enrolled 
member, adult, or minor, the sum on deposit to 
his credit shall be distributed as personal prop-
erty, and shall be available for expenditure by 
the distributees only for the purposes herein au-
thorized: Provided, however, That of the afore-
said $2,000 to be prorated to each person, $100 
shall be paid to each member of said tribes as a 
per capita payment, free from the aforesaid re-
strictions, under rules and regulations pre-
scribed by the Secretary of the Interior.

1252) [25 U.S.C. 541 et seq.], to credit 
the sum of $500 upon the books of the Office of 
Indian Affairs, to each person determined by the 

Secretary of the Interior to be entitled to en-
rollment upon the annuity roll of said tribes of 
the Klamath Reservation, Oregon, living upon 
March 29, 1948. The share of each adult member 
of the credit so established shall be available for 
expenditure, under such rules and regulations as 
the Secretary of the Interior may prescribe, for 
the following purposes: 

Purchase of land or interests in land; improve-
ment of lands acquired or already held by the 
Indian; erection and improvement of suitable 
homes including household equipment and fur-
nishings; repayment of any loans received from 
the United States or from the Klamath tribal 
funds; purchase of building material, feed, seed, 
and grain; purchase or rehabilitation and repair 
of farming equipment, tools, trucks, tractors, 
machinery, and implements; and purchase of 
any other equipment or supplies necessary to 
enable the Indians to fit themselves for or to en-
gage in farming, livestock, industry, or such 
other pursuits or vocations, including education 
and adult education, as will enable them to be-
come self-supporting; and health, including den-
tal work: Provided, however, That the funds of 
the aged, infirm, decrepit, and incapacitated 
members may be used for their proper mainte-
nance and support: Provided further, That during 
minority the share of each minor Indian shall be 
available for expenditure only for his education 
and for health purposes, including dental work, 
except that in an emergency expenditure of a 
minor Indian’s share may be made for any of the 
purposes specified in this section and section 545 
of this title. As herein used, the term ‘‘minor’’ 
shall include all members of the tribe who have 
not attained the age of twenty-one years, except 
that minors eighteen years of age or over and 
who are married or have families of their own to 
support, shall be regarded as adults. On the 
death of any enrolled member, adult or minor, 
the sum on deposit to his credit shall be distrib-
uted as personal property, and shall be available 
for expenditure by the distributees only for the 
purposes herein authorized: And provided further, 
That each member of the Klamath Tribes honor-
ably discharged from service to the United 
States in its armed forces shall, upon applica-
tion to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs, be 
paid $200 in cash, free from the aforesaid restric-
tions and in addition to the $500 to be credited 
to such member as provided in this section.

No member of the Klamath Tribe born 
after June 1, 1938, shall be entitled to receive 
any allotment of land or money payment in lieu 
thereof.

§ 553. Deposit and expenditure of payments

sistance, and the construction and improvement 
of homes, including the purchase of land and in-
terests in land, building material, farming 
equipment, industrial equipment, trucks, live-
stock, feed, food, seed, tools, machinery, imple-
ments, household goods, bedding, clothing, and 
any other equipment or supplies necessary to 
enable the Indians to fit themselves for or to en-
gage in the farming, livestock industry, or such 
other industrial or agricultural pursuits or avo-
cations as will enable them to become self-sup-
porting; (2) the educational advancement of such 
Indians; (3) financial assistance in cases of ill-
ness, death, or other emergency; (4) the repay-
ment of reimbursable debts previously con-
tracted; or (5) security for or the repayment of 
loans made to such Indians from any Klamath 
revolving loan fund now existent or which shall 
hereafter be created.

Provided, That the length of stay of representa-
tives serving the tribe at the seat of government 
shall be determined by the Secretary of the In-
terior.

Indians, and of the individual members thereof, 
for the disposition of federally owned property 
acquired or withdrawn for the administration of 
the affairs of said Indians, and for a termination 
of Federal services furnished such Indians be-
cause of their status as Indians.

make loans, without interest, from the revolving fund 

authorized by the Acts of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat.

506), as amended and supplemented, to members of the 

Klamath Tribe of Indians who elected to withdraw from 

the tribe pursuant to the Act of August 13, 1954 (68 Stat. 

718; 25 U.S.C. 564), as amended, regardless of the degree 

of Indian blood of the borrower, and to collect such 

loans by setoff against funds payable to the borrower 

pursuant to said Act of August 13, 1954, as amended

refinance from such revolving fund any loan made by a 

lending agency to a withdrawing Klamath Indian that 

is secured by encumbrance of his beneficial interest in 

tribal property with the approval of the Secretary as 

required by section 4 of said 1954 Act [section 564c of 

this title], and to include therein a nonreimbursable 

grant equal to the interest charges incurred by the bor-

rower prior to such refinancing. In the event adequate 

funds are not available from the revolving fund to refi-

nance a loan by such lending agency, the Secretary is 

authorized to pay from the revolving fund, without re-

imbursement, the interest charged on such loan.’’

At midnight of August 13, 1954, the roll of the 
tribe shall be closed and no child born thereafter 
shall be eligible for enrollment: Provided, That 
the tribe shall have a period of six months from 
August 13, 1954, in which to prepare and submit 
to the Secretary a proposed roll of the members 
of the tribe living on August 13, 1954, which shall 
be published in the Federal Register. If the tribe 
fails to submit such roll within the time speci-
fied in this section, the Secretary shall prepare 
a proposed roll for the tribe, which shall be pub-
lished in the Federal Register. Any person 
claiming membership rights in the tribe or an 
interest in its assets, or a representative of the 
Secretary on behalf of any such person, may, 
within ninety days from the date of publication 
of the proposed roll, file an appeal with the Sec-
retary contesting the inclusion or omission of 
the name of any person on or from such roll. The 
Secretary shall review such appeals and his deci-
sions thereon shall be final and conclusive. After 
disposition of all such appeals, the roll of the 
tribe shall be published in the Federal Register, 
and such roll shall be final for the purposes of 
this subchapter.

§ 564d. Management specialists 

(a) Employment; duties 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to se-
lect and retain by contract, at the earliest prac-
ticable time after August 13, 1954 and after con-
sultation with the tribe at a general meeting 
called for that purpose, the services of qualified 
management specialists who shall— 

(1) cause an appraisal to be made, within not 
more than twelve months after their employ-
ment, or as soon thereafter as practicable, of 
all tribal property showing its fair market 
value by practicable logging or other appro-
priate economic units; 

(2) immediately after the appraisal of the 
tribal property and approval of the appraisal 
by the Secretary, give to each member whose 
name appears on the final roll of the tribe an 
opportunity to elect to withdraw from the 
tribe and have his interest in tribal property 
converted into money and paid to him, or to 
remain in the tribe and participate in the trib-
al management plan to be prepared pursuant 
to paragraph (5) of this subsection; in the case 
of members who are minors, persons declared 
incompetent by judicial proceedings, or de-
ceased, the opportunity to make such election 
on their behalf shall be given to the person 
designated by the Secretary as the person best 
able to represent the interests of such mem-
ber: Provided, however, That any member, or 
any heir or any devisee of any deceased mem-
ber, for whom the Secretary has so designated 
a representative may (on his own behalf, 
through his natural guardian, or next friend) 
within one hundred and twenty days after re-
ceipt of written notice of such secretarial des-
ignation, contest the secretarial designation 
in any naturalization court for the area in 
which such member resides, by filing of a peti-
tion therein requesting designation of a named 
person other than the secretarial designee, 
and the burden shall thereupon devolve upon 
the Secretary to show cause why the member- 
designated representative should not represent 
the interests of such member, and the decision 
of such court shall be final and conclusive; 

(3) determine and select the portion of the 
tribal property which if sold at the appraised 
value would provide sufficient funds to pay the 
members who elect to have their interests 
converted into money, arrange for the sale of 
such property, and distribute the proceeds of 
sale among the members entitled thereto: Pro-

vided, That any person whose name appears on 
the final roll of the tribe, or a guardian on be-
half of any such person who is a minor or an 
incompetent, shall have the right to purchase, 
for his or its own account but not as an agent 
for others, any of such property in lots as of-
fered for sale for not less than the highest 
offer received by competitive bid; any individ-
ual Indian purchaser who has elected to with-
draw from the tribe may apply toward the pur-
chase price up to 100 per centum of the amount 
estimated by the Secretary to be due him from 
the sale or taking of forest and marsh land 
pursuant to subsection (b), (d), and (f) of sec-
tion 564w–1 of this title, and up to 75 per cen-
tum of the amount estimated by the Secretary 
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to be due him from the conversion of his inter-
est in other tribal property; and if more than 
one right is exercised to purchase the same 
property pursuant to this proviso the property 
shall be sold to one of such persons on the 
basis of competitive bids: Provided further, 
That when determining and selecting the por-
tion of the tribal property to be sold, due con-
sideration shall be given to the use of such 
property for grazing purposes by the members 
of both groups of the tribe; 

(4) cause such studies and reports to be made 
as may be deemed necessary or desirable by 
the tribe or by the Secretary in connection 
with the termination of Federal supervision as 
provided for in this subchapter; and 

(5) cause a plan to be prepared in form and 
content satisfactory to the members who elect 
to remain in the tribe and to the Secretary for 
the management of tribal property through a 
trustee, corporation, or other legal entity. If 
no plan that is satisfactory both to the mem-
bers who elect to remain in the tribe and to 
the Secretary has been prepared six months 
before the time limit provided in section 
564e(b) of this title the Secretary shall adopt a 
plan for managing the tribal property, subject 
to the provisions of section 564n of this title. 

(b) Availability of funds for expenditures; reim-
bursement of tribal funds 

Such amounts of Klamath tribal funds as may 
be required for the purposes of this section shall 
be available for expenditure by the Secretary. In 
order to reimburse the tribe, in part, for expend-
iture of such tribal funds as the Secretary deems 
necessary for the purposes of carrying out the 
requirements of this section, there is authorized 
to be appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, an amount 
equal to one-half of such expenditures from trib-
al funds, or the sum of $550,000, whichever is the 
lesser amount.

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
execute any conveyancing instrument that is 
necessary or appropriate to convey title to trib-
al property to be sold in accordance with the 
provisions of paragraph (3) of subsection (a) of 
section 564d of this title, and to transfer title to 
all other tribal property to a trustee, corpora-
tion, or other legal entity in accordance with 
the plan prepared pursuant to paragraph (5) of 
subsection (a) of section 564d of this title. 

(b) Time limitation 

It is the intention of the Congress that all of 
the actions required by section 564d of this title 
and this section shall be completed at the earli-
est practicable time and in no event later than 
seven years from August 13, 1954. 

(c) Effect on tribal members selling interests 

Members of the tribe who receive the money 
value of their interests in tribal property shall 
thereupon cease to be members of the tribe: Pro-

vided, That nothing shall prevent them from 
sharing in the proceeds of tribal claims against 
the United States.

§ 564f. Per capita payments to tribal members 

The Secretary is authorized and directed, as 
soon as practicable after the passage of this sub-
chapter, to pay from such funds as are deposited 
to the credit of the tribe in the Treasury of the 
United States, $250 to each member of the tribe 
on the rolls of the tribe on August 13, 1954. Any 
other person whose application for enrollment 
on the rolls of the tribe is subsequently ap-
proved, pursuant to the terms of section 564b of 
this title, shall, after enrollment, be paid a like 
sum of $250: Provided, That such payments shall 
be made first from the capital reserve fund cre-
ated by section 530 of this title.

§ 564g. Individual property 

(a) Transfer of unrestricted control 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
transfer within four years from August 13, 1954, 
to each member of the tribe unrestricted control 
of funds or other personal property held in trust 
for such member by the United States. 

(b) Removal of restrictions on sales or encum-
brances; fee simple title 

All restrictions on the sale or encumbrance of 
trust or restricted interests in land, wherever lo-
cated, owned by members of the tribe (including 
allottees, purchasers, heirs, and devisees, either 
adult or minor), and on trust or restricted inter-
ests in land within the Klamath Indian Reserva-
tion, regardless of ownership, are removed four 
years after August 13, 1954, and the patents or 
deeds under which titles are then held shall pass 
the titles in fee simple, subject to any valid en-
cumbrances. The titles to all interests in trust 
or restricted land acquired by members of the 
tribe by devise or inheritance four years or more 
after August 13, 1954, shall vest in such members 
in fee simple, subject to any valid encumbrance. 

(c) Multiple land ownership; partition; sale; elec-
tion to purchase; unlocated owners 

Prior to the time provided in subsection (b) of 
this section for the removal of restrictions on 
land owned by one or by more than one member 
of a tribe, the Secretary may— 

(1) upon request of any of the owners, parti-
tion the land and issue to each owner a patent 
or deed for his individual share that shall be-
come unrestricted four years from August 13, 
1954; 

(2) upon request of any of the owners, and a 
finding by the Secretary that partition of all 
or any part of the land is not practicable, 
cause all or any part of the land to be sold at 
not less than the appraised value thereof and 
distribute the proceeds of sale to the owners: 
Provided, That any one or more of the owners 
may elect before a sale to purchase the other 
interests in the land at not less than the ap-
praised value thereof, and the purchaser shall 
receive an unrestricted patent or deed to the 
land; and 

(3) if the whereabouts of none of the owners 
can be ascertained, cause such lands to be sold 
and deposit the proceeds of sale in the Treas-
ury of the United States for safekeeping. 

(d) Approval of exchanges or sales by Secretary 

The Secretary is authorized to approve— 
(1) the exchange of trust or restricted land 

between the tribe and any of its members; 
(2) the sale by the tribe of tribal property to 

individual members of the tribe; and 
(3) the exchange of tribal property for real 

property in fee status. Title to all real prop-
erty included in any sale or exchange as pro-
vided in this subsection shall be conveyed in 
fee simple.

The Secretary is authorized, in his discretion, 
to transfer to the tribe or any member or group 
of members thereof any federally owned prop-
erty acquired, withdrawn, or used for the admin-
istration of the affairs of the tribe which he 
deems necessary for Indian use, or to transfer to 
a public or nonprofit body any such property 
which he deems necessary for public use and 
from which members of the tribe will derive ben-
efit.

tenance benefiting nontribal lands on the Klam-
ath Reservation, such interest being computed 
from the dates of disbursement of such funds 
from the United States Treasury. 

(d) Adjustment of reimbursable irrigation costs 

The Secretary is authorized to adjust, elimi-
nate, or cancel all or any part of reimbursable 
irrigation operation and maintenance costs and 
reimbursable irrigation construction costs 
chargeable against Indian owned lands that are 
subject to the provisions of this subchapter, and 
all or any part of assessments heretofore or 
hereafter imposed on account of such costs, 
when he determines that the collection thereof 
would be inequitable or would result in undue 
hardship on the Indian owner of the land, or 
that the administrative costs of collection 
would probably equal or exceed the amount col-
lected.

application from the member, including but not 
limited to the creation of a trust of such mem-
ber’s property with a trustee selected by the 
Secretary, or the purchase by the Secretary of 
an annuity for such member: Provided, however, 
That no member shall be declared to be in need 
of assistance in conducting his affairs unless the 
Secretary determines that such member does 
not have sufficient ability, knowledge, experi-
ence, and judgment to enable him to manage his 
business affairs, including the administration, 
use, investment, and disposition of any property 
turned over to such member and the income and 
proceeds therefrom, with such reasonable degree 
of prudence and wisdom as will be apt to prevent 
him from losing such property or the benefits 
thereof: Provided further, That any member de-
termined by the Secretary to be in need of as-
sistance in conducting his affairs may, within 
one hundred and twenty days after receipt of 
written notice of such secretarial determina-
tion, contest the secretarial determination in 
any naturalization court for the area in which 
said member resides by filing therein a petition 
having that purpose; the burden shall thereupon 
devolve upon the Secretary to show cause why 
such member should not conduct his own affairs, 
and the decision of such court shall be final and 
conclusive with respect to the affected member’s 
conduct of his affairs.

Such program may include language 
training, orientation in non-Indian community 
customs and living standards, vocational train-
ing and related subjects, transportation to the 
place of training or instruction, and subsistence 
during the course of training or instruction. For 
the purposes of such program the Secretary is 
authorized to enter into contracts or agree-
ments with any Federal, State, or local govern-
mental agency, corporation, association, or per-
son. Nothing in this section shall preclude any 
Federal agency from undertaking any other pro-
gram for the education and training of Indians 
with funds appropriated to it.

Notwithstanding the provisions of sections

Indian Forest, and the tribal lands that com-
prise the Klamath Marsh, shall be designated 
by the Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Agriculture, jointly. 

(b) Sales; terms and conditions 

The portion of the Klamath Indian Forest 
that is selected for sale pursuant to section 
564d(a)(3) of this title to pay members who 
withdraw from the tribe shall be offered for 
sale by the Secretary of the Interior in appro-
priate units, on the basis of competitive bids, 
to any purchaser or purchasers who agree to 
manage the forest lands as far as practicable 
according to sustained yield procedures so as 
to furnish a continuous supply of timber ac-
cording to plans to be prepared and submitted 
by them for approval and inclusion in the con-
veyancing instruments in accordance with 
specifications and requirements referred to in 
the invitations for bids: Provided, That no sale 
shall be for a price that is less than the real-
ization value of the units involved determined 
as provided in subsection (c) of this section. 
The terms and conditions of the sales shall be 
prescribed by the Secretary. The specifica-
tions and minimum requirements to be in-
cluded in the invitations for bids, and the de-
termination of appropriate units for sale, shall 
be developed and made jointly by the Sec-
retary of the Interior and the Secretary of Ag-
riculture. Such plans when prepared by the 
purchaser shall include provisions for the con-
servation of soil and water resources as well as 
for the management of the timber resources as 
hereinbefore set forth in this section. Such 
plans shall be satisfactory to and have the ap-
proval of the Secretary of Agriculture as com-
plying with the minimum standards included 
in said specifications and requirements before 
the prospective purchaser shall be entitled to 
have his bid considered by the Secretary of the 
Interior and the failure on the part of the pur-
chaser to prepare and submit a satisfactory 
plan to the Secretary of Agriculture shall con-
stitute grounds for rejection of such bid. Such 
plans shall be incorporated as conditions in 
the conveyancing instruments executed by the 
Secretary and shall be binding on the grantee 
and all successors in interest. The conveyanc-
ing instruments shall provide for a forfeiture 
and a reversion of title to the lands to the 
United States, not in trust for or subject to In-
dian use, in the event of a breach of such con-
ditions. The purchase price paid by the grant-
ee shall be deemed to represent the full ap-
praised fair market value of the lands, un-
diminished by the right of reversion retained 
by the United States in a nontrust status, and 
the retention of such right of reversion shall 
not be the basis for any claim against the 
United States. The Secretary of Agriculture 
shall be responsible for enforcing such condi-

tions. Upon any reversion of title pursuant to 
this subsection, the lands shall become na-
tional forest lands subject to the laws that are 
applicable to lands acquired pursuant to the 
Act of March 1, 1911 (36 Stat. 961), as amended. 

(c) Appraisals; notice to Congressional commit-
tees; appropriation; realization value; re-
port to Congressional committees 

Within sixty days after August 23, 1958 the 
Secretary of the Interior shall contract by ne-
gotiation with three qualified appraisers or 
three qualified appraisal organizations for a 
review of the appraisal approved by the Sec-
retary pursuant to section 564d(a)(2) of this 
title. In such review full consideration shall be 
given to all reasonably ascertainable elements 
of land, forest, and mineral values. Not less 
than thirty days before executing such con-
tracts the Secretary shall notify the chairman 
of the House Committee on Interior and Insu-
lar Affairs and the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs of 
the names and addresses of the appraisers se-
lected. The cost of the appraisal review shall 
be paid from tribal funds which are made 
available for such purpose, subject to full re-
imbursement by the United States, and the ap-
propriation of funds for that purpose is au-
thorized. Upon the basis of a review of the ap-
praisal heretofore made of the forest units and 
marsh lands involved and such other materials 
as may be readily available, including addi-
tional market data since the date of the prior 
appraisal, but without making any new and 
independent appraisal, each appraiser shall es-
timate the fair market value of such forest 
units and marsh lands as if they had been of-
fered for sale on a competitive market without 
limitation on use during the interval between 
the adjournment of the Eighty-fifth Congress 
and the termination date specified in section 
564e(b) of this title. This value shall be known 
as the realization value. If the three apprais-
ers are not able to agree on the realization 
value of such forest units and marsh lands, 
then such realization values shall be deter-
mined by averaging the values estimated by 
each appraiser. The Secretary shall report 
such realization values to the chairman of the 
House Committee on Interior and Insular Af-
fairs and to the chairman of the Senate Com-
mittee on Interior and Insular Affairs not 
later than January 15, 1959. No sale of forest 
units that comprise the Klamath Indian For-
est designated pursuant to subsection (a) of 
this section shall be made under the provi-
sions of this subchapter prior to April 1, 1959. 

(d) Unsold forest units and marsh lands; title 
after publication in Federal Register; ag-
gregate realization value; appropriation 

If all of the forest units offered for sale in 
accordance with subsection (b) of this section 
are not sold before April 1, 1961, the Secretary 
of Agriculture shall publish in the Federal 
Register a proclamation taking title in the 
name of the United States to as many of the 
unsold units or parts thereof as have, together 
with the Klamath Marsh lands acquired pursu-
ant to subsection (f) of the section, an aggre-
gate realization value of not to exceed 
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$90,000,000, which shall be the maximum 
amount payable for lands acquired by the 
United States pursuant to this subchapter. 
Compensation for the forest lands so taken 
shall be the realization value of the lands de-
termined as provided in subsection (c) of this 
section, unless a different amount is provided 
by law enacted prior to the proclamation of 
the Secretary of Agriculture. Appropriation of 
funds for that purpose is authorized. Payment 
shall be made as soon as possible after the 
proclamation of the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Such lands shall become national forest lands 
subject to the laws that are applicable to 
lands acquired pursuant to the Act of March 1, 
1911 (36 Stat. 961), as amended. Any of the for-
est units that are offered for sale and that are 
not sold or taken pursuant to subsection (b) or 
(d) of this section shall be subject to sale with-
out limitation on use in accordance with the 
provisions of section 564d of this title. 

(e) Sale of retained lands to Secretary of Agri-
culture 

If at any time any of the tribal lands that 
comprise the Klamath Indian Forest and that 
are retained by the tribe are offered for sale 
other than to members of the tribe, such lands 
shall first be offered for sale to the Secretary 
of Agriculture, who shall be given a period of 
twelve months after the date of each such 
offer within which to purchase such lands. No 
such lands shall be sold at a price below the 
price at which they have been offered for sale 
to the Secretary of Agriculture, and if such 
lands are reoffered for sale they shall first be 
reoffered to the Secretary of Agriculture. The 
Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to pur-
chase such lands subject to such terms and 
conditions as to the use thereof as he may 
deem appropriate, and any lands so acquired 
shall thereupon become national forest lands 
subject to the laws that are applicable to 
lands acquired pursuant to the Act of March 1, 
1911 (36 Stat. 961), as amended. 

(f) Klamath Forest National Wildlife Refuge; 
appropriation 

The lands that comprise the Klamath Marsh 
shall be a part of the property selected for sale 
pursuant to section 564d(a)(3) of this title to 
pay members who withdraw from the tribe. 
Title to such lands is taken in the name of the 
United States, effective the earliest date after 
September 30, 1959, when the Secretary of the 
Interior determines that funds for the pay-
ment of the purchase price are available from 
the sale of stamps under the Migratory Bird 
Hunting Stamp Act of March 16, 1934, as 
amended [16 U.S.C. 718 et seq.]. Such lands are 
designated as the Klamath Forest National 
Wildlife Refuge, which shall be administered 
in accordance with the law applicable to areas 
acquired pursuant to section 4 of the Act of 
March 16, 1934 (48 Stat. 451), as amended or 
supplemented [16 U.S.C. 718d]. Compensation 
for said taking shall be the realization value 
of the lands determined in accordance with 
subsection (c) of this section, and shall be paid 
out of funds in the Treasury of the United 
States, which are authorized to be appro-
priated for that purpose. 

(g) Homesites 

Any person whose name appears on the final 
roll of the tribe, and who has since December 
31, 1956, continuously resided on any lands 
taken by the United States by subsections (d) 
and (f) of this section, shall be entitled to oc-
cupy and use as a homesite for his lifetime a 
reasonable acreage of such lands, as deter-
mined by the Secretary of Agriculture, subject 
to such regulations as the Secretary of Agri-
culture may issue to safeguard the adminis-
tration of the national forest and as the Sec-
retary of the Interior may issue to safeguard 
the administration of the Klamath Forest Na-
tional Wildlife Refuge. 

(h) Administration of outstanding timber sales 
contracts 

If title to any of the lands comprising the 
Klamath Indian Forest is taken by the United 
States, the administration of any outstanding 
timber sales contracts thereon entered into by 
the Secretary of the Interior as trustee for the 
Klamath Indians shall be administered by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

(i) Right of United States to use roads 

All sales of tribal lands pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section or pursuant to sec-
tion 564d of this title on which roads are lo-
cated shall be made subject to the right of the 
United States and its assigns to maintain and 
use such roads.

§ 564w–2. Federal acquisition of tribal land

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed to distribute in accordance with the 
provisions of this subchapter the funds appro-
priated in satisfaction of a judgment obtained 
by the Klamath and Modoc Tribes and 
Yahooskin Band of Snake Indians, hereinafter 
called the Klamath Tribe for the purposes of the 

administration of this subchapter, from the In-
dian Claims Commission against the United 
States in docket numbered 100, and all other 
funds heretofore or hereafter deposited in the 
United States Treasury to the credit of the 
Klamath Tribe or any of its constituent parts or 
groups, except the funds heretofore or hereafter 
set aside for the purpose of paying the usual and 
necessary expenses of prosecuting claims 
against the United States.

(a) A distribution shall be made of the funds 
resulting from docket numbered 100, including 
interest, after deducting litigation expenses and 
estimated costs of distribution to all persons 
whose names appear on the final roll of the 
Klamath Tribe, which roll was closed and made 
final as of August 13, 1954 (68 Stat. 718). Except 
as provided in subsections (b), (c), (d), and (e) of 
this section, a share or portion of a share pay-
able to a living adult shall be paid directly to 
such adult; (b) a share payable to a deceased en-
rollee shall be paid to his heirs or legatees upon 
the filing of proof of death and inheritance satis-
factory to the Secretary of the Interior, whose 
findings and determinations upon such proof 
shall be final and conclusive: Provided, That 
amounts payable to deceased heirs amounting to 
$5 or less shall not be paid, and such amounts 
shall remain in the United States Treasury to 
the credit of the Klamath Tribe; (c) a share pay-
able to an adult under legal disability shall be 
paid to his legal representative; (d) a share pay-
able to a person previously found to be in need 
of assistance under the provisions of section 564n 
of this title, may be paid directly to the individ-
ual or, if the Secretary deems it in the best in-
terest of the individual, it may be added to the 
trust now in force on behalf of the said individ-
ual, with concurrence of the trustee; and (e) a 
share or portion of a share payable to a person 
under age of majority as determined by the laws 
of the State of residence shall be paid to a par-
ent, legal guardian, or trustee of such minor.

SUBCHAPTER XIV–A—KLAMATH TRIBE: 
RESTORATION OF FEDERAL SUPERVISION 

§ 566. Restoration of Federal recognition, rights, 
and privileges 

(a) Federal recognition 

Notwithstanding any provision of law, Federal 
recognition is hereby extended to the tribe and 
to members of the tribe. Except as otherwise 
provided in this subchapter, all laws and regula-
tions of the United States of general application 
to Indians or nations, tribes, or bands of Indians 
which are not inconsistent with any specific 
provision of this subchapter shall be applicable 
to the tribe and its members. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

All rights and privileges of the tribe and the 
members of the tribe under any Federal treaty, 
Executive order, agreement, or statute, or any 
other Federal authority, which may have been 
diminished or lost under the Act entitled ‘‘An 
Act to provide for the termination of Federal su-
pervision over the property of the Klamath 
Tribe of Indians located in the State of Oregon 
and the individual members thereof, and for 
other purposes’’, approved August 13, 1954 (25 
U.S.C. 564 et seq.), are restored, and the provi-
sions of such Act, to the extent that they are in-
consistent with this subchapter, shall be inap-
plicable to the tribe and to members of the tribe 
after August 27, 1986. 

(c) Federal services and benefits 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the tribe and its members shall be eligible, on 
and after August 27, 1986, for all Federal services 
and benefits furnished to federally recognized 
Indian tribes or their members without regard 
to the existence of a reservation for the tribe. In 
the case of Federal services available to mem-
bers of federally recognized Indian tribes resid-
ing on or near a reservation, members of the 
tribe residing in Klamath County shall be 
deemed to be residing in or near a reservation. 
Any member residing in Klamath County shall 
continue to be eligible to receive any such Fed-
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eral service notwithstanding the establishment 
of a reservation for the tribe in the future. Not-
withstanding any other provision of law, the 
tribe shall be considered an Indian tribe for the 
purpose of the ‘‘Indian Tribal Government Tax 
Status Act’’ (Sec. 7871, I.R.C. 1986). 

(d) Certain rights not altered 

Nothing in this subchapter shall alter any 
property right or obligation, any contractual 
right or obligation, or any obligation for taxes 
already levied. 

(e) Modoc Indian Tribe of Oklahoma 

This subchapter does not apply to the mem-
bers of the Modoc Indian Tribe of Oklahoma as 
recognized under section 861a(a) of this title and 
the Klamath Tribe of Indians does not (except 
for the purposes set out in section 861a(a)(1) of 
this title) include the members of the Modoc In-
dian Tribe of Oklahoma.

(B) in accordance with this section and not 
later than two years after August 27, 1986, de-
velop such a plan. 

(2) Upon the approval of such plan by the 
General Council (and after consultation with 
the State and local officials pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section), the Secretary shall 
submit such plan to the Congress. 

(b) Consultation with State and local officials 
required 

To assure that legitimate State and local in-
terests are not prejudiced by the proposed eco-
nomic self-sufficiency plan, the Secretary shall 
notify and consult with the appropriate officials 
of the State and all appropriate local govern-
mental officials in the State. The Secretary 
shall provide complete information on the pro-
posed plan to such officials, including the re-
strictions on such proposed plan imposed by sub-
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section (c) of this section. During any consulta-
tion by the Secretary under this subsection, the 
Secretary shall provide such information as the 
Secretary may possess, and shall request com-
ments and additional information on the extent 
of any State or local service to the tribe. 

(c) Restrictions to be contained in plan 

Any plan developed by the Secretary under 
subsection (a) of this section shall provide 
that— 

(1) any real property transferred by the tribe 
or any member to the Secretary shall be taken 
and held in the name of the United States for 
the benefit of the tribe; 

(2) any real property taken in trust by the 
Secretary pursuant to such plan shall be sub-
ject to— 

(A) all legal rights and interests in such 
land existing at the time of the acquisition 
of such land by the Secretary, including any 
lien, mortgage, or previously levied and out-
standing State or local tax; and 

(B) foreclosure or sale in accordance with 
the laws of the State pursuant to the terms 
of any valid obligation in existence at the 
time of the acquisition of such land by the 
Secretary; and 

(3) any real property transferred pursuant to 
such plan shall be exempt from Federal, State, 
and local taxation of any kind. 

(d) Appendix to plan submitted to Congress 

The Secretary shall append to the plan sub-
mitted to the Congress under subsection (a) of 
this section a detailed statement— 

(1) naming each individual and official con-
sulted in accordance with subsection (b) of 
this section; 

(2) summarizing the testimony received by 
the Secretary pursuant to any such consulta-
tion; and 

(3) including any written comments or re-
ports submitted to the Secretary by any party 
named in paragraph (1).

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed, with the advice and consent of the 
business council of the Shoshone Tribe of the 
Wind River Reservation in Wyoming, to prepare 
a roll showing the members of said tribe living 
on July 27, 1939, and such roll shall form the 
basis for the distribution of the judgment fund 
of said tribe created as the result of the passage 
of the Act of June 25, 1938 (52 Stat. 1114–1156), 
and accrued interest thereon.

§ 572. Payments to individuals; expenditure of 
payments 

There shall be credited on the books of the Of-
fice of Indian Affairs the sum of $2,450 to each 
member of said tribe whose name appears on the 
roll provided for in section 571 of this title, and 
out of such sum so credited the Secretary of the 
Interior is authorized to make available imme-
diately to each individual member of the tribe 
the sum of $100; and, under such rules and regu-
lations as he may prescribe, the sum of $1,350 to 
each adult and the sum of $500 to each minor for 
the following purposes: Purchase of land, im-
provement of lands to be acquired or already 
held by the Indian, for the erection and improve-
ment of suitable homes, the purchase of building 
material, farming equipment, livestock, feed, 
food, seed, grain, tools, machinery, implements, 
household goods, bedding, clothing, and any 
other equipment or supplies necessary to enable 
the Indians to fit themselves for or to engage in 
farming, livestock, industry, or such other pur-
suits or vocations, including education, as will 
enable them to become self-supporting: Provided, 

however, That the funds of the aged, infirm, de-
crepit, and incapacitated members may be used 
for their proper maintenance and support in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Interior. The 
remainder of the share of each adult individual 
Indian, including accrued interest, shall be made 
available under such rules and regulations as 
the Secretary of the Interior may prescribe, and 
the remainder of the share of each minor Indian 
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shall, with accrued interest, be held intact until 
such Indian reaches the age of eighteen years, 
when it shall be available under the same condi-
tions as herein provided for adults. As herein 
used the term ‘‘adult’’ shall include the mem-
bers of the tribe eighteen years of age or over, 
and the term ‘‘minor’’ shall include all members 
less than eighteen years of age. On the death of 
any enrolled member, adult or minor, the sum 
on deposit to his credit shall be available for ex-
penditure for the benefit of his heirs for the pur-
poses herein authorized.

(a) Purchase of lands 

Not to exceed $1,000,000 of the said judgment 
fund, or interest thereon, shall be available for 
expenditure upon the request of the tribe and 
with the approval of the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, for the purchase of lands in the manner 
prescribed in section 576 of this title. 

(b) Loan fund 

The sum of $125,000 of said judgment fund, or 
interest thereon, shall, at the request of the 
tribe and with the approval of the Secretary of 
the Interior, be set aside as a loan fund for mak-
ing loans to individual members, or groups of 
members, of said tribe under such rules and reg-
ulations as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

(c) Productive enterprises 

The remainder of said judgment fund, includ-
ing interest thereon, after making the segrega-
tion provided for in section 572 of this title, and 
after setting aside the respective amounts au-
thorized by this section, shall be available for 
appropriation, upon the recommendation of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and with the consent 
of the tribe, for purposes of benefit to the tribe, 
including the establishment and administration 
of productive enterprises for the benefit of said 
tribe, and any income derived from such enter-
prises shall be credited to the Shoshone tribal 
judgment fund: Provided, That should such en-
terprises also benefit the Arapaho Tribe repay-
ment proportionate to the benefit to the Arap-
aho Tribe shall be made into the Shoshone judg-
ment fund by the Arapaho Tribe out of such 
tribal income as the Arapaho Tribe may enjoy.

vately owned lands within said districts through 
exchange, relinquishment, donation, assign-
ment, or purchase of lands or interests therein, 
including water rights or surface rights to lands, 
improvements thereon and improvements on un-
disposed-of ceded lands, to the end that the re-
spective Indian and non-Indian land holdings 
may be consolidated for more beneficial use. Ex-
changes of lands hereunder shall be made on the 
basis of equal value, and the value of improve-
ments on lands to be relinquished to the Indians 
or by Indians, to non-Indians shall be given due 
consideration, and allowance made therefor in 
the valuation of lieu lands. This section shall 
apply to tribal land, and trust or otherwise re-
stricted Indian allotments, whether the allot-
tees be living or deceased. In all transactions in-
volving tribal Indian land, the consent of the 
Shoshone and Arapaho Tribes shall first be ob-
tained. Title to all lands or interests therein ac-
quired by the Government through exchange of 
tribal land shall be taken in the name of the 
United States in trust for the Shoshone and 
Arapaho Tribes of Indians of the Wind River 
Reservation, Wyoming. Title to lands exchanged 
for individual Indian allotments, or purchased 
for individual Indians with restricted funds shall 
be taken by the United States in trust for the 
individual Indian allottee or heir. The right 
herein granted individual Indians to acquire 
lands by purchase with restricted funds or by ex-
change shall not extend to lands on the ceded or 
opened portion of the reservation.

(b) Lands remain part of joint Reservation sub-
ject to exclusive tribal control 

Any lands acquired under subsection (a) of this 
section within the exterior boundaries of the 
Wind River Reservation shall remain a part of 
the Reservation and subject to the joint tribal 
laws of the Reservation, except that the lands so 
acquired shall be subject to the exclusive use 
and control of the tribe for which such lands 
were acquired. 
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(c) Income 

The income from lands acquired under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be credited to 
the tribe for which such lands were acquired. 

(d) Savings provision 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent the joint acquisition of lands for the 
benefit of the Eastern Shoshone Tribe of the 
Wind River Reservation and the Northern Arap-
aho Tribe of the Wind River Reservation.

§ 575. Restoration of lands 

The Secretary of the Interior is directed to re-
store to tribal ownership all undisposed-of sur-
plus or ceded lands within the land use districts 
which are not at present under lease or permit 
to non-Indians; and, further, to restore to tribal 
ownership the balance of said lands progres-
sively as and when the non-Indian owned lands 
within a given land use district are acquired by 
the Government for Indian use pursuant to the 
provisions of sections 571 to 577 of this title. All 
such restorations shall be subject to valid exist-
ing rights and claims: Provided, That no restora-
tion to tribal ownership shall be made of any 
lands within any reclamation project heretofore 
authorized within the diminished or ceded por-
tions of the reservation.

The sum of $1,000,000 authorized in section 573 
of this title for use in carrying out the land pur-
chase and consolidation program hereinbefore 
authorized shall remain available until expended 
and any amount expended shall be reimbursed 
with interest at 4 per centum per annum to the 
Shoshone Tribe of Indians of the Wind River 
Reservation from joint funds to the credit of the 
Shoshone and Arapaho Tribes of the Wind River 
Reservation or from future accruals to said joint 
fund, as and when said funds accrue. Title to all 
land purchases made hereunder shall be taken in 
the name of the United States in trust for the 
Shoshone and Arapaho Tribes of Indians of the 
Wind River Reservation, Wyoming. All pur-
chases of lands or interests therein made pursu-
ant to this section shall receive the approval of 
the Shoshone and Arapaho Tribal Councils or of 
the business committees thereof.

(a) The governing body of the Shoshone Tribe 
of the Wind River Reservation and the govern-
ing body of the Shoshone-Bannock Tribes, each 
shall, with the assistance of the Secretary, bring 
current the membership rolls of their respective 
tribes, to include all persons born prior to and 
alive on December 18, 1971, who are enrolled or 
eligible to be enrolled in accordance with the 
membership requirements of their respective 
tribes. 

(b) The proposed roll of the Northwestern 
Bands of Shoshone Indians entitled to partici-
pate in the distribution of the judgment funds 
shall be prepared by the governing officers of 
said Northwestern Bands, with the assistance of 
the Secretary of the Interior, within six months 
after December 18, 1971, authorizing distribution 
of said funds. The roll shall include all persons 
who meet all of the following requirements of 
eligibility: 

(1) They were born prior to and alive on De-
cember 18, 1971; 

(2) Either their names appear on one of the 
following Indian census rolls of the Washakie 
Sub-Agency of the Fort Hall jurisdiction: 

(a) Roll dated January 1, 1937, by F. A. 
Gross, Superintendent of the Fort Hall Res-
ervation. 

(b) Roll dated January 1, 1940, by F. A. 
Gross, Superintendent of the Fort Hall Res-
ervation. 

(c) Roll dated March 10, 1954. 
(d) Roll dated April 21, 1964. 

or they possess one-quarter Shoshone Indian 
blood and they are descendants of those ap-
pearing on at least one of said rolls; 

(3) They are not recognized as members of 
the Shoshone-Bannock Tribes of the Fort Hall 
Reservation, the Shoshone Tribe of the Wind 
River Reservation, or any other Indian Tribe; 
and 

(4) They shall elect not to participate in any 
settlement of claims pending before the Indian 
Claims Commission in docket 326–J, Shoshone- 
Goshute, and docket 326–K, Western Shoshone. 

The proposed roll shall be published in the Fed-
eral Register, and in a newspaper of general cir-

culation in the State of Utah. Any person claim-
ing membership rights in the Northwestern 
Bands of Shoshone Indians, or any interest in 
said judgment funds, or a representative of the 
Secretary on behalf of any such person, within 
sixty days from the date of publication in the 
Federal Register, or in the newspaper of general 
circulation, as hereinbefore provided, whichever 
publication date is last, may file an appeal with 
the Secretary contesting the inclusion or omis-
sion of the name of any person on or from such 
proposed roll. The Secretary shall review such 
appeals, and his decision thereon shall be final 
and conclusive. After disposition of all such ap-
peals to the Secretary, the roll of the North-
western Bands of Shoshone Indians shall be pub-
lished in the Federal Register and such roll shall 
be final.

§ 586. Northwestern Band of Shoshone Indians; 
payment to enrollees; heirs or legatees; trust 
for minors and persons under legal disability 

The funds apportioned to the Northwestern 
Band of Shoshone Indians, less attorney’s fees, 
and expenses due the attorneys representing the 
Northwestern Band under an approved contract, 
effective March 1, 1968, shall be placed to its 
credit in the United States Treasury and shall 
be distributed equally to the members whose 
names appear on the final roll and in accordance 
with the provisions of sections 581 to 590 of this 
title. 

(a) The per capita shares shall be determined 
on the basis of the number of persons listed on 
the proposed roll published as hereinbefore pro-
vided and the number of persons on whose behalf 
an appeal has been taken to the Secretary con-
testing omission from such proposed roll. The 
share of those persons excluded from the final 
roll by reason of the decision of the Secretary 
on appeal shall be distributed equally to the per-
sons included on the final roll. 

(b) The Secretary shall distribute a share pay-
able to a living enrollee directly to such en-
rollee. The per capita share of a deceased en-
rollee shall be paid to his heirs or legatees upon 
proof of death and inheritance satisfactory to 
the Secretary, whose findings upon such proof 
shall be final and conclusive. A share or interest 
therein payable to enrollees or their heirs or 
legatees who are less than twenty-one years of 
age or who are under legal disability shall be 
paid in accordance with such procedures, includ-
ing the establishment of trusts, as the Secretary 
determines appropriate to protect the best in-
terest of such persons.

§ 587. Funds apportioned to Shoshone-Bannock 
Tribes of the Fort Hall Reservation 

(a) Distribution to enrollees 

The funds apportioned to the Shoshone-Ban-
nock Tribes of the Fort Hall Reservation shall 
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be placed to their credit in the United States 
Treasury. Seventy-five percent of such funds 
shall be distributed per capita to all persons 
born on or before and living on December 18, 
1971, who are duly enrolled on the roll prepared 
in accordance with section 585(a) of this title. 

(b) Determination of per capita share 

The per capita shares shall be determined on 
the basis of the number of persons eligible for 
per capitas and the number of persons rejected 
for per capitas who have taken a timely appeal. 
The shares of those persons whose appeals are 
denied shall revert to the Shoshone-Bannock 
Tribes to be expended for any purpose des-
ignated by the tribal governing body and ap-
proved by the Secretary.

and 6, section 13; northeast quarter southeast 
quarter, section 14; lots 11, 12, 13, 3, 4, 6, 7, 8, and 
9, section 24, township 142 north, range 31 west, 
fifth principal meridian, Minnesota, excepting a 
tract containing approximately one and ninety 
one-hundredths acres, being that portion of lot 
4, section 13, township 142 north, range 31 west, 
beginning at angle point 1, lot 5, section 13, 
township 142 north, range 31 west; thence north 
thirty-three degrees forty-two minutes east one 
hundred and twenty-nine and five-tenths feet; 
thence south eighty-nine degrees forty-eight 
minutes east two hundred and thirty-one and 
four-tenths feet; thence south one degree fifty- 
four minutes west eighty-five and two-tenths 
feet; thence south nine degrees thirty-one min-
utes east two hundred and five and two-tenths 
feet; thence south nine degrees no minutes west 
eighty and four-tenths feet; thence south forty- 
one degrees nineteen minutes west one hundred 
and nineteen and four-tenths feet to angle point 
4, lot 5; thence along the boundary of lot 5, 
north fifty-one degrees no minutes west one 
hundred and twenty and one-tenth feet to angle 
point 5, lot 5, north thirty-seven degrees forty- 
five minutes east one hundred and twenty and 
one-tenth feet to angle point 6, lot 5, north fifty- 
one degrees no minutes west two hundred and 
eighty-seven and one-tenth feet to angle point 1, 
lot 5, and point of beginning.

tional Forest under the provisions of the Act ap-
proved March 1, 1911, as amended (U.S.C., title 16 
secs. 513, 519, 521).

§ 593. Exchanges of allotted, restricted, and tribal

Exchanges of Indian allotted, restricted, and 
tribal lands for lands in the Chippewa National 
Forest are hereby authorized. In order to con-
summate exchanges involving allotted and re-
stricted Indian lands, the Secretary of the Inte-
rior is hereby authorized to accept relinquish-
ments or conveyances of Indian lands, which 
lands shall thereupon become a part of the Chip-
pewa National Forest, and to issue trust patents 
to the Indians for the lands received by them in 
exchange: Provided, That with the consent of the 
Indians involved title to the lands received in 
any such exchange may be taken in the name of 
the tribe, in which case the transfer of title 
shall be evidenced by an order of the Secretary 
of Agriculture transferring the lands to the Sec-
retary of the Interior in trust for the Minnesota 
Chippewa Tribe: Provided further, That ex-
changes involving tribal lands shall be made 
only with the consent of the Indians and shall be 
evidenced by appropriate orders of transfer exe-
cuted by the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of the Interior: And provided further, 
That the land exchanges authorized herein shall 
be made on the basis of lands of equal value, and 
no exchange shall be made unless it is first ap-
proved by the Secretary of Agriculture.

§ 594. Distribution of judgment funds; Mississippi 
Bands; Pillager and Lake Winnibigoshish 
Bands 

The funds on deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States to the credit of the Minnesota 
Chippewa Tribe of Indians on behalf of the Mis-
sissippi Bands and the Pillager and Lake Winni-
bigoshish Bands of Chippewa Indians that were 
appropriated by the Act of October 31, 1965, to 
pay a judgment by the Indian Claims Commis-
sion in docket 18–B, and the interest thereon, 
after payment of attorney fees and expenses, 
may be advanced or expended for any purpose 
that is authorized by the tribal governing bodies 
of the Minnesota Chippewa Tribe and the White 
Earth, Leech Lake, and Mille Lacs Reservations 
with whom the members of the Mississippi 
Bands and Pillager and Lake Winnibigoshish 
Bands of Chippewa Indians are affiliated, and ap-
proved by the Secretary of the Interior. Only 
those persons who are descendants of the Mis-
sissippi Bands and the Pillager and Lake Winni-
bigoshish Bands of Chippewa Indians who were 
born on or prior to and living on September 27, 
1967 and who meet the requirements for mem-
bership in the Minnesota Chippewa Tribe shall 
be entitled to share in the use or distribution of 
the funds. Any part of such funds that may be 
distributed per capita to the members of the 
tribe shall not be subject to the Federal or State 
income tax.

SUBCHAPTER XVII—YAKIMA TRIBES 

§ 601. Membership roll; preparation; persons en-
titled to enrollment 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed, with the advice and consent of the 
Yakima Tribal Council, to prepare a roll show-
ing the members of the Yakima Tribes living on 
August 9, 1946, which roll shall be kept current 
and shall constitute the official membership roll 
of the Yakima Tribes for all purposes. No person 
who is enrolled with any other tribe of Indians 
or who has received an allotment of land on any 
other reservation shall be enrolled under the 
provisions of this subchapter. The following 
shall be placed on the roll: 

(a) All living persons who received allotments 
on the Yakima Reservation, except by fraud. 

(b) All living persons who are of the blood of 
the fourteen original Yakima Tribes, parties to 
the treaty of June 9, 1855 (12 Stat. 951), and who 
have received allotments on the public domain 
within the area ceded to the United States by 
the Yakima Tribes by the treaty of 1855. 

(c) All living persons who have maintained a 
domicile continuously from January 1, 1941, 
until August 9, 1946, on the Yakima Reservation 
or within the area ceded by the treaty of June 
9, 1855, (12 Stat. 951), and who are (1) descendants 
of persons who received allotments on the Yak-
ima Reservation, except by fraud, or (2) descend-
ants of persons of the blood of the fourteen 
original Yakima Tribes who received allotments 
on the public domain within the area ceded by 
the said treaty of 1855. All living children born 
after January 1, 1941, but prior to August 9, 1946, 
to a person entitled to enrollment under this 
subsection shall likewise be entitled to enroll-
ment under this subsection. 

(d) All children of one-fourth or more blood of 
the Yakima Tribes born after August 9, 1946, to 
a parent who is an enrolled member and main-
tains a domicile on the Yakima Reservation or 
within the area ceded by the treaty of June 9, 
1855, at the time of the birth of the child.

Any person of one-fourth or more of the blood 
of the Yakima Tribes who may be excluded from 
enrollment under the provisions of section 601 of 
this title may apply for membership at any time 
and be enrolled upon the approval of the applica-
tion by a two-thirds vote of the Yakima Tribal 
Council. Applications for enrollment under this 
section on behalf of minors and persons men-
tally incompetent may be filed by any enrolled 
member of the Yakima Tribes.

§ 603. Correction of membership roll

a residence on the reservation or within the 
ceded area for a period of five consecutive years, 
shall no longer be considered a member of the 
Yakima Tribes, and his name shall be removed 
from the rolls. It shall be the duty of the Yak-
ima Tribal Council to determine, subject to re-
view by the Secretary of the Interior, loss of 
membership in each case.

such person’s name shall have been placed upon 
such roll.

§ 607. Divestment of inheritance of non-members 

(a) Procedure 

A person who is not an enrolled member of the 
Yakima Tribes with one-fourth degree or more 
blood of such tribes shall not be entitled to re-
ceive by devise or inheritance any interest in 
trust or restricted land within the Yakima Res-
ervation or within the area ceded by the Treaty 
of June 9, 1855 (12 Stat. 1951), if, while the dece-
dent’s estate is pending before the Examiner of 
Inheritance, the Yakima Tribes pay to the Sec-
retary of the Interior, on behalf of such person, 
the fair market value of such interest as deter-
mined by the Secretary of the Interior after ap-
praisal. The interest for which payment is made 
shall be held by the Secretary in Trust for the 
Yakima Tribes. 

(b) Time of election 

On request of the Yakima Tribes the Examiner 
of Inheritance shall keep an estate pending for 
not less than two years from the date of dece-
dent’s death. 

(c) Interest of surviving spouse 

When a person who is prohibited by subsection 
(a) of this section from acquiring any interest 
by devise or inheritance is a surviving spouse of 
the decedent, a life estate in one-half of the in-
terest acquired by the Yakima Tribes shall, on 
the request of such spouse, be reserved for that 
spouse and the value of such life estate so re-
served shall be reflected in the Secretary’s ap-
praisal under subsection (a) of this section.

§ 608. Purchase, sale, and exchange of land 

(a) Authority of Secretary; manner and place 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized in 
his discretion, to— 

(1) purchase for the Yakima Tribes, with any 
funds of such tribes, and to otherwise acquire 
by gift, exchange, or relinquishment, any 
lands or interest in lands or improvements 
thereon within the Yakima Indian Reserva-
tion or within the area ceded to the United 
States by the Treaty of June 9, 1855; 

(2) sell or approve sales of any tribal trust 
lands, any interest therein or improvements 
thereon, such sales being limited to agencies 
of the Federal, State, or local governments for 
recreational, educational, civic, or other pub-
lic purposes, and to individual members of the 
tribes; 

(3) exchange any tribal trust lands, including 
interests therein or improvements thereon, for 
any lands situated within such reservation or 
the area ceded to the United States by the 
treaty of June 9, 1855; and 

(b) Multiple ownership of land 

Where lands are held in multiple ownership, 
the Secretary is authorized to sell and exchange 
such lands to other Indians or the Yakima 
Tribes only if the sale or exchange is authorized 
in writing by the owners of at least a majority 
interest in such lands; except that no greater 
percentage of approval of individual Indians 
shall be required under sections 608 to 608c of 
this title than in any other statute of general 
application approved by Congress. 

(c) Acquisitions to be held in trust 

Lands and interests in lands acquired by the 
Secretary pursuant to subsection (a)(1) of this 
section and for the benefit of the Yakima Indian 
Nation pursuant to section 465 of this title shall 
be held in trust by the United States for the 
benefit of the Yakima Indian Nation. 

(d) Terms and conditions 

The Secretary shall obtain the advice and con-
sent of the Yakima tribal council before enter-
ing into any of the above transactions involving 
the acquisition or disposition of tribal land. The 
terms and conditions of any such transaction, 
including the price at which any land is so pur-
chased or sold and the valuation of any lands so 
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exchanged, shall be mutually agreed upon by the 
Secretary, the Yakima tribal council, and the 
individual Indian or Indians concerned. Any 
such exchange of lands shall be effected on the 
basis of approximately equal consideration with 
due allowance for the value of improvements in 
determining the value of such lands.

222, and 224, and the interest on said funds; and 
jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon said court 
to hear such claims and to render judgment and 
decree thereon making such division of such 
funds and the interest on such funds, as may be 
just and fair in law and equity, between the Con-
federated Tribes of the Colville Reservation and 
its constituent tribal groups on the one hand, 
and the Yakima Tribes of Indians of the Yakima 
Reservation and its constituent tribal groups on 
the other hand.

(3) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior acting through (unless otherwise de-
termined by the Secretary) the Superintend-
ent of the Bureau of Indian Affairs Agency 
serving the tribe involved; 

(4) ‘‘minor’’ means a member of a tribe, or 
descendant of a member of a tribe, who has 
not attained the age of eighteen years and who 
has a minor’s share; 

(5) ‘‘minor’s share’’ means the per capita 
share of a judgment award, and the invest-
ment income accruing thereto, which is held 
in trust by the Secretary for a minor; and 

(6) ‘‘parent’’ means the biological or adop-
tive parent or parents, or other legal guardian, 
of a minor. 

(b) Disbursement to parent of minor 

Notwithstanding any provision of the Act of 
October 19, 1973 (87 Stat. 466) [25 U.S.C. 1401 et 
seq.], the Act of March 12, 1968 (82 Stat. 47), or 
any other law, or any regulation or plan promul-
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gated pursuant thereto, the minor’s share of 
judgment funds heretofore or hereafter awarded 
by the Indian Claims Commission or the United 
States Court of Claims to a tribe may be dis-
bursed to a parent of such minor pursuant to 
this section and section 609c–1 of this title. 

(c) Disbursements under plan for best interest of 
minor 

The minor’s share of judgment funds may be 
disbursed in such amounts deemed necessary by 
such parent for the best interest of the minor for 
the minor’s health, education, welfare, and 
emergencies under a plan governing such funds 
for each minor (or a plan governing funds of all 
minors in a family) approved by the Secretary 
and the tribal governing body of the minor’s 
tribe. 

(d) Monthly reports 

The Secretary shall provide a monthly report 
to each tribal governing body which has ap-
proved one or more plans pursuant to subsection 
(c) of this section. Each such report shall in-
clude the amount and purpose of every disburse-
ment made during each month under such plans.

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed to divide the trust funds on deposit in 
the Treasury of the United States to the joint 
credit of the Shoshone and Arapaho Tribes of 
the Wind River Reservation, Wyoming, includ-
ing the unexpended balance of the treaty funds 
arising under section 12 of the Act of June 7, 1897 
(30 Stat. 93), between the Shoshone Tribe and 
the Arapaho Tribe, crediting one-half of the 
total amount in the principal account to a prin-
cipal trust fund account and one-half of the 
total amount in the interest account to an in-
terest trust fund account for each tribe: Pro-

vided, That in dividing the funds there shall be 
taken into consideration in determining the 
amount to be credited to each tribe the out-
standing loans made from joint trust funds to 
the Indians of each tribe.

ervation, and for other purposes’, is hereby declared to 

be held by the United States in trust for the Shoshone 

and Arapahoe Tribes and, notwithstanding any other 

provision of law, said minerals, including oil and gas, 

subject to the provisions of section 2 of this Act, shall 

be administered and leased in accordance with the pro-

visions of the Act of May 11, 1938 (ch. 198, 52 Stat. 347 

[sections 396a to 396g of this title]). The gross proceeds 

received by the United States from such minerals ei-

ther before or after the date of this Act shall be depos-

ited to the credit of the Shoshone and Arapahoe Tribes 

in accordance with the provisions of the Act of May 19, 

1947 (61 Stat. 102), as amended [this subchapter], and 

any of such gross proceeds that have been credited to 

miscellaneous receipts in the Treasury of the United 

States in accordance with the provisions of section 5 of 

the Act of August 15, 1953 (67 Stat. 592 [set out as a note 

under this section]), shall be transferred on the books 

of the Treasury to the credit of such tribes. 
‘‘SEC. 2. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 

(1) all mineral leases, including oil and gas leases, cov-

ering any of the minerals referred to in section 1 here-

of, which have heretofore been issued by the Secretary 

of the Interior on a noncompetitive basis, shall be sub-

ject to renewal at the end of the primary five-year term 

thereof for a term that extends to a date that is five 

years from the date of this Act [Aug. 27, 1958] and shall 

not be subject to renewal or further extension except in 

any case where, at the expiration of said extended 

term, oil or gas is being produced under the lease in 

paying quantities, and (2) the Secretary of the Interior 

shall process in accordance with the Mineral Leasing 

Act of February 25, 1920 (ch. 85, 41 Stat. 437), as amend-

ed [section 181 et seq. of Title 30, Mineral Lands and 

Mining], and the regulations issued thereunder, all oil 

and gas lease offers covering any of the oil and gas re-

ferred to in section 1 hereof which were filed on or be-

fore December 31, 1957: Provided, That any oil and gas 

lease issued pursuant to such lease offers shall be for a 

single term of five years commencing with the effective 

date of the lease and shall not be subject to renewal or 

extension except in any case where at the expiration of 

said five-year term, oil or gas is being produced under 

the lease in paying quantities. 
‘‘Any oil or gas lease referred to in subparagraph (1) 

of this section and any oil or gas lease which may here-

after be issued pursuant to the lease offers referred to 

in subparagraph (2) of this section shall be subject to 

the provisions of section 1 (1) of the Act of July 29, 1954 

(ch. 644, 68 Stat. 583), amendatory of the second para-

graph of section 17 of the Mineral Leasing Act of Feb-

ruary 25, 1920 (ch. 85, 41 Stat. 443), as amended [section

WIND RIVER INDIAN RESERVATION; COMPENSATION FOR 

LANDS OF THE RIVERTON RECLAMATION PROJECT 

Act Aug. 15, 1953, ch. 509, 67 Stat. 592, provided that: 

‘‘There is hereby authorized to be transferred in the 

Treasury of the United States from funds now or here-

after made available for carrying on the functions of 

the Bureau of Reclamation and to be placed to the 

credit of the Shoshone and Arapahoe Tribes of Indians 

of the Wind River Indian Reservation in Wyoming, the 

sum of $1,009,500, said sum shall be credited to and ex-

pended for the benefit of said tribes and their members 

as provided by the Act of May 19, 1947 (61 Stat. 102), as 

amended by the Act of August 30, 1951 (65 Stat. 208), and 

by the Act of July 17, 1953 (Public Law 132, Eighty-third 

Congress) [this subchapter], and as may be hereinafter 

amended, and shall be deemed to constitute full, com-

plete, and final compensation, except as provided in 

section 5 of this Act, for terminating and extinguishing 

all of the right, title, estate, and interest, including 

minerals, gas and oil, of said Indian tribes and their 

members of, in and to the lands, interests in lands, and 

any and all past and future damages arising out of the 
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cession to the United States, pursuant to the Act of 

March 3, 1905 (33 Stat. 1016) of that part of the former 

Wind River Indian Reservation lying within * * * the 

proposed exterior boundaries of the Riverton reclama-

tion project, Fremont County, Wyoming * * *’’. 

* * * * * 

‘‘* * * Provided, That any member, or the heirs or as-

signees of any member, of either of said tribes, who on 

the 24th day of July 1952, had an existing and valid as-

signment on any part of the above-described land, shall 

have the right, at his or her option, within one year 

after the date of enactment of this Act [Aug. 15, 1953] 

to enter into a contract with the United States, by and 

through the Bureau of Reclamation, for the purchase, 

at a price and on terms satisfactory to the Secretary of 

the Interior, of all or any contiguous part of such as-

signment, and upon final payment of the purchase price 

therefor, a fee patent accordingly shall be issued to 

such assignee, subject to reservations of all oil, gas, 

and minerals to the United States, and subject to sec-

tion 5 of this Act, and if any part of the land so selected 

shall contain land irrigable under the Riverton rec-

lamation project, then said patented land shall be sub-

ject to all irrigation charges, taxes, and liens imposed 

by Federal or State law, to the same extent and in like 

manner as other lands of the Riverton reclamation 

project: Provided further, That all existing contracts re-

lating to irrigation charges, with respect to such irri-

gable land, shall remain in full force and effect: And 

provided further, That nothing in this Act shall be con-

strued to affect the rights and interests in and to any 

land embraced within the tract described herein that 

has been allotted to an individual member of either of 

the said tribes which, on the date of enactment of this 

Act [Aug. 15, 1953], is held by the United States in trust 

for such member or his or her heirs. 
‘‘SEC. 2. Subject only to the existing rights and inter-

ests which are not extinguished and terminated by this 

Act, all unentered and vacant lands within the area de-

scribed in section 1 hereof, are hereby restored to the 

public domain for administration, use, occupancy, and 

disposal under the reclamation and public land laws of 

the United States: Provided, That the sale or other dis-

position of such lands shall be at rates and upon terms 

and conditions approved by the Secretary of the Inte-

rior: Provided further, That the average price of all such 

lands disposed of by sale shall be not less than $6.25 per 

acre. 
‘‘SEC. 3. The sum transferred to the credit of the Sho-

shone and Arapahoe Tribes of Indians as aforesaid and 

the expenses of carrying out the provisions of this Act 

shall be nonreimbursable and nonreturnable under the 

reclamation laws of the United States. The net pro-

ceeds derived from the disposal of said lands shall be 

covered into the general fund of the Treasury or into 

the reclamation fund as the Secretary of the Interior 

shall find appropriate in the light of the source from 

which the funds transferred or expended in carrying out 

this Act are derived. 
‘‘SEC. 4. Subject to any outstanding rights and inter-

ests, all of the ceded lands of the Wind River Reserva-

tion withdrawn pursuant to the Act of June 17, 1902, for 

the development of the Riverton reclamation project, 

Wyoming, not included within the boundaries of the 

tract described in section 1 of this Act, are hereby re-

stored to the ownership of said tribes to the same ex-

tent as the ownership provided by the Act of July 27, 

1939 (53 Stat. 1128) [sections 571 to 577 of this title], with 

respect to vacant lands ceded to the United States 

under the provisions of the Act of March 3, 1905 (33 

Stat. 1016), but not subsequently withdrawn for rec-

lamation purposes: Provided, That the compensation 

authorized in section 1 hereof shall also be deemed to 

release the United States from any and all claims for 

damages whatsoever arising out of withdrawal of lands 

herein restored to tribal ownership. 
‘‘SEC. 5. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 

the United States shall deposit in the Treasury of the 

United States to the credit of said tribes, to be avail-

able for expenditure for the benefit of said tribes and 

their members, as provided by the Act of May 19, 1947 

(61 Stat. 102), as amended by the Act of August 30, 1951 

(65 Stat. 208), and by the Act of July 17, 1953 (Public 

Law 132, Eighty-third Congress) [this subchapter], and 

as may be hereinafter amended, 90 per centum of the 

gross receipts of the United States, as they are received 

from time to time, from all leases, bonuses, royalties, 

or other proceeds derived under the mining and min-

eral-leasing laws of the United States from any and all 

lands in which all rights and interests of the tribes are 

terminated and extinguished by the terms and condi-

tions of section 1 of this Act and which are embraced 

within the boundaries of the tract described in said sec-

tion 1. Notwithstanding any other provision of law the 

remaining 10 per centum of such gross receipts shall be 

deposited in the Treasury of the United States to the 

credit of miscellaneous receipts. 

‘‘SEC. 6. Should this Act become law subsequent to 

June 30, 1954, there is hereby reserved to the Shoshone 

and Arapahoe Tribes the privilege of rejecting, within 

one hundred and twenty days after the date of the Act 

[Aug. 15, 1953], the terms and conditions of its sections 

1, 4, and 5. If those terms and conditions are rejected, 

no part of the Act shall become effective. 

‘‘SEC. 7. The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 

perform any and all acts to carry out the provisions 

and purposes of this Act.’’

per annum, and shall be credited to the interest 
trust fund accounts established by this section: 
Provided further, That all future revenues and re-
ceipts derived from the Wind River Reservation 
under any and all laws, and the proceeds from 
any judgment for money against the United 
States hereafter paid jointly to the Shoshone 
and Arapahoe Tribes of the Wind River Reserva-
tion, shall be divided in accordance with section 
611 of this title and credited to the principal 
trust fund accounts established herein; and the 
proceeds from any judgment for money against 
the United States hereafter paid to either of the 
tribes singly shall be credited to the appropriate 
principal trust fund account.

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§ 613. Advances or expenditures from tribal 
funds; emergency and educational loans; 
payments to individuals of tribes; per capita 
payments not subject to liens or claims; ex-
ception 

Notwithstanding any other provision of exist-
ing law, the trust funds credited to the Sho-
shone Tribe and the Arapahoe Tribe, respec-
tively, under the provisions of this subchapter 
shall be available for expenditure or for advance 
to the tribes for such purposes as may be re-
quested by the business council of the tribe con-
cerned and approved by the Secretary of the In-
terior, or such official as may be designated by 
him: Provided, That the Secretary of the Interior 
is directed to make available out of the trust 
funds of the Shoshone Tribe the sum of $7,500 for 
the purpose of making emergency and edu-
cational loans on the authority and responsibil-
ity of the Shoshone Tribe, through its business 
council, without liability to the United States 
and free from regulation or approval by the Sec-
retary of the Interior: Provided further, That, 
commencing as soon after August 8, 1958 as the 
Secretary of the Interior determines may be 
practicable in order to change from the existing 
quarterly payment system, but not later than 
January 1, 1959, 85 per centum of said trust funds 
shall be paid per capita to the members of the 
respective tribes in equal monthly installments 
on the first day of each month, or as near there-
to as practicable, or with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior, at such more frequent 
intervals as the tribes may request.

be subject to any lien or claim of any nature 
against any of the members of said tribes unless 
the business council of such member shall con-
sent thereto in writing, except as to reimburs-
able Treasury loans made to individual members 
of either tribe which may be due to the United 
States, and except as to irrigation charges owed 
by individual Indians to the United States with 
respect to lands for which water is requested and 
received by said individual Indians, and with re-
spect to lands that are determined by the Sec-
retary of the Interior to be properly classified 
under existing law on the basis of the survey 
undertaken by the Secretary after the amend-
ment of this section on July 25, 1956 (70 Stat.

Title to the lands and the improvements 
thereon, lying and situated within the State of 
New Mexico, which have been acquired by the 
United States under authority of title II of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act of June 16, 
1933 (48 Stat. 200), the Emergency Relief Appro-
priation Act of April 8, 1935 (49 Stat. 115), section 
55 of title I of the Act of August 24, 1935 (49 Stat. 
750, 781), the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act 
(50 Stat. 522, 525) and subsequent emergency re-
lief appropriation Acts administrative jurisdic-
tion over which has heretofore been transferred 
by the President from the Secretary of Agri-
culture to the Secretary of the Interior, to be 
administered through the Commissioner of In-
dian Affairs for the benefit of the Indians, by 
Executive Orders Numbered 7792, 7975, 8255, 8471, 
8696, and 8472 and that title to the public domain 
lands and improvements thereon, lying and situ-
ated within the State of New Mexico, which 
were withdrawn in aid of proposed legislation by 
the Secretary of the Interior on December 23, 
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1938, and May 31, 1939, and now in use by Pueblo 
or Canoncito Navajo Indians, excepting those 
portions thereof used by the United States for 
administrative purposes, is declared to be in the 
United States of America in trust for the respec-
tive tribes, bands, or groups of Indians occupy-
ing and using same as a part of their respective 
existing reservations, subject to valid existing 
rights. The remainder of the aforesaid land is 
declared to be a part of the public domain of the 
United States and shall be transferred by the 
Secretary of the Interior to the Bureau of Land 
Management for administration under the provi-
sions of the Act of Congress of June 28, 1934, gen-
erally known as Taylor Grazing Act [43 U.S.C. 
315 et seq.] (48 Stat. 1269, as amended). The 
boundaries and descriptions of the areas to be-
come Indian lands and those which are to be 
transferred to the Bureau of Land Management 
are set out in sections III and IV, respectively, 
of the memorandum of information which is at-
tached to and a part of the report of the Sec-
retary of the Interior to the Senate Committee 
on Interior and Insular Affairs on this sub-
chapter, and such boundaries and descriptions 
are adopted as part of this subchapter and shall 
be published in the Federal Register: Provided, 
That before said boundaries and descriptions are 
published in the Federal Register as herein pro-
vided, the Secretary of the Interior may correct 
any clerical errors in section III of said memo-
randum of information and shall revise the same 
so as to define the areas on that portion of the 
lands conveyed by this subchapter and known as 
Bell Rock Mesa used and occupied respectively 
by the Laguna Pueblo Indians and the Canoncito 
Navajo Indians.

§ 622. Exchange of tribal lands; title to lands

consent of the Pueblo or Navajo tribal authori-
ties for other lands, water rights, and improve-
ments of similar value in the area set apart for 
the Pueblos and Canoncito Navajos or in the 
areas declared to be public domain or within any 
public domain within New Mexico. Title to all 
lands acquired under the provisions of this sub-
chapter shall be taken in the name of the United 
States in trust for the respective Pueblo Indians 
and the Navajo Canoncito group.

§ 624. Exchange of lands

therein, including improvements and water 
rights, within the Pueblo land consolidation 
areas, and to convey in exchange therefor not to 
exceed an equal value of unappropriated public 
lands within the State of New Mexico, or, with 
the consent of the Pueblo authorities any Pueb-
lo tribal lands or interest therein, including im-
provements and water rights. 

(b) Reservation of minerals, easements, or rights 
of use 

Either party to an exchange under this section 
may reserve minerals, easements, or rights of 
use. 

(c) Execution of title documents 

The Secretary may execute any title docu-
ments necessary to effect the exchanges author-
ized by this section. 
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(d) Title to lands 

Title to all lands acquired under the provi-
sions of this section shall be taken in the name 
of the United States in trust for the respective 
Pueblo Indian tribes.

SUBCHAPTER XXI—NAVAJO AND HOPI 
TRIBES: REHABILITATION 

SUBCHAPTER REFERRED TO IN OTHER SECTIONS

§ 631. Basic program for conservation and devel-
opment of resources; projects; appropriations 

In order to further the purposes of existing 
treaties with the Navajo Indians, to provide fa-
cilities, employment, and services essential in 
combating hunger, disease, poverty, and demor-
alization among the members of the Navajo and 
Hopi Tribes, to make available the resources of 
their reservations for use in promoting a self- 
supporting economy and self-reliant commu-
nities, and to lay a stable foundation on which 
these Indians can engage in diversified economic 
activities and ultimately attain standards of liv-
ing comparable with those enjoyed by other citi-
zens, the Secretary of the Interior is authorized 
and directed to undertake, within the limits of 
the funds from time to time appropriated pursu-
ant to this subchapter, a program of basic im-
provements for the conservation and develop-
ment of the resources of the Navajo and Hopi In-
dians, the more productive employment of their 
manpower, and the supplying of means to be 
used in their rehabilitation, whether on or off 
the Navajo and Hopi Indian Reservations. Such 
program shall include the following projects for 
which capital expenditures in the amount shown 
after each project listed in the following sub-
sections and totaling $108,570,000 are authorized 
to be appropriated: 

(1) Soil and water conservation and range 
improvement work, $10,000,000. 

(2) Completion and extension of existing irri-
gation projects, and completion of the inves-
tigation to determine the feasibility of the 
proposed San Juan-Shiprock irrigation 
project, $9,000,000. 

(3) Surveys and studies of timber, coal, min-
eral, and other physical and human resources, 
$500,000. 

(4) Development of industrial and business 
enterprises, $1,000,000. 

(5) Development of opportunities for off-res-
ervation employment and resettlement and as-
sistance in adjustments related thereto, 
$3,500,000. 

(6) Relocation and resettlement of Navajo 
and Hopi Indians (Colorado River Indian Res-
ervation), $5,750,000. 

(7) Roads and trails, $40,000,000; of which not 
less than $20,000,000 shall be (A) available for 
contract authority for such construction and 
improvement of the roads designated as route 
1 and route 3 on the Navajo and Hopi Indian 

Reservations as may be necessary to bring the 
portion of such roads located in any State up 
to at least the secondary road standards in ef-
fect in such State, and (B) in addition to any 
amounts expended on such roads under the 
$20,000,000 authorization provided under this 
clause prior to amendment. 

(8) Telephone and radio communications sys-
tems, $250,000. 

(9) Agency, institutional, and domestic 
water supply, $2,500,000. 

(10) Establishment of a revolving loan fund, 
$5,000,000. 

(11) Hospital buildings and equipment, and 
other health conservation measures, $4,750,000. 

(12) School buildings and equipment, and 
other educational measures, $25,000,000. 

(13) Housing and necessary facilities and 
equipment, $820,000. 

(14) Common service facilities, $500,000. 

Funds so appropriated shall be available for 
administration, investigations, plans, construc-
tion, and all other objects necessary for or ap-
propriate to the carrying out of the provisions of 
this subchapter. Such further sums as may be 
necessary for or appropriate to the annual oper-
ation and maintenance of the projects herein 
enumerated are also authorized to be appro-
priated. Funds appropriated under these author-
izations shall be in addition to funds made avail-
able for use on the Navajo and Hopi Reserva-
tions, or with respect to Indians of the Navajo 
Tribes, out of appropriations heretofore or here-
after granted for the benefit, care, or assistance 
of Indians in general, or made pursuant to other 
authorizations now in effect.

The foregoing program shall be administered 
in accordance with the provisions of this sub-
chapter and existing laws relating to Indian af-
fairs, shall include such facilities and services as 
are requisite for or incidental to the effec-
tuation of the projects herein enumerated, shall 
apply sustained-yield principles to the adminis-
tration of all renewable resources, and shall be 
prosecuted in a manner which will provide for 
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completion of the program, so far as practicable, 
within ten years from April 19, 1950. An account 
of the progress being had in the rehabilitation of 
the Navajo and Hopi Indians, and of the use 
made of the funds appropriated to that end 
under this subchapter, shall be included in each 
annual report of the work of the Department of 
the Interior submitted to the Congress during 
the period covered by the foregoing program.

§ 633. Preference in employment; on-the-job 
training 

Navajo and Hopi Indians shall be given, when-
ever practicable, preference in employment on 
all projects undertaken pursuant to this sub-
chapter, and, in furtherance of this policy may 
be given employment on such projects without 
regard to the provisions of the civil-service and 
classification laws. To the fullest extent pos-
sible, Indian workers on such projects shall re-
ceive on-the-job training in order to enable 
them to become qualified for more skilled em-
ployment.

§ 634. Loans to Tribes or individual members; 
loan fund 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized, 
under such regulations as he may prescribe, to 
make loans from the loan fund authorized by 
section 631 of this title to the Navajo Tribe, or 
any member or association of members thereof, 
or to the Hopi Tribe, or any member of associa-
tion of members thereof, for such productive 
purposes as, in his judgment, will tend to pro-
mote the better utilization of the manpower and 
resources of the Navajo or Hopi Indians. Sums 
collected in repayment of such loans and sums 
collected as interest or other charges thereon 
shall be credited to the loan fund, and shall be 
available for the purpose for which the fund was 
established.

§ 635. Disposition of lands 

(a) Lease of restricted lands; renewals 

Any restricted Indian lands owned by the Nav-
ajo Tribe, members thereof, or associations of 
such members, or by the Hopi Tribe, members 
thereof, or associations of such members, may 
be leased by the Indian owners, with the ap-
proval of the Secretary of the Interior, for pub-

lic, religious, educational, recreational, or busi-
ness purposes, including the development or uti-
lization of natural resources in connection with 
operations under such leases. All leases so 
granted shall be for a term of not to exceed 
twenty-five years, but may include provisions 
authorizing their renewal for an additional term 
of not to exceed twenty-five years, and shall be 
made under such regulations as may be pre-
scribed by the Secretary. Restricted allotments 
of deceased Indians may be leased under this 
section, for the benefit of their heirs or devisees, 
in the circumstances and by the persons pre-
scribed in section 380 of this title. Nothing con-
tained in this section shall be construed to re-
peal or affect any authority to lease restricted 
Indian lands conferred by or pursuant to any 
other provision of law. 

(b) Lease, sale, or other disposition of lands 
owned in fee simple by Navajo Tribe 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
land owned in fee simple by the Navajo Tribe 
may be leased, sold, or otherwise disposed of by 
the sole authority of the Navajo Tribal Council, 
in any manner that similar land in the State in 
which such land is situated may be leased, sold, 
or otherwise disposed of by private landowners, 
and such disposition shall create no liability on 
the part of the United States. 

(c) Transfer of unallotted lands to tribally owned 
or municipal corporations 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
transfer, upon request of the Navajo Tribal 
Council, to any corporation owned by the tribe 
and organized pursuant to State law, or to any 
municipal corporation organized under State 
law, legal title to or a leasehold interest in any 
unallotted lands held for the Navajo Indian 
Tribe, and thereafter the United States shall 
have no responsibility or liability for, but on re-
quest of the tribe shall render advice and assist-
ance in, the management, use, or disposition of 
such lands.

Such constitution may provide for the exercise 
by the Navajo Tribe of any powers vested in the 
tribe or any organ thereof by existing law, to-
gether with such additional powers as the mem-
bers of the tribe may, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Interior, deem proper to in-
clude therein.

(a) Contents; report to Congress 

The Secretary shall conduct a detailed survey 
and study of the academic facilities needs of the 
Navajo Community College, and shall report to 
the Congress not later than August 1, 1979, the 
results of such survey and study. Such report 
shall include any recommendations or views 
submitted by the governing body of such College 
and by the governing body of the Navajo tribe, 
and shall include detailed recommendations by 
the Secretary as to the number, type, and cost 
of academic facilities which are required, rank-
ing each such required facility by relative need.

§ 640c–1. Authorization of appropriations 

(a) Construction grants 

(1) For the purpose of making construction 
grants under sections 640a to 640c–3 of this title,

essary for each of the 4 succeeding fiscal years.

(D) supplemental student services, including 
student housing, food service, and the provi-
sion of access to books and services. 

(2) The Secretary shall make payments, pursu-
ant to grants under this subsection, in advance 
installments of not less than 40 per centum of 
the funds available for allotment, based on an-
ticipated or actual numbers of full-time equiva-
lent Indian students or such other factors as de-
termined by the Secretary. Adjustments for 
overpayments and underpayments shall be ap-
plied to the remainder of such funds and such re-
mainder shall be delivered no later than July 1 
of each year.

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and

SUBCHAPTER XXII—NAVAJO AND HOPI 
TRIBES: SETTLEMENT OF RIGHTS AND 
INTERESTS 

§ 640d. Mediator 

(a) Appointment; duties; qualifications; termi-
nation of duties 

Within thirty days after December 22, 1974, the 
Director of the Federal Mediation and Concilia-
tion Service shall appoint a Mediator (herein-
after referred to as the ‘‘Mediator’’) who shall 
assist in the negotiations for the settlement and 
partition of the relative rights and interests, as 
determined by the decision in the case of Heal-
ing v. Jones (210 F. Supp. 125, D. Ariz., 1962, aff’d 
363 U.S. 758, 1963) (hereinafter referred to as the 
‘‘Healing case’’), of the Hopi and Navajo Tribes 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘tribes’’) to and 
in lands within the reservation established by 
the Executive order of December 16, 1882, except 
land management district no. 6 (such lands here-
inafter referred to as the ‘‘joint use area’’). The 
Mediator shall not have any interest, direct or 
indirect, in the settlement of the interests and 
rights set out in this subsection. The duties of 
the Mediator shall cease upon the entering of a 
full agreement into the records of the supple-
mental proceedings pursuant to section 640d–2 of 
this title or the submission of a report to the 
District Court after a default in negotiations or 
a partial agreement pursuant to section 640d–3 
of this title. 

(b) Nature of proceedings 

The proceedings in which the Mediator shall 
be acting under the provisions of this sub-
chapter shall be the supplemental proceedings in 
the Healing case now pending in the United 
States District Court for the District of Arizona 
(hereinafter referred to as ‘‘the District Court’’). 

(c) Interagency committee 

(1) The Mediator is authorized to request from 
any department, agency, or independent instru-

mentality of the Federal Government any infor-
mation, personnel, service, or materials he 
deems necessary to carry out his responsibilities 
under the provisions of this subchapter. Each 
such department, agency, or instrumentality is 
authorized to cooperate with the Mediator and 
to comply with such requests to the extent per-
mitted by law, on a reimbursable or nonreim-
bursable basis. 

(2) To facilitate the expeditious and orderly 
compilation and development of factual infor-
mation relevant to the negotiating process, the 
President shall, within fifteen days of December 
22, 1974, establish an interagency committee 
chaired by the Secretary of the Interior (herein-
after referred to as the ‘‘Secretary’’) to develop 
relevant information and to respond to the re-
quests of the Mediator. 

(d) Liaison with Secretary 

The Secretary shall appoint a full-time rep-
resentative as his liaison with the Mediator to 
facilitate the provision of information and as-
sistance requested by the Mediator from the De-
partment of the Interior. 

(e) Staff assistants and consultants 

The Mediator may retain the services of such 
staff assistants and consultants as he shall deem 
necessary, subject to the approval of the Direc-
tor of the Federal Mediation and Conciliation 
Service.

‘‘SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 

‘‘This Act may be cited as the ‘Navajo-Hopi Land Dis-

pute Settlement Act of 1996’. 

‘‘SEC. 2. FINDINGS. 

‘‘The Congress finds that— 

‘‘(1) it is in the public interest for the Tribe, Nava-

jos residing on the Hopi Partitioned Lands, and the 

United States to reach a peaceful resolution of the 

longstanding disagreements between the parties 

under the Act commonly known as the ‘Navajo-Hopi 

Land Settlement Act of 1974’ (Public Law 93–531; 25 

U.S.C. 640d et seq.); 
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‘‘(2) it is in the best interest of the Tribe and the 

United States that there be a fair and final settle-

ment of certain issues remaining in connection with 

the Navajo-Hopi Land Settlement Act of 1974, includ-

ing the full and final settlement of the multiple 

claims that the Tribe has against the United States; 

‘‘(3) this Act, together with the Settlement Agree-

ment executed on December 14, 1995, and the Accom-

modation Agreement (as incorporated by the Settle-

ment Agreement), provide the authority for the Tribe 

to enter agreements with eligible Navajo families in 

order for those families to remain residents of the 

Hopi Partitioned Lands for a period of 75 years, sub-

ject to the terms and conditions of the Accommoda-

tion Agreement; 

‘‘(4) the United States acknowledges and respects— 

‘‘(A) the sincerity of the traditional beliefs of the 

members of the Tribe and the Navajo families resid-

ing on the Hopi Partitioned Lands; and 

‘‘(B) the importance that the respective tradi-

tional beliefs of the members of the Tribe and Nav-

ajo families have with respect to the culture and 

way of life of those members and families; 

‘‘(5) this Act, the Settlement Agreement, and the 

Accommodation Agreement provide for the mutual 

respect and protection of the traditional religious be-

liefs and practices of the Tribe and the Navajo fami-

lies residing on the Hopi Partitioned Lands; 

‘‘(6) the Tribe is encouraged to work with the Nav-

ajo families residing on the Hopi Partitioned Lands 

to address their concerns regarding the establishment 

of family or individual burial plots for deceased fam-

ily members who have resided on the Hopi Parti-

tioned Lands; and 

‘‘(7) neither the Navajo Nation nor the Navajo fami-

lies residing upon Hopi Partitioned Lands were par-

ties to or signers of the Settlement Agreement be-

tween the United States and the Hopi Tribe. 

‘‘SEC. 3. DEFINITIONS. 

‘‘Except as otherwise provided in this Act, for pur-

poses of this Act, the following definitions shall apply: 

‘‘(1) ACCOMMODATION.—The term ‘Accommodation’ 

has the meaning provided that term under the Settle-

ment Agreement. 

‘‘(2) HOPI PARTITIONED LANDS.—The term ‘Hopi Par-

titioned Lands’ means lands located in the Hopi Par-

titioned Area, as defined in section 168.1(g) of title 25, 

Code of Federal Regulations (as in effect on the date 

of enactment of this Act [Oct. 11, 1996]). 

‘‘(3) NAVAJO PARTITIONED LANDS.—The term ‘Navajo 

Partitioned Lands’ has the meaning provided that 

term in the proposed regulations issued on November 

1, 1995, at 60 Fed. Reg. 55506. 

‘‘(4) NEW LANDS.—The term ‘New Lands’ has the 

meaning provided that term in section 700.701(b) of 

title 25, Code of Federal Regulations. 

‘‘(5) SECRETARY.—The term ‘Secretary’ means the 

Secretary of the Interior. 

‘‘(6) SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT.—The term ‘Settle-

ment Agreement’ means the agreement between the 

United States and the Hopi Tribe executed on Decem-

ber 14, 1995. 

‘‘(7) TRIBE.—The term ‘Tribe’ means the Hopi Tribe. 

‘‘(8) NEWLY ACQUIRED TRUST LANDS.—The term 

‘newly acquired trust lands’ means lands taken into 

trust for the Tribe within the State of Arizona pursu-

ant to this Act or the Settlement Agreement. 

‘‘SEC. 4. RATIFICATION OF SETTLEMENT AGREE-

MENT. 

‘‘The United States approves, ratifies, and confirms 

the Settlement Agreement. 

‘‘SEC. 5. CONDITIONS FOR LANDS TAKEN INTO 

TRUST. 

‘‘The Secretary shall take such action as may be nec-

essary to ensure that the following conditions are met 

prior to taking lands into trust for the benefit of the 

Tribe pursuant to the Settlement Agreement: 

‘‘(1) SELECTION OF LANDS TAKEN INTO TRUST.— 

‘‘(A) PRIMARY AREA.—In accordance with section 

7(a) of the Settlement Agreement, the primary area 

within which lands acquired by the Tribe may be 

taken into trust by the Secretary for the benefit of 

the Tribe under the Settlement Agreement shall be 

located in northern Arizona. 
‘‘(B) REQUIREMENTS FOR LANDS TAKEN INTO TRUST 

IN THE PRIMARY AREA.—Lands taken into trust in 

the primary area referred to in subparagraph (A) 

shall be— 
‘‘(i) land that is used substantially for ranching, 

agriculture, or another similar use; and 
‘‘(ii) to the extent feasible, in contiguous par-

cels. 
‘‘(2) ACQUISITION OF LANDS.—Before taking any land 

into trust for the benefit of the Tribe under this sec-

tion, the Secretary shall ensure that— 
‘‘(A) at least 85 percent of the eligible Navajo 

heads of household (as determined under the Settle-

ment Agreement) have entered into an accommoda-

tion or have chosen to relocate and are eligible for 

relocation assistance (as determined under the Set-

tlement Agreement); and 
‘‘(B) the Tribe has consulted with the State of 

Arizona concerning the lands proposed to be placed 

in trust, including consulting with the State con-

cerning the impact of placing those lands into trust 

on the State and political subdivisions thereof re-

sulting from the removal of land from the tax rolls 

in a manner consistent with the provisions of part 

151 of title 25, Code of Federal Regulations. 
‘‘(3) PROHIBITION.—The Secretary may not, pursu-

ant to the provisions of this Act and the Settlement 

Agreement, place lands, any portion of which are lo-

cated within or contiguous to a 5-mile radius of an in-

corporated town or city (as those terms are defined 

by the Secretary) in northern Arizona, into trust for 

benefit of the Tribe without specific statutory au-

thority. 
‘‘(4) EXPEDITIOUS ACTION BY THE SECRETARY.—Con-

sistent with all other provisions of this Act, the Sec-

retary is directed to take lands into trust under this 

Act expeditiously and without undue delay. 

‘‘SEC. 6. ACQUISITION THROUGH CONDEMNATION 

OF CERTAIN INTERSPERSED LANDS. 

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.— 
‘‘(1) ACTION BY THE SECRETARY.— 

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall take ac-

tion as specified in subparagraph (B), to the extent 

that the Tribe, in accordance with section 7(b) of 

the Settlement Agreement— 
‘‘(i) acquires private lands; and 
‘‘(ii) requests the Secretary to acquire through 

condemnation interspersed lands that are owned 

by the State of Arizona and are located within 

the exterior boundaries of those private lands in 

order to have both the private lands and the State 

lands taken into trust by the Secretary for the 

benefit of the Tribe. 
‘‘(B) ACQUISITION THROUGH CONDEMNATION.—With 

respect to a request for an acquisition of lands 

through condemnation made under subparagraph 

(A), the Secretary shall, upon the recommendation 

of the Tribe, take such action as may be necessary 

to acquire the lands through condemnation and, 

with funds provided by the Tribe, pay the State of 

Arizona fair market value for those lands in accord-

ance with applicable Federal law, if the conditions 

described in paragraph (2) are met. 
‘‘(2) CONDITIONS FOR ACQUISITION THROUGH CON-

DEMNATION.—The Secretary may acquire lands 

through condemnation under this subsection if— 
‘‘(A) that acquisition is consistent with the pur-

pose of obtaining not more than 500,000 acres of 

land to be taken into trust for the Tribe; 
‘‘(B) the State of Arizona concurs with the United 

States that the acquisition is consistent with the 

interests of the State; and 
‘‘(C) the Tribe pays for the land acquired through 

condemnation under this subsection. 
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‘‘(b) DISPOSITION OF LANDS.—If the Secretary acquires 

lands through condemnation under subsection (a), the 

Secretary shall take those lands into trust for the 

Tribe in accordance with this Act and the Settlement 

Agreement. 

‘‘(c) PRIVATE LANDS.—The Secretary may not acquire 

private lands through condemnation for the purpose 

specified in subsection (a)(2)(A). 

‘‘SEC. 7. ACTION TO QUIET POSSESSION. 

‘‘If the United States fails to discharge the obliga-

tions specified in section 9(c) of the Settlement Agree-

ment with respect to voluntary relocation of Navajos 

residing on Hopi Partitioned Lands, or section 9(d) of 

the Settlement Agreement, relating to the implemen-

tation of sections 700.137 through 700.139 of title 25, 

Code of Federal Regulations, on the New Lands, includ-

ing failure for reason of insufficient funds made avail-

able by appropriations or otherwise, the Tribe may 

bring an action to quiet possession that relates to the 

use of the Hopi Partitioned Lands after February 1, 

2000, by a Navajo family that is eligible for an accom-

modation, but fails to enter into an accommodation. 

‘‘SEC. 8. PAYMENT TO STATE OF ARIZONA. 

‘‘(a) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—Subject to 

subsection (b), there are authorized to be appropriated 

to the Department of the Interior $250,000 for fiscal 

year 1998, to be used by the Secretary of the Interior for 

making a payment to the State of Arizona. 

‘‘(b) PAYMENT.—The Secretary shall make a payment 

in the amount specified in subsection (a) to the State 

of Arizona after an initial acquisition of land from the 

State has been made by the Secretary pursuant to sec-

tion 6. 

‘‘SEC. 9. 75-YEAR LEASING AUTHORITY. 

‘‘[Amended section 415 of this title.] 

‘‘SEC. 10. REAUTHORIZATION OF THE NAVAJO-HOPI 

RELOCATION HOUSING PROGRAM. 

‘‘[Amended section 640d–24 of this title.] 

‘‘SEC. 11. EFFECT OF THIS ACT ON CASES INVOLV-

ING THE NAVAJO NATION AND THE HOPI 

TRIBE. 

‘‘Nothing in this Act or the amendments made by 

this Act shall be interpreted or deemed to preclude, 

limit, or endorse, in any manner, actions by the Navajo 

Nation that seek, in court, an offset from judgments 

for payments received by the Hopi Tribe under the Set-

tlement Agreement. 

‘‘SEC. 12. WATER RIGHTS. 

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.— 

‘‘(1) WATER RIGHTS.—Subject to the other provisions 

of this section, newly acquired trust lands shall have 

only the following water rights: 

‘‘(A) The right to the reasonable use of ground-

water pumped from such lands. 

‘‘(B) All rights to the use of surface water on such 

lands existing under State law on the date of acqui-

sition, with the priority date of such right under 

State law. 

‘‘(C) The right to make any further beneficial use 

on such lands which is unappropriated on the date 

each parcel of newly acquired trust lands is taken 

into trust. The priority date for the right shall be 

the date the lands are taken into trust. 

‘‘(2) RIGHTS NOT SUBJECT TO FORFEITURE OR ABAN-

DONMENT.—The Tribe’s water rights for newly ac-

quired trust lands shall not be subject to forfeiture or 

abandonment arising from events occurring after the 

date the lands are taken into trust. 

‘‘(b) RECOGNITION AS VALID USES.— 

‘‘(1) GROUNDWATER.—With respect to water rights 

associated with newly acquired trust lands, the Tribe, 

and the United States on the Tribe’s behalf, shall rec-

ognize as valid all uses of groundwater which may be 

made from wells (or their subsequent replacements) 

in existence on the date each parcel of newly acquired 

trust land is acquired and shall not object to such 

groundwater uses on the basis of water rights associ-

ated with the newly acquired trust lands. The Tribe, 

and the United States on the Tribe’s behalf, may ob-

ject only to the impact of groundwater uses on newly 

acquired trust lands which are initiated after the 

date the lands affected are taken into trust and only 

on grounds allowed by the State law as it exists when 

the objection is made. The Tribe, and the United 

States on the Tribe’s behalf, shall not object to the 

impact of groundwater uses on the Tribe’s right to 

surface water established pursuant to subsection 

(a)(3) when those groundwater uses are initiated be-

fore the Tribe initiates its beneficial use of surface 

water pursuant to subsection (a)(3). 
‘‘(2) SURFACE WATER.—With respect to water rights 

associated with newly acquired trust lands, the Tribe, 

and the United States on the Tribe’s behalf, shall rec-

ognize as valid all uses of surface water in existence 

on or prior to the date each parcel of newly acquired 

trust land is acquired and shall not object to such 

surface water uses on the basis of water rights associ-

ated with the newly acquired trust lands, but shall 

have the right to enforce the priority of its rights 

against all junior water rights the exercise of which 

interfere with the actual use of the Tribe’s senior sur-

face water rights. 
‘‘(3) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in paragraph 

(1) or (2) shall preclude the Tribe, or the United 

States on the Tribe’s behalf, from asserting objec-

tions to water rights and uses on the basis of the 

Tribe’s water rights on its currently existing trust 

lands. 
‘‘(c) APPLICABILITY OF STATE LAW ON LANDS OTHER 

THAN NEWLY ACQUIRED LANDS.—The Tribe, and the 

United States on the Tribe’s behalf, further recognize 

that State law applies to water uses on lands, including 

subsurface estates, that exist within the exterior 

boundaries of newly acquired trust lands and that are 

owned by any party other than the Tribe. 
‘‘(d) ADJUDICATION OF WATER RIGHTS ON NEWLY AC-

QUIRED TRUST LANDS.—The Tribe’s water rights on 

newly acquired trust lands shall be adjudicated with 

the rights of all other competing users in the court now 

presiding over the Little Colorado River Adjudication, 

or if that court no longer has jurisdiction, in the appro-

priate State or Federal court. Any controversies be-

tween or among users arising under Federal or State 

law involving the Tribe’s water rights on newly ac-

quired trust lands shall be resolved in the court now 

presiding over the Little Colorado River Adjudication, 

or, if that court no longer has jurisdiction, in the ap-

propriate State or Federal court. Nothing in this sub-

section shall be construed to affect any court’s jurisdic-

tion: Provided, That the Tribe shall administer all 

water rights established in subsection (a). 
‘‘(e) PROHIBITION.—Water rights for newly acquired 

trust lands shall not be used, leased, sold, or trans-

ported for use off of such lands or the Tribe’s other 

trust lands: Provided, That the Tribe may agree with 

other persons having junior water rights to subordinate 

the Tribe’s senior water rights. Water rights for newly 

acquired trust lands can only be used on those lands or 

other trust lands of the Tribe located within the same 

river basin tributary to the main stream of the Colo-

rado River. 
‘‘(f) SUBSURFACE INTERESTS.—On any newly acquired 

trust lands where the subsurface interest is owned by 

any party other than the Tribe, the trust status of the 

surface ownership shall not impair any existing right of 

the subsurface owner to develop the subsurface interest 

and to have access to the surface for the purpose of 

such development. 
‘‘(g) STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION WITH RESPECT TO 

WATER RIGHTS OF OTHER FEDERALLY RECOGNIZED INDIAN 

TRIBES.—Nothing in this section shall affect the water 

rights of any other federally recognized Indian tribe 

with a priority date earlier than the date the newly ac-

quired trust lands are taken into trust. 
‘‘(h) STATUTORY CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this sec-

tion shall be construed to determine the law applicable 
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to water use on lands owned by the United States, 

other than on the newly acquired trust lands. The 

granting of the right to make beneficial use of unappro-

priated surface water on the newly acquired trust lands 

with a priority date such lands are taken into trust 

shall not be construed to imply that such right is a 

Federal reserved water right. Nothing in this section or 

any other provision of this Act shall be construed to es-

tablish any Federal reserved right to groundwater. Au-

thority for the Secretary to take land into trust for the 

Tribe pursuant to the Settlement Agreement and this 

Act shall be construed as having been provided solely 

by the provisions of this Act.’’

§ 640d–1. Negotiating teams 

(a) Appointment; time; membership and certifi-
cation; nature of authority 

Within thirty days after December 22, 1974, the 
Secretary shall communicate in writing with 
the tribal councils of the tribes directing the ap-
pointment of a negotiating team representing 
each tribe. Each negotiating team shall be com-
posed of not more than five members to be cer-
tified by appropriate resolution of the respective 
tribal council. Each tribal council shall prompt-
ly fill any vacancies which may occur on its ne-
gotiating team. Notwithstanding any other pro-
vision of law, each negotiating team, when ap-
pointed and certified, shall have full authority 
to bind its tribe with respect to any other mat-
ter concerning the joint use area within the 
scope of this subchapter. 

(b) Failure to select and certify 

In the event either or both of the tribal coun-
cils fail to select and certify a negotiating team 
within thirty days after the Secretary commu-
nicates with the tribal council under subsection 
(a) of this section or to select and certify a re-
placement member within thirty days of the oc-
currence of a vacancy, the provisions of section 
640d–3(a) 1 of this title shall become effective. 

(c) First negotiating session; time and place; 
chairman; suggestions for procedure, agenda, 
and resolution of issues in controversy 

Within fifteen days after formal certification 
of both negotiating teams to the Mediator, the 
Mediator shall schedule the first negotiating 
session at such time and place as he deems ap-
propriate. The negotiating sessions, which shall 
be chaired by the Mediator, shall be held at such 
times and places as the Mediator deems appro-
priate. At such sessions, the Mediator may, if he 
deems it appropriate, put forward his own sug-
gestions for procedure, the agenda, and the reso-
lution of the issues in controversy. 

(d) Failure to attend two consecutive sessions or 
bargain in good faith 

In the event either negotiating team fails to 
attend two consecutive sessions or, in the opin-
ion of the Mediator, either negotiating team 
fails to bargain in good faith or an impasse is 
reached, the provisions of section 640d–3(a) 1 of 
this title shall become effective. 

(e) Disagreements within team 

In the event of a disagreement within a nego-
tiating team the majority of the members of the 
team shall prevail and act on behalf of the team 
unless the resolution of the tribal council cer-
tifying the team specifically provides otherwise.

§ 640d–2. Implementation of agreements 

(a) Full agreement 

If, within one hundred and eighty days after 
the first session scheduled by the Mediator 
under section 640d–1(c) of this title, full agree-
ment is reached, such agreement shall be put in 
such form as the Mediator determines best ex-
presses the intent of the tribes and shall then be 
submitted to the Secretary and the Attorney 
General of the United States for their comments 
as they relate to the interest of the United 
States in the proceedings. These comments are 
to be submitted to the Mediator and the nego-
tiating teams within thirty days. The negotiat-
ing teams and the Mediator shall then consider 
the comments and, if agreement can still be 
reached on terms acceptable to the negotiating 
teams and the Mediator within sixty days of re-
ceipt by him of the comments, the agreement 
shall be put in final written form and shall be 
signed by the members of the negotiating teams 
and the Mediator. The Mediator shall then cause 
the agreement to be entered into the records of 
the supplemental proceedings in the Healing 
case. The provisions of the agreement shall be 
reviewed by the District Court, modified where 
necessary, and put into effect immediately 
thereafter. 

(b) Partial agreement 

If, within the one hundred and eighty day pe-
riod referred to in subsection (a) of this section, 
a partial agreement has been reached between 
the tribes and they wish such partial agreement 
to go into effect, they shall follow the procedure 
set forth in subsection (a) of this section. The 
partial agreement shall then be considered by 
the Mediator in preparing his report, and the 
District Court in making a final adjudication, 
pursuant to section 640d–3 of this title. 

(c) Consistency with existing law 

For the purpose of this section, the negotiat-
ing teams may make any provision in the agree-
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ment or partial agreement not inconsistent with 
existing law. No such agreement or any provi-
sion in it shall result in a taking by the United 
States of private property compensable under 
the Fifth Amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States.

judication 

If the negotiating teams fail to reach full 
agreement within the time period allowed in 
section 640d–2(a) of this title or if one or both of 
the tribes are in default under the provisions of 
section 640d–1(b) or (d) of this title, the Medi-
ator, within ninety days thereafter, shall pre-
pare and submit to the District Court a report 
containing his recommendations for the settle-
ment of the interests and rights set out in sec-
tion 640d(a) of this title which shall be most rea-
sonable and equitable in light of the law and cir-
cumstances and consistent with the provisions 
of this subchapter. Following the District 
Court’s review of the report and recommenda-
tions (which are not binding thereon) and any 
further proceedings which the District Court 
may schedule, the District Court is authorized 
to make a final adjudication, including partition 
of the joint use area, and enter the judgments in 
the supplemental proceedings in the Healing 
case.

§ 640d–4. Authorized recommendations for facili-
tation of agreement or report to District 
Court; discretionary nature of recommenda-
tions 

(a) For the purpose of facilitating an agree-
ment pursuant to section 640d–2 of this title or 
preparing a report pursuant to section 640d–3 of 
this title, the Mediator is authorized— 

(1) notwithstanding the provisions of section 
211 of this title, to recommend that, subject to 

the consent of the Secretary, there be pur-
chased or otherwise acquired additional lands 
for the benefit of either tribe from the funds of 
either tribe or funds under any other author-
ity of law; 

(2) to recommend that, subject to the con-
sent of the Secretary, there be undertaken a 
program of restoration of lands lying within 
the joint use area, employing for such purpose 
funds authorized by this subchapter, funds of 
either tribe, or funds under any other author-
ity of law; 

(3) to recommend that, subject to the con-
sent of the Secretary, there be undertaken a 
program for relocation of members of one 
tribe from lands which may be partitioned to 
the other tribe in the joint use area;

§ 640d–5. Considerations and guidelines for prep-
aration of report by Mediator and final adju-
dication by District Court 

The Mediator in preparing his report, and the 
District Court in making the final adjudication, 
pursuant to section 640d–3 of this title, shall 
consider and be guided by the decision of the 
Healing case, under which the tribes have joint, 
undivided, and equal interests in and to all of 
the joint use area; by any partial agreement 
reached by the parties under section 640d–2(b) of 
this title; by the last best offer for a complete 
settlement as a part of the negotiating process 
by each of the tribes; and by the following: 

(a) The rights and interests, as defined in the 
Healing case, of the Hopi Tribe in and to that 
portion of the reservation established by the Ex-
ecutive order of December 16, 1882, which is 
known as land management district no. 6 (here-
inafter referred to as the ‘‘Hopi Reservation’’) 
shall not be reduced or limited in any manner. 

(b) The boundary lines resulting from any par-
titioning of lands in the joint use area shall be 
established so as to include the higher density 
population areas of each tribe within the por-
tion of the lands partitioned to such tribe to 
minimize and avoid undue social, economic, and 
cultural disruption insofar as practicable. 

(c) In any division of the surface rights to the 
joint use area, reasonable provision shall be 
made for the use of and right of access to identi-
fied religious shrines for the members of each 
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tribe on the reservation of the other tribe where 
such use and access are for religious purposes. 

(d) In any partition of the surface rights to the 
joint use area, the lands shall, insofar as is prac-
ticable, be equal in acreage and quality: Pro-

vided, That if such partition results in a lesser 
amount of acreage, or value, or both to one tribe 
such differential shall be fully and finally com-
pensable to such tribe by the other tribe. The 
value of the land for the purposes of this sub-
section shall be based on not less than its value 
with improvements and its grazing capacity 
fully restored: Provided further, That, in the de-
termination of compensation for any such dif-
ferential, the Federal Government shall pay any 
difference between the value of the particular 
land involved in its existing state and the value 
of such land in a fully restored state which re-
sults from damage to the land which the Dis-
trict Court finds attributable to a failure of the 
Federal Government to provide protection 
where such protection is or was required by law 
or by the demands of the trust relationship. 

(e) Any lands partitioned to each tribe in the 
joint use area shall, where feasible and consist-
ent with the other provisions of this section, be 
contiguous to the reservation of each such tribe. 

(f) Any boundary line between lands parti-
tioned to the two tribes in the joint use area 
shall, insofar as is practicable, follow terrain 
which will facilitate fencing or avoid the need 
for fencing. 

(g) Any claim the Hopi Tribe may have 
against the Navajo Tribe for an accounting of 
all sums collected by the Navajo Tribe since 
September 17, 1957, as trader license fees or com-
missions, lease rental, or proceeds, or other 
similar charges for doing business or for dam-
ages in the use of lands within the joint use 
area, shall be for a one-half share in such sums. 

(h) Any claim the Hopi Tribe may have 
against the Navajo Tribe for the determination 
and recovery of the fair value of the grazing and 
agricultural use of the lands within the joint use 
area by the Navajo Tribe and its individual 
members, since September 28, 1962, shall be for 
one-half of such value.

§ 640d–6. Joint ownership and management of 
coal, oil, gas and other minerals within or 
underlying partitioned lands; division of pro-
ceeds 

Partition of the surface of the lands of the 
joint use area shall not affect the joint owner-
ship status of the coal, oil, gas, and all other 
minerals within or underlying such lands. All 
such coal, oil, gas, and other minerals within or 
underlying such lands shall be managed jointly 
by the two tribes, subject to supervision and ap-
proval by the Secretary as otherwise required by 
law, and the proceeds therefrom shall be divided 
between the tribes, share and share alike.

§ 640d–7. Determination of tribal rights and in-
terests in land 

(a) Authorization to commence and defend ac-
tions in District Court 

Either tribe, acting through the chairman of 
its tribal council for and on behalf of the tribe, 

is each hereby authorized to commence or de-
fend in the District Court an action against the 
other tribe and any other tribe of Indians claim-
ing any interest in or to the area described in 
the Act of June 14, 1934, except the reservation 
established by the Executive Order of December 
16, 1882, for the purpose of determining the 
rights and interests of the tribes in and to such 
lands and quieting title thereto in the tribes. 

(b) Allocation of land to respective reservations 
upon determination of interests 

Lands, if any, in which the Navajo Tribe or 
Navajo individuals are determined by the Dis-
trict Court to have the exclusive interest shall 
continue to be a part of the Navajo Reservation. 
Lands, if any, in which the Hopi Tribe, including 
any Hopi village or clan thereof, or Hopi individ-
uals are determined by the District Court to 
have the exclusive interest shall thereafter be a 
reservation for the Hopi Tribe. Any lands in 
which the Navajo and Hopi Tribes or Navajo or 
Hopi individuals are determined to have a joint 
or undivided interest shall be partitioned by the 
District Court on the basis of fairness and eq-
uity and the area so partitioned shall be re-
tained in the Navajo Reservation or added to the 
Hopi Reservation, respectively. 

(c) Actions for accounting, fair value of grazing, 
and claims for damages to land; determina-
tion of recovery; defenses 

(1) Either as a part of or in a proceeding sup-
plementary to the action authorized in sub-
section (a) of this section, either tribe, through 
the chairman of its tribal council for and on be-
half of the tribe, including all villages, clans, 
and individual members thereof, may prosecute 
or defend an action for the types of relief, in-
cluding interest, specified in section 640d–17 of 
this title, including all subsections thereof, 
against the other tribe, through its tribal chair-
man in a like representative capacity, and 
against the United States as to the types of re-
covery specified in subsection (a)(3) of section 
640d–17 of this title and subject to the same pro-
visions as contained in said subsection, such ac-
tion to apply to the lands in issue in the reserva-
tion established by the Act of June 14, 1934 (48 
Stat. 960). 

(2) In the event the Hopi Tribe or Navajo Tribe 
is determined to have any interest in the lands 
in issue, the right of either tribe to recover 
hereunder shall be based upon that percentage 
of the total sums collected, use made, waste 
committed, and other amounts of recovery, 
which is equal to the percentage of lands in 
issue in which either tribe is determined to have 
such interest. 

(3) Neither laches nor the statute of limita-
tions shall constitute a defense to such proceed-
ings if they are either prosecuted as a part of 
the action authorized by this section or in a pro-
ceeding supplemental thereto, if instituted not 
later than twenty-four months following a final 
order of partition and exhaustion of appeals in 
an action filed pursuant to this section. 

(d) Denial of Congressional interest in merits of 
conflicting claims; liability of United States 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to be 
a Congressional determination of the merits of 
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the conflicting claims to the lands that are sub-
ject to adjudication pursuant to this section, or 
to affect the liability of the United States, if 
any, under litigation now pending before the In-
dian Claims Commission. 

(e) Payment of legal fees, court costs and other 
expenses 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
pay any or all appropriate legal fees, court 
costs, and other related expenses arising out of, 
or in connection with, the commencing of, or de-
fending against, any action brought by the Nav-
ajo, San Juan Southern Paiute or Hopi Tribe 
under this section. 

(f) Provision of attorney fees for San Juan South-
ern Paiute Tribe 

(1) Any funds made available for the San Juan 
Southern Paiute Tribe to pay for attorney’s fees 
shall be paid directly to the tribe’s attorneys of 
record until such tribe is acknowledged as an In-
dian tribe by the United States: Provided, That 
the tribe’s eligibility for such payments shall 
cease once a decision by the Secretary of the In-
terior declining to acknowledge such tribe be-
comes final and no longer appealable. 

(2) Nothing in this subsection shall be inter-
preted as a congressional acknowledgement of 
the San Juan Southern Paiute as an Indian tribe 
or as affecting in any way the San Juan South-
ern Paiute Tribe’s Petition for Recognition cur-
rently pending with the Secretary of the Inte-
rior. 

(3) There is hereby authorized to be appro-
priated not to exceed $250,000 to pay for the legal 
expenses incurred by the Southern Paiute Tribe 
on legal action arising under this section prior 
to November 16, 1988.

§ 640d–8. Allotments in severalty to Paiute Indi-
ans now located on lands; issue of patents 
declaring United States as trustee 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
subchapter, the Secretary is authorized to allot 
in severalty to individual Paiute Indians, not 

now members of the Navajo Tribe, who are lo-
cated within the area described in the Act of 
June 14, 1934 (48 Stat. 960), and who were located 
within such area, or are direct descendants of 
Paiute Indians who were located within such 
area, on the date of such Act, land in quantities 
as specified in section 331 of this title, and pat-
ents shall be issued to them for such lands hav-
ing the legal effect and declaring that the 
United States holds such land in trust for the 
sole use and benefit of each allottee and, follow-
ing his death, of his heirs according to the laws 
of the State of Arizona.

§ 640d–9. Partitioned or other designated lands 

(a) Lands to be held in trust for Navajo Tribe; ex-
ception 

Subject to the provisions of sections 640d–8 
and 640d–16(a) of this title, any lands partitioned 
to the Navajo Tribe pursuant to sections 640d–2 
and 640d–3 of this title and the lands described in 
the Act of June 14, 1934 (48 Stat. 960), except the 
lands as described in section 640d–7 of this title, 
shall be held in trust by the United States exclu-
sively for the Navajo Tribe and as a part of the 
Navajo Reservation. 

(b) Lands to be held in trust for Hopi Tribe 

Subject to the provisions of sections 640d–8 
and 640d–16(a) of this title, any lands partitioned 
to the Hopi Tribe pursuant to sections 640d–2 
and 640d–3 of this title and the lands as described 
in section 640d–7 of this title shall be held in 
trust by the United States exclusively for the 
Hopi Tribe and as a part of the Hopi Reserva-
tion. 

(c) Protection of rights and property of individ-
uals subject to relocation 

The Secretary shall take such action as may 
be necessary in order to assure the protection, 
until relocation, of the rights and property of 
individuals subject to relocation pursuant to 
this subchapter, or any judgment of partition 
pursuant thereto, including any individual au-
thorized to reside on land covered by a life es-
tate conferred pursuant to section 640d–28 of this 
title. 

(d) Protection of benefits and services of individ-
uals subject to relocation 

With respect to any individual subject to relo-
cation, the Secretary shall take such action as 
may be necessary to assure that such individ-
uals are not deprived of benefits or services by 
reason of their status as an individual subject to 
relocation. 

(e) Tribal jurisdiction over partitioned lands 

(1) 1 Lands partitioned pursuant to this sub-
chapter, whether or not the partition order is 
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subject to appeal, shall be subject to the juris-
diction of the tribe to whom partitioned and the 
laws of such tribe shall apply to such parti-
tioned lands under the following schedule: 

(A) Effective ninety days after July 8, 1980, 
all conservation practices, including grazing 
control and range restoration activities, shall 
be coordinated and executed with the concur-
rence of the tribe to whom the particular 
lands in question have been partitioned, and 
all such grazing and range restoration matters 
on the Navajo Reservation lands shall be ad-
ministered by the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
Navajo Area Office and on the Hopi Reserva-
tion lands by the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
Phoenix Area Office, under applicable laws and 
regulations. 

(B) Notwithstanding any provision of law to 
the contrary, each tribe shall have such juris-
diction and authority over any lands parti-
tioned to it and all persons located thereon, 
not in conflict with the laws and regulations 
referred to in paragraph (A) above, to the 
same extent as is applicable to those other 
portions of its reservation. Such jurisdiction 
and authority over partitioned lands shall be-
come effective April 18, 1981. 

The provisions of this subsection shall be sub-
ject to the responsibility of the Secretary to 
protect the rights and property of life tenants 
and persons awaiting relocation as provided in 
subsections (c) and (d) of this section. 

(f) Development of lands in litigation; exception 

(1) Any development of lands in litigation pur-
suant to section 640d–7 of this title and further 
defined as ‘‘that portion of the Navajo Reserva-
tion lying west of the Executive Order Reserva-
tion of 1882 and bounded on the north and south 
by westerly extensions, to the reservation line, 
of the northern and southern boundaries of said 
Executive Order Reservation,’’ shall be carried 
out only upon the written consent of each tribe 
except for the limited areas around the village 
of Moenkopi and around Tuba City. Each such 
area has been heretofore designated by the Sec-
retary. ‘‘Development’’ as used herein shall 
mean any new construction or improvement to 
the property and further includes public work 
projects, power and water lines, public agency 
improvements, and associated rights-of-way. 

(2) Each Indian tribe which receives a written 
request for the consent of the Indian tribe to a 
particular improvement, construction, or other 
development on the lands to which paragraph (1) 
applies shall respond in writing to such request 
by no later than the date that is 30 days after 
the date on which the Indian tribe receives the 
request. If the Indian tribe refuse to consent to 
the improvement, construction, or other devel-
opment, the response shall include the reasons 
why consent is being refused. 

(3)(A) Paragraph (1) shall not apply to any im-
provement, construction, or other development 
if— 

(i) such improvement, construction, or de-
velopment does not involve new housing con-
struction, and 

(ii) after the Navajo Tribe or Hopi Tribe has 
refused to consent to such improvement, con-
struction, or development (or after the close of 

the 30-day period described in paragraph (2), if 
the Indian tribe does not respond within such 
period in writing to a written request for such 
consent), the Secretary of the Interior deter-
mines that such improvement, construction, 
or development is necessary for the health or 
safety of the Navajo Tribe, the Hopi Tribe, or 
any individual who is a member of either 
tribe. 

(B) If a written request for a determination de-
scribed in subparagraph (A)(ii) is submitted to 
the Secretary of the Interior after the Navajo 
Tribe or Hopi Tribe has refused to consent to 
any improvement, construction, or development 
(or after the close of the 30-day period described 
in paragraph (2), if the Indian tribe does not re-
spond within such period in writing to a written 
request for such consent), the Secretary shall, 
by no later than the date that is 45 days after 
the date on which such request is submitted to 
the Secretary, determine whether such improve-
ment, construction, or development is necessary 
for the health or safety of the Navajo Tribe, the 
Hopi Tribe, or any individual who is a member 
of either Tribe. 

(C) Any development that is undertaken pur-
suant to this section shall be without prejudice 
to the rights of the parties in the civil action 
pending before the United States District Court 
for the District of Arizona commenced pursuant 
to section 640d–7 of this title, as amended.

§ 640d–10. Resettlement lands for Navajo Tribe 

(a) Transfer of lands under jurisdiction of Bu-
reau of Land Management; State and private 
land exchanges; valuation; acquired private 
lands; lands to be held in trust 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to— 
(1) transfer not to exceed two hundred and 

fifty thousand acres of lands under the juris-
diction of the Bureau of Land Management 
within the State 1 of Arizona and New Mexico 
to the Navajo Tribe: Provided, That, in order 
to facilitate such transfer, the Secretary is au-
thorized to exchange such lands for State or 
private lands of equal value or, if they are not 
equal, the values shall be equalized by the 
payment of money to the grantor or to the 
Secretary as the circumstances require so long 
as payment does not exceed 25 per centum of 
the total value of the lands transferred out of 
Federal ownership. The Secretary shall try to 
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reduce the payment to as small an amount as 
possible. 

(2) 2 on behalf of the United States, accept 
title to not to exceed one hundred and fifty 
thousand acres of private lands acquired by 
the Navajo Tribe. Title thereto shall be taken 
in the name of the United States in trust for 
the benefit of the Navajo Tribe as a part of the 
Navajo Reservation. 

Subject to the provisions of the following sen-
tences of this subsection, all rights, title and in-
terests of the United States in the lands de-
scribed in paragraph (1), including such interests 
the United States as lessor has in such lands 
under the Mineral Leasing Act of 1920, as 
amended [30 U.S.C. 181 et seq.], will, subject to 
existing leasehold interests, be transferred with-
out cost to the Navajo Tribe and title thereto 
shall be taken by the United States in trust for 
the benefit of the Navajo Tribe as a part of the 
Navajo Reservation. So long as selected lands 
coincide with pending noncompetitive coal lease 
applications under the Mineral Leasing Act of 
1920, as amended, the Secretary may not trans-
fer any United States interests in such lands 
until the noncompetitive coal lease applications 
have been fully adjudicated. If such adjudication 
results in issuance of Federal coal leases to the 
applicants, such transfer shall be subject to such 
leases. The leaseholders rights and interests in 
such coal leases will in no way be diminished by 
the transfer of the rights, title and interests of 
the United States in such lands to the Navajo 
Tribe. If any selected lands are subject to valid 
claims located under the Mining Law of 1872 the 
transfer of the selected lands may be made sub-
ject to those claims. 

(2) 2 Those interests in lands acquired in the 
State of New Mexico by the Navajo Tribe pur-
suant to subsection 2 3 of this section shall be 
subject to the right of the State of New Mex-
ico to receive the same value from any sales, 
bonuses, rentals, royalties and interest 
charges from the conveyance, sale, lease, de-
velopment, and production of coal as would 
have been received had the subsurface interest 
in such lands remained with the United States 
and been leased pursuant to the Mineral Lands 
Leasing Act of 1920, as amended [30 U.S.C. 181 
et seq.], or any successor Act; or otherwise de-
veloped. The State’s interest shall be ac-
counted for in the same manner as it would 
have been if a lease had issued pursuant to the 
Mineral Lands Leasing Act of 1920, as amend-
ed. 

(b) Proximity of lands to be transferred or ac-
quired to Navajo Reservation; lands to be 
used for exchanges 

A border of any parcel of land so transferred or 
acquired shall be within eighteen miles of the 
present boundary of the Navajo Reservation: 
Provided, That, except as limited by subsection 
(g) of this section, Bureau of Land Management 
lands anywhere within the States of Arizona and 
New Mexico may be used for the purpose of ex-
changing for lands within eighteen miles of the 
present boundary of the reservation. 

(c) Selection of lands to be transferred or ac-
quired; time period; consultation; restriction 
of New Mexico lands 

Lands to be so transferred or acquired shall, 
for a period of three years after July 8, 1980, be 
selected by the Navajo Tribe after consultation 
with the Commissioner: Provided, That, at the 
end of such period, the Commissioner shall have 
the authority to select such lands after con-
sultation with the Navajo Tribe: Provided fur-

ther, That not to exceed thirty-five thousand 
acres of lands so transferred or acquired shall be 
selected within the State of New Mexico. 

(d) Progress and status of land transfer program; 
reports to Congressional committees 

The Commissioner, in consultation with the 
Secretary, shall within sixty days following the 
first year of enactment of this subsection report 
to the House Committee on Interior and Insular 
Affairs and the Senate Select Committee on In-
dian Affairs, on the progress of the land transfer 
program authorized in subsection (a) of this sec-
tion. Sixty days following the second year of en-
actment of this subsection the Commissioner, in 
consultation with the Secretary, shall submit a 
report to the House Committee on Interior and 
Insular Affairs and the Senate Select Committee 
on Indian Affairs giving the status of the land 
transfer program authorized in subsection (a) of 
this section, making any recommendations that 
the Commissioner deems necessary to complete 
the land transfer program. 

(e) Entitlement lands payments 

Payments being made to any State or local 
government pursuant to the provisions of chap-
ter 69 of title 31, on any lands transferred pursu-
ant to subsection (a)(1) of this section shall con-
tinue to be paid as if such transfer had not oc-
curred. 

(f) Acquisition of title to surface and subsurface 
interest; time period; public notice; report to 
Congressional committees; rights of sub-
surface owner 

(1) For a period of three years after July 8, 
1980, the Secretary shall not accept title to 
lands acquired pursuant to subsection (a)(2) 4 of 
this section unless fee title to both surface and 
subsurface has been acquired or the owner of the 
subsurface interest consents to the acceptance 
of the surface interest in trust by the Secretary. 

(2) If, ninety days prior to the expiration of 
such three year period, the full entitlement of 
private lands has not been acquired by the Nav-
ajo Tribe and accepted by the Secretary in trust 
for the Navajo Tribe under the restrictions of 
paragraph (1) of this subsection, the Commis-
sioner, after public notice, shall, within thirty 
days, make a report thereon to the House Com-
mittee on Interior and Insular Affairs and the 
Senate Select Committee on Indian Affairs. 

(3) In any case where the Secretary accepts, in 
trust, title to the surface of lands acquired pur-
suant to subsection (a)(2) 4 of this section where 
the subsurface interest is owned by third par-
ties, the trust status of such surface ownership 
and the inclusion of the land within the Navajo 
Reservation shall not impair any existing right 
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of the subsurface owner to develop the sub-
surface interest and to have access to the sur-
face for the purpose of such development. 

(g) Lands not available for transfer 

No public lands lying north and west of the 
Colorado River in the State of Arizona shall be 
available for transfer under this section. 

(h) Administration of lands transferred or ac-
quired 

The lands transferred or acquired pursuant to 
this section shall be administered by the Com-
missioner until relocation under the Commis-
sion’s 5 plan is complete and such lands shall be 
used solely for the benefit of Navajo families re-
siding on Hopi-partitioned lands as of December 
22, 1974: Provided, That the sole authority for 
final planning decisions regarding the develop-
ment of lands acquired pursuant to this sub-
chapter shall rest with the Commissioner until 
such time as the Commissioner has discharged 
his statutory responsibility under this sub-
chapter. 

(i) Negotiations regarding land exchanges or 
leases 

The Commissioner shall have authority to 
enter into negotiations with the Navajo and 
Hopi Tribes with a view to arranging and carry-
ing out land exchanges or leases, or both, be-
tween such tribes; and lands which may be ac-
quired or transferred pursuant to this section 
may, with the approval of the Commissioner, be 
included in any land exchange between the 
tribes authorized under section 640d–22 of this 
title.

§ 640d–11. Office of Navajo and Hopi Indian Relo-
cation 

(a) Establishment; Commissioner 

There is hereby established as an independent 
entity in the executive branch the Office of Nav-
ajo and Hopi Indian Relocation which shall be 
under the direction of the Commissioner on Nav-
ajo and Hopi Relocation (hereinafter in this sub-
chapter referred to as the ‘‘Commissioner’’). 

(b) Appointment; term of office; compensation 

(1) The Commissioner shall be appointed by 
the President by and with the advice and con-
sent of the Senate. 

(2) The term of office of the Commissioner 
shall be 2 years. An individual may be appointed 
Commissioner for more than one term. The 
Commissioner serving at the end of a term shall 
continue to serve until his or her successor has 
been confirmed in accordance with paragraph (1) 
of this subsection. 

(3) The Commissioner shall be a full-time em-
ployee of the United States, and shall be com-
pensated at the rate of basic pay payable for 
level IV of the Executive Schedule. 

(c) Transfer of powers, duties, and funds to Com-
missioner 

(1)(A) Except as otherwise provided by the 
Navajo and Hopi Indian Relocation Amendments 
of 1988, the Commissioner shall have all the pow-
ers and be responsible for all the duties that the 
Navajo and Hopi Indian Relocation Commission 
had before November 16, 1988. 

(B) All funds appropriated to the Navajo and 
Hopi Indian Relocation Commission before the 
date on which the first Commissioner on Navajo 
and Hopi Indian Relocation is confirmed by the 
Senate that have not been expended on such 
date shall become available to the Office of Nav-
ajo and Hopi Indian Relocation on such date and 
shall remain available without fiscal year limi-
tation. 

(2) There are hereby transferred to the Com-
missioner, on January 31, 1989— 

(A) all powers and duties of the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs derived from Public Law 99–190 (99 
Stat. at 1236) that relate to the relocation of 
members of the Navajo Tribe from lands parti-
tioned to the Hopi Tribe, and 

(B) all funds appropriated for activities re-
lating to such relocation pursuant to Public 
Law 99–190 (99 Stat. at 1236): Provided, That 
such funds shall be used by the Commissioner 
for the purpose for which such funds were ap-
propriated to the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
(B) 1 : Provided further, That for administrative 
purposes such funds shall be maintained in a 
separate account. 

(d) Powers of Commissioner 

(1) Subject to such rules and regulations as 
may be adopted by the Office of Navajo and Hopi 
Indian Relocation, the Commissioner shall have 
the power to— 

(A) appoint and fix the compensation of such 
staff and personnel as the Commissioner 
deems necessary in accordance with the provi-
sions of title 5 governing appointments in the 
competitive service, but at rates not in excess 
of a position classified above a GS–15 of the 
General Schedule under section 5108 of such 
title; and 

(B) procure temporary and intermittent 
services to the same extent as is authorized by 
section 3109 of title 5, but at rates not to ex-
ceed $200 a day for individuals. 

(2) The authority of the Commissioner to 
enter into contracts for the provision of legal 
services for the Commissioner or for the Office 
of Navajo and Hopi Indian Relocation shall be 
subject to the availability of funds provided for 
such purpose by appropriations Acts. 

(3) There are authorized to be appropriated for 
each fiscal year $100,000 to fund contracts de-
scribed in paragraph (2). 

(e) Administrative, fiscal, and housekeeping 
services; implementation of relocation plan; 
reasonable assistance by Federal depart-
ments or agencies; report to Congress 

(1) The Commissioner is authorized to provide 
for the administrative, fiscal, and housekeeping 
services of the Office of Navajo and Hopi Indian 
Relocation and is authorized to call upon any 
department or agency of the United States to 
assist him in implementing the relocation plan, 
except that the control over and responsibility 
for completing relocation shall remain in the 
Commissioner. In any case in which the Office 
calls upon any such department or agency for 
assistance under this section, such department 
or agency shall provide reasonable assistance so 
requested. 

(2) On failure of any agency to provide reason-
able assistance as required under paragraph (1) 
of this subsection, the Commissioner shall re-
port such failure to the Congress. 

(f) Termination 

The Office of Navajo and Hopi Indian Reloca-
tion shall cease to exist when the President de-
termines that its functions have been fully dis-
charged.

§ 640d–13. Relocation of households and members 

(a) Authorization; time of completion; prohibi-
tion of further settlement of nonmembers 
without written approval; limit on grazing of 
livestock 

Consistent with section 640d–7 of this title and 
the order of the District Court issued pursuant 
to section 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title, the Com-
missioner is authorized and directed to relocate 
pursuant to section 640d–7 of this title and such 
order all households and members thereof and 
their personal property, including livestock, 
from any lands partitioned to the tribe of which 
they are not members. The relocation shall take 
place in accordance with the relocation plan and 
shall be completed by the end of five years from 
the date on which the relocation plan takes ef-
fect. No further settlement of Navajo individ-
uals on the lands partitioned to the Hopi Tribe 
pursuant to this subchapter or on the Hopi Res-
ervation shall be permitted unless advance writ-
ten approval of the Hopi Tribe is obtained. No 
further settlement of Hopi individuals on the 
lands partitioned to the Navajo Tribe pursuant 
to this subchapter or on the Navajo Reservation 
shall be permitted unless advance written ap-
proval of the Navajo Tribe is obtained. No indi-
vidual shall hereafter be allowed to increase the 
number of livestock he grazes on any area parti-
tioned pursuant to this subchapter to the tribe 
of which he is not a member, nor shall he retain 
any grazing rights in any such area subsequent 
to his relocation therefrom. 

(b) Additional payments to heads of household; 
time 

In addition to the payments made pursuant to 
section 640d–14 of this title, the Commissioner 
shall make payments to heads of households 
identified in the report prepared pursuant to 
section 640d–12 of this title upon the date of re-
location of such households, as determined by 
the Commissioner, in accordance with the fol-
lowing schedule: 

(1) the sum of $5,000 to each head of a house-
hold who, prior to the expiration of one year 
after the effective date of the relocation plan, 
contracts with the Commissioner to relocate; 

(2) the sum of $4,000 to each head of a house-
hold who is not eligible for the payment pro-
vided for in clause (1) of this subsection but 
who, prior to the expiration of two years after 
the effective date of the relocation plan, con-
tracts with the Commissioner to relocate; 

(3) the sum of $3,000 to each head of a house-
hold who is not eligible for the payments pro-
vided for in clause (1) or (2) of this subsection 
but who, prior to the expiration of three years 
after the effective date of the relocation plan, 

contracts with the Commissioner to relocate; 
and 

(4) the sum of $2,000 to each head of a house-
hold who is not eligible for the payments pro-
vided for in clause (1), (2), or (3) of this sub-
section but who, prior to the expiration of four 
years after the effective date of the relocation 
plan, contracts with the Commissioner to relo-
cate. 

(c) Payments to or for any person moving into 
partitioned area after May 29, 1974 

No payment shall be made pursuant to this 
section to or for any person who, after May 29, 
1974, moved into an area partitioned pursuant to 
section 640d–7 of this title or section 640d–2 or 
640d–3 of this title to a tribe of which he is not 
a member.

§ 640d–14. Relocation housing 

(a) Purchase of habitation and improvements 
from head of household; fair market value 

The Commissioner shall purchase from the 
head of each household whose household is re-
quired to relocate under the terms of this sub-
chapter the habitation and other improvements 
owned by him on the area from which he is re-
quired to move. The purchase price shall be the 
fair market value of such habitation and im-
provements as determined under section 
640d–12(b)(2) 1 of this title. 

(b) Reimbursement for moving expenses; pay-
ment for replacement dwelling; limitations 

In addition to the payments made pursuant to 
subsection (a) of this section, the Commissioner 
shall: 

(1) reimburse each head of a household 
whose household is required to relocate pursu-
ant to this subchapter for the actual reason-
able moving expenses of the household as if 
the household members were displaced persons 
under section 202 of the Uniform Relocation 
Assistance and Real Property Acquisition 
Policies Act of 1970 (84 Stat. 1894) [42 U.S.C. 
4622]; 

(2) pay to each head of a household whose 
household is required to relocate pursuant to 
this subchapter an amount which, when added 
to the fair market value of the habitation and 
improvements purchased under subsection (a) 
of this section, equals the reasonable cost of a 
decent, safe, and sanitary replacement dwell-
ing adequate to accommodate such household: 
Provided, That the additional payment author-
ized by this paragraph (2) shall not exceed 
$17,000 for a household of three or less and not 
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more than $25,000 for a household of four or 
more, except that the Commissioner may, 
after consultation with the Secretary of Hous-
ing and Urban Development, annually increase 
or decrease such limitations to reflect changes 
in housing development and construction 
costs, other than costs of land, during the pre-
ceding year: Provided further, That the addi-
tional payment authorized by this subsection 
shall be made only to a head of a household re-
quired to relocate pursuant to this subchapter 
who purchases and occupies such replacement 
dwelling not later than the end of the two- 
year period beginning on the date on which he 
receives from the Commissioner final payment 
for the habitation and improvements pur-
chased under subsection (a) of this section, or 
on the date on which such household moves 
from such habitation, whichever is the later 
date. The payments made pursuant to this 
paragraph (2) shall be used only for the pur-
pose of obtaining decent, safe, and sanitary re-
placement dwellings adequate to accommo-
date the households relocated pursuant to this 
subchapter. 

(c) Establishment of standards consistent with 
other laws; payments to or for any person 
moving into partitioned area after specified 
time 

In implementing subsection (b) of this section, 
the Commissioner shall establish standards con-
sistent with those established in the implemen-
tation of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and 
Real Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970 
(84 Stat. 1894) [42 U.S.C. 4601 et seq.]. No pay-
ment shall be made pursuant to this section to 
or for any person who, later than one year prior 
to December 22, 1974, moved into an area parti-
tioned pursuant to section 640d–7 of this title or 
section 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title to a tribe of 
which he is not a member. 

(d) Methods of payment 

The Commissioner shall be responsible for the 
provision of housing for each household eligible 
for payments under this section in one of the 
following manners: 

(1) Should any head of household apply for 
and become a participant or homebuyer in a 
mutual help housing or other homeownership 
opportunity project undertaken under the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 (50 Stat. 888) 
as amended [42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.], or in any 
other federally assisted housing program now 
or hereafter established, the amounts payable 
with respect to such household under para-
graph (2) of subsection (b) of this section and 
under subsection (a) of this section shall be 
paid to the local housing agency or sponsor in-
volved as a voluntary equity payment and 
shall be credited against the outstanding in-
debtedness or purchase price of the house-
hold’s home in the project in a manner which 
will accelerate to the maximum extent pos-
sible the achievement by that household of 
debt free homeownership. 

(2) Should any head of household wish to 
purchase or have constructed a dwelling which 
the Commissioner determines is decent, safe, 
sanitary, and adequate to accommodate the 
household, the amounts payable with respect 

to such household under paragraph (2) of sub-
section (b) of this section and under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be paid to such 
head of household in connection with such 
purchase or construction in a manner which 
the Commissioner determines will assure the 
use of the funds for such purpose. 

(3) Should any head of household not make 
timely arrangements for relocation housing, 
or should any head of household elect and 
enter into an agreement to have the Commis-
sioner construct or acquire a home for the 
household, the Commissioner may use the 
amounts payable with respect to such house-
hold under paragraph (2) of subsection (b) of 
this section and under subsection (a) of this 
section for the construction or acquisition (in-
cluding enlargement or rehabilitation if nec-
essary) of a home and related facilities for 
such household: Provided, That, the Commis-
sioner may combine the funds for any number 
of such households into one or more accounts 
from which the costs of such construction or 
acquisition may be paid on a project basis and 
the funds in such account or accounts shall re-
main available until expended: Provided fur-

ther, That the title to each home constructed 
or acquired by the Commissioner pursuant to 
this paragraph shall be vested in the head of 
the household for which it was constructed or 
acquired upon occupancy by such household, 
but this shall not preclude such home being lo-
cated on land held in trust by the United 
States. 

(e) Disposal of acquired dwellings and improve-
ments 

The Commissioner is authorized to dispose of 
dwellings and other improvements acquired or 
constructed pursuant to this subchapter in such 
manner, including resale of such dwellings and 
improvements to members of the tribe exercis-
ing jurisdiction over the area at prices no higher 
than the acquisition or construction costs, as 
best effects section 640d–7 of this title and the 
order of the District Court pursuant to section 
640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title. 

(f) Preferential treatment for heads of house-
holds of Navajo Tribe evicted from Hopi Res-
ervation by judicial decision; restriction 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law to 
the contrary, the Commissioner shall on a pref-
erential basis provide relocation assistance and 
relocation housing under subsections (b), (c), 
and (d) of this section to the head of each house-
hold of members of the Navajo Tribe who were 
evicted from the Hopi Indian Reservation as a 
consequence of the decision in the case of United 
States v. Kabinto (456 F.2d 1087 (1972)): Provided, 
That such heads of households have not already 
received equivalent assistance from Federal 
agencies. 

(g) Appeals of eligibility determinations 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
appeals from any eligibility determination of 
the Relocation Commission, irrespective of the 
amount in controversy, shall be brought in the 
United States District Court for the District of 
Arizona.

§ 640d–15. Payment of fair rental value for use of 
lands subsequent to date of partition 

(a) Payment by Navajo Tribe 

The Navajo Tribe shall pay to the Hopi Tribe 
the fair rental value as determined by the Sec-
retary for all use by Navajo individuals of any 
lands partitioned to the Hopi Tribe pursuant to 
sections 640d–7 and 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title 
subsequent to the date of the partition thereof. 

(b) Payment by Hopi Tribe 

The Hopi Tribe shall pay to the Navajo Tribe 
the fair rental value as determined by the Sec-
retary for all use by Hopi individuals of any 
lands partitioned to the Navajo Tribe pursuant 
to sections 640d–7 and 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this 
title subsequent to the date of the partition 
thereof.

§ 640d–16. Title, possession, and enjoyment of 
lands 

(a) Covered lands; jurisdiction of respective 
tribes over nonmembers 

Nothing in this subchapter shall effect the 
title, possession, and enjoyment of lands here-
tofore allotted to Hopi and Navajo individuals 
for which patents have been issued. Such Hopi 
individuals living on the Navajo Reservation 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the Navajo 
Tribe and such Navajo individuals living on the 
Hopi Reservation shall be subject to the juris-
diction of the Hopi Tribe. 

(b) Relocation of Federal employees 

Nothing in this subchapter shall require the 
relocation from any area partitioned pursuant 

to this subchapter of the household of any Nav-
ajo or Hopi individual who is employed by the 
Federal Government within such area or to pre-
vent such employees or their households from 
residing in such areas in the future: Provided, 
That any such Federal employee who would, ex-
cept for the provisions of this subsection, be re-
located under the terms of this subchapter may 
elect to be so relocated.

§ 640d–17. Actions for accounting, fair value of 
grazing, and claims for damages to land 

(a) Authorization to commence and defend ac-
tions in District Court 

Either tribe, acting through the chairman of 
its tribal council, for and on behalf of the tribe, 
including all villages, clans, and individual 
members thereof, is hereby authorized to com-
mence or defend in the District Court an action 
or actions against the other tribe for the follow-
ing purposes if such action or actions are not 
settled pursuant to section 640d–2 or 640d–3 of 
this title: 

(1) for an accounting of all sums collected by 
either tribe since the 17th day of September 
1957 as trader license fees or commissions, 
lease proceeds, or other similar charges for the 
doing of business or the use of lands within the 
joint use area, and judgment for one-half of all 
sums so collected, and not paid to the other 
tribe, together with interest at the rate of 6 
per centum per annum compounded annually; 

(2) for the determination and recovery of the 
fair value of the grazing and agricultural use 
by either tribe and its individual members 
since the 28th day of September 1962 of the un-
divided one-half interest of the other tribe in 
the lands within the joint use area, together 
with interest at the rate of 6 per centum per 
annum compounded annually, notwithstand-
ing the fact that the tribes are tenants in com-
mon of such lands; and 

(3) for the adjudication of any claims that 
either tribe may have against the other for 
damages to the lands to which title was quiet-
ed as aforesaid by the United States District 
Court for the District of Arizona in such 
tribes, share and share alike, subject to the 
trust title of the United States, without inter-
est, notwithstanding the fact that such tribes 
are tenants in common of such lands: Provided, 
That the United States may be joined as a 
party to such an action and, in such case, the 
provisions of sections 1346(a)(2) and 1505 of 
title 28 shall not be applicable to such action. 

(b) Defenses 

Neither laches nor the statute of limitations 
shall constitute a defense to any action author-
ized by this subchapter for existing claims if 
commenced within two years from December 22, 
1974, or one hundred and eighty days from the 
date of issuance of an order of the District Court 
pursuant to section 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title, 
whichever is later. 
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(c) Further original, ancillary or supplementary 
actions to insure quiet enjoyment 

Either tribe may institute such further origi-
nal, ancillary, or supplementary actions against 
the other tribe as may be necessary or desirable 
to insure the quiet and peaceful enjoyment of 
the reservation lands of the tribes by the tribes 
and the members thereof, and to fully accom-
plish all objects and purposes of this subchapter. 
Such actions may be commenced in the District 
Court by either tribe against the other, acting 
through the chairman of its tribal council, for 
and on behalf of the tribe, including all villages, 
clans, and individual members thereof. 

(d) United States as party; judgments as claims 
against the United States 

Except as provided in clause (3) of subsection 
(a) of this section, the United States shall not be 
an indispensable party to any action or actions 
commenced pursuant to this section. Any judg-
ment or judgments by the District Court in such 
action or actions shall not be regarded as a 
claim or claims against the United States. 

(e) Remedies 

All applicable provisional and final remedies 
and special proceedings provided for by the Fed-
eral Rules of Civil Procedure and all other rem-
edies and processes available for the enforce-
ment and collection of judgments in the district 
courts of the United States may be used in the 
enforcement and collection of judgments ob-
tained pursuant to the provisions of this sub-
chapter.

Notwithstanding any provision of this sub-
chapter, or any order of the District Court pur-
suant to section 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title, the 
Secretary is authorized and directed to imme-
diately commence reduction of the numbers of 
all the livestock now being grazed upon the 
lands within the joint use area and complete 
such reductions to carrying capacity of such 
lands, as determined by the usual range capac-
ity standards as established by the Secretary 
after December 22, 1974. The Secretary is di-
rected to institute such conservation practices 
and methods within such area as are necessary 
to restore the grazing potential of such area to 
the maximum extent feasible. 

(b) Survey location of monuments and fencing of 
boundaries 

The Secretary, upon the date of issuance of an 
order of the District Court pursuant to sections 
640d–7 and 640d–2 or 640d–3 of this title, shall pro-
vide for the survey location of monuments, and 
fencing of boundaries of any lands partitioned 
pursuant to sections 640d–7 and 640d–2 or 640d–3 
of this title. 

(c) Completion of surveying, monumenting, and 
fencing operations and livestock reduction 
program 

(1) Surveying, monumenting, and fencing as 
required by subsection (b) of this section shall 
be completed within twelve months after July 8, 
1980, with respect to lands partitioned pursuant 
to section 640d–3 of this title and within twelve 
months after a final order of partition with re-
spect to any lands partitioned pursuant to sec-
tion 640d–7 of this title. 

(2) The livestock reduction program required 
under subsection (a) of this section shall be com-
pleted within eighteen months after July 8, 1980.

§ 640d–19. Perpetual use of Cliff Spring as shrine 
for religious ceremonial purposes; boundary; 
piping of water for use by residents 

The members of the Hopi Tribe shall have per-
petual use of Cliff Spring as shown on USGS 71⁄2 
minute Quad named Toh Ne Zhonnie Spring, 
Arizona, Navajo County, dated 1968; and located 
1,250 feet west and 200 feet south of the intersec-
tion of 36 degrees, 17 minutes, 30 seconds north 
latitude and 110 degrees, 9 minutes west lon-
gitude, as a shrine for religious ceremonial pur-
poses, together with the right to gather 
branches of fir trees growing within a 2–mile ra-
dius of said spring for use in such religious cere-
monies, and the further right of ingress, egress, 
and regress between the Hopi Reservation and 
said spring. The Hopi Tribe is hereby authorized 
to fence said spring upon the boundary line as 
follows: 

Beginning at a point on the 36 degrees, 17 
minutes, 30 seconds north latitude 500 feet 
west of its intersection with 110 degrees, 9 
minutes west longitude, the point of begin-
ning; 

thence north 46 degrees west, 500 feet to a 
point on the rim top at elevation 6,900 feet; 

thence southwesterly 1,200 feet (in a straight 
line) following the 6,900 feet contour; 

thence 46 degrees east, 600 feet; 
thence north 38 degrees east, 1,300 feet to the 

point of beginning, 23.8 acres more or less: Pro-

vided, That, if and when such spring is fenced, 
the Hopi Tribe shall pipe the water therefrom 
to the edge of the boundary as hereinabove de-
scribed for the use of residents of the area. 
The natural stand of fir trees within such 
2–mile radius shall be conserved for such reli-
gious purposes.

cept that such benefits shall be available only if, 
within one hundred and eighty days of the 
agreement, a majority of the adult members of 
the tribe who would be eligible to relocate from 
exchanged lands sign a contract with the Com-
missioner to relocate within twelve months of 
the agreement or such later time as determined 
by the Commissioner and such additional bene-
fits shall only be paid to those who actually re-
locate within such period.

(6) There is hereby authorized to be appro-
priated not to exceed $500,000 for the services 
and expenses of the Mediator and the assistants 
and consultants retained by him: Provided, That, 
any contrary provision of law notwithstanding, 
until such time as funds are appropriated and 
made available pursuant to this authorization, 
the Director of the Federal Mediation and Con-
ciliation Service is authorized to provide for the 
services and expenses of the Mediator from any 
other appropriated funds available to him and to 
reimburse such appropriations when funds are 
appropriated pursuant to this authorization, 
such reimbursement to be credited to appropria-
tions currently available at the time of receipt 
thereof.

§ 640d–25. Discretionary fund to expedite reloca-
tion efforts 

(a) Authorization of appropriations 

To facilitate and expedite the relocation ef-
forts of the Commissioner, there is hereby au-
thorized to be appropriated annually, effective 
in fiscal year 1981, not to exceed $6,000,000 as a 
discretionary fund. 

(b) Authorized uses 

Funds appropriated under the authority of 
subsection (a) of this section may be used by the 
Commissioner for grants, contracts, or expendi-
tures which significantly assist the Commis-
sioner or assist the Navajo Tribe or Hopi Tribe 
in meeting the burdens imposed by this sub-
chapter. 

(c) Funding and construction of Hopi high school 
and medical center 

The Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services, as appro-
priate, shall assign the highest priority, in the 
next fiscal year after July 8, 1980, to the funding 
and construction of the Hopi high school and 
Hopi medical center consistent with any plans 
already completed and approved by appropriate 
agencies of the respective departments.

§ 640d–27. Attorney fees, costs and expenses for 
litigation or court action 

(a) Payment by Secretary; authorization of ap-
propriations 

In any litigation or court action between or 
among the Hopi Tribe, the Navajo Tribe and the 
United States or any of its officials, depart-
ments, agencies, or instrumentalities, arising 
out of the interpretation or implementation of 
this subchapter, as amended, the Secretary shall 
pay, subject to the availability of appropria-
tions, attorney’s fees, costs and expenses as de-
termined by the Secretary to be reasonable. For 
each tribe, there is hereby authorized to be ap-
propriated not to exceed $120,000 in fiscal year 
1981, $130,000 in fiscal year 1982, $140,000 in fiscal 
year 1983, $150,000 in fiscal year 1984, and $160,000 
in fiscal year 1985, and each succeeding year 
thereafter until such litigation or court action 
is finally completed. 

(b) Award by court; reimbursement to Secretary 

Upon the entry of a final judgment in any such 
litigation or court action, the court shall award 
reasonable attorney’s fees, costs and expenses to 
the party, other than the United States or its of-
ficials, departments, agencies, or instrumental-
ities, which prevails or substantially prevails, 
where it finds that any opposing party has un-
reasonably initiated or contested such litiga-
tion. Any party to whom such an award has been 
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made shall reimburse the United States out of 
such award to the extent that it has received 
payments pursuant to subsection (a) of this sec-
tion. 

(c) Excess difference between award of court and 
award of Secretary treated as final judgment 
of Court of Claims 

To the extent that any award made to a party 
against the United States pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section exceeds the amount 
paid to such party by the United States pursu-
ant to subsection (a) of this section, such dif-
ference shall be treated as if it were a final judg-
ment of the Court of Claims under section 2517 
of title 28.

§ 640d–28. Life estates 

(a) Omitted 

(b) Application for lease; contents; filing date; ex-
tension 

Any Navajo head of household who desires to 
do so may submit an application for a life estate 
lease to the Commissioner. Such application 
shall contain such information as the Commis-
sioner may prescribe by regulation, such regula-
tion to be promulgated by the Commissioner 
within ninety days of July 8, 1980. To be consid-
ered, such application must be filed with the 
Commissioner on or before April 1, 1981: Pro-

vided, That the Commissioner may, for good 
cause, grant an extension of one hundred and 
eighty days. 

(c) Application groupings 

Upon receipt of applications filed pursuant to 
this section, the Commissioner shall group them 
in the following order: 

(A) Applicants who are determined to be at 
least 50 per centum disabled as certified by a 
physician approved by the Commissioner. 
Such applicants shall be ranked in the order of 
the severity of their disability. 

(B) Applicants who are not at least 50 per 
centum disabled shall be ranked in order of 
their age with oldest listed first and the 
youngest listed last: Provided, That, if any ap-
plicant physically resides in quarter quad Nos. 
78 NW, 77 NE, 77 NW, 55 SW, or 54 SE as des-
ignated on the Mediator’s partition map, such 

applicant shall be given priority over another 
applicant of equal age. 

(C) Applicants who did not, as of December 
22, 1974, and continuously thereafter, maintain 
a separate place of abode and actually remain 
domiciled on Hopi partitioned lands, and who, 
but for this subsection would be required to re-
locate, shall be rejected by the Commissioner. 

(D) Applicants who were not at least forty- 
nine years of age on December 22, 1974, or are 
not at least 50 per centum disabled, shall also 
be rejected by the Commissioner. 

(d) Number of leases; priorities 

The Commissioner shall have authority to 
award life estate leases to not more than one 
hundred and twenty applicants with first prior-
ity being given to applicants listed pursuant to 
subsection (c)(A) of this section and the next 
priority being given to the applicants listed pur-
suant to subsection (c)(B) of this section, in 
order of such listing. 

(e) Area; allowable livestock; assistance by Sec-
retary in feeding livestock 

Each life estate lease shall consist of a fenced 
area not exceeding ninety acres of land which 
shall include the life tenant’s present residence 
and may be used by the life tenant to feed not 
to exceed twenty-five sheep units per year or 
equivalent livestock. The Secretary, under ex-
isting authority, shall make available to life es-
tate tenants such assistance during that tenure, 
as may be necessary to enable such tenant to 
feed such livestock at an adequate nutritional 
level. 

(f) Individuals permitted to reside; regulations 

No person may reside on a life estate other 
than the life tenant, his or her spouse, and 
minor dependents, and/or such persons who are 
necessarily present to provide for the care of the 
life tenant. The Commissioner shall promulgate 
regulations to carry out the intent of this sub-
section. 

(g) Termination 

The life estate tenure shall end by voluntary 
relinquishment, or at the death of the life ten-
ant or the death of his or her spouse, whichever 
occurs last: Provided, That each survivorship 
right shall apply only to those persons who were 
lawfully married to each other on or before July 
8, 1980. 

(h) Relocation benefits upon voluntary relin-
quishment; compensation upon death of life 
tenant or surviving spouse; relocation of de-
pendents 

Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
prohibiting any such applicant who receives a 
life estate lease under this section from relin-
quishing, prior to its termination, such estate at 
any time and voluntarily relocating. Upon vol-
untary relinquishment of such estate, by such 
means or instrument as the Secretary shall pre-
scribe, such applicant shall be entitled to reloca-
tion benefits from the Secretary comparable to 
those provided by section 640d–14 of this title.

the fair market value of the habitation and im-
provements at the time of the expiration of such 
tenure and not before. Such payment shall be in 
lieu of any other payment pursuant to sub-
section (a) of section 640d–14 of this title. Assist-
ance provided pursuant to section 640d–14(b) of 
this title, shall be paid to any head of household 
lawfully residing on such life estate pursuant to 
subsection (f) of this section who is required to 
move by the termination of such life estate by 
the death of the life tenant and his or her sur-
viving spouse and who does not maintain a resi-
dence elsewhere. Compensation under section 
640d–14(a) of this title shall be paid and distrib-
uted in accordance with the last will and testa-
ment of the life tenant or surviving spouse or, in 
the event no valid last will and testament is 
left, compensation shall be paid and distributed 
to his or her heirs in accordance with existing 
Federal law. Upon termination of a life estate 
by whatever means, the dependents residing 
with the individuals having such life estate so 
terminated shall have ninety days following 
such termination within which to relocate. 

(i) Payment of fair market rental value 

The Secretary shall pay, on an annual basis, 
the fair market rental value of such life estate 
leases to the tribe to whom the lands leased 
were partitioned. 

(j) Improvements 

Nothing in this subchapter or any other law 
shall be construed to prevent a life tenant from 
making reasonable improvements on the life es-
tate which are related to the residence and agri-
cultural purposes of the life tenancy. 

(k) Additional leases for Hopi heads of household 

The Commissioner is authorized to grant not 
to exceed ten additional life estate leases to 
Hopi heads of household residing on Navajo-par-
titioned lands under such terms of this section 
as may be appropriate.

(a) Establishment 

There is hereby established in the Treasury of 
the United States a trust fund to be known as 
the ‘‘Navajo Rehabilitation Trust Fund’’, which 
shall consist of the funds transferred under sub-
section (b) of this section and of the funds ap-
propriated pursuant to subsection (f) of this sec-
tion and any interest or investment income ac-
crued on such funds. 

(b) Deposit of income into Fund 

All of the net income derived by the Navajo 
Tribe from the surface and mineral estates of 
lands located in New Mexico that are acquired 
for the benefit of the Navajo Tribe under section 
640d–10 of this title shall be deposited into the 
Navajo Rehabilitation Trust Fund. 

(c) Secretary as trustee; investment of funds 

The Secretary shall be the trustee of the Nav-
ajo Rehabilitation Trust Fund and shall be re-
sponsible for investment of the funds in such 
Trust Fund. 

(d) Availability of funds; purposes 

Funds in the Navajo Rehabilitation Trust 
Fund, including any interest or investment ac-
cruing thereon, shall be available to the Navajo 
Tribe, with the approval of the Secretary, solely 
for purposes which will contribute to the con-
tinuing rehabilitation and improvement of the 
economic, educational, and social condition of 
families, and Navajo communities, that have 
been affected by— 

(1) the decison 1 in the Healing case, or relat-
ed proceedings, 

(2) the provision 2 of this subchapter, or 
(3) the establishment by the Secretary of the 

Interior of grazing district number 6 as land 
for the exclusive use of the Hopi Tribe. 

(e) Conceptual framework for expenditure of 
funds 

By December 1, 1989, the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, with the advice of the Navajo Tribe and the 
Office of Navajo and Hopi Indian Relocation, 
shall submit to the Congress a conceptual 
framework for the expenditure of the funds au-
thorized for the Navajo Rehabilitation Trust 
Fund. Such framework is to be consistent with 
the purposes described in subsection (d) of this 
section. 

(f) Termination of Trust Fund 

The Navajo Rehabilitation Trust Fund shall 
terminate when, upon petition by the Navajo 
Tribe, the Secretary determines that the goals 
of the Trust Fund have been met and the United 
States has been reimbursed for funds appro-
priated under subsection (f) of this section. All 
funds in the Trust Fund on such date shall be 
transferred to the general trust funds of the 
Navajo Tribe.

SUBCHAPTER XXIII—HOPI TRIBE: 
INDUSTRIAL PARK 

§ 641. Congressional findings and declaration of 
purpose 

For the purpose of assisting in the economic 
advancement and contributing to the general 
welfare of the Hopi Indian Tribe of Arizona, the 
Congress hereby finds it to be fitting and appro-
priate to provide the Hopi Tribal Council with 
certain powers of self-determination that are 
necessary to enable the Hopi people to carry out 
the effective development and operation of the 
Hopi Industrial Park, which is located in the 
counties of Navajo and Coconino in the State of 
Arizona. 

(Pub. L. 91–264, § 1, May 22, 1970, 84 Stat. 260.) 

§ 642. Powers of Tribal Council 

The Hopi Tribal Council shall have the follow-
ing powers: 

(a) Sale of lands 

To sell any part of the lands within the Hopi 
Industrial Park. 

(b) Mortgages or deeds of trust; law governing 
mortgage foreclosure or sale; United States 
as party; removal of cases; appeals 

To execute mortgages upon, or deeds of trust 
to, the lands within said Hopi Industrial Park. 

Such lands shall be subject to foreclosure or sale 
pursuant to the terms of such mortgage or deed 
to trust in accordance with the laws of the State 
of Arizona. The United States shall be an indis-
pensable party to, and may be joined in, any 
such proceeding involving said lands with the 
right to remove the action to the United States 
district court for the district in which the land 
is situated, according to the procedure in sec-
tion 1446 of title 28, and the United States shall 
have the right to appeal from any order of re-
mand entered in such action. 

(c) Pledge of revenue or other income to secure 
indebtedness for development of park; law 
governing action to enforce pledge; United 
States as party 

To pledge any revenue or other income from 
lands within said Hopi Industrial Park, and the 
improvements situated thereon, and any other 
revenue or income that may be available to the 
Hopi Tribe without regard to source, to secure 
any indebtedness of the Hopi Tribe incurred in 
the development of said Hopi Industrial Park, 
and any action to enforce said pledge shall be in 
accordance with the laws of the State of Ari-
zona, and the United States shall be an indispen-
sable party thereto to the same extent and 
under the same conditions as hereinbefore pro-
vided in the case of mortgage foreclosures. 

(d) Issuance of bonds and payment of costs 
thereof; sale of bonds at public or private 
sale 

To issue bonds for and on behalf of the Hopi 
Tribe, and pay the costs thereof, to accomplish 
the purposes of this subchapter, in one or more 
series, in such denomination or denominations, 
maturing at such time or times, and in such 
amount or amounts, bearing interest at such 
rate or rates, in such form either coupon or reg-
istered, to be executed in such manner, payable 
in such medium of payment, at such place or 
places, subject to such terms of redemption, 
with or without premium, and containing such 
other restrictive terms as may be provided by 
tribal ordinance. Such bonds may be sold at not 
less than par at either public or private sale and 
shall be fully negotiable. 

(e) Appointment of bank or trust company as 
trustee for purposes of authorization and 
creation of issue of bonds; authority to com-
mence action to enforce obligations to tribe 
without joining United States as party 

To appoint a bank or trust company with its 
home office in the State of Arizona having an of-
ficially reported combined capital, surplus, un-
divided profits and reserves aggregating not less 
than $10,000,000 as trustee for all of the purposes 
provided in the ordinance authorizing and creat-
ing any issue of bonds. Any trustee so appointed 
may be authorized to commence an action for 
and on behalf of, or on relation of, the Hopi 
Tribe to enforce any obligation to the tribe 
pledged to secure payment of the bonds without 
joining the United States as a party thereto. 

(f) Entering business ventures as shareholder, or 
as limited partner with corporation, firm or 
person operating within park 

To enter into any business venture as a share-
holder of a corporation issuing nonassessable 
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stock, or as a limited partner with any corpora-
tion, firm or person operating within said Hopi 
Industrial Park. 

(g) Lease of lands and improvements thereon 

To lease lands within the Hopi Industrial 
Park, any other tribal lands, and the improve-
ments thereon, in accordance with the provi-
sions of Federal laws.

§ 643. Council’s powers subject to approval by 
Secretary

§ 644. Bonds as valid and binding obligations

tures appear thereon have ceased to be officers 
of the Hopi Tribal Council.

§ 645. Exemption from taxation 

All bonds issued by the Hopi Tribal Council for 
and on behalf of the Hopi Tribe and the interest 
provided in said bonds shall be exempt from tax-
ation to the same extent they would have been 
exempt if the bonds had been issued by the State 
of Arizona or a political subdivision thereof.

§ 652. Claims against United States for appro-
priated lands; submission to United States 
Court of Federal Claims; appeal; grounds for 
relief 

All claims of whatsoever nature the Indians of 
California as defined in section 651 of this title 
may have against the United States by reason of 
lands taken from them in the State of California 
by the United States without compensation, or 
for the failure or refusal of the United States to 
compensate them for their interest in lands in 
said State which the United States appropriated 
to its own purposes without the consent of said 
Indians, may be submitted to the United States 
Court of Federal Claims by the attorney general 
of the State of California acting for and on be-
half of said Indians for determination of the 
equitable amount due said Indians from the 
United States; and jurisdiction is conferred upon 
the United States Court of Federal Claims,1 to 
hear and determine all such equitable claims of 
said Indians against the United States and to 
render final decree thereon. 

It is declared that the loss to the said Indians 
on account of their failure to secure the lands 
and compensation provided for in the eighteen 
unratified treaties is sufficient ground for equi-
table relief.

§ 657. Revision of roll of Indians 

The Secretary of the Interior, under such reg-
ulations as he may prescribe, is authorized and 
directed to revise the roll of the Indians of Cali-
fornia, as defined in section 651 of this title, 
which was approved by him on May 16, 1933, in 
the following particulars: (a) By adding to said 
roll the names of persons who filed applications 
for enrollment as Indians of California on or be-
fore May 18, 1932, and who, although determined 
to be descendants of the Indians residing in the 
State of California on June 1, 1852, were denied 
enrollment solely on the ground that they were 
not living in the State of California on May 18, 
1928, and who were alive on May 24, 1950; (b) by 
adding to said roll the names of persons who are 
descendants of the Indians residing in the State 
of California on June 1, 1852, and who are the fa-
thers, mothers, brothers, sisters, uncles, or 
aunts of persons whose names appear on said 
roll, and who were alive on May 24, 1950, irre-
spective of whether such fathers, mothers, 
brothers, sisters, uncles, or aunts were living in 
the State of California on May 18, 1928; (c) by 
adding to said roll the names of persons born 
since May 18, 1928, and living on May 24, 1950, 
who are the children or other descendants of 
persons whose names appear on said roll, or of 
persons whose names are eligible for addition to 
said roll under clauses (a) or (b) of this section, 
or of persons dying prior to May 24, 1950, whose 
names would have been eligible for addition to 
said roll under clauses (a) or (b) of this section 
if such persons had been alive on May 24, 1950; 
and (d) by removing from said roll the names of 
persons who have died since May 18, 1928, and 
prior to May 24, 1950. Persons entitled to enroll-
ment under clause (a) of this section shall be en-
rolled by the Secretary of the Interior without 
further application. Persons claiming to be enti-
tled to enrollment under clauses (b) or (c) of this 
section shall, within one year after May 24, 1950, 
make an application in writing to the Secretary 
of the Interior for enrollment, unless they have 
previously filed such an application under this 
section. For the purposes of clause (d) of this 
section, when the Secretary of the Interior is 

satisfied that reasonable and diligent efforts 
have been made to locate a person whose name 
is on said roll and that such person cannot be lo-
cated, he may presume that such person died 
prior to May 24, 1950, and his presumption shall 
be conclusive. The Secretary of the Interior 
shall prepare not less than five hundred copies 
of an alphabetical list of the Indians of Califor-
nia whose names appear on the roll approved on 
May 16, 1933, giving the name, address, and age 
at time of enrollment of each such enrollee, to-
gether with such other factual information, if 
any, as the Secretary may deem advisable as 
tending to identify each enrollee, and shall dis-
tribute copies of this list to the various commu-
nities of California Indians. The Indians of Cali-
fornia in each community may elect a commit-
tee of three enrollees who may aid the enrolling 
agent in any matters relating to the revision of 
said roll. After the expiration of the period al-
lowed by this section for filing applications, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall have until June 
30, 1955, to approve and promulgate the revised 
roll of the Indians of California provided for in 
this section. Upon such approval and promulga-
tion, the roll shall be closed and thereafter no 
additional names shall be added thereto.

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 656 
of this title, the Secretary of the Interior, under 
such regulations as he may prescribe, is author-
ized and directed to distribute per capita the 
sum of $150 to each Indian of California living on 
May 24, 1950, who is now or may hereafter be en-
rolled under sections 651 and 657 of this title. 
The Secretary of the Interior may, in his discre-
tion, make such distribution from time to time 
to persons on the roll of the Indians of Califor-
nia approved on May 16, 1933, as he identifies 
such enrollees, before the completion of the re-
vised roll provided for in section 657 of this title. 
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The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
withdraw from the fund on deposit in the Treas-
ury of the United States arising from the judg-
ment in favor of the Indians of California en-
tered by the Court of Claims on December 4, 
1944, and appropriated for them by section 203 of 
the Act of April 25, 1945 (59 Stat. 77), such sums 
as may be necessary to make the per capita pay-
ments required by this section, including not to 
exceed $15,000 for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses incident to carrying out the provisions 
of sections 657 and 658 of this title. Such pay-
ments shall be made out of the accumulated in-
terest on such judgment fund and so much of the 
principal thereof as is necessary to complete the 
payments. The money paid to enrollees pursuant 
to this section shall not be subject to any lien or 
claim of any nature against any such persons, 
except for debts owing to the United States.

§ 659. Distribution of judgment fund 

(a) Preparation of Indian roll

of a lineal or collateral relative appears on any 
of the approved rolls heretofore prepared pursu-
ant to this subchapter and the amendments 
thereto or (ii) who can establish, to the satisfac-
tion of the Secretary, lineal or collateral rela-
tionship to an Indian who resided in California 
on June 1, 1852, and (iii) who were born on or be-
fore and were living on September 21, 1968. 

(b) Contents 

The roll so prepared shall indicate, as nearly 
as possible, the group or groups of Indians of 
California with which the ancestors of each en-
rollee were affiliated on June 1, 1852. If the af-
filiation of an enrollee’s ancestors on that date 
is unknown, it shall be presumed to be the same 
as that of the ancestors’ relatives whose affili-
ation is known unless there is sound reason to 
believe otherwise. Applicants whose ancestry is 
derived partly from one of the groups named in 
section 660(b) of this title and partly from an-
other group of Indians in California shall elect 
the affiliation to be shown for them on the roll. 

(c) Application for enrollment 

Application for enrollment shall be filed with 
the Area Director of the Bureau of Indian Af-

fairs, Sacramento, California, on forms pre-
scribed for that purpose.

1033), in satisfaction of the judgment of 
the Indian Claims Commission in consolidated 
dockets numbered 31, 37, 80, 80–D, and 347, plus 
the interest earned thereon, minus attorneys 
fees, litigation expenses (including the reim-
bursement of funds expended under authority of 
the Acts of July 1, 1946 (60 Stat. 348), August 4, 
1955 (69 Stat. 460), and July 14, 1960 (74 Stat. 
512)), a proper share of the costs of roll prepara-
tion, and such amounts as may be required to ef-
fect the distribution.

94), plus the interest earned thereon, including 
the reimbursed moneys and unexpended bal-
ances of the funds established by the Acts of 
July 1, 1946 (60 Stat.

512), minus a 
proper share of the costs of roll preparation and 
such amounts as may be necessary to effect the 
distribution.

‘‘(b) Any person who is not an Indian and the prop-

erty of any such person shall be subject to the jurisdic-

tion of the United States under section 1152 of title 18, 

United States Code, only on Indian trust land. 

‘‘(c) Any law of the United States related to the sale, 

possession, introduction, or manufacture of alcoholic 

beverages or to trading with Indians within Indian 

country, or within the Indian reservation, shall apply, 

with respect to the Southern Ute Indian Reservation, 

only on Indian trust land. 

‘‘JURISDICTION OVER INCORPORATED MUNICIPALITIES 

WITHIN THE RESERVATION 

‘‘SEC. 5. The State of Colorado shall exercise criminal 

and civil jurisdiction within the boundaries of the town 

of Ignacio, Colorado, and any other municipality which 

may be incorporated under the laws of Colorado within 

the Southern Ute Indian Reservation, as if such State 

had assumed jurisdiction pursuant to the Act of August 

15, 1953 (67 Stat. 588), as amended by the Act of April 11, 

1968 (82 Stat. 79) [see 28 U.S.C. 1360 note].’’

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vided further, That any funds advanced for loans 
by the tribe to individual Indians or associa-
tions of Indians shall be subject to regulations 
established for the making of loans from the re-
volving loan fund authorized by section 470 of 
this title: Provided further, That no part of the 
funds authorized to be expended or advanced by 
this section shall be paid or delivered to or re-
ceived by any agent or attorney on account of 
services rendered in connection with the prepa-
ration or prosecution of the suit or suits in the 
Court of Claims which resulted in any or all of 
the judgments handed down by said court on 
July 13, 1950, unless approved by the said court 
in the proceeding now pending before said court 
for the adjudication of attorneys’ fees, or to any 
agent or attorney on account of any contract for 
services rendered or to be rendered in the prepa-
ration of any suit against the United States.

§ 677a. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter— 
(a) ‘‘Tribe’’ means the Ute Indian Tribe of the 

Uintah and Ouray Reservation, Utah. 
(b) ‘‘Full-blood’’ means a member of the tribe 

who possesses one-half degree of Ute Indian 
blood and a total of Indian blood in excess of 
one-half, excepting those who become mixed- 
bloods by choice under the provisions of section 
677c of this title. 

(c) ‘‘Mixed-blood’’ means a member of the 
tribe who does not possess sufficient Indian or 
Ute Indian blood to fall within the full-blood 
class as herein defined, and those who become 
mixed-bloods by choice under the provisions of 
section 677c of this title. 

(d) ‘‘Secretary’’ means Secretary of the Inte-
rior. 

(e) ‘‘Superintendent’’ means the Superintend-
ent of the Uintah and Ouray Reservation, Utah. 

(f) ‘‘Asset’’ means any property of the tribe, 
real, personal or mixed, whether held by the 
tribe or by the United States in trust for the 
tribe, or subject to a restriction against alien-
ation imposed by the United States. 

(g) ‘‘Adult’’ means a member of the tribe who 
has attained the age of twenty-one years.

§ 677b. Method of determining Ute Indian blood 

For the purposes of this subchapter Ute Indian 
blood shall be determined in accordance with 
the constitution and bylaws of the tribe and all

§ 677c. Transfer of members from full-blood roll 
to mixed-blood group; time; certification by 
Secretary 

Any member of the tribe whose name appears 
on the proposed roll of full-blood members as 
provided in section 677g of this title and any per-
son whose name is added to such proposed roll as 
the result of an appeal to the Secretary may 
apply to the Superintendent to become identi-
fied with and a part of the mixed-blood group: 
Provided, That such application is made within 
thirty days subsequent to the publication of 
such proposed roll or in the event of an appeal 
within thirty days subsequent to notification of 
the decision on said appeal: And provided further, 
That before such transfer is made upon the offi-
cial rolls the Secretary shall first certify that, 
in his opinion, such change in status is not det-
rimental to the best interest of the person seek-
ing such change.

Mixed-blood mem-
bers shall have no interest therein except as 
otherwise provided in this subchapter. New 
membership in the tribe shall thereafter be con-
trolled and determined by the constitution and 
bylaws of the tribe and ordinances enacted 
thereunder.

The mixed-blood members of the tribe, includ-
ing those residing on and off the reservation, 
shall have the right to organize for their com-
mon welfare, and may adopt an appropriate con-
stitution and bylaws which shall become effec-
tive when ratified by a majority vote of the 
adult mixed-blood members of the tribe at a spe-
cial election authorized and called by the Sec-
retary under such rules and regulations as he 
may prescribe. Such constitution may provide 
for the selection of authorized representatives 
who shall have power to take any action that is 
required by this subchapter to be taken by the 
mixed-blood members as a group: Provided, That 
nothing herein contained shall be construed as 
requiring said mixed-blood Indians to so orga-
nize if such organization is by them deemed un-
necessary. In the event no such approved organi-
zation is effected, any action taken by the adult 
mixed-blood members, by majority vote, wheth-
er in public meeting or by referendum, but in ei-
ther event, after such notice as may be pre-
scribed by the Secretary, shall be binding upon 
said mixed-blood members of the tribe for the 
purposes of this subchapter.

§ 677f. Employment of legal counsel for mixed- 
blood members; fees 

The mixed-blood members of the tribe as a 
group may employ legal counsel to accomplish 
the legal work required on behalf of said group 
under the terms of this subchapter, and for any 
other purpose by them deemed necessary or de-
sirable; the choice of counsel and fixing of fees 
to be subject to the approval of the Secretary 
until Federal supervision over all of the mem-
bers of said group and their property is termi-
nated in the manner provided in section 677o of 
this title.

§ 677g. Membership rolls of full-blood and mixed- 
blood members; preparation and initial pub-
lication; appeal from inclusion or omission 
from rolls; finality of determination; final 
publication; inheritable interest; future mem-
bership 

The tribe shall have a period of thirty days 
from August 27, 1954 in which to prepare and 

submit to the Secretary a proposed roll of the 
full-blood members of the tribe, and a proposed 
roll of the mixed-blood members of the tribe, 
living on August 27, 1954. If the tribe fails to sub-
mit such proposed rolls within the time speci-
fied in this subchapter, the Secretary shall pre-
pare such proposed rolls for the tribe. Said pro-
posed rolls shall be published in the Federal 
Register, and in a newspaper of general circula-
tion in each of the counties of Uintah and 
Duchesne in the State of Utah. Any person 
claiming membership rights in the tribe, or an 
interest in its assets, or a representative of the 
Secretary on behalf of any such person, within 
sixty days from the date of publication in the 
Federal Register, or in either of the papers of 
general circulation, as hereinbefore provided, 
whichever publication date is last, may file an 
appeal with the Secretary contesting the inclu-
sion or omission of the name of any person on or 
from either of such proposed rolls. The Sec-
retary shall review such appeals and his deci-
sions thereon shall be final and conclusive. After 
disposition of all such appeals to the Secretary, 
and after all transfers have been made pursuant 
to section 677c of this title the roll of the full- 
blood members of the tribe, and the roll of the 
mixed-blood members of the tribe, shall be pub-
lished in the Federal Register, and such rolls 
shall be final for the purposes of this sub-
chapter, but said sections shall not be construed 
as granting any inheritable interest in tribal as-
sets to full-blood members of the tribe or as pre-
venting future membership in the tribe, after 
August 27, 1954, in the manner provided in the 
constitution and bylaws of the tribe.

All such sales, exchanges, or other dispositions 
shall be made upon such terms as said commit-
tee and said authorized representatives shall 
deem satisfactory and may be made pursuant to 
bids or at private sale, and all funds or other 
property derived from such sales, exchanges, or 
other dispositions shall be subject to the terms 
of this subchapter. Consent by the tribal busi-
ness committee and said authorized representa-
tives to the sale, exchange, or other disposal of 
the lands herein described shall relieve the 
United States of any liability resulting from 
such sale, exchange, or other disposition. The 
tribal business committee and said authorized 
representatives are further authorized to sell or 
dispose of tribal assigned lands to the assignees 

thereof under such terms and conditions as may 
be agreed upon by the said tribal business com-
mittee and said authorized representatives with 
the assignees, subject, however, to the approval 
of the Secretary.

§ 677i. Division of assets; basis; prior alienation 
or encumbrance; partition by Secretary upon 
nonagreement; assistance; management of 
claims and rights; division of net proceeds; 
applicability of usual processes of the law to 
originally owned stock of corporate rep-
resentative and to corporate distributions 

The tribal business committee representing 
the full-blood group, and the authorized rep-
resentatives of the mixed-blood group, within 
sixty days after the publication of the final 
membership roll, as provided in section 677g of 
this title, shall commence a division of the as-
sets of the tribe that are then susceptible to 
equitable and practicable distribution. Such di-
vision shall be by agreement between them sub-
ject to the approval of the Secretary. Said divi-
sion shall be based upon the relative number of 
persons comprising the final membership roll of 
each group. After such division the rights or 
beneficial interests in tribal property of each 
mixed-blood person whose name appears on the 
roll shall constitute an undivided interest in and 
to such property which may be inherited or be-
queathed, but shall be subject to alienation or 
encumbrance before the transfer of title to such 
tribal property only as provided herein. Any 
contract made in violation of this section shall 
be null and void. If said groups are unable to 
agree upon said division within a period of 
twelve months from the date of such commence-
ment, or any authorized extension of said period 
granted within the discretion of the Secretary, 
the Secretary is authorized to partition the as-
sets of the tribe in such manner as in his opinion 
will be equitable and fair to both groups. Such 
partition shall give rise to no cause of action 
against the United States and the costs of such 
partition shall be paid by the tribe. The Sec-
retary is authorized to provide such reasonable 
assistance as may be requested by both groups, 
or by either group, in formulation and execution 
of a plan for the division of said assets, includ-
ing necessary technical services of Government 
employees at Fort Duchesne, Utah, and arrang-
ing for necessary consultations with representa-
tives of Federal departments and agencies, offi-
cials of the State of Utah, and political subdivi-
sions thereof, and members of the tribe. All un-
adjudicated or unliquidated claims against the 
United States, all gas, oil, and mineral rights of 
every kind, and all other assets not susceptible 
to equitable and practicable distribution shall 
be managed jointly by the Tribal Business Com-
mittee and the authorized representatives of the 
mixed-blood group, subject to such supervision 
by the Secretary as is otherwise required by law, 
and the net proceeds therefrom after deducting 
the costs chargeable to such management shall 
first be divided between the full-blood and 
mixed-blood groups in direct proportion to the 
number of persons comprising the final member-
ship roll of each group and without regard to the

The stock of any corporation organized by the 
mixed-blood group for the purpose of empower-
ing the officers of such corporation to act as the 
authorized representatives of said mixed-blood 
group in the joint management with the tribe 
and in the distribution and 1 unadjudicated or 
unliquidated claims against the United States, 
all gas, oil, and mineral rights of every kind,

§ 677j. Advances or expenditures from tribal 
funds; restrictions on mixed-blood group 
until adoption of plan for terminating super-
vision 

Notwithstanding any other provision of exist-
ing law, the tribal funds now on deposit or here-
after deposited in the United States Treasury to 
the credit of the tribe or either group thereof, 
shall be available for advance to the tribe or the 
respective groups, or for expenditure, for such 
purposes, including per capita payments, as may 
be designated by the Tribal Business Committee 
for the full-blood members, and by the author-
ized agents of the mixed-blood members, and in 
either event subject to the approval of the Sec-
retary: Provided, That the aggregate amount of 
the expenditures and advances authorized by 
this section for the mixed-blood group shall not 
exceed 50 per centum of the total funds of said 
mixed-blood group after such division, until said 
mixed-blood group has adopted a plan approved 
by the Secretary for termination of Federal su-
pervision of said mixed-blood group, as required 
under section 677l of this title. After such termi-
nation of Federal supervision, per capita pay-
ments to the mixed-blood group shall not be 
subject to approval of the Secretary.

§ 677l. Distribution to individual members of 
mixed-blood group; preparation and ap-
proval of plan; assistance; provisions per-
mitted in plan 

After the adoption of a plan for the division of 
the assets between the two groups, a plan for 
distribution of the assets of the mixed-blood 
group to the individual members thereof shall be 
prepared and ratified by a majority of said 
group, within the period of six months from such 
adoption and presented to the Secretary for ap-
proval. The Secretary is authorized to provide 
such reasonable assistance, including necessary 
technical service of Government employees at 
Fort Duchesne, Utah, and arranging for nec-
essary consultations with representatives of 
Federal departments and agencies, officials of 
the State of Utah and political subdivisions 
thereof, as may be required by the mixed-blood 
group in the preparation of such plan. 

The plan for division of the assets among the 
members of the mixed-blood group may include: 

(1) Complete disposition of all cash assets of 
said group, reserving, however, sufficient 
funds to cover— 

(i) the proportionate share of said mixed- 
blood group in and to all expenses incurred 
in effecting the purposes of this subchapter, 
including, but not limited to, the necessary 
expense incurred under this section and sec-
tion 677m of this title; 

(ii) the just and proportionate share of the 
mixed-bloods in the expense incurred in the 
prosecution of the claims of the tribe, or the 
bands thereof, against the United States; 
and 

(iii) the determinable and estimated ad-
ministrative costs and expenses of any 
mixed-blood organization authorized by this 
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subchapter, including lawful and reasonable 
salaries and fees of authorized agents, offi-
cers and employees of said mixed-blood 
group. 

(2) Partition of the lands of the mixed-blood 
group, excepting all gas, oil, and mineral 
rights, to corporations, partnerships, or other 
legal entities, and to trustees, and the individ-
ual members of said groups, quality and quan-
tity relatively considered, according to the re-
spective rights and interests of the parties, lo-
cated so as to embrace, as far as practicable, 
any improvements lawfully made by the per-
son or persons receiving such land. The value 
of the improvements made, under a valid lease 
or assignment from the tribe, shall be ex-
cluded from the valuation in making allot-
ments to the lessee or assignee, and the land 
must be valued without regard to such im-
provements unless the lease or assignment, 
under which said improvements were made, 
provided that such improvements should be-
come the property of the tribe. In the making 
of any partition due consideration shall be 
given to all of the rights and interests of the 
person or persons receiving the property, and 
all of the rights and interests of the other 
members of the tribe. Two or more of the 
members of said mixed-blood group may ob-
tain their share of property as tenants in com-
mon, as joint tenants, or in any other lawful 
manner when such members agree among 
themselves as to the manner in which they de-
sire to receive such title. When it appears that 
an equitable partition cannot be made among 
the members of said mixed-blood group with-
out prejudice to the rights and interests of 
some of them, and yet a partition is directed 
by the group, the members of said group may 
voluntarily determine compensation to be 
made by one party to another on account of 
the inequity. In all cases where equity is 
agreed upon by the members of said mixed- 
blood group, such compensatory adjustment 
among the parties, according to the principles 
of equity, must be approved by the Secretary. 
In the event of a failure to agree upon an equi-
table compensatory adjustment among the 
parties the Secretary shall make such adjust-
ment and his decision shall be final. 

(3) Organization of corporations for the graz-
ing of livestock, handling of water and water 
rights, and the shares therein may be issued to 
the members of said group in proportion to 
their interests in the assets of such corpora-
tions. When, in the opinion of said mixed- 
blood group, it is to the best interest of said 
group to transfer a portion of the assets of 
said group to a corporation or other legal en-
tity for any purpose, the Secretary is author-
ized to make such transfer. 

(4) A transfer of assets to one or more trust-
ees designated by said group who shall hold 
title to all or any part of the property of said 
group for management or liquidation purposes 
under terms and conditions prescribed by said 
mixed-blood group. The Secretary is author-
ized to make such transfer, and approve the 
trustees, and the terms and conditions of the 
trust. 

(5) Sale of any portion of the assets of said 
group subject to the approval of the Secretary. 
In addition to the sales herein otherwise au-
thorized, authority is granted to the author-
ized representatives of said group to sell any 
property of said group when, in the opinion of 
the majority of said mixed-blood group, a 
practicable partition cannot be made, or for 
any other reason it is deemed to the best in-
terests of the group, and the proceeds of such 
sales shall be distributed equitably among the 
members of said mixed-blood group; after de-
ducting reasonable cost of sale and distribu-
tion.

Prior to the removal of restrictions in accord-
ance with the provisions of subsection (a) of this 
section on land owned by more than one person, 
the Secretary may— 

(1) upon request of any of the owners, parti-
tion the land and issue to each owner an unre-
stricted patent or deed for his individual 
share, unless such owner is a full-blood mem-
ber of the tribe or other Indian who owns trust 
or restricted property, in which event a trust 
patent or restricted deed shall be issued and 
such trust may be terminated or such restric-
tions may be removed when the Secretary de-
termines that the need therefor no longer ex-
ists; 

(2) upon request of any of the owners and a 
finding by the Secretary that partition of all 
or any part of the land is not practicable, 
cause all or any part of the land to be sold at 
not less than the appraised value thereof and 
distribute the proceeds of sale to the owners: 
Provided, That before a sale any one or more of 
the owners may elect to purchase the other in-
terests in the land, or the tribe may elect to 
purchase the entire interest in the land, at not 
less than the appraised value thereof.

§ 677p. Tax exemption; exceptions and time lim-

No distribution of the assets made under the 
provisions of this subchapter shall be subject to 
any Federal or State income tax: Provided, That 
so much of any cash distribution made herein-
under as consists of a share of any interest 
earned on funds deposited in the Treasury of the 
United States shall not by virtue of this sub-
chapter be exempt from individual income tax 
in the hands of the recipients for the year in 
which paid. Property distributed to the mixed- 
blood group pursuant to the terms of this sub-
chapter shall be exempt from property taxes for 
a period of seven years from August 27, 1954, un-
less the original distributee parts with title

After seven years from Au-
gust 27, 1954, all property distributed to the 
mixed-blood members of the tribe under the pro-
visions of this subchapter, and all income de-
rived therefrom by the individual, corporation, 
or other legal entity, shall be subject to the 
same taxes, State and Federal, as in the case of 
non-Indians; except that any corporation orga-
nized by the mixed-blood members for the pur-
pose of aiding in the joint management with the 
tribe and in the distribution of unadjudicated or 
unliquidated claims against the United States, 
all gas, oil, and mineral rights of every kind, 
and all other assets not susceptible to equitable 
and practicable distribution shall not be subject 
to corporate income taxes. Any valuation for 
purposes of Federal income tax on gains or 
losses shall take as the basis of the particular 
taxpayer the value of the property on the date 
title is transferred by the United States pursu-
ant to this subchapter.

PER CAPITA PAYMENTS FROM NET PROCEEDS

expenses connected with the administration of these 

lands as herein provided, the net proceeds therefrom 

shall be covered into the Treasury of the United States 

to the credit of the Red Lake Indians and draw interest 

at the rate of 4 per centum per annum. Any part of such 

fund or the interest thereon that is in excess of reserve 

and operating requirements, as determined by the Sec-

retary of the Interior, may be distributed per capita to 

the members of the Red Lake Band upon request of the 

tribal council and approval by the Secretary.’’ 

ADMINISTRATION OF RED LAKE INDIAN FOREST

137, to read as follows: ‘‘The Red 

Lake Indian Forest shall be administered by the Sec-

retary of the Interior in accordance with principles of 

scientific forestry that will encourage the production 

of successive timber crops for the benefit of the Indians 

of the Red Lake Band, and he is hereby authorized (a) 

to harvest, sell, and manufacture such marketable tim-

ber from any tribal lands within the Red Lake Indian 
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Reservation as he may deem to be advisable and, if the 

timber is the growth of Red Lake Indian Forest, in 

keeping with the foregoing principles, (b) to establish 

nurseries and otherwise provide for the reforestation of 

said lands, (c) to construct and operate sawmills and 

other facilities for the manufacture into marketable 

products of the timber harvested from said lands, (d) to 

purchase, harvest, and manufacture such additional 

timber standing on or severed from any other lands, in-

cluding lands outside the reservation, as in his opinion 

may contribute to the profitable operation of such saw-

mills and other facilities as a tribal enterprise, subject 

to such limitations on expenditures as may be pre-

scribed in annual appropriations acts, and (e) to employ 

such persons and use such means as he may find nec-

essary to carry out the purposes of the foregoing provi-

sions. Any proceeds derived from sales of timber or 

timber products under this paragraph may be expended 

in payment of the expenses of any of the activities au-

thorized by this paragraph including construction ex-

penses.’’ 

§ 688. Payment free of liens or claims 

No money paid to Indians under sections 687 to 
689 of this title shall be subject to any lien or 
claim of attorneys, or other persons.

§ 689. Payments not ‘‘other income and re-
sources’’

§ 690. Distribution of judgment fund; tax exemp-
tion of per capita payments 

The funds on deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States to the credit of the Red Lake 
Band of Chippewa Indians that were appro-
priated by the Act of June 9, 1964, to pay a judg-
ment by the Indian Claims Commission in dock-
et 18A, and the interest thereon, after payment 
of attorney fees and expenses, may be advanced 
or expended for any purpose that is authorized 
by the tribal governing body and approved by 
the Secretary of the Interior. Any part of such 
funds that may be distributed per capita to the 
members of the tribe shall not be subject to Fed-
eral or State income tax.

§ 691. Purpose 

The purpose of this subchapter is to provide 
for the termination of Federal supervision over 

the trust and restricted property of certain 
tribes and bands of Indians located in western 
Oregon and the individual members thereof, for 
the disposition of federally owned property ac-
quired or withdrawn for the administration of 
the affairs of such Indians, and for a termi-
nation of Federal services furnished such Indi-
ans because of their status as Indians. 

(Aug. 13, 1954, ch. 733, § 1, 68 Stat. 724.) 

REPEAL OF INCONSISTENT LAWS 

Section 19 of act Aug. 13, 1954, provided that: ‘‘All 

Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act [this 

subchapter] are hereby repealed insofar as they affect a 

tribe or its members.

§ 692. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter: 
(a) ‘‘Tribe’’ means any of the tribes, bands, 

groups, or communities of Indians located west 
of the Cascade Mountains in Oregon, including 
the following: Confederated Tribes of the Grand 
Ronde Community, Confederated Tribes of 
Siletz Indians, Alsea, Applegate Creek, 
Calapooya, Chaftan, Chempho, Chetco, 
Chetlessington, Chinook, Clackamas, 
Clatskanie, Clatsop, Clowwewalla, Coos, Cow 
Creek, Euchees, Galic Creek, Grave, Joshua, 
Karok, Kathlamet, Kusotony, Kwatami or Sixes, 
Lakmiut, Long Tom Creek, Lower Coquille, 
Lower Umpqua, Maddy, Mackanotin, Mary’s 
River, Multnomah, Munsel Creek, 
Naltunnetunne, Nehalem, Nestucca, Northern 
Molalla, Port Orford, Pudding River, Rogue 
River, Salmon River, Santiam, Scoton, Shasta, 
Shasta Costa, Siletz, Siuslaw, Skiloot, Southern 
Molalla, Takelma, Tillamook, Tolowa, Tualatin, 
Tututui, Upper Coquille, Upper Umpqua, Wil-
lamette Tumwater, Yamhill, Yaquina, and 
Yoncalla; 

(b) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the In-
terior. 

(c) ‘‘Lands’’ means real property interest 
therein, or improvements thereon, and includes 
water rights. 

(d) ‘‘Tribal property’’ means any real or per-
sonal property, including water rights, or any 
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interest in real or personal property, that be-
longs to the tribe and either is held by the 
United States in trust for the tribe or is subject 
to a restriction against alienation imposed by 
the United States.

§ 693. Membership roll; preparation and initial 
publication; eligibility for enrollment; appeal 
from inclusion or omission from roll; finality 
of determination; final publication 

Within ninety days after August 13, 1954, the 
Secretary shall publish in the Federal Register 
(1) a list of those tribes for which membership 
rolls will be required for the purposes of this 
subchapter, and (2) a list of those tribes for 
which no membership rolls will be required for 
the purposes of this subchapter. Each tribe on 
each list shall have a period of six months from 
the date of publication of the notice in which to 
prepare and submit to the Secretary a proposed 
roll of the members of the tribe living on August 
13, 1954, which shall be published in the Federal 
Register. In the absence of applicable law, or eli-
gibility requirements in an approved constitu-
tion, bylaws, or membership ordinance, eligi-
bility for enrollment shall be determined under 
such rules and regulations as the Secretary may 
prescribe. No person shall be enrolled on more 
than one tribal roll prepared pursuant to this 
subchapter. If a tribe on list one fails to submit 
such roll within the time specified in this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall prepare a proposed roll 
for the tribe, which shall be published in the 
Federal Register. Any person claiming member-
ship rights in the tribe or an interest in its as-
sets, or a representative of the Secretary on be-
half of any such person, may, within ninety days 
from the date of publication of the proposed roll, 
file an appeal with the Secretary contesting the 
inclusion or omission of the name of any person 
on or from such roll. The Secretary shall review 
such appeals and his decisions thereon shall be 
final and conclusive. After disposition of all 
such appeals the roll of the tribe shall be pub-
lished in the Federal Register and such roll shall 
be final for the purposes of this subchapter.

§ 694. Personal property rights; restrictions 

Upon publication in the Federal Register of 
the final roll as provided in section 693 of this 
title, the rights or beneficial interests in tribal 
property of each person whose name appears on 
the roll shall constitute personal property which 
may be inherited or bequeathed, but shall not 
otherwise be subject to alienation or encum-
brance before the transfer of title to such tribal 
property as provided in section 695 of this title 
without the approval of the Secretary. Any con-
tract made in violation of this section shall be 
null and void.

§ 695. Tribal property 

(a) Procedure for transfer 

Upon request of a tribe, the Secretary is au-
thorized within two years from August 13, 1954, 
to transfer to a corporation or other legal entity 
organized by the tribe in a form satisfactory to 
the Secretary title to all or any part of the trib-
al property, real and personal, or to transfer to 
one or more trustees designated by the tribe and 
approved by the Secretary, title to all or any 
part of such property to be held in trust for 
management or liquidation purposes under such 
terms and conditions as may be specified by the 
tribe and approved by the Secretary, or to sell 
all or any part of such property and make a pro 
rata distribution of the proceeds of sale among 
the members of the tribe after deducting, in his 
discretion, reasonable costs of sale and distribu-
tion. 

(b) Property not transferred in accordance with 
recognized procedure; election to retain 
property 

Title to any tribal property that is not trans-
ferred in accordance with the provisions of sub-
section (a) of this section shall be transferred by 
the Secretary to one or more trustees des-
ignated by him for the liquidation and distribu-
tion of assets among the members of the tribe 
under such terms and conditions as the Sec-
retary may prescribe: Provided, That the trust 
agreement shall provide for the termination of 
the trust not more than three years from the 
date of such transfer unless the term of the 
trust is extended by order of a judge of a court 
of record designated in the trust agreement: Pro-

vided further, That the trust agreement shall 
provide that at any time before the sale of tribal 
property by the trustees the tribe may notify 
the trustees that it elects to retain such prop-
erty and to transfer title thereto to a corpora-
tion, other legal entity, or trustee in accordance 
with the provisions of subsection (a) of this sec-
tion, and that the trustees shall transfer title to 
such property in accordance with the notice 
from the tribe if it is approved by the Secretary. 

(c) Compensation of agents or attorneys 

The Secretary shall not approve any form of 
organization pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section that provides for the transfer of stock or 
an undivided share in corporate assets as com-
pensation for the services of agents or attorneys 
unless such transfer is based upon an appraisal 
of tribal assets that is satisfactory to the Sec-
retary. 

(d) Selection of trustees; approval by Secretary 

When approving or disapproving the selection 
of trustees in accordance with the provisions of 
subsection (a) of this section, and when des-
ignating trustees pursuant to subsection (b) of 
this section, the Secretary shall give due regard 
to the laws of the State of Oregon that relate to 
the selection of trustees.

§ 696. Individual property 

(a) Transfer of unrestricted control 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
transfer within two years after August 13, 1954 
to each member of each tribe unrestricted con-
trol of funds or other personal property held in 
trust for such member by the United States. 

(b) Removal of restrictions on sales or encum-
brances; fee simple title 

All restrictions on the sale or encumbrance of 
trust or restricted land owned by members of 
the tribes (including allottees, purchasers, heirs, 
and devisees, either adult or minor) are removed 
two years after August 13, 1954 and the patents 
or deeds under which titles are then held shall 
pass the titles in fee simple, subject to any valid 
encumbrance. The titles to all interests in trust 
or restricted land acquired by members of the 
tribes by devise or inheritance two years or 
more after August 13, 1954 shall vest in such 
members in fee simple, subject to any valid en-
cumbrance. 

(c) Multiple land ownership; partition; sale; elec-
tion to purchase; unlocated owners 

Prior to the time provided in subsection (d) 1 
of this section for the removal of restrictions on 
land owned by more than one member of a tribe, 
the Secretary may— 

(1) upon request of any of the owners, parti-
tion the land and issue to each owner a patent 
or deed for his individual share that shall be-
come unrestricted two years from August 13, 
1954; 

(2) upon request of any of the owners and a 
finding by the Secretary that partition of all 
or any part of the land is not practicable, 
cause all or any part of the land to be sold at 
not less than the appraised value thereof and 
distribute the proceeds of sale to the owners: 
Provided, That any one or more of the owners 
may elect before a sale to purchase the other 
interests in the land at not less than the ap-
praised value thereof, and the purchaser shall 
receive an unrestricted patent or deed to the 
land; and 

(3) if the whereabouts of none of the owners 
can be ascertained, cause such lands to be sold 
and deposit the proceeds of sale in the Treas-
ury of the United States for safekeeping.

§ 697. Property of deceased members 

(a) Federal laws not applicable to probate

The laws of the several States, Territories, 
possessions, and the District of Columbia with 
respect to the probate of wills, the determina-
tion of heirs, and the administration of dece-
dents’ estates shall apply to the individual prop-

erty of members of the tribes who die six 
months or more after August 13, 1954.

§ 698. Transfer of federally owned property 

The Secretary is authorized, in his discretion, 
to transfer to any tribe or any member or group 
of members thereof any federally owned prop-
erty acquired, withdrawn, or used for the admin-
istration of the affairs of the tribes subject to 
this subchapter which he deems necessary for 
Indian use, or to transfer to a public or non-
profit body any such property which he deems 
necessary for public use and from which mem-
bers of the tribes will derive benefits.

§ 699. Taxes; initial exemption; taxes following 
distribution; valuation for capital gains or 
losses 

No property distributed under the provisions 
of this subchapter shall at the time of distribu-
tion be subject to Federal or State income tax. 
Following any distribution of property made 
under the provisions of this subchapter, such 
property and any income derived therefrom by 
the individual, corporation, or other legal entity 
shall be subject to the same taxes, State and 
Federal, as in the case of non-Indians: Provided, 
That for the purpose of capital gains or losses 
the base value of the property shall be the value 
of the property when distributed to the individ-
ual, corporation, or other legal entity.

may be designated by the governing body of the 
tribe and approved by the Secretary.

Upon removal of Federal restrictions on the 
property of each tribe and individual members 
thereof, the Secretary shall publish in the Fed-
eral Register a proclamation declaring that the 
Federal trust relationship to the affairs of the 
tribe and its members has terminated. There-
after individual members of the tribe shall not 
be entitled to any of the services performed by 
the United States for Indians because of their 
status as Indians, all statutes of the United 
States which affect Indians because of their 
status as Indians, excluding statutes that spe-
cifically refer to the tribe and its members, 
shall no longer be applicable to the members of 
the tribe, and the laws of the several States 
shall apply to the tribe and its members in the 
same manner as they apply to other citizens or 
persons within their jurisdiction. 

(b) Citizenship status unaffected 

Nothing in this subchapter shall affect the 
status of the members of a tribe as citizens of 
the United States. 

(c) Education and training program; purposes; 
subjects; transportation; subsistence; con-
tracts; other education programs 

Prior to the issuance of a proclamation in ac-
cordance with the provisions of this section, the 
Secretary is authorized to undertake, within the 
limits of available appropriations, a special pro-
gram of education and training designed to help 
the members of the tribe to earn a livelihood, to 
conduct their own affairs, and to assume their 
responsibilities as citizens without special serv-
ices because of their status as Indians. Such pro-
gram may include language training, orienta-
tion in non-Indian community customs and liv-
ing standards, vocational training and related 
subjects, transportation to the place of training 
or instruction, and subsistence during the 
course of training or instruction. For the pur-
poses of such program the Secretary is author-

ized to enter into contracts or agreements with 
any Federal, State, or local governmental agen-
cy, corporation, association, or person. Nothing 
in this section shall preclude any Federal agen-
cy from undertaking any other program for the 
education and training of Indians with funds ap-
propriated to it.

amount set off to the credit of the tribe or the 
United States as the case may be.

§ 711a. Federal recognition 

(a) Extension; laws applicable; eligibility for Fed-
eral services and benefits 

Federal recognition is hereby extended to the 
tribe, and the provisions of the Act of June 18, 
1934 (48 Stat. 984) as amended [25 U.S.C. 461 et 
seq.], except as inconsistent with specific provi-
sions of this subchapter, are made applicable to 
the tribe and the members of the tribe. The 
tribe and the members of the tribe shall be eligi-
ble for all Federal services and benefits fur-
nished to federally recognized Indian tribes. 
Notwithstanding any provision to the contrary 
in any law establishing such services or benefits, 
eligibility of the tribe and its members for such 
Federal services and benefits shall become effec-
tive upon November 18, 1977, without regard to 
the existence of a reservation for the tribe or 
the residence of members of the tribe on a res-
ervation. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

Except as provided in subsection (c) of this 
section, all rights and privileges of the tribe and 
of members of the tribe under any Federal trea-
ty, Executive order, agreement, or statute, or 
under any other authority, which were dimin-
ished or lost under the Act of August 13, 1954 (68 
Stat. 724) [25 U.S.C. 691 et seq.], are hereby re-
stored, and such Act shall be inapplicable to the 
tribe and to members of the tribe after Novem-
ber 18, 1977. 

(c) Hunting, fishing or trapping rights and tribal 
reservations not restored 

This subchapter shall not grant or restore any 
hunting, fishing, or trapping right of any na-
ture, including any indirect or procedural right 
or advantage, to the tribe or any member of the 
tribe, nor shall it be construed as granting, es-
tablishing, or restoring a reservation for the 
tribe. 

(d) Effect on property rights or obligations, con-
tractual rights or obligations, or obligations 
for taxes 

Except as specifically provided in this sub-
chapter, nothing in this subchapter shall alter 
any property right or obligation, any contrac-
tual right or obligation, or any obligation for 
taxes already levied.

§ 711b. Membership roll 

(a) Opening; duty of Secretary, Interim Council, 
and tribal officials 

The final membership roll is declared open. 
The Secretary, the Interim Council, and tribal 
officials under the tribal constitution and by-
laws shall take such measures as will insure the 
continuing accuracy of the membership roll. 

(b) Prerequisites for inclusion 

(1) Until after the initial election of tribal of-
ficers under the tribal constitution and bylaws, 
a person shall be a member of the tribe and his 
name shall be placed on the membership roll if 
he is living and if— 

(A) his name is listed on the final member-
ship roll; 

(B) he was entitled on August 13, 1954, to be 
on the final membership roll but his name was 
not listed on that roll; or 

(C) he is a descendant of a person specified in 
subparagraph (A) or (B) and possesses at least 
one-fourth degree of blood of members of the 
tribe or their Siletz Indian ancestors. 

(2) After the initial election of tribal officials 
under the tribal constitution and bylaws, the 
provisions of the tribal constitution and bylaws 
shall govern membership in the tribe. 

(c) Verification of descendancy, age, and blood; 
appeal; finality of determination; possession 
of enrollment records and materials 

(1) Before election of the Interim Council, ver-
ification of descendancy, age, and blood shall be 
made upon oath before the Secretary and his de-
termination thereon shall be final. 

(2) After election of the Interim Council and 
before the initial election of the tribal officials, 
verification of descendancy, age, and blood shall 
be made upon oath before the Interim Council, 
or its authorized representative. A member of 
the tribe, with respect to the inclusion of any 
name, and any person, with respect to the exclu-
sion of his name, may appeal to the Secretary, 
who shall make a final determination of each 
such appeal within ninety days after an appeal 
has been filed with him. The determination of 
the Secretary with respect to an appeal under 
this paragraph shall be final. 

(3) After the initial election of tribal officials, 
the provisions of the tribal constitution and by-
laws shall govern the verification of any re-
quirements for membership in the tribe, and the 
Secretary and the Interim Council shall deliver 
their records and files, and any other material 
relating to enrollment matters, to the tribal 
governing body. 

(d) Franchisement 

For purposes of sections 711c and 711d of this 
title, a member who is eighteen years of age or 
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older is entitled and eligible to be given notice 
of, attend, participate in, and vote at, general 
council meetings and to nominate candidates 
for, to run for any office in, and to vote in, elec-
tions of members to the Interim Council and to 
other tribal councils.

§ 711c. Interim Council 

(a) Nomination and election of members; notice; 
meetings; ballot requirements; approval by 
Secretary 

Within forty-five days after November 18, 1977, 
the Secretary shall announce the date of a gen-
eral council meeting of the tribe to nominate 
candidates for election to the Interim Council. 
Such general council meeting shall be held with-
in sixty days after November 18, 1977. Within 
forty-five days after such general council meet-
ing the Secretary shall hold an election by se-
cret ballot, absentee balloting to be permitted, 
to elect nine members of the tribe to the In-
terim Council from among the nominees submit-
ted to him from such general council meeting. 
The Secretary shall assure that notice of the 
time, place, and purpose of such meeting and 
election shall be provided to members described 
in section 711b(d) of this title at least fifteen 
days before such general meeting and election. 
The ballot shall provide for write-in votes. The 
Secretary shall approve the Interim Council 
elected pursuant to this section if he is satisfied 
that the requirements of this section relating to 
the nominating and election process have been 
met. If he is not so satisfied, he shall hold an-
other election under this section, with the gen-
eral council meeting to nominate candidates for 
election to the Interim Council to be held within 
sixty days after such election. 

(b) Powers of Council 

The Interim Council shall represent the tribe 
and its members in the implementation of this 
subchapter and shall be the acting tribal govern-
ing body until tribal officials are elected pursu-
ant to section 711d(c) of this title and shall have 
no powers other than those given to it in accord-
ance with this subchapter. The Interim Council 
shall have full authority and capacity to receive 
grants from and to make contracts with the 
Secretary and the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services with respect to Federal services 
and benefits for the tribe and its members and 
to bind the tribal governing body as the succes-
sor in interest to the Interim Council for a pe-
riod extending not more than six months after 
the date on which the tribal governing body 
takes office. Except as provided in the preceding 
sentence, the Interim Council shall have no 
power or authority after the time when the 
duly-elected tribal governing body takes office: 
Provided, That no authority to make payments 
under this subchapter shall be effective except 
to such extent or in such amounts as are pro-
vided in advance in appropriation Acts. 

(c) Council vacancies; notice; meeting; election 

Within thirty days after receiving notice of a 
vacancy on the Interim Council, the Interim 
Council shall hold a general council meeting for 
the purpose of electing a person to fill such va-
cancy. The Interim Council shall provide notice 
of the time, place, and purpose of such meeting 
and election to members described in section 
711b(d) of this title at least ten days before such 
general meeting and election. The person nomi-
nated to fill such vacancy at the general council 
meeting who received the highest number of 
votes in the election shall fill such vacancy.

§ 711d. Tribal constitution and bylaws 

(a) Election; time and procedure 

Upon the written request of the Interim Coun-
cil, the Secretary shall conduct an election by 
secret ballot, pursuant to the provisions of sec-
tion 476 of this title, for the purpose of adopting 
a constitution and bylaws for the tribes. The 
election shall be held within sixty days after the 
Secretary has— 

(1) reviewed and updated the final member-
ship roll for accuracy, in accordance with sec-
tion 711b(a), (b)(1), and (c)(1) of this title, 

(2) made a final determination of all appeals 
filed under section 711b(c)(2) of this title, and 

(3) published in the Federal Register a cer-
tification copy of the membership roll of the 
tribe. 

(b) Pre-election distribution of proposed con-
stitution and bylaws and brief impartial de-
scription; consultation by Interim Council 
with members of tribe 

The Interim Council shall draft and distribute 
to each member described in section 711b(d) of 
this title, no later than thirty days before the 
election under subsection (a) of this section, a 
copy of the proposed constitution and bylaws of 
the tribe, as drafted by the Interim Council, 
along with a brief, impartial description of the 
proposed constitution and bylaws. The members 
of the Interim Council may freely consult with 
members of the tribe concerning the text and 
description of the constitution and bylaws, ex-
cept that such consultation may not be carried 
on within fifty feet of the polling places on the 
date of the election. 

(c) Majority vote necessary for adoption of con-
stitution and bylaws 

In any election held pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section, the vote of a majority of those 
actually voting shall be necessary and sufficient 
for the adoption of a tribal constitution and by-
laws. 
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(d) Election of tribal officials provided for in 
constitution and bylaws; ballot requirements 

Not later than one hundred and twenty days 
after the tribe adopts a constitution and bylaws, 
the Interim Council shall conduct an election by 
secret ballot for the purpose of electing the indi-
viduals who will serve as tribal officials as pro-
vided in the tribal constitution and bylaws. For 
the purpose of this election and notwithstanding 
any provision in the tribal constitution and by-
laws to the contrary, absentee balloting shall be 
permitted.

§ 711e. Reservation 

(a) Establishment 

Any reservation for the tribe shall be estab-
lished by an Act of Congress enacted after No-
vember 18, 1977. 

(b) Plan; negotiation with tribe; approval by trib-
al officials; submittal to Congress 

Inasmuch as the reservation of the tribe has 
been terminated, the Secretary shall negotiate 
with the tribe, or with representatives of the 
tribe chosen by the tribe, concerning the estab-
lishment of a reservation for the tribe and shall, 
in accordance with subsections (c) and (d) of this 
section and within two years after November 18, 
1977, develop a plan for the establishment of a 
reservation for the tribe. Upon approval of such 
plan by the tribal officials elected under the 
tribal constitution and bylaws adopted pursuant 
to section 711d of this title, the Secretary shall 
submit such plan, in the form of proposed legis-
lation, to the Congress. 

(c) Notification and consultation 

To assure that legitimate State and local in-
terests are not prejudiced by the creation of a 
reservation for the tribe, the Secretary, in de-
veloping a plan under subsection (b) of this sec-
tion for the establishment of a reservation, shall 
notify and consult with all appropriate officials 
of the State of Oregon, all appropriate local gov-
ernmental officials in the State of Oregon and 
any other interested parties. Such consultation 
shall include the following subjects: 

(1) the size and location of the reservation; 
(2) the effect the establishment of the res-

ervation would have on State and local tax 
revenues; 

(3) the criminal and civil jurisdiction of the 
State of Oregon with respect to the reserva-
tion and persons on the reservation; 

(4) hunting, fishing, and trapping rights of 
the tribe and members of the tribe, on the res-
ervation; 

(5) the provision of State and local services 
to the reservation and to the tribe and mem-
bers of the tribe on the reservation; and 

(6) the provision of Federal services to the 
reservation and to the tribe and members of 
the tribe and the provision of services by the 
tribe to members of the tribe. 

(d) Provisions of plan 

Any plan developed under this section for the 
establishment of a reservation for the tribe shall 
provide that— 

(1) any real property transferred by the tribe 
or members of the tribe to the Secretary shall 
be taken in the name of the United States in 
trust for the benefit of the tribe and shall be 
the reservation for the tribe; 

(2) the establishment of such a reservation 
will not grant or restore to the tribe or any 
member of the tribe any hunting, fishing, or 
trapping right of any nature, including any in-
direct or procedural right or advantage, on 
such reservation; 

(3) the Secretary shall not accept any real 
property in trust for the benefit of the tribe or 
its members unless such real property is lo-
cated within Lincoln County, State of Oregon; 

(4) any real property taken in trust by the 
Secretary for the benefit of the tribe or its 
members shall be subject to all rights existing 
at the time such property is taken in trust, in-
cluding liens, outstanding Federal, State, and 
local taxes, mortgages, outstanding indebted-
ness of any kind, easements, and all other ob-
ligations, and shall be subject to foreclosure 
and sale in accordance with the laws of the 
State of Oregon; 

(5) the transfer of any real property to the 
Secretary in trust for the benefit of the tribe 
or its members shall be exempt from all Fed-
eral, State, and local taxation, and all such 
real property shall, as of the date of such 
transfer, be exempt from Federal, State, and 
local taxation; and 

(6) the State of Oregon shall have civil and 
criminal jurisdiction with respect to the res-
ervation and persons on the reservation in ac-
cordance with section 1360 of title 28 and sec-
tion 1162 of title 18. 

(e) Statement 

The Secretary shall append to the plan a de-
tailed statement describing the manner in which 
the notification and consultation prescribed by 
subsection (c) of this section was carried out and 
shall include any written comments with re-
spect to the establishment of a reservation for 
the tribe submitted to the Secretary by State 
and local officials and other interested parties 
in the course of such consultation.

AUTHORITY TO ERECT PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS ON 

LAND ACQUIRED FOR CONFEDERATED TRIBES OF 

SILETZ INDIANS OF OREGON

‘‘That, notwithstanding any other provision of law or 

regulation, the Attorney General shall approve any 

deed or other instrument which—

dians of Oregon’, approved September 4, 1980 (94 Stat. 

1073) [set out below], and

city of Siletz, Oregon, the Confederated Tribes of 

Siletz Indians of Oregon, and the United States of 

America. 
The Secretary of the Interior or the Confederated 

Tribes of Siletz Indians of Oregon may erect permanent 
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improvements, improvements of a substantial value, or 

any other improvements authorized by law on such 

land after such land is conveyed to the United States.’’ 

ESTABLISHMENT OF RESERVATION FOR CONFEDERATED 

TRIBES OF SILETZ INDIANS OF OREGON 

Pub. L. 96–340, Sept. 4, 1980, 94 Stat. 1072, as amended 

by Pub. L. 103–435, § 3, Nov. 2, 1994, 108 Stat. 4567, estab-

lished a reservation for the Confederated Tribes of

ans of Oregon, with all parcels of land subject to the 

provisions of section 461 et seq. of this title and the 

right of the Secretary of the Interior to establish, with-

out compensation to such tribes, reasonable rights-of- 

way and easements to provide access to other Federal 

lands, no new or additional hunting, fishing, or trap-

ping rights beyond the rights declared in the final judg-

ment of the United States District Court in the action 

entitled Confederated Tribes of Siletz Indians of Oregon 

against State of Oregon, entered on May 2, 1980, be 

deemed, granted, or restored to the tribe or any mem-

ber of the tribe, and civil and criminal jurisdiction, in 

accordance with section 1360 of Title 28, Judiciary and 

Judicial Procedure, and section 1162 of Title 18, Crimes 

and Criminal Procedure, to reside with the State of Or-

egon with respect to the reservation and any individual 

on the reservation. 

§ 711f. Rules and regulations 

The Secretary may make such rules and regu-
lations as are necessary to carry out the pur-
poses of this subchapter.

to the Cow Creek Band of Umpqua Tribe of Indi-
ans. Except as otherwise provided in this sub-
chapter, all laws and regulations of the United 
States of general application to Indians or na-
tions, tribes, or bands of Indians which are not 
inconsistent with any specific provision of this 
subchapter shall be applicable to the tribe. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

All rights and privileges of the tribe and the 
members of the tribe under any Federal treaty, 
Executive order, agreement, or statute, or under 
any other Federal authority, which may have 
been diminished or lost under the Act approved 
August 13, 1954 (25 U.S.C. 691 et seq.), are re-
stored, and the provisions of such subchapter 
shall be inapplicable to the tribe and to mem-
bers of the tribe after December 29, 1982. 

(c) Federal services and benefits 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the tribe and members of the tribe shall be eligi-
ble for all Federal services and benefits fur-
nished to federally recognized Indian tribes upon 
December 29, 1982, without regard to the exist-
ence of a reservation for the tribe or the resi-
dence of members of the tribe on a reservation. 

(d) Effect on property rights and other obliga-
tions 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this subchapter, no provision contained in this 
subchapter shall alter any property right or ob-
ligation, any contractual right or obligation, or 
any obligation for taxes already levied.

§ 712b. Organization of tribe 

(a) Organization and organic governing docu-
ment 

The tribe may organize for its common wel-
fare and adopt an appropriate instrument, in 
writing, to govern the affairs of the tribe when 
acting in its governmental capacity. The tribe 
shall file with the Secretary of the Interior a 
copy of its organic governing document and any 
amendments thereto. 

(b) New governing document or amendments or 
revisions of interim governing document; 
tribal election 

Not less than one year following October 26, 
1987, the tribe’s governing body may propose a 
new governing document or amendments or re-
visions to the interim governing document, and 
the Secretary shall conduct a tribal election as 
to the adoption of that proposed document with-
in one hundred twenty days from the date it is 
submitted to the Bureau of Indian Affairs.

(c) Approval of new governing document 

The Secretary shall approve the new govern-
ing document if approved by a majority of the 
tribal voters unless he or she determines that 
such document is in violation of any laws of the 
United States. 

(d) Interim governing document pending ap-
proval 

Until the tribe adopts and the Secretary ap-
proves a new governing document, its interim 
governing document shall be the tribal bylaws 
entitled ‘‘By-Laws of Cow Creek Band of Ump-
qua Tribe of Indians’’ which bear an ‘‘approved’’ 
date of ‘‘9–10–78,’’. 

(e) Governing body pending adoption of final 
document 

Until the tribe adopts a final governing docu-
ment, the tribe’s governing body shall consist of 
its current board of directors elected at the 
tribe’s annual meeting of August 10, 1986, or 
such new board members as are selected under 
election procedures of the interim governing 
document identified at subsection (d) of this sec-
tion.

(a) Membership 

Until such time as the Secretary of the Inte-
rior publishes a tribal membership roll as man-
dated in subsection (b) of this section, the mem-
bership of the Cow Creek Band of Umpqua Tribe 
of Indians shall consist of all persons listed in 
the official tribal roll approved on September 13, 
1980, by the tribe’s Board of Directors, and their 
descendants. Following publication by the Sec-
retary of the tribal membership roll mandated 
in subsection (b) of this section, the membership 
of the Cow Creek Band of Umpqua Tribe of Indi-
ans shall consist of all persons listed on such 
roll. 

(b) Preparation of membership roll by Secretary; 
individuals to be included 

Within three hundred and sixty-five days after 
October 26, 1987, the Secretary shall prepare in 
accordance with the regulations contained in 
part 61 of title 25 of the Code of Federal Regula-
tions a tribal membership roll of the Cow Creek 
Band of Umpqua Tribe of Indians. Such roll 
shall include all Cow Creek descendants or other 
Indian individuals who were not members of any 
other federally recognized Indian tribe on July 
30, 1987 and who— 

(1) are listed on the tribal roll referred to in 
subsection (a) of this section; 

(2) are the descendants of any individuals 
listed pursuant to paragraph (1) born on or 
prior to December 29, 1982; or 

(3)(A) are the descendants of any individual 
considered to be a member of the Cow Creek 
Band of Umpqua Tribe of Indians for the pur-
poses of the treaty entered between such Band 
and the United States on September 18, 1853; 
(B) have applied to the Secretary for inclusion 
in the roll pursuant to subsection (c) of this 
section; and (C) meet the requirements for 
membership provided in the tribe’s governing 
documents. 

(c) Regulations governing application process 

The Secretary shall devise regulations govern-
ing the application process under which individ-
uals may apply to have their names placed on 
the tribal roll pursuant to paragraph 3 1 of sub-
section (b) of this section. 

(d) Limitation; tribal discretion; additional re-
quirements 

After publication of the roll in the Federal

the tribe: Provided further, That nothing in this 
subchapter shall be interpreted as restricting 
the tribe’s power to impose additional require-
ments for future membership in the tribe upon 
the adoption of a new constitution or amend-
ments thereto as provided in section 712b of this 
title.

(4) the term ‘‘tribal governing body’’ means 
the governing body which is established under, 
and the members of which are elected pursu-
ant to, the tribal constitution and bylaws 
adopted in accordance with section 713d of this 
title; and 

(5) the term ‘‘member’’, when used with re-
spect to the tribe, means an individual en-
rolled on the membership roll of the tribe in 
accordance with section 713e of this title.

§ 713a. Consideration of Confederated Tribes of 
Grand Ronde Community as one tribe 

The Confederated Tribes of the Grand Ronde 
Community of Oregon shall be considered as one 
tribal unit for purposes of Federal recognition 
and eligibility for Federal benefits under section 
713b of this title, the establishment of tribal 
self-government under sections 713c and 713d of 
this title, the compilation of a tribal member-
ship roll under section 713e of this title, and the 
establishment of a tribal reservation under sec-
tion 713f of this title.

§ 713b. Restoration of Federal recognition, rights, 
and privileges 

(a) Federal recognition 

Notwithstanding any provision of the Act ap-
proved August 13, 1954 (25 U.S.C. 691 et seq.) or 
any other law, Federal recognition is extended 
to the Confederated Tribes of the Grand Ronde 
Community of Oregon and the corporate charter 
of such tribe issued pursuant to section 477 of 
this title and ratified by the tribe on August 22, 
1936, is reinstated. Except as otherwise provided 
in this subchapter, all laws and regulations of 
the United States of general application to Indi-
ans or nations, tribes, or bands of Indians which 
are not inconsistent with any specific provision 
of this subchapter shall be applicable to the 
tribe. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

Except as provided in subsection (d) of this 
section, all rights and privileges of the tribe and 

the members of the tribe under any Federal 
treaty, Executive order, agreement, or statute, 
or under any other Federal authority, which 
may have been diminished or lost under the Act 
approved August 13, 1954 (25 U.S.C. 691 et seq.) 
are restored, and the provisions of such sub-
chapter shall be inapplicable to the tribe and to 
members of the tribe after November 22, 1983. 

(c) Federal services and benefits 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the tribe and its members shall be eligible, on 
and after November 22, 1983, for all Federal serv-
ices and benefits furnished to federally recog-
nized Indian tribes without regard to the exist-
ence of a reservation for the tribe. In the case of 
Federal services available to members of feder-
ally recognized Indian tribes residing on or near 
a reservation, members of the tribe residing in 
the following counties of the State of Oregon 
shall be deemed to be residing on or near a res-
ervation: 

(1) Washington County. 
(2) Marion County. 
(3) Yamhill County. 
(4) Polk County. 
(5) Tillamook County. 
(6) Multnomah County. 

Any member residing in any such county shall 
continue to be eligible to receive any such Fed-
eral service notwithstanding the establishment 
of any reservation for the tribe in accordance 
with any plan prepared pursuant to section 713f 
of this title. 

(d) No hunting, fishing or trapping rights re-
stored 

No hunting, fishing, or trapping rights of any 
nature of the tribe or of any member, including 
any indirect or procedural right or advantage 
over individuals who are not members, are 
granted or restored under this subchapter. 

(e) Effect on property rights and other obliga-
tions 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this subchapter, no provision contained in this 
subchapter shall alter any property right or ob-
ligation, any contractual right or obligation, or 
any obligation for taxes already levied.

§ 713c. Interim Council 

(a) Establishment 

There is established an Interim Council of the 
tribe which shall be composed of nine members. 
The Interim Council shall represent the tribe 
and its members in the implementation of this 
subchapter and shall be the governing body of 
the tribe until the tribal governing body estab-
lished in accordance with section 713d of this 
title first convenes. 
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(b) Nomination and election of Interim Council 
members 

(1) Within forty-five days after November 22, 
1983, the Secretary shall announce the date of a 
general council meeting of the tribe to nominate 
candidates for election to the Interim Council. 
Such general council meeting shall be held with-
in fifteen days of such announcement. 

(2) Within forty-five days after such general 
council meeting, the Secretary shall hold an 
election by secret ballot to elect the members of 
the Interim Council from among the members 
nominated in such general council meeting. Ab-
sentee and write-in balloting shall be permitted. 

(3) The Secretary shall approve the results of 
the Interim Council election conducted pursuant 
to this section if he is satisfied that the require-
ments of this section relating to the nomination 
and the election processes have been met. If he 
is not satisfied, he shall call for another general 
council meeting to be held within sixty days 
after such election to nominate candidates for 
election to the Interim Council and shall hold 
another election within forty-five days of such 
meeting. 

(4) The Secretary shall take any action nec-
essary to ensure that each member described in 
section 713e(d) of this title is given notice of the 
time, place, and purpose of each meeting and 
election held pursuant to this subsection at 
least ten days before such general meeting or 
election. 

(c) Authority and capacity; termination 

(1) The Interim Council shall have no powers 
other than those given it under this subchapter. 

(2) With respect to any Federal service or ben-
efit for which the tribe or any member is eligi-
ble, the Interim Council shall have full author-
ity and capacity to receive grants and to enter 
into contracts. 

(3)(A) Except as provided in subparagraph (B), 
the Interim Council and such Council’s author-
ity and capacity under this section shall cease 
to exist on the date the tribal governing body 
first convenes. 

(B) With respect to any contractual right es-
tablished and any obligation entered into by the 
Interim Council, such Council shall have the au-
thority and capacity to bind the tribal govern-
ing body, as the successor in interest to the In-
terim Council, for a period of not more than six 
months beginning on the date such tribal gov-
erning body first convenes. 

(d) Vacancy on Interim Council 

Within thirty days after a vacancy occurs on 
the Interim Council and subject to the approval 
of the Secretary, the Interim Council shall hold 
a general council meeting to nominate a can-
didate for election to fill such vacancy and shall 
hold such election. The Interim Council shall 
provide notice of the time, place, and purpose of 
such meeting and election to members described 
in section 713e(d) of this title at least ten days 
before each such general meeting or election.

§ 713d. Tribal constitution and bylaws; tribal gov-
erning body 

(a) Adoption of proposed constitution and by-
laws; election: time and procedure 

(1) The Interim Council shall be responsible 
for preparing the tribal constitution and bylaws 
which shall provide for, at a minimum, the es-
tablishment of a tribal governing body and trib-
al membership qualifications. Such proposed 
constitution and bylaws shall be adopted by the 
Interim Council no later than six months after 
November 22, 1983. 

(2) Upon the adoption of the proposed tribal 
constitution and bylaws by the Interim Council, 
the Council shall request the Secretary, in writ-
ing, to schedule an election to approve or dis-
approve the adoption of such constitution and 
bylaws. The Secretary shall conduct an election 
by secret ballot in accordance with section 476 
of this title. 

(b) Notice and consultation 

Not less than thirty days before any election 
scheduled pursuant to subsection (a) of this sec-
tion, a copy of the proposed tribal constitution 
and bylaws, as adopted by the Interim Council, 
along with a brief and impartial description of 
the proposed constitution and bylaws shall be 
sent to each member eligible to participate in 
such election under section 713e(d) of this title. 
The members of the Interim Council may freely 
consult with members of the tribe concerning 
the text and description of the constitution and 
bylaws, except that such consultation may not 
be carried on within fifty feet of the polling 
places on the date of such election. 

(c) Majority vote for adoption; procedure in 
event of failure to adopt proposed constitu-
tion 

(1) In any election held pursuant to subsection 
(a) of this section, a vote of a majority of those 
actually voting shall be necessary and sufficient 
for the approval of the adoption of the tribal 
constitution and bylaws. 

(2) If in any such election such majority does 
not approve the adoption of the proposed tribal 
constitution and bylaws, the Interim Council 
shall be responsible for preparing another tribal 
constitution and other bylaws in the same man-
ner provided in this section for the first pro-
posed constitution and bylaws. Such new pro-
posed constitution and bylaws shall be adopted 
by the Interim Council no later than six months 
after the date of the election in which the first 
proposed constitution and bylaws failed of adop-
tion. An election on the question of the adoption 
of the new proposal of the Interim Council shall 
be conducted in the same manner provided in 
subsection (a)(2) of this section for the election 
on the first proposed constitution and bylaws. 

(d) Election of tribal governing body 

Not later than one hundred and twenty days 
after the tribe approves the adoption of the trib-
al constitution and bylaws and subject to the 
approval of the Secretary, the Interim Council 
shall conduct an election, by secret ballot, to 
elect the tribal governing body established 
under such constitution and bylaws. Notwith-
standing any provision of the tribal constitution 
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and bylaws, absentee and write-in balloting 
shall be permitted in an election under this sub-
section.

§ 713e. Membership rolls; voting rights of mem-
ber 

(a) Membership roll established and opened 

The membership roll of the tribe is established 
and open. 

(b) Criteria governing eligibility 

(1) Until the first election of the tribal govern-
ing body is held pursuant to section 713d(d) of 
this title, any living individual may be enrolled 
on the membership roll of the tribe if— 

(A) that individual’s name was listed on the 
final membership roll of the tribe published on 
April 6, 1956, in volume 20, number 101, Federal 
Register, pages 3636 through 3642; 

(B) that individual was entitled to be on the 
membership roll of the tribe on August 13, 
1954, but was not listed; or 

(C) that individual is a descendant of an in-
dividual, living or dead, described in subpara-
graph (A) or (B) and possesses at least one- 
fourth degree of blood of members of the tribe, 
living or dead, or individuals who are or would 
have been eligible to be members under this 
paragraph. 

(2) After the first election of the tribal govern-
ing body is held pursuant to section 713d(d) of 
this title, the provisions of the constitution and 
bylaws adopted in accordance with section 
713d(a) of this title shall govern membership in 
the tribe. 

(c) Procedures for verification of eligibility 

(1) Before the election of the members of the 
Interim Council is held pursuant to section 
713c(b) of this title, verification of (A) descend-
ancy, for purposes of enrollment, and (B) age, 
for purposes of voting rights under subsection 
(d) of this section, shall be made upon oath be-
fore the Secretary whose determination thereon 
shall be final. 

(2) After the election of the members of the In-
terim Council is held pursuant to section 713c(b) 
of this title, but before the first election of the 
members of the tribal governing body is held 
pursuant to section 713d(d) of this title, the ver-
ification of descendancy and age shall be made 
upon oath before the Interim Council, or its au-
thorized representative. An individual may ap-
peal the exclusion of his name from the member-
ship roll of the tribe to the Secretary, who shall 
make a final determination of each such appeal 
within ninety days after such an appeal has been 
filed with him. The determination of the Sec-
retary with respect to such an appeal shall be 
final. 

(3) After the first election of the members of 
the tribal governing body is held pursuant to 
section 713d(d) of this title, the provisions of the 
constitution and bylaws adopted in accordance 
with section 713d(a) of this title shall govern the 

verification of any requirements for membership 
in the tribe. The Interim Council and the Sec-
retary shall deliver their records and files and 
any other material relating to the enrollment of 
tribal members to such tribal governing body. 

(4) Not less than sixty days before the election 
under section 713d(a) of this title, the Secretary 
shall publish in the Federal Register a certified 
copy of the membership roll of the tribe as of 
the date of such publication. Such membership 
roll shall include the names of all individuals 
who were enrolled by the Secretary, either di-
rectly under paragraph (1) or pursuant to an ap-
peal under paragraph (2), and by the Interim 
Council under paragraph (2). 

(d) Voting rights of member 

Each member who is eighteen years of age or 
older shall be eligible to attend, participate in, 
and vote at each general council meeting. Each 
such member may nominate candidates for any 
office, run for any office, and vote in any elec-
tion of members to the Interim Council and to 
such other tribal governing body as may be es-
tablished under the constitution and bylaws 
adopted in accordance with section 713d of this 
title.

§ 713f. Establishment of tribal reservation 

(a) Plan for establishment of reservation 

(1) Any reservation for the tribe shall be es-
tablished by an Act of Congress enacted after 
November 22, 1983. 

(2) The Secretary shall enter into negotiations 
with the tribal governing body with respect to 
establishing a reservation for the tribe and, in 
accordance with this section and within two 
years of November 22, 1983, develop a plan for 
the establishment of such a reservation. Upon 
the approval of such plan by the tribal govern-
ing body (and after consultation with interested 
parties pursuant to subsection (b) of this sec-
tion), the Secretary shall submit such plan to 
the Clerk of the House of Representatives and 
the Secretary of the Senate for distribution to 
the committees of the respective Houses of the 
Congress with jurisdiction over the subject mat-
ter. 

(b) Consultation with State and local officials re-
quired 

To assure that legitimate State and local in-
terests are not prejudiced by the proposed en-
largement of the reservation, the Secretary 
shall notify and consult all appropriate officials 
of the State of Oregon, all appropriate local gov-
ernmental officials in the State of Oregon, and 
any other interested party in developing any 
plan under subsection (a) of this section. The 
Secretary shall provide complete information on 
the proposed plan to such officials and inter-
ested parties, including the restrictions on such 
proposed plan imposed by subsection (c) of this 
section. During any consultation by the Sec-
retary under this subsection, the Secretary shall 
provide such information as he may possess, and 
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shall request comments and additional informa-
tion, on the following subjects: 

(1) The size and location of the proposed res-
ervation. 

(2) The anticipated effect of the establish-
ment of the proposed reservation on State and 
local expenditures and tax revenues. 

(3) The extent of any State or local service 
to the tribe, the reservation of the tribe, or 
members after the establishment of the pro-
posed reservation. 

(4) The extent of Federal services to be pro-
vided in the future to the tribe, the reserva-
tion of the tribe, or members. 

(5) The extent of service to be provided in 
the future by the tribe to members residing on 
or off the reservation. 

(c) Restrictions on plan 

Any plan developed by the Secretary under 
subsection (a) of this section shall provide 
that— 

(1) any real property transferred by the tribe 
or any member to the Secretary shall be taken 
and held in the name of the United States for 
the benefit of the tribe and shall be a part of 
the reservation of the tribe; 

(2) the establishment of the reservation shall 
not grant or restore to the tribe or any mem-
ber any hunting, fishing, or trapping right of 
any kind on such reservation, including any 
indirect or procedural right or advantage over 
individuals who are not members of the tribe; 

(3) the Secretary shall not accept any real 
property in trust for the benefit of the tribe or 
its members which is not located within the 
political boundaries of Polk, Yamhill, or Tilla-
mook County, Oregon; 

(4) any real property taken in trust by the 
Secretary pursuant to such plan shall be sub-
ject to— 

(A) all legal rights and interests in such 
land existing at the time of the acquisition 
of such land by the Secretary, including any 
lien, mortgage, or previously levied and out-
standing State or local tax, and 

(B) foreclosure or sale in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Oregon pursuant to 
the terms of any valid obligation in exist-
ence at the time of the acquisition of such 
land by the Secretary; 

(5) any real property transferred pursuant to 
such plan shall be exempt from Federal, State, 
and local taxation of any kind; 

(6) the State of Oregon shall exercise crimi-
nal and civil jurisdiction over the reservation, 
and over the individuals on the reservation, in 
accordance with section 1162 of title 18 and 
section 1360 of title 28, respectively; and 

(7) any Federal real property transferred for 
the benefit of the tribe, pursuant to any res-
ervation plan developed under subsection (a) 
of this section, shall come only from available 
public lands administered under the Federal 
Land Policy and Management Act of 1976 (43 
U.S.C. 1701), and from lands held in trust by 
the United States for the tribe or for individ-
ual Indians. 

(d) Appendix to plan submitted to the Congress 

The Secretary shall append to the plan sub-
mitted to the Congress under subsection (a) of 
this section a detailed statement— 

(1) describing the manner in which the Sec-
retary notified all interested parties in accord-
ance with subsection (b) of this section; 

(2) naming each individual and official con-
sulted in accordance with subsection (b) of 
this section; 

(3) summarizing the testimony received by 
the Secretary pursuant to any such consulta-
tion; and 

(4) including any written comments or re-
ports submitted to the Secretary by any party 
named in paragraph (2).

(4) ‘‘member’’ used with respect to the Tribe 
means a person enrolled on the membership 
roll of the Tribe provided for in section 714b of 
this title.

§ 714a. Extension of Federal recognition, rights, 
and privileges 

(a) Federal recognition 

Federal recognition is hereby extended to the 
Tribe, and its members shall be eligible for all 
Federal services and benefits furnished to feder-
ally recognized tribes. Notwithstanding any pro-
vision to the contrary in any law establishing 
such services and benefits, eligibility of the 
Tribe and its members for such Federal services 
and benefits shall become effective on October 
17, 1984, without regard to the existence of a res-
ervation for the Tribe or the residence of the 
members of the Tribe on a reservation for such 
members who reside in the following counties of 
Oregon: Coos, Lane, Lincoln, Douglas, and 
Curry. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

Except as provided in subscription 1 (c) of this 
section, all rights and privileges of the Tribe 
and of members of the Tribe under any Federal 
treaty, Executive order, agreement or statute, 
or under any other authority, which were dimin-
ished or lost under the Act of August 13, 1954 (25 
U.S.C. 691, et seq.), are hereby restored and the 
provisions of that Act are inapplicable to the 
Tribe and to members of the Tribe on October 
17, 1984. 

(c) Hunting, fishing, or trapping rights not grant-
ed or restored 

This subchapter shall not grant or restore any 
hunting, fishing, or trapping right of any na-
ture, including any indirect or procedural right 
or advantage, to any member of the Tribe, nor 
shall any presumption be created by this sub-
chapter as to the existence or nonexistence of 
such rights.

§ 714b. Membership rolls 

(a) Opening; duty of Interim Council and tribal 
officials 

The membership roll is declared open. The In-
terim Council and tribal officials under the 
Tribe’s constitution and bylaws shall take such 
measures as will insure the continuing accuracy 
of the membership roll. 

(b) Criteria for enrollment 

(1) Until a tribal constitution and bylaws are 
adopted, a person shall be a member of the Tribe 
and his name shall be placed on the membership 
roll if the individual is living and if— 

(a) that individual’s name was listed on the 
Tribe’s Census Roll of 1940; 

(b) that individual was entitled to be listed 
on the Tribe’s Census Roll of January 1, 1940 
but was not so listed. Any person placed on 
the membership roll must be listed on the 
January 1, 1940 Census Roll of the Grand 
Ronde-Siletz Indian Agency of nonreservation 
Indians as Coos, Lower Umpqua, or Siuslaw, be 
a descendant of such a person, or be a descend-
ant of public domain allotee 1 of Western Or-
egon who was a member of one of these three 
tribes. 

(c) that individual is a direct lineal descend-
ant of an individual, living or dead, identified 
by subparagraph (a) or (b); and 

(d) that individual or the lineal ancestor 
through whom he qualifies for membership 
under subparagraph (c) has never been an en-
rolled member of, or qualified for the payment 
of any money for the taking of land or other-
wise through, any other Indian tribe, either 
federally recognized or acknowledged or not 
federally recognized or acknowledged. 

(2) Until a tribal constitution and bylaws are 
adopted, a person shall be eligible for member-
ship if the individual is living and meets the cri-
teria established in subsections (b)(1)(a), (b) and 
(c) of this section. Such individual may submit 
an application for enrollment to the Interim 
Council for consideration and decision and the 
Interim Council shall place on the roll the name 
of all individuals who submitted an application 
and are meeting the criteria established under 
subsections (b)(1)(a), (b) and (c) of this section: 
Provided, That the Interim Council may reject 
the application of any person who is found to be 
a member or who is claiming membership in an-
other Indian tribe. Nothing in this subchapter 
shall bar unsuccessful applicants for enrollment 
before the Interim Council from submitting an 
application for enrollment to the Tribe after the 
adoption of a tribal constitution and bylaws. 

(3) After the adoption of a tribal constitution 
and bylaws, those documents shall govern mem-
bership in the Tribe. 

(c) Verification of eligibility for enrollment; ap-
peal; finality of determination; possession of 
enrollment records and materials 

(1) Prior to any election pursuant to section 
714d of this title, the Interim Council shall ver-
ify by tribal resolution the eligibility for enroll-
ment and age of each member listed on the 
Tribe’s membership roll, which resolution shall 
be forwarded to the Secretary. 

(2) With regard to the exclusion of any name 
from the tribal membership roll, any member 
may appeal to the Secretary, who shall make a 
final determination of each such appeal within 
ninety days after an appeal has been filed with 
him. The determination of the Secretary with 
respect to such an appeal shall be final. 
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(d) Franchisement 

A member who is eighteen years of age or 
older is entitled and eligible to be given notice 
of, attend, participate in, and vote at, general 
council meetings and to nominate candidates 
for, to run for any office in, and to vote in elec-
tions of members to the interim council 2 and to 
other tribal councils.

§ 714d. Tribal constitution and bylaws 

(a) Election; time and procedure 

Upon the written request of the Interim Coun-
cil, the Secretary shall conduct an election by 
secret ballot, pursuant to section 476 of this 
title, for the purpose of adopting a constitution 
and bylaws for the Tribe. The election shall be 
held after such written request and within sixty 
days after the Secretary has published in appro-
priate local media a certification copy of the 
Tribe’s membership roll. 

(b) Preelection distribution of proposed constitu-
tion and bylaws and brief, impartial descrip-
tion; consultation by Interim Council with 
members of Tribe 

The Interim Council shall draft and distribute 
to each member described in section 714b(d) of 
this title, no later than thirty days before the 
election under subsection (a) of this section, a 
copy of the proposed constitution and bylaws of 
the Tribe, as proposed by the Interim Council, 
along with a brief, impartial description of the 
constitution and bylaws. The members of the In-
terim Council may freely consult with members 
of the Tribe, outside legal counsel and other 
consultants concerning the text and description 
of the constitution and bylaws, except that such 
consultation may not be carried on within fifty 
feet of the polling places on the date of the elec-
tion. 

(c) Majority vote necessary for adoption of con-
stitution and bylaws 

In any election held pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section, the vote of a majority of those 
actually voting shall be necessary and sufficient 

for the adoption of a tribal constitution and by-
laws: Provided, That the total vote cast shall not 
be less than thirty percent of those entitled to 
vote. 

(d) Election of tribal officials provided for in 
constitution and bylaws; ballot requirements 

Not later than one hundred and twenty days 
after the tribe 1 adopts a constitution and by-
laws, the Interim Council shall conduct an elec-
tion by secret ballot for the purpose of electing 
the individuals who will serve as tribal officials 
as provided in the tribal constitution and by-
laws. For the purpose of this election and not-
withstanding any provision in the tribal con-
stitution and bylaws to the contrary, absentee 
balloting shall be permitted.

§ 714e. Reservation 

(a) Establishment 

A reservation shall be established by this sub-
chapter at no cost to the Federal Government. 

(b) Legal description 

So long as the lands are offered to the Federal 
Government free of purchase cost, the Secretary 
shall accept the following lands in trust for the 
tribe 1 as a reservation: 

(1) In Coos County, Oregon, a parcel contain-
ing 1.02 acres and described as parcel 3200 of 
section 106B of township 25 south, range 12 
west, Willamette meridian. 

(2) In Coos County, Oregon, a parcel de-
scribed as lots 10–18, block 13, Empire Com-
mercial tracts K73 2K 81, A. N. Foley Donation 
Land Claim Numbered 38, section 20 of town-
ship 25 south, range 13 west, Willamette me-
ridian. The Secretary shall not accept this 
parcel into trust until the date that is 1 year 
after October 17, 1984. If before the end of the 
ninety day period, a person or entity other 
than the tribe 1 files a lawsuit in a court of 
competent jurisdiction claiming an interest in 
such parcel or portion thereof, the Secretary 
shall not accept the parcel into trust until the 
final adjudication of this lawsuit. Nothing in 
this subchapter shall be construed to the prej-
udice of any parties to such lawsuit or be con-
strued to prevent a court of competent juris-
diction from partitioning such parcel in the 
adjudication of such lawsuit. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, the United States 
District Court for the District of Oregon shall 
be deemed to have jurisdiction over any law-
suit filed to determine the rights to the above 
described parcel of land. 

(3) In Curry County, Oregon, a parcel de-
scribed as the southeast quarter of the south-
east quarter of the southwest quarter of sec-
tion 11 of township 32 south, range 15 west, 
Willamette meridian.

§ 715. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter— 
(1) ‘‘Tribe’’ means the Coquille Indian Tribe 

consisting of the Upper Coquille and the 
Lower Coquille Tribes of Indians; 

(2) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior or his designated representative; 

(3) ‘‘Interim Council’’ means the governing 
body of the Coquille Tribe which serves pursu-
ant to section 715f of this title; 

(4) ‘‘Member’’ means those persons eligible 
for enrollment under section 715e of this title 
and after the adoption of a tribal constitution, 
those persons added to the roll pursuant to 
such constitution; 

(5) ‘‘service area’’ means the area composed 
of Coos, Curry, Douglas, Jackson, and Lane 
Counties in the State of Oregon; 

(6) ‘‘State’’ means the State of Oregon; and 
(7) ‘‘Reservation’’ means those lands subse-

quently acquired and held in trust by the Sec-
retary for the benefit of the Tribe.

§ 715a. Restoration of Federal recognition, rights, 
and privileges 

(a) Federal recognition 

Notwithstanding any provision of law, Federal 
recognition is hereby extended to the Coquille 
Indian Tribe. Except as otherwise provided here-
in, all laws and regulations of general applica-
tion to Indians or nations, tribes, or bands of In-
dians that are not inconsistent with any specific 
provision of this subchapter shall be applicable 
to the Tribe and its Members. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

Except as provided in subsection (d) of this 
section, all rights and privileges of this Tribe 
and of its Members under any Federal treaty, 
Executive order, agreement or statute or under 
any other authority, which were diminished or 
lost under the Act of August 13, 1954 (68 Stat. 
724) [25 U.S.C. 691 et seq.], are hereby restored 
and provisions of said Act shall be inapplicable 
to the Tribe and its Members after June 28, 1989. 

(c) Federal services and benefits 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law 
and without regard to the existence of a reserva-
tion, the Tribe and its Members shall be eligible, 
on and after June 28, 1989, for all Federal serv-
ices and benefits furnished to federally recog-
nized Indian tribes or their members. In the case 
of Federal services available to members of fed-
erally recognized tribes residing on a reserva-
tion, Members of the Tribe in the Tribe’s service 
area shall be deemed to be residing on a reserva-
tion. Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, the Tribe shall be considered an Indian 
tribe for the purpose of the Indian Tribal Gov-
ernment Tax Status Act (26 U.S.C. 7871). 

(d) Hunting, fishing, trapping, and water rights 

Nothing in this subchapter shall expand, re-
duce, or affect in any manner any hunting, fish-
ing, trapping, gathering, or water right of the 
Tribe and its Members. 

(e) Indian Reorganization Act applicability 

The Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984), as 
amended [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.], shall be applica-
ble to the Tribe and its Members. 

(f) Certain rights not altered 

Except as specifically provided in this sub-
chapter, nothing in this subchapter shall alter 
any property right or obligation, any contrac-
tual right or obligation, or any obligation for 
taxes levied.

§ 715b. Economic development 

(a) Plan for economic development 

The Secretary shall— 
(1) enter into negotiations with the govern-

ing body of the Tribe with respect to estab-
lishing a plan for economic development for 
this Tribe; 

(2) in accordance with this section and not 
later than two years after the adoption of a 
tribal constitution as provided in section 715g 
of this title, develop such a plan; and 

(3) upon the approval of such plan by the 
governing body of the Tribe, submit such plan 
to the Congress. 

(b) Restrictions to be contained in plan 

Any proposed transfer of real property con-
tained in the plan developed by the Secretary

§ 715c. Transfer of land to be held in trust 

(a) Lands to be taken in trust 

The Secretary shall accept any real property 
located in Coos and Curry Counties not to ex-
ceed one thousand acres for the benefit of the 
Tribe if conveyed or otherwise transferred to the 
Secretary: Provided, That, at the time of such 
acceptance, there are no adverse legal claims on 
such property including outstanding liens, mort-
gages, or taxes owed. The Secretary may accept 
any additional acreage in the Tribe’s service 
area pursuant to his authority under the Act of 
June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984) [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.]. 

(b) Lands to be part of reservation 

Subject to the conditions imposed by this sec-
tion, the land transferred shall be taken in the 
name of the United States in trust for the Tribe 
and shall be part of its reservation. 

(c) Lands to be nontaxable 

Any real property taken into trust for the ben-
efit of the Tribe under this section shall be ex-
empt from all local, State, and Federal taxation 
as of the date of transfer. 

(d) Creation of Coquille Forest 

(1) Definitions 

In this subsection: 
(A) the 1 term ‘‘Coquille Forest’’ means 

certain lands in Coos County, Oregon, com-
prising approximately 5,400 acres, as gener-
ally depicted on the map entitled ‘‘Coquille 
Forest Proposal’’, dated July 8, 1996. 

(B) the 1 term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(C) the 1 term ‘‘the Tribe’’ means the 
Coquille Tribe of Coos County, Oregon. 

(2) Map 

The map described in subparagraph (d)(1)(A), 
and such additional legal descriptions which 
are applicable, shall be placed on file at the 
local District Office of the Bureau of Land 
Management, the Agency Office of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, and with the Senate Com-
mittee on Energy and Natural Resources and 
the House Committee on Resources. 

(3) Interim period 

From September 30, 1996, until two years 
after September 30, 1996, the Bureau of Land 
Management shall: 

(A) retain Federal jurisdiction for the 
management of lands designated under this 
subsection as the Coquille Forest and con-
tinue to distribute revenues from such lands 
in a manner consistent with existing law; 
and,2 

(B) prior to advertising, offering or award-
ing any timber sale contract on lands des-
ignated under this subsection as the Coquille 
Forest, obtain the approval of the Assistant 

Secretary for Indian Affairs, acting on be-
half of and in consultation with the Tribe. 

(4) Transition planning and designation 

(A) During the two year interim period pro-
vided for in paragraph (3), the Assistant Sec-
retary for Indian Affairs, acting on behalf of 
and in consultation with the Tribe, is author-
ized to initiate development of a forest man-
agement plan for the Coquille Forest. The Sec-
retary, acting through the Director of the Bu-
reau of Land Management, shall cooperate and 
assist in the development of such plan and in 
the transition of forestry management oper-
ations for the Coquille Forest to the Assistant 
Secretary for Indian Affairs. 

(B) Two years after September 30, 1996, the 
Secretary shall take the lands identified under 
subparagraph (d)(1)(A) into trust, and shall 
hold such lands in trust, in perpetuity, for the 
Coquille Tribe. Such lands shall be thereafter 
designated as the Coquille Forest. 

(C) So as to maintain the current flow of 
revenue from land subject to the Act entitled 
‘‘An Act relating to the revested Oregon and 
California Railroad and reconveyed Coos Bay 
Wagon Road grant land situated in the State 
of Oregon’’ (the O&C Act), approved August 28, 
1937 (43 U.S.C. 1181a et seq.), the Secretary 
shall redesignate, from public domain lands 
within the tribe’s service area, as defined in 
this subchapter, certain lands to be subject to 
the O&C Act. Lands redesignated under this 
subparagraph shall not exceed lands sufficient 
to constitute equivalent timber value as com-
pared to lands constituting the Coquille For-
est. 

(5) Management 

The Secretary of 3 Interior, acting through 
the Assistant Secretary for Indian Affairs, 
shall manage the Coquille Forest under appli-
cable State and Federal forestry and environ-
mental protection laws, and subject to critical 
habitat designations under the Endangered 
Species Act [16 U.S.C. 1531 et seq.], and subject 
to the standards and guidelines of Federal for-
est plans on adjacent or nearby Federal lands, 
now and in the future. The Secretary shall 
otherwise manage the Coquille Forest in ac-
cordance with the laws pertaining to the man-
agement of Indian Trust 4 lands and shall dis-
tribute revenues in accord with Public Law 
101–630, 25 U.S.C. 3107. 

(A) Unprocessed logs harvested from the 
Coquille Forest shall be subject to the same 
Federal statutory restrictions on export to 
foreign Nations 4 that apply to unprocessed 
logs harvested from Federal lands. 

(B) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, all sales of timber from land subject to 
this subsection shall be advertised, offered 
and awarded according to competitive bid-
ding practices, with sales being awarded to 
the highest responsible bidder. 

(6) Indian Self-Determination Act agreement 

No sooner than two years after September 
30, 1996, the Secretary may, upon a satisfac-
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tory showing of management competence and 
pursuant to the Indian Self-Determination Act 
[25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], enter into a binding In-
dian self-determination agreement (agree-
ment) with the Coquille Indian Tribe. Such 
agreement may provide for the tribe to carry 
out all or a portion of the forest management 
for the Coquille Forest. 

(A) Prior to entering such an agreement, 
and as a condition of maintaining such an 
agreement, the Secretary must find that the 
Coquille Tribe has entered into a binding 
memorandum of agreement (MOA) with the 
State of Oregon, as required under paragraph 
7.5 

(B) The authority of the Secretary to re-
scind the Indian self-determination agree-
ment shall not be encumbered. 

(i) The Secretary shall rescind the agree-
ment upon a demonstration that the tribe 
and the State of Oregon are no longer en-
gaged in a memorandum of agreement as 
required under paragraph 7.5 

(ii) The Secretary may rescind the agree-
ment on a showing that the Tribe has 
managed the Coquille Forest in a manner 
inconsistent with this subsection, or the 
Tribe is no longer managing, or capable of 
managing, the Coquille Forest in a manner 
consistent with this subsection. 

(7) Memorandum of agreement 

The Coquille Tribe shall enter into a memo-
randum of agreement (MOA) with the State of 
Oregon relating to the establishment and 
management of the Coquille Forest. The MOA 
shall include, but not be limited to, the terms 
and conditions for managing the Coquille For-
est in a manner consistent with paragraph (5) 
of this subsection, preserving public access, 
advancing jointly-held resource management 
goals, achieving tribal restoration objectives 
and establishing a coordinated management 
framework. Further, provisions set forth in 
the MOA shall be consistent with federal 6 
trust responsibility requirements applicable to 
Indian trust lands and paragraph (5) of this 
subsection. 

(8) Public access 

The Coquille Forest shall remain open to 
public access for purposes of hunting, fishing, 
recreation and transportation, except when 
closure is required by state or federal law, or 
when the Coquille Indian Tribe and the State 
of Oregon agree in writing that restrictions on 
access are necessary or appropriate to prevent 
harm to natural resources, cultural resources 
or environmental quality; 7 Provided, That the 
State of Oregon’s agreement shall not be re-
quired when immediate action is necessary to 
protect archaeological resources. 

(9) Jurisdiction 

(A) The United States District Court for the 
District of Oregon shall have jurisdiction over 
actions against the Secretary arising out of 
claims that this subsection has been violated. 

Consistent with existing precedents on stand-
ing to sue, any affected citizen may bring suit 
against the Secretary for violations of this 
subsection, except that suit may not be 
brought against the Secretary for claims that 
the MOA has been violated. The Court has the 
authority to hold unlawful and set aside ac-
tions pursuant to this subsection that are ar-
bitrary and capricious, an abuse of discretion, 
or otherwise an abuse of law. 

(B) The United States District Court for the 
District of Oregon shall have jurisdiction over 
actions between the State of Oregon and the 
Tribe arising out of claims of breach of the 
MOA. 

(C) Unless otherwise provided for by law, 
remedies available under this subsection shall 
be limited to equitable relief and shall not in-
clude damages. 

(10) State regulatory and civil jurisdiction 

In addition to the jurisdiction described in 
paragraph 7 5 of this subsection, the State of 
Oregon may exercise exclusive regulatory civil 
jurisdiction, including but not limited to 
adoption and enforcement of administrative 
rules and orders, over the following subjects: 

(A) management, allocation and adminis-
tration of fish and wildlife resources, includ-
ing but not limited to establishment and en-
forcement of hunting and fishing seasons, 
bag limits, limits on equipment and meth-
ods, issuance of permits and licenses, and ap-
proval or disapproval of hatcheries, game 
farms, and other breeding facilities; 7 Pro-

vided, That nothing herein shall be con-
strued to permit the State of Oregon to man-
age fish or wildlife habitat on Coquille For-
est lands; 

(B) allocation and administration of water 
rights, appropriation of water and use of 
water; 

(C) regulation of boating activities, includ-
ing equipment and registration require-
ments, and protection of the public’s right 
to use the waterways for purposes of boating 
or other navigation; 

(D) fills and removals from waters of the 
State, as defined in Oregon law; 

(E) protection and management of the 
State’s proprietary interests in the beds and 
banks of navigable waterways; 

(F) regulation of mining, mine reclama-
tion activities, and exploration and drilling 
for oil and gas deposits; 

(G) regulation of water quality, air quality 
(including smoke management), solid and 
hazardous waste, and remediation of releases 
of hazardous substances; 

(H) regulation of the use of herbicides and 
pesticides; and 

(I) enforcement of public health and safety 
standards, including standards for the pro-
tection of workers, well construction and 
codes governing the construction of bridges, 
buildings, and other structures.

(A) Nothing in this subsection shall be con-
strued to grant tribal authority over private 
or State-owned lands. 
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(B) To the extend 8 that the State of Oregon 
is regulating the foregoing areas pursuant to a 
delegated Federal authority or a Federal pro-
gram, nothing in this subsection shall be con-
strued to enlarge or diminish the State’s au-
thority under such law. 

(C) Where both the State of Oregon and the 
United States are regulating, nothing herein 
shall be construed to alter their respective au-
thorities. 

(D) To the extent that Federal law author-
izes the Coquille Indian Tribe to assume regu-
latory authority over an area, nothing herein 
shall be construed to enlarge or diminish the 
tribe’s 9 authority to do so under such law. 

(E) Unless and except to the extent that the 
tribe 9 has assumed jurisdiction over the 
Coquille Forest pursuant to Federal law, or 
otherwise with the consent of the State, the 
State of Oregon shall have jurisdiction and au-
thority to enforce its laws addressing the sub-
jects listed in subparagraph 10 10 of this sub-
section on the Coquille Forest against the 
Coquille Indian Tribe, its members and all 
other persons and entities, in the same man-
ner and with the same remedies and protec-
tions and appeal rights as otherwise provided 
by general Oregon law. Where the State of Or-
egon and Coquille Indian Tribe agree regard-
ing the exercise of tribal civil regulatory juris-
diction over activities on the Coquille Forest 
lands, the tribe 9 may exercise such jurisdic-
tion as its 11 agreed upon.

In the event of a conflict between Federal 
and State law under this subsection, Federal 
law shall control.

(B) that individual was not listed on but met 
the requirements that had to be met to be list-
ed on the Coquille roll compiled and approved 
by the Bureau of Indian Affairs on August 29, 
1960; or 

(C) that individual is a lineal descendant of 
an individual, living or dead, identified by sub-
paragraph (A) or (B). 

(2) After adoption of a tribal constitution, said 
constitution shall govern membership in the 
Tribe: Provided, That in addition to meeting any 
other criteria imposed in such tribal constitu-
tion, any person added to the roll has to be of 
Coquille Indian ancestry and cannot be a mem-
ber of another federally recognized Indian tribe. 

(c) Conclusive proof of Coquille ancestry and de-
gree of Indian blood quantum 

For the purpose of subsection (b) of this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall accept any available 
evidence establishing Coquille ancestry and the 
required amount of Indian blood quantum. How-
ever, the Secretary shall accept as conclusive 
evidence of Coquille ancestry information con-
tained in the Coquille roll compiled by the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs on August 29, 1960, and as 
conclusive evidence of Indian blood quantum the 
information contained in the January 1, 1940, 
census roll of nonreservation Indians of the 
Grand Ronde-Siletz Agency.

(C) lands subsequently acquired and held 
in trust by the Secretary for the benefit of 
the tribe; 

(4) the term ‘‘State’’ means the State of 
Texas; 

(5) the term ‘‘constitution and bylaws’’ 
means the constitution and bylaws of the tribe 
which were adopted on June 16, 1971; and 

(6) the term ‘‘Tribal Council’’ means the 
governing body of the tribe under the con-
stitution and bylaws.

All rights and privileges of the tribe and mem-
bers of the tribe under any Federal treaty, Exec-
utive order, agreement, statute, or under any 
other authority of the United States which may 
have been diminished or lost under the Act ap-
proved August 23, 1954 [68 Stat. 768; 25 U.S.C. 721 
et seq.], are hereby restored and such subchapter 
shall not apply to the tribe or to members of the 
tribe after August 18, 1987. 

(c) Federal benefits and services 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the tribe and the members of the tribe shall be 
eligible, on and after August 18, 1987, for all ben-
efits and services furnished to federally recog-
nized Indian tribes. 

(d) Effect on property rights and other obliga-
tions 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this subchapter, the enactment of this sub-
chapter shall not affect any property right or 
obligation or any contractual right or obliga-
tion in existence before August 18, 1987, or any 
obligation for taxes levied before August 18, 
1987.

(b) Current constitution and bylaws to remain in 
effect 

Subject to the provisions of section 733(a) of

by declared to be approved for the purposes of 
section 476 of this title except that all reference 
to the Texas Indian Commission shall be consid-
ered as reference to the Secretary of the Inte-
rior. 

(c) Authority and capacity of Tribal Council 

No provision contained in this subchapter 
shall affect the power of the Tribal Council to 
take any action under the constitution and by-
laws described in subsection (b) of this section. 
The Tribal Council shall represent the tribe and 
its members in the implementation of this sub-
chapter and shall have full authority and capac-
ity— 

(1) to enter into contracts, grant agree-
ments, and other arrangements with any Fed-
eral department or agency; 

(2) to administer or operate any program or 
activity under or in connection with any such 
contract, agreement, or arrangement, to enter 
into subcontracts or award grants to provide 
for the administration of any such program or 
activity, or to conduct any other activity 
under or in connection with any such con-
tract, agreement, or arrangement; and 

(3) to bind any tribal governing body se-
lected under any new constitution adopted in 
accordance with section 735 of this title as the 
successor in interest to the Tribal Council.

(2) shall hold such title, upon conveyance by 
the State, in trust for the benefit of the tribe. 

(c) Conveyance of land by tribe 

At the written request of the Tribal Council, 
the Secretary shall— 

(1) accept conveyance by the tribe of title to 
any lands within the reservation which are 
held by the tribe to the Secretary, and 

(2) hold such title, upon such conveyance by 
the tribe, in trust for the benefit of the tribe. 

(d) Approval of deed by Attorney General 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law or 
regulation, the Attorney General of the United 
States shall approve any deed or other instru-
ment from the State or the tribe which conveys 
title to lands within the reservation to the 
United States. 

(e) Permanent improvements authorized 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law or 
rule of law, the Secretary or the tribe may erect 
permanent improvements, improvements of sub-
stantial value, or any other improvement au-
thorized by law on the reservation without re-
gard to whether legal title to such lands has 
been conveyed to the Secretary by the State or 
the tribe. 

(f) Civil and criminal jurisdiction within reserva-
tion 

The State shall exercise civil and criminal ju-
risdiction within the boundaries of the reserva-
tion as if such State had assumed such jurisdic-
tion with the consent of the tribe under sections 
1321 and 1322 of this title.

§ 737. Gaming activities 

(a) In general

criminal penalties that are provided by the laws 
of the State of Texas. The provisions of this sub-
section are enacted in accordance with the 
tribe’s request in Tribal Resolution No.

Nothing in this section shall be construed as a 
grant of civil or criminal regulatory jurisdiction 
to the State of Texas. 

(c) Jurisdiction over enforcement against mem-
bers 

Notwithstanding section 736(f) of this title, the 
courts of the United States shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction over any offense in violation of sub-
section (a) of this section that is committed by 
the tribe, or by any member of the tribe, on the 
reservation or on lands of the tribe. However, 
nothing in this section shall be construed as pre-
cluding the State of Texas from bringing an ac-
tion in the courts of the United States to enjoin 
violations of the provisions of this section.

SUBCHAPTER XXXII—PAIUTE INDIANS OF 
UTAH: TERMINATION OF FEDERAL SU-
PERVISION

§ 741. Purpose 

The purpose of this subchapter is to provide 
for the termination of Federal supervision over 
the trust and restricted property of certain 
tribes and bands of Indians located in the State 
of Utah and the individual members thereof, for 
the disposition of federally owned property ac-
quired or withdrawn for the administration of 
the affairs of such Indians, and for a termi-
nation of Federal services furnished such Indi-
ans because of their status as Indians. 

(Sept. 1, 1954, ch. 1207, § 1, 68 Stat. 1099.) 

REPEAL OF INCONSISTENT LAWS 

Section 20 of act Sept. 1, 1954, provided that: ‘‘All 

Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act [this 

subchapter] are repealed insofar as they affect the tribe 

or its members. The Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984), 

as amended by the Act of June 15, 1935 (49 Stat. 378) 

[section 461 et seq. of this title], shall not apply to the 

tribe and its members after the date of the proclama-

tion provided for in section 17 of this Act [section 757 

of this title].’’ 

SEPARABILITY 

Section 21 of act Sept. 1, 1954, provided that: ‘‘If any 

provision of this Act [this subchapter], or the applica-

tion thereof, to any person or circumstance is held in-

valid, the remainder of the Act and the application of 

such provision to other persons or circumstances shall 

not be affected thereby.’’ 

§ 742. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter— 
(a) ‘‘Tribe’’ means any of the following 

tribes or bands of Indians located in the State 
of Utah: Shivwits, Kanosh, Koosharem, and In-
dian Peaks Bands of the Paiute Indian Tribe. 

(b) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

(c) ‘‘Lands’’ means real property, interests 
therein, or improvements thereon, and in-
cludes water rights. 

(d) ‘‘Individual Indian’’ means any individ-
ual Indian whose name appears on the final 
roll prepared pursuant to section 743 of this 
title. 

(e) ‘‘Tribal property’’ means any real or per-
sonal property, including water rights, or any 
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interest in real or personal property, that be-
longs to the tribe and either is held by the 
United States in trust for the tribe or is sub-
ject to a restriction against alienation im-
posed by the United States, 

(Sept. 1, 1954, ch. 1207, § 2, 68 Stat. 1100.) 

§ 743. Membership roll; preparation and initial 
publication; appeal from inclusion or omis-
sion from roll; finality of determination; final 
publication 

Each tribe shall have a period of six months 
from September 1, 1954, in which to prepare and 
submit to the Secretary a proposed roll of the 
members of the tribe living on September 1, 
1954, which shall be published in the Federal 
Register. If a tribe fails to submit such roll 
within the time specified in this section, the 
Secretary shall prepare a proposed role 1 for the 
tribe, which shall be published in the Federal 
Register. Any person claiming membership 
rights in the tribe or an interest in its assets, or 
a representative of the Secretary on behalf of 
any such person, may, within sixty days from 
the date of publication of the proposed roll, file 
an appeal with the Secretary contesting the in-
clusion or omission of the name of any person 
on or from such roll. The Secretary shall review 
such appeals and his decisions thereon shall be 
final and conclusive. After disposition of all 
such appeals by the Secretary, the roll of the 
tribe shall be published in the Federal Register, 
and such roll shall be final for the purposes of 
this subchapter.

§ 744. Personal property rights; restrictions 

Upon publication in the Federal Register of 
the final roll as provided in section 743 of this 
title, the rights or beneficial interests in tribal 
property of each person whose name appears on 
the roll shall constitute personal property which 
may be inherited or bequeathed, but shall not 
otherwise be subject to alienation or encum-
brance before the transfer of title to such tribal 
property as provided in section 745 of this title 
without the approval of the Secretary. Any con-
tract made in violation of this section shall be 
null and void.

§ 745. Tribal property 

(a) Procedure for transfer; compensation of 
agents or attorneys 

The Secretary shall, within six months after 
the publication of each final membership roll, 
notify the tribe of the period of time during 
which the tribe may study means of disposition 
of tribal property, real and personal, under su-
pervision of the United States. Such period shall 
not be less than three months and not more 
than two years, including any authorized exten-

sion of the original periods. The Secretary is au-
thorized to provide such reasonable assistance 
as may be requested by the tribe in the formula-
tion of a plan for the disposition or future con-
trol and management of the property, including 
necessary consultations with representatives of 
Federal departments and agencies, officials of 
the State of Utah and political subdivisions 
thereof, and members of the tribe. During such 
period, the tribe may elect— 

(1) to apply to the Secretary for the transfer 
to a corporation or other legal entity orga-
nized by the tribe in a form satisfactory to the 
Secretary of title to all or any part of the trib-
al property, and the Secretary is authorized to 
make such transfer: Provided, That the Sec-
retary of the Interior shall not approve any 
form of organization that provides for the 
transfer of stock or an undivided share in cor-
porate assets as compensation for services of 
agents or attorneys unless such transfer is 
based upon an appraisal of tribal assets that is 
satisfactory to the Secretary; 

(2) to apply to the Secretary for the transfer 
to one or more trustees designated by the 
tribe of title to all or any part of the tribal 
property, real and personal, the title to be 
held by such trustee for management or liq-
uidation purposes under terms and conditions 
prescribed by the tribe, and the Secretary is 
authorized to make such transfer if he ap-
proves the trustees and the terms and condi-
tions of the trust; 

(3) to apply to the Secretary for the sale of 
all or any part of the tribal property, and for 
the pro rata distribution among the members 
of the tribe of all or any part of the proceeds 
of sale or of any other tribal funds, and the 
Secretary is authorized and directed to sell 
such property upon such terms and conditions 
as he deems proper and to make such distribu-
tion among the members of the tribe after de-
ducting, in his discretion, reasonable costs of 
sale and distribution; and 

(4) to apply to the Secretary for a division of 
all or any part of the tribal land into parcels 
for members and for public purposes, together 
with a general plan for the subdivision show-
ing the approximate size, location, and num-
ber of parcels, and the Secretary is authorized 
to issue patents for that purpose. 

(b) Property not transferred in accordance with 
recognized procedure 

Title to any tribal property that is not trans-
ferred in accordance with the provisions of sub-
section (a) of this section shall be transferred by 
the Secretary either to all members of the tribe 
as tenants in common or to one or more trustees 
designated by him for the liquidation and dis-
tribution of assets among the members of the 
tribe under such terms and conditions as the 
Secretary may prescribe: Provided, That the 
trust agreement shall provide for the termi-
nation of the trust not more than three years 
from the date of such transfer unless the term of 
the trust is extended by order of a judge of a 
court of record designated in the trust agree-
ment.

(c) Selection of trustees; approval by Secretary; 
election to retain property 

When approving or disapproving the selection 
of trustees in accordance with the provisions of 
subsection (a) of this section, and when des-
ignating trustees pursuant to subsection (b) of 
this section, the Secretary shall give due regard 
to the laws of the State of Utah that relate to 
the selection of trustees: Provided further, That 
the trust agreement shall provide that at any 
time before the sale of tribal property by the 
trustees the tribe may notify the trustees that 
it elects to retain such property and to transfer 
title thereto to a corporation, other legal en-
tity, or trustee in accordance with the provi-
sions of paragraphs (1) and (2) of subsection (a) 
of this section, and that the trustees shall trans-
fer title to such property in accordance with the 
notice from the tribe if it is approved by the 
Secretary. 

(d) Reservation of subsurface rights 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
section, the Secretary is directed to reserve sub-
surface rights in tribal property from any sale 
or division of such property, and to require any 
trustee or trustees to whom title to tribal prop-
erty is transferred to retain title to the sub-
surface rights in such property for not less than 
10 years.

DISCONTINUANCE OF IRRIGATION WORKS; TRANSFER OF 

TITLE 

Section 22 of act Sept. 1, 1954, provided that not later 

than two years after Sept. 1, 1954, the management and 

operation of irrigation works for Indian lands of the 

tribe by the Bureau of Indian Affairs was to be discon-

tinued, and that, upon such discontinuance, the Sec-

retary was to cancel the unpaid irrigation operation 

and maintenance assessments and reimbursable irriga-

tion construction charges against such lands and trans-

fer the title to such irrigation works to water users, 

water user’s associations organized for such purpose, or 

to corporations organized, or trustees designated, as 

provided in this section.

§ 746. Individual property 

(a) Transfer of unrestricted control 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
transfer within two years after September 1, 1954 
to each member of each tribe unrestricted con-
trol of funds or other personal property held in 
trust for such member by the United States. 

(b) Removal of restrictions on sales or encum-
brances; fee simple title 

All restrictions on the sale or encumbrance of 
trust or restricted land owned by members of 
the tribe (including allottees, heirs, and devi-
sees, either adult or minor) are removed two 
years after September 1, 1954, and the patents or 
deeds under which titles are then held shall pass 
the titles in fee simple, subject to any valid en-
cumbrance: Provided, That the provisions of this 
subsection shall not apply to subsurface rights 
in such lands, and the Secretary is directed to 
transfer such subsurface rights to one or more 
trustees designated by him for management for 

a period not less than 10 years. The title to all 
interests in trust or restricted land acquired by 
members of the tribe by devise or inheritance 
two years or more after September 1, 1954 shall 
vest in such members in fee simple, subject to 
any valid encumbrance. 

(c) Multiple land ownership; partition; sale; elec-
tion to purchase; unlocated owner 

Prior to the time provided in subsection (b) of 
this section for the removal of restrictions on 
land owned by more than one member of a tribe, 
the Secretary may— 

(1) upon request of any of the owners, parti-
tion the land and issue to each owner a patent 
or deed for his individual share that shall be-
come unrestricted two years from September 
1, 1954; 

(2) upon request of any of the owners and a 
finding by the Secretary that partition of all 
or any part of the land is not practicable, 
cause all or any part of the land to be sold at 
not less than the appraised value thereof and 
distribute the proceeds of sale to the owners: 
Provided, That any one or more of the owners 
may elect before a sale to purchase the other 
interests in the land at not less than the ap-
praised value thereof, and the purchaser shall 
receive an unrestricted patent or deed to the 
land; and 

(3) if the whereabouts of none of the owners 
can be ascertained, cause such lands to be sold 
and deposit the proceeds of sale in the Treas-
ury of the United States for safekeeping.

§ 747. Property of deceased members 

(a) Federal laws inapplicable to probate 

The Act of June 25, 1910 (36 Stat. 855), the Act 
of February 14, 1913 (37 Stat. 678), and other Acts 
amendatory thereto shall not apply to the pro-
bate of the trust and restricted property of the 
members of a tribe who die six months or more 
after September 1, 1954. 

(b) State, etc., laws applicable to probate 

The laws of the several States, Territories, 
possessions, and the District of Columbia with 
respect to the probate of wills, the determina-
tion of heirs, and the administration of dece-
dents’ estates shall apply to the individual prop-
erty of members of the tribe who die six months 
after September 1, 1954.

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§ 748. Transfer of federally owned property 

The Secretary is authorized, in his discretion, 
to transfer to a tribe or any member or group of 
members thereof any federally owned property 
acquired, withdrawn, or used for the administra-
tion of the affairs of the tribe which he deems 
necessary for Indian use, or to transfer to a pub-
lic or nonprofit body any such property which he 
deems necessary to public use and from which 
members of the tribes will derive benefit.

KANOSH INDIANS, UTAH

§ 749. Taxes; initial exemption; taxes following 
distribution; valuation for capital gains and 
losses 

No property distributed under the provisions 
of this subchapter shall at the time of distribu-
tion be subject to Federal or State income tax. 
Following any distribution of property made 
under the provisions of this subchapter, such 
property and any income derived therefrom by 
the individual, corporation, or other legal entity 
shall be subject to the same taxes, State and 
Federal, as in the case of non-Indians: Provided, 
That for the purpose of capital gains or losses 
the base value of the property shall be the value 
of the property when distributed to the individ-
ual, corporation, or other legal entity.

Secretary any powers, duties, or other functions 
with respect to the property subject thereto, the 
Secretary may transfer such functions, in whole 
or in part, to any Federal agency with the con-
sent of such agency and may transfer such func-
tion, in whole or in part, to a State agency with 
the consent of such agency and the other party 
or parties to such instrument.

Upon removal of Federal restrictions on the 
property of each tribe and individual members 
thereof, the Secretary shall publish in the Fed-
eral Register a proclamation declaring that the 
Federal trust relationship to the affairs of the 
tribe and its members has terminated. There-

the members of the tribe, and the laws of the 
several States shall apply to the tribe and its 
members in the same manner as they apply to 
other citizens or persons within their jurisdic-
tion.

Reservation, Utah, and ratified by the band on 
August 30, 1941, are revoked. 

(b) Termination of Federal power 

Effective on the date of the proclamation pro-
vided for in section 757 of this title, all powers 
of the Secretary or other officer of the United 
States to take, review, or approve any action 
under the constitution and bylaws of the tribe 
are terminated. Any powers conferred upon the 
tribe by such constitution which are inconsist-
ent with the provisions of this subchapter are 
terminated. Such termination shall not affect 
the power of the tribe to take any action under 
its constitution and bylaws that is consistent 
with this subchapter without the participation 
of the Secretary or other officer of the United 
States.

§ 760. Education and training program; purposes;

Prior to the issuance of a proclamation in ac-
cordance with the provisions of section 757 of 
this title, the Secretary is authorized to under-
take, within the limits of available appropria-
tions, a special program of education and train-
ing designed to help the members of the tribe to 
earn a livelihood, to conduct their own affairs, 
and to assume their responsibilities as citizens 
without special services because of their status 
as Indians. Such program may include language 
training, orientation in non-Indian community 
customs and living standards, vocational train-
ing and related subjects, transportation to the 
place of training or instruction, and subsistence 
during the course of training or instruction. For 
the purposes of such program the Secretary is 
authorized to enter into contracts or agree-
ments with any Federal, State, or local govern-
mental agency, corporation, association, or per-
son. Nothing in this section shall preclude any 
Federal agency from undertaking any other pro-
gram for the education and training of Indians 
with funds appropriated to it.

The Federal trust relationship is restored to 
the Shivwits, Kanosh, Koosharem, and Indian 
Peaks Bands of Paiute Indians of Utah and re-
stored or confirmed with respect to the Cedar 
City Band of Paiute Indians of Utah. The provi-
sions of the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984), as 
amended [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.], except as incon-
sistent with specific provisions of this sub-
chapter, are made applicable to the tribe and 
the members of the tribe. The tribe and the 
members of the tribe shall be eligible for all 
Federal services and benefits furnished to feder-
ally recognized Indian tribes. Notwithstanding 
any provision to the contrary in any law estab-
lishing such services or benefits, eligibility of 
the tribe and its members for such Federal serv-
ices and benefits shall become effective April 3, 
1980, without regard to the existence of a res-
ervation for the tribe or the residence of mem-
bers of the tribe on a reservation. For the pur-
pose of providing for Federal services and bene-
fits, the service area shall be Iron, Millard, 
Sevier, and Washington Counties, Utah, except 
that should lands in any other county be added 
to the reservation pursuant to section 766(c) of 
this title, the service area shall also include the 
area on or near the additions to the reservation. 

(b) Restoration of rights and privileges 

Except as provided in subsection (c) of this 
section, all rights and privileges of the tribe and 
of members of the tribe under any Federal trea-
ty, Executive order, agreement, or statute, or 
under any other authority, which were dimin-
ished or lost under the Act of September 1, 1954 
(68 Stat. 1099) [25 U.S.C. 741 et seq.], are hereby 
restored, and such Act shall be inapplicable to 
the tribe and to members of the tribe after April 
3, 1980. 

(c) Hunting, fishing, or trapping rights not re-
stored 

This subchapter shall not grant or restore any 
hunting, fishing, or trapping right of any na-
ture, including any indirect or procedural right 
or advantage, to the tribe or any member of the 
tribe. 

(d) Effect on property rights or obligations, con-
tractual rights or obligations, or obligations 
for taxes 

Except as specifically provided in this sub-
chapter, nothing in this subchapter shall alter 
any property right or obligation, any contrac-
tual right or obligations, or any obligation for 
taxes already levied.

§ 763. Membership roll 

(a) Opening; establishment of accuracy 

The final membership roll is declared open. 
The Secretary, the Interim Council, and tribal 
officials under the tribal constitution and by-
laws shall take such measures as will insure the 
continuing accuracy of the membership roll. 

(b) Prerequisites for inclusion 

(1) Until after the initial election of tribal of-
ficers under the tribal constitution and bylaws, 
a person shall be a member of the tribe and his 
name shall be placed on the membership roll if 
he is living and if— 

(A) his name is listed on the final member-
ship roll; 

(B) he was entitled on September 1, 1954, to 
be on the final membership roll but his name 
was not listed on that roll; 

(C) he is a descendant of a person specified in 
subparagraph (A) or (B) and possesses at least 
one-fourth degree of blood of members of the 
tribe or their Paiute Indian ancestors; 

(D) his name is listed on the roll established 
pursuant to the Act of October 17, 1968 (82 
Stat. 1147), for the disposition of judgment 
funds, as a member of the Cedar City Band of 
Paiute Indians; 

(E) he was entitled on October 17, 1968, to be 
on the judgment distribution roll as a member 
of the Cedar City Band as specified in subpara-
graph (D) but his name was not listed on that 
roll; or 

(F) he is a descendant of a person specified 
in subparagraph (D) or (E) and possesses at 
least one-fourth degree of blood of members of 
the tribe or their Paiute Indian ancestors. 

(2) After the initial election of tribal officials 
under the tribal constitution and bylaws, the 
provisions of the tribal constitution and bylaws 
shall govern membership in the tribe. 

(c) Verification of descendancy, age, and blood; 
procedures applicable 

(1) Before election of the Interim Council, ver-
ification of descendancy, age, and blood shall be 
made upon oath before the Secretary and his de-
termination thereon shall be final. 

(2) After election of the Interim Council and 
before the initial election of the tribal officials, 
verification of descendancy, age, and blood shall 
be made upon oath before the Interim Council, 
or its authorized representative. A member of 
the tribe, with respect to the inclusion of any 
name, and any person, with respect to the exclu-
sion of his name, may appeal to the Secretary, 
who shall make a final determination of each 
such appeal within ninety days after an appeal 
has been filed with him. The determination of 
the Secretary with respect to an appeal under 
this paragraph shall be final. 

(3) After the initial election of tribal officials, 
the provisions of the tribal constitution and by-
laws shall govern the verification of any re-
quirements for membership in the tribe, and the 
Secretary and the Interim Council shall deliver 
their records and files, and other material relat-
ing to enrollment matters, to the tribal govern-
ing body. 
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(d) Participation in elections and voting rights 

For purposes of section 764 and 765 of this 
title, a member who is eighteen years of age or 
older is entitled and eligible to be given notice 
of, attend, participate in, and vote at, general 
council meetings and to nominate candidates 
for, to run for any office in, and to vote in, elec-
tions of members to the Interim Council and to 
other tribal councils.

§ 764. Interim Council 

(a) Nomination and election of members; notice; 
meetings; ballot requirements; approval by 
Secretary 

Within forty-five days after April 3, 1980, the 
Secretary shall announce the date of a general 
council meeting of the tribe to nominate can-
didates for election to the Interim Council. Such 
general council meeting shall be held within 
sixty days after April 3, 1980. Within forty-five 
days after such general council meeting the Sec-
retary shall hold an election by secret ballot, 
absentee balloting to be permitted, to elect six 
members of the tribe to the Interim Council 
from among the nominees submitted to him 
from such general council meeting. The Sec-
retary shall assure that notice of the time, 
place, and purpose of such meeting and election 
shall be provided to members described in sec-
tion 763(d) of this title at least fifteen days be-
fore such general meeting and election. The bal-
lot shall provide for write-in votes. The Sec-
retary shall approve the Interim Council elected 
pursuant to this section if he is satisfied that 
the requirements of this section relating to the 
nominating and election process have been met. 
If he is not so satisfied, he shall hold another 
election under this section, with the general 
council meeting to nominate candidates for 
election to the Interim Council to be held within 
sixty days after such election. 

(b) Powers and authorities 

The Interim Council shall represent the tribe 
and its members in the implementation of this 
subchapter and shall be the acting tribal govern-
ing body until tribal officials are elected pursu-
ant to section 765(c) of this title and shall have 
no powers other than those given to it in accord-
ance with this subchapter. The Interim Council 
shall have full authority and capacity to receive 
grants from and to make contracts with the 
Secretary and the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services with respect to Federal services 
and benefits for the tribe and its members: Pro-

vided, That no authority to enter into contracts 
or to make payments under this subchapter 
shall be effective except to such extent or in 
such amounts as are provided in advance in ap-
propriation Acts. The Interim Council shall 

have the authority to bind the tribal governing 
body as the successor in interest to the Interim 
Council for a period extending not more than six 
months after the date on which the tribal gov-
erning body takes office. Except as provided in 
the preceding sentence, the Interim Council 
shall have no power or authority after the time 
when the duly-elected tribal governing body 
takes office. 

(c) Vacancies; notice; meeting; election 

Within thirty days after receiving notice of a 
vacancy on the Interim Council, the Interim 
Council shall hold a general council meeting for 
the purpose of electing a person to fill such va-
cancy. The Interim Council shall provide notice 
of the time, place, and purpose of such meeting 
and election to members described in section 
763(d) of this title at least ten days before such 
general meeting and election. The person nomi-
nated to fill such vacancy at the general council 
meeting who received the highest number of 
votes in the election shall fill such vacancy.

§ 765. Tribal constitution and bylaws 

(a) Election; time and preconditions 

Upon the written request of the Interim Coun-
cil, the Secretary shall conduct an election by 
secret ballot, pursuant to the provisions of sec-
tion 476 of this title, for the purpose of adopting 
a constitution and bylaws for the tribe. The 
election shall be held within sixty days after the 
Secretary has— 

(1) reviewed and updated the final member-
ship roll for accuracy, in accordance with sec-
tions 763(a), 763(b)(1), and 763(c)(1) of this title, 

(2) made a final determination of all appeals 
filed under section 763(c)(2) of this title, and 

(3) published in the Federal Register a cer-
tified copy of the membership roll of the tribe. 

(b) Pre-election duties and functions of Interim 
Council 

The Interim Council shall draft and distribute 
to each member described in section 763(d) of 
this title, no later than thirty days before the 
election under subsection (a) of this section, a 
copy of the proposed constitution and bylaws of 
the tribe, as drafted by the Interim Council, 
along with a brief and impartial description of 
the proposed constitution and bylaws. The mem-
bers of the Interim Council may freely consult 
with members of the tribe concerning the text 
and description of the constitution and bylaws, 
except that such consultation may not be car-
ried on within fifty feet of the polling places on 
the date of the election. 
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(c) Majority vote for adoption 

In any election held pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section, a vote of a majority of those ac-
tually voting shall be necessary and sufficient 
for the adoption of a tribal constitution and by-
laws. 

(d) Election of tribal officials pursuant to con-
stitution and bylaws; ballot requirements 

Not later than one hundred and twenty days 
after the tribe adopts a constitution and bylaws, 
the Interim Council shall conduct an election by 
secret ballot for the purpose of electing the indi-
viduals who will serve as tribal officials as pro-
vided in the tribal constitution and bylaws. For 
the purpose of this election and notwithstanding 
any provision in the tribal constitution and by-
laws to the contrary, absentee balloting shall be 
permitted.

§ 766. Tribal reservation 

(a) Transfer of real property to Secretary; exist-
ing rights applicable and status of property 
subsequent to transfer; taxation 

The Secretary, within one year following April 
3, 1980, shall accept the real property of mem-
bers of the tribe or bands if conveyed or other-
wise transferred to him, and real property held 
for the benefit of members of the tribe or bands 
if conveyed or otherwise transferred to him by 
the owner or owners of such land held for the 
benefit of the bands. Such property shall be sub-
ject to all valid existing rights including, but 
not limited to, liens, outstanding taxes (local 
and State), and mortgages. The land transferred 
to the Secretary pursuant to this subsection 
shall be subject to foreclosure or sale pursuant 
to the terms of any valid existing obligation in 
accordance with the laws of the State of Utah. 
Subject to the conditions imposed by this sub-
section, the land transferred shall be taken in 
the name of the United States in trust for the 
tribe or bands to be held as Indian lands are 
held, and shall be part of their reservation. The 
transfer of real property authorized by this sec-
tion shall be exempt from all local, State, and 
Federal taxation. All real property transferred 
under this section shall, as of the date of trans-
fer, be exempt from all local, State, and Federal 
taxation. 

(b) Exercise of civil and criminal jurisdiction by 
Utah 

The State of Utah shall exercise civil and 
criminal jurisdiction with respect to the res-
ervation and persons on the reservation as if it 
had assumed jurisdiction pursuant to the Act of 
August 15, 1953 (67 Stat. 588), as amended by the 
Act of April 11, 1968 (82 Stat. 79), and pursuant to 
sections 63–36–9 through 63–36–21 of the Utah 
State Code. 

(c) Plan for enlargement of reservation; negotia-
tion; development; scope and approval 

Inasmuch as the Kanosh, Koosharem and In-
dian Peaks Bands of Paiute Indians lost land 

which had been their former reservations and 
the Cedar City Band of Paiute Indians had never 
had a reservation, the Secretary shall negotiate 
with the tribe or bands, or with representatives 
of the tribe chosen by the tribe or bands, con-
cerning the enlargement of the reservation for 
the tribe established pursuant to subsection (a) 
of this section and shall within two years after 
April 3, 1980, develop a plan for the enlargement 
of the reservation for the tribe. The plan shall 
include acquisition of not to exceed a total of 
fifteen thousand acres of land to be selected 
from available public, State, or private lands 
within Beaver, Iron, Millard, Sevier, or Wash-
ington Counties, Utah. Upon approval of such 
plan by the tribal officials elected under the 
tribal constitution and bylaws adopted pursuant 
to section 765 of this title, the Secretary shall 
submit such plan, in the form of proposed legis-
lation, to the Congress. 

(d) Notification and consultative requirements 
for enlargement plan 

To assure that legitimate State and local in-
terests are not prejudiced by the enlargement of 
the reservation for the tribe, the Secretary, in 
developing the plan under subsection (c) of this 
section for the enlargement of the reservation 
for the tribe, shall notify and consult with all 
appropriate officials of the State of Utah, all ap-
propriate local government officials in the af-
fected five county area in the State of Utah and 
any other interested parties. Such consultation 
shall include the following subjects: 

(1) the size and location of the additions to 
the reservation; 

(2) the effect the enlargement of the reserva-
tion would have on State and local tax reve-
nues; 

(3) the criminal and civil jurisdiction of the 
State of Utah with respect to the reservation 
and persons on the reservation; 

(4) hunting, fishing, and trapping rights of 
the tribe, and members of the tribe, on the res-
ervation; 

(5) the provision of State and local services 
to the reservation and to the tribe and mem-
bers of the tribe on the reservation; and 

(6) the provision of Federal services to the 
reservation and to the tribe and members of 
the tribe and the provision of services by the 
tribe to members of the tribe. 

(e) Contents of enlargement plan 

Any plan developed under this section for the 
enlargement of the reservation for the tribe 
shall provide that— 

(1) the enlargement of the reservation will 
not grant or restore to the tribe or any mem-
ber of the tribe any hunting, fishing, or trap-
ping right of any nature, including any indi-
rect or procedural right or advantage, on such 
addition to the reservation; 

(2) the Secretary shall not accept any real 
property in trust for the benefit of the tribe or 
bands unless such real property is located ei-
ther within Beaver, Iron, Millard, Sevier, or 
Washington Counties, State of Utah; 

(3) the transfer of any real property to the 
Secretary in trust for the benefit of the tribe 
or bands as an addition to the reservation 
shall be exempt from all Federal, State, and 
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local taxation, and all such real property 
shall, as of the date of such transfer, be ex-
empt from Federal, State, and local taxation; 
and 

(4) the State of Utah shall exercise civil and 
criminal jurisdiction with respect to the addi-
tion to the reservation and persons on such 
lands as if it had assumed jurisdiction pursu-
ant to the Act of August 15, 1953 (67 Stat. 588), 
as amended by the Act of April 11, 1968 (82 
Stat. 79), and pursuant to sections 63–36–9 
through 63–36–21 of the Utah State Code. 

(f) Statement appended to enlargement plan re-
specting implementation of notification and 
consultative requirements 

The Secretary shall append to the plan a de-
tailed statement describing the manner in which 
the notification and consultation prescribed by 
subsection (d) of this section was carried out 
and shall include any written comments with re-
spect to the enlargement of the reservation for 
the tribe submitted to the Secretary by State 
and local officials and other interested parties 
in the course of such consultation.

RESERVATION OF PAIUTE INDIAN TRIBE OF UTAH 

Pub. L. 98–219, Feb. 17, 1984, 98 Stat. 11, provided that: 
‘‘SECTION 1. (a) Subject to subsection (d), all right, 

title, and interest of the United States in the lands de-

scribed in subsection (b) (including all improvements 

thereon and appurtenances thereto) are declared to be 

held in trust by the United States for the benefit of the 

respective bands of the Paiute Indian Tribe of Utah, as 

provided in subsection (b), and are declared to be part 

of the reservation of the Paiute Indian Tribe of Utah. 
‘‘(b) The lands subject to this section are parcels 1 

through 5 of the lands depicted on the maps contained 

in the draft document entitled ‘Proposed Paiute Indian 

Tribe of Utah Reservation Plan’, dated January 24, 1982, 

and published by the United States Department of the 

Interior, Bureau of Indian Affairs. Upon enactment of 

this Act [Feb. 17, 1984], the Secretary shall publish in 

the Federal Register the legal description of the lands 

so depicted. The Secretary is authorized to correct any 

technical errors in the descriptions of the subject 

lands. Such lands shall be held as follows: 
‘‘(1) To be held in trust for the Kanosh Band of the 

Paiute Tribe of Utah: Parcel numbered 2, figure 5, 

page 95, containing approximately five hundred and 

sixty acres; parcel numbered 3, figure 6, page 99, con-

taining approximately five hundred and two acres. 
‘‘(2) To be held in trust for the Koosharem Band of 

the Paiute Tribe of Utah: Parcel numbered 4, figure 

7, page 105, containing approximately five hundred 

and twenty acres; parcel numbered 5, figure 8, page 

111, containing approximately seven hundred and fif-

teen acres. 
‘‘(3) To be held in trust for the Cedar City Band of 

the Paiute Tribe of Utah: That portion of parcel num-

bered 1, figure 4, page 85, containing approximately 

two thousand forty-four acres. 
‘‘(4) To be held in trust for the Indian Peaks Band 

of the Paiute Indian Tribe of Utah: That portion of 

parcel numbered 1, figure 4, page 85, containing ap-

proximately four hundred and twenty-four acres. 

‘‘(c) Nothing in this section shall deprive any person 

of any existing legal right-of-way, mining claim, graz-

ing permit, water right, or other right or interest 

which such person may have in the lands described in 

subsection (b). 
‘‘(d) Pursuant to the Act of June 14, 1934 (48 Stat. 985) 

[probably means section 5 of act June 18, 1934, 25 U.S.C. 

465], the Secretary shall acquire, to the extent avail-

able, easements to and water rights for the lands de-

scribed in subsection (b) as necessary for their use. 
‘‘(e) The Secretary shall consult with the town coun-

cil of Joseph, Utah, and other appropriate local govern-

mental entities prior to permitting the introduction of 

any point source of contamination pursuant to any pro-

posed development on parcel numbered 4 as described 

in subsection (b)(2). The Secretary shall require a mini-

mum of one thousand five hundred feet distance be 

maintained from the town well of the town of Joseph 

and any such point source of contamination and may, 

if he determines it is necessary to prevent contamina-

tion of said well, require the installation of an appro-

priate waste water disposal system as part of any pro-

posed development on parcel 4. 
‘‘(f) Upon the effective date of this Act [Feb. 17, 1984], 

all valid leases, permits, rights-of-way, or other land 

use rights or authorizations, except mining claims, ex-

isting on the date of enactment of this Act [Feb. 17, 

1984] in the lands described in subsection (b), including 

the right to receive compensation for use of the lands, 

shall cease to be the responsibility of, or enure to the 

benefit of, the United States, and shall become the re-

sponsibility of the Paiute Indian Tribe which shall suc-

ceed to the interests of the United States and shall con-

tinue to maintain them under the same terms and con-

ditions as they were maintained by the United States. 
‘‘(g) All improvements on the lands described in sub-

section (b) in existence on the effective date of the Act 

[Feb. 17, 1984], under the authority of the land use 

rights or authorizations described in subsection (c), 

shall remain in the same status as to ownership and 

right of use as existed prior to the date of enactment 

of this Act [Feb. 17, 1984]. 
‘‘(h) Nothing in this Act shall be construed as termi-

nating any valid mining claim existing on the date of 

enactment of this Act [Feb. 17, 1984] on the lands de-

scribed in subsection (b). 
‘‘(i) The mining claims described in subsection (c) 

shall carry all the rights incident to mining claims, in-

cluding the rights of ingress and egress over the land 

described in subsection (b). Such mining claims shall 

carry the right to occupy and use so much of the sur-

face of the land within their boundaries as is required 

for all purposes reasonably necessary to mine and re-

move the minerals, including the removal of timber for 

mining purposes. Such mining claims shall terminate 

when they are determined invalid under subsection (j) 

or are abandoned. 
‘‘(j) As soon as possible after enactment of this Act, 

the Secretary of the Interior shall determine the valid-

ity of the mining claims described in subsection (h) as 

of the date of enactment of this Act [Feb. 17, 1984]. 

Those mining claims which the Secretary determines 

to be valid shall be maintained thereafter in compli-

ance with the mining laws of the United States but the 

holders of such claims shall not be entitled to a patent. 
‘‘(k) Nothing in this Act shall prevent the Paiute In-

dian Tribe from negotiating the accommodation of land 

use rights or authorizations described in this section 

through any method acceptable to the parties. 
‘‘SEC. 2. The lands which are declared to be held in 

trust for the benefit of the tribe or bands under this 

Act shall be subject to the laws of the United States re-

lating to Indian land to the same extent and in the 

same manner as the lands comprising the reservation 

of the tribe or bands on the day before the date of the 

enactment of this Act [Feb. 17, 1984]. 
‘‘SEC. 3. (a) The Secretary of Agriculture shall not 

deny the tribe or any member of the tribe the right to 

use and occupy, on a nonexclusive basis, the national 

forest land described in subsection (b) for religious and

ceremonial purposes for such periods of time and under 

such reasonable terms and conditions as the Secretary 

may prescribe: Provided, That the Secretary shall per-

mit the tribe to use and occupy, on an exclusive basis, 

so much of the national forest land in subsection (b) 

abutting Fish Lake as is necessary for such religious 

and ceremonial purposes during and including the sec-

ond and third weeks of June and the first and second 

weeks of September of each year, under such reason-

able terms and conditions as the Secretary may pre-

scribe. 
‘‘(b) The land referred to in subsection (a) is the par-

cel of land depicted on the map contained in the docu-

ment entitled ‘Proposed Paiute Indian Tribe of Utah 

Reservation Plan’, dated January 24, 1982, and pub-

lished by the United States Department of the Interior, 

Bureau of Indian Affairs, as follows: Parcel numbered 6: 

Fish Lake; figure 9, page 117. 
‘‘SEC. 4. (a) There is hereby established in the Treas-

ury of the United States a fund to be known as the Pai-

ute Indian Tribe of Utah Economic Development and 

Tribal Government Fund. This Fund shall be held in 

trust for the benefit of the tribe and administered in 

accordance with this Act. 
‘‘(b)(1) One-half of the principal of the Fund shall be 

designated as the Economic Development Fund and the 

remaining one-half as the Tribal Government Fund. 

Each portion of the Fund shall be administered by the 

Secretary in accordance with reasonable terms estab-

lished by the tribe and agreed to by the Secretary. The 

Secretary shall not agree to terms which provide for 

the investment of the Fund in a manner not in accord-

ance with section 1 of the Act of June 24, 1938 (52 Stat. 

1037) [25 U.S.C. 162a], unless the tribe first submits a 

specific waiver of liability on the part of the United 

States for any loss which may result from such an in-

vestment. Until such terms have been agreed upon, the 

Secretary shall fix the terms for the administration of 

any portion of the Fund as to which there is no agree-

ment. 
‘‘(2) Under no circumstances shall any part of the 

principal of the Fund be distributed to the tribe, or to 

any member of the tribe, nor shall income accruing to 

the Fund be used for per capita payments to any mem-

ber of the tribe. 
‘‘(3) The Secretary shall make available to the tribe 

in quarterly payments, without any deductions, any in-

come received from the investment of each fund. The 

use of the income from the Tribal Government Fund 

shall be free of regulation by the Secretary. The use of 

the income from the Economic Development Fund shall 

be consistent with an economic development plan de-

veloped by the tribe and approved by the Secretary. 

The Secretary shall approve such plan within sixty 

days of its submission if he finds that it is reasonably 

related to the economic development of the tribe. If the 

Secretary does not approve such plan, he shall, at the 

time of his decision, set forth in writing the reasons for 

his disapproval. With the approval of the Secretary, the 

tribe may alter the economic development plan subject 

to the conditions set forth in this section. 
‘‘(c) There is authorized to be appropriated in fiscal 

year 1985 the sum of $2,500,000, which shall be deposited 

in the Fund. Not more than 5 per centum of any 

amount appropriated to the Fund under this section 

may be obligated or spent by the tribe under any con-

tract or agreement relating to the employment of legal 

counsel. 
‘‘(d) The transfer of the approximately four thousand 

seven hundred and seventy acres of land and the appro-

priation of the $2,500,000 authorized by this Act shall be 

in complete fulfillment of the provisions of Public Law 

96–227 [this subchapter] relating to the enlargement of 

the tribe’s reservation. 
‘‘SEC. 5. For purposes of this Act— 

‘‘(1) the term ‘tribe’ means the Cedar City, 

Shivwits, Kanosh, Koosharem, and Indian Peaks 

Bands of Paiute Indians of Utah; and 
‘‘(2) except where otherwise specified, the term 

‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of the Interior.’’

mook, Coquille, Tootootoney, and Chetco Tribes 
of Oregon, living on August 30, 1954. Applica-
tions for enrollment shall be filed within one 
year of August 30, 1954. The determination of the 
Secretary of the eligibility of an applicant for 
enrollment shall be final and conclusive. No per-
son shall be entitled to be enrolled on more than 
one roll.

§ 772. Per capita payments to tribal members; tax 
exemption 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
withdraw the funds on deposit in the Treasury of 
the United States to the credit of the respective 
tribes or bands, including those funds appro-
priated by Public Law 253 (Eighty-second Con-
gress) approved November 1, 1951, in satisfaction 
of judgments obtained by the tribes or bands in 
the cases of Alcea Band of Tillamook, et al., 
against United States (119 C. Cls. 835), and Rogue 
River Tribes of Indians, et al., against United 
States (116 C. Cls. 454), and to make appropriate 
and equitable per capita payments therefrom to 
each person whose name appears on said ap-
proved rolls: Provided, That any amounts paid to 
or for individual members, or distributed to or 
for the legatees or next of kin of any enrollee, as 
provided in this subchapter, shall not be subject 
to Federal tax.

(a) Enrollees, next of kin, or legatees 

The Secretary shall make payments directly 
to a living enrollee. The Secretary shall distrib-
ute the share of a person determined to be eligi-
ble for enrollment, but who dies subsequent to 
August 30, 1954, and on whose behalf an applica-
tion is filed and approved, and the share of a de-
ceased enrollee, directly to his next of kin or 
legatees as determined by the laws of the domi-
cile of the decedent, upon proof of death and in-
heritance satisfactory to the Secretary, whose 
findings upon such proof shall be final and con-
clusive. 

(b) Minors and persons under legal disability; 
guardians 

Payments due persons under twenty-one years 
of age or persons under legal disability shall be 
made in accordance with laws applicable to such 
persons in the State of domicile of the payee. 
The Secretary may apply to any court of com-
petent jurisdiction for the appointment of a 
guardian to receive and administer payments 
due a person under twenty-one years of age or 
under legal disability, and may take such other 
action as he deems appropriate for the protec-
tion of the interests of any such person in con-
nection with payments hereunder. 

(c) Payments not subject to debts; time limits 

No part of any payment hereunder shall be 
subject to any debt or debts created prior to Au-
gust 30, 1954 by a beneficiary of Indian blood. 
Payment to living enrollees, unless under twen-
ty-one years of age, or under legal disability, 
shall be completed within one year after ap-
proval of the tribal rolls. Payment to next of 
kin and legatees, and payment for the account 
of persons under twenty-one years of age or 
under legal disability shall be completed within 
the same period of time to the maximum extent 
possible.

(a) Allotment equalization payments

directed to use any funds on deposit in the 
Treasury of the United States to the credit of 

the Creek Nation to complete allotment equali-
zation payments to persons with claims thereto 
that were filed and adjudicated in accordance 
with the provisions of section 18 in the Act of 
June 30, 1919 (41 Stat. 3, 24.) 

(b) Per capita payments to enrollees, heirs, or 
legatees 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
distribute per capita to the members of the 
Creek Nation whose names appear on the final 
rolls approved under the Act of April 26, 1906 (34 
Stat. 137), or to their heirs or legatees, any 
funds heretofore or hereafter deposited in the 
Treasury of the United States to the credit of 
the Creek Nation that are not used for the pur-
poses of subsection (a) of this section and that 
are not needed, in the judgment of the Sec-
retary, for other tribal purposes except the pro-
ceeds of any final judgment entered in Docket 
No. 21, pending before the Indian Claims Com-
mission, in which the Creek Nation (Oklahoma) 
is plaintiff, and McGhee et al., on behalf of the 
Creek Nation East of the Mississippi are interve-
nors, and the United States is defendant. 

(c) Judgment payments 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed to distribute among the persons enti-
tled thereto the funds appropriated by chapter 
XII of the Third Supplemental Appropriation 
Act, 1952 (66 Stat. 101, 121), in payment of the 
judgment entered by the Indian Claims Commis-
sion in favor of the Loyal Creek Band or Group 
of Creek Indians et al., Docket No. 1. Such funds 
shall be paid to those persons whose names ap-
pear on the payroll prepared pursuant to the Act 
of March 3, 1903 (32 Stat. 982, 994), by J. Blair 
Schoenfelt, United States Indian Agent, or to 
their heirs or legatees, on a pro rata basis in 
proportion to the amounts appearing opposite 
their names on such payroll.

§ 782. Payment to heirs or legatees

of the Creek Nation if the decedent died before 
January 1, 1898, or of the State of Arkansas in 
effect at the time of death if the decedent died 
before November 16, 1907, or of the State of 
Oklahoma in effect at the time of death if the 
decedent died on or after November 16, 1907. For 
the purposes of this section the decedent shall 
be regarded as an owner in possession of the pay-
ment at the time of his death. 

(b) Proof of death and heirship or bequest 

Before a payment authorized by sections 781 to 
785 of this title is made to an heir or legatee of 
a deceased person, proof of death and heirship or 
bequest satisfactory to the Secretary of the In-
terior shall be submitted to him, and his find-
ings with respect thereto shall be final and con-
clusive. Where satisfactory proof of death and 
heirship or bequest is already available to the 
Secretary, no additional submission shall be re-
quired.

(1) The Final Rolls of Creeks by Blood which 
were closed as of March 4, 1907; 

(2) Claims of Friendly Creeks paid under the 
Act of March 3, 1817 (H.R. Doc. 200, 20:1, 1828); 

(3) Census of the Creek Nation, 1833, made 
pursuant to article 2 of the treaty concluded 
March 24, 1832 (Senate Doc. 512, 1835, Emigra-
tion Correspondence, 1831–1833, pages 239–395); 

(4) Land Location Registers of Creek Indian 
Lands, made pursuant to the Treaty of March 
24, 1832; 

(5) Any emigration or muster rolls of Creek 
Indians; 

(6) Any lists of self-emigrant Creek claim-
ants (including those contained in Senate Ex. 
Doc. 198, 50:1, 1888, and H.R. Ex. Doc. 238, 51:2, 
1891). 

Applications for enrollment must be filed with 
the Area Director of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs, Muskogee, Oklahoma, in the manner and 
within the time limits prescribed for that pur-
pose. The determination of the Secretary re-
garding the eligibility of an applicant shall be 
final.

‘‘(b)(1) The Secretary of the Interior (hereinafter in 

this section referred to as the ‘Secretary’) shall allo-

subsection (a) to the Muscogee (Creek) Nation of 

Oklahoma, and 

‘‘(B) 18.3804 per centum of the funds described in 

subsection (a) to the Eastern Creeks. 

‘‘(2) The funds allocated to the Muscogee (Creek) Na-

tion of Oklahoma under paragraph (1) shall be distrib-

uted to such Nation by the Secretary as needed to 

make expenditures for any plan or program authorized 

by ordinance of such Nation. 

‘‘(3)(A) The funds allocated to the Eastern Creeks 

under paragraph (1) shall be held in trust and invested 

by the Secretary for the benefit of the Eastern Creeks. 

‘‘SEC. 3. (a) If one or more of the Eastern Creek enti-

ties that have filed a petition for Federal acknowledge-

ment are acknowledged to be an Indian tribe on or be-

fore December 30, 1984, such tribe or tribes shall be 

deemed to be a successor entity to the original Eastern 

Creek group for purposes of distribution of the residual 

funds in docket numbered 21, and the funds held in 

trust for the benefit of the Eastern Creeks under sec-

tion 2 of this Act (including all interest and income ac-

crued thereon) shall be distributed to such tribe or 

tribes by the Secretary as needed to make any expendi-

tures for any plan or program authorized by ordinance 

or resolution of such tribe or tribes. 

‘‘(b) If more than one tribal entity is recognized by 

the Secretary, such funds shall be prorated between the 

tribes on the basis of their respective base membership 

rolls on the date of acknowledgement. 

‘‘(c) If none of the Eastern Creeks which have filed a 

petition for acknowledgement are recognized as an In-

dian tribe by the Secretary prior to December 30, 1984, 

the funds held in trust for the Eastern Creeks under 

this Act (including all interest and income accrued 

thereon) shall be distributed by the Secretary in the 

form of per capita payments in addition to any amount 

appropriated in satisfaction of a judgment awarded the 

Eastern Creeks in docket numbered 275 of the Indian 

Claims Commission. 

‘‘SEC. 4. If Federal recognition as an Indian tribe is 

extended to any Eastern Creek entity prior to distribu-

tion of the funds awarded in docket numbered 272 and 

275, such tribe or tribes shall be entitled to amend the 

existing distribution plans for these awards by filing 

with the Secretary an alternative distribution plan for 

its proportionate share of funds in these dockets.’’

The Secretary of the Interior shall prepare a 
roll of the Creek Indians who meet the following 
requirements: (1) they were born on or prior to 
and living on September 21, 1968, and (2) their 
names or the names of lineal ancestors through 
whom eligibility is claimed appear on either the 
1857 or 1859 payment roll prepared pursuant to 
Article VI of the Treaty of August 7, 1856 (11 
Stat. 699), or on the Final Roll of Creeks by 
Blood closed as of March 4, 1907, pursuant to 
statute. 

(b) Applications for enrollment 

Applications for enrollment shall be filed with 
the Area Director, Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
Muskogee, Oklahoma, in the manner, within the 
time limit, and on the form prescribed for that 
purpose. The determination of the Secretary of 
the eligibility for enrollment of an applicant 
shall be final.

§ 861a. Organization of tribes 

(a) Modoc Tribe; extension of Federal recogni-

The Secretary of the Interior shall 
promptly offer the said Modoc Tribe assistance

(3) The Modoc Indian Tribe of Oklahoma shall 
consist of those Modoc Indians who are direct 
lineal descendants of those Modocs removed to 
Indian territory (now Oklahoma) in November 
1873, and who did not return to Klamath, Or-

egon, pursuant to the Act of March 9, 1909 (35 
Stat. 751), as determined by the Secretary of the 
Interior, and the descendants of such Indians 
who otherwise meet the membership require-
ments adopted by the tribe. 

(b) Ottawa and Peoria Tribes; extension of Fed-
eral assistance 

The Secretary of the Interior shall promptly 
offer the Ottawa Tribe of Oklahoma and the Pe-
oria Tribe of Oklahoma assistance to aid them 
in reorganizing under section 3 of the Act of 
June 26, 1936 (49 Stat. 1967; 25 U.S.C. 503), which 
Act [25 U.S.C. 501 et seq.] is re-extended to them 
and their members by this subchapter.

(a) Enrollees, next of kin or legatees

quent to May 9, 1958, and on whose behalf the ap-
plication is filed and approved, and the share of 
a deceased enrollee, directly to his next of kin 
or legatee as determined by the laws of the place 
of domicile of the decedent, upon proof of death 
and inheritance satisfactory to the Secretary, 
whose findings upon such proof shall be final 
and conclusive.

The 
sum of $150,000, and any accrued interest there-
on, shall be held in the United States Treasury 
pending final determination of the Yankton 
Sioux claim in docket numbered 332–A. Any por-
tion of such sum that is determined to belong to 
the Otoe and Missouria Tribe shall thereupon 
become subject to the foregoing provisions of 
this section.

(a) Persons eligible for allotments; excepted 
sums 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed to distribute per capita to all persons 
whose names appear on the roll of the Osage 
Tribe of Indians approved by the Secretary of 
the Interior April 11, 1908, pursuant to the Act of 
June 28, 1906 (34 Stat. 539), all funds which were 
appropriated by the Act of January 8, 1971 (84 
Stat. 1981), in satisfaction of a judgment that 
was obtained by the Osage Nation of Indians in 
the Indian Claims Commission against the 
United States in dockets numbered 105, 106, 107, 
and 108, together with interest thereon, except 
the sum of $1,000,000 and any funds that revert to 
the Osage Tribe and except the amount allowed 
for attorney fees and expenses and the cost of 
distribution. 

(b) Education program; advances, expenditures, 
etc., for financing such program 

The sum of $1,000,000 plus any funds that re-
vert to the Osage Tribe may be advanced, ex-
pended, invested, or reinvested for the purpose 
of financing an education program of benefit to 
the Osage Tribe of Indians of Oklahoma, such 
program to be administered as authorized by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

(c) Withdrawal of funds for payment of costs of 
carrying out provisions 

The Secretary of the Interior may make ap-
propriate withdrawals from the judgment funds 
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and interest thereon, using interest funds first, 
to pay costs incident to carrying out the provi-
sions of sections 883 to 883d of this title.

(a) Living original allottees 

Except as provided in subsections (b) and (c) of 
this section, a share or proportional share pay-
able to a living original Osage allottee shall be 
paid to such allottee.

That when a person of Osage Indian blood re-
ceives an amount totaling less than $20 from one 
or more shares of one or more Osage allottees, 
that amount shall not be distributed to the indi-
vidual, but will revert to the Osage Tribe.

SUBCHAPTER XLI—MENOMINEE TRIBE OF

§ 903. Definitions

§ 903a. Federal recognition 

(a) Extension; laws applicable 

Notwithstanding the provisions of the Act of 
June 17, 1954 (68 Stat. 250; 25 U.S.C. 891–902), as 
amended, or any other law, Federal recognition 
is hereby extended to the Menominee Indian 
Tribe of Wisconsin and the provisions of the Act 
of June 18, 1934 (48 Stat. 984; 25 U.S.C. 461 et 
seq.), as amended, are made applicable to it. 

(b) Repeal of provisions terminating Federal su-
pervision; reinstatement of tribal rights and 
privileges 

The Act of June 17, 1954 (68 Stat. 250; 25 U.S.C. 
891–902) as amended, is hereby repealed and 
there are hereby reinstated all rights and privi-
leges of the tribe or its members under Federal 
treaty, statute, or otherwise which may have 
been diminished or lost pursuant to such Act. 

(c) Continuation of tribal rights and privileges 

Nothing contained in this subchapter shall di-
minish any rights or privileges enjoyed by the 

tribe or its members now or prior to June 17, 
1954, under Federal treaty, statute, or otherwise, 
which are now inconsistent with the provisions 
of this subchapter. 

(d) Continuation of property or contractual 
rights or obligations and tax obligations 

Except as specifically provided in this sub-
chapter, nothing contained in this subchapter 
shall alter any property rights or obligations, 
any contractual rights or obligations, including 
existing fishing rights, or any obligations for 
taxes already levied. 

(e) Grants for services entitled to upon Federal 
recognition; terms and conditions; power of 
Menominee Restoration Committee 

In providing to the tribe such services to 
which it may be entitled upon its recognition 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section, the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services, as appropriate, are 
authorized from funds appropriated pursuant to 
section 13 of this title, the Act of August 5, 1954 
(68 Stat. 674), as amended [42 U.S.C. 2001 et seq.], 
or any other Act authorizing appropriations for 
the administration of Indian affairs, upon the 
request of the tribe and subject to such terms 
and conditions as may be mutually agreed to, to 
make grants and contract to make grants which 
will accomplish the general purposes for which 
the funds were appropriated. The Menominee 
Restoration Committee shall have full authority 
and capacity to be a party to receive such 
grants 1 to make such contracts, and to bind the 
tribal governing body as the successor in inter-
est to the Menominee Restoration Committee: 
Provided, however, That the Menominee Restora-
tion Committee shall have no authority to bind 
the tribe for a period of more than six months 
after the date on which the tribal governing 
body takes office.

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§ 903b. Menominee Restoration Committee 

(a) Nomination and election of members; time 
and procedure; ballot requirements; ap-
proval by Secretary; powers of Committee 

Within fifteen days after December 22, 1973, 
the Secretary shall announce the date of a gen-
eral council meeting of the tribe to nominate 
candidates for election to the Menominee Res-
toration Committee. Such general council meet-
ing shall be held within thirty days of December 
22, 1973. Within forty-five days of the general 
council meeting provided for herein, the Sec-
retary shall hold an election by secret ballot, 
absentee balloting to be permitted, to elect the 
membership of the Menominee Restoration 
Committee from among the nominees submitted 
to him from the general council meeting pro-
vided for herein. The ballots shall provide for 
write-in votes. The Secretary shall approve the 
Menominee Restoration Committee elected pur-
suant to this section if he is satisfied that the 
requirements of this section relating to the 
nominating and election process have been met. 
The Menominee Restoration Committee shall 
represent the Menominee people in the imple-
mentation of this subchapter and shall have no 
powers other than those given to it in accord-
ance with this subchapter. The Menominee Res-
toration Committee shall have no power or au-
thority under this subchapter after the time 
which the duly-elected tribal governing body 
takes office: Provided, however, That this provi-
sion shall in no way invalidate or affect grants 
or contracts made pursuant to the provisions of 
section 903a(e) of this title. 

(b) Eligible voters; notice by Secretary of nomi-
nating meeting and election 

In the absence of a completed tribal roll pre-
pared pursuant to subsection (c) of this section 
and solely for the purposes of the general coun-
cil meeting and the election provided for in sub-
section (a) of this section, all living persons on 
the final roll of the tribe published under sec-
tion 893 1 of this title, and all descendants, who 
are at least eighteen years of age and who pos-
sess at least one-quarter degree of Menominee 
Indian blood, of persons on such roll shall be en-
titled to attend, participate, and vote at such 
general council meeting and such election. Ver-
ification of descendancy, age, and blood quan-
tum shall be made upon oath before the Sec-
retary or his authorized representative and his 
determination thereon shall be conclusive and 
final. The Secretary shall assure that adequate 
notice of such meeting and election shall be pro-
vided eligible voters. 

(c) Membership roll; opening; revision proce-
dure; prerequisites for inclusion; possession 
and maintenance of enrollment records and 
materials; appeal; finality of determination 

The membership roll of the tribe which was 
closed as of June 17, 1954, is hereby declared 
open. The Secretary, under contract with the 
Menominee Restoration Committee, shall pro-
ceed to make current the roll in accordance 
with the terms of this subchapter. The names of 
all enrollees who are deceased as of December 22, 

1973, shall be stricken. The names of any de-
scendants of an enrollee shall be added to the 
roll provided such descendant possesses at least 
one-quarter degree Menominee Indian blood. 
Upon installation of elected constitutional offi-
cers of the tribe, the Secretary and the Menomi-
nee Restoration Committee shall deliver their 
records, files, and any other material relating to 
enrollment matters to the tribal governing 
body. All further work in bringing and main-
taining current the tribal roll shall be per-
formed in such manner as may be prescribed in 
accordance with the tribal governing docu-
ments. Until responsibility for the tribal roll is 
assumed by the tribal governing body, appeals 
from the omission or inclusion of any name 
upon the tribal roll shall lie with the Secretary 
and his determination thereon shall be final. 
The Secretary shall make the final determina-
tion of each such appeal within ninety days 
after an appeal is initiated.

§ 903c. Tribal constitution and bylaws 

(a) Election; time and procedure 

Upon request from the Menominee Restora-
tion Committee, the Secretary shall conduct an 
election by secret ballot, pursuant to the provi-
sions of the Act of June 18, 1934, as amended [25 
U.S.C. 461 et seq.], for the purpose of determin-
ing the tribe’s constitution and bylaws. The 
election shall be held within sixty days after 
final certification of the tribal roll. 

(b) Distribution by Menominee Restoration Com-
mittee prior to election of proposed constitu-
tion and bylaws and brief impartial descrip-
tion; consultations by Committee with per-
sons entitled to vote 

The Menominee Restoration Committee shall 
distribute to all enrolled persons who are enti-
tled to vote in the election, at least thirty days 
before the election, a copy of the constitution 
and bylaws as drafted by the Menominee Res-
toration Committee which will be presented at 
the election, along with a brief impartial de-
scription of the constitution and bylaws. The 
Menominee Restoration Committee shall freely 
consult with persons entitled to vote in the elec-
tion concerning the text and description of the 
constitution and bylaws. Such consultation 
shall not be carried on within fifty feet of the 
polling places on the date of the election. 

(c) Election of tribal officers provided for in con-
stitution and bylaws; time and procedure for 
initial election; subsequent elections gov-
erned by constitution, bylaws and ordi-
nances 

Within one hundred and twenty days after the 
tribe adopts a constitution and bylaws, the Me-
nominee Restoration Committee shall conduct 
an election by secret ballot for the purpose of 
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determining the individuals who will serve as 
tribal officials as provided in the tribal constitu-
tion and bylaws. For the purpose of this initial 
election and notwithstanding any provision in 
the tribal constitution and bylaws to the con-
trary, absentee balloting shall be permitted and 
all tribal members who are eighteen years of age 
or over shall be entitled to vote in the election. 
All further elections of tribal officers shall be as 
provided in the tribal constitution and bylaws 
and ordinances adopted thereunder. 

(d) Majority vote necessary for passage and ini-
tial election of tribal governing body; mini-
mum number of voters required to vote 

In any election held pursuant to this section, 
the vote of a majority of those actually voting 
shall be necessary and sufficient to effectuate 
the adoption of a tribal constitution and bylaws 
and the initial election of the tribe’s governing 
body, so long as, in each such election, the total 
vote cast is at least 30 per centum of those enti-
tled to vote. 

(e) Revision of time periods pursuant to agree-
ment of Secretary and Menominee Restora-
tion Committee 

The time periods set forth in section 903b(c) of 
this title and subsections (a) and (c) of this sec-
tion may be changed by the written agreement 
of the Secretary and the Menominee Restora-
tion Committee.

§ 903d. Transfer of assets of Menominee Enter-
prises, Inc. 

(a) Negotiation and development of plan for as-
sumption of assets; submittal of plan to Con-
gress 

The Secretary shall negotiate with the elected 
members of the Menominee Common Stock and 
Voting Trust and the Board of Directors of Me-
nominee Enterprises, Incorporated, or their au-
thorized representatives, to develop a plan for 
the assumption of the assets of the corporation. 
The Secretary shall submit such plan to the 
Congress within one year from December 22, 
1973. 

(b) Acceptance of assets by Secretary; pre-
requisites; preexisting rights and obligations 
in assets; United States as trustee for land 
transferred; exemption from taxation for

If neither House of Congress shall have passed 
a resolution of disapproval of the plan within 
sixty days of the date the plan is submitted to 
Congress, the Secretary shall, subject to the 
terms and conditions of the plan negotiated pur-
suant to subsection (a) of this section, accept 
the assets (excluding any real property not lo-
cated in or adjacent to the territory, constitut-
ing, on December 22, 1973, the county of Menom-
inee, Wisconsin) of Menominee Enterprises, In-

corporated, but only if transferred to him by the 

Board of Directors of Menominee Enterprises, 

Incorporated, subject to the approval of the 

shareholders as required by the laws of Wiscon-

sin. Such assets shall be subject to all valid ex-

isting rights, including, but not limited to, 

liens, outstanding taxes (local, State, and Fed-

eral), mortgages, outstanding corporate indebt-

edness of all types, and any other obligation. 

The land and other assets transferred to the Sec-

retary pursuant to this subsection shall be sub-

ject to foreclosure or sale pursuant to the terms 

of any valid existing obligation in accordance 

with the laws of the State of Wisconsin. Subject 

to the conditions imposed by this section, the 

land transferred shall be taken in the name of 

the United States in trust for the tribe and shall 

be their reservation. The transfer of assets au-

thorized by this section shall be exempt from all 

local, State, and Federal taxation. All assets 

transferred under this section shall, as of the 

date of transfer, be exempt from all local, State, 

and Federal taxation. 

(c) Transfer to Secretary of real property of 
Menominee Tribe members; necessity for 
transfer by Menominee owner or owners; 
preexisting rights and obligations in land; 
United States as trustee for land transferred; 
exemption from taxation for transfer of as-
sets and assets transferred 

The Secretary shall accept the real property 

(excluding any real property not located in or 

adjacent to the territory constituting, on De-

cember 22, 1973, the county of Menominee, Wis-

consin) of members of the Menominee Tribe, but 

only if transferred to him by the Menominee 

owner or owners. Such property shall be subject 

to all valid existing rights including, but not 

limited to, liens, outstanding taxes (local, State, 

and Federal), mortgages, and any other obliga-

tions. The land transferred to the Secretary pur-

suant to this subsection shall be subject to fore-

closure or sale pursuant to the terms of any 

valid existing obligation in accordance with the 

laws of the State of Wisconsin. Subject to the 

conditions imposed by this subsection, the land 

transferred shall be taken in the name of the 

United States in trust for the Menominee Tribe 

of Wisconsin and shall be part of their reserva-

tion. The transfer of assets authorized by this 

section shall be exempt from all local, State, 

and Federal taxation. All assets transferred 

under this section shall, as of the date of trans-

fer, be exempt from all local, State, and Federal 

taxation.

Applications for 
enrollment must be filed with the area director 
of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, Muskogee, Okla-
homa, on forms prescribed by the Secretary, 
within six months after July 17, 1959. For a pe-
riod of three months thereafter, the Secretary 
shall permit the examination of the applications 
by the Quapaw Tribal Business Committee or by 
persons having a material interest therein for 
the purpose of lodging protests against any ap-
plication. The determination of the Secretary 
regarding the eligibility of an applicant shall be 
final.

§ 913. Distribution of shares 

(a) Payments to enrollees, next of kin, or legatees

SUBCHAPTER XLIII–A—CATAWBA INDIAN 
TRIBE OF SOUTH CAROLINA; RESTORA-
TION OF FEDERAL TRUST RELATIONSHIP 

§ 941. Declaration of policy, Congressional find-
ings and purpose 

(a) Findings 

The Congress declares and finds that: 
(1) It is the policy of the United States to 

promote tribal self-determination and eco-
nomic self-sufficiency and to support the reso-
lution of disputes over historical claims 
through settlements mutually agreed to by In-
dian and non-Indian parties. 

(2) There is pending before the United States 
District Court for the District of South Caro-
lina a lawsuit disputing ownership of approxi-
mately 140,000 acres of land in the State of 
South Carolina and other rights of the Ca-
tawba Indian Tribe under Federal law. 

(3) The Catawba Indian Tribe initiated a re-
lated lawsuit against the United States in the 
United States Court of Federal Claims seeking 
monetary damages. 

(4) Some of the significant historical events 
which have led to the present situation in-
clude: 

(A) In treaties with the Crown in 1760 and 
1763, the Tribe ceded vast portions of its ab-
original territory in the present States of 
North and South Carolina in return for guar-
antees of being quietly settled on a 144,000- 
acre reservation. 

(B) The Tribe’s district court suit con-
tended that in 1840 the Tribe and the State 
entered into an agreement without Federal 
approval or participation whereby the Tribe 
ceded its treaty reservation to the State, 
thereby giving rise to the Tribe’s claim that 
it was dispossessed of its lands in violation 
of Federal law. 

(C) In 1943, the United States entered into 
an agreement with the Tribe and the State 
to provide services to the Tribe and its mem-
bers. The State purchased 3,434 acres of land 
and conveyed it to the Secretary in trust for 
the Tribe and the Tribe organized under the 
Indian Reorganization Act [25 U.S.C. 461 et 
seq.]. 

(D) In 1959, when Congress enacted the Ca-
tawba Tribe of South Carolina Division of 
Assets Act (25 U.S.C. 931–938), Federal agents 
assured the Tribe that if the Tribe would re-
lease the Government from its obligation 
under the 1943 agreement and agree to Fed-
eral legislation terminating the Federal 
trust relationship and liquidating the 1943 
reservation, the status of the Tribe’s land 
claim would not be jeopardized by termi-
nation. 

(E) In 1980, the Tribe initiated Federal 
court litigation to regain possession of its 

treaty lands and in 1986, the United States 
Supreme Court ruled in South Carolina 
against Catawba Indian Tribe that the 1959 
Act resulted in the application of State stat-
utes of limitations to the Tribe’s land claim. 
Two subsequent decisions of the United 
States Court of Appeals for the Fourth Cir-
cuit have held that some portion of the 
Tribe’s claim is barred by State statutes of 
limitations and that some portion is not 
barred. 

(5) The pendency of these lawsuits has led to 
substantial economic and social hardship for a 
large number of landowners, citizens and com-
munities in the State of South Carolina, in-
cluding the Catawba Indian Tribe. Congress 
recognizes that if these claims are not re-
solved, further litigation against tens of thou-
sands of landowners would be likely; that any 
final resolution of pending disputes through a 
process of litigation would take many years 
and entail great expenses to all parties; con-
tinue economically and socially damaging 
controversies; prolong uncertainty as to the 
ownership of property; and seriously impair 
long-term economic planning and development 
for all parties. 

(6) The 102d Congress has enacted legislation 
suspending until October 1, 1993, the running 
of any unexpired statute of limitation applica-
ble to the Tribe’s land claim in order to pro-
vide additional time to negotiate settlement 
of these claims. 

(7) It is recognized that both Indian and non- 
Indian parties enter into this settlement to re-
solve the disputes raised in these lawsuits and 
to derive certain benefits. The parties’ Settle-
ment Agreement constitutes a good faith ef-
fort to resolve these lawsuits and other claims 
and requires implementing legislation by the 
Congress of the United States, the General As-
sembly of the State of South Carolina, and the 
governing bodies of the South Carolina coun-
ties of York and Lancaster. 

(8) To advance the goals of the Federal pol-
icy of Indian self-determination and restora-
tion of terminated Indian Tribes, and in rec-
ognition of the United States obligation to the 
Tribe and the Federal policy of settling histor-
ical Indian claims through comprehensive set-
tlement agreements, it is appropriate that the 
United States participate in the funding and 
implementation of the Settlement Agreement. 

(b) Purpose 

It is the purpose of this subchapter— 
(1) to approve, ratify, and confirm the Set-

tlement Agreement entered into by the non- 
Indian settlement parties and the Tribe, ex-
cept as otherwise provided by this subchapter; 

(2) to authorize and direct the Secretary to 
implement the terms of such Settlement 
Agreement; 

(3) to authorize the actions and appropria-
tions necessary to implement the provisions of 
the Settlement Agreement and this sub-
chapter; 

(4) to remove the cloud on titles in the State 
of South Carolina resulting from the Tribe’s 
land claim; and 

(5) to restore the trust relationship between 
the Tribe and the United States.

§ 941a. Definitions 

For purposes of this subchapter: 
(1) The term ‘‘Tribe’’ means the Catawba In-

dian Tribe of South Carolina as constituted in 
aboriginal times, which was party to the Trea-
ty of Pine Tree Hill in 1760 as confirmed by the 
Treaty of Augusta in 1763, which was party 
also to the Treaty of Nation Ford in 1840, and 
which was the subject of the Termination Act, 
and all predecessors and successors in interest, 
including the Catawba Indian Tribe of South 
Carolina, Inc. 

(2) The term ‘‘claim’’ or ‘‘claims’’ means any 
claim which was asserted by the Tribe in ei-
ther Suit, and any other claim which could 
have been asserted by the Tribe or any Ca-
tawba Indian of a right, title or interest in 
property, to trespass or property damages, or 
of hunting, fishing or other rights to natural 
resources, if such claim is based upon aborigi-
nal title, recognized title, or title by grant, 
patent, or treaty including the Treaty of Pine 
Tree Hill of 1760, the Treaty of Augusta of 1763, 
or the Treaty of Nation Ford of 1840. 

(3) The term ‘‘Executive Committee’’ means 
the body of the Tribe composed of the Tribe’s 

executive officers as selected by the Tribe in 
accordance with its constitution. 

(4) The term ‘‘Existing Reservation’’ means 
that tract of approximately 630 acres conveyed 
to the State in trust for the Tribe by J.M. 
Doby on December 24, 1842, by deed recorded in 
York County Deed Book N, pp. 340–341. 

(5) The term ‘‘General Council’’ means the 
membership of the Tribe convened as the 
Tribe’s governing body for the purpose of con-
ducting tribal business pursuant to the Tribe’s 
constitution. 

(6) The term ‘‘Member’’ means individuals 
who are currently members of the Tribe or 
who are enrolled in accordance with this sub-
chapter. 

(7) The term ‘‘Reservation’’ or ‘‘Expanded 
Reservation’’ means the Existing Reservation 
and the lands added to the Existing Reserva-
tion in accordance with section 941j of this 
title, which are to be held in trust by the Sec-
retary in accordance with this subchapter. 

(8) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(9) The term ‘‘service area’’ means the area 
composed of the State of South Carolina and 
Cabarrus, Cleveland, Gaston, Mecklenburg, 
Rutherford, and Union counties in the State of 
North Carolina. 

(10) The term ‘‘Settlement Agreement’’ 
means the document entitled ‘‘Agreement in 
Principle’’ between the Tribe and the State of 
South Carolina and attached to the copy of 
the State Act and filed with the Secretary of 
State of the State of South Carolina, as 
amended to conform to this subchapter and 
printed in the Congressional Record. 

(11) The term ‘‘State’’ means, except for sec-
tion 941d(a) through (f) of this title, the State 
of South Carolina.

(15) The term ‘‘transfer’’ includes (but is not 
limited to) any voluntary or involuntary sale, 
grant, lease, allotment, partition, or other 
conveyance; any transaction the purpose of 
which was to effect a sale, grant, lease, allot-
ment, partition, or conveyance; and any act, 
event or circumstance that resulted in a 
change in title to, possession of, dominion 
over, or control of land, water, minerals, tim-
ber, or other natural resources. 
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(16) The term ‘‘Trust Funds’’ means the 
trust funds established by section 941i of this 
title.

§ 941b. Restoration of Federal trust relationship 

(a) Restoration of Federal trust relationship and 
approval, ratification, and confirmation of 
Settlement Agreement 

On the effective date of this subchapter— 
(1) the trust relationship between the Tribe 

and the United States is restored; and 
(2) the Settlement Agreement and the State 

Act are approved, ratified, and confirmed by 
the United States to effectuate the purposes of 
this subchapter, and shall be complied with in 
the same manner and to the same extent as if 
they had been enacted into Federal law. 

(b) Eligibility for Federal benefits and services 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
on the effective date of this subchapter, the 
Tribe and the Members shall be eligible for all 
benefits and services furnished to federally rec-
ognized Indian tribes and their members because 
of their status as Indians. On the effective date 
of this subchapter, the Secretary shall enter the 
Tribe on the list of federally recognized bands 
and tribes maintained by the Department of the 
Interior; and its members shall be eligible to 
special services, educational benefits, medical 
care, and welfare assistance provided by the 
United States to Indians because of their status 
as Indians, and the Tribe shall be eligible to the 
special services performed by the United States 
for tribes because of their status as Indian 
tribes. For the purpose of eligibility for Federal 
services made available to members of federally 
recognized Indian tribes because of their status 
as Indian tribal members, Members of the Tribe 
in the Tribe’s service area shall be deemed to be 
residing on or near a reservation. 

(c) Repeal of Termination Act 

The Termination Act is repealed. 

(d) Effect on property rights and other obliga-
tions 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this subchapter, this subchapter shall not affect 
any property right or obligation or any contrac-
tual right or obligation in existence before the 
effective date of this subchapter, or any obliga-
tion for taxes levied before that date. 

(e) Extent of jurisdiction 

This subchapter shall not be construed to em-
power the Tribe with special jurisdiction or to 
deprive the State of jurisdiction other than as 
expressly provided by this subchapter or by the 

State Act. The jurisdiction and governmental 
powers of the Tribe shall be solely those set 
forth in this subchapter and the State Act.

§ 941c. Settlement funds 

(a) Authorization for appropriation 

There is hereby authorized to be appropriated 
$32,000,000 for the Federal share which shall be 
deposited in the trust funds established pursu-
ant to section 941i of this title or paid pursuant 
to section 941d(g) of this title. 

(b) Disbursement in accordance with Settlement 
Agreement 

The Federal funds appropriated pursuant to 
this subchapter shall be disbursed in four equal 
annual installments of $8,000,000 beginning in 
the fiscal year following October 27, 1993. Funds 
transferred to the Secretary from other sources 
shall be deposited in the trust funds established 
pursuant to section 941i of this title or paid pur-
suant to section 941d(g) of this title within 30 
days of receipt by the Secretary. 

(c) Federal, State, local and private contribu-
tions held in trust by Secretary 

The Secretary shall, on behalf of the Tribe, 
collect those contributions toward settlement 
appropriated or received by the State pursuant 
to section 5.2 of the Settlement Agreement and 
shall either hold such funds totalling $18,000,000, 
together with the Federal funds appropriated 
pursuant to this subchapter, in trust for the 
Tribe pursuant to the provisions of section 941i 
of this title or pay such funds pursuant to sec-
tion 941d(g) of this title. 

(d) Nonpayment of State, local, or private con-
tributions 

The Secretary shall not be accountable or 
incur any liability for the collection, deposit, or 
management of the non-Federal contributions 
made pursuant to section 5.2 of the Settlement 
Agreement, or payment of such funds pursuant 
to section 941d(g) of this title, until such time as 
such funds are received by the Secretary.

§ 941d. Ratification of prior transfers; extinguish-
ment of aboriginal title, rights and claims 

(a) Ratification of transfers 

Any transfer of land or natural resources lo-
cated anywhere within the United States from, 
by, or on behalf of the Tribe, any one or more of 
its Members, or anyone purporting to be a Mem-
ber, including but without limitation any trans-
fer pursuant to any treaty, compact, or statute 
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of any State, shall be deemed to have been made 
in accordance with the Constitution and all laws 
of the United States, and Congress hereby ap-
proves and ratifies any such transfer effective as 
of the date of such transfer. Nothing in this sec-
tion shall be construed to affect, eliminate, or 
revive the personal claim of any individual 
Member (except for any Federal common law 
fraud claim) which is pursued under any law of 
general applicability that protects non-Indians 
as well as Indians. 

(b) Aboriginal title 

To the extent that any transfer of land or nat-
ural resources described in subsection (a) of this 
section may involve land or natural resources to 
which the Tribe, any of its Members, or anyone 
purporting to be a Member, or any other Indian, 
Indian nation, or Tribe or band of Indians had 
aboriginal title, subsection (a) of this section 
shall be regarded as an extinguishment of ab-
original title as of the date of such transfer. 

(c) Extinguishment of claims 

By virtue of the approval and ratification of 
any transfer of land or natural resources ef-
fected by this section, or the extinguishment of 
aboriginal title effected thereby, all claims 
against the United States, any State or subdivi-
sion thereof, or any other person or entity, by 
the Tribe, any of its Members, or anyone pur-
porting to be a Member, or any predecessors or 
successors in interest thereof or any other In-
dian, Indian Nation, or tribe or band of Indians, 
arising at the time of or subsequent to the 
transfer and based on any interest in or right in-
volving such land or natural resources, includ-
ing without limitation claims for trespass dam-
ages or claims for use and occupancy, shall be 
deemed extinguished as of the date of the trans-
fer. 

(d) Extinguishment of title 

(1) All claims and all right, title, and interest 
that the Tribe, its Members, or any person or 
group of persons purporting to be Catawba Indi-
ans may have to aboriginal title, recognized 
title, or title by grant, patent, or treaty to the 
lands located anywhere in the United States are 
hereby extinguished. 

(2) This extinguishment of claims shall also 
extinguish title to any hunting, fishing, or 
water rights or rights to any other natural re-
source claimed by the Tribe or a Member based 
on aboriginal or treaty recognized title, and all 
trespass damages and other damages associated 
with use, occupancy or possession, or entry upon 
such lands. 

(e) Bar to future claims 

The United States is hereby barred from as-
serting by or on behalf of the Tribe or any of its 
Members, or anyone purporting to be a Member, 
any claim arising before the effective date of 
this subchapter from the transfer of any land or 
natural resources by deed or other grant, or by 
treaty, compact, or act of law, on the grounds 
that such transfer was not made in accordance 
with the laws of South Carolina or the Constitu-
tion or laws of the United States. 

(f) No derogation of fee simple in Existing Res-
ervation, or effect on Members’ fee interests 

Nothing in this subchapter shall be construed 
to diminish or derogate from the Tribe’s estate 
in the Existing Reservation; or to divest or dis-
turb title in any land conveyed to any person or 
entity as a result of the Termination Act and 
the liquidation and partition of tribal lands; or 
to divest or disturb the right, title and interest 
of any Member in any fee simple, leasehold or 
remainder estate or any equitable or beneficial 
right or interest any such Member may own in-
dividually and not as a Member of the Tribe. 

(g) Costs and attorneys’ fees 

The parties to the Suits shall bear their own 
costs and attorneys’ fees. As provided by section 
6.4 of the Settlement Agreement, the Secretary 
shall pay to the Tribe’s attorneys in the Suits 
attorneys’ fees and expenses from, and not to ex-
ceed 10 percent of, the $50,000,000 obligated for 
payment to the Tribe by Federal, State, local, 
and private parties pursuant to section 5 of the 
Settlement Agreement. 

(h) Personal claims not affected 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed to af-
fect, diminish, or eliminate the personal claim 
of any individual Indian which is pursued under 
any law of general applicability (other than Fed-
eral common law fraud) that protects non-Indi-
ans as well as Indians. 

(i) Federal payment 

In the event any of the Federal payments are 
not paid as set forth in section 941c of this title, 
such failure to pay shall give rise to a cause of 
action by the Tribe against the United States 
for money damages for the amount authorized 
to be paid to the Tribe in section 941c(a) of this 
title in settlement of the Tribe’s claim, and the 
Tribe is authorized to bring an action in the 
United States Court of Claims for such funds 
plus applicable interest. The United States here-
by waives any affirmative defense to such ac-
tion. 

(j) State payment 

In the event any of the State payments are 
not paid as set forth in section 941c of this title, 
such failure to pay shall give rise to a cause of 
action in the United States District Court for 
the District of South Carolina by the Tribe 
against the State of South Carolina for money 
damages for the amount authorized to be paid to 
the Tribe by the State in § 27–16–50(A) of the 
State Act in settlement of the Tribe’s claim. 
Pursuant to § 27–16–50(E) of the State Act, the 
State of South Carolina waives any Eleventh 
Amendment immunity to such action.

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§ 941e. Base membership roll 

(a) Base membership roll criteria 

Within one year after October 27, 1993, the 
Tribe shall submit to the Secretary, for ap-
proval, its base membership roll. An individual 
is eligible for inclusion on the base membership 
roll if that individual is living on October 27, 
1993, and— 

(1) is listed on the membership roll published 
by the Secretary in the Federal Register on 
February 25, 1961 (26 FR 1680–1688, ‘‘Notice of 
Final Membership Roll’’), and is not excluded 
under the provisions of subsection (c) of this 
section; 

(2) the Executive Committee determines, 
based on the criteria used to compile the roll 
referred to in paragraph (1), that the individ-
ual should have been included on the member-
ship roll at that time, but was not; or 

(3) is a lineal descendant of a Member whose 
name appeared or should have appeared on the 
membership roll referred to in paragraph (1). 

(b) Base membership roll notice 

Within 90 days after October 27, 1993, the Sec-
retary shall publish in the Federal Register, and 
in three newspapers of general circulation in the 
Tribe’s service area, a notice stating— 

(1) that a base membership roll is being pre-
pared by the Tribe and that the current mem-
bership roll is open and will remain open for a 
period of 90 days; 

(2) the requirements for inclusion on the 
base membership roll; 

(3) the final membership roll published by 
the Secretary in the Federal Register on Feb-
ruary 25, 1961; 

(4) the current membership roll as prepared 
by the Executive Committee and approved by 
the General Council; and 

(5) the name and address of the tribal or 
Federal official to whom inquiries should be 
made. 

(c) Completion of base membership roll 

Within 120 days after publication of notice 
under subsection (b) of this section, the Sec-
retary, after consultation with the Tribe, shall 
prepare and publish in the Federal Register, and 
in three newspapers of general circulation in the 
Tribe’s service area, a proposed final base mem-
bership roll of the Tribe. Within 60 days from 
the date of publication of the proposed final base 
membership roll, an appeal may be filed with 
the Executive Committee under rules made by 
the Executive Committee in consultation with 
the Secretary. Such an appeal may be filed by a 
Member with respect to the inclusion of any 
name on the proposed final base membership 
roll and by any person with respect to the exclu-
sion of his or her name from the final base mem-
bership roll. The Executive Committee shall re-
view such appeals and render a decision, subject 
to the Secretary’s approval. If the Executive 
Committee and the Secretary disagree, the Sec-
retary’s decision will be final. All such appeals 
shall be resolved within 90 days following publi-
cation of the proposed roll. The final base mem-
bership roll of the Tribe shall then be published 
in the Federal Register, and in three newspapers 
of general circulation in the Tribe’s service 

area, and shall be final for purposes of the dis-
tribution of funds from the Per Capita Trust 
Fund established under section 941i(h) of this 
title. 

(d) Future membership in Tribe 

The Tribe shall have the right to determine 
future membership in the Tribe; however, in no 
event may an individual be enrolled as a tribal 
member unless the individual is a lineal de-
scendant of a person on the final base member-
ship roll and has continued to maintain political 
relations with the Tribe.

§ 941f. Transitional and provisional government 

(a) Future tribal government 

The Tribe shall adopt a new constitution with-
in 24 months after the effective date of this sub-
chapter. 

(b) Executive Committee as transitional body 

(1) Until the Tribe has adopted a constitution, 
the existing tribal constitution shall remain in 
effect and the Executive Committee is recog-
nized as the provisional and transitional govern-
ing body of the Tribe. Until an election of tribal 
officers under the new constitution, the Execu-
tive Committee shall— 

(A) represent the Tribe and its Members in 
the implementation of this subchapter; and 

(B) during such period— 
(i) have full authority to enter into con-

tracts, grant agreements and other arrange-
ments with any Federal department or agen-
cy; and 

(ii) have full authority to administer or 
operate any program under such contracts 
or agreements. 

(2) Until the initial election of tribal officers 
under a new constitution and bylaws, the Execu-
tive Committee shall— 

(A) determine tribal membership in accord-
ance with the provisions of section 941e of this 
title; and 

(B) oversee and implement the revision and 
proposal to the Tribe of a new constitution 
and conduct such tribal meetings and elec-
tions as are required by this subchapter.

§ 941g. Tribal constitution and governance 

(a) Indian Reorganization Act 

If the Tribe so elects, it may organize under 
the Act of June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.; 
commonly referred to as the ‘‘Indian Reorga-
nization Act’’). The Tribe shall be subject to 
such Act except to the extent such sections are 
inconsistent with this subchapter. 

(b) Adoption of new tribal constitution 

Within 180 days after the effective date of this 
subchapter, the Executive Committee shall draft 
and distribute to each Member eligible to vote 
under the tribal constitution in effect on the ef-
fective date of this subchapter, a proposed con-
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stitution and bylaws for the Tribe together with 
a brief, impartial description of the proposed 
constitution and bylaws and a notice of the 
date, time and location of the election under 
this subsection. Not sooner than 30 days or later 
than 90 days after the distribution of the pro-
posed constitution, the Executive Committee 
shall conduct a secret-ballot election to adopt a 
new constitution and bylaws. 

(c) Majority vote for adoption; procedure in 
event of failure to adopt proposed constitu-
tion 

(1) The tribal constitution and bylaws shall be 
ratified and adopted if— 

(A) not less than 30 percent of those entitled 
to vote do vote; and 

(B) approved by a majority of those actually 
voting. 

(2) If in any such election such majority does 
not approve the adoption of the proposed con-
stitution and bylaws, the Executive Committee 
shall prepare another proposed constitution and 
bylaws and present it to the Tribe in the same 
manner provided in this section for the first 
constitution and bylaws. Such new proposed 
constitution and bylaws shall be distributed to 
the eligible voters of the Tribe no later than 180 
days after the date of the election in which the 
first proposed constitution and bylaws failed of 
adoption. An election on the question of the 
adoption of the new proposal of the Executive 
Committee shall be conducted in the same man-
ner provided in subsection (b) of this section for 
the election on the first proposed constitution 
and bylaws. 

(d) Election of tribal officers 

Within 120 days after the Tribe ratifies and 
adopts a constitution and bylaws, the Executive 
Committee shall conduct an election by secret 
ballot for the purpose of electing tribal officials 
as provided in the constitution and bylaws. Sub-
sequent elections shall be held in accordance 
with the Tribe’s constitution and bylaws. 

(e) Extension of time 

Any time periods prescribed in subsections (b) 
and (c) of this section may be altered by written 
agreement between the Executive Committee 
and the Secretary.

§ 941h. Administrative provisions relating to ju-
risdiction, taxation, and other matters 

In the administration of this subchapter: 
(1) All matters involving tribal powers, im-

munities, and jurisdiction, whether criminal, 

civil, or regulatory, shall be governed by the 
terms and provisions of the Settlement Agree-
ment and the State Act, unless otherwise pro-
vided in this subchapter. 

(2) All matters pertaining to governance and 
regulation of the reservation (including envi-
ronmental regulation and riparian rights) 
shall be governed by the terms and provisions 
of the Settlement Agreement and the State 
Act, including, but not limited to, section 17 
of the Settlement Agreement and section 
27–16–120 of the State Act, unless otherwise 
provided in this subchapter. 

(3) The Indian Child Welfare Act of 1978 (25 
U.S.C. 1901 et seq.) shall apply to Catawba In-
dian children except as provided in the Settle-
ment Agreement. 

(4) Whether or not the Tribe, under section 
941g(a) of this title, elects to organize under 
the Act of June 18, 1934 [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.], 
the Tribe, in any constitution adopted by the 
Tribe, may be authorized to exercise such au-
thority as is consistent with the Settlement 
Agreement and the State Act. 

(5) In no event may the Tribe pledge or hy-
pothecate the income or principal of the Ca-
tawba Education or Social Services and Elder-
ly Trust Funds or otherwise use them as secu-
rity or a source of payment for bonds the 
Tribe may issue. 

(6) The Indian Self-Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.) 
shall apply to the Tribe except to the extent 
that such application may be inconsistent 
with this subchapter or the Settlement Agree-
ment.

§ 941i. Tribal trust funds 

(a) Purposes of trust funds 

All funds paid pursuant to section 941c of this 
title, except for payments made pursuant to sec-
tion 941d(g) of this title, shall be deposited with 
the Secretary in trust for the benefit of the 
Tribe. Separate trust funds shall be established 
for the following purposes: economic develop-
ment, land acquisition, education, social serv-
ices and elderly assistance, and per capita pay-
ments. Except as provided in this section, the 
Tribe, in consultation with the Secretary, shall 
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determine the share of settlement payments to 
be deposited in each Trust Fund, and define, 
consistently with the provisions of this section, 
the purposes of each Trust Fund and provisions 
for administering each, specifically including 
provisions for periodic distribution of current 
and accumulated income, and for invasion and 
restoration of principal. 

(b) Outside management option 

(1) The Tribe, in consultation with and subject 
to the approval of the Secretary, as set forth in 
this section, is authorized to place any of the 
Trust Funds under professional management, 
outside the Department of the Interior. 

(2) If the Tribe elects to place any of the Trust 
Funds under professional management outside 
the Department of the Interior, it may engage a 
consulting or advisory firm to assist in the se-
lection of an independent professional invest-
ment management firm, and it shall engage, 
with the approval of the Secretary, an independ-
ent investment management firm of proven 
competence and experience established in the 
business of counseling large endowments, trusts, 
or pension funds. 

(3) The Secretary shall have 45 days to approve 
or reject any independent investment manage-
ment firm selected by the Tribe. If the Sec-
retary fails to approve or reject the firm se-
lected by the Tribe within 45 days, the invest-
ment management firm selected by the Tribe 
shall be deemed to have been approved by the 
Secretary. 

(4) Secretarial approval of an investment man-
agement firm shall not be unreasonably with-
held, and any Secretarial disapproval of an in-
vestment management firm shall be accom-
panied by a detailed explanation setting forth 
the Secretary’s reasons for such disapproval. 

(5)(A) For funds placed under professional 
management, the Tribe, in consultation with 
the Secretary and its investment manager, shall 
develop— 

(i) current operating and long-term capital 
budgets; and 

(ii) a plan for managing, investing, and dis-
tributing income and principal from the Trust 
Funds to match the requirements of the 
Tribe’s operating and capital budgets. 

(B) For each Trust Fund which the Tribe 
elects to place under outside professional man-
agement, the investment plan shall provide for 
investment of Trust Fund assets so as to serve 
the purposes described in this section and in the 
Trust Fund provisions which the Tribe shall es-
tablish in consultation with the Secretary and 
the independent investment management firm. 

(C) Distributions from each Trust Fund shall 
not exceed the limits on the use of principal and 
income imposed by the applicable provisions of 
this subchapter for that particular Trust Fund. 

(D)(i) The Tribe’s investment management 
plan shall not become effective until approved 
by the Secretary. 

(ii) Upon submission of the plan by the Tribe 
to the Secretary for approval, the Secretary 
shall have 45 days to approve or reject the plan. 
If the Secretary fails to approve or disapprove 
the plan within 45 days, the plan shall be 
deemed to have been approved by the Secretary 
and shall become effective immediately. 

(iii) Secretarial approval of the plan shall not 
be unreasonably withheld and any secretarial 
rejection of the plan shall be accompanied by a 
detailed explanation setting forth the Sec-
retary’s reasons for rejecting the plan. 

(E) Until the selection of an established in-
vestment management firm of proven com-
petence and experience, the Tribe shall rely on 
the management, investment, and administra-
tion of the Trust Funds by the Secretary pursu-
ant to the provisions of this section. 

(c) Transfer of trust funds; exculpation of Sec-
retary 

Upon the Secretary’s approval of the Tribe’s 
investment management firm and an invest-
ment management plan, all funds previously de-
posited in trust funds held by the Secretary and 
all funds subsequently paid into the trust funds, 
which are chosen for outside management, shall 
be transferred to the accounts established by an 
investment management firm in accordance 
with the approved investment management 
plan. The Secretary shall be exculpated by the 
Tribe from liability for any loss of principal or 
interest resulting from investment decisions 
made by the investment management firm. Any 
Trust Fund transferred to an investment man-
agement firm shall be returned to the Secretary 
upon written request of the Tribe, and the Sec-
retary shall manage such funds for the benefit of 
the Tribe. 

(d) Land Acquisition Trust 

(1) The Secretary shall establish and maintain 
a Catawba Land Acquisition Trust Fund, and 
until the Tribe engages an outside firm for in-
vestment management of this trust fund, the 
Secretary shall manage, invest, and administer 
this trust fund. The original principal amount of 
the Land Acquisition Trust Fund shall be deter-
mined by the Tribe in consultation with the 
Secretary. 

(2) The principal and income of the Land Ac-
quisition Trust Fund may be used for the pur-
chase and development of Reservation and non- 
Reservation land pursuant to the Settlement 
Agreement, costs related to land acquisition, 
and costs of construction of infrastructure and 
development of the Reservation and non-Res-
ervation land. 

(3)(A) Upon acquisition of the maximum 
amount of land allowed for expansion of the Res-
ervation, or upon request of the Tribe and ap-
proval of the Secretary pursuant to the Sec-
retarial approval provisions set forth in sub-
section (b)(5)(D) of this section, all or part of the 
balance of this trust fund may be merged into 
one or more of the Economic Development Trust 
Fund, the Education Trust Fund, or the Social 
Services and Elderly Assistance Trust Fund. 

(B) Alternatively, at the Tribe’s election, the 
Land Acquisition Trust Fund may remain in ex-
istence after all the Reservation land is pur-
chased in order to pay for the purchase of non- 
Reservation land. 

(4)(A) The Tribe may pledge or hypothecate 
the income and principal of the Land Acquisi-
tion Trust Fund to secure loans for the purchase 
of Reservation and non-Reservation lands. 

(B) Following the effective date of this sub-
chapter and before the final annual disburse-
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ment is made as provided in section 941c of this 
title, the Tribe may pledge or hypothecate up to 
50 percent of the unpaid annual installments re-
quired to be paid to this Trust Fund, the Eco-
nomic Development Trust Fund and the Social 
Services and Elderly Assistance Trust Fund by 
section 941c of this title and by section 5 of the 
Settlement Agreement, to secure loans to fi-
nance the acquisition of Reservation or non-Res-
ervation land or infrastructure improvements 
on such lands. 

(e) Economic Development Trust 

(1) The Secretary shall establish and maintain 
a Catawba Economic Development Trust Fund, 
and until the Tribe engages an outside firm for 
investment management of this Trust Fund, the 
Secretary shall manage, invest, and administer 
this Trust Fund. The original principal amount 
of the Economic Development Trust Fund shall 
be determined by the Tribe in consultation with 
the Secretary. The principal and income of this 
Trust Fund may be used to support tribal eco-
nomic development activities, including but not 
limited to infrastructure improvements and 
tribal business ventures and commercial invest-
ments benefiting the Tribe. 

(2) The Tribe, in consultation with the Sec-
retary, may pledge or hypothecate future in-
come and up to 50 percent of the principal of 
this Trust Fund to secure loans for economic de-
velopment. In defining the provisions for admin-
istration of this Trust Fund, and before pledging 
or hypothecating future income or principal, the 
Tribe and the Secretary shall agree on rules and 
standards for the invasion of principal and for 
repayment or restoration of principal, which 
shall encourage preservation of principal, and 
provide that, if feasible, a portion of all profits 
derived from activities funded by principal be 
applied to repayment of the Trust Fund. 

(3) Following the effective date of this sub-
chapter and before the final annual disburse-
ment is made as provided in section 941c of this 
title, the Tribe may pledge or hypothecate up to 
50 percent of the unpaid annual installments re-
quired to be paid by section 941c of this title and 
by section 5 of the Settlement Agreement to se-
cure loans to finance economic development ac-
tivities of the Tribe, including (but not limited 
to) infrastructure improvements on Reservation 
and non-Reservation lands. 

(4) If the Tribe develops sound lending guide-
lines approved by the Secretary, a portion of the 
income from this Trust Fund may also be used 
to fund a revolving credit account for loans to 
support tribal businesses or business enterprises 
of tribal members. 

(f) Education Trust 

The Secretary shall establish and maintain a 
Catawba Education Trust Fund, and until the 
Tribe engages an outside firm for investment 
management of this Trust Fund, the Secretary 
shall manage, invest, and administer this Trust 
Fund. The original principal amount of this 
Trust Fund shall be determined by the Tribe in 
consultation with the Secretary; subject to the 
requirement that upon completion of all pay-
ments into the Trust Funds, an amount equal to 
at least 1⁄3 of all State, local, and private con-
tributions made pursuant to the Settlement 

Agreement shall have been paid into the Edu-
cation Trust Fund. Income from this Trust Fund 
shall be distributed in a manner consistent with 
the terms of the Settlement Agreement. The 
principal of this Trust Fund shall not be invaded 
or transferred to any other Trust Fund, nor 
shall it be pledged or encumbered as security. 

(g) Social Services and Elderly Assistance Trust 

(1) The Secretary shall establish and maintain 
a Catawba Social Services and Elderly Assist-
ance Trust Fund and, until the Tribe engages an 
outside firm for investment management of this 
Trust Fund, the Secretary shall manage, invest, 
and administer the Social Services and Elderly 
Assistance Trust Fund. The original principal 
amount of this Trust Fund shall be determined 
by the Tribe in consultation with the Secretary. 

(2) The income of this Trust Fund shall be pe-
riodically distributed to the Tribe to support so-
cial services programs, including (but not lim-
ited to) housing, care of elderly, or physically or 
mentally disabled Members, child care, supple-
mental health care, education, cultural preser-
vation, burial and cemetery maintenance, and 
operation of tribal government. 

(3) The Tribe, in consultation with the Sec-
retary, shall establish eligibility criteria and 
procedures to carry out this subsection. 

(h) Per Capita Payment Trust Fund 

(1) The Secretary shall establish and maintain 
a Catawba Per Capita Payment Trust Fund in 
an amount equal to 15 percent of the settlement 
funds paid pursuant to section 5 of the Settle-
ment Agreement. Until the Tribe engages an 
outside firm for investment management of this 
Trust Fund, the Secretary shall manage, invest, 
and administer the Catawba Per Capita Pay-
ment Trust Fund. 

(2) Each person (or their estate) whose name 
appears on the final base membership roll of the 
Tribe published by the Secretary pursuant to 
section 941e(c) of this title will receive a one- 
time, non-recurring payment from this Trust 
Fund. 

(3) The amount payable to each member 1 shall 
be determined by dividing the trust principal 
and any accrued interest thereon by the number 
of Members on the final base membership roll. 

(4)(A) Subject to the provisions of this para-
graph, each enrolled member 1 who has reached 
the age of 21 years on the date the final roll is 
published shall receive the payment on the date 
of distribution, which shall be as soon as prac-
ticable after date of publication of the final base 
membership roll. Adult Members shall be paid 
their pro rata share of this Trust Fund on the 
date of distribution unless they elect in writing 
to leave their pro rata share in the Trust Fund, 
in which case such share shall not be distrib-
uted. 

(B) The pro rata share of adult Members who 
elect not to withdraw their payment from this 
Trust Fund shall be managed, invested and ad-
ministered, together with the funds of Members 
who have not attained the age of 21 years on the 
date the final base membership roll is published, 
until such Member requests in writing that their 
pro rata share be distributed, at which time 
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such Member’s pro rata share shall be paid, to-
gether with the net income of the Trust Fund al-
locable to such Member’s share as of the date of 
distribution. 

(C) No member 1 may elect to have their pro 
rata share managed by this Trust Fund for a pe-
riod of more than 21 years after the date of pub-
lication of the final base membership roll. 

(5)(A) Subject to the provisions of this para-
graph, the pro rata share of any Member who 
has not attained the age of 21 years on the date 
the final base membership roll is published shall 
be managed, invested and administered pursuant 
to the provisions of this section until such Mem-
ber has attained the age of 21 years, at which 
time such Member’s pro rata share shall be paid, 
together with the net income of the Trust Fund 
allocable to such Member’s share as of the date 
of payment. Such Members shall be paid their 
pro rata share of this Trust Fund on the date 
they attain 21 years of age unless they elect in 
writing to leave their pro rata share in the 
Trust Fund, in which case such share shall not 
be distributed. 

(B) The pro rata share of such Members who 
elect not to withdraw their payment from this 
Trust Fund shall be managed, invested and ad-
ministered, together with the funds of members 1 
who have not attained the age of 21 years on the 
date the final base membership roll is published, 
until such Member requests in writing that their 
pro rata share be distributed, at which time 
such Member’s pro rata share shall be paid, to-
gether with the net income of the Trust Fund al-
locable to such Member’s share as of the date of 
distribution. 

(C) No Member may elect to have their pro 
rata share retained and managed by this Trust 
Fund beyond the expiration of the period of 21 
years after the date of publication of the final 
base membership roll. 

(6) After payments have been made to all 
Members entitled to receive payments, this 
Trust Fund shall terminate, and any balance re-
maining in this Trust Fund shall be merged into 
the Economic Development Trust Fund, the 
Education Trust Fund, or the Social Services 
and Elderly Assistance Trust Fund, as the Tribe 
may determine. 

(i) Duration of trust funds 

Subject to the provisions of this section and 
with the exception of the Catawba Per Capita 
Payment Trust Fund, the Trust Funds estab-
lished in accordance with this section shall con-
tinue in existence so long as the Tribe exists and 
is recognized by the United States. The prin-
cipal of these Trust Funds shall not be invaded 
or distributed except as expressly authorized in 
this subchapter or in the Settlement Agree-
ment. 

(j) Transfer of money among trust funds 

The Tribe, in consultation with the Secretary, 
shall have the authority to transfer principal 
and accumulated income between Trust Funds 
only as follows: 

(1) Funds may be transferred among the Ca-
tawba Economic Development Trust Fund, the 
Catawba Land Acquisition Trust Fund, and 
the Catawba Social Services and Elderly As-
sistance Trust Fund, and from any of those 

three Trust Funds into the Catawba Education 
Trust Fund; except, that the mandatory share 
of State, local, and private sector funds in-
vested in the original corpus of the Catawba 
Education Trust Fund shall not be transferred 
to any other Trust Fund. 

(2) Any Trust Fund, except for the Catawba 
Education Trust Fund, may be dissolved by a 
vote of two-thirds of those Members eligible to 
vote, and the assets in such Trust Fund shall 
be transferred to the remaining Trust Funds; 
except, that (A) no assets shall be transferred 
from any of the Trust Funds into the Catawba 
Per Capita Payment Trust Fund, and (B) the 
mandatory share of State, local and private 
funds invested in the original corpus of the Ca-
tawba Education Trust Fund may not be 
transferred or used for any non-educational 
purposes. 

(3) The dissolution of any Trust Fund shall 
require the approval of the Secretary pursuant 
to the Secretarial approval provisions set 
forth in subsection (b)(5)(D) of this section. 

(k) Trust fund accounting 

(1) The Secretary shall account to the Tribe 
periodically, and at least annually, for all Ca-
tawba Trust Funds being managed and adminis-
tered by the Secretary. The accounting shall— 

(A) identify the assets in which the Trust 
Funds have been invested during the relevant 
period; 

(B) report income earned during the period, 
distinguishing current income and capital 
gains; 

(C) indicate dates and amounts of distribu-
tions to the Tribe, separately distinguishing 
current income, accumulated income, and dis-
tributions of principal; and 

(D) identify any invasions or repayments of 
principal during the relevant period and 
record provisions the Tribe has made for re-
payment or restoration of principal. 

(2)(A) Any outside investment management 
firm engaged by the Tribe shall account to the 
Tribe and separately to the Secretary at peri-
odic intervals, at least quarterly. Its accounting 
shall— 

(i) identify the assets in which the Trust 
Funds have been invested during the relevant 
period; 

(ii) report income earned during the period, 
separating current income and capital gains; 

(iii) indicate dates and amounts of distribu-
tions to the Tribe, distinguishing current in-
come, accumulated income, and distributions 
of principal; and 

(iv) identify any invasions or repayments of 
principal during the relevant period and 
record provisions the Tribe has made for re-
payment or restoration of principal. 

(B) Prior to distributing principal from any 
Trust Fund, the investment management firm 
shall notify the Secretary of the proposed dis-
tribution and the Tribe’s proposed use of such 
funds, following procedures to be agreed upon by 
the investment management firm, the Sec-
retary, and the Tribe. The Secretary shall have 
15 days within which to object in writing to any 
such invasion of principal. Failure to object will 
be deemed approval of the distribution. 
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(C) All Trust Funds held and managed by any 
investment management firm shall be audited 
annually by a certified public accounting firm 
approved by the Secretary, and a copy of the an-
nual audit shall be submitted to the Tribe and 
to the Secretary within four months following 
the close of the Trust Funds’ fiscal year. 

(l) Replacement of investment management firm 
and modification of investment management 
plan 

The Tribe shall not replace the investment 
management firm approved by the Secretary 
without prior written notification to the Sec-
retary and approval by the Secretary of any in-
vestment management firm chosen by the Tribe 
as a replacement. Such Secretarial approval 
shall be given or denied in accordance with the 
Secretarial approval provisions contained in 
subsection (b)(5)(D) of this section. The Tribe 
and its investment management firm shall also 
notify the Secretary in writing of any revisions 
in the investment management plan which ma-
terially increase investment risk or signifi-
cantly change the investment management 
plan, or the agreement, made in consultation 
with the Secretary pursuant to which the out-
side management firm was retained. 

(m) Trust funds not counted for certain pur-
poses; use as matching funds 

None of the funds, assets, income, payments, 
or distributions from the Trust Funds estab-
lished pursuant to this section shall at any time 
affect the eligibility of the Tribe or its Members 
for, or be used as a basis for denying or reducing 
funds to the Tribe or its Members under any 
Federal, State, or local program. Distributions 
from these Trust Funds may be used as match-
ing funds, where appropriate, for Federal grants 
or loans.

§ 941j. Establishment of Expanded Reservation 

(a) Existing Reservation 

The Secretary is authorized to receive from 
the State, by such transfer document as the Sec-
retary and the State shall approve, all rights, 
title, and interests of the State in and to the Ex-
isting Reservation to be held by the United 
States as trustee for the Tribe, and, effective on 
the date of such transfer, the obligation of the 
State as trustee for the Tribe with respect to 
such land shall cease. 

(b) Expanded Reservation 

(1) The Existing Reservation shall be expanded 
in the manner prescribed by the Settlement 
Agreement. 

(2) Within 180 days following October 27, 1993, 
the Secretary, after consulting with the Tribe, 
shall ascertain the boundaries and area of the 

existing reservation.1 In addition, the Secretary, 
after consulting with the Tribe, shall engage a 
professional land planning firm as provided in 
the Settlement Agreement. The Secretary shall 
bear the cost of all services rendered pursuant 
to this section. 

(3) The Tribe may identify, purchase and re-
quest that the Secretary place into reservation 
status, tracts of lands in the manner prescribed 
by the Settlement Agreement. The Tribe may 
not request that any land be placed in reserva-
tion status, unless those lands were acquired by 
the Tribe and qualify for reservation status in 
full compliance with the Settlement Agreement, 
including section 14 thereof. 

(4) The Secretary shall bear the cost of all 
title examinations, preliminary subsurface soil 
investigations, and level one environmental au-
dits to be performed on each parcel con-
templated for purchase by the Tribe or the Sec-
retary for the Expanded Reservation, and shall 
report the results to the Tribe. The Secretary’s 
or the Tribe’s payment of any option fee and the 
purchase price may be drawn from the Catawba 
Land Acquisition Trust Fund. 

(5) The total area of the Expanded Reservation 
shall be limited to 3,000 acres, including the Ex-
isting Reservation, but the Tribe may exclude 
from this limit up to 600 acres of additional land 
under the conditions set forth in the Settlement 
Agreement. The Tribe may seek to have the per-
missible area of the Expanded Reservation en-
larged by an additional 600 acres as set forth in 
the Settlement Agreement. 

(6) All lands acquired for the Expanded Res-
ervation may be held in trust together with the 
Existing Reservation which the State is to con-
vey to the United States. 

(7) Nothing in this subchapter shall prohibit 
the Secretary from providing technical and fi-
nancial assistance to the Tribe to fulfill the pur-
poses of this section. 

(c) Expansion zones 

(1) Subject to the conditions, criteria, and pro-
cedures set forth in the Settlement Agreement, 
the Tribe shall endeavor at the outset to acquire 
contiguous tracts for the Expanded Reservation 
in the ‘‘Catawba Reservation Primary Expan-
sion Zone’’, as defined in the Settlement Agree-
ment. 

(2) Subject to the conditions, criteria, and pro-
cedures set forth in the Settlement Agreement, 
the Tribe may elect to purchase contiguous 
tracts in an alternative area, the ‘‘Catawba Res-
ervation Secondary Expansion Zone’’, as defined 
in the Settlement Agreement. 

(3) The Tribe may propose different or addi-
tional expansion zones subject to the authoriza-
tions required in the Settlement Agreement and 
the State Act. 

(d) Non-contiguous tracts 

The Tribe, in consultation with the Secretary, 
shall take such actions as are reasonable to ex-
pand the Existing Reservation by assembling a 
composite tract of contiguous parcels that bor-
der and surround the Existing Reservation. Be-
fore requesting that any non-contiguous tract be 
placed in Reservation status, the Tribe shall 
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comply with section 14 of the Settlement Agree-
ment. Upon the approval of the Tribe’s applica-
tion under and in accordance with section 14 of 
the Settlement Agreement, the Secretary, in 
consultation with the Tribe, may proceed to 
place non-contiguous tracts in Reservation 
status. No purchases of non-contiguous tracts 
shall be made for the Reservation except as set 
forth in the Settlement Agreement and the 
State Act. 

(e) Voluntary land purchases 

(1) The power of eminent domain shall not be 
used by the Secretary or any governmental au-
thority in acquiring parcels of land for the bene-
fit of the Tribe, whether or not the parcels are 
to be part of the Reservation. All such purchases 
shall be made only from willing sellers by vol-
untary conveyances subject to the terms of the 
Settlement Agreement. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this section and the provisions of sections 257 
and 258a of title 40, the Secretary or the Tribe 
may acquire a fractional interest in land other-
wise qualifying under section 14 of the Settle-
ment Agreement for treatment as Reservation 
land for the benefit of the Tribe from the osten-
sible owner of the land if the Secretary or the 
Tribe and the ostensible owner have agreed upon 
the identity of the land to be sold and upon the 
purchase price and other terms of sale. If the os-
tensible owner agrees to the sale, the Secretary 
may use condemnation proceedings to perfect or 
clear title and to acquire any interests of puta-
tive co-tenants whose address is unknown or the 
interests of unknown or unborn heirs or persons 
subject to mental disability. 

(f) Terms and conditions of acquisition 

All properties acquired by the Tribe shall be 
acquired subject to the terms and conditions set 
forth in the Settlement Agreement. The Tribe 
and the Secretary, acting on behalf of the Tribe 
and with its consent, are also authorized to ac-
quire Reservation and non-Reservation lands 
using the methods of financing described in the 
Settlement Agreement. 

(g) Authority to erect permanent improvements 
on Existing and Expanded Reservation land 
and non-Reservation land held in trust 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law or 
regulation, the Attorney General of the United 
States shall approve any deed or other instru-
ment which conveys to the United States lands 
purchased pursuant to the provisions of this sec-
tion and the Settlement Agreement. The Sec-
retary or the Tribe may erect permanent im-
provements of a substantial value, or any other 
improvements authorized by law on such land 
after such land is conveyed to the United States. 

(h) Easements over Reservation 

(1) The acquisition of lands for the Expanded 
Reservation shall not extinguish any easements 
or rights-of-way then encumbering such lands 
unless the Secretary or the Tribe enters into a 
written agreement with the owners terminating 
such easements or rights-of-way. 

(2)(A) The Tribe, with the approval of the Sec-
retary, shall have the power to grant or convey 
easements and rights-of-way, in a manner con-
sistent with the Settlement Agreement. 

(B) Unless the Tribe and the State agree upon 
a valuation formula for pricing easements over 
the Reservation, the Secretary shall be subject 
to proceedings for condemnation and eminent 
domain to acquire easements and rights of way 
for public purposes through the Reservation 
under the laws of the State in circumstances 
where no other reasonable access is available. 

(C) With the approval of the Tribe, the Sec-
retary may grant easements or rights-of-way 
over the Reservation for private purposes, and 
implied easements of necessity shall apply to all 
lands acquired by the Tribe, unless expressly ex-
cluded by the parties. 

(i) Jurisdictional status 

Only land made part of the Reservation shall 
be governed by the special jurisdictional provi-
sions set forth in the Settlement Agreement and 
the State Act. 

(j) Sale and transfer of Reservation lands 

With the approval of the Secretary, the Tribe 
may sell, exchange, or lease lands within the 
Reservation, and sell timber or other natural re-
sources on the Reservation under circumstances 
and in the manner prescribed by the Settlement 
Agreement and the State Act. 

(k) Time limit on acquisitions 

All acquisitions of contiguous land to expand 
the Reservation or of non-contiguous lands to be 
placed in Reservation status shall be completed 
or under contract of purchase within 10 years 
from the date the last payment is made into the 
Land Acquisition Trust; except that for a period 
of 20 years after the date the last payment is 
made into the Catawba Land Acquisition Trust 
Fund, the Tribe may, subject to the limitation 
on the total size of the Reservation, continue to 
add parcels to up to two Reservation areas so 
long as the parcels acquired are contiguous to 
one of those two Reservation areas. 

(l) Leases of Reservation lands 

The provisions of section 415 of this title shall 
not apply to the Tribe and its Reservation. The 
Tribe is authorized to lease its Reservation 
lands for terms up to but not exceeding 99 years, 
with or without the approval of the Secretary. 
With regard to any lease of Reservation lands 
not approved by the Secretary, the Secretary 
shall be exculpated by the Tribe from any liabil-
ity arising out of any loss incurred by the Tribe 
as a result of the unapproved lease. 

(m) Non-applicability of BIA land acquisition 
regulations 

The general land acquisition regulations of 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, contained in part 
151 of title 25, Code of Federal Regulations, shall 
not apply to the acquisition of lands authorized 
by this section.

§ 941k. Non-Reservation properties 

(a) Acquisition of non-Reservation properties

tion Trust Fund or the Catawba Economic De-
velopment Trust Fund to acquire and hold par-
cels of real estate outside the Reservation for 
the purposes and in the manner delineated in 
the Settlement Agreement. Jurisdiction and 
status of all non-Reservation lands shall be gov-
erned by section 15 of the Settlement Agree-
ment. 

(b) Authority to dispose of lands 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the Tribe may lease, sell, mortgage, restrict, en-
cumber, or otherwise dispose of such non-Res-
ervation lands in the same manner as other per-
sons and entities under State law, and the Tribe 
as land owner shall be subject to the same obli-
gations and responsibilities as other persons and 
entities under State, Federal, and local law. 

(c) Restrictions 

Ownership and transfer of non-Reservation 
parcels shall not be subject to Federal law re-
strictions on alienation, including (but not lim-
ited to) the restrictions imposed by Federal 
common law and the provisions of section 177 of 
this title.

§ 941l. Games of chance 

(a) Inapplicability of Indian Gaming Regulatory 
Act 

The Indian Gaming Regulatory Act (25 U.S.C. 
2701 et seq.) shall not apply to the Tribe. 

(b) Games of chance generally 

The Tribe shall have the rights and respon-
sibilities set forth in the Settlement Agreement 
and the State Act with respect to the conduct of 
games of chance. Except as specifically set forth 
in the Settlement Agreement and the State Act, 
all laws, ordinances, and regulations of the 
State, and its political subdivisions, shall gov-
ern the regulation of gambling devices and the 
conduct of gambling or wagering by the Tribe on 
and off the Reservation.

§ 941m. General provisions 

(a) Severability 

If any provision of section 941b(a), 941c, or 941d 
of this title is rendered invalid by the final ac-
tion of a court, then all of this subchapter is in-
valid. Should any other section of this sub-
chapter be rendered invalid by the final action 
of a court, the remaining sections of this sub-
chapter shall remain in full force and effect. 

(b) Interpretation consistent with Settlement 
Agreement 

To the extent possible, this subchapter shall 
be construed in a manner consistent with the 
Settlement Agreement and the State Act. In the 
event of a conflict between the provisions of this 

subchapter and the Settlement Agreement or 
the State Act, the terms of this subchapter shall 
govern. In the event of a conflict between the 
State Act and the Settlement Agreement, the 
terms of the State Act shall govern. The Settle-
ment Agreement and the State Act shall be 
maintained on file and available for public in-
spection at the Department of the Interior. 

(c) Laws and regulations of United States 

The provisions of any Federal law enacted 
after October 27, 1993, for the benefit of Indians, 
Indian nations, tribes, or bands of Indians, 
which would affect or preempt the application of 
the laws of the State to lands owned by or held 
in trust for Indians, or Indian nations, tribes, or 
bands of Indians, as provided in this subchapter 
and the South Carolina State Implementing 
Act, shall not apply within the State of South 
Carolina, unless such provision of such subse-
quently enacted Federal law is specifcally 1 
made applicable within the State of South Caro-
lina. 

(d) Eligibility for consideration to become enter-
prise zone or general purpose foreign trade 
zone 

Notwithstanding the provisions of any other 
law or regulation, the Tribe shall be eligible to 
become, sponsor and operate (1) an ‘‘enterprise 
zone’’ pursuant to title VII of the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1987 (42 U.S.C. 
11501–11505) or any other applicable Federal (or 
State) laws or regulations; or (2) a ‘‘foreign- 
trade zone’’ or ‘‘subzone’’ pursuant to the For-
eign Trade Zones Act of 1934, as amended (19 
U.S.C. 81a–81u) and the regulations thereunder, 
to the same extent as other federally recognized 
Indian Tribes. 

(e) General applicability of State law 

Consistent with the provisions of section 
941b(a)(2) of this title, the provisions of South 
Carolina Code Annotated, section 27–16–40, and 
section 19.1 of the Settlement Agreement are ap-
proved, ratified, and confirmed by the United 
States, and shall be complied with in the same 
manner and to the same extent as if they had 
been enacted into Federal law. 

(f) Subsequent amendments to Settlement Agree-
ment or State Act 

Consent is hereby given to the Tribe and the 
State to amend the Settlement Agreement and 
the State Act if consent to such amendment is 
given by both the State and the Tribe, and if 
such amendment relates to— 

(1) the jurisdiction, enforcement, or applica-
tion of civil, criminal, regulatory, or tax laws 
of the Tribe and the State; 

(2) the allocation or determination of gov-
ernmental responsibility of the State and the 
Tribe over specified subject matters or speci-
fied geographical areas, or both, including pro-
vision for concurrent jurisdiction between the 
State and the Tribe; 

(3) the allocation of jurisdiction between the 
tribal courts and the State courts; or 

(4) technical and other corrections and revi-
sions to conform the State Act and the Agree-
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ment in Principle attached to the State Act to 
the Settlement Agreement.

§ 951. Authority to equalize allotments 

The Secretary of the Interior (hereinafter 
called the ‘‘Secretary’’) is authorized and di-
rected to do whatever is necessary and proper to 
equalize as nearly as possible the values of all 
allotments of land on the Agua Caliente (Palm 
Springs) Reservation in California in accordance 
with the provisions of this subchapter.

§ 952. Members entitled to allotment; prohibition 
against further allotments 

Any member of the Agua Caliente Band (here-
inafter called the ‘‘band’’) who is living on Sep-
tember 21, 1959, and who has not received an al-
lotment of land shall be given an allotment in 
accordance with the provisions of law existing 
prior to this Act. No further allotments of land 
shall thereafter be made to any other or future 
born members of the band, or to their heirs or 
devisees, except for the purpose of equalization. 
This prohibition against further allotments 
shall not be construed as a closing of the band’s 
membership rolls.

§ 953. Lands 

(a) Determination of value of unallotted and al-
lotted lands; exclusion of deceased allottees’ 
allotments 

The Secretary shall determine on the basis of 
the contract appraisals that were made in 1957 
and 1958 (1) the value of all unallotted tribal 
land, and (2) the value of the allotment of each 
allottee who is living on September 21, 1959, ex-
cluding the value of any improvements thereon. 
Where lands of a living allottee have been sold 
under the supervision of the Secretary, their 
value for the purpose of equalization shall be the 
amount received from such sale, excluding the 
value assigned to any improvements thereon. 
Where lands of a living allottee have been fee 
patented to and sold by the allottee, their value 
for the purpose of equalization shall be the ap-
praised value of the lands, excluding improve-
ments, as of the time of the sale, regardless of 
the amount received from the sale. The allot-
ments of allottees who are not living on Septem-
ber 21, 1959 shall be excluded from the equali-
zation program. All values so determined by the 
Secretary shall be final and conclusive for the 
purposes of this subchapter. 

(b) Lands not subject to allotment; distribution 
of revenues from Mineral Springs parcel 

In no event shall the following tribal lands be 
subject to allotment, and they shall henceforth 
be set apart and designated as tribal reserves for 
the benefit and use of the band: 

Cemetery numbered 1, block 235, section 14, 
township 4 south, range 4 east. 

Cemetery numbered 2, as now constituted pur-
suant to secretarial order, comprising approxi-
mately two acres. 

Roman Catholic Church, as now constituted 
pursuant to secretarial order, comprising ap-
proximately two acres. 

Mineral Springs, lots 3a, 4a, 13, and 14, section 
14, township 4 south, range 4 east: Provided, That 
no distribution to member of the band of the net 
rents, profits, and other revenues derived from 
that portion of these lands which is designated 
as ‘‘parcel B’’ in the supplement dated Septem-
ber 8, 1958, to the lease by and between the Agua 
Caliente Band of Mission Indians and Palm 
Springs Spa dated January 21, 1958, or of the net 
income derived from the investment of such net 
rents, profits, and other revenues or from the 
sale of said lands or of assets purchased with the 
net rents, profits, and other revenues aforesaid 
or with the net income from the investment 
thereof shall be made except to those enrolled 
members who are entitled to an equalization al-
lotment or to a cash payment in satisfaction 
thereof under this subchapter or, in the case of 
such a member who died after September 21, 
1959, to those entitled to participate in his es-
tate, and any such distribution shall be per cap-
ita to living enrolled members and per stirpes to 
participants in the estate of a deceased member. 

San Andreas Canyon, west half southeast 
quarter, southeast quarter southeast quarter 
section 3, township 5 south, range 4 east. 
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Palm Canyon, south half and south half north 
half section 14, township 5 south, range 4 east; 
all section 24, township 5 south, range 4 east. 

Tahquitz Canyon, southwest quarter section 
22, township 4 south, range 4 east; north half 
section 28, township 4 south, range 4 east. 

Murray Canyon, east half section 10, township 
5 south, range 4 east. 

(c) Equalization for living members by allotment 
without regard to acreage limitations; cre-
ation of right by selection and approval; al-
lotments made subject to laws and regula-
tions 

On the basis of such values, the Secretary 
shall determine the highest level of equalization 
that is feasible for the members of the band who 
are living at the time of this Act by allotting all 
of the unallotted tribal land, except the reserved 
areas listed in subsection (b) of this section, 
without regard to acreage limitations heretofore 
imposed by law. Such unallotted tribal land 
shall then be allotted to those members who 
have received allotments with a value that is 
less than the equalization figure deemed feasible 
in accordance with procedures prescribed by the 
Secretary. No selection of an allotment pursu-
ant to such procedures shall create a vested 
right in the land until all selections authorized 
by this subchapter have been made, included in 
one schedule, and approved by the Secretary. Al-
lotments thereafter made shall be subject to the 
same laws and regulations that apply to other 
trust allotments on the Agua Caliente Reserva-
tion. 

(d) Portions in airport subject to allotment un-
less sold; procedure for sale; payment of sale 
proceeds in lieu of allotment 

The unallotted portions of section 18, township 
4 south, range 5 east, and section 12, township 4 
south, range 4 east, that are in the municipal 
airport for the city of Palm Springs shall be sub-
ject to allotment as a part of the equalization 
program, subject to the following qualifications: 
If within thirty days after September 21, 1959, a 
majority of the adult members of the band who 
are eligible to vote agree, the Secretary may 
offer to sell such land to the city for its ap-
praised value on September 21, 1959, and the Sec-
retary shall cause an independent appraisal 
thereof to be made by an appraiser he shall se-
lect who shall be approved jointly by the band 
and the city before proceeding with such ap-
praisal, the costs for the appraisal to be shared 
by the band and the city; thereafter the Sec-
retary shall review the completed appraisal and 
shall, if approved, then submit copies to both 
the band and the city for their approval which 
shall be either accepted or rejected in writing 
within thirty days; and if within three hundred 
and sixty-five days after joint acceptance of 
such appraisal by the band and the city, the city 
accepts the offer and tenders payment in full, 
the Secretary shall complete the sale, and any 
allottees who may have made or who may there-
after make an equalization selection from the 
lands sold to the city shall receive in lieu of the 
allotment selected his proportionate share of 
the proceeds of the sale.

§ 954. Powers and duties of guardians 

(a) Appointment and continuance in office; no-
tice to Secretary of State court proceedings; 
appearance 

No guardian or other fiduciary shall be ap-
pointed under State law for the estate of any 
member of the band, or continued in office, ex-
cept with approval of the Secretary: Provided, 
That no conservator for any member of the band 
shall be appointed under State law or continued 
in office after the effective date of this Act, un-
less the individual Indian concerned, with the 
approval of the Secretary, personally petitions 
for the appointment or continuation of such ap-
pointment. The Secretary shall be given notice 
of all proceedings in the State court with re-
spect to the estate of any member of the band 
which is being administered, and he may at any 
time appear as a party in such proceedings, and 
may exercise all rights accorded to a party 
under State law. 

(b) Management and disposition of trust prop-
erty and property subject to restrictions 
against alienation by guardians, conserva-
tors, or fiduciaries; approved activities; ap-
proval of activities 

No guardian, conservator or other fiduciary 
appointed under State law shall, in his official 
capacity, participate in the management or dis-
position of any property or interest therein 
which is held in trust by the United States for 
a member of the band or is subject to restric-
tions against alienation imposed by the laws of 
the United States, execute or approve any use, 
expenditure, investment, deposit, or disposition 
of such property or interest therein, or proceeds 
therefrom, or receive any fee or other compensa-
tion for services hereafter performed with re-
spect to such property or interest therein. The 
provisions of this subsection shall not preclude 
any such person, in his private capacity, from 
participating in the management or disposition 
of such property or interest therein with the 
specific approval of the Secretary of the Inte-
rior. Actions with respect to the use, expendi-
ture, investment, deposit, or disposition of such 
property or interests therein, or proceeds there-
from, shall be valid and efficacious in all re-
spects without participation of affirmation by 
any guardian, conservator, or other fiduciary 
appointed under State law. 

(c) Reports by guardians; failure or refusal to re-
port; fraudulent, capricious, arbitrary or 
grossly erroneous reports; prosecution; ap-
propriate relief 

The Secretary, at any time, may require any 
guardian, conservator, or other fiduciary ap-
pointed under State law for a member of the 
band to submit a full and complete report con-
cerning his handling of the estate during the 
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preceding six years. If any person or entity re-
quired to do so by the Secretary fails or refuses 
to so report, or, if having reported, the Sec-
retary concludes that any action connected 
therewith is fraudulent, or capricious or arbi-
trary or so grossly erroneous as necessarily to 
imply bad faith, he may request the Attorney 
General to cause an action to be brought in the 
name of the United States in the United States 
District Court for the Central District of Cali-
fornia or in any such district court having juris-
diction over the person, or persons, and subject 
matter, for such relief as may be appropriate, 
and said courts are hereby granted jurisdiction 
to hear and determine such action. 

(d) Delivery to Secretary of money or property at 
termination of fiduciary relationship 

The Secretary may require any money or 
property in the possession of a fiduciary at the 
time the fiduciary relationship is terminated, or 
which is recovered pursuant to this subchapter, 
to be delivered to him to be held in trust for the 
individual Indian concerned. 

(e) Use and disposition of money or property 
held in trust by the United States by the Sec-
retary; consent by competent Indian; deter-
mination of competency; applicability of ad-
ministrative procedure under title 5; time 
and place of hearing; judicial review 

Under such regulations as he shall provide, 
and with the consent of the individual Indian 
concerned, unless the Secretary determines such 
Indian to be incompetent by reason of minority 
or otherwise, in which case such consent shall 
not be required, the Secretary may use, ad-
vance, expend, exchange, deposit, dispose of, in-
vest and reinvest, in any manner and for any 
purpose, any money or other property held by 
the United States in trust for such Indian. The 
Secretary shall make no determination that an 
adult Indian is incompetent except after accord-
ing him an opportunity to be heard upon reason-
able notice, in accordance with the provisions of 
subchapter II of chapter 5 of title 5. Unless the 
Indian otherwise agrees, the hearing shall be 
held in the State of California within sixty days 
of the date of notice. A person aggrieved by a de-
termination of incompetency made by the Sec-
retary shall be entitled to judicial review of 
such determination in accordance with sections 
701 to 706 of title 5. 

(f) Authority of the Secretary under other provi-
sions unaffected 

Nothing herein shall be deemed to limit any 
authority possessed by the Secretary under any 
other provisions of law.

§ 955. Tax exemption 

(a) The right to an equalization allotment or 
to a cash payment in lieu thereof pursuant to 
section 953(d) of this title, shall be transferable 
by will or descent in the same manner as are 
trust payments under existing law and shall not 
be subject to State or Federal inheritance, es-
tate, legacy, or succession taxes. 

(b) A cash payment made in lieu of an equali-
zation allotment pursuant to section 953(d) of 
this title shall not be regarded as income or cap-
ital gain for purposes of Federal or State income 
taxation and shall not, as long as it remains in 
the form of cash or a bank deposit in the owner-
ship of the allottee, be subject to taxation as 
personal property. A payment and the income 
derived therefrom heretofore or hereafter made 
to an allottee as compensation for the acquisi-
tion of part or all of the allottee’s allotment for 
a public purpose is— 

(1) deemed a cash payment in lieu of an al-
lotment for purposes of this subsection; 

(2) deemed a right under subsection (a) of 
this section; and 

(3) subject to sections 409a and 410 of this 
title.

§ 956. Claims against allotments 

(a) Assignment, sale, hypothecation, attachment 
or levy void unless approved 

Equalization allotments made pursuant to 
this subchapter shall not be subject to assign-
ment, sale, or hypothecation or to any attach-
ment or levy for claims or debts created before 
or after September 21, 1959, without the written 
approval of the Secretary, and any such assign-
ment, sale, hypothecation, attachment, or levy 
that has not been so approved by the Secretary 
shall be absolutely null and void. 

(b) Liens and lis pendens; legal services 

No equalization allotment made pursuant to 
this subchapter, and no basic allotment made 
prior to this Act, shall be subject to an equi-
table charging lien or other charge or lien or en-
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forced sale for any advantage or benefit which 

the allottee has received or will receive under or 

as a consequence of enactment of this sub-

chapter, nor shall any lis pendens heretofore or 

hereafter filed upon such lands while in a re-

stricted status be of any effect or constitute no-

tice of any action. Whoever directly or indi-

rectly accepts or receives any money or other 

form of compensation for legal services in con-

nection with such restricted lands from any per-

son who has not expressly employed him as his 

attorney shall be liable, in a civil action 

brought by the payor or his heirs or devisees or 

by the United States on his behalf, for twice the 

amount so accepted or received unless, prior to 

the time of acceptance or receipt of said com-

pensation, the right to such compensation has 

been determined and the amount thereof fixed 

by a formal order of the Federal court having ju-

risdiction to make such order. Nothing herein 

provided shall be construed to prevent any at-

torney from petitioning the Federal court hav-

ing jurisdiction to fix and determine the fees to 

which he is entitled and to pursue and enforce 

payment thereof in any lawful manner after the 

court has made such order.

SUBCHAPTER XLV—OMAHA TRIBE:

§ 961. Membership roll; preparation; eligibility 
for enrollment; applications for enrollment;

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized and 
directed, pursuant to such regulations as may be 
issued by him, to prepare a roll of Omaha Indi-
ans whose names appear on the Omaha allot-
ment rolls finally approved pursuant to the Acts 
of Congress of August 7, 1882, (22 Stat. 341) and 
March 3, 1893 (27 Stat. 612), and who are living on 
September 14, 1961, and the descendants of such 
allottees who are born and living on September 
14, 1961 and who possess Omaha blood of the de-
gree of one-fourth or more regardless of whether 
such allottees are living or deceased: Provided, 
That no person who is enrolled with any other 
tribe of Indians or who has received an allot-
ment of land on any other reservation shall be 
enrolled under the provisions of this subchapter 
unless the application for enrollment by such 
person is approved by a two-thirds vote of the 
governing body of the Omaha Tribe of Nebraska. 
Applications for enrollment must be filed with 
the area director of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
Aberdeen, South Dakota, within four months 
after September 14, 1961. For a period of three 
months thereafter, the Secretary shall permit 
the examination of the applications by the gov-
erning body of the Omaha Tribe of Nebraska for 
the purpose of lodging protests against any ap-
plication. The determination of the Secretary 
regarding the eligibility of an applicant shall be 
final.

Of the funds on deposit in the Treasury of the 
United States to the credit of the Omaha Tribe 
of Nebraska that were appropriated to pay a 
judgment by the Indian Claims Commission

penses, the Secretary of the Interior shall make 
a per capita distribution of a sum up to a maxi-
mum of $750, to the extent available, to each 
person whose name appears on the roll prepared 
pursuant to section 961 of this title; and the bal-
ance of such funds after making payment of or 
provision for such per capita distribution and 
accrued and accruing interest, if any, may be 
advanced or expended for any purpose that is au-
thorized by the tribal governing body and ap-
proved in writing by the Secretary. The funds so 
distributed shall not be subject to Federal or 
State income taxes.

§ 964. Distribution of shares 

(a) Payments to enrollees, next of kin, or legatees 

Except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section, the Secretary shall distribute a per cap-
ita share payable to a living enrollee directly to 
such enrollee, and the Secretary shall distribute 
a per capita share payable to a deceased enrollee 
directly to his next of kin or legatees as deter-
mined by the laws of the place of domicile of the 
decedent upon proof of death and inheritance 
satisfactory to the Secretary, whose findings 
upon such proof shall be final and conclusive. 

(b) Payments to minors or persons under legal 
disability 

A share payable to a person under twenty-one 
years of age or to a person under a legal disabil-
ity shall be paid in accordance with such proce-
dures as the Secretary determines will ade-
quately protect the best interests of such per-
sons.

From the funds on deposit in the Treasury of 
the United States to the credit of the Omaha 
Tribe of Nebraska that were appropriated by the 
Act of June 9, 1964, to pay a judgment obtained 
by the tribe in Indian Claims Commission dock-
et numbered 138, after deduction of attorney 
fees, litigation expenses, and such sums as may 
be required to distribute individual shares, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall make a per capita 
distribution of no more than $270 to each person 
living on November 2, 1966, whose name appears 
on the roll of the tribe prepared pursuant to sec-
tion 961 of this title, and to each child living on 
November 2, 1966, who was born after September 
14, 1961, and who possesses aboriginal Omaha 
blood of the degree of one-fourth or more except 
for any such child who is enrolled with any 
other tribe of Indians. The balance of such 
funds, and the interest thereon, may be ad-
vanced or expended for any purpose that is au-
thorized by the tribal governing body and ap-
proved by the Secretary. The amount of $150,000 
of said funds and any interest thereon shall not 
be distributed, advanced or expended until said 
$150,000 and any interest thereon becomes avail-

§ 971. Membership roll; preparation; eligibility 
for enrollment; protests against inclusion or 
omission from roll; finality of determination; 
publication of roll; publication of notice of 
agreement to division of assets; finality of 
roll 

The Secretary of the Interior shall, with the 
advice and assistance of the Ponca Tribe of Na-
tive Americans of Nebraska and pursuant to 
such regulations as he may prescribe, prepare a 
roll of the members of the tribe and record 
thereon persons whose names appeared on the 
census roll of April 1, 1934, and the supplement 
thereto of January 1, 1935, and their descendants 
of not less than one-quarter degree Indian blood 
of the Ponca Tribe, regardless of place of resi-
dence, who are living on September 5, 1962. He 
shall provide a reasonable opportunity for any 
person to protest against the inclusion or omis-
sion of any name on or from the roll and his de-
cision on such protests shall be final and conclu-
sive. After all protests are disposed of, the roll 
shall be published in the Federal Register. The 
Secretary shall thereupon give the adult mem-
bers of the tribe whose names appear on the roll 
an opportunity to indicate their agreement or 
disagreement with a division of tribal assets in 
accordance with the provisions of this sub-
chapter. If a majority of those indicating agree-
ment or disagreement are favorable to such divi-

sion, the Secretary shall publish in the Federal 
Register a notice of the fact and the roll pre-
pared by him shall thereupon become final and 
sections 972 to 980 of this title shall become ef-
fective.

this section. The distribution shall be completed 
within three years from September 5, 1962, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable. 

(b) Designation of property for church, park, 
playground, or cemetery 

The tribe shall designate any part of the 
tribe’s property that is to be set aside for 
church, park, playground, or cemetery purposes, 
and the Secretary is authorized to convey such 
property to trustees or agencies designated by 
the tribe for that purpose and approved by the 
Secretary. 

(c) Homesites; market value; improvements 

Each member may select for homesite pur-
poses and receive title to not to exceed five 
acres of tribal land that is being used for home-
site purposes by such member. The member 
shall pay the current market value of the home-
site selection excluding any improvements or re-
pairs constructed by such member, his wife, 
children, or ancestor, as determined by the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(d) Sale of assets not selected; bidding 

All assets of the tribe that are not selected 
and conveyed to members shall be sold by com-
petitive bid at not less than the current market 
value, and any member shall have the right to 
purchase property offered for sale for a price not 
less than the highest acceptable bid therefor. If 
more than one member exercises such right, the 
property shall be sold to the member exercising 
the right who offers the highest price. 

(e) Proceeds and tribal funds for payment of 
tribal debts; distributive share; set off; mem-
ber purchases of tribal property 

The net proceeds of all sales of tribal property, 
and all other tribal funds, shall be used to pay, 
as authorized by the Secretary, any debts of the

tribe. The remainder of such proceeds and funds 
shall be divided equally among the members 
whose names are on the final roll, or their heirs 
or legatees. Any debt owed by a member, heir, or 
legatee to the tribe or to the United States may 
be set off as authorized by the Secretary against 
the distributive share of such person. Any mem-
ber of the tribe who purchases tribal property in 
accordance with this section may apply on the 
purchase price his share of the proceeds of all 
sales of tribal property, and the Secretary of the 
Interior shall adopt sales procedures that permit 
such action.

§ 974. Sale of trust lands

cluding any unrestricted interest) in any land in 
which an undivided interest is owned by a mem-
ber of the Ponca Tribe of Native Americans of 
Nebraska in a trust or restricted status, pro-
vided the partition or sale is requested by the 
owners of a 25 per centum interest in the land, 
and the partition or sale is made within three 
years from September 5, 1962. Any such sale 
shall be by competitive bid, except that with the 
concurrence of the owners of a 25 per centum in-
terest in the land any owner of an interest in 
the land shall have the right to purchase the 
land within a reasonable time fixed by the Sec-
retary of the Interior prior to a competitive sale 
at not less than its current market value. If 
more than one preference right is exercised, the 
sale shall be by competitive bid limited to the 
persons entitled to a preference. If the owners of 
a 25 per centum interest in the land so request, 
mineral rights may be reserved to the owners in 
an unrestricted status. The Secretary of the In-
terior may represent for the purposes of this 
section any Indian owner who is a minor, or who 
is non compos mentis, and, after giving reason-
able notice of the proposed partition or sale by 
publication, he may represent an Indian owner 
who cannot be located. 

(b) Removal of restrictions; title to lands 

All restrictions on the alienation or taxation 
of interests in land that are owned by members 
of the Ponca Tribe of Native Americans of Ne-
braska three years after September 5, 1962 shall 
be deemed removed by operation of law, and an 
unrestricted title shall be vested in each such 
member.

(5) The term ‘‘State’’ means the State of Ne-
braska.

25 U.S.C. 461, et seq.), popularly known as the In-
dian Reorganization Act) shall apply with re-
spect to the Tribe and to the members.

§ 983b. Restoration of rights 

(a) Rights abrogated or diminished 

All rights and privileges of the Tribe which 
may have been abrogated or diminished before 
October 31, 1990, by reason of any provision of 
Public Law 87–629 [25 U.S.C. 971 et seq.] are here-
by restored and such law shall no longer apply 
with respect to the Tribe or the members. 

(b) Rights existing prior to restoration 

Nothing in this subchapter may be construed 
to diminish any rights or privileges of the Tribe, 
or of the members, that exist prior to October 
31, 1990. 

(c) Acceptance by Secretary of real property 
transferred for benefit of Tribe; exemption 
from taxation 

The Secretary shall accept not more than 1,500 
acres of any real property located in Knox or 
Boyd Counties, Nebraska, that is transferred to 
the Secretary for the benefit of the Tribe. Such 
real property shall be accepted by the Secretary 
(subject to any rights, liens, or taxes that exist 
prior to the date of such transfer) in the name 
of the United States in trust for the benefit of 
the Tribe and shall be exempt from all taxes im-
posed by the Federal Government or any State 
or local government after such transfer. The 
Secretary may accept any additional acreage in 
Knox or Boyd Counties pursuant to his author-
ity under the Act of June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 
et seq.). 

(d) Effect on existing rights and obligations 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
any other provision of this subchapter, nothing 
in this subchapter may be construed as altering 
or affecting— 

(1) any rights or obligations with respect to 
property, 

(2) any rights or obligations under any con-
tract, 

(3) any hunting, fishing, trapping, gathering, 
or water rights of the Tribe or the members, 
or 

(4) any obligation to pay a tax levied before 
October 31, 1990. 

(e) Reservation status 

Reservation status shall not be granted any 
land acquired by or for the Tribe.

(1) Until a tribal constitution is adopted in ac-
cordance with section 983f of this title, an indi-
vidual shall be eligible for membership in the 
Tribe, and the name of the individual shall be 
placed on the membership roll of the Tribe, if— 

(A) the individual is living and is not an en-
rolled member of another Indian tribe that is 
recognized by the Federal Government, and 

(B) the individual— 
(i) was listed on the tribal membership roll 

of June 18, 1965, that was compiled by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, 

(ii) notwithstanding the application or ap-
peal deadline dates, was entitled to be listed 
on the membership roll of June 18, 1965, that 
was compiled by the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs, but was not listed, or 

(iii) is a lineal descendant of an individual, 
living or deceased, who is described in clause 
(i) or (ii). 

(2) Any individual who is excluded from the 
membership roll of the Tribe by the Interim 
Council may appeal to the Secretary for a deter-
mination of the eligibility of the individual for 

membership in the Tribe. Such determination 
by the Secretary shall be final. The Interim 
Council shall include on the membership roll 
any such individual that the Secretary deter-
mines in such an appeal to be eligible for mem-
bership in the Tribe. 

(c) Constitution as governing 

After adoption of a tribal constitution in ac-
cordance with section 983f of this title, the con-
stitution of the Tribe shall govern membership 
in the Tribe.

§ 983f. Tribal constitution 

(a) Adoption by secret ballot; absentee balloting

by the Interim Council to the Secretary no later 
than 1 year following October 31, 1990. Absentee 
balloting shall be permitted regardless of voter 
residence.

(b) Election of tribal officials 

Not later than 120 days after the Tribe adopts 
a tribal constitution, the Secretary shall con-
duct an election by secret ballot for the purpose 
of electing tribal officials as provided in the 
constitution.

(a) of this section except to the extent that said 
procedures conflict with the tribal constitution. 

(c) Governing body treated as Indian tribal gov-

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the governing body of the Tribe established 
under the constitution of the Tribe that is 
adopted under subsection (a) of this section 
shall be treated as an Indian tribal government 
for purposes of title 26.

(2) During any consultation by the Secretary 
under this subsection, the Secretary shall pro-
vide such information as the Secretary may pos-
sess and shall request comments and additional 
information on the extent of any State or local 
service to the Tribe. 

(c) Required provisions 

Any economic development plan established 
by the Secretary under subsection (a) of this 
section shall provide that— 

(1) real property acquired by or for the Tribe 
located in Knox or Boyd Counties, Nebraska, 
shall be taken by the Secretary in the name of 
the United States in trust for the benefit of 
the Tribe; 

(2) any real property taken in trust by the 
Secretary pursuant to such plan shall be sub-
ject to— 

(A) all legal rights and interests in such 
land held by any person at the time of acqui-
sition of such land by the Secretary, includ-
ing any lien, mortgage, or previously levied 
and outstanding State or local tax, and 

(B) foreclosure or sale in accordance with 
the laws of the State of Nebraska pursuant 
to the terms of any valid obligation in exist-
ence at the time of the acquisition of such 
land by the Secretary; and 

(3) any real property transferred pursuant to 
such plan shall be exempt from Federal, State, 
and local taxation of any kind. 

(d) Statement regarding individuals consulted, 
and testimony or comments received by Sec-
retary 

The Secretary shall append to the economic 
development plan submitted to the Congress 
under subsection (a) of this section a detailed 
statement— 

(1) naming each individual consulted in ac-
cordance with subsection (b) of this section;

body, their share of the judgment funds, and any 
other Hoh tribal funds, may be expended by the 
Secretary for the benefit of the Hoh Reservation 
and the Hoh tribal members, upon approval by 
him of plans adopted by a majority of the adult 
Hoh Indians voting at a general meeting of the 
tribal membership called by the Secretary.

The determination 
of the Secretary regarding the eligibility of an 
applicant shall be final.

the Band live under conditions that pose serious 
threats to their health; and that, because their 
culture is derived from three different cultures, 
they have unique needs including, especially, 
educational needs. 

(b) Declarations 

Congress therefore declares that the Band 
should be recognized by the United States; that 
the right of the members of the Band to pass and 
repass the borders of the United States should 
be clarified; that services which the United 
States provides to Indians because of their 
status as Indians should be provided to members 
of the Band in Maverick County, Texas; and, 
that land in the State of Texas should be taken 
in trust by the United States for the benefit of 
the Band.

§ 1300f. Status of Pascua Yaqui Indian people 

(a) Eligibility for services and assistance 

The Pascua Yaqui Indian people who are mem-
bers of the Pascua Yaqui Association, Incor-
porated, an Arizona corporation, or who here-
after become members of the Pascua Yaqui 
Tribe in accordance with section 1300f–2 of this 
title, are recognized as, and declared to be, eligi-
ble, on and after September 18, 1978, for the serv-
ices and assistance provided to Indians because 
of their status as Indians by or through any de-
partment, agency, or instrumentality of the 
United States, or under any statute of the 
United States. The Pascua Yaqui Tribe, a his-
toric Indian tribe, is acknowledged as a feder-
ally recognized Indian tribe possessing all the 
attributes of inherent sovereignty which have 
not been specifically taken away by Acts of Con-
gress and which are not inconsistent with such 
tribal status. For the purposes of section 2005a 
of title 42, the Pascua Yaqui Indians are to be 
considered as if they were being provided hos-
pital and medical care by or at the expense of 
the Public Health Service on August 16, 1957. 

(b) Administration of lands; application of other 
laws 

The provisions of the Act of June 18, 1934 (48 
Stat. 484 1), as amended [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.], are 
extended to such members described in sub-
section (a) of this section. 

(c) Receipt in trust by United States of land for 
Pascua Yaqui Tribe; criminal and civil juris-
diction 

The Secretary of the Interior is directed, upon 
request of the Pascua Yaqui Association, Incor-
porated, and without monetary consideration, to 
accept on behalf of the United States and in 
trust for the Pascua Yaqui Tribe, the title to the 
real property conveyed by the United States to 
such association under the Act of October 8, 1964 
(78 Stat. 1197), and such lands shall be held as In-
dian lands are held: Provided, That the State of 
Arizona shall exercise criminal and civil juris-
diction over such lands as if it had assumed ju-
risdiction pursuant to the Act of August 15, 1953

(6) if funding has been based on 1978 enroll-
ment, how the funding levels can be adjusted 
to ensure that the Pascua Yaqui Tribe re-
ceives a fair and equitable portion of Bureau 
of Indian Affairs and Indian Health Service 
funding; 

(7) the genealogy of the Pascua Yaqui Tribe; 
and 

(8) the economic development opportunities 
available to the tribe as a result of the North 
American Free Trade Agreement.

§ 1300g–4. Provisions relating to tribal reserva-
tion 

(a) Federal reservation established 

The reservation is hereby declared to be a Fed-
eral Indian reservation for the use and benefit of 
the tribe without regard to whether legal title 
to such lands is held in trust by the Secretary. 

(b) Conveyance of land by State 

The Secretary shall— 
(1) accept any offer from the State to convey 

title to any land within the reservation held in

(2) hold such title, upon conveyance by the 
State, in trust for the benefit of the tribe. 

(c) Conveyance of land by tribe 

At the written request of the Tribal Council, 
the Secretary shall— 

(1) accept conveyance by the tribe of title to 
any land within the reservation held by the 
tribe on August 18, 1987, to the Secretary, and 

(2) hold such title, upon such conveyance by 
the tribe, in trust for the benefit of the tribe. 

(d) Approval of deed by Attorney General 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law or 
regulation, the Attorney General of the United 

States shall approve any deed or other instru-
ment which conveys title to land within El Paso 
or Hudspeth Counties, Texas, to the United 
States to be held in trust by the Secretary for 
the benefit of the tribe. 

(e) Permanent improvements authorized 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law or 
rule of law, the Secretary or the tribe may erect 
permanent improvements, improvements of sub-
stantial value, or any other improvement au-
thorized by law on the reservation without re-
gard to whether legal title to such lands has 
been conveyed to the Secretary by the State or 
the tribe. 

(f) Civil and criminal jurisdiction within reserva-
tion 

The State shall exercise civil and criminal ju-
risdiction within the boundaries of the reserva-
tion as if such State had assumed such jurisdic-
tion with the consent of the tribe under sections

(g) Acquisition of land by tribe after August 18,

§ 1300g–6. Gaming activities 

(a) In general 

All gaming activities which are prohibited by 
the laws of the State of Texas are hereby prohib-
ited on the reservation and on lands of the tribe. 
Any violation of the prohibition provided in this 
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subsection shall be subject to the same civil and 
criminal penalties that are provided by the laws 
of the State of Texas. The provisions of this sub-
section are enacted in accordance with the 
tribe’s request in Tribal Resolution No.

rior Chippewa Indians, although currently rec-
ognized by the Federal Government as part of 
the Keweenaw Bay Indian Community, has 
historically existed, and continues to exist, as 
a separate and distinct Indian tribe that is lo-
cated over 75 miles from the Keweenaw Bay 
Indian Community; 

(2) the Lac Vieux Desert Band consists of ap-
proximately 250 members who continue to re-

side close to their ancestral homeland near 
the town of Watersmeet, Michigan; 

(3) the Lac Vieux Desert Band entered into 
two treaties with the United States as a dis-
tinct tribal entity (7 Stat. 591, 10 Stat. 1109); 

(4) members of the Lac Vieux Desert Band 
currently reside on or otherwise occupy lands 
within the Township of Watersmeet, Michigan, 
which are held by the United States in trust 
for the Keweenaw Bay Indian Community, and 
currently receive limited Federal benefits 
through the Keweenaw Bay Indian Commu-
nity; and 

(5) because of its distance from Keweenaw 
Bay and the failure of the United States to 
recognize the independent status of the tribe, 
the Lac Vieux Desert Band and its members 
receive only limited benefits to which the 
tribe and its members are entitled.

who have relinquished membership in such tribe 
and who are eligible for membership under sub-
section (b) of this section. 

(b) Eligibility 

An individual is eligible for inclusion on the

(1) is on the tribal membership roll as main-
tained by the Band prior to September 8, 1988, 
and is on file with the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
as of September 8, 1988; or 

(2) is at least one-quarter Chippewa Indian 
blood and is a person or a descendant of a per-
son who was listed, or could have been listed, 
on any of the census of the Lac Vieux Desert 
Band prepared by the Superintendent of the 
MacKinaw Agency prior to 1928 or by the Su-
perintendent of the Great Lakes agency on or 
prior to 1940. 

(c) Maintenance of roll 

The Band shall ensure that the roll, once com-
pleted and approved, is maintained and kept 
current. 

(d) Future eligibility 

(1) Notwithstanding paragraph (b) of section 
1300h–4 of this title and except as provided in 
paragraph (2), future membership in the tribe 
shall be limited to descendants of individuals 
whose names appear on the base roll and who 
have at least one-quarter Chippewa blood quan-
tum. 

(2) The Band may modify such quarter Chip-
pewa blood quantum requirement and base roll 
if such modifications are adopted in the tribal 
election as prescribed under paragraph (a) of 
section 1300h–4 of this title or in a referendum 
by a majority of the voters and approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior. The Secretary shall 
approve such new membership requirements 
once adopted by the tribal voters unless he finds 
that the proposed amendment is contrary to 
Federal law.

§ 1300h–4. Organization of tribe; constitution and 
governing body

accordance with applicable rules and regula-
tions, an election as to the adoption of the pro-
posed document. The Secretary shall approve 
the governing document if approved by a major-

ity of the tribal voters unless the Secretary 
finds that the proposed constitution, or any pro-
vision thereof, is contrary to Federal law. 

(b) Interim governing document 

Until the Band adopts and the Secretary ap-
proves a governing document, the Band’s in-

SUBCHAPTER LXXX—HOOPA-YUROK 
SETTLEMENT 

§ 1300i. Short title and definitions 

(a) Short title 

This subchapter may be cited as the ‘‘Hoopa- 
Yurok Settlement Act’’. 

(b) Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter, the 
term— 

(1) ‘‘Escrow funds’’ means the moneys de-
rived from the joint reservation which are 
held in trust by the Secretary in the accounts 
entitled— 

(A) ‘‘Proceeds of Labor-Hoopa Valley Indi-
ans-California 70 percent Fund, account 
number J52–561–7197’’; 

(B) ‘‘Proceeds of Labor-Hoopa Valley Indi-
ans-California 30 percent Fund, account 
number J52–561–7236’’; 

(C) ‘‘Proceeds of Klamath River Reser-
vation, California, account number 
J52–562–7056’’; 

(D) ‘‘Proceeds of Labor-Yurok Indians of 
Lower Klamath River, California, account 
number J52–562–7153’’; 

(E) ‘‘Proceeds of Labor-Yurok Indians of 
Upper Klamath River, California, account 
number J52–562–7154’’; 

(F) ‘‘Proceeds of Labor-Hoopa Reservation 
for Hoopa Valley and Yurok Tribes, account 
number J52–575–7256’’; and 

(G) ‘‘Klamath River Fisheries, account 
number 5628000001’’; 

(2) ‘‘Hoopa Indian blood’’ means that degree 
of ancestry derived from an Indian of the 
Hunstang, Hupa, Miskut, Redwood, Saiaz, 
Sermalton, Tish-Tang-Atan, South Fork, or 
Grouse Creek Bands of Indians; 

(3) ‘‘Hoopa Valley Reservation’’ means the 
reservation described in section 1300i–1(b) of 
this title; 

(4) ‘‘Hoopa Valley Tribe’’ means the Hoopa 
Valley Tribe, organized under the constitution 
and amendments approved by the Secretary on 
November 20, 1933, September 4, 1952, August 9, 
1963, and August 18, 1972; 

(5) ‘‘Indian of the Reservation’’ shall mean 
any person who meets the criteria to qualify 
as an Indian of the Reservation as established 
by the United States Court of Claims in its 
March 31, 1982, May 17, 1987, and March 1, 1988, 
decisions in the case of Jesse Short et al. v. 
United States, (Cl. Ct. No. 102–63); 

(6) ‘‘Joint reservation’’ means the area of 
land defined as the Hoopa Valley Reservation 
in section 1300i–1(b) of this title and the Yurok 
Reservation in section 1300i–1(c) of this title.1 

(7) ‘‘Karuk Tribe’’ means the Karuk Tribe of 
California, organized under its constitution on 
April 6, 1985; 

(8) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior; 

(9) ‘‘Settlement Fund’’ means the Hoopa- 
Yurok Settlement Fund established pursuant 
to section 1300i–3 of this title; 

(10) ‘‘Settlement Roll’’ means the final roll 
prepared and published in the Federal Register 
by the Secretary pursuant to section 1300i–4 of 
this title; 

(11) ‘‘Short cases’’ means the cases entitled 
Jesse Short et al. v. United States, (Cl. Ct. No. 
102–63); Charlene Ackley v. United States, (Cl. 
Ct. No. 460–78); Bret Aanstadt v. United States, 
(Cl. Ct. No. 146–85L); and Norman Giffen v. 
United States, (Cl. Ct. No. 746–85L); 

(12) ‘‘Short plaintiffs’’ means named plain-
tiffs in the Short cases; 

(13) ‘‘trust land’’ means an interest in land 
the title to which is held in trust by the 
United States for an Indian or Indian tribe, or 
by an Indian or Indian tribe subject to a re-
striction by the United States against alien-
ation; 

(14) ‘‘unallotted trust land, property, re-
sources or rights’’ means those lands, prop-
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erty, resources, or rights reserved for Indian 
purposes which have not been allotted to indi-
viduals under an allotment Act; 

(15) ‘‘Yurok Reservation’’ means the reserva-
tion described in section 1300i–1(c) of this title; 
and 

(16) ‘‘Yurok Tribe’’ means the Indian tribe 
which is recognized and authorized to be orga-
nized pursuant to section 1300i–8 of this title.

§ 1300i–1. Reservations; partition and additions 

(a) Partition of the joint reservation 

(1) Effective with the publication in the Fed-
eral Register of the Hoopa tribal resolution as 
provided in paragraph (2), the joint reservation 
shall be partitioned as provided in subsections 
(b) and (c) of this section. 

(2)(A) The partition of the joint reservation as 
provided in this subsection, and the ratification 
and confirmation as provided by section 1300i–7 
of this title, shall not become effective unless, 
within 60 days after October 31, 1988, the Hoopa 
Valley Tribe shall adopt, and transmit to the 
Secretary, a tribal resolution: 

(i) waiving any claim such tribe may have 
against the United States arising out of the 
provisions of this subchapter, and 

(ii) affirming tribal consent to the contribu-
tion of Hoopa Escrow monies to the Settle-
ment Fund, and for their use as payments to 
the Yurok Tribe, and to individual Yuroks, as 
provided in this subchapter. 

(B) The Secretary, after determining the va-
lidity of the resolution transmitted pursuant to 
subparagraph (A), shall cause such resolution to 
be printed in the Federal Register. 

(b) Hoopa Valley Reservation 

Effective with the partition of the joint res-
ervation as provided in subsection (a) of this 
section, the area of land known as the ‘‘square’’ 
(defined as the Hoopa Valley Reservation estab-
lished under section 2 of the Act of April 8, 1864 
(13 Stat. 40), the Executive Order of June 23, 
1876, and Executive Order 1480 of February 17, 
1912) shall thereafter be recognized and estab-
lished as the Hoopa Valley Reservation. The un-
allotted trust land and assets of the Hoopa Val-
ley Reservation shall thereafter be held in trust 
by the United States for the benefit of the 
Hoopa Valley Tribe. 

(c) Yurok Reservation 

(1) Effective with the partition of the joint 
reservation as provided in subsection (a) of this 
section, the area of land known as the ‘‘exten-
sion’’ (defined as the reservation extension 
under the Executive Order of October 16, 1891, 
but excluding the Resighini Rancheria) shall 
thereafter be recognized and established as the 

Yurok Reservation. The unallotted trust land 
and assets of the Yurok Reservation shall there-
after be held in trust by the United States for 
the benefit of the Yurok Tribe. 

(2) Subject to all valid existing rights and sub-
ject to the adoption of a resolution of the In-
terim Council of the Yurok Tribe as provided in 
section 1300i–8(d)(2) of this title, all right, title, 
and interest of the United States— 

(A) to all national forest system lands with-
in the Yurok Reservation, and 

(B) to that portion of the Yurok Experi-
mental Forest described as Township 14 N., 
Range 1 E., Section 28, Lot 6: that portion of 
Lot 6 east of U.S. Highway 101 and west of the 
Yurok Experimental Forest, comprising 14 
acres more or less and including all permanent 
structures thereon, shall thereafter be held in 
trust by the United States for the benefit of 
the Yurok Tribe and shall be part of the Yurok 
Reservation. 

(3)(A) Pursuant to the authority of sections 
465 and 467 of this title, the Secretary may ac-
quire from willing sellers lands or interests in 
land, including rights-of-way for access to trust 
lands, for the Yurok Tribe or its members, and 
such lands may be declared to be part of the 
Yurok Reservation. 

(B) From amounts authorized to be appro-
priated by section 13 of this title, the Secretary 
shall use not less than $5,000,000 for the purpose 
of acquiring lands or interests in lands pursuant 
to subparagraph (A). No lands or interests in 
lands may be acquired outside the Yurok Res-
ervation with such funds except lands adjacent 
to and contiguous with the Yurok Reservation 
or for purposes of exchange for lands within the 
reservation. 

(4) The— 
(A) apportionment of funds to the Yurok 

Tribe as provided in sections 1300i–3 and 1300i–6 
of this title; 

(B) the land transfers pursuant to paragraph 
(2); 

(C) the land acquisition authorities in para-
graph (3); and 

(D) the organizational authorities of section 
1300i–8 of this title shall not be effective unless 
and until the Interim Council of the Yurok 
Tribe has adopted a resolution waiving any 
claim such tribe may have against the United 
States arising out of the provisions of this 
subchapter. 

(d) Boundary clarifications or corrections 

(1) The boundary between the Hoopa Valley 
Reservation and the Yurok Reservation, after 
the partition of the joint reservation as provided 
in this section, shall be the line established by 
the Bissel-Smith survey. 

(2) Upon the partition of the joint reservation 
as provided in this section, the Secretary shall 
publish a description of the boundaries of the 
Hoopa Valley Reservation and Yurok Reserva-
tion in the Federal Register. 

(e) Management of the Yurok Reservation 

The Secretary shall be responsible for the 
management of the unallotted trust land and as-
sets of the Yurok Reservation until such time as 
the Yurok Tribe has been organized pursuant to 
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section 1300i–8 of this title. Thereafter, those 
lands and assets shall be administered as tribal 
trust land and the Yurok reservation governed 
by the Yurok Tribe as other reservations are 
governed by the tribes of those reservations. 

(f) Criminal and civil jurisdiction 

The Hoopa Valley Reservation and Yurok Res-
ervation shall be subject to section 1360 of title 
28; 1 section 1162 of title 18, and section 1323(a) of 
this title.

§ 1300i–3. Hoopa-Yurok Settlement Fund 

(a) Establishment 

(1) There is hereby established the Hoopa- 
Yurok Settlement Fund. Upon enactment of this 
subchapter, the Secretary shall cause all the 
funds in the escrow funds, together with all ac-
crued income thereon, to be deposited into the 
Settlement Fund. 

(2) Until the distribution is made to the Hoopa 
Valley Tribe pursuant to section 1 (c), the Sec-
retary may distribute to the Hoopa Valley 
Tribe, pursuant to section 123c of this title, not 
to exceed $3,500,000 each fiscal year out of the in-
come or principal of the Settlement Fund for 
tribal, non per capita purposes: Provided, how-

ever, That the Settlement Fund apportioned 
under subsections (c) and (d) of this section shall 
be calculated without regard to this subpara-
graph, but any amounts distributed under this 
subparagraph shall be deducted from the pay-

ment to the Hoopa Valley Tribe pursuant to sub-
section (c) of this section. 

(3) Until the distribution is made to the Yurok 
Tribe pursuant to section 1 (d), the Secretary 
may, in addition to providing Federal funding, 
distribute to the Yurok Transition Team, pursu-
ant to section 123c of this title, not to exceed 
$500,000 each fiscal year out of the income and 
principal of the Settlement Fund for tribal, non 
per capita purposes: Provided, however, That the 
Settlement Fund apportioned under subsections 
(c) and (d) of this section shall be calculated 
without regard to this subparagraph, but any 
amounts distributed under this subparagraph 
shall be deducted from the payment to the 
Yurok Tribe pursuant to subsection (d) of this 
section. 

(b) Distribution; investment 

The Secretary shall make distribution from 
the Settlement Fund as provided in this sub-
chapter and, pending payments under section 
1300i–5 of this title and dissolution of the fund as 
provided in section 1300i–6 of this title, shall in-
vest and administer such fund as Indian trust 
funds pursuant to section 162a of this title. 

(c) Hoopa Valley Tribe portion 

Effective with the publication of the option 
election date pursuant to section 1300i–5(a)(4) of 
this title, the Secretary shall immediately pay 
out of the Settlement Fund into a trust account 
for the benefit of the Hoopa Valley Tribe a per-
centage of the Settlement Fund which shall be 
determined by dividing the number of enrolled 
members of the Hoopa Valley Tribe as of the 
date of the promulgation of the Settlement Roll, 
including any persons enrolled pursuant to sec-
tion 1300i–5 of this title, by the sum of the num-
ber of such enrolled Hoopa Valley tribal mem-
bers and the number of persons on the Settle-
ment Roll. 

(d) Yurok Tribe portion 

Effective with the publication of the option 
election date pursuant to section 1300i–5(a)(4) of 
this title, the Secretary shall pay out of the Set-
tlement Fund into a trust account for the bene-
fit of the Yurok Tribe a percentage of the Set-
tlement Fund which shall be determined by di-
viding the number of persons on the Settlement 
Roll electing the Yurok Tribal Membership Op-
tion pursuant to section 1300i–5(c) of this title 
by the sum of the number of the enrolled Hoopa 
Valley tribal members established pursuant to 
subsection (c) of this section and the number of 
persons on the Settlement Roll, less any amount 
paid out of the Settlement Fund pursuant to 
section 1300i–5(c)(3) of this title. 

(e) Federal share 

There is hereby authorized to be appropriated 
the sum of $10,000,000 which shall be deposited 
into the Settlement Fund after the payments 
are made pursuant to subsections (c) and (d) of 
this section and section 1300i–5(c) of this title. 
The Settlement Fund, including the amount de-
posited pursuant to this subsection and all in-
come earned subsequent to the payments made 
pursuant to subsections (c) and (d) of this sec-
tion and section 1300i–5(c) of this title, shall be 
available to make the payments authorized by 
section 1300i–5(d) of this title.

§ 1300i–4. Hoopa-Yurok Settlement Roll 

(a) Preparation; eligibility criteria 

(1) The Secretary shall prepare a roll of all 
persons who can meet the criteria for eligibility 
as an Indian of the Reservation and— 

(A) who were born on or prior to, and living 
upon, October 31, 1988; 

(B) who are citizens of the United States; 
and 

(C) who were not, on August 8, 1988, enrolled 
members of the Hoopa Valley Tribe. 

(2) The Secretary’s determination of eligi-
bility under this subsection shall be final except 
that any Short plaintiff determined by the 
United States Court of Federal Claims to be an 
Indian of the Reservation shall be included on 
the Settlement Roll if they meet the other re-
quirements of this subsection and any Short 
plaintiff determined by the United States Court 
of Federal Claims not to be an Indian of the Res-
ervation shall not be eligible for inclusion on 
such roll. Children under age 10 on the date they 
applied for the Settlement Roll who have lived 
all their lives on the Joint Reservation or the 
Hoopa Valley or Yurok Reservations, and who 
otherwise meet the requirements of this section 
except they lack 10 years of Reservation resi-
dence, shall be included on the Settlement Roll. 

(b) Right to apply; notice 

Within thirty days after October 31, 1988, the 
Secretary shall give such notice of the right to 
apply for enrollment as provided in subsection 
(a) of this section as he deems reasonable except 
that such notice shall include, but shall not be 
limited to— 

(1) actual notice by registered mail to every 
plaintiff in the Short cases at their last known 
address; 

(2) notice to the attorneys for such plain-
tiffs; and 

(3) publication in newspapers of general cir-
culation in the vicinity of the Hoopa Valley 
Reservation and elsewhere in the State of 
California. 

Contemporaneous with providing the notice re-
quired by this subsection, the Secretary shall 
publish such notice in the Federal Register. 

(c) Application deadline 

The deadline for application pursuant to this 
section shall be established at one hundred and 
twenty days after the publication of the notice 
by the Secretary in the Federal Register as re-
quired by subsection (b) of this section. 

(d) Eligibility determination; final roll 

(1) The Secretary shall make determinations 
of eligibility of applicants under this section 
and publish in the Federal Register the final 
Settlement Roll of such persons one hundred 
and eighty days after the date established pur-
suant to subsection (c) of this section. 

(2) The Secretary shall develop such proce-
dures and times as may be necessary for the 

consideration of appeals from applicants not in-
cluded on the roll published pursuant to para-
graph (1). Successful appellants shall be added to 
the Settlement Roll and shall be afforded the 
right to elect options as provided in section 
1300i–5 of this title, with any payments to be 
made to such successful appellants out of the re-
mainder of the Settlement Fund after payments 
have been made pursuant to section 1300i–5(d) of 
this title and prior to division pursuant to sec-
tion 1300i–6 of this title. 

(3) Persons added to the Settlement Roll pur-
suant to appeals under this subsection shall not 
be considered in the calculations made pursuant 
to section 1300i–3 of this title. 

(4) For the sole purpose of preparing the Set-
tlement Roll under this section, the Yurok 
Transition Team and the Hoopa Valley Business 
Council may review applications, make recom-
mendations which the Secretary shall accept 
unless conflicting or erroneous, and may appeal 
the Secretary’s decisions concerning the Settle-
ment Roll. Full disclosure of relevant records 
shall be made to the Team and to the Council 
notwithstanding any other provision of law. 

(e) Effect of exclusion from roll 

No person whose name is not included on the 
Settlement Roll shall have any interest in the 
tribal, communal, or unallotted land, property, 
resources, or rights within, or appertaining to, 
the Hoopa Valley Tribe, the Hoopa Valley Res-
ervation, the Yurok Tribe, or the Yurok Res-
ervation or in the Settlement Fund unless such 
person is subsequently enrolled in the Hoopa 
Valley Tribe or the Yurok Tribe under the mem-
bership criteria and ordinances of such tribes.

§ 1300i–5. Election of settlement options 

(a) Notice of settlement options 

(1) Within sixty days after the publication of 
the Settlement Roll as provided in section 
1300i–4(d) of this title, the Secretary shall give 
notice by certified mail to each person eighteen 
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years or older on such roll of their right to elect 
one of the settlement options provided in this 
section. 

(2) The notice shall be provided in easily un-
derstood language, but shall be as comprehen-
sive as possible and shall provide an objective 
assessment of the advantages and disadvantages 
of each of the options offered. The notice shall 
also provide information about the counseling 
services which will be made available to inform 
individuals about the respective rights and bene-
fits associated with each option presented under 
this section. It shall also clarify that on election 
the Lump Sum Payment option requires the 
completion of a sworn affidavit certifying that 
the individual has been provided with complete 
information about the effects of such an elec-
tion. 

(3) With respect to minors on the Settlement 
Roll the notice shall state that minors shall be 
deemed to have elected the option of subsection 
(c) of this section, except that if the parent or 
guardian furnishes proof satisfactory to the Sec-
retary that a minor is an enrolled member of a 
tribe that prohibits members from enrolling in 
other tribes, the parent or guardian shall make 
the election for such minor. A minor subject to 
the provisions of subsection (c) of this section 
shall, notwithstanding any other law, be deemed 
to be a child of a member of an Indian tribe re-
gardless of the option elected pursuant to this 
subchapter by the minor’s parent. With respect 
to minors on the Settlement Roll whose parent 
or guardian is not also on the roll, notice shall 
be given to the parent or guardian of such 
minor. The funds to which such minors are enti-
tled shall be held in trust by the Secretary until 
the minor reaches age 18. The Secretary shall 
notify and provide payment to such person in-
cluding all interest accrued. 

(4)(A) The notice shall also establish the date 
by which time the election of an option under 
this section must be made. The Secretary shall 
establish that date as the date which is one hun-
dred and twenty days after the date of the publi-
cation in the Federal Register as required by 
section 1300i–4(d) of this title. 

(B) Any person on the Settlement Roll who 
has not made an election by the date established 
pursuant to subparagraph (A) shall be deemed to 
have elected the option provided in subsection 
(c) of this section. 

(b) Hoopa tribal membership option 

(1) Any person on the Settlement Roll, eight-
een years or older, who can meet any of the en-
rollment criteria of the Hoopa Valley Tribe set 
out in the decision of the United States Court of 
Claims in its March 31, 1982, decision in the 
Short case (No. 102–63) as ‘‘Schedule A’’, ‘‘Sched-
ule B’’, or ‘‘Schedule C’’ and who— 

(A) maintained a residence on the Hoopa 
Valley Reservation on October 31, 1988; 

(B) had maintained a residence on the Hoopa 
Valley Reservation at any time within the five 
year period prior to October 31, 1988; or 

(C) owns an interest in real property on the 
Hoopa Valley Reservation on October 31, 1988, 

may elect to be, and, upon such election, shall 
be entitled to be, enrolled as a full member of 
the Hoopa Valley Tribe. 

(2) Notwithstanding any provision of the con-
stitution, ordinances or resolutions of the Hoopa 
Valley Tribe to the contrary, the Secretary 
shall cause any entitled person electing to be 
enrolled as a member of the Hoopa Valley Tribe 
to be so enrolled and such person shall there-
after be entitled to the same rights, benefits, 
and privileges as any other member of such 
tribe. 

(3) The Secretary shall determine the quan-
tum of ‘‘Indian blood’’ or ‘‘Hoopa Indian blood’’, 
if any, of each person enrolled in the Hoopa Val-
ley Tribe under this subsection pursuant to the 
criteria established in the March 31, 1982, deci-
sion of the United States Court of Claims in the 
case of Jesse Short et al. v. United States, (Cl. 
Ct. No. 102–63). 

(4) Any person making an election under this 
subsection shall no longer have any right or in-
terest whatsoever in the tribal, communal, or 
unallotted land, property, resources, or rights 
within, or appertaining to, the Yurok Indian 
Reservation or the Yurok Tribe or in the Settle-
ment Fund. 

(c) Yurok tribal membership option 

(1) Any person on the Settlement Roll may 
elect to become a member of the Yurok Tribe 
and shall be entitled to participate in the orga-
nization of such tribe as provided in section 
1300i–8 of this title. 

(2) All persons making an election under this 
subsection shall form the base roll of the Yurok 
Tribe for purposes of organization pursuant to 
section 1300i–8 of this title and the Secretary 
shall determine the quantum of ‘‘Indian blood’’ 
if any pursuant to the criteria established in the 
March 31, 1982, decision of the United States 
Court of Claims in the case of Jesse Short et al. 
v. United States, (Cl. Ct. No. 102–63). 

(3) The Secretary, subject to the provisions of 
section 1407 of this title, shall pay to each per-
son making an election under this subsection, 
$5,000 out of the Settlement Fund for those per-
sons who are, on the date established pursuant 
to subsection (a)(4) of this section, below the age 
of 50 years, and $7,500 out of the Settlement 
Fund for those persons who are, on that date, 
age 50 or older. 

(4) Any person making an election under this 
subsection shall no longer have any right or in-
terest whatsoever in the tribal, communal, or 
unallotted land, property, resources, or rights 
within, or appertaining to, the Hoopa Valley 
Reservation or the Hoopa Valley Tribe or, ex-
cept to the extent authorized by paragraph (3), 
in the Settlement Fund. Any such person shall 
also be deemed to have granted to members of 
the Interim Council established under section 
1300i–8 of this title an irrevocable proxy direct-
ing them to approve a proposed resolution waiv-
ing any claim the Yurok Tribe may have against 
the United States arising out of the provisions 
of this subchapter, and granting tribal consent 
as provided in section 1300i–8(d)(2) of this title. 

(d) Lump sum payment option 

(1) Any person on the Settlement Roll may 
elect to receive a lump sum payment from the 
Settlement Fund and the Secretary shall pay to 
each such person the amount of $15,000 out of 
the Settlement Fund: Provided, That such indi-
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1 So in original. Probably should be ‘‘governing’’. 

vidual completes a sworn affidavit certifying 
that he or she has been afforded the opportunity 
to participate in counseling which the Sec-
retary, in consultation with the Hoopa Tribal 
Council or Yurok Transition Team, shall pro-
vide. Such counseling shall provide a compre-
hensive explanation of the effects of such elec-
tion on the individual making such election, and 
on the tribal enrollment rights of that persons 
children and descendants who would otherwise 
be eligible for membership in either the Hoopa 
or Yurok Tribe. 

(2) The option to elect a lump sum payment 
under this section is provided solely as a mecha-
nism to resolve the complex litigation and other 
special circumstances of the Hoopa Valley Res-
ervation and the tribes of the reservation, and 
shall not be construed or treated as a precedent 
for any future legislation. 

(3) Any person making an election to receive, 
and having received, a lump sum payment under 
this subsection shall not thereafter have any in-
terest or right whatsoever in the tribal, com-
munal, or unallotted land, property, resources, 
or rights within, or appertaining to, the Hoopa 
Valley Reservation, the Hoopa Valley Tribe, the 
Yurok Reservation, or the Yurok Tribe or, ex-
cept authorized by paragraph (1), in the Settle-
ment Fund.

a per capita payment of $5,000 per member, pur-
suant to the Act of August 2, 1983 (25 U.S.C. 117a 
et seq.).

§ 1300i–7. Hoopa Valley Tribe; confirmation of 
status 

The existing govening 1 documents of the 
Hoopa Valley Tribe and the governing body es-
tablished and elected thereunder, as heretofore 
recognized by the Secretary, are hereby ratified 
and confirmed.

§ 1300i–8. Recognition and organization of the 
Yurok Tribe 

(a) Yurok Tribe 

(1) Those persons on the Settlement Roll who 
made a valid election pursuant to subsection (c) 
of section 1300i–5 of this title shall constitute 
the base membership roll for the Yurok Tribe 
whose status as an Indian tribe, subject to the 
adoption of the Interim Council resolution as re-
quired by subsection (d)(2) of this section, is 
hereby ratified and confirmed. 

(2) The Indian Reorganization Act of June 18, 
1934 (48 Stat. 984; 25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.), as amend-
ed, is hereby made applicable to the Yurok Tribe 
and the tribe may organize under such Act as 
provided in this section. 

(3) Within thirty days (30) after October 31, 
1988, the Secretary, after consultation with the 
appropriate committees of Congress, shall ap-
point five (5) individuals who shall comprise the 
Yurok Transition Team which, pursuant to a 
budget approved by the Secretary, shall provide 
counseling and assistance, shall promote com-
munication with potential members of the 
Yurok Tribe concerning the provisions of this 
subchapter, and shall study and investigate pro-
grams, resources, and facilities for consideration 
by the Interim Council. The Yurok Transition 
Team may receive grants and enter into con-
tracts for the purpose of carrying out this sec-
tion and section 1300i–9(a) of this title. Such 
grants and contracts shall be transferred to the 
Yurok Interim Council upon its organization. 
Any property acquired for or on behalf of the 
Yurok Transition Team shall be held in the 
name of the Yurok Tribe. 

(b) Interim Council; establishment 

There shall be established an Interim Council 
of the Yurok Tribe to be composed of five mem-
bers. The Interim Council shall represent the 
Yurok Tribe in the implementation of provi-
sions of this subchapter, including the organiza-
tional provisions of this section, and subject to 
subsection (d) of this section shall be the gov-
erning body of the tribe until such time as a 
tribal council is elected under a constitution 
adopted pursuant to subsection (e) of this sec-
tion. 

(c) General council; election of Interim Council 

(1) Within 30 days after the date established 
pursuant to section 1300i–5(a)(4) of this title, the 
Secretary shall prepare a list of all persons 
eighteen years of age or older who have elected

the Yurok Tribal Membership Option pursuant 
to section 1300i–5(c) of this title, which persons 
shall constitute the eligible voters of the Yurok 
Tribe for the purposes of this section, and shall 
provide written notice to such persons of the 
date, time, purpose, and order of procedure for 
the general council meeting to be scheduled pur-
suant to paragraph (2) for the consideration of 
the nomination of candidates for election to the 
Interim Council. 

(2) Not earlier than 30 days before, nor later 
than 45 days after, the notice provided pursuant 
to paragraph (1), the Secretary shall convene a 
general council meeting of the eligible voters of 
the Yurok Tribe on or near the Yurok Reserva-
tion, to be conducted under such order of proce-
dures as the Secretary determines appropriate, 
for the nomination of candidates for election of 
members of the Interim Council. No person shall 
be eligible for nomination who is not on the list 
prepared pursuant to this section. 

(3) Within 45 days after the general council 
meeting held pursuant to paragraph (2), the Sec-
retary shall hold an election by secret ballot, 
with absentee balloting and write-in voting to 
be permitted, to elect the five members of the 
Interim Council from among the nominations 
submitted to him from such general council 
meeting. The Secretary shall assure that notice 
of the time and place of such election shall be 
provided to eligible voters at least fifteen days 
before such election. 

(4) The Secretary shall certify the results of 
such election and, as soon as possible, convene 
an organizational meeting of the newly-elected 
members of the Interim Council and shall pro-
vide such advice and assistance as may be nec-
essary for such organization. 

(5) Vacancies on the Interim Council shall be 
filled by a vote of the remaining members. 

(d) Interim Council; authorities and dissolution 

(1) The Interim Council shall have no powers 
other than those given to it by this subchapter. 

(2) The Interim Council shall have full author-
ity to adopt a resolution— 

(i) waiving any claim the Yurok Tribe may 
have against the United States arising out of 
the provision of this subchapter, and 

(ii) affirming tribal consent to the contribu-
tion of Yurok Escrow monies to the Settle-
ment Fund, and for their use as payments to 
the Hoopa Tribe, and to individual Hoopa 
members, as provided in this subchapter, and 

(iii) to receive grants from, and enter into 
contracts for, Federal programs, including 
those administered by the Secretary and the 
Secretary of Health and Human Services, with 
respect to Federal services and benefits for the 
tribe and its members. 

(3) The Interim Council shall have such other 
powers, authorities, functions, and responsibil-
ities as the Secretary may recognize, except 
that any contract or legal obligation that would 
bind the Yurok Tribe for a period in excess of 
two years from the date of the certification of 
the election by the Secretary shall be subject to 
disapproval and cancellation by the Secretary if 
the Secretary determines that such a contract 
or legal obligation is unnecessary to improve 
housing conditions of members of the Yurok 

Tribe, or to obtain other rights, privileges or 
benefits that are in the long-term interest of the 
Yurok Tribe. 

(4) The Interim Council shall appoint, as soon 
as practical, a drafting committee which shall 
be responsible, in consultation with the Interim 
Council, the Secretary and members of the 
tribe, for the preparation of a draft constitution 
for submission to the Secretary pursuant to sub-
section (e) of this section. 

(5) The Interim Council shall be dissolved ef-
fective with the election and installation of the 
initial tribe 1 governing body elected pursuant to 
the constitution adopted under subsection (e) of 
this section or at the end of two years after such 
installation, whichever occurs first. 

(e) Organization of Yurok Tribe 

Upon written request of the Interim Council or 
the drafting committee and the submission of a 
draft constitution as provided in paragraph (4) 
of subsection (d) of this section, the Secretary 
shall conduct an election, pursuant to the provi-
sions of the Indian Reorganization Act of June 
18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.) and rules and regu-
lations promulgated thereunder, for the adop-
tion of such constitution and, working with the 
Interim Council, the election of the initial tribal 
governing body upon the adoption of such con-
stitution.

§ 1300i–9. Economic development 

(a) Plan for economic self-sufficiency 

The Secretary shall— 
(1) enter into negotiations with the Yurok 

Transition Team and the Interim Council of 
the Yurok Tribe with respect to establishing a 
plan for economic development for the tribe; 
and 

(2) in accordance with this section and not 
later than two years after October 31, 1988, de-
velop such a plan.1 
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(3) upon the approval of such plan by the In-
terim Council or tribal governing body (and 
after consultation with the State and local of-
ficials pursuant to subsection (b) of this sec-
tion), the Secretary shall submit such plan to 
the Congress. 

(b) Consultation with State and local officials re-
quired 

To assure that legitimate State and local in-
terests are not prejudiced by the proposed eco-
nomic self-sufficiency plan, the Secretary shall 
notify and consult with the appropriate officials 
of the State and all appropriate local govern-
mental officials in the State. The Secretary 
shall provide complete information on the pro-
posed plan to such officials, including the re-
strictions on such proposed plan imposed by sub-
section (c) of this section. During any consulta-
tion by the Secretary under this subsection, the 
Secretary shall provide such information as the 
Secretary may possess, and shall request com-
ments and additional information on the extent 
of any State or local service to the tribe. 

(c) Restrictions to be contained in plan 

Any plan developed by the Secretary under 
subsection (a) of this section shall provide 
that— 

(1) any real property transferred by the tribe 
or any member to the Secretary shall be taken 
and held in the name of the United States for 
the benefit of the tribe; 

(2) any real property taken in trust by the 
Secretary pursuant to such plan shall be sub-
ject to— 

(A) all legal rights and interests in such 
land existing at the time of the acquisition 
of such land by the Secretary, including any 
lien, mortgage, or previously levied and out-
standing State or local tax; 

(B) foreclosure or sale in accordance with 
the laws of the State pursuant to the terms 
of any valid obligation in existence at the 
time of the acquisition of such land by the 
Secretary; and 

(3) any real property transferred pursuant to 
such plan shall be exempt from Federal, State, 
and local taxation of any kind. 

(d) Appendix to plan submitted to Congress 

The Secretary shall append to the plan sub-
mitted to the Congress under subsection (a) of 
this section a detailed statement— 

(1) naming each individual and official con-
sulted in accordance with subsection (b) of 
this section; 

(2) summarizing the testimony received by 
the Secretary pursuant to any such consulta-
tion; and 

(3) including any written comments or re-
ports submitted to the Secretary by any party 
named in paragraph (1).

§ 1300i–10. Special considerations 

(a) Estate for Smokers family 

The 20 acre land assignment on the Hoopa Val-
ley Reservation made by the Hoopa Area Field 

Office of the Bureau of Indian Affairs on August 
25, 1947, to the Smokers family shall continue in 
effect and may pass by descent or devise to any 
blood relative or relatives of one-fourth or more 
Indian blood of those family members domiciled 
on the assignment on October 31, 1988. 

(b) Rancheria merger with Yurok Tribe 

If a majority of the adult members of any of 
the following Rancherias at Resighini, Trinidad, 
or Big Lagoon, vote to merge with the Yurok 
Tribe in an election which shall be conducted by 
the Secretary within ninety days after October 
31, 1988, the tribes and reservations of those ran-
cherias so voting shall be extinguished and the 
lands and members of such reservations shall be 
part of the Yurok Reservation with the un-
allotted trust land therein held in trust by the 
United States for the Yurok Tribe: Provided, 

however, That the existing governing documents 
and the elected governing bodies of any ran-
cherias voting to merge shall continue in effect 
until the election of the Interim Council pursu-
ant to section 1300i–8 of this title. The Secretary 
shall publish in the Federal Register a notice of 
the effective date of the merger. 

(c) Preservation of leasehold and assignment 
rights of rancheria residents 

Real property on any rancheria that merges 
with the Yurok Reservation pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section that is, on October 31, 
1988, held by any individual under a lease shall 
continue to be governed by the terms of the 
lease, and any land assignment existing on Octo-
ber 31, 1988, shall continue in effect and may 
pass by descent or devise to any blood relative 
or relatives of Indian blood of the assignee.

§ 1300i–11. Limitations of actions; waiver of 
claims 

(a) Claims against partition of joint reservation 

Any claim challenging the partition of the 
joint reservation pursuant to section 1300i–1 of 
this title or any other provision of this sub-
chapter as having effected a taking under the 
fifth amendment of the United States Constitu-
tion or as otherwise having provided inadequate 
compensation shall be brought, pursuant to sec-
tion 1491 or 1505 of title 28, in the United States 
Court of Federal Claims. The Yurok Transition 
Team, or any individual thereon, shall not be 
named as a defendant or otherwise joined in any 
suit in which a claim is made arising out of this 
subsection. 

(b) Limitations on claims 

(1) Any such claim by any person or entity, 
other than the Hoopa Valley Tribe or the Yurok 
Tribe, shall be forever barred if not brought 
within the later of 210 days from the date of the 
partition of the joint reservation as provided in 
section 1300i–1 of this title or 120 days after the 
publication in the Federal Register of the option 
election date as required by section 1300i–5(a)(4) 
of this title. 

(2) Any such claim by the Hoopa Valley Tribe 
shall be barred 180 days after October 31, 1988, or 
such earlier date as may be established by the 
adoption of a resolution waiving such claims 
pursuant to section 1300i–1(a)(2) of this title. 
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(3) Any such claim by the Yurok Tribe shall be 
barred 180 days after the general council meet-
ing of the Yurok Tribe as provided in section 
1300i–8 of this title or such earlier date as may 
be established by the adoption of a resolution 
waiving such claims as provided in section 
1300i–8(d)(2) of this title. 

(c) Report to Congress 

(1) The Secretary shall prepare and submit to 
the Congress a report describing the final deci-
sion in any claim brought pursuant to sub-
section (b) of this section against the United 
States or its officers, agencies, or instrumental-
ities. 

(2) Such report shall be submitted no later 
than 180 days after the entry of final judgment 
in such litigation. The report shall include any 
recommendations of the Secretary for action by 
Congress, including, but not limited to, any sup-
plemental funding proposals necessary to imple-
ment the terms of this subchapter and any 
modifications to the resource and management 
authorities established by this subchapter. Not-
withstanding the provisions of section 2517 of 
title 28, any judgment entered against the 
United States shall not be paid for 180 days after 
the entry of judgment; and, if the Secretary of 
the Interior submits a report to Congress pursu-
ant to this section, then payment shall be made 
no earlier than 120 days after submission of the 
report.

SUBCHAPTER LXXXI—POKAGON BAND OF 
POTAWATOMI INDIANS 

§ 1300j. Findings 

The Congress finds the following: 
(1) The Pokagon Band of Potawatomi Indi-

ans is the descendant of, and political succes-
sor to, the signatories of the Treaty of Green-
ville 1795 (7 Stat. 49); the Treaty of Grouseland 
1805 (7 Stat. 91); the Treaty of Spring Wells 
1815 (7 Stat. 131); the Treaty of the Rapids of 
the Miami of Lake Erie 1817 (7 Stat. 160); the 
Treaty of St. Mary’s 1818 (7 Stat. 185); the 
Treaty of Chicago 1821 (7 Stat. 218); the Treaty 
of the Mississinewa on the Wabash 1826 (7 Stat. 
295); the Treaty of St. Joseph 1827 (7 Stat. 305); 
the Treaty of St. Joseph 1828 (7 Stat. 317); the 
Treaty of Tippecanoe River 1832 (7 Stat. 399); 
and the Treaty of Chicago 1833 (7 Stat. 431). 

(2) In the Treaty of Chicago 1833, the 
Pokagon Band of Potawatomi Indians was the 
only band that negotiated a right to remain in 
Michigan. The other Potawatomi bands relin-
quished all lands in Michigan and were re-
quired to move to Kansas or Iowa. 

(3) Two of the Potawatomi bands later re-
turned to the Great Lakes area, the Forest 
County Potawatomi of Wisconsin and the Han-
nahville Indian Community of Michigan. 

(4) The Hannahville Indian Community of 
Michigan, the Forest County Potawatomi 
Community of Wisconsin, the Prairie Band of 
Potawatomi Indians of Kansas, and the Citizen 
Band Potawatomi Indian Tribe of Oklahoma, 
whose members are also descendants of the 
signatories to one or more of the aforemen-
tioned treaties, have been recognized by the 
Federal Government as Indian tribes eligible 
to receive services from the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

(5) Beginning in 1935, the Pokagon Band of 
Potawatomi Indians petitioned for reorganiza-
tion and assistance pursuant to the Act of 
June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq., commonly 
referred to as the ‘‘Indian Reorganization 
Act’’). Because of the financial condition of 
the Federal Government during the Great De-
pression it relied upon the State of Michigan 
to provide services to the Pokagon Band. 
Other Potawatomi bands, including the Forest 
County Potawatomi and the Hannahville In-
dian Community were provided services pursu-
ant to the Indian Reorganization Act. 

(6) Agents of the Federal Government in 1939 
made an administrative decision not to pro-
vide services or extend the benefits of the In-
dian Reorganization Act [25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.] 
to any Indian tribes in Michigan’s lower pe-
ninsula. 

(7) Tribes elsewhere, including the Hannah-
ville Indian Community in Michigan’s upper 
peninsula, received services from the Federal 
Government and were extended the benefits of 
the Indian Reorganization Act [25 U.S.C. 461 et 
seq.]. 

(8) The Pokagon Band of Potawatomi Indi-
ans consists of at least 1,500 members who con-
tinue to reside close to their ancestral home-
land in the St. Joseph River Valley in south-
western Michigan and northern Indiana. 

(9) In spite of the denial of the right to orga-
nize under the Indian Reorganization Act [25 
U.S.C. 461 et seq.], the Pokagon Band has con-
tinued to carry out its governmental functions 
through a Business Committee and Tribal 
Council from treaty times until today. 

(10) The United States Government, the gov-
ernment of the State of Michigan, and local 
governments have had continuous dealings 
with the recognized political leaders of the 
Band from 1795 until the present.

SUBCHAPTER LXXXII—LITTLE TRAVERSE 
BAY BANDS OF ODAWA INDIANS; LITTLE

§ 1300k. Findings 

Congress finds the following: 
(1) The Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa 

Indians and the Little River Band of Ottawa 
Indians are descendants of, and political suc-
cessors to, signatories of the 1836 Treaty of 
Washington and the 1855 Treaty of Detroit. 

(2) The Grand Traverse Band of Ottawa and 
Chippewa Indians, the Sault Ste. Marie Tribe 

of Chippewa Indians, and the Bay Mills Band 
of Chippewa Indians, whose members are also 
descendants of the signatories to the 1836 
Treaty of Washington and the 1855 Treaty of 
Detroit, have been recognized by the Federal 
Government as distinct Indian tribes. 

(3) The Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa 
Indians consists of at least 1,000 eligible mem-
bers who continue to reside close to their an-
cestral homeland as recognized in the Little 
Traverse Reservation in the 1836 Treaty of 
Washington and 1855 Treaty of Detroit, which 
area is now known as Emmet and Charlevoix 
Counties, Michigan. 

(4) The Little River Band of Ottawa Indians 
consists of at least 500 eligible members who 
continue to reside close to their ancestral 
homeland as recognized in the Manistee Res-
ervation in the 1836 Treaty of Washington and 
reservation in the 1855 Treaty of Detroit, 
which area is now known as Manistee and 
Mason Counties, Michigan. 

(5) The Bands filed for reorganization of 
their existing tribal governments in 1935 under 
the Act of June 18, 1934 (25 U.S.C. 461 et seq.; 
commonly referred to as the ‘‘Indian Reorga-
nization Act’’). Federal agents who visited the 
Bands, including Commissioner of Indian Af-
fairs, John Collier, attested to the continued 
social and political existence of the Bands and 
concluded that the Bands were eligible for re-
organization. Due to a lack of Federal appro-
priations to implement the provisions of such 
Act, the Bands were denied the opportunity to 
reorganize. 

(6) In spite of such denial, the Bands con-
tinued their political and social existence with 
viable tribal governments. The Bands, along 
with other Michigan Odawa/Ottawa groups, in-
cluding the tribes described in paragraph (2), 
formed the Northern Michigan Ottawa Asso-
ciation in 1948. The Association subsequently 
pursued a successful land claim with the In-
dian Claims Commission. 

(7) Between 1948 and 1975, the Bands carried 
out many of their governmental functions 
through the Northern Michigan Ottawa Asso-
ciation, while retaining individual Band con-
trol over local decisions. 

(8) In 1975, the Northern Michigan Ottawa 
Association petitioned under the Act of June

In the 
case of Federal services available to members of 
federally recognized Indian tribes residing on a 
reservation, members of the Tribe residing in 
the Tribe’s service area shall be deemed to be re-
siding on a reservation. 

(d) Hunting, fishing, trapping, and water rights

duce, or affect in any manner any hunting, fish-
ing, trapping, gathering, or water right of the 
Tribe and its members. 

(e) Indian Reorganization Act applicability

(4) ‘‘Indian’’ means any person who would be 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United States 
as an Indian under section 1153, title 18, if that 
person were to commit an offense listed in that 
section in Indian country to which that section 
applies.

§ 1302. Constitutional rights 

No Indian tribe in exercising powers of self- 
government shall— 

(1) make or enforce any law prohibiting the 
free exercise of religion, or abridging the free-
dom of speech, or of the press, or the right of 
the people peaceably to assemble and to peti-
tion for a redress of grievances; 

(2) violate the right of the people to be se-
cure in their persons, houses, papers, and ef-
fects against unreasonable search and sei-
zures, nor issue warrants, but upon probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and 
particularly describing the place to be 
searched and the person or thing to be seized;

(3) subject any person for the same offense 
to be twice put in jeopardy; 

(4) compel any person in any criminal case 
to be a witness against himself; 

(5) take any private property for a public use 
without just compensation; 

(6) deny to any person in a criminal proceed-
ing the right to a speedy and public trial, to be 
informed of the nature and cause of the accu-
sation, to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him, to have compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor, and at his 
own expense to have the assistance of counsel 
for his defense; 

(7) require excessive bail, impose excessive 
fines, inflict cruel and unusual punishments, 
and in no event impose for conviction of any 
one offense any penalty or punishment greater 
than imprisonment for a term of one year and 1 
a fine of $5,000, or both; 

(8) deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of its laws or deprive any 
person of liberty or property without due proc-
ess of law; 

(9) pass any bill of attainder or ex post facto 
law; or 

(10) deny to any person accused of an offense 
punishable by imprisonment the right, upon 
request, to a trial by jury of not less than six 
persons.

have the same force and effect within such In-
dian country or part thereof as they have else-
where within that State. 

(b) Alienation, encumbrance, taxation, and use of 
property; hunting, trapping, or fishing 

Nothing in this section shall authorize the 
alienation, encumbrance, or taxation of any real 
or personal property, including water rights, be-
longing to any Indian or any Indian tribe, band, 
or community that is held in trust by the 
United States or is subject to a restriction 
against alienation imposed by the United 
States; or shall authorize regulation of the use 
of such property in a manner inconsistent with 
any Federal treaty, agreement, or statute or 
with any regulation made pursuant thereto; or 
shall deprive any Indian or any Indian tribe, 
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band, or community of any right, privilege, or 
immunity afforded under Federal treaty, agree-
ment, or statute with respect to hunting, trap-
ping, or fishing or the control, licensing, or reg-
ulation thereof.

The consent of the United States is hereby 
given to any State not having jurisdiction over 
civil causes of action between Indians or to 
which Indians are parties which arise in the 
areas of Indian country situated within such 
State to assume, with the consent of the tribe 
occupying the particular Indian country or part 
thereof which would be affected by such assump-
tion, such measure of jurisdiction over any or 
all such civil causes of action arising within 
such Indian country or any part thereof as may 
be determined by such State to the same extent 
that such State has jurisdiction over other civil 
causes of action, and those civil laws of such 
State that are of general application to private 
persons or private property shall have the same 
force and effect within such Indian country or 
part thereof as they have elsewhere within that 
State. 

(b) Alienation, encumbrance, taxation, use, and 
probate of property 

Nothing in this section shall authorize the 
alienation, encumbrance, or taxation of any real 
or personal property, including water rights, be-
longing to any Indian or any Indian tribe, band, 
or community that is held in trust by the 
United States or is subject to a restriction 
against alienation imposed by the United 
States; or shall authorize regulation of the use 
of such property in a manner inconsistent with 
any Federal treaty, agreement, or statute, or 
with any regulation made pursuant thereto; or 
shall confer jurisdiction upon the State to adju-
dicate, in probate proceedings or otherwise, the 
ownership or right to possession of such prop-
erty or any interest therein. 

(c) Force and effect of tribal ordinances or cus-
toms 

Any tribal ordinance or custom heretofore or 
hereafter adopted by an Indian tribe, band, or 
community in the exercise of any authority 
which it may possess shall, if not inconsistent 
with any applicable civil law of the State, be 
given full force and effect in the determination 
of civil causes of action pursuant to this section.

With respect to the document entitled ‘‘Indian 
Affairs, Laws and Treaties’’ as revised and ex-
tended in accordance with paragraph (1) of sub-
section (a) of this section, and the compilation 
prepared in accordance with paragraph (3) of 
such subsection, the Secretary of the Interior 
shall take such action as may be necessary to 
keep such document and compilation current on 
an annual basis.

§ 1402. Plan for use or distribution of funds 

(a) Preparation and submission to Congress by 
Secretary of the Interior; contents; copy to 
affected Indian tribe 

Within one year after appropriation of funds 
to pay a judgment of the Indian Claims Commis-
sion or the United States Court of Federal 
Claims to any Indian tribe, the Secretary of the 
Interior shall prepare and submit to Congress a 
plan for the use and distribution of the funds. 
Such plan shall include identification of the 
present-day beneficiaries, a formula for the divi-
sion of the funds among two or more beneficiary 
entities if such is warranted, and a proposal for 
the use and distribution of the funds. The Sec-
retary shall simultaneously submit a copy of 
such plan to each affected tribe or group.

In any case where the Secretary determines 
that the circumstances do not permit the prepa-
ration and submission of a plan as provided in 
this chapter, he shall submit to the Congress 
within the one-year period proposed legislation 
to authorize use or distribution of such funds, 
together with a report thereon. 
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(d) Submission of proposed legislation and re-
port to Congress in absence of consent of 
tribal governments to division of judgment 
funds between two or more beneficiary enti-
ties 

In cases where the Secretary has to submit a 
plan dividing judgment funds between two or 
more beneficiary entities, he shall obtain the 
consent of the tribal governments involved to 
the proposed division. If the Secretary cannot 
obtain such consent within one hundred and 
eighty days after appropriation of the funds for 
the award or within one hundred and eighty 
days of January 12, 1983, he shall submit pro-
posed legislation to the Congress as provided in 
subsection (c) of this section. 

(e) Extension of time for preparation and sub-
mission of plan 

An extension of the one-year period, not to ex-
ceed one hundred and eighty days, may be re-
quested by the Secretary or by the affected In-
dian tribe, submitting such request to the com-
mittees through the Secretary, and any such re-
quest will be subject to the approval of both the 
Senate Committee on Indian Affairs and the 
United States House of Representatives Com-
mittee on Natural Resources.

§ 1403. Preparation of plan 

(a) Prerequisites for final preparation 

The Secretary shall prepare a plan which shall 
best serve the interests of all those entities and 
individuals entitled to receive funds of each In-
dian judgment. Prior to the final preparation of 
the plan, the Secretary shall— 

(1) receive and consider any resolution or 
communication, together with any suggested 
use or distribution plan, which any affected 
Indian tribe may wish to submit to him; and 

(2) hold a hearing of record, after appro-
priate public notice, to obtain the testimony 
of leaders and members of the Indian tribe 
which may receive any portion, or be affected 
by the use or distribution, of such funds, in 
the area in which such Indian tribe is located 
and at a time which shall best serve the con-
venience of the eligible members thereof. 

(b) Guidelines 

In preparing a plan for the use or distribution 
of the funds of each Indian judgment, the Sec-
retary shall, among other things, be assured 
that— 

(1) legal, financial, and other expertise of the 
Department of the Interior has been made 
fully available in an advisory capacity to the 
Indian tribe which is entitled to such funds to 
assist it to develop and communicate to the 
Secretary pursuant to clause (1) of subsection

(a) of this section its own suggested plan for 
the distribution and use of such funds; 

(2) the needs and desires of any groups or in-
dividuals who are in a minority position, but 
who are also entitled to receive such funds, 
have been fully ascertained and considered; 

(3) the interests of minors and other legally 
incompetent persons who are entitled to re-
ceive any portion of such funds as are subse-
quently distributed to them are and will be 
protected and preserved; 1 Provided, That such 
funds may be disbursed to the parents or legal 
guardian of such minors or legal incompetents 
in such amounts as may be necessary for the 
minor or legal incompetent’s health, edu-
cation, welfare, or emergencies under a plan or 
plans approved by the Secretary and the tribal 
governing body of the Indian tribe involved.2 

(4) any provision, including enrollment pro-
visions, of the constitution, bylaws, rules, and 
procedures of such tribe which may affect the 
distribution or other use of such funds are in 
full accord with the principles of fairness and 
equity; 

(5) a significant portion of such funds shall 
be set aside and programed to serve common 
tribal needs, educational requirements, and 
such other purposes as the circumstances of 
the affected Indian tribe may justify, except 
not less than 20 per centum of such funds shall 
be so set aside and programed unless the Sec-
retary determines that the particular circum-
stances of the pertinent Indian tribe clearly 
warrant otherwise: Provided, That in the de-
velopment of such plan the Secretary shall 
survey past and present plans of the tribe for 
economic development, shall consider long 
range benefits which might accrue to the tribe 
from such plans, and shall encourage program-
ing of funds for economic development pur-
poses where appropriate; and 

(6) methods exist and will be employed to in-
sure the proper performance of the plan once 
it becomes effective under section 1405 of this 
title.

Any such amended plan 
shall become valid at the end of a sixty-day pe-
riod beginning on the day such amendment is 
submitted to the Congress, unless during such 
sixty-day period, a joint resolution is enacted 
disapproving such plan as amended. 

(d) Resubmission of successor plan within pre-
scribed period following withdrawal of plan 

Once a plan is withdrawn before the end of a 
sixty-day period, the Secretary has until the ex-

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

§ 1451. Congressional declaration of policy 

It is hereby declared to be the policy of Con-
gress to provide capital on a reimbursable basis 
to help develop and utilize Indian resources, 
both physical and human, to a point where the 
Indians will fully exercise responsibility for the 
utilization and management of their own re-
sources and where they will enjoy a standard of 
living from their own productive efforts com-
parable to that enjoyed by non-Indians in neigh-
boring communities.

Settlement Act [43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.], which is 
recognized by the Federal Government as eligi-
ble for services from the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs. 

(d) ‘‘Reservation’’ includes Indian reserva-
tions, public domain Indian allotments, former 
Indian reservations in Oklahoma, and land held 
by incorporated Native groups, regional corpora-
tions, and village corporations under the provi-
sions of the Alaska Native Claims Settlement 
Act [43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.]. 

(e) ‘‘Economic enterprise’’ means any Indian- 
owned (as defined by the Secretary of the Inte-
rior) commercial, industrial, or business activ-
ity established or organized for the purpose of 
profit: Provided, That such Indian ownership 
shall constitute not less than 51 per centum of 
the enterprise. 

(f) ‘‘Organization’’, unless otherwise specified, 
shall be the governing body of any Indian tribe, 
as defined in subsection (c) of this section, or en-
tity established or recognized by such governing 
body for the purpose of this chapter. 

(g) ‘‘Other organizations’’ means any non-In-
dian individual, firm, corporation, partnership, 
or association. 

(h) ‘‘Surety’’ has the same meaning as in sec-
tion 694a of title 15. 

(i) ‘‘Surety Bond’’ means a bid bond, payment 
bond, or performance bond as those terms are 
defined in section 694a of title 15.

When a lender suffers a loss on a loan insured 
hereunder, including accrued interest, a claim 
therefor shall be submitted to the Secretary. If 
the Secretary finds that the loss has been suf-
fered, he shall reimburse the lender therefor: 
Provided, That the amount payable to the lender 
for a loss on any one loan shall not exceed 90 per 
centum of such loss: Provided further, That no 
reimbursement may be made for losses in excess 
of 15 per centum of the aggregate of insured 
loans made by the lender: Provided further, That 
before any reimbursement is made, all reason-
able collection efforts shall have been exhausted 
by the lender, and the security for the loan shall 
have been liquidated to the extent feasible, and 
the proceeds applied on the debt. Upon reim-
bursement, in whole or in part, to the lender, 
the note or judgment evidencing the debt shall 
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be assigned to the United States, and the lender 
shall have no further claim against the borrower 
or the United States. The Secretary shall then 
take such further collection action as may be 
warranted, or may cancel the uncollectable por-
tion of any debt assigned pursuant hereto. The 
Secretary may establish a date upon which ac-
crual of interest or charges shall cease.

(d) subject to the specific limitations in this 
subchapter, pay, compromise, waive, or re-
lease any right, title, claim, lien, or demand, 
however acquired, including, but not limited 
to, any equity or right of redemption; 

(e) purchase at any sale, public or private, 
upon such terms and for such prices as he de-
termines to be reasonable, and take title to 
property, real, personal, or mixed; and simi-
larly sell, at public or private sale, exchange, 
assign, convey, or otherwise dispose of such 
property; and 

(f) complete, administer, operate, obtain, 
and pay for insurance on, and maintain, ren-
ovate, repair, modernize, lease, or otherwise 
deal with any property acquired or held pursu-
ant to the guaranty or insurance program au-
thorized by this subchapter.

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§ 1497. Indian Loan Guaranty and Insurance 
Fund

There is hereby created an Indian Loan Guar-
anty and Insurance Fund (hereinafter referred 
to as the ‘‘fund’’) which shall be available to the 
Secretary as a revolving fund without fiscal 
year limitation for carrying out the provisions 
of this subchapter. 

(b) Aggregate loans or surety bonds limitation 

The Secretary may use the fund for the pur-
pose of fulfilling the obligations with respect to 
loans or surety bonds guaranteed or insured 
under this subchapter, but the aggregate of such 
loans or surety bonds which are insured or guar-
anteed by the Secretary shall be limited to 
$500,000,000.

and all liabilities and obligations of such assets 
shall be liabilities and obligations of the fund. 
The Secretary is authorized to make agreements 
with respect to servicing loans or surety bonds 
held, guaranteed, or insured by him under this 
subchapter and purchasing such guaranteed or 
insured loans or surety bonds on such terms and 
conditions as he may prescribe. 

(d) Utilization of fund for diverse payments 

The Secretary may also utilize the fund to pay 
taxes, insurance, prior liens, expenses necessary 
to make fiscal adjustments in connection with 
the application and transmittal of collections, 
and other expenses and advances to protect the 
Secretary for loans or surety bonds which are 
guaranteed or insured under this subchapter or 
held by the Secretary, to acquire such security 
property at foreclosure sale or otherwise, and to 
pay administrative expenses. 

(e) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated for 
each fiscal year beginning in fiscal year 1985 
such sums as may be necessary to fulfill obliga-
tions with respect to losses on loans or surety 
bonds guaranteed or insured under this sub-
chapter. All collections and all moneys appro-
priated pursuant to the authority of this sub-
section shall remain available until expended. 

(f) Deficiencies in fund; notice to Congress 

If the Secretary determines that the amount 
in the fund is not sufficient to maintain an ade-
quate level of reserves necessary to meet the re-
sponsibilities of the fund in connection with 
losses on loans or surety bonds guaranteed or in-
sured under this subchapter, the Secretary shall 
promptly submit a report notifying Congress of 
the deficiencies in the fund.

(4) the surety will provide appropriate tech-
nical assistance and advice to, and monitor 
the performance of, the Indian individual or 
economic enterprise for the prevention or 
mitigation of a loss. 

(c) Fees and charges 

The rules and regulations promulgated by the 
Secretary to carry out this section shall include 
the setting of reasonable fees to be paid by the 
Indian individual or economic enterprise and 
reasonable premium charges to be paid by sure-
ties. In setting fees and charges, the Secretary 
may take into consideration the cost to the sur-
ety of providing the services required by para-
graph (4) of subsection (b) of this section. The 
receipts from the fees and charges shall be de-
posited in the Fund established by section 
1497(a) of this title.

GENERAL PROVISIONS 

§ 1601. Congressional findings 

The Congress finds the following: 
(a) Federal health services to maintain and 

improve the health of the Indians are consonant 
with and required by the Federal Government’s 
historical and unique legal relationship with, 
and resulting responsibility to, the American In-
dian people. 

(b) A major national goal of the United States 
is to provide the quantity and quality of health 
services which will permit the health status of 
Indians to be raised to the highest possible level 
and to encourage the maximum participation of 
Indians in the planning and management of 
those services. 

(c) Federal health services to Indians have re-
sulted in a reduction in the prevalence and inci-

dence of preventable illnesses among, and un-
necessary and premature deaths of, Indians. 

(d) Despite such services, the unmet health 
needs of the American Indian people are severe 
and the health status of the Indians is far below 
that of the general population of the United 
States.

§ 1602. Declaration of health objectives 

(a) The Congress hereby declares that it is the 
policy of this Nation, in fulfillment of its special 
responsibilities and legal obligation to the 
American Indian people, to assure the highest 
possible health status for Indians and urban In-
dians and to provide all resources necessary to 
effect that policy. 

(b) It is the intent of the Congress that the Na-
tion meet the following health status objectives 
with respect to Indians and urban Indians by the 
year 2000: 

(1) Reduce coronary heart disease deaths to 
a level of no more than 100 per 100,000. 

(2) Reduce the prevalence of overweight indi-
viduals to no more than 30 percent. 

(3) Reduce the prevalence of anemia to less 
than 10 percent among children aged 1 through 
5. 

(4) Reduce the level of cancer deaths to a 
rate of no more than 130 per 100,000. 

(5) Reduce the level of lung cancer deaths to 
a rate of no more than 42 per 100,000. 

(6) Reduce the level of chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease related deaths to a rate of 
no more than 25 per 100,000. 

(7) Reduce deaths among men caused by al-
cohol-related motor vehicle crashes to no 
more than 44.8 per 100,000. 

(8) Reduce cirrhosis deaths to no more than 
13 per 100,000. 

(9) Reduce drug-related deaths to no more 
than 3 per 100,000. 

(10) Reduce pregnancies among girls aged 17 
and younger to no more than 50 per 1,000 ado-
lescents. 

(11) Reduce suicide among men to no more 
than 12.8 per 100,000. 

(12) Reduce by 15 percent the incidence of in-
jurious suicide attempts among adolescents 
aged 14 through 17. 

(13) Reduce to less than 10 percent the preva-
lence of mental disorders among children and 
adolescents. 

(14) Reduce the incidence of child abuse or 
neglect to less than 25.2 per 1,000 children 
under age 18. 
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(15) Reduce physical abuse directed at 
women by male partners to no more than 27 
per 1,000 couples. 

(16) Increase years of healthy life to at least 
65 years. 

(17) Reduce deaths caused by unintentional 
injuries to no more than 66.1 per 100,000. 

(18) Reduce deaths caused by motor vehicle 
crashes to no more than 39.2 per 100,000. 

(19) Among children aged 6 months through 
5 years, reduce the prevalence of blood lead 
levels exceeding 15 ug/dl and reduce to zero the 
prevalence of blood lead levels exceeding 25 ug/ 
dl. 

(20) Reduce dental caries (cavities) so that 
the proportion of children with one or more 
caries (in permanent or primary teeth) is no 
more than 45 percent among children aged 6 
through 8 and no more than 60 percent among 
adolescents aged 15. 

(21) Reduce untreated dental caries so that 
the proportion of children with untreated car-
ies (in permanent or primary teeth) is no more 
than 20 percent among children aged 6 through 
8 and no more than 40 percent among adoles-
cents aged 15. 

(22) Reduce to no more than 20 percent the 
proportion of individuals aged 65 and older 
who have lost all of their natural teeth. 

(23) Increase to at least 45 percent the pro-
portion of individuals aged 35 to 44 who have 
never lost a permanent tooth due to dental 
caries or periodontal disease. 

(24) Reduce destructive periodontal disease 
to a prevalence of no more than 15 percent 
among individuals aged 35 to 44. 

(25) Increase to at least 50 percent the pro-
portion of children who have received protec-
tive sealants on the occlusal (chewing) sur-
faces of permanent molar teeth. 

(26) Reduce the prevalence of gingivitis 
among individuals aged 35 to 44 to no more 
than 50 percent. 

(27) Reduce the infant mortality rate to no 
more than 8.5 per 1,000 live births. 

(28) Reduce the fetal death rate (20 or more 
weeks of gestation) to no more than 4 per 1,000 
live births plus fetal deaths. 

(29) Reduce the maternal mortality rate to 
no more than 3.3 per 100,000 live births. 

(30) Reduce the incidence of fetal alcohol 
syndrome to no more than 2 per 1,000 live 
births. 

(31) Reduce stroke deaths to no more than 20 
per 100,000. 

(32) Reverse the increase in end-stage renal 
disease (requiring maintenance dialysis or 
transplantation) to attain an incidence of no 
more than 13 per 100,000. 

(33) Reduce breast cancer deaths to no more 
than 20.6 per 100,000 women. 

(34) Reduce deaths from cancer of the uter-
ine cervix to no more than 1.3 per 100,000 
women. 

(35) Reduce colorectal cancer deaths to no 
more than 13.2 per 100,000. 

(36) Reduce to no more than 11 percent the 
proportion of individuals who experience a 
limitation in major activity due to chronic 
conditions. 

(37) Reduce significant hearing impairment 
to a prevalence of no more than 82 per 1,000. 

(38) Reduce significant visual impairment to 
a prevalence of no more than 30 per 1,000. 

(39) Reduce diabetes-related deaths to no 
more than 48 per 100,000. 

(40) Reduce diabetes to an incidence of no 
more than 2.5 per 1,000 and a prevalence of no 
more than 62 per 1,000. 

(41) Reduce the most severe complications of 
diabetes as follows: 

(A) End-stage renal disease, 1.9 per 1,000. 
(B) Blindness, 1.4 per 1,000. 
(C) Lower extremity amputation, 4.9 per 

1,000. 
(D) Perinatal mortality, 2 percent. 
(E) Major congenital malformations, 4 per-

cent. 

(42) Confine annual incidence of diagnosed 
AIDS cases to no more than 1,000 cases. 

(43) Confine the prevalence of HIV infection 
to no more than 100 per 100,000. 

(44) Reduce gonorrhea to an incidence of no 
more than 225 cases per 100,000. 

(45) Reduce chlamydia trachomatis infec-
tions, as measured by a decrease in the inci-
dence of nongonococcal urethritis to no more 
than 170 cases per 100,000. 

(46) Reduce primary and secondary syphilis 
to an incidence of no more than 10 cases per 
100,000. 

(47) Reduce the incidence of pelvic inflam-
matory disease, as measured by a reduction in 
hospitalization for pelvic inflammatory dis-
ease to no more than 250 per 100,000 women 
aged 15 through 44. 

(48) Reduce viral hepatitis B infection to no 
more than 40 per 100,000 cases. 

(49) Reduce indigenous cases of vaccine-pre-
ventable diseases as follows: 

(A) Diphtheria among individuals aged 25 
and younger, 0. 

(B) Tetanus among individuals aged 25 and 
younger, 0. 

(C) Polio (wild-type virus), 0. 
(D) Measles, 0. 
(E) Rubella, 0. 
(F) Congenital Rubella Syndrome, 0. 
(G) Mumps, 500. 
(H) Pertussis, 1,000. 

(50) Reduce epidemic-related pneumonia and 
influenza deaths among individuals aged 65 
and older to no more than 7.3 per 100,000. 

(51) Reduce the number of new carriers of 
viral hepatitis B among Alaska Natives to no 
more than 1 case. 

(52) Reduce tuberculosis to an incidence of 
no more than 5 cases per 100,000. 

(53) Reduce bacterial meningitis to no more 
than 8 cases per 100,000.

(60) Increase to at least 90 percent the pro-
portion of pregnant women who receive pre-
natal care in the first trimester of pregnancy. 

(61) Increase to at least 70 percent the pro-
portion of individuals who have received, as a 
minimum within the appropriate interval, all 
of the screening and immunization services 
and at least one of the counseling services ap-
propriate for their age and gender as rec-
ommended by the United States Preventive 
Services Task Force. 

(c) It is the intent of the Congress that the Na-
tion increase the proportion of all degrees in the 
health professions and allied and associated 
health profession fields awarded to Indians to 0.6 
percent. 

(d) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent, for inclusion in each report required to be 
transmitted to the Congress under section 1671 
of this title, a report on the progress made in 
each area of the Service toward meeting each of 
the objectives described in subsection (b) of this 
section.

For purposes of this chapter—

they reside, or who is a descendant, in the first 
or second degree, of any such member, or (2) is 
an Eskimo or Aleut or other Alaska Native, or 

(3) is considered by the Secretary of the Interior 
to be an Indian for any purpose, or (4) is deter-
mined to be an Indian under regulations promul-
gated by the Secretary. 

(d) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any Indian tribe, 
band, nation, or other organized group or com-
munity, including any Alaska Native village or 
group or regional or village corporation as de-
fined in or established pursuant to the Alaska 
Native Claims Settlement Act (85 Stat. 688) [43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.], which is recognized as eligi-
ble for the special programs and services pro-
vided by the United States to Indians because of 
their status as Indians. 

(e) ‘‘Tribal organization’’ means the elected 
governing body of any Indian tribe or any le-
gally established organization of Indians which 
is controlled by one or more such bodies or by a 
board of directors elected or selected by one or 
more such bodies (or elected by the Indian popu-
lation to be served by such organization) and 
which includes the maximum participation of 
Indians in all phases of its activities. 

(f) ‘‘Urban Indian’’ means any individual who 
resides in an urban center, as defined in sub-
section (g) of this section, and who meets one or 
more of the four criteria in subsection (c)(1) 
through (4) of this section. 

(g) ‘‘Urban center’’ means any community 
which has a sufficient urban Indian population 
with unmet health needs to warrant assistance 
under subchapter IV of this chapter, as deter-
mined by the Secretary. 

(h) ‘‘Urban Indian organization’’ means a non-
profit corporate body situated in an urban cen-
ter, governed by an urban Indian controlled 
board of directors, and providing for the maxi-
mum participation of all interested Indian 
groups and individuals, which body is capable of 
legally cooperating with other public and pri-
vate entities for the purpose of performing the 
activities described in section 1653(a) of this 
title. 

(i) ‘‘Area office’’ means an administrative en-
tity including a program office, within the In-
dian Health Service through which services and 
funds are provided to the service units within a 
defined geographic area. 

(j) ‘‘Service unit’’ means— 
(1) an administrative entity within the In-

dian Health Service, or 
(2) a tribe or tribal organization operating 

health care programs or facilities with funds 
from the Service under the Indian Self-Deter-
mination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], 

through which services are provided, directly or 
by contract, to the eligible Indian population 
within a defined geographic area. 

(k) ‘‘Health promotion’’ includes— 
(1) cessation of tobacco smoking, 
(2) reduction in the misuse of alcohol and 

drugs, 
(3) improvement of nutrition, 
(4) improvement in physical fitness, 
(5) family planning, 
(6) control of stress, and 
(7) pregnancy and infant care (including pre-

vention of fetal alcohol syndrome). 

(l) ‘‘Disease prevention’’ includes— 
(1) immunizations, 
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(2) control of high blood pressure, 
(3) control of sexually transmittable dis-

eases, 
(4) prevention and control of diabetes, 
(5) control of toxic agents, 
(6) occupational safety and health, 
(7) accident prevention, 
(8) fluoridation of water, and 
(9) control of infectious agents. 

(m) ‘‘Service area’’ means the geographical 
area served by each area office. 

(n) ‘‘Health profession’’ means allopathic med-
icine, family medicine, internal medicine, pedi-
atrics, geriatric medicine, obstetrics and gyne-
cology, podiatric medicine, nursing, public 
health nursing, dentistry, psychiatry, osteop-
athy, optometry, pharmacy, psychology, public 
health, social work, marriage and family ther-
apy, chiropractic medicine, environmental 
health and engineering, an allied health profes-
sion, or any other health profession. 

(o) ‘‘Substance abuse’’ includes inhalant 
abuse. 

(p) ‘‘FAE’’ means fetal alcohol effect. 
(q) ‘‘FAS’’ means fetal alcohol syndrome.

(a) Grants for education and training 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall make grants to public or nonprofit private 
health or educational entities or Indian tribes or 
tribal organizations to assist such entities in 
meeting the costs of— 

(1) identifying Indians with a potential for 
education or training in the health professions 
and encouraging and assisting them— 

(A) to enroll in courses of study in such 
health professions; or 
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(B) if they are not qualified to enroll in 
any such courses of study, to undertake such 
postsecondary education or training as may 
be required to qualify them for enrollment; 

(2) publicizing existing sources of financial 
aid available to Indians enrolled in any course 
of study referred to in paragraph (1) of this 
subsection or who are undertaking training 
necessary to qualify them to enroll in any 
such course of study; or 

(3) establishing other programs which the 
Secretary determines will enhance and facili-
tate the enrollment of Indians in, and the sub-
sequent pursuit and completion by them of, 
courses of study referred to in paragraph (1) of 
this subsection. 

(b) Application for grant; submittal and ap-
proval; preference; payment 

(1) No grant may be made under this section 
unless an application therefor has been submit-
ted to, and approved by, the Secretary. Such ap-
plication shall be in such form, submitted in 
such manner, and contain such information, as 
the Secretary shall by regulation prescribe. The 
Secretary shall give a preference to applications 
submitted by Indian tribes or tribal organiza-
tions. 

(2) The amount of any grant under this section 
shall be determined by the Secretary. Payments 
pursuant to grants under this section may be 
made in advance or by way of reimbursement, 
and at such intervals and on such conditions as 
the Secretary finds necessary.

§ 1613. Health professions preparatory scholar-
ship program for Indians 

(a) Requirements 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall make scholarship grants to Indians who— 

(1) have successfully completed their high 
school education or high school equivalency; 
and 

(2) have demonstrated the capability to suc-
cessfully complete courses of study in the 
health professions. 

(b) Purposes and duration of grants; pre-
professional and pregraduate education 

Scholarship grants made pursuant to this sec-
tion shall be for the following purposes: 

(1) Compensatory preprofessional education 
of any grantee, such scholarship not to exceed 
two years on a full-time basis (or the part- 
time equivalent thereof, as determined by the 
Secretary). 

(2) Pregraduate education of any grantee 
leading to a baccalaureate degree in an ap-
proved course of study preparatory to a field 
of study in a health profession, such scholar-
ship not to exceed 4 years (or the part-time 
equivalent thereof, as determined by the Sec-
retary). 

(c) Covered expenses 

Scholarship grants made under this section 
may cover costs of tuition, books, transpor-
tation, board, and other necessary related ex-
penses of a grantee while attending school. 

(d) Basis for denial of assistance 

The Secretary shall not deny scholarship as-
sistance to an eligible applicant under this sec-
tion solely on the basis of the applicant’s scho-
lastic achievement if such applicant has been 
admitted to, or maintained good standing at, an 
accredited institution. 

(e) Eligibility for assistance under other Federal 
programs 

The Secretary shall not deny scholarship as-
sistance to an eligible applicant under this sec-
tion solely by reason of such applicant’s eligi-
bility for assistance or benefits under any other 
Federal program.

§ 1613a. Indian health professions scholarships 

(a) General authority 

In order to provide health professionals to In-
dians, Indian tribes, tribal organizations, and 
urban Indian organizations, the Secretary, act-
ing through the Service and in accordance with 
this section, shall make scholarship grants to 
Indians who are enrolled full or part time in ap-
propriately accredited schools and pursuing 
courses of study in the health professions. Such 
scholarships shall be designated Indian Health 
Scholarships and shall be made in accordance 
with section 254l of title 42, except as provided in 
subsection (b) of this section. 

(b) Recipients; active duty service obligation 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall determine who shall receive scholarships 
under subsection (a) of this section and shall de-
termine the distribution of such scholarships 

among such health professions on the basis of 
the relative needs of Indians for additional serv-
ice in such health professions. 

(2) An individual shall be eligible for a scholar-
ship under subsection (a) of this section in any 
year in which such individual is enrolled full or 
part time in a course of study referred to in sub-
section (a) of this section. 

(3)(A) The active duty service obligation under 
a written contract with the Secretary under sec-
tion 254l of title 42 that an individual has en-
tered into under that section shall, if that indi-
vidual is a recipient of an Indian Health Schol-
arship, be met in full-time practice, by service— 

(i) in the Indian Health Service; 
(ii) in a program conducted under a contract 

entered into under the Indian Self-Determina-
tion Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]; 

(iii) in a program assisted under subchapter 
IV of this chapter; 1 

(iv) in the private practice of the applicable 
profession if, as determined by the Secretary, 
in accordance with guidelines promulgated by 
the Secretary, such practice is situated in a 
physician or other health professional short-
age area and addresses the health care needs 
of a substantial number of Indians; or 2 

(B) At the request of any individual who has 
entered into a contract referred to in subpara-
graph (A) and who receives a degree in medicine 
(including osteopathic or allopathic medicine), 
dentistry, optometry, podiatry, or pharmacy, 
the Secretary shall defer the active duty service 
obligation of that individual under that con-
tract, in order that such individual may com-
plete any internship, residency, or other ad-
vanced clinical training that is required for the 
practice of that health profession, for an appro-
priate period (in years, as determined by the 
Secretary), subject to the following conditions: 

(i) No period of internship, residency, or 
other advanced clinical training shall be 
counted as satisfying any period of obligated 
service that is required under this section. 

(ii) The active duty service obligation of 
that individual shall commence not later than 
90 days after the completion of that advanced 
clinical training (or by a date specified by the 
Secretary). 

(iii) The active duty service obligation will 
be served in the health profession of that indi-
vidual, in a manner consistent with clauses (i) 
through (v) of subparagraph (A). 

(C) A recipient of an Indian Health Scholar-
ship may, at the election of the recipient, meet 
the active duty service obligation described in 
subparagraph (A) by service in a program speci-
fied in that subparagraph that— 

(i) is located on the reservation of the tribe 
in which the recipient is enrolled; or 

(ii) serves the tribe in which the recipient is 
enrolled. 

(D) Subject to subparagraph (C), the Sec-
retary, in making assignments of Indian Health 
Scholarship recipients required to meet the ac-
tive duty service obligation described in sub-
paragraph (A), shall give priority to assigning 
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individuals to service in those programs speci-
fied in subparagraph (A) that have a need for 
health professionals to provide health care serv-
ices as a result of individuals having breached 
contracts entered into under this section. 

(4) In the case of an individual receiving a 
scholarship under this section who is enrolled 
part time in an approved course of study— 

(A) such scholarship shall be for a period of 
years not to exceed the part-time equivalent 
of 4 years, as determined by the Secretary; 

(B) the period of obligated service described 
in paragraph (3)(A) shall be equal to the great-
er of— 

(i) the part-time equivalent of one year for 
each year for which the individual was pro-
vided a scholarship (as determined by the 
Secretary); or 

(ii) two years; and 

(C) the amount of the monthly stipend speci-
fied in section 254l(g)(1)(B) of title 42 shall be 
reduced pro rata (as determined by the Sec-
retary) based on the number of hours such stu-
dent is enrolled. 

(5)(A) An individual who has, on or after Octo-
ber 29, 1992, entered into a written contract with 
the Secretary under this section and who— 

(i) fails to maintain an acceptable level of 
academic standing in the educational institu-
tion in which he is enrolled (such level deter-
mined by the educational institution under 
regulations of the Secretary), 

(ii) is dismissed from such educational insti-
tution for disciplinary reasons, 

(iii) voluntarily terminates the training in 
such an educational institution for which he is 
provided a scholarship under such contract be-
fore the completion of such training, or 

(iv) fails to accept payment, or instructs the 
educational institution in which he is enrolled 
not to accept payment, in whole or in part, of 
a scholarship under such contract, 

in lieu of any service obligation arising under 
such contract, shall be liable to the United 
States for the amount which has been paid to 
him, or on his behalf, under the contract. 

(B) If for any reason not specified in subpara-
graph (A) an individual breaches his written 
contract by failing either to begin such individ-
ual’s service obligation under this section or to 
complete such service obligation, the United 
States shall be entitled to recover from the indi-
vidual an amount determined in accordance 
with the formula specified in subsection (l) of 
section 1616a of this title in the manner provided 
for in such subsection. 

(C) Upon the death of an individual who re-
ceives an Indian Health Scholarship, any obliga-
tion of that individual for service or payment 
that relates to that scholarship shall be can-
celed. 

(D) The Secretary shall provide for the partial 
or total waiver or suspension of any obligation 
of service or payment of a recipient of an Indian 
Health Scholarship if the Secretary determines 
that— 

(i) it is not possible for the recipient to meet 
that obligation or make that payment; 

(ii) requiring that recipient to meet that ob-
ligation or make that payment would result in 
extreme hardship to the recipient; or 

(iii) the enforcement of the requirement to 
meet the obligation or make the payment 
would be unconscionable. 

(E) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, in any case of extreme hardship or for other 
good cause shown, the Secretary may waive, in 
whole or in part, the right of the United States 
to recover funds made available under this sec-
tion. 

(F) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, with respect to a recipient of an Indian 
Health Scholarship, no obligation for payment 
may be released by a discharge in bankruptcy 
under title 11, unless that discharge is granted 
after the expiration of the 5-year period begin-
ning on the initial date on which that payment 
is due, and only if the bankruptcy court finds 
that the nondischarge of the obligation would be 
unconscionable. 

(c) Placement Office 

The Secretary shall, acting through the Serv-
ice, establish a Placement Office to develop and 
implement a national policy for the placement, 
to available vacancies within the Service, of In-
dian Health Scholarship recipients required to 
meet the active duty service obligation pre-
scribed under section 254m of title 42 without re-
gard to any competitive personnel system, agen-
cy personnel limitation, or Indian preference 
policy.

§ 1614. Indian health service extern programs 

(a) Employment of scholarship grantees during 
nonacademic periods 

Any individual who receives a scholarship 
grant pursuant to section 1613a of this title shall 
be entitled to employment in the Service during 
any nonacademic period of the year. Periods of 
employment pursuant to this subsection shall 
not be counted in determining the fulfillment of 
the service obligation incurred as a condition of 
the scholarship grant. 

(b) Employment of medical and other students 
during nonacademic periods 

Any individual enrolled in a course of study in 
the health professions may be employed by the 

Service during any nonacademic period of the 
year. Any such employment shall not exceed one 
hundred and twenty days during any calendar 
year. 

(c) Employment without regard to competitive 
personnel system or agency personnel limita-
tion; compensation 

Any employment pursuant to this section 
shall be made without regard to any competitive 
personnel system or agency personnel limitation 
and to a position which will enable the individ-
ual so employed to receive practical experience 
in the health profession in which he or she is en-
gaged in study. Any individual so employed 
shall receive payment for his or her services 
comparable to the salary he or she would receive 
if he or she were employed in the competitive 
system. Any individual so employed shall not be 
counted against any employment ceiling affect-
ing the Service or the Department of Health and 
Human Services.

§ 1615. Continuing education allowances 

(a) Discretionary authority; scope of activities 

In order to encourage physicians, dentists, 
nurses, and other health professionals to join or 
continue in the Service and to provide their 
services in the rural and remote areas where a 
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significant portion of the Indian people resides, 
the Secretary, acting through the Service, may 
provide allowances to health professionals em-
ployed in the Service to enable them for a period 
of time each year prescribed by regulation of the 
Secretary to take leave of their duty stations 
for professional consultation and refresher 
training courses. 

(b) Limitation 

Of amounts appropriated under the authority 
of this subchapter for each fiscal year to be used 
to carry out this section, not more than 
$1,000,000 may be used to establish postdoctoral 
training programs for health professionals.

§ 1616. Community Health Representative Pro-
gram 

(a) Under the authority of section 13 of this 
title, the Secretary shall maintain a Commu-
nity Health Representative Program under 
which the Service— 

(1) provides for the training of Indians as 
health paraprofessionals, and 

(2) uses such paraprofessionals in the provi-
sion of health care, health promotion, and dis-
ease prevention services to Indian commu-
nities. 

(b) The Secretary, acting through the Commu-
nity Health Representative Program of the 
Service, shall— 

(1) provide a high standard of training for 
paraprofessionals to Community Health Rep-
resentatives to ensure that the Community 
Health Representatives provide quality health 
care, health promotion, and disease prevention 
services to the Indian communities served by 
such Program, 

(2) in order to provide such training, develop 
and maintain a curriculum that— 

(A) combines education in the theory of 
health care with supervised practical experi-
ence in the provision of health care, and 

(B) provides instruction and practical ex-
perience in health promotion and disease 
prevention activities, with appropriate con-
sideration given to lifestyle factors that 

have an impact on Indian health status, such 
as alcoholism, family dysfunction, and pov-
erty, 

(3) maintain a system which identifies the 
needs of Community Health Representatives 
for continuing education in health care, 
health promotion, and disease prevention and 
maintain programs that meet the needs for 
such continuing education, 

(4) maintain a system that provides close su-
pervision of Community Health Representa-
tives, 

(5) maintain a system under which the work 
of Community Health Representatives is re-
viewed and evaluated, and 

(6) promote traditional health care practices 
of the Indian tribes served consistent with the 
Service standards for the provision of health 
care, health promotion, and disease preven-
tion.

§ 1616a. Indian Health Service Loan Repayment 
Program 

(a) Establishment 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall establish a program to be known as the In-
dian Health Service Loan Repayment Program 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘Loan Repayment 
Program’’) in order to assure an adequate supply 
of trained health professionals necessary to 
maintain accreditation of, and provide health 
care services to Indians through, Indian health 
programs. 

(2) For the purposes of this section— 
(A) the term ‘‘Indian health program’’ 

means any health program or facility funded, 
in whole or part, by the Service for the benefit 
of Indians and administered— 

(i) directly by the Service; 
(ii) by any Indian tribe or tribal or Indian 

organization pursuant to a contract under— 
(I) the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 

U.S.C. 450f et seq.], or 
(II) section 23 of the Act of April 30, 1908 

(25 U.S.C. 47), popularly known as the 
‘‘Buy-Indian’’ Act; or 

(iii) by an urban Indian organization pur-
suant to subchapter IV of this chapter; and 

(B) the term ‘‘State’’ has the same meaning 
given such term in section 254d(i)(4) of title 42. 

(b) Eligibility 

To be eligible to participate in the Loan Re-
payment Program, an individual must— 
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(1)(A) be enrolled— 
(i) in a course of study or program in an 

accredited institution, as determined by the 
Secretary, within any State and be sched-
uled to complete such course of study in the 
same year such individual applies to partici-
pate in such program; or 

(ii) in an approved graduate training pro-
gram in a health profession; or 

(B) have— 
(i) a degree in a health profession; and 
(ii) a license to practice a health profes-

sion in a State; 

(2)(A) be eligible for, or hold, an appoint-
ment as a commissioned officer in the Regular 
or Reserve Corps of the Public Health Service; 

(B) be eligible for selection for civilian serv-
ice in the Regular or Reserve Corps of the Pub-
lic Health Service; 

(C) meet the professional standards for civil 
service employment in the Indian Health Serv-
ice; or 

(D) be employed in an Indian health program 
without a service obligation; and 

(3) submit to the Secretary an application 
for a contract described in subsection (f) of 
this section. 

(c) Application and contract forms 

(1) In disseminating application forms and 
contract forms to individuals desiring to partici-
pate in the Loan Repayment Program, the Sec-
retary shall include with such forms a fair sum-
mary of the rights and liabilities of an individ-
ual whose application is approved (and whose 
contract is accepted) by the Secretary, includ-
ing in the summary a clear explanation of the 
damages to which the United States is entitled 
under subsection (l) of this section in the case of 
the individual’s breach of the contract. The Sec-
retary shall provide such individuals with suffi-
cient information regarding the advantages and 
disadvantages of service as a commissioned offi-
cer in the Regular or Reserve Corps of the Pub-
lic Health Service or a civilian employee of the 
Indian Health Service to enable the individual 
to make a decision on an informed basis. 

(2) The application form, contract form, and 
all other information furnished by the Secretary 
under this section shall be written in a manner 
calculated to be understood by the average indi-
vidual applying to participate in the Loan Re-
payment Program. 

(3) The Secretary shall make such application 
forms, contract forms, and other information 
available to individuals desiring to participate 
in the Loan Repayment Program on a date suffi-
ciently early to ensure that such individuals 
have adequate time to carefully review and 
evaluate such forms and information. 

(d) Vacancies; priority 

(1) Consistent with paragraph (3), the Sec-
retary, acting through the Service and in ac-
cordance with subsection (k) of this section, 
shall annually— 

(A) identify the positions in each Indian 
health program for which there is a need or a 
vacancy, and 

(B) rank those positions in order of priority. 

(2) Consistent with the priority determined 
under paragraph (1), the Secretary, in determin-

ing which applications under the Loan Repay-
ment Program to approve (and which contracts 
to accept), shall give priority to applications 
made by— 

(A) Indians; and 
(B) individuals recruited through the efforts 

of Indian tribes or tribal or Indian organiza-
tions. 

(3)(A) Subject to subparagraph (B), of the total 
amounts appropriated for each of the fiscal 
years 1993, 1994, and 1995 for loan repayment con-
tracts under this section, the Secretary shall 
provide that— 

(i) not less than 25 percent be provided to ap-
plicants who are nurses, nurse practitioners, 
or nurse midwives; and 

(ii) not less than 10 percent be provided to 
applicants who are mental health profes-
sionals (other than applicants described in 
clause (i)). 

(B) The requirements specified in clause (i) or 
clause (ii) of subparagraph (A) shall not apply if 
the Secretary does not receive the number of ap-
plications from the individuals described in 
clause (i) or clause (ii), respectively, necessary 
to meet such requirements. 

(e) Approval 

(1) An individual becomes a participant in the 
Loan Repayment Program only upon the Sec-
retary and the individual entering into a writ-
ten contract described in subsection (f) of this 
section. 

(2) The Secretary shall provide written notice 
to an individual promptly on— 

(A) the Secretary’s approving, under para-
graph (1), of the individual’s participation in 
the Loan Repayment Program, including ex-
tensions resulting in an aggregate period of 
obligated service in excess of 4 years; or 

(B) the Secretary’s disapproving an individ-
ual’s participation in such Program. 

(f) Contract terms 

The written contract referred to in this sec-
tion between the Secretary and an individual 
shall contain— 

(1) an agreement under which— 
(A) subject to paragraph (3), the Secretary 

agrees— 
(i) to pay loans on behalf of the individ-

ual in accordance with the provisions of 
this section, and 

(ii) to accept (subject to the availability 
of appropriated funds for carrying out this 
section) the individual into the Service or 
place the individual with a tribe or Indian 
organization as provided in subparagraph 
(B)(iii), and 

(B) subject to paragraph (3), the individual 
agrees— 

(i) to accept loan payments on behalf of 
the individual; 

(ii) in the case of an individual described 
in subsection (b)(1) of this section— 

(I) to maintain enrollment in a course 
of study or training described in sub-
section (b)(1)(A) of this section until the 
individual completes the course of study 
or training, and

(II) while enrolled in such course of 
study or training, to maintain an accept-
able level of academic standing (as deter-
mined under regulations of the Sec-
retary by the educational institution of-
fering such course of study or training); 

(iii) to serve for a time period (herein-
after in this section referred to as the ‘‘pe-
riod of obligated service’’) equal to 2 years 
or such longer period as the individual 
may agree to serve in the full-time clinical 
practice of such individual’s profession in 
an Indian health program to which the in-
dividual may be assigned by the Secretary; 

(2) a provision permitting the Secretary to 
extend for such longer additional periods, as 
the individual may agree to, the period of obli-
gated service agreed to by the individual 
under paragraph (1)(B)(iii); 

(3) a provision that any financial obligation 
of the United States arising out of a contract 
entered into under this section and any obliga-
tion of the individual which is conditioned 
thereon is contingent upon funds being appro-
priated for loan repayments under this sec-
tion; 

(4) a statement of the damages to which the 
United States is entitled under subsection (l) 
of this section for the individual’s breach of 
the contract; and 

(5) such other statements of the rights and 
liabilities of the Secretary and of the individ-
ual, not inconsistent with this section. 

(g) Loan repayment purposes; maximum amount; 
tax liability reimbursement; schedule of pay-
ments 

(1) A loan repayment provided for an individ-
ual under a written contract under the Loan Re-
payment Program shall consist of payment, in 
accordance with paragraph (2), on behalf of the 
individual of the principal, interest, and related 
expenses on government and commercial loans 
received by the individual regarding the under-
graduate or graduate education of the individual 
(or both), which loans were made for— 

(A) tuition expenses; 
(B) all other reasonable educational ex-

penses, including fees, books, and laboratory 
expenses, incurred by the individual; and 

(C) reasonable living expenses as determined 
by the Secretary. 

(2)(A) For each year of obligated service that 
an individual contracts to serve under sub-
section (f) of this section the Secretary may pay 
up to $35,000 (or an amount equal to the amount 
specified in section 254l–1(g)(2)(A) of title 42) on 
behalf of the individual for loans described in 
paragraph (1). In making a determination of the 
amount to pay for a year of such service by an 
individual, the Secretary shall consider the ex-
tent to which each such determination— 

(i) affects the ability of the Secretary to 
maximize the number of contracts that can be 
provided under the Loan Repayment Program 
from the amounts appropriated for such con-
tracts; 

(ii) provides an incentive to serve in Indian 
health programs with the greatest shortages 
of health professionals; and 

(iii) provides an incentive with respect to 
the health professional involved remaining in 
an Indian health program with such a health 
professional shortage, and continuing to pro-
vide primary health services, after the comple-
tion of the period of obligated service under 
the Loan Repayment Program. 

(B) Any arrangement made by the Secretary 
for the making of loan repayments in accord-
ance with this subsection shall provide that any 
repayments for a year of obligated service shall 
be made no later than the end of the fiscal year 
in which the individual completes such year of 
service. 

(3) For the purpose of providing reimburse-
ments for tax liability resulting from payments 
under paragraph (2) on behalf of an individual, 
the Secretary— 

(A) in addition to such payments, may make 
payments to the individual in an amount not 
less than 20 percent and not more than 39 per-
cent of the total amount of loan repayments 
made for the taxable year involved; and 

(B) may make such additional payments as 
the Secretary determines to be appropriate 
with respect to such purpose. 

(4) The Secretary may enter into an agree-
ment with the holder of any loan for which pay-
ments are made under the Loan Repayment Pro-
gram to establish a schedule for the making of 
such payments. 

(h) Effect on employment ceiling of Department 
of Health and Human Services 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
individuals who have entered into written con-
tracts with the Secretary under this section, 
while undergoing academic training, shall not 
be counted against any employment ceiling af-
fecting the Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

(i) Recruiting programs 

The Secretary shall conduct recruiting pro-
grams for the Loan Repayment Program and 
other health professional programs of the Serv-
ice at educational institutions training health 
professionals or specialists identified in sub-
section (a) of this section. 

(j) Prohibition of assignment to other govern-
ment departments 

Section 215 of title 42 shall not apply to indi-
viduals during their period of obligated service 
under the Loan Repayment Program. 

(k) Staff needs of health programs administered 
by Indian tribes 

The Secretary, in assigning individuals to 
serve in Indian health programs pursuant to 
contracts entered into under this section, 
shall— 

(1) ensure that the staffing needs of Indian 
health programs administered by an Indian 
tribe or tribal or health organization receive 
consideration on an equal basis with programs 
that are administered directly by the Service; 
and 

(2) give priority to assigning individuals to 
Indian health programs that have a need for 
health professionals to provide health care 
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services as a result of individuals having 
breached contracts entered into under this 
section. 

(l) Voluntary termination of study or dismissal 
from educational institution; collection of 
damages 

(1) An individual who has entered into a writ-
ten contract with the Secretary under this sec-
tion and who— 

(A) is enrolled in the final year of a course 
of study and who— 

(i) fails to maintain an acceptable level of 
academic standing in the educational insti-
tution in which he is enrolled (such level de-
termined by the educational institution 
under regulations of the Secretary); 

(ii) voluntarily terminates such enroll-
ment; or 

(iii) is dismissed from such educational in-
stitution before completion of such course of 
study; or 

(B) is enrolled in a graduate training pro-
gram, fails to complete such training program, 
and does not receive a waiver from the Sec-
retary under subsection (b)(1)(B)(ii) of this sec-
tion, 

shall be liable, in lieu of any service obligation 
arising under such contract, to the United 
States for the amount which has been paid on 
such individual’s behalf under the contract. 

(2) If, for any reason not specified in paragraph 
(1), an individual breaches his written contract 
under this section by failing either to begin, or 
complete, such individual’s period of obligated 
service in accordance with subsection (f) of this 
section, the United States shall be entitled to 
recover from such individual an amount to be 
determined in accordance with the following for-
mula: 

A=3Z(t-s/t) 
in which— 

(A) ‘‘A’’ is the amount the United States is 
entitled to recover; 

(B) ‘‘Z’’ is the sum of the amounts paid 
under this section to, or on behalf of, the indi-
vidual and the interest on such amounts which 
would be payable if, at the time the amounts 
were paid, they were loans bearing interest at 
the maximum legal prevailing rate, as deter-
mined by the Treasurer of the United States; 

(C) ‘‘t’’ is the total number of months in the 
individual’s period of obligated service in ac-
cordance with subsection (f) of this section; 
and 

(D) ‘‘s’’ is the number of months of such pe-
riod served by such individual in accordance 
with this section. 

Amounts not paid within such period shall be 
subject to collection through deductions in 
Medicare payments pursuant to section 1395ccc 
of title 42. 

(3)(A) Any amount of damages which the 
United States is entitled to recover under this 
subsection shall be paid to the United States 
within the 1-year period beginning on the date 
of the breach or such longer period beginning on 
such date as shall be specified by the Secretary. 

(B) If damages described in subparagraph (A) 
are delinquent for 3 months, the Secretary shall, 
for the purpose of recovering such damages— 

(i) utilize collection agencies contracted 
with by the Administrator of the General 
Services Administration; or 

(ii) enter into contracts for the recovery of 
such damages with collection agencies se-
lected by the Secretary. 

(C) Each contract for recovering damages pur-
suant to this subsection shall provide that the 
contractor will, not less than once each 6 
months, submit to the Secretary a status report 
on the success of the contractor in collecting 
such damages. Section 3718 of title 31 shall apply 
to any such contract to the extent not inconsist-
ent with this subsection. 

(m) Cancellation or waiver of obligations; bank-
ruptcy discharge 

(1) Any obligation of an individual under the 
Loan Repayment Program for service or pay-
ment of damages shall be canceled upon the 
death of the individual. 

(2) The Secretary shall by regulation provide 
for the partial or total waiver or suspension of 
any obligation of service or payment by an indi-
vidual under the Loan Repayment Program 
whenever compliance by the individual is impos-
sible or would involve extreme hardship to the 
individual and if enforcement of such obligation 
with respect to any individual would be uncon-
scionable. 

(3) The Secretary may waive, in whole or in 
part, the rights of the United States to recover 
amounts under this section in any case of ex-
treme hardship or other good cause shown, as 
determined by the Secretary. 

(4) Any obligation of an individual under the 
Loan Repayment Program for payment of dam-
ages may be released by a discharge in bank-
ruptcy under title 11 only if such discharge is 
granted after the expiration of the 5-year period 
beginning on the first date that payment of such 
damages is required, and only if the bankruptcy 
court finds that nondischarge of the obligation 
would be unconscionable. 

(n) Annual report 

The Secretary shall submit to the President, 
for inclusion in each report required to be sub-
mitted to the Congress under section 1671 of this 
title, a report concerning the previous fiscal 
year which sets forth— 

(1) the health professional positions main-
tained by the Service or by tribal or Indian or-
ganizations for which recruitment or reten-
tion is difficult; 

(2) the number of Loan Repayment Program 
applications filed with respect to each type of 
health profession; 

(3) the number of contracts described in sub-
section (f) of this section that are entered into 
with respect to each health profession; 

(4) the amount of loan payments made under 
this section, in total and by health profession; 

(5) the number of scholarship grants that are 
provided under section 1613a of this title with 
respect to each health profession; 

(6) the amount of scholarship grants pro-
vided under section 1613a of this title, in total 
and by health profession; 

(7) the number of providers of health care 
that will be needed by Indian health programs, 
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by location and profession, during the three

§ 1616a–1. Scholarship and Loan Repayment Re-

There is established in the Treasury of the 
United States a fund to be known as the Indian 
Health Scholarship and Loan Repayment Recov-
ery Fund (hereafter in this section referred to as 
the ‘‘Fund’’).

from the sale or redemption of such obliga-
tions during such fiscal year. 

(c) Use of funds 

(1) Amounts in the Fund and available pursu-
ant to appropriation Acts may be expended by 
the Secretary, acting through the Service, to 
make payments to an Indian tribe or tribal or-
ganization administering a health care program 
pursuant to a contract entered into under the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.]— 

(A) to which a scholarship recipient under 
section 1613a of this title or a loan repayment 
program participant under section 1616a of 
this title has been assigned to meet the obli-
gated service requirements pursuant to 1 sec-
tions; and 

(B) that has a need for a health professional 
to provide health care services as a result of 
such recipient or participant having breached 
the contract entered into under section 1613a 
of this title or section 1616a of this title. 

(2) An Indian tribe or tribal organization re-
ceiving payments pursuant to paragraph (1) may 
expend the payments to recruit and employ, di-
rectly or by contract, health professionals to 
provide health care services. 

(d) Investment of excess funds 

(1) The Secretary of the Treasury shall invest 
such amounts of the Fund as such Secretary de-
termines are not required to meet current with-
drawals from the Fund. Such investments may 
be made only in interest-bearing obligations of 
the United States. For such purpose, such obli-
gations may be acquired on original issue at the 
issue price, or by purchase of outstanding obli-
gations at the market price.

§ 1616d. Advanced training and research 

(a) Establishment of program 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall establish a program to enable health pro-
fessionals to pursue advanced training or re-
search in areas of study for which the Secretary 
determines a need exists. In selecting partici-
pants for a program established under this sub-
section, the Secretary, acting through the Serv-
ice, shall give priority to applicants who are em-
ployed by the Indian Health Service, Indian 
tribes, tribal organizations, and urban Indian or-
ganizations, at the time of the submission of the 
applications.

The Secretary, acting through the Service,

(c) Application 

Each application for a grant under subsection 
(a) of this section shall include such information 
as the Secretary may require to establish the 
connection between the program of the appli-
cant and a health care facility that primarily 
serves Indians. 

(d) Preference 

In providing grants under subsection (a) of 
this section, the Secretary shall extend a pref-
erence to— 

(1) programs that provide a preference to In-
dians, 

(2) programs that train nurse midwives or 
nurse practitioners, 

(3) programs that are interdisciplinary, and 
(4) programs that are conducted in coopera-

tion with a center for gifted and talented In-
dian students established under section 
2624(a) 1 of this title. 

(e) Quentin N. Burdick American Indians Into 
Nursing Program 

The Secretary shall provide one of the grants 
authorized under subsection (a) of this section 
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to establish and maintain a program at the Uni-
versity of North Dakota to be known as the 
‘‘Quentin N. Burdick American Indians Into 
Nursing Program’’. Such program shall, to the 
maximum extent feasible, coordinate with the 
Quentin N. Burdick Indian Health Programs es-
tablished under section 1616g(b) of this title and 
the Quentin N. Burdick American Indians Into 
Psychology Program established under section 
1621p(b) of this title.

§ 1616e–1. Nursing school clinics 

(a) Grants 

In addition to the authority of the Secretary 
under section 1616e(a)(1) of this title, the Sec-
retary, acting through the Service, is authorized 
to provide grants to public or private schools of 
nursing for the purpose of establishing, develop-
ing, operating, and administering clinics to ad-
dress the health care needs of Indians, and to 
provide primary health care services to Indians 
who reside on or within 50 miles of Indian coun-
try, as defined in section 1151 of title 18. 

(b) Purposes

The Secretary may award grants under this 
section in such amounts and subject to such 
conditions as the Secretary deems appropriate. 

(d) Design 

The clinics established under this section shall 
be designed to provide nursing students with a 
structured clinical experience that is similar in 
nature to that provided by residency training 
programs for physicians. 

(e) Regulations 

The Secretary shall prescribe such regulations 
as may be necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this section. 

(f) Authorization to use amounts 

Out of amounts appropriated to carry out this 
subchapter for each of the fiscal years 1993 
through 2000 not more than $5,000,000 may be 
used to carry out this section.

§ 1616f. Tribal culture and history 

(a) Program established 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall establish a program under which appro-
priate employees of the Service who serve par-
ticular Indian tribes shall receive educational 
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instruction in the history and culture of such 
tribes and in the history of the Service. 

(b) Tribally-controlled community colleges 

To the extent feasible, the program estab-
lished under subsection (a) of this section 
shall— 

(1) be carried out through tribally-controlled 
community colleges (within the meaning of 
section 1801(4) of this title) and tribally con-
trolled postsecondary vocational institutions 
(as defined in section 2397h(2) of title 20), 

(2) be developed in consultation with the af-
fected tribal government, and

§ 1616g. INMED program 

(a) Grants 

The Secretary is authorized to provide grants 
to at least 3 colleges and universities for the 
purpose of maintaining and expanding the Na-
tive American health careers recruitment pro-
gram known as the ‘‘Indians into Medicine Pro-
gram’’ (hereinafter in this section referred to as 
‘‘INMED’’) as a means of encouraging Indians to 
enter the health professions. 

(b) University of North Dakota 

The Secretary shall provide one of the grants 
authorized under subsection (a) of this section 
to maintain the INMED program at the Univer-
sity of North Dakota, to be known as the ‘‘Quen-
tin N. Burdick Indian Health Programs’’, unless 
the Secretary makes a determination, based 
upon program reviews, that the program is not 
meeting the purposes of this section. Such pro-
gram shall, to the maximum extent feasible, 
coordinate with the Quentin N. Burdick Amer-
ican Indians Into Psychology Program estab-
lished under section 1621p(b) of this title and the 
Quentin N. Burdick American Indians Into Nurs-
ing Program established under section 1616e(e) 
of this title. 

(c) Regulations; contents of recruitment program 

(1) The Secretary shall develop regulations for 
the competitive awarding of the grants provided 
under this section. 

(2) Applicants for grants provided under this 
section shall agree to provide a program which— 

(A) provides outreach and recruitment for 
health professions to Indian communities in-
cluding elementary, secondary and commu-
nity colleges located on Indian reservations 
which will be served by the program, 

(B) incorporates a program advisory board 
comprised of representatives from the tribes 
and communities which will be served by the 
program, 

(C) provides summer preparatory programs 
for Indian students who need enrichment in 
the subjects of math and science in order to 
pursue training in the health professions, 

(D) provides tutoring, counseling and sup-
port to students who are enrolled in a health 
career program of study at the respective col-
lege or university, and 

(E) to the maximum extent feasible, employs 
qualified Indians in the program. 

(d) Report to Congress 

By no later than the date that is 3 years after 
November 23, 1988, the Secretary shall submit a 
report to the Congress on the program estab-
lished under this section including recommenda-
tions for expansion or changes to the program.

§ 1616h. Health training programs of community 
colleges 

(a) Grants 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall award grants to community colleges for 
the purpose of assisting the community college 
in the establishment of programs which provide 
education in a health profession leading to a de-
gree or diploma in a health profession for indi-
viduals who desire to practice such profession on 
an Indian reservation or in a tribal clinic. 

(2) The amount of any grant awarded to a com-
munity college under paragraph (1) for the first 
year in which such a grant is provided to the 
community college shall not exceed $100,000. 

(b) Eligibility 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall award grants to community colleges that 
have established a program described in sub-
section (a)(1) of this section for the purpose of 
maintaining the program and recruiting stu-
dents for the program. 

(2) Grants may only be made under this sec-
tion to a community college which— 

(A) is accredited, 
(B) has access to a hospital facility, Service 

facility, or hospital that could provide train-
ing of nurses or health professionals, 

(C) has entered into an agreement with an 
accredited college or university medical 
school, the terms of which— 
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(i) provide a program that enhances the 
transition and recruitment of students into 
advanced baccalaureate or graduate pro-
grams which train health professionals, and 

(ii) stipulate certifications necessary to 
approve internship and field placement op-
portunities at service unit facilities of the 
Service or at tribal health facilities, 

(D) has a qualified staff which has the appro-
priate certifications, and 

(E) is capable of obtaining State or regional 
accreditation of the program described in sub-
section (a)(1) of this section. 

(c) Agreements and technical assistance 

The Secretary shall encourage community col-
leges described in subsection (b)(2) of this sec-
tion to establish and maintain programs de-
scribed in subsection (a)(1) of this section by— 

(1) entering into agreements with such col-
leges for the provision of qualified personnel of 
the Service to teach courses of study in such 
programs, and 

(2) providing technical assistance and sup-
port to such colleges. 

(d) Advanced training 

Any program receiving assistance under this 
section that is conducted with respect to a 
health profession shall also offer courses of 
study which provide advanced training for any 
health professional who— 

(1) has already received a degree or diploma 
in such health profession, and 

(2) provides clinical services on an Indian 
reservation, at a Service facility, or at a tribal 
clinic. 

Such courses of study may be offered in conjunc-
tion with the college or university with which 
the community college has entered into the 
agreement required under subsection (b)(2)(C) of 
this section. 

(e) Definitions 

For purposes of this section— 
(1) The term ‘‘community college’’ means— 

(A) a tribally controlled community col-
lege, or 

(B) a junior or community college. 

(2) The term ‘‘tribally controlled community 
college’’ has the meaning given to such term 
by section 1801(4) of this title. 

(3) The term ‘‘junior or community college’’ 
has the meaning given to such term by section 
1058(e) of title 20.

§ 1616i. Additional incentives for health profes-
sionals 

(a) Incentive special pay 

The Secretary may provide the incentive spe-
cial pay authorized under section 302(b) of title 

37 to civilian medical officers of the Indian 
Health Service who are assigned to, and serving 
in, positions included in the list established 
under subsection (b)(1) of this section for which 
recruitment or retention of personnel is dif-
ficult. 

(b) List of positions; bonus pay 

(1) The Secretary shall establish and update 
on an annual basis a list of positions of health 
care professionals employed by, or assigned to, 
the Service for which recruitment or retention 
is difficult. 

(2)(A) The Secretary may pay a bonus to any 
commissioned officer or civil service employee, 
other than a commissioned medical officer, den-
tal officer, optometrist, and veterinarian, who is 
employed in or assigned to, and serving in, a po-
sition in the Service included in the list estab-
lished by the Secretary under paragraph (1). 

(B) The total amount of bonus payments made 
by the Secretary under this paragraph to any 
employee during any 1-year period shall not ex-
ceed $2,000. 

(c) Work schedules 

The Secretary may establish programs to 
allow the use of flexible work schedules, and 
compressed work schedules, in accordance with 
the provisions of subchapter II of chapter 61 of 
title 5, for health professionals employed by, or 
assigned to, the Service.

§ 1616j. Retention bonus 

(a) Eligibility 

The Secretary may pay a retention bonus to 
any physician or nurse employed by, or assigned 
to, and serving in, the Service either as a civil-
ian employee or as a commissioned officer in the 
Regular or Reserve Corps of the Public Health 
Service who— 

(1) is assigned to, and serving in, a position 
included in the list established under section 
1616i(b)(1) of this title for which recruitment 
or retention of personnel is difficult, 

(2) the Secretary determines is needed by 
the Service, 

(3) has— 
(A) completed 3 years of employment with 

the Service, or 
(B) completed any service obligations in-

curred as a requirement of— 
(i) any Federal scholarship program, or 
(ii) any Federal education loan repay-

ment program, and 
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(4) enters into an agreement with the Serv-
ice for continued employment for a period of 
not less than 1 year. 

(b) Minimum award percentage to nurses 

Beginning with fiscal year 1993, not less than 
25 percent of the retention bonuses awarded 
each year under subsection (a) of this section 
shall be awarded to nurses. 

(c) Rates; maximum rate 

The Secretary may establish rates for the re-
tention bonus which shall provide for a higher 
annual rate for multiyear agreements than for 
single year agreements referred to in subsection 
(a)(4) of this section, but in no event shall the 
annual rate be more than $25,000 per annum. 

(d) Time of payment 

The retention bonus for the entire period cov-
ered by the agreement described in subsection 
(a)(4) of this section shall be paid at the begin-
ning of the agreed upon term of service. 

(e) Refund; interest 

Any physician or nurse failing to complete the 
agreed upon term of service, except where such 
failure is through no fault of the individual, 
shall be obligated to refund to the Government 
the full amount of the retention bonus for the 
period covered by the agreement, plus interest 
as determined by the Secretary in accordance 
with section 1616a(l)(2)(B) of this title. 

(f) Physicians and nurses employed under Indian 
Self-Determination Act 

The Secretary may pay a retention bonus to 
any physician or nurse employed by an organiza-
tion providing health care services to Indians 
pursuant to a contract under the Indian Self-De-
termination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.] if such 
physician or nurse is serving in a position which 
the Secretary determines is— 

(1) a position for which recruitment or re-
tention is difficult; and 

(2) necessary for providing health care serv-
ices to Indians.

§ 1616k. Nursing residency program 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall establish a program to enable licensed 
practical nurses, licensed vocational nurses, and 
registered nurses who are working in an Indian 
health program (as defined in section 
1616a(a)(2)(A) of this title), and have done so for 
a period of not less than one year, to pursue ad-
vanced training. 

(b) Program components 

Such program shall include a combination of 
education and work study in an Indian health 
program (as defined in section 1616a(a)(2)(A) of 
this title) leading to an associate or bachelor’s 
degree (in the case of a licensed practical nurse 
or licensed vocational nurse) or a bachelor’s de-
gree (in the case of a registered nurse) or a Mas-
ter’s degree. 

(c) Service obligation of program participant 

An individual who participates in a program 
under subsection (a) of this section, where the 
educational costs are paid by the Service, shall 
incur an obligation to serve in an Indian health 
program for a period of obligated service equal 
to at least three times the period of time during 
which the individual participates in such pro-
gram. In the event that the individual fails to 
complete such obligated service, the United 
States shall be entitled to recover from such in-
dividual an amount determined in accordance 
with the formula specified in subsection (l) of 
section 1616a of this title in the manner provided 
for in such subsection.

§ 1616l. Community Health Aide Program for 
Alaska 

(a) Maintenance of Program 

Under the authority of section 13 of this title, 
the Secretary shall maintain a Community 
Health Aide Program in Alaska under which the 
Service— 

(1) provides for the training of Alaska Na-
tives as health aides or community health 
practitioners; 

(2) uses such aides or practitioners in the 
provision of health care, health promotion, 
and disease prevention services to Alaska Na-
tives living in villages in rural Alaska; and 

(3) provides for the establishment of tele-
conferencing capacity in health clinics located 
in or near such villages for use by community 
health aides or community health practition-
ers. 

(b) Training; curriculum; Certification Board 

The Secretary, acting through the Community 
Health Aide Program of the Service, shall— 

(1) using trainers accredited by the Program, 
provide a high standard of training to commu-
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nity health aides and community health prac-
titioners to ensure that such aides and practi-
tioners provide quality health care, health 
promotion, and disease prevention services to 
the villages served by the Program; 

(2) in order to provide such training, develop 
a curriculum that— 

(A) combines education in the theory of 
health care with supervised practical experi-
ence in the provision of health care; 

(B) provides instruction and practical ex-
perience in the provision of acute care, 
emergency care, health promotion, disease 
prevention, and the efficient and effective 
management of clinic pharmacies, supplies, 
equipment, and facilities; and 

(C) promotes the achievement of the 
health status objectives specified in section 
1602(b) of this title; 

(3) establish and maintain a Community 
Health Aide Certification Board to certify as 
community health aides or community health 
practitioners individuals who have success-
fully completed the training described in para-
graph (1) or can demonstrate equivalent expe-
rience; 

(4) develop and maintain a system which 
identifies the needs of community health aides 
and community health practitioners for con-
tinuing education in the provision of health 
care, including the areas described in para-
graph (2)(B), and develop programs that meet 
the needs for such continuing education; 

(5) develop and maintain a system that pro-
vides close supervision of community health 
aides and community health practitioners; 
and 

(6) develop a system under which the work of 
community health aides and community 
health practitioners is reviewed and evaluated 
to assure the provision of quality health care, 
health promotion, and disease prevention serv-
ices.

§ 1616m. Matching grants to tribes for scholar-
ship programs 

(a) In general 

(1) The Secretary shall make grants to Indian 
tribes and tribal organizations for the purpose of 
assisting such tribes and tribal organizations in 
educating Indians to serve as health profes-
sionals in Indian communities. 

(2) Amounts available for grants under para-
graph (1) for any fiscal year shall not exceed 5 
percent of amounts available for such fiscal year 
for Indian Health Scholarships under section 
1613a of this title. 

(3) An application for a grant under paragraph 
(1) shall be in such form and contain such agree-
ments, assurances, and information as the Sec-
retary determines are necessary to carry out 
this section. 

(b) Compliance with requirements 

(1) An Indian tribe or tribal organization re-
ceiving a grant under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion shall agree to provide scholarships to Indi-
ans pursuing education in the health professions 

in accordance with the requirements of this sec-
tion. 

(2) With respect to the costs of providing any 
scholarship pursuant to paragraph (1)— 

(A) 80 percent of the costs of the scholarship 
shall be paid from the grant made under sub-
section (a) of this section to the Indian tribe 
or tribal organization; and 

(B) 20 percent of such costs shall be paid 
from non-Federal contributions by the Indian 
tribe or tribal organization through which the 
scholarship is provided. 

(3) In determining the amount of non-Federal 
contributions that have been provided for pur-
poses of subparagraph (B) of paragraph (2), any 
amounts provided by the Federal Government to 
the Indian tribe or tribal organization involved 
or to any other entity shall not be included. 

(4) Non-Federal contributions required by sub-
paragraph (B) of paragraph (2) may be provided 
directly by the Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion involved or through donations from public 
and private entities. 

(c) Course of study in health professions 

An Indian tribe or tribal organization shall 
provide scholarships under subsection (b) of this 
section only to Indians enrolled or accepted for 
enrollment in a course of study (approved by the 
Secretary) in one of the health professions de-
scribed in section 1613a(a) of this title. 

(d) Contract requirements 

In providing scholarships under subsection (b) 
of this section, the Secretary and the Indian 
tribe or tribal organization shall enter into a 
written contract with each recipient of such 
scholarship. Such contract shall— 

(1) obligate such recipient to provide service 
in an Indian health program (as defined in sec-
tion 1616a(a)(2)(A) of this title), in the same 
service area where the Indian tribe or tribal 
organization providing the scholarship is lo-
cated, for— 

(A) a number of years equal to the number 
of years for which the scholarship is pro-
vided (or the part-time equivalent thereof, 
as determined by the Secretary), or for a pe-
riod of 2 years, whichever period is greater; 
or 

(B) such greater period of time as the re-
cipient and the Indian tribe or tribal organi-
zation may agree; 

(2) provide that the amount of such scholar-
ship— 

(A) may be expended only for— 
(i) tuition expenses, other reasonable 

educational expenses, and reasonable liv-
ing expenses incurred in attendance at the 
educational institution; and 

(ii) payment to the recipient of a month-
ly stipend of not more than the amount 
authorized by section 254l(g)(1)(B) of title 
42, such amount to be reduced pro rata (as 
determined by the Secretary) based on the 
number of hours such student is enrolled; 
and 

(B) may not exceed, for any year of attend-
ance for which the scholarship is provided, 
the total amount required for the year for 
the purposes authorized in subparagraph (A); 
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(3) require the recipient of such scholarship 
to maintain an acceptable level of academic 
standing (as determined by the educational in-
stitution in accordance with regulations is-
sued by the Secretary); and 

(4) require the recipient of such scholarship 
to meet the educational and licensure require-
ments necessary to be a physician, certified 
nurse practitioner, certified nurse midwife, or 
physician assistant. 

(e) Breach of contract 

(1) An individual who has entered into a writ-
ten contract with the Secretary and an Indian 
tribe or tribal organization under subsection (d) 
of this section and who— 

(A) fails to maintain an acceptable level of 
academic standing in the educational institu-
tion in which he is enrolled (such level deter-
mined by the educational institution under 
regulations of the Secretary), 

(B) is dismissed from such educational insti-
tution for disciplinary reasons, 

(C) voluntarily terminates the training in 
such an educational institution for which he is 
provided a scholarship under such contract be-
fore the completion of such training, or 

(D) fails to accept payment, or instructs the 
educational institution in which he is enrolled 
not to accept payment, in whole or in part, of 
a scholarship under such contract, 

in lieu of any service obligation arising under 
such contract, shall be liable to the United 
States for the Federal share of the amount 
which has been paid to him, or on his behalf, 
under the contract. 

(2) If for any reason not specified in paragraph 
(1), an individual breaches his written contract 
by failing either to begin such individual’s serv-
ice obligation required under such contract or to 
complete such service obligation, the United 
States shall be entitled to recover from the indi-
vidual an amount determined in accordance 
with the formula specified in subsection (l) of 
section 1616a of this title in the manner provided 
for in such subsection. 

(3) The Secretary may carry out this sub-
section on the basis of information submitted by 
the tribes or tribal organizations involved, or on 
the basis of information collected through such 
other means as the Secretary determines to be 
appropriate. 

(f) Nondiscriminatory practice 

The recipient of a scholarship under sub-
section (b) of this section shall agree, in provid-
ing health care pursuant to the requirements of 
subsection (d)(1) of this section— 

(1) not to discriminate against an individual 
seeking such care on the basis of the ability of 
the individual to pay for such care or on the 
basis that payment for such care will be made 
pursuant to the program established in title 
XVIII of the Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 1395 
et seq.] or pursuant to the program established 
in title XIX of such Act [42 U.S.C. 1396 et seq.]; 
and 

(2) to accept assignment under section 
1842(b)(3)(B)(ii) of the Social Security Act [42 
U.S.C. 1395u(b)(3)(B)(ii)] for all services for 
which payment may be made under part B of 

title XVIII of such Act [42 U.S.C. 1395j et seq.], 
and to enter into an appropriate agreement 
with the State agency that administers the 
State plan for medical assistance under title 
XIX of such Act [42 U.S.C. 1396 et seq.] to pro-
vide service to individuals entitled to medical 
assistance under the plan. 

(g) Payments for subsequent fiscal years 

The Secretary may not make any payments 
under subsection (a) of this section to an Indian 
tribe or tribal organization for any fiscal year 
subsequent to the first fiscal year of such pay-
ments unless the Secretary determines that, for 
the immediately preceding fiscal year, the In-
dian tribe or tribal organization has complied 
with requirements of this section.

§ 1616o. University of South Dakota pilot pro-
gram 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary may make a grant to the 
School of Medicine of the University of South 
Dakota (hereafter in this section referred to as 
‘‘USDSM’’) to establish a pilot program on an 
Indian reservation at one or more service units 
in South Dakota to address the chronic man-
power shortage in the Aberdeen Area of the 
Service. 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of the program established pur-
suant to a grant provided under subsection (a) of 
this section are— 

(1) to provide direct clinical and practical 
experience at a service unit to medical stu-
dents and residents from USDSM and other 
medical schools; 

(2) to improve the quality of health care for 
Indians by assuring access to qualified health 
care professionals; and 

(3) to provide academic and scholarly oppor-
tunities for physicians, physician assistants, 
nurse practitioners, nurses, and other allied 
health professionals serving Indian people by 
identifying and utilizing all academic and 
scholarly resources of the region. 

(c) Composition; designation 

The pilot program established pursuant to a 
grant provided under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion shall— 
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(1) incorporate a program advisory board 
composed of representatives from the tribes 
and communities in the area which will be 
served by the program; and 

(2) shall be designated as an extension of the 
USDSM campus and program participants 
shall be under the direct supervision and in-
struction of qualified medical staff serving at 
the service unit who shall be members of the 
USDSM faculty. 

(d) Coordination with other schools 

The USDSM shall coordinate the program es-
tablished pursuant to a grant provided under 
subsection (a) of this section with other medical 
schools in the region, nursing schools, tribal 
community colleges, and other health profes-
sional schools. 

(e) Development of additional professional op-
portunities 

The USDSM, in cooperation with the Service, 
shall develop additional professional opportuni-
ties for program participants on Indian reserva-
tions in order to improve the recruitment and 
retention of qualified health professionals in the 
Aberdeen Area of the Service.

SUBCHAPTER II—HEALTH SERVICES 

§ 1621. Indian Health Care Improvement Fund 

(a) Approved expenditures 

The Secretary is authorized to expend funds 
which are appropriated under the authority of 
this section, through the Service, for the pur-
poses of— 

(1) eliminating the deficiencies in health 
status and resources of all Indian tribes, 

(2) eliminating backlogs in the provision of 
health care services to Indians, 

(3) meeting the health needs of Indians in an 
efficient and equitable manner, and 

(4) augmenting the ability of the Service to 
meet the following health service responsibil-
ities, either through direct or contract care or 
through contracts entered into pursuant to 
the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 
450f et seq.], with respect to those Indian 
tribes with the highest levels of health status 
and resource deficiencies: 

(A) clinical care (direct and indirect) in-
cluding clinical eye and vision care; 

(B) preventive health, including screening 
mammography in accordance with section 
1621k of this title; 

(C) dental care (direct and indirect); 
(D) mental health, including community 

mental health services, inpatient mental 
health services, dormitory mental health 

services, therapeutic and residential treat-
ment centers, and training of traditional In-
dian practitioners; 

(E) emergency medical services; 
(F) treatment and control of, and rehabili-

tative care related to, alcoholism and drug 
abuse (including fetal alcohol syndrome) 
among Indians; 

(G) accident prevention programs; 
(H) home health care; 
(I) community health representatives; and 
(J) maintenance and repair. 

(b) Effect on other appropriations; allocation to 
service units 

(1) Any funds appropriated under the author-
ity of this section shall not be used to offset or 
limit any appropriations made to the Service 
under section 13 of this title, or any other provi-
sion of law. 

(2)(A) Funds appropriated under the authority 
of this section may be allocated on a service 
unit basis. The funds allocated to each service 
unit under this subparagraph shall be used by 
the service unit to reduce the health status and 
resource deficiency of each tribe served by such 
service unit. 

(B) The apportionment of funds allocated to a 
service unit under subparagraph (A) among the 
health service responsibilities described in sub-
section (a)(4) of this section shall be determined 
by the Service in consultation with, and with 
the active participation of, the affected Indian 
tribes. 

(c) Health resources deficiency levels 

For purposes of this section— 
(1) The term ‘‘health status and resource de-

ficiency’’ means the extent to which— 
(A) the health status objectives set forth 

in section 1602(b) of this title are not being 
achieved; and 

(B) the Indian tribe does not have avail-
able to it the health resources it needs, tak-
ing into account the actual cost of providing 
health care services given local geographic, 
climatic, rural, or other circumstances. 

(2) The health resources available to an In-
dian tribe include health resources provided 
by the Service as well as health resources used 
by the Indian tribe, including services and fi-
nancing systems provided by any Federal pro-
grams, private insurance, and programs of 
State or local governments. 

(3) The Secretary shall establish procedures 
which allow any Indian tribe to petition the 
Secretary for a review of any determination of 
the extent of the health status and resource 
deficiency of such tribe. 

(d) Programs administered by Indian tribe 

(1) Programs administered by any Indian tribe 
or tribal organization under the authority of the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.] shall be eligible for funds appropriated 
under the authority of this section on an equal 
basis with programs that are administered di-
rectly by the Service. 

(2) If any funds allocated to a tribe or service 
unit under the authority of this section are used 
for a contract entered into under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act, a reasonable portion of 
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such funds may be used for health planning, 
training, technical assistance, and other admin-
istrative support functions. 

(e) Report to Congress 

By no later than the date that is 3 years after 
October 29, 1992, the Secretary shall submit to 
the Congress the current health status and re-
source deficiency report of the Service for each 
Indian tribe or service unit, including newly rec-
ognized or acknowledged tribes. Such report 
shall set out— 

(1) the methodology then in use by the Serv-
ice for determining tribal health status and 
resource deficiencies, as well as the most re-
cent application of that methodology; 

(2) the extent of the health status and re-
source deficiency of each Indian tribe served 
by the Service; 

(3) the amount of funds necessary to elimi-
nate the health status and resource defi-
ciencies of all Indian tribes served by the 
Service; and 

(4) an estimate of— 
(A) the amount of health service funds ap-

propriated under the authority of this chap-
ter, or any other Act, including the amount 
of any funds transferred to the Service, for 
the preceding fiscal year which is allocated 
to each service unit, Indian tribe, or com-
parable entity; 

(B) the number of Indians eligible for 
health services in each service unit or Indian 
tribe; and 

(C) the number of Indians using the Serv-
ice resources made available to each service 
unit or Indian tribe. 

(f) Appropriated funds included in base budget 
of Service 

Funds appropriated under authority of this 
section for any fiscal year shall be included in 
the base budget of the Service for the purpose of 
determining appropriations under this section in 
subsequent fiscal years. 

(g) Continuation of Service responsibilities for 
backlogs and parity 

Nothing in this section is intended to diminish 
the primary responsibility of the Service to 
eliminate existing backlogs in unmet health 
care needs, nor are the provisions of this section 
intended to discourage the Service from under-
taking additional efforts to achieve parity 
among Indian tribes. 

(h) Authorization of appropriations 

Any funds appropriated under the authority of 
this section shall be designated as the ‘‘Indian 
Health Care Improvement Fund’’.

§ 1621a. Catastrophic Health Emergency Fund 

(a) Establishment; administration; purpose 

(1) There is hereby established an Indian Cata-
strophic Health Emergency Fund (hereafter in 
this section referred to as the ‘‘Fund’’) consist-
ing of— 

(A) the amounts deposited under subsection 
(d) of this section, and 

(B) the amounts appropriated to the Fund 
under this section. 

(2) The Fund shall be administered by the Sec-
retary, acting through the central office of the 
Service, solely for the purpose of meeting the 
extraordinary medical costs associated with the 
treatment of victims of disasters or catastrophic 
illnesses who are within the responsibility of the 
Service. 

(3) The Fund shall not be allocated, appor-
tioned, or delegated on a service unit, area of-
fice, or any other basis. 

(4) No part of the Fund or its administration 
shall be subject to contract or grant under any 
law, including the Indian Self-Determination 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. 

(b) Regulations; procedures for payment 

The Secretary shall, through the promulga-
tion of regulations consistent with the provi-
sions of this section— 

(1) establish a definition of disasters and cat-
astrophic illnesses for which the cost of treat-
ment provided under contract would qualify 
for payment from the Fund; 

(2) provide that a service unit shall not be 
eligible for reimbursement for the cost of 
treatment from the Fund until its cost of 
treating any victim of such catastrophic ill-
ness or disaster has reached a certain thresh-
old cost which the Secretary shall establish 
at— 

(A) for 1993, not less than $15,000 or not 
more than $25,000; and 
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(B) for any subsequent year, not less than 
the threshold cost of the previous year in-
creased by the percentage increase in the 
medical care expenditure category of the 
consumer price index for all urban consum-
ers (United States city average) for the 12- 
month period ending with December of the 
previous year; 

(3) establish a procedure for the reimburse-
ment of the portion of the costs incurred by— 

(A) service units or facilities of the Serv-
ice, or 

(B) whenever otherwise authorized by the 
Service, non-Service facilities or providers, 

in rendering treatment that exceeds such 
threshold cost; 

(4) establish a procedure for payment from 
the Fund in cases in which the exigencies of 
the medical circumstances warrant treatment 
prior to the authorization of such treatment 
by the Service; and 

(5) establish a procedure that will ensure 
that no payment shall be made from the Fund 
to any provider of treatment to the extent 
that such provider is eligible to receive pay-
ment for the treatment from any other Fed-
eral, State, local, or private source of reim-
bursement for which the patient is eligible. 

(c) Effect on other appropriations 

Amounts appropriated to the Fund under this 
section shall not be used to offset or limit ap-
propriations made to the Service under author-
ity of section 13 of this title or any other law. 

(d) Reimbursements to Fund 

There shall be deposited into the Fund all re-
imbursements to which the Service is entitled 
from any Federal, State, local, or private source 
(including third party insurance) by reason of 
treatment rendered to any victim of a disaster 
or catastrophic illness the cost of which was 
paid from the Fund.

§ 1621c. Diabetes prevention, treatment, and con-
trol 

(a) Incidence and complications 

The Secretary, in consultation with the tribes, 
shall determine— 

(1) by tribe and by Service unit of the Serv-
ice, the incidence of, and the types of com-
plications resulting from, diabetes among In-
dians; and 
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(2) based on paragraph (1), the measures (in-
cluding patient education) each Service unit 
should take to reduce the incidence of, and 
prevent, treat, and control the complications 
resulting from, diabetes among tribes within 
that Service unit. 

(b) Screening 

The Secretary shall screen each Indian who re-
ceives services from the Service for diabetes and 
for conditions which indicate a high risk that 
the individual will become diabetic. Such 
screening may be done by a tribe or tribal orga-
nization operating health care programs or fa-
cilities with funds from the Service under the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.]. 

(c) Model diabetes projects 

(1) The Secretary shall continue to maintain 
through fiscal year 2000 each model diabetes 
project in existence on October 29, 1992, and lo-
cated— 

(A) at the Claremore Indian Hospital in 
Oklahoma; 

(B) at the Fort Totten Health Center in 
North Dakota; 

(C) at the Sacaton Indian Hospital in Ari-
zona; 

(D) at the Winnebago Indian Hospital in Ne-
braska; 

(E) at the Albuquerque Indian Hospital in 
New Mexico; 

(F) at the Perry, Princeton, and Old Town 
Health Centers in Maine; 

(G) at the Bellingham Health Center in 
Washington; 

(H) at the Fort Berthold Reservation; 
(I) at the Navajo Reservation; 
(J) at the Papago Reservation; 
(K) at the Zuni Reservation; or 
(L) in the States of Alaska, California, Min-

nesota, Montana, Oregon, or Utah. 

(2) The Secretary may establish new model di-
abetes projects under this section taking into 
consideration applications received under this 
section from all service areas, except that the 
Secretary may not establish a greater number of 
such projects in one service area than in any 
other service area until there is an equal num-
ber of such projects established with respect to 
all service areas from which the Secretary re-
ceives qualified applications during the applica-
tion period (as determined by the Secretary). 

(d) Control officer; registry of patients 

The Secretary shall— 
(1) employ in each area office of the Service 

at least one diabetes control officer who shall 
coordinate and manage on a full-time basis ac-
tivities within that area office for the preven-
tion, treatment, and control of diabetes; 

(2) establish in each area office of the Serv-
ice a registry of patients with diabetes to 
track the incidence of diabetes and the com-
plications from diabetes in that area; 

(3) ensure that data collected in each area 
office regarding diabetes and related complica-
tions among Indians is disseminated to all 
other area offices; and 

(4) evaluate the effectiveness of services pro-
vided through model diabetes projects estab-
lished under this section. 

(e) Authorization of appropriations 

Funds appropriated under this section in any 
fiscal year shall be in addition to base resources 
appropriated to the Service for that year.

§ 1621d. Hospice care feasibility study 

(a) Duty of Secretary 

The Secretary, acting through the Service and 
in consultation with representatives of Indian 
tribes, tribal organizations, Indian Health Serv-
ice personnel, and hospice providers, shall con-
duct a study— 

(1) to assess the feasibility and desirability 
of furnishing hospice care to terminally ill In-
dians; and 

(2) to determine the most efficient and effec-
tive means of furnishing such care. 
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(b) Functions of study 

Such study shall— 
(1) assess the impact of Indian culture and 

beliefs concerning death and dying on the pro-
vision of hospice care to Indians; 

(2) estimate the number of Indians for whom 
hospice care may be appropriate and deter-
mine the geographic distribution of such indi-
viduals; 

(3) determine the most appropriate means to 
facilitate the participation of Indian tribes 
and tribal organizations in providing hospice 
care; 

(4) identify and evaluate various means for 
providing hospice care, including— 

(A) the provision of such care by the per-
sonnel of a Service hospital pursuant to a 
hospice program established by the Sec-
retary at such hospital; and 

(B) the provision of such care by a commu-
nity-based hospice program under contract 
to the Service; and 

(5) identify and assess any difficulties in fur-
nishing such care and the actions needed to re-
solve such difficulties. 

(c) Report to Congress 

Not later than the date which is 12 months 
after October 29, 1992, the Secretary shall trans-
mit to the Congress a report containing— 

(1) a detailed description of the study con-
ducted pursuant to this section; and 

(2) a discussion of the findings and conclu-
sions of such study. 

(d) Definitions 

For the purposes of this section— 
(1) the term ‘‘terminally ill’’ means any In-

dian who has a medical prognosis (as certified 
by a physician) of a life expectancy of six 
months or less; and

§ 1621e. Reimbursement from certain third par-
ties of costs of health services 

(a) Right of recovery 

Except as provided in subsection (f) of this sec-
tion, the United States, an Indian tribe, or a 
tribal organization shall have the right to re-
cover the reasonable expenses incurred by the 
Secretary, an Indian tribe, or a tribal organiza-
tion in providing health services, through the 

Service, an Indian tribe, or a tribal organiza-
tion, to any individual to the same extent that 
such individual, or any nongovernmental pro-
vider of such services, would be eligible to re-
ceive reimbursement or indemnification for 
such expenses if— 

(1) such services had been provided by a non-
governmental provider, and 

(2) such individual had been required to pay 
such expenses and did pay such expenses. 

(b) Recovery against State with workers’ com-
pensation laws or no-fault automobile acci-
dent insurance program 

Subsection (a) of this section shall provide a 
right of recovery against any State only if the 
injury, illness, or disability for which health 
services were provided is covered under— 

(1) workers’ compensation laws, or 
(2) a no-fault automobile accident insurance 

plan or program. 

(c) Prohibition of State law or contract provision 
impeding right of recovery 

No law of any State, or of any political sub-
division of a State, and no provision of any con-
tract entered into or renewed after November 23, 
1988, shall prevent or hinder the right of recov-
ery of the United States, an Indian tribe, or a 
tribal organization under subsection (a) of this 
section. 

(d) Right to damages 

No action taken by the United States, an In-
dian tribe, or a tribal organization to enforce 
the right of recovery provided under subsection 
(a) of this section shall affect the right of any 
person to any damages (other than damages for 
the cost of health services provided by the Sec-
retary through the Service). 

(e) Intervention or separate civil action 

The United States, an Indian tribe, or a tribal 
organization may enforce the right of recovery 
provided under subsection (a) of this section 
by— 

(1) intervening or joining in any civil action 
or proceeding brought— 

(A) by the individual for whom health 
services were provided by the Secretary, an 
Indian tribe, or a tribal organization, or 

(B) by any representative or heirs of such 
individual, or 

(2) instituting a separate civil action, after 
providing to such individual, or to the rep-
resentative or heirs of such individual, notice 
of the intention of the United States, an In-
dian tribe, or a tribal organization to institute 
a separate civil action. 

(f) Right of recovery for services when self-insur-
ance plan provides coverage 

The United States shall not have a right of re-
covery under this section if the injury, illness, 
or disability for which health services were pro-
vided is covered under a self-insurance plan 
funded by an Indian tribe or tribal organization.

§ 1621h. Mental health prevention and treatment 
services 

(a) National plan for Indian Mental Health Serv-
ices 

(1) Not later than 120 days after November 28, 
1990, the Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall develop and publish in the Federal Reg-
ister a final national plan for Indian Mental 
Health Services. The plan shall include— 

(A) an assessment of the scope of the prob-
lem of mental illness and dysfunctional and 
self-destructive behavior, including child 
abuse and family violence, among Indians, in-
cluding— 

(i) the number of Indians served by the 
Service who are directly or indirectly af-
fected by such illness or behavior, and 

(ii) an estimate of the financial and human 
cost attributable to such illness or behavior; 

(B) an assessment of the existing and addi-
tional resources necessary for the prevention 
and treatment of such illness and behavior; 
and 

(C) an estimate of the additional funding 
needed by the Service to meet its responsibil-
ities under the plan. 

(2) The Secretary shall submit a copy of the 
national plan to the Congress. 

(b) Memorandum of agreement 

Not later than 180 days after November 28, 
1990, the Secretary and the Secretary of the In-
terior shall develop and enter into a memoran-
dum of agreement under which the Secretaries 
shall, among other things— 

(1) determine and define the scope and na-
ture of mental illness and dysfunctional and 
self-destructive behavior, including child 
abuse and family violence, among Indians; 

(2) make an assessment of the existing Fed-
eral, tribal, State, local, and private services, 
resources, and programs available to provide 
mental health services for Indians; 

(3) make an initial determination of the 
unmet need for additional services, resources, 
and programs necessary to meet the needs 
identified pursuant to paragraph (1); 

(4)(A) ensure that Indians, as citizens of the 
United States and of the States in which they 
reside, have access to mental health services 
to which all citizens have access; 

(B) determine the right of Indians to partici-
pate in, and receive the benefit of, such serv-
ices; and 
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(C) take actions necessary to protect the ex-
ercise of such right; 

(5) delineate the responsibilities of the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and the Service, includ-
ing mental health identification, prevention, 
education, referral, and treatment services 
(including services through multidisciplinary 
resource teams), at the central, area, and 
agency and service unit levels to address the 
problems identified in paragraph (1); 

(6) provide a strategy for the comprehensive 
coordination of the mental health services 
provided by the Bureau of Indian Affairs and 
the Service to meet the needs identified pursu-
ant to paragraph (1), including— 

(A) the coordination of alcohol and sub-
stance abuse programs of the Service, the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, and the various 
tribes (developed under the Indian Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse Prevention and Treat-
ment Act of 1986 [25 U.S.C. 2401 et seq.]) with 
the mental health initiatives pursuant to 
this chapter, particularly with respect to the 
referral and treatment of dually-diagnosed 
individuals requiring mental health and sub-
stance abuse treatment; and 

(B) ensuring that Bureau of Indian Affairs 
and Service programs and services (includ-
ing multidisciplinary resource teams) ad-
dressing child abuse and family violence are 
coordinated with such non-Federal programs 
and services; 

(7) direct appropriate officials of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs and the Service, particularly 
at the agency and service unit levels, to co-
operate fully with tribal requests made pursu-
ant to subsection (d) of this section; and 

(8) provide for an annual review of such 
agreement by the two Secretaries. 

(c) Community mental health plan 

(1) The governing body of any Indian tribe 
may, at its discretion, adopt a resolution for the 
establishment of a community mental health 
plan providing for the identification and coordi-
nation of available resources and programs to 
identify, prevent, or treat mental illness or dys-
functional and self-destructive behavior, includ-
ing child abuse and family violence, among its 
members. 

(2) In furtherance of a plan established pursu-
ant to paragraph (1) and at the request of a 
tribe, the appropriate agency, service unit, or 
other officials of the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
and the Service shall cooperate with, and pro-
vide technical assistance to, the tribe in the de-
velopment of such plan. Upon the establishment 
of such a plan and at the request of the tribe, 
such officials, as directed by the memorandum 
of agreement developed pursuant to subsection 
(c) of this section, shall cooperate with the tribe 
in the implementation of such plan. 

(3) Two or more Indian tribes may form a coa-
lition for the adoption of resolutions and the es-
tablishment and development of a joint commu-
nity mental health plan under this subsection. 

(4) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
may make grants to Indian tribes adopting a 
resolution pursuant to paragraph (1) to obtain 
technical assistance for the development of a 
community mental health plan and to provide 

administrative support in the implementation of 
such plan. 

(d) Mental health training and community edu-
cation programs 

(1) The Secretary and the Secretary of the In-
terior, in consultation with representatives of 
Indian tribes, shall conduct a study and compile 
a list, of the types of staff positions specified in 
paragraph (2) whose qualifications include, or 
should include, training in the identification, 
prevention, education, referral, or treatment of 
mental illness or dysfunctional and self-destruc-
tive behavior. 

(2) The positions referred to in paragraph (1) 
are— 

(A) staff positions within the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs, including existing positions, in 
the fields of— 

(i) elementary and secondary education; 
(ii) social services and family and child 

welfare; 
(iii) law enforcement and judicial services; 

and 
(iv) alcohol and substance abuse; 

(B) staff positions with the Service; and 
(C) staff positions similar to those identified 

in subparagraphs (A) and (B) established and 
maintained by Indian tribes, including posi-
tions established in contracts entered into 
under the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 
U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. 

(3)(A) The appropriate Secretary shall provide 
training criteria appropriate to each type of po-
sition identified in paragraph (2)(A) and ensure 
that appropriate training has been, or will be, 
provided to any individual in any such position. 
With respect to any such individual in a position 
identified pursuant to paragraph (2)(C), the re-
spective Secretaries shall provide appropriate 
training to, or provide funds to an Indian tribe 
for the training of, such individual. In the case 
of positions funded under a contract entered 
into under the Indian Self-Determination Act, 
the appropriate Secretary shall ensure that such 
training costs are included in the contract, if 
necessary. 

(B) Funds authorized to be appropriated pursu-
ant to this section may be used to provide train-
ing authorized by this paragraph for community 
education programs described in paragraph (5) if 
a plan adopted pursuant to subsection (d) of this 
section identifies individuals or employment 
categories, other than those identified pursuant 
to paragraph (1), for which such training or com-
munity education is deemed necessary or desir-
able. 

(4) Position-specific training criteria described 
in paragraph (3) shall be culturally relevant to 
Indians and Indian tribes and shall ensure that 
appropriate information regarding traditional 
Indian healing and treatment practices is pro-
vided. 

(5) The Service shall develop and implement 
or, upon the request of an Indian tribe, assist 
such tribe to develop and implement, a program 
of community education on mental illness and 
dysfunctional and self-destructive behavior for 
individuals, as determined in a plan adopted 
pursuant to subsection (d) of this section. In car-
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rying out this paragraph, the Service shall pro-
vide, upon the request of an Indian tribe, tech-
nical assistance to the Indian tribe to obtain or 
develop community education and training ma-
terials on the identification, prevention, refer-
ral, and treatment of mental illness and dys-
functional and self-destructive behavior. 

(e) Staffing 

(1) Within 90 days after November 28, 1990, the 
Secretary shall develop a plan under which the 
Service will increase the health care staff pro-
viding mental health services by at least 500 po-
sitions within five years after November 28, 1990, 
with at least 200 of such positions devoted to 
child, adolescent, and family services. Such ad-
ditional staff shall be primarily assigned to the 
service unit level for services which shall in-
clude outpatient, emergency, aftercare and fol-
low-up, and prevention and education services. 

(2) The plan developed under paragraph (1) 
shall be implemented under section 13 of this 
title. 

(f) Staff recruitment and retention 

(1) The Secretary shall provide for the recruit-
ment of the additional personnel required by 
subsection (f) of this section and the retention 
of all Service personnel providing mental health 
services. In carrying out this subsection, the 
Secretary shall give priority to practitioners 
providing mental health services to children and 
adolescents with mental health problems. 

(2) In carrying out paragraph (1), the Sec-
retary shall develop a program providing for— 

(A) the payment of bonuses (which shall not 
be more favorable than those provided for 
under sections 1616i and 1616j of this title) for 
service in hardship posts; 

(B) the repayment of loans (for which the 
provisions of repayment contracts shall not be 
more favorable than the repayment contracts 
under section 1616a of this title) for health 
professions education as a recruitment incen-
tive; and 

(C) a system of postgraduate rotations as a 
retention incentive. 

(3) This subsection shall be carried out in co-
ordination with the recruitment and retention 
programs under subchapter I of this chapter. 

(g) Mental Health Technician program 

(1) Under the authority of section 13 of this 
title, the Secretary shall establish and maintain 
a Mental Health Technician program within the 
Service which— 

(A) provides for the training of Indians as 
mental health technicians; and 

(B) employs such technicians in the provi-
sion of community-based mental health care 
that includes identification, prevention, edu-
cation, referral, and treatment services. 

(2) In carrying out paragraph (1)(A), the Sec-
retary shall provide high standard paraprofes-
sional training in mental health care necessary 
to provide quality care to the Indian commu-
nities to be served. Such training shall be based 
upon a curriculum developed or approved by the 
Secretary which combines education in the the-
ory of mental health care with supervised prac-
tical experience in the provision of such care. 

(3) The Secretary shall supervise and evaluate 
the mental health technicians in the training 
program. 

(4) The Secretary shall ensure that the pro-
gram established pursuant to this subsection in-
volves the utilization and promotion of the tra-
ditional Indian health care and treatment prac-
tices of the Indian tribes to be served. 

(h) Mental health research 

The Secretary, acting through the Service and 
in consultation with the National Institute of 
Mental Health, shall enter into contracts with, 
or make grants to, appropriate institutions for 
the conduct of research on the incidence and 
prevalence of mental disorders among Indians 
on Indian reservations and in urban areas. Re-
search priorities under this subsection shall in-
clude— 

(1) the inter-relationship and inter-depend-
ence of mental disorders with alcoholism, sui-
cide, homicides, accidents, and the incidence 
of family violence, and 

(2) the development of models of prevention 
techniques. 

The effect of the inter-relationships and inter-
dependencies referred to in paragraph (1) on 
children, and the development of prevention 
techniques under paragraph (2) applicable to 
children, shall be emphasized. 

(i) Facilities assessment 

Within one year after November 28, 1990, the 
Secretary, acting through the Service, shall 
make an assessment of the need for inpatient 
mental health care among Indians and the avail-
ability and cost of inpatient mental health fa-
cilities which can meet such need. In making 
such assessment, the Secretary shall consider 
the possible conversion of existing, under-uti-
lized service hospital beds into psychiatric units 
to meet such need. 

(j) Annual report 

The Service shall develop methods for analyz-
ing and evaluating the overall status of mental 
health programs and services for Indians and 
shall submit to the President, for inclusion in 
each report required to be transmitted to the 
Congress under section 1671 of this title, a report 
on the mental health status of Indians which 
shall describe the progress being made to ad-
dress mental health problems of Indian commu-
nities. 

(k) Mental health demonstration grant program 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
is authorized to make grants to Indian tribes 
and inter-tribal consortia to pay 75 percent of 
the cost of planning, developing, and implement-
ing programs to deliver innovative community- 
based mental health services to Indians. The 25 
percent tribal share of such cost may be pro-
vided in cash or through the provision of prop-
erty or services. 

(2) The Secretary may award a grant for a 
project under paragraph (1) to an Indian tribe or 
inter-tribal consortium which meets the follow-
ing criteria: 

(A) The project will address significant 
unmet mental health needs among Indians. 

(B) The project will serve a significant num-
ber of Indians. 
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(C) The project has the potential to deliver 
services in an efficient and effective manner. 

(D) The tribe or consortium has the adminis-
trative and financial capability to administer 
the project. 

(E) The project will deliver services in a 
manner consistent with traditional Indian 
healing and treatment practices. 

(F) The project is coordinated with, and 
avoids duplication of, existing services. 

(3) For purposes of this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall, in evaluating applications for 
grants for projects to be operated under any con-
tract entered into with the Service under the In-
dian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.], use the same criteria that the Secretary 
uses in evaluating any other application for 
such a grant. 

(4) The Secretary may only award one grant 
under this subsection with respect to a service 
area until the Secretary has awarded grants for 
all service areas with respect to which the Sec-
retary receives applications during the applica-
tion period, as determined by the Secretary, 
which meet the criteria specified in paragraph 
(2). 

(5) Not later than 180 days after the close of 
the term of the last grant awarded pursuant to 
this subsection, the Secretary shall submit to 
the Congress a report evaluating the effective-
ness of the innovative community-based 
projects demonstrated pursuant to this sub-
section. Such report shall include findings and 
recommendations, if any, relating to the reorga-
nization of the programs of the Service for deliv-
ery of mental health services to Indians. 

(6) Grants made pursuant to this section may 
be expended over a period of three years and no 
grant may exceed $1,000,000 for the fiscal years 
involved. 

(l) Licensing requirement for mental health care 
workers 

Any person employed as a psychologist, social 
worker, or marriage and family therapist for the 
purpose of providing mental health care services 
to Indians in a clinical setting under the author-
ity of this chapter or through a contract pursu-
ant to the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 
U.S.C. 450f et seq.] shall— 

(1) in the case of a person employed as a psy-
chologist, be licensed as a clinical psycholo-
gist or working under the direct supervision of 
a licensed clinical psychologist; 

(2) in the case of a person employed as a so-
cial worker, be licensed as a social worker or 
working under the direct supervision of a li-
censed social worker; or 

(3) in the case of a person employed as a 
marriage and family therapist, be licensed as 
a marriage and family therapist or working 
under the direct supervision of a licensed mar-
riage and family therapist. 

(m) Intermediate adolescent mental health serv-
ices 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
may make grants to Indian tribes and tribal or-
ganizations to provide intermediate mental 
health services to Indian children and adoles-
cents, including— 

(A) inpatient and outpatient services; 
(B) emergency care; 
(C) suicide prevention and crisis interven-

tion; and 
(D) prevention and treatment of mental ill-

ness, and dysfunctional and self-destructive 
behavior, including child abuse and family vio-
lence. 

(2) Funds provided under this subsection may 
be used— 

(A) to construct or renovate an existing 
health facility to provide intermediate mental 
health services; 

(B) to hire mental health professionals; 
(C) to staff, operate, and maintain an inter-

mediate mental health facility, group home, 
or youth shelter where intermediate mental 
health services are being provided; and 

(D) to make renovations and hire appro-
priate staff to convert existing hospital beds 
into adolescent psychiatric units. 

(3) Funds provided under this subsection may 
not be used for the purposes described in section 
1621o(b)(1) of this title. 

(4) An Indian tribe or tribal organization re-
ceiving a grant under this subsection shall en-
sure that intermediate adolescent mental health 
services are coordinated with other tribal, Serv-
ice, and Bureau of Indian Affairs mental health, 
alcohol and substance abuse, and social services 
programs on the reservation of such tribe or 
tribal organization. 

(5) The Secretary shall establish criteria for 
the review and approval of applications for 
grants made pursuant to this subsection. 

(6) There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $10,000,000 for fiscal year 
1993 and such sums as may be necessary for each 
of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, 
and 2000.

§ 1621j. California contract health services dem-
onstration program 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall establish a demonstration 
program to evaluate the use of a contract care 
intermediary to improve the accessibility of 
health services to California Indians. 

(b) Agreement with California Rural Indian 
Health Board 

(1) In establishing such program, the Sec-
retary shall enter into an agreement with the 
California Rural Indian Health Board to reim-
burse the Board for costs (including reasonable 
administrative costs) incurred, during the pe-
riod of the demonstration program, in providing 
medical treatment under contract to California 
Indians described in section 1679(b) of this title 
throughout the California contract health serv-
ices delivery area described in section 1680 of 
this title with respect to high-cost contract care 
cases. 

(2) Not more than 5 percent of the amounts 
provided to the Board under this section for any 
fiscal year may be for reimbursement for admin-
istrative expenses incurred by the Board during 
such fiscal year. 

(3) No payment may be made for treatment 
provided under the demonstration program to 
the extent payment may be made for such treat-
ment under the Catastrophic Health Emergency 
Fund described in section 1621a of this title or 
from amounts appropriated or otherwise made 
available to the California contract health serv-
ice delivery area for a fiscal year. 

(c) Advisory board 

There is hereby established an advisory board 
which shall advise the California Rural Indian 
Health Board in carrying out the demonstration 
pursuant to this section. The advisory board 
shall be composed of representatives, selected by 
the California Rural Indian Health Board, from 
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not less than 8 tribal health programs serving 
California Indians covered under such dem-
onstration, at least one half of whom are not af-
filiated with the California Rural Indian Health 
Board. 

(d) Commencement and termination dates 

The demonstration program described in this 
section shall begin on January 1, 1993, and shall 
terminate on September 30, 1997. 

(e) Report 

Not later than July 1, 1998, the California 
Rural Indian Health Board shall submit to the 
Secretary a report on the demonstration pro-
gram carried out under this section, including a 
statement of its findings regarding the impact 
of using a contract care intermediary on— 

(1) access to needed health services; 
(2) waiting periods for receiving such serv-

ices; and 
(3) the efficient management of high-cost 

contract care cases. 

(f) ‘‘High-cost contract care cases’’ defined 

For the purposes of this section, the term 
‘‘high-cost contract care cases’’ means those 
cases in which the cost of the medical treatment 
provided to an individual— 

(1) would otherwise be eligible for reimburse-
ment from the Catastrophic Health Emer-
gency Fund established under section 1621a of 
this title, except that the cost of such treat-
ment does not meet the threshold cost re-
quirement established pursuant to section 
1621a(b)(2) of this title; and 

(2) exceeds $1,000.

§ 1621m. Epidemiology centers 

(a)(1) The Secretary shall establish an epide-
miology center in each Service area to carry out 
the functions described in paragraph (3). 

(2) To assist such centers in carrying out such 
functions, the Secretary shall perform the fol-
lowing: 

(A) In consultation with the Centers for Dis-
ease Control and Indian tribes, develop sets of 
data (which to the extent practicable, shall be 
consistent with the uniform data sets used by 
the States with respect to the year 2000 health 
objectives) for uniformly defining health 
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status for purposes of the objectives specified 
in section 1602(b) of this title. Such sets shall 
consist of one or more categories of informa-
tion. The Secretary shall develop formats for 
the uniform collecting and reporting of infor-
mation on such categories. 

(B) Establish and maintain a system for 
monitoring the progress made toward meeting 
each of the health status objectives described 
in section 1602(b) of this title. 

(3) In consultation with Indian tribes and 
urban Indian communities, each area epidemiol-
ogy center established under this subsection 
shall, with respect to such area— 

(A) collect data relating to, and monitor 
progress made toward meeting, each of the 
health status objectives described in section 
1602(b) of this title using the data sets and 
monitoring system developed by the Secretary 
pursuant to paragraph (2); 

(B) evaluate existing delivery systems, data 
systems, and other systems that impact the 
improvement of Indian health; 

(C) assist tribes and urban Indian commu-
nities in identifying their highest priority 
health status objectives and the services need-
ed to achieve such objectives, based on epide-
miological data; 

(D) make recommendations for the targeting 
of services needed by tribal, urban, and other 
Indian communities; 

(E) make recommendations to improve 
health care delivery systems for Indians and 
urban Indians; 

(F) work cooperatively with tribal providers 
of health and social services in order to avoid 
duplication of existing services; and 

(G) provide technical assistance to Indian 
tribes and urban Indian organizations in the 
development of local health service priorities 
and incidence and prevalence rates of disease 
and other illness in the community. 

(4) Epidemiology centers established under 
this subsection shall be subject to the provisions 
of the Indian Self-Determination Act (25 U.S.C. 
450f et seq.). 

(5) The director of the Centers for Disease Con-
trol shall provide technical assistance to the 
centers in carrying out the requirements of this 
subsection. 

(6) The Service shall assign one epidemiologist 
from each of its area offices to each area epide-
miology center to provide such center with tech-
nical assistance necessary to carry out this sub-
section. 

(b)(1) The Secretary may make grants to In-
dian tribes, tribal organizations, and eligible 
intertribal consortia or Indian organizations to 
conduct epidemiological studies of Indian com-
munities. 

(2) An intertribal consortia or Indian organiza-
tion is eligible to receive a grant under this sub-
section if— 

(A) it is incorporated for the primary pur-
pose of improving Indian health; and 

(B) it is representative of the tribes or urban 
Indian communities in which it is located. 

(3) An application for a grant under this sub-
section shall be submitted in such manner and 
at such time as the Secretary shall prescribe. 

(4) Applicants for grants under this subsection 
shall— 

(A) demonstrate the technical, administra-
tive, and financial expertise necessary to 
carry out the functions described in paragraph 
(5); 

(B) consult and cooperate with providers of 
related health and social services in order to 
avoid duplication of existing services; and 

(C) demonstrate cooperation from Indian 
tribes or urban Indian organizations in the 
area to be served. 

(5) A grant awarded under paragraph (1) may 
be used to— 

(A) carry out the functions described in sub-
section (a)(3) of this section; 

(B) provide information to and consult with 
tribal leaders, urban Indian community lead-
ers, and related health staff, on health care 
and health services management issues; and 

(C) provide, in collaboration with tribes and 
urban Indian communities, the Service with 
information regarding ways to improve the 
health status of Indian people. 

(6) There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out the purposes of this subsection not 
more than $12,000,000 for fiscal year 1993 and 
such sums as may be necessary for each of the 
fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and

§ 1621n. Comprehensive school health education 
programs 

(a) Award of grants 

The Secretary, acting through the Service and 
in consultation with the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, may award grants to Indian tribes to de-
velop comprehensive school health education 
programs for children from preschool through 
grade 12 in schools located on Indian reserva-
tions. 

(b) Use of grants 

Grants awarded under this section may be 
used to— 

(1) develop health education curricula; 
(2) train teachers in comprehensive school 

health education curricula; 
(3) integrate school-based, community- 

based, and other public and private health pro-
motion efforts; 

(4) encourage healthy, tobacco-free school 
environments; 

(5) coordinate school-based health programs 
with existing services and programs available 
in the community; 
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(6) develop school programs on nutrition 
education, personal health, and fitness; 

(7) develop mental health wellness programs; 
(8) develop chronic disease prevention pro-

grams; 
(9) develop substance abuse prevention pro-

grams; 
(10) develop accident prevention and safety 

education programs; 
(11) develop activities for the prevention and 

control of communicable diseases; and 
(12) develop community and environmental 

health education programs. 

(c) Assistance 

The Secretary shall provide technical assist-
ance to Indian tribes in the development of 
health education plans, and the dissemination of 
health education materials and information on 
existing health programs and resources. 

(d) Criteria for review and approval of applica-
tions 

The Secretary shall establish criteria for the 
review and approval of applications for grants 
made pursuant to this section. 

(e) Report of recipient 

Recipients of grants under this section shall 
submit to the Secretary an annual report on ac-
tivities undertaken with funds provided under 
this section. Such reports shall include a state-
ment of— 

(1) the number of preschools, elementary 
schools, and secondary schools served; 

(2) the number of students served; 
(3) any new curricula established with funds 

provided under this section; 
(4) the number of teachers trained in the 

health curricula; and 
(5) the involvement of parents, members of 

the community, and community health work-
ers in programs established with funds pro-
vided under this section. 

(f) Program development 

(1) The Secretary of the Interior, acting 
through the Bureau of Indian Affairs and in co-
operation with the Secretary, shall develop a 
comprehensive school health education program 
for children from preschool through grade 12 in 
schools operated by the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs. 

(2) Such program shall include— 
(A) school programs on nutrition education, 

personal health, and fitness; 
(B) mental health wellness programs; 
(C) chronic disease prevention programs; 
(D) substance abuse prevention programs; 
(E) accident prevention and safety education 

programs; and 
(F) activities for the prevention and control 

of communicable diseases. 

(3) The Secretary of the Interior shall— 
(A) provide training to teachers in compre-

hensive school health education curricula; 
(B) ensure the integration and coordination 

of school-based programs with existing serv-
ices and health programs available in the com-
munity; and 

(C) encourage healthy, tobacco-free school 
environments. 

(g) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $15,000,000 for fiscal year 
1993 and such sums as may be necessary for each 
of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, 
and 2000.

(1) disseminate to Indian tribes information 

regarding models for the delivery of compre-
hensive health care services to Indian and 
urban Indian adolescents; 

(2) encourage the implementation of such 
models; and 

(3) at the request of an Indian tribe, provide 
technical assistance in the implementation of 
such models. 

(d) Criteria for review and approval of applica-
tions 

The Secretary shall establish criteria for the 
review and approval of applications under this 
section. 

(e) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $5,000,000 for fiscal year 
1993 and such sums as may be necessary for each 
of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, 
and 2000.

Such program shall, to 
the maximum extent feasible, coordinate with 
the Quentin N. Burdick Indian Health Programs 
authorized under section 1616g(b) of this title, 
the Quentin N. Burdick American Indians Into 
Nursing Program authorized under section 
1616e(e) of this title, and existing university re-
search and communications networks. 

(c) Issuance of regulations 

(1) The Secretary shall issue regulations for 
the competitive awarding of the grants provided 
under this section. 

(2) Applicants for grants under this section 
shall agree to provide a program which, at a 
minimum— 

(A) provides outreach and recruitment for 
health professions to Indian communities in-
cluding elementary, secondary and commu-
nity colleges located on Indian reservations 
that will be served by the program; 

(B) incorporates a program advisory board 
comprised of representatives from the tribes 
and communities that will be served by the 
program; 

(C) provides summer enrichment programs 
to expose Indian students to the varied fields 
of psychology through research, clinical, and 
experiential activities; 

(D) provides stipends to undergraduate and 
graduate students to pursue a career in psy-
chology; 

(E) develops affiliation agreements with 
tribal community colleges, the Service, uni-
versity affiliated programs, and other appro-
priate entities to enhance the education of In-
dian students; 

(F) to the maximum extent feasible, utilizes 
existing university tutoring, counseling and 
student support services; and 

(G) to the maximum extent feasible, em-
ploys qualified Indians in the program. 

(d) Active duty service obligation 

The active duty service obligation prescribed 
under section 254m of title 42 shall be met by 
each graduate student who receives a stipend de-
scribed in subsection (c)(2)(D) of this section 
that is funded by a grant provided under this 
section. Such obligation shall be met by serv-
ice— 

(1) in the Indian Health Service; 
(2) in a program conducted under a contract 

entered into under the Indian Self-Determina-
tion Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]; 

(3) in a program assisted under subchapter 
IV of this chapter; or 

(4) in the private practice of psychology if, 
as determined by the Secretary, in accordance 
with guidelines promulgated by the Secretary, 
such practice is situated in a physician or 
other health professional shortage area and 
addresses the health care needs of a substan-
tial number of Indians.

§ 1621q. Prevention, control, and elimination of 
tuberculosis 

(a) Grants 

The Secretary, acting through the Service 
after consultation with the Centers for Disease 
Control, may make grants to Indian tribes and 
tribal organizations for— 

(1) projects for the prevention, control, and 
elimination of tuberculosis; 

(2) public information and education pro-
grams for the prevention, control, and elimi-
nation of tuberculosis; and 

(3) education, training, and clinical skills 
improvement activities in the prevention, con-
trol, and elimination of tuberculosis for health 
professionals, including allied health profes-
sionals. 

(b) Application for grant 

The Secretary may make a grant under sub-
section (a) of this section only if an application 
for the grant is submitted to the Secretary and 
the application is in such form, is made in such 
manner, and contains the assurances required by 
subsection (c) of this section and such other 
agreements, assurances, and information as the 
Secretary may require. 

(c) Eligibility for grant 

To be eligible for a grant under subsection (a) 
of this section, an applicant must provide assur-
ances satisfactory to the Secretary that— 

(1) the applicant will coordinate its activi-
ties for the prevention, control, and elimi-
nation of tuberculosis with activities of the 
Centers for Disease Control, and State and 
local health agencies; and 

(2) the applicant will submit to the Sec-
retary an annual report on its activities for 
the prevention, control, and elimination of tu-
berculosis. 

(d) Duties of Secretary 

In carrying out this section, the Secretary— 
(1) shall establish criteria for the review and 

approval of applications for grants under sub-
section (a) of this section, including require-
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ment of public health qualifications of appli-
cants; 

(2) shall, subject to available appropriations, 
make at least one grant under subsection (a) 
of this section within each area office; 

(3) may, at the request of an Indian tribe or 
tribal organization, provide technical assist-
ance; and 

(4) shall prepare and submit a report to the 
Committee on Energy and Commerce and the 
Committee on Natural Resources of the House 
and the Committee on Indian Affairs of the 
Senate not later than February 1, 1994, and bi-
ennially thereafter, on the use of funds under 
this section and on the progress made toward 
the prevention, control, and elimination of tu-
berculosis among Indian tribes and tribal or-
ganizations. 

(e) Reduction of amount of grant 

The Secretary may, at the request of a recipi-
ent of a grant under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion, reduce the amount of such grant by— 

(1) the fair market value of any supplies or 
equipment furnished the grant recipient; and 

(2) the amount of the pay, allowances, and 
travel expenses of any officer or employee of 
the Government when detailed to the grant re-
cipient and the amount of any other costs in-
curred in connection with the detail of such 
officer or employee, 

when the furnishing of such supplies or equip-
ment or the detail of such an officer or employee 
is for the convenience of and at the request of 
such grant recipient and for the purpose of car-
rying out a program with respect to which the 
grant under subsection (a) of this section is 
made. The amount by which any such grant is so 
reduced shall be available for payment by the 
Secretary of the costs incurred in furnishing the 
supplies or equipment, or in detailing the per-
sonnel, on which the reduction of such grant is 
based, and such amount shall be deemed as part 
of the grant and shall be deemed to have been 
paid to the grant recipient.

§ 1621r. Contract health services payment study 

(a) Duty of Secretary 

The Secretary, acting through the Service and 
in consultation with representatives of Indian 

tribes and tribal organizations operating con-
tract health care programs under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act (25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.) or 
under self-governance compacts, Service person-
nel, private contract health services providers, 
the Indian Health Service Fiscal Intermediary, 
and other appropriate experts, shall conduct a 
study— 

(1) to assess and identify administrative bar-
riers that hinder the timely payment for serv-
ices delivered by private contract health serv-
ices providers to individual Indians by the 
Service and the Indian Health Service Fiscal 
Intermediary; 

(2) to assess and identify the impact of such 
delayed payments upon the personal credit 
histories of individual Indians who have been 
treated by such providers; and 

(3) to determine the most efficient and effec-
tive means of improving the Service’s contract 
health services payment system and ensuring 
the development of appropriate consumer pro-
tection policies to protect individual Indians 
who receive authorized services from private 
contract health services providers from billing 
and collection practices, including the devel-
opment of materials and programs explaining 
patients’ rights and responsibilities. 

(b) Functions of study 

The study required by subsection (a) of this 
section shall— 

(1) assess the impact of the existing contract 
health services regulations and policies upon 
the ability of the Service and the Indian 
Health Service Fiscal Intermediary to process, 
on a timely and efficient basis, the payment of 
bills submitted by private contract health 
services providers; 

(2) assess the financial and any other bur-
dens imposed upon individual Indians and pri-
vate contract health services providers by de-
layed payments; 

(3) survey the policies and practices of col-
lection agencies used by contract health serv-
ices providers to collect payments for services 
rendered to individual Indians; 

(4) identify appropriate changes in Federal 
policies, administrative procedures, and regu-
lations, to eliminate the problems experienced 
by private contract health services providers 
and individual Indians as a result of delayed 
payments; and 

(5) compare the Service’s payment process-
ing requirements with private insurance 
claims processing requirements to evaluate 
the systemic differences or similarities em-
ployed by the Service and private insurers. 

(c) Report to Congress 

Not later than 12 months after October 29, 
1992, the Secretary shall transmit to the Con-
gress a report that includes— 

(1) a detailed description of the study con-
ducted pursuant to this section; and 

(2) a discussion of the findings and conclu-
sions of such study.

SUBCHAPTER III—HEALTH FACILITIES 

§ 1631. Consultation; closure of facilities; reports 

(a) Consultation; standards for accreditation 

Prior to the expenditure of, or the making of 
any firm commitment to expend, any funds ap-
propriated for the planning, design, construc-
tion, or renovation of facilities pursuant to sec-
tion 13 of this title, the Secretary, acting 
through the Service, shall— 

(1) consult with any Indian tribe that would 
be significantly affected by such expenditure 
for the purpose of determining and, whenever 
practicable, honoring tribal preferences con-
cerning size, location, type, and other charac-
teristics of any facility on which such expendi-
ture is to be made, and 

(2) ensure, whenever practicable, that such 
facility meets the standards of the Joint Com-
mission on Accreditation of Health Care Orga-
nizations by not later than 1 year after the 
date on which the construction or renovation 
of such facility is completed. 

(b) Closure; report on proposed closure 

(1) Notwithstanding any provision of law other 
than this subsection, no Service hospital or out-
patient health care facility of the Service, or 
any portion of such a hospital or facility, may 
be closed if the Secretary has not submitted to 
the Congress at least 1 year prior to the date 
such hospital or facility (or portion thereof) is 
proposed to be closed an evaluation of the im-
pact of such proposed closure which specifies, in 
addition to other considerations— 

(A) the accessibility of alternative health 
care resources for the population served by 
such hospital or facility; 

(B) the cost effectiveness of such closure; 
(C) the quality of health care to be provided 

to the population served by such hospital or 
facility after such closure; 

(D) the availability of contract health care 
funds to maintain existing levels of service; 

(E) the views of the Indian tribes served by 
such hospital or facility concerning such clo-
sure; 

(F) the level of utilization of such hospital 
or facility by all eligible Indians; and 

(G) the distance between such hospital or fa-
cility and the nearest operating Service hos-
pital. 
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(2) Paragraph (1) shall not apply to any tem-
porary closure of a facility or of any portion of 
a facility if such closure is necessary for medi-
cal, environmental, or safety reasons. 

(c) Annual report on health facility priority sys-
tem 

(1) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent, for inclusion in each report required to be 
transmitted to the Congress under section 1671 
of this title, a report which sets forth— 

(A) the current health facility priority sys-
tem of the Service, 

(B) the planning, design, construction, and 
renovation needs for the 10 top-priority inpa-
tient care facilities and the 10 top-priority am-
bulatory care facilities (together with re-
quired staff quarters), 

(C) the justification for such order of prior-
ity, 

(D) the projected cost of such projects, and 
(E) the methodology adopted by the Service 

in establishing priorities under its health fa-
cility priority system. 

(2) In preparing each report required under 
paragraph (1) (other than the initial report), the 
Secretary shall— 

(A) consult with Indian tribes and tribal or-
ganizations including those tribes or tribal or-
ganizations operating health programs or fa-
cilities under any contract entered into with 
the Service under the Indian Self-Determina-
tion Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], and 

(B) review the needs of such tribes and tribal 
organizations for inpatient and outpatient fa-
cilities, including their needs for renovation 
and expansion of existing facilities. 

(3) For purposes of this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall, in evaluating the needs of facilities 
operated under any contract entered into with 
the Service under the Indian Self-Determination 
Act, use the same criteria that the Secretary 
uses in evaluating the needs of facilities oper-
ated directly by the Service. 

(4) The Secretary shall ensure that the plan-
ning, design, construction, and renovation needs 
of Service and non-Service facilities which are 
the subject of a contract for health services en-
tered into with the Service under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act are fully and equitably 
integrated into the development of the health 
facility priority system. 

(d) Funds appropriated subject to section 450f of 
this title 

All funds appropriated under section 13 of this 
title for the planning, design, construction, or 
renovation of health facilities for the benefit of 
an Indian tribe or tribes shall be subject to the 
provisions of section 102 of the Indian Self-De-
termination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f].

§ 1632. Safe water and sanitary waste disposal fa-
cilities 

(a) Congressional findings 

The Congress hereby finds and declares that— 
(1) the provision of safe water supply sys-

tems and sanitary sewage and solid waste dis-
posal systems is primarily a health consider-
ation and function; 

(2) Indian people suffer an inordinately high 
incidence of disease, injury, and illness di-
rectly attributable to the absence or inad-
equacy of such systems; 

(3) the long-term cost to the United States 
of treating and curing such disease, injury, 
and illness is substantially greater than the 
short-term cost of providing such systems and 
other preventive health measures; 

(4) many Indian homes and communities 
still lack safe water supply systems and sani-
tary sewage and solid waste disposal systems; 
and 

(5) it is in the interest of the United States, 
and it is the policy of the United States, that 
all Indian communities and Indian homes, new 
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and existing, be provided with safe and ade-
quate water supply systems and sanitary sew-
age waste disposal systems as soon as possible. 

(b) Authority; assistance; transfer of funds 

(1) In furtherance of the findings and declara-
tions made in subsection (a) of this section, Con-
gress reaffirms the primary responsibility and 
authority of the Service to provide the nec-
essary sanitation facilities and services as pro-
vided in section 2004a of title 42. 

(2) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
is authorized to provide under section 2004a of 
title 42— 

(A) financial and technical assistance to In-
dian tribes and communities in the establish-
ment, training, and equipping of utility orga-
nizations to operate and maintain Indian sani-
tation facilities; 

(B) ongoing technical assistance and train-
ing in the management of utility organiza-
tions which operate and maintain sanitation 
facilities; and 

(C) operation and maintenance assistance 
for, and emergency repairs to, tribal sanita-
tion facilities when necessary to avoid a 
health hazard or to protect the Federal invest-
ment in sanitation facilities. 

(3) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law— 

(A) the Secretary of Housing and Urban Af-
fairs is authorized to transfer funds appro-
priated under the Housing and Community De-
velopment Act of 1974 (42 U.S.C. 5301, et seq.) 
to the Secretary of Health and Human Serv-
ices, and 

(B) the Secretary of Health and Human 
Services is authorized to accept and use such 
funds for the purpose of providing sanitation 
facilities and services for Indians under sec-
tion 2004a of title 42. 

(c) 10-year plan 

Beginning in fiscal year 1990, the Secretary, 
acting through the Service, shall develop and 
begin implementation of a 10-year plan to pro-
vide safe water supply and sanitation sewage 
and solid waste disposal facilities to existing In-
dian homes and communities and to new and 
renovated Indian homes. 

(d) Tribal capability 

The financial and technical capability of an 
Indian tribe or community to safely operate and 
maintain a sanitation facility shall not be a pre-
requisite to the provision or construction of 
sanitation facilities by the Secretary. 

(e) Amount of assistance 

(1) The Secretary is authorized to provide fi-
nancial assistance to Indian tribes and commu-
nities in an amount equal to the Federal share 
of the costs of operating, managing, and main-
taining the facilities provided under the plan de-
scribed in subsection (c) of this section. 

(2) For the purposes of paragraph (1), the term 
‘‘Federal share’’ means 80 percent of the costs 
described in paragraph (1). 

(3) With respect to Indian tribes with fewer 
than 1,000 enrolled members, the non-Federal 
portion of the costs of operating, managing, and 
maintaining such facilities may be provided, in 

part, through cash donations or in kind prop-
erty, fairly evaluated. 

(f) Eligibility of programs administered by In-
dian tribes 

Programs administered by Indian tribes or 
tribal organizations under the authority of the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.] shall be eligible for— 

(1) any funds appropriated pursuant to this 
section, and 

(2) any funds appropriated for the purpose of 
providing water supply or sewage disposal 
services, 

on an equal basis with programs that are admin-
istered directly by the Service. 

(g) Annual report; sanitation deficiency levels 

(1) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent, for inclusion in each report required to be 
transmitted to the Congress under section 1671 
of this title, a report which sets forth— 

(A) the current Indian sanitation facility 
priority system of the Service; 

(B) the methodology for determining sanita-
tion deficiencies; 

(C) the level of sanitation deficiency for 
each sanitation facilities project of each In-
dian tribe or community; 

(D) the amount of funds necessary to raise 
all Indian tribes and communities to a level I 
sanitation deficiency; and 

(E) the amount of funds necessary to raise 
all Indian tribes and communities to zero sani-
tation deficiency. 

(2) In preparing each report required under 
paragraph (1) (other than the initial report), the 
Secretary shall consult with Indian tribes and 
tribal organizations (including those tribes or 
tribal organizations operating health care pro-
grams or facilities under any contract entered 
into with the Service under the Indian Self-De-
termination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]) to deter-
mine the sanitation needs of each tribe. 

(3) The methodology used by the Secretary in 
determining sanitation deficiencies for purposes 
of paragraph (1) shall be applied uniformly to all 
Indian tribes and communities. 

(4) For purposes of this subsection, the sanita-
tion deficiency levels for an Indian tribe or com-
munity are as follows: 

(A) level I is an Indian tribe or community 
with a sanitation system— 

(i) which complies with all applicable 
water supply and pollution control laws, and 

(ii) in which the deficiencies relate to rou-
tine replacement, repair, or maintenance 
needs; 

(B) level II is an Indian tribe or community 
with a sanitation system— 

(i) which complies with all applicable 
water supply and pollution control laws, and 

(ii) in which the deficiencies relate to cap-
ital improvements that are necessary to im-
prove the facilities in order to meet the 
needs of such tribe or community for domes-
tic sanitation facilities; 

(C) level III is an Indian tribe or community 
with a sanitation system which— 

(i) has an inadequate or partial water sup-
ply and a sewage disposal facility that does 
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not comply with applicable water supply and 
pollution control laws, or 

(ii) has no solid waste disposal facility; 

(D) level IV is an Indian tribe or community 
with a sanitation system which lacks either a 
safe water supply system or a sewage disposal 
system; and 

(E) level V is an Indian tribe or community 
that lacks a safe water supply and a sewage 
disposal system. 

(5) For purposes of this subsection, any Indian 
tribe or community that lacks the operation 
and maintenance capability to enable its sanita-
tion system to meet pollution control laws may 
not be treated as having a level I or II sanita-
tion deficiency.

§ 1633. Preferences to Indians and Indian firms 

(a) Discretionary authority; covered activities 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
may utilize the negotiating authority of section 
47 of this title, to give preference to any Indian 
or any enterprise, partnership, corporation, or 
other type of business organization owned and 
controlled by an Indian or Indians including 
former or currently federally recognized Indian 
tribes in the State of New York (hereinafter re-
ferred to as an ‘‘Indian firm’’) in the construc-
tion and renovation of Service facilities pursu-
ant to section 1631 of this title and in the con-
struction of safe water and sanitary waste dis-
posal facilities pursuant to section 1632 of this 
title. Such preference may be accorded by the 
Secretary unless he finds, pursuant to rules and 
regulations promulgated by him, that the 
project or function to be contracted for will not 
be satisfactory or such project or function can-
not be properly completed or maintained under 
the proposed contract. The Secretary, in arriv-
ing at his finding, shall consider whether the In-
dian or Indian firm will be deficient with respect 
to (1) ownership and control by Indians, (2) 
equipment, (3) bookkeeping and accounting pro-
cedures, (4) substantive knowledge of the project 
or function to be contracted for, (5) adequately 
trained personnel, or (6) other necessary compo-
nents of contract performance. 

(b) Pay rates 

For the purpose of implementing the provi-
sions of this subchapter, the Secretary shall as-
sure that the rates of pay for personnel engaged 
in the construction or renovation of facilities 
constructed or renovated in whole or in part by 
funds made available pursuant to this sub-
chapter are not less than the prevailing local 
wage rates for similar work as determined in ac-
cordance with the Act of March 3, 1931 (40 U.S.C. 
276a to 276a–5, known as the Davis-Bacon Act).

§ 1634. Expenditure of non-Service funds for ren-
ovation 

(a) Authority of Secretary 

(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, the Secretary is authorized to accept any 
major renovation or modernization by any In-
dian tribe of any Service facility, or of any 
other Indian health facility operated pursuant 
to a contract entered into under the Indian Self- 
Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], in-
cluding— 

(A) any plans or designs for such renovation 
or modernization; and 

(B) any renovation or modernization for 
which funds appropriated under any Federal 
law were lawfully expended, 
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but only if the requirements of subsection (b) of 
this section are met. 

(2) The Secretary shall maintain a separate 
priority list to address the needs of such facili-
ties for personnel or equipment. 

(3) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent, for inclusion in each report required to be 
transmitted to the Congress under section 1671 
of this title, the priority list maintained pursu-
ant to paragraph (2). 

(b) Requirements 

The requirements of this subsection are met 
with respect to any renovation or modernization 
if— 

(1) the tribe or tribal organization— 
(A) provides notice to the Secretary of its 

intent to renovate or modernize; and 
(B) applies to the Secretary to be placed 

on a separate priority list to address the 
needs of such new facilities for personnel or 
equipment; and 

(2) the renovation or modernization— 
(A) is approved by the appropriate area di-

rector of the Service; and 
(B) is administered by the tribe in accord-

ance with the rules and regulations pre-
scribed by the Secretary with respect to con-
struction or renovation of Service facilities. 

(c) Recovery for non-use as Service facility 

If any Service facility which has been ren-
ovated or modernized by an Indian tribe under 
this section ceases to be used as a Service facil-
ity during the 20-year period beginning on the 
date such renovation or modernization is com-
pleted, such Indian tribe shall be entitled to re-
cover from the United States an amount which 
bears the same ratio to the value of such facility 
at the time of such cessation as the value of 
such renovation or modernization (less the total 
amount of any funds provided specifically for 
such facility under any Federal program that 
were expended for such renovation or mod-
ernization) bore to the value of such facility at 
the time of the completion of such renovation or 
modernization.

§ 1636. Grant program for construction, expan-
sion, and modernization of small ambulatory 
care facilities 

(a) Authorization 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall make grants to tribes and tribal organiza-
tions for the construction, expansion, or mod-
ernization of facilities for the provision of am-
bulatory care services to eligible Indians (and 
noneligible persons as provided in subsection 
(c)(1)(C) of this section). A grant made under 
this section may cover up to 100 percent of the 
costs of such construction, expansion, or mod-
ernization. For the purposes of this section, the 
term ‘‘construction’’ includes the replacement 
of an existing facility. 

(2) A grant under paragraph (1) may only be 
made to a tribe or tribal organization operating 
an Indian health facility (other than a facility 
owned or constructed by the Service, including 
a facility originally owned or constructed by the 
Service and transferred to a tribe or tribal orga-
nization) pursuant to a contract entered into 
under the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 
U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. 

(b) Use of grant 

(1) A grant provided under this section may be 
used only for the construction, expansion, or 
modernization (including the planning and de-
sign of such construction, expansion, or mod-
ernization) of an ambulatory care facility— 

(A) located apart from a hospital; 
(B) not funded under section 1631 of this title 

or section 1637 of this title; and 
(C) which, upon completion of such construc-

tion, expansion, or modernization will— 
(i) have a total capacity appropriate to its 

projected service population; 
(ii) serve no less than 500 eligible Indians 

annually; and 
(iii) provide ambulatory care in a service 

area (specified in the contract entered into 
under the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 
U.S.C. 450f et seq.]) with a population of not 
less than 2,000 eligible Indians. 

(2) The requirements of clauses (ii) and (iii) of 
paragraph (1)(C) shall not apply to a tribe or 
tribal organization applying for a grant under 
this section whose tribal government offices are 
located on an island. 

(c) Application for grant 

(1) No grant may be made under this section 
unless an application for such a grant has been 
submitted to and approved by the Secretary. An 
application for a grant under this section shall 
be submitted in such form and manner as the 
Secretary shall by regulation prescribe and shall 
set forth reasonable assurance by the applicant 
that, at all times after the construction, expan-
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sion, or modernization of a facility carried out 
pursuant to a grant received under this sec-
tion— 

(A) adequate financial support will be avail-
able for the provision of services at such facil-
ity; 

(B) such facility will be available to eligible 
Indians without regard to ability to pay or 
source of payment; and 

(C) such facility will, as feasible without di-
minishing the quality or quantity of services 
provided to eligible Indians, serve noneligible 
persons on a cost basis. 

(2) In awarding grants under this section, the 
Secretary shall give priority to tribes and tribal 
organizations that demonstrate— 

(A) a need for increased ambulatory care 
services; and 

(B) insufficient capacity to deliver such 
services. 

(d) Transfer of interest to United States upon 
cessation of facility 

If any facility (or portion thereof) with respect 
to which funds have been paid under this sec-
tion, ceases, at any time after completion of the 
construction, expansion, or modernization car-
ried out with such funds, to be utilized for the 
purposes of providing ambulatory care services 
to eligible Indians, all of the right, title, and in-
terest in and to such facility (or portion thereof) 
shall transfer to the United States.

§ 1637. Indian health care delivery demonstration 
project 

(a) Health care delivery demonstration projects 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, is 
authorized to enter into contracts with, or make 
grants to, Indian tribes or tribal organizations 
for the purpose of carrying out a health care de-
livery demonstration project to test alternative 
means of delivering health care and services 
through health facilities to Indians. 

(b) Use of funds 

The Secretary, in approving projects pursuant 
to this section, may authorize funding for the 
construction and renovation of hospitals, health 
centers, health stations, and other facilities to 
deliver health care services and is authorized 
to— 

(1) waive any leasing prohibition; 
(2) permit carryover of funds appropriated 

for the provision of health care services; 
(3) permit the use of non-Service Federal 

funds and non-Federal funds; 
(4) permit the use of funds or property do-

nated from any source for project purposes; 
and 

(5) provide for the reversion of donated real 
or personal property to the donor. 

(c) Criteria 

(1) Within 180 days after November 28, 1990, the 
Secretary, after consultation with Indian tribes 
and tribal organizations, shall develop and pub-
lish in the Federal Register criteria for the re-
view and approval of applications submitted 
under this section. The Secretary may enter 
into a contract or award a grant under this sec-
tion for projects which meet the following cri-
teria: 

(A) There is a need for a new facility or pro-
gram or the reorientation of an existing facil-
ity or program. 

(B) A significant number of Indians, includ-
ing those with low health status, will be 
served by the project. 

(C) The project has the potential to address 
the health needs of Indians in an innovative 
manner. 

(D) The project has the potential to deliver 
services in an efficient and effective manner. 

(E) The project is economically viable. 
(F) The Indian tribe or tribal organization 

has the administrative and financial capabil-
ity to administer the project. 

(G) The project is integrated with providers 
of related health and social services and is 
coordinated with, and avoids duplication of, 
existing services. 

(2) The Secretary may provide for the estab-
lishment of peer review panels, as necessary, to 
review and evaluate applications and to advise 
the Secretary regarding such applications using 
the criteria developed pursuant to paragraph (1). 

(3)(A) On or before September 30, 1995, the Sec-
retary shall enter into contracts or award 
grants under this section for a demonstration 
project in each of the following service units 
which meets the criteria specified in paragraph 
(1) and for which a completed application has 
been received by the Secretary: 

(i) Cass Lake, Minnesota. 
(ii) Clinton, Oklahoma. 
(iii) Harlem, Montana. 
(iv) Mescalero, New Mexico. 
(v) Owyhee, Nevada. 
(vi) Parker, Arizona. 
(vii) Schurz, Nevada. 
(viii) Winnebago, Nebraska. 
(ix) Ft. Yuma, California. 

(B) The Secretary may also enter into con-
tracts or award grants under this section taking 
into consideration applications received under 
this section from all service areas. The Sec-
retary may not award a greater number of such 
contracts or grants in one service area than in 
any other service area until there is an equal 
number of such contracts or grants awarded 
with respect to all service areas from which the 
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Secretary receives applications during the appli-
cation period (as determined by the Secretary) 
which meet the criteria specified in paragraph 
(1). 

(d) Technical assistance 

The Secretary shall provide such technical 
and other assistance as may be necessary to en-
able applicants to comply with the provisions of 
this section. 

(e) Service to ineligible persons 

The authority to provide services to persons 
otherwise ineligible for the health care benefits 
of the Service and the authority to extend hos-
pital privileges in service facilities to non-Serv-
ice health care practitioners as provided in sec-
tion 1680c of this title may be included, subject 
to the terms of such section, in any demonstra-
tion project approved pursuant to this section. 

(f) Equitable treatment 

For purposes of subsection (c)(1)(A) of this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall, in evaluating facilities 
operated under any contract entered into with 
the Service under the Indian Self-Determination 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], use the same criteria 
that the Secretary uses in evaluating facilities 
operated directly by the Service. 

(g) Equitable integration of facilities 

The Secretary shall ensure that the planning, 
design, construction, and renovation needs of

Any funds so reimbursed 
which are in excess of the amount necessary to 
achieve or maintain such conditions or require-
ments shall be used— 

(A) solely for improving the health resources 
deficiency level of the Indian tribe, and 

(B) in accordance with the regulations of the 
Service applicable to funds provided by the 
Service under any contract entered into under 
the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 
450f et seq.]. 

(2) The amounts paid to the hospitals and clin-
ics participating in the demonstration program 
described in subsection (a) of this section shall 
be subject to all auditing requirements applica-
ble to programs administered directly by the 
Service and to facilities participating in the 
medicare and medicaid programs. 

(3) The Secretary shall monitor the perform-
ance of hospitals and clinics participating in the 
demonstration program described in subsection 
(a) of this section, and shall require such hos-
pitals and clinics to submit reports on the pro-
gram to the Secretary on a quarterly basis (or 
more frequently if the Secretary deems it to be 
necessary). 

(4) Notwithstanding section 1880(c) of the So-
cial Security Act [42 U.S.C. 1395qq(c)] or section 
1642(a) of this title, no payment may be made 
out of the special fund described in section 
1880(c) of the Social Security Act, or section 
1642(a) of this title, for the benefit of any hos-
pital or clinic participating in the demonstra-
tion program described in subsection (a) of this 
section during the period of such participation. 

(c) Requirements for participation 

(1) In order to be considered for participation 
in the demonstration program described in sub-
section (a) of this section, a hospital or clinic 
must submit an application to the Secretary 
which establishes to the satisfaction of the Sec-
retary that— 

(A) the Indian tribe, tribal organization, or 
Alaska Native health organization contracts 
the entire operation of the Service facility. 

(B) the facility is eligible to participate in 
the medicare and medicaid programs under 
sections 1880 and 1911 of the Social Security 
Act [42 U.S.C. 1395qq, 1396j]; 

(C) the facility meets any requirements 
which apply to programs operated directly by 
the Service; and 

(D) the facility is accredited by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals, or 
has submitted a plan, which has been approved 
by the Secretary, for achieving such accredita-
tion prior to October 1, 1990. 

(2) From among the qualified applicants, the 
Secretary shall, prior to October 1, 1989, select 
no more than 4 facilities to participate in the 
demonstration program described in subsection 
(a) of this section. The demonstration program 
described in subsection (a) of this section shall 
begin by no later than October 1, 1991, and end 
on September 30, 1998. 

(d) Examination and implementation changes 

(1) On November 23, 1988, the Secretary, acting 
through the Service, shall commence an exam-
ination of— 

(A) any administrative changes which may 
be necessary to allow direct billing and reim-
bursement under the demonstration program 
described in subsection (a) of this section, in-
cluding any agreements with States which 
may be necessary to provide for such direct 
billing under the medicaid program; and 

(B) any changes which may be necessary to 
enable participants in such demonstration 
program to provide to the Service medical 
records information on patients served under 
such demonstration program which is consist-
ent with the medical records information sys-
tem of the Service. 

(2) Prior to the commencement of the dem-
onstration program described in subsection (a) 
of this section, the Secretary shall implement 
all changes required as a result of the examina-
tions conducted under paragraph (1). 

(3) Prior to October 1, 1990, the Secretary shall 
determine any accounting information which a 
participant in the demonstration program de-
scribed in subsection (a) of this section would be 
required to report. 

(e) Report 

The Secretary shall submit a final report at 
the end of fiscal year 1996, on the activities car-
ried out under the demonstration program de-
scribed in subsection (a) of this section which 
shall include an evaluation of whether such ac-
tivities have fulfilled the objectives of such pro-
gram. In such report the Secretary shall provide 
a recommendation, based upon the results of 
such demonstration program, as to whether di-
rect billing of, and reimbursement by, the medi-
care and medicaid programs and other third- 
party payors should be authorized for all Indian 
tribes and Alaska Native health organizations 
which are contracting the entire operation of a 
facility of the Service. 

(f) Retrocession of contract 

The Secretary shall provide for the retroces-
sion of any contract entered into between a par-
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ticipant in the demonstration program described 
in subsection (a) of this section and the Service 
under the authority of the Indian Self-Deter-
mination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. All cost ac-
counting and billing authority shall be 
retroceded to the Secretary upon the Sec-
retary’s acceptance of a retroceded contract.

§ 1652. Contracts with, and grants to, urban In-
dian organizations

contracts with, or make grants to, urban Indian 
organizations to assist such organizations in the 
establishment and administration, within the 
urban centers in which such organizations are 
situated, of programs which meet the require-
ments set forth in this subchapter. The Sec-
retary, through the Service, shall include such 
conditions as the Secretary considers necessary 
to effect the purpose of this subchapter in any 
contract which the Secretary enters into with, 
or in any grant the Secretary makes to, any 
urban Indian organization pursuant to this sub-
chapter.

§ 1653. Contracts and grants for provision of 
health care and referral services 

(a) Requirements 

Under authority of section 13 of this title, the 
Secretary, through the Service, shall enter into 
contracts with, or make grants to, urban Indian 
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organizations for the provision of health care 
and referral services for urban Indians residing 
in the urban centers in which such organizations 
are situated. Any such contract or grant shall 
include requirements that the urban Indian or-
ganization successfully undertake to— 

(1) estimate the population of urban Indians 
residing in the urban center in which such or-
ganization is situated who are or could be re-
cipients of health care or referral services; 

(2) estimate the current health status of 
urban Indians residing in such urban center; 

(3) estimate the current health care needs of 
urban Indians residing in such urban center; 

(4) identify all public and private health 
services resources within such urban center 
which are or may be available to urban Indi-
ans; 

(5) determine the use of public and private 
health services resources by the urban Indians 
residing in such urban center; 

(6) assist such health services resources in 
providing services to urban Indians; 

(7) assist urban Indians in becoming familiar 
with and utilizing such health services re-
sources; 

(8) provide basic health education, including 
health promotion and disease prevention edu-
cation, to urban Indians; 

(9) establish and implement training pro-
grams to accomplish the referral and edu-
cation tasks set forth in paragraphs (6) 
through (8) of this subsection; 

(10) identify gaps between unmet health 
needs of urban Indians and the resources avail-
able to meet such needs; 

(11) make recommendations to the Secretary 
and Federal, State, local, and other resource 
agencies on methods of improving health serv-
ice programs to meet the needs of urban Indi-
ans; and 

(12) where necessary, provide, or enter into 
contracts for the provision of, health care 
services for urban Indians. 

(b) Criteria for selection of organizations to 
enter into contracts or receive grants 

The Secretary, through the Service, shall by 
regulation prescribe the criteria for selecting 
urban Indian organizations to enter into con-
tracts or receive grants under this section. Such 
criteria shall, among other factors, include— 

(1) the extent of unmet health care needs of 
urban Indians in the urban center involved; 

(2) the size of the urban Indian population in 
the urban center involved; 

(3) the accessibility to, and utilization of, 
health care services (other than services pro-
vided under this subchapter) by urban Indians 
in the urban center involved; 

(4) the extent, if any, to which the activities 
set forth in subsection (a) of this section 
would duplicate— 

(A) any previous or current public or pri-
vate health services project in an urban cen-
ter that was or is funded in a manner other 
than pursuant to this subchapter; or 

(B) any project funded under this sub-
chapter; 

(5) the capability of an urban Indian organi-
zation to perform the activities set forth in 

subsection (a) of this section and to enter into 
a contract with the Secretary or to meet the 
requirements for receiving a grant under this 
section; 

(6) the satisfactory performance and success-
ful completion by an urban Indian organiza-
tion of other contracts with the Secretary 
under this subchapter; 

(7) the appropriateness and likely effective-
ness of conducting the activities set forth in 
subsection (a) of this section in an urban cen-
ter; and 

(8) the extent of existing or likely future 
participation in the activities set forth in sub-
section (a) of this section by appropriate 
health and health-related Federal, State, 
local, and other agencies. 

(c) Grants for health promotion and disease pre-
vention services 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall facilitate access to, or provide, health pro-
motion and disease prevention services for 
urban Indians through grants made to urban In-
dian organizations administering contracts en-
tered into pursuant to this section or receiving 
grants under subsection (a) of this section. 

(d) Grants for immunization services 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall facilitate access to, or provide, immuniza-
tion services for urban Indians through grants 
made to urban Indian organizations administer-
ing contracts entered into pursuant to this sec-
tion or receiving grants under subsection (a) of 
this section. 

(2) In making any grant to carry out this sub-
section, the Secretary shall take into consider-
ation— 

(A) the size of the urban Indian population 
to be served; 

(B) the immunization levels of the urban In-
dian population, particularly the immuniza-
tion levels of infants, children, and the elder-
ly; 

(C) the utilization by the urban Indians of 
alternative resources from State and local 
governments for no-cost or low-cost immuni-
zation services to the general population; and 

(D) the capability of the urban Indian orga-
nization to carry out services pursuant to this 
subsection. 

(3) For purposes of this subsection, the term 
‘‘immunization services’’ means services to pro-
vide without charge immunizations against vac-
cine-preventable diseases. 

(e) Grants for mental health services 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall facilitate access to, or provide, mental 
health services for urban Indians through grants 
made to urban Indian organizations administer-
ing contracts entered into pursuant to this sec-
tion or receiving grants under subsection (a) of 
this section. 

(2) A grant may not be made under this sub-
section to an urban Indian organization until 
that organization has prepared, and the Service 
has approved, an assessment of the mental 
health needs of the urban Indian population con-
cerned, the mental health services and other re-
lated resources available to that population, the 
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barriers to obtaining those services and re-
sources, and the needs that are unmet by such 
services and resources. 

(3) Grants may be made under this sub-
section— 

(A) to prepare assessments required under 
paragraph (2); 

(B) to provide outreach, educational, and re-
ferral services to urban Indians regarding the 
availability of direct mental health services, 
to educate urban Indians about mental health 
issues and services, and effect coordination 
with existing mental health providers in order 
to improve services to urban Indians; 

(C) to provide outpatient mental health 
services to urban Indians, including the identi-
fication and assessment of illness, therapeutic 
treatments, case management, support groups, 
family treatment, and other treatment; and 

(D) to develop innovative mental health 
service delivery models which incorporate In-
dian cultural support systems and resources. 

(f) Grants for prevention and treatment of child 
abuse 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall facilitate access to, or provide, services for 
urban Indians through grants to urban Indian 
organizations administering contracts entered 
into pursuant to this section or receiving grants 
under subsection (a) of this section to prevent 
and treat child abuse (including sexual abuse) 
among urban Indians. 

(2) A grant may not be made under this sub-
section to an urban Indian organization until 
that organization has prepared, and the Service 
has approved, an assessment that documents the 
prevalence of child abuse in the urban Indian 
population concerned and specifies the services 
and programs (which may not duplicate existing 
services and programs) for which the grant is re-
quested. 

(3) Grants may be made under this sub-
section— 

(A) to prepare assessments required under 
paragraph (2); 

(B) for the development of prevention, train-
ing, and education programs for urban Indian 
populations, including child education, parent 
education, provider training on identification 
and intervention, education on reporting re-
quirements, prevention campaigns, and estab-
lishing service networks of all those involved 
in Indian child protection; and 

(C) to provide direct outpatient treatment 
services (including individual treatment, fam-
ily treatment, group therapy, and support 
groups) to urban Indians who are child victims 
of abuse (including sexual abuse) or adult sur-
vivors of child sexual abuse, to the families of 
such child victims, and to urban Indian per-
petrators of child abuse (including sexual 
abuse). 

(4) In making grants to carry out this sub-
section, the Secretary shall take into consider-
ation— 

(A) the support for the urban Indian organi-
zation demonstrated by the child protection 
authorities in the area, including committees 
or other services funded under the Indian 
Child Welfare Act of 1978 (25 U.S.C. 1901 et 
seq.), if any; 

(B) the capability and expertise dem-
onstrated by the urban Indian organization to 
address the complex problem of child sexual 
abuse in the community; and 

(C) the assessment required under paragraph 
(2).

‘‘(4) The term of the lease, if appropriate, the age of 

the structure, and the structure’s life expectancy 

with and without improvement.

‘‘(b) REPORT.—The report shall contain general rec-

ommendations for addressing the deficiencies of facili-

ties in which programs funded under title V of the In-

dian Health Care Improvement Act [25 U.S.C. 1651 et 

seq.] are located and shall propose specific policies for 

accomplishing those recommendations.’’

should enter into a contract or make a grant 
under section 1653 of this title with respect to 
the urban Indian organization which the Sec-
retary has entered into a contract with, or made 
a grant to, under this section. 

(b) Requirements 

Any contract entered into, or grant made, by 
the Secretary under this section shall include 
requirements that— 

(1) the urban Indian organization success-
fully undertake to— 

(A) document the health care status and 
unmet health care needs of urban Indians in 
the urban center involved; and 

(B) with respect to urban Indians in the 
urban center involved, determine the mat-
ters described in clauses (2), (3), (4), and (8) 
of section 1653(b) of this title; and 

(2) the urban Indian organization complete 
performance of the contract, or carry out the 
requirements of the grant, within one year 
after the date on which the Secretary and such 
organization enter into such contract, or with-
in one year after such organization receives 
such grant, whichever is applicable.

The Secretary may not renew any contract en-
tered into, or grant made, under this section.

§ 1655. Evaluations; renewals 

(a) Contract compliance and performance 

The Secretary, through the Service, shall de-
velop procedures to evaluate compliance with 
grant requirements under this subchapter and 
compliance with, and performance of contracts 
entered into by urban Indian organizations 
under this subchapter. Such procedures shall in-
clude provisions for carrying out the require-
ments of this section. 

(b) Annual onsite evaluation 

The Secretary, through the Service, shall con-
duct an annual onsite evaluation of each urban 
Indian organization which has entered into a 
contract or received a grant under section 1653 
of this title for purposes of determining the 
compliance of such organization with, and eval-
uating the performance of such organization 
under, such contract or the terms of such grant. 

(c) Noncompliance or unsatisfactory perform-
ance 

If, as a result of the evaluations conducted 
under this section, the Secretary determines 
that an urban Indian organization has not com-
plied with the requirements of a grant or com-
plied with or satisfactorily performed a contract 
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under section 1653 of this title, the Secretary 
shall, prior to renewing such contract or grant, 
attempt to resolve with such organization the 
areas of noncompliance or unsatisfactory per-
formance and modify such contract or grant to 
prevent future occurrences of such noncompli-
ance or unsatisfactory performance. If the Sec-
retary determines that such noncompliance or 
unsatisfactory performance cannot be resolved 
and prevented in the future, the Secretary shall 
not renew such contract or grant with such or-
ganization and is authorized to enter into a con-
tract or make a grant under section 1653 of this 
title with another urban Indian organization 
which is situated in the same urban center as 
the urban Indian organization whose contract or 
grant is not renewed under this section.

§ 1656. Other contract and grant requirements 

(a) Federal regulations; exceptions 

Contracts with urban Indian organizations en-
tered into pursuant to this subchapter shall be 
in accordance with all Federal contracting laws 
and regulations except that, in the discretion of 
the Secretary, such contracts may be negotiated 
without advertising and need not conform to the 
provisions of sections 270a to 270d–1 of title 40.

Contracts with, or grants to, urban Indian or-
ganizations and regulations adopted pursuant to 
this subchapter shall include provisions to as-
sure the fair and uniform provision to urban In-
dians of services and assistance under such con-
tracts or grants by such organizations.

§ 1657. Reports and records 

(a) Quarterly reports 

For each fiscal year during which an urban In-
dian organization receives or expends funds pur-
suant to a contract entered into, or a grant re-
ceived, pursuant to this subchapter, such organi-
zation shall submit to the Secretary a quarterly 
report including— 

(1) in the case of a contract or grant under 
section 1653 of this title, information gathered 
pursuant to clauses (10) and (11) of subsection

The Secretary shall allow as a cost of any con-
tract or grant entered into under section 1653 of 
this title the cost of an annual private audit 
conducted by a certified public accountant. 

(d) Health status, services, and areas of unmet 
needs; child welfare 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall submit a report to the Congress not later 
than March 31, 1992, evaluating— 

(A) the health status of urban Indians; 
(B) the services provided to Indians through 

this subchapter; 
(C) areas of unmet needs in urban areas 

served under this subchapter; and 
(D) areas of unmet needs in urban areas not

§ 1660. Urban Health Programs Branch 

(a) Establishment 

There is hereby established within the Service 
a Branch of Urban Health Programs which shall 
be responsible for carrying out the provisions of 
this subchapter and for providing central over-
sight of the programs and services authorized 
under this subchapter.

§ 1660a. Grants for alcohol and substance abuse 
related services 

(a) Grants 

The Secretary may make grants for the provi-
sion of health-related services in prevention of, 
treatment of, rehabilitation of, or school and 
community-based education in, alcohol and sub-
stance abuse in urban centers to those urban In-
dian organizations with whom the Secretary has 
entered into a contract under this subchapter or 
under section 1621 of this title. 

(b) Goals of grant 

Each grant made pursuant to subsection (a) of 
this section shall set forth the goals to be ac-
complished pursuant to the grant. The goals 
shall be specific to each grant as agreed to be-
tween the Secretary and the grantee. 

(c) Criteria 

The Secretary shall establish criteria for the 
grants made under subsection (a) of this section,

(1) size of the urban Indian population; 
(2) accessibility to, and utilization of, other 

health resources available to such population; 
(3) duplication of existing Service or other 

Federal grants or contracts; 
(4) capability of the organization to ade-

quately perform the activities required under 
the grant; 

(5) satisfactory performance standards for 
the organization in meeting the goals set forth 
in such grant, which standards shall be nego-
tiated and agreed to between the Secretary 
and the grantee on a grant-by-grant basis; and 

(6) identification of need for services. 

The Secretary shall develop a methodology for 
allocating grants made pursuant to this section 
based on such criteria. 

(d) Treatment of funds received by urban Indian 
organizations 

Any funds received by an urban Indian organi-
zation under this chapter for substance abuse 
prevention, treatment, and rehabilitation shall 
be subject to the criteria set forth in subsection 
(c) of this section.

§ 1661. Establishment of Indian Health Service as 
an agency of Public Health Service 

(a) Establishment 

In order to more effectively and efficiently 
carry out the responsibilities, authorities, and 
functions of the United States to provide health 
care services to Indians and Indian tribes, as are 
or may be on and after November 23, 1988, pro-
vided by Federal statute or treaties, there is es-
tablished within the Public Health Service of 
the Department of Health and Human Services 
the Indian Health Service. The Indian Health 
Service shall be administered by a Director, who 
shall be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. The Direc-
tor of the Indian Health Service shall report to 
the Secretary through the Assistant Secretary 
for Health of the Department of Health and 
Human Services. Effective with respect to an in-
dividual appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, after Jan-
uary 1, 1993, the term of service of the Director 
shall be 4 years. A Director may serve more than 
1 term. 

(b) Agency status 

The Indian Health Service shall be an agency 
within the Public Health Service of the Depart-
ment of Health and Human Services, and shall 
not be an office, component, or unit of any other 
agency of the Department. 

(c) Duties 

The Secretary shall carry out through the Di-
rector of the Indian Health Service— 

(1) all functions which were, on the day be-
fore November 23, 1988, carried out by or under 
the direction of the individual serving as Di-
rector of the Indian Health Service on such 
day; 

(2) all functions of the Secretary relating to 
the maintenance and operation of hospital and 
health facilities for Indians and the planning 
for, and provision and utilization of, health 
services for Indians; 

(3) all health programs under which health 
care is provided to Indians based upon their 
status as Indians which are administered by 
the Secretary, including (but not limited to) 
programs under— 

(A) this chapter; 
(B) section 13 of this title; 
(C) the Act of August 5, 1954 (42 U.S.C. 2001, 

et seq.); 
(D) the Act of August 16, 1957 (42 U.S.C. 

2005 et seq.); and 
(E) the Indian Self-Determination Act (25 

U.S.C. 450f, et seq.); and 

(4) all scholarship and loan functions carried 
out under subchapter I of this chapter. 

(d) Authority of Secretary 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Director 
of the Indian Health Service, shall have the au-
thority— 

(A) except to the extent provided in para-
graph (2), to appoint and compensate employ-
ees for the Service in accordance with title 5; 

(B) to enter into contracts for the procure-
ment of goods and services to carry out the 
functions of the Service; and 

(C) to manage, expend, and obligate all funds 
appropriated for the Service. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other law, the provi-
sions of section 472 of this title shall apply to all 
personnel actions taken with respect to new po-
sitions created within the Service as a result of 
its establishment under subsection (a) of this 
section.

(2) The Secretary shall reimburse each Indian 
tribe or tribal organization for the part of the 
cost of the operation of a system provided under 
paragraph (1) which is attributable to the treat-
ment by such Indian tribe or tribal organization 
of patients of the Service. 

(3) The Secretary shall provide systems under 
paragraph (1) to Indian tribes and tribal organi-

zations providing health services in California 
by no later than September 30, 1990.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
each patient shall have reasonable access to the 
medical or health records of such patient which 
are held by, or on behalf of, the Service.

§ 1665. Indian Health Service responsibilities 

The Memorandum of Agreement entered into 
pursuant to section 2411 of this title shall in-
clude specific provisions pursuant to which the 
Service shall assume responsibility for— 

(1) the determination of the scope of the 
problem of alcohol and substance abuse among 
Indian people, including the number of Indians 
within the jurisdiction of the Service who are 
directly or indirectly affected by alcohol and 
substance abuse and the financial and human 
cost; 

(2) an assessment of the existing and needed 
resources necessary for the prevention of alco-
hol and substance abuse and the treatment of 
Indians affected by alcohol and substance 
abuse; and 

(3) an estimate of the funding necessary to 
adequately support a program of prevention of 
alcohol and substance abuse and treatment of 
Indians affected by alcohol and substance 
abuse.

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§ 1665a. Indian Health Service program 

(a) Comprehensive prevention and treatment 
program 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall provide a program of comprehensive alco-
hol and substance abuse prevention and treat-
ment which shall include— 

(A) prevention, through educational inter-
vention, in Indian communities; 

(B) acute detoxification and treatment; 
(C) community-based rehabilitation; 
(D) community education and involvement, 

including extensive training of health care, 
educational, and community-based personnel; 
and 

(E) residential treatment programs for preg-
nant and post partum women and their chil-
dren. 

(2) The target population of such program 
shall be members of Indian tribes. Efforts to 
train and educate key members of the Indian 
community shall target employees of health, 
education, judicial, law enforcement, legal, and 
social service programs. 

(b) Contract health services 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
may enter into contracts with public or private 
providers of alcohol and substance abuse treat-
ment services for the purpose of assisting the 
Service in carrying out the program required 
under subsection (a) of this section. 

(2) In carrying out this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall provide assistance to Indian tribes 
to develop criteria for the certification of alco-
hol and substance abuse service providers and 
accreditation of service facilities which meet 
minimum standards for such services and facili-
ties as may be determined pursuant to section 
2411(a)(3) of this title. 

(c) Grants for model program 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service 
shall make a grant to the Standing Rock Sioux 
Tribe to develop a community-based demonstra-
tion project to reduce drug and alcohol abuse on 
the Standing Rock Sioux Reservation and to re-
habilitate Indian families afflicted by such 
abuse. 

(2) Funds shall be used by the Tribe to— 
(A) develop and coordinate community-based 

alcohol and substance abuse prevention and 
treatment services for Indian families; 

(B) develop prevention and intervention 
models for Indian families; 

(C) conduct community education on alcohol 
and substance abuse; and 

(D) coordinate with existing Federal, State, 
and tribal services on the reservation to de-
velop a comprehensive alcohol and substance 
abuse program that assists in the rehabilita-
tion of Indian families that have been or are 
afflicted by alcoholism. 

(3) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent for inclusion in the report to be transmit-
ted to the Congress under section 1671 of this 
title for fiscal year 1995 an evaluation of the 
demonstration project established under para-
graph (1).

§ 1665b. Indian women treatment programs 

(a) Grants 

The Secretary may make grants to Indian 
tribes and tribal organizations to develop and 
implement a comprehensive alcohol and sub-
stance abuse program of prevention, interven-
tion, treatment, and relapse prevention services 
that specifically addresses the cultural, histori-
cal, social, and child care needs of Indian 
women, regardless of age. 

(b) Use of grants 

Grants made pursuant to this section may be 
used to— 

(1) develop and provide community training, 
education, and prevention programs for Indian 
women relating to alcohol and substance 
abuse issues, including fetal alcohol syndrome 
and fetal alcohol effect; 

(2) identify and provide appropriate counsel-
ing, advocacy, support, and relapse prevention 
to Indian women and their families; and 

(3) develop prevention and intervention mod-
els for Indian women which incorporate tradi-
tional healers, cultural values, and commu-
nity and family involvement. 

(c) Criteria for review and approval of grant ap-
plications 

The Secretary shall establish criteria for the 
review and approval of applications for grants 
under this section. 

(d) Authorization of appropriations 

(1) There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $10,000,000 for fiscal year 
1993 and such sums as are necessary for each of 
the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, 
and 2000. 

(2) Twenty percent of the funds appropriated 
pursuant to this subsection shall be used to 
make grants to urban Indian organizations fund-
ed under subchapter IV of this chapter.

§ 1665c. Indian Health Service youth program 

(a) Detoxification and rehabilitation 

The Secretary shall develop and implement a 
program for acute detoxification and treatment 
for Indian youth who are alcohol and substance 
abusers. The program shall include regional 
treatment centers designed to include detoxi-
fication and rehabilitation for both sexes on a 
referral basis. These regional centers shall be in-
tegrated with the intake and rehabilitation pro-
grams based in the referring Indian community. 

(b) Treatment centers or facilities 

(1) The Secretary shall construct, renovate, 
or, as necessary, purchase, and appropriately 
staff and operate, a youth regional treatment 
center in each area under the jurisdiction of an 
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area office. For the purposes of this subsection, 
the area offices of the Service in Tucson and 
Phoenix, Arizona, shall be considered one area 
office and the area office in California shall be 
considered to be two area offices, one office 
whose jurisdiction shall be considered to encom-
pass the northern area of the State of Califor-
nia, and one office whose jurisdiction shall be 
considered to encompass the remainder of the 
State of California. 

(2) For the purpose of staffing and operating 
such centers or facilities, funding shall be pursu-
ant to section 13 of this title. 

(3) A youth treatment center constructed or 
purchased under this subsection shall be con-
structed or purchased at a location within the 
area described in paragraph (1) agreed upon (by 
appropriate tribal resolution) by a majority of 
the tribes to be served by such center. 

(4)(A) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this subchapter, the Secretary may, from 
amounts authorized to be appropriated for the 
purposes of carrying out this section, make 
funds available to— 

(i) the Tanana Chiefs Conference, Incor-
porated, for the purpose of leasing, construct-
ing, renovating, operating and maintaining a 
residential youth treatment facility in Fair-
banks, Alaska; and 

(ii) the Southeast Alaska Regional Health 
Corporation to staff and operate a residential 
youth treatment facility without regard to the 
proviso set forth in section 450b(l) of this title. 

(B) Until additional residential youth treat-
ment facilities are established in Alaska pursu-
ant to this section, the facilities specified in 
subparagraph (A) shall make every effort to pro-
vide services to all eligible Indian youth resid-
ing in such State. 

(c) Federally owned structures 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall, in consultation with Indian tribes— 

(A) identify and use, where appropriate, fed-
erally owned structures suitable as local resi-
dential or regional alcohol and substance 
abuse treatment centers for Indian youth; and 

(B) establish guidelines for determining the 
suitability of any such federally owned struc-
ture to be used as a local residential or re-
gional alcohol and substance abuse treatment 
center for Indian youth. 

(2) Any structure described in paragraph (1) 
may be used under such terms and conditions as 
may be agreed upon by the Secretary and the 
agency having responsibility for the structure. 

(d) Rehabilitation and aftercare services 

(1) The Secretary, in cooperation with the Sec-
retary of the Interior, shall develop and imple-
ment within each Service service unit commu-
nity-based rehabilitation and follow-up services 
for Indian youth who are alcohol or substance 
abusers which are designed to integrate long- 
term treatment and to monitor and support the 
Indian youth after their return to their home 
community. 

(2) Services under paragraph (1) shall be ad-
ministered within each service unit by trained 
staff within the community who can assist the 
Indian youth in continuing development of self- 

image, positive problem-solving skills, and non-
alcohol or substance abusing behaviors. Such 
staff shall include alcohol and substance abuse 
counselors, mental health professionals, and 
other health professionals and paraprofes-
sionals, including community health representa-
tives. 

(e) Inclusion of family in youth treatment pro-
gram 

In providing the treatment and other services 
to Indian youth authorized by this section, the 
Secretary shall provide for the inclusion of fam-
ily members of such youth in the treatment pro-
grams or other services as may be appropriate. 
Not less than 10 percent of the funds appro-
priated for the purposes of carrying out sub-
section (d) of this section shall be used for out-
patient care of adult family members related to 
the treatment of an Indian youth under that 
subsection. 

(f) Multidrug abuse study 

(1) The Secretary shall conduct a study to de-
termine the incidence and prevalence of the 
abuse of multiple forms of drugs, including alco-
hol, among Indian youth residing on Indian res-
ervations and in urban areas and the inter-
relationship of such abuse with the incidence of 
mental illness among such youth. 

(2) The Secretary shall submit a report detail-
ing the findings of such study, together with 
recommendations based on such findings, to the 
Congress no later than two years after October 
29, 1992.

§ 1665d. Training and community education 

(a) Community education 

The Secretary, in cooperation with the Sec-
retary of the Interior, shall develop and imple-
ment within each service unit a program of com-
munity education and involvement which shall 
be designed to provide concise and timely infor-
mation to the community leadership of each 
tribal community. Such program shall include 
education in alcohol and substance abuse to po-
litical leaders, tribal judges, law enforcement 
personnel, members of tribal health and edu-
cation boards, and other critical members of 
each tribal community. 

(b) Training 

The Secretary shall, either directly or by con-
tract, provide instruction in the area of alcohol 
and substance abuse, including instruction in 
crisis intervention and family relations in the 
context of alcohol and substance abuse, youth 
alcohol and substance abuse, and the causes and 
effects of fetal alcohol syndrome to appropriate 
employees of the Bureau of Indian Affairs and 
the Service, and to personnel in schools or pro-
grams operated under any contract with the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs or the Service, including 
supervisors of emergency shelters and halfway 
houses described in section 2433 of this title. 

(c) Community-based training models 

In carrying out the education and training 
programs required by this section, the Sec-
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retary, acting through the Service and in con-
sultation with tribes and Indian alcohol and sub-
stance abuse prevention experts, shall develop 
and provide community-based training models. 
Such models shall address— 

(1) the elevated risk of alcohol and substance 
abuse faced by children of alcoholics; 

(2) the cultural and multigenerational as-
pects of alcohol and substance abuse preven-
tion and recovery; and 

(3) community-based and multidisciplinary 
strategies for preventing and treating alcohol 
and substance abuse.

§ 1665e. Gallup alcohol and substance abuse 
treatment center 

(a) Grants for residential treatment 

The Secretary shall make grants to the Nav-
ajo Nation for the purpose of providing residen-
tial treatment for alcohol and substance abuse 
for adult and adolescent members of the Navajo 
Nation and neighboring tribes. 

(b) Purposes of grants 

Grants made pursuant to this section shall (to 
the extent appropriations are made available) be 
used to— 

(1) provide at least 15 residential beds each 
year for adult long-term treatment, including 
beds for specialized services such as polydrug 
abusers, dual diagnosis, and specialized serv-
ices for women with fetal alcohol syndrome 
children; 

(2) establish clinical assessment teams con-
sisting of a clinical psychologist, a part-time 
addictionologist, a master’s level assessment 
counselor, and a certified medical records 
technician which shall be responsible for con-
ducting individual assessments and matching 
Indian clients with the appropriate available 
treatment; 

(3) provide at least 12 beds for an adolescent 
shelterbed program in the city of Gallup, New 
Mexico, which shall serve as a satellite facil-
ity to the Acoma/Canoncito/Laguna Hospital 
and the adolescent center located in Shiprock, 
New Mexico, for emergency crisis services, as-
sessment, and family intervention; 

(4) develop a relapse program for the pur-
poses of identifying sources of job training and 
job opportunity in the Gallup area and provid-
ing vocational training, job placement, and 
job retention services to recovering substance 
abusers; and 

(5) provide continuing education and train-
ing of treatment staff in the areas of intensive 
outpatient services, development of family 
support systems, and case management in co-
operation with regional colleges, community 
colleges, and universities. 

(c) Contract for residential treatment 

The Navajo Nation, in carrying out the pur-
poses of this section, shall enter into a contract 
with an institution in the Gallup, New Mexico, 
area which is accredited by the Joint Commis-
sion of the Accreditation of Health Care Organi-
zations to provide comprehensive alcohol and 

drug treatment as authorized in subsection (b) 
of this section. 

(d) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated, for 
each of fiscal years 1996 through 2000, such sums 
as may be necessary to carry out subsection (b) 
of this section.

The Secretary, with respect to the administra-
tion of any health program by a service unit, di-
rectly or through contract, including a contract 
under the Indian Self-Determination Act [25 
U.S.C. 450f et seq.], shall require the compilation 
of data relating to the number of cases or inci-
dents in which any Service personnel or services 
were involved and which were related, either di-
rectly or indirectly, to alcohol or substance 
abuse.

(b) Referral of data 

The data compiled under subsection (a) of this 
section shall be provided annually to the af-
fected Indian tribe and Tribal Coordinating 
Committee to assist them in developing or 
modifying a Tribal Action Plan under section 
2412 of this title. 

(c) Comprehensive report 

Each service unit director shall be responsible 
for assembling the data compiled under this sec-
tion and section 2434 of this title into an annual 
tribal comprehensive report. Such report shall 
be provided to the affected tribe and to the Di-
rector of the Service who shall develop and pub-
lish a biennial national report based on such 
tribal comprehensive reports.

(a) Award; use; review criteria 

(1) The Secretary may make grants to Indian 
tribes and tribal organizations to establish fetal 
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alcohol syndrome and fetal alcohol effect pro-
grams as provided in this section for the pur-
poses of meeting the health status objectives 
specified in section 1602(b) of this title. 

(2) Grants made pursuant to this section shall 
be used to— 

(A) develop and provide community and in- 
school training, education, and prevention 
programs relating to FAS and FAE; 

(B) identify and provide alcohol and sub-
stance abuse treatment to high-risk women; 

(C) identify and provide appropriate edu-
cational and vocational support, counseling, 
advocacy, and information to FAS and FAE 
affected persons and their families or care-
takers; 

(D) develop and implement counseling and 
support programs in schools for FAS and FAE 
affected children; 

(E) develop prevention and intervention 
models which incorporate traditional healers, 
cultural values and community involvement; 

(F) develop, print, and disseminate edu-
cation and prevention materials on FAS and 
FAE; and 

(G) develop and implement, through the 
tribal consultation process, culturally sen-
sitive assessment and diagnostic tools for use 
in tribal and urban Indian communities. 

(3) The Secretary shall establish criteria for 
the review and approval of applications for 
grants under this section. 

(b) Plan; study; national clearinghouse 

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall— 

(1) develop an annual plan for the preven-
tion, intervention, treatment, and aftercare 
for those affected by FAS and FAE in Indian 
communities; 

(2) conduct a study, directly or by contract 
with any organization, entity, or institution 
of higher education with significant knowl-
edge of FAS and FAE and Indian communities, 
of the special educational, vocational, school- 
to-work transition, and independent living 
needs of adolescent and adult Indians and 
Alaska Natives with FAS or FAE; and 

(3) establish a national clearinghouse for 
prevention and educational materials and 
other information on FAS and FAE effect in 
Indian and Alaska Native communities and 
ensure access to clearinghouse materials by 
any Indian tribe or urban Indian organization. 

(c) Task force 

The Secretary shall establish a task force to 
be known as the FAS/FAE Task Force to advise 
the Secretary in carrying out subsection (b) of 
this section. Such task force shall be composed 
of representatives from the National Institute 
on Drug Abuse, the National Institute on Alco-
hol and Alcoholism, the Office of Substance 
Abuse Prevention, the National Institute of 
Mental Health, the Service, the Office of Minor-
ity Health of the Department of Health and 
Human Services, the Administration for Native 
Americans, the Bureau of Indian Affairs, Indian 
tribes, tribal organizations, urban Indian com-
munities, and Indian FAS/FAE experts. 

(d) Cooperative projects; research projects 

The Secretary, acting through the Substance 
Abuse and Mental Health Services Administra-

tion, shall make grants to Indian tribes, tribal 
organizations, universities working with Indian 
tribes on cooperative projects, and urban Indian 
organizations for applied research projects 
which propose to elevate the understanding of 
methods to prevent, intervene, treat, or provide 
aftercare for Indians and urban Indians affected 
by FAS or FAE. 

(e) Report 

(1) The Secretary shall submit to the Presi-
dent, for inclusion in each report required to be 
transmitted to the Congress under section 1671 
of this title, a report on the status of FAS and 
FAE in the Indian population. Such report shall 
include, in addition to the information required 
under section 1602(d) of this title with respect to 
the health status objective specified in section 
1602(b)(27) of this title, the following: 

(A) The progress of implementing a uniform 
assessment and diagnostic methodology in 
Service and tribally based service delivery sys-
tems. 

(B) The incidence of FAS and FAE babies 
born for all births by reservation and urban- 
based sites. 

(C) The prevalence of FAS and FAE affected 
Indian persons in Indian communities, their 
primary means of support, and recommenda-
tions to improve the support system for these 
individuals and their families or caretakers. 

(D) The level of support received from the 
entities specified in subsection (c) of this sec-
tion in the area of FAS and FAE. 

(E) The number of inpatient and outpatient 
substance abuse treatment resources which 
are specifically designed to meet the unique 
needs of Indian women, and the volume of care 
provided to Indian women through these 
means. 

(F) Recommendations regarding the preven-
tion, intervention, and appropriate vocational, 
educational and other support services for 
FAS and FAE affected individuals in Indian 
communities. 

(2) The Secretary may contract the production 
of this report to a national organization specifi-
cally addressing FAS and FAE in Indian com-
munities. 

(f) Authorization of appropriations 

(1) There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out this section $22,000,000 for fiscal year 
1993 and such sums as may be necessary for each 
of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, 
and 2000. 

(2) Ten percent of the funds appropriated pur-
suant to this section shall be used to make 
grants to urban Indian organizations funded 
under subchapter IV of this chapter.

The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
may enter into contracts with, or make grants 
to, accredited tribally controlled community 
colleges, tribally controlled postsecondary voca-
tional institutions, and eligible community col-
leges to establish demonstration projects to de-
velop educational curricula for substance abuse 
counseling. 

(b) Use of funds 

Funds provided under this section shall be 
used only for developing and providing edu-
cational curricula for substance abuse counsel-
ing (including paying salaries for instructors). 
Such curricula may be provided through sat-
ellite campus programs. 

(c) Effective period of contract or grant; renewal 

A contract entered into or a grant provided 
under this section shall be for a period of one 
year. Such contract or grant may be renewed for 
an additional one year period upon the approval 
of the Secretary. 

(d) Criteria for review and approval of applica-
tions 

Not later than 180 days after October 29, 1992, 
the Secretary, after consultation with Indian 
tribes and administrators of accredited tribally 
controlled community colleges, tribally con-
trolled postsecondary vocational institutions, 
and eligible community colleges, shall develop 
and issue criteria for the review and approval of 
applications for funding (including applications 

for renewals of funding) under this section. Such 
criteria shall ensure that demonstration 
projects established under this section promote 
the development of the capacity of such entities 
to educate substance abuse counselors. 

(e) Assistance to recipients 

The Secretary shall provide such technical 
and other assistance as may be necessary to en-
able grant recipients to comply with the provi-
sions of this section. 

(f) Report 

The Secretary shall submit to the President, 
for inclusion in the report which is required to 
be submitted under section 1671 of this title for 
fiscal year 1999, a report on the findings and con-
clusions derived from the demonstration 
projects conducted under this section. 

(g) Definitions 

For the purposes of this section, the following 
definitions apply: 

(1) The term ‘‘educational curriculum’’ 
means one or more of the following: 

(A) Classroom education. 
(B) Clinical work experience. 
(C) Continuing education workshops. 

(2) The term ‘‘eligible community college’’ 
means an accredited community college that— 

(i) is located on or near an Indian reserva-
tion; 

(ii) has entered into a cooperative agree-
ment with the governing body of such Indian 
reservation to carry out a demonstration 
project under this section; and 

(iii) has a student enrollment of not less 
than 10 percent Indian. 

(3) The term ‘‘tribally controlled community 
college’’ has the meaning given such term in 
section 1801(a)(4) of this title. 

(4) The term ‘‘tribally controlled postsecond-
ary vocational institution’’ has the meaning 
given such term in section 2397h(2) of title 20.

There are authorized to be appropriated for 
each of the fiscal years 1996 through 2000,1 such 
sums as may be necessary to carry out the pur-
poses of this section.

(A) on a national and area or other rel-
evant geographical basis; 

(B) by gender and age; 
(C) by source of payment and type of serv-

ice; and 
(D) comparing such rates of use with rates 

of use among comparable non-Indian popu-
lations.1 

(4) a separate statement which specifies the 
amount of funds requested to carry out the 
provisions of section 1621 of this title; 

(5) a separate statement of the total amount 
obligated or expended in the most recently 
completed fiscal year to achieve each of the 
objectives described in section 1680d of this 
title, relating to infant and maternal mortal-
ity and fetal alcohol syndrome; 

(6) the reports required by sections 1602(d), 
1616a(n), 1621b(b), 1621h(j), 1631(c), 1632(g), 
1634(a)(3), 1643, 1665g(e), and 1680g(a), and 
1680l(f) of this title;

§ 1677. Nuclear resource development health haz-
ards 

(a) Study 

The Secretary and the Service shall conduct, 
in conjunction with other appropriate Federal 
agencies and in consultation with concerned In-
dian tribes and organizations, a study of the 
health hazards to Indian miners and Indians on 
or near Indian reservations and in Indian com-
munities as a result of nuclear resource develop-
ment. Such study shall include— 

(1) an evaluation of the nature and extent of 
nuclear resource development related health 
problems currently exhibited among Indians 
and the causes of such health problems; 

(2) an analysis of the potential effect of on-
going and future nuclear resource develop-
ment on or near Indian reservations and com-
munities; 

(3) an evaluation of the types and nature of 
activities, practices, and conditions causing or 
affecting such health problems, including ura-
nium mining and milling, uranium mine tail-
ing deposits, nuclear powerplant operation and 
construction, and nuclear waste disposal; 

(4) a summary of any findings and recom-
mendations provided in Federal and State 
studies, reports, investigations, and inspec-
tions during the five years prior to December 
17, 1980, that directly or indirectly relate to 
the activities, practices, and conditions affect-
ing the health or safety of such Indians; and 

(5) the efforts that have been made by Fed-
eral and State agencies and mining and mill-
ing companies to effectively carry out an edu-
cation program for such Indians regarding the 
health and safety hazards of such nuclear re-
source development. 

(b) Health care plan; development 

Upon completion of such study the Secretary 
and the Service shall take into account the re-
sults of such study and develop a health care 
plan to address the health problems studied 
under subsection (a) of this section. The plan 
shall include— 

(1) methods for diagnosing and treating Indi-
ans currently exhibiting such health problems; 

(2) preventive care for Indians who may be 
exposed to such health hazards, including the 
monitoring of the health of individuals who 
have or may have been exposed to excessive 
amounts of radiation, or affected by other nu-
clear development activities that have had or 
could have a serious impact upon the health of 
such individuals; and 

(3) a program of education for Indians who, 
by reason of their work or geographic proxim-
ity to such nuclear development activities, 
may experience health problems. 

(c) Reports to Congress 

The Secretary and the Service shall submit to 
Congress the study prepared under subsection 
(a) of this section no later than the date eight-
een months after December 17, 1980. The health 
care plan prepared under subsection (b) of this 

section shall be submitted in a report no later 
than the date one year after the date that the 
study prepared under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion is submitted to Congress. Such report shall 
include recommended activities for the imple-
mentation of the plan, as well as an evaluation 
of any activities previously undertaken by the 
Service to address such health problems. 

(d) Intergovernmental Task Force; establishment 
and functions 

(1) There is established an Intergovernmental 
Task Force to be composed of the following indi-
viduals (or their designees): the Secretary of En-
ergy, the Administrator of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, the Director of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, the Assistant Secretary 
for Occupational Safety and Health, and the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

(2) The Task Force shall identify existing and 
potential operations related to nuclear resource 
development that affect or may affect the 
health of Indians on or near an Indian reserva-
tion or in an Indian community and enter into 
activities to correct existing health hazards and 
insure that current and future health problems 
resulting from nuclear resource development ac-
tivities are minimized or reduced. 

(3) The Secretary shall be Chairman of the 
Task Force. The Task Force shall meet at least 
twice each year. Each member of the Task Force 
shall furnish necessary assistance to the Task 
Force. 

(e) Medical care 

In the case of any Indian who— 
(1) as a result of employment in or near a 

uranium mine or mill, suffers from a work re-
lated illness or condition; 

(2) is eligible to receive diagnosis and treat-
ment services from a Service facility; and 

(3) by reason of such Indian’s employment, is 
entitled to medical care at the expense of such 
mine or mill operator; 

the Service shall, at the request of such Indian, 
render appropriate medical care to such Indian 
for such illness or condition and may recover 
the costs of any medical care so rendered to 
which such Indian is entitled at the expense of 
such operator from such operator. Nothing in 
this subsection shall affect the rights of such In-
dian to recover damages other than such costs 
paid to the Service from the employer for such 
illness or condition.

‘‘(6) the amount of funds that would be necessary 

each year to implement and maintain such needed re-

medial actions and the date by which the remedial 

actions would be implemented if sufficient funds were 

to provide for the remedial actions. 
‘‘(b) By no later than the date that is 2 years after 

the date of enactment of this Act [Nov. 23, 1988], a re-

port shall be submitted to the Congress describing the 

findings and conclusions made as a result of carrying 

out the study required in subsection (a).’’ 

§ 1678. Arizona as a contract health service deliv-

§ 1679. Eligibility of California Indians 

(a) Report to Congress 

(1) In order to provide the Congress with suffi-
cient data to determine which Indians in the 

State of California should be eligible for health 
services provided by the Service, the Secretary 
shall, by no later than the date that is 3 years 
after November 23, 1988, prepare and submit to 
the Congress a report which sets forth— 

(A) a determination by the Secretary of the 
number of Indians described in subsection 
(b)(2) of this section, and the number of Indi-
ans described in subsection (b)(3) of this sec-
tion, who are not members of an Indian tribe 
recognized by the Federal Government, 

(B) the geographic location of such Indians, 
(C) the Indian tribes of which such Indians 

are members, 
(D) an assessment of the current health 

status, and health care needs, of such Indians, 
and 

(E) an assessment of the actual availability 
and accessibility of alternative resources for 
the health care of such Indians that such Indi-
ans would have to rely on if the Service did 
not provide for the health care of such Indians. 

(2) The report required under paragraph (1) 
shall be prepared by the Secretary— 

(A) in consultation with the Secretary of the 
Interior, and 

(B) with the assistance of the tribal health 
programs providing services to the Indians de-
scribed in paragraph (2) or (3) of subsection (b) 
of this section who are not members of any In-
dian tribe recognized by the Federal Govern-
ment. 

(b) Eligible Indians 

Until such time as any subsequent law may 
otherwise provide, the following California Indi-
ans shall be eligible for health services provided 
by the Service: 

(1) Any member of a federally recognized In-
dian tribe. 

(2) Any descendant of an Indian who was re-
siding in California on June 1, 1852, but only if 
such descendant— 

(A) is living in California, 
(B) is a member of the Indian community 

served by a local program of the Service, and 
(C) is regarded as an Indian by the commu-

nity in which such descendant lives. 

(3) Any Indian who holds trust interests in 
public domain, national forest, or Indian res-
ervation allotments in California. 

(4) Any Indian in California who is listed on 
the plans for distribution of the assets of Cali-
fornia rancherias and reservations under the 
Act of August 18, 1958 (72 Stat. 619), and any 
descendant of such an Indian. 

(c) Scope of eligibility 

Nothing in this section may be construed as 
expanding the eligibility of California Indians 
for health services provided by the Service be-
yond the scope of eligibility for such health 
services that applied on May 1, 1986.

§ 1680c. Health services for ineligible persons 

(a) Individuals not otherwise eligible 

(1) Any individual who— 
(A) has not attained 19 years of age, 
(B) is the natural or adopted child, step- 

child, foster-child, legal ward, or orphan of an 
eligible Indian, and 

(C) is not otherwise eligible for the health 
services provided by the Service, 

shall be eligible for all health services provided 
by the Service on the same basis and subject to 
the same rules that apply to eligible Indians 
until such individual attains 19 years of age. The 
existing and potential health needs of all such 
individuals shall be taken into consideration by 
the Service in determining the need for, or the 
allocation of, the health resources of the Serv-
ice. If such an individual has been determined to 
be legally incompetent prior to attaining 19 
years of age, such individual shall remain eligi-
ble for such services until one year after the 
date such disability has been removed. 

(2) Any spouse of an eligible Indian who is not 
an Indian, or who is of Indian descent but not 
otherwise eligible for the health services pro-
vided by the Service, shall be eligible for such 
health services if all of such spouses are made 
eligible, as a class, by an appropriate resolution 
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of the governing body of the Indian tribe of the 
eligible Indian. The health needs of persons 
made eligible under this paragraph shall not be 
taken into consideration by the Service in de-
termining the need for, or allocation of, its 
health resources. 

(b) Health facilities providing health service 

(1)(A) The Secretary is authorized to provide 
health services under this subsection through 
health facilities operated directly by the Service 
to individuals who reside within the service area 
of a service unit and who are not eligible for 
such health services under any other subsection 
of this section or under any other provision of 
law if— 

(i) the Indian tribe (or, in the case of a 
multi-tribal service area, all the Indian tribes) 
served by such service unit requests such pro-
vision of health services to such individuals, 
and 

(ii) the Secretary and the Indian tribe or 
tribes have jointly determined that— 

(I) the provision of such health services 
will not result in a denial or diminution of 
health services to eligible Indians, and 

(II) there is no reasonable alternative 
health facility or services, within or without 
the service area of such service unit, avail-
able to meet the health needs of such indi-
viduals. 

(B) In the case of health facilities operated 
under a contract entered into under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], 
the governing body of the Indian tribe or tribal 
organization providing health services under 
such contract is authorized to determine wheth-
er health services should be provided under such 
contract to individuals who are not eligible for 
such health services under any other subsection 
of this section or under any other provision of 
law. In making such determinations, the govern-
ing body of the Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion shall take into account the considerations 
described in subparagraph (A)(ii). 

(2)(A) Persons receiving health services pro-
vided by the Service by reason of this subsection 
shall be liable for payment of such health serv-
ices under a schedule of charges prescribed by 
the Secretary which, in the judgment of the Sec-
retary, results in reimbursement in an amount 
not less than the actual cost of providing the 
health services. Notwithstanding section 1880(c) 
of the Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 1395qq(c)], 
section 1642(a) of this title, or any other provi-
sion of law, amounts collected under this sub-
section, including medicare or medicaid reim-
bursements under titles XVIII and XIX of the 
Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 1395 et seq., 1396 
et seq.], shall be credited to the account of the 
facility providing the service and shall be used 
solely for the provision of health services within 
that facility. Amounts collected under this sub-
section shall be available for expenditure within 
such facility for not to exceed one fiscal year 
after the fiscal year in which collected. 

(B) Health services may be provided by the 
Secretary through the Service under this sub-
section to an indigent person who would not be 
eligible for such health services but for the pro-
visions of paragraph (1) only if an agreement has 

been entered into with a State or local govern-
ment under which the State or local government 
agrees to reimburse the Service for the expenses 
incurred by the Service in providing such health 
services to such indigent person. 

(3)(A) In the case of a service area which 
serves only one Indian tribe, the authority of 
the Secretary to provide health services under 
paragraph (1)(A) shall terminate at the end of 
the fiscal year succeeding the fiscal year in 
which the governing body of the Indian tribe re-
vokes its concurrence to the provision of such 
health services. 

(B) In the case of a multi-tribal service area, 
the authority of the Secretary to provide health 
services under paragraph (1)(A) shall terminate 
at the end of the fiscal year succeeding the fis-
cal year in which at least 51 percent of the num-
ber of Indian tribes in the service area revoke 
their concurrence to the provision of such 
health services. 

(c) Purposes served in providing health services 
to otherwise ineligible individuals 

The Service may provide health services under 
this subsection to individuals who are not eligi-
ble for health services provided by the Service 
under any other subsection of this section or 
under any other provision of law in order to— 

(1) achieve stability in a medical emergency, 
(2) prevent the spread of a communicable 

disease or otherwise deal with a public health 
hazard, 

(3) provide care to non-Indian women preg-
nant with an eligible Indian’s child for the du-
ration of the pregnancy through post partum, 
or 

(4) provide care to immediate family mem-
bers of an eligible person if such care is di-
rectly related to the treatment of the eligible 
person. 

(d) Extension of hospital privileges to non-Serv-
ice health care practitioners 

Hospital privileges in health facilities oper-
ated and maintained by the Service or operated 
under a contract entered into under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.] 
may be extended to non-Service health care 
practitioners who provide services to persons de-
scribed in subsection (a) or (b) of this section. 
Such non-Service health care practitioners may 
be regarded as employees of the Federal Govern-
ment for purposes of section 1346(b) and chapter 
171 of title 28 (relating to Federal tort claims) 
only with respect to acts or omissions which 
occur in the course of providing services to eligi-
ble persons as a part of the conditions under 
which such hospital privileges are extended.

§ 1680d. Infant and maternal mortality; fetal alco-
hol syndrome 

By no later than January 1, 1990, the Sec-
retary shall develop and begin implementation 
of a plan to achieve the following objectives by 
January 1, 1994:

(6) the eligibility of any Indian who is a vet-
eran to receive health services through the 
Department of Veterans Affairs. 

(c) Cross utilization of services 

(1) Not later than December 23, 1988, the Direc-
tor of the Indian Health Service and the Sec-
retary of Veterans Affairs shall implement an 
agreement under which— 

(A) individuals in the vicinity of Roosevelt, 
Utah, who are eligible for health care from the 
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Department of Veterans Affairs could obtain 
health care services at the facilities of the In-
dian Health Service located at Fort Duchesne, 
Utah; and 

(B) individuals eligible for health care from 
the Indian Health Service at Fort Duchesne, 
Utah, could obtain health care services at the 
Department of Veterans Affairs medical cen-
ter located in Salt Lake City, Utah. 

(2) Not later than November 23, 1990, the Sec-
retary and the Secretary of Veterans Affairs 
shall jointly submit a report to the Congress on 
the health care services provided as a result of 
paragraph (1). 

(d) Right to health services 

Nothing in this section may be construed as 
creating any right of a veteran to obtain health 
services from the Indian Health Service except 
as provided in an agreement under subsection (c) 
of this section.

§ 1680h. Demonstration projects for tribal man-
agement of health care services 

(a) Establishment; grants 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall make grants to Indian tribes to establish 
demonstration projects under which the Indian 
tribe will develop and test a phased approach to 
assumption by the Indian tribe of the health 
care delivery system of the Service for members 
of the Indian tribe living on or near the reserva-
tions of the Indian tribe through the use of Serv-
ice, tribal, and private sector resources. 

(2) A grant may be awarded to an Indian tribe 
under paragraph (1) only if the Secretary deter-
mines that the Indian tribe has the administra-
tive and financial capabilities necessary to con-
duct a demonstration project described in para-
graph (1). 

(b) Health care contracts 

During the period in which a demonstration 
project established under subsection (a) of this 
section is being conducted by an Indian tribe, 
the Secretary shall award all health care con-
tracts, including community, behavioral, and 
preventive health care contracts, to the Indian 
tribe in the form of a single grant to which the 
regulations prescribed under part A of title XIX 
of the Public Health Service Act [42 U.S.C. 300w 
et seq.] (as modified as necessary by any agree-
ment entered into between the Secretary and 
the Indian tribe to achieve the purposes of the 
demonstration project established under sub-
section (a) of this section) shall apply. 

(c) Waiver of procurement laws 

The Secretary may waive such provisions of 
Federal procurement law as are necessary to en-
able any Indian tribe to develop and test admin-
istrative systems under the demonstration 
project established under subsection (a) of this 
section, but only if such waiver does not dimin-
ish or endanger the delivery of health care serv-
ices to Indians. 

(d) Termination; evaluation and report 

(1) The demonstration project established 
under subsection (a) of this section shall termi-
nate on September 30, 1993, or, in the case of a 
demonstration project for which a grant is made 
after September 30, 1990, three years after the 
date on which such grant is made. 

(2) By no later than September 30, 1996, the 
Secretary shall evaluate the performance of 
each Indian tribe that has participated in a dem-
onstration project established under subsection 
(a) of this section and shall submit to the Con-

gress a report on such evaluations and dem-
onstration projects. 

(e) Joint venture demonstration projects 

(1) The Secretary, acting through the Service, 
shall make arrangements with Indian tribes to 
establish joint venture demonstration projects 
under which an Indian tribe shall expend tribal, 
private, or other available nontribal funds, for 
the acquisition or construction of a health facil-
ity for a minimum of 20 years, under a no-cost 
lease, in exchange for agreement by the Service 
to provide the equipment, supplies, and staffing 
for the operation and maintenance of such a 
health facility. A tribe may utilize tribal funds, 
private sector, or other available resources, in-
cluding loan guarantees, to fulfill its commit-
ment under this subsection. 

(2) The Secretary shall make such an arrange-
ment with an Indian tribe only if the Secretary 
first determines that the Indian tribe has the 
administrative and financial capabilities nec-
essary to complete the timely acquisition or 
construction of the health facility described in 
paragraph (1). 

(3) An Indian tribe or tribal organization that 
has entered into a written agreement with the 
Secretary under this subsection, and that 
breaches or terminates without cause such 
agreement, shall be liable to the United States 
for the amount that has been paid to the tribe, 
or paid to a third party on the tribe’s behalf, 
under the agreement. The Secretary has the 
right to recover tangible property (including 
supplies), and equipment, less depreciation, and 
any funds expended for operations and mainte-
nance under this section. The preceding sen-
tence does not apply to any funds expended for 
the delivery of health care services, or for per-
sonnel or staffing, shall be recoverable.1

cepted the assignment of the option. 

(b) Amount of payment 

Payment for any option entered into pursuant 
to subsection (a) of this section shall be in the 
amount of 5 per centum of the fair market value 
of the land or natural resources as of the date of 
the agreement and shall be paid from the fund 
established by section 1703 of this title. 

(c) Limitation on option fees 

The total amount of the option fees paid pur-
suant to subsection (b) of this section shall not 
exceed $175,000. 

(d) Application of option fee 

The option fee for each option agreement shall 
be applied to the agreed purchase price in the 
agreement if the purchase of the defendant’s 
land or natural resources is completed in ac-
cordance with the terms of the option agree-
ment. 

(e) Retention of option payment 

The payment for each option may be retained 
by the party granting the option if the property 
transfer contemplated by the option agreement 
is not completed in accordance with the terms 
of the option agreement.

§ 1705. Publication of findings 

(a) Prerequisites; consequences 

If the Secretary finds that the State of Rhode 
Island has satisfied the conditions set forth in 
section 1706 of this title, he shall publish such 
findings in the Federal Register and upon such 
publication— 

(1) any transfer of land or natural resources 
located anywhere within the United States 
from, by, or on behalf of the Indian Corpora-
tion or any other entity presently or at any 
time in the past known as the Narragansett 
Tribe of Indians, or any predecessor or succes-
sor in interest, member or stockholder there-
of, and any transfer of land or natural re-
sources located anywhere within the town of 
Charlestown, Rhode Island, by, from, or on be-
half of any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of 
Indians, including but not limited to a trans-
fer pursuant to any statute of any State, shall 
be deemed to have been made in accordance 
with the Constitution and all laws of the 
United States that are specifically applicable 
to transfers of land or natural resources from, 
by, or on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation 
or tribe of Indians (including but not limited 
to the Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790, Act 
of July 22, 1790, ch. 33, sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137, and 
all amendments thereto and all subsequent 
versions thereof), and Congress does hereby 
approve any such transfer effective as of the 
date of said transfer; 

(2) to the extent that any transfer of land or 
natural resources described in subsection (a) 
of this section may involve land or natural re-
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sources to which the Indian Corporation or 
any other entity presently or at any time in 
the past known as the Narragansett Tribe of 
Indians, or any predecessor or successor in in-
terest, member or stockholder thereof, or any 
other Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of Indi-
ans, had aboriginal title, subsection (a) of this 
section shall be regarded as an extinguishment 
of such aboriginal title as of the date of said 
transfer; and 

(3) by virtue of the approval of a transfer of 
land or natural resources effected by this sec-
tion, or an extinguishment of aboriginal title 
effected thereby, all claims against the United 
States, any State or subdivision thereof, or 
any other person or entity, by the Indian Cor-
poration or any other entity presently or at 
any time in the past known as the Narragan-
sett Tribe of Indians, or any predecessor or 
successor in interest, member or stockholder 
thereof, or any other Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe of Indians, arising subsequent to the 
transfer and based upon any interest in or 
right involving such land or natural resources 
(including but not limited to claims for tres-
pass damages or claims for use and occupancy) 
shall be regarded as extinguished as of the 
date of the transfer. 

(b) Maintenance of action; remedy 

Any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of Indians 
(other than the Indian Corporation or any other 
entity presently or at any time in the past 
known as the Narragansett Tribe of Indians, or 
any predecessor or successor in interest, mem-
ber or stockholder thereof) whose transfer of 
land or natural resources was approved or whose 
aboriginal title or claims were extinguished by 
subsection (a) of this section may, within a pe-
riod of one hundred and eighty days after publi-
cation of the Secretary’s findings pursuant to 
this section, bring an action against the State 
Corporation in lieu of an action against any 
other person against whom a cause may have ex-
isted in the absence of this section. In any such 
action, the remedy shall be limited to a right of 
possession of the settlement lands.

§ 1706. Findings by Secretary 

Section 1705 of this title shall not take effect 
until the Secretary finds— 

(a) that the State of Rhode Island has en-
acted legislation creating or authorizing the 
creation of a State chartered corporation sat-
isfying the following criteria: 

(1) the corporation shall be authorized to 
acquire, perpetually manage, and hold the 
settlement lands; 

(2) the corporation shall be controlled by a 
board of directors, the majority of the mem-

bers of which shall be selected by the Indian 
Corporation or its successor, and the re-
maining members of which shall be selected 
by the State of Rhode Island; and 

(3) the corporation shall be authorized, 
after consultation with appropriate State of-
ficials, to establish its own regulations con-
cerning hunting and fishing on the settle-
ment lands, which need not comply with reg-
ulations of the State of Rhode Island but 
which shall establish minimum standards 
for the safety of persons and protection of 
wildlife and fish stock; and 

(b) that State of Rhode Island has enacted 
legislation authorizing the conveyance to the 
State Corporation of land and natural re-
sources that substantially conform to the pub-
lic settlement lands as described in paragraph 
2 of the Settlement Agreement.

§ 1707. Purchase and transfer of private settle-
ment lands 

(a) Determination by Secretary; assignment of 
settlement lands to State Corporation 

When the Secretary determines that the State 
Corporation described in section 1706(a) of this 
title has been created and will accept the settle-
ment lands, the Secretary shall exercise within 
sixty days the options entered into pursuant to 
section 1704 of this title and assign the private 
settlement lands thereby purchased to the State 
Corporation. 

(b) Moneys remaining in fund 

Any moneys remaining in the fund established 
by section 1703 of this title after the purchase 
described in subsection (a) of this section shall 
be returned to the general Treasury of the 
United States. 

(c) Duties and liabilities of United States upon 
discharge of Secretary’s duties; restriction 
on conveyance of settlement lands; affect on 
easements for public or private purposes 

Upon the discharge of the Secretary’s duties 
under sections 1704, 1705, 1706, and 1707 of this 
title, the United States shall have no further du-
ties or liabilities under this subchapter with re-
spect to the Indian Corporation or its successor, 
the State Corporation, or the settlement lands: 
Provided, however, That if the Secretary subse-
quently acknowledges the existence of the Nar-
ragansett Tribe of Indians, then the settlement 
lands may not be sold, granted, or otherwise 
conveyed or leased to anyone other than the In-
dian Corporation, and no such disposition of the 
settlement lands shall be of any validity in law 
or equity, unless the same is approved by the 
Secretary pursuant to regulations adopted by 
him for that purpose: Provided, however, That 
nothing in this subchapter shall affect or other-
wise impair the ability of the State Corporation 
to grant or otherwise convey (including any in-
voluntary conveyance by means of eminent do-
main or condemnation proceedings) any ease-
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ment for public or private purposes pursuant to 
the laws of the State of Rhode Island.

§ 1712. Approval of prior transfers and extin-

(1) any transfer of land or natural resources 
located anywhere within the State of Rhode 
Island outside the town of Charlestown from, 
by, or on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation, 
or tribe of Indians (other than transfers in-
cluded in and approved by section 1705 of this 
title), including but not limited to a transfer 
pursuant to any statute of any State, shall be 
deemed to have been made in accordance with 
the Constitution and all laws of the United 
States that are specifically applicable to 
transfers of land or natural resources from, by, 
or on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe of Indians (including but not limited to 
the Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790, Act of 
July 22, 1790 (ch. 33, 1 Stat. 137), and all 
amendments thereto and all subsequent ver-
sions thereof), and Congress does hereby ap-
prove any such transfer effective as of the date 
of said transfer; 

(2) to the extent that any transfer of land or 
natural resources described in paragraph (1) 
may involve land or natural resources to 
which such Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of 
Indians had aboriginal title, paragraph (1) 
shall be regarded as an extinguishment of such 
aboriginal title as of the date of said transfer; 
and 

(3) by virtue of the approval of such trans-
fers of land or natural resources effected by 
this subsection or an extinguishment of ab-
original title effected thereby, all claims 
against the United States, any State or sub-
division thereof, or any other person or entity, 
by any such Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of 
Indians, arising subsequent to the transfer and 
based upon any interest in or rights involving 
such land or natural resources (including but 
not limited to claims for trespass damages or 
claims for use and occupancy), shall be re-
garded as extinguished as of the date of the 
transfer. 

(b) Exceptions 

This section shall not apply to any claim, 
right, or title of any Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe of Indians that is asserted in an action 
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commenced in a court of competent jurisdiction 
within one hundred and eighty days of Septem-
ber 30, 1978: Provided, That the plaintiff in any 
such action shall cause notice of the action to 
be served upon the Secretary and the Governor 
of the State of Rhode Island.

PART B—TAX TREATMENT 

§ 1715. Exemption from taxation 

(a) General exemption 

Except as otherwise provided in subsections 
(b) and (c) of this section, the settlement lands 
received by the State Corporation shall not be 
subject to any form of Federal, State, or local 
taxation while held by the State Corporation. 

(b) Income-producing activities 

The exemption provided in subsection (a) of 
this section shall not apply to any income-pro-
ducing activities occurring on the settlement 
lands. 

(c) Payments in lieu of taxes 

Nothing in this subchapter shall prevent the 
making of payments in lieu of taxes by the 
State Corporation for services provided in con-
nection with the settlement lands.

SETTLEMENT

§ 1721. Congressional findings and declaration of 
policy 

(a) Findings and declarations 

Congress hereby finds and declares that: 

(1) The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot 
Nation, and the Maliseet Tribe are asserting 
claims for possession of lands within the State 
of Maine and for damages on the ground that 
the lands in question were originally trans-
ferred in violation of law, including, but with-
out limitation, the Trade and Intercourse Act 
of 1790 (1 Stat. 137), or subsequent reenact-
ments or versions thereof. 

(2) The Indians, Indian nations, and tribes 
and bands of Indians, other than the Passama-
quoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, and the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians, that once 
may have held aboriginal title to lands within 
the State of Maine long ago abandoned their 
aboriginal holdings. 

(3) The Penobscot Nation, as represented as 
of the time of passage of this subchapter by 
the Penobscot Nation’s Governor and Council, 
is the sole successor in interest to the aborigi-
nal entity generally known as the Penobscot 
Nation which years ago claimed aboriginal 
title to certain lands in the State of Maine. 

(4) The Passamaquoddy Tribe, as represented 
as of the time of passage of this subchapter by 
the Joint Tribal Council of the Passama-
quoddy Tribe, is the sole successor in interest 
to the aboriginal entity generally known as 
the Passamaquoddy Tribe which years ago 
claimed aboriginal title to certain lands in the 
State of Maine. 

(5) The Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians, as 
represented as of the time of passage of this 
subchapter by the Houlton Band Council, is 
the sole successor in interest, as to lands with-
in the United States, to the aboriginal entity 
generally known as the Maliseet Tribe which 
years ago claimed aboriginal title to certain 
lands in the State of Maine. 

(6) Substantial economic and social hardship 
to a large number of landowners, citizens, and 
communities in the State of Maine, and there-
fore to the economy of the State of Maine as 
a whole, will result if the aforementioned 
claims are not resolved promptly. 

(7) This subchapter represents a good faith 
effort on the part of Congress to provide the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, 
and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians with 
a fair and just settlement of their land claims. 
In the absence of congressional action, these 
land claims would be pursued through the 
courts, a process which in all likelihood would 
consume many years and thereby promote 
hostility and uncertainty in the State of 
Maine to the ultimate detriment of the Passa-
maquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians, their mem-
bers, and all other citizens of the State of 
Maine. 

(8) The State of Maine, with the agreement 
of the Passamaquoddy Tribe and the Penob-
scot Nation, has enacted legislation defining 
the relationship between the Passamaquoddy 
Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, and their mem-
bers, and the State of Maine. 

(9) Since 1820, the State of Maine has pro-
vided special services to the Indians residing 
within its borders, including the members of 
the Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Na-
tion, and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-
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ans. During this same period, the United 
States provided few special services to the re-
spective tribe, nation, or band, and repeatedly 
denied that it had jurisdiction over or respon-
sibility for the said tribe, nation, and band. In 
view of this provision of special services by 
the State of Maine, requiring substantial ex-
penditures by the State of Maine and made by 
the State of Maine without being required to 
do so by Federal law, it is the intent of Con-
gress that the State of Maine not be required 
further to contribute directly to this claims 
settlement. 

(b) Purposes 

It is the purpose of this subchapter— 
(1) to remove the cloud on the titles to land 

in the State of Maine resulting from Indian 
claims; 

(2) to clarify the status of other land and 
natural resources in the State of Maine; 

(3) to ratify the Maine Implementing Act, 
which defines the relationship between the 
State of Maine and the Passamaquoddy Tribe, 
and the Penobscot Nation, and 

(4) to confirm that all other Indians, Indian 
nations and tribes and bands of Indians now or 
hereafter existing or recognized in the State of 
Maine are and shall be subject to all laws of 
the State of Maine, as provided herein.

that: 

‘‘SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 

‘‘This Act may be cited as the ‘Aroostook Band of 

Micmacs Settlement Act’.’’ 

‘‘SEC. 2. CONGRESSIONAL FINDINGS AND DEC-

LARATION OF POLICY. 

‘‘(a) FINDINGS AND POLICY.—Congress hereby finds and 

declares that: 

‘‘(1) The Aroostook Band of Micmacs, as rep-

resented as of the time of passage of this Act by the 

Aroostook Micmac Council, is the sole successor in 

interest, as to lands within the United States, to the 

aboriginal entity generally known as the Micmac Na-

tion which years ago claimed aboriginal title to cer-

tain lands in the State of Maine. 

‘‘(2) The Band was not referred to in the Maine In-

dian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 [25 U.S.C. 1721 et 

seq.] because historical documentation of the Micmac 

presence in Maine was not available at that time. 

‘‘(3) This documentation does establish the histori-

cal presence of Micmacs in Maine and the existence 

of aboriginal lands in Maine jointly used by the 

Micmacs and other tribes to which the Micmacs could 

have asserted aboriginal title but for the extinguish-

ment of all such claims by the Maine Indian Claims 

Settlement Act of 1980. 

‘‘(4) The Aroostook Band of Micmacs, in both its 

history and its presence in Maine, is similar to the 

Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians and would have re-

ceived similar treatment under the Maine Indian 

Claims Settlement Act of 1980 if the information 

available today had been available to Congress and 

the parties at that time. 

‘‘(5) It is now fair and just to afford the Aroostook 

Band of Micmacs the same settlement provided to the 

Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians for the settlement 

of that Band’s claims, to the extent they would have 

benefited from inclusion in the Maine Indian Claims 

Settlement Act of 1980. 

‘‘(6) Since 1820, the State of Maine has provided spe-

cial services to the Indians residing within its bor-

ders, including the members of the Aroostook Band of 

Micmacs. During this same period, the United States 

provided few special services to the Band and repeat-

edly denied that it had jurisdiction over or respon-

sibility for the Indian groups in Maine. In view of this 

provision of special services by the State of Maine, 

requiring substantial expenditures by the State of 

Maine and made by the State of Maine without being 

required to do so by Federal law, it is the intent of 

Congress that the State of Maine not be required fur-

ther to contribute directly to this settlement. 

‘‘(b) PURPOSE.—It is the purpose of this Act to— 

‘‘(1) provide Federal recognition of the Band; 

‘‘(2) provide to the members of the Band the serv-

ices which the United States provides to Indians be-

cause of their status as Indians; and 

‘‘(3) place $900,000 in a land acquisition fund and 

property tax fund for the future use of the Aroostook 

Band of Micmacs; and 

‘‘(4) ratify the Micmac Settlement Act, which de-

fines the relationship between the State of Maine and 

the Aroostook Band of Micmacs. 

‘‘SEC. 3. DEFINITIONS. 

‘‘For the purposes of this Act: 

‘‘(1) The term ‘Band’ means the Aroostook Band of 

Micmacs, the sole successor to the Micmac Nation as 

constituted in aboriginal times in what is now the 

State of Maine, and all its predecessors and succes-

sors in interest. The Aroostook Band of Micmacs is 

represented, as of the date of enactment of this Act 

[Nov. 26, 1991], as to lands within the United States, 

by the Aroostook Micmac Council. 

‘‘(2) The term ‘Band Tax Fund’ means the fund es-

tablished under section 4(b) of this Act. 

‘‘(3) The term ‘Band Trust Land’ means land or nat-

ural resources acquired by the Secretary of the Inte-

rior and held in trust by the United States for the 

benefit of the Band. 

‘‘(4) The term ‘land or natural resources’ means any 

real property or natural resources, or any interest in 

or right involving any real property or natural re-

sources, including (but not limited to) minerals and 

mineral rights, timber and timber rights, water and 

water rights, and hunting and fishing rights. 

‘‘(5) The term ‘Land Acquisition Fund’ means the 

fund established under section 4(a) of this Act. 

‘‘(6) The term ‘laws of the State’ means the con-

stitution, and all statutes, regulations, and common 

laws of the State of Maine and its political subdivi-

sions and all subsequent amendments thereto or judi-

cial interpretations thereof. 

‘‘(7) The term ‘Maine Implementing Act’ means the 

Act entitled ‘Act to Implement the Maine Indian 

Claims Settlement’ that was enacted by the State of 

Maine in chapter 732 of the Maine Public Laws of 

1979, as amended by chapter 675 of the Maine Public 

Laws of 1981 and chapter 672 of the Maine Public Laws 

of 1985, and all subsequent amendments thereto. 

‘‘(8) The term ‘Micmac Settlement Act’ means the 

Act entitled ‘Act to implement the Aroostook Band 

of Micmacs Settlement Act’ that was enacted by the 

State of Maine in chapter 148 of the Maine Public 

Laws of 1989, and all subsequent amendments thereto. 

‘‘(9) The term ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of 

the Interior. 
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‘‘SEC. 4. AROOSTOOK BAND OF MICMACS LAND AC-

QUISITION AND PROPERTY TAX FUNDS. 

‘‘(a) LAND ACQUISITION FUND.—There is hereby estab-

lished in the Treasury of the United States a fund to be 

known as the Aroostook Band of Micmacs Land Acqui-

sition Fund, into which $900,000 shall be deposited by 

the Secretary following the appropriation of sums au-

thorized by section 10. 
‘‘(b) BAND TAX FUND.—(1) There is hereby established 

in the Treasury of the United States a fund to be 

known as the Aroostook Band of Micmacs Tax Fund, 

into which shall be deposited $50,000 in accordance with 

the provisions of this Act. 
‘‘(2) Income accrued on the Land Acquisition Fund 

shall be transferred to the Band Tax Fund until a total 

of $50,000 has been transferred to the Band Tax Fund 

under this paragraph. No transfer shall be made under 

this subsection if such transfer would diminish the 

Land Acquisition Fund to a balance of less than 

$900,000. 
‘‘(3) Whenever funds are transferred to the Band Tax 

Fund under paragraph (2), the Secretary shall publish 

notice of such transfer in the Federal Register. Such 

notice shall specify when the total amount of $50,000 

has been transferred to the Band Tax Fund. 
‘‘(4) The Secretary shall manage the Band Tax Fund 

in accordance with section 1 of the Act of June 24, 1938 

(52 Stat. 1037; 25 U.S.C. 162a), and shall utilize the prin-

cipal and interest of the Band Tax Fund only as pro-

vided in paragraph (5) and section 5(d) and for no other 

purpose. 
‘‘(5) Notwithstanding the provisions of title 31, 

United States Code, the Secretary shall pay out of the 

Band Tax Fund, all valid claims for taxes, payments in 

lieu of property taxes, and fees, together with any in-

terest and penalties thereon— 
‘‘(A) for which the Band is determined to be liable; 
‘‘(B) which are final and not subject to further ad-

ministrative or judicial review; and 
‘‘(C) which have been certified by the Commissioner 

of Finance in the State of Maine as valid claims that 

meet the requirements of this paragraph. 
‘‘(c) SOURCE FOR CERTAIN PAYMENTS.—Notwithstand-

ing any other provision of law, if— 
‘‘(1) the Band is liable to the State of Maine or any 

county, district, municipality, city, town, village, 

plantation, or any other political subdivision thereof 

for any tax, payment in lieu of property tax, or fees, 

together with any interest and penalties thereon, and 
‘‘(2) there are insufficient funds in the Band Tax 

Fund to pay such tax, payment, or fee (together with 

any interest or penalties thereon) in full, 
the deficiency shall be paid by the Band only from in-

come-producing property owned by the Band which is 

not held in trust for the Band by the United States and 

the Band shall not be required to pay such tax, pay-

ment, or fee (or any interest or penalty thereon) from 

any other source. 
‘‘(d) PROCEDURE FOR FILING AND PAYMENT OF 

CLAIMS.—The Secretary shall, after consultation with 

the Commissioner of Finance of the State of Maine, 

and the Band, prescribe written procedures governing 

the filing and payment of claims under this section. 

‘‘SEC. 5. AROOSTOOK BAND TRUST LANDS. 

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—Subject to the provisions of sec-

tion 4, the Secretary is authorized and directed to ex-

pend, at the request of the Band, the principal of, and 

income accruing on, the Land Acquisition Fund for the 

purposes of acquiring land or natural resources for the 

Band and for no other purposes. Land or natural re-

sources acquired within the State of Maine with funds 

expended under the authority of this subsection shall 

be held in trust by the United States for the benefit of 

the Band. 
‘‘(b) ALIENATION.—(1) Land or natural resources ac-

quired with funds expended under the authority of sub-

section (a) and held in trust for the benefit of the Band 

may be alienated only by— 
‘‘(A) takings for public use pursuant to the laws of 

the State of Maine as provided in subsection (c); 

‘‘(B) takings for public use pursuant to the laws of 

the United States; or 
‘‘(C) transfers made pursuant to an Act or joint res-

olution of Congress. 
All other transfers of land or natural resources ac-

quired with funds expended under the authority of sub-

section (a) and held in trust for the benefit of such 

Band shall be void ab initio and without any validity in 

law or equity. 
‘‘(2) The provisions of paragraph (1) shall not prohibit 

or limit transfers of individual use assignments of land 

or natural resources from one member of the Band to 

another member of such Band. 
‘‘(3) Land or natural resources held in trust for the 

benefit of the Band may, at the request of the Band, 

be— 
‘‘(A) leased in accordance with the Act of August 9, 

1955 (25 U.S.C. 415 et seq.); 
‘‘(B) leased in accordance with the Act of May 11, 

1938 (25 U.S.C. 396a et seq.); 
‘‘(C) sold in accordance with section 7 of the Act of 

June 25, 1910 (25 U.S.C. 407); 
‘‘(D) subjected to rights-of-way in accordance with 

the Act of February 5, 1948 (25 U.S.C. 323 et seq.); 
‘‘(E) exchanged for other land or natural resources 

of equal value, or if they are not equal, the values 

shall be equalized by the payment of money to the 

grantor or to the Secretary for deposit in the land ac-

quisition fund for the benefit of the Band, as the cir-

cumstances require, so long as payment does not ex-

ceed 25 percent of the total value of the interests in 

land to be transferred by the Band; and 
‘‘(F) sold, only if at the time of sale the Secretary 

has entered into an option agreement or contract of 

sale to purchase other lands of approximate equal 

value. 
‘‘(c) CONDEMNATION BY STATE OF MAINE AND POLITICAL 

SUBDIVISIONS THEREOF.—(1) Land or natural resources 

acquired with funds expended under the authority of 

subsection (a) and held in trust for the benefit of the 

Band may be condemned for public purposes by the 

State of Maine, or any political subdivision thereof, 

only upon such terms and conditions as shall be agreed 

upon in writing between the State and such Band after 

the date of enactment of this Act [Nov. 26, 1991]. 
‘‘(2) The consent of the United States is hereby given 

to the State of Maine to further amend the Micmac 

Settlement Act for the purpose of embodying the agree-

ment described in paragraph (1). 
‘‘(d) ACQUISITION.—(1) Lands and natural resources 

may be acquired by the Secretary for the Band only if 

the Secretary has, at any time prior to such acquisi-

tion— 
‘‘(A) transmitted a letter to the Secretary of State 

of the State of Maine stating that the Band Tax Fund 

contains $50,000; and 
‘‘(B) provided the Secretary of State of the State of 

Maine with a copy of the procedures for filing and 

payment of claims prescribed under section 4(d). 
‘‘(2)(A) No land or natural resources may be acquired 

by the Secretary for the Band until the Secretary files 

with the Secretary of State of the State of Maine a cer-

tified copy of the deed, contract, or other conveyance 

setting forth the location and boundaries of the land or 

natural resources to be acquired. 
‘‘(B) For purposes of subparagraph (A), a filing with 

the Secretary of State of the State of Maine may be 

made by mail and, if such method of filing is used, shall 

be considered to be completed on the date on which the 

document is properly mailed to the Secretary of State 

of the State of Maine. 
‘‘(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of the first sec-

tion of the Act of August 1, 1888 (40 U.S.C. 257) and the 

first section of the Act of February 26, 1931 (40 U.S.C. 

258a), the Secretary may acquire land or natural re-

sources under this section from the ostensible owner of 

the land or natural resources only if the Secretary and 

the ostensible owner of the land or natural resources 

have agreed upon the identity of the land or natural re-

sources to be sold and upon the purchase price and 
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other terms of sale. Subject to the agreement required 

by the preceding sentence, the Secretary may institute 

condemnation proceedings in order to perfect title, sat-

isfactory to the Attorney General of the United States, 

in the United States and condemn interests adverse to 

the ostensible owner. 
‘‘(4)(A) When trust or restricted land or natural re-

sources of the Band are condemned pursuant to any law 

of the United States other than this Act, the proceeds 

paid in compensation for such condemnation shall be 

deposited into the Land Acquisition Fund and shall be 

reinvested in acreage within unorganized or unincor-

porated areas of the State of Maine. When the proceeds 

are reinvested in land whose acreage does not exceed 

that of the land taken, all the land shall be acquired in 

trust. When the proceeds are invested in land whose 

acreage exceeds the acreage of the land taken, the Band 

shall designate, with the approval of the United States, 

and within 30 days of such reinvestment, that portion 

of the land acquired by the reinvestment, not to exceed 

the area taken, which shall be acquired in trust. The 

land acquired from the proceeds that is not acquired in 

trust shall be held in fee by the Band. The Secretary 

shall certify, in writing, to the Secretary of State of 

the State of Maine the location, boundaries, and status 

of the land acquired from the proceeds. 
‘‘(B) The State of Maine shall have initial jurisdic-

tion over condemnation proceedings brought under this 

section. The United States shall be a necessary party 

to any such condemnation proceedings. After exhaus-

tion of all State administrative remedies, the United 

States is authorized to seek judicial review of all rel-

evant matters involved in such condemnation proceed-

ings in the courts of the United States and shall have 

an absolute right of removal, at its discretion, over any 

action commenced in the courts of the State. 
‘‘(5) Land or natural resources acquired by the Sec-

retary in trust for the Band shall be managed and ad-

ministered in accordance with terms established by the 

Band and agreed to by the Secretary in accordance 

with section 102 of the Indian Self-Determination and 

Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450f) or other appli-

cable law. 

‘‘SEC. 6. LAWS APPLICABLE. 

‘‘(a) FEDERAL RECOGNITION.—Federal recognition is 

hereby extended to the Aroostook Band of Micmacs. 

The Band shall be eligible to receive all of the financial 

benefits which the United States provides to Indians 

and Indian tribes to the same extent, and subject to the 

same eligibility criteria, generally applicable to other 

federally recognized Indians and Indian tribes. 
‘‘(b) APPLICATION OF FEDERAL LAW.—For the purposes 

of application of Federal law, the Band and its lands 

shall have the same status as other tribes and their 

lands accorded Federal recognition under the terms of 

the Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 [25 

U.S.C. 1721 et seq.]. 
‘‘(c) ELIGIBILITY FOR SPECIAL SERVICES.—Notwith-

standing any other provision of law authorizing the 

provision of special programs and services by the 

United States to Indians because of their status as In-

dians, any member of the Band in Aroostook County, 

Maine, shall be eligible for such services without re-

gard to the existence of a reservation or the residence 

of members of the Band on or near a reservation. 
‘‘(d) AGREEMENTS WITH STATE REGARDING JURISDIC-

TION.—The State of Maine and the Band are authorized 

to execute agreements regarding the jurisdiction of the 

State of Maine over lands owned by, or held in trust for 

the benefit of, the Band or any member of the Band. 

The consent of the United States is hereby given to the 

State of Maine to amend the Micmac Settlement Act 

for this purpose: Provided, That such amendment is 

made with the agreement of the Aroostook Band of 

Micmacs. 

‘‘SEC. 7. TRIBAL ORGANIZATION. 

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Band may organize for its 

common welfare and adopt an appropriate instrument 

in writing to govern the affairs of the Band when act-

ing in its governmental capacity. Such instrument and 

any amendments thereto must be consistent with the 

terms of this Act. The Band shall file with the Sec-

retary a copy of its organic governing document and 

any amendments thereto. 

‘‘(b) MEMBERS.—For purposes of benefits provided by 

reason of this Act, only persons who are citizens of the 

United States may be considered members of the Band 

except persons who, as of the date of enactment of this 

Act [Nov. 26, 1991], are enrolled members on the Band’s 

existing membership roll, and direct lineal descendants 

of such members. Membership in the Band shall be sub-

ject to such further qualifications as may be provided 

by the Band in its organic governing document, or 

amendments thereto, subject to approval by the Sec-

retary. 

‘‘SEC. 8. IMPLEMENTATION OF THE INDIAN CHILD 

WELFARE ACT. 

‘‘For the purposes of this section, the Band is an ‘In-

dian tribe’ within the meaning of section 4(8) of the In-

dian Child Welfare Act of 1978 (25 U.S.C. 1903(8)), except 

that nothing in this section shall alter or affect the ju-

risdiction of the State of Maine over child welfare mat-

ters as provided by the Maine Indian Claims Settle-

ment Act of 1980 [25 U.S.C. 1721 et seq.]. 

‘‘SEC. 9. FEDERAL FINANCIAL AID PROGRAMS UN-

AFFECTED BY PAYMENTS UNDER THIS ACT. 

‘‘(a) STATE OF MAINE.—No payments to be made for 

the benefit of the Band pursuant to this Act shall be 

considered by any agency or department of the United 

States in determining or computing the eligibility of 

the State of Maine for participation in any financial 

aid program of the United States. 

‘‘(b) BAND AND MEMBERS OF THE BAND.—(1) The eligi-

bility for, or receipt of, payments from the State of 

Maine by the Band or any of its members shall not be 

considered by any department or agency of the United 

States in determining the eligibility of, or computing 

payments to, the Band or any of the members of the 

Band under any Federal financial aid program. 

‘‘(2) To the extent that eligibility for the benefits of 

any Federal financial aid program is dependent upon a 

showing of need by the applicant, the administering 

agency shall not be barred by this subsection from con-

sidering the actual financial situation of the applicant. 

‘‘SEC. 10. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 

‘‘There are authorized to be appropriated $900,000 for 

the fiscal year 1992 for transfer to the Aroostook Band 

of Micmacs Land Acquisition Fund. 

‘‘SEC. 11. INTERPRETATION. 

‘‘In the event of a conflict of interpretation between 

the provisions of the Maine Implementing Act, the 

Micmac Settlement Act, or the Maine Indian Claims 

Settlement Act of 1980 [25 U.S.C. 1721 et seq.] and this 

Act, the provisions of this Act shall govern. 

‘‘SEC. 12. LIMITATION OF ACTIONS. 

‘‘No provision of this Act may be construed to confer 

jurisdiction to sue, or to grant implied consent to the 

Band to sue, the United States or any of its officers 

with respect to the claims extinguished by the Maine 

Indian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 [25 U.S.C. 1721 et 

seq.].’’ 

§ 1722. Definitions 

For purposes of this subchapter, the term— 
(a) ‘‘Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians’’ 

means the sole successor to the Maliseet Tribe 
of Indians as constituted in aboriginal times 
in what is now the State of Maine, and all its 
predecessors and successors in interest. The 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians is rep-
resented, as of October 10, 1980, as to lands 
within the United States, by the Houlton Band 
Council of the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-
ans; 
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(b) ‘‘land or natural resources’’ means any 

real property or natural resources, or any in-

terest in or right involving any real property 

or natural resources, including but without 

limitation minerals and mineral rights, tim-

ber and timber rights, water and water rights, 

and hunting and fishing rights; 

(c) ‘‘Land Acquisition Fund’’ means the 

Maine Indian Claims Land Acquisition Fund 

established under section 1724(c) of this title; 

(d) ‘‘laws of the State’’ means the constitu-

tion, and all statutes, regulations, and com-

mon laws of the State of Maine and its politi-

cal subdivisions and all subsequent amend-

ments thereto or judicial interpretations 

thereof; 

(e) ‘‘Maine Implementing Act’’ means sec-

tion 1, section 30, and section 31, of the ‘‘Act 

to Implement the Maine Indian Claims Settle-

ment’’ enacted by the State of Maine in chap-

ter 732 of the public laws of 1979; 

(f) ‘‘Passamaquoddy Indian Reservation’’ 

means those lands as defined in the Maine Im-

plementing Act; 

(g) ‘‘Passamaquoddy Indian Territory’’ 

means those lands as defined in the Maine Im-

plementing Act; 

(h) ‘‘Passamaquoddy Tribe’’ means the 

Passamaquoddy Indian Tribe, as constituted 

in aboriginal times and all its predecessors 

and successors in interest. The Passama-

quoddy Tribe is represented, as of October 10, 

1980, by the Joint Tribal Council of the Passa-

maquoddy Tribe, with separate councils at the 

Indian Township and Pleasant Point Reserva-

tions; 

(i) ‘‘Penobscot Indian Reservation’’ means 

those lands as defined in the Maine Imple-

menting Act; 

(j) ‘‘Penobscot Indian Territory’’ means 

those lands as defined in the Maine Imple-

menting Act; 

(k) ‘‘Penobscot Nation’’ means the Penob-

scot Indian Nation as constituted in aborigi-

nal times, and all its predecessors and succes-

sors in interest. The Penobscot Nation is rep-

resented, as of October 10, 1980, by the Penob-

scot Nation Governor and Council; 

(l) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 

Interior; 

(m) ‘‘Settlement Fund’’ means the Maine In-

dian Claims Settlement Fund established 

under section 1724(a) of this title; and 

(n) ‘‘transfer’’ includes but is not limited to 

any voluntary or involuntary sale, grant, 

lease, allotment, partition, or other convey-

ance; any transaction the purpose of which 

was to effect a sale, grant, lease, allotment, 

partition, or conveyance; and any act, event, 

or circumstance that resulted in a change in 

title to, possession of, dominion over, or con-

trol of land or natural resources.

§ 1723. Approval of prior transfers and extin-
guishment of Indian title and claims of Indi-
ans within State of Maine 

(a) Ratification by Congress; personal claims un-
affected; United States barred from asserting 
claims on ground of noncompliance of trans-
fers with State laws or occurring prior to De-
cember 1, 1873 

(1) Any transfer of land or natural resources 
located anywhere within the United States 
from, by, or on behalf of the Passamaquoddy 
Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, the Houlton Band 
of Maliseet Indians, or any of their members, 
and any transfer of land or natural resources lo-
cated anywhere within the State of Maine, from, 
by, or on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe or band of Indians, including but without 
limitation any transfer pursuant to any treaty, 
compact, or statute of any State, shall be 
deemed to have been made in accordance with 
the Constitution and all laws of the United 
States, including but without limitation the 
Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790, Act of July 
22, 1790 (ch. 33, Sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137, 138), and all 
amendments thereto and all subsequent reenact-
ments and versions thereof, and Congress hereby 
does approve and ratify any such transfer effec-
tive as of the date of said transfer: Provided how-

ever, That nothing in this section shall be con-
strued to affect or eliminate the personal claim 
of any individual Indian (except for any Federal 
common law fraud claim) which is pursued 
under any law of general applicability that pro-
tects non-Indians as well as Indians. 

(2) The United States is barred from asserting 
on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe 
or band of Indians any claim under the laws of 
the State of Maine arising before October 10, 
1980, and arising from any transfer of land or 
natural resources by any Indian, Indian nation, 
or tribe or band of Indians, located anywhere 
within the State of Maine, including but with-
out limitation any transfer pursuant to any 
treaty, compact, or statute of any State, on the 
grounds that such transfer was not made in ac-
cordance with the laws of the State of Maine. 

(3) The United States is barred from asserting 
by or on behalf of any individual Indian any 
claim under the laws of the State of Maine aris-
ing from any transfer of land or natural re-
sources located anywhere within the State of 
Maine from, by, or on behalf of any individual 
Indian, which occurred prior to December 1, 1873, 
including but without limitation any transfer 
pursuant to any treaty, compact, or statute of 
any State. 

(b) Aboriginal title extinguished as of date of 
transfer 

To the extent that any transfer of land or nat-
ural resources described in subsection (a)(1) of 
this section may involve land or natural re-
sources to which the Passamaquoddy Tribe, the 
Penobscot Nation, the Houlton Band of Maliseet 
Indians, or any of their members, or any other 
Indian, Indian nation, or tribe or band of Indians 
had aboriginal title, such subsection (a)(1) of 
this section shall be regarded as an extinguish-
ment of said aboriginal title as of the date of 
such transfer. 
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(c) Claims extinguished as of date of transfer 

By virtue of the approval and ratification of a 
transfer of land or natural resources effected by 
this section, or the extinguishment of aboriginal 
title effected thereby, all claims against the 
United States, any State or subdivision thereof, 
or any other person or entity, by the Passama-
quoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians or any of their 
members or by any other Indian, Indian nation, 
tribe or band of Indians, or any predecessors or 
successors in interest thereof, arising at the 
time of or subsequent to the transfer and based 
on any interest in or right involving such land 
or natural resources, including but without lim-
itation claims for trespass damages or claims 
for use and occupancy, shall be deemed extin-
guished as of the date of the transfer. 

(d) Effective date; authorization of appropria-
tions; publication in Federal Register 

The provisions of this section shall take effect 
immediately upon appropriation of the funds au-
thorized to be appropriated to implement the 
provisions of section 1724 of this title. The Sec-
retary shall publish notice of such appropriation 
in the Federal Register when such funds are ap-
propriated.

§ 1724. Maine Indian Claims Settlement and Land 
Acquisition Funds in the United States 
Treasury 

(a) Establishment of Maine Indian Claims Settle-
ment Fund; amount 

There is hereby established in the United 
States Treasury a fund to be known as the 
Maine Indian Claims Settlement Fund in which 
$27,000,000 shall be deposited following the ap-
propriation of sums authorized by section 1733 of 
this title. 

(b) Apportionment of settlement fund; adminis-
tration; investments; limitation on distribu-
tions; quarterly investment income pay-
ments; expenditures for aged members; ces-
sation of trust responsibility following Fed-
eral payments 

(1) One-half of the principal of the settlement 
fund shall be held in trust by the Secretary for 
the benefit of the Passamaquoddy Tribe, and the 
other half of the settlement fund shall be held in 
trust for the benefit of the Penobscot Nation. 
Each portion of the settlement fund shall be ad-
ministered by the Secretary in accordance with 
reasonable terms established by the Passama-
quoddy Tribe or the Penobscot Nation, respec-
tively, and agreed to by the Secretary: Provided, 
That the Secretary may not agree to terms 
which provide for investment of the settlement 

fund in a manner not in accordance with section 
162a of this title, unless the respective tribe or 
nation first submits a specific waiver of liability 
on the part of the United States for any loss 
which may result from such an investment: Pro-

vided, further, That until such terms have been 
agreed upon, the Secretary shall fix the terms 
for the administration of the portion of the set-
tlement fund as to which there is no agreement. 

(2) Under no circumstances shall any part of 
the principal of the settlement fund be distrib-
uted to either the Passamaquoddy Tribe or the 
Penobscot Nation, or to any member of either 
tribe or nation: Provided, however, That nothing 
herein shall prevent the Secretary from invest-
ing the principal of said fund in accordance with 
paragraph (1) of this subsection. 

(3) The Secretary shall make available to the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe and the Penobscot Nation 
in quarterly payments, without any deductions 
except as expressly provided in section 1725(d)(2) 
of this title and without liability to or on the 
part of the United States, any income received 
from the investment of that portion of the set-
tlement fund allocated to the respective tribe or 
nation, the use of which shall be free of regula-
tion by the Secretary. The Passamaquoddy 
Tribe and the Penobscot Nation annually shall 
each expend the income from $1,000,000 of their 
portion of the settlement fund for the benefit of 
their respective members who are over the age 
of sixty. Once payments under this paragraph 
have been made to the tribe or nation, the 
United States shall have no further trust re-
sponsibility to the tribe or nation or their mem-
bers with respect to the sums paid, any subse-
quent distribution of these sums, or any prop-
erty or services purchased therewith. 

(c) Establishment of Maine Indian Claims Land 
Acquisition Fund; amount 

There is hereby established in the United 
States Treasury a fund to be known as the 
Maine Indian Claims Land Acquisition Fund in 
which $54,500,000 shall be deposited following the 
appropriation of sums authorized by section 1733 
of this title. 

(d) Apportionment of land acquisition fund; ex-
penditures for acquisition of land or natural 
resources; trust acreage; fee holdings; inter-
ests in corpus of trust for Houlton Band fol-
lowing termination of Band’s interest in 
trust; agreement for acquisitions for benefit 
of Houlton Band: scope, report to Congress 

The principal of the land acquisition fund 
shall be apportioned as follows: 

(1) $900,000 to be held in trust for the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians; 

(2) $26,800,000 to be held in trust for the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe; and 

(3) $26,800,000 to be held in trust for the Pe-
nobscot Nation. 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to ex-
pend, at the request of the affected tribe, nation 
or band, the principal and any income accruing 
to the respective portions of the land acquisi-
tion fund for the purpose of acquiring land or 
natural resources for the Passamaquoddy Tribe, 
the Penobscot Nation, and the Houlton Band of 
Maliseet Indians and for no other purpose. The 
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first 150,000 acres of land or natural resources 
acquired for the Passamaquoddy Tribe and the 
first 150,000 acres acquired for the Penobscot Na-
tion within the area described in the Maine Im-
plementing Act as eligible to be included within 
the Passamaquoddy Indian Territory and the 
Penobscot Indian Territory shall be held in trust 
by the United States for the benefit of the re-
spective tribe or nation. The Secretary is also 
authorized to take in trust for the Passama-
quoddy Tribe or the Penobscot Nation any land 
or natural resources acquired within the afore-
said area by purchase, gift, or exchange by such 
tribe or nation. Land or natural resources ac-
quired outside the boundaries of the aforesaid 
areas shall be held in fee by the respective tribe 
or nation, and the United States shall have no 
further trust responsibility with respect thereto. 
Land or natural resources acquired within the 
State of Maine for the Houlton Band of Maliseet 
Indians shall be held in trust by the United 
States for the benefit of the band: Provided, That 
no land or natural resources shall be so acquired 
for or on behalf of the Houlton Band of Maliseet 
Indians without the prior enactment of appro-
priate legislation by the State of Maine approv-
ing such acquisition: Provided further, That the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe and the Penobscot Nation 
shall each have a one-half undivided interest in 
the corpus of the trust, which shall consist of 
any such property or subsequently acquired ex-
change property, in the event the Houlton Band 
of Maliseet Indians should terminate its interest 
in the trust. 

(4) The Secretary is authorized to, and at the 
request of either party shall, participate in ne-
gotiations between the State of Maine and the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians for the pur-
pose of assisting in securing agreement as to 
the land or natural resources to be acquired by 
the United States to be held in trust for the 
benefit of the Houlton Band. Such agreement 
shall be embodied in the legislation enacted by 
the State of Maine approving the acquisition 
of such lands as required by paragraph (3). The 
agreement and the legislation shall be limited 
to: 

(A) provisions providing restrictions 
against alienation or taxation of land or 
natural resources held in trust for the 
Houlton Band no less restrictive than those 
provided by this subchapter and the Maine 
Implementing Act for land or natural re-
sources to be held in trust for the Passama-
quoddy Tribe or Penobscot Nation; 

(B) provisions limiting the power of the 
State of Maine to condemn such lands that 
are no less restrictive than the provisions of 
this subchapter and the Maine Implementing 
Act that apply to the Passamaquoddy Indian 
Territory and the Penobscot Indian Terri-
tory but not within either the Passama-
quoddy Indian Reservation or the Penobscot 
Indian Reservation; 

(C) consistent with the trust and restricted 
character of the lands, provisions satisfac-
tory to the State and the Houlton Band con-
cerning: 

(i) payments by the Houlton Band in lieu 
of payment of property taxes on land or 
natural resources held in trust for the 

band, except that the band shall not be 
deemed to own or use any property for 
governmental purposes under the Maine 
Implementing Act; 

(ii) payments of other fees and taxes to 
the extent imposed on the Passamaquoddy 
Tribe and the Penobscot Nation under the 
Maine Implementing Act, except that the 
band shall not be deemed to be a govern-
mental entity under the Maine Implement-
ing Act or to have the powers of a munici-
pality under the Maine Implementing Act; 

(iii) securing performance of obligations 
of the Houlton Band arising after the ef-
fective date of agreement between the 
State and the band. 

(D) provisions on the location of these 
lands. 

Except as set forth in this subsection, such 
agreement shall not include any other provi-
sions regarding the enforcement or application 
of the laws of the State of Maine. Within one 
year of October 10, 1980, the Secretary is di-
rected to submit to the appropriate commit-
tees of the House of Representatives and the 
Senate having jurisdiction over Indian affairs 
a report on the status of these negotiations. 

(e) Acquisitions contingent upon agreement as to 
identity of land or natural resources to be 
sold, purchase price and other terms of sale; 
condemnation proceedings by Secretary; 
other acquisition authority barred for bene-
fit of Indians in State of Maine 

Notwithstanding the provisions of sections 257 
and 258a of title 40, the Secretary may acquire 
land or natural resources under this section 
from the ostensible owner of the land or natural 
resources only if the Secretary and the osten-
sible owner of the land or natural resources have 
agreed upon the identity of the land or natural 
resources to be sold and upon the purchase price 
and other terms of sale. Subject to the agree-
ment required by the preceding sentence, the 
Secretary may institute condemnation proceed-
ings in order to perfect title, satisfactory to the 
Attorney General, in the United States and con-
demn interests adverse to the ostensible owner. 
Except for the provisions of this subchapter, the 
United States shall have no other authority to 
acquire lands or natural resources in trust for 
the benefit of Indians or Indian nations, or 
tribes, or bands of Indians in the State of Maine. 

(f) Expenditures for Tribe, Nation, or Band con-
tingent upon documentary relinquishment of 
claims 

The Secretary may not expend on behalf of the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, or 
the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians any sums 
deposited in the funds established pursuant to 
the subsections (a) and (c) of this section unless 
and until he finds that authorized officials of 
the respective tribe, nation, or band have exe-
cuted appropriate documents relinquishing all 
claims to the extent provided by sections 1723, 
1730, and 1731 of this title and by section 6213 of 
the Maine Implementing Act, including stipula-
tions to the final judicial dismissal with preju-
dice of their claims. 
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(g) Transfer limitations of section 177 of this title 
inapplicable to Indians in State of Maine; re-
straints on alienation as provided in section; 
transfers invalid ab initio except for: State 
and Federal condemnations, assignments, 
leases, sales, rights-of-way, and exchanges 

(1) The provisions of section 177 of this title 
shall not be applicable to (A) the Passama-
quoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, or the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians or any other 
Indian, Indian nation, or tribe or band of Indians 
in the State of Maine, or (B) any land or natural 
resources owned by or held in trust for the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, or 
the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians or any 
other Indian, Indian nation or tribe or band of 
Indians in the State of Maine. Except as pro-
vided in subsections (d)(4) and (g)(2) of this sec-
tion, such land or natural resources shall not 
otherwise be subject to any restraint on alien-
ation by virtue of being held in trust by the 
United States or the Secretary. 

(2) Except as provided in paragraph (3) of this 
subsection, any transfer of land or natural re-
sources within Passamaquoddy Indian Territory 
or Penobscot Indian Territory, except (A) tak-
ings for public uses consistent with the Maine 
Implementing Act, (B) takings for public uses 
pursuant to the laws of the United States, or (C) 
transfers of individual Indian use assignments 
from one member of the Passamaquoddy Tribe 
or Penobscot Nation to another member of the 
same tribe or nation, shall be void ab initio and 
without any validity in law or equity. 

(3) Land or natural resources within the 
Passamaquoddy Indian Territory or the Penob-
scot Indian Territory or held in trust for the 
benefit of the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians 
may, at the request of the respective tribe, na-
tion, or band, be— 

(A) leased in accordance with sections 415 to 
415d of this title; 

(B) leased in accordance with sections 396a 
to 396g of this title; 

(C) sold in accordance with section 407 of 
this title; 

(D) subjected to rights-of-way in accordance 
with sections 323 to 328 of this title; 

(E) exchanged for other land or natural re-
sources of equal value, or if they are not equal, 
the values shall be equalized by the payment 
of money to the grantor or to the Secretary 
for deposit in the land acquisition fund for the 
benefit of the affected tribe, nation, or band, 
as the circumstances require, so long as pay-
ment does not exceed 25 per centum of the 
total value of the interests in land to be trans-
ferred by the tribe, nation, or band, and 

(F) sold, only if at the time of sale the Sec-
retary has entered into an option agreement 
or contract of sale to purchase other lands of 
approximate equal value. 

(h) Agreement on terms for management and ad-
ministration of land or natural resources 

Land or natural resources acquired by the Sec-
retary in trust for the Passamaquoddy Tribe and 
the Penobscot Nation shall be managed and ad-
ministered in accordance with terms established 
by the respective tribe or nation and agreed to 
by the Secretary in accordance with section 450f 
of this title, or other existing law. 

(i) Condemnation of trust or restricted land or 
natural resources within Reservations: sub-
stitute land or monetary proceeds as medium 
of compensation; condemnation of trust land 
without Reservations: use of compensation 
for reinvestment in trust or fee held acreage, 
certification of acquisitions; State condemna-
tion proceedings: United States as necessary 
party, exhaustion of State administrative 
remedies, judicial review in Federal courts, 
removal of action 

(1) Trust or restricted land or natural re-
sources within the Passamaquoddy Indian Res-
ervation or the Penobscot Indian Reservation 
may be condemned for public purposes pursuant 
to the Maine Implementing Act. In the event 
that the compensation for the taking is in the 
form of substitute land to be added to the res-
ervation, such land shall become a part of the 
reservation in accordance with the Maine Imple-
menting Act and upon notification to the Sec-
retary of the location and boundaries of the sub-
stitute land. Such substitute land shall have the 
same trust or restricted status as the land 
taken. To the extent that the compensation is in 
the form of monetary proceeds, it shall be depos-
ited and reinvested as provided in paragraph (2) 
of this subsection. 

(2) Trust land of the Passamaquoddy Tribe or 
the Penobscot Nation not within the Passama-
quoddy Reservation or Penobscot Reservation 
may be condemned for public purposes pursuant 
to the Maine Implementing Act. The proceeds 
from any such condemnation shall be deposited 
in the land acquisition fund established by sub-
section (c) of this section and shall be reinvested 
in acreage within unorganized or unincorporated 
areas of the State of Maine. When the proceeds 
are reinvested in land whose acreage does not 
exceed that of the land taken, all the land shall 
be acquired in trust. When the proceeds are in-
vested in land whose acreage exceeds the acre-
age of the land taken, the respective tribe or na-
tion shall designate, with the approval of the 
United States, and within thirty days of such re-
investment, that portion of the land acquired by 
the reinvestment, not to exceed the area taken, 
which shall be acquired in trust. The land not 
acquired in trust shall be held in fee by the re-
spective tribe or nation. The Secretary shall 
certify, in writing, to the Secretary of State of 
the State of Maine the location, boundaries, and 
status of the land acquired. 

(3) The State of Maine shall have initial juris-
diction over condemnation proceedings brought 
under this section. The United States shall be a 
necessary party to any such condemnation pro-
ceedings. After exhaustion of all State adminis-
trative remedies, the United States is author-
ized to seek judicial review of all relevant mat-
ters in the courts of the United States and shall 
have an absolute right of removal, at its discre-
tion, over any action commenced in the courts 
of the State. 

(j) Federal condemnation under other laws; de-
posit and reinvestment of compensatory pro-
ceeds 

When trust or restricted land or natural re-
sources of the Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penob-
scot Nation, or the Houlton Band of Maliseet In-
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dians are condemned pursuant to any law of the 
United States other than this subchapter, the 
proceeds paid in compensation for such con-
demnation shall be deposited and reinvested in 
accordance with subsection (i)(2) of this section.

‘‘(2) The term ‘Houlton Band trust land’ means land 

or natural resources acquired by the Secretary of the 

Interior and held in trust by the United States for the 

benefit of the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians in ac-

cordance with section 5(d) of the Maine Indian Claims 

Settlement Act of 1980 (25 U.S.C. 1724(d); 94 Stat. 

1789). 
‘‘(3) The term ‘amended Maine Implementing Act’ 

means the Maine Implementing Act (defined in sec-

tion 3(e) of the Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act 

of 1980 (25 U.S.C. 1722(e); 94 Stat. 1787)) as amended 

by— 
‘‘(A) the ‘Act to amend the Maine Implementing 

Act with respect to the Houlton Band of Maliseet 

Indians’, enacted by the State of Maine in chapter 

675 of the Public Laws of 1981, and 
‘‘(B) the State of Maine in chapter 672 of the Pub-

lic Laws of 1985. 
‘‘(4) The term ‘Secretary’ means the Secretary of 

the Interior. 
‘‘(5) The term ‘Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians’ 

has the meaning given to such term by section 3(a) of 

the Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 (25 

U.S.C. 1722(a)). 

‘‘HOULTON BAND TAX FUND 

‘‘SEC. 3. (a) There is hereby established in the United 

States Treasury a fund to be known as the Houlton 

Band Tax Fund in which shall be deposited $200,000 in 

accordance with the provisions of this Act. 
‘‘(b)(1) Income accrued on the land acquisition fund 

established for the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians 

pursuant to subsections (c) and (d)(1) of section 5 of the 

Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 (25 U.S.C. 

1724; 94 Stat. 1789) shall be transferred to the Houlton 

Band Tax Fund. No transfer shall be made under this 

subsection if such transfer would diminish such land 

acquisition fund to a balance of less than $900,000. 
‘‘(2) Whenever funds are transferred to the Houlton 

Band Tax Fund pursuant to paragraph (1), the Sec-

retary shall publish notice of such transfer in the Fed-

eral Register. Such notice shall specify when the full 

amount of $200,000 has been transferred to the Houlton 

Band Tax Fund. 
‘‘(c) The Secretary shall manage the Houlton Band 

Tax Fund in accordance with the first section of the 

Act of June 24, 1938 (25 U.S.C. 162a), and shall utilize the 

principal and interest of such Fund only as provided in 

subsection (d) and for no other purpose. 
‘‘(d) Notwithstanding the provisions of section 3727 of 

title 31, United States Code, the Secretary shall pay 

out of the Houlton Band Tax Fund all valid claims for 

taxes, payments in lieu of property taxes, and fees, to-

gether with any interest and penalties thereon— 
‘‘(1) for which the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians 

are determined to be liable under the terms of section 

6208–A(2) of the amended Maine Implementing Act, 
‘‘(2) which are final and not subject to further ad-

ministrative or judicial review, and 
‘‘(3) which have been certified by the Commissioner 

of Finance and Administration of the State of Maine 

as valid claims (within the meaning of section 

6208–A(2) of the amended Maine Implementing Act) 

that meet the requirements of this subsection. 
‘‘(e) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, if— 

‘‘(1) the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians is liable 

to the State of Maine or any county, district, munici-

pality, city, town, village, plantation, or any other 

political subdivision thereof for any tax, payment in 

lieu of property tax, or fees, together with any inter-

est or penalties thereon, and 
‘‘(2) there are insufficient funds in the Houlton 

Band Tax Fund to pay such tax, payment, or fee (to-

gether with any interest or penalties thereon) in full, 
the deficiency shall be paid by the Houlton Band of 

Maliseet Indians only from income-producing property 

owned by such Band which is not held in trust for such 

Band by the United States, and such Band shall not be 

required to pay such tax, payment, or fee (or any inter-

est or penalty thereon) from any other source. 
‘‘(f) The Secretary shall, after consultation with the 

Commissioner of Finance and Administration of the 

State of Maine and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-

ans, prescribe written procedures governing the filing 

and payment of claims under this section and section 

6208–A of the amended Maine Implementing Act. 

‘‘HOULTON BAND TRUST LAND 

‘‘SEC. 4. (a) Subject to the provisions of section 3 of 

this Act, the Secretary is authorized and directed to 

expend, at the request of the Houlton Band of Maliseet 

Indians, the principal of, and income accruing on, the 

land acquisition fund established for such Band under 

subsections (c) and (d)(1) of section 5 of the Maine In-

dian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 (25 U.S.C. 1724; 94 

Stat. 1789) for the purposes of acquiring land or natural 

resources for such Band and for no other purpose. Land 

or natural resources so acquired within the State of 

Maine for such Band shall be held in trust by the 

United States for the benefit of such Band. 
‘‘(b)(1) Land or natural resources acquired with funds 

expended under the authority of subsection (a) and held 

in trust for the benefit of the Houlton Band of Maliseet 

Indians may be alienated only by— 
‘‘(A) takings for public use pursuant to the laws of 

the State of Maine as provided in subsection (c), 
‘‘(B) takings for public use pursuant to the laws of 

the United States, 
‘‘(C) transfers authorized by section 5(g)(3) of the 

Maine Indian Claims Settlement Act of 1980 (25 U.S.C. 

1724(g)(3); 94 Stat. 1791), or 
‘‘(D) transfers made pursuant to an Act or joint res-

olution of Congress. 
All other transfers of land or natural resources ac-

quired with funds expended under the authority of sub-

section (a) and held in trust for the benefit of such 

Band shall be void ab initio and without any validity in 

law or equity. 
‘‘(2) The provisions of paragraph (1) shall not prohibit 

or limit transfers of individual use assignments of land 

or natural resources from one member of the Houlton 

Band of Maliseet Indians to another member of such 

Band. 
‘‘(c)(1) Land or natural resources acquired with funds 

expended under the authority of subsection (a) and held 

in trust for the benefit of the Houlton Band of Maliseet 

Indians may be condemned for public purposes by the 

State of Maine, or any political subdivision thereof, 

only upon such terms and conditions as shall be agreed 

upon in writing between the State and such Band after 

the date of enactment of this Act [Oct. 27, 1986]. 
‘‘(2) The consent of the United States is hereby given 

to the State of Maine to further amend the amended 

Maine Implementing Act for the purpose of embodying 

the agreement described in paragraph (1). 
‘‘(d)(1) Lands and natural resources may be acquired 

by the Secretary for the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-

ans only if the Secretary has, at any time prior to such 

acquisition— 
‘‘(A) transmitted a letter to the Secretary of State 

of the State of Maine stating that the Houlton Band 

Tax Fund contains $200,000, and 
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‘‘(B) provided the Secretary of State of the State of 

Maine with a copy of the procedures for filing and 

payment of claims prescribed under section 3(f). 

‘‘(2)(A) No land or natural resources may be acquired 

by the Secretary for the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-

ans until the Secretary— 

‘‘(i) files with the Secretary of State of the State of 

Maine a certified copy of the deed, contract, or other 

conveyance setting forth the location and boundaries 

of the land or natural resources to be acquired by the 

Secretary, or 

‘‘(ii) files with the Secretary of State of the State 

of Maine a certified copy of any instrument setting 

forth the location and boundaries of the land or natu-

ral resources to be acquired. 

‘‘(B) For purposes of subparagraph (A), filing with the 

Secretary of State of the State of Maine may be made 

by mail and, if such method of filing is used, shall be 

considered to be completed on the date on which the 

document is properly mailed to the Secretary of State 

of the State of Maine.’’

§ 1725. State laws applicable 

(a) Civil and criminal jurisdiction of the State 
and the courts of the State; laws of the State 

Except as provided in section 1727(e) and sec-
tion 1724(d)(4) of this title, all Indians, Indian 
nations, or tribes or bands of Indians in the 
State of Maine, other than the Passamaquoddy 
Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, and their mem-
bers, and any lands or natural resources owned 
by any such Indian, Indian nation, tribe or band 
of Indians and any lands or natural resources 
held in trust by the United States, or by any 
other person or entity, for any such Indian, In-
dian nation, tribe, or band of Indians shall be 
subject to the civil and criminal jurisdiction of 
the State, the laws of the State, and the civil 
and criminal jurisdiction of the courts of the 
State, to the same extent as any other person or 
land therein. 

(b) Jurisdiction of State of Maine and utilization 
of local share of funds pursuant to the Maine 
Implementing Act; Federal laws or regula-
tions governing services or benefits unaf-
fected unless expressly so provided; report to 
Congress of comparative Federal and State 
funding for Maine and other States 

(1) The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot 
Nation, and their members, and the land and 
natural resources owned by, or held in trust for 
the benefit of the tribe, nation, or their mem-
bers, shall be subject to the jurisdiction of the 
State of Maine to the extent and in the manner 
provided in the Maine Implementing Act and 
that Act is hereby approved, ratified, and con-
firmed. 

(2) Funds appropriated for the benefit of In-
dian people or for the administration of Indian 
affairs may be utilized, consistent with the pur-
poses for which they are appropriated, by the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe and the Penobscot Nation 
to provide part or all of the local share as pro-
vided by the Maine Implementing Act. 

(3) Nothing in this section shall be construed 
to supersede any Federal laws or regulations 
governing the provision or funding of services or 
benefits to any person or entity in the State of 

Maine unless expressly provided by this sub-
chapter. 

(4) Not later than October 30, 1982, the Sec-
retary is directed to submit to the appropriate 
committees of the House of Representatives and 
the Senate having jurisdiction over Indian af-
fairs a report on the Federal and State funding 
provided the Passamaquoddy Tribe and Penob-
scot Nation compared with the respective Fed-
eral and State funding in other States. 

(c) Federal criminal jurisdiction inapplicable in 
State of Maine under certain sections of title 
18; effective date: publication in Federal Reg-
ister 

The United States shall not have any criminal 
jurisdiction in the State of Maine under the pro-
visions of sections 1152, 1153, 1154, 1155, 1156, 1160, 
1161, and 1165 of title 18. This provision shall not 
be effective until sixty days after the publica-
tion of notice in the Federal Register as re-
quired by section 1723(d) of this title. 

(d) Capacity to sue and be sued in State of Maine 
and Federal courts; section 1362 of title 28 
applicable to civil actions; immunity from 
suits provided in Maine Implementing Act; 
assignment of quarterly income payments 
from settlement fund to judgment creditors 
for satisfaction of judgments 

(1) The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot 
Nation, and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-
ans, and all members thereof, and all other Indi-
ans, Indian nations, or tribes or bands of Indians 
in the State of Maine may sue and be sued in the 
courts of the State of Maine and the United 
States to the same extent as any other entity or 
person residing in the State of Maine may sue 
and be sued in those courts; and section 1362 of 
title 28 shall be applicable to civil actions 
brought by the Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Pe-
nobscot Nation, and the Houlton Band of 
Maliseet Indians: Provided, however, That the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, 
and their officers and employees shall be im-
mune from suit to the extent provided in the 
Maine Implementing Act. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
3727 of title 31, the Secretary shall honor valid 
final orders of a Federal, State, or territorial 
court which enters money judgments for causes 
of action which arise after October 10, 1980, 
against either the Passamaquoddy Tribe or the 
Penobscot Nation by making an assignment to 
the judgment creditor of the right to receive in-
come out of the next quarterly payment from 
the settlement fund established pursuant to sec-
tion 1724(a) of this title and out of such future 
quarterly payments as may be necessary until 
the judgment is satisfied. 

(e) Federal consent for amendment of Maine Im-
plementing Act; nature and scope of amend-
ments; agreement respecting State jurisdic-
tion over Houlton Band lands 

(1) The consent of the United States is hereby 
given to the State of Maine to amend the Maine 
Implementing Act with respect to either the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe or the Penobscot Nation: 
Provided, That such amendment is made with 
the agreement of the affected tribe or nation, 
and that such amendment relates to (A) the en-
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1 So in original. Probably should be ‘‘otherwise’’. 

forcement or application of civil, criminal, or 
regulatory laws of the Passamaquoddy Tribe, 
the Penobscot Nation, and the State within 
their respective jurisdictions; (B) the allocation 
or determination of governmental responsibility 
of the State and the tribe or nation over speci-
fied subject matters or specified geographical 
areas, or both, including provision for concur-
rent jurisdiction between the State and the 
tribe or nation; or (C) the allocation of jurisdic-
tion between tribal courts and State courts. 

(2) Notwithstanding the provisions of sub-
section (a) of this section, the State of Maine 
and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians are 
authorized to execute agreements regarding the 
jurisdiction of the State of Maine over lands 
owned by or held in trust for the benefit of the 
band or its members. 

(f) Indian jurisdiction separate and distinct from 
State civil and criminal jurisdiction 

The Passamaquoddy Tribe and the Penobscot 
Nation are hereby authorized to exercise juris-
diction, separate and distinct from the civil and 
criminal jurisdiction of the State of Maine, to 
the extent authorized by the Maine Implement-
ing Act, and any subsequent amendments there-
to. 

(g) Full faith and credit 

The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Na-
tion, and the State of Maine shall give full faith 
and credit to the judicial proceedings of each 
other. 

(h) General laws and regulations affecting Indi-
ans applicable, but special laws and regula-
tions inapplicable, in State of Maine 

Except as other wise 1 provided in this sub-
chapter, the laws and regulations of the United 
States which are generally applicable to Indi-
ans, Indian nations, or tribes or bands of Indians 
or to lands owned by or held in trust for Indians, 
Indian nations, or tribes or bands of Indians 
shall be applicable in the State of Maine, except 
that no law or regulation of the United States 
(1) which accords or relates to a special status 
or right of or to any Indian, Indian nation, tribe 
or band of Indians, Indian lands, Indian reserva-
tions, Indian country, Indian territory or land 
held in trust for Indians, and also (2) which af-
fects or preempts the civil, criminal, or regu-
latory jurisdiction of the State of Maine, includ-
ing, without limitation, laws of the State relat-
ing to land use or environmental matters, shall 
apply within the State. 

(i) Eligibility for Federal special programs and 
services regardless of reservation status 

As federally recognized Indian tribes, the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, 
and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians shall 
be eligible to receive all of the financial benefits 
which the United States provides to Indians, In-
dian nations, or tribes or bands of Indians to the 
same extent and subject to the same eligibility 
criteria generally applicable to other Indians, 
Indian nations or tribes or bands of Indians. The 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, 
and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians shall 

be treated in the same manner as other federally 
recognized tribes for the purposes of Federal 
taxation and any lands which are held by the re-
spective tribe, nation, or band subject to a re-
striction against alienation or which are held in 
trust for the benefit of the respective tribe, na-
tion, or band shall be considered Federal Indian 
reservations for purposes of Federal taxation. 
Notwithstanding any other provision of law au-
thorizing the provision of special programs and 
services by the United States to Indians because 
of their status as Indians, any member of the 
Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians in or near the 
town of Houlton, Maine, shall be eligible for 
such programs and services without regard to 
the existence of a reservation or of the residence 
of such member on or near a reservation.

§ 1726. Tribal organization 

(a) Appropriate instrument in writing; filing of 
organic governing document 

The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Na-
tion, and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians 
may each organize for its common welfare and 
adopt an appropriate instrument in writing to 
govern the affairs of the tribe, nation, or band 
when each is acting in its governmental capac-
ity. Such instrument and any amendments 
thereto must be consistent with the terms of 
this subchapter and the Maine Implementing 
Act. The Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot 
Nation, and the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indi-
ans shall each file with the Secretary a copy of 
its organic governing document and any amend-
ments thereto. 

(b) Membership 

For purposes of benefits under this subchapter 
and the recognition extended the Houlton Band 
of Maliseet Indians, no person who is not a citi-
zen of the United States may be considered a 
member of the Houlton Band of Maliseets, ex-
cept persons who, as of October 10, 1980, are en-
rolled members on the band’s existing member-
ship roll, and direct lineal descendants of such 
members. Membership in the band shall be sub-
ject to such further qualifications as may be 
provided by the band in its organic governing 
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document or amendments thereto subject to the 
approval of the Secretary.

§ 1727. Implementation of Indian Child Welfare 
Act 

(a) Petition for assumption of exclusive jurisdic-
tion; approval by Secretary 

The Passamaquoddy Tribe or the Penobscot 
Nation may assume exclusive jurisdiction over 
Indian child custody proceedings pursuant to 
the Indian Child Welfare Act of 1978 (92 Stat. 
3069) [25 U.S.C. 1901 et seq.]. Before the respec-
tive tribe or nation may assume such jurisdic-
tion over Indian child custody proceedings, the 
respective tribe or nation shall present to the 
Secretary for approval a petition to assume such 
jurisdiction and the Secretary shall approve 
that petition in the manner prescribed by sec-
tions 108(a)–(c) of said Act [25 U.S.C. 1918(a)–(c)]. 

(b) Consideration and determination of petition 
by Secretary 

Any petition to assume jurisdiction over In-
dian child custody proceedings by the Passama-
quoddy Tribe or the Penobscot Nation shall be 
considered and determined by the Secretary in 
accordance with sections 108(b) and (c) of the 
Act [25 U.S.C. 1918(b) and (c)]. 

(c) Actions or proceedings within existing juris-
diction unaffected 

Assumption or jurisdiction under this section 
shall not affect any action or proceeding over 
which a court has already assumed jurisdiction. 

(d) Reservations within section 1903(10) of this 
title 

For the purposes of this section, the Passama-
quoddy Indian Reservation and the Penobscot 
Indian Reservation are ‘‘reservations’’ within 
section 4(10) of the Act [25 U.S.C. 1903(10)]. 

(e) Indian tribe within section 1903(8) of this 
title; State jurisdiction over child welfare un-
affected 

For the purposes of this section, the Houlton 
Band of Maliseet Indians is an ‘‘Indian tribe’’ 
within section 4(8) of the Act [25 U.S.C. 1903(8)], 
provided, that nothing in this subsection shall 
alter or effect the jurisdiction of the State of 
Maine over child welfare matters as provided in 
section 1725(e)(2) of this title. 

(f) Assumption determinative of exclusive juris-
diction 

Until the Passamaquoddy Tribe or the Penob-
scot Nation has assumed exclusive jurisdiction 
over the Indian child custody proceedings pursu-
ant to this section, the State of Maine shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction over Indian child 
custody proceedings of that tribe or nation.

§ 1728. Federal financial aid programs unaffected 
by payments under subchapter 

(a) Eligibility of State of Maine for participation 
without regard to payments to designated 
Tribe, Nation, or Band under subchapter 

No payments to be made for the benefit of the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe, the Penobscot Nation, or 
the Houlton Band of Maliseet Indians pursuant 
to the terms of this subchapter shall be consid-
ered by any agency or department of the United 
States in determining or computing the eligi-
bility of the State of Maine for participation in 
any financial aid program of the United States. 

(b) Eligibility of designated Tribe, Nation, or 
Band for benefits without regard to pay-
ments from State of Maine except in consid-
ering actual financial situation in determin-
ing need of applicant 

The eligibility for or receipt of payments from 
the State of Maine by the Passamaquoddy Tribe 
and the Penobscot Nation or any of their mem-
bers pursuant to the Maine Implementing Act 
shall not be considered by any department or 
agency of the United States in determining the 
eligibility of or computing payments to the 
Passamaquoddy Tribe or the Penobscot Nation 
or any of their members under any financial aid 
program of the United States: Provided, That to 
the extent that eligibility for the benefits of 
such a financial aid program is dependent upon 
a showing of need by the applicant, the admin-
istering agency shall not be barred by this sub-
section from considering the actual financial 
situation of the applicant. 

(c) Availability of settlement or land acquisition 
funds not income or resources or otherwise 
used to affect federally assisted housing pro-
grams or Federal financial assistance or 
other Federal benefits 

The availability of funds or distribution of 
funds pursuant to section 1724 of this title may 
not be considered as income or resources or 
otherwise utilized as the basis (1) for denying 
any Indian household or member thereof partici-
pation in any federally assisted housing pro-
gram, (2) for denying or reducing the Federal fi-
nancial assistance or other Federal benefits to 
which such household or member would other-
wise be entitled, or (3) for denying or reducing 
the Federal financial assistance or other Federal 
benefits to which the Passamaquoddy Tribe or 
Penobscot Nation would otherwise be eligible or 
entitled.

§ 1730. Transfer of tribal trust funds held by the 
State of Maine 

All funds of either the Passamaquoddy Tribe 
or the Penobscot Nation held in trust by the 
State of Maine as of October 10, 1980, shall be 
transferred to the Secretary to be held in trust 
for the respective tribe or nation and shall be 
added to the principal of the settlement fund al-
located to that tribe or nation. The receipt of 
said State funds by the Secretary shall con-
stitute a full discharge of any claim of the re-
spective tribe or nation, its predecessors and 
successors in interest, and its members, may 
have against the State of Maine, its officers, em-
ployees, agents, and representatives, arising 
from the administration or management of said 
State funds.

SUBCHAPTER III—FLORIDA INDIAN LAND 
CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1741. Congressional findings and declaration of 
policy 

Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) there is pending before the United States 

District Court for the Southern District of 
Florida a lawsuit by the Miccosukee Indian 
Tribe which involves certain lands within the 
State of Florida; 

(2) the pendency of such lawsuit may result 
in economic hardships for residents of the 
State of Florida by clouding the titles to lands 
in the State, including lands not now involved 
in the lawsuits; 

(3) the pendency of such lawsuit also has 
clouded the easement rights of the South Flor-
ida Water Management District in lands nec-
essary for use as a water flowage and storage 
area, which is part of a federally authorized 
project for flood control and water manage-
ment in central and southern Florida, and 
which is being used to provide and regulate a 
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water supply for the residents of South Flor-
ida; 

(4) the State of Florida and the Miccosukee 
Indian Tribe have executed agreements for the 
purposes of resolving tribal land claims and 
settling such lawsuit, which agreements re-
quire implementing legislation by the Con-
gress of the United States and the Legislature 
of the State of Florida; and 

(5) Congress shares with the parties to such 
agreements a desire to settle such Indian 
claims in the State of Florida without addi-
tional cost to the United States.

§ 1742. Definitions 

For purposes of this subchapter— 
(1) The term ‘‘Miccosukee Tribe’’ means the 

Miccosukee Tribe of Indians of Florida, a tribe 
of American Indians recognized by the United 
States and organized under section 476 of this 
title and recognized by the State of Florida 
pursuant to chapter 285, Florida Statutes. 

(2) The term ‘‘State of Florida’’ means the 
State of Florida, its agencies, political sub-
divisions, constitutional officers, officials of 
its agencies and subdivisions, and the South 
Florida Water Management District. 

(3) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(4) The term ‘‘lands or natural resources’’ 
means any real property or natural resources, 
or any interest in or right involving any real 
property or natural resources including but 
not limited to minerals and mineral rights, 
timber and timber rights, water and water 
rights, and rights to hunt and fish. 

(5) The term ‘‘lawsuit’’ means the action in 
the United States District Court for the 
Southern District of Florida, entitled 
Miccosukee Tribe of Indians of Florida against 
State of Florida, et al., Case No. 
79–253–CIV–JWK. 

(6) The term ‘‘Lease Agreement’’ means that 
perpetual lease granted by the State of Flor-
ida to the Miccosukee Tribe, involving a spe-
cifically described area in South Florida, title 
to which is held by the State of Florida and in 
which the Miccosukee Tribe is granted certain 
express rights and interests. 

(7) The term ‘‘settlement funds’’ means 
those amounts of money which the State of 
Florida has agreed to pay to the Miccosukee 
Tribe under the Settlement Agreement in par-
tial consideration for the settlement of the 
lawsuit and the extinguishment of rights to all 
potential or unsettled claims which the 
Miccosukee Tribe may have to lands or natu-
ral resources in the State of Florida. 

(8) The term ‘‘Settlement Agreement’’ 
means those documents entitled ‘‘Settlement 
Agreement between the Miccosukee Tribe and 
the State of Florida’’ executed on April 16, 
1982, by representatives of the State of Florida 
and representatives of the Miccosukee Tribe 
and filed with the secretary of state of the 

State of Florida which incorporate the Lease 
Agreement described in paragraph (6) of this 
section. 

(9) The term ‘‘transfer’’ includes but is not 
limited to any sale, grant, lease, allotment, 
partition, or conveyance, any transaction the 
purpose of which was to effect a sale, grant, 
lease, allotment, partition, or conveyance, or 
any event or events that resulted in a change 
of possession or control of lands or natural re-
sources.

§ 1743. Findings by the Secretary

(1) the State of Florida has enacted legisla-
tion appropriating sufficient money to pay, 
and in fact has paid, the settlement funds to 
the Miccosukee Tribe; 

(2) the State of Florida and the Miccosukee 
Tribe have executed the Lease Agreement; and 

(3) the State of Florida has enacted appro-
priate legislation to carry out its commit-
ments under paragraph 1b of the Settlement 
Agreement between the State of Florida and 
the Miccosukee Tribe and has given the waiver 
specified in paragraph 4d of such Agreement.

§ 1744. Approval of prior transfers and extin-
guishment of claims and aboriginal title in-
volving Florida Indians 

(a) Publication of findings; consequences 

If the Secretary finds that the State of Florida 
has satisfied the conditions set forth in section 
1743 of this title, he shall publish such findings 
and the Settlement Agreement in the Federal 
Register, and upon such publication— 

(1) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments, and other commitments made by 
the Miccosukee Tribe in paragraph 3 of the 
Settlement Agreement between the State of 
Florida and the Miccosukee Tribe shall be of 
full force and effect on the terms and condi-
tions therein stated; and 

(2) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments, and other commitments validated 
by paragraph (1) of this subsection and the 
transfers and extinguishments approved and 
validated by paragraphs (1) and (2) of sub-
section (b) of this section shall be deemed to 
have been made in accordance with the Con-
stitution and all laws of the United States 
that are specifically applicable to transfers of 
lands or natural resources from, by, or on be-
half of any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of 
Indians (including but not limited to the Act 
of July 22, 1790 (1 Stat. 137) and any amend-
ments thereto and all subsequent versions 
thereof), and Congress does hereby approve 
any such transfers effective as of the date of 
such transfers. 

(b) Scope of applicability to claims, transfers, 
etc. 

(1) All claims to lands within the State of 
Florida based upon aboriginal title by the 
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Miccosukee Tribe, or any predecessor or succes-
sor in interest, are hereby extinguished, and any 
transfer of lands or natural resources located 
anywhere within the State of Florida, including 
but not limited to transfers pursuant to the 
statute or treaty of or with any State or the 
United States, by, from, or on behalf of the 
Miccosukee Tribe, or any predecessor or succes-
sor in interest, shall be deemed to be in full 
force and effect: Provided, however, That nothing 
herein shall be construed as extinguishing any 
aboriginal right, title, interest, or claim to 
lands or natural resources solely to the extent of 
the rights or interests defined as ‘‘excepted in-
terests’’ in paragraph 3c of the Settlement 
Agreement between the State of Florida and the 
Miccosukee Tribe. 

(2) By virtue of the approval of a transfer of 
lands or natural resources effected by this sec-
tion, or an extinguishment of aboriginal title ef-
fected thereby, all claims against the United 
States, any State or subdivision thereof, or any 
other person or entity, by the Miccosukee Tribe, 
arising subsequent to the transfer and based 
upon any interest in or right involving such 
lands or natural resources, including but not 
limited to claims for trespass damages or claims 
for use and occupancy, shall be regarded as ex-
tinguished as of the date of the transfer. 

(3) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this subsection, nothing in this subchapter shall 
be construed as extinguishing any right, title, 
interest, or claim to lands or natural resources 
in the State of Florida by any individual In-
dian— 

(A) which is based on use and occupancy, or 
(B) which was acquired under Federal or 

State law, 

and which is not derived from or through the 
Miccosukee Tribe, or its predecessor or prede-
cessors in interest.

§ 1745. Special provisions for Miccosukee Tribe 

(a) Exemption of leasehold from State and local 
taxes 

The leasehold interest granted the Miccosukee 
Tribe under the Lease Agreement shall be ex-
empt from all State and local taxes. 

(b) Treatment of leasehold as Indian reservation 

The lands leased to the Miccosukee Tribe pur-
suant to the Lease Agreement shall be treated 
as if such lands constituted a federally recog-
nized Indian reservation solely for purposes of 
determining the eligibility of the Miccosukee 
Tribe and its members for any Federal health, 
education, employment, economic assistance, 
revenue sharing, law enforcement over Indians, 
or social welfare programs, or any other similar 
Federal program for which Indians are eligible 

because of their status as Indians and of their 
residence on an Indian reservation. 

(c) Power of State of Florida to diminish lease-
hold interests for public purposes 

The State of Florida, through exercise of the 
power of eminent domain, may take or diminish 
any interest granted to the Miccosukee Tribe 
under the Lease Agreement only for a public 
purpose and upon payment of just compensa-
tion, but such taking or diminution shall not re-
quire the approval of Congress or any executive 
officer of the United States. 

(d) Impairment of benefits received by State of 
Florida under other provisions 

Nothing in this subchapter or in any grant of 
leasehold rights by the State of Florida under 
the Lease Agreement shall affect or otherwise 
impair in any adverse manner any benefits re-
ceived by the State of Florida under the Act of 
September 2, 1937 (16 U.S.C. 669 et seq.), or the 
Act of August 9, 1950 (16 U.S.C. 777 et seq.).

Scope of rights or interests granted to 
Miccosukee Tribe; scope of civil and criminal 
jurisdiction of State of Florida 

Nothing in this subchapter shall grant to the 
Miccosukee Tribe any greater rights or interests 
in the leased area other than those expressly set 
forth in the Lease Agreement, and, notwith-
standing any other provision of this subchapter, 
nothing in this subchapter shall diminish, mod-
ify, or otherwise affect the extent of the civil 
and criminal jurisdiction of the State of Florida 
in the leased area.

§ 1747. Transfer of lands to United States 

(a) Acceptance by Secretary 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
accept the transfer to the United States, to be 
held in trust for the use and benefit of the 
Miccosukee Tribe of Indians of Florida, of the 
lands authorized to be conveyed to the 
Miccosukee Tribe by section 285.061, Florida 
Statutes, and the lands described in Dedication 
Deed No. 23228 from the Trustees of the Internal 
Improvement Trust Fund subject to the provi-
sions of section 285.061, Florida Statutes, and of 
this section. 

(b) Jurisdiction of State of Florida 

(1) Notwithstanding the conveyance of any 
lands by the State of Florida to the United 
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States in trust for the Miccosukee Tribe of Indi-
ans of Florida, the assumption of jurisdiction in 
favor of the State of Florida contained in sec-
tion 285.16, Florida Statutes, pursuant to section 
7 of the Act of August 15, 1953 (67 Stat. 588), as 
in effect prior to its repeal, shall continue in full 
force and effect on such lands unless the State 
shall retrocede such civil or criminal jurisdic-
tion in whole or in part. 

(2)(A) The laws of Florida relating to alcoholic 
beverages (chapters 561, 562, 563, 564, and 565, 
Florida Statutes), gambling (chapter 849, Flor-
ida Statutes), sale of cigarettes (chapter 210, 
Florida Statutes), and their successor laws, 
shall have the same force and effect within said 
transferred lands as they have elsewhere within 
the State and the State shall have jurisdiction 
over offenses committed by or against Indians 
under said laws to the same extent the State has 
jurisdiction over said offenses committed else-
where within the State. 

(B) Nothing in subparagraph (A) shall permit 
the exercise of jurisdiction by the State of Flor-
ida as to any matter to which section 1162(b) of 
title 18 or section 1360(b) of title 28 applies. 

(c) Transfer of lands as subject to existing leases, 
etc.; additional water rights 

(1) Any transfer of lands under this section 
shall be subject to all existing leases, ease-
ments, and rights-of-way, and all the rights, 
easements, and reservations in favor of the Cen-
tral and Southern Florida Flood Control Dis-
trict (now the South Florida Water Management 
District) and shall not increase, diminish, mod-
ify, or otherwise affect the extent to which 
chapter 373, Florida Statutes, and its successor 
laws, have force and effect within such lands. 

(2) Any transfer of lands under this section 
shall not confer upon the Miccosukee Tribe, or 
upon the lands within the reservation, any addi-
tional water rights.

§ 1748. Limitations of actions

SUBCHAPTER IV—CONNECTICUT INDIAN 
LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1751. Congressional findings 

The Congress finds that— 
(a) there is pending before the United States 

District Court for the District of Connecticut 
a civil action entitled ‘‘Western Pequot Tribe 
of Indians against Holdridge Enterprises In-
corporated, et al., Civil Action Numbered 
H76–193 (D. Conn.),’’ which involves Indian 
claims to certain public and private lands 
within the town of Ledyard, Connecticut; 

(b) the pendency of this lawsuit has placed a 
cloud on the titles to much of the land in the 
town of Ledyard, including lands not involved 
in the lawsuit, which has resulted in severe 
economic hardships for the residents of the 
town; 

(c) the Congress shares with the State of 
Connecticut and the parties to the lawsuit a 
desire to remove all clouds on titles resulting 
from such Indian land claims; 

(d) the parties to the lawsuit and others in-
terested in the settlement of Indian land 
claims within the State of Connecticut have 
reached an agreement which requires imple-
menting legislation by the Congress of the 
United States and the Legislature of the State 
of Connecticut; 

(e) the Western Pequot Tribe, as represented 
as of October 18, 1983, by the Mashantucket 
Pequot Tribal Council, is the sole successor in 
interest to the aboriginal entity generally 
known as the Western Pequot Tribe which 
years ago claimed aboriginal title to certain 
lands in the State of Connecticut; and 

(f) the State of Connecticut is contributing 
twenty acres of land owned by the State of 
Connecticut to fulfill this subchapter. The 
State of Connecticut will construct and repair 
three sections of paved or gravel roadways 
within the reservation of the Tribe. The State 
of Connecticut has provided special services to 
the members of the Western Pequot Tribe re-
siding within its borders. The United States 
has provided few, if any, special services to the 
Western Pequot Tribe and has denied that it 
had jurisdiction over or responsibility for said 
Tribe. In view of the provision of land by the 
State of Connecticut, the provision of paved 
roadways by the State of Connecticut, and the 
provision of special services by the State of 
Connecticut without being required to do so 
by Federal law, it is the intent of Congress 
that the State of Connecticut not be required 
to otherwise contribute directly to this claims 
settlement.

§ 1752. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter— 
(1) The term ‘‘Tribe’’ means the 

Mashantucket Pequot Tribe (also known as 
the Western Pequot Tribe) as identified by 
chapter 832 of the Connecticut General Stat-
utes and all its predecessors and successors in 
interest. The Mashantucket Pequot Tribe is 
represented, as of October 18, 1983, by the 
Mashantucket Pequot Tribal Council. 

(2) The term ‘‘land or natural resources’’ 
means any real property or natural resources, 
or any interest in or right involving any real 
property or natural resources, including with-
out limitation minerals and mineral rights, 
timber and timber rights, water and water 
rights, and hunting and fishing rights. 

(3) The term ‘‘private settlement lands’’ 
means— 

(A) the eight hundred acres, more or less, 
of privately held land which are identified 
by a red outline on a map filed with the sec-
retary of the State of Connecticut in accord-
ance with the agreement referred to in sec-
tion 1751(d) of this title, and 

(B) the lands known as the Cedar Swamp 
which are adjacent to the Mashantucket 
Pequot Reservation as it exists on October 
18, 1983. Within thirty days of October 18, 
1983, the secretary of the State of Connecti-
cut shall transmit to the Secretary a cer-
tified copy of said map. 

(4) The term ‘‘settlement lands’’ means— 
(A) the lands described in sections 2(a) and 

3 of the Act To Implement the Settlement of 
the Mashantucket Pequot Indian Land 
Claims as enacted by the State of Connecti-
cut and approved on June 9, 1982, and 

(B) the private settlement lands. 

(5) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(6) The term ‘‘transfer’’ means any trans-
action involving, or any transaction the pur-
pose of which was to effect, a change in title 
to or control of any land or natural resources, 
and any act, event, or circumstance that re-
sulted in a change in title to, possession of, 
dominion over, or control of land or natural 
resources, including any sale, grant, lease, al-
lotment, partition, or conveyance, whether 
pursuant to a treaty, compact, or statute of a 
State or otherwise. 

(7) The term ‘‘reservation’’ means the exist-
ing reservation of the Tribe as defined by 
chapter 824 of the Connecticut General Stat-

utes and any settlement lands taken in trust 
by the United States for the Tribe.

§ 1753. Extinguishment of aboriginal titles and 
Indian claims 

(a) Approval and ratification of prior transfers 

Any transfer before October 18, 1983, from, by, 
or on behalf of the Tribe or any of its members 
of land or natural resources located anywhere 
within the United States, and any transfer be-
fore October 18, 1983, from, by, or on behalf of 
any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe or band of In-
dians of land or natural resources located any-
where within the town of Ledyard, Connecticut, 
shall be deemed to have been made in accord-
ance with the Constitution and all laws of the 
United States, including without limitation the 
Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790, Act of July 
22, 1790 (ch. 33, sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137, 138), and all 
amendments thereto and all subsequent reenact-
ments and versions thereof, and Congress hereby 
does approve and ratify any such transfer effec-
tive as of the date of said transfer. 

(b) Extinguishment of title 

By virtue of the approval and ratification of a 
transfer of land or natural resources effected by 
subsection (a) of this section, any aboriginal 
title held by the Tribe or any member of the 
Tribe, or any other Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe or band of Indians, to any land or natural 
resources the transfer of which was approved 
and ratified by subsection (a) of this section 
shall be regarded as extinguished as of the date 
of such transfer. 

(c) Extinguishment of claims 

By virtue of the approval and ratification of a 
transfer of land or natural resources effected by 
this section, or the extinguishment of aboriginal 
title effected thereby, any claim (including any 
claim for damages for trespass or for use and oc-
cupancy) by, or on behalf of, the Tribe or any 
member of the Tribe or by any other Indian, In-
dian nation, or tribe or band of Indians, against 
the United States, any State or subdivision 
thereof or any other person which is based on— 

(1) any interest in or right involving any 
land or natural resources the transfer of which 
was approved and ratified by subsection (a) of 
this section, or 

(2) any aboriginal title to land or natural re-
sources the extinguishment of which was ef-
fected by subsection (b) of this section, 

shall be regarded as extinguished as of the date 
of any such transfer. 

(d) Savings provision 

Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
affect or eliminate the personal claim of any in-
dividual Indian (except for Federal common law 
fraud claim) which is pursued under any law of 
general applicability that protects non-Indians 
as well as Indians. 
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(e) Effective date; notice 

(1) This section shall take effect upon the ap-
propriation of $900,000 as authorized under sec-
tion 1754(e) of this title. 

(2) The Secretary shall publish notice of such 
appropriation in the Federal Register when the 
funds are deposited in the fund established 
under section 1754(a) of this title.

§ 1754. Mashantucket Pequot Settlement Fund 

(a) Establishment and administration 

There is hereby established in the United 
States Treasury an account to be known as the 
Mashantucket Pequot Settlement Fund (herein-
after referred to in this section as the ‘‘Fund’’). 
The Fund shall be held in trust by the Secretary 
for the benefit of the Tribe and administered in 
accordance with this subchapter. 

(b) Expenditure of Fund; private settlement 
lands; economic development plan; acquisi-
tion of land and natural resources 

(1) The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
expend, at the request of the Tribe, the Fund to-
gether with any and all income accruing to such 
Fund in accordance with this subsection. 

(2) Not less than $600,000 of the Fund shall be 
available until January 1, 1985, for the acquisi-
tion by the Secretary of private settlement 
lands. Subsequent to January 1, 1985, the Sec-
retary shall determine whether and to what ex-
tent an amount less than $600,000 has been ex-
pended to acquire private settlement lands and 
shall make that amount available to the Tribe 
to be used in accordance with the economic de-
velopment plan approved pursuant to paragraph 
(3). 

(3)(A) The Secretary shall disburse all or part 
of the Fund together with any and all income 
accruing to such Fund (excepting the amount 
reserved in paragraph (2)) according to a plan to 
promote the economic development of the Tribe. 

(B) The Tribe shall submit an economic devel-
opment plan to the Secretary and the Secretary 
shall approve such plan within sixty days of its 
submission if he finds that it is reasonably re-
lated to the economic development of the Tribe. 
If the Secretary does not approve such plan, he 
shall, at the time of his decision, set forth in 
writing and with particularity, the reasons for 
his disapproval. 

(C) The Secretary may not agree to terms 
which provide for the investment of the Fund in 
a manner inconsistent with section 162a of this 
title, unless the Tribe first submits a specific 

waiver of liability on the part of the United 
States for any loss which may result from such 
an investment. 

(D) The Tribe may, with the approval of the 
Secretary, alter the economic development plan 
subject to the conditions set forth in subpara-
graph (B). 

(4) Under no circumstances shall any part of 
the Fund be distributed to any member of the 
Tribe unless pursuant to the economic develop-
ment plan approved by the Secretary under 
paragraph (3). 

(5) As the Fund or any portion thereof is dis-
bursed by the Secretary in accordance with this 
section, the United States shall have no further 
trust responsibility to the Tribe or its members 
with respect to the sums paid, any subsequent 
expenditures of these sums, or any property 
other than private settlement lands or services 
purchased with these sums. 

(6) Until the Tribe has submitted and the Sec-
retary has approved the terms of the use of the 
Fund, the Secretary shall fix the terms for the 
administration of the portion of the Fund as to 
which there is no agreement. 

(7) Lands or natural resources acquired under 
this subsection which are located within the set-
tlement lands shall be held in trust by the 
United States for the benefit of the Tribe. 

(8) Land or natural resources acquired under 
this subsection which are located outside of the 
settlement lands shall be held in fee by the 
Mashantucket Pequot Tribe, and the United 
States shall have no further trust responsibility 
with respect to such land and natural resources. 
Such land and natural resources shall not be 
subject to any restriction against alienation 
under the laws of the United States. 

(9) Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
257 of title 40 and section 258a of title 40, the 
Secretary may acquire land or natural resources 
under this section from the ostensible owner of 
the land or natural resources only if the Sec-
retary and the ostensible owner of the land or 
natural resources have agreed upon the identity 
of the land or natural resources to be sold and 
upon the purchase price and other terms of sale. 
Subject to the agreement required by the pre-
ceding sentence, the Secretary may institute 
condemnation proceedings in order to perfect 
title, satisfactory to the Attorney General, in 
the United States and condemn interests ad-
verse to the ostensible owner. 

(c) Transfer of private settlement land as invol-
untary conversion 

For the purpose of subtitle A of title 26, any 
transfer of private settlement lands to which 
subsection (b) of this section applies shall be 
deemed to be an involuntary conversion within 
the meaning of section 1033 of title 26. 

(d) Documentation of relinquishment of tribal 
claims 

The Secretary may not expend on behalf of the 
Tribe any sums deposited in the Fund estab-
lished pursuant to subsection (a) of this section 
unless and until he finds that authorized offi-
cials of the Tribe have executed appropriate doc-
uments relinquishing all claims to the extent 
provided by sections 1753 and 1759 of this title, 
including stipulations to the final judicial dis-
missal with prejudice of its claims. 
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(e) Authorization of appropriation 

There is authorized to be appropriated $900,000 
to be deposited in the Fund.

§ 1756. Practice and procedure 

(a) Constitutionality 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the constitutionality of this subchapter may not 
be drawn into question in any action unless such 
question has been raised in— 

(1) a pleading contained in a complaint filed 
before the end of the one-hundred-and-eighty- 
day period beginning on October 18, 1983, or 

(2) an answer contained in a reply to a com-
plaint before the end of such period. 

(b) Jurisdiction 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
exclusive jurisdiction of any action in which the 
constitutionality of this subchapter is drawn 
into question is vested in the United States Dis-
trict Court for the District of Connecticut. 

(c) Removal of actions 

Any action to which subsection (a) of this sec-
tion applies and which is brought in the court of 
any State may be removed by the defendant to 
the United States District Court for the District 
of Connecticut. 

(d) Jurisdictional acts; implied consent to sue 
the United States 

Except as provided in this subchapter, no pro-
vision of this subchapter shall be construed to 
constitute a jurisdictional act, to confer juris-
diction to sue, or to grant implied consent to 
any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe or band of In-
dians to sue the United States or any of its offi-
cers with respect to the claims extinguished by 
the operation of this subchapter.

§ 1758. Extension of Federal recognition and 
privileges 

(a) Applicability of United States laws and regu-
lations 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
Federal recognition is extended to the Tribe. Ex-
cept as otherwise provided in this subchapter, 
all laws and regulations of the United States of 
general application to Indians or Indian nations, 
tribes or bands of Indians which are not incon-
sistent with any specific provision of this sub-
chapter shall be applicable to the Tribe. 

(b) Filing of organic governing document and 
amendments 

The Tribe shall file with the Secretary a copy 
of its organic governing document and any 
amendments thereto. Such instrument must be 
consistent with the terms of this subchapter and 
the Act to Implement the Settlement of the 
Mashantucket Pequot Indian Land Claim as en-
acted by the State of Connecticut and approved 
June 9, 1982. 

(c) Eligibility for services and benefits 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the Tribe and members of the Tribe shall be eli-
gible for all Federal services and benefits fur-
nished to federally recognized Indian tribes as of 
October 18, 1983.

employees thereof arising from any treaty or 
agreement with, or on behalf of the Tribe or the 
United States as trustee therefor.

SUBCHAPTER V—MASSACHUSETTS INDIAN 
LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1771. Congressional findings and declaration of 
policy 

The Congress hereby finds and declares that— 
(1) there is pending before the United States 

District Court for the District of Massachu-
setts a lawsuit that involves Indian claims to 
certain public lands within the town of Gay 
Head, Massachusetts; 

(2) the pendency of this lawsuit has resulted 
in severe economic hardships for the residents 
of the town of Gay Head by clouding the titles 
to much of the land in the town, including 
land not involved in the lawsuit; 

(3) the Congress shares with the Common-
wealth of Massachusetts and the parties to the 
lawsuit a desire to remove all clouds on titles 
resulting from such Indian land claim; 1 

(4) the parties to the lawsuit and others in-
terested in settlement of Indian land claims 
within the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
executed a Settlement Agreement which, to 
become effective, requires implementing legis-
lation by the Congress of the United States 
and the General Court of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts; 

(5) the town of Gay Head has agreed to con-
tribute approximately 50 percent of the land 
involved in this settlement; 

(6) the State of Massachusetts has agreed to 
provide up to $2,250,000 to be used for the pur-
chase of land to be held in trust by the Sec-
retary for the use and benefit of the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc.; 
and 

(7) the Secretary has acknowledged the ex-
istence of the Wampanoag Tribal Council of 
Gay Head, Inc. as an Indian tribe and Congress 
hereby ratifies and confirms that existence as 
an Indian tribe with a government to govern-
ment relationship with the United States.

The fact of such transfer, and the date thereof, 

shall be certified and recorded by the Secretary of the 

Commonwealth of Massachusetts.’’

§ 1771a. Gay Head Indian claims settlement fund 

(a) Fund established 

There is hereby established within the Treas-
ury of the United States a fund to be known as 
the ‘‘Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc. Claims Settlement Fund’’. Amounts in the 
fund shall be available to the Secretary to carry 
out the purposes of this subchapter. 

(b) Authorization for appropriation 

There is hereby authorized to be appropriated 
$2,250,000 for such fund to remain available until 
expended. 

(c) State contribution required 

Amounts may be expended from the fund only 
upon deposit by the State of Massachusetts into 
the fund of an amount equal to that amount to 
be expended by the United States so that both 
the United States and the State of Massachu-
setts bear one-half of the cost of the acquisition 
of lands under section 1771d of this title.

§ 1771b. Approval of prior transfers and extin-
guishment of aboriginal title and claims of 
Gay Head Indians 

(a) Approval of prior transfers 

(1) Any transfer before August 18, 1987, of land 
or natural resources now located anywhere with-
in the United States from, by, or on behalf of 
the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., or (2) any transfer before August 18, 1987, 
by, from, or on behalf of any Indian, Indian na-
tion, or tribe or band of Indians, of any land or 
natural resources located anywhere within the 
town of Gay Head, Massachusetts, including any 
transfer pursuant to any statute of the State, 
and the incorporation of the town of Gay Head, 
shall be deemed to have been made in accord-
ance with the Constitution and all laws of the 
United States that are specifically applicable to 
transfers of land or natural resources from, by, 
or on behalf of any Indian, Indian nation, or 
tribe or band of Indians (including the Trade and 
Intercourse Act of 1790, Act of July 22, 1790 (ch. 
33, sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137), and all amendments there-
to and all subsequent versions thereof). Any 
such transfer and any transfer in implementa-
tion of this subchapter, shall be deemed to have 
been made with the consent and approval of 
Congress as of the date of such transfer. 
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(b) Extinguishment of aboriginal title 

Any aboriginal title held by the Wampanoag 
Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. or any other 
entity presently or at any time in the past 
known as the Gay Head Indians, to any land or 
natural resources the transfer of which is con-
sented to and approved in subsection (a) of this 
section is considered extinguished as of the date 
of such transfer. 

(c) Extinguishment of claims arising from prior 
transfers or extinguishment of aboriginal 
title 

Any claim (including any claim for damages 
for use and occupancy) by the Wampanoag Trib-
al Council of Gay Head, Inc., the Gay Head Indi-
ans, or any other Indian, Indian nation, or tribe 
or band of Indians against the United States, 
any State or political subdivision of a State, or 
any other person which is based on— 

(1) any transfer of land or natural resources 
which is consented to and approved in sub-
section (a) of this section, or 

(2) any aboriginal title to land or natural re-
sources the transfer of which is consented to 
and approved in subsection (b) of this section, 

is extinguished as of the date of any such trans-
fer. 

(d) Personal claims not affected 

No provision of this section shall be construed 
to offset or eliminate the personal claim of any 
individual Indian which is pursued under any 
law of general applicability that protects non- 
Indians as well as Indians.

§ 1771c. Conditions precedent to Federal pur-
chase of settlement lands 

(a) Initial determination of State and local action 

No action shall be taken by the Secretary 
under section 1771d of this title before the Sec-
retary publishes notice in the Federal Register 
of the determination by the Secretary that— 

(1) the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has 
enacted legislation which provides that— 

(A) the town of Gay Head, Massachusetts, 
is authorized to convey to the Secretary to 
be held in trust for the Wampanoag Tribal 
Council of Gay Head, Inc. the public settle-
ment lands and the Cook lands subject to 
the conditions and limitations set forth in 
the Settlement Agreement; and 

(B) the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay 
Head, Inc. shall have the authority, after 

consultation with appropriate State and 
local officials, to regulate any hunting by 
Indians on the settlement lands that is con-
ducted by means other than firearms or 
crossbow to the extent provided in, and sub-
ject to the conditions and limitations set 
forth in, the Settlement Agreement; 

(2) the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay 
Head, Inc., has submitted to the Secretary an 
executed waiver or waivers of the claims cov-
ered by the Settlement Agreement all claims 
extinguished by this subchapter, and all 
claims arising because of the approval of 
transfers and extinguishment of titles and 
claims under this subchapter; and 

(3) the town of Gay Head, Massachusetts, has 
authorized the conveyance of the public settle-
ment lands and the Cook Lands 1 to the Sec-
retary in trust for the Wampanoag Tribal 
Council of Gay Head, Inc. 

(b) Reliance upon Attorney General of Massachu-
setts 

In making the findings required in subsection 
(a) of this section, the Secretary may rely upon 
the opinion of the Attorney General of the Com-
monwealth of Massachusetts.

§ 1771d. Purchase and transfer of settlement 
lands 

(a) Purchase of private settlement lands 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
expend, at the request of the Wampanoag Tribal 
Council of Gay Head, Inc., $2,125,000 to acquire 
the private settlement lands. At the request of 
the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., the Secretary shall not purchase lots 705, 
222, and 528 of the private settlement lands, but, 
at the request of the Wampanoag Tribal Council 
of Gay Head, Inc., the Secretary shall acquire in 
lieu thereof such other lands that are contig-
uous to the remaining private settlement lands. 
Upon the purchase of such contiguous lands, 
those lands shall be subject to the same restric-
tions and benefits as the private settlement 
lands. 

(b) Payment for survey and appraisal 

The Secretary is authorized and directed to 
cause a survey of the public settlement lands to 
be made within 60 days of acquiring title to the 
public settlement lands. The Secretary shall re-
imburse the Native American Rights Fund and 
the Gay Head Taxpayers Association for an ap-
praisal of the private settlement lands done by 
Paul O’Leary dated May 1, 1987. Such funds as 
may be necessary may be withdrawn from the 
Fund 1 established in section 1771a(a) of this title 
and may be used for the purpose of conducting 
the survey and providing reimbursement for the 
appraisal. 

(c) Acquisition of additional lands 

The Secretary shall expend, at the request of 
the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., any remaining funds not required by sub-
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section (a) or (b) of this section to acquire any 
additional lands that are contiguous to the pri-
vate settlement lands. Any lands acquired pur-
suant to this section, and any other lands which 
are on and after August 12, 1987, held in trust for 
the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., any successor, or individual member, shall 
be subject to this subchapter, the Settlement 
Agreement and other applicable laws. Any after 
acquired land held in trust for the Wampanoag 
Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc., any successor, 
or individual member, shall be subject to the 
same benefits and restrictions as apply to the 
most analogous land use described in the Settle-
ment Agreement. 

(d) Transfer and survey of land to Wampanoag 
Tribal Council 

Any right, title, or interest to lands acquired 
by the Secretary under this section, and the 
title to public settlement lands conveyed by the 
town of Gay Head, shall be held in trust for the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. 
and shall be subject to this subchapter, the Set-
tlement Agreement, and other applicable laws. 

(e) Proceedings authorized to acquire or to per-
fect title 

The Secretary is authorized to commence such 
condemnation proceedings as the Secretary may 
determine to be necessary— 

(1) to acquire or perfect any right, title, or 
interest in any private settlement land, and 

(2) to condemn any interest adverse to any 
ostensible owner of such land. 

(f) Public settlement lands held in trust 

The Secretary is authorized to accept and hold 
in trust for the benefit of the Wampanoag Tribal 
Council of Gay Head, Inc. the public settlement 
lands as described in section 1771f(7) of this title 
immediately upon the effective date of this Act. 

(g) Application 

The terms of this section shall apply to land 
in the town of Gay Head. Any land acquired by 
the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., that is located outside the town of Gay 
Head shall be subject to all the civil and crimi-
nal laws, ordinances, and jurisdiction of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

(h) Spending authority 

Any spending authority (as defined in section 
651(c)(2) of title 2) provided in this section shall 
be effective for any fiscal year only to such ex-
tent or in such amounts as are provided in ap-
propriation Acts.

§ 1771e. Jurisdiction over settlement lands; re-
straint on alienation 

(a) Limitation on Indian jurisdiction over settle-
ment lands 

The Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., shall not have any jurisdiction over non-

tribal members and shall not exercise any juris-
diction over any part of the settlement lands in 
contravention of this subchapter, the civil regu-
latory and criminal laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, the town of Gay Head, Massa-
chusetts, and applicable Federal laws. 

(b) Subsequent holder bound to same terms and 
conditions 

Any tribe or tribal organization which ac-
quires any settlement land or any other land 
that may now or in the future be owned by or 
held in trust for any Indian entity in the town 
of Gay Head, Massachusetts, from the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. 
shall hold such beneficial interest to such land 
subject to the same terms and conditions as are 
applicable to such lands when held by such 
council. 

(c) Reservations of right and authority relating 
to settlement lands 

No provision of this subchapter shall affect or 
otherwise impair— 

(1) any authority to impose a lien or tem-
porary seizure on the settlement lands as pro-
vided in the State Implementing Act; 

(2) the authority of the Secretary to approve 
leases in accordance with sections 415 to 415d 
of this title; or 

(3) the legal capacity of the Wampanoag 
Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. to transfer 
the settlement lands to any tribal entity 
which may be organized as a successor in in-
terest to Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay 
Head, Inc. or to transfer— 

(A) the right to use the settlement lands 
to its members, 

(B) any easement for public or private pur-
poses in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts or the or-
dinances of the town of Gay Head, Massachu-
setts, or 

(C) title to the West Basin Strip to the 
town of Gay Head, Massachusetts, pursuant 
to the terms of the Settlement Agreement. 

(d) Exemption from State assessment 

Any land held in trust by the Secretary for the 
benefit of the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay 
Head, Inc. shall be exempt from taxation or lien 
or ‘‘in lieu of payment’’ or other assessment by 
the State or any political subdivision of the 
State to the extent provided by the Settlement 
Agreement: Provided, however, That such tax-
ation or lien or ‘‘in lieu of payment’’ or other as-
sessment will only apply to lands which are 
zoned and utilized as commercial: Provided fur-

ther, That this section shall not be interpreted 
as restricting the Tribe from entering into an 
agreement with the town of Gay Head to reim-
burse such town for the delivery of specific pub-
lic services on the tribal lands.

§ 1771f. Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter: 

(1) Cook lands 

The term ‘‘Cook lands’’ means the lands de-
scribed in paragraph (5) of the Settlement 
Agreement. 

(2) Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc. 

The term ‘‘Wampanoag Tribal Council of 
Gay Head, Inc.’’ means the tribal entity recog-
nized by the Secretary of the Interior as hav-
ing a government to government relationship 
with the United States. The Wampanoag Trib-
al Council of Gay Head, Inc. is the sole and le-
gitimate tribal entity which has a claim under 
the Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790, Act of 
July 22, 1790 (ch. 33, sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137), to land 
within the town of Gay Head. The membership 
of the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
Inc., includes those 521 individuals who have 
been recognized by the Secretary of the Inte-
rior as being members of the Wampanoag Trib-
al Council of Gay Head, Inc., and such Indians 
of Gay Head ancestry as may be added from 
time to time by the governing body of the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc.: 
Provided, That nothing in this section shall 
prevent the voluntary withdrawal from mem-
bership in the Wampanoag Tribal Council of 
Gay Head, Inc., pursuant to procedures estab-
lished by the Tribe. The governing body of the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. 
is hereby authorized to act on behalf of and 
bind the Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay 
Head, Inc., in all matters related to carrying 
out this subchapter. 

(3) Fund 

The term ‘‘fund’’ means the Wampanoag 
Tribal Council of Gay Head, Inc. Claims Set-
tlement Fund established under section 1771a 
of this title. 

(4) Land or natural resources 

The term ‘‘land or natural resources’’ means 
any real property or natural resources or any 
interest in or right involving any real prop-
erty or natural resource, including but not 
limited to, minerals and mineral rights, tim-
ber and timber rights, water and water rights, 
and rights to hunt and fish. 

(5) Lawsuit 

The term ‘‘lawsuit’’ means the action enti-
tled Wampanoag Tribal Council of Gay Head, 
and others versus Town of Gay Head, and oth-
ers (C.A. No. 74–5826–McN (D. Mass.)). 

(6) Private settlement lands 

The term ‘‘private settlement lands’’ means 
approximately 177 acres of privately held land 
described in paragraph 6 of the Settlement 
Agreement. 

(7) Public settlement lands 

The term ‘‘public settlement lands’’ means 
the lands described in paragraph (4) of the Set-
tlement Agreement. 

(8) Settlement lands 

The term ‘‘settlement lands’’ means the pri-
vate settlement lands and the public settle-
ment lands. 

(9) Secretary 

The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

(10) Settlement Agreement 

The term ‘‘Settlement Agreement’’ means 
the document entitled ‘‘Joint Memorandum of 
Understanding Concerning Settlement of the 
Gay Head, Massachusetts, Indian Land 
Claims,’’ executed as of November 22, 1983, and 
renewed thereafter by representatives of the 
parties to the lawsuit, and as filed with the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth of Massachu-
setts. 

(11) State implementing act 

The term ‘‘State implementing act’’ means 
legislation enacted by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts conforming to the require-
ments of this subchapter and the requirements 
of the Massachusetts Constitution. 

(12) Transfer 

The term ‘‘transfer’’ includes— 
(A) any sale, grant, lease, allotment, parti-

tion, or conveyance, 
(B) any transaction the purpose of which is 

to effect a sale, grant, lease, allotment, par-
tition, or conveyance, or 

(C) any event or events that resulted in a 
change of possession or control of land or 
natural resources. 

(13) West Basin Strip 

The term ‘‘West Basin Strip’’ means a strip 
of land along the West Basin which the 
Wampanoag Tribal Council is authorized to 
convey, under paragraph (11) of the Settle-
ment Agreement, to the town of Gay Head.

§ 1771g. Applicability of State law 

Except as otherwise expressly provided in this 
subchapter or in the State Implementing Act, 
the settlement lands and any other land that 
may now or hereafter be owned by or held in 
trust for any Indian tribe or entity in the town 
of Gay Head, Massachusetts, shall be subject to 
the civil and criminal laws, ordinances, and ju-
risdiction of the Commonwealth of Massachu-
setts and the town of Gay Head, Massachusetts 
(including those laws and regulations which pro-
hibit or regulate the conduct of bingo or any 
other game of chance).

§ 1771h. Limitations of action; jurisdiction

ceedings under section 1771d(e) of this title is 
hereby vested in the United States District 
Court of 1 the District of Massachusetts.

SUBCHAPTER VI—FLORIDA INDIAN 
(SEMINOLE) LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1772. Findings and policy 

Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) there is pending before the United States 

District Court for the southern district of 
Florida a lawsuit by the Seminole Tribe which 
involves certain lands within the State and 
there are also claims by the tribe to other 
areas of Florida by virtue of an 1839 Executive 
order of the President and by right of non-ex-
tinguishment of aboriginal possession which 
has been asserted but not filed in court; 

(2) the pendency of this lawsuit and these 
claims may result in economic hardships for 
residents of the State by clouding the titles to 
lands in the State, including lands not now in-
volved in the lawsuit; 

(3) the pendency of this lawsuit and these 
claims also have clouded the easement rights 
of the South Florida Water Management Dis-
trict in lands necessary for use as a water 
flowage and storage area, which is part of a 
federally authorized project for flood control 
and water management in central and south-
ern Florida, and which is being used to provide 
and regulate a water supply for the residents 
of south Florida; 

(4) the State, the district, and the tribe have 
executed agreements for the purposes of re-
solving tribal land claims and settling the 
lawsuit— 

(A) which include conveyance of land and 
payment of consideration to the tribe; and 

(B) which require implementing legislation 
by the Congress of the United States and the 
Legislature of the State of Florida; 

(5) Congress shares with the parties to such 
agreements a desire to settle these Indian 
claims in the State of Florida without addi-
tional cost to the United States; 

(6) there is considerable uncertainty as to 
the nature and extent of the water rights of 
the tribe, and that continued controversy over 
this should be settled by agreement; and 

(7) the State, the district, and the tribe have 
entered into a compact which, if approved by 
Congress and the Florida Legislature, creates 

specifically defined water rights in lieu of the 
undefined water rights claimed by the tribe.

§ 1772a. Definitions 

For purposes of this subchapter— 
(1) The term ‘‘tribe’’ means the Seminole 

Tribe of Indians of Florida or Seminole Tribe 
of Florida, a tribe of American Indians recog-
nized by the United States and organized 
under section 476 of this title and recognized 
by the State of Florida pursuant to chapter 
285, Florida Statutes, and its successors. 

(2) The term ‘‘State’’ means the State of 
Florida and its agencies, political subdivi-
sions, constitutional officers, officials of its 
agencies and subdivisions and their successors. 

(3) The term ‘‘district’’ means the South 
Florida Water Management District, the agen-
cy of the State of Florida created by chapter 
25270, laws of Florida (1949) to operate pursu-
ant to chapter 373 Florida Statutes, and its 
successors. 

(4) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(5) The term ‘‘lands or natural resources’’ 
means any real property or natural resources, 
or any interest in or right involving any real 
property or natural resources, including min-
erals and mineral rights, timber and timber 
rights, water and water rights, and rights to 
hunt and fish. 

(6) The term ‘‘Settlement Agreement’’ 
means the instrument— 

(A) executed by the Seminole Tribe, the 
State of Florida, and the South Florida 
Water Management District; and 

(B) which will be presented for approval by 
all three parties to the United States Dis-
trict Court for the southern district of Flor-
ida for the purpose of terminating the law-
suit entitled Seminole Tribe of Indians of 
Florida,1 v. State of Florida, et al., (Docket 
No. 78–6116–CIV), and for the extinguishment 
of rights to all potential or unsettled claims 
which the tribe may have to lands or natural 
resources in the State and the purchase of 
certain tribal interests in real property. 

(7) The term ‘‘settlement funds’’ means 
those funds which the State of Florida and the 
South Florida Water Management District 
have agreed to pay to the tribe under the Set-
tlement Agreement. 

(8) The term ‘‘compact’’ means the Compact 
incorporated in the Settlement Agreement be-
tween the tribe, the State, and the district, 
which specifically defines the nature and ex-
tent of Seminole water rights and the manner 
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of their use within the confines of the area of 
the district.

§ 1772b. Findings by Secretary 

(a) Section 1772c of this title shall not take ef-
fect until 180 days after December 31, 1987, or the 
date the last of the events described in sub-
section (b) of this section have occurred and the 
Secretary so finds, whichever date occurs later. 

(b) The events referred to in subsection (a) of 
this section are— 

(1) the State and district pay settlement 
funds pursuant to the terms of the Settlement 
Agreement for the case captioned Seminole 
Tribe of Indians of Florida v. State of Florida 
et al., or equivalent consideration by land ex-
change to the tribe; and 

(2) the State enacts appropriate legislation 
to carry out the commitments under the Set-
tlement Agreement including the compact be-
tween the State, the district and the tribe, and 
the State and the district have given the waiv-
er specified in paragraph 5c of such agreement.

§ 1772c. Approval of prior transfers and extin-
guishment of claims and aboriginal title in-
volving Florida Indians 

(a) Approval of Settlement Agreement; effect of 
approval 

(1) Effective on December 31, 1987, the Con-
gress does hereby approve the Settlement Agree-
ment, including the compact, and any exhibits 
attached thereto. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of section 1772b of 
this title, the Secretary shall publish findings 
required by section 1772b of this title and the 
Settlement Agreement in the Federal Register, 
and upon such publication— 

(A) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments and other commitments made by 
the tribe in the Settlement Agreement with 
the State and the district, including the com-
pact provided for in the Settlement Agree-
ment, shall be in full force and effect on the 
terms and conditions stated in such settle-
ment, and 

(B) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments and other commitments validated 
by subparagraph (A) and the transfers and 
extinguishments approved and validated by 
paragraphs (1) and (2) of subsection (b) of this 
section shall be deemed to have been made in 
accordance with the Constitution and all laws 
of the United States that are specifically ap-
plicable to transfers of lands or natural re-
sources from, by, or on behalf of any Indian, 
Indian nation, or tribe of Indians including but 
not limited to the Trade and Intercourse Act 
of 1790, Act of July 22, 1790 (25 U.S.C. 177, ch. 
33, sec. 4, 1 Stat. 137). 

(b) Extinguishment of claims based on aboriginal 
title 

(1)(A) Subject to subparagraph (B), all claims 
to lands within the State based upon aboriginal 
title by the tribe or any predecessor or successor 
in interest, are hereby extinguished. Any trans-
fer of lands or natural resources located any-
where within the State, including transfers pur-
suant to a statute or treaty with any State or 
the United States, by, from, or on behalf of the 
tribe or any predecessor or successor in interest, 
shall be deemed to be in full force and effect, as 
provided in subsection (a)(2) of this section. 

(B) Nothing in this paragraph shall be con-
strued as extinguishing any aboriginal right, 
title, interest, or claim to lands or natural re-
sources solely to the extent of the rights or in-
terests defined as ‘‘excepted interests’’ in para-
graph 4a of the Settlement Agreement between 
the tribe, State and the district. 

(2)(A) By virtue of the approval of a transfer of 
lands or natural resources effected by this sec-
tion, or an extinguishment of aboriginal title ef-
fected thereby, all claims against the United 
States, the State or subdivision thereof, or any 
other person or entity, by the tribe or any pred-
ecessor or successor in interest, arising subse-
quent to the transfer and based upon any inter-
est in or right involving such lands or natural 
resources, including claims for trespass damages 
or claims for use and occupancy, shall be extin-
guished as of the date of the transfer. 

(B) The United States shall not be liable di-
rectly or indirectly for any claim or cause of ac-
tion arising from the approval of the Settlement 
Agreement and compact or exhibits attached 
thereto. 

(3) Nothing in this subchapter shall be con-
strued as extinguishing any right, title, interest, 
or claim to lands or natural resources in the 
State based on use and occupancy or acquired 
under Federal or State law by any individual In-
dian which is not derived from or through the 
tribe, its predecessor or predecessors in interest, 
or some other American Indian tribe. 

(4) Any Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of Indi-
ans, other than the Seminole Tribe as defined in 
section 1772a(1) of this title, or any predecessor 
or successor in interest, or any member thereof, 
whose transfer of lands or natural resources is 
approved or whose aboriginal title or claims is 
extinguished by paragraph (1) or (2) of this sub-
section may, within a period of one year after 
publication of the Secretary’s finding pursuant 
to subsection (a) of this section, bring an action 
against the State and the United States in the 
United States District Court for the southern 
district of Florida. Such action shall be in lieu 
of a suit against any other person, agency, or 
political subdivision on a cause of action which 
may have existed in the absence of this sub-
section. 

(c) Construction of subsection (a) and section 
1772e 

Neither subsection (a) of this section nor sec-
tion 1772e of this title— 

(1) enacts present or future laws of the State 
as Federal law, 

(2) grants consent to any future changes in 
the Settlement Agreement or compact that 
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could impose any obligation or liability on the 
United States, or 

(3) commits the United States to finance any 
project or activity not otherwise authorized 
by Federal law.

§ 1772d. Special provisions for Seminole Tribe 

(a) Acceptance of land by Secretary in trust for 
Seminole Tribe 

Notwithstanding any clouds on title, the Sec-
retary is authorized and directed, as soon as 
practicable after December 31, 1987, to accept 
the transfer to the United States, to be held in 
trust and as a reservation for the use and benefit 
of the Seminole Tribe of Florida, the approxi-
mate 15 sections of land being described as fol-
lows: 

Beginning at the southwest corner of section 
31, township 48 south, Range 35 east; thence 
easterly along the south border of sections 31, 
32 and 33, township 48 south, Range 35 east, to 
the westernmost boundary of the levee 28 
works in section 33, township 48 south, Range 
35 east; thence continuing north along the 
westernmost boundary of the levee 28 works to 
the point at which the westernmost boundary 
of the levee 28 works intersects the southern-
most boundary of the levee 4 works in section 
9, township 48 south, Range 35 east; thence 
continuing westerly along the southernmost 
boundary of the levee 4 works to the point at 
which the southernmost boundary of the levee 
4 works intersects the dividing line between 
township 48 south, Range 35 east and township 
48 south, Range 34 east at the Broward County 
and Hendry County line; and thence continu-
ing south along said line to the point of begin-
ning; said lands situate, lying and being in 
Broward County, Florida. 

(b) Survey of Seminole Federal Reservations in 
Florida 

Before the expiration of the 3-year period be-
ginning on December 31, 1987, the Secretary 
shall— 

(1) conduct a cadastral survey of those por-
tions of the Seminole Federal Reservations in 
Florida not previously surveyed by the De-
partment of the Interior, including all lands 
taken into trust as reservations under the au-
thority of this subchapter; 

(2) publish the correct legal descriptions of 
the Seminole Reservations in the Federal Reg-
ister within 180 days after the survey is com-
pleted. 

(c) Acceptance of land in future by Secretary in 
trust for Seminole Tribe 

If, pursuant to paragraph 6 of the Settlement 
Agreement, there is a subsequent agreement be-

tween the tribe, the State, and the district pro-
viding that lands exchanged with the tribe or 
acquired by the tribe may be taken into Federal 
trust as a reservation for the tribe, the Sec-
retary shall accept the transfer of such lands to 
the United States, to be held in trust for the use 
and benefit of the tribe pursuant to the terms 
and conditions of the subsequent agreement un-
less— 

(1) the total amount of land previously 
taken in trust under this subsection exceeds 
the amount of land transferred to the State 
and Water District by the tribe under the Set-
tlement Agreement; 

(2) the Secretary determines in writing that 
either the size, location, or condition of the 
land, or the terms and conditions under which 
it is transferred would place an unreasonable 
burden on the United States as trustee; 

(3) the land is not in Florida; or 
(4) the land is not agricultural in nature. 

(d) Civil and criminal jurisdiction over lands ac-
quired by United States in trust for Seminole 
Tribe 

(1) Notwithstanding the acquisition of any 
land under subsection (a) or (c) of this section 
by the United States in trust for the tribe, the 
assumption of jurisdiction in favor of the State 
contained in section 285.16, Florida Statutes, 
pursuant to section 7 of the Act of August 15, 
1953,1 (67 Stat. 588; Public Law 280), shall con-
tinue in full force and effect on such lands un-
less the United States accepts a retrocession by 
the State of such civil or criminal jurisdiction 
in whole or in part under section 1323 of this 
title. The laws of Florida relating to alcoholic 
beverages, gambling, sale of cigarettes, and 
their successor laws, shall have the same force 
and effect within said transferred lands as they 
have elsewhere within the State. The State, 
with respect to the transferred lands, shall also 
have jurisdiction over offenses committed by or 
against Indians under said laws to the same ex-
tent the State has jurisdiction over said offenses 
committed elsewhere within the State. 

(2) Nothing in this subsection shall be con-
strued as permitting the exercise of the above 
jurisdiction by the State regarding matters to 
which section 1162(b) of title 18 and section 
1360(b) of title 28 apply. 

(3) The scope of tribal sovereignty over trans-
ferred lands, with the specific exceptions of law 
relating to cigarettes, gambling and alcohol de-
scribed in this subsection, shall be as required 
by applicable law with regard to existing tribal 
lands held in reservation or Federal trust status. 
Such transfer shall not confer upon the tribe, or 
upon the lands within the reservation, any addi-
tional water rights. Tribal water rights shall be 
deemed to be defined in the compact.

Exclusive jurisdiction over any such 
action is hereby vested in the United States Dis-
trict Court for the southern district of Florida. 

(b) Notwithstanding any present immunity 
from suit enjoyed by any of the parties, jurisdic-
tion regarding any controversy arising under 
the Settlement Agreement or compact or pri-
vate agreement between the tribe and any third 
party entered into under authority of the com-
pact is hereby vested in the United States Dis-
trict Court for the southern district of Florida. 
Such jurisdiction shall be exclusive except that 
the court shall not have jurisdiction to award 
money damages against the State, the district 
or the tribe. Proceedings in the district court 
under this section shall be expedited consistent 
with sound judicial discretion.

§ 1772g. Revocation of settlement 

In the event the Settlement Agreement or any 
part thereof is ever invalidated— 

(1) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments and any other commitments made 
by the State, the tribe, or the district in the 
Settlement Agreement shall no longer be of 
any force or effect; 

(2) section 1772c of this title shall be inap-
plicable as if such section was never enacted 
with respect to the lands, interests in lands, or 
natural resources of the tribe and its mem-
bers; and 

(3) the approvals of prior transfers and the 
extinguishment of claims and aboriginal title 
of the tribe otherwise effected by section 1772c 
of this title shall be void ab initio.

SUBCHAPTER VII—WASHINGTON INDIAN 
(PUYALLUP) LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1773. Congressional findings and purpose 

(a) Findings 

The Congress finds and declares that: 
(1) It is the policy of the United States to 

promote tribal self-determination and eco-
nomic self-sufficiency and to support the reso-
lution of disputes over historical claims 
through settlements mutually agreed to by In-
dian and non-Indian parties. 

(2) Disputes over certain land claims of the 
Puyallup Tribe and other matters, including— 

(A) ownership of the Commencement Bay 
tidelands and areas of former Puyallup 
Riverbed, lands within the Puyallup Tribe’s 
Treaty Reservation, or intended reservation 
boundaries, 

(B) railroad and other rights-of-way, 
(C) control of fisheries resource and habi-

tat, 
(D) jurisdiction over law enforcement, en-

vironment, navigation, and authority and 
control in the areas of land use, 

(E) business regulation and zoning, 

have resulted in difficult community relations 
and negative economic impacts affecting both 
the Tribe and non-Indian parties. 

(3) Some of the significant historical events 
that led to the present circumstances in-
clude— 

(A) the negotiation of the Treaty of Medi-
cine Creek in December 1854, by the Puy-
allup Indians and others, by which the tribes 
ceded most of their territories but reserved 
certain lands and rights, including fishing 
rights; 

(B) the Executive Order of 1857 creating 
the Puyallup Indian Reservation; 

(C) the Executive Order of 1873, clarifying 
and extending the Puyallup Reservation in 
the Washington Territory; 

(D) the March 11, 1891, Report of the Puy-
allup Indian Commission on allotments and 
the 1896 report by a second Puyallup Indian 
Commission describing the problems with 
sales of allotted lands; and 

(E) the 1909 District Court for Tacoma de-
cision of the United States of America 
against J.M. Ashton and the 1910 Supreme 
Court decision of United States of America 
against J.M. Ashton. 

(4) It is recognized that both Indian and non- 
Indian parties enter into this settlement to re-
solve certain problems and claims and to de-
rive certain benefits. 

(5) There is a recognition that any final res-
olution of pending disputes through a process 
of litigation would take many years and entail 
great expense to all parties; continue economi-
cally and socially damaging controversies; 
prolong uncertainty as to the access, owner-
ship, and jurisdictional status of issues in 
question; and seriously impair long-term eco-
nomic planning and development for all par-
ties. 

(6) To advance the goals of Federal policy of 
Indian self-determination and to carry out the 
trust responsibility of the United States, and 
to advance the Federal policy of international 
trade and economic development, and in rec-
ognition of the Federal policy of settling these 
conflicts through comprehensive settlement 
agreements, it is appropriate that the United 
States participate in the funding and imple-
mentation of the Settlement Agreement. 

(b) Purpose 

Therefore, it is the purpose of this sub-
chapter— 

(1) to approve, ratify, and confirm the agree-
ment entered into by the non-Indian settle-
ment parties and the Puyallup Tribe of Indi-
ans, 
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(2) to authorize and direct the Secretary to 
implement the terms of such agreement, and 

(3) to authorize the actions and appropria-
tions necessary to implement the provisions of 
the Settlement Agreement and this sub-
chapter.

§ 1773a. Resolution of Puyallup tribal land claims 

(a) Relinquishment 

In accordance with the Settlement Agreement 
and in return for the land and other benefits de-
rived from the Settlement Agreement and this 
subchapter, the Tribe, and the United States as 
trustee for the Tribe and its members, relin-
quish all claims to tidelands, submerged lands, 
and any other lands, and including any mineral 
claims and nonfisheries water rights connected 
with such relinquished land, known or unknown, 
within the State of Washington, subject to the 
exceptions referred to in subsection (b) of this 
section. 

(b) Exception for certain lands 

Subsection (a) of this section shall not apply 
to the following: 

(1) 12.5 acres of former riverbed land con-
firmed to the Tribe in Puyallup Tribe of Indi-
ans against Port of Tacoma (717 F. 2d 1251 
(1983)), which land shall be subject to the 
terms and conditions described in the Settle-
ment Agreement and document 6 of the Tech-
nical Documents. 

(2) All land to which record title in the Tribe 
or the United States in trust for the Tribe or 
its members derives from a patent issued by 
the United States or from a conveyance of 
tideland by the State of Washington. For the 
purposes of this paragraph, the term ‘‘record 
title’’ means title documented by identifiable 
conveyances reflected in those records impart-
ing constructive notice of conveyances accord-
ing to the laws of the State (RCW chapters 
65.04 and 65.08) and the final judgments of 
State or Federal courts. 

(3) Certain land recognized to be owned on 
August 27, 1988, by the Tribe or the United 
States in trust for the Tribe within the Indian 
Addition to the city of Tacoma, Washington, 
as recorded in book 7 of plats at pages 30 and 
31, records of Pierce County, Washington, as 
follows: 

(A) Land owned on August 27, 1988: 
(i) Portions of tracts 2, 5, 6, 10, and 11. 
(ii) Tract 7 (school site). 
(iii) Tract 8 (church site). 
(iv) Tract 9 (cemetery site). 
(v) Approximately 38 lots in blocks 8150, 

8249, 8350, and 8442, inclusive. 

(B) Land, wherever located, added to the 
above list of parcels on or before December 
1, 1988, in accordance with paragraph A.3. of 
section IX of the Settlement Agreement. 

(4) The lands transferred to the Tribe pursu-
ant to the Settlement Agreement. 

(5) The rights to underlying lands or the re-
versionary interest of the Tribe, if any, in the 
Union Pacific or Burlington Northern rights- 
of-way across the 1873 Survey Area, where the 
property over which they were granted be-
longed, at the time of the grant, to the United 
States in trust for the Tribe or to the Tribe. 

(6) The submerged lands as of August 27, 
1988, in the Puyallup River within the 1873 
Survey Area below the mean high water line. 

(c) Personal claims 

Nothing in this section or in the Settlement 
Agreement shall be construed to impair, elimi-
nate, or in any way affect the title of any indi-
vidual Indian to land held by such individual in 
fee or in trust, nor shall it affect the personal 
claim of any individual Indian as to claims re-
garding past sales of allotted lands or any claim 
which is pursued under any law of general appli-
cability that protects non-Indians as well as In-
dians.

§ 1773b. Settlement lands 

(a) Acceptance by Secretary 

The Secretary shall accept the conveyance of 
the lands described in subsection (c) of this sec-
tion, and the Outer Hylebos tidelands property 
referred to in section VIII, A,1,c of the Settle-
ment Agreement, subject to the terms and con-
ditions of the Settlement Agreement and shall 
hold such lands in trust for the benefit of the 
Tribe. 

(b) Contamination 

(1) Contamination audits and cleanup of set-
tlement lands shall be carried out in accordance 
with the Settlement Agreement and document 1 
of the Technical Documents. 

(2) The Tribe shall not be liable for the clean-
up costs or in any other manner for contamina-
tion on properties described in subsection (c) of 
this section except any contamination caused by 
the Tribe’s activities after conveyance of these 
properties to the Tribe under the terms of the 
Settlement Agreement and document 1 of the 
Technical Documents. 

(c) Lands described 

The lands referred to in subsection (a) of this 
section, and more particularly described in the 
Settlement Agreement, are as follows: 

(1) The Blair Waterway property, comprised 
of approximately 43.4 acres. 

(2) The Blair Backup property, comprised of 
approximately 85.2 acres. 

(3) The Inner Hylebos property, comprised of 
approximately 72.9 acres. 

(4) The Upper Hylebos property, comprised 
of approximately 5.9 acres. 

(5) The Union Pacific property (Fife), com-
prised of a parcel of approximately 57 acres, 
and an adjoining 22-acre parcel if the option 
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relating to the Union Pacific property (Fife) 
(as described in document 1 of the Technical 
Documents) is exercised. 

(6) The Torre property (Fife), comprised of 
approximately 27.4 acres, unless the Port 
elects to provide the cash value of such prop-
erty. 

(7) The Taylor Way and East-West Road 
properties, two properties totaling approxi-
mately 7.4 acres. 

(8) The submerged lands in the Puyallup 
River within the 1873 Survey Area below the 
mean high water line, as provided in section 
I. B. of the Settlement Agreement. To the ex-
tent that the United States has title to any of 
the lands described in this subpart,1 then such 
lands shall be held by the United States in 
trust for the use and benefit of the Puyallup 
Tribe. 

(9) The approximately 600 acres of open 
space, forest, and cultural lands to be acquired 
by the Tribe with cash received pursuant to 
section I of the Settlement Agreement or 
other tribal funds. 

(d) Reservation status 

Nothing in this subchapter is intended to af-
fect the boundaries of the Puyallup Reservation, 
except that the lands described in subsection (c) 
of this section above in paragraphs (1) through 
(8), and the Outer Hylebos tidelands property re-
ferred to in section VIII of the Settlement 
Agreement, shall have on-reservation status. 

(e) Authorization of appropriations 

There is authorized to be appropriated $500,000 
for the Federal share for the purchase of the 
lands referred to in subsection (c)(9) of this sec-
tion.

§ 1773c. Future trust lands 

In accepting lands in trust (other than those 
described in section 1773b of this title) for the 
Puyallup Tribe or its members, the Secretary 
shall exercise the authority provided him in sec-
tion 465 of this title, and shall apply the stand-
ards set forth in part 151 of title 25, Code of Fed-
eral Regulations, as those standards now exist 
or as they may be amended in the future.

§ 1773d. Funds to members of Puyallup Tribe 

(a) Payment to individual members 

(1) To the extent provided in advance in appro-
priation Acts or to the extent funds are provided 
by other parties to the Settlement Agreement, 
the Secretary shall place with a financial insti-
tution the amount of $24,000,000 in an annuity 
fund or other investment program (hereafter in 
this subsection referred to as the ‘‘fund’’). The 
selection of the institution or institutions where 
the funds will be held and the administration of 
the funds shall be in accordance with section II 

of the Settlement Agreement and documents 2 
and 3 of the Technical Documents. Amounts 
earned pursuant to any investment of the fund 
shall be added to, and become part of, the fund. 

(2) Upon attaining the age of 21 years, each en-
rolled member of the Tribe (determined by the 
Tribe pursuant to its constitution to have been 
a member as of the date of ratification of the 
Settlement Agreement by the Tribe) shall re-
ceive a one-time payment from the fund. The 
amount of such payment shall be determined in 
accordance with section II of the Settlement 
Agreement and document 2 of the Technical 
Documents. 

(3) A reasonable and customary fee for the ad-
ministration of the fund may be paid out of the 
income earned by the fund to the financial insti-
tution with which the fund is established. 

(4) Upon payment to all eligible members of 
the Tribe pursuant to paragraph (2), any amount 
remaining in the fund shall be utilized in the 
manner determined by a vote of the members of 
the Tribe. 

(5) There is authorized to be appropriated 
$22,350,000 for the Federal share of the fund. 

(b) Permanent trust fund for tribal members 

(1) In order to provide a permanent resource to 
enhance the ability of the Tribe to provide serv-
ices to its members, there is established the 
Puyallup Tribe of Indians Settlement Trust 
Fund (hereafter in this subsection referred to as 
the ‘‘trust fund’’). 

(2) Upon appropriation by Congress or to the 
extent funds are provided by other parties to the 
Settlement Agreement, the Secretary shall de-
posit $22,000,000 into the trust fund. The trust 
fund shall be invested in accordance with sec-
tion 162a of this title, so as to earn the maxi-
mum interest on principal and interest available 
under that section. No part of the $22,000,000 
principal may be expended for any purpose. In-
come earned on the principal or interest of the 
trust fund shall be available for expenditure as 
provided in paragraph (3). 

(3)(A) The trust fund shall be administered and 
the funds shall be expended in accordance with 
section III of the Settlement Agreement and 
document 3 of the Technical Documents. Income 
from the trust fund may be used only for the fol-
lowing purposes unless modified in accordance 
with subparagraph (B): 

(i) Housing. 
(ii) Elderly needs. 
(iii) Burial and cemetery maintenance. 
(iv) Education and cultural preservation. 
(v) Supplemental health care. 
(vi) Day care. 
(vii) Other social services. 

(B) The purposes of the trust fund may be 
modified only as provided in document 3 of the 
Technical Documents. 

(4) The fund established under this subsection 
shall be in perpetuity and inviolate. 

(5) There is authorized to be appropriated 
$18,800,000 for the Federal share of the trust 
fund.

§ 1773f. Economic development and land acquisi-
tion 

(a) Economic development and land acquisition 
fund

(1) $9,500,000 shall be available for the Tribe 
to carry out economic development consistent 
with section VI of the Settlement Agreement 
or to acquire lands; and 

(2) $500,000 shall be available only to support 
and assist the development of business enter-
prises by members of the Tribe in a manner 
consistent with the Settlement Agreement. 

There is authorized to be appropriated $10,000,000 
to carry out this subsection. 

(b) Foreign trade 

The Congress recognizes the right of the Tribe 
to engage in foreign trade consistent with Fed-
eral law and notwithstanding article XII of the 
treaty with the Nisqually and other bands of In-
dians entered into on December 26, 1854, and ac-
cepted, ratified, and confirmed on March 3, 1855 
(11 Stat. 1132). 

(c) Blair project 

There is authorized to be appropriated to the 
Secretary the amount of $25,500,000 for the Fed-
eral share of the costs associated with the Blair 
project, which shall be carried out in accordance 
with document 6 of the Technical Documents. 
For the purpose of this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall transfer such amount to the Depart-
ment of Transportation of the State of Washing-
ton. Such amount may only be used by the De-
partment of Transportation of the State of 
Washington to carry out the Blair project in ac-
cordance with document 6 of the Technical Doc-
uments. Operation and maintenance of the Blair 
Waterway channel shall remain the responsibil-
ity of the Secretary of the Army, acting through 
the Chief of Engineers.

§ 1773g. Jurisdiction

(1) None of the funds, assets, or income from 
the trust fund established in section 1773d(b) of 
this title which are received by the Tribe under 
the Settlement Agreement shall be subject to 
levy, execution, forfeiture, garnishment, lien, 
encumbrance, or seizure. 

(2) The annuity fund, or other investment pro-
gram, established in section 1773d(a) of this title 
shall not be subject to levy, execution, forfeit-
ure, garnishment, lien, encumbrance, or seizure. 
Payments from the fund shall be in accordance 
with the Act of August 2, 1983 (25 U.S.C. 117a et 
seq.; commonly referred to as the ‘‘Per Capita 
Act’’). 

(b) Eligibility for Federal programs; trust re-
sponsibility 

Nothing in this subchapter or the Settlement 
Agreement shall affect the eligibility of the 
Tribe or any of its members for any Federal pro-
gram or the trust responsibility of the United 
States and its agencies to the Tribe and mem-
bers of the Tribe. 

(c) Permanent trust fund not counted for certain 
purposes 

None of the funds, assets, or income from the 
trust fund established in section 1773d(b) of this 
title shall at any time be used as a basis for de-
nying or reducing funds to the Tribe or its mem-
bers under any Federal, State, or local program. 

(d) Tax treatment of funds and assets 

None of the funds or assets transferred to the 
Tribe or its members by the Settlement Agree-
ment of 1 this subchapter, and none of the inter-
est earned or income received on amounts in the 
funds established under section 1773d(a) and (b) 
of this title, shall be deemed to be taxable, nor 
shall such transfers be taxable events.

(6) the term ‘‘Tribe’’ means the Puyallup 
Tribe of Indians, a tribe of Indians recognized 
by the United States; 

(7) the term ‘‘below the mean high water 
line’’ in reference to the submerged lands of 
the Puyallup Riverbed means ‘‘below the ordi-
nary high water mark’’ in that portion of the 
river not subject to tidal influence and ‘‘below 
the mean high water line’’ in that portion of 
the river which is subject to tidal influence; 
and 

(8) the term ‘‘on-reservation status’’ means a 
status under which Federal laws and regula-
tions, treaty rights, and rights of sovereignty, 
which define the rights and responsibilities on 
trust or restricted lands (including rights-of- 
way and easements running through such 
lands within a Federal Indian reservation) 
apply: Provided, That such application is not 
inconsistent with any provision of the Settle-
ment Agreement.

SUBCHAPTER VIII—SENECA NATION (NEW 
YORK) LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1774. Findings and purposes 

(a) City of Salamanca and congressional villages 

The Congress finds and declares that: 
(1) Disputes concerning leases of tribal lands 

within the city of Salamanca and the congres-
sional villages, New York, have strained rela-
tions between the Indian and non-Indian com-

munities and have resulted in adverse eco-
nomic impacts affecting both communities. 

(2) Some of the significant historical events 
which have led to the present situation in-
clude— 

(A) beginning in the mid-nineteenth cen-
tury, several railroads obtained grants or 
leases of rights of way through the Allegany 
Reservation without Federal authorization 
or approval and on terms which did not ade-
quately protect the interests of the Seneca 
Nation; 

(B) after construction of these railroads, 
Allegany Reservation lands were leased to 
railroad employees, persons associated with 
the railroads, residents of the city and farm-
ers without Federal authorization or ap-
proval and on terms which did not ade-
quately protect the interests of the Seneca 
Nation; 

(C) none of these leases had Federal au-
thorization or approval and, after the courts 
ruled these leases invalid, Congress enacted 
the Act of February 19, 1875 (18 Stat. 330), 
confirming existing leases of Allegany Res-
ervation lands, authorizing further leasing 
by the Seneca Nation, and making the con-
firmed leases renewable for a twelve year pe-
riod; 

(D) the Act of September 30, 1890 (26 Stat. 
558), amended the 1875 Act by substituting a 
renewal term of ‘‘not exceeding ninety-nine 
years’’ for the original renewal term of 
twelve years; and 

(E) in 1952 the Seneca Nation filed a claim 
with the Indian Claims Commission against 
the United States for use of improper lease 
fees, and in 1977 a settlement was reached re-
garding such claim, providing for the pay-
ment of $600,000 to the Seneca Nation cover-
ing the period beginning in 1870 to the end of 
1946. 

(3) An analysis of historic land values indi-
cates that the payments made under the origi-
nal lease agreement and under the settlement 
described in paragraph (2)(E) were well below 
the actual lease value of the property. 

(4) The approaching expiration of the 
Salamanca and congressional village leases on 
February 19, 1991, has created significant un-
certainty and concern on the part of the city 
of Salamanca and Salamanca residents, and 
among the residents of the congressional vil-
lages, many of whose families have resided on 
leased lands for generations. 

(5) The future economic success of the Sen-
eca Nation, city, and congressional villages is 
tied to the securing of a future lease agree-
ment. 

(6) The Federal and State governments have 
agreed that there is a moral responsibility on 
the part of both governments to help secure a 
fair and equitable settlement for past inequi-
ties. 

(b) Purpose 

It is the purpose of this subchapter— 
(1) to effectuate and support the Agreement 

between the city and the Seneca Nation, and 
facilitate the negotiation of new leases with 
lessees in the congressional villages; 
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(2) to assist in resolving the past inequities 
involving the 1890 leases and to secure fair and 
equitable compensation for the Seneca Nation 
based on the impact of these leases on the 
economy and culture of the Seneca Nation; 

(3) to provide a productive environment be-
tween the Seneca Nation and lessees for nego-
tiating the leases provided for under the 
Agreement; 

(4) to provide stability and security to the 
city and the congressional villages, their resi-
dents, and businesses; 

(5) to promote the economic growth of the 
city and the congressional villages; 

(6) to promote economic self-sufficiency for 
the Seneca Nation and its members; 

(7) to promote cooperative economic and 
community development efforts on the part of 
the Seneca Nation and the city; and 

(8) to avoid the potential legal liability on 
the part of the United States that could be a 
direct consequence of not reaching a settle-
ment.

(3) the term ‘‘city’’ means the city of 
Salamanca, New York; 

(4) the term ‘‘lessee’’ means the holder of an 
1890 lease which either expires in 1991 or is one 
of the leases listed in document 1 of the Tech-
nical Documents, including any lessee who 
holds an 1890 lease by reason of assignment, 
inheritance, or other manner as provided by 
the Act referred to in paragraph (1)(A); 

(5) the term ‘‘memorandum of understand-
ing’’ means an agreement between the State 
and the Seneca Nation pertaining to the pay-
ment of the funds to be provided pursuant to 
this subchapter, which memorandum of under-
standing reflects an agreement between the 
Seneca Nation and the State concerning a 
mechanism and schedule of payments for the 
funds described in section 1774d(c) of this title; 

(6) the term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior; 

(7) the term ‘‘Seneca Nation’’ means the 
Seneca Nation of Indians of the Allegany, 
Cattaraugus, and Oil Spring Reservations; 

(8) the term ‘‘State’’ means the State of New 
York; 

(9) the term ‘‘Technical Documents’’ means 
the documents which comprise the appendix to 
the Agreement; and 

(10) the term ‘‘congressional villages’’ means 
the villages of Carrollton, Great Valley, and 
Vandalia in the State of New York.

§ 1774b. New leases and extinguishment of claims 

(a) New leases 

If the Seneca Nation offers new leases in ac-
cordance with the Agreement, this subchapter 
shall apply with respect to the Seneca Nation. 
The Seneca Nation shall supply copies of such 
leases to the Secretary and shall certify in writ-
ing that it has supplied the Secretary with cop-
ies of written offers to all lessees entitled to an 
offer. 

(b) Extinguishment of claims 

The Seneca Nation shall execute appropriate 
documents relinquishing all claims against the 
United States, the State, the city, the congres-
sional villages, and all prior lessees for payment 
of annual rents prior to February 20, 1991, with 
respect to all prior and existing leases. 

(c) Effective date of leases and relinquishments 

(1) The relinquishment of claims against the 
United States shall be effective upon payment 
by the United States to the Seneca Nation of the 
funds provided in section 1774d of this title. 

(2) The offers, and any acceptances thereof, re-
ferred to in subsection (a) of this section, and 
the relinquishment of claims against the State, 
the city, the congressional villages, and all prior 
lessees for payment of annual rents referred to 
in subsection (b) of this section shall not be 
binding on the Seneca Nation until after the 
later of the dates on which (1) Congress, or (2) 
the legislature of the State appropriates the 
amount of funds set forth in section 1774d of this 
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title or the Seneca Nation and the State agree 
upon a schedule and mechanism for payments 
for funds pursuant to section 1774d(c) of this 
title. Such agreement shall render the offers, ac-
ceptances and the relinquishment effective so 
long as the payments are made as agreed upon 
by the Seneca Nation and the State.

§ 1774c. Responsibilities and restrictions 

(a) Seneca Nation 

The Congress finds that the Seneca Nation is 
solely responsible for negotiation of the leases 
under the Agreement in its own interest and ap-
proval of any such lease by the United States is 
not required. 

(b) Lessees 

The Congress finds that— 
(1) the lessees of leases with the Seneca Na-

tion are responsible for representing their own 
interest in lease negotiations with the Seneca 
Nation; and 

(2) nothing in this subchapter shall be con-
strued to prevent the lessees from collectively 
negotiating with the Seneca Nation regarding 
such leases, whether through informal groups 
or as delegations formally sanctioned by ei-
ther the State or local governments. 

(c) United States 

(1) The United States shall not serve in a ca-
pacity to approve leases of the Seneca Nation. 

(2) Federal funds may not be obligated or ex-
pended, directly or indirectly, for annual pay-
ments under any such lease, except for funds 
that may be available under a conventional, na-
tionwide program. 

(d) State 

(1) The State shall not serve in a capacity to 
approve leases of the Seneca Nation. 

(2) State funds may not be obligated or ex-
pended, directly or indirectly, for annual pay-
ments under any such lease.

§ 1774d. Settlement funds 

(a) In general 

In recognition of the findings and purposes 
specified in section 1774 of this title, the settle-
ment funds provided pursuant to this subchapter 
shall be provided by the United States and the 
State. The Secretary may not obligate or ex-
pend funds provided under subsection (b) of this 
section until the Secretary determines that 
there is an agreed upon and signed memorandum 
of understanding. 

(b) Funds provided by United States 

(1) Cash payment 

The Secretary shall pay to the Seneca Na-
tion the amount of $30,000,000, which is the 
Federal share of the cash payment to be man-
aged, invested, and used by the Nation to fur-
ther specific objectives of the Nation and its 

members, all as determined by the Nation in 
accordance with the Constitution and laws of 
the Nation. 

(2) Economic development 

(A) In addition to the amount provided 
under paragraph (1), the Secretary shall pay to 
the Seneca Nation the amount of $5,000,000 to 
be used for the economic and community de-
velopment of the Seneca Nation, including the 
city of Salamanca, which is an integral part of 
the Seneca Nation’s Allegany Reservation. 
Such amount shall be deposited by the Sec-
retary, administered, and disbursed in accord-
ance with subparagraph (B). 

(B)(i) The sum of $2,000,000 shall be deposited 
in a separate interest bearing account of the 
Seneca Nation. The account shall be adminis-
tered, and the principal and interest thereon 
disbursed, by the Seneca Nation in accordance 
with a plan approved by the Council of the 
Seneca Nation to promote the economic and 
community development of the Seneca Nation. 
Until the principal is expended pursuant to 
such plan, the income accruing from such sum 
shall be disbursed to the treasurer of the Sen-
eca Nation on a quarterly basis to fund tribal 
government operations and to provide for the 
general welfare of the Seneca Nation and its 
members. The Seneca Nation may in its dis-
cretion add the accrued income to the prin-
cipal. 

(ii) The sum of $3,000,000 shall be deposited in 
an escrow account which shall be owned by the 
Seneca Nation. The escrow agent shall be se-
lected by agreement of the Seneca Nation and 
the city. The escrow account shall remain in 
existence for a period of ten years from the 
date on which the principal is deposited or 
until all payments provided for under section 
V.D. of the Agreement have been made. The 
escrow account shall be held and disbursed for 
economic and community development as set 
forth in section V.D. of the Agreement. Upon 
the expiration of the ten-year period, the 
$3,000,000 principal shall be disbursed in ac-
cordance with a plan approved by the Council 
of the Seneca Nation to promote the economic 
and community development of the Seneca 
Nation. 

(c) Funds to be provided by State 

The State, in accordance with its laws and 
regulations, shall provide the sum of $16,000,000 
in cash payments and $9,000,000 for economic or 
community development subject to the provi-
sions of the memorandum of understanding. 

(d) Time of payments 

The payments required by this section on the 
part of the United States shall be made within 
30 days of the Secretary’s determination that 
the Seneca Nation has complied with section 
1774b of this title, or upon the availability of the 
amounts necessary to carry out this subchapter, 
if such determination has previously been made. 
If the Secretary determines that the Seneca Na-
tion has not complied with section 1774b of this 
title, he shall advise the Seneca Nation in writ-
ing of all steps it must take to comply. 

(e) Limitation 

The only amounts available to carry out this 
subchapter shall be those amounts specifically 
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appropriated by the Congress or the legislature 
of the State to carry out this subchapter.

§ 1774e. Conditions precedent to payment of 
United States and State funds 

Amounts may not be expended from— 
(1) the $30,000,000 and the $5,000,000 provided 

by the United States under section 1774d(b) of 
this title, and 

(2) the $16,000,000 and $9,000,000 provided by 
the State under section 1774d(c) of this title, 

until after the authorized officials of the Seneca 
Nation execute new leases with all lessees who 
accept the Seneca Nation’s offer of a new lease, 
as filed with the Secretary under section 
1774b(a) of this title, and execute appropriate 
documents relinquishing all claims for payment 
of annual rents prior to February 20, 1991, with 
respect to such leases.

§ 1774f. Miscellaneous provisions 

(a) Liens and forfeitures, etc. 

Subject to subsection (b) of this section, the 
provisions of section 1407 of this title shall apply 
to any payment of funds authorized to be appro-
priated under this subchapter and made to indi-
vidual members of the Seneca Nation. None of 
the payments, funds, or distributions author-
ized, established, or directed by this subchapter, 
and none of the income derived therefrom, 
which may be received under this subchapter by 
the Seneca Nation or individual members of the 
Seneca Nation, shall be subject to levy, execu-
tion, forfeiture, garnishment, lien, encum-
brance, seizure, or State or local taxation. 

(b) Eligibility for Government programs 

None of the payments, funds or distributions 
authorized, established, or directed by this sub-
chapter, and none of the income derived there-
from, shall affect the eligibility of the Seneca 
Nation or its members for, or be used as a basis 
for denying or reducing funds under, any Fed-
eral program. 

(c) Land acquisition 

Land within its aboriginal area in the State or 
situated within or near proximity to former res-
ervation land may be acquired by the Seneca 
Nation with funds appropriated pursuant to this 
subchapter. State and local governments shall 
have a period of 30 days after notification by the 
Secretary or the Seneca Nation of acquisition 
of, or intent to acquire such lands to comment 
on the impact of the removal of such lands from 
real property tax rolls of State political subdivi-
sions. Unless the Secretary determines within 30 
days after the comment period that such lands 
should not be subject to the provisions of sec-
tion 2116 of the Revised Statutes (25 U.S.C. 177), 
such lands shall be subject to the provisions of 
that Act 1 and shall be held in restricted fee 

status by the Seneca Nation. Based on the prox-
imity of the land acquired to the Seneca Na-
tion’s reservations, land acquired may become a 
part of and expand the boundaries of the Alle-
gany Reservation, the Cattaraugus Reservation, 
or the Oil Spring Reservation in accordance 
with the procedures established by the Sec-
retary for this purpose.

§ 1774g. Limitation of action 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any action to contest the constitutionality or 
validity under law of this subchapter shall be 
barred unless the action is filed on or before the 
date which is 180 days after November 3, 1990. 
Exclusive jurisdiction over any such action is 
hereby vested in the United States District 
Court for the Western District of New York.

SUBCHAPTER IX—MOHEGAN NATION (CON-
NECTICUT) LAND CLAIMS SETTLEMENT 

§ 1775. Findings and purposes 

(a) Findings 

Congress finds the following: 
(1) The Mohegan Tribe of Indians of Con-

necticut received recognition by the United 
States pursuant to the administrative process 
under part 83 of title 25 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations. 

(2) The Mohegan Tribe of Indians of Con-
necticut is the successor in interest to the ab-
original entity known as the Mohegan Indian 
Tribe. 

(3) The Mohegan Tribe has existed in the ge-
ographic area that is currently the State of 
Connecticut for a long period preceding the co-
lonial period of the history of the United 
States. 

(4) Certain lands were sequestered as tribal 
lands by the Colony of Connecticut and subse-
quently by the State of Connecticut. 

(5) The Mohegan Tribe of Indians of Con-
necticut v. State of Connecticut, et al. (Civil 
Action No. H–77–434, pending before the United 
States District Court for the Southern Dis-
trict of Connecticut) relates to the ownership 
of certain lands within the State of Connecti-
cut. 

(6) Such action will likely result in eco-
nomic hardships for residents of the State of 
Connecticut, including residents of the town 
of Montville, Connecticut, by encumbering the 
title to lands in the State, including lands 
that are not currently the subject of the ac-
tion. 

(7) The State of Connecticut and the Mohe-
gan Tribe have executed agreements for the 
purposes of resolving all disputes between the 
State of Connecticut and the Mohegan Tribe 
and providing a settlement for the action re-
ferred to in paragraph (5). 
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(8) In order to implement the agreements re-
ferred to in paragraphs (5) and (6) of section 
1775a of this title that address matters of ju-
risdiction with respect to certain offenses 
committed by and against members of the Mo-
hegan Tribe and other Indians in Indian coun-
try and matters of gaming-related develop-
ment, it is necessary for the Congress to enact 
legislation. 

(9) The town of Montville, Connecticut, 
will— 

(A) be affected by the loss of a tax base 
from, and jurisdiction over, lands that will 
be held in trust by the United States on be-
half of the Mohegan Tribe; and 

(B) serve as the host community for the 
gaming operations of the Mohegan Tribe. 

(10) The town of Montville and the Mohegan 
Tribe have entered into an agreement to re-
solve issues extant between them and to estab-
lish the basis for a cooperative government-to- 
government relationship. 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of this subchapter are as follows: 
(1) To facilitate the settlement of claims 

against the State of Connecticut by the Mohe-
gan Tribe. 

(2) To facilitate the removal of any encum-
brance to any title to land in the State of Con-
necticut that would have resulted from the ac-
tion referred to in subsection (a) of this sec-
tion.

SHORT TITLE 

Section 1 of Pub. L. 103–377 provided that: ‘‘This Act 

[enacting this subchapter] may be cited as the ‘Mohe-

gan Nation of Connecticut Land Claims Settlement Act 

of 1994’.’’ 

§ 1775a. Definitions 

As used in this subchapter: 

(1) Lands or natural resources 

The term ‘‘lands or natural resources’’ 
means any real property or natural resources, 
or any interest in or right involving any real 
property or natural resources, including any 
right or interest in minerals, timber, or water, 
and any hunting or fishing rights. 

(2) Mohegan Tribe 

The term ‘‘Mohegan Tribe’’ means the Mohe-
gan Tribe of Indians of Connecticut, a tribe of 
American Indians recognized by the United 
States pursuant to part 83 of title 25, Code of 
Federal Regulations, and the State of Con-
necticut pursuant to section 47–59a(b) of the 
Connecticut General Statutes. 

(3) Secretary 

The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

(4) State 

The term ‘‘State’’ means the State of Con-
necticut. 

(5) State Agreement 

The term ‘‘State Agreement’’ means the 
Agreement between the Mohegan Tribe and 

the State of Connecticut, executed on May 17, 
1994, by the Governor of the State of Connecti-
cut and the Chief of the Mohegan Tribe, that 
was filed with the Secretary of State of the 
State of Connecticut. 

(6) Town Agreement 

The term ‘‘Town Agreement’’ means the 
agreement executed on June 16, 1994, by the 
Mayor of the town of Montville and the Chief 
of the Mohegan Tribe. 

(7) Transfer 

The term ‘‘transfer’’ includes any sale, 
grant, lease, allotment, partition, or convey-
ance, any transaction the purpose of which is 
to effect a sale, grant, lease, allotment, parti-
tion, or conveyance, or any event that results 
in a change of possession or control of land or 
natural resources. 

(Pub. L. 103–377, § 3, Oct. 19, 1994, 108 Stat. 3502.)

§ 1775b. Action by Secretary 

(a) In general 

The Secretary is authorized to carry out the 
duties specified in subsection (b) of this section 
at such time as the Secretary makes a deter-
mination that— 

(1) in accordance with the Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act (25 U.S.C. 2701 et seq.), the 
State of Connecticut has entered into a bind-
ing compact with the Mohegan Tribe provid-
ing for class III tribal gaming operations (as 
defined in section 4(8) of such Act (25 U.S.C. 
2703(8))); 

(2) the compact has been approved by the 
Secretary pursuant to section 11(d)(8) of such 
Act (25 U.S.C. 2710(d)(8)); and 

(3) pursuant to transfers carried out pursu-
ant to the State Agreement, the United States 
holds title to lands described in exhibit B of 
the State Agreement in trust for the Mohegan 
Tribe to be used as the initial Indian reserva-
tion of the Mohegan Tribe. 

(b) Publication by Secretary 

If the Secretary makes a determination under 
subsection (a) of this section that the conditions 
specified in paragraphs (1) through (3) of that 
subsection have been met, the Secretary shall 
publish the determination, together with the 
State Agreement, in the Federal Register. 

(c) Effect of publication 

(1) In general 

Upon the publication of the determination 
and the State Agreement in the Federal Reg-
ister pursuant to subsection (b) of this section, 
a transfer, waiver, release, relinquishment, or 
other commitment made by the Mohegan 
Tribe in accordance with the terms and condi-
tions of the State Agreement shall be in full 
force and effect. 

(2) Approval by the United States 

(A) The United States hereby approves any 
transfer, waiver, release, relinquishment, or 
other commitment carried out pursuant to 
paragraph (1). 
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(B) A transfer made pursuant to paragraph 
(1) shall be deemed to have been made in ac-
cordance with all provisions of Federal law 
that specifically apply to transfers of lands or 
natural resources from, by, or on behalf of an 
Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of Indians (in-
cluding the Act popularly known as the 
‘‘Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790’’; section 4 
of the Act of July 22, 1790 (1 Stat. 137, chapter 
33)). The approval of the United States made 
pursuant to subparagraph (A) shall apply to 
the transfer beginning on the date of the 
transfer. 

(d) Extinguishment of claims 

(1) In general 

Subject to subsections (f)(2) and (g) of this 
section, the following claims are hereby extin-
guished: 

(A) Any claim to land within the State of 
Connecticut based upon aboriginal title by 
the Mohegan Tribe. 

(B) Any other claim that the Mohegan 
Tribe may have with respect to any public or 
private lands or natural resources in Con-
necticut, including any claim or right based 
on recognized title, including— 

(i) any claim that the Mohegan Tribe 
may have to the tribal sequestered lands 
bounded out to the Tribe in 1684, consist-
ing of some 20,480 acres lying between the 
Thames River, New London bounds, Nor-
wich bounds, and Colchester bounds; 

(ii) any claim that the Mohegan Tribe 
may have based on a survey conducted 
under the authority of the Connecticut 
General Assembly in 1736 of lands reserved 
and sequestered by the General Assembly 
for the sole use and improvement of the 
Mohegan Indian Tribe; and 

(iii) any claim that the Mohegan Tribe 
may have based on any action by the State 
carried out in 1860 or 1861 or otherwise 
made by the State to allot, reallot, or con-
firm any lands of the Mohegan Tribe to in-
dividual Indians or other persons. 

(2) Approval by the United States 

An extinguishment made pursuant to this 
subsection shall be deemed to have been made 
in accordance with all provisions of Federal 
law that specifically apply to transfers of 
lands or natural resources from, by, or on be-
half of an Indian, Indian nation, or tribe of In-
dians (including the Act popularly known as 
the ‘‘Trade and Intercourse Act of 1790’’; sec-
tion 4 of the Act of July 22, 1790 (1 Stat. 137, 
chapter 33)). 

(e) Transfers 

Subject to subsection (g) of this section, any 
transfer of lands or natural resources located 
within the State of Connecticut, including any 
such transfer made pursuant to any applicable 
Federal or State law (including any applicable 
treaty), made by, from, or on behalf of the Mo-
hegan Tribe or any predecessor or successor in 
interest of the Mohegan Tribe shall be deemed 
to be in full force and effect, as provided in sub-
section (c)(1) of this section. 

(f) Limitation 

(1) In general 

Except as provided in paragraph (2) and sub-
ject to subsection (g) of this section, by virtue 
of the approval by the United States under 
this section of a transfer of land or the extin-
guishment of aboriginal title, any claim by 
the Mohegan Tribe against the United States, 
any State or political subdivision of a State, 
or any other person or entity, by the Mohegan 
Tribe, that— 

(A) arises after the transfer or extinguish-
ment is carried out; and 

(B) is based on any interest in or right in-
volving any claim to lands or natural re-
sources described in this section, including 
claims for trespass damages or claims for 
use and occupancy, 

shall, beginning on the date of the transfer of 
land or the extinguishment of aboriginal title, 
be considered an extinguished claim. 

(2) Exception 

The limitation under paragraph (1) shall not 
apply to any interest in lands or natural re-
sources that is lawfully acquired by the Mohe-
gan Tribe or a member of the Mohegan Tribe 
after the applicable date specified in para-
graph (1). 

(g) Statutory construction 

(1) Aboriginal interests 

Nothing in this section may be construed to 
extinguish any aboriginal right, title, interest, 
or claim to lands or natural resources, to the 
extent that such right, title, interest, or claim 
is an excepted interest, as defined under sec-
tion 1(a) of the State Agreement. 

(2) Personal claims 

Nothing in this section may be construed to 
offset or eliminate the personal claim of any 
individual Indian if the individual Indian pur-
sues such claim under any law of general ap-
plicability.

§ 1775c. Conveyance of lands to United States to 
be held in trust for Mohegan Tribe 

(a) In general 

Subject to the environmental requirements 
that apply to land acquisitions covered under 
part 151 of title 25, Code of Federal Regulations 
(or any subsequent similar regulation), the Sec-
retary shall take such action as may be nec-
essary to facilitate the conveyance to the 
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United States of title to lands described in ex-
hibits A and B of the State Agreement. Such 
lands shall be held by the United States in trust 
for the use and benefit of the Mohegan Tribe as 
the initial Indian reservation of the Mohegan 
Tribe. 

(b) Consultation 

(1) In general 

The Secretary shall consult with the appro-
priate official of the town of Montville con-
cerning any tract of land subject to exhibit B 
of the State Agreement but not specifically 
identified in such exhibit with respect to the 
impact on the town resulting from— 

(A) the removal of the land from taxation 
by the town; 

(B) problems concerning the determination 
of jurisdiction; and 

(C) potential land use conflicts. 

(2) Statutory construction 

Nothing in this subchapter may affect the 
right of the town of Montville to participate, 
under any applicable law, in decisionmaking 
processes concerning the acquisition of any 
lands by the Federal Government to be held in 
trust for the Mohegan Tribe.

§ 1775d. Consent of United States to State as-
sumption of criminal jurisdiction 

(a) In general 

Subject to subsection (b) of this section, the 
consent of the United States is hereby given to 
the assumption of jurisdiction by the State of 
Connecticut over criminal offenses committed 
by or against Indians on the reservation of the 
Mohegan Tribe. The State shall have such juris-
diction to the same extent as the State has ju-
risdiction over such offenses committed else-
where within the State. The criminal laws of the 
State shall have the same force within such res-
ervation and Indian country as such laws have 
elsewhere within the State. 

(b) Statutory construction 

(1) Effect on concurrent jurisdiction of the Mo-
hegan Tribe 

The assumption of criminal jurisdiction by 
the State pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section shall not affect the concurrent juris-
diction of the Mohegan Tribe over matters 
concerning such criminal offenses. 

(2) Statutory construction 

The assumption of criminal jurisdiction by 
the State pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section shall not be construed as a waiver of 
the jurisdiction of the United States under 
section 1153 of title 18.

§ 1775e. Ratification of Town Agreement 

(a) In general 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the consent of the United States is hereby given 
to the Town Agreement and the Town Agree-
ment shall be in full force and effect. 

(b) Approval of Town Agreement 

The Secretary shall approve any subsequent 
amendments made to the Town Agreement after 
October 19, 1994, that are— 

(1) mutually agreed on by the parties to the 
Town Agreement; and 

(2) consistent with applicable law.

§ 1775f. General discharge and release of obliga-
tions of State of Connecticut 

Except as expressly provided in this sub-
chapter, the State Agreement, or the Town 
Agreement, this subchapter shall constitute a 
general discharge and release of all obligations 
of the State of Connecticut and the political 
subdivisions, agencies, departments, officers, or 
employees of the State of Connecticut arising 
from any treaty or agreement with, or on behalf 
of, the Mohegan Tribe or the United States as 
trustee for the Mohegan Tribe.

§ 1775g. Effect of revocation of State Agreement 

(a) In general 

If, during the 15-year period beginning on the 
date on which the Secretary publishes a deter-
mination pursuant to section 1775b(b) of this 
title, the State Agreement is invalidated by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, or if the gaming 
compact described in section 1775b(a)(1) of this 
title or any agreement between the State of 
Connecticut and the Mohegan Tribe to imple-
ment the compact is invalidated by a court of 
competent jurisdiction— 

(1) the transfers, waivers, releases, relin-
quishments, and other commitments made by 
the Mohegan Tribe under section 1(a) of the 
State Agreement shall cease to be of any force 
or effect; 

(2) section 1775b of this title shall not apply 
to the lands or interests in lands or natural re-
sources of the Mohegan Tribe or any of its 
members, and the title to the lands or inter-
ests in lands or natural resources shall be de-
termined as if such section were never en-
acted; and 

(3) the approval by the United States of prior 
transfers and the extinguishment of claims 
and aboriginal title of the Mohegan Tribe 
otherwise made under section 1775b of this 
title shall be void. 

(b) Right of Mohegan Tribe to reinstate claim 

(1) In general 

If a State Agreement or compact or agree-
ment described in subsection (a) of this sec-
tion is invalidated by a court of competent ju-
risdiction, the Mohegan Tribe or its members 
shall have the right to reinstate a claim to 
lands or interests in lands or natural resources 
to which the Tribe or members are entitled as 
a result of the invalidation, within a reason-
able time, but not later than the later of— 

(A) 180 days after the Mohegan Tribe re-
ceives written notice of such determination 
of an invalidation described in subsection (a) 
of this section; or 

(B) if the determination of the invalida-
tion is subject to an appeal, 180 days after 
the court of last resort enters a judgment. 
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(2) Defenses 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
if a party to an action described in paragraph 
(1) reinstates the action during the period de-
scribed in paragraph (1)(B)— 

(A) no defense, such as laches, statute of 
limitations, law of the case, res judicata, or 
prior disposition may be asserted based on 
the withdrawal of the action and reinstate-
ment of the action; and 

(B) the substance of any discussions lead-
ing to the State Agreement may not be ad-
missible in any subsequent litigation, except 
that, if any such action is reinstated, any 
defense that would have been available to 
the State of Connecticut at the time the ac-
tion was withdrawn— 

(i) may be asserted; and 
(ii) is not waived by anything in the 

State Agreement or by subsequent events 
occurring between the withdrawal action 
and commencement of the reinstated ac-
tion.

§ 1775h. Judicial review 

(a) Jurisdiction 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
during the period beginning on October 19, 1994, 
and ending on the date that is 180 days after Oc-
tober 19, 1994, the United States District Court 
for the Southern District of Connecticut shall 
have exclusive jurisdiction over any action to 
contest the constitutionality of this subchapter 
or the validity of any agreement entered into 
under the authority of this subchapter or ap-
proved by this subchapter. 

(b) Deadline for filing 

Effective with the termination of the period 
specified in subsection (a) of this section, no 
court shall have jurisdiction over any action to 
contest the constitutionality of this subchapter 
or the validity of any agreement entered into 
under the authority of this subchapter or ap-
proved by this subchapter, unless such action 
was filed prior to the date of termination of the 
period specified in subsection (a) of this section.

SUBCHAPTER X—CROW LAND CLAIMS 
SETTLEMENT 

§ 1776. Findings and purpose 

(a) Findings 

Congress finds the following: 
(1) Under the treaty between the United 

States of America and the Crow Tribe of Indi-
ans concluded May 7, 1868 (commonly known 
as the ‘‘Fort Laramie Treaty of 1868’’; 15 Stat. 
649), the eastern boundary of the Crow Indian 
Reservation was established as the 107th me-
ridian for approximately 90 miles from the 
Yellowstone River to the boundary between 
Montana and Wyoming. 

(2) Under Executive orders issued in 1884 and 
1900, the western boundary of the Northern 
Cheyenne Reservation was established as the 
107th meridian. The 107th meridian was in-

tended to be the common boundary between 
the Crow Reservation and Northern Cheyenne 
Reservation for approximately 25 miles. 

(3) From 1889 through 1891, a survey was con-
ducted of the eastern boundary of the Crow 
Reservation. The 1891 survey line strayed to 
the west, and resulted in the exclusion from 
the Crow Indian Reservation of a strip of land 
of approximately 36,164 acres. Approximately 
12,964 acres of such strip of land were included 
in the Northern Cheyenne Reservation. Depos-
its of low sulphur coal underlie the land ex-
cluded from the Crow Indian Reservation, in-
cluding the land included in the Northern 
Cheyenne Indian Reservation. 

(4)(A) The erroneous nature of the survey 
was not discovered for several decades. Mean-
while, the areas along the 107th meridian to 
the north and south of the Northern Cheyenne 
Indian Reservation were opened to settlement 
in the late nineteenth century and early part 
of the twentieth century. Patents were issued 
to non-Indian persons and to the State of Mon-
tana for most of the surface land and a signifi-
cant portion of the minerals in these areas be-
tween the 107th meridian and the 1891 survey 
line. 

(B) The 12,964 acres included in the Northern 
Cheyenne Reservation have been treated as 
part of the Northern Cheyenne Reservation 
and occupied by the Northern Cheyenne Tribe 
and the Northern Cheyenne allottees, and 
their successors in interest. 

(5) Legislation to resolve the 107th meridian 
boundary dispute was introduced in Congress 
in the 1960’s and 1970’s, and again in 1992, but 
no such legislation was enacted into law. 

(b) Purpose 

The purpose of this subchapter is to settle the 
107th meridian boundary dispute created by the 
erroneous survey of the eastern boundary of the 
Crow Indian Reservation made by the Federal 
Government described in subsection (a)(3) of this 
section.

SHORT TITLE

[enacting this subchapter] may be cited as the ‘Crow 

Boundary Settlement Act of 1994’.’’

title. 

§ 1776a. Definitions 

As used in this subchapter: 

(1) Crow Tribe 

The term ‘‘Crow Tribe’’ means the Crow 
Tribe of Indians, the duly recognized govern-
ing body of the Crow Indian Reservation. 

(2) Disputed area 

The term ‘‘disputed area’’ means the ap-
proximately 36,164 acres of land, including the 
minerals, located between the 107th meridian 
on the east and the 1891 survey line on the 
west from the Yellowstone River on the north 
to the boundary between the State of Wyo-
ming and the State of Montana on the south. 
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(3) 1891 survey 

The term ‘‘1891 survey’’ means the survey of 
the eastern boundary of the Crow Reservation 
conducted by the United States Government 
from 1889 through 1891. 

(4) 1891 survey line 

The term ‘‘1891 survey line’’ means the erro-
neous boundary line resulting from the survey 
of the 107th meridian which was completed in 
1891. 

(5) Northern Cheyenne Tribe 

The term ‘‘Northern Cheyenne Tribe’’ means 
the Northern Cheyenne Tribe of Indians, with 
the Northern Cheyenne Tribal Council as the 
duly recognized governing body of the North-
ern Cheyenne Indian Reservation. 

(6) 107th meridian boundary dispute 

The term ‘‘107th meridian boundary dispute’’ 
means the dispute resulting from the disparity 
between the location of the 107th meridian and 
the location of the 1891 survey line. 

(7) 107th meridian escrow fund 

The term ‘‘107th meridian escrow fund’’ 
means the revenues that arise from, or are de-
rived from, parcel number 2, including all ac-
crued interest on such revenues, which are 
held by the Bureau of Indian Affairs in an es-
crow account as of November 2, 1994. 

(8) Parcel number 1 

The term ‘‘parcel number 1’’ means the area, 
encompassing approximately 11,317 acres, 
bounded on the south by the Montana-Wyo-
ming border, on the east by the 107th merid-
ian, on the north by the extension to the west 
of the southern boundary of the Northern 
Cheyenne Indian Reservation, and on the west 
by the 1891 survey line. 

(9) Parcel number 2 

The term ‘‘parcel number 2’’ means the area, 
encompassing approximately 12,964 acres, 
bounded on the south by the extension to the 
west of the southern boundary of the Northern 
Cheyenne Indian Reservation, on the east by 
the 107th meridian, on the north by the exten-
sion to the west of the northern boundary of 
the Northern Cheyenne Indian Reservation, 
and on the west by the 1891 survey line. 

(10) Parcel number 3 

The term ‘‘parcel number 3’’ means the area, 
encompassing approximately 2,469 acres, 
bounded on the south by the extension to the 
west of the northern boundary of the Northern 
Cheyenne Indian Reservation, on the east by 
the 107th meridian, on the north by the north-
ern boundary of the Crow Indian Reservation, 
and on the west by the 1891 survey line. 

(11) Parcel number 4 

The term ‘‘parcel number 4’’ means the area, 
encompassing approximately 9,415 acres, 
bounded on the south by the northern bound-
ary of the Crow Indian Reservation, on the 
east by the 107th meridian, on the north by 
the midpoint of the Yellowstone River, and on 
the west by the 1891 survey line. 

(12) Public lands 

The term ‘‘public lands’’ means any land or 
interest in land owned by the United States 

(without regard to the means by which the 
United States acquired ownership of the land 
or interest in land) and administered by the 
Secretary through the Bureau of Land Man-
agement. 

(13) Royalties received and retained by the 
United States 

The term ‘‘royalties received and retained 
by the United States’’ means the royalties de-
rived from minerals owned by the United 
States that the United States retains after all 
payments from the royalties have been made 
to the State of Montana or any unit of local 
government of the State of Montana. 

(14) Secretary 

The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary 
of the Interior. 

(15) Settlement Agreement 

The term ‘‘Settlement Agreement’’ means 
the agreement between the Secretary, on be-
half of the United States and the Crow Tribe, 
that provides for the resolution of all claims 
held by the Crow Tribe arising from the 107th 
meridian boundary dispute. 

(16) Undisposed of coal 

The term ‘‘undisposed of coal’’ means coal 
that has not been conveyed to private parties 
or to the State of Montana by the United 
States. 

(17) Undisposed of surface lands 

The term ‘‘undisposed of surface lands’’ 
means surface land that has not been conveyed 
to private parties or to the State of Montana 
by the United States. 

(18) Undisposed of oil, gas, coal methane, or 
other minerals 

The term ‘‘undisposed of oil, gas, coal meth-
ane, or other minerals’’ means oil, gas, coal 
methane, or other minerals (excluding coal) 
that have not been conveyed to private parties 
or to the State of Montana by the United 
States. 

(Pub. L. 103–444, § 3, Nov. 2, 1994, 108 Stat. 4633.) 

§ 1776b. Settlement Agreement 

(a) Execution 

Subject to the terms and conditions of this 
subchapter, the Secretary shall enter into the 
Settlement Agreement with the Crow Tribe. 

(b) Ratification 

Subject to the conditions set forth in section 
1776g(a) of this title, the United States hereby 
approves, ratifies, and confirms the Settlement 
Agreement, to the extent that such Settlement 
Agreement does not conflict with this sub-
chapter. 

(c) Modification 

The terms and conditions of the Settlement 
Agreement may be modified by mutual agree-
ment of the Crow Tribe and the Secretary if 
such modification— 

(1) is not inconsistent with this subchapter; 
and 

(2) does not diminish or impair any right or 
benefit secured to the Northern Cheyenne 
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Tribe, the Northern Cheyenne allottees, or 
their successors in interest by or pursuant to 
any provision of this subchapter. 

(d) Enforcement 

(1) In general 

Except as provided in paragraph (2), the Set-
tlement Agreement shall be subject to the en-
forcement provisions under chapter 7 of title 5. 

(2) Additional enforcement 

If, with respect to the enforcement of the 
Settlement Agreement, the remedies available 
under the provisions referred to in paragraph 
(1) do not provide adequate or complete relief, 
the Settlement Agreement shall be subject to 
the enforcement provisions under section 1505 
of title 28. 

(Pub. L. 103–444, § 4, Nov. 2, 1994, 108 Stat. 4634.) 

§ 1776c. Settlement terms and conditions and ex-
tinguishment of claims 

(a) Property within parcel number 1 

(1) In general 

With respect to the property within parcel 
number 1, the following provisions shall apply: 

(A) The boundary of the Crow Indian Res-
ervation shall be the 107th meridian. 

(B) Title to the undisposed of coal of such 
parcel shall be vested in the United States in 
trust for the sole use and benefit of the Crow 
Tribe and shall be recognized as part of the 
Crow Indian Reservation. 

(C) Title to the undisposed of surface lands 
of such parcel shall be vested in the United 
States in trust for the sole use and benefit of 
the Crow Tribe and shall be recognized as 
part of the Crow Indian Reservation. 

(D) Title to the undisposed of oil, gas, coal 
methane, or other minerals of such parcel 
shall be vested in the United States in trust 
for the sole use and benefit of the Crow 
Tribe and shall be recognized as part of the 
Crow Indian Reservation. 

(2) Prohibition 

Nothing in this subchapter or the Settle-
ment Agreement may alter, diminish, disturb, 
or cause to be divested any right, title, or in-
terest of any person or entity in any land, 
coal, oil, gas, coal methane, or mineral within 
parcel number 1 that is based on the 1891 sur-
vey line, except for the specific rights that are 
vested in the United States for the sole use 
and benefit of the Crow Tribe pursuant to sub-
paragraphs (B) through (D) of paragraph (1). 

(3) Waivers and releases 

The following waivers and releases shall be 
included in the Settlement Agreement: 

(A) A disclaimer and relinquishment by 
the Crow Tribe of all right, title, claim, or 
interest in all the land and minerals within 
parcel number 1, except for the rights, titles, 
and interests recognized as beneficially 
owned by the Crow Tribe and as part of the 
Crow Indian Reservation in subparagraphs 
(B) through (D) of paragraph (1). 

(B) A release by the Crow Tribe of all per-
sons and entities, including the United 
States, from any liability arising from, or 

related to, the 1891 survey and the subse-
quent occupancy and use of parcel number 1. 

(b) Property within parcel number 2 

(1) In general 

With respect to the property within parcel 
number 2, the following provisions shall apply: 

(A) The boundary between the Crow and 
Northern Cheyenne Indian Reservations 
shall be the 1891 survey line. 

(B) All surface lands and minerals of such 
parcel shall constitute part of the Northern 
Cheyenne Reservation. 

(C) All surface lands, including all rights 
appurtenant to the surface lands, of such 
parcel shall be vested in the United States in 
trust for the sole use and benefit of the 
Northern Cheyenne Tribe, except that sur-
face lands that have been allotted shall be 
recognized as held in trust for, or owned in 
fee by (as the case may be), the Northern 
Cheyenne allottees or their successors in in-
terest. 

(D) The oil, gas, coal, coal methane, and 
other minerals, including all rights appur-
tenant to such minerals, of such parcel shall 
be vested in the United States in trust for 
the sole use and benefit of the Northern 
Cheyenne Tribe. 

(2) Waivers and releases 

The following waivers and releases shall be 
included in the Settlement Agreement: 

(A) A disclaimer and relinquishment by 
the Crow Tribe of all right, jurisdiction, 
title, claim, or interest in the lands and 
minerals within parcel number 2, including 
all rights appurtenant to such land and min-
erals. 

(B) A release by the Crow Tribe of all per-
sons and entities, including the United 
States, the Northern Cheyenne Tribe, the 
Northern Cheyenne allottees and their suc-
cessors in interest, from any liability arising 
from, or related to, the 1891 survey and the 
subsequent occupancy and use of parcel 
number 2. 

(3) Enforcement 

The provisions of this subsection may be en-
forced, in law or in equity, by the Northern 
Cheyenne Tribe, Northern Cheyenne allottees, 
and their successors in interest, in accordance 
with their respective interests. 

(c) Property within parcel number 3 and parcel 
number 4 

(1) In general 

With respect to the property within parcel 
number 3 and parcel number 4, the boundary of 
the Crow Indian Reservation shall be the 1891 
survey line. 

(2) Prohibition 

Nothing in this subchapter or the Settle-
ment Agreement may alter, diminish, disturb, 
or cause to be divested any right, title, or in-
terest of any person or entity in any land, 
coal, or mineral within parcel number 3 or 
parcel number 4 that is based on the 1891 sur-
vey line. 

(3) Waivers and releases 

The following waivers and releases shall be 
included in the Settlement Agreement: 
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(A) A disclaimer and relinquishment by 
the Crow Tribe of all right, jurisdiction, 
title, claim, or interest in the lands and 
minerals situated within parcel number 3 
and parcel number 4. 

(B) A release by the Crow Tribe of all per-
sons and entities, including the United 
States, from any liability arising from, or 
related to, the 1891 survey and the subse-
quent occupancy and use of parcel number 3 
and parcel number 4. 

(d) Exchange of public lands 

With respect to the land exchanges with the 
State of Montana and private landowners made 
under this subchapter the following provisions 
shall apply: 

(1) In general 

(A) The Secretary shall negotiate with the 
State of Montana for the purpose of exchang-
ing public lands within the State of Montana 
for State trust lands within the Crow Reserva-
tion having a total value substantially equal 
to the value of the surface estate of the ap-
proximately 46,625 acres of State trust lands 
obtained by the State of Montana pursuant to 
the Act of February 22, 1889 (commonly known 
as the ‘‘Montana Enabling Act’’; 25 Stat. 676, 
chapter 180), and the Act entitled ‘‘An Act to 
provide for the allotment of lands of the Crow 
Tribe for the distribution of tribal funds and 
for other purposes’’ approved June 4, 1920 
(commonly known as the ‘‘Crow Allotment 
Act’’; 41 Stat. 751, chapter 224) within the Crow 
Indian Reservation and the disputed area. 

(B) The exchange described in subparagraph 
(A) shall be in accordance with the exchange 
procedures set forth in section 1716 of title 43. 

(C) In determining the fair market value of 
the lands described in subparagraph (A), the 
parties to the exchange shall give due consid-
eration to the value of improvements on the 
lands. 

(D) The Secretary shall ensure that lands ex-
changed pursuant to this paragraph as part of 
the settlement of the 107th Meridian boundary 
dispute made pursuant to this subchapter 
shall be selected in such manner that the fi-
nancial impact on local governments, if any, 
will be minimized. 

(E) The Secretary shall provide such finan-
cial or other assistance to the State of Mon-
tana and to the Crow Tribe as may be nec-
essary to obtain the appraisals, and to satisfy 
administrative requirements, necessary to ac-
complish the exchanges made pursuant to sub-
paragraph (A). 

(F) Upon approving an exchange made pursu-
ant to this paragraph, the Secretary shall— 

(i) receive title to the State trust lands in-
volved in the exchange on behalf of the 
United States; and 

(ii) transfer title to the public lands dis-
posed of pursuant to the exchanges with the 
State of Montana by such means of convey-
ance as the Secretary considers appropriate. 

(G) Title to the State trust lands acquired 
pursuant to the exchanges made with the 
State of Montana pursuant to this paragraph 
shall be vested in the United States in trust 

for the sole use and benefit of the Crow Tribe 
and shall be recognized as part of the Crow In-
dian Reservation. 

(2) Requirement for exchanges 

(A) In carrying out the exchanges with the 
State of Montana pursuant to paragraph (1), 
the Secretary shall, during a period of at least 
5 years beginning on the date on which the 
Settlement Agreement becomes effective, give 
first priority to the exchange of public lands 
within the State of Montana for State trust 
lands owned by the State of Montana as of No-
vember 2, 1994. 

(B) Subject to subparagraph (C), if, for any 
reason, after the expiration of the period spec-
ified in subparagraph (A), the exchanges of the 
State trust lands identified in paragraph (1) 
have not provided the Crow Tribe with a total 
of 46,625 acres of surface lands within the 
boundaries of the existing Crow Indian Res-
ervation (including parcel number 1), the Sec-
retary shall, at the request of, and in coopera-
tion with, the Crow Tribe, develop and imple-
ment a program to provide the Crow Tribe 
with additional land within the Crow Indian 
Reservation (including parcel number 1) 
through land exchanges with private land-
owners. 

(C) The total value of— 
(i) the value of the lands exchanged and 

acquired for the Crow Tribe pursuant to 
paragraph (1), and 

(ii) the value of the lands exchanged and 
acquired for the Crow Tribe pursuant to this 
paragraph, 

shall not exceed the value of the surface estate 
of the 46,625 acres of land identified in para-
graph (1)(A). 

(D) In carrying out a program developed pur-
suant to this paragraph, the Secretary may 
exchange public lands within the State of 
Montana for private lands of substantially 
equal value within the boundaries of the exist-
ing Crow Indian Reservation in accordance 
with section 1716 of title 43. 

(E) In determining the fair market value of 
the lands described in subparagraph (D), the 
parties to an exchange made pursuant to sub-
paragraph (D) shall give due consideration to 
the value of improvements on the lands. 

(F) If the Secretary obtains private lands 
pursuant to subparagraph (D), the Secretary 
shall transfer title to such lands to the Crow 
Tribe. 

(G) Title to any private or public lands 
transferred to the Crow Tribe pursuant to this 
paragraph shall— 

(i) be vested in the United States in trust 
for the sole use and benefit of the Crow 
Tribe; and 

(ii) be recognized as part of the Crow In-
dian Reservation, if such lands are located 
within the boundaries of the Crow Indian 
Reservation. 

(H) The Crow Tribe shall assist in obtaining 
prospective willing parties to exchange private 
lands within the Crow Indian Reservation for 
public lands within the State of Montana pur-
suant to this paragraph. 
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(e) Crow Tribal Trust Fund 

The Settlement Agreement shall include pro-
visions governing the distribution of interest in-
come to the Crow Tribe from the Crow Tribal 
Trust Fund pursuant to the terms and condi-
tions described in section 1776d of this title.

§ 1776d. Establishment and administration of 
Crow Tribal Trust Fund 

(a) Establishment 

(1) In general 

There is established in the Treasury of the 
United States a trust fund to be known as the 
‘‘Crow Tribal Trust Fund’’. 

(2) Availability of amounts in the Crow Tribal 
Trust Fund 

Amounts in the Crow Tribal Trust Fund 
shall be available, without fiscal year limita-
tion, to the Secretary for distribution to the 
Crow Tribe in accordance with subsection (d) 
of this section. 

(b) Contributions 

(1) In general 

Subject to paragraph (2) and the require-
ments of section 1776h of this title— 

(A) on or before November 30, 1994, the Sec-
retary of the Treasury shall deposit into the 
Crow Tribal Trust Fund an amount equal to 
the amounts of royalties received and re-
tained by the United States during fiscal 
year 1994 from the East Decker, West Deck-
er, and Spring Creek coal mines; and 

(B) commencing with fiscal year 1995 and 
for such period thereafter as may be nec-
essary, the Secretary and the Secretary of 
the Treasury shall make necessary and prop-
er arrangements for the monthly payment, 
transfer, or deposit (or any combination 
thereof) into the Crow Tribal Trust Fund of 
the royalties received and retained by the 
United States for the immediately preceding 
month from the East Decker, West Decker, 
and Spring Creek coal mines in the State of 
Montana for the life of such mines, including 
any extensions of the existing leases for such 
mines and any expansions of such mines to 

nearby and adjacent federally owned coal de-
posits, as specified in the Settlement Agree-
ment. 

(2) Amount of royalties 

The total amount of royalties described in 
paragraph (1) that are paid, transferred, or de-
posited into the Crow Tribal Trust Fund shall 
not exceed, in the aggregate, $85,000,000, ex-
cluding— 

(A) any interest earned on moneys in the 
Crow Tribal Trust Fund; and 

(B) the funds transferred to the Suspension 
Accounts pursuant to section 1776h of this 
title. 

(3) Payments of royalties received and retained 
by the United States 

Subject to paragraph (2) and the require-
ments of section 1776h of this title, the royal-
ties received and retained by the United 
States from the East Decker, West Decker, 
and Spring Creek coal mines shall be paid, 
transferred or deposited into the Crow Tribal 
Trust Fund not later than 30 days after the 
date on which the royalties are due and paid. 

(4) Additional payments 

The Federal Government shall make pay-
ments, in addition to the payments referred to 
in paragraph (3), from the royalties received 
and retained by the United States from other 
coal mines within the State of Montana into 
the Crow Tribal Trust Fund in an amount 
equal to any lost interest income (as deter-
mined by the Secretary), if any portion of the 
sums described in paragraph (3) are not paid, 
transferred or deposited into the Crow Tribal 
Trust Fund within the 30-day period prescribed 
in paragraph (3). 

(c) Investment 

At the request of the Secretary, the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall invest all sums deposited 
into, accruing to, and remaining in, the Crow 
Tribal Trust Fund in accordance with section 
161a of this title. 

(d) Distribution of interest 

(1) In general 

Only the interest received on funds in the 
Crow Tribal Trust Fund shall be available for 
distribution by the Secretary to the Crow 
Tribe for use for education, land acquisition, 
economic development, youth and elderly pro-
grams or other tribal purposes in accordance 
with plans and budgets developed and ap-
proved by the Crow Tribe and approved by the 
Secretary. 

(2) Requirements for distribution of interest 

Commencing with fiscal year 1996 and for 
each fiscal year thereafter, without fiscal year 
limitation, the interest received on monies in 
the Crow Tribal Trust Fund shall be available 
for distribution under this subsection only if— 

(A) the United States and the Crow Tribe 
enter into the Settlement Agreement; and 

(B) the requirements of section 1776g of 
this title relating to the approval and execu-
tion of the Settlement Agreement are sat-
isfied. 

(3) Prohibition 

No portion of the Crow Tribal Trust Fund or 
the interest earned on the Crow Tribal Trust 
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Fund may be distributed to members of the 
Crow Tribe on a per capita basis. 

(e) Use of interest for economic development 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the Crow Tribe may, subject to approval by the 
Secretary, assign the right of the Crow Tribe to 
the interest earned on monies in the Crow Trib-
al Trust Fund to a third party in connection 
with loans made for economic development 
projects on or near the Crow Indian Reservation.

(B) a release by such tribe of all persons 
and entities, including the United States, 
from any liability arising from, or related 
to, the establishment and administration of 
the 107th meridian escrow fund. 

(b) Establishment of Suspension Accounts 

As soon as practicable after the Settlement 
Agreement is executed and approved pursuant to 
this subchapter, the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall establish in the Treasury of the United 
States two interest bearing accounts to be 
known respectively as the ‘‘Crow Tribal Suspen-
sion Account’’ and the ‘‘Northern Cheyenne 
Tribal Suspension Account’’ (collectively re-
ferred to in this section as the ‘‘Suspension Ac-
counts’’), consisting of— 

(1) such amounts as are transferred to the 
Suspension Accounts under subsection (c) of 
this section; and 

(2) any interest earned on investments of 
amounts in the Suspension Accounts under 
subsection (e) of this section. 
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(c) Contributions to Suspension Accounts 

(1) In general 

Beginning with fiscal year 1995, and ending 
on the date on which the total amount depos-
ited pursuant to this subsection into the Sus-
pension Accounts is equal to $200,000 for each 
such account (as specified in subsection (d) of 
this section), the Secretary and the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall make necessary and 
proper arrangements for the monthly pay-
ment, transfer, or deposit (or any combination 
thereof) into each of the Suspension Accounts 
of an amount equal to one-half of the royalties 
received and retained by the United States for 
the immediately preceding month, as deter-
mined in accordance with section 1776d(b)(1) of 
this title, by the date specified under section 
1776d(b)(3) of this title. 

(2) Subsequent deposits 

At such time as the amount deposited pursu-
ant to this subsection into the Suspension Ac-
counts is equal to $200,000 for each such ac-
count (as specified in subsection (d) of this 
section), in accordance with section 1776d(b)(1) 
of this title, the Secretary and the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall thereafter deposit any 
remaining amounts determined under section 
1776d(b)(1) of this title in the Crow Tribal 
Trust Fund established under section 1776d(a) 
of this title. 

(d) Limitation 

The Secretary and the Secretary of the Treas-
ury shall not transfer more than a total amount 
equal to $200,000 to each of the Suspension Ac-
counts from the amounts determined under sec-
tion 1776d(b)(1) of this title. 

(e) Investment 

All sums deposited in, accruing to and remain-
ing in the Suspension Accounts shall be invested 
by the Secretary and the Secretary of the Treas-
ury in interest bearing deposits and securities in 
accordance with the Act of June 24, 1938 (52 Stat. 
1037, chapter 648; 25 U.S.C. 162a). 

(f) Withdrawals and termination 

(1) In general 

(A) Beginning on the date that is 5 years 
after November 2, 1994, the Crow Tribe and the 
Northern Cheyenne Tribe may each submit a 
duly authorized request to the Secretary for 
the withdrawal of all of the funds from the 
Suspension Account of the tribe established 
under subsection (b) of this section. 

(B) Not later than 60 days after receiving a 
request for the distribution of funds from a 
Suspension Account made by a tribe under 
subparagraph (A)— 

(i) the Secretary shall, in cooperation with 
the Secretary of the Treasury, withdraw and 
distribute such funds in accordance with 
such request; and 

(ii) the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
terminate the Suspension Account. 

(2) Other means of termination 

With respect to a Suspension Account estab-
lished under subsection (b) of this section that 
is not terminated pursuant to paragraph (1), at 
such time as the corpus and the accrued inter-

est of the Suspension Account of the Crow 
Tribe or the Northern Cheyenne Tribe is ap-
proximately equal to the amount specified in 
paragraph (1) or (2) of subsection (a) of this 
section, the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
terminate the Suspension Account and the 
Secretary of the Interior shall distribute the 
funds from the Suspension Account to the 
tribe.

(4) ‘‘tribally controlled community college’’ 
means an institution of higher education 
which is formally controlled, or has been for-
mally sanctioned, or chartered, by the govern-
ing body of an Indian tribe or tribes, except 
that no more than one such institution shall 
be recognized with respect to any such tribe; 

(5) ‘‘institution of higher education’’ means 
an institution of higher education as defined 
by section 1141(a) of title 20, except that clause 
(2) of such section shall not be applicable and 
the reference to Secretary in clause (5)(A) of 
such section shall be deemed to refer to the 
Secretary of the Interior; 

(6) ‘‘national Indian organization’’ means an 
organization which the Secretary finds is na-
tionally based, represents a substantial Indian 
constituency, and has expertise in the field of 
Indian education; 

(7) ‘‘Indian student count’’ means a number 
equal to the total number of Indian students 
enrolled in each tribally controlled commu-
nity college, determined in a manner consist-
ent with subsection (b) of this section on the 
basis of the quotient of the sum of the credit 
hours of all Indian students so enrolled, di-
vided by twelve; and 

(8) ‘‘satisfactory progress toward a degree or 
certificate’’ has the meaning given to such 
term by the institution at which the student 
is enrolled. 

(b) The following conditions shall apply for 
the purpose of determining the Indian student 
count pursuant to paragraph (7) of subsection (a) 
of this section: 

(1) Such number shall be calculated on the 
basis of the registrations of Indian students as 
in effect at the conclusion of the third week of 
each academic term. 
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(2) Credits earned in classes offered during a 
summer term shall be counted toward the 
computation of the Indian student count in 
the succeeding fall term. 

(3) Credits earned by any student who has 
not obtained a high school degree or its equiv-
alent shall be counted toward the computation 
of the Indian student count if the institution 
at which the student is in attendance has es-
tablished criteria for the admission of such 
student on the basis of the student’s ability to 
benefit from the education or training offered. 
The institution shall be presumed to have es-
tablished such criteria if the admission proce-
dures for such studies include counseling or 
testing that measures the student’s aptitude 
to successfully complete the course in which 
the student has enrolled. No credits earned by 
such student for purposes of obtaining a high 
school degree or its equivalent shall be count-
ed toward the computation of the Indian stu-
dent count. 

(4) Indian students earning credits in any 
continuing education program of a tribally 
controlled community college shall be in-
cluded in determining the sum of all credit 
hours. 

(5) Credits earned in a continuing education 
program shall be converted to a credit-hour 
basis in accordance with the tribally con-
trolled community college’s system for provid-
ing credit for participation in such program. 

(6) No credit hours earned by an Indian stu-
dent who is not making satisfactory progress 
toward a degree or certificate shall be taken 
into account.

SECTION 1. Definition of Tribal Colleges and Universities. 

Tribal colleges and universities (‘‘tribal colleges’’) are 

those institutions cited in section 532 of the Equity in 

Educational Land-Grant Status Act of 1994 (7 U.S.C. 301 

note), any other institution that qualifies for funding 

under the Tribally Controlled Community College As-

sistance Act of 1978, (25 U.S.C. 1801 et seq.), and Navajo 

Community College, authorized in the Navajo Commu-

nity College Assistance Act of 1978, Public Law 95-471, 

title II (25 U.S.C. 640a note). 
SEC. 2. Board of Advisors. (a) Establishment. There shall 

be established in the Department of Education a Presi-
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dential advisory committee entitled the President’s 

Board of Advisors on Tribal Colleges and Universities 

(‘‘Board’’). Notwithstanding the provisions of any other 

Executive order, the responsibilities of the President 

under the Federal Advisory Committee Act, as amend-

ed (5 U.S.C. App.), with respect to the Board, shall be 

performed by the Secretary of Education (‘‘Sec-

retary’’), in accordance with the guidelines and proce-

dures established by the Administrator of General 

Services. 
(b) Composition. The Board shall consist of not more 

than 15 Members who shall be appointed by the Presi-

dent. The Board shall include representatives of tribal 

colleges. The Board may also include representatives of 

the higher, early childhood, elementary, and secondary 

education communities; tribal officials; health, busi-

ness, and financial institutions; private foundations; 

and such other persons as the President deems appro-

priate. Members of the Board will serve terms of 2 

years and may be reappointed to additional terms. A 

Member may continue to serve until his or her succes-

sor is appointed. In the event a Member fails to serve 

a full term, an individual appointed to replace that 

Member will serve the remainder of that term. All 

terms will expire upon the termination of the Board. 
(c) Role of Board. The Board shall provide advice re-

garding the progress made by Federal agencies toward 

fulfilling the purposes and objectives of this order. The 

Board shall also provide recommendations to the Presi-

dent and the Secretary at least annually on ways tribal 

colleges can: 
(1) utilize long-term development, endowment build-

ing, and master planning to strengthen institutional 

viability; 
(2) utilize the Federal and private sector to improve 

financial management and security, obtain private sec-

tor funding support, and expand and complement Fed-

eral education initiatives; 
(3) develop institutional capacity through the use of 

new and emerging technologies offered by both the 

Federal and private sectors; 
(4) enhance physical infrastructure to facilitate more 

efficient operation and effective recruitment and reten-

tion of students and faculty; and 
(5) help achieve National Education Goals and meet 

other high standards of education accomplishment. 
(d) Scheduled Meetings. The Board shall meet at least 

annually to provide advice and consultation on tribal 

colleges and relevant Federal and private sector activi-

ties, and to transmit reports and present recommenda-

tions. 
SEC. 3. Office of White House Initiative. There shall be 

established in the Department of Education the White 

House Initiative on Tribal Colleges and Universities 

(‘‘Initiative’’). The Initiative shall be authorized to: (a) 

provide the staff support for the Board; 
(b) assist the Secretary in the role of liaison between 

the executive branch and tribal colleges; 
(c) serve the Secretary in carrying out the Sec-

retary’s responsibilities under this order; and 
(d) utilize the services, personnel, information, and 

facilities of other Federal, State, tribal, and local agen-

cies with their consent, and with or without reimburse-

ment, consistent with applicable law. To the extent 

permitted by law and regulations, each Federal agency 

shall cooperate in providing resources, including per-

sonnel detailed to the Initiative, to meet the objectives 

of the order. 
SEC. 4. Department and Agency Participation. Each par-

ticipating executive department and agency (herein-

after collectively referred to as ‘‘agency’’), as deter-

mined by the Secretary, shall appoint a senior official, 

who is a full-time officer of the Federal Government 

and who is responsible for management or program ad-

ministration, to serve as liaison to the White House 

Initiative. The official shall report directly to the 

agency head, or agency representative, on agency ac-

tivity under this order and serve as liaison to the White 

House Initiative. To the extent permitted by law and 

regulation, each agency shall provide appropriate infor-

mation in readily available formats requested by the 

White House Initiative staff pursuant to this order. 
SEC. 5. Five-Year Federal Plan. (a) Content. Each agen-

cy shall, in collaboration with tribal colleges, develop 

and document a Five-Year Plan of the agency’s efforts 

to fulfill the purpose of this order. These Five-Year 

Plans shall include annual performance indicators and 

appropriate measurable objectives for the agency. The 

plans shall address among other relevant issues: 
(1) barriers impeding the access of tribal colleges to 

funding opportunities and to participation in Federal 

programs, and ways to eliminate the barriers; 
(2) technical assistance and information that will be 

made available to tribal colleges regarding the program 

activities of the agency and the preparation of applica-

tions or proposals for grants, cooperative agreements, 

or contracts; and 
(3) an annual goal for agency funds to be awarded to 

tribally controlled colleges and universities in: 
(A) grants, cooperative agreements, contracts, and 

procurement; 
(B) related excess property-type acquisitions under 

various authorities such as section 923 of the Federal 

Agriculture Improvement and Reform Act of 1996 (7 

U.S.C. 2206a) and the Federal Property and Administra-

tive Services Act of 1949, chapter 288, 63 Stat. 377 (codi-

fied as described at 40 U.S.C. 471 note); and 
(C) the transfer of excess and surplus Federal com-

puter equipment under Executive Order 12999 [40 U.S.C. 

484 note]. 

In developing the Five-Year Plans required by this 

order, agencies shall strive to include tribal colleges in 

all aspects and activities related to the attainment of 

the participation goals described in Executive Order 

12928, ‘‘Promoting Procurement with Small Businesses 

Owned and Controlled by Socially and Economically 

Disadvantaged Individuals, Historically Black Colleges 

and Universities, and Minority Institutions’’ [15 U.S.C. 

631 note]. The Plans may also emphasize access to high- 

quality educational opportunity for economically dis-

advantaged Indian students; the preservation and revi-

talization of American Indian and Alaska Native lan-

guages and cultural traditions; innovative approaches 

to better link tribal colleges with early childhood, ele-

mentary, and secondary education programs; and the 

National Education Goals. 
(b) Submission. Each agency shall submit its Five- 

Year Plan to the White House Initiative Office. In con-

sultation with the Board, the White House Initiative 

Office shall then review these Five-Year Plans and de-

velop an integrated Five-Year Plan for Assistance to 

Tribal Colleges, which the Secretary shall review and 

submit to the President. The Five-Year Plan for Assist-

ance to Tribal Colleges may be revised within the 5- 

year period. 
(c) Annual Performance Reports. Each agency shall 

submit to the White House Initiative Office an Annual 

Performance Report that shall measure each agency’s 

performance against the objectives set forth in its 

Five-Year Plan. In consultation with the Board, the 

White House Initiative Office shall review and combine 

Annual Performance Reports into one annual report, 

which shall be submitted to the Secretary for review, 

in consultation with the Office of Management and 

Budget. 
SEC. 6. Private Sector. In cooperation with the Board, 

the White House Initiative Office shall encourage the 

private sector to assist tribal colleges through in-

creased use of such strategies as: (a) matching funds to 

support increased endowments; 
(b) developing expertise and more effective ways to 

manage finance, improve information systems, build 

facilities, and improve course offerings; and 
(c) increasing resources for and training of faculty. 
SEC. 7. Termination. The Board shall terminate 2 years 

after the date of this Executive order unless the Board 

is renewed by the President prior to the end of that 2- 

year period. 
SEC. 8. Administration. (a) Compensation. Members of 

the Board shall serve without compensation, but shall 
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be allowed travel expenses, including per diem in lieu 

of subsistence, as authorized by law for persons serving 

intermittently in Government service (5 U.S.C. 

5701–5707). 

(b) Funding. The Board and the Initiative shall be 

funded by the Department of Education. 

(c) Administrative Support. The Department of Edu-

cation shall provide appropriate administrative serv-

ices and staff support for the Board and the Initiative. 

With the consent of the Department of Education, 

other agencies participating in the Initiative shall pro-

vide administrative support to the White House Initia-

tive Office consistent with statutory authority and 

shall make use of section 112 of title 3, United States 

Code, to detail agency employees to the extent per-

mitted by law. The Board and the White House Initia-

tive Office shall have a core staff and shall be sup-

ported at appropriate levels.

§ 1802. Purpose 

It is the purpose of this subchapter to provide 
grants for the operation and improvement of 
tribally controlled community colleges to in-
sure continued and expanded educational oppor-
tunities for Indian students, and to allow for the 
improvement and expansion of the physical re-
sources of such institutions.

§ 1803. Grants authorized 

(a) Purposes 

The Secretary shall, subject to appropriations, 
make grants pursuant to this subchapter to trib-
ally controlled community colleges to aid in the 
post-secondary education of Indian students. 

(b) Deposit of funds; limitations on uses 

Grants made pursuant to this subchapter shall 
go into the general operating funds of the insti-
tution to defray, at the determination of the 
tribally controlled community college, expendi-
tures for academic, educational, and administra-
tive purposes and for the operation and mainte-
nance of the college. Funds provided pursuant to 
this subchapter shall not be used in connection 
with religious worship or sectarian instruction.

§ 1804. Eligible grant recipients 

To be eligible for assistance under this sub-

(2) demonstrates adherence to stated goals, a 
philosophy, or a plan of operation which is di-
rected to meet the needs of Indians; and 

(3) if in operation for more than one year, 
has students a majority of whom are Indians.

§ 1804a. Planning grants 

(a) Establishment of program 

The Secretary shall establish a program in ac-
cordance with this section to make grants to 
tribes and tribal entities (1) to conduct planning 
activities for the purpose of developing propos-
als for the establishment of tribally controlled 
community colleges, or (2) to determine the 
need and potential for the establishment of such 
colleges. 

(b) Procedures for submission and review of ap-
plications 

The Secretary shall establish, by regulation, 
procedures for the submission and review of ap-
plications for grants under this section. 

(c) Reservation of funds; number of grants 

From the amount appropriated to carry out 
this subchapter for any fiscal year (exclusive of 
sums appropriated for section 1805 of this title), 
the Secretary shall reserve (and expend) an 
amount necessary to make grants to five appli-
cants under this section of not more than $15,000 
each, or an amount necessary to make grants in 
that amount to each of the approved applicants, 
if less than five apply and are approved.

§ 1806. Eligibility studies 

(a) Development of plans, procedures, and cri-
teria 

The Secretary is authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the Secretary of Education to 
assist the Bureau of Indian Affairs in developing 
plans, procedures, and criteria for conducting 
the eligibility studies required by this section. 
Such agreement shall provide for continuing 
technical assistance in the conduct of such stud-
ies. 

(b) Initiation by Secretary; grant applications 
and budgets 

The Secretary, within thirty days after a re-
quest by any Indian tribe, shall initiate a 1 eligi-
bility study to determine whether there is jus-
tification to encourage and maintain a tribally 
controlled community college, and, upon a posi-
tive determination, shall aid in the preparation 
of grant applications and related budgets which 
will insure successful operation of such an insti-
tution. Such a positive determination shall be 
effective for the fiscal year succeeding the fiscal 
year in which such determination is made. 

(c) Source of appropriations 

Funds to carry out the purposes of this section 
for any fiscal year may be drawn from either— 

(1) general administrative appropriations to 
the Secretary made after October 17, 1978 for 
such fiscal year; or 

(2) not more than 5 per centum of the funds 
appropriated to carry out section 1807 of this 
title for such fiscal year.

§ 1807. Grants to tribally controlled community 
colleges 

(a) Submission of applications; necessity of eligi-
bility study 

Grants shall be made under this subchapter 
only in response to applications by tribally con-
trolled community colleges. Such applications 
shall be submitted at such time, in such man-
ner, and will contain or be accompanied by such 
information as the Secretary may reasonably 
require pursuant to regulations. Such applica-
tion shall include a description of recordkeeping 
procedures for the expenditure of funds received 
under this chapter which will allow the Sec-
retary to audit and monitor programs conducted 
with such funds. The Secretary shall not con-
sider any grant application unless a 1 eligibility 
study has been conducted under section 1806 of 
this title and it has been found that the apply-
ing community college will service a reasonable 
student population. 

(b) Determination of support; factors considered 

The Secretary shall consult with the Sec-
retary of Education to determine the reasonable 
number of students required to support a trib-
ally controlled community college. Consider-
ation shall be given to such factors as tribal and 
cultural differences, isolation, the presence of 
alternate education sources, and proposed cur-
riculum. 

(c) Priority and number of grants 

Priority in grants shall be given to institu-
tions which are operating on October 17, 1978, 
and which have a history of service to the Indian 
people. In the first year for which funds are ap-
propriated to carry out this section, the number 
of grants shall be limited to not less than eight 
nor more than fifteen. 

(d) Consultation with national Indian organiza-
tions and tribal governments 

In making grants pursuant to this section, the 
Secretary shall, to the extent practicable, con-
sult with national Indian organizations and with 
tribal governments chartering the institutions 
being considered.

§ 1808. Amount of grants 

(a) Formula 

Except as provided in section 1811 of this title, 
the Secretary shall, subject to appropriations, 
grant for each academic year to each tribally 
controlled community college having an appli-
cation approved by him an amount equal to the 
product of— 

(1) the Indian student count at such college 
during the academic year preceding the aca-
demic year for which such funds are being 
made available, as determined by the Sec-
retary in accordance with section 1801(a)(7) of 
this title; and 

(2) $5,820, 

except that no grant shall exceed the total cost 
of the education program provided by such col-
lege. 

(b) Advance installment payments; adjustments; 
methods of payment; interest or investment 
income; types of investments 

(1) The Secretary shall make payments, pursu-
ant to grants under this chapter, of not less 
than 95 percent of the funds available for allot-
ment by October 15 or no later than 14 days after 
appropriations become available, with a pay-
ment equal to the remainder of any grant to 
which a grantee is entitled to be made no later 
than January 1 of each fiscal year. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, the Secretary shall not, in disbursing funds 
provided under this subchapter, use any method 
of payment which was not used during fiscal 
year 1987 in the disbursement of funds provided 
under this subchapter. 

(3)(A) Notwithstanding any provision of law 
other than subparagraph (B), any interest or in-
vestment income that accrues on any funds pro-
vided under this subchapter after such funds are 
paid to the tribally controlled community col-
lege and before such funds are expended for the 
purpose for which such funds were provided 
under this subchapter shall be the property of 
the tribally controlled community college and 
shall not be taken into account by any officer or 
employee of the Federal Government in deter-
mining whether to provide assistance, or the 
amount of assistance, to the tribally controlled 
community college under any provision of Fed-
eral law. 

(B) All interest or investment income de-
scribed in subparagraph (A) shall be expended by 
the tribally controlled community college by no 
later than the close of the fiscal year succeeding 
the fiscal year in which such interest or invest-
ment income accrues. 

(4) Funds provided under this subchapter may 
only be invested by the tribally controlled com-
munity college in obligations of the United 
States or in obligations or securities that are 
guaranteed or insured by the United States. 

(c) Accounting by recipient institutions; data col-
lection system 

(1) Each institution receiving payments under 
this subchapter shall annually provide to the 
Secretary an accurate and detailed accounting 
of its operating and maintenance expenses and 
such other information concerning costs as the 
Secretary may request. 

(2) The Secretary shall, in consultation with 
the National Center for Education Statistics, es-
tablish a data collection system for the purpose 
of obtaining accurate information with respect 
to the needs and costs of operation and mainte-
nance of tribally controlled community col-
leges. 

(d) Construction of section 

Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
interfering with, or suspending the obligation of 
the Bureau for, the implementation of all legis-
lative provisions enacted prior to April 28, 1988, 
specifically including those of Public Law 98–192.

§ 1809. Effect on other programs 

(a) Eligibility for assistance 

Except as specifically provided in this sub-
chapter, eligibility for assistance under this sub-
chapter shall not, by itself, preclude the eligi-
bility of any tribally controlled college to re-
ceive Federal financial assistance under any 
program authorized under the Higher Education 
Act of 1965 [20 U.S.C. 1001 et seq.] or any other 
applicable program for the benefit of institu-
tions of higher education, community colleges, 
or postsecondary educational institutions. 

(b) Allocations from Bureau of Indian Affairs 

(1) The amount of any grant for which tribally 
controlled community colleges are eligible 
under section 1808 of this title shall not be al-
tered because of funds allocated to any such col-
leges from funds appropriated under section 13 
of this title. 

(2) No tribally controlled community college 
shall be denied funds appropriated under section 
13 of this title because of the funds it receives 
under this chapter. 

(3) No tribally controlled community college 
for which a tribe has designated a portion of the 
funds appropriated for the tribe from funds ap-
propriated under section 13 of this title may be 
denied a contract for such portion under the In-
dian Self-Determination and Education Assist-
ance Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.) (except as pro-
vided in that Act), or denied appropriate con-
tract support to administer such portion of the 
appropriated funds. 

(c) Assistance deemed to be basic educational op-
portunity grant 

For the purposes of sections 312(2)(A)(i) and 
322(a)(2)(A)(i) of the Higher Education Act of 
1965 [20 U.S.C. 1058(2)(A)(i), 1061(a)(2)(A)(i)],1 any 
Indian student who receives a student assistance 
grant from the Bureau of Indian Affairs for post-
secondary education shall be deemed to have re-
ceived such assistance under subpart 1 of part A 
of title IV of such Act [20 U.S.C. 1070a].

§ 1811. Grant adjustments 

(a) Formula for allocation 

(1) If the sums appropriated for any fiscal year 
pursuant to section 1810(a)(2) of this title for 
grants under section 1807 of this title are not 
sufficient to pay in full the total amount which 
approved applicants are eligible to receive under 
such section for such fiscal year— 

(A) the Secretary shall first allocate to each 
such applicant which received funds under sec-
tion 1807 of this title for the preceding fiscal 
year an amount equal to 95 percent of the pay-
ment received by such applicant under section 
1808 of this title; 

(B) the Secretary shall next allocate to ap-
plicants who did not receive funds under such

(i) the per capita payment for the preced-
ing fiscal year; and 

(ii) the applicant’s projected Indian stu-
dent count for the academic year for which 
payment is being made;

earlier qualified applicant is allocated an 
amount equal to such product; and 

(C) if additional funds remain after making 
the allocations required by subparagraphs (A) 
and (B), the Secretary shall allocate such 
funds by— 

(i) ratably increasing the amounts of the 
grants determined under subparagraph (A) 
until such grants are equal to 100 per centum 
of the product described in such subpara-
graph; and 

(ii) then ratably increasing the amounts of 
both (I) the grants determined under sub-
paragraph (A), as increased under clause (i) 
of this subparagraph, and (II) the grants de-
termined under subparagraph (B). 

(2) For purposes of paragraph (1) of this sub-
section, the term ‘‘per capita payment’’ for any 
fiscal year shall be determined by dividing the 
amount available for grants to tribally con-
trolled community colleges under section 1807 of 
this title for such fiscal year by the sum of the 
Indian student counts of such colleges for such 
fiscal year. The Secretary shall, on the basis of 
the most satisfactory data available, compute 
the Indian student count for any fiscal year for 
which such count was not used for the purpose 
of making allocations under this subchapter. 

(b) Ratable reduction or increase in funds avail-
able for existing schools; excess funds; defini-

(1) If the sums appropriated for any fiscal year 
for grants under section 1807 of this title are not 
sufficient to pay in full the total amount of the 
grants determined pursuant to subsection 
(a)(1)(A) of this section, the amount which appli-
cants described in such subsection are eligible to 
receive under section 1807 of this title for such 
fiscal year shall be ratably reduced. 

(2) If any additional funds become available

section applies, such additional amounts shall 
be allocated by first increasing grants reduced 
under paragraph (1) of this subsection on the 
same basis as they were reduced and by then al-
locating the remainder in accordance with sub-
section (a) of this section.

§ 1812. Report on facilities 

(a) Study on condition of currently existing fa-
cilities; submission of report; contents 

The Secretary shall provide for the conduct of 
a study of facilities available for use by tribally 
controlled community colleges. Such study shall 
consider the condition of currently existing Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs facilities which are vacant 
or underutilized and shall consider available al-
ternatives for renovation, alteration, repair, and 
reconstruction of such facilities (including ren-
ovation, alteration, repair, and reconstruction 
necessary to bring such facilities into compli-
ance with local building codes). Such study shall 
also identify the need for new construction. A 
report on the results of such study shall be sub-
mitted to the Congress not later than eighteen 
months after September 30, 1986. Such report 
shall also include an identification of property— 

(1) on which structurally sound buildings 
suitable for use as educational facilities are 
located, and 

(2) which is available for use by tribally con-
trolled community colleges under section 
483(a)(2) of title 40 and section 443a of this 
title. 

(b) Renovation program 

The Secretary, in consultation with the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs, shall initiate a program 
to conduct necessary renovations, alterations, 
repairs, and reconstruction identified pursuant 
to subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) Determination and prioritization of construc-
tion and renovation needs 

(1) The Secretary shall enter into a contract 
with an organization described in paragraph (2) 
to establish and provide on an annual basis cri-
teria for the determination and prioritization in 
a consistent and equitable manner of the facili-
ties construction and renovation needs of col-
leges that receive funding under this chapter or 
the Navajo Community College Act [25 U.S.C. 
640a et seq.]. 

(2) An organization described in this section is 
any organization that— 

(A) is eligible to receive a contract under the 
Indian Self-Determination and Education As-
sistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.]; and 

(B) has demonstrated expertise in areas and 
issues dealing with tribally controlled commu-
nity colleges.

§ 1813. Construction of new facilities 

(a) Grants 

With respect to any tribally controlled com-
munity college for which the report of the Sec-
retary under section 1812(a) of this title identi-
fies a need for new construction, the Secretary 
shall, subject to appropriations and on the basis 
of an application submitted in accordance with 
such requirements as the Secretary may pre-
scribe by regulation, provide grants for such 
construction in accordance with this section. 

(b) Eligibility requirements 

In order to be eligible for a grant under this 
section, a tribally controlled community col-
lege— 

(1) must be a current recipient of grants 
under section 1805 or 1807 of this title, and 

(2) must be accredited by a nationally recog-
nized accrediting agency listed by the Sec-
retary of Education pursuant to the last sen-
tence of section 1141(a) of title 20, except that 
such requirement may be waived if the Sec-

retary determines that there is a reasonable 
expectation that such college will be fully ac-
credited within eighteen months. In any case 
where such a waiver is granted, grants under 
this section shall be available only for plan-
ning and development of proposals for con-
struction. 

(c) Maximum amount of grant; waiver of restric-
tion 

(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2), grants 
for construction under this section shall not ex-
ceed 80 per centum of the cost of such construc-
tion, except that no tribally controlled commu-
nity college shall be required to expend more 
than $400,000 in fulfillment of the remaining 20 
per centum. For the purpose of providing its re-
quired portion of the cost of such construction, 
a tribally controlled community college may 
use funds provided under section 13 of this title. 

(2) The Secretary may waive, in whole or in 
part, the requirements of paragraph (1) in the 
case of any tribally controlled community col-
lege which demonstrates that neither such col-
lege nor the tribal government with which it is 
affiliated have sufficient resources to comply 
with such requirements. The Secretary shall 
base a decision on whether to grant such a waiv-
er solely on the basis of the following factors: 
(A) tribal population; (B) potential student pop-
ulation; (C) the rate of unemployment among 
tribal members; (D) tribal financial resources; 
and (E) other factors alleged by the college to 
have a bearing on the availability of resources 
for compliance with the requirements of para-
graph (1) and which may include the educational 
attainment of tribal members. 

(d) Failure to use facility in approved manner; 
title to vest in United States; settlement 

If, within twenty years after completion of 
construction of a facility which has been con-
structed in whole or in part with a grant made 
available under this section— 

(1) the facility ceases to be used by the ap-
plicant in a public or nonprofit capacity as an 
academic facility, unless the Secretary deter-
mines that there is good cause for releasing 
the institution from this obligation, and 

(2) the tribe with which the applicant is af-
filiated fails to use the facility for a public 
purpose approved by the tribal government in 
furtherance of the general welfare of the com-
munity served by the tribal government, 

title to the facility shall vest in the United 
States and the applicant (or such tribe if such 
tribe is the successor in title to the facility) 
shall be entitled to recover from the United 
States an amount which bears the same ratio to 
the present value of the facility as the amount 
of the applicant’s contribution (excluding any 
funds provided under section 13 of this title) 
bore to the original cost of the facility. Such 
value shall be determined by agreement of the 
parties or by action brought in the United 
States district court for the district in which 
such facility is located. 

(e) Religious use 

No construction assisted with funds under this 
section shall be used for religious worship or a 
sectarian activity or for a school or department 
of divinity.

The Navajo Tribe shall not be eligible to par-
ticipate under the provisions of this subchapter. 

(b) Discriminatory practices prohibited 

(1) The Secretary shall not provide any funds 
to any institution which denies admission to 
any Indian student because such individual is 
not a member of a specific Indian tribe, or which 
denies admission to any Indian student because 
such individual is a member of a specific tribe.

It is the purpose of this subchapter to provide 
grants for the encouragement of endowment 
funds for the operation and improvement of trib-
ally controlled community colleges.

§ 1832. Establishment of program; program 
agreements 

(a) From the amount appropriated pursuant to 
section 1836 of this title, the Secretary shall es-
tablish a program of making endowment grants 
to tribally controlled community colleges which 
are current recipients of assistance under sec-
tion 1807 of this title or under section 640b of 
this title. No such college shall be ineligible for 
such a grant for a fiscal year by reason of the re-
ceipt of such a grant for a preceding fiscal year, 
but no such college shall be eligible for such a 
grant for a fiscal year if such college has been 
awarded a grant under section 1065 of title 20 for 
such fiscal year. 

(b) No grant for the establishment of an en-
dowment fund by a tribally controlled commu-
nity college shall be made unless such college 
enters into an agreement with the Secretary 
which— 

(1) provides for the investment and mainte-
nance of a trust fund, the corpus and earnings 
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of which shall be invested in the same manner 
as funds are invested under paragraph (2) of 
section 1065(c) of title 20, except that for pur-
poses of this paragraph, the term ‘‘trust fund’’ 
means a fund established by an institution of 
higher education or by a foundation that is ex-
empt from taxation and is maintained for the 
purpose of generating income for the support 
of the institution, and may include real es-
tate; 

(2) provides for the deposit in such trust fund 
of— 

(A) any Federal capital contributions 
made from funds appropriated under section 
1836 of this title; 

(B) a capital contribution by such college 
in an amount (or of a value) equal to half of 
the amount of each Federal capital contribu-
tion; and 

(C) any earnings of the funds so deposited; 

(3) provides that such funds will be deposited 
in such a manner as to insure the accumula-
tion of interest thereon at a rate not less than 
that generally available for similar funds de-
posited at the banking or savings institution 
for the same period or periods of time; 

(4) provides that, if at any time such college 
withdraws any capital contribution made by 
that college, an amount of Federal capital 
contribution equal to twice the amount of (or 
value of) such withdrawal shall be withdrawn 
and returned to the Secretary for reallocation 
to other colleges; 

(5) provides that no part of the net earnings 
of such trust fund will inure to the benefit of 
any private person; and 

(6) includes such other provisions as may be 
necessary to protect the financial interest of 
the United States and promote the purpose of 
this subchapter and as are agreed to by the 
Secretary and the college, including a descrip-
tion of recordkeeping procedures for the ex-
penditure of accumulated interest which will 
allow the Secretary to audit and monitor pro-
grams and activities conducted with such in-
terest.

cluding expense of operations and maintenance, 
administration, academic and support person-
nel, community and student services programs, 
and technical assistance.

maximum amount which may be so allocated to

SUBCHAPTER III—TRIBAL ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT 

§ 1851. Grants authorized 

(a) General authority 

The Secretary is authorized, subject to the 
availability of appropriations, to make grants to 
tribally controlled community colleges which 
receive grants under either this chapter or the 
Navajo Community College Act [25 U.S.C. 640a 
et seq.] for the establishment and support of 
tribal economic development and education in-
stitutes. Each program conducted with assist-
ance under a grant under this subsection shall 
include at least the following activities: 

(1) Determination of the economic develop-
ment needs and potential of the Indian tribes 
involved in the program, including agriculture 
and natural resources needs. 

(2) Development of consistent courses of in-
struction to prepare postsecondary students, 
tribal officials and others to meet the needs 
defined under paragraph (1). The development 
of such courses may be coordinated with sec-
ondary institutions to the extent practicable. 

(3) The conduct of vocational courses, in-
cluding administrative expenses and student 
support services. 

(4) Technical assistance and training to Fed-
eral, tribal and community officials and busi-
ness managers and planners deemed necessary 
by the institution to enable full implementa-
tion of, and benefits to be derived from, the 
program developed under paragraph (1). 

(5) Clearinghouse activities encouraging the 
coordination of, and providing a point for the 
coordination of, all vocational activities (and 
academically related training) serving all stu-
dents of the Indian tribe involved in the grant. 

(6) The evaluation of such grants and their 
effect on the needs developed under paragraph 
(1) and tribal economic self-sufficiency. 

(b) Amount and duration 

The grants shall be of such amount and dura-
tion as to afford the greatest opportunity for 
success and the generation of relevant data. 

(c) Applications 

Institutions which receive funds under other 
subchapters of this chapter or the Navajo Com-
munity College Act [25 U.S.C. 640a et seq.] may 
apply for grants under this subchapter either in-
dividually or as consortia. Each applicant shall 
act in cooperation with an Indian tribe or tribes 
in developing and implementing a grant under 
this subchapter.1

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§ 1901. Congressional findings 

Recognizing the special relationship between 
the United States and the Indian tribes and 
their members and the Federal responsibility to 
Indian people, the Congress finds— 

(1) that clause 3, section 8, article I of the 
United States Constitution provides that ‘‘The 
Congress shall have Power * * * To regulate 
Commerce * * * with Indian tribes 1’’ and, 
through this and other constitutional author-
ity, Congress has plenary power over Indian 
affairs; 

(2) that Congress, through statutes, treaties, 
and the general course of dealing with Indian 
tribes, has assumed the responsibility for the 
protection and preservation of Indian tribes 
and their resources; 

(3) that there is no resource that is more 
vital to the continued existence and integrity 
of Indian tribes than their children and that 
the United States has a direct interest, as 
trustee, in protecting Indian children who are 
members of or are eligible for membership in 
an Indian tribe; 

(4) that an alarmingly high percentage of In-
dian families are broken up by the removal, 
often unwarranted, of their children from 
them by nontribal public and private agencies 
and that an alarmingly high percentage of 
such children are placed in non-Indian foster 
and adoptive homes and institutions; and 

(5) that the States, exercising their recog-
nized jurisdiction over Indian child custody 
proceedings through administrative and judi-
cial bodies, have often failed to recognize the 
essential tribal relations of Indian people and 
the cultural and social standards prevailing in 
Indian communities and families.

§ 1902. Congressional declaration of policy 

The Congress hereby declares that it is the 
policy of this Nation to protect the best inter-

from their families and the placement of such 
children in foster or adoptive homes which will 
reflect the unique values of Indian culture, and 
by providing for assistance to Indian tribes in 
the operation of child and family service pro-
grams.

§ 1903. Definitions 

For the purposes of this chapter, except as 
may be specifically provided otherwise, the 
term— 

(1) ‘‘child custody proceeding’’ shall mean 
and include— 

(i) ‘‘foster care placement’’ which shall 
mean any action removing an Indian child 
from its parent or Indian custodian for tem-
porary placement in a foster home or insti-
tution or the home of a guardian or con-
servator where the parent or Indian custo-
dian cannot have the child returned upon de-
mand, but where parental rights have not 
been terminated; 

(ii) ‘‘termination of parental rights’’ which 
shall mean any action resulting in the ter-
mination of the parent-child relationship; 

(iii) ‘‘preadoptive placement’’ which shall 
mean the temporary placement of an Indian 
child in a foster home or institution after 
the termination of parental rights, but prior 
to or in lieu of adoptive placement; and 

(iv) ‘‘adoptive placement’’ which shall 
mean the permanent placement of an Indian 
child for adoption, including any action re-
sulting in a final decree of adoption. 

Such term or terms shall not include a place-
ment based upon an act which, if committed 
by an adult, would be deemed a crime or upon 
an award, in a divorce proceeding, of custody 
to one of the parents. 

(2) ‘‘extended family member’’ shall be as de-
fined by the law or custom of the Indian 
child’s tribe or, in the absence of such law or 
custom, shall be a person who has reached the 
age of eighteen and who is the Indian child’s 
grandparent, aunt or uncle, brother or sister, 
brother-in-law or sister-in-law, niece or neph-
ew, first or second cousin, or stepparent; 

(3) ‘‘Indian’’ means any person who is a 
member of an Indian tribe, or who is an Alas-
ka Native and a member of a Regional Cor-
poration as defined in 1606 of title 43; 

(4) ‘‘Indian child’’ means any unmarried per-
son who is under age eighteen and is either (a) 
a member of an Indian tribe or (b) is eligible 
for membership in an Indian tribe and is the 
biological child of a member of an Indian 
tribe; 

(5) ‘‘Indian child’s tribe’’ means (a) the In-
dian tribe in which an Indian child is a mem-
ber or eligible for membership or (b), in the 
case of an Indian child who is a member of or 
eligible for membership in more than one 
tribe, the Indian tribe with which the Indian 
child has the more significant contacts; 

(6) ‘‘Indian custodian’’ means any Indian 
person who has legal custody of an Indian 
child under tribal law or custom or under 
State law or to whom temporary physical 
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care, custody, and control has been transferred 
by the parent of such child; 

(7) ‘‘Indian organization’’ means any group, 
association, partnership, corporation, or other 
legal entity owned or controlled by Indians, or 
a majority of whose members are Indians; 

(8) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any Indian tribe, 
band, nation, or other organized group or com-
munity of Indians recognized as eligible for 
the services provided to Indians by the Sec-
retary because of their status as Indians, in-
cluding any Alaska Native village as defined 
in section 1602(c) of title 43; 

(9) ‘‘parent’’ means any biological parent or 
parents of an Indian child or any Indian person 
who has lawfully adopted an Indian child, in-
cluding adoptions under tribal law or custom. 
It does not include the unwed father where pa-
ternity has not been acknowledged or estab-
lished; 

(10) ‘‘reservation’’ means Indian country as 
defined in section 1151 of title 18 and any 
lands, not covered under such section, title to 
which is either held by the United States in 
trust for the benefit of any Indian tribe or in-
dividual or held by any Indian tribe or individ-
ual subject to a restriction by the United 
States against alienation; 

(11) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior; and 

(12) ‘‘tribal court’’ means a court with juris-
diction over child custody proceedings and 
which is either a Court of Indian Offenses, a 
court established and operated under the code 
or custom of an Indian tribe, or any other ad-
ministrative body of a tribe which is vested 
with authority over child custody proceedings.

SUBCHAPTER I—CHILD CUSTODY 
PROCEEDINGS 

§ 1911. Indian tribe jurisdiction over Indian child 
custody proceedings 

(a) Exclusive jurisdiction 

An Indian tribe shall have jurisdiction exclu-
sive as to any State over any child custody pro-
ceeding involving an Indian child who resides or 
is domiciled within the reservation of such 
tribe, except where such jurisdiction is other-
wise vested in the State by existing Federal law. 
Where an Indian child is a ward of a tribal court, 
the Indian tribe shall retain exclusive jurisdic-
tion, notwithstanding the residence or domicile 
of the child. 

(b) Transfer of proceedings; declination by tribal 
court 

In any State court proceeding for the foster 
care placement of, or termination of parental 
rights to, an Indian child not domiciled or resid-
ing within the reservation of the Indian child’s 
tribe, the court, in the absence of good cause to 
the contrary, shall transfer such proceeding to 
the jurisdiction of the tribe, absent objection by 
either parent, upon the petition of either parent 
or the Indian custodian or the Indian child’s 

tribe: Provided, That such transfer shall be sub-
ject to declination by the tribal court of such 
tribe. 

(c) State court proceedings; intervention 

In any State court proceeding for the foster 
care placement of, or termination of parental 
rights to, an Indian child, the Indian custodian 
of the child and the Indian child’s tribe shall 
have a right to intervene at any point in the 
proceeding. 

(d) Full faith and credit to public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings of Indian tribes 

The United States, every State, every terri-
tory or possession of the United States, and 
every Indian tribe shall give full faith and credit 
to the public acts, records, and judicial proceed-
ings of any Indian tribe applicable to Indian 
child custody proceedings to the same extent 
that such entities give full faith and credit to 
the public acts, records, and judicial proceedings 
of any other entity.

§ 1912. Pending court proceedings 

(a) Notice; time for commencement of proceed-
ings; additional time for preparation 

In any involuntary proceeding in a State 
court, where the court knows or has reason to 
know that an Indian child is involved, the party 
seeking the foster care placement of, or termi-
nation of parental rights to, an Indian child 
shall notify the parent or Indian custodian and 
the Indian child’s tribe, by registered mail with 
return receipt requested, of the pending proceed-
ings and of their right of intervention. If the 
identity or location of the parent or Indian cus-
todian and the tribe cannot be determined, such 
notice shall be given to the Secretary in like 
manner, who shall have fifteen days after re-
ceipt to provide the requisite notice to the par-
ent or Indian custodian and the tribe. No foster 
care placement or termination of parental 
rights proceeding shall be held until at least ten 
days after receipt of notice by the parent or In-
dian custodian and the tribe or the Secretary: 
Provided, That the parent or Indian custodian or 
the tribe shall, upon request, be granted up to 
twenty additional days to prepare for such pro-
ceeding. 

(b) Appointment of counsel 

In any case in which the court determines 
indigency, the parent or Indian custodian shall 
have the right to court-appointed counsel in any 
removal, placement, or termination proceeding. 
The court may, in its discretion, appoint coun-
sel for the child upon a finding that such ap-
pointment is in the best interest of the child. 
Where State law makes no provision for ap-
pointment of counsel in such proceedings, the 
court shall promptly notify the Secretary upon 
appointment of counsel, and the Secretary, upon 
certification of the presiding judge, shall pay 
reasonable fees and expenses out of funds which 
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may be appropriated pursuant to section 13 of 
this title. 

(c) Examination of reports or other documents 

Each party to a foster care placement or ter-
mination of parental rights proceeding under 
State law involving an Indian child shall have 
the right to examine all reports or other docu-
ments filed with the court upon which any deci-
sion with respect to such action may be based. 

(d) Remedial services and rehabilitative pro-
grams; preventive measures 

Any party seeking to effect a foster care 
placement of, or termination of parental rights 
to, an Indian child under State law shall satisfy 
the court that active efforts have been made to 
provide remedial services and rehabilitative pro-
grams designed to prevent the breakup of the In-
dian family and that these efforts have proved 
unsuccessful. 

(e) Foster care placement orders; evidence; de-
termination of damage to child 

No foster care placement may be ordered in 
such proceeding in the absence of a determina-
tion, supported by clear and convincing evi-
dence, including testimony of qualified expert 
witnesses, that the continued custody of the 
child by the parent or Indian custodian is likely 
to result in serious emotional or physical dam-
age to the child. 

(f) Parental rights termination orders; evidence; 
determination of damage to child 

No termination of parental rights may be or-
dered in such proceeding in the absence of a de-
termination, supported by evidence beyond a 
reasonable doubt, including testimony of quali-
fied expert witnesses, that the continued cus-
tody of the child by the parent or Indian custo-
dian is likely to result in serious emotional or 
physical damage to the child.

§ 1913. Parental rights; voluntary termination 

(a) Consent; record; certification matters; invalid 
consents 

Where any parent or Indian custodian volun-
tarily consents to a foster care placement or to 
termination of parental rights, such consent 
shall not be valid unless executed in writing and 
recorded before a judge of a court of competent 
jurisdiction and accompanied by the presiding 
judge’s certificate that the terms and conse-
quences of the consent were fully explained in 
detail and were fully understood by the parent 
or Indian custodian. The court shall also certify 
that either the parent or Indian custodian fully 
understood the explanation in English or that it 
was interpreted into a language that the parent 
or Indian custodian understood. Any consent 
given prior to, or within ten days after, birth of 
the Indian child shall not be valid. 

(b) Foster care placement; withdrawal of consent 

Any parent or Indian custodian may withdraw 
consent to a foster care placement under State 

law at any time and, upon such withdrawal, the 
child shall be returned to the parent or Indian 
custodian. 

(c) Voluntary termination of parental rights or 
adoptive placement; withdrawal of consent; 
return of custody 

In any voluntary proceeding for termination 
of parental rights to, or adoptive placement of, 
an Indian child, the consent of the parent may 
be withdrawn for any reason at any time prior 
to the entry of a final decree of termination or 
adoption, as the case may be, and the child shall 
be returned to the parent. 

(d) Collateral attack; vacation of decree and re-
turn of custody; limitations 

After the entry of a final decree of adoption of 
an Indian child in any State court, the parent 
may withdraw consent thereto upon the grounds 
that consent was obtained through fraud or du-
ress and may petition the court to vacate such 
decree. Upon a finding that such consent was ob-
tained through fraud or duress, the court shall 
vacate such decree and return the child to the 
parent. No adoption which has been effective for 
at least two years may be invalidated under the 
provisions of this subsection unless otherwise 
permitted under State law.

§ 1914. Petition to court of competent jurisdiction

Any Indian child who is the subject of any ac-
tion for foster care placement or termination of 
parental rights under State law, any parent or 
Indian custodian from whose custody such child 
was removed, and the Indian child’s tribe may 
petition any court of competent jurisdiction to 
invalidate such action upon a showing that such 
action violated any provision of sections 1911, 
1912, and 1913 of this title.

§ 1915. Placement of Indian children 

(a) Adoptive placements; preferences 

In any adoptive placement of an Indian child 
under State law, a preference shall be given, in 
the absence of good cause to the contrary, to a 
placement with (1) a member of the child’s ex-
tended family; (2) other members of the Indian 
child’s tribe; or (3) other Indian families. 

(b) Foster care or preadoptive placements; cri-
teria; preferences 

Any child accepted for foster care or pre-
adoptive placement shall be placed in the least 
restrictive setting which most approximates a 
family and in which his special needs, if any, 
may be met. The child shall also be placed with-
in reasonable proximity to his or her home, tak-
ing into account any special needs of the child. 
In any foster care or preadoptive placement, a 
preference shall be given, in the absence of good 
cause to the contrary, to a placement with— 
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(i) a member of the Indian child’s extended 
family; 

(ii) a foster home licensed, approved, or spec-
ified by the Indian child’s tribe; 

(iii) an Indian foster home licensed or ap-
proved by an authorized non-Indian licensing 
authority; or 

(iv) an institution for children approved by 
an Indian tribe or operated by an Indian orga-
nization which has a program suitable to meet 
the Indian child’s needs. 

(c) Tribal resolution for different order of pref-
erence; personal preference considered; ano-
nymity in application of preferences 

In the case of a placement under subsection (a) 
or (b) of this section, if the Indian child’s tribe 
shall establish a different order of preference by 
resolution, the agency or court effecting the 
placement shall follow such order so long as the 
placement is the least restrictive setting appro-
priate to the particular needs of the child, as 
provided in subsection (b) of this section. Where 
appropriate, the preference of the Indian child 
or parent shall be considered: Provided, That 
where a consenting parent evidences a desire for 
anonymity, the court or agency shall give 
weight to such desire in applying the pref-
erences. 

(d) Social and cultural standards applicable 

The standards to be applied in meeting the 
preference requirements of this section shall be 
the prevailing social and cultural standards of 
the Indian community in which the parent or 
extended family resides or with which the par-
ent or extended family members maintain social 
and cultural ties. 

(e) Record of placement; availability 

A record of each such placement, under State 
law, of an Indian child shall be maintained by 
the State in which the placement was made, evi-
dencing the efforts to comply with the order of 
preference specified in this section. Such record 
shall be made available at any time upon the re-
quest of the Secretary or the Indian child’s 
tribe.

§ 1916. Return of custody 

(a) Petition; best interests of child 

Notwithstanding State law to the contrary, 
whenever a final decree of adoption of an Indian 
child has been vacated or set aside or the adop-
tive parents voluntarily consent to the termi-
nation of their parental rights to the child, a bi-
ological parent or prior Indian custodian may 
petition for return of custody and the court 
shall grant such petition unless there is a show-
ing, in a proceeding subject to the provisions of 
section 1912 of this title, that such return of cus-
tody is not in the best interests of the child. 

(b) Removal from foster care home; placement 
procedure 

Whenever an Indian child is removed from a 
foster care home or institution for the purpose 
of further foster care, preadoptive, or adoptive 
placement, such placement shall be in accord-

ance with the provisions of this chapter, except 
in the case where an Indian child is being re-
turned to the parent or Indian custodian from 
whose custody the child was originally removed.

§ 1917. Tribal affiliation information and other 
information for protection of rights from 
tribal relationship; application of subject of

Upon application by an Indian individual who 
has reached the age of eighteen and who was the 
subject of an adoptive placement, the court 
which entered the final decree shall inform such 
individual of the tribal affiliation, if any, of the 
individual’s biological parents and provide such 
other information as may be necessary to pro-
tect any rights flowing from the individual’s 
tribal relationship.

§ 1918. Reassumption of jurisdiction over child 
custody proceedings 

(a) Petition; suitable plan; approval by Secretary 

Any Indian tribe which became subject to 
State jurisdiction pursuant to the provisions of 
the Act of August 15, 1953 (67 Stat. 588), as 
amended by title IV of the Act of April 11, 1968 
(82 Stat. 73, 78), or pursuant to any other Fed-
eral law, may reassume jurisdiction over child 
custody proceedings. Before any Indian tribe 
may reassume jurisdiction over Indian child cus-
tody proceedings, such tribe shall present to the 
Secretary for approval a petition to reassume 
such jurisdiction which includes a suitable plan 
to exercise such jurisdiction. 

(b) Criteria applicable to consideration by Sec-
retary; partial retrocession 

(1) In considering the petition and feasibility 
of the plan of a tribe under subsection (a) of this 
section, the Secretary may consider, among 
other things: 

(i) whether or not the tribe maintains a 
membership roll or alternative provision for 
clearly identifying the persons who will be af-
fected by the reassumption of jurisdiction by 
the tribe; 

(ii) the size of the reservation or former res-
ervation area which will be affected by ret-
rocession and reassumption of jurisdiction by 
the tribe; 

(iii) the population base of the tribe, or dis-
tribution of the population in homogeneous 
communities or geographic areas; and 

(iv) the feasibility of the plan in cases of 
multitribal occupation of a single reservation 
or geographic area. 

(2) In those cases where the Secretary deter-
mines that the jurisdictional provisions of sec-
tion 1911(a) of this title are not feasible, he is 
authorized to accept partial retrocession which 
will enable tribes to exercise referral jurisdic-
tion as provided in section 1911(b) of this title, 
or, where appropriate, will allow them to exer-
cise exclusive jurisdiction as provided in section 
1911(a) of this title over limited community or 
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geographic areas without regard for the reserva-
tion status of the area affected. 

(c) Approval of petition; publication in Federal 
Register; notice; reassumption period; cor-
rection of causes for disapproval 

If the Secretary approves any petition under 
subsection (a) of this section, the Secretary 
shall publish notice of such approval in the Fed-
eral Register and shall notify the affected State 
or States of such approval. The Indian tribe con-
cerned shall reassume jurisdiction sixty days 
after publication in the Federal Register of no-
tice of approval. If the Secretary disapproves 
any petition under subsection (a) of this section, 
the Secretary shall provide such technical as-
sistance as may be necessary to enable the tribe 
to correct any deficiency which the Secretary 
identified as a cause for disapproval. 

(d) Pending actions or proceedings unaffected 

Assumption of jurisdiction under this section 
shall not affect any action or proceeding over 
which a court has already assumed jurisdiction, 
except as may be provided pursuant to any 
agreement under section 1919 of this title.

§ 1919. Agreements between States and Indian 
tribes 

(a) Subject coverage 

States and Indian tribes are authorized to 
enter into agreements with each other respect-
ing care and custody of Indian children and ju-
risdiction over child custody proceedings, in-
cluding agreements which may provide for or-
derly transfer of jurisdiction on a case-by-case 
basis and agreements which provide for concur-
rent jurisdiction between States and Indian 
tribes. 

(b) Revocation; notice; actions or proceedings 
unaffected 

Such agreements may be revoked by either 
party upon one hundred and eighty days’ writ-
ten notice to the other party. Such revocation 
shall not affect any action or proceeding over 
which a court has already assumed jurisdiction, 
unless the agreement provides otherwise.

§ 1920. Improper removal of child from custody; 
declination of jurisdiction; forthwith return 
of child: danger exception 

Where any petitioner in an Indian child cus-
tody proceeding before a State court has im-
properly removed the child from custody of the 
parent or Indian custodian or has improperly re-
tained custody after a visit or other temporary 
relinquishment of custody, the court shall de-
cline jurisdiction over such petition and shall 
forthwith return the child to his parent or In-
dian custodian unless returning the child to his 
parent or custodian would subject the child to a 
substantial and immediate danger or threat of 
such danger.

Nothing in this subchapter shall be construed 
to prevent the emergency removal of an Indian 
child who is a resident of or is domiciled on a 
reservation, but temporarily located off the res-
ervation, from his parent or Indian custodian or 
the emergency placement of such child in a fos-
ter home or institution, under applicable State 
law, in order to prevent imminent physical dam-
age or harm to the child. The State authority, 
official, or agency involved shall insure that the 
emergency removal or placement terminates 
immediately when such removal or placement is 
no longer necessary to prevent imminent phys-
ical damage or harm to the child and shall expe-
ditiously initiate a child custody proceeding 
subject to the provisions of this subchapter, 
transfer the child to the jurisdiction of the ap-
propriate Indian tribe, or restore the child to 
the parent or Indian custodian, as may be appro-
priate.

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SUBCHAPTER II—INDIAN CHILD AND 
FAMILY PROGRAMS 

§ 1931. Grants for on or near reservation pro-
grams and child welfare codes 

(a) Statement of purpose; scope of programs 

The Secretary is authorized to make grants to 
Indian tribes and organizations in the establish-
ment and operation of Indian child and family 
service programs on or near reservations and in 
the preparation and implementation of child 
welfare codes. The objective of every Indian 
child and family service program shall be to pre-
vent the breakup of Indian families and, in par-
ticular, to insure that the permanent removal of 
an Indian child from the custody of his parent or 
Indian custodian shall be a last resort. Such 
child and family service programs may include, 
but are not limited to— 

(1) a system for licensing or otherwise regu-
lating Indian foster and adoptive homes; 

(2) the operation and maintenance of facili-
ties for the counseling and treatment of In-
dian families and for the temporary custody of 
Indian children; 

(3) family assistance, including homemaker 
and home counselors, day care, afterschool 
care, and employment, recreational activities, 
and respite care; 

(4) home improvement programs; 
(5) the employment of professional and other 

trained personnel to assist the tribal court in 
the disposition of domestic relations and child 
welfare matters; 

(6) education and training of Indians, includ-
ing tribal court judges and staff, in skills re-
lating to child and family assistance and serv-
ice programs; 

(7) a subsidy program under which Indian 
adoptive children may be provided support 
comparable to that for which they would be el-
igible as foster children, taking into account 
the appropriate State standards of support for 
maintenance and medical needs; and 

(8) guidance, legal representation, and ad-
vice to Indian families involved in tribal, 
State, or Federal child custody proceedings. 

(b) Non-Federal matching funds for related So-
cial Security or other Federal financial as-
sistance programs; assistance for such pro-
grams unaffected; State licensing or approval 
for qualification for assistance under feder-
ally assisted program 

Funds appropriated for use by the Secretary in 
accordance with this section may be utilized as 
non-Federal matching share in connection with 
funds provided under titles IV–B and XX of the 
Social Security Act [42 U.S.C. 620 et seq., 1397 et 
seq.] or under any other Federal financial assist-
ance programs which contribute to the purpose 
for which such funds are authorized to be appro-
priated for use under this chapter. The provision 
or possibility of assistance under this chapter 
shall not be a basis for the denial or reduction 
of any assistance otherwise authorized under 
titles IV–B and XX of the Social Security Act or 
any other federally assisted program. For pur-

poses of qualifying for assistance under a feder-
ally assisted program, licensing or approval of 
foster or adoptive homes or institutions by an 
Indian tribe shall be deemed equivalent to li-
censing or approval by a State.

§ 1932. Grants for off-reservation programs for 
additional services 

The Secretary is also authorized to make 
grants to Indian organizations to establish and 
operate off-reservation Indian child and family 
service programs which may include, but are not

(1) a system for regulating, maintaining, and 
supporting Indian foster and adoptive homes, 
including a subsidy program under which In-
dian adoptive children may be provided sup-
port comparable to that for which they would 
be eligible as Indian foster children, taking 
into account the appropriate State standards 
of support for maintenance and medical needs; 

(2) the operation and maintenance of facili-
ties and services for counseling and treatment 
of Indian families and Indian foster and adop-
tive children; 

(3) family assistance, including homemaker 
and home counselors, day care, afterschool 
care, and employment, recreational activities, 
and respite care; and 

(4) guidance, legal representation, and ad-
vice to Indian families involved in child cus-
tody proceedings.

In the establishment, operation, and funding 
of Indian child and family service programs, 
both on and off reservation, the Secretary may 
enter into agreements with the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services, and the latter Sec-
retary is hereby authorized for such purposes to 
use funds appropriated for similar programs of 
the Department of Health and Human Services: 
Provided, That authority to make payments pur-
suant to such agreements shall be effective only 
to the extent and in such amounts as may be 
provided in advance by appropriation Acts.

Funds for the purposes of this chapter may be 
appropriated pursuant to the provisions of sec-
tion 13 of this title.

SUBCHAPTER III—RECORDKEEPING, INFOR-
MATION AVAILABILITY, AND TIME-
TABLES 

§ 1951. Information availability to and disclosure 
by Secretary 

(a) Copy of final decree or order; other informa-
tion; anonymity affidavit; exemption from 
Freedom of Information Act 

Any State court entering a final decree or 
order in any Indian child adoptive placement 
after November 8, 1978, shall provide the Sec-
retary with a copy of such decree or order to-
gether with such other information as may be 
necessary to show— 

(1) the name and tribal affiliation of the 
child; 

(2) the names and addresses of the biological 
parents; 

(3) the names and addresses of the adoptive 
parents; and 

(4) the identity of any agency having files or 
information relating to such adoptive place-
ment. 

Where the court records contain an affidavit of 
the biological parent or parents that their iden-
tity remain confidential, the court shall include 
such affidavit with the other information. The 
Secretary shall insure that the confidentiality 
of such information is maintained and such in-
formation shall not be subject to the Freedom of 
Information Act (5 U.S.C. 552), as amended. 

(b) Disclosure of information for enrollment of 
Indian child in tribe or for determination of 
member rights or benefits; certification of 
entitlement to enrollment 

Upon the request of the adopted Indian child 
over the age of eighteen, the adoptive or foster 
parents of an Indian child, or an Indian tribe, 
the Secretary shall disclose such information as 
may be necessary for the enrollment of an In-
dian child in the tribe in which the child may be 
eligible for enrollment or for determining any 
rights or benefits associated with that member-
ship. Where the documents relating to such 
child contain an affidavit from the biological 
parent or parents requesting anonymity, the 

Secretary shall certify to the Indian child’s 
tribe, where the information warrants, that the 
child’s parentage and other circumstances of 
birth entitle the child to enrollment under the 
criteria established by such tribe.

§ 2001. Standards for basic education of Indian 
children in Bureau of Indian Affairs schools 

(a) Purpose 

(1) The purpose of the standards developed 
under this section shall be to afford Indian stu-
dents being served by a Bureau funded school 
with the same opportunities as all other stu-
dents to achieve the National Education Goals 
embodied in the Goals 2000: Educate America 
Act [20 U.S.C. 5801 et seq.]. Consistent with the 
provisions of this section and section 2011 of this 
title, the Secretary shall take such actions as 
are necessary to coordinate standards developed 
and implemented under this section with those 
in the State improvement plans developed and 
implemented pursuant to the Goals 2000: Edu-
cate America Act for the States in which each 
Bureau funded school operates. In developing 

and reviewing such standards and coordination, 
the Secretary shall utilize the findings and rec-
ommendations of the panel established in sec-
tion 315(b)(4) 1 of such Act. 

(2) The Secretary shall take immediate steps 
to encourage school boards of Bureau funded 
schools to engage their communities in adopting 
declarations of purposes of education in their 
communities, analyzing the implications of such 
purposes for their schools, and determining how 
such purposes may be made to motivate stu-
dents and faculties and otherwise animate their 
schools by May 1, 1995. Such declarations shall 
represent the aspirations of a community for 
the kinds of persons such community wants its 
children to increasingly become, and shall in-
clude such purposes as assuring that all learners 
are becoming accomplished in ways important 
to themselves and respected by their parents 
and communities, shaping worthwhile and satis-
fying lives for themselves, exemplifying the best 
values of the community and humankind, and 
becoming increasingly effective in shaping the 
character and quality of the world all learners 
share. 

(b) Studies and surveys 

Within 18 months of the publication of the vol-
untary national content standards described in 
section 203(a)(2) of the Goals 2000: Educate 
America Act [20 U.S.C. 5823(a)(2)], the Secretary, 
in consultation with the Secretary of Education 
and Indian organizations and tribes, shall carry 
out or cause to be carried out by contract with 
an Indian organization such studies and surveys, 
making the fullest use possible of other existing 
studies, surveys, and plans, as are necessary to 
establish and revise standards for the basic edu-
cation of Indian children attending Bureau fund-
ed schools. Such studies and surveys shall take 
into account factors such as academic needs, 
local cultural differences, type and level of lan-
guage skills, geographic isolation, and appro-
priate teacher-student ratios for such children, 
and shall be directed toward the attainment of 
equal educational opportunity for such children. 

(c) Revision of minimum academic standards 

(1) The Secretary shall revise the minimum 
academic standards published in the Federal 
Register of September 9, 1985 (50 Fed. Reg. 174) 
for the basic education of Indian children in ac-
cordance with the purpose described in sub-
section (a) of this section and the findings of the 
studies and surveys described in subsection (b) 
of this section, and shall publish such revised 
standards in the Federal Register for the pur-
pose of receiving comments from the tribes and 
other interested parties. Within 21 months of 
October 20, 1994, the Secretary shall establish 
final standards, distribute such standards to all 
the tribes and publish such final standards in 
the Federal Register. The Secretary shall revise 
such final standards periodically as necessary. 
Prior to any revision of such final standards, the 
Secretary shall distribute such proposed revi-
sion to all the tribes, and publish such proposed 
revision in the Federal Register, for the purpose 
of receiving comments from the tribes and other 
interested parties. 
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(2) The standards described in paragraph (1) 
shall apply to Bureau schools, and subject to 
subsection (f) of this section, to contract or 
grant schools, and may also serve as a model for 
educational programs for Indian children in pub-
lic schools. In establishing and revising such 
standards, the Secretary shall take into account 
the special needs of Indian students and the sup-
port and reinforcement of the specific cultural 
heritage of each tribe. 

(d) Alternative or modified standards 

The Secretary shall provide alternative or 
modified standards in lieu of the standards es-
tablished under subsection (c) of this section, 
where necessary, so that the programs of each 
school shall be in compliance with the minimum 
standards required for accreditation of schools 
in the State where the school is located. 

(e) Waiver of standards 

A tribal governing body, or the local school 
board so designated by the tribal governing 
body, shall have the local authority to waive, in 
part or in whole, the standards established 
under subsection 2 (c) and (d) of this section, 
where such standards are deemed by such body 
to be inappropriate. The tribal governing body 
or designated school board shall, within 60 days 
thereafter, submit to the Secretary a proposal 
for alternative standards that take into account 
the specific needs of the tribe’s children. Such 
revised standards shall be established by the 
Secretary unless specifically rejected by the 
Secretary for good cause and in writing to the 
affected tribes or local school board, which re-
jection shall be final and unreviewable. 

(f) Implementation of standards 

(1) The Secretary, through contracting and 
grant-making procedures, shall assist school 
boards of contract or grant schools in the imple-
mentation of the standards established under 
subsections (c) and (d) of this section, if the 
school boards request that such standards, in 
part or in whole, be implemented. At the request 
of a contract or grant school board, the Sec-
retary shall provide alternative or modified 
standards for the standards established under 
subsections (c) and (d) of this section to take 
into account the needs of the Indian children 
and the contract or grant school. 

(2) Within 1 year of August 15, 1985, the Bureau 
shall, either directly or through contract with 
an Indian organization, establish a consistent 
system of reporting standards for fiscal control 
and fund accounting for all contract or grant 
schools. Such standards shall yield data results 
comparable to those used by Bureau schools. 

(g) Annual plan for meeting of standards 

Subject to subsections (e) and (f) of this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall begin to implement the 
standards established under this section imme-
diately upon the date of their establishment. 
Not later than January 1, 1995, and at each time 
thereafter that the annual budget request for 
Bureau educational services is presented, the 
Secretary shall submit to the appropriate com-
mittees of Congress a detailed plan to bring all 

Bureau schools and contract or grant schools up 
to the level required by the applicable standards 
established under this section. Such plan shall 
include detailed information on the status of 
each school’s educational program in relation to 
the applicable standards established under this 
section, specific cost estimates for meeting such 
standards at each school, and specific time lines 
for bringing each school up to the level required 
by such standards. 

(h) Closure or consolidation of schools 

(1) Except as specifically required by statute, 
no school or peripheral dormitory operated by 
the Bureau on or after January 1, 1992, may be 
closed or consolidated or have its program sub-
stantially curtailed unless done according to the 
requirements of this subsection, except that, in 
those cases where the tribal governing body, or 
the local school board concerned (if so des-
ignated by the tribal governing body), requests 
closure or consolidation, the requirements of 
this subsection shall not apply. The require-
ments of this subsection shall not apply when a 
temporary closure, consolidation, or substantial 
curtailment is required by plant conditions 
which constitute an immediate hazard to health 
and safety. 

(2) The Secretary shall, by regulation, promul-
gate standards and procedures for the closing, 
consolidation, or substantial curtailment of Bu-
reau schools in accordance with the require-
ments of this subsection. 

(3) Whenever closure, transfer to any other au-
thority, consolidation, or substantial curtail-
ment of a school is under active consideration or 
review by any division of the Bureau or the De-
partment of the Interior, the affected tribe, trib-
al governing body, and designated local school 
board, will be notified as soon as such consider-
ation or review begins, kept fully and currently 
informed, and afforded an opportunity to com-
ment with respect to such consideration or re-
view. When a formal decision is made to close, 
transfer to any other authority, consolidate, or 
substantially curtail a school, the affected tribe, 
tribal governing body, and designated local 
school board shall be notified at least 6 months 
prior to the end of the school year preceding the 
proposed closure date. Copies of any such no-
tices and information shall be transmitted 
promptly to the Congress and published in the 
Federal Register. 

(4) The Secretary shall make a report to Con-
gress, the affected tribe, and the designated 
local school board describing the process of the 
active consideration or review referred to in 
paragraph (3). At a minimum, the report shall 
include a study of the impact of such action on 
the student population, with every effort to 
identify those students with particular edu-
cational and social needs, and to ensure that al-
ternative services are available to such stu-
dents. Such report shall include the description 
of the consultation conducted between the po-
tential service provider, current service pro-
vider, parents, tribal representative and the 
tribe or tribes involved, and the Director of the 
Office of Indian Education Programs within the 
Bureau regarding such students. No irreversible 
action may be taken in furtherance of any such 
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proposed school closure, transfer to any other 
authority, consolidation, or substantial curtail-
ment (including any action which would preju-
dice the personnel or programs of such school) 
until the end of the first full academic year 
after such report is made. 

(5) The Secretary may terminate, contract, 
transfer to any other authority, or consolidate 
or substantially curtail the operation or facili-
ties of— 

(A) any Bureau funded school that is oper-
ated on or after April 1, 1987, 

(B) any program of such a school that is op-
erated on or after April 1, 1987, or 

(C) any school board of a school operated 
under a grant under the Tribally Controlled 
Schools Act of 1988 [25 U.S.C. 2501 et seq.], 

only if the tribal governing body approves such 
action. 

(i) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated such 
sums as may be necessary, for academic pro-
gram costs, in order to bring all Bureau schools 
and contract or grant schools up to the level re-
quired by the applicable standards established 
under this section. 

(j) Alcohol and substance abuse prevention and 
treatment 

(1) All Bureau funded schools shall include 
within their curriculum a program of instruc-
tion relating to alcohol and substance abuse pre-
vention and treatment. The Assistant Secretary 
shall provide the technical assistance necessary 
to develop and implement such a program for 
students in kindergarten and grades 1 through 
12, at the request of— 

(A) any Bureau school (subject to the ap-
proval of the school board of such school); 

(B) any school board of a school operating 
under a contract entered into under the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.); or 

(C) any school board of a school operating 
under a grant under the Tribally Controlled 
Schools Act of 1988 [25 U.S.C. 2501 et seq.]. 

(2) In schools operated directly by the Bureau, 
the Secretary shall provide for— 

(A) accurate reporting of all incidents relat-
ing to alcohol and substance abuse; and 

(B) individual student crisis intervention. 

(3) The programs requested under paragraph 
(1) shall be developed in consultation with the 
Indian tribe that is to be served by such pro-
gram and health personnel in the local commu-
nity of such tribe. 

(4) Schools requesting program assistance 
under this subsection are encouraged to involve 
family units and, where appropriate, tribal el-
ders and Native healers in such instructions. 

(k) ‘‘Tribal governing body’’ defined 

For purposes of this section, the term ‘‘tribal 
governing body’’ means, with respect to any 
school, the tribal governing body, or tribal gov-
erning bodies, that represent at least 90 percent 
of the students served by such school. 

(l) Application for contracts or grants for non- 
Bureau funded schools or expansion of Bu-
reau funded schools 

(1)(A)(i) The Secretary shall only consider the 
factors described in subparagraphs (B) and (C) in 
reviewing— 

(I) applications from any tribe for the 
awarding of a contract or grant for a school 
that is not a Bureau funded school; and 

(II) applications from any tribe or school 
board of any Bureau funded school for— 

(aa) a school which is not a Bureau funded 
school; or 

(bb) the expansion of a Bureau funded 
school which would increase the amount of 
funds received by the Indian tribe or school 
board under section 2007 of this title. 

(ii) The Secretary shall give consideration to 
all of the factors under clause (i), but none of 
the applications under clause (i) may be denied 
based primarily upon the geographic proximity 
of public education. 

(B) The Secretary shall consider the following 
factors relating to the program that is the sub-
ject of an application described in subparagraph 
(A): 

(i) The adequacy of facilities or the potential 
to obtain or provide adequate facilities. 

(ii) Geographic and demographic factors in 
the affected areas. 

(iii) Adequacy of the applicant’s program 
plans or, in the case of a Bureau funded school, 
of projected needs analysis done either by a 
tribe or by Bureau personnel. 

(iv) Geographic proximity of comparable 
public education. 

(v) The stated needs of all affected parties, 
including students, families, tribal govern-
ments at both the central and local levels, and 
school organizations. 

(C) The Secretary shall consider with respect 
to applications described in subparagraph (A) 
the following factors relating to all the edu-
cational services available at the time the appli-
cation is considered: 

(i) Geographic and demographic factors in 
the affected areas. 

(ii) Adequacy and comparability of programs 
already available. 

(iii) Consistency of available programs with 
tribal educational codes or tribal legislation 
on education. 

(iv) The history and success of these services 
for the proposed population to be served, as 
determined from all factors and not just 
standardized examination performance. 

(2)(A) The Secretary shall make a determina-
tion of whether to approve any application de-
scribed in paragraph (1)(A) by not later than the 
date that is 180 days after the day on which such 
application is submitted to the Secretary. 

(B) If the Secretary fails to make the deter-
mination described in subparagraph (A) with re-
spect to an application by the date described in 
subparagraph (A), the application shall be treat-
ed as having been approved by the Secretary. 

(3)(A) Any application described in paragraph 
(1)(A) may be submitted to the Secretary only 
if— 
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(i) the application has been approved by the 
tribal governing body of the students served 
by (or to be served by) the school or program 
that is the subject of the application, and 

(ii) written evidence of such approval is sub-
mitted with the application. 

(B) Each application described in paragraph 
(1)(A)— 

(i) shall provide information concerning 
each of the factors described in paragraph 
(1)(B), and 

(ii) may provide information concerning the 
factors described in paragraph (1)(C). 

(4) Whenever the Secretary makes a deter-
mination to deny approval of any application 
described in paragraph (1)(A), the Secretary 
shall— 

(A) state the objections in writing to the ap-
plicant by not later than the date that is 180 
days after the day on which the application is 
submitted to the Secretary, 

(B) provide assistance to the applicant to 
overcome stated objections, and 

(C) provide the applicant a hearing, under 
the same rules and regulations pertaining to 
the Indian Self-Determination and Education 
Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], and an 
opportunity to appeal the objections raised by 
the Secretary. 

(5)(A) Except as otherwise provided in this 
paragraph, the action which is the subject of 
any application described in paragraph (1)(A) 
that is approved by the Secretary shall become 
effective with the commencement of the aca-
demic year succeeding the fiscal year in which 
the application is approved, or at an earlier date 
determined by the Secretary. 

(B) If an application is treated as having been 
approved by the Secretary by reason of para-
graph (2)(B), the action that is the subject of the 
application shall become effective on the date 
that is 18 months after the date on which the ap-
plication is submitted to the Secretary, or at an 
earlier date determined by the Secretary.

‘‘(B) to provide for a continued evaluation of the 

planning and implementation of the therapeutic 

model in the designated schools; and 

‘‘(C) to determine what steps the Bureau of Indian 

Affairs must take and what resources are required 

to transform existing off-reservation boarding 

schools to meet the needs of chemically dependent, 

emotionally disturbed, socially troubled, or other 

at-risk Indian youth who attend such schools. 

‘‘(b) LOCATION.—The Secretary shall initiate the 

therapeutic model at two schools during school years 

1994 through 1996, and shall give priority to— 

‘‘(1) one school that is the recipient of a grant 

under section 5204 of the August [Augustus] F. Haw-

kins-Robert T. Stafford Elementary and Secondary 

School Improvement Amendments of 1988 [25 U.S.C. 

2503] during the 1994–1995 school year; and 

‘‘(2) one school operated by the Bureau of Indian Af-

fairs during the 1995–1996 school year. 

‘‘(c) SERVICES.—The demonstration schools shall pro-

vide an integrated residential environment that may 

include— 

‘‘(1) mental health services; 

‘‘(2) education; 

‘‘(3) recreation therapy; 

‘‘(4) social service programs; 

‘‘(5) substance abuse education and prevention; and 

‘‘(6) other support services for aftercare. 

‘‘(d) STAFFING.—The demonstration schools shall be 

staffed with health and social service professionals, and 

educators, and may include— 

‘‘(1) clinical psychologists; 

‘‘(2) child psychologists; 

‘‘(3) substance abuse counselors; 

‘‘(4) social workers; and 

‘‘(5) health educators. 

‘‘(e) ENROLLMENT.—Notwithstanding any other provi-

sion of law, the Secretary of the Interior may limit the 

enrollment at the demonstration schools. 

‘‘(f) ASSISTANCE.—The Secretary is authorized to 

enter into agreements with other organizations and 

agencies, including the Indian Health Service, to carry 

out this section. 

‘‘(g) REPORT.—Not later than July 31 of each year, the 

Secretary of the Interior shall submit a report to the 

Committee on Indian Affairs of the Senate and the 

Committee on Education and Labor [now Committee 

on Education and the Workforce] of the House of Rep-

resentatives on the progress of the Department of the 

Interior in the development of the demonstration 

schools.’’

§ 2002. National criteria for dormitory situations 

(a) Study of costs 

The Secretary, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of the Department of Education, and in 
consultation with Indian organizations and 
tribes, shall conduct or cause to be conducted by 
contract with an Indian organization, a study of 
the costs applicable to boarding arrangements 
for Indian students provided in Bureau schools, 
and contract or grant schools, for the purpose of 
establishing national criteria for such dor-
mitory situations. Such criteria shall include 
adult-child ratios, needs for counselors (includ-
ing special needs related to off-reservation 
boarding arrangements), space, and privacy. 

(b) Distribution and publication of criteria 

Not later than January 1, 1996, the Secretary 
shall propose such criteria, and shall distribute 
such proposed criteria to the tribes and publish 
such proposed criteria in the Federal Register 
for the purpose of receiving comments from the 
tribes and other interested parties. Within 18 
months of October 20, 1994, the Secretary shall 
establish final criteria, distribute such final cri-
teria to all the tribes, and publish such final cri-
teria in the Federal Register. The Secretary 
shall revise such final criteria periodically as 
necessary. Any revisions to the criteria estab-
lished under this section shall be developed sub-
ject to requirements established under section 
2011 of this title. 

(c) Implementation 

The Secretary shall begin to implement the 
criteria established under this section imme-
diately upon the date of the establishment of 
such criteria. Not later than January 1, 1997, and 
at each time thereafter that the annual budget 
request for Bureau educational services is pre-
sented, the Secretary shall submit to the appro-
priate committees of Congress a detailed plan to 
bring all Bureau contract boarding schools up to 
the criteria established under this section. Such 
plan shall include predictions for the relative 
need for each boarding school in the future, de-
tailed information on the status of each school 
in relation to the criteria established under this 
section, specific cost estimates for meeting such 
criteria at each school, and specific time lines 
for bringing each school up to the level required 
by such criteria. 
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(d) Waiver 

(1) The criteria established under this section 
may be waived in the same manner as the stand-
ards provided under section 2001(c) of this title 
may be waived under section 2001(e) of this title. 

(2) No school in operation on or before Janu-
ary 1, 1987 (regardless of compliance or non-
compliance with the criteria established under 
this section) may be closed, transferred to an-
other authority, consolidated or have its pro-
gram substantially curtailed for failure to meet 
the criteria. 

(3) By not later than May 1, 1996, the Sec-
retary shall submit to the Congress a report de-
tailing the costs associated with, and the ac-
tions necessary for, complete compliance with 
the criteria established under this section.

There are authorized to be appropriated such 
sums as may be necessary in order to bring each 
school up to the level required by the criteria 
established under this section.

§ 2003. Regulations 

(a) Incorporation of part 32 of title 25 of Code of 
Federal Regulations 

The provisions of part 32 of title 25 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations, as in effect on January 
1, 1987, are incorporated into this Act and shall 
be treated as though such provisions are set 
forth in this subsection. Accordingly, such pro-
visions may be altered only by means of an 
amendment to this subsection that is contained 
in an Act or joint resolution which is enacted 
into law. To the extent that such provisions of 
part 32 do not conform with this Act or any stat-
utory provision of law enacted before November 
1, 1978,1 the provisions of this Act and the provi-
sions of such other statutory law shall govern. 

(b) Application of parts 31, 33, 36, 39, 42, and 43 
of title 25 of Code of Federal Regulations 

The provisions of parts 31, 33, 36, 39, 42, and 43 
of title 25 of the Code of Federal Regulations, as 
in effect on January 1, 1987, shall be applied by 
the Federal Government and shall not, before 
July 1, 1989, be amended, revoked, or altered in 
any manner. No officer or employee of the exec-
utive branch shall have the authority to issue 
any other regulations, prior to July 1, 1989, that 
supersede, supplement, or otherwise affect the 
provisions of such parts. To the extent that the 

provisions of such parts do not conform with 
this Act or any statutory provision of law en-
acted before November 1, 1978,1 the provisions of 
this Act and the provisions of such other statu-
tory law shall govern. 

(c) Regulations prescribed after June 30, 1989 

After June 30, 1989, no regulation prescribed 
for the application of any program provided 
under this chapter shall become effective un-
less— 

(1) the regulation has been published as a 
proposed regulation in the Federal Register, 

(2) an opportunity of not less than 90 days 
has been afforded the public to comment on 
the published proposed regulation, and 

(3) the regulation has, after such period for 
public comment, been published in the Federal 
Register as a final regulation. 

(d) ‘‘Regulation’’ defined 

For purposes of this section, the term ‘‘regula-
tion’’ means any rules, regulations, guidelines, 
interpretations, orders, or requirements of gen-
eral applicability prescribed by any officer or 
employee of the executive branch.

§ 2004. School boundaries 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall, in accordance with this 
section, establish separate geographical attend-
ance areas for each Bureau school. 

(b) Alternative or revised boundaries 

(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2), on or 
after July 1, 1985, no attendance area shall be 
changed or established with respect to any Bu-
reau funded school unless the tribal governing 
body or the local school board concerned (if so 
designated by the tribal governing body) has 
been (i) afforded at least six months notice of 
the intention of the Bureau to change or estab-
lish such attendance area, and (ii) given the op-
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portunity to propose alternative boundaries. 
Any tribe may petition the Secretary for revi-
sion of existing attendance area boundaries. The 
Secretary shall accept such proposed alternative 
or revised boundaries unless the Secretary finds, 
after consultation with the affected tribe or 
tribes, that such revised boundaries do not re-
flect the needs of the Indian students to be 
served or do not provide adequate stability to 
all of the affected programs. 

(2) In any case where there is more than 1 Bu-
reau funded school located on an Indian reserva-
tion, at the direction of the tribal governing 
body, the relevant school boards of the Bureau 
funded schools on the reservation may, by mu-
tual consent, establish the relevant attendance 
areas for such schools, subject to the approval of 
the tribal governing body. Any such boundaries 
so established shall be accepted by the Sec-
retary. 

(c) Reservation as boundary 

In any case where there is only 1 Bureau oper-
ated program located on an Indian reservation, 
the attendance area for the program shall be the 
boundaries of the reservation served, and those 
students residing near the reservation shall also 
receive services from such program. 

(d) Coordination and consultation with tribes 
and school boards 

The Bureau shall include in the regulations 
the requirement that each appropriate edu-
cation line officer coordinate and consult with 
the affected tribes and relevant school boards in 
the establishment of such geographic bound-
aries.

§ 2005. Facilities construction 

(a) Compliance with health and safety standards 

The Secretary shall immediately begin to 
bring all schools, dormitories, and other facili-
ties operated by the Bureau or under contract or 
grant with the Bureau in connection with the 
education of Indian children into compliance 
with all applicable Federal, tribal, or State 
health and safety standards, whichever provide 
greater protection (except that the tribal stand-
ards to be applied shall be no greater than any 
otherwise applicable Federal or State stand-
ards), with section 794 of title 29, and with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 [42 
U.S.C. 12101 et seq.], except that nothing in this 
section shall require termination of the oper-
ations of any facility which does not comply 
with such provisions and which is in use on Oc-
tober 20, 1994. 

(b) Plan 

By January 1, 1996, and at each time there-
after that the annual budget request for Bureau 

educational services is presented, the Secretary 
shall submit to the appropriate committees of 
Congress a detailed plan to bring such facilities 
into compliance with such standards. Such plan 
shall include detailed information on the status 
of each facility’s compliance with such stand-
ards, specific cost estimates for meeting such 
standards at each school, and specific time lines 
for bringing each school into compliance with 
such standards. 

(c) Priorities 

Within six months of November 1, 1978,1 the 
Secretary shall submit to the appropriate com-
mittees of Congress, and publish in the Federal 
Register, the system used to establish priorities 
for school construction projects. At the time 
any budget request for school construction is 
presented, the Secretary shall publish in the 
Federal Register and submit with the budget re-
quest the current list of all school construction 
priorities. 

(d) Hazardous conditions at Bureau schools 

(1) A Bureau school may be closed or consoli-
dated, and the programs of a Bureau school may 
be substantially curtailed, by reason of plant 
conditions that constitute an immediate hazard 
to health and safety only if a health and safety 
officer of the Bureau determines that such con-
ditions exist at the Bureau school. 

(2)(A) In making determinations described in 
paragraph (1) before July 1, 1989, health and safe-
ty officers of the Bureau shall use the health 
and safety guidelines of the Bureau that were in 
effect on January 1, 1988. 

(B)(i) If— 
(I) the Secretary fails to publish in the Fed-

eral Register in final form before July 1, 1989, 
and 

(II) action described in paragraph (1) is 
taken after June 30, 1989, and before the date 
on which such regulations are published in 
final form in the Federal Register by reason of 
the condition of any plant, 

an inspection of the condition of such plant 
shall be conducted by an appropriate tribal, 
county, municipal, or State health and safety 
officer to determine whether conditions at such 
plant constitute an immediate hazard to health 
and safety. Such inspection shall be completed 
by not later than the date that is 30 days after 
the date on which the action described in para-
graph (1) is taken. 

(ii) The inspection required under clause (i) 
shall be conducted by a health and safety officer 
designated jointly by the Secretary and the 
tribes affected by the action described in para-
graph (1). If the Secretary and such tribes are 
unable to agree on the designation of the health 
and safety officer, the Secretary shall designate 
the health and safety officer and shall provide 
notice of such designation to each of such tribes 
before the inspection is conducted by such offi-
cer. 

(iii) If the health and safety officer conducting 
an inspection of a plant required under clause (i) 
determines that conditions at the plant do not 
constitute an immediate hazard to health and 
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safety, any consolidation or curtailment that 
was made by reason of conditions at the plant 
shall immediately cease and any school closed 
by reason of conditions at the plant shall be re-
opened immediately. 

(3) If— 
(A) a Bureau school is temporarily closed or 

consolidated, or the programs of a Bureau 
school are substantially curtailed, by reason 
of plant conditions that constitute an imme-
diate hazard to health and safety, and 

(B) the Secretary estimates that the closure, 
consolidation, or curtailment will be more 
than 1 year in duration, 

the Secretary shall submit to the Congress, by 
not later than the date that is 6 months after 
the date on which the closure, consolidation, or 
curtailment is initiated, a report which sets 
forth the reasons for such temporary actions 
and the actions the Secretary is taking to elimi-
nate the conditions that constitute the hazard. 

(e) Authorization of appropriations

sums as may be necessary to carry out sub-
section (a) of this section.

§ 2006. Bureau of Indian Affairs education func-
tions 

(a) Formulation and establishment of policy and 
procedure; supervision of programs and ex-
penditures 

The Secretary shall vest in the Assistant Sec-
retary for Indian Affairs all functions with re-
spect to formulation and establishment of policy 
and procedure, and supervision of programs and 
expenditures of Federal funds for the purpose of 
Indian education administered by the Bureau. 
The Assistant Secretary shall carry out such 
functions through the Director of the Office of 
Indian Education. 

(b) Direction and supervision of personnel oper-
ations 

The Director of the Office shall direct and su-
pervise the operations of all personnel directly 

and substantially involved with provision of 
education services by the Bureau, including 
school or institution custodial or maintenance 
personnel. The Assistant Secretary for Indian 
Affairs shall provide for the adequate coordina-
tion between the affected Bureau Offices and the 
Office to facilitate the consideration of all con-
tract functions relating to education. Except as 
required by section 2009 of this title, nothing in 
this Act shall be construed to require the provi-
sion of separate support services for Indian edu-
cation. 

(c) Evaluation of programs; services and support 
functions; technical and coordinating assist-
ance 

Education personnel who are under the direc-
tion and supervision of the Director of the Office 
in accordance with the first sentence of sub-
section (b) of this section shall— 

(1) monitor and evaluate Bureau education 
programs, 

(2) provide all services and support functions 
for education programs with respect to person-
nel matters involving staffing actions and 
functions, and 

(3) provide technical and coordinating assist-
ance in areas such as procurement, contract-
ing, budgeting, personnel, and curriculum. 

(d) Construction and improvement of facilities; 
operation and maintenance of facilities 

(1) The Assistant Secretary shall submit in the 
annual Budget a plan— 

(A) for school facilities to be constructed 
under the system required by section 2005(c) of 
this title; 

(B) for establishing priorities among 
projects and for the improvement and repair of 
education facilities, which together shall form 
the basis for the distribution of appropriated 
funds; and 

(C) including a 5-year plan for capital im-
provements. 

(2)(A) The Assistant Secretary shall establish 
a program, including the distribution of appro-
priated funds, for the operation and mainte-
nance of education facilities. Such program 
shall include— 

(i) a method of computing the amount nec-
essary for each education facility; 

(ii) similar treatment of all Bureau funded 
schools; 

(iii) a notice of an allocation of appropriated 
funds from the Director of the Office directly 
to the appropriate education line officers; and 

(iv) a system for the conduct of routine pre-
ventive maintenance. 

(B) The appropriate education line officers 
shall make arrangements for the maintenance of 
education facilities with the local supervisors of 
the Bureau maintenance personnel who are 
under the authority of the agency superintend-
ent or area directors, respectively. The local su-
pervisors of Bureau maintenance personnel shall 
take appropriate action to implement the deci-
sions made by the appropriate education line of-
ficers, except that no funds under this chapter 
may be authorized for expenditure unless such 
appropriate education line officer is assured 
that the necessary maintenance has been, or 
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will be, provided in a reasonable manner. Sub-
ject to the requirements of subsection (b) of this 
section, nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to require the provision of separate operations 
and maintenance personnel for the Office. 

(3) The requirements of this subsection shall 
be implemented not later than July 1, 1995. 

(e) Acceptance of gifts and bequests 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
the Director shall promulgate guidelines for the 
establishment of mechanisms for the acceptance 
of gifts and bequests for the use of, and benefit 
of, particular schools or designated Bureau oper-
ated education programs, including, where ap-
propriate, the establishment and administration 
of trust funds. When a Bureau operated program 
is the beneficiary of such a gift or bequest, the 
Director shall make provisions for monitoring 
its use, and shall report to the appropriate com-
mittees of Congress the amount and terms of 
such gift or bequest, the use to which such gift 
or bequest is put, and any positive results 
achieved by such action. 

(f) ‘‘Functions’’ defined 

For the purpose of this section the term ‘‘func-
tions’’ includes powers and duties.

§ 2007. Allotment formula 

(a) Factors considered; revision to reflect stand-
ards 

(1) The Secretary shall establish, by regula-
tion adopted in accordance with section 2019 of 
this title, a formula for determining the mini-
mum annual amount of funds necessary to sus-
tain each Bureau funded school. In establishing 
such formula, the Secretary shall consider— 

(A) the number of eligible Indian students 
served and size of the school; 

(B) special cost factors, such as— 
(i) the isolation of the school; 
(ii) the need for special staffing, transpor-

tation, or educational programs; 
(iii) food and housing costs; 
(iv) maintenance and repair costs associ-

ated with the physical condition of the edu-
cational facilities; 

(v) special transportation and other costs 
of isolated and small schools; 

(vi) the costs of boarding arrangements, 
where determined necessary by a tribal gov-
erning body or designated local school 
board; 

(vii) costs associated with greater lengths 
of service by educational personnel; and 

(viii) special programs for gifted and tal-
ented students; 

(C) the cost of providing academic services 
which are at least equivalent to those pro-
vided by public schools in the State in which 
the school is located; and 

(D) such other relevant factors as the Sec-
retary determines are appropriate. 

(2) Upon the establishment of the standards re-
quired by sections 2001 and 2002 of this title, the 
Secretary shall revise the formula established 
under this subsection to reflect the cost and 
funding standards so established. Prior to Janu-
ary 1, 1996, the Secretary shall review the for-
mula established under this section and shall 
take such steps as may be necessary to increase 
the availability of counseling services for stu-
dents in off-reservation boarding schools and 
other Bureau operated residential facilities. 
Concurrent with such action, the Secretary 
shall review the standards established under sec-
tion 2001 of this title to be certain that adequate 
provision is made for parental notification re-
garding, and consent for, such counseling serv-
ices. 

(b) Pro rata allotment 

Notwithstanding any other provisions of law, 
Federal funds appropriated for the general local 
operation of Bureau funded schools shall be al-
lotted pro rata in accordance with the formula 
established under subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) Annual adjustment; reservation of amount for 
training 

(1) For fiscal year 1990, and for each subse-
quent fiscal year, the Secretary shall adjust the 
formula established under subsection (a) of this 
section to— 

(A) use a weighted unit of 1.2 for each eligi-
ble Indian student enrolled in the seventh and 
eighth grades of the school in considering the 
number of eligible Indian students served by 
the school; 

(B) consider a school with an enrollment of 
less than 50 eligible Indian students as having 
an average daily attendance of 50 eligible In-
dian students for purposes of implementing 
the adjustment factor for small schools; and 

(C) take into account the provision of resi-
dential services on a less than 9-month basis 
at a school when the school board and super-
visor of the school determine that a less than 
9-month basis will be implemented for the 
school year involved. 

(2)(A) The Secretary shall reserve for national 
school board training 0.2 percent of the funds ap-
propriated for each fiscal year for distribution 
under this section. Such training shall be con-
ducted through the same organizations through 
which, and in the same manner in which, the 
training was conducted in fiscal year 1992, ex-

cept that the contracts for distribution of such 
funds shall require that such funds be distrib-
uted by the recipient organizations in a manner 
that assures the same pro rata share is made 
available for training for each school board in 
the system. If the contract for such training is 
not awarded before May 1 of each fiscal year, the 
contract under which such training was provided 
for the fiscal year preceding such fiscal year 
shall be renewed by the Secretary for such fiscal 
year. The agenda for the training sessions shall 
be established by the school boards through 
their regional or national organizations. 

(B) For each year in which the Secretary uses 
a weighted unit formula established under sub-
section (a) of this section to fund Bureau 
schools, a Bureau school which generates less 
than 168 weighted units shall receive an addi-
tional 2 weighted units to defray school board 
activities. 

(C) From the funds allotted in accordance with 
the formula established under subsection (a) of 
this section for each Bureau school, the local 
school board of such school may reserve an 
amount which does not exceed the greater of— 

(i) $5,000, or 
(ii) the lesser of— 

(I) $15,000, or 
(II) 1 percent of such allotted funds, 

for school board activities for such school, in-
cluding and notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of law, meeting expenses and the cost of 
membership in, and support of, organizations 
engaged in activities on behalf of Indian edu-
cation. 

(3) The Secretary shall adjust the formula es-
tablished under subsection (a) of this section to 
use a weighted unit of 2.0 for each eligible In-
dian student that— 

(A) is gifted and talented, and 
(B) is enrolled in the school on a full-time 

basis, 

in considering the number of eligible Indian stu-
dents served by the school. 

(4)(A) The Secretary shall adjust the formula 
established under subsection (a) of this section 
to use a weighted unit of 0.25 for each eligible 
Indian student who is enrolled in a year-long 
credit course in an Indian or Native language as 
part of the regular curriculum of a school, in 
considering the number of eligible Indian stu-
dents served by such school. 

(B) The adjustment required under subpara-
graph (A) shall be used for such school after— 

(i) the certification of the Indian or Native 
language curriculum by the school board of 
such school to the Secretary, together with an 
estimate of the number of full-time students 
expected to be enrolled in the curriculum in 
the second school year following the school 
year for which the certification is made; and 

(ii) the funds appropriated for allotment 
under this section are designated by the appro-
priations Act appropriating such funds as the 
amount necessary to implement such adjust-
ment at such school without reducing allot-
ments made under this section to any school 
by virtue of such adjustment. 

(d) Reservation of amount for emergencies 

The Secretary shall reserve from the funds 
available for distribution for each fiscal year 

under this section an amount which, in the ag-
gregate, shall equal 1 percent of the funds avail-
able for such purpose for that fiscal year. Such 
funds shall be used, at the discretion of the Di-
rector of the Office, to meet emergencies and 
unforeseen contingencies affecting the edu-
cation programs funded under this section. 
Funds reserved under this subsection may only 
be expended for education services or programs 
at a schoolsite (as defined in section 2503(c)(2) of 
this title). Funds reserved under this subsection 
shall remain available without fiscal year limi-
tation until expended. However, the aggregate 
amount available from all fiscal years may not 
exceed 1 percent of the current year funds. 
Whenever the Secretary makes funds available 
under this subsection, the Secretary shall report 
such action to the appropriate committees of 
Congress within the annual budget submission. 

(e) Supplemental appropriations 

Supplemental appropriations enacted to meet 
increased pay costs attributable to school level 
personnel shall be distributed under this sec-
tion. 

(f) ‘‘Eligible Indian student’’ defined 

For the purpose of this section, the term ‘‘eli-
gible Indian student’’ means a student who— 

(1) is a member of or is at least a 1⁄4 degree 
Indian blood descendant of a member of an In-
dian tribe which is eligible for the special pro-
grams and services provided by the United 
States through the Bureau to Indians because 
of their status as Indians, and 

(2) resides on or near an Indian reservation 
or meets the criteria for attendance at a Bu-
reau off-reservation boarding school. 

(g) Tuition 

(1) An eligible Indian student may not be 
charged tuition for attendance at a Bureau 
school or contract or grant school. A student at-
tending a Bureau school under paragraph (2)(C) 
may not be charged tuition. 

(2) The Secretary may permit the attendance 
at a Bureau school of a student who is not an el-
igible Indian student if— 

(A) the Secretary determines that the stu-
dent’s attendance will not adversely affect the 
school’s program for eligible Indian students 
because of cost, overcrowding, or violation of 
standards, 

(B) the school board consents, 
(C) the student is a dependent of a Bureau, 

Indian Health Service, or tribal government, 
employee who lives on or near the school site, 
or 

(D) a tuition is paid for the student that is 
not more than that charged by the nearest 
public school district for out-of-district stu-
dents, is 1 in addition to the school’s allocation 
under this section. 

(3) The school board of a contract or grant 
school may permit students who are not eligible 
Indian students under this subsection to attend 
its contract school or grant school and any tui-
tion collected for those students is in addition 
to funding under this section. 
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(h) Funds available without fiscal year limitation 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
at the election of the school board of a Bureau 
school made at any time during the fiscal year, 
a portion equal to not more than 15 percent of 
the funds allocated with respect to a school 
under this section for any fiscal year shall re-
main available to the school for expenditure 
without fiscal year limitation. The Assistant 
Secretary shall take steps as may be necessary 
to implement this provision immediately. 

(i) Students boarding at Richfield Dormitory, 
Richfield, Utah 

Beginning with academic year 1994–1995, tui-
tion for the out-of-State students boarding at 
the Richfield Dormitory in Richfield, Utah, who 
attend Sevier County high schools in Richfield, 
Utah, shall be paid from the Indian school 
equalization program funds authorized in this 
section and section 2010 of this title at a rate 
not to exceed the amount per weighted student 
unit for that year for the instruction of such 
students. No additional administrative cost 
funds shall be added to the grant.

§ 2008. Administrative cost grants 

(a) Purpose; effect upon appropriated amounts 

(1) The Secretary shall, subject to the avail-
ability of appropriated funds, provide grants to 
each tribe or tribal organization operating a 
contract school or grant school in the amount 
determined under this section with respect to 
the tribe or tribal organization for the purpose 
of paying the administrative and indirect costs 
incurred in operating contract or grant schools 
in order to— 

(A) enable tribes and tribal organizations op-
erating such schools, without reducing direct 
program services to the beneficiaries of the 
program, to provide all related administrative 
overhead services and operations necessary to 
meet the requirements of law and prudent 
management practice, and 

(B) carry out other necessary support func-
tions which would otherwise be provided by 
the Secretary or other Federal officers or em-
ployees, from resources other than direct pro-
gram funds, in support of comparable Bureau 
operated programs. 

(2) Amounts appropriated to fund the grants 
provided under this section shall be in addition 
to, and shall not reduce, the amounts appro-
priated for the program being administered by 
the contract or grant school. 

(b) Determination of amount; reduction for Fed-
eral education program payments; reim-
bursement by Federal departments or agen-
cies 

(1) The amount of the grant provided to each 
tribe or tribal organization under this section 
for each fiscal year shall be determined by ap-
plying the administrative cost percentage rate 
of the tribe or tribal organization to the aggre-
gate of the Bureau elementary and secondary 
functions operated by the tribe or tribal organi-
zation for which funds are received from or 
through the Bureau. The administrative cost 
percentage rate determined under subsection (c) 
of this section does not apply to other programs 
operated by the tribe or tribal organization. 

(2) The Secretary shall— 
(A) reduce the amount of the grant deter-

mined under paragraph (1) to the extent that 
payments for administrative costs are actu-
ally received by an Indian tribe or tribal orga-
nization under any Federal education program 
included in the direct cost base of the tribe or 
tribal organization, and 

(B) take such actions as may be necessary to 
be reimbursed by any other department or 
agency of the Federal Government for the por-
tion of grants made under this section for the 
costs of administering any program for Indi-
ans that is funded by appropriations made to 
such other department or agency. 

(c) Administrative cost percentage rate 

(1) For purposes of this section, the adminis-
trative cost percentage rate for a contract or 
grant school for a fiscal year is equal to the per-
centage determined by dividing— 

(A) the sum of— 
(i) the amount equal to— 

(I) the direct cost base of the tribe or 
tribal organization for the fiscal year, 
multiplied by 

(II) the minimum base rate, plus 

(ii) the amount equal to— 
(I) the standard direct cost base, multi-

plied by 
(II) the maximum base rate, by 

(B) the sum of— 
(i) the direct cost base of the tribe or trib-

al organization for the fiscal year, plus 
(ii) the standard direct cost base. 

(2) The administrative cost percentage rate 
shall be determined to the 1⁄100 of a decimal 
point. 

(d) Administrative cost account; availability of 
funds; effect upon indirect cost recovery de-
terminations 

(1)(A) Funds received by a tribe or contract or 
grant school as grants under this section for 
tribal elementary or secondary educational pro-
grams may be combined by the tribe or contract 
or grant school into a single administrative cost 
account without the necessity of maintaining 
separate funding source accounting. 

(B) Indirect cost funds for programs at the 
school which share common administrative 
services with tribal elementary or secondary 
educational programs may be included in the ad-
ministrative cost account described in subpara-
graph (A). 
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(2) Funds received as grants under this section 
with respect to tribal elementary or secondary 
education programs shall remain available to 
the contract or grant school without fiscal year 
limitation and without diminishing the amount 
of any grants otherwise payable to the school 
under this section for any fiscal year beginning 
after the fiscal year for which the grant is pro-
vided. 

(3) Funds received as grants under this section 
for Bureau funded programs operated by a tribe 
or tribal organization under a contract or agree-
ment shall not be taken into consideration for 
purposes of indirect cost underrecovery and 
overrecovery determinations by any Federal 
agency for any other funds, from whatever 
source derived. 

(4) In applying this section and section 105 of 
the Indian Self-Determination and Education 
Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450j] with respect to an 
Indian tribe or tribal organization that— 

(A) receives funds under this section for ad-
ministrative costs incurred in operating a con-
tract or grant school or a school operated 
under the Tribally Controlled Schools Act of 
1988 [25 U.S.C. 2501 et seq.], and 

(B) operates 1 or more other programs under 
a contract or grant provided under the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], 

the Secretary shall ensure that the Indian tribe 
or tribal organization is provided with the full 
amount of the administrative costs, and of the 
indirect costs, that are associated with operat-
ing the contract or grant school, a school oper-
ated under the Tribally Controlled Schools Act 
of 1988, and all of such other programs, except 
that funds appropriated for implementation of 
this section shall be used only to supply the 
amount of the grant required to be provided by 
this section. 

(e) Definitions 

For purposes of this section: 
(1)(A) The term ‘‘administrative cost’’ 

means the costs of necessary administrative 
functions which— 

(i) the tribe or tribal organization incurs 
as a result of operating a tribal elementary 
or secondary educational program, 

(ii) are not customarily paid by com-
parable Bureau operated programs out of di-
rect program funds, and 

(iii) are either— 
(I) normally provided for comparable Bu-

reau programs by Federal officials using 
resources other than Bureau direct pro-
gram funds, or 

(II) are otherwise required of tribal self- 
determination program operators by law 
or prudent management practice. 

(B) The term ‘‘administrative cost’’ may in-
clude— 

(i) contract or grant (or other agreement) 
administration; 

(ii) executive, policy, and corporate leader-
ship and decisionmaking; 

(iii) program planning, development, and 
management; 

(iv) fiscal, personnel, property, and pro-
curement management; 

(v) related office services and record keep-
ing; and 

(vi) costs of necessary insurance, auditing, 
legal, safety and security services. 

(2) The term ‘‘Bureau elementary and sec-
ondary functions’’ means— 

(A) all functions funded at Bureau schools 
by the Office; 

(B) all programs— 
(i) funds for which are appropriated to 

other agencies of the Federal Government, 
and 

(ii) which are administered for the bene-
fit of Indians through Bureau schools; and 

(C) all operation, maintenance, and repair 
funds for facilities and government quarters 
used in the operation or support of elemen-
tary and secondary education functions for 
the benefit of Indians, from whatever source 
derived. 

(3)(A) Except as otherwise provided in this 
subparagraph (B), the direct cost base of a 
tribe or tribal organization for the fiscal year 
is the aggregate direct cost program funding 
for all tribal elementary or secondary edu-
cational programs operated by the tribe or 
tribal organization during— 

(i) the second fiscal year preceding such 
fiscal year, or 

(ii) if such programs have not been oper-
ated by the tribe or tribal organization dur-
ing the 2 preceding fiscal years, the first fis-
cal year preceding such fiscal year. 

(B) In the case of Bureau elementary or sec-
ondary education functions which have not 
previously been operated by a tribe or tribal 
organization under contract, grant, or agree-
ment with the Bureau, the direct cost base for 
the initial year shall be the projected aggre-
gate direct cost program funding for all Bu-
reau elementary and secondary functions to be 
operated by the tribe or tribal organization 
during that fiscal year. 

(4) The term ‘‘maximum base rate’’ means 50 
percent. 

(5) The term ‘‘minimum base rate’’ means 11 
percent. 

(6) The term ‘‘standard direct cost base’’ 
means $600,000. 

(7) The term ‘‘tribal elementary or second-
ary educational programs’’ means all Bureau 
elementary and secondary functions, together 
with any other Bureau programs or portions of 
programs (excluding funds for social services 
that are appropriated to agencies other than 
the Bureau and are expended through the Bu-
reau, funds for major subcontracts, construc-
tion, and other major capital expenditures, 
and unexpended funds carried over from prior 
years) which share common administrative 
cost functions, that are operated directly by a 
tribe or tribal organization under a contract, 
grant, or agreement with the Bureau. 

(f) Studies for determination of factors affecting 
costs, minimum and maximum base rates, 
and standard direct cost base; report to Con-
gress 

(1) Upon April 28, 1988, the Secretary shall— 
(A) conduct such studies as may be needed to 

establish an empirical basis for determining 
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relevant factors substantially affecting the re-
quired administrative costs of tribal elemen-
tary and secondary educational programs, 
using the formula set forth in subsection (c) of 
this section, and 

(B) conduct a study to determine— 
(i) a maximum base rate which ensures 

that the amount of the grants provided 
under this section will provide adequate (but 
not excessive) funding of the administrative 
costs of the smallest tribal elementary or 
secondary educational programs, 

(ii) a minimum base rate which ensures 
that the amount of the grants provided 
under this section will provide adequate (but 
not excessive) funding of the administrative 
costs of the largest tribal elementary or sec-
ondary educational programs, and 

(iii) a standard direct cost base which is 
the aggregate direct cost funding level for 
which the percentage determined under sub-
section (c) of this section will— 

(I) be equal to the median between the 
maximum base rate and the minimum base 
rate, and 

(II) ensure that the amount of the grants 
provided under this section will provide 
adequate (but not excessive) funding of the 
administrative costs of tribal elementary 
or secondary educational programs closest 
to the size of the program. 

(2) The studies required under paragraph (1) 
shall— 

(A) be conducted in full consultation (in ac-
cordance with section 2011 of this title) with— 

(i) the tribes and tribal organizations that 
are affected by the application of the for-
mula set forth in subsection (c) of this sec-
tion, and 

(ii) all national and regional Indian orga-
nizations of which such tribes and tribal or-
ganizations are typically members; 

(B) be conducted onsite with a representa-
tive statistical sample of the tribal elemen-
tary or secondary educational programs under 
a contract entered into with a nationally rep-
utable public accounting and business consult-
ing firm; 

(C) take into account the availability of 
skilled labor, commodities, business and auto-
matic data processing services, related Indian 
preference and Indian control of education re-
quirements, and any other market factors 
found substantially to affect the administra-
tive costs and efficiency of each such tribal 
elementary or secondary educational program 
studied in order to assure that all required ad-
ministrative activities can reasonably be de-
livered in a cost effective manner for each 
such program, given an administrative cost al-
lowance generated by the values, percentages, 
or other factors found in the studies to be rel-
evant in such formula; 

(D) identify, and quantify in terms of per-
centages of direct program costs, any general 
factors arising from geographic isolation, or 
numbers of programs administered, independ-
ent of program size factors used to compute a 
base administrative cost percentage in such 
formula; and 

(E) identify any other incremental cost fac-
tors substantially affecting the costs of re-
quired administrative cost functions at any of 
the tribal elementary or secondary edu-
cational programs studied and determine 
whether the factors are of general applicabil-
ity to other such programs, and (if so) how the 
factors may effectively be incorporated into 
such formula. 

(3) In carrying out the studies required under 
this subsection, the Secretary shall obtain the 
input of, and afford an opportunity to partici-
pate to, the Inspector General of the Depart-
ment of the Interior. 

(4) Determinations described in paragraph 
(2)(C) shall be based on what is pragmatically 
possible to do at each location studied, given 
prudent management practice, irrespective of 
whether required administrative services were 
actually or fully delivered at these sites, or 
other services were delivered instead, during the 
period of the study. 

(5) Upon completion of the studies conducted 
under paragraph (1), but in no case later than 
October 1, 1989, the Secretary shall submit to 
the Congress a report on the findings of the 
studies, together with determinations based 
upon such findings that would affect the defini-
tions of terms used in the formula that is set 
forth in subsection (c) of this section. 

(6) The Secretary shall include in the Bureau’s 
justification for each appropriations request for 
each fiscal year beginning after fiscal year 1989, 
a projection of the overall costs associated with 
the formula set forth in subsection (c) of this 
section for all tribal elementary or secondary 
educational programs which the Secretary ex-
pects to be funded in the fiscal year for which 
the appropriations are sought. 

(7) For purposes of this subsection, the size of 
tribal elementary or secondary educational pro-
grams is determined by the aggregate direct 
cost program funding level for all Bureau funded 
programs which share common administrative 
cost functions. 

(g) Authorization of appropriations; procedure 
where amount of funds necessary exceeds 
appropriated amount 

(1) There are authorized to be appropriated for 
each fiscal year such sums as may be necessary 
to carry out this section. 

(2) If the total amount of funds necessary to 
provide grants to tribes and tribal organizations 
in the amounts determined under subsection (b) 
of this section for a fiscal year exceeds the 
amount of funds appropriated to carry out this 
section for such fiscal year, the Secretary shall 
reduce the amount of each grant determined 
under subsection (b) of this section for such fis-
cal year by an amount that bears the same rela-
tionship to such excess as the amount of such 
grant determined under subsection (b) of this 
section bears to the total of all grants deter-
mined under subsection (b) of this section for all 
tribes and tribal organizations for such fiscal 
year. 

(h) Amounts for fiscal years 1989, 1990, and 1991 

(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this section, the amount of the grants provided 
under this section for fiscal year 1989 shall— 
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(A) in lieu of being determined under sub-
section (b) of this section, be determined for 
each tribal elementary or secondary edu-
cational program on the same basis that indi-
rect costs were determined for such programs 
for fiscal year 1988, and 

(B) be subject to the provisions of subsection 
(d) of this section. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this section, the amount of the grant provided 
under this section for fiscal year 1990 with re-
spect to each tribal elementary and secondary 
educational program that was operated by a 
tribe or tribal organization in fiscal year 1989 
shall be equal to— 

(A) if the amount of the grant determined 
under subsection (b) of this section for fiscal 
year 1990 with respect to such program exceeds 
the amount received by the tribe or tribal or-
ganization with respect to such program for 
administrative costs for fiscal year 1988 (or fis-
cal year 1989 if such program was not operated 
by the tribe or tribal organization during fis-
cal year 1988), the sum of— 

(i) such amount received, plus 
(ii) 1⁄3 of the excess of— 

(I) such amount determined under sub-
section (b) of this section, over 

(II) such amount received, or 

(B) if such amount received exceeds such 
amount determined under subsection (b) of 
this section, the excess of— 

(i) such amount received, over 
(ii) an amount equal to 1⁄3 of the excess of— 

(I) such amount received, over 
(II) such amount determined under sub-

section (b) of this section. 

(3) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this section, the amount of the grants provided 
under this section for fiscal year 1991 with re-
spect to each tribal elementary and secondary 
educational program that was operated by a 
tribe or tribal organization in fiscal year 1989 
shall be equal to— 

(A) if the amount of the grant determined 
under subsection (b) of this section for fiscal 
year 1991 with respect to such program exceeds 
the amount received by the tribe or tribal or-
ganization with respect to such program for 
administrative costs for fiscal year 1990, the 
sum of— 

(i) such amount received, plus 
(ii) 1⁄2 of the excess of— 

(I) such amount determined under sub-
section (b) of this section, over 

(II) such amount received, or 

(B) if such amount received exceeds such 
amount determined under subsection (b) of 
this section, the excess of— 

(i) such amount received, over 
(ii) an amount equal to 1⁄2 of the excess of— 

(I) such amount received over, 
(II) such amount determined under sub-

section (b) of this section.

§ 2009. Division of Budget Analysis 

(a) Establishment 

Within 24 months of October 20, 1994, the Sec-
retary shall establish within the Office a Divi-
sion of Budget Analysis (hereinafter referred to 
as the ‘‘Division’’). Such Division shall be under 
the direct supervision and control of the Direc-
tor of the Office. 

(b) Functions 

The Division shall have the capacity to con-
duct such studies, surveys, or other activities as 
are necessary to gather demographic informa-
tion on Bureau-funded schools (current and fu-
ture) and project the amount necessary to pro-
vide Indian students in such schools the edu-
cational program set forth in this chapter. 

(c) Annual reports 

The Division shall prepare projections on such 
amounts, along with such other information as 
the Director of the Office shall require, for each 
fiscal year beginning after October 1, 1996. The 
Director of the Office and the Assistant Sec-
retary for Indian Affairs shall use such reports 
when preparing their annual budget submis-
sions.

§ 2010. Uniform direct funding and support 

(a) Establishment of system 

(1) Within six months after October 20, 1994, 
the Secretary shall establish, by regulation 
adopted in accordance with section 2019 of this 
title, a system for the direct funding and sup-
port of all Bureau funded schools. Such system 
shall allot funds, in accordance with section 2007 
of this title. All amounts appropriated for dis-
tribution under this section may be made avail-
able under paragraph (2). 

(2)(A) For the purpose of affording adequate 
notice of funding available pursuant to the al-
lotments made by section 2007 of this title, 
amounts appropriated in an appropriation Act 
for any fiscal year shall become available for ob-
ligation by the affected schools on July 1 of the 
fiscal year in which such amounts are appro-
priated without further action by the Secretary, 
and shall remain available for obligation 
through the succeeding fiscal year. 

(B) The Secretary shall, on the basis of the 
amount appropriated in accordance with this 
paragraph— 

(i) publish, on July 1 of the fiscal year for 
which the funds are appropriated, allotments 
to each affected school made under section 
2007 of this title of 85 percent of such appro-
priation; and 

(ii) publish, not later than September 30 of 
such fiscal year, the allotments to be made 
under section 2007 of this title of the remain-
ing 15 percent of such appropriation, adjusted 
to reflect actual student attendance. 

(3)(A) Notwithstanding any law or regulation, 
the supervisor of a Bureau school may expend an 
aggregate of not more than $35,000 of the 
amount allotted the school under section 2007 of 
this title to acquire supplies and equipment for 
the school without competitive bidding if— 

(i) the cost for any single item purchased 
does not exceed $10,000; 

(ii) the school board approves the procure-
ment; 

(iii) the supervisor certifies that the cost is 
fair and reasonable; 

(iv) the documents relating to the procure-
ment executed by the supervisor or other 
school staff cite this paragraph as authority 
for the procurement; and 

(v) the transaction is documented in a jour-
nal maintained at the school clearly identify-
ing when the transaction occurred, what was 
acquired and from whom, the prices paid, the 
quantities acquired, and any other informa-

tion the supervisor or school board considers 
relevant. 

(B) The Director shall be responsible for deter-
mining the application of this paragraph, in-
cluding the authorization of specific individuals 
to carry out this paragraph, and shall be respon-
sible for the provision of guidelines on the use of 
this paragraph and adequate training on such 
guidelines. 

(4) If a sequestration order issued under the 
Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control 
Act of 1985 reduces the amount of funds avail-
able for allotment under section 2007 of this title 
for any fiscal year by more than 7 percent of the 
amount of funds available for allotment under 
such section during the preceding fiscal year— 

(A) the Secretary, notwithstanding any 
other law, may use— 

(i) funds appropriated for the operation of 
any Bureau school that is closed or consoli-
dated, and 

(ii) funds appropriated for any program 
that has been curtailed at any Bureau 
school, 

to fund allotments made under section 2007 of 
this title, and 

(B) the Secretary may waive the application 
of the provisions of section 2001(h) of this title 
with respect to the closure or consolidation of 
a school, or the curtailment of a program at a 
school, during such fiscal year if the funds de-
scribed in clauses (i) and (ii) of subparagraph 
(A) with respect to such school are used to 
fund allotments made under section 2007 of 
this title for such fiscal year. 

(b) Local financial plans for expenditure of funds 

In the case of all Bureau schools, allotted 
funds shall be expended on the basis of local fi-
nancial plans which shall be prepared by the 
local school supervisor in active consultation 
with the local school board for each school, and 
the local school board for each school shall have 
the authority to ratify, reject, or amend such fi-
nancial plan, and expenditures thereunder, and, 
on its own determination or in response to the 
supervisor of the school, to revise such financial 
plan to meet needs not foreseen at the time of 
preparation of the financial plan. The supervisor 
shall provide the appropriate union representa-
tive of the education employees with copies of 
proposed draft financial plans and all amend-
ments or modifications thereto, at the same 
time such copies are submitted to the local 
school board. The supervisor of the school may 
appeal any such action of the local school board 
to the appropriate education line officer of the 
Bureau agency by filing a written statement de-
scribing the action and the reasons the super-
visor believes such action should be overturned. 
A copy of such statement shall be submitted to 
the local school board and such board shall be 
afforded an opportunity to respond, in writing, 
to such appeal. After reviewing such written ap-
peal and response, the appropriate education 
line officer may, for good cause, overturn the ac-
tion of the local school board. The appropriate 
line education officer shall transmit the deter-
mination of such appeal in the form of a written 
opinion to such board and to such supervisor

identifying the reasons for overturning such ac-
tion. 

(c) Use of self-determination grant funds 

Funds for self-determination grants under sec-
tion 450h(a)(2) of this title shall not be used for 
providing technical assistance and training in 
the field of education by the Bureau unless such 
services are provided in accordance with a plan, 
agreed to by the tribe or tribes affected and the 
Bureau, under which control of education pro-
grams is intended to be transferred to such tribe 
or tribes within a specific period of time nego-
tiated under such agreement. The Secretary 
may approve applications for funding tribal divi-
sions of education and the development of tribal 
codes of education from funds appropriated pur-
suant to section 450h(a) 1 of this title. 

(d) Technical assistance and training 

In the exercise of its authority under this sec-
tion, a local school board may request technical 
assistance and training from the Secretary, and 
the Secretary shall, to the greatest extent pos-
sible, provide such services, and make appro-
priate provisions in the budget of the Office for 
such services. 

(e) Summer program of academic and support 
services 

(1) A financial plan under subsection (b) of this 
section for a school may include, at the discre-
tion of the local administrator and the school 
board of such school, a provision for a summer 
program of academic and support services for 
students of the school. Any such program may 
include activities related to the prevention of 
alcohol and substance abuse. The Assistant Sec-
retary of Indian Affairs shall provide for the uti-
lization of any such school facility during any 
summer in which such utilization is requested. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, funds authorized under the Act of April 16, 
1934 (25 U.S.C. 452 et seq.) and this Act may be 
used to augment the services provided in each 
summer program at the option, and under the 
control, of the tribe or Indian controlled school 
receiving such funds. 

(3) The Assistant Secretary of Indian Affairs, 
acting through the Director of the Office, shall 
provide technical assistance and coordination 
for any program described in paragraph (1) and 
shall, to the extent possible, encourage the co-
ordination of such programs with any other 
summer programs that might benefit Indian 
youth, regardless of the funding source or ad-
ministrative entity of any such program. 

(f) Cooperative agreements 

(1) From funds allotted to a Bureau school 
under section 2007 of this title, the Secretary 
shall, if specifically requested by the tribal gov-
erning body (within the meaning of section 
2001(k) of this title), implement any cooperative 
agreement entered into between the tribe, the 
Bureau school board, and the local public school 
district which meets the requirements of para-
graph (2) and involves the school. The tribe, the 
Bureau school board, and the local public school 
district shall determine the terms of the agree-

ment. Such agreement may encompass coordina-
tion of all or any part of the following: 

(A) Academic program and curriculum, un-
less the Bureau school is currently accredited 
by a State or regional accrediting entity and 
would not continue to be so accredited. 

(B) Support services, including procurement 
and facilities maintenance. 

(C) Transportation. 

(2) Each agreement entered into pursuant to 
the authority provided in paragraph (1) shall 
confer a benefit upon the Bureau school com-
mensurate with the burden assumed, though 
this requirement shall not be construed so as to 
require equal expenditures or an exchange of 
similar services. 

(g) Product or result of student projects 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
where there is agreement on action between the 
superintendent and the school board of a Bureau 
funded school, the product or result of a project 
conducted in whole or in major part by a stu-
dent may be given to that student upon the 
completion of such project. 

(h) Federal matching funds requirements 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
funds received by a Bureau funded school under 
this chapter shall not be considered Federal 
funds for purposes of meeting a matching funds 
requirement in any Federal program.

§ 2011. Policy for Indian control of Indian edu-
cation 

(a) Facilitation of Indian control 

It shall be the policy of the Secretary and the 
Bureau, in carrying out the functions of the Bu-
reau, to facilitate Indian control of Indian af-
fairs in all matters relating to education. 

(b) Consultation with tribes 

(1) All actions under this Act shall be done 
with active consultation with tribes. 

(2) The consultation required under paragraph 
(1) means a process involving the open discus-
sion and joint deliberation of all options with 
respect to potential issues or changes between 
the Bureau and all interested parties. During 
such discussions and joint deliberations, inter-
ested parties (including tribes and school offi-
cials) shall be given an opportunity to present 
issues including proposals regarding changes in 
current practices or programs which will be con-
sidered for future action by the Bureau. All in-
terested parties shall be given an opportunity to 
participate and discuss the options presented or 
to present other alternatives, with the views and 
concerns of the interested parties given effect 
unless the Secretary determines, from informa-
tion educed or presented by the interested par-
ties during 1 or more of the discussions and de-
liberations, that there is a substantial reason 
for another course of action. The Secretary shall 
submit to any Member of Congress, within 18 
days of the receipt of a written request by such 
Member, a written explanation of any decision 
made by the Secretary which is not consistent 
with the views of the interested parties.

§ 2012. Education personnel 

(a) In general 

(1) Chapter 51, subchapter III of chapter 53, and

Not later than the effective date of subsection 
(a)(2) of this section, the Secretary shall pre-
scribe regulations to carry out this section. 
Such regulations shall govern— 

(1) the establishment of education positions, 
(2) the establishment of qualifications for 

educators, 
(3) the fixing of basic compensation for edu-

cators and education positions, 
(4) the appointment of educators, 
(5) the discharge of educators, 
(6) the entitlement of educators to com-

pensation, 
(7) the payment of compensation to edu-

cators, 
(8) the conditions of employment of edu-

cators, 
(9) the length of the school year applicable 

to education positions described in subsection 
(n)(1)(A) of this section, 

(10) the leave system for educators, and 
(11) such other matters as may be appro-

priate. 

(c) Qualifications of educators 

(1) In prescribing regulations to govern the 
qualifications of educators, the Secretary shall 
require— 

(A)(i) that lists of qualified and interviewed 
applicants for education positions be main-
tained in each agency and area office of the 
Bureau from among individuals who have ap-
plied at the agency or area level for an edu-
cation position or who have applied at the na-
tional level and have indicated in such appli-
cation an interest in working in certain areas 
or agencies; and 

(ii) that a list of qualified and interviewed 
applicants for education positions be main-
tained in the Office from among individuals 
who have applied at the national level for an 
education position and who have expressed in-
terest in working in an education position 
anywhere in the United States; 

(B) that a local school board shall have the 
authority to waive on a case-by-case basis, 
any formal education or degree qualifications 
established by regulation pursuant to sub-
section (b)(2) of this section, in order for a 
tribal member to be hired in an education po-
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sition to teach courses on tribal culture and 
language and that subject to subsection 
(d)(2)(A) of this section, a determination by a 
school board that such a person be hired shall 
be followed by the supervisor; and 

(C) that it shall not be a prerequisite to the 
employment of an individual in an education 
position at the local level that such individ-
ual’s name appear on the national list main-
tained pursuant to paragraph (1)(A)(ii) or that 
such individual has applied at the national 
level for an education position. 

(2) The Secretary may authorize the tem-
porary employment in an education position of 
an individual who has not met the certification 
standards established pursuant to regulations, if 
the Secretary determines that failure to do so 
would result in that position remaining vacant. 

(d) Hiring of educators 

(1) In prescribing regulations to govern the ap-
pointment of educators, the Secretary shall re-
quire— 

(A)(i) that educators employed in a school 
(other than the supervisor of the school) shall 
be hired by the supervisor of the school unless 
there are no qualified applicants available, in 
which case the vacant position shall be filled 
at the national level from the list maintained 
pursuant to subsection (c)(1)(A)(ii) of this sec-
tion; 

(ii) each school supervisor shall be hired by 
the education line officer of the agency office 
of the Bureau in which the school is located; 
and 

(iii) educators employed in an agency office 
of the Bureau shall be hired by the super-
intendent for education of the agency office; 

(B) that before an individual is employed in 
an education position in a school by the super-
visor of a school (or, with respect to the posi-
tion of supervisor, by the appropriate agency 
education line officer), the local school board 
for the school shall be consulted, and that sub-
ject to paragraph (2), a determination by the 
school board that such individual should or 
should not be so employed shall be followed by 
the supervisor (or with respect to the position 
of supervisor, by the agency superintendent 
for education); and 

(C) that before an individual may be em-
ployed in an education position at the agency 
level, the appropriate agency school board 
shall be consulted, and that, subject to para-
graph (3), a determination by such school 
board that such individual should or should 
not be employed shall be followed by the agen-
cy superintendent for education. 

(2)(A) The supervisor of a school may appeal to 
the appropriate agency education line officer 
any determination by the local school board for 
the school that an individual be employed, or 
not be employed, in an education position in the 
school (other than that of supervisor) by filing a 
written statement describing the determination 
and the reasons the supervisor believes such de-
termination should be overturned. A copy of 
such statement shall be submitted to the local 
school board and such board shall be afforded an 
opportunity to respond, in writing, to such ap-

peal. After reviewing such written appeal and 
response, the education line officer may, for 
good cause, overturn the determination of the 
local school board. The education line officer 
shall transmit the determination of such appeal 
in the form of a written opinion to such board 
and to such supervisor identifying the reasons 
for overturning such determination. 

(B) The education line officer of an agency of-
fice of the Bureau may appeal to the Director of 
the Office any determination by the local school 
board for the school that an individual be em-
ployed, or not be employed, as the supervisor of 
a school by filing a written statement describing 
the determination and the reasons the super-
visor believes such determination should be 
overturned. A copy of such statement shall be 
submitted to the local school board and such 
board shall be afforded an opportunity to re-
spond, in writing, to such appeal. After review-
ing such written appeal and response, the Direc-
tor may, for good cause, overturn the deter-
mination of the local school board. The Director 
shall transmit the determination of such appeal 
in the form of a written opinion to such board 
and to such education line officer identifying 
the reasons for overturning such determination. 

(3) The education line officer of an agency of-
fice of the Bureau may appeal to the Director of 
the Office any determination by the agency 
school board that an individual be employed, or 
not be employed, in an education position in 
such agency office by filing a written statement 
describing the determination and the reasons 
the supervisor believes such determination 
should be overturned. A copy of such statement 
shall be submitted to the agency school board 
and such board shall be afforded an opportunity 
to respond, in writing, to such appeal. After re-
viewing such written appeal and response, the 
Director may, for good cause, overturn the de-
termination of the agency school board. The Di-
rector shall transmit the determination of such 
appeal in the form of a written opinion to such 
board and to such education line officer identi-
fying the reasons for overturning such deter-
mination. 

(4) Any individual who applies at the local 
level for an education position shall state on 
such individual’s application whether or not 
such individual has applied at the national level 
for an education position in the Bureau. If such 
individual is employed at the local level, such 
individual’s name shall immediately be for-
warded to the Secretary, who shall, as soon as 
possible but in no event in more than 30 days, 
ascertain the accuracy of the statement made 
by such individual pursuant to the first sentence 
of this paragraph. If the individual’s statement 
is found to have been false, such individual, at 
the Secretary’s discretion, may be disciplined or 
discharged. If the individual had applied at the 
national level for an education position in the 
Bureau, the appointment of such individual at 
the local level shall be conditional for a period 
of 90 days, during which period the Secretary 
may appoint a more qualified individual (as de-
termined by the Secretary) from the list main-
tained at the national level pursuant to sub-
section (c)(1)(A)(ii) of this section to the posi-
tion to which such individual was appointed. 
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(5) Except as expressly provided, nothing in 
this section shall be construed as conferring 
upon local school boards, authority over, or con-
trol of, educators. 

(e) Discharge and conditions of employment of 
educators 

(1) In prescribing regulations to govern the 
discharge and conditions of employment of edu-
cators, the Secretary shall require— 

(A) that procedures be established for the 
rapid and equitable resolution of grievances of 
educators; 

(B) that no educator may be discharged 
without notice of the reasons therefore and op-
portunity for a hearing under procedures that 
comport with the requirements of due process; 
and 

(C) educators employed in Bureau schools 
shall be notified 60 days prior to the end of the 
school year whether their employment con-
tract will be renewed for the following year. 

(2) The supervisor of a Bureau school may dis-
charge (subject to procedures established under 
paragraph (1)(B)) for cause (as determined under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary) any ed-
ucator employed in such school. Upon giving no-
tice of proposed discharge to an educator, the 
supervisor involved shall immediately notify the 
local school board for the school of such action. 
A determination by the local school board that 
such educator shall not be discharged shall be 
followed by the supervisor. The supervisor shall 
have the right to appeal such action to the edu-
cation line officer of the appropriate agency of-
fice of the Bureau. Upon such an appeal, the 
agency education line officer may, for good 
cause and in writing to the local school board, 
overturn the determination of the local school 
board with respect to the employment of such 
individual. 

(3) Each local school board for a Bureau school 
shall have the right— 

(A) to recommend to the supervisor of such 
school that an educator employed in the 
school be discharged; and 

(B) to recommend to the education line offi-
cer of the appropriate agency office of the Bu-
reau and to the Director of the Office, that the 
supervisor of the school be discharged. 

(f) Indian preferences 

(1) Notwithstanding any provision of the In-
dian preference laws, such laws shall not apply 
in the case of any personnel action within the 
purview of this section respecting an applicant 
or employee not entitled to Indian preference if 
each tribal organization concerned grants, in 
writing, a waiver of the application of such laws 
with respect to such personnel action, if such a 
waiver is in writing deemed to be a necessity by 
the tribal organization, except that this para-
graph shall in no way relieve the Bureau of the 
Bureau’s responsibility to issue timely and ade-
quate announcements and advertisements con-
cerning any such personnel action if such action 
is intended to fill a vacancy (no matter how 
such vacancy is created). 

(2) For purposes of this subsection, the term 
‘‘tribal organization’’ means— 

(A) the recognized governing body of any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, pueblo, or other orga-

nized community, including a Native village 
(as defined in section 1602(c) of title 43); or 

(B) in connection with any personnel action 
referred to in this subsection, any local school 
board as defined in section 2026 of this title, 
and which has been delegated by such govern-
ing body the authority to grant a waiver under 
such subsection with respect to such personnel 
action. 

(3) The term ‘‘Indian preference laws’’ means 
section 472 of this title or any other provision of 
law granting a preference to Indians in pro-
motions and other personnel actions, except 
that such term shall not be considered to in-
clude section 450e(b) of this title. 

(g) Applicability of chapter 51 of title 5 

Subject to the authority of the Office of Per-
sonnel Management to determine finally the ap-
plicability of chapter 51 of title 5 to specific po-
sitions and employees in the executive branch, 
the Secretary shall determine in accordance 
with subsection (a)(1) of this section the applica-
bility or inapplicability of such chapter to posi-
tions and employees in the Bureau. 

(h) Compensation or annual salary 

(1)(A) Except as otherwise provided in this sec-
tion, the Secretary shall fix the basic compensa-
tion or annual salary rate for educators and edu-
cation positions at rates comparable to the 
rates in effect under the General Schedule for 
individuals with comparable qualifications, and 
holding comparable positions, to whom chapter 
51 of title 5 is applicable or on the basis of the 
Federal Wage System schedule in effect for the 
locality. 

(B) By not later than October 28, 1988, the Sec-
retary shall establish, for contracts for the 
1991–1992 academic year, and thereafter, the 
rates of basic compensation, or annual salary 
rates, for the positions of teachers and coun-
selors (including dormitory counselors and 
home-living counselors) at the rates of basic 
compensation applicable (on the date of enact-
ment of such amendments 1 and thereafter) to 
comparable positions in overseas schools under 
the Defense Department Overseas Teachers Pay 
and Personnel Practices Act [20 U.S.C. 901 et 
seq.], unless the Secretary establishes such rates 
within such 6-month period through collective 
bargaining with the appropriate union rep-
resentative of the education employees that is 
recognized by the Bureau. 

(C) By not later than October 28, 1988, the Sec-
retary shall establish the rates of basic com-
pensation or annual salary rates for the posi-
tions of teachers and counselors (including dor-
mitory and home-living counselors)— 

(i) for contracts for the 1989–1990 academic 
year, at rates which reflect 1⁄3 of the changes 
in the rates applicable to such positions on 
April 28, 1988, that must be made to conform 
the rates to the rates established under sub-
paragraph (B) for such positions for contracts 
for the 1991–1992 academic year, and 

(ii) for contracts for the 1990–1991 academic 
year, at rates which reflect 2⁄3 of such changes. 

(D) The establishment of rates of basic com-
pensation and annual salary rates by the Sec-
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retary under subparagraphs (B) and (C) shall not 
preclude the use of regulations and procedures 
used by the Bureau before April 28, 1988, in mak-
ing determinations regarding promotions and 
advancements through levels of pay that are 
based on the merit, education, experience, or 
tenure of the educator. 

(E)(i) Except as provided in clause (ii), the es-
tablishment of rates of basic compensation and 
annual salary rates by the Secretary under sub-
paragraphs (B) and (C) shall not affect the con-
tinued employment or compensation of an edu-
cator who was employed in an education posi-
tion on October 31, 1979, and who did not make 
the election under paragraph (2) of subsection 
(o) of this section. 

(ii) Any individual described in clause (i) may, 
during the 5-year period beginning on the date 
on which the Secretary establishes rates of basic 
compensation and annual salary rates under 
subparagraph (B), make an irrevocable election 
to have the basic compensation rate or annual 
salary rate of such individual determined in ac-
cordance with this paragraph. 

(iii) If an individual makes the election de-
scribed in clause (ii), such election shall not af-
fect the application to the individual of the 
same retirement system and leave system that 
applies to the individual during the fiscal year 
preceding the fiscal year in which such election 
is made, except that the individual must use 
leave accrued during a contract period by the 
end of that contract period. 

(F) The President shall include with the budg-
et submitted under section 1105 of title 31 for 
each of the fiscal years 1990, 1991, and 1992 a 
written statement by the Secretary which speci-
fies— 

(i) the amount of funds the Secretary needs 
to pay basic compensation and the annual sal-
aries of educators for such fiscal year, and 

(ii) the amount of funds the Secretary esti-
mates would be needed to pay basic compensa-
tion and the annual salaries of educators for 
such fiscal year if the amendments made to 
this paragraph by the Indian Education 
Amendments of 1988 2 had not been enacted. 

(2) Each educator employed in an education 
position in Alaska shall be paid a cost-of-living 
allowance equal to 25 percent of the rate of basic 
compensation to which such educator is enti-
tled. 

(3)(A) The Secretary may pay a postdiffer-
ential not to exceed 25 percent of the rate of 
basic compensation, on the basis of conditions of 
environment or work which warrant additional 
pay as a recruitment and retention incentive. 

(B)(i) Upon the request of the supervisor and 
the local school board of a Bureau school, the 
Secretary shall grant the supervisor of the 
school authorization to provide 1 or more post 
differentials under subparagraph (A) unless the 
Secretary determines for clear and convincing 
reasons (and advises the board in writing of 
those reasons) that certain of the requested post 
differentials should be disapproved or decreased 
because there is no disparity of compensation 
for the involved employees or positions in the 

Bureau school, as compared with the nearest 
public school, that is either— 

(I) at least 5 percent, or 
(II) less than 5 percent and affects the re-

cruitment or retention of employees at the 
school. 

(ii) The request under clause (i) shall be 
deemed granted as requested at the end of the 
60th day after the request is received in the Cen-
tral Office of the Bureau unless before that time 
the request is approved, approved with modifica-
tion, or disapproved by the Secretary. 

(iii) The Secretary or the supervisor of a Bu-
reau school may discontinue or decrease a post 
differential authorized by reason of this sub-
paragraph at the beginning of a school year 
after either— 

(I) the local school board requests that such 
differential be discontinued or decreased, or 

(II) the Secretary or the supervisor deter-
mines for clear and convincing reasons (and 
advises the board in writing of those reasons) 
that there is no disparity of compensation 
that would affect the recruitment or retention 
of employees at the school after the differen-
tial is discontinued or decreased. 

(iv) On or before February 1 of each year, the 
Secretary shall submit to Congress a report de-
scribing the requests and grants of authority 
under this subparagraph during the previous fis-
cal year and listing the positions contracted 
under those grants of authority. 

(i) Annual and sick leave 

Any individual— 
(1) who on November 1, 1978, is holding a po-

sition which is determined under subsection (f) 
of this section to be an education position and 
who elects under subsection (o)(2) of this sec-
tion to be covered under the provisions of this 
section, or 

(2) who is an employee of the Federal Gov-
ernment or the municipal government of the 
District of Columbia and is transferred, pro-
moted, or reappointed, without break in serv-
ice, from a position under a different leave 
system to an education position, 

shall be credited for the purpose of the leave 
system provided under regulations prescribed 
pursuant to subsection (b)(10) of this section, 
with the annual and sick leave to such individ-
ual’s credit immediately before the effective 
date of such election, transfer, promotion, or re-
appointment. 

(j) Liquidation of remaining leave upon termi-
nation 

Upon termination of employment with the Bu-
reau, any annual leave remaining to the credit 
of an individual within the purview of this sec-
tion shall be liquidated in accordance with sec-
tions 5551(a) and 6306 of title 5, except that leave 
earned or accrued under regulations prescribed 
pursuant to subsection (b)(10) of this section 
shall not be so liquidated. 

(k) Transfer of remaining leave upon transfer, 
promotion, or reemployment 

In the case of any educator who is transferred, 
promoted, or reappointed, without break in 
service, to a position in the Federal Government 
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under a different leave system, any remaining 
leave to the credit of such person earned or cred-
ited under the regulations prescribed pursuant 
to subsection (b)(10) of this section shall be 
transferred to such person’s credit in the em-
ploying agency on an adjusted basis in accord-
ance with regulations which shall be prescribed 
by the Office of Personnel Management. 

(l) Ineligibility for employment of voluntarily 
terminated educators 

An educator who voluntarily terminates em-
ployment with the Bureau before the expiration 
of the existing employment contract between 
such educator and the Bureau shall not be eligi-
ble to be employed in another education posi-
tion in the Bureau during the remainder of the 
term of such contract. 

(m) Dual compensation 

In the case of any educator employed in an 
education position described in subsection 
(n)(1)(A) of this section who— 

(1) is employed at the close of a school year, 
(2) agrees in writing to serve in such a posi-

tion for the next school year, and 
(3) is employed in another position during 

the recess period immediately preceding such 
next school year, or during such recess period 
receives additional compensation referred to 
in section 5533 of title 5, relating to dual com-
pensation, shall not apply to such educator by 
reason of any such employment during a re-
cess period for any such receipt of additional 
compensation. 

(n) Definitions 

For the purpose of this section— 
(1) The term ‘‘education position’’ means a 

position in the Bureau the duties and respon-
sibilities of which— 

(A) are performed on a school-year basis 
principally in a Bureau school and involve— 

(i) classroom or other instruction or the 
supervision or direction of classroom or 
other instruction; 

(ii) any activity (other than teaching) 
which requires academic credits in edu-
cational theory and practice equal to the 
academic credits in educational theory 
and practice required for a bachelor’s de-
gree in education from an accredited insti-
tution of higher education; 

(iii) any activity in or related to the 
field of education notwithstanding that 
academic credits in educational theory 
and practice are not a formal requirement 
for the conduct of such activity; or 

(iv) support services at, or associated 
with, the site of the school; or 

(B) are performed at the agency level of 
the Bureau and involve the implementation 
of education-related programs other than 
the position for agency superintendent for 
education. 

(2) The term ‘‘educator’’ means an individual 
whose services are required, or who is em-
ployed, in an education position. 

(o) Covered individuals; election 

(1) Subsections (a) through (n) of this section 
apply to an educator hired after November 1, 

1979 (and to an educator who elected application 
under paragraph (2)) and to the position in 
which such individual is employed. Subject to 
paragraph (2), the enactment of this Act shall 
not affect the continued employment of an indi-
vidual employed on October 31, 1979 in an edu-
cation position, or such individual’s right to re-
ceive the compensation attached to such posi-
tion. 

(2) Any individual employed in an education 
position on October 31, 1979, may, not later than 
November 1, 1983, make an irrevocable election 
to be covered under the provisions of sub-
sections (a) through (n) of this section. 

(p) Furlough without consent 

(1) An educator who was employed in an edu-
cation position on October 31, 1979, who was eli-
gible to make an election under paragraph (2) of 
subsection (o) at that time, and who did not 
make the election under paragraph (2) of sub-
section (o), may not be placed on furlough (with-
in the meaning of section 7511(a)(5) of title 5) 
without the consent of such educator for an ag-
gregate of more than 4 weeks within the same 
calendar year, unless— 

(A) the supervisor, with the approval of the 
local school board (or of the education line of-
ficer upon appeal under paragraph (2)), of the 
Bureau school at which such educator provides 
services determines that a longer period of 
furlough is necessary due to an insufficient 
amount of funds available for personnel com-
pensation at such school, as determined under 
the financial plan process as determined under 
section 2010(b) of this title, and 

(B) all educators (other than principals and 
clerical employees) providing services at such 
Bureau school are placed on furloughs of equal 
length, except that the supervisor, with the 
approval of the local school board (or of the 
agency education line officer upon appeal 
under paragraph (2)), may continue 1 or more 
educators in pay status if— 

(i) such educators are needed to operate 
summer programs, attend summer training 
sessions, or participate in special activities 
including curriculum development commit-
tees; and 

(ii) such educators are selected based upon 
such educator’s qualifications, after public 
notice of the minimum qualifications rea-
sonably necessary and without discrimina-
tion as to supervisory, nonsupervisory, or 
other status of the educators who apply. 

(2) The supervisor of a Bureau school may ap-
peal to the appropriate agency education line of-
ficer any refusal by the local school board to ap-
prove any determination of the supervisor that 
is described in paragraph (1)(A) by filing a writ-
ten statement describing the determination and 
the reasons the supervisor believes such deter-
mination should be approved. A copy of such 
statement shall be submitted to the local school 
board and such board shall be afforded an oppor-
tunity to respond, in writing, to such appeal. 
After reviewing such written appeal and re-
sponse, the education line officer may, for good 
cause, approve the determination of the super-
visor. The educational line officer shall transmit 
the determination of such appeal in the form of 
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a written opinion to such local school board and 
to the supervisor identifying the reasons for ap-
proving such determination.

‘‘That in fiscal year 1997 and thereafter, notwithstand-

ing the provisions of 25 U.S.C. 2012(h)(1)(A) and (B), 

upon the recommendation of either (i) a local school 

board and school supervisor for an education position 

in a Bureau of Indian Affairs operated school, or (ii) an 

Agency school board and education line officer for an 

Agency education position, the Secretary shall estab-

lish adjustments to the rates of basic compensation or 

annual salary rates established under 25 U.S.C.

§ 2021. Proration of pay 

(a) Election of employee 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
including laws relating to dual compensation, 
the Secretary, at the election of the employee, 
shall prorate the salary of an employee em-
ployed in an education position for the academic 
school year over the entire 12-month period. 
Each educator employed for the academic school 
year shall annually elect to be paid on a 12- 
month basis or for those months while school is 
in session. No educator shall suffer a loss of pay 
or benefits, including benefits under unemploy-
ment or other Federal or federally assisted pro-
grams, because of such election. 

(b) Change of election 

During the course of such year the employee 
may change election once. 

(c) Lump sum payment

§ 2023. Early childhood development program 

(a) In general 

The Secretary shall provide grants to tribes, 
tribal organizations, and consortia of tribes and 
tribal organizations to fund early childhood de-
velopment programs that are operated by such 
tribes, organizations, or consortia. 

(b) Amount of grant 

(1) The total amount of the grants provided 
under subsection (a) of this section with respect 
to each tribe, tribal organization, or consortium 
of tribes or tribal organizations for each fiscal 
year shall be equal to the amount which bears 
the same relationship to the total amount ap-
propriated under the authority of subsection (f) 
of this section for such fiscal year (less amounts 
provided under subsection (e) of this section) 
as— 

(A) the total number of children under 6 
years of age who are members of— 

(i) such tribe, 
(ii) the tribe that authorized such tribal 

organization, or 
(iii) any tribe that— 

(I) is a member of such consortium, or 
(II) authorizes any tribal organization 

that is a member of such consortium, 
bears to 

(B) the total number of all children under 6 
years of age who are members of any tribe 
that— 

(i) is eligible to receive funds under sub-
section (a) of this section, 

(ii) is a member of a consortium that is el-
igible to receive such funds, or 

(iii) authorizes a tribal organization that 
is eligible to receive such funds. 

(2) No grant may be provided under subsection 
(a) of this section— 

(A) to any tribe that has less than 500 mem-
bers, 

(B) to any tribal organization which is au-
thorized— 

(i) by only 1 tribe that has less than 500 
members, or 

(ii) by 1 or more tribes that have a com-
bined total membership of less than 500 
members, or 

(C) to any consortium composed of tribes, or 
tribal organizations authorized by tribes, that 
have a combined total tribal membership of 
less than 500 members. 

(c) Application 

(1) A grant may be provided under subsection 
(a) of this section to a tribe, tribal organization, 
or consortia of tribes and tribal organizations 
only if the tribe, organization or consortia sub-
mits to the Secretary an application for the 
grant at such time and in such form as the Sec-
retary shall prescribe. 

(2) Applications submitted under paragraph (1) 
shall set forth the early childhood development 
program that the applicant desires to operate. 

(d) Functions of programs 

The early childhood development programs 
that are funded by grants provided under sub-
section (a) of this section— 

(1) shall coordinate existing programs and 
may provide services that meet identified 
needs of parents and children under 6 years of 
age which are not being met by existing pro-
grams, including— 

(A) prenatal care, 
(B) nutrition education, 
(C) health education and screening, 
(D) educational testing, and 
(E) other educational services, 

(2) may include instruction in the language, 
art, and culture of the tribe, and 

(3) shall provide for periodic assessment of 
the program. 

(e) Administrative costs 

The Secretary shall, out of funds appropriated 
under the authority of subsection (f) of this sec-
tion, include in the grants provided under sub-
section (a) of this section amounts for adminis-
trative costs incurred by the tribe or tribal or-
ganization in establishing and maintaining the 
early childhood development program.

For the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of this section, there are authorized to be appro-
priated $10,000,000 for fiscal year 1995 and such

§ 2024. Tribal departments of education 

(a) In general 

Subject to the availability of appropriations, 
the Secretary shall provide grants and technical 
assistance to tribes for the development and op-
eration of tribal departments of education for 
the purpose of planning and coordinating all 
educational programs of the tribe. 

(b) Grants 

Grants provided under this section shall— 
(1) be based on applications from the govern-

ing body of the tribe, 
(2) reflect factors such as geographic and 

population diversity, 
(3) facilitate tribal control in all matters re-

lating to the education of Indian children on 
Indian reservations and on former Indian res-
ervations in Oklahoma, 

(4) provide for the development of coordi-
nated educational programs on Indian reserva-
tions (including all preschool, elementary, sec-
ondary, and higher or vocational educational 
programs funded by tribal, Federal, or other 
sources) by encouraging tribal administrative 
support of all Bureau funded educational pro-
grams as well as encouraging tribal coopera-
tion and coordination with all educational 
programs receiving financial support from 
State agencies, other Federal agencies, or pri-
vate entities, 

(5) provide for the development and enforce-
ment of tribal educational codes, including 
tribal educational policies and tribal stand-
ards applicable to curriculum, personnel, stu-
dents, facilities, and support programs, and 

(6) otherwise comply with regulations for 
grants under section 450h(a) of this title that 
are in effect on the date application for such 
grants are made. 

(c) Priorities 

(1) In approving and funding applications for 
grants under this section, the Secretary shall 
give priority to any application that— 

(A) includes assurances from the majority of 
Bureau funded schools located within the 
boundaries of the reservation of the applicant 
that the tribal department of education to be 
funded under this section will provide coordi-
nating services and technical assistance to all 
of such schools, including the submission to 
each applicable agency of a unified application 
for funding for all of such schools which pro-
vides that— 

(i) no administrative costs other than 
those attributable to the individual pro-
grams of such schools will be associated 
with the unified application, and 

(ii) the distribution of all funds received 
under the unified application will be equal 
to the amount of funds provided by the ap-
plicable agency to which each of such 
schools is entitled under law, 

(B) includes assurances from the tribal gov-
erning body that the tribal department of edu-

cation funded under this section will admin-
ister all contracts or grants (except those cov-
ered by the other provisions of this chapter 
and the Tribally Controlled Community Col-
lege Assistance Act of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 1801 et 
seq.]) for education programs administered by 
the tribe and will coordinate all of the pro-
grams to the greatest extent possible, 

(C) includes assurances for the monitoring 
and auditing by or through the tribal depart-
ment of education of all education programs 
for which funds are provided by contract or 
grant to ensure that the programs meet the 
requirements of law, and 

(D) provides a plan and schedule for— 

(i) the assumption over the term of the 
grant by the tribal department of education 
of all assets and functions of the Bureau 
agency office associated with the tribe, inso-
far as those responsibilities relate to edu-
cation, and 

(ii) the termination by the Bureau of such 
operations and office at the time of such as-
sumption, 

except that when mutually agreeable between 
the tribal governing body and the Assistant 
Secretary, the period in which such assump-
tion is to occur may be modified, reduced, or 
extended after the initial year of the grant. 

(2) Subject to the availability of appropriated 
funds, grants provided under this section shall 
be provided for a period of 3 years and the grant 
may, if performance by the grantee is satisfac-
tory to the Secretary, be renewed for additional 
3-year terms. 

(d) Terms, conditions, or requirements 

The Secretary shall not impose any terms, 
conditions, or requirements on the provision of 
grants under this section that are not specified 
in this section.

For the purpose of carrying out the provisions 
of this section, there are authorized to be appro-
priated $2,000,000 for fiscal year 1995 and such

nonenergy mineral resources (hereinafter re-

ferred to as ‘‘mineral resources’’) in which such 
Indian tribe owns a beneficial or restricted in-
terest, or providing for the sale or other disposi-
tion of the production or products of such min-
eral resources. 

(b) Inclusion of individual holdings; approval by 
parties and Secretary 

Any Indian owning a beneficial or restricted 
interest in mineral resources may include such 
resources in a tribal Minerals Agreement sub-
ject to the concurrence of the parties and a find-
ing by the Secretary that such participation is 
in the best interest of the Indian.

Minerals Agreement apart from that which may 
be required under section 4332(2)(C) of title 42. 

(c) Prior notice of proposed finding; privileged 
information 

Not later than thirty days prior to formal ap-
proval or disapproval of any Minerals Agree-
ment, the Secretary shall provide written find-
ings forming the basis of his intent to approve 
or disapprove such agreement to the affected In-
dian tribe. Notwithstanding any other law, such 
findings and all projections, studies, data or 
other information possessed by the Department 
of the Interior regarding the terms and condi-
tions of the Minerals Agreement, the financial 
return to the Indian parties thereto, or the ex-
tent, nature, value or disposition of the Indian 
mineral resources, or the production, products 
or proceeds thereof, shall be held by the Depart-
ment of the Interior as privileged proprietary 
information of the affected Indian or Indian 
tribe. 
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(d) Delegation; final action; appeal; burden on 
Secretary 

The authority to disapprove agreements under 
this section may only be delegated to the Assist-
ant Secretary of the Interior for Indian Affairs. 
The decision of the Secretary or, where author-
ity is delegated, of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior for Indian Affairs, to disapprove a 
Minerals Agreement shall be deemed a final 
agency action. The district courts of the United 
States shall have jurisdiction to review the Sec-
retary’s disapproval action and shall determine 
the matter de novo. The burden is on the Sec-
retary to sustain his action. 

(e) Nonliability of United States; continuing obli-
gations 

Where the Secretary has approved a Minerals 
Agreement in compliance with the provisions of 
this chapter and any other applicable provision 
of law, the United States shall not be liable for 
losses sustained by a tribe or individual Indian 
under such agreement: Provided, That the Sec-
retary shall continue to have a trust obligation 
to ensure that the rights of a tribe or individual 
Indian are protected in the event of a violation 
of the terms of any Minerals Agreement by any 
other party to such agreement: Provided further, 
That nothing in this chapter shall absolve the 
United States from any responsibility to Indi-
ans, including those which derive from the trust 
relationship and from any treaties, Executive 
orders, or agreement between the United States 
and any Indian tribe.

(2) if the tribal land involved in an exchange 
is of greater or lesser value than the land for 
which it is being exchanged, the tribe may ac-
cept or give cash in such exchange in order to 
equalize the values of the property exchanged; 

(3) any proceeds from the sale of land or in-
terests in land or proceeds received by the 
tribe to equalize an exchange made pursuant 
to this section shall be used exclusively for 
the purchase of other land or interests in land; 

(4) the Secretary shall maintain a separate 
trust account for each tribe selling or ex-
changing land pursuant to this section con-
sisting of the proceeds of the land sales and 
exchanges and shall release such funds only 
for the purpose of buying lands under this sec-
tion; and 

(5) any tribe may retain the mineral rights 
to such sold or exchanged lands and the Sec-
retary shall assist such tribe in determining 
the value of such mineral rights and shall take 
such value into consideration in determining 
the fair market value of such lands.

offer or petition to acquire such property by 
paying to the owner the fair market value as 
determined by the Secretary; 

(3) all purchases and sales initiated under 
this section shall be subject to approval by the 
Secretary.

§ 2205. Descent and distribution of trust or re-
stricted or controlled lands; tribal ordinance 
barring nonmembers of tribe or non-Indians 
from inheritance by devise or descent; limi-
tation on life estate 

(a) Descent or distribution 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any Indian tribe, subject to approval by the Sec-
retary, may adopt its own code of laws to govern 
descent and distribution of trust or restricted 
lands within that tribe’s reservation or other-
wise subject to that tribe’s jurisdiction, and 
may provide that nonmembers of the tribe or 
non-Indians shall not be entitled to receive by 
devise or descent any interest or 1 trust or re-
stricted lands within that tribe’s reservation or 
otherwise subject to that tribe’s jurisdiction: 
Provided, That in the event a tribe takes such 
action— 

(1) if an Indian dies intestate, the surviving 
non-Indian or nonmember spouse and/or chil-
dren may elect to receive a life estate in as 
much of the trust or restricted lands as such 
person or persons would have been entitled to 
take in the absence of such restriction on eli-
gibility for inheritance and the remainder 
shall vest in the Indians or tribal members 
who would have been heirs in the absence of a 
qualified person taking a life estate; 

(2) if an intestate Indian descendent has no 
heir to whom interests in trust or restricted 
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lands may pass, such interests shall escheat to 
the tribe, subject to any non-Indian or non-
member spouse and/or children’s rights as de-
scribed in paragraph (1) of this section; 

(3) if an Indian decedent has devised inter-
ests in trust or restricted lands to persons who 
are ineligible for such an inheritance by rea-
son of a tribal ordinance enacted pursuant to 
this section, the devise shall be voided only if, 
while the estate is pending before the Sec-
retary for probate, the tribe acquires such in-
terests by paying to the Secretary, on behalf 
of the devisees, the fair market value of such 
interests as determined by the Secretary as of 
the date of the decedent’s death: Provided, 
That any non-Indian or nonmember spouse 
and/or children of such decedent who have 
been devised such interests may retain, at 
their option, a life estate in such interests. 

Any ineligible devisee shall also have the right 
to renounce his or her devise in favor of a person 
or persons who are eligible to inherit. 

(b) Life estate; limitation 

The right to receive a life estate under the 
provisions of this section shall be limited to— 

(1) a spouse and/or children who, if they had 
been eligible, would have inherited an owner-
ship interest of 10 per centum or more in the 
tract of land; or 

(2) a spouse and/or children who occupied the 
tract as a home at the time of the decedent’s 
death.

prove any code or law that fails to accomplish 
the purpose of preventing further descent or 
fractionation of such escheatable interests.

(2) notification of the next of kin of such in-
dividual; 

(3) notification of the chairman or chief ex-

(4) publication of notice in newspapers of 
general circulation in the appropriate area.

SUBCHAPTER I—GENERAL PROVISIONS 

§ 2401. Congressional findings 

The Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) the Federal Government has a historical 

relationship and unique legal and moral re-
sponsibility to Indian tribes and their mem-
bers, 

(2) included in this responsibility is the trea-
ty, statutory, and historical obligation to as-
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1 So in original. 

sist the Indian tribes in meeting the health 
and social needs of their members, 

(3) alcoholism and alcohol and substance 
abuse is the most severe health and social 
problem facing Indian tribes and people today 
and nothing is more costly to Indian people 
than the consequences of alcohol and sub-
stance abuse measured in physical, mental, so-
cial, and economic terms, 

(4) alcohol and substance abuse is the lead-
ing generic risk factor among Indians, and In-
dians die from alcoholism at over 4 times the 
age-adjusted rates for the United States popu-
lation and alcohol and substance misuse re-
sults in a rate of years of potential life lost 
nearly 5 times that of the United States, 

(5) 4 of the top 10 causes of death among In-
dians are alcohol and drug related injuries (18 
percent of all deaths), chronic liver disease 
and cirrhosis (5 percent), suicide (3 percent), 
and homicide (3 percent), 

(6) primarily because deaths from uninten-
tional injuries and violence occur dispropor-
tionately among young people, the age-spe-
cific death rate for Indians is approximately 
double the United States rate for the 15 to 45 
age group, 

(7) Indians between the ages of 15 and 24 
years of age are more than 2 times as likely to 
commit suicide as the general population and 
approximately 80 percent of those suicides are 
alcohol-related, 

(8) Indians between the ages of 15 and 24 
years of age are twice as likely as the general 
population to die in automobile accidents, 75 
percent of which are alcohol-related, 

(9) the Indian Health Service, which is 
charged with treatment and rehabilitation ef-
forts, has directed only 1 percent of its budget 
for alcohol and substance abuse problems, 

(10) the Bureau of Indian Affairs, which has 
responsibility for programs in education, so-
cial services, law enforcement, and other 
areas, has assumed little responsibility for co-
ordinating its various efforts to focus on the 
epidemic of alcohol and substance abuse 
among Indian people, 

(11) this lack of emphasis and priority con-
tinues despite the fact that Bureau of Indian 
Affairs and Indian Health Service officials 
publicly acknowledge that alcohol and sub-
stance abuse among Indians is the most seri-
ous health and social problem facing the In-
dian people, and 

(12) the Indian tribes have the primary re-
sponsibility for protecting and ensuring the 
well-being of their members and the resources 
made available under this chapter will assist 
Indian tribes in meeting that responsibility.

§ 2402. Purpose 

It is the purpose of this chapter to— 
(1) authorize and develop a comprehensive, 

coordinated attack upon the illegal narcotics 
traffic in Indian country and the deleterious 
impact of alcohol and substance abuse upon 
Indian tribes and their members, 

(2) provide needed direction and guidance to 
those Federal agencies responsible for Indian 
programs to identify and focus existing pro-
grams and resources, including those made 
available by this chapter, upon this problem, 

(3) provide authority and opportunities for 
Indian tribes to develop and implement a coor-
dinated program for the prevention and treat-
ment of alcohol and substance abuse at the 
local level, and 

(4) to 1 modify or supplement existing pro-
grams and authorities in the areas of edu-
cation, family and social services, law enforce-
ment and judicial services, and health services 
to further the purposes of this chapter.

§ 2403. Definitions 

For purposes of this chapter— 
(1) The term ‘‘agency’’ means the local ad-

ministrative entity of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs serving one or more Indian tribes within 
a defined geographic area. 

(2) The term ‘‘youth’’ shall have the mean-
ing given it in any particular Tribal Action 
Plan adopted pursuant to section 2411 of this 
title, except that, for purposes of statistical 
reporting under this chapter, it shall mean a 
person who is 19 years or younger or who is in 
attendance at a secondary school. 

(3) The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, or other organized 
group or community of Indians (including any 
Alaska Native village or regional or village 
corporation as defined in, or established pur-
suant to, the Alaska Native Claims Settle-

ment Act (43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.)) which is rec-
ognized as eligible for special programs and 
services provided by the United States to Indi-
ans because of their status as Indians. 

(4) The term ‘‘prevention and treatment’’ in-
cludes, as appropriate— 

(A) efforts to identify, and the identifica-
tion of, Indians who are at risk with respect 
to, or who are abusers of, alcohol or con-
trolled substances, 

(B) intervention into cases of on-going al-
cohol and substance abuse to halt a further 
progression of such abuse, 

(C) prevention through education and the 
provision of alternative activities, 

(D) treatment for alcohol and substance 
abusers to help abstain from, and alleviate 
the effects of, abuse, 

(E) rehabilitation to provide on-going as-
sistance, either on an inpatient or out-
patient basis, to help Indians reform or ab-
stain from alcohol or substance abuse, 

(F) follow-up or after-care to provide the 
appropriate counseling and assistance on an 
outpatient basis, and 

(G) referral to other sources of assistance 
or resources. 

(5) The term ‘‘service unit’’ means an admin-
istrative entity within the Indian Health Serv-
ice or a tribe or tribal organization operating 
health care programs or facilities with funds 
from the Indian Health Service under the In-
dian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.] through which the services are provided, 
directly or by contract, to the eligible Indian 
population within a defined geographic area. 

(6) The terms ‘‘Urban Indian’’, ‘‘Urban Cen-
ter’’, and ‘‘Urban Indian Organization’’ shall 
have the same meaning as provided in section 
1603 of this title.

SUBCHAPTER II—COORDINATION OF 
RESOURCES AND PROGRAMS 

§ 2411. Inter-departmental Memorandum of 
Agreement 

(a) In general 

Not later than 120 days after October 27, 1986, 
the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary 
of Health and Human Services shall develop and 

enter into a Memorandum of Agreement which 
shall, among other things— 

(1) determine and define the scope of the 
problem of alcohol and substance abuse for In-
dian tribes and their members and its finan-
cial and human costs, and specifically identify 
such problems affecting Indian youth, 

(2) identify— 
(A) the resources and programs of the Bu-

reau of Indian Affairs and Indian Health 
Service, and 

(B) other Federal, tribal, State and local, 
and private resources and programs, 

which would be relevant to a coordinated ef-
fort to combat alcohol and substance abuse 
among Indian people, including those pro-
grams and resources made available by this 
chapter, 

(3) develop and establish appropriate mini-
mum standards for each agency’s program re-
sponsibilities under the Memorandum of 
Agreement which may be— 

(A) the existing Federal or State standards 
in effect, or 

(B) in the absence of such standards, new 
standards which will be developed and estab-
lished in consultation with Indian tribes, 

(4) coordinate the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
and Indian Health Service alcohol and sub-
stance abuse programs existing on October 27, 
1986, with programs or efforts established by 
this chapter, 

(5) delineate the responsibilities of the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and the Indian Health 
Service to coordinate alcohol and substance 
abuse-related services at the central, area, 
agency, and service unit levels, 

(6) direct Bureau of Indian Affairs agency 
and education superintendents, where appro-
priate, and the Indian Health Service service 
unit directors to cooperate fully with tribal 
requests made pursuant to section 2412 of this 
title, and 

(7) provide for an annual review of such 
agreements by the Secretary of the Interior 
and the Secretary of Health and Human Serv-
ices. 

(b) Character of activities 

To the extent that there are new activities 
undertaken pursuant to this chapter, those ac-
tivities shall supplement, not supplant, activi-
ties, programs, and local actions that are on-
going on October 27, 1986. Such activities shall 
be undertaken in the manner least disruptive to 
tribal control, in accordance with the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.), and local control, in 
accordance with section 2010 1 of this title. 

(c) Consultation 

The Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services shall, in 
developing the Memorandum of Agreement 
under subsection (a) of this section, consult with 
and solicit the comments of— 

(1) interested Indian tribes, 
(2) Indian individuals, 
(3) Indian organizations, and 
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(4) professionals in the treatment of alcohol 
and substance abuse. 

(d) Publication 

The Memorandum of Agreement under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be submitted to 
Congress and published in the Federal Register 
not later than 130 days after October 27, 1986. At 
the same time as publication in the Federal 
Register, the Secretary of the Interior shall pro-
vide a copy of this chapter and the Memoran-
dum of Agreement under subsection (a) of this 
section to each Indian tribe.

§ 2412. Tribal Action Plans 

(a) In general 

The governing body of any Indian tribe may, 
at its discretion, adopt a resolution for the es-
tablishment of a Tribal Action Plan to coordi-
nate available resources and programs, includ-
ing programs and resources made available by 
this chapter, in an effort to combat alcohol and 
substance abuse among its members. Such reso-
lution shall be the basis for the implementation 
of this chapter and of the Memorandum of 
Agreement under section 2411 of this title. 

(b) Cooperation 

At the request of any Indian tribe pursuant to 
a resolution adopted under subsection (a) of this 
section, the Bureau of Indian Affairs agency and 
education superintendents, where appropriate, 
and the Indian Health Service service unit direc-
tor providing services to such tribe shall cooper-
ate with the tribe in the development of a Tribal 
Action Plan to coordinate resources and pro-
grams relevant to alcohol and substance abuse 
prevention and treatment. Upon the develop-
ment of such a plan, such superintendents and 
director, as directed by the Memorandum of 
Agreement established under section 2411 of this 
title, shall enter into an agreement with the 
tribe for the implementation of the Tribal Ac-
tion Plan under subsection (a) of this section. 

(c) Provisions 

(1) Any Tribal Action Plan entered into under 
subsection (b) of this section shall provide for— 

(A) the establishment of a Tribal Coordi-
nating Committee which shall— 

(i) at a minimum, have as members a trib-
al representative who shall serve as Chair-
man and the Bureau of Indian Affairs agency 
and education superintendents, where appro-
priate, and the Indian Health Service service 
unit director, or their representatives, 

(ii) have primary responsibility for the im-
plementation of the Tribal Action Plan, 

(iii) have the responsibility for on-going 
review and evaluation of, and the making of 
recommendations to the tribe relating to, 
the Tribal Action Plan, and 

(iv) have the responsibility for scheduling 
Federal, tribal or other personnel for train-
ing in the prevention and treatment of alco-
hol and substance abuse among Indians as 
provided under section 2475 1 of this title, and 

(B) the incorporation of the minimum stand-
ards for those programs and services which it 
encompasses which shall be— 

(i) the Federal or State standards as pro-
vided in section 2411(a)(3) of this title, or 

(ii) applicable tribal standards, if such 
standards are no less stringent than the Fed-
eral or State standards. 

(2) Any Tribal Action Plan may, among other 
things, provide for— 

(A) an assessment of the scope of the prob-
lem of alcohol and substance abuse for the In-
dian tribe which adopted the resolution for the 
Plan, 

(B) the identification and coordination of 
available resources and programs relevant to a 
program of alcohol and substance abuse pre-
vention and treatment, 

(C) the establishment and prioritization of 
goals and the efforts needed to meet those 
goals, 

(D) the identification of the community and 
family roles in any of the efforts undertaken 
as part of the Tribal Action Plan, 

(E) the establishment of procedures for 
amendment and revision of the plan as may be 
determined necessary by the Tribal Coordi-
nating Committee, and 

(F) an evaluation component to measure the 
success of efforts made. 

(3) All Tribal Action Plans shall be updated 
every 2 years. 

(d) Grants 

(1) The Secretary of the Interior may make 
grants to Indian tribes adopting a resolution 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section to pro-
vide technical assistance in the development of 
a Tribal Action Plan. The Secretary shall allo-
cate funds based on need. 

(2) There are authorized to be appropriated for 
grants under this subsection not more than 
$2,000,000 for fiscal year 1993 and such sums as 
are necessary for each of the fiscal years 1994, 
1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(e) Federal action 

If any Indian tribe does not adopt a resolution 
as provided in subsection (a) of this section 
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within 90 days after the publication of the 
Memorandum of Agreement in the Federal Reg-
ister as provided in section 2411 of this title, the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services shall require the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs agency and education 
superintendents, where appropriate, and the In-
dian Health Service service unit director serving 
such tribe to enter into an agreement to iden-
tify and coordinate available programs and re-
sources to carry out the purposes of this chapter 
for such tribe. After such an agreement has been 
entered into for a tribe such tribe may adopt a 
resolution under subsection (a) of this section. 

(f) Grants for training, education, and preven-
tion programs 

(1) The Secretary of the Interior may make 
grants to Indian tribes adopting a resolution 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section to im-
plement and develop community and in-school 
training, education, and prevention programs on 
alcohol and substance abuse, fetal alcohol syn-
drome and fetal alcohol effect. 

(2) Funds provided under this section may be 
used for, but are not limited to, the development 
and implementation of tribal programs for— 

(A) youth employment; 
(B) youth recreation; 
(C) youth cultural activities; 
(D) community awareness programs; and 
(E) community training and education pro-

grams. 

(3) There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of this subsection 
$5,000,000 for fiscal year 1993 and such sums as 
are necessary for each of the fiscal years 1994, 
1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000.

§ 2413. Departmental responsibility 

(a) Implementation 

The Secretary of the Interior, acting through 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, and the Secretary 
of Health and Human Services, acting through 
the Indian Health Service, shall bear equal re-
sponsibility for the implementation of this 
chapter in cooperation with Indian tribes. 

(b) Office of Alcohol and Substance Abuse 

(1) In order to better coordinate the various 
programs of the Bureau of Indian Affairs in car-
rying out this chapter, there is established with-
in the Office of the Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior for Indian Affairs an Office of Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse. The director of such of-
fice 1 shall be appointed by the Assistant Sec-
retary of the Interior for Indian Affairs on a per-
manent basis at no less than a grade GS–15 of 
the General Schedule. 

(2) In addition to other responsibilities which 
may be assigned to such Office, it shall be re-
sponsible for— 

(A) monitoring the performance and compli-
ance of programs of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs in meeting the goals and purposes of this 
chapter and the Memorandum of Agreement 
entered into under section 2411 of this title, 
and 

(B) serving as a point of contact within the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs for Indian tribes and 
the Tribal Coordinating Committees regarding 
the implementation of this chapter, the 
Memorandum of Agreement, and any Tribal 
Action Plan established under section 2412 of 
this title. 

(3) The Assistant Secretary of the Interior for 
Indian Affairs shall appoint such employees to 
work in the Office of Alcohol and Substance 
Abuse, and shall provide such funding, services, 
and equipment as may be necessary to enable 
the Office of Alcohol and Substance Abuse to 
carry out its responsibilities. 

(c) Indian Youth Programs Officer 

(1) There is established in the Office of Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse the position to be known 
as the Indian Youth Programs Officer. The As-
sistant Secretary of the Interior for Indian Af-
fairs shall appoint the Indian Youth Programs 
Officer. 

(2) The position of Indian Youth Programs Of-
ficer shall be established on a permanent basis 
at no less than the grade of GS–14 of the General 
Schedule. 

(3) In addition to other responsibilities which 
may be assigned to the Indian Youth Programs 
Officer relating to Indian Youth,2 such Officer 
shall be responsible for— 

(A) monitoring the performance and compli-
ance of programs of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs in meeting the goals and purposes of this 
chapter and the Memorandum of Agreement 
entered into under section 2411 of this title as 
they relate to Indian youth efforts, and 

(B) providing advice and recommendations, 
including recommendations submitted by In-
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dian tribes and Tribal Coordinating Commit-
tees, to the Director of the Office of Alcohol 
and Substance Abuse as they relate to Indian 
youth.

§ 2414. Congressional intent in construction of 
laws 

It is the intent of Congress that— 
(1) specific Federal laws, and administrative 

regulations promulgated thereunder, estab-
lishing programs of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs, the Indian Health Service, and other 
Federal agencies, and 

(2) general Federal laws, including laws lim-
iting augmentation of Federal appropriations 
or encouraging joint or cooperative funding, 

shall be liberally construed and administered to 
achieve the purposes of this chapter.

§ 2415. Federal facilities, property, and equip-
ment; leasing of tribal property 

(a) Facility availability 

In the furtherance of the purposes and goals of 
this chapter, the Secretary of the Interior and 
the Secretary of Health and Human Services 
shall make available for community use, to the 
extent permitted by law and as may be provided 
in a Tribal Action Plan, local Federal facilities, 
property, and equipment, including school facili-
ties. Such facility availability shall include 
school facilities under the Secretary of the Inte-
rior’s jurisdiction: Provided, That the use of any 
school facilities shall be conditioned upon ap-
proval of the local school board with jurisdic-
tion over such school. 

(b) Costs 

Any additional cost associated with the use of 
Federal facilities, property, or equipment under 
subsection (a) of this section may be borne by 
the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary 
of Health and Human Services out of available 
Federal, tribal, State, local, or private funds, if 
not otherwise prohibited by law. This subsection 
does not require the Secretary of the Interior 
nor the Secretary of Health and Human Services 
to expend additional funds to meet the addi-
tional costs which may be associated with the 
provision of such facilities, property, or equip-
ment for community use. Where the use of Fed-
eral facilities, property, or equipment under 
subsection (a) of this section furthers the pur-
poses and goals of this chapter, the use of funds 
other than those funds appropriated to the De-
partment of the Interior or the Department of 
Health and Human Services to meet the addi-
tional costs associated with such use shall not 
constitute an augmentation of Federal appro-
priations. 

(c) Leases 

(1) The Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services are au-
thorized to enter into long-term leases of trib-
ally owned or leased facilities to house programs 
established by this chapter where they deter-
mine that there is no Federal facility reason-
ably available for such purpose and the cost of 
constructing a new Federal facility would ex-
ceed the cost of such Federal lease unless they 
determine that mitigating factors favor such a 
lease. 

(2) A tribally owned or leased facility may be 
leased pursuant to this authority to house a re-
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gional treatment center to be established pursu-
ant to section 2474(b) 1 of this title only if all the 
tribes within the Indian Health Service area to 
be served by such regional treatment center ini-
tially consent to such Federal lease.

§ 2432. Indian education programs 

(a) Pilot programs 

The Assistant Secretary of Indian Affairs shall 
develop and implement pilot programs in se-

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mine the effectiveness of summer youth pro-
grams in furthering the purposes and goals of 
this chapter. The Assistant Secretary shall de-
fray all costs associated with the actual oper-
ation and support of the pilot programs in the 
school from funds appropriated for this section. 
For the pilot programs there are authorized to 
be appropriated such sums as may be necessary

§ 2433. Emergency shelters 

(a) In general 

A Tribal Action Plan adopted pursuant to sec-
tion 2412 of this title may make such provisions 

as may be necessary and practical for the estab-
lishment, funding, licensing, and operation of 
emergency shelters or half-way houses for In-
dian youth who are alcohol or substance abus-
ers, including youth who have been arrested for 
offenses directly or indirectly related to alcohol 
or substance abuse. Half-way houses may be 
used as either intake facilities or aftercare fa-
cilities for youth admitted, or to be admitted, 
for long-term treatment of substance abuse. The 
Indian Health Service, the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs, and the tribes are authorized to use their 
respective resources to adequately staff and op-
erate any such facility. 

(b) Referrals 

(1) In any case where an Indian youth is ar-
rested or detained by the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs or tribal law enforcement personnel for an 
offense relating to alcohol or substance abuse, 
other than for a status offense as defined by the 
Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention 
Act of 1974 [42 U.S.C. 5601 et seq.], under circum-
stances where such youth may not be imme-
diately restored to the custody of his parents or 
guardians and where there is space available in 
an appropriately licensed and supervised emer-
gency shelter or half-way house, such youth 
shall be referred to such facility in lieu of incar-
ceration in a secured facility unless such youth 
is deemed a danger to himself or to other per-
sons. 

(2) In any case where there is a space available 
in an appropriately licensed and supervised 
emergency shelter or half-way house, the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and tribal courts are en-
couraged to refer Indian youth convicted of of-
fenses directly or indirectly related to alcohol 
and substance abuse to such facilities in lieu of 
sentencing to incarceration in a secured juvenile 
facility. 

(c) Direction to States 

In the case of any State that exercises crimi-
nal jurisdiction over any part of Indian country 
under section 1162 of title 18 or section 1321 of 
this title, such State is urged to require its law 
enforcement officers to— 

(1) place any Indian youth arrested for any 
offense related to alcohol or substance abuse 
in a temporary emergency shelter described in 
subsection (d) of this section or a community- 
based alcohol or substance abuse treatment fa-
cility in lieu of incarceration to the extent 
such facilities are available, and 

(2) observe the standards promulgated under 
subsection (d) of this section. 

(d) Standards 

The Assistant Secretary of Indian Affairs 
shall, as part of the development of the Memo-
randum of Agreement set out in section 2411 of 
this title, promulgate standards by which the 
emergency shelters established under a program 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section shall 
be established and operated. 

(e) Authorization 

(1) For the planning and design, construction, 
and renovation of, or purchase or lease of land 
or facilities for, emergency shelters and half- 
way houses to provide emergency care for Indian 
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youth, there are authorized to be appropriated 
$10,000,000 for fiscal year 1993 and such sums as 
may be necessary for each of the fiscal years 
1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(2) For the staffing and operation of emer-
gency shelters and half-way houses, there are 
authorized to be appropriated $5,000,000 for fiscal 
year 1993 and $7,000,000 for each of the fiscal 
years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(3) The Secretary of the Interior shall allocate 
funds appropriated pursuant to this subsection 
on the basis of priority of need of the various In-
dian tribes and such funds, when allocated, shall 
be subject to contracting or available for grants 
pursuant to the Indian Self-Determination Act 
[25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. 

(4) Funds appropriated under the authority of 
this subsection may be used by any Indian tribe 
or tribal organization to purchase or lease any 
land or facilities if— 

(A) the Secretary of the Interior determines 
that no Federal land or facilities are rea-
sonably available for emergency shelters or 
halfway 1 houses described in subsection (a) of 
this section to serve the needs of that Indian 
tribe or tribal organization, and 

(B) the Indian tribe or tribal organization 
enters into an agreement with the Secretary 
of the Interior that requires the Indian tribe 
or tribal organization to use the land or facili-
ties for emergency shelters or half-way houses 
described in subsection (a) of this section. 

(5) Nothing in this chapter 2 may be con-
strued— 

(A) to limit the authority for contracts with, 
or grants to, Indian tribes or tribal organiza-
tions under the Indian Self-Determination Act 
[25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.] for the construction, im-
provement, renovation, operation, repair, land 
acquisition, or maintenance of tribal juvenile 
detention facilities, emergency shelters, or 
half-way houses, or 

(B) to require a lease of tribal facilities to 
the United States to qualify for financial as-
sistance for the facilities under this chapter or 
any other Act.

The Secretary of the Interior, with respect to 
the administration of any family or social serv-
ices program by the Bureau of Indian Affairs di-
rectly or through contracts under the Indian 
Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.], 
shall require the compilation of data relating to 
the number and types of child abuse and neglect 
cases seen and the type of assistance provided. 
Additionally, such data should also be cat-
egorized to reflect those cases that involve, or 
appear to involve, alcohol and substance abuse, 
those cases which are recurring, and those cases 
which involve other minor siblings. 

(b) Referral of data 

The data compiled pursuant to subsection (a)

submitted to the Indian Health Service service 
unit director who will have responsibility for 
compiling a tribal comprehensive report as pro-
vided in section 2477 1 of this title.

§ 2452. Medical assessment and treatment of ju-

The Congress, after careful review of the Fed-
eral Government’s historical and special legal 
relationship with, and resulting responsibilities 
to, Indians, finds that— 

(1) the Indian Self-Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], 
which was a product of the legitimate aspira-
tions and a recognition of the inherent author-
ity of Indian nations, was and is a crucial posi-
tive step towards tribal and community con-
trol; 

(2) the Bureau of Indian Affairs’ administra-
tion and domination of the contracting proc-
ess under such Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] has 
not provided the full opportunity to develop 
leadership skills crucial to the realization of 
self-government, and has denied to the Indian 
people an effective voice in the planning and 
implementation of programs for the benefit of 
Indians which are responsive to the true needs 
of Indian communities; 

(3) Indians will never surrender their desire 
to control their relationships both among 
themselves and with the non-Indian govern-
ments, organizations, and persons; 

(4) true self-determination in any society of 
people is dependent upon an educational proc-
ess which will ensure the development of 
qualified people to fulfill meaningful leader-
ship roles; 

(5) the Federal administration of education 
for Indian children has not effected the desired 
level of educational achievement nor created 
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the diverse opportunities and personal satis-
faction which education can and should pro-
vide; 

(6) true local control requires the least pos-
sible Federal interference; and 

(7) the time has come to enhance the con-
cepts made manifest in the Indian Self-Deter-
mination and Education Assistance Act [25 
U.S.C. 450 et seq.].

The Congress recognizes the obligation of the 
United States to respond to the strong expres-
sion of the Indian people for self-determination 
by assuring maximum Indian participation in 
the direction of educational services so as to 
render such services more responsive to the 
needs and desires of those communities. 

(b) Commitment 

The Congress declares its commitment to the 
maintenance of the Federal Government’s 
unique and continuing trust relationship with 
and responsibility to the Indian people through 
the establishment of a meaningful Indian self- 
determination policy for education which will 
deter further perpetuation of Federal bureau-
cratic domination of programs. 

(c) National goal 

The Congress declares that a major national 
goal of the United States is to provide the re-
sources, processes, and structures which will en-
able tribes and local communities to effect the 
quantity and quality of educational services and 
opportunities which will permit Indian children 
to compete and excel in the life areas of their 
choice, and to achieve the measure of self-deter-
mination essential to their social and economic 
well-being. 

(d) Educational needs 

The Congress affirms the reality of the special 
and unique educational needs of Indian peoples, 
including the need for programs to meet the lin-
guistic and cultural aspirations of Indian tribes 
and communities. These may best be met 
through a grant process. 

(e) Federal relations 

The Congress declares its commitment to 
these policies and its support, to the full extent 

of its responsibility, for Federal relations with 
the Indian Nations. 

(f) Termination 

The Congress hereby repudiates and rejects 
House Concurrent Resolution 108 of the 83rd 
Congress and any policy of unilateral termi-
nation of Federal relations with any Indian Na-
tion.

§ 2503. Grants authorized 

(a) In general 

(1) The Secretary shall provide grants to In-
dian tribes, and tribal organizations, that— 

(A) operate contract schools under title XI 
of the Education Amendments of 1978 [25 
U.S.C. 2001 et seq.] and notify the Secretary of 
their election to operate the schools with as-
sistance under this chapter rather than con-
tinuing as contract schools; 

(B) operate other tribally controlled schools 
eligible for assistance under this chapter and 
submit applications (which are approved by 
their tribal governing bodies) to the Secretary 
for such grants; or 

(C) elect to assume operation of Bureau 
schools with assistance under this chapter and 
submit applications (which are approved by 
their tribal governing bodies) to the Secretary 
for such grants. 

(2) Grants provided under this chapter shall be 
deposited into the general operating fund of the 
tribally controlled school with respect to which 
the grant is provided. 

(3)(A) Except as otherwise provided in this 
paragraph, grants provided under this chapter 
shall be used to defray, at the discretion of the 
school board of the tribally controlled school 
with respect to which the grant is provided, any 
expenditures for education-related activities for 
which any funds that compose the grant may be 
used under the laws described in section 2504(a) 
of this title, including but not limited to, ex-
penditures for— 

(i) school operations, academic, educational, 
residential, guidance and counseling, and ad-
ministrative purposes, and 

(ii) support services for the school, including 
transportation. 

(B) Grants provided under this chapter may, at 
the discretion of the school board of the tribally 
controlled school with respect to which such 
grant is provided, be used to defray operation 
and maintenance expenditures for the school if 
any funds for the operation and maintenance of 
the school are allocated to the school under the 
provisions of any of the laws described in sec-
tion 2504(a) of this title. 

(C) If funds allocated to a tribally controlled 
school under title I of the Elementary and Sec-
ondary Education Act of 1965 [20 U.S.C. 6301 et 
seq.], the Individuals with Disabilities Edu-

cation Act [20 U.S.C. 1400 et seq.], or any Federal 
education law other than title XI of the Edu-
cation Amendments of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001 et 
seq.] are included in a grant provided under this 
chapter, a portion of the grant equal to the 
amount of the funds allocated under such law 
shall be expended only for those activities for 
which funds provided under such law may be ex-
pended under the terms of such law. 

(b) Limitations 

(1) No more than one grant may be provided 
under this chapter with respect to any Indian 
tribe or tribal organization for any fiscal year. 

(2) Funds provided under any grant made 
under this chapter may not be used in connec-
tion with religious worship or sectarian instruc-
tion. 

(3) Funds provided under any grant made 
under this chapter may not be expended for ad-
ministrative costs (as defined under section 
1128A(e)(1) 1 of the Education Amendments of 
1978) in excess of the amount generated for such 
costs under section 1128A 1 of such Act. 

(c) Limitation on transfer of funds among school-
sites 

(1) In the case of a grantee which operates 
schools at more than one schoolsite, the grantee 
may expend no more than the lesser of— 

(A) 10 percent of the funds allocated for a 
schoolsite under section 1128 1 of the Education 
Amendments of 1978, or 

(B) $400,000 of such funds, 

at any other schoolsite. 
(2) For purposes of this subsection, the term 

‘‘schoolsite’’ means the physical location and 
the facilities of an elementary or secondary edu-
cational or residential program operated by, or 
under contract with, the Bureau for which a dis-
creet student count is identified under the fund-
ing formula established under section 1128 1 of 
the Education Amendments of 1978. 

(d) No requirement to accept grants 

Nothing in this chapter may be construed— 
(1) to require a tribe or tribal organization 

to apply for or accept, or 
(2) to allow any person to coerce any tribe or 

tribal organization into applying for, or ac-
cepting, 

a grant under this chapter to plan, conduct, and 
administer all of, or any portion of, any Bureau 
program. Such applications, and the timing of 
such applications, shall be strictly voluntary. 
Nothing in this chapter may be construed as al-
lowing or requiring any grant with any entity 
other than the entity to which the grant is pro-
vided. 

(e) No effect on Federal responsibility 

Grants provided under this chapter shall not 
terminate, modify, suspend, or reduce the re-
sponsibility of the Federal Government to pro-
vide a program. 

(f) Retrocession 

Whenever an 2 tribal governing body requests 
retrocession of any program for which assist-

ance is provided under this chapter, such ret-
rocession shall become effective upon a date 
specified by the Secretary not more than 120 
days after the date on which the tribal govern-
ing body requests the retrocession, or such later 
date as may be mutually agreed upon by the 
Secretary and the tribal governing body. If such 
a program is retroceded, the Secretary shall pro-
vide to any Indian tribe served by such program 
at least the same quantity and quality of serv-
ices that would have been provided under such 
program at the level of funding provided under 
this chapter prior to the retrocession. The tribe 
requesting retrocession shall specify whether 
the retrocession is to status as a Bureau school 
or as a contract school under title XI of the Edu-
cation Amendments of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001 et 
seq.]. Except as otherwise determined by the 
Secretary, the tribe or tribal organization oper-
ating the program to be retroceded must trans-
fer to the Secretary (or to the tribe or tribal or-
ganization which will operate the program as a 
contract school) the existing equipment and ma-
terials which were acquired— 

(1) with assistance under this chapter, or 
(2) upon assumption of operation of the pro-

gram under this chapter if it was a Bureau 
funded school under title XI of the Education 
Amendments of 1978 before receiving assist-
ance under this chapter. 

(g) No termination for administrative conven-
ience 

Grants provided under this Act 3 may not be 
terminated, modified, suspended, or reduced 
only for the convenience of the administering 
agency.

§ 2504. Composition of grants 

(a) In general 

The grant provided under this chapter to an 
Indian tribe or tribal organization for any fiscal 
year shall consist of— 

(1) the total amount of funds allocated for 
such fiscal year under sections 1128 1 and 
1128A 1 of the Education Amendments of 1978 
with respect to the tribally controlled schools 
eligible for assistance under this chapter that 
are operated by such Indian tribe or tribal or-
ganization, including, but not limited to, 
funds provided under such sections, or under 
any other provision of law, for transportation 
costs, 

(2) to the extent requested by such Indian 
tribe or tribal organization, the total amount 
of funds provided from operations and mainte-
nance accounts and, notwithstanding section 
450j of this title, or any other provision of law, 
other facilities accounts for such schools for 
such fiscal year (including but not limited to 
all those referenced under section 1126(d) of 
the Education Amendments of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 
2006(d)], or any other law), and 

(3) the total amount of funds provided 
under— 

(A) title I of the Elementary and Second-

funds provided under any law referred to in 
clause (i), (ii), or (iii) of subparagraph (A). 

(4) Notwithstanding the provision of para-
graph 2 2503(a)(2) of this title, with respect to 
funds from facilities improvement and repair, 
alteration and renovation (major or minor),

construction equal to at least one-fourth of the 
total cost of such new construction. Where the 
appropriations measure or the application sub-
mission does not stipulate a period for the work 
covered by the funds so designated, the Sec-
retary and the grantee shall consult and deter-
mine such a period prior to the transfer of funds: 
Provided, That such period may be extended 
upon mutual agreement. 

(5) If the Secretary fails to make a determina-
tion within 180 days of a request filed by an In-
dian tribe or tribal organization to include in 
such tribe or organization’s grant the funds de-
scribed in subsection (a)(2) of this section, the 
Secretary shall be deemed to have approved 
such request and the Secretary shall imme-
diately amend the grant accordingly. Such tribe 
or organization may enforce its rights under 
subsection (a)(2) of this section and this para-
graph, including any denial of or failure to act 
on such tribe or organization’s request, pursuant 
to the disputes authority described in section 
2508(e) of this title.

§ 2505. Eligibility for grants 

(a) In general 

(1) A tribally controlled school is eligible for 
assistance under this chapter if the school— 

(A) was, on April 28, 1988, a contract school 
under title XI of the Education Amendments 
of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001 et seq.] and the tribe or 
tribal organization operating the school sub-
mits to the Secretary a written notice of elec-
tion to receive a grant under this chapter, 

(B) was a Bureau school under title XI of the 
Education Amendments of 1978 and has met 
the requirements of subsection (b) of this sec-
tion, 

(C) is a school for which the Bureau has not 
provided funds, but which has met the require-
ments of subsection (c) of this section, or 

(D) is a school with respect to which an elec-
tion has been made under paragraph (2) and 
which has met the requirements of subsection 
(b) of this section. 

(2) Any application which has been submitted 
under the Indian Self-Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] by 
an Indian tribe for a school which is not in oper-
ation on April 28, 1988, shall be reviewed under 
the guidelines and regulations for applications 
submitted under the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act that were in ef-
fect at the time the application was submitted, 
unless the Indian tribe or tribal organization 
elects to have the application reviewed under 
the provisions of subsection (b) of this section. 

(b) Additional requirements for Bureau schools 
and certain electing schools 

(1) A school that was a Bureau funded school 
under title XI of the Education Amendments of 
1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001 et seq.] on April 28, 1988.,1 and 
any school with respect to which an election is 
made under subsection (a)(2) of this section, 
meets the requirements of this subsection if— 

(A) the Indian tribe or tribal organization 
that operates, or desires to operate, the school 
submits to the Secretary an application re-
questing that the Secretary— 

(i) transfer operation of the school to the 
Indian tribe or tribal organization, if the In-
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dian tribe or tribal organization is not al-
ready operating the school, and 

(ii) make a determination of whether the 
school is eligible for assistance under this 
chapter, and 

(B) the Secretary makes a determination 
that the school is eligible for assistance under 
this chapter. 

(2)(A) By no later than the date that is 120 
days after the date on which an application is 
submitted to the Secretary under paragraph 
(1)(A), the Secretary shall determine— 

(i) if the school is not being operated by the 
Indian tribe or tribal organization, whether to 
transfer operation of the school to the Indian 
tribe or tribal organization, and 

(ii) whether the school is eligible for assist-
ance under this chapter. 

(B) In considering applications submitted 
under paragraph (1)(A), the Secretary— 

(i) shall transfer operation of the school to 
the Indian tribe or tribal organization, if the 
Indian tribe or tribal organization is not al-
ready operating the school, and 

(ii) shall determine that the school is eligi-
ble for assistance under this chapter, 

unless the Secretary finds by clear and convinc-
ing evidence that the services to be provided by 
the Indian tribe or tribal organization will be 
deleterious to the welfare of the Indians served 
by the school. 

(C) In considering applications submitted 
under paragraph (1)(A), the Secretary shall con-
sider whether the Indian tribe or tribal organi-
zation would be deficient in operating the school 
with respect to— 

(i) equipment, 
(ii) bookkeeping and accounting procedures, 
(iii) substantive knowledge of operating the 

school, 
(iv) adequately trained personnel, or 
(v) any other necessary components in the 

operation of the school. 

(c) Additional requirements for school which is 
not a Bureau funded school 

(1) A school which is not a Bureau funded 
school under title XI of the Education Amend-
ments of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001 et seq.] meets the 
requirements of this subsection if— 

(A) the Indian tribe or tribal organization 
that operates, or desires to operate, the school 
submits to the Secretary an application re-
questing a determination by the Secretary of 
whether the school is eligible for assistance 
under this chapter, and 

(B) the Secretary makes a determination 
that the school is eligible for assistance under 
this chapter. 

(2)(A) By no later than the date that is 180 
days after the date on which an application is 
submitted to the Secretary under paragraph 
(1)(A), the Secretary shall determine whether 
the school is eligible for assistance under this 
chapter. 

(B) In making the determination under sub-
paragraph (A), the Secretary shall give equal 
consideration to each of the following factors: 

(i) with respect to the applicant’s proposal— 

(I) the adequacy of facilities or the poten-
tial to obtain or provide adequate facilities; 

(II) geographic and demographic factors in 
the affected areas; 

(III) adequacy of applicant’s program 
plans; 

(IV) geographic proximity of comparable 
public education; and 

(V) the needs as expressed by all affected 
parties, including but not limited to stu-
dents, families, tribal governments at both 
the central and local levels, and school orga-
nizations; and 

(ii) with respect to all education services al-
ready available— 

(I) geographic and demographic factors in 
the affected areas; 

(II) adequacy and comparability of pro-
grams already available; 

(III) consistency of available programs 
with tribal education codes or tribal legisla-
tion to education; and 

(IV) the history and success of these serv-
ices for the proposed population to be 
served, as determined from all factors and 
not just standardized examination perform-
ance. 

(C) The Secretary may not make a determina-
tion under this paragraph that is primarily 
based upon the geographic proximity of com-
parable public education. 

(D) Applications submitted under paragraph 
(1)(A) shall include information on the factors 
described in subparagraph (B)(i), but the appli-
cant may also provide the Secretary such infor-
mation relative to the factors described in sub-
paragraph (B)(ii) as the applicant considers ap-
propriate. 

(E) If the Secretary fails to make a determina-
tion under subparagraph (A) with respect to an 
application within 180 days after the date on 
which the Secretary received the application, 
the Secretary shall be treated as having made a 
determination that the tribally controlled 
school is eligible for assistance under the title 2 
and the grant shall become effective 18 months 
after the date on which the Secretary received 
the application, or an earlier date, at the Sec-
retary’s discretion. 

(d) Applications and reports 

(1) All applications and reports submitted to 
the Secretary under this chapter, and any 
amendments to such applications or reports, 
shall be filed with the agency or area education 
officer designated by the Director of the Office 
of Indian Education of the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs. The date on which such filing occurs shall, 
for purposes of this chapter, be treated as the 
date on which the application or amendment is 
submitted to the Secretary. 

(2) Any application that is submitted under 
this chapter shall be accompanied by a docu-
ment indicating the action taken by the tribal 
governing body in authorizing such application. 

(e) Effective date for approved applications 

Except as provided in subsection (c)(2)(E) of 
this section, a grant provided under this chap-
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ter, and any transfer of the operation of a Bu-
reau school made under subsection (b) of this 
section, shall become effective beginning with 
the academic year succeeding the fiscal year in 
which the application for the grant or transfer is 
made, or at an earlier date determined by the 
Secretary. 

(f) Denial of applications 

(1) Whenever the Secretary declines to provide 
a grant under this chapter, to transfer operation 
of a Bureau school under subsection (b) of this 
section, or determines that a school is not eligi-
ble for assistance under this chapter, the Sec-
retary shall— 

(A) state the objections in writing to the 
tribe or tribal organization within the allotted 
time, 

(B) provide assistance to the tribe or tribal 
organization to overcome all stated objec-
tions, 

(C) provide the tribe or tribal organization a 
hearing on the record, under the same rules 
and regulations that apply under the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], and 

(D) provide an opportunity to appeal the ob-
jection raised. 

(2) The Secretary shall reconsider any amend-
ed application submitted under this chapter 
within 60 days after the amended application is 
submitted to the Secretary. 

(g) Report 

The Bureau shall submit an annual report to 
the Congress on all applications received, and 
actions taken (including the costs associated 
with such actions), under this section at the 
same time that the President is required to sub-
mit to the Congress the budget under section 
1105 of title 31.

§ 2506. Duration of eligibility determination 

(a) In general 

If the Secretary determines that a tribally 
controlled school is eligible for assistance under 
this chapter, the eligibility determination shall 
remain in effect until the determination is re-
voked by the Secretary, and the requirements of 
subsection (b) or (c) of section 2505 of this title, 
if applicable, shall be considered to have been 
met with respect to such school until the eligi-
bility determination is revoked by the Sec-
retary. 

(b) Annual reports 

Each recipient of a grant provided under this 
chapter shall submit to the Secretary and to the 
tribal governing body (within the meaning of 
section 1121(j) 1 of the Education Amendments of 
1978) of the tribally controlled school an annual 
report that shall be limited to— 

(1) an annual financial statement reporting 
revenue and expenditures as defined by the 
cost accounting established by the grantee; 

(2) a biannual financial audit conducted pur-
suant to the standards of the Single Audit Act 
of 1984 [31 U.S.C. 7501 et seq.]; 

(3) an annual submission to the Secretary of 
the number of students served and a brief de-
scription of programs offered under the grant;

(4) a program evaluation conducted by an 
impartial entity, to be based on the standards 
established for purposes of subsection 
(c)(1)(A)(ii) of this section. 

(c) Revocation of eligibility 

(1)(A) The Secretary shall not revoke a deter-
mination that a school is eligible for assistance 
under this chapter if— 

(i) the Indian tribe or tribal organization 
submits the reports required under subsection 
(b) of this section with respect to the school, 
and 

(ii) at least one of the following subclauses 
applies with respect to the school: 
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(I) The school is certified or accredited by 
a State or regional accrediting association 
as recognized by the Secretary of Education, 
or is a candidate in good standing for such 
accreditation under the rules of the State or 
regional accrediting association, showing 
that credits achieved by students within the 
education programs are, or will be, accepted 
at grade level by a State certified or region-
ally accredited institution. 

(II) A determination made by the Sec-
retary that there is a reasonable expectation 
that the accreditation described in subclause 
(I), or the candidacy in good standing for 
such accreditation, will be reached by the 
school within 3 years and that the program 
offered by the school is beneficial to the In-
dian students. 

(III) The school is accredited by a tribal 
department of education if such accredita-
tion is accepted by a generally recognized 
regional or State accreditation agency. 

(IV) The school accepts the standards pro-
mulgated under section 1121 of the Edu-
cation Amendments of 1978 [25 U.S.C. 2001] 
and an evaluation of performance is con-
ducted under this section in conformance 
with the regulations pertaining to Bureau 
operated schools by an impartial evaluator 
chosen by the grantee, but no grantee shall 
be required to comply with these standards 
to a higher degree than a comparable Bureau 
operated school. 

(V) A positive evaluation of the school is 
conducted once every 3 years under stand-
ards adopted by the contractor under a con-
tract for a school entered into under the In-
dian Self-Determination and Education As-
sistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] (or revi-
sions of such standards agreed to by the Sec-
retary and the grantee) prior to April 28, 
1988, such evaluation to be conducted by an 
impartial evaluator agreed to by the Sec-
retary and the grantee. If the Secretary and 
a grantee other than the tribal governing 
body fail to agree on such an evaluator, the 
tribal governing body shall choose the eval-
uator or perform the evaluation.

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§ 2507. Payment of grants; investment of funds 

(a) Payments 

(1) Except as otherwise provided in this sub-
section, the Secretary shall make payments to 
grantees under this chapter in 2 payments, of 
which— 

(A) the first payment shall be made not later 
than July 15 of each year in an amount equal 
to one-half of the amount which the grantee 
was entitled to receive during the preceding 
academic year; and 

(B) the second payment, consisting of the re-
mainder to which the grantee is entitled for 
the academic year, shall be made not later 
than December 1 of each year. 

(2) For any school for which no payment under 
this chapter was made from Bureau funds in the 
preceding academic year, full payment of the 
amount computed for the first academic year of 
eligibility under this chapter shall be made not 
later than December 1 of the academic year.

(b) Investment of funds 

(1) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, any interest or investment income that ac-
crues on any funds provided under this chapter 
after such funds are paid to the Indian tribe or 
tribal organization and before such funds are ex-
pended for the purpose for which such funds 
were provided under this chapter shall be the 
property of the Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion and shall not be taken into account by any 
officer or employee of the Federal Government 
in determining whether to provide assistance, or 
the amount of assistance, under any provision of 
Federal law.

§ 2508. Application with respect to Indian Self-

(a) Certain provisions to apply to grants 

All provisions of sections 5, 6, 7, 104, 105(f), 
106(f), 109, and 111 of the Indian Self-Determina-
tion and Education Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 
450c, 450d, 450e, 450i, 450j(f), 450j–1(f), 450m, 450n], 
except those provisions relating to indirect 
costs and length of contract, shall apply to 
grants provided under this chapter. 

(b) Election for grant in lieu of contract 

(1) Contractors for activities to which this 
chapter applies who have entered into a con-
tract under the Indian Self-Determination and 
Education Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] 
that is in effect on April 28, 1988, may, by giving 
notice to the Secretary, elect to have the provi-
sions of this chapter apply to such activity in 
lieu of such contract. 

(2) Any election made under paragraph (1) 
shall take effect on the later of— 

(A) October 1 of the fiscal year succeeding 
the fiscal year in which such election is made, 
or 

(B) the date that is 60 days after the date of 
such election.

(d) Transfers and carryovers 

(1) A tribe or tribal organization assuming the 
operation of a Bureau school with assistance 
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under this chapter shall be entitled to the trans-
fer or use of buildings, equipment, supplies, and 
materials to the same extent as if it were con-
tracting under the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450 et 
seq.). 

(2) A tribe or tribal organization assuming the 
operation of a contract school with assistance 
under this chapter shall be entitled to the trans-
fer or use of the buildings, equipment, supplies, 
and materials that were used in the operation of 
the contract school to the same extent as if it 
were contracting under the Indian Self-Deter-
mination and Education Assistance Act (25 
U.S.C. 450 et seq.). 

(3) Any tribe or tribal organization which as-
sumes operation of a Bureau school with assist-
ance under this chapter and any tribe or tribal 
organization which elects to operate a school 
with assistance under this chapter rather than 
to continue as a contract school shall be enti-
tled to any funds which would carryover from 
the previous fiscal year as if such school were 
operated as a contract school. 

(e) Exceptions, problems, and disputes 

Any exception or problem cited in an audit

For purposes of this chapter— 
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(1) The term ‘‘eligible Indian student’’ has 
the meaning of such term in section 1128(f) 1 of 
the Education Amendments of 1978. 

(2) The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, or other organized 
group or community, including any Alaska 
Native Village or regional or village corpora-
tion (as defined in or established pursuant to 
the Alaskan Native Claims Settlement Act [43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.]), which is recognized as eli-
gible for the special programs and services 
provided by the United States to Indians be-
cause of their status as Indians. 

(3)(A) The term ‘‘tribal organization’’ 
means— 

(i) the recognized governing body of any 
Indian tribe, or 

(ii) any legally established organization of 
Indians which— 

(I) is controlled, sanctioned, or chartered 
by such governing body or is democrat-
ically elected by the adult members of the 
Indian community to be served by such or-
ganization, and 

(II) includes the maximum participation 
of Indians in all phases of its activities. 

(B) In any case in which a grant is provided 
under this chapter to an organization to per-
form services benefiting more than one Indian 
tribe, the approval of the governing bodies of 
Indian tribes representing 80 percent of those 
students attending the tribally controlled 
school shall be considered a sufficient tribal 
authorization for such grant. 

(4) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(5) The term ‘‘tribally controlled school’’ 
means a school, operated by a tribe or a tribal 
organization, enrolling students in kinder-
garten through grade 12, including preschools, 
which is not a local educational agency and 
which is not directly administered by the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs. 

(6) The term ‘‘a local educational agency’’ 
means a public board of education or other 
public authority legally constituted within a 
State for either administrative control or di-
rection of, or to perform a service function for, 
public elementary or secondary schools in a 
city, county, township, school district, or 
other political subdivision of a State, or such 
combination of school districts or counties as 
are recognized in a State as an administrative 
agency for its public elementary or secondary 
schools. Such term includes any other public 
institution or agency having administrative 
control and direction of a public elementary 
or secondary school. 

(7) The term ‘‘Bureau’’ means the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs of the Department of the Inte-
rior.

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management contracts dealing with Indian 
gaming, but does not provide standards for ap-
proval of such contracts; 

(3) existing Federal law does not provide 
clear standards or regulations for the conduct 
of gaming on Indian lands; 

(4) a principal goal of Federal Indian policy 
is to promote tribal economic development, 
tribal self-sufficiency, and strong tribal gov-

(5) Indian tribes have the exclusive right to 
regulate gaming activity on Indian lands if 
the gaming activity is not specifically prohib-
ited by Federal law and is conducted within a 
State which does not, as a matter of criminal 
law and public policy, prohibit such gaming 
activity.

(3) to declare that the establishment of inde-
pendent Federal regulatory authority for gam-
ing on Indian lands, the establishment of Fed-
eral standards for gaming on Indian lands, and 
the establishment of a National Indian Gam-
ing Commission are necessary to meet con-
gressional concerns regarding gaming and to 
protect such gaming as a means of generating 
tribal revenue.

For purposes of this chapter—

Attorney General of the United States.

(A) is recognized as eligible by the Sec-
retary for the special programs and services 
provided by the United States to Indians be-
cause of their status as Indians, and 

(B) is recognized as possessing powers of 
self-government. 

(6) The term ‘‘class I gaming’’ means social 
games solely for prizes of minimal value or 
traditional forms of Indian gaming engaged in 
by individuals as a part of, or in connection 
with, tribal ceremonies or celebrations. 

(7)(A) The term ‘‘class II gaming’’ means— 
(i) the game of chance commonly known as 

bingo (whether or not electronic, computer, 
or other technologic aids are used in connec-
tion therewith)— 

(I) which is played for prizes, including 
monetary prizes, with cards bearing num-
bers or other designations, 

(II) in which the holder of the card cov-
ers such numbers or designations when ob-
jects, similarly numbered or designated, 
are drawn or electronically determined, 
and 

(III) in which the game is won by the 
first person covering a previously des-
ignated arrangement of numbers or des-
ignations on such cards, 

including (if played in the same location) 
pull-tabs, lotto, punch boards, tip jars, in-
stant bingo, and other games similar to 
bingo, and 

(ii) card games that— 
(I) are explicitly authorized by the laws 

of the State, or 
(II) are not explicitly prohibited by the 

laws of the State and are played at any lo-
cation in the State, 

but only if such card games are played in 
conformity with those laws and regulations 
(if any) of the State regarding hours or peri-
ods of operation of such card games or limi-
tations on wagers or pot sizes in such card 
games. 

(B) The term ‘‘class II gaming’’ does not in-
clude— 

(i) any banking card games, including bac-
carat, chemin de fer, or blackjack (21), or 

(ii) electronic or electromechanical fac-
similes of any game of chance or slot ma-
chines of any kind. 

(C) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this paragraph, the term ‘‘class II gaming’’ in-
cludes those card games played in the State of 
Michigan, the State of North Dakota, the 
State of South Dakota, or the State of Wash-
ington, that were actually operated in such 
State by an Indian tribe on or before May 1, 
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1988, but only to the extent of the nature and 
scope of the card games that were actually op-
erated by an Indian tribe in such State on or 
before such date, as determined by the Chair-
man. 

(D) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this paragraph, the term ‘‘class II gaming’’ in-
cludes, during the 1-year period beginning on 
October 17, 1988, any gaming described in sub-
paragraph (B)(ii) that was legally operated on 
Indian lands on or before May 1, 1988, if the In-
dian tribe having jurisdiction over the lands 
on which such gaming was operated requests 
the State, by no later than the date that is 30 
days after October 17, 1988, to negotiate a Trib-
al-State compact under section 2710(d)(3) of 
this title. 

(E) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this paragraph, the term ‘‘class II gaming’’ in-
cludes, during the 1-year period beginning on 
December 17, 1991, any gaming described in 
subparagraph (B)(ii) that was legally operated 
on Indian lands in the State of Wisconsin on or 
before May 1, 1988, if the Indian tribe having 
jurisdiction over the lands on which such gam-
ing was operated requested the State, by no 
later than November 16, 1988, to negotiate a 
Tribal-State compact under section 2710(d)(3) 
of this title. 

(F) If, during the 1-year period described in 
subparagraph (E), there is a final judicial de-
termination that the gaming described in sub-
paragraph (E) is not legal as a matter of State 
law, then such gaming on such Indian land 
shall cease to operate on the date next follow-
ing the date of such judicial decision. 

(8) The term ‘‘class III gaming’’ means all 
forms of gaming that are not class I gaming or 
class II gaming. 

(9) The term ‘‘net revenues’’ means gross 
revenues of an Indian gaming activity less 
amounts paid out as, or paid for, prizes and 
total operating expenses, excluding manage-
ment fees.

§ 2704. National Indian Gaming Commission 

(a) Establishment 

There is established within the Department of 
the Interior a Commission to be known as the 
National Indian Gaming Commission. 

(b) Composition; investigation; term of office; re-
moval 

(1) The Commission shall be composed of three 
full-time members who shall be appointed as fol-
lows: 

(A) a Chairman, who shall be appointed by 
the President with the advice and consent of 
the Senate; and 

(B) two associate members who shall be ap-
pointed by the Secretary of the Interior. 

(2)(A) The Attorney General shall conduct a 
background investigation on any person consid-
ered for appointment to the Commission. 

(B) The Secretary shall publish in the Federal 
Register the name and other information the 
Secretary deems pertinent regarding a nominee 
for membership on the Commission and shall 
allow a period of not less than thirty days for re-
ceipt of public comment. 

(3) Not more than two members of the Com-
mission shall be of the same political party. At 
least two members of the Commission shall be 
enrolled members of any Indian tribe. 

(4)(A) Except as provided in subparagraph (B), 
the term of office of the members of the Com-
mission shall be three years. 

(B) Of the initial members of the Commis-
sion— 

(i) two members, including the Chairman, 
shall have a term of office of three years; and 

(ii) one member shall have a term of office of 
one year. 

(5) No individual shall be eligible for any ap-
pointment to, or to continue service on, the 
Commission, who— 

(A) has been convicted of a felony or gaming 
offense; 

(B) has any financial interest in, or manage-
ment responsibility for, any gaming activity; 
or 
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(C) has a financial interest in, or manage-
ment responsibility for, any management con-
tract approved pursuant to section 2711 of this 
title. 

(6) A Commissioner may only be removed from 
office before the expiration of the term of office 
of the member by the President (or, in the case 
of associate member, by the Secretary) for ne-
glect of duty, or malfeasance in office, or for 
other good cause shown. 

(c) Vacancies 

Vacancies occurring on the Commission shall 
be filled in the same manner as the original ap-
pointment. A member may serve after the expi-
ration of his term of office until his successor 
has been appointed, unless the member has been 
removed for cause under subsection (b)(6) of this 
section. 

(d) Quorum 

Two members of the Commission, at least one 
of which is the Chairman or Vice Chairman, 
shall constitute a quorum. 

(e) Vice Chairman 

The Commission shall select, by majority 
vote, one of the members of the Commission to 
serve as Vice Chairman. The Vice Chairman 
shall serve as Chairman during meetings of the 
Commission in the absence of the Chairman. 

(f) Meetings 

The Commission shall meet at the call of the 
Chairman or a majority of its members, but 
shall meet at least once every 4 months. 

(g) Compensation 

(1) The Chairman of the Commission shall be 
paid at a rate equal to that of level IV of the Ex-
ecutive Schedule under section 5315 of title 5. 

(2) The associate members of the Commission 
shall each be paid at a rate equal to that of level 
V of the Executive Schedule under section 5316 
of title 5. 

(3) All members of the Commission shall be re-
imbursed in accordance with title 5 for travel, 
subsistence, and other necessary expenses in-
curred by them in the performance of their du-
ties.

§ 2705. Powers of Chairman

(2) levy and collect civil fines as provided in 
section 2713(a) of this title; 

(3) approve tribal ordinances or resolutions 
regulating class II gaming and class III gam-

(4) approve management contracts for class 
II gaming and class III gaming as provided in 
sections 2710(d)(9) and 2711 of this title. 

(b) The Chairman shall have such other powers 
as may be delegated by the Commission.

§ 2706. Powers of Commission 

(a) Budget approval; civil fines; fees; subpoenas; 
permanent orders 

The Commission shall have the power, not 
subject to delegation— 

(1) upon the recommendation of the Chair-
man, to approve the annual budget of the 
Commission as provided in section 2717 of this 
title; 

(2) to adopt regulations for the assessment 
and collection of civil fines as provided in sec-
tion 2713(a) of this title; 

(3) by an affirmative vote of not less than 2 
members, to establish the rate of fees as pro-
vided in section 2717 of this title; 

(4) by an affirmative vote of not less than 2 
members, to authorize the Chairman to issue 
subpoenas as provided in section 2715 of this 
title; and 

(5) by an affirmative vote of not less than 2 
members and after a full hearing, to make per-
manent a temporary order of the Chairman 
closing a gaming activity as provided in sec-
tion 2713(b)(2) of this title. 

(b) Monitoring; inspection of premises; investiga-
tions; access to records; mail; contracts; hear-
ings; oaths; regulations 

The Commission— 
(1) shall monitor class II gaming conducted 

on Indian lands on a continuing basis; 
(2) shall inspect and examine all premises lo-

cated on Indian lands on which class II gaming 
is conducted; 

(3) shall conduct or cause to be conducted 
such background investigations as may be 
necessary; 

(4) may demand access to and inspect, exam-
ine, photocopy, and audit all papers, books, 
and records respecting gross revenues of class 
II gaming conducted on Indian lands and any 
other matters necessary to carry out the du-
ties of the Commission under this chapter; 

(5) may use the United States mail in the 
same manner and under the same conditions 
as any department or agency of the United 
States; 

(6) may procure supplies, services, and prop-
erty by contract in accordance with applicable 
Federal laws and regulations; 

(7) may enter into contracts with Federal, 
State, tribal and private entities for activities 
necessary to the discharge of the duties of the 
Commission and, to the extent feasible, con-
tract the enforcement of the Commission’s 
regulations with the Indian tribes; 

(8) may hold such hearings, sit and act at 
such times and places, take such testimony, 
and receive such evidence as the Commission 
deems appropriate; 

(9) may administer oaths or affirmations to 
witnesses appearing before the Commission; 
and 

(10) shall promulgate such regulations and 
guidelines as it deems appropriate to imple-
ment the provisions of this chapter. 

(c) Report 

The Commission shall submit a report with 
minority views, if any, to the Congress on De-

The report shall include information on— 

(1) whether the associate commissioners 
should continue as full or part-time officials;

(a) General Counsel 

The Chairman shall appoint a General Counsel 
to the Commission who shall be paid at the an-
nual rate of basic pay payable for GS–18 of the 
General Schedule under section 5332 of title 5. 

(b) Staff 

The Chairman shall appoint and supervise 
other staff of the Commission without regard to 
the provisions of title 5 governing appointments 
in the competitive service. Such staff shall be 
paid without regard to the provisions of chapter 
51 and subchapter III of chapter 53 of such title 
relating to classification and General Schedule 
pay rates, except that no individual so ap-
pointed may receive pay in excess of the annual 
rate of basic pay payable for GS–17 of the Gen-
eral Schedule under section 5332 of that title. 

(c) Temporary services 

The Chairman may procure temporary and 
intermittent services under section 3109(b) of 
title 5, but at rates for individuals not to exceed 
the daily equivalent of the maximum annual 
rate of basic pay payable for GS–18 of the Gen-
eral Schedule. 

(d) Federal agency personnel 

Upon the request of the Chairman, the head of 
any Federal agency is authorized to detail any 
of the personnel of such agency to the Commis-
sion to assist the Commission in carrying out its 
duties under this chapter, unless otherwise pro-
hibited by law. 

(e) Administrative support services 

The Secretary or Administrator of General 
Services shall provide to the Commission on a 
reimbursable basis such administrative support 
services as the Commission may request.

§ 2708. Commission; access to information 

The Commission may secure from any depart-
ment or agency of the United States informa-
tion necessary to enable it to carry out this 
chapter.

§ 2709. Interim authority to regulate gaming 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
chapter, the Secretary shall continue to exercise 
those authorities vested in the Secretary on the 
day before October 17, 1988, relating to super-
vision of Indian gaming until such time as the 
Commission is organized and prescribes regula-
tions. The Secretary shall provide staff and sup-
port assistance to facilitate an orderly transi-
tion to regulation of Indian gaming by the Com-
mission.

§ 2710. Tribal gaming ordinances 

(a) Jurisdiction over class I and class II gaming 
activity 

(1) Class I gaming on Indian lands is within 
the exclusive jurisdiction of the Indian tribes 
and shall not be subject to the provisions of this 
chapter. 

(2) Any class II gaming on Indian lands shall 
continue to be within the jurisdiction of the In-
dian tribes, but shall be subject to the provi-
sions of this chapter. 

(b) Regulation of class II gaming activity; net 
revenue allocation; audits; contracts 

(1) An Indian tribe may engage in, or license 
and regulate, class II gaming on Indian lands 
within such tribe’s jurisdiction, if— 

(A) such Indian gaming is located within a 
State that permits such gaming for any pur-
pose by any person, organization or entity 
(and such gaming is not otherwise specifically 
prohibited on Indian lands by Federal law), 
and 

(B) the governing body of the Indian tribe 
adopts an ordinance or resolution which is ap-
proved by the Chairman. 

A separate license issued by the Indian tribe 
shall be required for each place, facility, or loca-
tion on Indian lands at which class II gaming is 
conducted. 

(2) The Chairman shall approve any tribal or-
dinance or resolution concerning the conduct, or 
regulation of class II gaming on the Indian lands 
within the tribe’s jurisdiction if such ordinance 
or resolution provides that— 

(A) except as provided in paragraph (4), the 
Indian tribe will have the sole proprietary in-
terest and responsibility for the conduct of 
any gaming activity; 
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(B) net revenues from any tribal gaming are 
not to be used for purposes other than— 

(i) to fund tribal government operations or 
programs; 

(ii) to provide for the general welfare of 
the Indian tribe and its members; 

(iii) to promote tribal economic develop-
ment; 

(iv) to donate to charitable organizations; 
or 

(v) to help fund operations of local govern-
ment agencies; 

(C) annual outside audits of the gaming, 
which may be encompassed within existing 
independent tribal audit systems, will be pro-
vided by the Indian tribe to the Commission; 

(D) all contracts for supplies, services, or 
concessions for a contract amount in excess of 
$25,000 annually (except contracts for profes-
sional legal or accounting services) relating to 
such gaming shall be subject to such independ-
ent audits; 

(E) the construction and maintenance of the 
gaming facility, and the operation of that 
gaming is conducted in a manner which ade-
quately protects the environment and the pub-
lic health and safety; and 

(F) there is an adequate system which— 
(i) ensures that background investigations 

are conducted on the primary management 
officials and key employees of the gaming 
enterprise and that oversight of such offi-
cials and their management is conducted on 
an ongoing basis; and 

(ii) includes— 
(I) tribal licenses for primary manage-

ment officials and key employees of the 
gaming enterprise with prompt notifica-
tion to the Commission of the issuance of 
such licenses; 

(II) a standard whereby any person 
whose prior activities, criminal record, if 
any, or reputation, habits and associations 
pose a threat to the public interest or to 
the effective regulation of gaming, or cre-
ate or enhance the dangers of unsuitable, 
unfair, or illegal practices and methods 
and activities in the conduct of gaming 
shall not be eligible for employment; and 

(III) notification by the Indian tribe to 
the Commission of the results of such 
background check before the issuance of 
any of such licenses. 

(3) Net revenues from any class II gaming ac-
tivities conducted or licensed by any Indian 
tribe may be used to make per capita payments 
to members of the Indian tribe only if— 

(A) the Indian tribe has prepared a plan to 
allocate revenues to uses authorized by para-
graph (2)(B); 

(B) the plan is approved by the Secretary as 
adequate, particularly with respect to uses de-
scribed in clause (i) or (iii) of paragraph (2)(B); 

(C) the interests of minors and other legally 
incompetent persons who are entitled to re-
ceive any of the per capita payments are pro-
tected and preserved and the per capita pay-
ments are disbursed to the parents or legal 
guardian of such minors or legal incompetents 
in such amounts as may be necessary for the 

health, education, or welfare, of the minor or 
other legally incompetent person under a plan 
approved by the Secretary and the governing 
body of the Indian tribe; and 

(D) the per capita payments are subject to 
Federal taxation and tribes notify members of 
such tax liability when payments are made. 

(4)(A) A tribal ordinance or resolution may 
provide for the licensing or regulation of class II 
gaming activities owned by any person or entity 
other than the Indian tribe and conducted on In-
dian lands, only if the tribal licensing require-
ments include the requirements described in the 
subclauses of subparagraph (B)(i) and are at 
least as restrictive as those established by State 
law governing similar gaming within the juris-
diction of the State within which such Indian 
lands are located. No person or entity, other 
than the Indian tribe, shall be eligible to receive 
a tribal license to own a class II gaming activity 
conducted on Indian lands within the jurisdic-
tion of the Indian tribe if such person or entity 
would not be eligible to receive a State license 
to conduct the same activity within the juris-
diction of the State. 

(B)(i) The provisions of subparagraph (A) of 
this paragraph and the provisions of subpara-
graphs (A) and (B) of paragraph (2) shall not bar 
the continued operation of an individually 
owned class II gaming operation that was oper-
ating on September 1, 1986, if— 

(I) such gaming operation is licensed and 
regulated by an Indian tribe pursuant to an or-
dinance reviewed and approved by the Com-
mission in accordance with section 2712 of this 
title, 

(II) income to the Indian tribe from such 
gaming is used only for the purposes described 
in paragraph (2)(B) of this subsection, 

(III) not less than 60 percent of the net reve-
nues is income to the Indian tribe, and 

(IV) the owner of such gaming operation 
pays an appropriate assessment to the Na-
tional Indian Gaming Commission under sec-
tion 2717(a)(1) of this title for regulation of 
such gaming. 

(ii) The exemption from the application of this 
subsection provided under this subparagraph 
may not be transferred to any person or entity 
and shall remain in effect only so long as the 
gaming activity remains within the same nature 
and scope as operated on October 17, 1988. 

(iii) Within sixty days of October 17, 1988, the 
Secretary shall prepare a list of each individ-
ually owned gaming operation to which clause 
(i) applies and shall publish such list in the Fed-
eral Register. 

(c) Issuance of gaming license; certificate of self- 
regulation 

(1) The Commission may consult with appro-
priate law enforcement officials concerning 
gaming licenses issued by an Indian tribe and 
shall have thirty days to notify the Indian tribe 
of any objections to issuance of such license. 

(2) If, after the issuance of a gaming license by 
an Indian tribe, reliable information is received 
from the Commission indicating that a primary 
management official or key employee does not 
meet the standard established under subsection 
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(b)(2)(F)(ii)(II) of this section, the Indian tribe 
shall suspend such license and, after notice and 
hearing, may revoke such license. 

(3) Any Indian tribe which operates a class II 
gaming activity and which— 

(A) has continuously conducted such activ-
ity for a period of not less than three years, 
including at least one year after October 17, 
1988; and 

(B) has otherwise complied with the provi-
sions of this section 1 

may petition the Commission for a certificate of 
self-regulation. 

(4) The Commission shall issue a certificate of 
self-regulation if it determines from available 
information, and after a hearing if requested by 
the tribe, that the tribe has— 

(A) conducted its gaming activity in a man-
ner which— 

(i) has resulted in an effective and honest 
accounting of all revenues; 

(ii) has resulted in a reputation for safe, 
fair, and honest operation of the activity; 
and 

(iii) has been generally free of evidence of 
criminal or dishonest activity; 

(B) adopted and is implementing adequate 
systems for— 

(i) accounting for all revenues from the ac-
tivity; 

(ii) investigation, licensing, and monitor-
ing of all employees of the gaming activity; 
and 

(iii) investigation, enforcement and pros-
ecution of violations of its gaming ordinance 
and regulations; and 

(C) conducted the operation on a fiscally and 
economically sound basis. 

(5) During any year in which a tribe has a cer-
tificate for self-regulation— 

(A) the tribe shall not be subject to the pro-
visions of paragraphs (1), (2), (3), and (4) of sec-
tion 2706(b) of this title; 

(B) the tribe shall continue to submit an an-
nual independent audit as required by sub-
section (b)(2)(C) of this section and shall sub-
mit to the Commission a complete resume on 
all employees hired and licensed by the tribe 
subsequent to the issuance of a certificate of 
self-regulation; and 

(C) the Commission may not assess a fee on 
such activity pursuant to section 2717 of this 
title in excess of one quarter of 1 per centum 
of the gross revenue. 

(6) The Commission may, for just cause and 
after an opportunity for a hearing, remove a cer-
tificate of self-regulation by majority vote of its 
members. 

(d) Class III gaming activities; authorization; 
revocation; Tribal-State compact 

(1) Class III gaming activities shall be lawful 
on Indian lands only if such activities are— 

(A) authorized by an ordinance or resolution 
that— 

(i) is adopted by the governing body of the 
Indian tribe having jurisdiction over such 
lands, 

(ii) meets the requirements of subsection 
(b) of this section, and 

(iii) is approved by the Chairman, 

(B) located in a State that permits such 
gaming for any purpose by any person, organi-
zation, or entity, and 

(C) conducted in conformance with a Tribal- 
State compact entered into by the Indian tribe 
and the State under paragraph (3) that is in ef-
fect. 

(2)(A) If any Indian tribe proposes to engage 
in, or to authorize any person or entity to en-
gage in, a class III gaming activity on Indian 
lands of the Indian tribe, the governing body of 
the Indian tribe shall adopt and submit to the 
Chairman an ordinance or resolution that meets 
the requirements of subsection (b) of this sec-
tion. 

(B) The Chairman shall approve any ordinance 
or resolution described in subparagraph (A), un-
less the Chairman specifically determines that— 

(i) the ordinance or resolution was not 
adopted in compliance with the governing doc-
uments of the Indian tribe, or 

(ii) the tribal governing body was signifi-
cantly and unduly influenced in the adoption 
of such ordinance or resolution by any person 
identified in section 2711(e)(1)(D) of this title. 

Upon the approval of such an ordinance or reso-
lution, the Chairman shall publish in the Fed-
eral Register such ordinance or resolution and 
the order of approval. 

(C) Effective with the publication under sub-
paragraph (B) of an ordinance or resolution 
adopted by the governing body of an Indian tribe 
that has been approved by the Chairman under 
subparagraph (B), class III gaming activity on 
the Indian lands of the Indian tribe shall be 
fully subject to the terms and conditions of the 
Tribal-State compact entered into under para-
graph (3) by the Indian tribe that is in effect. 

(D)(i) The governing body of an Indian tribe, 
in its sole discretion and without the approval 
of the Chairman, may adopt an ordinance or res-
olution revoking any prior ordinance or resolu-
tion that authorized class III gaming on the In-
dian lands of the Indian tribe. Such revocation 
shall render class III gaming illegal on the In-
dian lands of such Indian tribe. 

(ii) The Indian tribe shall submit any revoca-
tion ordinance or resolution described in clause 
(i) to the Chairman. The Chairman shall publish 
such ordinance or resolution in the Federal Reg-
ister and the revocation provided by such ordi-
nance or resolution shall take effect on the date 
of such publication. 

(iii) Notwithstanding any other provision of 
this subsection— 

(I) any person or entity operating a class III 
gaming activity pursuant to this paragraph on 
the date on which an ordinance or resolution 
described in clause (i) that revokes authoriza-
tion for such class III gaming activity is pub-
lished in the Federal Register may, during the 
1-year period beginning on the date on which 
such revocation ordinance or resolution is 
published under clause (ii), continue to oper-
ate such activity in conformance with the 
Tribal-State compact entered into under para-
graph (3) that is in effect, and 
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(II) any civil action that arises before, and 
any crime that is committed before, the close 
of such 1-year period shall not be affected by 
such revocation ordinance or resolution. 

(3)(A) Any Indian tribe having jurisdiction 
over the Indian lands upon which a class III 
gaming activity is being conducted, or is to be 
conducted, shall request the State in which such 
lands are located to enter into negotiations for 
the purpose of entering into a Tribal-State com-
pact governing the conduct of gaming activities. 
Upon receiving such a request, the State shall 
negotiate with the Indian tribe in good faith to 
enter into such a compact. 

(B) Any State and any Indian tribe may enter 
into a Tribal-State compact governing gaming 
activities on the Indian lands of the Indian 
tribe, but such compact shall take effect only 
when notice of approval by the Secretary of 
such compact has been published by the Sec-
retary in the Federal Register. 

(C) Any Tribal-State compact negotiated 
under subparagraph (A) may include provisions 
relating to— 

(i) the application of the criminal and civil 
laws and regulations of the Indian tribe or the 
State that are directly related to, and nec-
essary for, the licensing and regulation of such 
activity; 

(ii) the allocation of criminal and civil juris-
diction between the State and the Indian tribe 
necessary for the enforcement of such laws 
and regulations; 

(iii) the assessment by the State of such ac-
tivities in such amounts as are necessary to 
defray the costs of regulating such activity; 

(iv) taxation by the Indian tribe of such ac-
tivity in amounts comparable to amounts as-
sessed by the State for comparable activities; 

(v) remedies for breach of contract; 
(vi) standards for the operation of such ac-

tivity and maintenance of the gaming facility, 
including licensing; and 

(vii) any other subjects that are directly re-
lated to the operation of gaming activities. 

(4) Except for any assessments that may be 
agreed to under paragraph (3)(C)(iii) of this sub-
section, nothing in this section shall be inter-
preted as conferring upon a State or any of its 
political subdivisions authority to impose any 
tax, fee, charge, or other assessment upon an In-
dian tribe or upon any other person or entity au-
thorized by an Indian tribe to engage in a class 
III activity. No State may refuse to enter into 
the negotiations described in paragraph (3)(A) 
based upon the lack of authority in such State, 
or its political subdivisions, to impose such a 
tax, fee, charge, or other assessment. 

(5) Nothing in this subsection shall impair the 
right of an Indian tribe to regulate class III 
gaming on its Indian lands concurrently with 
the State, except to the extent that such regula-
tion is inconsistent with, or less stringent than, 
the State laws and regulations made applicable 
by any Tribal-State compact entered into by the 
Indian tribe under paragraph (3) that is in effect. 

(6) The provisions of section 1175 of title 15 
shall not apply to any gaming conducted under 
a Tribal-State compact that— 

(A) is entered into under paragraph (3) by a 
State in which gambling devices are legal, and 

(B) is in effect. 

(7)(A) The United States district courts shall 
have jurisdiction over— 

(i) any cause of action initiated by an Indian 
tribe arising from the failure of a State to 
enter into negotiations with the Indian tribe 
for the purpose of entering into a Tribal-State 
compact under paragraph (3) or to conduct 
such negotiations in good faith, 

(ii) any cause of action initiated by a State 
or Indian tribe to enjoin a class III gaming ac-
tivity located on Indian lands and conducted 
in violation of any Tribal-State compact en-
tered into under paragraph (3) that is in effect, 
and 

(iii) any cause of action initiated by the Sec-
retary to enforce the procedures prescribed 
under subparagraph (B)(vii). 

(B)(i) An Indian tribe may initiate a cause of 
action described in subparagraph (A)(i) only 
after the close of the 180-day period beginning 
on the date on which the Indian tribe requested 
the State to enter into negotiations under para-
graph (3)(A). 

(ii) In any action described in subparagraph 
(A)(i), upon the introduction of evidence by an 
Indian tribe that— 

(I) a Tribal-State compact has not been en-
tered into under paragraph (3), and 

(II) the State did not respond to the request 
of the Indian tribe to negotiate such a com-
pact or did not respond to such request in good 
faith, 

the burden of proof shall be upon the State to 
prove that the State has negotiated with the In-
dian tribe in good faith to conclude a Tribal- 
State compact governing the conduct of gaming 
activities. 

(iii) If, in any action described in subpara-
graph (A)(i), the court finds that the State has 
failed to negotiate in good faith with the Indian 
tribe to conclude a Tribal-State compact gov-
erning the conduct of gaming activities, the 
court shall order the State and the Indian 
Tribe 2 to conclude such a compact within a 60- 
day period. In determining in such an action 
whether a State has negotiated in good faith, 
the court— 

(I) may take into account the public inter-
est, public safety, criminality, financial integ-
rity, and adverse economic impacts on exist-
ing gaming activities, and 

(II) shall consider any demand by the State 
for direct taxation of the Indian tribe or of 
any Indian lands as evidence that the State 
has not negotiated in good faith. 

(iv) If a State and an Indian tribe fail to con-
clude a Tribal-State compact governing the con-
duct of gaming activities on the Indian lands 
subject to the jurisdiction of such Indian tribe 
within the 60-day period provided in the order of 
a court issued under clause (iii), the Indian tribe 
and the State shall each submit to a mediator 
appointed by the court a proposed compact that 
represents their last best offer for a compact. 
The mediator shall select from the two proposed 
compacts the one which best comports with the 
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terms of this chapter and any other applicable 
Federal law and with the findings and order of 
the court. 

(v) The mediator appointed by the court under 
clause (iv) shall submit to the State and the In-
dian tribe the compact selected by the mediator 
under clause (iv). 

(vi) If a State consents to a proposed compact 
during the 60-day period beginning on the date 
on which the proposed compact is submitted by 
the mediator to the State under clause (v), the 
proposed compact shall be treated as a Tribal- 
State compact entered into under paragraph (3). 

(vii) If the State does not consent during the 
60-day period described in clause (vi) to a pro-
posed compact submitted by a mediator under 
clause (v), the mediator shall notify the Sec-
retary and the Secretary shall prescribe, in con-
sultation with the Indian tribe, procedures— 

(I) which are consistent with the proposed 
compact selected by the mediator under clause 
(iv), the provisions of this chapter, and the rel-
evant provisions of the laws of the State, and 

(II) under which class III gaming may be 
conducted on the Indian lands over which the 
Indian tribe has jurisdiction. 

(8)(A) The Secretary is authorized to approve 
any Tribal-State compact entered into between 
an Indian tribe and a State governing gaming on 
Indian lands of such Indian tribe. 

(B) The Secretary may disapprove a compact 
described in subparagraph (A) only if such com-
pact violates— 

(i) any provision of this chapter, 
(ii) any other provision of Federal law that 

does not relate to jurisdiction over gaming on 
Indian lands, or 

(iii) the trust obligations of the United 
States to Indians. 

(C) If the Secretary does not approve or dis-
approve a compact described in subparagraph 
(A) before the date that is 45 days after the date 
on which the compact is submitted to the Sec-
retary for approval, the compact shall be consid-
ered to have been approved by the Secretary, 
but only to the extent the compact is consistent 
with the provisions of this chapter. 

(D) The Secretary shall publish in the Federal 
Register notice of any Tribal-State compact 
that is approved, or considered to have been ap-
proved, under this paragraph. 

(9) An Indian tribe may enter into a manage-
ment contract for the operation of a class III 
gaming activity if such contract has been sub-
mitted to, and approved by, the Chairman. The 
Chairman’s review and approval of such con-
tract shall be governed by the provisions of sub-
sections (b), (c), (d), (f), (g), and (h) of section 
2711 of this title. 

(e) Approval of ordinances 

For purposes of this section, by not later than 
the date that is 90 days after the date on which 
any tribal gaming ordinance or resolution is 
submitted to the Chairman, the Chairman shall 
approve such ordinance or resolution if it meets 
the requirements of this section. Any such ordi-
nance or resolution not acted upon at the end of 
that 90-day period shall be considered to have 
been approved by the Chairman, but only to the 

extent such ordinance or resolution is consist-
ent with the provisions of this chapter.

§ 2711. Management contracts 

(a) Class II gaming activity; information on oper-
ators 

(1) Subject to the approval of the Chairman, 
an Indian tribe may enter into a management 
contract for the operation and management of a 
class II gaming activity that the Indian tribe 
may engage in under section 2710(b)(1) of this 
title, but, before approving such contract, the 
Chairman shall require and obtain the following 
information: 

(A) the name, address, and other additional 
pertinent background information on each 
person or entity (including individuals com-
prising such entity) having a direct financial 
interest in, or management responsibility for, 
such contract, and, in the case of a corpora-
tion, those individuals who serve on the board 
of directors of such corporation and each of its 
stockholders who hold (directly or indirectly) 
10 percent or more of its issued and outstand-
ing stock; 

(B) a description of any previous experience 
that each person listed pursuant to subpara-
graph (A) has had with other gaming contracts 
with Indian tribes or with the gaming industry 
generally, including specifically the name and 
address of any licensing or regulatory agency 
with which such person has had a contract re-
lating to gaming; and 

(C) a complete financial statement of each 
person listed pursuant to subparagraph (A). 

(2) Any person listed pursuant to paragraph 
(1)(A) shall be required to respond to such writ-
ten or oral questions that the Chairman may 
propound in accordance with his responsibilities 
under this section. 

(3) For purposes of this chapter, any reference 
to the management contract described in para-
graph (1) shall be considered to include all col-
lateral agreements to such contract that relate 
to the gaming activity. 

(b) Approval 

The Chairman may approve any management 
contract entered into pursuant to this section 
only if he determines that it provides at least— 

(1) for adequate accounting procedures that 
are maintained, and for verifiable financial re-
ports that are prepared, by or for the tribal 
governing body on a monthly basis; 

(2) for access to the daily operations of the 
gaming to appropriate tribal officials who 
shall also have a right to verify the daily gross 
revenues and income made from any such trib-
al gaming activity; 

(3) for a minimum guaranteed payment to 
the Indian tribe that has preference over the 
retirement of development and construction 
costs; 

(4) for an agreed ceiling for the repayment of 
development and construction costs; 
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(5) for a contract term not to exceed five 
years, except that, upon the request of an In-
dian tribe, the Chairman may authorize a con-
tract term that exceeds five years but does not 
exceed seven years if the Chairman is satisfied 
that the capital investment required, and the 
income projections, for the particular gaming 
activity require the additional time; and 

(6) for grounds and mechanisms for termi-
nating such contract, but actual contract ter-
mination shall not require the approval of the 
Commission. 

(c) Fee based on percentage of net revenues 

(1) The Chairman may approve a management 
contract providing for a fee based upon a per-
centage of the net revenues of a tribal gaming 
activity if the Chairman determines that such 
percentage fee is reasonable in light of sur-
rounding circumstances. Except as otherwise 
provided in this subsection, such fee shall not 
exceed 30 percent of the net revenues. 

(2) Upon the request of an Indian tribe, the 
Chairman may approve a management contract 
providing for a fee based upon a percentage of 
the net revenues of a tribal gaming activity that 
exceeds 30 percent but not 40 percent of the net 
revenues if the Chairman is satisfied that the 
capital investment required, and income projec-
tions, for such tribal gaming activity require 
the additional fee requested by the Indian tribe. 

(d) Period for approval; extension 

By no later than the date that is 180 days after 
the date on which a management contract is 
submitted to the Chairman for approval, the 
Chairman shall approve or disapprove such con-
tract on its merits. The Chairman may extend 
the 180-day period by not more than 90 days if 
the Chairman notifies the Indian tribe in writ-
ing of the reason for the extension. The Indian 
tribe may bring an action in a United States dis-
trict court to compel action by the Chairman if 
a contract has not been approved or disapproved 
within the period required by this subsection. 

(e) Disapproval 

The Chairman shall not approve any contract 
if the Chairman determines that— 

(1) any person listed pursuant to subsection 
(a)(1)(A) of this section— 

(A) is an elected member of the governing 
body of the Indian tribe which is the party 
to the management contract; 

(B) has been or subsequently is convicted 
of any felony or gaming offense; 

(C) has knowingly and willfully provided 
materially important false statements or in-
formation to the Commission or the Indian 
tribe pursuant to this chapter or has refused 
to respond to questions propounded pursuant 
to subsection (a)(2) of this section; or 

(D) has been determined to be a person 
whose prior activities, criminal record if 
any, or reputation, habits, and associations 
pose a threat to the public interest or to the 
effective regulation and control of gaming, 
or create or enhance the dangers of unsuit-
able, unfair, or illegal practices, methods, 
and activities in the conduct of gaming or 
the carrying on of the business and financial 
arrangements incidental thereto; 

(2) the management contractor has, or has 
attempted to, unduly interfere or influence for 
its gain or advantage any decision or process 
of tribal government relating to the gaming 
activity; 

(3) the management contractor has delib-
erately or substantially failed to comply with 
the terms of the management contract or the 
tribal gaming ordinance or resolution adopted 
and approved pursuant to this chapter; or 

(4) a trustee, exercising the skill and dili-
gence that a trustee is commonly held to, 
would not approve the contract. 

(f) Modification or voiding 

The Chairman, after notice and hearing, shall 
have the authority to require appropriate con-
tract modifications or may void any contract if 
he subsequently determines that any of the pro-
visions of this section have been violated. 

(g) Interest in land 

No management contract for the operation 
and management of a gaming activity regulated 
by this chapter shall transfer or, in any other 
manner, convey any interest in land or other 
real property, unless specific statutory author-
ity exists and unless clearly specified in writing 
in said contract. 

(h) Authority 

The authority of the Secretary under section 
81 of this title, relating to management con-
tracts regulated pursuant to this chapter, is 
hereby transferred to the Commission. 

(i) Investigation fee 

The Commission shall require a potential con-
tractor to pay a fee to cover the cost of the in-
vestigation necessary to reach a determination 
required in subsection (e) of this section.

§ 2712. Review of existing ordinances and con-
tracts 

(a) Notification to submit 

As soon as practicable after the organization 
of the Commission, the Chairman shall notify 
each Indian tribe or management contractor 
who, prior to October 17, 1988, adopted an ordi-
nance or resolution authorizing class II gaming 
or class III gaming or entered into a manage-
ment contract, that such ordinance, resolution, 
or contract, including all collateral agreements 
relating to the gaming activity, must be submit-
ted for his review within 60 days of such notifi-
cation. Any activity conducted under such ordi-
nance, resolution, contract, or agreement shall 
be valid under this chapter, or any amendment 
made by this chapter, unless disapproved under 
this section. 

(b) Approval or modification of ordinance or res-
olution 

(1) By no later than the date that is 90 days 
after the date on which an ordinance or resolu-
tion authorizing class II gaming or class III 
gaming is submitted to the Chairman pursuant 
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to subsection (a) of this section, the Chairman 
shall review such ordinance or resolution to de-
termine if it conforms to the requirements of 
section 2710(b) of this title. 

(2) If the Chairman determines that an ordi-
nance or resolution submitted under subsection 
(a) of this section conforms to the requirements 
of section 2710(b) of this title, the Chairman 
shall approve it. 

(3) If the Chairman determines that an ordi-
nance or resolution submitted under subsection 
(a) of this section does not conform to the re-
quirements of section 2710(b) of this title, the 
Chairman shall provide written notification of 
necessary modifications to the Indian tribe 
which shall have not more than 120 days to bring 
such ordinance or resolution into compliance. 

(c) Approval or modification of management con-
tract 

(1) Within 180 days after the submission of a 
management contract, including all collateral 
agreements, pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section, the Chairman shall subject such con-
tract to the requirements and process of section 
2711 of this title. 

(2) If the Chairman determines that a manage-
ment contract submitted under subsection (a) of 
this section, and the management contractor 
under such contract, meet the requirements of 
section 2711 of this title, the Chairman shall ap-
prove the management contract. 

(3) If the Chairman determines that a contract 
submitted under subsection (a) of this section, 
or the management contractor under a contract 
submitted under subsection (a) of this section, 
does not meet the requirements of section 2711 
of this title, the Chairman shall provide written 
notification to the parties to such contract of 
necessary modifications and the parties shall 
have not more than 120 days to come into com-
pliance. If a management contract has been ap-
proved by the Secretary prior to October 17, 
1988, the parties shall have not more than 180 
days after notification of necessary modifica-
tions to come into compliance.

§ 2713. Civil penalties 

(a) Authority; amount; appeal; written complaint 

(1) Subject to such regulations as may be pre-
scribed by the Commission, the Chairman shall 
have authority to levy and collect appropriate 
civil fines, not to exceed $25,000 per violation, 
against the tribal operator of an Indian game or 
a management contractor engaged in gaming for 
any violation of any provision of this chapter, 
any regulation prescribed by the Commission 
pursuant to this chapter, or tribal regulations, 
ordinances, or resolutions approved under sec-
tion 2710 or 2712 of this title. 

(2) The Commission shall, by regulation, pro-
vide an opportunity for an appeal and hearing 
before the Commission on fines levied and col-
lected by the Chairman. 

(3) Whenever the Commission has reason to be-
lieve that the tribal operator of an Indian game 

or a management contractor is engaged in ac-
tivities regulated by this chapter, by regula-
tions prescribed under this chapter, or by tribal 
regulations, ordinances, or resolutions, approved 
under section 2710 or 2712 of this title, that may 
result in the imposition of a fine under sub-
section (a)(1) of this section, the permanent clo-
sure of such game, or the modification or termi-
nation of any management contract, the Com-
mission shall provide such tribal operator or 
management contractor with a written com-
plaint stating the acts or omissions which form 
the basis for such belief and the action or choice 
of action being considered by the Commission. 
The allegation shall be set forth in common and 
concise language and must specify the statutory 
or regulatory provisions alleged to have been 
violated, but may not consist merely of allega-
tions stated in statutory or regulatory lan-
guage. 

(b) Temporary closure; hearing 

(1) The Chairman shall have power to order 
temporary closure of an Indian game for sub-
stantial violation of the provisions of this chap-
ter, of regulations prescribed by the Commission 
pursuant to this chapter, or of tribal regula-
tions, ordinances, or resolutions approved under 
section 2710 or 2712 of this title. 

(2) Not later than thirty days after the issu-
ance by the Chairman of an order of temporary 
closure, the Indian tribe or management con-
tractor involved shall have a right to a hearing 
before the Commission to determine whether 
such order should be made permanent or dis-
solved. Not later than sixty days following such 
hearing, the Commission shall, by a vote of not 
less than two of its members, decide whether to 
order a permanent closure of the gaming oper-
ation. 

(c) Appeal from final decision 

A decision of the Commission to give final ap-
proval of a fine levied by the Chairman or to 
order a permanent closure pursuant to this sec-
tion shall be appealable to the appropriate Fed-
eral district court pursuant to chapter 7 of title 
5. 

(d) Regulatory authority under tribal law 

Nothing in this chapter precludes an Indian 
tribe from exercising regulatory authority pro-
vided under tribal law over a gaming establish-
ment within the Indian tribe’s jurisdiction if 
such regulation is not inconsistent with this 
chapter or with any rules or regulations adopted 
by the Commission.

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§ 2715. Subpoena and deposition authority 

(a) Attendance, testimony, production of papers, 
etc. 

By a vote of not less than two members, the 
Commission shall have the power to require by 
subpoena the attendance and testimony of wit-
nesses and the production of all books, papers, 
and documents relating to any matter under 
consideration or investigation. Witnesses so 
summoned shall be paid the same fees and mile-
age that are paid witnesses in the courts of the 
United States. 

(b) Geographical location 

The attendance of witnesses and the produc-
tion of books, papers, and documents, may be re-
quired from any place in the United States at 
any designated place of hearing. The Commis-
sion may request the Secretary to request the 
Attorney General to bring an action to enforce 
any subpoena under this section. 

(c) Refusal of subpoena; court order; contempt 

Any court of the United States within the ju-
risdiction of which an inquiry is carried on may, 
in case of contumacy or refusal to obey a sub-
poena for any reason, issue an order requiring 
such person to appear before the Commission 
(and produce books, papers, or documents as so 
ordered) and give evidence concerning the mat-
ter in question and any failure to obey such 
order of the court may be punished by such 
court as a contempt thereof. 

(d) Depositions; notice 

A Commissioner may order testimony to be 
taken by deposition in any proceeding or inves-
tigation pending before the Commission at any 
stage of such proceeding or investigation. Such 
depositions may be taken before any person des-
ignated by the Commission and having power to 
administer oaths. Reasonable notice must first 
be given to the Commission in writing by the 
party or his attorney proposing to take such 
deposition, and, in cases in which a Commis-
sioner proposes to take a deposition, reasonable 
notice must be given. The notice shall state the 
name of the witness and the time and place of 
the taking of his deposition. Any person may be 
compelled to appear and depose, and to produce 
books, papers, or documents, in the same man-
ner as witnesses may be compelled to appear and 
testify and produce like documentary evidence 
before the Commission, as hereinbefore pro-
vided. 

(e) Oath or affirmation required 

Every person deposing as herein provided shall 
be cautioned and shall be required to swear (or 
affirm, if he so requests) to testify to the whole 
truth, and shall be carefully examined. His testi-
mony shall be reduced to writing by the person 
taking the deposition, or under his direction, 
and shall, after it has been reduced to writing, 
be subscribed by the deponent. All depositions 
shall be promptly filed with the Commission. 

(f) Witness fees 

Witnesses whose depositions are taken as au-
thorized in this section, and the persons taking 
the same, shall severally be entitled to the same 
fees as are paid for like services in the courts of 
the United States.

§ 2716. Investigative powers 

(a) Confidential information 

Except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section, the Commission shall preserve any and 
all information received pursuant to this chap-
ter as confidential pursuant to the provisions of 
paragraphs (4) and (7) of section 552(b) of title 5. 

(b) Provision to law enforcement officials 

The Commission shall, when such information 
indicates a violation of Federal, State, or tribal 
statutes, ordinances, or resolutions, provide 
such information to the appropriate law enforce-
ment officials. 

(c) Attorney General 

The Attorney General shall investigate activi-
ties associated with gaming authorized by this 
chapter which may be a violation of Federal 
law.

§ 2717. Commission funding 

(a)(1) The Commission shall establish a sched-
ule of fees to be paid to the Commission annu-
ally by each class II gaming activity that is reg-
ulated by this chapter. 

(2)(A) The rate of the fees imposed under the 
schedule established under paragraph (1) shall 
be— 

(i) no less than 0.5 percent nor more than 2.5 
percent of the first $1,500,000, and 

(ii) no more than 5 percent of amounts in ex-
cess of the first $1,500,000, 

of the gross revenues from each activity regu-
lated by this chapter. 

(B) The total amount of all fees imposed dur-
ing any fiscal year under the schedule estab-
lished under paragraph (1) shall not exceed 
$1,500,000. 

(3) The Commission, by a vote of not less than 
two of its members, shall annually adopt the 
rate of the fees authorized by this section which 
shall be payable to the Commission on a quar-
terly basis. 

(4) Failure to pay the fees imposed under the 
schedule established under paragraph (1) shall, 
subject to the regulations of the Commission, be 
grounds for revocation of the approval of the 
Chairman of any license, ordinance, or resolu-
tion required under this chapter for the oper-
ation of gaming. 

(5) To the extent that revenue derived from 
fees imposed under the schedule established 
under paragraph (1) are not expended or commit-
ted at the close of any fiscal year, such surplus 
funds shall be credited to each gaming activity 
on a pro rata basis against such fees imposed for 
the succeeding year. 

(6) For purposes of this section, gross revenues 
shall constitute the annual total amount of 
money wagered, less any amounts paid out as 
prizes or paid for prizes awarded and less allow-
ance for amortization of capital expenditures for 
structures. 
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(b)(1) The Commission, in coordination with 
the Secretary and in conjunction with the fiscal 
year of the United States, shall adopt an annual 
budget for the expenses and operation of the 
Commission. 

(2) The budget of the Commission may include 
a request for appropriations, as authorized by 
section 2718 of this title, in an amount equal the 
amount of funds derived from assessments au-
thorized by subsection (a) of this section for the 
fiscal year preceding the fiscal year for which 
the appropriation request is made. 

(3) The request for appropriations pursuant to 
paragraph (2) shall be subject to the approval of 
the Secretary and shall be included as a part of 
the budget request of the Department of the In-
terior.

§ 2719. Gaming on lands acquired after October 
17, 1988 

(a) Prohibition on lands acquired in trust by Sec-
retary 

Except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section, gaming regulated by this chapter shall 
not be conducted on lands acquired by the Sec-
retary in trust for the benefit of an Indian tribe 
after October 17, 1988, unless— 

(1) such lands are located within or contig-
uous to the boundaries of the reservation of 
the Indian tribe on October 17, 1988; or 

(2) the Indian tribe has no reservation on Oc-
tober 17, 1988, and— 

(A) such lands are located in Oklahoma 
and— 

(i) are within the boundaries of the In-
dian tribe’s former reservation, as defined 
by the Secretary, or 

(ii) are contiguous to other land held in 
trust or restricted status by the United 
States for the Indian tribe in Oklahoma; or 

(B) such lands are located in a State other 
than Oklahoma and are within the Indian 
tribe’s last recognized reservation within 
the State or States within which such Indian 
tribe is presently located. 

(b) Exceptions 

(1) Subsection (a) of this section will not apply 
when— 

(A) the Secretary, after consultation with 
the Indian tribe and appropriate State and 
local officials, including officials of other 
nearby Indian tribes, determines that a gam-
ing establishment on newly acquired lands 
would be in the best interest of the Indian 
tribe and its members, and would not be det-
rimental to the surrounding community, but 
only if the Governor of the State in which the 
gaming activity is to be conducted concurs in 
the Secretary’s determination; or 

(B) lands are taken into trust as part of— 
(i) a settlement of a land claim, 
(ii) the initial reservation of an Indian 

tribe acknowledged by the Secretary under 
the Federal acknowledgment process, or 

(iii) the restoration of lands for an Indian 
tribe that is restored to Federal recognition. 

(2) Subsection (a) of this section shall not 
apply to— 

(A) any lands involved in the trust petition 
of the St. Croix Chippewa Indians of Wisconsin 
that is the subject of the action filed in the 
United States District Court for the District 
of Columbia entitled St. Croix Chippewa Indi-
ans of Wisconsin v. United States, Civ. No. 
86–2278, or 

(B) the interests of the Miccosukee Tribe of 
Indians of Florida in approximately 25 contig-
uous acres of land, more or less, in Dade Coun-
ty, Florida, located within one mile of the 
intersection of State Road Numbered 27 (also 
known as Krome Avenue) and the Tamiami 
Trail.

(c) Authority of Secretary not affected 

Nothing in this section shall affect or dimin-
ish the authority and responsibility of the Sec-
retary to take land into trust. 

(d) Application of title 26 

(1) The provisions of title 26 (including sec-
tions 1441, 3402(q), 6041, and 6050I, and chapter 35 
of such title) concerning the reporting and with-
holding of taxes with respect to the winnings 
from gaming or wagering operations shall apply 
to Indian gaming operations conducted pursuant 
to this chapter, or under a Tribal-State compact 
entered into under section 2710(d)(3) of this title 
that is in effect, in the same manner as such 
provisions apply to State gaming and wagering 
operations.

(a) Responsibility of Secretary 

The Secretary, acting through the Bureau, 
shall be responsible for providing, or for assist-
ing in the provision of, law enforcement services 
in Indian country as provided in this chapter. 

(b) Division of Law Enforcement Services; estab-
lishment and responsibilities 

There is hereby established within the Bureau 
a Division of Law Enforcement Services which, 
under the supervision of the Secretary, or an in-
dividual designated by the Secretary, shall be 
responsible for— 

(1) carrying out the law enforcement func-
tions of the Secretary in Indian country, and 

(2) implementing the provisions of this sec-
tion. 

(c) Additional responsibilities of Division 

Subject to the provisions of this chapter and 
other applicable Federal or tribal laws, the re-
sponsibilities of the Division of Law Enforce-
ment Services in Indian country shall include— 

(1) the enforcement of Federal law and, with 
the consent of the Indian tribe, tribal law; 

(2) in cooperation with appropriate Federal 
and tribal law enforcement agencies, the in-
vestigation of offenses against criminal laws 
of the United States; 

(3) the protection of life and property; 
(4) the development of methods and exper-

tise to resolve conflicts and solve crimes; 
(5) the provision of criminal justice remedial 

actions, correctional and detention services, 
and rehabilitation; 

(6) the reduction of recidivism and adverse 
social effects; 

(7) the development of preventive and out-
reach programs which will enhance the public 
conception of law enforcement responsibilities 
through training and development of needed 
public service skills; 

(8) the assessment and evaluation of pro-
gram accomplishments in reducing crime; and 

(9) the development and provision of law en-
forcement training and technical assistance. 

(d) Branch of Criminal Investigations; establish-
ment, responsibilities, regulations, person-
nel, etc. 

(1) The Secretary shall establish within the 
Division of Law Enforcement Services a sepa-

rate Branch of Criminal Investigations which, 
under such inter-agency agreement as may be 
reached between the Secretary and appropriate 
agencies or officials of the Department of Jus-
tice and subject to such guidelines as may be 
adopted by relevant United States attorneys, 
shall be responsible for the investigation, and 
presentation for prosecution, of cases involving 
violations of sections 1152 and 1153 of title 18 
within Indian country. 

(2) The Branch of Criminal Investigations 
shall not be primarily responsible for the rou-
tine law enforcement and police operations of 
the Bureau in Indian country. 

(3) The Secretary shall prescribe regulations 
which shall establish a procedure for active co-
operation and consultation of the criminal in-
vestigative employees of the Bureau assigned to 
an Indian reservation with the governmental 
and law enforcement officials of the Indian tribe 
located on such reservation. 

(4)(i) Criminal investigative personnel of the 
Branch shall be subject only to the supervision 
and direction of law enforcement personnel of 
the Branch or of the Division. Such personnel 
shall not be subject to the supervision of the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs Agency Superintendent or 
Bureau of Indian Affairs Area Office Director. 
Nothing in this paragraph is intended to pro-
hibit cooperation, coordination, or consultation, 
as appropriate, with nonlaw enforcement Bureau 
of Indian Affairs personnel at the agency or area 
levels, or prohibit or restrict the right of a tribe 
to contract the investigative program under the 
authority of Public Law 93–638 [25 U.S.C. 450 et 
seq.] or to maintain its own criminal investiga-
tive operations.

The Secretary shall 
consult with Indian tribes before entering into 
any agreement under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion with a non-Federal agency that will provide 
personnel for use in any area under the jurisdic-
tion of such Indian tribes.

United States attorney is authorized to submit 
a report to the appropriate governmental and 
law enforcement officials of the Indian tribe in-
volved that states, with particularity, the rea-
son or reasons why the prosecution was declined 
or terminated. 

(c) Case file included within reports 

In any case— 
(1) in which the alleged offender is an Indian, 

and 
(2) for which a report is submitted under 

subsection (a) or (b) of this section, 

the report made to the Indian tribe may include 
the case file, including evidence collected and 
statements taken, which might support an in-
vestigation or prosecution of a violation of trib-
al law. 

(d) Transfer or disclosure of confidential or priv-
ileged communication, information or

§ 2901. Findings 

The Congress finds that— 
(1) the status of the cultures and languages 

of Native Americans is unique and the United 
States has the responsibility to act together 
with Native Americans to ensure the survival 
of these unique cultures and languages; 

(2) special status is accorded Native Ameri-
cans in the United States, a status that recog-
nizes distinct cultural and political rights, in-
cluding the right to continue separate identi-
ties; 

(3) the traditional languages of Native 
Americans are an integral part of their cul-
tures and identities and form the basic me-
dium for the transmission, and thus survival, 
of Native American cultures, literatures, his-
tories, religions, political institutions, and 
values; 

(4) there is a widespread practice of treating 
Native Americans 1 languages as if they were 
anachronisms; 

(5) there is a lack of clear, comprehensive, 
and consistent Federal policy on treatment of 
Native American languages which has often 
resulted in acts of suppression and extermi-
nation of Native American languages and cul-
tures; 

(6) there is convincing evidence that student 
achievement and performance, community and 
school pride, and educational opportunity is 
clearly and directly tied to respect for, and 
support of, the first language of the child or 
student; 

(7) it is clearly in the interests of the United 
States, individual States, and territories to 
encourage the full academic and human poten-
tial achievements of all students and citizens 
and to take steps to realize these ends; 

(8) acts of suppression and extermination di-
rected against Native American languages and 
cultures are in conflict with the United States 
policy of self-determination for Native Ameri-
cans; 

(9) languages are the means of communica-
tion for the full range of human experiences 
and are critical to the survival of cultural and 
political integrity of any people; and 

(10) language provides a direct and powerful 
means of promoting international communica-
tion by people who share languages.

(8) The term ‘‘Indian reservation’’ has the 
same meaning given to the term ‘‘reservation’’ 
under section 1452 of this title.

pride; 

(4) encourage State and local education pro-
grams to work with Native American parents, 
educators, Indian tribes, and other Native 
American governing bodies in the implementa-
tion of programs to put this policy into effect; 

(5) recognize the right of Indian tribes and 
other Native American governing bodies to 
use the Native American languages as a me-

dium of instruction in all schools funded by 
the Secretary of the Interior; 

(6) fully recognize the inherent right of In-
dian tribes and other Native American govern-
ing bodies, States, territories, and possessions 
of the United States to take action on, and 
give official status to, their Native American 
languages for the purpose of conducting their 
own business; 

(7) support the granting of comparable pro-
ficiency achieved through course work in a 
Native American language the same academic 
credit as comparable proficiency achieved 
through course work in a foreign language, 
with recognition of such Native American lan-
guage proficiency by institutions of higher 
education as fulfilling foreign language en-
trance or degree requirements; and 

(8) encourage all institutions of elementary, 
secondary and higher education, where appro-
priate, to include Native American languages 
in the curriculum in the same manner as for-
eign languages and to grant proficiency in Na-
tive American languages the same full aca-
demic credit as proficiency in foreign lan-
guages.

§ 3001. Definitions 

For purposes of this chapter, the term—

(1) ‘‘burial site’’ means any natural or pre-
pared physical location, whether originally 
below, on, or above the surface of the earth, 
into which as a part of the death rite or cere-
mony of a culture, individual human remains 
are deposited. 

(2) ‘‘cultural affiliation’’ means that there is 
a relationship of shared group identity which 
can be reasonably traced historically or pre-
historically between a present day Indian 
tribe or Native Hawaiian organization and an 
identifiable earlier group. 

(3) ‘‘cultural items’’ means human remains 
and— 

(A) ‘‘associated funerary objects’’ which 
shall mean objects that, as a part of the 
death rite or ceremony of a culture, are rea-
sonably believed to have been placed with 
individual human remains either at the time 
of death or later, and both the human re-
mains and associated funerary objects are 
presently in the possession or control of a 
Federal agency or museum, except that 
other items exclusively made for burial pur-
poses or to contain human remains shall be 
considered as associated funerary objects.1 

(B) ‘‘unassociated funerary objects’’ which 
shall mean objects that, as a part of the 
death rite or ceremony of a culture, are rea-
sonably believed to have been placed with 
individual human remains either at the time 
of death or later, where the remains are not 
in the possession or control of the Federal 
agency or museum and the objects can be 
identified by a preponderance of the evi-
dence as related to specific individuals or 
families or to known human remains or, by 
a preponderance of the evidence, as having 
been removed from a specific burial site of 
an individual culturally affiliated with a 
particular Indian tribe, 

(C) ‘‘sacred objects’’ which shall mean spe-
cific ceremonial objects which are needed by 
traditional Native American religious lead-
ers for the practice of traditional Native 
American religions by their present day ad-
herents, and 

(D) ‘‘cultural patrimony’’ which shall 
mean an object having ongoing historical, 
traditional, or cultural importance central 
to the Native American group or culture it-
self, rather than property owned by an indi-
vidual Native American, and which, there-
fore, cannot be alienated, appropriated, or 
conveyed by any individual regardless of 
whether or not the individual is a member of 
the Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian organi-
zation and such object shall have been con-
sidered inalienable by such Native American 
group at the time the object was separated 
from such group. 

(4) ‘‘Federal agency’’ means any department, 
agency, or instrumentality of the United 
States. Such term does not include the Smith-
sonian Institution. 

(5) ‘‘Federal lands’’ means any land other 
than tribal lands which are controlled or 
owned by the United States, including lands 

selected by but not yet conveyed to Alaska 
Native Corporations and groups organized pur-
suant to the Alaska Native Claims Settlement 
Act of 1971 [43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.]. 

(6) ‘‘Hui Malama I Na Kupuna O Hawai’i 
Nei’’ means the nonprofit, Native Hawaiian or-
ganization incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Hawaii by that name on April 17, 1989, 
for the purpose of providing guidance and ex-
pertise in decisions dealing with Native Ha-
waiian cultural issues, particularly burial is-
sues. 

(7) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any tribe, band, na-
tion, or other organized group or community 
of Indians, including any Alaska Native vil-
lage (as defined in, or established pursuant to, 
the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act [43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.]), which is recognized as eli-
gible for the special programs and services 
provided by the United States to Indians be-
cause of their status as Indians. 

(8) ‘‘museum’’ means any institution or 
State or local government agency (including 
any institution of higher learning) that re-
ceives Federal funds and has possession of, or 
control over, Native American cultural items. 
Such term does not include the Smithsonian 
Institution or any other Federal agency. 

(9) ‘‘Native American’’ means of, or relating 
to, a tribe, people, or culture that is indige-
nous to the United States. 

(10) ‘‘Native Hawaiian’’ means any individ-
ual who is a descendant of the aboriginal peo-
ple who, prior to 1778, occupied and exercised 
sovereignty in the area that now constitutes 
the State of Hawaii. 

(11) ‘‘Native Hawaiian organization’’ means 
any organization which— 

(A) serves and represents the interests of 
Native Hawaiians, 

(B) has as a primary and stated purpose 
the provision of services to Native Hawai-
ians, and 

(C) has expertise in Native Hawaiian Af-
fairs, and 

shall include the Office of Hawaiian Affairs 
and Hui Malama I Na Kupuna O Hawai’i Nei. 

(12) ‘‘Office of Hawaiian Affairs’’ means the 
Office of Hawaiian Affairs established by the 
constitution of the State of Hawaii. 

(13) ‘‘right of possession’’ means possession 
obtained with the voluntary consent of an in-
dividual or group that had authority of alien-
ation. The original acquisition of a Native 
American unassociated funerary object, sacred 
object or object of cultural patrimony from an 
Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian organization 
with the voluntary consent of an individual or 
group with authority to alienate such object is 
deemed to give right of possession of that ob-
ject, unless the phrase so defined would, as ap-
plied in section 3005(c) of this title, result in a 
Fifth Amendment taking by the United States 
as determined by the United States Court of 
Federal Claims pursuant to 28 U.S.C. 1491 in 
which event the ‘‘right of possession’’ shall be 
as provided under otherwise applicable prop-
erty law. The original acquisition of Native 
American human remains and associated fu-
nerary objects which were excavated, ex-
humed, or otherwise obtained with full knowl-
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edge and consent of the next of kin or the offi-
cial governing body of the appropriate cul-
turally affiliated Indian tribe or Native Ha-
waiian organization is deemed to give right of 
possession to those remains. 

(14) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior. 

(15) ‘‘tribal land’’ means— 
(A) all lands within the exterior bound-

aries of any Indian reservation; 
(B) all dependent Indian communities; 2 
(C) any lands administered for the benefit 

of Native Hawaiians pursuant to the Hawai-
ian Homes Commission Act, 1920, and section 
4 of Public Law 86–3.

§ 3002. Ownership 

(a) Native American human remains and objects 

The ownership or control of Native American 
cultural items which are excavated or discov-
ered on Federal or tribal lands after November 
16, 1990, shall be (with priority given in the order 
listed)— 

(1) in the case of Native American human re-
mains and associated funerary objects, in the 
lineal descendants of the Native American; or 

(2) in any case in which such lineal descend-
ants cannot be ascertained, and in the case of 
unassociated funerary objects, sacred objects, 
and objects of cultural patrimony— 

(A) in the Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian 
organization on whose tribal land such ob-
jects or remains were discovered; 

(B) in the Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian 
organization which has the closest cultural 
affiliation with such remains or objects and 
which, upon notice, states a claim for such 
remains or objects; or 

(C) if the cultural affiliation of the objects 
cannot be reasonably ascertained and if the 
objects were discovered on Federal land that 
is recognized by a final judgment of the In-
dian Claims Commission or the United 
States Court of Claims as the aboriginal 
land of some Indian tribe— 

(1) in the Indian tribe that is recognized 
as aboriginally occupying the area in 
which the objects were discovered, if upon 
notice, such tribe states a claim for such 
remains or objects, or 

(2) if it can be shown by a preponderance 
of the evidence that a different tribe has a 
stronger cultural relationship with the re-
mains or objects than the tribe or organi-
zation specified in paragraph (1), in the In-
dian tribe that has the strongest dem-
onstrated relationship, if upon notice, such 
tribe states a claim for such remains or 
objects. 

(b) Unclaimed Native American human remains 
and objects 

Native American cultural items not claimed 
under subsection (a) of this section shall be dis-
posed of in accordance with regulations promul-
gated by the Secretary in consultation with the 
review committee established under section 3006 
of this title, Native American groups, represent-
atives of museums and the scientific commu-
nity. 

(c) Intentional excavation and removal of Native 
American human remains and objects 

The intentional removal from or excavation of 
Native American cultural items from Federal or 
tribal lands for purposes of discovery, study, or 
removal of such items is permitted only if— 

(1) such items are excavated or removed pur-
suant to a permit issued under section 470cc of 
title 16 which shall be consistent with this 
chapter; 

(2) such items are excavated or removed 
after consultation with or, in the case of tribal 
lands, consent of the appropriate (if any) In-
dian tribe or Native Hawaiian organization; 

(3) the ownership and right of control of the 
disposition of such items shall be as provided 
in subsections (a) and (b) of this section; and 

(4) proof of consultation or consent under 
paragraph (2) is shown. 

(d) Inadvertent discovery of Native American re-
mains and objects 

(1) Any person who knows, or has reason to 
know, that such person has discovered Native 
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American cultural items on Federal or tribal 
lands after November 16, 1990, shall notify, in 
writing, the Secretary of the Department, or 
head of any other agency or instrumentality of 
the United States, having primary management 
authority with respect to Federal lands and the 
appropriate Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian or-
ganization with respect to tribal lands, if known 
or readily ascertainable, and, in the case of 
lands that have been selected by an Alaska Na-
tive Corporation or group organized pursuant to 
the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act of 1971 
[43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.], the appropriate corpora-
tion or group. If the discovery occurred in con-
nection with an activity, including (but not lim-
ited to) construction, mining, logging, and agri-
culture, the person shall cease the activity in 
the area of the discovery, make a reasonable ef-
fort to protect the items discovered before re-
suming such activity, and provide notice under 
this subsection. Following the notification 
under this subsection, and upon certification by 
the Secretary of the department or the head of 
any agency or instrumentality of the United 
States or the appropriate Indian tribe or Native 
Hawaiian organization that notification has 
been received, the activity may resume after 30 
days of such certification. 

(2) The disposition of and control over any cul-
tural items excavated or removed under this 
subsection shall be determined as provided for in 
this section. 

(3) If the Secretary of the Interior consents, 
the responsibilities (in whole or in part) under 
paragraphs (1) and (2) of the Secretary of any de-
partment (other than the Department of the In-
terior) or the head of any other agency or in-
strumentality may be delegated to the Sec-
retary with respect to any land managed by 
such other Secretary or agency head. 

(e) Relinquishment 

Nothing in this section shall prevent the gov-
erning body of an Indian tribe or Native Hawai-
ian organization from expressly relinquishing 
control over any Native American human re-
mains, or title to or control over any funerary 
object, or sacred object.

§ 3003. Inventory for human remains and associ-
ated funerary objects 

(a) In general 

Each Federal agency and each museum which 
has possession or control over holdings or col-
lections of Native American human remains and 
associated funerary objects shall compile an in-
ventory of such items and, to the extent possible 
based on information possessed by such museum 
or Federal agency, identify the geographical and 
cultural affiliation of such item.1 

(b) Requirements 

(1) The inventories and identifications re-
quired under subsection (a) of this section shall 
be— 

(A) completed in consultation with tribal 
government and Native Hawaiian organization 
officials and traditional religious leaders; 

(B) completed by not later than the date 
that is 5 years after November 16, 1990, and 

(C) made available both during the time 
they are being conducted and afterward to a 
review committee established under section 
3006 of this title. 

(2) Upon request by an Indian tribe or Native 
Hawaiian organization which receives or should 
have received notice, a museum or Federal agen-
cy shall supply additional available documenta-
tion to supplement the information required by 
subsection (a) of this section. The term ‘‘docu-
mentation’’ means a summary of existing mu-
seum or Federal agency records, including in-
ventories or catalogues, relevant studies, or 
other pertinent data for the limited purpose of 
determining the geographical origin, cultural af-
filiation, and basic facts surrounding acquisition 
and accession of Native American human re-
mains and associated funerary objects subject to 
this section. Such term does not mean, and this 
chapter shall not be construed to be an author-
ization for, the initiation of new scientific stud-
ies of such remains and associated funerary ob-
jects or other means of acquiring or preserving 
additional scientific information from such re-
mains and objects. 

(c) Extension of time for inventory 

Any museum which has made a good faith ef-
fort to carry out an inventory and identification 
under this section, but which has been unable to 
complete the process, may appeal to the Sec-
retary for an extension of the time requirements 
set forth in subsection (b)(1)(B) of this section. 
The Secretary may extend such time require-
ments for any such museum upon a finding of 
good faith effort. An indication of good faith 
shall include the development of a plan to carry 
out the inventory and identification process. 

(d) Notification 

(1) If the cultural affiliation of any particular 
Native American human remains or associated 
funerary objects is determined pursuant to this 
section, the Federal agency or museum con-
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cerned shall, not later than 6 months after the 
completion of the inventory, notify the affected 
Indian tribes or Native Hawaiian organizations. 

(2) The notice required by paragraph (1) shall 
include information— 

(A) which identifies each Native American 
human remains or associated funerary objects 
and the circumstances surrounding its acquisi-
tion; 

(B) which lists the human remains or associ-
ated funerary objects that are clearly identifi-
able as to tribal origin; and 

(C) which lists the Native American human 
remains and associated funerary objects that 
are not clearly identifiable as being culturally 
affiliated with that Indian tribe or Native Ha-
waiian organization, but which, given the to-
tality of circumstances surrounding acquisi-
tion of the remains or objects, are determined 
by a reasonable belief to be remains or objects 
culturally affiliated with the Indian tribe or 
Native Hawaiian organization. 

(3) A copy of each notice provided under para-
graph (1) shall be sent to the Secretary who 
shall publish each notice in the Federal Reg-
ister.

§ 3004. Summary for unassociated funerary ob-

Each Federal agency or museum which has 
possession or control over holdings or collec-
tions of Native American unassociated funerary 
objects, sacred objects, or objects of cultural 
patrimony shall provide a written summary of 
such objects based upon available information 
held by such agency or museum. The summary 
shall describe the scope of the collection, kinds 
of objects included, reference to geographical lo-
cation, means and period of acquisition and cul-
tural affiliation, where readily ascertainable. 

(b) Requirements 

(1) The summary required under subsection (a) 
of this section shall be— 

(A) in lieu of an object-by-object inventory; 
(B) followed by consultation with tribal gov-

ernment and Native Hawaiian organization of-
ficials and traditional religious leaders; and 

(C) completed by not later than the date 
that is 3 years after November 16, 1990. 

(2) Upon request, Indian Tribes 1 and Native 
Hawaiian organizations shall have access to 
records, catalogues, relevant studies or other 
pertinent data for the limited purposes of deter-
mining the geographic origin, cultural affili-
ation, and basic facts surrounding acquisition 

and accession of Native American objects sub-
ject to this section. Such information shall be 
provided in a reasonable manner to be agreed 
upon by all parties.

§ 3005. Repatriation 

(a) Repatriation of Native American human re-
mains and objects possessed or controlled by 
Federal agencies and museums 

(1) If, pursuant to section 3003 of this title, the 
cultural affiliation of Native American human 
remains and associated funerary objects with a 
particular Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian orga-
nization is established, then the Federal agency 
or museum, upon the request of a known lineal 
descendant of the Native American or of the 
tribe or organization and pursuant to sub-
sections (b) and (e) of this section, shall expedi-
tiously return such remains and associated fu-
nerary objects. 

(2) If, pursuant to section 3004 of this title, the 
cultural affiliation with a particular Indian 
tribe or Native Hawaiian organization is shown 
with respect to unassociated funerary objects, 
sacred objects or objects of cultural patrimony, 
then the Federal agency or museum, upon the 
request of the Indian tribe or Native Hawaiian 
organization and pursuant to subsections (b), (c) 
and (e) of this section, shall expeditiously return 
such objects. 

(3) The return of cultural items covered by 
this chapter shall be in consultation with the re-
questing lineal descendant or tribe or organiza-
tion to determine the place and manner of deliv-
ery of such items. 

(4) Where cultural affiliation of Native Amer-
ican human remains and funerary objects has 
not been established in an inventory prepared 
pursuant to section 3003 of this title, or the sum-
mary pursuant to section 3004 of this title, or 
where Native American human remains and fu-
nerary objects are not included upon any such 
inventory, then, upon request and pursuant to 
subsections (b) and (e) of this section and, in the 
case of unassociated funerary objects, sub-
section (c) of this section, such Native American 
human remains and funerary objects shall be ex-
peditiously returned where the requesting In-
dian tribe or Native Hawaiian organization can 
show cultural affiliation by a preponderance of 
the evidence based upon geographical, kinship, 
biological, archaeological, anthropological, lin-
guistic, folkloric, oral traditional, historical, or 
other relevant information or expert opinion. 

(5) Upon request and pursuant to subsections 
(b), (c) and (e) of this section, sacred objects and 
objects of cultural patrimony shall be expedi-
tiously returned where— 

(A) the requesting party is the direct lineal 
descendant of an individual who owned the 
sacred object; 

(B) the requesting Indian tribe or Native Ha-
waiian organization can show that the object 
was owned or controlled by the tribe or orga-
nization; or 
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(C) the requesting Indian tribe or Native Ha-
waiian organization can show that the sacred 
object was owned or controlled by a member 
thereof, provided that in the case where a 
sacred object was owned by a member thereof, 
there are no identifiable lineal descendants of 
said member or the lineal descendants, upon 
notice, have failed to make a claim for the ob-
ject under this chapter. 

(b) Scientific study 

If the lineal descendant, Indian tribe, or Na-
tive Hawaiian organization requests the return 
of culturally affiliated Native American cul-
tural items, the Federal agency or museum shall 
expeditiously return such items unless such 
items are indispensable for completion of a spe-
cific scientific study, the outcome of which 
would be of major benefit to the United States. 
Such items shall be returned by no later than 90 
days after the date on which the scientific study 
is completed. 

(c) Standard of repatriation 

If a known lineal descendant or an Indian 
tribe or Native Hawaiian organization requests 
the return of Native American unassociated fu-
nerary objects, sacred objects or objects of cul-
tural patrimony pursuant to this chapter and 
presents evidence which, if standing alone before 
the introduction of evidence to the contrary, 
would support a finding that the Federal agency 
or museum did not have the right of possession, 
then such agency or museum shall return such 
objects unless it can overcome such inference 
and prove that it has a right of possession to the 
objects. 

(d) Sharing of information by Federal agencies 
and museums 

Any Federal agency or museum shall share 
what information it does possess regarding the 
object in question with the known lineal de-
scendant, Indian tribe, or Native Hawaiian orga-
nization to assist in making a claim under this 
section. 

(e) Competing claims 

Where there are multiple requests for repatri-
ation of any cultural item and, after complying 
with the requirements of this chapter, the Fed-
eral agency or museum cannot clearly deter-
mine which requesting party is the most appro-
priate claimant, the agency or museum may re-
tain such item until the requesting parties agree 
upon its disposition or the dispute is otherwise 
resolved pursuant to the provisions of this chap-
ter or by a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(f) Museum obligation 

Any museum which repatriates any item in 
good faith pursuant to this chapter shall not be 
liable for claims by an aggrieved party or for 
claims of breach of fiduciary duty, public trust, 
or violations of state 1 law that are inconsistent 
with the provisions of this chapter.

§ 3006. Review committee 

(a) Establishment 

Within 120 days after November 16, 1990, the 
Secretary shall establish a committee to mon-
itor and review the implementation of the in-
ventory and identification process and repatri-
ation activities required under sections 3003, 
3004 and 3005 of this title. 

(b) Membership 

(1) The Committee 1 established under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be composed of 
7 members, 

(A) 3 of whom shall be appointed by the Sec-
retary from nominations submitted by Indian 
tribes, Native Hawaiian organizations, and 
traditional Native American religious leaders 
with at least 2 of such persons being tradi-
tional Indian religious leaders; 

(B) 3 of whom shall be appointed by the Sec-
retary from nominations submitted by na-
tional museum organizations and scientific or-
ganizations; and 

(C) 1 who shall be appointed by the Sec-
retary from a list of persons developed and 
consented to by all of the members appointed 
pursuant to subparagraphs (A) and (B). 

(2) The Secretary may not appoint Federal of-
ficers or employees to the committee. 

(3) In the event vacancies shall occur, such va-
cancies shall be filled by the Secretary in the 
same manner as the original appointment with-
in 90 days of the occurrence of such vacancy. 

(4) Members of the committee established 
under subsection (a) of this section shall serve 
without pay, but shall be reimbursed at a rate 
equal to the daily rate for GS–18 of the General 
Schedule for each day (including travel time) for 
which the member is actually engaged in com-
mittee business. Each member shall receive 
travel expenses, including per diem in lieu of 
subsistence, in accordance with sections 5702 
and 5703 of title 5. 

(c) Responsibilities 

The committee established under subsection 
(a) of this section shall be responsible for— 

(1) designating one of the members of the 
committee as chairman; 

(2) monitoring the inventory and identifica-
tion process conducted under sections 3003 and 
3004 of this title to ensure a fair, objective 
consideration and assessment of all available 
relevant information and evidence; 

(3) upon the request of any affected party, 
reviewing and making findings related to— 

(A) the identity or cultural affiliation of 
cultural items, or 

(B) the return of such items; 

(4) facilitating the resolution of any disputes 
among Indian tribes, Native Hawaiian organi-
zations, or lineal descendants and Federal 
agencies or museums relating to the return of 
such items including convening the parties to 
the dispute if deemed desirable; 

(5) compiling an inventory of culturally un-
identifiable human remains that are in the 
possession or control of each Federal agency 
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and museum and recommending specific ac-
tions for developing a process for disposition 
of such remains; 

(6) consulting with Indian tribes and Native 
Hawaiian organizations and museums on mat-
ters within the scope of the work of the com-
mittee affecting such tribes or organizations; 

(7) consulting with the Secretary in the de-
velopment of regulations to carry out this 
chapter; 

(8) performing such other related functions 
as the Secretary may assign to the committee; 
and 

(9) making recommendations, if appropriate, 
regarding future care of cultural items which 
are to be repatriated. 

(d) Admissibility of records and findings 

Any records and findings made by the review 
committee pursuant to this chapter relating to 
the identity or cultural affiliation of any cul-
tural items and the return of such items may be 
admissible in any action brought under section 
3013 of this title. 

(e) Recommendations and report 

The committee shall make the recommenda-
tions under paragraph 2 (c)(5) in consultation 
with Indian tribes and Native Hawaiian organi-
zations and appropriate scientific and museum 
groups. 

(f) Access 

The Secretary shall ensure that the commit-
tee established under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion and the members of the committee have 
reasonable access to Native American cultural 
items under review and to associated scientific 
and historical documents. 

(g) Duties of Secretary 

The Secretary shall— 
(1) establish such rules and regulations for 

the committee as may be necessary, and 
(2) provide reasonable administrative and 

staff support necessary for the deliberations of 
the committee. 

(h) Annual report 

The committee established under subsection 
(a) of this section shall submit an annual report 
to the Congress on the progress made, and any 
barriers encountered, in implementing this sec-
tion during the previous year. 

(i) Termination 

The committee established under subsection 
(a) of this section shall terminate at the end of 
the 120-day period beginning on the day the Sec-
retary certifies, in a report submitted to Con-
gress, that the work of the committee has been 
completed.

§ 3007. Penalty 

(a) Penalty 

Any museum that fails to comply with the re-
quirements of this chapter may be assessed a 
civil penalty by the Secretary of the Interior 
pursuant to procedures established by the Sec-
retary through regulation. A penalty assessed 
under this subsection shall be determined on the 
record after opportunity for an agency hearing. 
Each violation under this subsection shall be a 
separate offense. 

(b) Amount of penalty 

The amount of a penalty assessed under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be determined 
under regulations promulgated pursuant to this 
chapter, taking into account, in addition to 
other factors— 

(1) the archaeological, historical, or com-
mercial value of the item involved; 

(2) the damages suffered, both economic and 
noneconomic, by an aggrieved party,1 and 

(3) the number of violations that have oc-
curred. 

(c) Actions to recover penalties 

If any museum fails to pay an assessment of a 
civil penalty pursuant to a final order of the 
Secretary that has been issued under subsection 
(a) of this section and not appealed or after a 
final judgment has been rendered on appeal of 
such order, the Attorney General may institute 
a civil action in an appropriate district court of 
the United States to collect the penalty. In such 
action, the validity and amount of such penalty 
shall not be subject to review. 

(d) Subpoenas 

In hearings held pursuant to subsection (a) of 
this section, subpoenas may be issued for the at-
tendance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of relevant papers, books, and docu-
ments. Witnesses so summoned shall be paid the 
same fees and mileage that are paid to witnesses 
in the courts of the United States.

§ 3101. Findings 

The Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) the forest lands of Indians are among 

their most valuable resources and Indian for-
est lands— 

(A) encompass more than 15,990,000 acres, 
including more than 5,700,000 acres of com-
mercial forest land and 8,700,000 acres of 
woodland, 

(B) are a perpetually renewable and man-
ageable resource, 

(C) provide economic benefits, including 
income, employment, and subsistence, and 

(D) provide natural benefits, including 
ecological, cultural, and esthetic values; 
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(2) the United States has a trust responsibil-
ity toward Indian forest lands; 

(3) existing Federal laws do not sufficiently 
assure the adequate and necessary trust man-
agement of Indian forest lands; 

(4) the Federal investment in, and the man-
agement of, Indian forest land is significantly 
below the level of investment in, and manage-
ment of, National Forest Service forest land, 
Bureau of Land Management forest land, or 
private forest land; 

(5) tribal governments make substantial 
contributions to the overall management of 
Indian forest land; and 

(6) there is a serious threat to Indian forest 
lands arising from trespass and unauthorized 
harvesting of Indian forest land resources.

deductions shall be collected; 

(3) increase the number of professional In-
dian foresters and related staff in forestry pro-
grams on Indian forest land; and 

(4) provide for the authorization of necessary 
appropriations to carry out this chapter for 
the protection, conservation, utilization, man-
agement, and enhancement of Indian forest 
lands.

§ 3103. Definitions 

For the purposes of this chapter, the term— 
(1) ‘‘Alaska Native’’ means Native as defined 

in section 1602(b) of title 43; 
(2) ‘‘forest’’ means an ecosystem of at least 

one acre in size, including timberland and 
woodland, which— 

(A) is characterized by a more or less 
dense and extensive tree cover, 

(B) contains, or once contained, at least 
ten percent tree crown cover, and 

(C) is not developed or planned for exclu-
sive nonforest use; 

(3) ‘‘Indian forest land’’ means Indian lands, 
including commercial and non-commercial 
timberland and woodland, that are considered 
chiefly valuable for the production of forest 
products or to maintain watershed or other 
land values enhanced by a forest cover, regard-
less whether a formal inspection and land clas-
sification action has been taken; 

(4) ‘‘forest land management activities’’ 
means all activities performed in the manage-
ment of Indian forest lands, including— 

(A) all aspects of program administration 
and executive direction such as— 

(i) development and maintenance of pol-
icy and operational procedures, program 
oversight, and evaluation, 

(ii) securing of legal assistance and han-
dling of legal matters, 

(iii) budget, finance, and personnel man-
agement, and 

(iv) development and maintenance of 
necessary data bases and program reports; 

(B) all aspects of the development, prepa-
ration and revision of forest inventory and 
management plans, including aerial photog-
raphy, mapping, field management inven-
tories and re-inventories, inventory analy-
sis, growth studies, allowable annual cut 
calculations, environmental assessment, and 
forest history, consistent with and reflective 
of tribal integrated resource management 
plans; 

(C) forest land development, including for-
estation, thinning, tree improvement activi-
ties, and the use of silvicultural treatments 
to restore or increase growth and yield to 
the full productive capacity of the forest en-
vironment; 

(D) protection against losses from wildfire, 
including acquisition and maintenance of 
fire fighting equipment and fire detection 
systems, construction of firebreaks, hazard 
reduction, prescribed burning, and the devel-
opment of cooperative wildfire management 
agreements; 

(E) protection against insects and disease, 
including— 

(i) all aspects of detection and evalua-
tion, 

(ii) preparation of project proposals con-
taining project description, environmental 
assessments and statements, and cost-ben-
efit analyses necessary to secure funding, 

(iii) field suppression operations, and 
(iv) reporting; 

(F) assessment of damage caused by forest 
trespass, infestation or fire, including field 
examination and survey, damage appraisal, 
investigation assistance, and report, demand 
letter, and testimony preparation; 

(G) all aspects of the preparation, adminis-
tration, and supervision of timber sale con-
tracts, paid and free use permits, and other 
Indian forest product harvest sale docu-
ments including— 

(i) cruising, product marking, silvicul-
tural prescription, appraisal and harvest 
supervision, 

(ii) forest product marketing assistance, 
including evaluation of marketing and de-
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velopment opportunities related to Indian 
forest products and consultation and ad-
vice to tribes, tribal and Indian enterprises 
on maximization of return on forest prod-
ucts, 

(iii) archeological, historical, environ-
mental and other land management re-
views, clearances, and analyses, 

(iv) advertising, executing, and super-
vising contracts, 

(v) marking and scaling of timber, and 
(vi) collecting, recording and distribut-

ing receipts from sales; 

(H) provision of financial assistance for 
the education of Indians enrolled in accred-
ited programs of postsecondary and post-
graduate forestry and forestry-related fields 
of study, including the provision of scholar-
ships, internships, relocation assistance, and 
other forms of assistance to cover edu-
cational expenses; 

(I) participation in the development and 
implementation of tribal integrated resource 
management plans, including activities to 
coordinate current and future multiple uses 
of Indian forest lands; 

(J) improvement and maintenance of ex-
tended season primary and secondary Indian 
forest land road systems; and 

(K) research activities to improve the 
basis for determining appropriate manage-
ment measures to apply to Indian forest 
lands; 

(5) ‘‘forest management plan’’ means the 
principal document, approved by the Sec-
retary, reflecting and consistent with a tribal 
integrated resource management plan, which 
provides for the regulation of the detailed, 
multiple-use operation of Indian forest land by 
methods assuring that such lands remain in a 
continuously productive state while meeting 
the objectives of the tribe and which shall in-
clude— 

(A) standards setting forth the funding and 
staffing requirements necessary to carry out 
each management plan, with a report of cur-
rent forestry funding and staffing levels; and 

(B) standards providing quantitative cri-
teria to evaluate performance against the 
objectives set forth in the plan; 

(6) ‘‘forest product’’ means— 
(A) timber, 
(B) a timber product, including lumber, 

lath, crating, ties, bolts, logs, pulpwood, 
fuelwood, posts, poles and split products, 

(C) bark, 
(D) Christmas trees, stays, branches, fire-

wood, berries, mosses, pinyon nuts, roots, 
acorns, syrups, wild rice, and herbs, 

(E) other marketable material, and 
(F) gravel which is extracted from, and 

utilized on, Indian forest lands; 

(7) ‘‘forest resources’’ means all the benefits 
derived from Indian forest lands, including for-
est products, soil productivity, water, fish-
eries, wildlife, recreation, and aesthetic or 
other traditional values of Indian forest lands; 

(8) ‘‘forest trespass’’ means the act of ille-
gally removing forest products from, or ille-

gally damaging forest products on, forest 
lands; 

(9) ‘‘Indian’’ means a member of an Indian 
tribe; 

(10) ‘‘Indian land’’ means land title to which 
is held by— 

(A) the United States in trust for an In-
dian, an individual of Indian or Alaska Na-
tive ancestry who is not a member of a fed-
erally-recognized Indian tribe, or an Indian 
tribe, or 

(B) an Indian, an individual of Indian or 
Alaska Native ancestry who is not a member 
of a federally recognized tribe, or an Indian 
tribe subject to a restriction by the United 
States against alienation; 

(11) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ or ‘‘tribe’’ means any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, Pueblo or other orga-
nized group or community which is recognized 
as eligible for the special programs and serv-
ices provided by the United States to Indians 
because of their status as Indians and shall 
mean, where appropriate, the recognized tribal 
government of such tribe’s reservation; 

(12) ‘‘reservation’’ includes Indian reserva-
tions established pursuant to treaties, Acts of 
Congress or Executive orders, public domain 
Indian allotments, and former Indian reserva-
tions in Oklahoma; 

(13) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior; 

(14) ‘‘sustained yield’’ means the yield of for-
est products that a forest can produce continu-
ously at a given intensity of management; and 

(15) ‘‘tribal integrated resource management 
plan’’ means a document, approved by an In-
dian tribe and the Secretary, which provides 
coordination for the comprehensive manage-
ment of such tribe’s natural resources.

§ 3104. Management of Indian forest land 

(a) Management activities 

The Secretary shall undertake forest land 
management activities on Indian forest land, ei-
ther directly or through contracts, cooperative 
agreements, or grants under the Indian Self-De-
termination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]. 

(b) Management objectives 

Indian forest land management activities 
undertaken by the Secretary shall be designed 
to achieve the following objectives— 

(1) the development, maintenance, and en-
hancement of Indian forest land in a perpet-
ually productive state in accordance with the 
principles of sustained yield and with the 
standards and objectives set forth in forest 
management plans by providing effective man-
agement and protection through the applica-
tion of sound silvicultural and economic prin-
ciples to— 

(A) the harvesting of forest products, 
(B) forestation, 
(C) timber stand improvement, and 
(D) other forestry practices; 
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(2) the regulation of Indian forest lands 
through the development and implementation, 
with the full and active consultation and par-
ticipation of the appropriate Indian tribe, of 
forest management plans which are supported 
by written tribal objectives and forest market-
ing programs; 

(3) the regulation of Indian forest lands in a 
manner that will ensure the use of good meth-
od and order in harvesting so as to make pos-
sible, on a sustained yield basis, continuous 
productivity and a perpetual forest business; 

(4) the development of Indian forest lands 
and associated value-added industries by Indi-
ans and Indian tribes to promote self-sustain-
ing communities, so that Indians may receive 
from their Indian forest land not only stump-
age value, but also the benefit of all the labor 
and profit that such Indian forest land is capa-
ble of yielding; 

(5) the retention of Indian forest land in its 
natural state when an Indian tribe determines 
that the recreational, cultural, aesthetic, or 
traditional values of the Indian forest land 
represents the highest and best use of the 
land; 

(6) the management and protection of forest 
resources to retain the beneficial effects to In-
dian forest lands of regulating water run-off 
and minimizing soil erosion; and 

(7) the maintenance and improvement of 
timber productivity, grazing, wildlife, fish-
eries, recreation, aesthetic, cultural and other 
traditional values.

§ 3105. Forest management deduction 

(a) Withholding of deduction 

Pursuant to the authority of section 413 of 
this title, the Secretary shall withhold a reason-
able deduction from the gross proceeds of sales 
of forest products harvested from Indian forest 
land under a timber sale contract, permit, or 
other harvest sale document, which has been ap-
proved by the Secretary, to cover in whole or 
part the cost of managing and protecting such 
Indian forest land. 

(b) Amount of deduction 

Deductions made pursuant to subsection (a) of 
this section shall not exceed the lesser amount 
of— 

(1) 10 percent of gross proceeds, or 
(2) the percentage of gross proceeds collected 

on November 28, 1990, as forest management 
deductions by the Secretary on such sales of 
Indian forest products, 

unless the appropriate Indian tribe consents to 
an increase in the deductions. 

(c) Use of deduction 

The full amount of any deduction collected by 
the Secretary shall be expended according to an 

approved expenditure plan, approved by the Sec-
retary and the appropriate Indian tribe, for the 
performance of forest land management activi-
ties on the reservation from which such deduc-
tions are collected and shall be made available 
to the tribe, upon its request, by contract or 
agreement for the performance of such activi-
ties. 

(d) Limitations 

(1) Forest management deductions withheld 
pursuant to this section shall not be available 
to— 

(A) cover the costs that are paid from funds 
appropriated specifically for fire suppression 
or pest control, or 

(B) otherwise offset Federal appropriations 
for meeting the Federal trust responsibility 
for management of Indian forest lands. 

(2) No other forest management deductions de-
rived from Indian forest lands shall be collected 
to be covered into the general funds of the 
United States Treasury.

§ 3106. Forest trespass 

(a) Civil penalties; regulations 

Not later than 18 months from November 28, 
1990, the Secretary shall issue regulations that— 

(1) establish civil penalties for the commis-
sion of forest trespass which provide for— 

(A) collection of the value of the products 
illegally removed plus a penalty of double 
their value, 

(B) collection of the costs associated with 
damage to the Indian forest land caused by 
the act of trespass, and 

(C) collection of the costs associated with 
enforcement of the regulations, including 
field examination and survey, damage ap-
praisal, investigation assistance and reports, 
witness expenses, demand letters, court 
costs, and attorney fees; 

(2) designate responsibility with the Depart-
ment of the Interior for the detection and in-
vestigation of forest trespass; and 

(3) set forth responsibilities and procedures 
for the assessment and collection of civil pen-
alties. 

(b) Treatment of proceeds 

The proceeds of civil penalties collected under 
this section shall be treated as proceeds from 
the sale of forest products from the Indian forest 
lands upon which such trespass occurred. 

(c) Concurrent jurisdiction 

Indian tribes which adopt the regulations pro-
mulgated by the Secretary pursuant to sub-
section (a) of this section shall have concurrent 
civil jurisdiction to enforce the provisions of 
this section and the regulation promulgated 
thereunder. The Bureau of Indian Affairs and 
other agencies of the Federal Government shall, 
at the request of the tribe, defer to tribal pros-
ecutions of forest trespass cases. Tribal court 
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judgments regarding forest trespass shall be en-
titled to full faith and credit in Federal and 
State courts to the same extent as a Federal 
court judgment obtained under this section.

§ 3107. Direct payment of forest products receipts 

(a) Regulations 

Notwithstanding any other law, the Secretary 
shall, within 1 year from November 28, 1990, pro-
mulgate regulations providing for the payment 
of the receipts from the sale of Indian forest 
products as provided in this section. 

(b) Payment into a bank depository 

Upon the request of an Indian tribe, the Sec-
retary shall provide that the purchaser of the 
forest products of such tribe, which are har-
vested under a timber sale contract, permit or 
other harvest sale document which has been ap-
proved by the Secretary, shall make prompt di-
rect payments of the gross proceeds of sales of 
such forest products, less any amounts seg-
regated as forest management deductions pursu-
ant to section 3105 of this title, into a bank de-
pository account designated by such Indian 
tribe.

§ 3108. Secretarial recognition of tribal laws 

Subject to the Secretary’s responsibilities as 
reflected in sections 3101(2) and 3102(1) of this 
title and unless otherwise prohibited by Federal 
statutory law, the Secretary shall comply with 
tribal laws pertaining to Indian forest lands, in-
cluding laws regulating the environment or his-
toric or cultural preservation, and shall cooper-
ate with the enforcement of such laws on Indian 
forest lands.

(1) assistance in the enforcement of such 
laws; 

(2) provision of notice of such laws to per-
sons or entities undertaking activities on In-
dian forest lands; and 

(3) upon the request of an Indian tribe, the 
appearance in tribal forums.

§ 3109. Indian forest land assistance account 

(a) Establishment 

At the request of an Indian tribe, the Sec-
retary may establish a special Indian forest land 
assistance account within the tribe’s trust fund 
account to fund the Indian forest land manage-
ment activities of such tribe. 

(b) Deposits and expenditures 

(1) The Secretary may deposit into the Indian 
forest land assistance account established pur-
suant to subsection (a) of this section any funds 
received by the Secretary or in the Secretary’s 
possession from— 

(A) non-Federal sources, if such funds are re-
lated to activities on or for the Indian forest 
lands of such tribe’s reservation, 

(B) donations and contributions, 
(C) unobligated forestry appropriations for 

the benefit of such Indian tribe, and 
(D) user fees or other funds transferred 

under Federal interagency agreements if 
otherwise authorized by Federal law and, if 
such funds are related to activities on or for 
the Indian forest lands of such tribe’s reserva-
tion. 

Funds deposited in such account shall be for the 
purpose of conducting forest land management 
activities on the Indian forest lands of such 
tribe. 

(2) Funds in the Indian forest land assistance 
account and any interest or other income earned 
thereon shall remain available until expended 
and shall not be available to otherwise offset 
Federal appropriations for meeting the Federal 
responsibility for management of Indian forest 
lands. 

(c) Audits 

At the request of an Indian tribe or upon the 
Secretary’s own volition, the Secretary may 
conduct audits of the Indian forest land assist-
ance account and shall publish the results of 
such audit.

§ 3110. Tribal forestry programs 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall establish within the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs a program to provide fi-
nancial support to forestry programs established 
by an Indian tribe. 

(b) Support allocation formula; criteria 

(1) The Secretary, with the participation of In-
dian tribes with Indian forest lands, shall estab-
lish, and promulgate by regulations, a formula— 

(A) for the determination of Indian tribes el-
igible for such support, 

(B) for the provision of levels of assistance 
for the forestry programs of such tribes, and 

(C) the allocation of base support funds to 
such tribes under the program established pur-
suant to subsection (a) of this section. 

(2) The formula established pursuant to this 
subsection shall provide funding necessary to 
support— 

(A) one professional forester, including 
fringe benefits and support costs, for each eli-
gible tribe, and 

(B) one additional professional forester or 
forest technician, including fringe benefits and 
support costs, for each level of assistance for 
which an eligible Indian tribe qualifies. 

(3) In any fiscal year that appropriations are 
not sufficient to fully fund tribal forestry pro-
grams at each level of assistance under the for-
mula required to be established in this section, 
available funds for each level of assistance shall 
be evenly divided among the tribes qualifying 
for that level of assistance.

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§ 3111. Assessment of Indian forest land and 
management programs 

(a) Initial assessment 

(1) Within 1 year after November 28, 1990, the 
Secretary, in consultation with affected Indian 
tribes, shall enter into a contract with a non- 
Federal entity knowledgeable in forest manage-
ment practices on Federal and private lands to 
conduct an independent assessment of Indian 
forest lands and Indian forest land management 
practices. 

(2) Such assessment shall be national in scope 
and shall include— 

(A) an in-depth analysis of management 
practices on, and the level of funding for, spe-
cific Indian forest land compared with similar 
Federal and private forest lands, 

(B) a survey of the condition of Indian forest 
lands, including health and productivity lev-
els, 

(C) an evaluation of the staffing patterns of 
forestry organizations of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs and of Indian tribes, 

(D) an evaluation of procedures employed in 
timber sales administration, including prepa-
ration, field supervision, and accountability 
for proceeds, 

(E) an analysis of the potential for reducing 
or eliminating relevant administrative proce-
dures, rules and policies of the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs consistent with the Federal trust 
responsibility, 

(F) a comprehensive review of the adequacy 
of Indian forest land management plans, in-
cluding their compatibility with applicable 
tribal integrated resource management plans 
and their ability to meet tribal needs and pri-
orities, 

(G) an evaluation of the feasibility and de-
sirability of establishing minimum standards 
against which the adequacy of the forestry 
programs of the Bureau of Indian Affairs in 
fulfilling its trust responsibility to Indian 
tribes can be measured, and 

(H) a recommendation of any reforms and in-
creased funding levels necessary to bring In-
dian forest land management programs to a 
state-of-the-art condition. 

(3) Such assessment shall include specific ex-
amples and comparisons from each of the re-
gions of the United States where Indian forest 
lands are located. 

(4) The initial assessment required by this sub-
section shall be completed no later than 36 
months following November 28, 1990. Upon com-
pletion, the assessment shall be submitted to 
the Committee on Natural Resources of the 
United States House of Representatives and the 
Committee on Indian Affairs of the United 
States Senate and shall be made available to In-
dian tribes. 

(b) Periodic assessments 

On each 10-year anniversary of November 28, 
1990, the Secretary shall provide for an inde-
pendent assessment of Indian forest lands and 
Indian forest land management practices under 
the criteria established in subsection (a) of this 
section which shall include analyses measured 
against findings in previous assessments. 

(c) Status report to Congress 

The Secretary shall submit, within 1 year of 
the first full fiscal year after November 28, 1990, 
and within 6 months of the end of each succeed-
ing fiscal year, a report to the Committee on 
Natural Resources of the United States House of 
Representatives, the Committee on Indian Af-
fairs of the United States Senate, and to the af-
fected Indian tribes a report on the status of In-
dian forest lands with respect to standards, 
goals and objectives set forth in approved forest 
management plans for each Indian tribe with In-
dian forest lands. The report shall identify the 
amount of Indian forest land in need of foresta-
tion or other silviculture treatment and the 
quantity of timber available for sale, offered for 
sale, and sold for each Indian tribe. 

(d) Assistance from Secretary of Agriculture 

The Secretary of Agriculture, through the 
Forest Service, is authorized to provide, upon 
the request of the Secretary of the Interior, on 
a nonreimbursable basis, technical assistance in 
the conduct of such research and evaluation ac-
tivities as may be necessary for the completion 
of any reports or assessments required by this 
chapter.

§ 3113. Establishment of Indian and Alaska Na-
tive forestry education assistance 

(a) Forester intern program 

(1) Notwithstanding the provisions of title 5 
governing appointments in the competitive serv-
ice, the Secretary shall establish and maintain 
in the Bureau of Indian Affairs at least 20 for-
ester intern positions for Indian and Alaska Na-
tive students. 

(2) For purposes of this subsection, the term 
‘‘forester intern’’ means an Indian or Alaska Na-
tive who— 

(A) is acquiring necessary academic quali-
fications to become a forester or a professional 
trained in forestry-related fields, and 

(B) is appointed to one of the positions es-
tablished under paragraph (1). 

(3) The Secretary shall pay all costs for tui-
tion, books, fees and living expenses incurred by 
a forester intern while attending an approved 
post-secondary or graduate school in a full-time 
forestry-related curriculum. 

(4) A forester intern shall be required to enter 
into an obligated service agreement to serve as 
a professional forester or other forestry-related 
professional with the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
an Indian tribe, or a tribal forest-related enter-
prise for 2 years for each year of education for 
which the Secretary pays the intern’s edu-
cational costs under paragraph (3) of this sub-
section. 

(5) A forester intern shall be required to report 
for service with the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
during any break in attendance at school of 
more than 3 weeks duration. Time spent in such 
service shall be counted toward satisfaction of 
the intern’s obligated service agreement. 

(b) Cooperative education program 

(1) The Secretary shall maintain, through the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, a cooperative edu-
cation program for the purpose of recruiting 
promising Indian and Alaska Native students 
who are enrolled in secondary schools, tribally- 
controlled community colleges, and other post- 
secondary or graduate schools for employment 
as a professional forester or other forestry-relat-
ed professional with the Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs, an Indian tribe, or a tribal forest-related 
enterprise. 

(2) The cooperative educational program that 
is to be maintained under paragraph (1) shall be 
modeled on and shall have essentially the same 
features of the program operated on November 
28, 1990, pursuant to chapter 308 of the Federal 

Personnel Manual of the Office of Personnel 
Management. 

(3) Under the cooperative agreement program 
that is to be maintained under paragraph (1), the 
Secretary shall pay all costs for tuition, books, 
and fees of an Indian or Alaska Native student 
who— 

(A) is enrolled in a course of study at an edu-
cation institution with which the Secretary 
has entered into a cooperative agreement, and 

(B) is interested in a career with the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs, an Indian tribe or a tribal 
enterprise in the management of Indian forest 
land. 

(4) Financial need shall not be a requirement 
to receive assistance under the cooperative 
agreement program that is to be maintained 
under this subsection. 

(5) A recipient of assistance under the coopera-
tive education program that is to be maintained 
under this subsection shall be required to enter 
into an obligated service agreement to serve as 
a professional forester or other forestry-related 
professional with the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
an Indian tribe, or a tribal forest-related enter-
prise for one year for each year for which the 
Secretary pays the recipient’s educational costs 
pursuant to paragraph (3). 

(c) Scholarship program 

(1) The Secretary is authorized to grant for-
estry scholarships to Indians and Alaska Natives 
enrolled in accredited programs for post-second-
ary and graduate forestry and forestry-related 
programs of study as full-time students. 

(2) A recipient of a scholarship under para-
graph (1) shall be required to enter into an obli-
gated service agreement with the Secretary in 
which the recipient agrees to accept employ-
ment for one year for each year the recipient re-
ceived a scholarship, following completion of 
the recipient’s forestry or forestry-related 
course of study, with 

(A) the Bureau of Indian Affairs; 
(B) a forestry program conducted under a 

contract, grant, or cooperative agreement en-
tered into under the Indian Self-Determina-
tion Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et seq.]; 

(C) an Indian enterprise engaged in a for-
estry or forestry-related business; or 

(D) an Indian tribe’s forestry-related pro-
gram. 

(3) The Secretary shall not deny scholarship 
assistance under this subsection solely on the 
basis of an applicant’s scholastic achievement if 
the applicant has been admitted to and remains 
in good standing in an accredited postsecondary 
or graduate institution. 

(d) Forestry education outreach 

The Secretary shall conduct, through the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs, and in consultation with 
other appropriate local, State and Federal agen-
cies, and in consultation and coordination with 
Indian tribes, a forestry education outreach pro-
gram for Indian and Alaska Native youth to ex-
plain and stimulate interest in all aspects of In-
dian forest land management and careers in for-
estry. 

(e) Adequacy of programs 

The Secretary shall administer the programs 
described in this section until a sufficient num-

ensure that there is an adequate number of 
qualified, professional Indian foresters to man-
age the Bureau of Indian Affairs forestry pro-
grams and forestry programs maintained by or 
for Indian tribes.

§ 3114. Postgraduation recruitment, education 
and training programs 

(a) Postgraduation recruitment 

The Secretary shall establish and maintain a 
program to attract Indian and Alaska Native 
professional foresters and forester technicians 
who have already graduated from their course of 
postsecondary or graduate education for em-
ployment in either the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
forestry programs or, subject to the approval of 
the tribe, in tribal forestry programs. According 
to such regulations as the Secretary may pre-
scribe, such program shall provide for the em-
ployment of Indian and Alaska Native profes-
sional foresters or forestry technicians in ex-
change for the Secretary’s assumption of the 
employee’s outstanding student loans. The pe-
riod of employment shall be determined by the 
amount of the loan that is assumed. 

(b) Postgraduate intergovernmental internships 

For the purposes of training, skill develop-
ment and orientation of Indian, Alaska native,1 
and Federal forestry personnel, and the en-
hancement of tribal and Bureau of Indian Af-
fairs forestry programs, the Secretary shall es-
tablish and actively conduct a program for the 
cooperative internship of Federal, Indian, and 
Alaska Native forestry personnel. Such program 
shall— 

(1) for agencies within the Department of 
the Interior— 

(A) provide for the internship of Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, Alaska Native, and Indian 
forestry employees in the forestry-related 
programs of other agencies of the Depart-
ment of the Interior, and 

(B) provide for the internship of forestry 
personnel from other Department of the In-
terior agencies within the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs and, with the consent of the tribe, 
within tribal forestry programs; 

(2) for agencies not within the Department 
of the Interior, provide, pursuant to an inter-

agency agreement, internships within the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and, with the consent of 
the tribe, within a tribal forestry program of 
other forestry personnel of such agencies who 
are above their sixth year of Federal service; 

(3) provide for the continuation of salary and 
benefits for participating Federal employees 
by their originating agency; 

(4) provide for salaries and benefits of par-
ticipating Indian and Alaska Native forestry 
employees by the host agency; and 

(5) provide for a bonus pay incentive at the 
conclusion of the internship for any partici-
pant. 

(c) Continuing education and training 

The Secretary shall maintain a program with-
in the Division of Forestry of the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs for the ongoing education and train-
ing of Bureau of Indian Affairs, Alaska Native, 
and Indian forestry personnel. Such program 
shall provide for— 

(1) orientation training for Bureau of Indian 
Affairs forestry personnel in tribal-Federal re-
lations and responsibilities; 

(2) continuing technical forestry education 
for Bureau of Indian Affairs, Alaska Native, 
and tribal forestry personnel; and 

(3) developmental training of Indian and 
Alaska Native personnel in forest land based 
enterprises and marketing.

sions of section 3324, title 31, relating to the ad-
vance of public moneys. 

(b) Supervision 

In any agreement authorized by this section, 
Indian tribes and their employees may perform 
cooperative work under the supervision of the 
Department of the Interior in emergencies or

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otherwise as mutually agreed to, but shall not 
be deemed to be Federal employees other than 
for purposes of section 1 2671 through 2680 of title

§ 3201. Findings and purpose 

(a) Findings 

The Congress, after careful review of the prob-
lem of child abuse on Indian reservations and 
the historical and special relationship of the 
Federal Government with Indian people, 

(1) finds that— 
(A) incidents of abuse of children on Indian 

reservations are grossly underreported; 
(B) such underreporting is often a result of 

the lack of a mandatory Federal reporting 
law; 

(C) multiple incidents of sexual abuse of 
children on Indian reservations have been 
perpetrated by persons employed or funded 
by the Federal Government; 

(D) Federal Government investigations of 
the background of Federal employees who 
care for, or teach, Indian children are often 
deficient; 

(E) funds spent by the United States on In-
dian reservations or otherwise spent for the 
benefit of Indians who are victims of child 
abuse or family violence are inadequate to 
meet the growing needs for mental health 
treatment and counseling for victims of 
child abuse or family violence and their fam-
ilies; and 

(F) there is no resource that is more vital 
to the continued existence and integrity of 
Indian tribes than their children and the 
United States has a direct interest, as trust-
ee, in protecting Indian children who are 
members of, or are eligible for membership 
in, an Indian tribe; and 

(2) declares that two major goals of the 
United States are to— 

(A) identify the scope of incidents of abuse 
of children and family violence in Indian 
country and to reduce such incidents; and 

(B) provide funds for mental health treat-
ment for Indian victims of child abuse and 
family violence on Indian reservations. 

(b) Purpose 

The purposes of this chapter are to— 
(1) require that reports of abused Indian 

children are made to the appropriate authori-
ties in an effort to prevent further abuse; 

(2) establish a reliable data base for statis-
tical purposes and to authorize a study to de-
termine the need for a central registry for re-
ported incidents of abuse; 

(3) authorize such other actions as are nec-
essary to ensure effective child protection in 
Indian country; 

(4) establish the Indian Child Abuse Preven-
tion and Treatment Grant Program to provide 
funds for the establishment on Indian reserva-
tions of treatment programs for victims of 
child sexual abuse; 

(5) provide for technical assistance and 
training related to the investigation and 
treatment of cases of child abuse and neglect; 

(6) establish Indian Child Resource and Fam-
ily Services Centers in each Bureau of Indian 
Affairs Area Office which will consist of multi- 
disciplinary teams of personnel with experi-
ence and training in the prevention, identi-
fication, investigation, and treatment of child 
abuse and neglect; 

(7) provide for the treatment and prevention 
of incidents of family violence; 

(8) establish tribally operated programs to 
protect Indian children and reduce the inci-
dents of family violence in Indian country; 
and 

(9) authorize other actions necessary to en-
sure effective child protection on Indian res-
ervations.

For the purposes of this chapter, the term— 
(1) ‘‘Bureau’’ means the Bureau of Indian Af-

fairs of the Department of the Interior; 
(2) ‘‘child’’ means an individual who— 

(A) is not married, and 
(B) has not attained 18 years of age; 

(3) ‘‘child abuse’’ includes but is not limited 
to— 

(A) any case in which— 
(i) a child is dead or exhibits evidence of 

skin bruising, bleeding, malnutrition, fail-
ure to thrive, burns, fracture of any bone, 
subdural hematoma, soft tissue swelling, 
and 

(ii) such condition is not justifiably ex-
plained or may not be the product of an ac-
cidental occurrence; and 

(B) any case in which a child is subjected 
to sexual assault, sexual molestation, sexual 
exploitation, sexual contact, or prostitution; 

(4) ‘‘child neglect’’ includes but is not lim-
ited to, negligent treatment or maltreatment 
of a child by a person, including a person re-
sponsible for the child’s welfare, under circum-
stances which indicate that the child’s health 
or welfare is harmed or threatened thereby; 

(5) ‘‘family violence’’ means any act, or 
threatened act, of violence, including any 
forceful detention of an individual, which— 

(A) results, or threatens to result, in phys-
ical or mental injury, and 

(B) is committed by an individual against 
another individual— 

(i) to whom such person is, or was, relat-
ed by blood or marriage or otherwise le-
gally related, or 
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(ii) with whom such person is, or was, re-
siding; 

(6) ‘‘Indian’’ means any individual who is a 
member of an Indian tribe; 

(7) ‘‘Indian child’’ has the meaning given to 
such term by section 1903(4) of this title; 

(8) ‘‘Indian country’’ has the meaning given 
to such term by section 1151 of title 18; 

(9) ‘‘Indian reservation’’ means any Indian 
reservation, public domain Indian allotment, 
former Indian reservation in Oklahoma, or 
lands held by incorporated Native groups, re-
gional corporations, or village corporations 
under the provisions of the Alaska Native 
Claims Settlement Act (43 U.S.C. 1601 et seq.); 

(10) ‘‘Indian tribe’’ and ‘‘tribal organization’’ 
have the respective meanings given to each of 
such terms under section 450b of this title; 

(11) ‘‘inter-tribal consortium’’ means a part-
nership between— 

(A) an Indian tribe or tribal organization 
of an Indian tribe, and 

(B) one or more Indian tribes or tribal or-
ganizations of one or more other Indian 
tribes; 

(12) ‘‘local child protective services agency’’ 
means that agency of the Federal Govern-
ment, of a State, or of an Indian tribe that has 
the primary responsibility for child protection 
on any Indian reservation or within any com-
munity in Indian country; 

(13) ‘‘local law enforcement agency’’ means 
that Federal, tribal, or State law enforcement 
agency that has the primary responsibility for 
the investigation of an instance of alleged 
child abuse within the portion of Indian coun-
try involved; 

(14) ‘‘persons responsible for a child’s wel-
fare’’ means any person who has legal or other 
recognized duty for the care and safety of a 
child, including— 

(A) any employee or volunteer of a chil-
dren’s residential facility, and 

(B) any person providing out-of-home care, 
education, or services to children; 

(15) ‘‘related assistance’’— 
(A) includes counseling and self-help serv-

ices to abusers, victims, and dependents in 
family violence situations (which shall in-
clude counseling of all family members to 
the extent feasible) and referrals for appro-
priate health-care services (including alco-
hol and drug abuse treatment), and 

(B) may include food, clothing, child care, 
transportation, and emergency services for 
victims of family violence and their depend-
ents; 

(16) ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the 
Interior; 

(17) ‘‘shelter’’ means the provision of tem-
porary refuge and related assistance in com-
pliance with applicable Federal and tribal laws 
and regulations governing the provision, on a 
regular basis, of shelter, safe homes, meals, 
and related assistance to victims of family 
violence or their dependents; and 

(18) ‘‘Service’’ means the Indian Health 
Service of the Department of Health and 
Human Services.

§ 3203. Reporting procedures 

(a) Omitted 

(b) Notification of child abuse reports 

(1) When a local law enforcement agency or 
local child protective services agency receives 
an initial report from any person of— 

(A) the abuse of a child in Indian country, or 
(B) actions which would reasonably be ex-

pected to result in abuse of a child in Indian 
country, the receiving agency shall imme-
diately notify appropriate officials of the 
other agency of such report and shall also sub-
mit, when prepared, a copy of the written re-
port required under subsection (c) of this sec-
tion to such agency. 

(2) Where a report of abuse involves an Indian 
child or where the alleged abuser is an Indian 
and where a preliminary inquiry indicates a 
criminal violation has occurred, the local law 
enforcement agency, if other than the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, shall immediately re-
port such occurrence to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. 

(c) Written report of child abuse 

(1) Within 36 hours after receiving an initial 
report described in subsection (b) of this section, 
the receiving agency shall prepare a written re-
port which shall include, if available— 

(A) the name, address, age, and sex of the 
child that is the subject of the report; 

(B) the grade and the school in which the 
child is currently enrolled; 

(C) the name and address of the child’s par-
ents or other person responsible for the child’s 
care; 

(D) the name and address of the alleged of-
fender; 

(E) the name and address of the person who 
made the report to the agency; 

(F) a brief narrative as to the nature and ex-
tent of the child’s injuries, including any pre-
viously known or suspected abuse of the child 
or the child’s siblings and the suspected date 
of the abuse; and 

(G) any other information the agency or the 
person who made the report to the agency be-
lieves to be important to the investigation and 
disposition of the alleged abuse. 

(2)(A) Any local law enforcement agency or 
local child protective services agency that re-
ceives a report alleging abuse described in sec-
tion 3202(3) 1 of this title shall immediately initi-
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ate an investigation of such allegation and shall 
take immediate, appropriate steps to secure the 
safety and well-being of the child or children in-
volved. 

(B) Upon completion of the investigation of 
any report of alleged abuse that is made to a 
local law enforcement agency or local child pro-
tective services agency, such agency shall pre-
pare a final written report on such allegation. 

(d) Confidentiality of informant 

The identity of any person making a report 
described in subsection (b)(1) of this section 
shall not be disclosed, without the consent of 
the individual, to any person other than a court 
of competent jurisdiction or an employee of an 
Indian tribe, a State or the Federal Government 
who needs to know the information in the per-
formance of such employee’s duties.

§ 3204. Central registry 

(a) Preparation of study 

The Secretary, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services and the 
Attorney General of the United States, is hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare a written 
study on the feasibility of, and need for, the es-
tablishment of a Central Register for reports or 
information on the abuse of children in Indian 
country. 

(b) Content of study 

The study conducted pursuant to subsection 
(a) of this section shall include, but shall not be 
limited to— 

(1) the need for, and purpose of, a Central 
Register; 

(2) the examination of due process implica-
tion of the maintenance of such a register; 

(3) the extension of access to information 
contained in the register;

§ 3206. Waiver of parental consent 

(a) Examinations and interviews 

Photographs, x-rays, medical examinations, 
psychological examinations, and interviews of 
an Indian child alleged to have been subject to 
abuse in Indian country shall be allowed with-
out parental consent if local child protective 
services or local law enforcement officials have 
reason to believe the child has been subject to 
abuse. 

(b) Interviews by law enforcement and child pro-
tective services officials 

In any case in which officials of the local law 
enforcement agency or local child protective 
services agency have reason to believe that an 
Indian child has been subject to abuse in Indian 
country, the officials of those agencies shall be 
allowed to interview the child without first ob-
taining the consent of the parent, guardian, or 
legal custodian. 

(c) Protection of child 

Examinations and interviews of a child who 
may have been the subject of abuse shall be con-
ducted under such circumstances and with such 
safeguards as are designed to minimize addi-
tional trauma to the child and, where time per-
mits, shall be conducted with the advise,1 or 
under the guidance, of a local multidisciplinary 
team established pursuant to section 3210 of this 
title or, in the absence of a local team, a multi-
disciplinary team established pursuant to sec-
tion 3209 of this title.

Upon a finding of reasonable suspicion that an 
Indian child has been the subject of abuse in In-
dian country, a Federal magistrate or United 
States District Court may issue an order enforc-
ing any provision of this section.

(a) By Secretary of the Interior and Secretary of 
Health and Human Services 

The Secretary and the Secretary of Health and

(1) compile a list of all authorized positions 
within their respective departments the duties 
and responsibilities of which involve regular 
contact with, or control over, Indian children, 

(2) conduct an investigation of the character 
of each individual who is employed, or is being 
considered for employment, by the respective 
Secretary in a position listed pursuant to 
paragraph (1), and 

(3) prescribe by regulations minimum stand-
ards of character that each of such individuals 
must meet to be appointed to such positions. 

(b) Criminal records 

The minimum standards of character that are 
to be prescribed under this section shall ensure 
that none of the individuals appointed to posi-
tions described in subsection (a) of this section 
have been found guilty of, or entered a plea of 
nolo contendere or guilty to, any offense under 
Federal, State, or tribal law involving crimes of 
violence; sexual assault, molestation, exploi-
tation, contact or prostitution; or crimes 
against persons.

Each Indian tribe or tribal organization that 
receives funds under the Indian Self-Determina-
tion and Education Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 
et seq.] or the Tribally Controlled Schools Act 
of 1988 [25 U.S.C. 2501 et seq.] shall— 

(1) conduct an investigation of the character 
of each individual who is employed, or is being 
considered for employment, by such tribe or 
tribal organization in a position that involves 
regular contact with, or control over, Indian 
children, and 

(2) employ individuals in those positions 
only if the individuals meet standards of char-
acter, no less stringent than those prescribed 
under subsection (a) of this section, as the In-
dian tribe or tribal organization shall estab-
lish.

§ 3208. Indian Child Abuse Treatment Grant Pro-
gram 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary of Health and Human Services, 
acting through the Service and in cooperation 

with the Bureau, shall establish an Indian Child 
Abuse Treatment Grant Program that provides 
grants to any Indian tribe or intertribal consor-
tium for the establishment on Indian reserva-
tions of treatment programs for Indians who 
have been victims of child sexual abuse. 

(b) Grant applications 

(1) Any Indian tribe or intertribal consortium 
may submit to the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services an application for a grant under 
subsection (a) of this section. 

(2) Any application submitted under paragraph 
(1)— 

(A) shall be in such form as the Secretary of 
Health and Human Services may prescribe; 

(B) shall be submitted to such Secretary on 
or before the date designated by such Sec-
retary; and 

(C) shall specify— 
(i) the nature of the program proposed by 

the applicant,

§ 3209. Indian Child Resource and Family Serv-
ices Centers 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall establish within each area 
office of the Bureau an Indian Child Resource 
and Family Services Center. 
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(b) Memorandum of Agreement 

The Secretary and the Secretary of Health and 
Human Services shall enter into a Memorandum 
of Agreement which provides for the staffing of 
the Centers established under this section. 

(c) Center staffing 

Each Center established under subsection (a) 
of this section shall be staffed by a multidisci-
plinary team of personnel with experience and 
training in prevention, identification, investiga-
tion, and treatment of incidents of family vio-
lence, child abuse, and child neglect. 

(d) Center responsibilities and functions 

Each Center established under subsection (a) 
of this section shall— 

(1) provide advice, technical assistance, and 
consultation to Indian tribes, tribal organiza-
tions, and inter-tribal consortia upon request; 

(2) provide training to appropriate personnel 
of Indian tribes, tribal organizations, the Bu-
reau and the Service on the identification and 
investigation of cases of family violence, child 
abuse, and child neglect and, to the extent 
practicable, coordinate with institutions of 
higher education, including tribally controlled 
community colleges, to offer college-level 
credit to interested trainees; 

(3) develop training materials on the preven-
tion, identification, investigation, and treat-
ment of incidents of family violence, child 
abuse, and child neglect for distribution to In-
dian tribes and to tribal organizations; 

(4) develop recommendations to assist Fed-
eral and tribal personnel to respond to cases of 
family violence, child abuse, and child neglect; 
and 

(5) develop policies and procedures for each 
agency office of the Bureau and service unit of 
the Service within the area which, to the ex-
tent feasible, comply with tribal laws pertain-
ing to cases of family violence, child abuse, 
and child neglect, including any criminal laws, 
and which provide for maximum cooperation 
with the enforcement of such laws. 

(e) Multidisciplinary team personnel 

Each multidisciplinary team established under 
this section shall include, but is not limited to, 
personnel with a background in— 

(1) law enforcement, 
(2) child protective services, 
(3) juvenile counseling and adolescent men-

tal health, and 
(4) domestic violence. 

(f) Center advisory board 

The Secretary, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services, shall es-
tablish, for each Indian Child Resource and 
Family Services Center, an advisory board to 
advise and assist such Center in carrying out its 
activities under this chapter. Each advisory 
board shall consist of 7 members appointed by 
the Secretary from Indian tribes and human 
service providers served by an area office of the 
Bureau. Members shall serve without compensa-
tion, but may be reimbursed for travel and other 
expenses while carrying out the duties of the 
board. The advisory board shall assist the Cen-
ter in coordinating programs, identifying train-

ing materials, and developing policies and proce-
dures relating to family violence, child abuse, 
and child neglect. 

(g) Application of Indian Self-Determination Act 
to Centers 

Indian Child Resource and Family Services 
Centers established under subsection (a) of this 
section shall be subject to the provisions of the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.]. If a Center is located in an area office of 
the Bureau which serves more than one Indian 
tribe, any application to enter into a contract to 
operate the Center pursuant to such Act must 
have the consent of each of the other tribes to 
be served under the contract, except that, in the 
Juneau Area, only the consent of such tribes or 
tribal consortia that are engaged in contracting 
of Indian Child Protection and Family Violence 
Prevention programs pursuant to such Act shall 
be required. This section shall not preclude the 
designation of an existing child resource and 
family services center operated by a tribe or 
tribal organization as a Center if all of the 
tribes to be served by the Center agree to such 
designation. 

(h) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of this section $3,000,000 
for each of the fiscal years 1992, 1993, 1994, 1995, 
1996, and 1997.

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§ 3210. Indian Child Protection and Family Vio-
lence Prevention Program 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall establish within the Bu-
reau an Indian Child Protection and Family Vio-
lence Prevention Program to provide financial 
assistance to any Indian tribe, tribal organiza-
tion, or inter-tribal consortium for the develop-
ment of an Indian Child Protection and Family 
Violence Prevention program. 

(b) Indian Self-Determination Act agreements 

The Secretary is authorized to enter into 
agreements with Indian tribes, tribal organiza-
tions, or inter-tribal consortia pursuant to the 
Indian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.] for the establishment of Indian Child Pro-
tection and Family Violence Prevention pro-
grams on Indian reservations. 

(c) Investigation and treatment and prevention 
of child abuse and family violence 

An Indian tribe operating an Indian Child Pro-
tection and Family Violence Prevention pro-
gram established under this section shall des-
ignate the agency or officials which shall be re-
sponsible— 

(1) for the investigation of reported cases of 
child abuse and child neglect; and 

(2) for the treatment and prevention of inci-
dents of family violence; and 

(3) for the provision of immediate shelter 
and related assistance for victims of family 
violence and their dependents. 

(d) Program responsibilities and functions 

Funds provided pursuant to this section may 
be used for— 

(1) the establishment of a child protective 
services program which may include— 

(A) the employment of child protective 
services staff to investigate cases of child 
abuse and child neglect, 

(B) training programs for child protective 
services personnel, law enforcement person-
nel, and judicial personnel in the investiga-
tion, prevention, and treatment of cases of 
child abuse and child neglect, and 

(C) purchase of equipment to assist in the 
investigation of cases of child abuse and 
child neglect; 

(2) the establishment of a family violence 
prevention and treatment program which may 
include— 

(A) the employment of family violence 
prevention and treatment staff to respond to 
incidents of family violence, 

(B) the provision of immediate shelter and 
related assistance for victims of family vio-
lence and their dependents, 

(C) training programs for family violence 
prevention and treatment personnel, law en-
forcement personnel, and judicial personnel 
in the investigation, prevention, and treat-
ment of cases of family violence; and 

(D) construction or renovation of facilities 
for the establishment of family violence 
shelters; 

(3) the development and implementation of a 
multidisciplinary child abuse investigation 
and prosecution program which may— 

(A) coordinate child abuse prevention, in-
vestigation, prosecution, treatment, and 
counseling services, 

(B) develop protocols among related agen-
cies to ensure that investigations of child 
abuse cases, to the extent practicable, mini-
mize the trauma to the child victim, and 

(C) provide for the coordination and co-
operation of law enforcement agencies, 
courts of competent jurisdiction, and other 
tribal, Federal, and State agencies through 
intergovernmental or interagency agree-
ments that define and specify each party’s 
responsibilities; 

(4) the development of tribal child protec-
tion codes and regulations; 

(5) the establishment of training programs 
for— 

(A) professional and paraprofessional per-
sonnel in the fields of medicine, law, edu-
cation, social work, and other relevant fields 
who are engaged in, or intend to work in, the 
field of prevention, identification, investiga-
tion, and treatment of family violence, child 
abuse, and child neglect, 

(B) instruction in methods of protecting 
children from abuse and neglect for persons 
responsible for the welfare of Indian chil-
dren, including parents of, and persons who 
work with, Indian children, or 

(C) educational, identification, prevention 
and treatment services for child abuse and 
child neglect in cooperation with preschool, 
elementary and secondary schools, or trib-
ally controlled community colleges (within 
the meaning of section 1801 of this title); 

(6) other community education efforts for 
tribal members (including school children) re-
garding issues of family violence, child abuse, 
and child neglect; and 

(7) such other innovative and culturally rel-
evant programs and projects as the Secretary 
may approve, including programs and projects 
for— 

(A) parental awareness and self-help, 
(B) prevention and treatment of alcohol 

and drug-related family violence, child 
abuse, and child neglect, or 

(C) home health visitor programs, 

that show promise of successfully preventing 
and treating cases of family violence, child 
abuse, and child neglect. 

(f) 1 Secretarial regulations; base support fund-
ing 

(1) The Secretary, with the participation of In-
dian tribes, shall establish, and promulgate by 
regulations, a formula which establishes base 
support funding for Indian Child Protection and 
Family Violence Prevention programs. 

(2) In the development of regulations for base 
support funding for such programs, the Sec-
retary shall develop, in consultation with Indian 
tribes, appropriate caseload standards and staff-
ing requirements which are comparable to 
standards developed by the National Association 
of Social Work, the Child Welfare League of 
America and other professional associations in 
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the field of social work and child welfare. Each 
level of funding assistance shall correspond to 
the staffing requirements established by the 
Secretary pursuant to this section. 

(3) Factors to be considered in the develop-
ment of the base support funding formula shall 
include, but are not limited to— 

(A) projected service population of the pro-
gram; 

(B) projected service area of the program; 
(C) projected number of cases per month; 

and 
(D) special circumstances warranting addi-

tional program resources, such as high inci-
dence of child sexual abuse, high incidence of 
violent crimes against women, or the exist-
ence of a significant victim population within 
the community. 

(4) The formula established pursuant to this 
subsection shall provide funding necessary to 
support— 

(A) one child protective services or family 
violence caseworker, including fringe benefits 
and support costs, for each tribe; and 

(B) an additional child protective services 
and family violence caseworker, including 
fringe benefits and support costs, for each 
level of assistance for which an Indian tribe 
qualifies. 

(5) In any fiscal year that appropriations are 
not sufficient to fully fund Indian Child Protec-
tion and Family Violence Prevention programs 
at each level of assistance under the formula re-
quired to be established in this subsection, 
available funds for each level of assistance shall 
be evenly divided among the tribes qualifying 
for that level of assistance. 

(g) Maintenance of effort 

Services provided under contracts made under 
this section shall supplement, not supplant, 
services from any other funds available for the 
same general purposes, including, but not lim-
ited to— 

(1) treatment, including, but not limited 
to— 

(A) individual counseling, 
(B) group counseling, and 
(C) family counseling; 

(2) social services and case management; 
(3) training available to Indian tribes, tribal 

agencies, and Indian organizations regarding 
the identification, investigation, prevention, 
and treatment of family violence, child abuse, 
and child neglect; and 

(4) law enforcement services, including in-
vestigations and prosecutions. 

(h) Contract evaluation and annual report 

Each recipient of funds awarded pursuant to 
subsection (a) of this section shall— 

(1) furnish the Secretary with such informa-
tion as the Secretary may require to— 

(A) evaluate the program for which the 
award is made, and 

(B) ensure that funds are expended for the 
purposes for which the award was made; and 

(2) submit to the Secretary at the end of 
each fiscal year an annual report which shall 
include such information as the Secretary 
may require.

§ 3301. Short title 

This subchapter may be cited as the ‘‘Higher 
Education Tribal Grant Authorization Act’’.

§ 3302. Findings 

The Congress finds that— 
(1) there are increasing numbers of Indian 

students qualifying for postsecondary edu-
cation, and there are increasing numbers de-
siring to go to postsecondary institutions; 

(2) the needs of these students far outpace 
the resources available currently; 

(3) Indian tribes have shown an increasing 
interest in administering programs serving 
these individuals and making decisions on 
these programs reflecting their determina-
tions of the tribal and human needs; 

(4) the contracting process under the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] has provided a mech-
anism for the majority of the tribes to assume 
control over this program from the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs; 

(5) however, inherent limitations in the con-
tracting philosophy and mechanism, coupled 
with cumbersome administrative procedures 
developed by the Bureau of Indian Affairs have 
effectively limited the efficiency and effec-
tiveness of these programs; 

(6) the provision of these services in the 
most effective and efficient form possible is 
necessary for tribes, the country, and the indi-
viduals to be served; and 

(7) these services are part of the Federal 
Government’s continuing trust responsibility 
to provide education services to American In-
dian and Alaska Natives.

§ 3303. Program authority 

(a) In general 

The Secretary shall, from the amounts appro-
priated for the purpose of supporting higher edu-
cation grants for Indian students under the au-
thority of section 13 of this title, make grants to 
Indian tribes in accordance with the require-
ments of this subchapter to permit those tribes 
to provide financial assistance to individual In-
dian students for the cost of attendance at insti-
tutions of higher education. 

(b) Limitation on Secretary’s authority 

The Secretary shall not place any restrictions 
on the use of funds provided to an Indian tribe 
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under this subchapter that is not expressly au-
thorized by this subchapter. 

(c) Effect on Federal responsibilities 

The provisions of this subchapter shall not af-
fect any trust responsibilities of the Federal 
Government. 

(d) No termination for administrative conven-
ience 

Grants provided under this subchapter may 
not be terminated, modified, suspended, or re-
duced only for the convenience of the admin-
istering agency.

§ 3304. Qualification for grants to tribes 

(a) Contracting tribes 

Any Indian tribe that obtains funds for edu-
cational purposes similar to those authorized in 
this subchapter pursuant to contract under the 
Indian Self-Determination and Education As-
sistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] may qualify 
for a grant under this subchapter by submitting 
to the Secretary a notice of intent to administer 
a student assistance program under section 3303 
of this title. Such notice shall be effective for 
the fiscal year following the fiscal year in which 
it is submitted, except that if such notice is sub-
mitted during the last 90 days of a fiscal year 
such notice shall be effective the second fiscal 
year following the fiscal year in which it is sub-
mitted, unless the Secretary waives this limita-
tion. 

(b) Noncontracting tribes 

Any Indian tribe that is not eligible to qualify 
for a grant under this subchapter by filing a no-
tice under subsection (a) of this section may 
qualify for such a grant by filing an application 
for such a grant. Such application shall be sub-
mitted under guidelines for programs under the 
Indian Self-Determination and Education As-
sistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], as in effect 
on January 1, 1991, and shall be reviewed under 
the standards, practices, and procedures applica-
ble to applications to contract under such Act as 
in effect on the date the application is received, 
except that— 

(1) if the tribe is not notified that its appli-
cation has been disapproved within 180 days 
after it is filed with the Secretary, the appli-
cation shall be deemed to be approved; 

(2) if the application is disapproved, the Sec-
retary shall provide technical assistance to 
the tribe for purposes of correcting defi-
ciencies in the application; 

(3) the Secretary shall designate an office or 
official to receive such applications, and shall 
toll the 180-day period described in paragraph 
(1) from the date of receipt by such office or 
official; and 

(4) applications shall be approved for the fis-
cal year following the fiscal year in which sub-
mitted, unless the Secretary waives the limi-
tation of this paragraph. 

(c) Termination of grants 

(1) Continuing eligibility presumed 

An Indian tribe which has qualified under 
subsection (a) or (b) of this section for a grant 
under this subchapter for any fiscal year shall 
continue to be eligible for such a grant for 
each succeeding fiscal year unless the Sec-
retary revokes such eligibility for a cause de-
scribed in paragraph (2). 

(2) Causes for loss of eligibility 

The Secretary may revoke the eligibility of 
an Indian tribe for a grant under this sub-
chapter if such tribe— 

(A) fails to submit to the Bureau an an-
nual financial statement that reports reve-
nues and expenditures determined by use of 
an accounting system, established by the 
tribe, that complies with generally accepted 
accounting principles; 

(B) fails to submit to the Bureau an annual 
program description, stating the number of 
students served, and containing such infor-
mation concerning such students, their edu-
cational programs and progress, and the fi-
nancial assistance distributed to such stu-
dents as the Secretary may require by regu-
lation; 

(C) fails to submit to the Secretary a bi-
ennial financial audit conducted in accord-
ance with chapter 75 of title 31; or 

(D) fails, in an evaluation of its financial 
assistance program conducted by an impar-
tial third party entity, to comply with 
standards under this subchapter relating to 
(i) eligible students, programs, or institu-
tions of higher education, (ii) satisfactory 
progress, or (iii) allowable administrative 
costs; as determined under contracts appli-
cable to programs to provide financial as-
sistance to individual Indian students for 
the cost of attendance at institutions of 
higher education administered by Indian 
tribes under the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 
et seq.] and in effect on January 20, 1991. 

(3) Procedures for revocation of eligibility 

The Secretary shall not revoke the eligi-
bility of an Indian tribe for a grant under this 
subchapter except— 

(A) after notice in writing to the tribe of 
the cause and opportunity to the tribe to 
correct; 

(B) providing technical assistance to the 
tribe in making such corrections; and 

(C) after hearing and appeals conducted 
under the same rules and regulations that 
apply to similar termination actions under 
the Indian Self-Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.].

§ 3305. Allocation of grant funds 

(a) Allocation of funds 

(1) In general 

The Secretary shall continue to determine 
the amount of program funds to be received by 
each grantee under this subchapter by the 
same method used for determining such dis-
tribution in fiscal year 1991 for tribally-admin-
istered and Bureau-administered programs of 
grants to individual Indians to defray post-
secondary expenses. 

(2) Administrative costs 

In addition to the amount determined under 
paragraph (1), a grantee which has exercised 
the option given in section 3304(a) of this title 
to administer the program under a grant shall 
receive an amount for administrative costs de-
termined pursuant to the method used by the 
grantee during the preceding contract period. 
All other grantees shall receive an amount for 
administrative costs determined pursuant to 
the regulations governing such determinations 
under the Indian Self Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], as 
in effect at the time of application to grants 
being made. 

(3) Single grant; separate accounts 

Each grantee shall receive only one grant 
during any fiscal year, which shall include 
both of the amounts under paragraphs (1) and 
(2). Each grantee shall maintain this grant in 
a separate account. 

(b) Use of funds 

Funds provided by grants under this sub-
chapter shall be used— 

(1) to make grants to individual Indian stu-
dents to meet, on the basis of need, any edu-
cational expense of attendance in a post-
secondary education program (as determined 
under the contracts applying to the post-
secondary education program administered by 
tribes under the Indian Self Determination 
and Education Assistance Act (Public Law 
93–638) [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.]), to the extent 
that such expense is not met from other 
sources or cannot be defrayed through the ac-
tion of any State, Federal, or municipal Act, 
except that nothing in this subsection shall be 
interpreted as requiring any priority in con-
sideration of resources; and 

(2) costs of administering the program under 
this subchapter, except that no more may be 
spent on administration of such program than 
is generated by the method for administrative 
cost computation specified in subsection (a)(2) 
of this section.

§ 3306. Limitations on use of funds 

(a) Use for religious purposes 

None of the funds made available under this 
subchapter may be used for study at any school 
or department of divinity or for any religious 
worship or sectarian activity. 

(b) Interest on funds 

No interest or other income on any funds 
made available under this subchapter shall be 
used for any purpose other than those for which 
such funds may be used. 

(c) Payments 

(1) In general 

Except as otherwise provided in this sub-
section, the Secretary shall make payments to 
grantees under this subchapter in two pay-
ments— 

(A) one payment to be made no later than 
October 1 of each fiscal year in an amount 
equal to one-half the amount paid during the 
preceding fiscal year to the grantee or a con-
tractor that has elected to have the provi-
sions of this subchapter apply, and 

(B) the second payment consisting of the 
remainder to which the grantee or contrac-
tor is entitled for the fiscal year to be made 
by no later than January 1 of the fiscal year. 

(2) New grantees 

For any tribe for which no payment was 
made under this subchapter in the preceding 
fiscal year, full payment of the amount com-
puted for each fiscal year shall be made by 
January 1 of the fiscal year. 

(d) Investment of funds 

(1) Treatment as tribal property 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any interest or investment income that ac-
crues on any funds provided under this sub-
chapter after such funds are paid to the Indian 
tribe or tribal organization and before such 
funds are expended for the purpose for which 
such funds were provided under this sub-
chapter shall be the property of the Indian 
tribe or tribal organization and shall not be 
taken into account by any officer or employee 
of the Federal Government in determining 
whether to provide assistance, or the amount 
of assistance, under any provision of Federal 
law. 

(2) Investment requirements 

Funds provided under this subchapter may 
be— 

(A) invested by the Indian tribe or tribal 
organization only in obligations of the 
United States or in obligations or securities 
that are guaranteed or insured by the United 
States, or 

(B) deposited only into accounts that are 
insured by an agency or instrumentality of 
the United States. 

(e) Recoveries 

For the purposes of under recovery and over 
recovery determinations by any Federal agency

for any other funds, from whatever source de-
rived, funds received under this subchapter shall 
not be taken into consideration.

§ 3307. Administrative provisions 

(a) Biennial report 

The Secretary shall submit a biennial report 
to the Congress on the programs established 
under this subchapter. Such report shall in-
clude— 

(1) a description of significant administra-
tive actions taken by the Secretary under this 
subchapter; 

(2) the number of grants made under the au-
thority of this subchapter; 

(3) the number of applications denied for 
such grants and the reasons therefor; 

(4) the remedial actions taken to enable ap-
plicants to be approved; 

(5) the number of students served, by tribe; 
(6) statistics on the academic pursuits of the 

students provided assistance under this sub-
chapter and the average amount of assistance 
provided; and 

(7) such additional information as the Sec-
retary considers significant. 

(b) Role of Director 

Applications for grants under this subchapter, 
and all application modifications, shall be re-
viewed and approved by personnel under the di-
rection and control of the Director of the Office 
of Indian Education Programs. Required reports 
shall be submitted to education personnel under 
the direction and control of the Director of such 
Office. 

(c) Application of Indian Self-Determination and 
Education Assistance Act 

All provisions of sections 5, 6, 7, 105, 109, and 
110 of the Indian Self-Determination and Edu-
cation Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450c et seq.) [25 
U.S.C. 450c, 450d, 450e, 450j, 450m, 450m–1], except 
those provisions pertaining to indirect costs and 
length of contract, shall apply to grants pro-
vided under this subchapter. 

(d) Regulations 

The Secretary is authorized to issue regula-
tions relating to the discharge of duties specifi-
cally assigned to the Secretary by this sub-
chapter. In all other matters relating to the de-
tails of planning, development, implementing, 
and evaluating grants under this subchapter, the 
Secretary shall not issue regulations. Regula-
tions issued pursuant to this subchapter shall 
not have the standing of a Federal statute for 
the purposes of judicial review. 

(e) Retrocession 

Whenever an Indian tribe requests retroces-
sion of any program for which assistance is pro-
vided under this subchapter, such retrocession 
shall become effective upon a date specified by 
the Secretary not more than 120 days after the 
date on which the tribe requests the retroces-
sion, or such later date as may be mutually 
agreed upon by the Secretary and the tribe. If 
such a program is retroceded, the Secretary 

shall provide to any Indian tribe served by such 
program at least the same quantity and quality 
of services that would have been provided under 
such program at the level of funding provided 
under this subchapter prior to the retrocession. 
The tribal governing body requesting the ret-
rocession shall specify whether the retrocession 
shall be to a contract administered by the tribe, 
or a tribal entity, under the authority of the In-
dian Self-Determination Act [25 U.S.C. 450f et 
seq.] or to a Bureau administered program. 

(f) Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter: 
(1) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-

retary of the Interior. 
(2) The terms ‘‘Indian’’ and ‘‘Indian tribe’’ 

have the same meaning given those terms in

§ 3321. Short title

this title.

[25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.] or under a grant pursu-
ant to subchapter I of this chapter.

§ 3323. Service conditions permitted 

(a) In general 

An eligible Indian tribe or tribal organization 
may, in accordance with the requirements of 
this subchapter, require any applicant for feder-
ally funded higher education assistance, as a 
condition of receipt of such assistance, to enter 
into a critical area service agreement in accord-
ance with section 3324 of this title. 

(b) Critical area designation 

Any eligible Indian tribe or tribal organiza-
tion that intends to require critical area service 
agreements shall, by a formal action of the trib-
al council or its delegate, designate particular 
occupational areas as critical areas for the eco-
nomic or human development needs of the tribe 
or its members. The tribe or organization shall 
notify the Secretary of the Interior in writing of 
such designated critical areas. Such designa-
tions shall be applicable to federally funded 
higher education assistance for any fiscal year 
following the fiscal year in which the designa-
tion is made until such designation is withdrawn 
by the tribe or organization by formal action. 
The tribe or organization shall notify the Sec-
retary of the Interior in writing of any designa-
tions that are withdrawn.

§ 3324. Critical area service agreements 

(a) Terms of agreements 

A critical area service agreement shall be an 
agreement between an Indian student who re-
ceives or who shall receive federally funded 
higher education assistance and an Indian tribe 
or tribal organization providing such assistance 
in which the student agrees— 

(1) to undertake a course of study at an eli-
gible institution (as that term is defined in 
section 1085(a) of title 20) in an area of critical 
need, as determined under section 3323 of this 
title, and to pursue that course of study to its 
completion; and 

(2)(A) to perform, for each academic year for 
which the student receives federally funded 
higher education assistance under a critical 
area service agreement, one calendar year of 
service to the tribe or organization in an occu-
pation that is in a critical area designated by 
the tribe pursuant to section 3323(b) 1 of this 
title, commencing not later than 6 months 
after the student ceases to carry at an institu-
tion of higher education at least one-half the 
normal full-time academic workload as deter-
mined by the institution; or 

(B) to repay such assistance to the Sec-
retary, together with interest thereon at a 

rate prescribed by the Secretary by regula-
tion, in monthly or quarterly installments 
over not more than 5 years. 

(b) Service limitations and conditions 

The tribe or tribal organization shall agree 
that a student performing services under a criti-
cal area service agreement— 

(1) shall be provided compensation, benefits, 
and working conditions at the same level and 
to the same extent as any other employee 
working a similar length of time and doing the 
same type of work; 

(2) may be treated as providing services to 
the tribe or organization if the student pro-
vides services for members of the tribe or or-
ganization that are approved by the tribe or 
organization and agreed to by the student 
even though such services are performed while 
the student is employed by a Federal, State, 
or local agency or instrumentality or by a 
nonprofit or for-profit private institution or 
organization; and 

(3) may obtain the benefits of a waiver or 
suspension in accordance with the require-
ments of subsection (c) of this section. 

(c) Waiver and suspension of service agreement 

(1) Waiver 

An Indian tribe or tribal organization may, 
by formal action, waive the service agreement 
of an Indian student for just cause, as deter-
mined in accordance with regulations pre-
scribed by the Secretary. The tribe or organi-
zation shall notify the Secretary in writing of 
any waiver granted under this subsection. 

(2) Suspension 

The obligation of a student to perform serv-
ices under a critical area service agreement— 

(A) shall be suspended for not more than 18 
months if, at the request of the student, the 
tribe or organization determines that there 
are no employment opportunities available 
in any critical service area; and 

(B) shall be suspended if the student ceases 
to attend an institution of higher education 
as a consequence of an institutional deter-
mination of unsatisfactory performance. 

If, at the end of a period of suspension under 
subparagraph (A), there are still no employ-
ment opportunities available in any critical 
service area, the student’s obligations under 
the agreement shall terminate. A suspension 
under subparagraph (B) shall be reviewed by 
the tribe or organization annually, but may be 
continued indefinitely. 

(d) Pro rata reduction for partial services 

The Secretary shall, by regulation, provide for 
the pro rata reduction of repayment obligations 
under subsection (a)(2) of this section in the case 
of any student who partially completes the serv-
ice obligation of that student under subsection 
(a)(2)(A) of this section. 

(e) Certification of service 

An Indian tribe or tribal organization receiv-
ing services under a critical area service agree-
ment— 

(1) shall establish procedures for monitoring 
and evaluating the provisions of this sub-
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chapter, and provide a copy of such procedures 
to the Secretary and to each individual pro-
viding services under a critical area service 
agreement; 

(2) shall annually certify to the Secretary 
the identities of the individuals performing 
service under such agreements; and 

(3) shall annually certify to the Secretary 
the amount of service performed, and the 
amount remaining to be performed, by each 
such individual under such agreements.

SUBCHAPTER III—TRIBAL DEVELOPMENT 
STUDENT ASSISTANCE REVOLVING LOAN 
PROGRAM 

§ 3331. Short title 

This subchapter may be cited as the ‘‘Tribal 
Development Student Assistance Act’’.

§ 3332. Findings; purposes 

(a) Findings 

The Congress finds that— 

(1) a substantial number of Indian students 
have partially completed their degrees in post-
secondary education, but have been unable, for 
a number of reasons, to complete the degrees; 

(2) in at least some measure these students 
have been supported by tribal funds or grants 
of Federal monies administered by the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs or tribes; 

(3) the inability of the students to complete 
these degrees has led to a hardship for the stu-
dents and a loss of a potential pool of talent to 
the tribes or tribal organizations which origi-
nally financed, at least in part, these efforts; 

(4) this loss has crippled tribal efforts in the 
areas of economic and social development; 

(5) this failure to complete the postsecond-
ary schooling has led to economic loss to the 
tribes and the Federal Government which 
could be remedied by completion of the 
courses of study; and 

(6) a program to identify students with a 
level of postsecondary completion short of the 
fulfillment of graduation requirements and to 
encourage them to complete these require-
ments, including provision of resources, will 
benefit the students, the tribes, and the Fed-
eral Government. 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of this subchapter are— 
(1) to establish a revolving loan program to 

be administered by a tribe or tribal organiza-
tion for the purposes of increasing the number 
of college graduates available to work in trib-
al businesses, tribal government, and tribal 
services such as schools and hospitals; 

(2) to conduct research to assess the situa-
tional and educational barriers to participa-
tion in postsecondary education; and 

(3) to encourage development, through 
grants, of a model which provides, in addition 
to loans, transitional and follow-up services 
needed to encourage persistence in postsecond-
ary education.

§ 3333. Revolving fund 

(a) Receipt, investment, and accounting 

(1) Tribes and tribal organizations 

Funds received under a grant under this sub-
chapter or recovered under the provisions of 
section 3336(a)(2)(B) of this title shall be iden-
tified and accounted for separately from any 
other tribal or Federal funds received from the 
Federal Government. All funds in this account 
shall be used for the purposes of this sub-
chapter. 

(2) Financial procedures 

The Secretary of the Interior is responsible 
for establishing, by regulations, such require-
ments for receipt, investment and accounting 
of funds under subsection (b) of this section as 
shall safeguard and 1 financial interests of the 
Federal Government. 

(b) Investment 

Funds provided under this subchapter or re-
covered by the tribe or tribal organization under 
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the provisions of section 3336(a)(2)(B) of this 
title shall be— 

(1) invested by the Indian tribe or tribal or-
ganization only in obligations of the United 
States or in obligations or securities that are 
guaranteed or insured by the United States, or 

(2) deposited only in accounts that are in-
sured by an agency or instrumentality of the 
United States. 

(c) Treatment of income 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any interest or investment income that accrues 
on any funds covered under this provision after 
such funds have been distributed to a tribe or 
tribal organization and before such funds are 
distributed for the purposes of making loans 
under this subchapter shall be the property of 
the tribe or tribal organization and shall not be 
taken into account by any officer or employee of 
the Federal Government in determining whether 
to provide assistance, or the amount of assist-
ance, under any provision of Federal law.

§ 3334. Eligible recipients 

(a) Tribes and tribal organizations

(1) tribes or multitribal organizations not 
serviced by current federally funded post-
secondary institutions authorized for eco-

(b) Students 

Any tribe or tribal organization that receives 
funds under subsection (a) of this section shall 
make such funds available by loan, under terms 
and conditions consistent with section 3335 of 
this title, to Indian students who have success-
fully completed 30 hours of postsecondary edu-
cation and who are eligible for readmission to a 
postsecondary institution.

§ 3335. Terms of loans 

(a) In general 

A loan under this subchapter to an Indian stu-
dent shall— 

(1) be subject to repayment over a period of 
not more than 5 years; 

(2) not bear interest; 
(3) be subject to forgiveness for services to 

the tribe in accordance with section 3336 of 
this title; and 

(4) contain such additional terms and condi-
tions as the initial loan agreement between 
the tribe or tribal organization and student 
may prescribe in writing. 

(b) Cost of attendance 

Calculation of the cost of attendance for the 
student must include all costs as determined by 
the tribe for the purposes of fulfilling the policy 
of this subchapter. 

(c) Additional requirements 

Any student seeking a loan under this sub-
chapter shall apply for and accept the maximum 
financial aid available from other sources. How-
ever, for purposes of determining eligibility, 
loans provided under this program may not be 
considered in needs analysis under any other 
Federal law, and may not penalize students in 
determining eligibility for other funds.

§ 3336. Service fulfillment and conditions; repay-

Prior to receipt of a loan under this sub-
chapter, the tribe or tribal organization and 
the eligible recipient shall enter into a written 
agreement, subject to the conditions of this 
section, which commits the recipient— 

(A) to perform, for each academic year for 
which the student receives assistance under 
this subchapter one calendar year of service 
to the tribe or organization in an occupation 
related to the course of study pursued and 
an economic or social development plan de-
veloped by the tribe or tribal organization, 
commencing not later than 6 months after 
the student ceases to carry at an institution 
of higher education at least one-half the nor-
mal full-time academic workload as deter-
mined by the institution; or 

(B) to repay to the tribe or tribal organiza-
tion the full amount of the loan, in monthly 
or quarterly installments over not more 
than 5 years. 

(2) Report requirement 

Funds recovered pursuant to paragraph 
(1)(B) shall be reported annually to the Sec-
retary and invested in the account established 
under section 3333 of this title. 

(b) Service limitations and conditions 

The tribe or tribal organization shall agree 
that a student performing services under this 
subchapter— 

(1) shall be provided compensation, benefits, 
and working conditions at the same level and 
to the same extent as any other employee 
working a similar length of time and doing the 
same type of work; 

(2) may be treated as providing services to 
the tribe or organization if the student pro-
vides services for members of the tribe or or-
ganization that are approved by the tribe or 
organization and agreed to by the student 
even though such services are performed while 
the student is employed by a Federal, State, 
or local agency or instrumentality or by a 
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nonprofit or for-profit private institution or 
organization; and 

(3) may obtain the benefits of a waiver or 
suspension in accordance with the require-
ments of subsection (c) of this section.

§ 3337. Administration 

(a) Regulations 

The Secretary shall establish, by regulation, 
an application process containing such require-

ments as the Secretary deems necessary for pur-
poses of making grants to eligible entities under 
this subchapter, providing that the Secretary 
shall take into account in reviewing applica-
tions under this subchapter the number of stu-
dents with partial completion identified by the 
applicant, relative to the total number of the 
members of tribe which would be benefited by 
provision of services under section 3336 of this 
title, and shall attempt to achieve geographic 
and demographic diversity in grants made under 
this subchapter. 

(b) Grant procedures 

(1) In general 

Subject to the availability of funds and ac-
ceptable applications, the Secretary shall 
make 5 grants to tribes or tribal organizations 
for purposes of this subchapter, each grant to 
be for a period of 4 years. 

(2) Administrative costs 

The amount of administrative costs associ-
ated with grants under this subchapter shall 
be negotiated by the Secretary with the suc-
cessful applicants and made a part of the 
grant agreement. 

(c) Definitions 

For the purposes of this subchapter, the terms 
‘‘Indian’’, ‘‘Indian tribe’’, ‘‘Secretary’’, and

SUBCHAPTER IV—AMERICAN INDIAN POST- 
SECONDARY ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
SCHOLARSHIP 

§ 3351. American Indian Post-Secondary Eco-
nomic Development Scholarship 

(a) Program authorized 

The Secretary of Education is authorized to 
make grants, in accordance with the provisions 
of this subchapter, to federally recognized In-
dian tribes which lack sufficient numbers of pro-
fessionally trained tribal members to support 
established or ongoing economic development 
initiatives. Priority shall be given to tribes 
which are not served by federally funded post-
secondary institutions. The purpose of such 
grants is to enable such tribes to make scholar-
ships available to tribal members to assist such 
members to pursue courses of study leading to 
an undergraduate or postbaccalaureate degree in 
order to provide professionally trained tribal 
members to support such economic development 
initiatives on Indian reservations. 
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(b) Designation 

A scholarship awarded under this subchapter 
shall be referred to as an ‘‘American Indian 
Post-Secondary Economic Development Schol-
arship’’ (hereafter referred to in this subchapter 
as ‘‘scholarship’’).

§ 3352. Indian scholarships 

(a) Selection 

Each Indian tribe receiving a grant pursuant 
to this subchapter for the purpose of providing 
scholarships shall select tribal members eligible 
to receive such scholarships. In determining 
grant recipients the Secretary of Education 
shall consider— 

(1) geographic distribution of grants; and 
(2) a tribal economic plan which dem-

onstrates how individual recipients shall bene-
fit the economic conditions of the tribe. 

(b) Criteria 

Each Indian tribe, in consultation with the 
Secretary of Education, shall give preference to 
select, as those tribal members eligible to re-
ceive such scholarships, tribal members who 
have successfully completed at least 30 hours of 
postsecondary education and who are eligible for 
readmission to a postsecondary institution.

§ 3353. Scholarship conditions 

(a) Scholarship agreement 

Each tribal member receiving a scholarship 
under this subchapter shall enter into an agree-
ment, satisfactory to the Secretary of Edu-
cation and the tribal government awarding such 
scholarship, under which such member agrees— 

(1) to utilize the proceeds of such scholarship 
to pursue a course of study which meets the 
requirements of the educational institution in 
which the student is enrolled for an under-
graduate or postbaccalaureate degree; 

(2) upon the acquisition of such degree, to 
work, one year for each year of financial as-
sistance under this subchapter, on the Indian 
reservation in employment related to the 
course of study pursued which will support 
economic development initiatives on such res-
ervation; and 

(3) to maintain satisfactory academic 
progress, as determined in accordance with 
section 484(c) of the Higher Education Act of 
1965 [20 U.S.C. 1091(c)], while in an undergradu-
ate or postbaccalaureate program. 

(b) Repayments 

Each tribal member found by the Secretary of 
Education to be in noncompliance with the 
agreement pursuant to subsection (a)(2) of this 
section shall be required to repay— 

(1) 100 percent of the total amount of schol-
arships awarded under this subchapter if such 
tribal member does not work pursuant to such 
agreement; or 

(2) a pro rata portion of the total amount of 
scholarships awarded under this subchapter, as 

determined by the Secretary of Education, if 
such tribal member worked pursuant to such 
agreement but less than the time period re-
quired thereunder. 

(c) Waiver and suspension of service agreement 

(1) Waiver 

A federally recognized Indian tribe may, by 
formal action, waive the service agreement of 
a tribal member for just cause, as determined 
in accordance with regulations prescribed by 
the Secretary. The tribe shall notify the Sec-
retary in writing of any waiver granted under 
this subsection. 

(2) Suspension 

The obligation of a tribal member to per-
form services under this subchapter— 

(A) shall be suspended for not more than 18 
months if, at the request of the tribal mem-
ber, the tribe determines that there are no 
employment opportunities available in any 
applicable area; and 

(B) shall be suspended if the tribal member 
ceases to attend an institution of higher 
education as a consequence of an institu-
tional determination of unsatisfactory per-
formance. 

If, at the end of a period of suspension under 
subparagraph (A), there are still no employ-
ment opportunities available which fulfill the 
requirements of this subchapter, the tribal 
member’s obligations under the agreement 
shall terminate. A suspension under subpara-
graph (B) shall be reviewed by the tribe annu-
ally, but may be continued indefinitely. 

(d) Disclaimer 

No scholarship awarded pursuant to this sub-
chapter shall be considered in determining eligi-
bility for student assistance under title IV of 
the Higher Education Act of 1965 [20 U.S.C. 1070 
et seq., 42 U.S.C. 2751 et seq.]. 

(e) Limitation 

Any tribal member selected by an Indian tribe 
to receive a scholarship under this subchapter 
shall be eligible to receive a $10,000 scholarship 
for each academic year of postsecondary edu-
cation, except that no such member shall re-
ceive scholarship assistance under this sub-
chapter for more than 4 years of postsecondary 
education (including postbaccalaureate). 

(f) Cost of attendance 

Calculation of the cost of attendance for the 
tribal member shall include all costs as deter-
mined by the tribe for the purposes of fulfilling 
the policy of this subchapter. 

(g) Additional requirements 

Any tribal member seeking a loan under this 
subchapter shall apply for and accept the maxi-
mum financial aid available from other sources. 
However, for purposes of determining eligibility, 
loans provided under this program may not be 
considered in needs analysis under any other 
Federal law, and may not penalize tribal mem-
bers in determining eligibility for other funds. 

(h) Applications for assistance 

Any federally recognized Indian tribe desiring 
a grant under this subchapter shall submit an 
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application to the Secretary of Education at 
such time, in such manner, and containing such 
information as the Secretary may reasonably 
require. Each such application shall— 

(1) describe the shortages on the reservation 
of such Indian tribe of professionally trained 
tribal members necessary to support economic 
development initiatives on such reservation; 

(2) provide assurances that the Indian tribe 
will assist in employment placement on the 
reservation of tribal members receiving schol-
arship assistance under this subchapter; and 

(3) provide assurances that any tribal mem-
ber performing work pursuant to this sub-
chapter will be provided compensation, bene-
fits, and working conditions at the same level 
and to the same extent as any other employee 
working a similar length of time and doing the 
same type of work.

SUBCHAPTER V—AMERICAN INDIAN 
TEACHER TRAINING 

§ 3371. American Indian teacher training 

(a) Institutional support 

(1) In general 

The Secretary of Education is authorized to 
award grants to tribally controlled post-
secondary, vocational and technical institu-
tions for the purposes of— 

(A) developing teacher training programs; 
(B) building articulation agreements be-

tween such institutions and other institu-
tions of higher education as defined in sec-
tion 1201(a) of the Higher Education Act of 
1965 [20 U.S.C. 1141(a)]; and 

(C) basic strengthening of tribally con-
trolled community colleges, as defined in 
section 1801(a)(4) of this title. 

(2) Use of grants 

Grants awarded under this subsection shall 
be for the purpose of providing upper division 
course work, transfer programs, articulation 
agreements (similar to those under part D 1 of 
title I of the Higher Education Act of 1965) 
with other accredited institutions, tele-
communications programs or other mecha-
nisms which directly support the training of 
American Indian teachers. 

(b) Student support grants 

(1) In general 

The Secretary of Education is authorized to 
award grants to institutions that have devel-
oped teacher training programs under sub-
section (a) of this section for the purpose of 
providing financial and programmatic support 
to American Indian students seeking to par-
ticipate in such institutions’ teacher training 
programs. 

(2) Use of grants 

Institutions receiving grants under this sec-
tion shall require recipients of grants under 
this subsection to serve as teachers in an In-
dian community for 1 year for each year of 
scholarship support received. 

(3) Eligibility 

Students eligible to receive support grants 
shall include those who have completed at 
least 30 hours of postsecondary education and 
who intend to pursue a 4-year degree. 

(4) Work requirement 

Students who fail to satisfy the require-
ments of paragraph (2) shall be required to 
repay a pro rata portion of the total amount of 
scholarships awarded under this subchapter if 
the student worked for less than the required 
time period described in such paragraph. 

(c) Scholarships 

(1) Authority 

The Secretary of Education is authorized to 
provide scholarship assistance to American In-
dian students who seek to become teachers 
and who— 

(A) agree to serve as teachers in an Indian 
community for 1 year for each year of schol-
arship support received, and 

(B) have completed at least 30 hours of 
postsecondary education. 

(2) Work requirement 

Students who fail to satisfy the require-
ments of paragraph (1) shall be required to 
repay a pro rata portion of the total amount of 
scholarships awarded under this subchapter if 
the student worked for less than the required 
time period described in paragraph (1)(B). 

(d) ‘‘Indian’’ defined 

For purposes of this subchapter, the term ‘‘In-
dian’’ has the same meaning given such term in 
section 450b(d) of this title. 
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(e) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated 
$5,000,000 for fiscal year 1993 and such sums as 
may be necessary for each of the 4 succeeding 
fiscal years to carry out this subchapter.

§ 3401. Statement of purpose 

The purposes of this chapter are to dem-
onstrate how Indian tribal governments can in-
tegrate the employment, training and related 
services they provide in order to improve the ef-
fectiveness of those services, reduce joblessness 
in Indian communities and serve tribally-deter-
mined goals consistent with the policy of self- 
determination.

§ 3402. Definitions 

For the purposes of this chapter, the following 
definitions apply: 

(1) Indian tribe 

The terms ‘‘Indian tribe’’ and ‘‘tribe’’ shall 
have the meaning given the term ‘‘Indian 
tribe’’ in section 450b(e) of this title. 

(2) Indian 

The term ‘‘Indian’’ shall have the meaning 
given such term in section 450b(d) of this title. 

(3) Secretary 

Except where otherwise provided, the term 
‘‘Secretary’’ means the Secretary of the Inte-
rior.

§ 3403. Integration of services authorized 

The Secretary of the Interior, in cooperation 
with the appropriate Secretary of Labor, Sec-
retary of Health and Human Services, or Sec-
retary of Education, shall, upon the receipt of a 
plan acceptable to the Secretary of the Interior 
submitted by an Indian tribal government, au-
thorize the tribal government to coordinate, in 
accordance with such plan, its federally funded 
employment, training, and related services pro-
grams in a manner that integrates the program 
services involved into a single, coordinated, 
comprehensive program and reduces administra-
tive costs by consolidating administrative func-
tions.

§ 3404. Programs affected 

The programs that may be integrated in a 
demonstration project under any such plan re-
ferred to in section 3403 of this title shall in-
clude any program under which an Indian tribe 
is eligible for receipt of funds under a statutory 
or administrative formula for the purposes of 
job training, tribal work experience, employ-
ment opportunities, or skill development, or any 
program designed for the enhancement of job op-
portunities or employment training.

§ 3405. Plan requirements 

For a plan to be acceptable pursuant to sec-
tion 3403 of this title, it shall— 

(1) identify the programs to be integrated; 
(2) be consistent with the purposes of this 

chapter authorizing the services to be inte-
grated in a demonstration project; 

(3) describe a comprehensive strategy which 
identifies the full range of potential employ-
ment opportunities on and near the tribal gov-
ernment’s service area, and the education, 
training and related services to be provided to 
assist Indian workers to access those employ-
ment opportunities; 

(4) describe the way in which services are to 
be integrated and delivered and the results ex-
pected from the plan; 

(5) identify the projected expenditures under 
the plan in a single budget; 

(6) identify the agency or agencies of the 
tribal government to be involved in the deliv-
ery of the services integrated under the plan; 

(7) identify any statutory provisions, regula-
tions, policies, or procedures that the tribal 
government believes need to be waived in 
order to implement its plan; and 
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(8) be approved by the governing body of the 
affected tribe.

§ 3406. Plan review 

Upon receipt of the plan from a tribal govern-
ment, the Secretary of the Interior shall consult 
with the Secretary of each Federal department 
providing funds to be used to implement the 
plan, and with the tribal government submitting 
the plan. The parties so consulting shall identify 
any waivers of statutory requirements or of Fed-
eral departmental regulations, policies, or pro-
cedures necessary to enable the tribal govern-
ment to implement its plan. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of law, the Secretary of the 
affected department shall have the authority to 
waive any regulation, policy, or procedure pro-
mulgated by that department that has been so 
identified by such tribal government or depart-
ment, unless the Secretary of the affected de-
partment determines that such a waiver is in-
consistent with the purposes of this chapter or 
those provisions of the statute from which the 
program involved derives its authority which 
are specifically applicable to Indian programs.

§ 3407. Plan approval 

Within 90 days after the receipt of a tribal 
government’s plan by the Secretary, the Sec-
retary shall inform the tribal government, in 
writing, of the Secretary’s approval or dis-
approval of the plan. If the plan is disapproved, 
the tribal government shall be informed, in 
writing, of the reasons for the disapproval and 
shall be given an opportunity to amend its plan 
or to petition the Secretary to reconsider such 
disapproval.

§ 3408. Job creation activities authorized 

The plan submitted by a tribal government 
may involve the expenditure of funds for the 
creation of employment opportunities and for 
the development of the economic resources of 
the tribal government or of individual Indian 
people if such expenditures are consistent with 
an overall regional economic activity which has 
a reasonable likelihood of success and consistent 
with the purposes specifically applicable to In-
dian programs in the statute under which the 
funds are authorized.

§ 3409. Private sector training placements 

A tribal government participating in a dem-
onstration program under this chapter is au-
thorized to utilize funds available under such 
plan to place participants in training positions 
with private employers and pay such partici-
pants a training allowance or wage for a period 
not to exceed 12 months, if the tribal govern-
ment obtains a written agreement from the pri-
vate employer to provide on-the-job training to 
such participants and, upon satisfactory comple-
tion of the training period, to guarantee perma-
nent employment to such participants for a 
minimum of 12 months.

§ 3410. Federal responsibilities 

(a) Responsibilities of Department of the Interior 

Within 180 days following October 23, 1992, the 
Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary of 
Labor, the Secretary of Health and Human Serv-
ices and the Secretary of Education shall enter 
into an interdepartmental memorandum of 
agreement providing for the implementation of 
the demonstration projects authorized under 
this chapter. The lead agency for a demonstra-
tion program under this chapter shall be the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs, Department of the Inte-
rior. The responsibilities of the lead agency 
shall include— 

(1) the use of a single report format related 
to the plan for the individual project which 
shall be used by a tribal government to report 
on the activities undertaken under the 
project; 

(2) the use of a single report format related 
to the projected expenditures for the individ-
ual project which shall be used by a tribal gov-
ernment to report on all project expenditures; 

(3) the development of a single system of 
Federal oversight for the project, which shall 
be implemented by the lead agency; and 

(4) the provision of technical assistance to a 
tribal government appropriate to the project, 
except that a tribal government shall have the 
authority to accept or reject the plan for pro-
viding such technical assistance and the tech-
nical assistance provider. 

(b) Report requirements 

The single report format shall be developed by 
the Secretary, consistent with the requirements 
of this chapter. Such report format, together 
with records maintained on the consolidated 
program at the tribal level shall contain such 
information as will allow a determination that 
the tribe has complied with the requirements in-
corporated in its approved plan and will provide 
assurances to each Secretary that the tribe has 
complied with all directly applicable statutory 
requirements and with those directly applicable 
regulatory requirements which have not been 
waived.

§ 3411. No reduction in amounts 

In no case shall the amount of Federal funds 
available to a tribal government involved in any 
demonstration project be reduced as a result of 
the enactment of this chapter.

§ 3412. Interagency fund transfers authorized 

The Secretary of the Interior, Secretary of 
Labor, Secretary of Health and Human Services, 
or the Secretary of Education, as appropriate, is 
authorized to take such action as may be nec-
essary to provide for an interagency transfer of 
funds otherwise available to a tribal government 
in order to further the purposes of this chapter.

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§ 3413. Administration of funds and overage 

(a) Administration of funds 

(1) In general 

Program funds shall be administered in such 
a manner as to allow for a determination that 
funds from specific programs (or an amount 
equal to the amount attracted from each pro-
gram) are spent on allowable activities au-
thorized under such program. 

(2) Separate records not required 

Nothing in this section shall be construed as 
requiring the tribe to maintain separate 
records tracing any services or activities con-
ducted under its approved plan to the individ-
ual programs under which funds were author-
ized, nor shall the tribe be required to allocate 
expenditures among such individual programs. 

(b) Overage 

All administrative costs may be commingled 
and participating Indian tribes shall be entitled 
to the full amount of such costs (under each pro-
gram or department’s regulations), and no over-
age shall be counted for Federal audit purposes, 
provided that the overage is used for the pur-
poses provided for under this chapter.

§ 3414. Fiscal accountability 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed so 
as to interfere with the ability of the Secretary 
or the lead agency to fulfill the responsibilities 
for the safeguarding of Federal funds pursuant 
to the Single Audit Act of 1984 [31 U.S.C. 7501 et 
seq.].

§ 3415. Report on statutory obstacles to program 
integration 

(a) Preliminary report 

Not later than two years after October 23, 1992, 
the Secretary shall submit a preliminary report 
to the Committee on Indian Affairs of the Sen-
ate and the Committee on Natural Resources of 
the House of Representatives on the status of 
the implementation of the demonstration pro-
gram authorized under this chapter. 

(b) Final report 

Not later than five years after October 23, 1992, 
the Secretary shall submit a report to the Com-
mittee on Indian Affairs of the Senate and the 
Committee on Natural Resources and the Com-
mittee on Education and Labor of the House of 
Representatives on the results of the implemen-
tation of the demonstration program authorized 
under this chapter. Such report shall identify 
statutory barriers to the ability of tribal gov-
ernments to integrate more effectively their 
employment, training, and related services in a 
manner consistent with the purposes of this 
chapter.

The Secretary, in consultation with the Sec-
retary of Labor, shall, in a consistent and reli-
able manner, develop, maintain and publish, not 
less than biennially, a report on the population, 
by gender, eligible for the services which the 
Secretary provides to Indian people.

(b) Indian demographic information 

The Secretary, in consultation with the Bu-
reau of the Census of the Department of Com-
merce, and the National Center for Native 
American Studies and Policy Development au-
thorized by Public Law 101–301, shall prepare a 
report on the need for comprehensive, accurate 
and periodically updated information on the size 
and characteristics of the Indian and Alaska Na-
tive population throughout the entire United 
States. This report shall include the need for in-
formation, together with the cost of acquiring 
such information, on the characteristics and 
need for education, health, housing, job train-
ing, and other basic needs of such population, 
and shall take into consideration the need for 
this information by Indian tribes and organiza-
tions serving Indians in nonreservation areas. 
The report shall be submitted to the Committee 
on Indian Affairs of the Senate and the Commit-
tee on Natural Resources and the Committee on 
Education and Labor of the House of Represent-
atives not later than 12 months after October 23, 
1992.

§ 3503. Promoting energy resource development 
and energy vertical integration on Indian 
reservations 

(a) Demonstration programs 

The Secretary of Energy, in consultation with 
the Secretary of the Interior, shall establish and 
implement a demonstration program to assist 
Indian tribes in pursuing energy self-sufficiency 
and to promote the development of a vertically 
integrated energy industry on Indian reserva-
tions, in order to increase development of the 
substantial energy resources located on such In-
dian reservations. Such program shall include, 
but not be limited to, the following components: 

(1) The Secretary shall provide development 
grants to Indian tribes or to joint ventures 
which are 51 percent or more controlled by an 
Indian tribe to assist Indian tribes in obtain-
ing the managerial and technical capability 
needed to develop the energy resources on In-
dian reservations. Such grants shall include 
provisions for management training for tribal 
or village members, improving the technical 
capacity of the Indian tribe, and the reduction 
of tribal unemployment. Each grant shall be 
for a period of 3 years. 

(2) The Secretary shall provide grants, not 
to exceed 50 percent of the project costs, for 
vertical integration projects. For purposes of 
this paragraph, the term ‘‘vertical integration 
project’’ means a project that promotes the 
vertical integration of the energy resources on 
an Indian reservation, so that the energy re-
sources are used or processed on such Indian 
reservation. Such term includes, but is not 
limited to, projects involving solar and wind 
energy, oil refineries, the generation and 
transmission of electricity, hydroelectricity, 
cogeneration, natural gas distribution, and 
clean, innovative uses of coal. 

(3) The Secretary shall provide technical as-
sistance (and such other assistance as is ap-
propriate) to Indian tribes for energy resource 
development and to promote the vertical inte-
gration of energy resources on Indian reserva-
tions. 

(b) Low interest loans 

(1) In general 

The Secretary shall establish a program for 
making low interest loans to Indian tribes. 
Such loans shall be used exclusively by Indian 
tribes in the promotion of energy resource de-
velopment and vertical integration on Indian 
reservations. 

(2) Terms 

The Secretary shall establish reasonable 
terms for loans made under this section which 
are to be used to carry out the purposes of this 
section. 

(c) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated— 
(1) $10,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1994, 

1995, 1996, and 1997 to carry out the purposes of 
subsection (a)(1) of this section;

§ 3504. Indian energy resource regulation 

(a) Grants 

The Secretary of the Interior is authorized to 
make annual grants to Indian tribes for the pur-
pose of assisting Indian tribes in the develop-
ment, administration, implementation, and en-
forcement of tribal laws and regulations govern-
ing the development of energy resources on In-
dian reservations. 

(b) Purpose 

The purposes for which funds provided under a 
grant awarded under subsection (a) of this sec-
tion may be used include, but are not limited 
to— 

(1) the training and education of employees 
responsible for enforcing or monitoring com-
pliance with Federal and tribal laws and regu-
lations; 

(2) the development of tribal inventories of 
energy resources; 

(3) the development of tribal laws and regu-
lations; 

(4) the development of tribal legal and gov-
ernmental infrastructure to regulate environ-
mental quality pursuant to Federal and tribal 
laws; and 

(5) the enforcement and monitoring of Fed-
eral and tribal laws and regulations. 

(c) Other assistance 

The Secretary of the Interior and the Sec-
retary of Energy shall cooperate with and pro-
vide assistance to Indian tribes for the purpose 
of assisting Indian tribes in the development, 
administration, and enforcement of tribal pro-
grams. Such cooperation and assistance shall in-
clude the following: 

(1) Technical assistance and training, includ-
ing the provision of necessary circulars and 
training materials. 

(2) Assistance in the preparation and main-
tenance of a continuing inventory of informa-
tion on tribal energy resources and tribal op-
erations. In providing assistance under this 
paragraph, Federal departments and agencies 
shall make available to Indian tribes all rel-
evant data concerning tribal energy resource 
development consistent with applicable laws 
regarding disclosure of proprietary and con-
fidential information.

There are authorized to be appropriated 
$10,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 
1996, and 1997 to carry out the purposes of this 
section.

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§ 3505. Indian Energy Resource Commission 

(a) Establishment 

There is hereby established the Indian Energy 
Resource Commission (hereafter in this section 
referred to as the ‘‘Commission’’). 

(b) Membership 

The Commission shall consist of— 
(1) 8 members appointed by the Secretary of 

the Interior from recommendations submitted 
by Indian tribes with developable energy re-
sources, at least 4 of whom shall be elected 
tribal leaders; 

(2) 3 members appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior from recommendations submitted 
by the Governors of States that have Indian 
reservations with developable energy re-
sources; 

(3) 2 members appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior from among individuals in the pri-
vate sector with expertise in tribal and State 
taxation of energy resources; 

(4) 2 members appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior from individuals with expertise in 
oil and gas royalty management administra-
tion, including auditing and accounting; 

(5) 2 members appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior from individuals in the private 
sector with expertise in energy development; 

(6) 1 member appointed by the Secretary of 
the Interior from recommendations submitted 
by National environmental organizations; 

(7) the Secretary of the Interior, or his des-
ignee; and 

(8) the Secretary of Energy, or his designee. 

(c) Appointments 

Members of the Commission shall be appointed 
not later than 60 days after October 24, 1992. 

(d) Vacancies 

A vacancy in the Commission shall be filled in 
the same manner as the original appointment 
was made. A vacancy in the Commission shall 
not affect the powers of the Commission. 

(e) Chairperson 

The members of the Commission shall elect a 
Chairperson from among the members of the 
Commission. 

(f) Quorum 

Eleven members of the Commission shall con-
stitute a quorum, but a lesser number may hold 
hearings. 

(g) Organizational meeting 

The Commission shall hold an organizational 
meeting to establish the rules and procedures of 
the Commission not later than 30 days after the 
members are first appointed to the Commission. 

(h) Compensation 

Each member of the Commission who is not an 
officer or employee of the United States shall be 
compensated at a rate established by the Com-
mission, not to exceed the rate of basic pay pay-
able for level IV of the Executive Schedule 
under section 5315 of title 5, for each day (in-
cluding travel time) during which such member 
is engaged in the actual performance of duties 
as a member of the Commission. Each member 

of the Commission who is an officer or employee 
of the United States shall receive no additional 
compensation. 

(i) Travel 

While away from their homes or regular places 
of business in the performance of duties for the 
Commission, all members of the Commission 
shall be allowed travel expenses, including per 
diem in lieu of subsistence, at a rate established 
by the Commission not to exceed the rates au-
thorized for employees under sections 5702 and 
5703 of title 5. 

(j) Commission staff 

(1) Executive Director 

The Commission shall appoint an Executive 
Director who shall be compensated at a rate 
established by the Commission not to exceed 
the rate of basic pay payable for level V of the 
Executive Schedule under section 5316 of title 
5. 

(2) Additional personnel 

With the approval of the Commission, the 
Executive Director may appoint and fix the 
compensation of such additional personnel as 
the Executive Director considers necessary to 
carry out the duties of the Commission. Such 
appointments shall be made in accordance 
with the provisions of title 5 governing ap-
pointments in the competitive service, but at 
rates not to exceed the rate of basic pay pay-
able for level 15 of the General Schedule. 

(3) Experts and consultants 

Subject to such rules as may be issued by 
the Commission, the Chairperson may procure 
temporary and intermittent services of ex-
perts and consultants to the same extent as is 
authorized by section 3109 of title 5, but at 
rates not to exceed $200 a day for individuals. 

(4) Personnel detail authorized 

Upon the request of the Chairperson, the 
head of any Federal agency is authorized to 
detail, on a reimbursable basis, any of the per-
sonnel of such agency to the Commission to 
assist the Commission in carrying out its du-
ties under this chapter. Such detail shall be 
without interruption or loss of civil service 
status or privilege. 

(k) Duties of Commission 

The Commission shall— 
(1) develop proposals to address the dual tax-

ation by Indian tribes and States of the ex-
traction of mineral resources on Indian res-
ervations; 

(2) make recommendations to improve the 
management, administration, accounting and 
auditing of royalties associated with the pro-
duction of oil and gas on Indian reservations; 

(3) develop alternatives for the collection 
and distribution of royalties associated with 
production of oil and gas on Indian reserva-
tions; 

(4) develop proposals on incentives to foster 
the development of energy resources on Indian 
reservations; 

(5) identify barriers or obstacles to the de-
velopment of energy resources on Indian res-
ervations, and make recommendations de-

signed to foster the development of energy re-
sources on Indian reservations and promote 
economic development; 

(6) develop proposals for the promotion of 
vertical integration of the development of en-
ergy resources on Indian reservations; and 

(7) develop proposals on taxation incentives 
to foster the development of energy resources 
on Indian reservations including, but not lim-
ited to, investment tax credits and enterprise 
zone credits. 

(l) Powers of Commission 

The powers of the Commission shall include 
the following: 

(1) For the purpose of carrying out its duties 
under this section, the Commission may hold 
hearings, take testimony, and receive evidence 
at such times and places as the Commission 
considers appropriate. The Commission may 
administer oaths or affirmations to witnesses 
appearing before the Commission. 

(2) Any member or employee of the Commis-
sion may, if authorized by the Commission, 
take any action which the Commission is au-
thorized to take by this section. 

(3) The Commission may secure directly 
from any Federal agency such information as 
may be necessary to enable the Commission to 
carry out its duties under this section. 

(m) Commission report 

(1) In general 

The Commission shall, within 12 months 
after funds are made available to carry out 
this section, prepare and transmit to the 
President, the Committee on Natural Re-
sources of the House of Representatives, the 
Committee on Indian Affairs of the Senate, 
and the Committee on Energy and Natural Re-
sources of the Senate, a report containing the 
recommendations and proposals specified in 
subsection (k) of this section. 

(2) Review and comment 

Prior to submission of the report required 
under this section, the Chairman 1 shall cir-
culate a draft of the report to Indian tribes 
and States that have Indian reservations with 
developable energy resources and other inter-
ested tribes and States for review and com-
ment. 

(n) Authorization of appropriations 

There are authorized to be appropriated to the 
Commission $1,000,000 to carry out this section.

The Commission shall terminate 30 days after 
submitting the final report required by sub-
section (m) of this section.

§ 3506. Tribal government energy assistance pro-
gram 

(a) Financial assistance 

The Secretary may grant financial assistance 
to Indian tribal governments, or private sector 
persons working in cooperation with Indian trib-
al governments, to carry out projects to evalu-
ate the feasibility of, develop options for, and 
encourage the adoption of energy efficiency and 
renewable energy projects on Indian reserva-
tions. Such grants may include the costs of 
technical assistance in resource assessment, fea-
sibility analysis, technology transfer, and the 
resolution of other technical, financial, or man-
agement issues identified by the applicants for 
such grants. 

(b) Conditions 

Any applicant for financial assistance under 
this section must evidence coordination and co-
operation with, and support from, local edu-
cational institutions and the affected local en-
ergy institutions. 

(c) Considerations 

In determining the amount of financial assist-
ance to be provided for a proposed project, the 
Secretary shall consider— 

(1) the extent of involvement of local edu-
cational institutions and local energy institu-
tions; 

(2) the ease and costs of operation and main-
tenance of any project contemplated as a part 
of the project; 

(3) whether the measure will contribute sig-
nificantly to the development, or the quality 
of the environment, of the affected Indian res-
ervations; and 

(4) any other factors which the Secretary 
may determine to be relevant to a particular 
project. 

(d) Cost-share 

With the exception of grants awarded for the 
purpose of feasibility studies, the Secretary 
shall require at least 20 percent of the costs of 
any project under this section to be provided 
from non-Federal sources, unless the grant re-
cipient is a for-profit private sector institution, 
in which case the Secretary shall require at 
least 50 percent of the costs of any project to be 
provided from non-Federal sources.

The Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) there is a government-to-government re-

lationship between the United States and each 
Indian tribe; 

(2) the United States has a trust responsibil-
ity to each tribal government that includes 
the protection of the sovereignty of each trib-
al government; 

(3) Congress, through statutes, treaties, and 
the exercise of administrative authorities, has 
recognized the self-determination, self-reli-
ance, and inherent sovereignty of Indian 
tribes;

(5) tribal justice systems are an essential 
part of tribal governments and serve as impor-
tant forums for ensuring public health and 
safety and the political integrity of tribal gov-
ernments; 

(6) Congress and the Federal courts have re-
peatedly recognized tribal justice systems as 

the appropriate forums for the adjudication of 
disputes affecting personal and property 
rights; 

(7) traditional tribal justice practices are es-
sential to the maintenance of the culture and 
identity of Indian tribes and to the goals of 
this chapter; 

(8) tribal justice systems are inadequately 
funded, and the lack of adequate funding im-
pairs their operation; and 

(9) tribal government involvement in and 
commitment to improving tribal justice sys-
tems is essential to the accomplishment of the 
goals of this chapter.

(3) The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, pueblo, or other orga-
nized group or community, including any 
Alaska Native entity, which administers jus-
tice under its inherent authority or the au-
thority of the United States and which is rec-
ognized as eligible for the special programs 
and services provided by the United States to 
Indian tribes because of their status as Indi-
ans. 

(4) The term ‘‘judicial personnel’’ means any 
judge, magistrate, court counselor, court 
clerk, court administrator, bailiff, probation 
officer, officer of the court, dispute resolution 
facilitator, or other official, employee, or vol-
unteer within the tribal justice system. 

(5) The term ‘‘Office’’ means the Office of 
Tribal Justice Support within the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs. 

(6) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior. 

(7) The term ‘‘tribal organization’’ means 
any organization defined in section 450b(l) of 
this title. 

(8) The term ‘‘tribal justice system’’ means 
the entire judicial branch, and employees 
thereof, of an Indian tribe, including (but not 
limited to) traditional methods and forums for 
dispute resolution, lower courts, appellate 
courts (including intertribal appellate courts), 
alternative dispute resolution systems, and 
circuit rider systems, established by inherent 
tribal authority whether or not they con-
stitute a court of record.

SUBCHAPTER I—TRIBAL JUSTICE SYSTEMS 

§ 3611. Office of Tribal Justice Support 

(a) Establishment 

There is hereby established within the Bureau 
the Office of Tribal Justice Support. The pur-
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pose of the Office shall be to further the develop-
ment, operation, and enhancement of tribal jus-
tice systems and Courts of Indian Offenses. 

(b) Transfer of existing functions and personnel 

All functions performed before December 3, 
1993, by the Branch of Judicial Services of the 
Bureau and all personnel assigned to such 
Branch as of December 3, 1993, are hereby trans-
ferred to the Office of Tribal Justice Support. 
Any reference in any law, regulation, executive 
order, reorganization plan, or delegation of au-
thority to the Branch of Judicial Services is 
deemed to be a reference to the Office of Tribal 
Justice Support. 

(c) Functions 

In addition to the functions transferred to the 
Office pursuant to subsection (b) of this section, 
the Office shall perform the following functions: 

(1) Provide funds to Indian tribes and tribal 
organizations for the development, enhance-
ment, and continuing operation of tribal jus-
tice systems. 

(2) Provide technical assistance and train-
ing, including programs of continuing edu-
cation and training for personnel of Courts of 
Indian Offenses. 

(3) Study and conduct research concerning 
the operation of tribal justice systems. 

(4) Promote cooperation and coordination 
among tribal justice systems and the Federal 
and State judiciary systems. 

(5) Oversee the continuing operations of the 
Courts of Indian Offenses. 

(6) Provide funds to Indian tribes and tribal 
organizations for the continuation and en-
hancement of traditional tribal judicial prac-
tices. 

(d) No imposition of standards 

Nothing in this chapter shall be deemed or 
construed to authorize the Office to impose jus-
tice standards on Indian tribes. 

(e) Assistance to tribes 

(1) The Office shall provide technical assist-
ance and training to any Indian tribe or tribal 
organization upon request. Technical assistance 
and training shall include (but not be limited to) 
assistance for the development of— 

(A) tribal codes and rules of procedure; 
(B) tribal court administrative procedures 

and court records management systems; 
(C) methods of reducing case delays; 
(D) methods of alternative dispute resolu-

tion; 
(E) tribal standards for judicial administra-

tion and conduct; and 
(F) long-range plans for the enhancement of 

tribal justice systems. 

(2) Technical assistance and training provided 
pursuant to paragraph (1) may be provided 
through direct services, by contract with inde-
pendent entities, or through grants to Indian 
tribes or tribal organizations. 

(f) Information clearinghouse on tribal justice 
systems 

The Office shall maintain an information 
clearinghouse (which shall include an electronic 
data base) on tribal justice systems and Courts 

of Indian Offenses, including (but not limited to) 
information on staffing, funding, model tribal 
codes, tribal justice activities, and tribal judi-
cial decisions. The Office shall take such actions 
as may be necessary to ensure the confidential-
ity of records and other matters involving pri-
vacy rights.

§ 3612. Survey of tribal judicial systems 

(a) In general 

Not later than six months after December 3, 
1993, the Secretary, in consultation with Indian 
tribes, shall enter into a contract with a non- 
Federal entity to conduct a survey of conditions 
of tribal justice systems and Courts of Indian 
Offenses to determine the resources and funding, 
including base support funding, needed to pro-
vide for expeditious and effective administration 
of justice. The Secretary, in like manner, shall 
annually update the information and findings 
contained in the survey required under this sec-
tion. 

(b) Local conditions 

In the course of any annual survey, the non- 
Federal entity shall document local conditions 
of each Indian tribe, including, but not limited 
to— 

(1) the geographic area and population to be 
served; 

(2) the levels of functioning and capacity of 
the tribal justice system; 

(3) the volume and complexity of the case-
loads; 

(4) the facilities, including detention facili-
ties, and program resources available; 

(5) funding levels and personnel staffing re-
quirements for the tribal justice system; and 

(6) the training and technical assistance 
needs of the tribal justice system. 

(c) Consultation with Indian tribes 

The non-Federal entity shall actively consult 
with Indian tribes and tribal organizations in 
the development and conduct of the surveys, in-
cluding updates thereof, under this section. In-
dian tribes and tribal organizations shall have 
the opportunity to review and make recom-
mendations regarding the findings of the survey, 
including updates thereof, prior to final publica-
tion of the survey or any update thereof. After 
Indian tribes and tribal organizations have re-
viewed and commented on the results of the sur-
vey, or any update thereof, the non-Federal en-
tity shall report its findings, together with the 
comments and recommendations of the Indian 
tribes and tribal organizations, to the Sec-
retary, the Committee on Indian Affairs of the 
Senate, and the Subcommittee on Native Amer-
ican Affairs of the Committee on Natural Re-
sources of the House of Representatives.

§ 3613. Base support funding for tribal justice 
systems 

(a) In general 

Pursuant to the Indian Self-Determination 
and Education Assistance Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et 
seq.], the Secretary is authorized (to the extent 
provided in advance in appropriations Acts) to 
enter into contracts, grants, or agreements with 
Indian tribes for the performance of any func-
tion of the Office and for the development, en-
hancement, and continuing operation of tribal 
justice systems and traditional tribal judicial 
practices by Indian tribal governments. 

(b) Purposes for which financial assistance may 
be used 

Financial assistance provided through con-
tracts, grants, or agreements entered into pur-
suant to this section may be used for— 

(1) planning for the development, enhance-
ment, and operation of tribal justice systems; 

(2) the employment of judicial personnel; 
(3) training programs and continuing edu-

cation for tribal judicial personnel; 
(4) the acquisition, development, and main-

tenance of a law library and computer assisted 
legal research capacities; 

(5) the development, revision, and publica-
tion of tribal codes, rules of practice, rules of 
procedure, and standards of judicial perform-
ance and conduct; 

(6) the development and operation of records 
management systems; 

(7) the construction or renovation of facili-
ties for tribal justice systems; 

(8) membership and related expenses for par-
ticipation in national and regional organiza-
tions of tribal justice systems and other pro-
fessional organizations; and 

(9) the development and operation of other 
innovative and culturally relevant programs 
and projects, including (but not limited to) 
programs and projects for— 

(A) alternative dispute resolution; 
(B) tribal victims assistance or victims 

services; 
(C) tribal probation services or diversion 

programs; 
(D) juvenile services and multidisciplinary 

investigations of child abuse; and 
(E) traditional tribal judicial practices, 

traditional tribal justice systems, and tradi-
tional methods of dispute resolution. 

(c) Formula 

(1) Not later than 180 days after December 3, 
1993, the Secretary, with the full participation 
of Indian tribes, shall establish and promulgate 
by regulation, a formula which establishes base 
support funding for tribal justice systems in car-
rying out this section. 

(2) The Secretary shall assess caseload and 
staffing needs for tribal justice systems that 

take into account unique geographic and demo-
graphic conditions. In the assessment of these 
needs, the Secretary shall work cooperatively 
with Indian tribes and tribal organizations and 
shall refer to any data developed as a result of 
the surveys conducted pursuant to section 3612 
of this title and to relevant assessment stand-
ards developed by the Judicial Conference of the 
United States, the National Center for State 
Courts, the American Bar Association, and ap-
propriate State bar associations. 

(3) Factors to be considered in the develop-
ment of the base support funding formula shall 
include, but are not limited to— 

(A) the caseload and staffing needs identified 
under paragraph (2); 

(B) the geographic area and population to be 
served; 

(C) the volume and complexity of the case-
loads; 

(D) the projected number of cases per month; 
(E) the projected number of persons receiv-

ing probation services or participating in di-
version programs; and 

(F) any special circumstances warranting 
additional financial assistance. 

(4) In developing and administering the for-
mula for base support funding for the tribal ju-
dicial systems under this section, the Secretary 
shall ensure equitable distribution of funds.

§ 3614. Tribal judicial conferences

to tribal judicial conferences, under section 3611

SUBCHAPTER II—AUTHORIZATIONS OF 
APPROPRIATIONS 

§ 3621. Tribal justice systems 

(a) Office 

There is authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of sections 3611 and 3612 
of this title, $7,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 
1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. None of 
the funds provided under this subsection may be 
used for the administrative expenses of the Of-
fice. 

(b) Base support funding for tribal justice sys-
tems 

There is authorized to be appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of section 3613 of this 
title, $50,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 1994, 
1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(c) Administrative expenses for Office 

There is authorized to be appropriated, for the 
administrative expenses of the Office, $500,000 
for each of the fiscal years 1994, 1995, 1996, 1997, 
1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(d) Administrative expenses for tribal judicial 
conferences 

There is authorized to be appropriated, for the 
administrative expenses of tribal judicial con-
ferences, $500,000 for each of the fiscal years 1994, 
1995, 1996, 1997, 1998, 1999, and 2000. 

(e) Survey 

For carrying out the survey under section 3612 
of this title, there is authorized to be appro-
priated, in addition to the amount authorized 
under subsection (a) of this section, $400,000. 

(f) Indian priority system 

Funds appropriated pursuant to the authoriza-
tions provided by this section and available for 
a tribal justice system shall not be subject to 
the Indian priority system. Nothing in this 

chapter shall preclude a tribal government from 
supplementing any funds received under this 
chapter with funds received from any other 
source including the Bureau or any other Fed-
eral agency. 

(g) Allocation of funds 

In allocating funds appropriated pursuant to 
the authorization contained in subsection (a) of 
this section among the Bureau, Office, tribal 
governments and Courts of Indian Offenses, the 
Secretary shall take such actions as may be nec-
essary to ensure that such allocation is carried 
out in a manner that is fair and equitable to all 
tribal governments and is proportionate to base 
support funding under section 3613 of this title 
received by the Bureau, Office, tribal govern-
ments, and Courts of Indian Offenses. 

(h) No offset 

No Federal agency shall offset funds made 
available pursuant to this chapter for tribal jus-
tice systems against other funds otherwise 
available for use in connection with tribal jus-
tice systems.

SUBCHAPTER III—DISCLAIMERS 

§ 3631. Tribal authority 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to—

or to enact and enforce tribal laws; 

(2) diminish in any way the authority of 
tribal governments to appoint personnel; 

(3) impair the rights of each tribal govern-
ment to determine the nature of its own legal 
system or the appointment of authority with-
in the tribal government; 

(4) alter in any way any tribal traditional 
dispute resolution forum; 

(5) imply that any tribal justice system is an 
instrumentality of the United States; or

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3746. Tribal immunity. 

§ 3701. Findings 

The Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) the United States and Indian tribes have 

a government to government relationship; 
(2) the United States has a trust responsibil-

ity to protect, conserve, utilize, and manage 
Indian agricultural lands consistent with its 
fiduciary obligation and its unique relation-
ship with Indian tribes; 

(3) Indian agricultural lands are renewable 
and manageable natural resources which are 
vital to the economic, social, and cultural wel-
fare of many Indian tribes and their members; 
and 

(4) development and management of Indian 
agricultural lands in accordance with inte-
grated resource management plans will ensure 
proper management of Indian agricultural 
lands and will produce increased economic re-
turns, enhance Indian self-determination, pro-
mote employment opportunities, and improve 
the social and economic well-being of Indian 
and surrounding communities.

§ 3702. Purposes 

The purposes of this chapter are to— 
(1) carry out the trust responsibility of the 

United States and promote the self-determina-
tion of Indian tribes by providing for the man-
agement of Indian agricultural lands and re-
lated renewable resources in a manner consist-
ent with identified tribal goals and priorities 
for conservation, multiple use, and sustained 
yield; 

(2) authorize the Secretary to take part in 
the management of Indian agricultural lands, 
with the participation of the beneficial owners 
of the land, in a manner consistent with the 
trust responsibility of the Secretary and with 
the objectives of the beneficial owners; 

(3) provide for the development and manage-
ment of Indian agricultural lands; and 

(4) increase the educational and training op-
portunities available to Indian people and 
communities in the practical, technical, and 
professional aspects of agriculture and land 
management to improve the expertise and 
technical abilities of Indian tribes and their 
members.

§ 3703. Definitions 

For the purposes of this chapter: 
(1) The term ‘‘Indian agricultural lands’’ 

means Indian land, including farmland and 
rangeland, but excluding Indian forest land, 
that is used for the production of agricultural 
products, and Indian lands occupied by indus-
tries that support the agricultural commu-
nity, regardless of whether a formal inspection 
and land classification has been conducted. 

(2) The term ‘‘agricultural product’’ means— 
(A) crops grown under cultivated condi-

tions whether used for personal consump-
tion, subsistence, or sold for commercial 
benefit; 

(B) domestic livestock, including cattle, 
sheep, goats, horses, buffalo, swine, reindeer, 
fowl, or other animal specifically raised and 
utilized for food or fiber or as beast of bur-
den; 

(C) forage, hay, fodder, feed grains, crop 
residues and other items grown or harvested 
for the feeding and care of livestock, sold for 
commercial profit, or used for other pur-
poses; and 

(D) other marketable or traditionally used 
materials authorized for removal from In-
dian agricultural lands. 

(3) The term ‘‘agricultural resource’’ 
means— 

(A) all the primary means of production, 
including the land, soil, water, air, plant 
communities, watersheds, human resources, 
natural and physical attributes, and man- 
made developments, which together com-
prise the agricultural community; and 
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(B) all the benefits derived from Indian ag-
ricultural lands and enterprises, including 
cultivated and gathered food products, fi-
bers, horticultural products, dyes, cultural 
or religious condiments, medicines, water, 
aesthetic, and other traditional values of ag-
riculture. 

(4) The term ‘‘agricultural resource manage-
ment plan’’ means a plan developed under sec-
tion 3711(b) of this title. 

(5) The term ‘‘Bureau’’ means the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs of the Department of the Inte-
rior. 

(6) The term ‘‘farmland’’ means Indian land 
excluding Indian forest land that is used for 
production of food, feed, fiber, forage and seed 
oil crops, or other agricultural products, and 
may be either dryland, irrigated, or irrigated 
pasture. 

(7) The term ‘‘Indian forest land’’ means for-
est land as defined in section 3103(3) of this 
title. 

(8) The term ‘‘Indian’’ means an individual 
who is a member of an Indian tribe. 

(9) The term ‘‘Indian land’’ means land that 
is— 

(A) held in trust by the United States for 
an Indian tribe; or 

(B) owned by an Indian or Indian tribe and 
is subject to restrictions against alienation. 

(10) The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means any In-
dian tribe, band, nation, pueblo, or other orga-
nized group or community, including any 
Alaska Native village or regional corporation 
as defined in or established pursuant to the 
Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act (43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.), which is recognized as eli-
gible for the special programs and services 
provided by the United States to Indians be-
cause of their status as Indians. 

(11) The term ‘‘integrated resource manage-
ment plan’’ means the plan developed pursu-
ant to the process used by tribal governments 
to assess available resources and to provide 
identified holistic management objectives 
that include quality of life, production goals 
and landscape descriptions of all designated 
resources that may include (but not be limited 
to) water, fish, wildlife, forestry, agriculture, 
minerals, and recreation, as well as commu-
nity and municipal resources, and may include 
any previously adopted tribal codes and plans 
related to such resources. 

(12) The term ‘‘land management activity’’ 
means all activities, accomplished in support 
of the management of Indian agricultural 
lands, including (but not limited to)— 

(A) preparation of soil and range inven-
tories, farmland and rangeland management 
plans, and monitoring programs to evaluate 
management plans; 

(B) agricultural lands and on-farm irriga-
tion delivery system development, and the 
application of state of the art, soil and range 
conservation management techniques to re-
store and ensure the productive potential of 
Indian lands; 

(C) protection against agricultural pests, 
including development, implementation, and 
evaluation of integrated pest management 

programs to control noxious weeds, undesir-
able vegetation, and vertebrate or inverte-
brate agricultural pests; 

(D) administration and supervision of agri-
cultural leasing and permitting activities, 
including determination of proper land use, 
carrying capacities, and proper stocking 
rates of livestock, appraisal, advertisement, 
negotiation, contract preparation, collect-
ing, recording, and distributing lease rental 
receipts; 

(E) technical assistance to individuals and 
tribes engaged in agricultural production or 
agribusiness; and 

(F) educational assistance in agriculture, 
natural resources, land management and re-
lated fields of study, including direct assist-
ance to tribally-controlled community col-
leges in developing and implementing cur-
riculum for vocational, technical, and pro-
fessional course work. 

(13) The term ‘‘Indian landowner’’ means the 
Indian or Indian tribe that— 

(A) owns such Indian land, or 
(B) is the beneficiary of the trust under 

which such Indian land is held by the United 
States. 

(14) The term ‘‘rangeland’’ means Indian 
land, excluding Indian forest land, on which 
the native vegetation is predominantly 
grasses, grass-like plants, forbs, half-shrubs or 
shrubs suitable for grazing or browsing use, 
and includes lands revegetated naturally or 
artificially to provide a forage cover that is 
managed as native vegetation. 

(15) The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the Sec-
retary of the Interior.

SUBCHAPTER I—RANGELAND AND 
FARMLAND ENHANCEMENT 

§ 3711. Management of Indian rangelands and 
farmlands 

(a) Management objectives 

Consistent with the provisions of the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assistance 
Act [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.], the Secretary shall 
provide for the management of Indian agricul-
tural lands to achieve the following objectives: 

(1) To protect, conserve, utilize, and main-
tain the highest productive potential on In-
dian agricultural lands through the applica-
tion of sound conservation practices and tech-
niques. These practices and techniques shall 
be applied to planning, development, in-
ventorying, classification, and management of 
agricultural resources. 

(2) To increase production and expand the di-
versity and availability of agricultural prod-
ucts for subsistence, income, and employment 
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of Indians and Alaska Natives, through the de-
velopment of agricultural resources on Indian 
lands. 

(3) To manage agricultural resources con-
sistent with integrated resource management 
plans in order to protect and maintain other 
values such as wildlife, fisheries, cultural re-
sources, recreation and to regulate water run-
off and minimize soil erosion. 

(4) To enable Indian farmers and ranchers to 
maximize the potential benefits available to 
them through their land by providing tech-
nical assistance, training, and education in 
conservation practices, management and eco-
nomics of agribusiness, sources and use of 
credit and marketing of agricultural products, 
and other applicable subject areas. 

(5) To develop Indian agricultural lands and 
associated value-added industries of Indians 
and Indian tribes to promote self-sustaining 
communities. 

(6) To assist trust and restricted Indian land-
owners in leasing their agricultural lands for a 
reasonable annual return, consistent with pru-
dent management and conservation practices, 
and community goals as expressed in the trib-
al management plans and appropriate tribal 
ordinances. 

(b) Indian agricultural resource management 
planning program 

(1) To meet the management objectives of this 
section, a 10-year Indian agriculture resource 
management and monitoring plan shall be devel-
oped and implemented as follows: 

(A) Pursuant to a self-determination con-
tract or self-governance compact, an Indian 
tribe may develop or implement an Indian ag-
riculture resource plan. Subject to the provi-
sions of subparagraph (C), the tribe shall have 
broad discretion in designing and carrying out 
the planning process. 

(B) If a tribe chooses not to contract the de-
velopment or implementation of the plan, the 
Secretary shall develop or implement, as ap-
propriate, the plan in close consultation with 
the affected tribe. 

(C) Whether developed directly by the tribe 
or by the Secretary, the plan shall— 

(i) determine available agriculture re-
sources; 

(ii) identify specific tribal agricultural re-
source goals and objectives; 

(iii) establish management objectives for 
the resources; 

(iv) define critical values of the Indian 
tribe and its members and provide identified 
holistic management objectives; 

(v) identify actions to be taken to reach 
established objectives; 

(vi) be developed through public meetings; 
(vii) use the public meeting records, exist-

ing survey documents, reports, and other re-
search from Federal agencies, tribal commu-
nity colleges, and land grant universities; 
and 

(viii) be completed within three years of 
the initiation of activity to establish the 
plan. 

(2) Indian agriculture resource management 
plans developed and approved under this section 

shall govern the management and administra-
tion of Indian agricultural resources and Indian 
agricultural lands by the Bureau and the Indian 
tribal government.

§ 3712. Indian participation in land management 
activities 

(a) Tribal recognition 

The Secretary shall conduct all land manage-
ment activities on Indian agricultural land in 
accordance with goals and objectives set forth in 
the approved agricultural resource management 
plan, in an integrated resource management 
plan, and in accordance with all tribal laws and 
ordinances, except in specific instances where 
such compliance would be contrary to the trust 
responsibility of the United States. 

(b) Tribal laws 

Unless otherwise prohibited by Federal law, 
the Secretary shall comply with tribal laws and 
ordinances pertaining to Indian agricultural 
lands, including laws regulating the environ-
ment and historic or cultural preservation, and 
laws or ordinances adopted by the tribal govern-
ment to regulate land use or other activities 
under tribal jurisdiction. The Secretary shall— 

(1) provide assistance in the enforcement of 
such tribal laws; 

(2) provide notice of such laws to persons or 
entities undertaking activities on Indian agri-
cultural lands; and 

(3) upon the request of an Indian tribe, re-
quire appropriate Federal officials to appear in 
tribal forums. 

(c) Waiver of regulations 

In any case in which a regulation or adminis-
trative policy of the Department of the Interior 
conflicts with the objectives of the agricultural 
resource management plan provided for in sec-
tion 3711 of this title, or with a tribal law, the 
Secretary may waive the application of such 
regulation or administrative policy unless such 
waiver would constitute a violation of a Federal 
statute or judicial decision or would conflict 
with his general trust responsibility under Fed-
eral law. 

(d) Sovereign immunity 

This section does not constitute a waiver of 
the sovereign immunity of the United States, 
nor does it authorize tribal justice systems to 
review actions of the Secretary.

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§ 3713. Indian agricultural lands trespass 

(a) Civil penalties; regulations 

Not later than one year after December 3, 1993, 
the Secretary shall issue regulations that— 

(1) establish civil penalties for the commis-
sion of trespass on Indian agricultural lands, 
which provide for— 

(A) collection of the value of the products 
illegally used or removed plus a penalty of 
double their values; 

(B) collection of the costs associated with 
damage to the Indian agricultural lands 
caused by the act of trespass; and 

(C) collection of the costs associated with 
enforcement of the regulations, including 
field examination and survey, damage ap-
praisal, investigation assistance and reports, 
witness expenses, demand letters, court 
costs, and attorney fees; 

(2) designate responsibility within the De-
partment of the Interior for the detection and 
investigation of Indian agricultural lands tres-
pass; and 

(3) set forth responsibilities and procedures 
for the assessment and collection of civil pen-
alties. 

(b) Treatment of proceeds 

The proceeds of civil penalties collected under 
this section shall be treated as proceeds from 
the sale of agricultural products from the Indian 
agricultural lands upon which such trespass oc-
curred. 

(c) Concurrent jurisdiction 

Indian tribes which adopt the regulations pro-
mulgated by the Secretary pursuant to sub-
section (a) of this section shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction with the United States to enforce 
the provisions of this section and the regula-
tions promulgated thereunder. The Bureau and 
other agencies of the Federal Government shall, 
at the request of the tribal government, defer to 
tribal prosecutions of Indian agricultural land 
trespass cases. Tribal court judgments regarding 
agricultural trespass shall be entitled to full 
faith and credit in Federal and State courts to 
the same extent as a Federal court judgment ob-
tained under this section. Nothing in this chap-
ter shall be construed to diminish the sovereign 
authority of Indian tribes with respect to tres-
pass.

§ 3714. Assessment of Indian agricultural man-
agement programs 

(a) Assessment 

Within six months after December 3, 1993, the 
Secretary, in consultation with affected Indian 
tribes, shall enter into a contract with a non- 
Federal entity knowledgeable in agricultural 
management on Federal and private lands to 
conduct an independent assessment of Indian ag-
ricultural land management and practices. Such 
assessment shall be national in scope and shall 
include a comparative analysis of Federal in-
vestment and management efforts for Indian 
trust and restricted agricultural lands as com-

pared to federally-owned lands managed by 
other Federal agencies or instrumentalities and 
as compared to federally-served private lands. 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of the assessment shall be— 
(1) to establish a comprehensive assessment 

of the improvement, funding, and development 
needs for all Indian agricultural lands; 

(2) to establish a comparison of management 
and funding provided to comparable lands 
owned or managed by the Federal Government 
through Federal agencies other than the Bu-
reau; and 

(3) to identify any obstacles to Indian access 
to Federal or private programs relating to ag-
riculture or related rural development pro-
grams generally available to the public at 
large. 

(c) Implementation 

Within one year after December 3, 1993, the 
Secretary shall provide the Subcommittee on 
Native American Affairs of the Committee on 
Natural Resources of the House of Representa-
tives and the Committee on Indian Affairs of the 
Senate with a status report on the development 
of the comparative analysis required by this sec-
tion and shall file a final report with the Con-
gress not later than 18 months after December 3, 
1993.

§ 3715. Leasing of Indian agricultural lands 

(a) Authority of Secretary 

The Secretary is authorized to— 
(1) approve any agricultural lease or permit 

with (A) a tenure of up to 10 years, or (B) a 
tenure longer than 10 years but not to exceed 
25 years unless authorized by other Federal 
law, when such longer tenure is determined by 
the Secretary to be in the best interest of the 
Indian landowners and when such lease or per-
mit requires substantial investment in the de-
velopment of the lands or crops by the lessee; 
and 

(2) lease or permit agricultural lands to the 
highest responsible bidder at rates less than 
the Federal appraisal after satisfactorily ad-
vertising such lands for lease, when, in the 
opinion of the Secretary, such action would be 
in the best interest of the Indian landowner. 

(b) Authority of tribe 

When authorized by an appropriate tribal reso-
lution establishing a general policy for leasing 
of Indian agricultural lands, the Secretary— 

(1) shall provide a preference to Indian oper-
ators in the issuance and renewal of agricul-
tural leases and permits so long as the lessor 
receives fair market value for his property; 

(2) shall waive or modify the requirement 
that a lessee post a surety or performance 
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bond on agricultural leases and permits issued 
by the Secretary; 

(3) shall provide for posting of other collat-
eral or security in lieu of surety or other 
bonds; 

(4) when such tribal resolution sets forth a 
tribal definition of what constitutes ‘‘highly 
fractionated undivided heirship lands’’ and 
adopts an alternative plan for providing notice 
to owners, may waive or modify any general 
notice requirement of Federal law and proceed 
to negotiate and lease or permit such highly 
fractionated undivided interest heirship lands 
in conformity with tribal law in order to pre-
vent waste, reduce idle land acreage, and en-
sure income; and 

(5) shall approve leases and permits of trib-
ally owned agricultural lands at rates deter-
mined by the tribal governing body. 

(c) Rights of individual landowners 

(1) Nothing in this section shall be construed 
as limiting or altering the authority or right of 
an individual allottee or Indian tribe in the 
legal or beneficial use of his, her, or its own land 
or to enter into an agricultural lease of the sur-
face interest of his, her, or its allotment or land 
under any other provision of law. 

(2)(A) The owners of a majority interest in any 
trust or restricted land are authorized to enter 
into an agricultural lease of the surface interest 
of a trust or restricted allotment, and such lease 
shall be binding upon the owners of the minority 
interests in such land if the terms of the lease 
provide such minority interests with not less 
than fair market value for such land. 

(B) For the purposes of subparagraph (A), a 
majority interest in trust or restricted land is 
an interest greater than 50 percent of the legal 
or beneficial title. 

(3) The provisions of subsection (b) of this sec-
tion shall not apply to a parcel of trust or re-
stricted land if the owners of at least 50 percent 
of the legal or beneficial interest in such land 
file with the Secretary a written objection to 
the application of all or any part of such tribal 
rules to the leasing of such parcel of land.

§ 3731. Indian and Alaska Native agriculture 
management education assistance programs 

(a) Agricultural resources intern program 

(1) Notwithstanding the provisions of title 5 
governing appointments in the competitive serv-
ice, the Secretary shall establish and maintain 
in the Bureau or other appropriate office or bu-
reau within the Department of the Interior at 
least 20 agricultural resources intern positions 
for Indian and Alaska Native students enrolled 
in an agriculture study program. Such positions 
shall be in addition to the forester intern posi-
tions authorized in section 3113(a) of this title. 

(2) For purposes of this subsection— 
(A) the term ‘‘agricultural resources intern’’ 

means an Indian who— 
(i) is attending an approved postsecondary 

school in a full-time agriculture or related 
field, and 

(ii) is appointed to one of the agricultural 
resources intern positions established under 
paragraph (1); 

(B) the term ‘‘agricultural resources intern 
positions’’ means positions established pursu-
ant to paragraph (1) for agricultural resources 
interns; and 

(C) the term ‘‘agriculture study program’’ 
includes (but is not limited to) agricultural 
engineering, agricultural economics, animal 
husbandry, animal science, biological sci-
ences, geographic information systems, horti-
culture, range management, soil science, and 
veterinary science. 

(3) The Secretary shall pay, by reimbursement 
or otherwise, all costs for tuition, books, fees, 
and living expenses incurred by an agricultural 
resources intern while attending an approved 
postsecondary or graduate school in a full-time 
agricultural study program. 

(4) An agricultural resources intern shall be 
required to enter into an obligated service 
agreement with the Secretary to serve as an em-
ployee in a professional agriculture or natural 
resources position with the Department of the 
Interior or other Federal agency or an Indian 
tribe for one year for each year of education for 
which the Secretary pays the intern’s edu-
cational costs under paragraph (3). 

(5) An agricultural resources intern shall be 
required to report for service with the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs or other bureau or agency spon-
soring his internship, or to a designated work 
site, during any break in attendance at school of 
more than 3 weeks duration. Time spent in such 
service shall be counted toward satisfaction of 
the intern’s obligated service agreement under 
paragraph (4). 

(b) Cooperative education program 

(1) The Secretary shall maintain, through the 
Bureau, a cooperative education program for the 
purpose, among other things, of recruiting In-
dian and Alaska Native students who are en-
rolled in secondary schools, tribally controlled 
community colleges, and other postsecondary or 
graduate schools, for employment in profes-
sional agricultural or related positions with the 
Bureau or other Federal agency providing In-
dian agricultural or related services. 

(2) The cooperative educational program under 
paragraph (1) shall be modeled after, and shall

have essentially the same features as, the pro-
gram in effect on December 3, 1993, pursuant to 
chapter 308 of the Federal Personnel Manual of 
the Office of Personnel Management. 

(3) The cooperative educational program shall 
include, among others, the following: 

(A) The Secretary shall continue the estab-
lished specific programs in agriculture and 
natural resources education at Southwestern 
Indian Polytechnic Institute (SIPI) and at 
Haskell Indian Junior College. 

(B) The Secretary shall develop and main-
tain a cooperative program with the tribally 
controlled community colleges to coordinate 
course requirements, texts, and provide direct 
technical assistance so that a significant por-
tion of the college credits in both the Haskell 
and Southwestern Indian Polytechnic Insti-
tute programs can be met through local pro-
gram work at participating tribally controlled 
community colleges. 

(C) Working through tribally controlled 
community colleges and in cooperation with 
land grant institutions, the Secretary shall 
implement an informational and educational 
program to provide practical training and as-
sistance in creating or maintaining a success-
ful agricultural enterprise, assessing sources 
of commercial credit, developing markets, and 
other subjects of importance in agricultural 
pursuits. 

(D) Working through tribally controlled 
community colleges and in cooperation with 
land grant institutions, the Secretary shall 
implement research activities to improve the 
basis for determining appropriate manage-
ment measures to apply to Indian agricultural 
management. 

(4) Under the cooperative agreement program 
under paragraph (1), the Secretary shall pay, by 
reimbursement or otherwise, all costs for tui-
tion, books, and fees of an Indian student who— 

(A) is enrolled in a course of study at an edu-
cation institution with which the Secretary 
has entered into a cooperative agreement; and 

(B) is interested in a career with the Bureau, 
an Indian tribe or a tribal enterprise in the 
management of Indian rangelands, farmlands, 
or other natural resource assets. 

(5) A recipient of assistance under the coopera-
tive education program under this subsection 
shall be required to enter into an obligated serv-
ice agreement with the Secretary to serve as a 
professional in an agricultural resource related 
activity with the Bureau, or other Federal agen-
cy providing agricultural or related services to 
Indians or Indian tribes, or an Indian tribe for 
one year for each year for which the Secretary 
pays the recipients educational costs pursuant 
to paragraph (3). 

(c) Scholarship program 

(1) The Secretary may grant scholarships to 
Indians enrolled in accredited agriculture relat-
ed programs for postsecondary and graduate 
programs of study as full-time students. 

(2) A recipient of a scholarship under para-
graph (1) shall be required to enter into an obli-
gated service agreement with the Secretary in 
which the recipient agrees to accept employ-

ment for one year for each year the recipient re-
ceived a scholarship, following completion of 
the recipients course of study, with— 

(A) the Bureau or other agency of the Fed-
eral Government providing agriculture or nat-
ural resource related services to Indians or In-
dian tribes; 

(B) an agriculture or related program con-
ducted under a contract, grant, or cooperative 
agreement entered into under the Indian Self- 
Determination and Education Assistance Act 
[25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.]; or 

(C) a tribal agriculture or related program. 

(3) The Secretary shall not deny scholarship 
assistance under this subsection solely on the 
basis of an applicant’s scholastic achievement if 
the applicant has been admitted to and remains 
in good standing in an accredited post second-
ary 1 or graduate institution. 

(d) Educational outreach 

The Secretary shall conduct, through the Bu-
reau, and in consultation with other appropriate 
local, State and Federal agencies, and in con-
sultation and coordination with Indian tribes, 
an agricultural resource education outreach pro-
gram for Indian youth to explain and stimulate 
interest in all aspects of management and ca-
reers in Indian agriculture and natural re-
sources. 

(e) Adequacy of programs 

The Secretary shall administer the programs 
described in this section until a sufficient num-
ber of Indians are trained to ensure that there is 
an adequate number of qualified, professional 
Indian agricultural resource managers to man-
age the Bureau agricultural resource programs 
and programs maintained by or for Indian 
tribes.

§ 3732. Postgraduation recruitment, education 
and training programs 

(a) Assumption of loans 

The Secretary shall establish and maintain a 
program to attract Indian professionals who are 
graduates of a course of postsecondary or grad-
uate education for employment in either the Bu-
reau agriculture or related programs or, subject 
to the approval of the tribe, in tribal agriculture 
or related programs. According to such regula-
tions as the Secretary may prescribe, such pro-
gram shall provide for the employment of Indian 
professionals in exchange for the assumption by 
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the Secretary of the outstanding student loans 
of the employee. The period of employment shall 
be determined by the amount of the loan that is 
assumed. 

(b) Postgraduate intergovernmental internships 

For the purposes of training, skill develop-
ment and orientation of Indian and Federal agri-
cultural management personnel, and the en-
hancement of tribal and Bureau agricultural re-
source programs, the Secretary shall establish 
and actively conduct a program for the coopera-
tive internship of Federal and Indian agricul-
tural resource personnel. Such program shall— 

(1) for agencies within the Department of 
the Interior— 

(A) provide for the internship of Bureau 
and Indian agricultural resource employees 
in the agricultural resource related pro-
grams of other agencies of the Department 
of the Interior, and 

(B) provide for the internship of agricul-
tural resource personnel from the other De-
partment of the Interior agencies within the 
Bureau, and, with the consent of the tribe, 
within tribal agricultural resource pro-
grams; 

(2) for agencies not within the Department 
of the Interior, provide, pursuant to an inter-
agency agreement, internships within the Bu-
reau and, with the consent of the tribe, within 
a tribal agricultural resource program of other 
agricultural resource personnel of such agen-
cies who are above their sixth year of Federal 
service; 

(3) provide for the continuation of salary and 
benefits for participating Federal employees 
by their originating agency; 

(4) provide for salaries and benefits of par-
ticipating Indian agricultural resource em-
ployees by the host agency; and 

(5) provide for a bonus pay incentive at the 
conclusion of the internship for any partici-
pant. 

(c) Continuing education and training 

The Secretary shall maintain a program with-
in the Trust Services Division of the Bureau for 
Indian agricultural resource personnel which 
shall provide for— 

(1) orientation training for Bureau agricul-
tural resource personnel in tribal-Federal rela-
tions and responsibilities; 

(2) continuing technical agricultural re-
source education for Bureau and Indian agri-
cultural resource personnel; and 

(3) development training of Indian agricul-
tural resource personnel in agricultural re-
source based enterprises and marketing.

§ 3733. Cooperative agreement between Depart-
ment of the Interior and Indian tribes 

(a) Cooperative agreements 

(1)(A) To facilitate the administration of the 
programs and activities of the Department of 
the Interior, the Secretary may negotiate and 
enter into cooperative agreements with Indian 
tribes to— 

(i) engage in cooperative manpower and job 
training, 

(ii) develop and publish cooperative agricul-
tural education and resource planning mate-
rials, and 

(iii) perform land and facility improvements 
and other activities related to land and natu-
ral resource management and development. 

(B) The Secretary may enter into these agree-
ments when the Secretary determines the inter-
est of Indians and Indian tribes will be bene-
fited. 

(2) In cooperative agreements entered into 
under paragraph (1), the Secretary may advance 
or reimburse funds to contractors from any ap-
propriated funds available for similar kinds of 
work or by furnishing or sharing materials, sup-
plies, facilities, or equipment without regard to 
the provisions of section 3324 of title 31 relating 
to the advance of public moneys. 

(b) Supervision 

In any agreement authorized by this section, 
Indian tribes and their employees may perform 
cooperative work under the supervision of the 
Department of the Interior in emergencies or 
otherwise as mutually agreed to, but shall not 
be deemed to be Federal employees other than 
for the purposes of sections 2671 through 2680 of 
title 28 and sections 8101 through 8193 of title 5. 

(c) Savings clause 

Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to 
limit the authority of the Secretary to enter 
into cooperative agreements otherwise author-
ized by law.

§ 3734. Obligated service; breach of contract 

(a) Obligated service 

Where an individual enters into an agreement 
for obligated service in return for financial as-
sistance under any provision of this subchapter, 
the Secretary shall adopt such regulations as 
are necessary to provide for the offer of employ-
ment to the recipient of such assistance as re-
quired by such provision. Where an offer of em-
ployment is not reasonably made, the regula-
tions shall provide that such service shall no 
longer be required. 

(b) Breach of contract; repayment 

Where an individual fails to accept a reason-
able offer of employment in fulfillment of such 
obligated service or unreasonably terminates or 
fails to perform the duties of such employment, 
the Secretary shall require a repayment of the 
financial assistance provided, prorated for the 
amount of time of obligated service that was 
performed, together with interest on such 
amount which would be payable if at the time 
the amounts were paid they were loans bearing 
interest at the maximum legal prevailing rate, 
as determined by the Secretary of the Treasury.

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SUBCHAPTER III—GENERAL PROVISIONS 

§ 3741. Regulations 

Except as otherwise provided by this chapter, 
the Secretary shall promulgate final regulations 
for the implementation of this chapter within 24 
months after December 3, 1993. All regulations 
promulgated pursuant to this chapter shall be 
developed by the Secretary with the participa-
tion of the affected Indian tribes.

fied 53 dams on Indian lands that present a 
threat to human life in the event of a failure; 

(2) because of inadequate attention in the 
past to problems stemming from structural 
deficiencies and regular maintenance require-
ments for dams operated by the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs, unsafe Bureau dams continue to 
pose an imminent threat to people and prop-
erty; 

(3) many Bureau dams have maintenance de-
ficiencies regardless of their current safety 
condition classification and the deficiencies 
must be corrected to avoid future threats to 
human life and property; 

(4) safe working dams on Indian lands are 
necessary to supply irrigation water, to pro-
vide flood control, to provide water for munic-
ipal, industrial, domestic, livestock, and recre-
ation uses, and for fish and wildlife habitats; 
and 

(5) it is necessary to institute a regular dam 
maintenance and repair program, utilizing the 
expertise in the Bureau, Indian tribes, and 
other Federal agencies.

§ 3803. Dam Safety Maintenance and Repair Pro-
gram 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall establish a dam safety 
maintenance and repair program within the Bu-
reau to ensure maintenance and monitoring of 
the condition of each dam identified pursuant to 
subsection (e) of this section necessary to main-
tain the dam in a satisfactory condition on a 
long-term basis. 

(b) Transfer of existing functions and personnel 

All functions performed before August 23, 1994, 
pursuant to the Dam Safety Program estab-
lished by the Secretary of the Interior by order 
dated February 28, 1980, and all Bureau of Indian 
Affairs personnel assigned to such program as of 
August 23, 1994, are hereby transferred to the 
Dam Safety Maintenance and Repair Program. 
Any reference in any law, regulation, executive 
order, reorganization plan, or delegation of au-
thority to the Dam Safety Program is deemed to 
be a reference to the Dam Safety Maintenance 
and Repair Program. 

(c) Rehabilitation 

Under the Dam Safety Maintenance and Re-
pair Program, the Secretary shall perform such 
rehabilitation work as is necessary to bring the 
dams identified pursuant to subsection (e) of 
this section to a satisfactory condition. In addi-
tion, each dam located on Indian lands shall be 
regularly maintained pursuant to the Dam Safe-
ty Maintenance and Repair Program established 
pursuant to subsection (a) of this section. 

(d) Maintenance action plan 

The Secretary shall develop a maintenance ac-
tion plan, which shall include a prioritization of 
actions to be taken, for those dams with a risk 
hazard rating of high or significant as identified 
pursuant to subsection (e) of this section. 

(e) Identification of dams 

(1) Development of list 

The Secretary shall develop a comprehensive 
list of dams located on Indian lands that de-
scribes the dam safety condition classification 
of each dam, as specified in paragraph (2), the 
risk hazard classification of each dam, as spec-
ified in paragraph (3), and the conditions re-
sulting from maintenance deficiencies. 

(2) Dam safety condition classifications 

The dam safety condition classification re-
ferred to in paragraph (1) is one of the follow-
ing classifications: 

(A) Satisfactory 

No existing or potential dam safety defi-
ciencies are recognized. Safe performance is 
expected under all anticipated conditions. 

(B) Fair 

No existing dam safety deficiencies are 
recognized for normal loading conditions. In-
frequent hydrologic or seismic events would 
probably result in a dam safety deficiency. 

(C) Conditionally poor 

A potential dam safety deficiency is recog-
nized for unusual loading conditions that 
may realistically occur during the expected 
life of the structure. 

(D) Poor 

A potential dam safety deficiency is clear-
ly recognized for normal loading conditions. 
Immediate actions to resolve the deficiency 
are recommended; reservoir restrictions may 
be necessary until resolution of the problem. 

(E) Unsatisfactory 

A dam safety deficiency exists for normal 
loading conditions. Immediate remedial ac-
tion is required for resolution of the prob-
lem. 

(3) Risk hazard classification 

The risk hazard classification referred to in 
paragraph (1) is one of the following classifica-
tions: 

(A) High 

Six or more lives would be at risk or ex-
tensive property damage could occur if the 
dam failed. 

(B) Significant 

Between one and six lives would be at risk 
or significant property damage could occur 
if the dam failed. 

(C) Low 

No lives would be at risk and limited prop-
erty damage would occur if the dam failed. 

(f) Limitation on program authorization 

Work authorized by this chapter shall be for 
the purpose of dam safety maintenance and 
structural repair. The Secretary may authorize, 
upon request of an Indian tribe, up to 20 percent 
of the cost of repairs to be used to provide addi-
tional conservation storage capacity or develop-
ing benefits beyond those provided by the origi-
nal dams and reservoirs. This chapter is not in-
tended to preclude development of increased 
storage or benefits under any other authority or 
to preclude measures to protect fish and wild-
life. 

(g) Technical assistance 

To carry out the purposes of this chapter, the 
Secretary may obtain technical assistance on a 
nonreimbursable basis from other departments 
and agencies. Notwithstanding any such tech-
nical assistance, the Dam Safety Maintenance 
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and Repair Program established under sub-
section (a) of this section shall be under the di-
rection and control of the Bureau. 

(h) Contract authority 

In addition to any other authority established 
by law, the Secretary is authorized to contract 
with Indian tribes under the Indian Self-Deter-
mination and Education Assistance Act (25 
U.S.C. 450 et seq.) to carry out the Dam Safety 
Maintenance and Repair Program established 
under this chapter. 

(i) Annual report 

The Secretary shall submit an annual report 
on the implementation of this chapter. The re-
port shall include— 

(1) the list of dams and their status on the 
maintenance action plan developed under this 
section; and 

(2) the projected total cost and a schedule of 
the projected annual cost of rehabilitation or 
repair for each dam under this section. 

The report shall be submitted at the time the 
budget is required to be submitted under section 
1105 of title 31 to the Subcommittee on Native 
American Affairs of the Committee on Natural 
Resources of the House of Representatives and 
the Committee on Indian Affairs of the Senate.

§ 3901. Findings and purposes 

(a) Findings 

The Congress finds that— 
(1) there are at least 600 open dumps on In-

dian and Alaska Native lands; 
(2) these dumps threaten the health and safe-

ty of residents of Indian and Alaska Native 
lands and contiguous areas; 

(3) many of these dumps were established or 
are used by Federal agencies such as the Bu-
reau of Indian Affairs and the Indian Health 
Service; 

(4) these dumps threaten the environment; 
(5) the United States holds most Indian 

lands in trust for the benefit of Indian tribes 
and Indian individuals; and 

(6) most Indian tribal governments and Alas-
ka Native entities lack the financial and tech-
nical resources necessary to close and main-
tain these dumps in compliance with applica-
ble Federal laws. 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of this chapter are to— 
(1) identify the location of open dumps on 

Indian lands and Alaska Native lands; 
(2) assess the relative health and environ-

mental hazards posed by such dumps; and 
(3) provide financial and technical assistance 

to Indian tribal governments and Alaska Na-
tive entities, either directly or by contract, to 
close such dumps in compliance with applica-
ble Federal standards and regulations, or 
standards promulgated by an Indian tribal 
government or Alaska Native entity, if such 
standards are more stringent than the Federal 
standards.

The term ‘‘Director’’ means the Director of 
the Indian Health Service. 

(3) Indian land 

The term ‘‘Indian land’’ means—

the issuance of any patent, and including 
rights-of-way running through the reserva-
tion; 

(B) dependent Indian communities within 
the borders of the United States whether 
within the original or subsequently acquired 
territory thereof, and whether within or 
without the limits of a State; and 

(C) Indian allotments, the Indian titles to 
which have not been extinguished, including 
rights-of-way running through such allot-
ments. 

(4) Alaska Native land 

The term ‘‘Alaska Native land’’ means (A) 
land conveyed or to be conveyed pursuant to 
the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act [43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.], including any land recon-
veyed under section 14(c)(3) of that Act (43 
U.S.C. 1613(c)(3)), and (B) land conveyed pursu-
ant to the Act of November 2, 1966 (16 U.S.C. 
1151 et seq.; commonly known as the ‘‘Fur Seal 
Act of 1966’’). 

(5) Indian tribal government 

The term ‘‘Indian tribal government’’ means 
the governing body of any Indian tribe, band, 
nation, pueblo, or other organized group or 
community which is recognized as eligible for 
the special programs and services provided by 
the United States to Indians because of their 
status as Indians. 

(6) Alaska Native entity 

The term ‘‘Alaska Native entity’’ includes 
native corporations established pursuant to 
the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act [43 
U.S.C. 1601 et seq.] and any Alaska Native vil-
lage or municipal entity which owns Alaska 
Native land. 

(7) Open dump 

The term ‘‘open dump’’ means any facility 
or site where solid waste is disposed of which 
is not a sanitary landfill which meets the cri-
teria promulgated under section 4004 of the 
Solid Waste Disposal Act (42 U.S.C. 6944) and 
which is not a facility for disposal of hazard-
ous waste. 

(8) Postclosure maintenance 

The term ‘‘postclosure maintenance’’ means 
any activity undertaken at a closed solid 
waste management facility on Indian land or 
on Alaska Native land to maintain the integ-
rity of containment features, monitor compli-

ance with applicable performance standards, 
or remedy any situation or occurrence that 
violates regulations promulgated pursuant to 
subtitle D of the Solid Waste Disposal Act (42 
U.S.C. 6941 et seq.). 

(9) Service 

The term ‘‘Service’’ means the Indian 
Health Service. 

(10) Solid waste 

The term ‘‘solid waste’’ has the meaning 
provided that term by section 1004(27) of the 
Solid Waste Disposal Act (42 U.S.C. 6903) and 
any regulations promulgated thereunder.

§ 3903. Inventory of open dumps 

(a) Study and inventory 

Not later than 12 months after October 22, 
1994, the Director shall conduct a study and in-
ventory of open dumps on Indian lands and Alas-
ka Native lands. The inventory shall list the ge-
ographic location of all open dumps, an evalua-
tion of the contents of each dump, and an assess-
ment of the relative severity of the threat to 
public health and the environment posed by 
each dump. Such assessment shall be carried out 
cooperatively with the Administrator of the En-
vironmental Protection Agency. The Director 
shall obtain the concurrence of the Adminis-
trator in the determination of relative severity 
made by any such assessment. 

(b) Annual reports 

Upon completion of the study and inventory 
under subsection (a) of this section, the Director 
shall report to the Congress, and update such re-
port annually— 

(1) the current priority of Indian and Alaska 
Native solid waste deficiencies, 

(2) the methodology of determining the pri-
ority listing, 

(3) the level of funding needed to effectively 
close or bring into compliance all open dumps 
on Indian lands or Alaska Native lands, and 
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(4) the progress made in addressing Indian 
and Alaska Native solid waste deficiencies. 

(c) 10-year plan 

The Director shall develop and begin imple-
mentation of a 10-year plan to address solid 
waste disposal needs on Indian lands and Alaska 
Native lands. This 10-year plan shall identify— 

(1) the level of funding needed to effectively 
close or bring into compliance with applicable 
Federal standards any open dumps located on 
Indian lands and Alaska Native lands; and 

(2) the level of funding needed to develop 
comprehensive solid waste management plans 
for every Indian tribal government and Alaska 
Native entity.

§ 3904. Authority of Director of Indian Health

(2) The inventory and evaluation authorized 
under paragraph (1)(A) shall be carried out coop-
eratively with the Administrator of the Envi-
ronmental Protection Agency. The Director 
shall obtain the concurrence of the Adminis-
trator in the determination of relative severity 
made under paragraph (1)(B). 

(b) Assistance 

Upon completion of the activities required to 
be performed pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section, the Director shall, subject to subsection 
(c) of this section, provide financial and tech-
nical assistance to the Indian tribal government 
or Alaska Native entity to carry out the activi-
ties necessary to— 

(1) close such dumps; and 
(2) provide for postclosure maintenance of 

such dumps. 

(c) Conditions 

All assistance provided pursuant to subsection 
(b) of this section shall be made available on a 
site-specific basis in accordance with priorities 
developed by the Director. Priorities on specific 
Indian lands or Alaska Native lands shall be de-
veloped in consultation with the Indian tribal 
government or Alaska Native entity. The prior-
ities shall take into account the relative sever-

ity of the threat to public health and the envi-
ronment posed by each open dump and the avail-
ability of funds necessary for closure and post-
closure maintenance.

§ 3906. Tribal demonstration project 

(a) In general 

The Director may establish and carry out a 
program providing for demonstration projects 
involving open dumps on Indian land or Alaska 
Native land. It shall be the purpose of such 
projects to determine if there are unique cost 
factors involved in the cleanup and maintenance 
of open dumps on such land, and the extent to 
which advanced closure planning is necessary. 
Under the program, the Director is authorized to 
select no less than three Indian tribal govern-
ments or Alaska Native entities to participate 
in such demonstration projects.

SUBCHAPTER I—RECOGNITION OF TRUST 
RESPONSIBILITY 

§ 4011. Responsibility of Secretary to account for 
daily and annual balances of Indian trust 
funds 

(a) Requirement to account 

The Secretary shall account for the daily and 
annual balance of all funds held in trust by the 
United States for the benefit of an Indian tribe 
or an individual Indian which are deposited or 
invested pursuant to section 162a of this title. 

(b) Periodic statement of performance 

Not later than 20 business days after the close 
of a calendar quarter, the Secretary shall pro-
vide a statement of performance to each Indian 
tribe and individual with respect to whom funds 
are deposited or invested pursuant to section 
162a of this title. The statement, for the period 
concerned, shall identify— 

(1) the source, type, and status of the funds; 
(2) the beginning balance; 
(3) the gains and losses; 
(4) receipts and disbursements; and 
(5) the ending balance. 

(c) Annual audit 

The Secretary shall cause to be conducted an 
annual audit on a fiscal year basis of all funds 
held in trust by the United States for the benefit 
of an Indian tribe or an individual Indian which 
are deposited or invested pursuant to section 
162a of this title, and shall include a letter relat-
ing to the audit in the first statement of per-
formance provided under subsection (b) of this 
section after the completion of the audit.

§ 4012. Authority for payment of claims for inter-

§ 4022. Voluntary withdrawal from trust funds 
program 

(a) In general 

An Indian tribe may, in accordance with this 
section, submit a plan to withdraw some or all 
funds held in trust for such tribe by the United 
States and managed by the Secretary through 
the Bureau. 

(b) Approval of plan 

The Secretary shall approve such plan within 
90 days of receipt and when approving the plan, 
the Secretary shall obtain the advice of the Spe-
cial Trustee or prior to the appointment of such 
Special Trustee, the Director of the Office of 
Trust Fund Management within the Bureau. 
Such plan shall meet the following conditions: 

(1) Such plan has been approved by the ap-
propriate Indian tribe and is accompanied by a 
resolution from the tribal governing body ap-
proving the plan. 

(2) The Secretary determines such plan to be 
reasonable after considering all appropriate 
factors, including (but not limited to) the fol-
lowing: 

(A) The capability and experience of the 
individuals or institutions that will be man-
aging the trust funds. 

(B) The protection against substantial loss 
of principal. 

(c) Dissolution of trust responsibility 

Beginning on the date funds are withdrawn 
pursuant to this section, any trust responsibil-
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ity or liability of the United States with respect 
to such funds shall cease except as provided for 
in section 4027 of this title.

§ 4023. Judgment funds 

(a) In general 

The Secretary is authorized to approve plans 
under section 4022 of this title for the with-
drawal of judgment funds held by the Secretary.

Only such funds held by the Secretary under 
the terms of the Indian Judgment Funds Use or 
Distribution Act [25 U.S.C. 1401 et seq.] or an 
Act of Congress which provides for the secretar-
ial management of such judgment funds shall be 
included in such plans. 

(c) Secretarial duties 

In approving such plans, the Secretary shall 
ensure— 

(1) that the purpose and use of the judgment 
funds identified in the previously approved 
judgment fund plan will continue to be fol-
lowed by the Indian tribe in the management 
of the judgment funds; and 

(2) that only funds held for Indian tribes 
may be withdrawn and that any funds held for 
individual tribal members are not to be in-
cluded in the plan.

(2) among other things, ensure that legal, fi-
nancial, and other expertise of the Depart-
ment of the Interior has been made fully avail-
able in an advisory capacity to the Indian 
tribes to assist in the development, implemen-
tation, and management of investment plans.

SUBCHAPTER III—SPECIAL TRUSTEE FOR

§ 4041. Purposes 

The purposes of this subchapter are— 
(1) to provide for more effective manage-

ment of, and accountability for the proper dis-
charge of, the Secretary’s trust responsibil-
ities to Indian tribes and individual Indians by 
establishing in the Department of the Interior 
an Office of Special Trustee for American Indi-
ans to oversee and coordinate reforms within 
the Department of practices relating to the 
management and discharge of such respon-
sibilities; 

(2) to ensure that reform of such practices in 
the Department is carried out in a unified 
manner and that reforms of the policies, prac-
tices, procedures and systems of the Bureau, 
Minerals Management Service, and Bureau of 
Land Management, which carry out such trust 
responsibilities, are effective, consistent, and 
integrated; and 

(3) to ensure the implementation of all re-
forms necessary for the proper discharge of 
the Secretary’s trust responsibilities to Indian 
tribes and individual Indians.

§ 4042. Office of Special Trustee for American In-
dians 

(a) Establishment 

There is hereby established within the Depart-
ment of the Interior the Office of Special Trust-
ee for American Indians. The Office shall be 
headed by the Special Trustee who shall report 
directly to the Secretary. 

(b) Special Trustee 

(1) Appointment 

The Special Trustee shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and con-
sent of the Senate, from among individuals 
who possess demonstrated ability in general 
management of large governmental or busi-
ness entities and particular knowledge of trust 
fund management, management of financial 
institutions, and the investment of large sums 
of money. 

(2) Compensation 

The Special Trustee shall be paid at a rate 
determined by the Secretary to be appropriate 
for the position, but not less than the rate of 
basic pay payable at Level II of the Executive 
Schedule under section 5313 of title 5. 

(c) Termination of Office 

(1) Conditioned upon implementation of re-
forms 

The Special Trustee, in proposing a termi-
nation date under section 4043(a)(2)(C) of this 

title, shall ensure continuation of the Office 
until all reforms identified in the strategic 
plan have been implemented to the satisfac-
tion of the Special Trustee. 

(2) 30-day notice 

Thirty days prior to the termination date 
proposed in the plan submitted under this sec-
tion, the Special Trustee shall notify the Sec-
retary and the Congress in writing of the 
progress in implementing the reforms identi-
fied in the plan. The Special Trustee, at that 
time, may recommend the continuation, or 
the permanent establishment, of the Office if 
the Special Trustee concludes that continu-
ation or permanent establishment is necessary 
for the efficient discharge of the Secretary’s 
trust responsibilities. 

(3) Termination date 

The Office shall terminate 180 legislative 
days after the date on which the notice to the 
Congress under paragraph (2) is provided, un-
less the Congress extends the authorities of 
the Special Trustee. For the purposes of this 
section, a legislative day is a day on which ei-
ther House of the Congress is in session.

§ 4043. Authorities and functions of Special 
Trustee 

(a) Comprehensive strategic plan 

(1) In general 

The Special Trustee shall prepare and, after 
consultation with Indian tribes and appro-
priate Indian organizations, submit to the 
Secretary and the Committee on Natural Re-
sources of the House of Representatives and 
the Committee on Indian Affairs of the Sen-
ate, within one year after the initial appoint-
ment is made under section 4042(b) of this 
title, a comprehensive strategic plan for all 
phases of the trust management business cycle 
that will ensure proper and efficient discharge 
of the Secretary’s trust responsibilities to In-
dian tribes and individual Indians in compli-
ance with this chapter. 

(2) Plan requirements 

The plan prepared under paragraph (1) shall 
include the following: 

(A) Identification of all reforms to the 
policies, procedures, practices and systems 
of the Department, the Bureau, the Bureau 
of Land Management, and the Minerals Man-
agement Service necessary to ensure the 
proper and efficient discharge of the Sec-
retary’s trust responsibilities in compliance 
with this chapter. 

(B) Provisions for opportunities for Indian 
tribes to assist in the management of their 
trust accounts and to identify for the Sec-
retary options for the investment of their 
trust accounts, in a manner consistent with 
the trust responsibilities of the Secretary, in 
ways that will help promote economic devel-
opment in their communities. 
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(C) A timetable for implementing the re-
forms identified in the plan, including a date 
for the proposed termination of the Office. 

(b) Duties 

(1) General oversight of reform efforts 

The Special Trustee shall oversee all reform 
efforts within the Bureau, the Bureau of Land 
Management, and the Minerals Management 
Service relating to the trust responsibilities of 
the Secretary to ensure the establishment of 
policies, procedures, systems and practices to 
allow the Secretary to discharge his trust re-
sponsibilities in compliance with this chapter. 

(2) Bureau of Indian Affairs 

(A) Monitor reconciliation of trust accounts 

The Special Trustee shall monitor the rec-
onciliation of tribal and Individual Indian 
Money trust accounts to ensure that the Bu-
reau provides the account holders, with a 
fair and accurate accounting of all trust ac-
counts. 

(B) Investments 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
Bureau establishes appropriate policies and 
procedures, and develops necessary systems, 
that will allow it— 

(i) properly to account for and invest, as 
well as maximize, in a manner consistent 
with the statutory restrictions imposed on 
the Secretary’s investment options, the re-
turn on the investment of all trust fund 
monies, and 

(ii) to prepare accurate and timely re-
ports to account holders (and others, as re-
quired) on a periodic basis regarding all 
collections, disbursements, investments, 
and return on investments related to their 
accounts. 

(C) Ownership and lease data 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
Bureau establishes policies and practices to 
maintain complete, accurate, and timely 
data regarding the ownership and lease of In-
dian lands. 

(3) Bureau of Land Management 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
Bureau of Land Management establishes poli-
cies and practices adequate to enforce compli-
ance with Federal requirements for drilling, 
production, accountability, environmental 
protection, and safety with respect to the 
lease of Indian lands. 

(4) Minerals Management Service 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
Minerals Management Service establishes 
policies and practices to enforce compliance 
by lessees of Indian lands with all require-
ments for timely and accurate reporting of 
production and payment of lease royalties and 
other revenues, including the audit of leases 
to ensure that lessees are accurately reporting 
production levels and calculating royalty pay-
ments. 

(c) Coordination of policies 

(1) In general 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that— 

(A) the policies, procedures, practices, and 
systems of the Bureau, the Bureau of Land 
Management, and the Minerals Management 
Service related to the discharge of the Sec-
retary’s trust responsibilities are coordi-
nated, consistent, and integrated, and 

(B) the Department prepares comprehen-
sive and coordinated written policies and 
procedures for each phase of the trust man-
agement business cycle. 

(2) Standardized procedures 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
Bureau imposes standardized trust fund ac-
counting procedures throughout the Bureau. 

(3) Integration of ledger with investment sys-
tem 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that the 
trust fund investment, general ledger, and 
subsidiary accounting systems of the Bureau 
are integrated and that they are adequate to 
support the trust fund investment needs of the 
Bureau. 

(4) Integration of land records, trust funds ac-
counting, and asset management systems 
among agencies 

The Special Trustee shall ensure that— 
(A) the land records system of the Bureau 

interfaces with the trust fund accounting 
system, and 

(B) the asset management systems of the 
Minerals Management Service and the Bu-
reau of Land Management interface with the 
appropriate asset management and account-
ing systems of the Bureau, including ensur-
ing that— 

(i) the Minerals Management Service es-
tablishes policies and procedures that will 
allow it to properly collect, account for, 
and disburse to the Bureau all royalties 
and other revenues generated by produc-
tion from leases on Indian lands; and 

(ii) the Bureau of Land Management and 
the Bureau provide Indian landholders 
with accurate and timely reports on a peri-
odic basis that cover all transactions re-
lated to leases of Indian resources. 

(5) Trust Management program budget 

(A) Development and submission 

The Special Trustee shall develop for each 
fiscal year, with the advice of program man-
agers of each office within the Bureau of In-
dian Affairs, Bureau of Land Management 
and Minerals Management Service that par-
ticipates in trust management, including 
the management of trust funds or natural 
resources, or which is charged with any re-
sponsibility under the comprehensive strate-
gic plan prepared under subsection (a) of this 
section, a consolidated Trust Management 
program budget proposal that would enable 
the Secretary to efficiently and effectively 
discharge his trust responsibilities and to 
implement the comprehensive strategic 
plan, and shall submit such budget proposal 
to the Secretary, the Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget, and to the Con-
gress. 

(B) Duty of certain program managers 

Each program manager participating in 
trust management or charged with respon-
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sibilities under the comprehensive strategic 
plans shall transmit his office’s budget re-

(E) Limitation on reprogramming or transfer 

No program manager shall submit, and no 
official of the Department of the Interior 
may approve or otherwise authorize, a re-
programming or transfer request with re-
spect to any funds appropriated for trust 
management which is included in the Trust 
Management Program Budget unless such 
request has been approved by the Special 
Trustee. 

(d) Problem resolution 

The Special Trustee shall provide such guid-
ance as necessary to assist Department person-
nel in identifying problems and options for re-
solving problems, and in implementing reforms 
to Department, Bureau, Bureau of Land Man-
agement, and Minerals Management Service 
policies, procedures, systems and practices. 

(e) Special Trustee access 

The Special Trustee, and his staff, shall have 
access to all records, reports, audits, reviews, 
documents, papers, recommendations, files and 
other material, as well as to any officer and em-
ployee, of the Department and any office or bu-
reau thereof, as the Special Trustee deems nec-
essary for the accomplishment of his duties 
under this chapter. 

(f) Annual report 

The Special Trustee shall report to the Sec-
retary and the Committee on Natural Resources 
of the House of Representatives and the Com-
mittee on Indian Affairs of the Senate each year 
on the progress of the Department, the Bureau, 
the Bureau of Land Management, and the Min-
erals Management Service in implementing the 
reforms identified in the comprehensive strate-
gic plan under subsection (a)(1) of this section 
and in meeting the timetable established in the 
strategic plan under subsection (a)(2)(C) of this 
section.

The Congress finds that— 

(1) the Federal Government has a respon-
sibility to promote the general welfare of the 
Nation— 

(A) by using Federal resources to aid fami-
lies and individuals seeking affordable 
homes in safe and healthy environments 
and, in particular, assisting responsible, de-
serving citizens who cannot provide fully for 
themselves because of temporary circum-
stances or factors beyond their control; 

(B) by working to ensure a thriving na-
tional economy and a strong private housing 
market; and 

(C) by developing effective partnerships 
among the Federal Government, State, trib-
al, and local governments, and private enti-
ties that allow government to accept respon-
sibility for fostering the development of a 
healthy marketplace and allow families to 
prosper without government involvement in 
their day-to-day activities; 

(2) there exists a unique relationship be-
tween the Government of the United States 
and the governments of Indian tribes and a 
unique Federal responsibility to Indian people; 

(3) the Constitution of the United States in-
vests the Congress with plenary power over 
the field of Indian affairs, and through trea-
ties, statutes, and historical relations with In-
dian tribes, the United States has undertaken 
a unique trust responsibility to protect and 
support Indian tribes and Indian people; 

(4) the Congress, through treaties, statutes, 
and the general course of dealing with Indian 
tribes, has assumed a trust responsibility for 
the protection and preservation of Indian 
tribes and for working with tribes and their 
members to improve their housing conditions 
and socioeconomic status so that they are able 
to take greater responsibility for their own 
economic condition; 

(5) providing affordable homes in safe and 
healthy environments is an essential element 
in the special role of the United States in 
helping tribes and their members to improve 
their housing conditions and socioeconomic 
status; 

(6) the need for affordable homes in safe and 
healthy environments on Indian reservations, 
in Indian communities, and in Native Alaskan 
villages is acute and the Federal Government 
should work not only to provide housing as-
sistance, but also, to the extent practicable, to 
assist in the development of private housing 
finance mechanisms on Indian lands to 
achieve the goals of economic self-sufficiency 
and self-determination for tribes and their 
members; and 

(7) Federal assistance to meet these respon-
sibilities should be provided in a manner that 
recognizes the right of Indian self-determina-
tion and tribal self-governance by making 
such assistance available directly to the In-
dian tribes or tribally designated entities 
under authorities similar to those accorded In-
dian tribes in Public Law 93–638 (25 U.S.C. 450 
et seq.).

§ 4103. Definitions 

For purposes of this chapter, the following 
definitions shall apply: 

(1) Adjusted income 

The term ‘‘adjusted income’’ means the an-
nual income that remains after excluding the 
following amounts: 

(A) Youths, students, and persons with dis-
abilities 

$480 for each member of the family resid-
ing in the household (other than the head of 
the household or the spouse of the head of 
the household)— 

(i) who is under 18 years of age; or 
(ii) who is— 

(I) 18 years of age or older; and 
(II) a person with disabilities or a full- 

time student. 

(B) Elderly and disabled families 

$400 for an elderly or disabled family. 

(C) Medical and attendant expenses 

The amount by which 3 percent of the an-
nual income of the family is exceeded by the 
aggregate of— 

(i) medical expenses, in the case of an el-
derly or disabled family; and 

(ii) reasonable attendant care and auxil-
iary apparatus expenses for each family 
member who is a person with disabilities, 
to the extent necessary to enable any 
member of the family (including a member 
who is a person with disabilities) to be em-
ployed. 

(D) Child care expenses 

Child care expenses, to the extent nec-
essary to enable another member of the fam-
ily to be employed or to further his or her 
education. 

(E) Earned income of minors 

The amount of any earned income of any 
member of the family who is less than 18 
years of age. 

(F) Travel expenses 

Excessive travel expenses, not to exceed 
$25 per family per week, for employment- or 
education-related travel. 

(G) Other amounts 

Such other amounts as may be provided in 
the Indian housing plan for an Indian tribe. 

(2) Affordable housing 

The term ‘‘affordable housing’’ means hous-
ing that complies with the requirements for 
affordable housing under subchapter II of this 
chapter. The term includes permanent housing 
for homeless persons who are persons with dis-
abilities, transitional housing, and single 
room occupancy housing. 

(3) Drug-related criminal activity 

The term ‘‘drug-related criminal activity’’ 
means the illegal manufacture, sale, distribu-
tion, use, or possession with intent to manu-
facture, sell, distribute, or use, of a controlled 
substance (as such term is defined in section 
802 of title 21). 

(4) Elderly families and near-elderly families 

The terms ‘‘elderly family’’ and ‘‘near-elder-
ly family’’ mean a family whose head (or his 
or her spouse), or whose sole member, is an el-
derly person or a near-elderly person, respec-
tively. Such terms include 2 or more elderly 
persons or near-elderly persons living to-
gether, and 1 or more such persons living with 
1 or more persons determined under the Indian 
housing plan for the agency to be essential to 
their care or well-being. 

(5) Elderly person 

The term ‘‘elderly person’’ means a person 
who is at least 62 years of age. 

(6) Family 

The term ‘‘family’’ includes a family with or 
without children, an elderly family, a near- 
elderly family, a disabled family, and a single 
person. 

(7) Grant beneficiary 

The term ‘‘grant beneficiary’’ means the In-
dian tribe or tribes on behalf of which a grant 
is made under this chapter to a recipient.

(8) Income 

The term ‘‘income’’ means income from all 
sources of each member of the household, as 
determined in accordance with criteria pre-
scribed by the Secretary, except that the fol-
lowing amounts may not be considered as in-
come under this paragraph: 

(A) Any amounts not actually received by 
the family. 

(B) Any amounts that would be eligible for 
exclusion under section 1382b(a)(7) of title 42. 

(9) Indian 

The term ‘‘Indian’’ means any person who is 
a member of an Indian tribe. 

(10) Indian area 

The term ‘‘Indian area’’ means the area 
within which a tribally designated housing en-
tity is authorized by one or more Indian tribes 
to provide assistance under this chapter for af-
fordable housing. 

(11) Indian housing plan 

The term ‘‘Indian housing plan’’ means a 
plan under section 4112 of this title. 

(12) Indian tribe 

(A) In general 

The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ means a tribe 
that is a federally recognized tribe or a 
State recognized tribe. 

(B) Federally recognized tribe 

The term ‘‘federally recognized tribe’’ 
means any Indian tribe, band, nation, or 
other organized group or community of Indi-
ans, including any Alaska Native village or 
regional or village corporation as defined in 
or established pursuant to the Alaska Native 
Claims Settlement Act [43 U.S.C. 1601 et 
seq.], that is recognized as eligible for the 
special programs and services provided by 
the United States to Indians because of their 
status as Indians pursuant to the Indian 
Self-Determination and Education Assist-
ance Act of 1975 [25 U.S.C. 450 et seq.]. 

(C) State recognized tribe 

(i) In general 

The term ‘‘State recognized tribe’’ 
means any tribe, band, nation, pueblo, vil-
lage, or community— 

(I) that has been recognized as an In-
dian tribe by any State; and 

(II) for which an Indian Housing Au-
thority has, before the effective date 
under section 107, entered into a con-
tract with the Secretary pursuant to the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 [42 
U.S.C. 1437 et seq.] for housing for Indian 
families and has received funding pursu-
ant to such contract within the 5-year 
period ending upon such effective date. 

(ii) Conditions 

Notwithstanding clause (i)— 
(I) the allocation formula under sec-

tion 4152 of this title shall be determined 
for a State recognized tribe under tribal 
membership eligibility criteria in exist-
ence on October 26, 1996; and 

(II) nothing in this paragraph shall be 
construed to confer upon a State recog-
nized tribe any rights, privileges, respon-
sibilities, or obligations otherwise ac-
corded groups recognized as Indian tribes 
by the United States for other purposes. 

(13) Low-income family 

The term ‘‘low-income family’’ means a fam-
ily whose income does not exceed 80 percent of 
the median income for the area, as determined 
by the Secretary with adjustments for smaller 
and larger families, except that the Secretary 
may, for purposes of this paragraph, establish 
income ceilings higher or lower than 80 per-
cent of the median for the area on the basis of 
the findings of the Secretary or the agency 
that such variations are necessary because of 
prevailing levels of construction costs or un-
usually high or low family incomes. 

(14) Median income 

The term ‘‘median income’’ means, with re-
spect to an area that is an Indian area, the 
greater of— 

(A) the median income for the Indian area, 
which the Secretary shall determine; or 

(B) the median income for the United 
States. 

(15) Near-elderly person 

The term ‘‘near-elderly person’’ means a per-
son who is at least 55 years of age and less 
than 62 years of age. 

(16) Nonprofit 

The term ‘‘nonprofit’’ means, with respect to 
an organization, association, corporation, or 
other entity, that no part of the net earnings 
of the entity inures to the benefit of any mem-
ber, founder, contributor, or individual. 

(17) Person with disabilities 

The term ‘‘person with disabilities’’ means a 
person who— 

(A) has a disability as defined in section 
423 of title 42; 

(B) is determined, pursuant to regulations 
issued by the Secretary, to have a physical, 
mental, or emotional impairment which— 

(i) is expected to be of long-continued 
and indefinite duration; 

(ii) substantially impedes his or her abil-
ity to live independently; and 

(iii) is of such a nature that such ability 
could be improved by more suitable hous-
ing conditions; or 

(C) has a developmental disability as de-
fined in section 6001 of title 42. 

Such term shall not exclude persons who have 
the disease of acquired immunodeficiency syn-
drome or any conditions arising from the etio-
logic agent for acquired immunodeficiency 
syndrome. Notwithstanding any other provi-
sion of law, no individual shall be considered a 
person with disabilities, for purposes of eligi-
bility for housing assisted under this chapter, 
solely on the basis of any drug or alcohol de-
pendence. The Secretary shall consult with 
other appropriate Federal agencies to imple-
ment the preceding sentence. 

(18) Recipient 

The term ‘‘recipient’’ means an Indian tribe 
or the entity for one or more Indian tribes 
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that is authorized to receive grant amounts 
under this chapter on behalf of the tribe or 
tribes. 

(19) Secretary 

Except as otherwise specifically provided in 
this chapter, the term ‘‘Secretary’’ means the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development. 

(20) State 

The term ‘‘State’’ means the States of the 
United States, the District of Columbia, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Common-
wealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, 
Guam, the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, 
and any other territory or possession of the 
United States and Indian tribes. 

(21) Tribally designated housing entity 

The terms ‘‘tribally designated housing en-
tity’’ and ‘‘housing entity’’ have the following 
meaning: 

(A) Existing IHA’s 

With respect to any Indian tribe that has 
not taken action under subparagraph (B), 
and for which an Indian housing authority— 

(i) was established for purposes of the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 [42 
U.S.C. 1437 et seq.] before October 26, 1996, 
that meets the requirements under the 
United States Housing Act of 1937, 

(ii) is acting on October 26, 1996, as the 
Indian housing authority for the tribe, and 

(iii) is not an Indian tribe for purposes of 
this chapter, 

the terms mean such Indian housing author-
ity. 

(B) Other entities 

With respect to any Indian tribe that, pur-
suant to this chapter, authorizes an entity 
other than the tribal government to receive 
grant amounts and provide assistance under 
this chapter for affordable housing for Indi-
ans, which entity is established— 

(i) by exercise of the power of self-gov-
ernment of one or more Indian tribes inde-
pendent of State law, or 

(ii) by operation of State law providing 
specifically for housing authorities or 
housing entities for Indians, including re-
gional housing authorities in the State of 
Alaska, 

the terms mean such entity. 

(C) Establishment 

A tribally designated housing entity may 
be authorized or established by one or more 
Indian tribes to act on behalf of each such 
tribe authorizing or establishing the housing 
entity.

§ 4111. Block grants 

(a) Authority 

For each fiscal year, the Secretary shall (to 
the extent amounts are made available to carry 
out this chapter) make grants under this section 
on behalf of Indian tribes to carry out affordable 
housing activities. Under such a grant on behalf 
of an Indian tribe, the Secretary shall provide 
the grant amounts for the tribe directly to the 
recipient for the tribe. 

(b) Plan requirement 

(1) In general 

The Secretary may make a grant under this 
chapter on behalf of an Indian tribe for a fiscal 
year only if— 

(A) the Indian tribe has submitted to the 
Secretary an Indian housing plan for such 
fiscal year under section 4112 of this title; 
and 

(B) the plan has been determined under 
section 4113 of this title to comply with the 
requirements of section 4112 of this title. 

(2) Waiver 

The Secretary may waive the applicability 
of the requirements under paragraph (1), in 
whole or in part, if the Secretary finds that an 
Indian tribe has not complied or cannot com-
ply with such requirements due to circum-
stances beyond the control of the tribe. 

(c) Local cooperation agreement 

The Secretary may not make any grant under 
this chapter on behalf of an Indian tribe unless 
the governing body of the locality within which 
any affordable housing to be assisted with the 
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grant amounts will be situated has entered into 
an agreement with the recipient for the tribe 
providing for local cooperation required by the 
Secretary pursuant to this chapter. 

(d) Exemption from taxation 

A grant recipient for an Indian tribe may re-
ceive a block grant under this chapter only if— 

(1) the affordable housing assisted with 
grant amounts received by the recipient (ex-
clusive of any portions not assisted with 
amounts provided under this chapter) is ex-
empt from all real and personal property taxes 
levied or imposed by any State, tribe, city, 
county, or other political subdivision; and 

(2) the recipient makes annual payments of 
user fees to compensate such governments for 
the costs of providing governmental services, 
including police and fire protection, roads, 
water and sewerage systems, utilities systems 
and related facilities, or payments in lieu of 
taxes to such taxing authority, in an amount 
equal to the greater of $150 per dwelling unit 
or 10 percent of the difference between the 
shelter rent and the utility cost, or such lesser 
amount as— 

(A) is prescribed by State, tribal, or local 
law; 

(B) is agreed to by the local governing 
body in the agreement under subsection (c) 
of this section; or 

(C) the recipient and the local governing 
body agree that such user fees or payments 
in lieu of taxes shall not be made. 

(e) Effect of failure to exempt from taxation 

Notwithstanding subsection (d) of this section, 
a grant recipient that does not comply with the 
requirements under such subsection may receive 
a block grant under this chapter, but only if the 
tribe, State, city, county, or other political sub-
division in which the affordable housing devel-
opment is located contributes, in the form of 
cash or tax remission, the amount by which the 
taxes paid with respect to the development ex-
ceed the amounts prescribed in subsection (d)(2) 
of this section. 

(f) Amount 

Except as otherwise provided under this chap-
ter, the amount of a grant under this section to 
a recipient for a fiscal year shall be— 

(1) in the case of a recipient whose grant 
beneficiary is a single Indian tribe, the 
amount of the allocation under section 4151 of 
this title for the Indian tribe; and 

(2) in the case of a recipient whose grant 
beneficiary is more than 1 Indian tribe, the 
sum of the amounts of the allocations under 
section 4151 of this title for each such Indian 
tribe. 

(g) Use for affordable housing activities under 
plan 

Except as provided in subsection (h) of this 
section, amounts provided under a grant under 
this section may be used only for affordable 
housing activities under subchapter II of this 
chapter that are consistent with an Indian hous-
ing plan approved under section 4113 of this 
title. 

(h) Administrative expenses 

The Secretary shall, by regulation, authorize 
each recipient to use a percentage of any grant 

amounts received under this chapter for any 
reasonable administrative and planning ex-
penses of the recipient relating to carrying out 
this chapter and activities assisted with such 
amounts, which may include costs for salaries of 
individuals engaged in administering and man-
aging affordable housing activities assisted with 
grant amounts provided under this chapter and 
expenses of preparing an Indian housing plan 
under section 4112 of this title. 

(i) Public-private partnerships 

Each recipient shall make all reasonable ef-
forts, consistent with the purposes of this chap-
ter, to maximize participation by the private 
sector, including nonprofit organizations and 
for-profit entities, in implementing the ap-
proved Indian housing plan.

§ 4112. Indian housing plans 

(a) Plan submission 

The Secretary shall provide— 
(1) for an Indian tribe to submit to the Sec-

retary, for each fiscal year, a housing plan 
under this section for the tribe; 

(2) for the tribally designated housing entity 
for the tribe to submit the plan as provided in 
subsection (d) of this section for the tribe; and 

(3) for the review of such plans. 

(b) 5-year plan 

Each housing plan under this section shall be 
in a form prescribed by the Secretary and shall 
contain, with respect to the 5-year period begin-
ning with the fiscal year for which the plan is 
submitted, the following information: 

(1) Mission statement 

A general statement of the mission of the 
Indian tribe to serve the needs of the low-in-
come families in the jurisdiction of the Indian 
tribe during the period. 

(2) Goals and objectives 

A statement of the goals and objectives of 
the Indian tribe to enable the tribe to serve 
the needs identified in paragraph (1) during 
the period. 

(3) Activities plan 

An overview of the activities planned during 
the period including an analysis of the manner 
in which the activities will enable the tribe to 
meet its mission, goals, and objectives. 

(c) 1-year plan 

A housing plan under this section for an In-
dian tribe shall be in a form prescribed by the 
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Secretary and contain the following information 
relating to the upcoming fiscal year for which 
the assistance under this chapter is to be made 
available: 

(1) Goals and objectives 

A statement of the goals and objectives to 
be accomplished during that period. 

(2) Statement of needs 

A statement of the housing needs of the low- 
income Indian families residing in the juris-
diction of the Indian tribe and the means by 
which such needs will be addressed during the 
period, including— 

(A) a description of the estimated housing 
needs and the need for assistance for the 
low-income Indian families in the jurisdic-
tion, including a description of the manner 
in which the geographical distribution of as-
sistance is consistent with the geographical 
needs and needs for various categories of 
housing assistance; and 

(B) a description of the estimated housing 
needs for all Indian families in the jurisdic-
tion. 

(3) Financial resources 

An operating budget for the recipient, in a 
form prescribed by the Secretary, that in-
cludes— 

(A) an identification and a description of 
the financial resources reasonably available 
to the recipient to carry out the purposes of 
this chapter, including an explanation of the 
manner in which amounts made available 
will leverage additional resources; and 

(B) the uses to which such resources will 
be committed, including eligible and re-
quired affordable housing activities under 
subchapter II of this chapter and adminis-
trative expenses. 

(4) Affordable housing resources 

A statement of the affordable housing re-
sources currently available and to be made 
available during the period, including— 

(A) a description of the significant charac-
teristics of the housing market in the juris-
diction, including the availability of housing 
from other public sources, private market 
housing, and the manner in which such char-
acteristics influence the decision of the re-
cipient to use grant amounts to be provided 
under this chapter for rental assistance, pro-
duction of new units, acquisition of existing 
units, or rehabilitation of units; 

(B) a description of the structure, coordi-
nation, and means of cooperation between 
the recipient and any other governmental 
entities in the development, submission, or 
implementation of housing plans, including 
a description of the involvement of private, 
public, and nonprofit organizations and in-
stitutions, and the use of loan guarantees 
under section 1715z–13a of title 12, and other 
housing assistance provided by the Federal 
Government for Indian tribes, including 
loans, grants, and mortgage insurance; 

(C) a description of the manner in which 
the plan will address the needs identified 
pursuant to paragraph (2); 

(D) a description of the manner in which 
the recipient will protect and maintain the 
viability of housing owned and operated by 
the recipient that was developed under a 
contract between the Secretary and an In-
dian housing authority pursuant to the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 
1437 et seq.]; 

(E) a description of any existing and an-
ticipated homeownership programs and rent-
al programs to be carried out during the pe-
riod, and the requirements and assistance 
available under such programs; 

(F) a description of any existing and an-
ticipated housing rehabilitation programs 
necessary to ensure the long-term viability 
of the housing to be carried out during the 
period, and the requirements and assistance 
available under such programs; 

(G) a description of all other existing or 
anticipated housing assistance provided by 
the recipient during the period, including 
transitional housing, homeless housing, col-
lege housing, supportive services housing, 
and the requirements and assistance avail-
able under such programs; 

(H) a description of any housing to be de-
molished or disposed of, a timetable for such 
demolition or disposition, and any other in-
formation required by the Secretary with re-
spect to such demolition or disposition; 

(I) a description of the manner in which 
the recipient will coordinate with tribal and 
State welfare agencies to ensure that resi-
dents of such housing will be provided with 
access to resources to assist in obtaining 
employment and achieving self-sufficiency; 

(J) a description of the requirements es-
tablished by the recipient to promote the 
safety of residents of such housing, facilitate 
the undertaking of crime prevention meas-
ures, allow resident input and involvement, 
including the establishment of resident or-
ganizations, and allow for the coordination 
of crime prevention activities between the 
recipient and tribal and local law enforce-
ment officials; and 

(K) a description of the entity that will 
carry out the activities under the plan, in-
cluding the organizational capacity and key 
personnel of the entity. 

(5) Certification of compliance 

Evidence of compliance which shall include, 
as appropriate— 

(A) a certification that the recipient will 
comply with title II of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1968 [25 U.S.C. 1301 et seq.] in carrying out 
this chapter, to the extent that such title is 
applicable, and other applicable Federal 
statutes; 

(B) a certification that the recipient will 
maintain adequate insurance coverage for 
housing units that are owned and operated 
or assisted with grant amounts provided 
under this chapter, in compliance with such 
requirements as may be established by the 
Secretary; 

(C) a certification that policies are in ef-
fect and are available for review by the Sec-
retary and the public governing the eligi-
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bility, admission, and occupancy of families 
for housing assisted with grant amounts pro-
vided under this chapter; 

(D) a certification that policies are in ef-
fect and are available for review by the Sec-
retary and the public governing rents 
charged, including the methods by which 
such rents or homebuyer payments are de-
termined, for housing assisted with grant 
amounts provided under this chapter; and 

(E) a certification that policies are in ef-
fect and are available for review by the Sec-
retary and the public governing the manage-
ment and maintenance of housing assisted 
with grant amounts provided under this 
chapter. 

(d) Participation of tribally designated housing 
entity 

A plan under this section for an Indian tribe 
may be prepared and submitted on behalf of the 
tribe by the tribally designated housing entity 
for the tribe, but only if such plan contains a 
certification by the recognized tribal govern-
ment of the grant beneficiary that such tribe— 

(1) has had an opportunity to review the plan 
and has authorized the submission of the plan 
by the housing entity; or 

(2) has delegated to such tribally designated 
housing entity the authority to submit a plan 
on behalf of the tribe without prior review by 
the tribe. 

(e) Coordination of plans 

A plan under this section may cover more 
than 1 Indian tribe, but only if the certification 
requirements under subsection (d) of this sec-
tion are complied with by each such grant bene-
ficiary covered. 

(f) Plans for small tribes 

(1) Separate requirements 

The Secretary may— 
(A) establish requirements for submission 

of plans under this section and the informa-
tion to be included in such plans applicable 
to small Indian tribes and small tribally des-
ignated housing entities; and 

(B) waive any requirements under this sec-
tion that the Secretary determines are bur-
densome or unnecessary for such tribes and 
housing entities. 

(2) Small tribes 

The Secretary may define small Indian 
tribes and small tribally designated housing 
entities based on the number of dwelling units 
assisted under this subchapter by the tribe or 
housing entity or owned or operated pursuant 
to a contract under the United States Housing 
Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.] between the 
Secretary and the Indian housing authority 
for the tribe. 

(g) Regulations 

The requirements relating to the contents of 
plans under this section shall be established by 
regulation, pursuant to section 4116 of this title.

§ 4113. Review of plans 

(a) Review and notice 

(1) Review 

The Secretary shall conduct a limited re-
view of each Indian housing plan submitted to 
the Secretary to ensure that the plan complies 
with the requirements of section 4112 of this 
title. The Secretary shall have the discretion 
to review a plan only to the extent that the 
Secretary considers review is necessary. 

(2) Notice 

The Secretary shall notify each Indian tribe 
for which a plan is submitted and any tribally 
designated housing entity for the tribe wheth-
er the plan complies with such requirements 
not later than 60 days after receiving the plan. 
If the Secretary does not notify the Indian 
tribe, as required under this subsection and 
subsection (b) of this section, the plan shall be 
considered, for purposes of this chapter, to 
have been determined to comply with the re-
quirements under section 4112 of this title and 
the tribe shall be considered to have been noti-
fied of compliance upon the expiration of such 
60-day period. 

(b) Notice of reasons for determination of non-
compliance 

If the Secretary determines that a plan, as 
submitted, does not comply with the require-
ments under section 4112 of this title, the Sec-
retary shall specify in the notice under sub-
section (a) of this section the reasons for the 
noncompliance and any modifications necessary 
for the plan to meet the requirements under sec-
tion 4112 of this title. 

(c) Review 

After submission of the Indian housing plan or 
any amendment or modification to the plan to 
the Secretary, to the extent that the Secretary 
considers such action to be necessary to make 
determinations under this subsection, the Sec-
retary shall review the plan (including any 
amendments or modifications thereto) to deter-
mine whether the contents of the plan— 
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(1) set forth the information required by sec-
tion 4112 of this title to be contained in an In-
dian housing plan; 

(2) are consistent with information and data 
available to the Secretary; and 

(3) are prohibited by or inconsistent with 
any provision of this chapter or other applica-
ble law. 

If the Secretary determines that any of the ap-
propriate certifications required under section 
4112(c)(5) of this title are not included in the 
plan, the plan shall be deemed to be incomplete. 

(d) Updates to plan 

After a plan under section 4112 of this title has 
been submitted for an Indian tribe for any fiscal 
year, the tribe may comply with the provisions 
of such section for any succeeding fiscal year 
(with respect to information included for the 5- 
year period under section 4112(b) of this title or 
the 1-year period under section 4112(c) of this 
title) by submitting only such information re-
garding such changes as may be necessary to up-
date the plan previously submitted. Not less 
than once every 5 years, the tribe shall submit 
a complete plan. 

(e) Effective date 

This section and section 4112 of this title shall 
take effect on the date provided by the Sec-
retary pursuant to section 4116(a) of this title to 
provide for timely submission and review of In-
dian housing plans as necessary for the provi-
sion of assistance under this chapter in fiscal

§ 4114. Treatment of program income and labor 
standards 

(a) Program income 

(1) Authority to retain 

A recipient may retain any program income 
that is realized from any grant amounts under 
this chapter if— 

(A) such income was realized after the ini-
tial disbursement of the grant amounts re-
ceived by the recipient; and 

(B) the recipient has agreed that it will 
utilize the program income for affordable 
housing activities in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter. 

(2) Prohibition of reduction of grant 

The Secretary may not reduce the grant 
amount for any Indian tribe based solely on— 

(A) whether the recipient for the tribe re-
tains program income under paragraph (1); 

(B) the amount of any such program in-
come retained; or 

(C) whether the recipient retains reserve 
amounts described in section 4140 of this 
title. 

(3) Exclusion of amounts 

The Secretary may, by regulation, exclude 
from consideration as program income any 

amounts determined to be so small that com-
pliance with the requirements of this sub-
section would create an unreasonable adminis-
trative burden on the recipient. 

(b) Labor standards 

(1) In general 

Any contract or agreement for assistance, 
sale, or lease pursuant to this chapter shall 
contain a provision requiring that not less 
than the wages prevailing in the locality, as 
determined or adopted (subsequent to a deter-
mination under applicable State, tribal, or 
local law) by the Secretary, shall be paid to all 
architects, technical engineers, draftsmen, 
and technicians employed in the development, 
and all maintenance laborers and mechanics 
employed in the operation, of the affordable 
housing project involved; and shall also con-
tain a provision that not less than the wages 
prevailing in the locality, as predetermined by 
the Secretary of Labor pursuant to the Davis- 
Bacon Act (40 U.S.C. 276a–276a–5), shall be paid 
to all laborers and mechanics employed in the 
development of the affordable housing in-
volved, and the Secretary shall require certifi-
cation as to compliance with the provisions of 
this paragraph before making any payment 
under such contract or agreement. 

(2) Exceptions 

Paragraph (1) and the provisions relating to 
wages (pursuant to paragraph (1)) in any con-
tract or agreement for assistance, sale, or 
lease pursuant to this chapter, shall not apply 
to any individual who receives no compensa-
tion or is paid expenses, reasonable benefits, 
or a nominal fee to perform the services for 
which the individual volunteered and who is 
not otherwise employed at any time in the 
construction work.

§ 4115. Environmental review 

(a) In general 

(1) Release of funds 

In order to ensure that the policies of the 
National Environmental Policy Act of 1969 [42 
U.S.C. 4321 et seq.] and other provisions of law 
that further the purposes of such Act (as speci-
fied in regulations issued by the Secretary) 
are most effectively implemented in connec-
tion with the expenditure of grant amounts 
provided under this chapter, and to ensure to 
the public undiminished protection of the en-
vironment, the Secretary, in lieu of the envi-
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ronmental protection procedures otherwise ap-
plicable, may by regulation provide for the re-
lease of amounts for particular projects to 
tribes which assume all of the responsibilities 
for environmental review, decisionmaking, 
and action pursuant to such Act, and such 
other provisions of law as the regulations of 
the Secretary specify, that would apply to the 
Secretary were the Secretary to undertake 
such projects as Federal projects. 

(2) Regulations 

(A) In general 

The Secretary shall issue regulations to 
carry out this section only after consulta-
tion with the Council on Environmental 
Quality. 

(B) Contents 

The regulations issued under this para-
graph shall— 

(i) provide for the monitoring of the en-
vironmental reviews performed under this 
section; 

(ii) in the discretion of the Secretary, fa-
cilitate training for the performance of 
such reviews; and 

(iii) provide for the suspension or termi-
nation of the assumption of responsibil-
ities under this section. 

(3) Effect on assumed responsibility 

The duty of the Secretary under paragraph 
(2)(B) shall not be construed to limit or reduce 
any responsibility assumed by a recipient of 
grant amounts with respect to any particular 
release of funds. 

(b) Procedure 

The Secretary shall approve the release of 
funds subject to the procedures authorized by 
this section only if, not less than 15 days prior 
to such approval and prior to any commitment 
of funds to such projects, the tribe has submit-
ted to the Secretary a request for such release 
accompanied by a certification that meets the 
requirements of subsection (c) of this section. 
The approval of the Secretary of any such cer-
tification shall be deemed to satisfy the respon-
sibilities of the Secretary under the National 
Environmental Policy Act of 1969 [42 U.S.C. 4321 
et seq.] and such other provisions of law as the 
regulations of the Secretary specify insofar as 
those responsibilities relate to the releases of 
funds for projects to be carried out pursuant 
thereto that are covered by such certification. 

(c) Certification 

A certification under the procedures author-
ized by this section shall— 

(1) be in a form acceptable to the Secretary; 
(2) be executed by the chief executive officer 

or other officer of the tribe under this chapter 
qualified under regulations of the Secretary; 

(3) specify that the tribe has fully carried 
out its responsibilities as described under sub-
section (a) of this section; and 

(4) specify that the certifying officer— 
(A) consents to assume the status of a re-

sponsible Federal official under the National 
Environmental Policy Act of 1969 [42 U.S.C. 
4321 et seq.] and each provision of law speci-

fied in regulations issued by the Secretary 
insofar as the provisions of such Act or such 
other provisions of law apply pursuant to 
subsection (a) of this section; and 

(B) is authorized and consents on behalf of 
the tribe and such officer to accept the juris-
diction of the Federal courts for the purpose 
of enforcement of the responsibilities of the 
certifying officer as such an official.

§ 4116. Regulations 

(a) Transition requirements 

(1) In general 

Not later than 90 days after October 26, 1996, 
the Secretary shall, by notice issued in the 
Federal Register, establish any requirements 
necessary to provide for the transition (upon 
the effectiveness of this chapter and the 
amendments made by this chapter) from the 
provision of assistance for Indian tribes and 
Indian housing authorities under the United 
States Housing Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 et 
seq.] and other related provisions of law to the 
provision of assistance in accordance with this 
chapter and the amendments made by this 
chapter. 

(2) Public comments; general notice of pro-
posed rulemaking 

The notice issued under paragraph (1) shall— 
(A) invite public comments regarding such 

transition requirements and final regula-
tions to carry out this chapter; and 

(B) include a general notice of proposed 
rulemaking (for purposes of section 564(a) of 
title 5) of the final regulations under sub-
section (b) of this section. 

(b) Final regulations 

(1) Timing 

The Secretary shall issue final regulations 
necessary to carry out this chapter not later 
than September 1, 1997, and such regulations 
shall take effect not later than the effective 
date of this chapter. 

(2) Negotiated rulemaking procedure 

(A) In general 

Notwithstanding sections 563(a) and 565(a) 
of title 5, all regulations required under this 
chapter shall be issued according to a nego-
tiated rulemaking procedure under sub-
chapter III of chapter 5 of title 5. 

(B) Committee 

(i) In general 

The Secretary shall establish a nego-
tiated rulemaking committee, in accord-
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ance with the procedures under that sub-
chapter, for the development of proposed 
regulations under subparagraph (A). 

(ii) Adaptation 

In establishing the negotiated rule-
making committee, the Secretary shall— 

(I) adapt the procedures under the sub-
chapter described in clause (i) to the 
unique government-to-government rela-
tionship between the Indian tribes and 
the United States, and shall ensure that 
the membership of the committee in-
clude only representatives of the Federal 
Government and of geographically di-
verse small, medium, and large Indian 
tribes; and 

(II) shall not preclude the participa-
tion of tribally designated housing enti-
ties should tribes elect to be represented 
by such entities.

§ 4131. National objectives and eligible families 

(a) Primary objective 

The national objectives of this chapter are— 

(1) to assist and promote affordable housing 
activities to develop, maintain, and operate 
affordable housing in safe and healthy envi-
ronments on Indian reservations and in other 
Indian areas for occupancy by low-income In-
dian families; 

(2) to ensure better access to private mort-
gage markets for Indian tribes and their mem-
bers and to promote self-sufficiency of Indian 
tribes and their members; 

(3) to coordinate activities to provide hous-
ing for Indian tribes and their members with 
Federal, State, and local activities to further 
economic and community development for In-
dian tribes and their members; 

(4) to plan for and integrate infrastructure 
resources for Indian tribes with housing devel-
opment for tribes; and 

(5) to promote the development of private 
capital markets in Indian country and to 
allow such markets to operate and grow, 
thereby benefiting Indian communities. 

(b) Eligible families 

(1) In general 

Except as provided under paragraph (2), as-
sistance under eligible housing activities 
under this chapter shall be limited to low-in-
come Indian families on Indian reservations 
and other Indian areas. 

(2) Exception to low-income requirement 

A recipient may provide assistance for 
homeownership activities under section 4132(2) 
of this title, model activities under section 
4132(6) of this title, or loan guarantee activi-
ties under subchapter VI of this chapter to In-
dian families who are not low-income families, 
to the extent that the Secretary approves the 
activities pursuant to such section or sub-
chapter because there is a need for housing for 
such families that cannot reasonably be met 
without such assistance. The Secretary shall 
establish limits on the amount of assistance 
that may be provided under this chapter for 
activities for families who are not low-income 
families. 

(3) Non-Indian families 

Notwithstanding paragraph (1), a recipient 
may provide housing or housing assistance 
provided through affordable housing activities 
assisted with grant amounts under this chap-
ter for a non-Indian family on an Indian res-
ervation or other Indian area if the recipient 
determines that the presence of the family on 
the Indian reservation or other Indian area is 
essential to the well-being of Indian families 
and the need for housing for the family cannot 
reasonably be met without such assistance. 

(4) Preference for tribal members and other In-
dian families 

The Indian housing plan for an Indian tribe 
may require preference, for housing or housing 
assistance provided through affordable hous-
ing activities assisted with grant amounts pro-
vided under this chapter on behalf of such 
tribe, to be given (to the extent practicable) to 
Indian families who are members of such tribe, 
or to other Indian families. In any case in 
which the applicable Indian housing plan for 
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an Indian tribe provides for preference under 
this paragraph, the recipient for the tribe 
shall ensure that housing activities that are 
assisted with grant amounts under this chap-
ter for such tribe are subject to such pref-
erence. 

(5) Exemption 

Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 [42 
U.S.C. 2000d et seq.] and title VIII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1968 [42 U.S.C. 3601 et seq.] shall 
not apply to actions by Indian tribes under 
this subsection.

§ 4132. Eligible affordable housing activities 

Affordable housing activities under this sub-
chapter are activities, in accordance with the 
requirements of this subchapter, to develop or 
to support affordable housing for rental or 
homeownership, or to provide housing services 
with respect to affordable housing, through the 
following activities: 

(1) Indian housing assistance 

The provision of modernization or operating 
assistance for housing previously developed or 
operated pursuant to a contract between the 
Secretary and an Indian housing authority. 

(2) Development 

The acquisition, new construction, recon-
struction, or moderate or substantial rehabili-
tation of affordable housing, which may in-
clude real property acquisition, site improve-
ment, development of utilities and utility 
services, conversion, demolition, financing, 
administration and planning, and other relat-
ed activities. 

(3) Housing services 

The provision of housing-related services for 
affordable housing, such as housing counseling 

in connection with rental or homeownership 
assistance, establishment and support of resi-
dent organizations and resident management 
corporations, energy auditing, activities relat-
ed to the provision of self-sufficiency and 
other services, and other services related to 
assisting owners, tenants, contractors, and 
other entities, participating or seeking to par-
ticipate in other housing activities assisted 
pursuant to this section. 

(4) Housing management services 

The provision of management services for af-
fordable housing, including preparation of 
work specifications, loan processing, inspec-
tions, tenant selection, management of ten-
ant-based rental assistance, and management 
of affordable housing projects. 

(5) Crime prevention and safety activities 

The provision of safety, security, and law en-
forcement measures and activities appropriate 
to protect residents of affordable housing from 
crime. 

(6) Model activities 

Housing activities under model programs 
that are designed to carry out the purposes of 
this chapter and are specifically approved by 
the Secretary as appropriate for such purpose.

§ 4133. Program requirements 

(a) Rents 

(1) Establishment 

Subject to paragraph (2), each recipient shall 
develop written policies governing rents and 
homebuyer payments charged for dwelling 
units assisted under this chapter, including 
the methods by which such rents and home-
buyer payments are determined. 

(2) Maximum rent 

In the case of any low-income family resid-
ing in a dwelling unit assisted with grant 
amounts under this chapter, the monthly rent 
or homebuyer payment (as applicable) for such 
dwelling unit may not exceed 30 percent of the 
monthly adjusted income of such family. 

(b) Maintenance and efficient operation 

Each recipient who owns or operates (or is re-
sponsible for funding any entity that owns or 
operates) housing developed or operated pursu-
ant to a contract between the Secretary and an 
Indian housing authority pursuant to the United 
States Housing Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.] 
shall, using amounts of any grants received 
under this chapter, reserve and use for operating 
assistance under section 4132(1) of this title such 
amounts as may be necessary to provide for the 
continued maintenance and efficient operation 
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of such housing. This subsection may not be 
construed to prevent any recipient (or entity 
funded by a recipient) from demolishing or dis-
posing of Indian housing referred to in this sub-
section, pursuant to regulations established by 
the Secretary. 

(c) Insurance coverage 

Each recipient shall maintain adequate insur-
ance coverage for housing units that are owned 
or operated or assisted with grant amounts pro-
vided under this chapter. 

(d) Eligibility for admission 

Each recipient shall develop written policies 
governing the eligibility, admission, and occu-
pancy of families for housing assisted with grant 
amounts provided under this chapter. 

(e) Management and maintenance 

Each recipient shall develop policies govern-
ing the management and maintenance of hous-
ing assisted with grant amounts under this 
chapter.

§ 4134. Types of investments 

(a) In general 

Subject to section 4133 of this title and the In-
dian housing plan for an Indian tribe, the recipi-
ent for that tribe shall have— 

(1) the discretion to use grant amounts for 
affordable housing activities through equity 
investments, interest-bearing loans or ad-
vances, noninterest-bearing loans or advances, 
interest subsidies, leveraging of private in-
vestments, or any other form of assistance 
that the Secretary has determined to be con-
sistent with the purposes of this chapter; and 

(2) the right to establish the terms of assist-
ance. 

(b) Investments 

A recipient may invest grant amounts for the 
purposes of carrying out affordable housing ac-
tivities in investment securities and other obli-
gations as approved by the Secretary.

§ 4135. Low-income requirement and income 
targeting 

(a) In general 

Housing shall qualify as affordable housing for 
purposes of this chapter only if— 

(1) each dwelling unit in the housing— 
(A) in the case of rental housing, is made 

available for occupancy only by a family 
that is a low-income family at the time of 
their initial occupancy of such unit; and 

(B) in the case of housing for homeowner-
ship, is made available for purchase only by 
a family that is a low-income family at the 
time of purchase; and 

(2) except for housing assisted under section 
1437bb of title 42 (as in effect before the date 
of the effectiveness of this chapter), each 
dwelling unit in the housing will remain af-
fordable, according to binding commitments 
satisfactory to the Secretary, for the remain-
ing useful life of the property (as determined 
by the Secretary) without regard to the term 
of the mortgage or to transfer of ownership, or 
for such other period that the Secretary deter-
mines is the longest feasible period of time 
consistent with sound economics and the pur-
poses of this chapter, except upon a fore-
closure by a lender (or upon other transfer in 
lieu of foreclosure) if such action— 

(A) recognizes any contractual or legal 
rights of public agencies, nonprofit sponsors, 
or others to take actions that would avoid 
termination of low-income affordability in 
the case of foreclosure or transfer in lieu of 
foreclosure; and 

(B) is not for the purpose of avoiding low- 
income affordability restrictions, as deter-
mined by the Secretary. 

(b) Exception 

Notwithstanding subsection (a) of this section, 
housing assisted pursuant to section 4131(b)(2) of 
this title shall be considered affordable housing 
for purposes of this chapter.

§ 4137. Lease requirements and tenant selection 

(a) Leases 

Except to the extent otherwise provided by or 
inconsistent with tribal law, in renting dwelling 
units in affordable housing assisted with grant 
amounts provided under this chapter, the owner 
or manager of the housing shall utilize leases 
that— 

(1) do not contain unreasonable terms and 
conditions; 

(2) require the owner or manager to main-
tain the housing in compliance with applicable 
housing codes and quality standards; 

(3) require the owner or manager to give ade-
quate written notice of termination of the 
lease, which shall be the period of time re-
quired under State, tribal, or local law; 

(4) specify that, with respect to any notice of 
eviction or termination, notwithstanding any 
State, tribal, or local law, a resident shall be 
informed of the opportunity, prior to any 
hearing or trial, to examine any relevant doc-
uments, records, or regulations directly relat-
ed to the eviction or termination; 

(5) require that the owner or manager may 
not terminate the tenancy, during the term of 
the lease, except for serious or repeated viola-
tion of the terms or conditions of the lease, 
violation of applicable Federal, State, tribal, 
or local law, or for other good cause; and 

(6) provide that the owner or manager may 
terminate the tenancy of a resident for any 
activity, engaged in by the resident, any mem-
ber of the household of the resident, or any 
guest or other person under the control of the 
resident, that— 

(A) threatens the health or safety of, or 
right to peaceful enjoyment of the premises 
by, other residents or employees of the 
owner or manager of the housing; 

(B) threatens the health or safety of, or 
right to peaceful enjoyment of their prem-
ises by, persons residing in the immediate 
vicinity of the premises; or 

(C) is criminal activity (including drug-re-
lated criminal activity) on or off the prem-
ises. 

(b) Tenant selection 

The owner or manager of affordable rental 
housing assisted with grant amounts provided 
under this chapter shall adopt and utilize writ-
ten tenant selection policies and criteria that— 

(1) are consistent with the purpose of provid-
ing housing for low-income families; 

(2) are reasonably related to program eligi-
bility and the ability of the applicant to per-
form the obligations of the lease; and 

(3) provide for— 

(A) the selection of tenants from a written 
waiting list in accordance with the policies 
and goals set forth in the Indian housing 
plan for the tribe that is the grant bene-
ficiary of such grant amounts; and 

(B) the prompt notification in writing of 
any rejected applicant of the grounds for any 
rejection.

§ 4138. Availability of records 

(a) Provision of information 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
except as provided in paragraph (2), the National 
Crime Information Center, police departments, 
and other law enforcement agencies shall, upon 
request, provide information to Indian tribes or 
tribally designated housing entities regarding 
the criminal conviction records of adult appli-
cants for, or tenants of, housing assisted with 
grant amounts provided to such tribe or entity 
under this chapter for purposes of applicant 
screening, lease enforcement, and eviction. 

(b) Exception 

A law enforcement agency described in para-
graph (1) shall provide information under this 
paragraph relating to any criminal conviction of 
a juvenile only to the extent that the release of 
such information is authorized under the law of 
the applicable State, tribe, or locality. 

(c) Confidentiality 

An Indian tribe or tribally designated housing 
entity receiving information under this section 
may use such information only for the purposes 
provided in this section and such information 
may not be disclosed to any person who is not 
an officer, employee, or authorized representa-
tive of the tribe or entity or the owner of hous-
ing assisted under this chapter, and who has a 
job-related need to have access to the informa-
tion for the purposes under this section. For ju-
dicial eviction proceedings, disclosures may be 
made to the extent necessary. The Secretary 
shall, by regulation, establish procedures nec-
essary to ensure that information provided 
under this section to any tribe or entity is used, 
and confidentiality is maintained, as required 
under this section.

If a recipient uses grant amounts to provide 
affordable housing under activities under this 
subchapter and, at any time during the useful 
life of the housing the housing does not comply 
with the requirement under section 4135(a)(2) 1 of 
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this title, the Secretary shall reduce future

§ 4152. Allocation formula 

(a) Establishment 

The Secretary shall, by regulations issued not 
later than the expiration of the 12-month period 
beginning on October 26, 1996, in the manner pro-
vided under section 4116 of this title, establish a 
formula to provide for allocating amounts avail-
able for a fiscal year for block grants under this 
chapter among Indian tribes in accordance with 
the requirements of this section. 

(b) Factors for determination of need 

The formula shall be based on factors that re-
flect the need of the Indian tribes and the Indian 
areas of the tribes for assistance for affordable 
housing activities, including the following fac-
tors: 

(1) The number of low-income housing dwell-
ing units owned or operated at the time pursu-
ant to a contract between an Indian housing 
authority for the tribe and the Secretary. 

(2) The extent of poverty and economic dis-
tress and the number of Indian families within 
Indian areas of the tribe. 

(3) Other objectively measurable conditions 
as the Secretary and the Indian tribes may 
specify. 

(c) Other factors for consideration 

In establishing the formula, the Secretary 
shall consider— 

(1) the relative administrative capacities 
and other challenges faced by the recipient, 
including, but not limited to geographic dis-
tribution within the Indian area and technical 
capacity; and 

(2) the extent to which terminations of as-
sistance under subchapter V of this chapter 
will affect funding available to State recog-
nized tribes. 

(d) Funding for public housing operation and 
modernization 

(1) Full funding 

The formula shall provide that, if, in any fis-
cal year, the total amount made available for 
assistance under this chapter is equal to or 
greater than the total amount made available 
for fiscal year 1996 for assistance for the oper-
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ation and modernization of public housing de-
veloped or operated pursuant to a contract be-
tween the Secretary and an Indian housing au-
thority pursuant to the United States Housing 
Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.], the amount 
provided for such fiscal year for each Indian 
tribe for which such operating or moderniza-
tion assistance was provided for fiscal year 
1996 shall not be less than the total amount of 
such operating and modernization assistance 
provided for fiscal year 1996 for such tribe. 

(2) Partial funding 

The formula shall provide that, if, in any fis-
cal year, the total amount made available for 
assistance under this chapter is less than the 
total amount made available for fiscal year 
1996 for assistance for the operation and mod-
ernization of public housing developed or oper-
ated pursuant to a contract between the Sec-
retary and an Indian housing authority pursu-
ant to the United States Housing Act of 1937 
[42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.], the amount provided 
for such fiscal year for each Indian tribe for 
which such operating or modernization assist-
ance was provided for fiscal year 1996 shall not 
be less than the amount that bears the same 
ratio to the total amount available for assist-
ance under this chapter for such fiscal year 
that the amount of operating and moderniza-
tion assistance provided for the tribe for fiscal 
year 1996 bears to the total amount made 
available for fiscal year 1996 for assistance for 
the operation and modernization of such pub-
lic housing.

SUBCHAPTER IV—COMPLIANCE, AUDITS, 
AND REPORTS 

§ 4161. Remedies for noncompliance 

(a) Actions by Secretary affecting grant amounts 

Except as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section, if the Secretary finds after reasonable 
notice and opportunity for hearing that a recipi-
ent of assistance under this chapter has failed to 
comply substantially with any provision of this 
chapter, the Secretary shall— 

(1) terminate payments under this chapter 
to the recipient; 

(2) reduce payments under this chapter to 
the recipient by an amount equal to the 
amount of such payments that were not ex-
pended in accordance with this chapter; 

(3) limit the availability of payments under 
this chapter to programs, projects, or activi-
ties not affected by such failure to comply; or 

(4) in the case of noncompliance described in 
section 4162(b) of this title, provide a replace-
ment tribally designated housing entity for 
the recipient, under section 4162 of this title. 

If the Secretary takes an action under para-
graph (1), (2), or (3), the Secretary shall continue 
such action until the Secretary determines that 
the failure to comply has ceased. 

(b) Noncompliance because of technical incapac-
ity 

If the Secretary makes a finding under sub-
section (a) of this section, but determines that 
the failure to comply substantially with the pro-
visions of this chapter— 

(1) is not a pattern or practice of activities 
constituting willful noncompliance, and 

(2) is a result of the limited capability or ca-
pacity of the recipient, 

the Secretary may provide technical assistance 
for the recipient (directly or indirectly) that is 
designed to increase the capability and capacity 
of the recipient to administer assistance pro-
vided under this chapter in compliance with the 
requirements under this chapter. 

(c) Referral for civil action 

(1) Authority 

In lieu of, or in addition to, any action au-
thorized by subsection (a) of this section, if 
the Secretary has reason to believe that a re-
cipient has failed to comply substantially with 
any provision of this chapter, the Secretary 
may refer the matter to the Attorney General 
of the United States with a recommendation 
that an appropriate civil action be instituted. 

(2) Civil action 

Upon such a referral, the Attorney General 
may bring a civil action in any United States 
district court having venue thereof for such 
relief as may be appropriate, including an ac-
tion to recover the amount of the assistance 
furnished under this chapter that was not ex-
pended in accordance with it, or for manda-
tory or injunctive relief. 

(d) Review 

(1) In general 

Any recipient who receives notice under sub-
section (a) of this section of the termination, 
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reduction, or limitation of payments under 
this chapter— 

(A) may, not later than 60 days after re-
ceiving such notice, file with the United 
States Court of Appeals for the circuit in 
which such State is located, or in the United 
States Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia, a petition for review of the action 
of the Secretary; and 

(B) upon the filing of any petition under 
subparagraph (A), shall forthwith transmit 
copies of the petition to the Secretary and 
the Attorney General of the United States, 
who shall represent the Secretary in the liti-
gation. 

(2) Procedure 

The Secretary shall file in the court a record 
of the proceeding on which the Secretary 
based the action, as provided in section 2112 of 
title 28. No objection to the action of the Sec-
retary shall be considered by the court unless 
such objection has been urged before the Sec-
retary. 

(3) Disposition 

(A) Court proceedings 

The court shall have jurisdiction to affirm 
or modify the action of the Secretary or to 
set it aside in whole or in part. The findings 
of fact by the Secretary, if supported by sub-
stantial evidence on the record considered as 
a whole, shall be conclusive. The court may 
order additional evidence to be taken by the 
Secretary, and to be made part of the record. 

(B) Secretary 

The Secretary— 
(i) may modify the findings of fact of the 

Secretary, or make new findings, by rea-
son of the new evidence so taken and filed 
with the court; and 

(ii) shall file— 
(I) such modified or new findings, 

which findings with respect to questions 
of fact shall be conclusive if supported 
by substantial evidence on the record 
considered as a whole; and 

(II) the recommendation of the Sec-
retary, if any, for the modification or 
setting aside of the original action of the 
Secretary. 

(4) Finality 

Upon the filing of the record with the court, 
the jurisdiction of the court shall be exclusive 
and its judgment shall be final, except that 
such judgment shall be subject to review by 
the Supreme Court of the United States upon 
writ of certiorari or certification as provided 
in section 1254 of title 28.

§ 4162. Replacement of recipient 

(a) Authority 

As a condition of the Secretary making a 
grant under this chapter on behalf of an Indian 
tribe, the tribe shall agree that, notwithstand-
ing any other provision of law, the Secretary 
may, only in the circumstances set forth in sub-
section (b) of this section, require that a re-
placement tribally designated housing entity 
serve as the recipient for the tribe, in accord-
ance with subsection (c) of this section. 

(b) Conditions of removal 

The Secretary may require such replacement 
tribally designated housing entity for a tribe 
only upon a determination by the Secretary on 
the record after opportunity for a hearing that 
the recipient for the tribe has engaged in a pat-
tern or practice of activities that constitutes 
substantial or willful noncompliance with the 
requirements under this chapter. 

(c) Choice and term of replacement 

If the Secretary requires that a replacement 
tribally designated housing entity serve as the 
recipient for a tribe (or tribes)— 

(1) the replacement entity shall be an entity 
mutually agreed upon by the Secretary and 
the tribe (or tribes) for which the recipient 
was authorized to act, except that if no such 
entity is agreed upon before the expiration of 
the 60-day period beginning upon the date that 
the Secretary makes the determination under 
subsection (b) of this section, the Secretary 
shall act as the replacement entity until 
agreement is reached upon a replacement en-
tity; and 

(2) the replacement entity (or the Secretary, 
as provided in paragraph (1)) shall act as the 
tribally designated housing entity for the 
tribe (or tribes) for a period that expires 
upon— 

(A) a date certain, which shall be specified 
by the Secretary upon making the deter-
mination under subsection (b) of this sec-
tion; or 

(B) the occurrence of specific conditions, 
which conditions shall be specified in writ-
ten notice provided by the Secretary to the 
tribe upon making the determination under 
subsection (b) of this section.

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§ 4163. Monitoring of compliance 

(a) Enforceable agreements 

Each recipient, through binding contractual 
agreements with owners and otherwise, shall en-
sure long-term compliance with the provisions 
of this chapter. Such measures shall provide for 
(1) enforcement of the provisions of this chapter 
by the grant beneficiary or by recipients and 
other intended beneficiaries, and (2) remedies 
for the breach of such provisions. 

(b) Periodic monitoring 

Not less frequently than annually, each recipi-
ent shall review the activities conducted and 
housing assisted under this chapter to assess 
compliance with the requirements of this chap-
ter. Such review shall include onsite inspection 
of housing to determine compliance with appli-
cable requirements. The results of each review 
shall be included in the performance report of 
the recipient submitted to the Secretary under 
section 4164 of this title and made available to 
the public. 

(c) Performance measures 

The Secretary shall establish such perform-
ance measures as may be necessary to assess 
compliance with the requirements of this chap-
ter.

§ 4164. Performance reports 

(a) Requirement 

For each fiscal year, each recipient shall— 
(1) review the progress it has made during 

such fiscal year in carrying out the Indian 
housing plan (or plans) for the Indian tribes 
for which it administers grant amounts; and 

(2) submit a report to the Secretary (in a 
form acceptable to the Secretary) describing 
the conclusions of the review. 

(b) Content 

Each report under this section for a fiscal year 
shall— 

(1) describe the use of grant amounts pro-
vided to the recipient for such fiscal year; 

(2) assess the relationship of such use to the 
goals identified in the Indian housing plan of 
the grant beneficiary; 

(3) indicate the programmatic accomplish-
ments of the recipient; and 

(4) describe the manner in which the recipi-
ent would change its programs as a result of 
its experiences. 

(c) Submission 

The Secretary shall establish dates for sub-
mission of reports under this section, and review 
such reports and make such recommendations 
as the Secretary considers appropriate to carry 
out the purposes of this chapter. 

(d) Public availability 

A recipient preparing a report under this sec-
tion shall make the report publicly available to 

the citizens in the jurisdiction of the recipient 
in sufficient time to permit such citizens to 
comment on such report prior to its submission 
to the Secretary, and in such manner and at 
such times as the recipient may determine. The 
report shall include a summary of any com-
ments received by the grant beneficiary or re-
cipient from citizens in its jurisdiction regard-
ing its program.

§ 4165. Review and audit by Secretary 

(a) Annual review 

The Secretary shall, not less than on an an-
nual basis, make such reviews and audits as may 
be necessary or appropriate to determine— 

(1) whether the recipient has carried out its 
eligible activities in a timely manner, has car-
ried out its eligible activities and certifi-
cations in accordance with the requirements 
and the primary objectives of this chapter and 
with other applicable laws, and has a continu-
ing capacity to carry out those activities in a 
timely manner; 

(2) whether the recipient has complied with 
the Indian housing plan of the grant bene-
ficiary; and 

(3) whether the performance reports under 
section 4164 of this title of the recipient are 
accurate. 

Reviews under this section shall include, insofar 
as practicable, onsite visits by employees of the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

(b) Report by Secretary 

The Secretary shall give a recipient not less 
than 30 days to review and comment on a report 
under this subsection. After taking into consid-
eration the comments of the recipient, the Sec-
retary may revise the report and shall make the 
comments of the recipient and the report, with 
any revisions, readily available to the public not 
later than 30 days after receipt of the comments 
of the recipient. 

(c) Effect of reviews 

The Secretary may make appropriate adjust-
ments in the amount of the annual grants under 
this chapter in accordance with the findings of 
the Secretary pursuant to reviews and audits 
under this section. The Secretary may adjust, 
reduce, or withdraw grant amounts, or take 
other action as appropriate in accordance with 
the reviews and audits of the Secretary under 
this section, except that grant amounts already 
expended on affordable housing activities may 
not be recaptured or deducted from future as-
sistance provided on behalf of an Indian tribe.

§ 4181. Termination of Indian housing assistance

After September 30, 1997, financial assistance 
may not be provided under the United States

pursuant to any commitment entered into under 
such Act, for Indian housing developed or oper-
ated pursuant to a contract between the Sec-
retary and an Indian housing authority, unless 
such assistance is provided from amounts made 
available for fiscal year 1997 and pursuant to a 
commitment entered into before September 30, 
1997. 

(b) Termination of restrictions on use of Indian 
housing 

After September 30, 1997, any housing devel-
oped or operated pursuant to a contract between 
the Secretary and an Indian housing authority 
pursuant to the United States Housing Act of 
1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.] shall not be subject 
to any provision of such Act or any annual con-
tributions contract or other agreement pursuant 
to such Act, but shall be considered and main-
tained as affordable housing for purposes of this 
chapter.

SUBCHAPTER VI—FEDERAL GUARANTEES 
FOR FINANCING FOR TRIBAL HOUSING

§ 4191. Authority and requirements 

(a) Authority 

To such extent or in such amounts as provided 
in appropriations Acts, the Secretary may, sub-
ject to the limitations of this subchapter (in-
cluding limitations designed to protect and 
maintain the viability of rental housing units 
owned or operated by the recipient that were de-
veloped under a contract between the Secretary 
and an Indian housing authority pursuant to the 
United States Housing Act of 1937 [42 U.S.C. 1437 
et seq.]), and upon such terms and conditions as 
the Secretary may prescribe, guarantee and 
make commitments to guarantee, the notes or 
other obligations issued by Indian tribes or trib-
ally designated housing entities with tribal ap-
proval, for the purposes of financing affordable 
housing activities described in section 4132 of 
this title. 

(b) Lack of financing elsewhere 

A guarantee under this subchapter may be 
used to assist an Indian tribe or housing entity 
in obtaining financing only if the Indian tribe or 
housing entity has made efforts to obtain such 
financing without the use of such guarantee and 
cannot complete such financing consistent with 
the timely execution of the program plans with-
out such guarantee. 
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(c) Terms of loans 

Notes or other obligations guaranteed pursu-
ant to this subchapter shall be in such form and 
denominations, have such maturities, and be 
subject to such conditions as may be prescribed 
by regulations issued by the Secretary. The Sec-
retary may not deny a guarantee under this sub-
chapter on the basis of the proposed repayment 
period for the note or other obligation, unless 
the period is more than 20 years or the Sec-
retary determines that the period causes the 
guarantee to constitute an unacceptable finan-
cial risk. 

(d) Limitation on outstanding guarantees 

No guarantee or commitment to guarantee 
shall be made with respect to any note or other 
obligation if the total outstanding notes or obli-
gations of the issuer guaranteed under this sub-
chapter (excluding any amount defeased under 
the contract entered into under section 
4192(a)(1) of this title) would thereby exceed an 
amount equal to 5 times the amount of the 
grant approval for the issuer pursuant to sub-
chapter III of this chapter.

§ 4192. Security and repayment 

(a) Requirements on issuer 

To assure the repayment of notes or other ob-
ligations and charges incurred under this sub-
chapter and as a condition for receiving such 
guarantees, the Secretary shall require the In-
dian tribe or housing entity issuing such notes 
or obligations to— 

(1) enter into a contract, in a form accept-
able to the Secretary, for repayment of notes 
or other obligations guaranteed under this 
subchapter; 

(2) pledge any grant for which the issuer 
may become eligible under this chapter; 

(3) demonstrate that the extent of such issu-
ance and guarantee under this subchapter is 
within the financial capacity of the tribe and 
is not likely to impair the ability to use grant 
amounts under subchapter I of this chapter, 
taking into consideration the requirements 
under section 4133(b) of this title; and 

(4) furnish, at the discretion of the Sec-
retary, such other security as may be deemed 
appropriate by the Secretary in making such 
guarantees, including increments in local tax 
receipts generated by the activities assisted 
under this chapter or disposition proceeds 
from the sale of land or rehabilitated prop-
erty. 

(b) Repayment from grant amounts 

Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
chapter— 

(1) the Secretary may apply grants pledged 
pursuant to subsection (a)(2) of this section to 
any repayments due the United States as a re-
sult of such guarantees; and 

(2) grants allocated under this chapter for an 
Indian tribe or housing entity (including pro-
gram income derived therefrom) may be used 
to pay principal and interest due (including 
such servicing, underwriting, and other costs 
as may be specified in regulations issued by 
the Secretary) on notes or other obligations 
guaranteed pursuant to this subchapter. 

(c) Full faith and credit 

The full faith and credit of the United States 
is pledged to the payment of all guarantees 
made under this subchapter. Any such guarantee 
made by the Secretary shall be conclusive evi-
dence of the eligibility of the obligations for 
such guarantee with respect to principal and in-
terest, and the validity of any such guarantee so 
made shall be incontestable in the hands of a 
holder of the guaranteed obligations.

The Secretary may make, and contract to 
make, grants, in such amounts as may be ap-
proved in appropriations Acts, to or on behalf of 
an Indian tribe or housing entity issuing notes 
or other obligations guaranteed under this sub-
chapter, to cover not to exceed 30 percent of the 
net interest cost (including such servicing, un-
derwriting, or other costs as may be specified in 
regulations of the Secretary) to the borrowing 
entity or agency of such obligations. The Sec-
retary may also, to the extent approved in ap-
propriations Acts, assist the issuer of a note or 
other obligation guaranteed under this sub-
chapter in the payment of all or a portion of the 
principal and interest amount due under the 
note or other obligation, if the Secretary deter-
mines that the issuer is unable to pay the 
amount because of circumstances of extreme 
hardship beyond the control of the issuer.

§ 4194. Training and information 

The Secretary, in cooperation with eligible 
public entities, shall carry out training and in-
formation activities with respect to the guaran-
tee program under this subchapter.

§ 4195. Limitations on amount of guarantees 

(a) Aggregate fiscal year limitation 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law 
and subject only to the absence of qualified ap-
plicants or proposed activities and to the au-
thority provided in this subchapter, to the ex-
tent approved or provided in appropriations 
Acts, the Secretary may enter into commit-
ments to guarantee notes and obligations under 
this subchapter with an aggregate principal 
amount not to exceed $400,000,000 for each of fis-
cal years 1997, 1998, 1999, 2000, and 2001. 

(b) Authorization of appropriations for credit 
subsidy 

There are authorized to be appropriated to 
cover the costs (as such term is defined in sec-
tion 661a of title 2) of guarantees under this sub-
chapter such sums as may be necessary for each 
of fiscal years 1997, 1998, 1999, 2000, and 2001. 

(c) Aggregate outstanding limitation 

The total amount of outstanding obligations 
guaranteed on a cumulative basis by the Sec-
retary pursuant to this subchapter shall not at 
any time exceed $2,000,000,000 or such higher 
amount as may be authorized to be appropriated 
for this subchapter for any fiscal year. 

(d) Fiscal year limitations on tribes 

The Secretary shall monitor the use of guar-
antees under this subchapter by Indian tribes. If 
the Secretary finds that 50 percent of the aggre-
gate guarantee authority under subsection (c) of 
this section has been committed, the Secretary 
may— 

(1) impose limitations on the amount of 
guarantees any one Indian tribe may receive 
in any fiscal year of $50,000,000; or 

(2) request the enactment of legislation in-
creasing the aggregate outstanding limitation 
on guarantees under this subchapter.

SUBCHAPTER VII—OTHER HOUSING

§ 4211. 50-year leasehold interest in trust or re-
stricted lands for housing purposes 

(a) Authority to lease 

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, 
any trust or restricted Indian lands, whether 
tribally or individually owned, may be leased by 
the Indian owners, subject to the approval of the 
affected Indian tribe and the Secretary of the 
Interior, for housing development and residen-
tial purposes. 

(b) Term 

Each lease pursuant to subsection (a) of this 
section shall be for a term not exceeding 50 
years. 

(c) Rule of construction 

This section may not be construed to repeal, 
limit, or affect any authority to lease any trust 
or restricted Indian lands that— 

(1) is conferred by or pursuant to any other 
provision of law; or 

(2) provides for leases for any period exceed-
ing 50 years. 

(d) Self-implementation 

This section is intended to be self-implement-
ing and shall not require the issuance of any 
rule, regulation, or order to take effect as pro-
vided in section 705.
